If I didn't write it down, you'd be 
here for an hour so I thought I'd try to be 
brief. 


William R. Hunt First of all, I would like to thank 

County Commissioner Justin Johnson and I'd like to welcome 

Members of The Board of Elections the clergy and Mayor Caliguiri for 
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honoring me by being here today, and 
honored guests. 

Would you believe I'm a little 
nervous? 

As I embark on my sixth year of 
service on Council, I would be remiss if I 
did not express my heartfelt thanks to 
the hundreds of volunteers who worked 
so hard for this day. Without them, the 
odds would have been insurmountable. 
While it would be impossible to single out 
each one for well-deserved praise, I hope 
all of them will accept my thanks and 
gratitude. Incidentally, there were over 
450 people who worked the polls for us. 

However, there are a few that 
must be thanked personally and 
publicly. I hope, as I call their names, 
they would do me the honor of standing. 
Carmen Gunther, my dear friend and my 
Administrative Aide, and Jane Becker 
who cannot be here because her father is 
being operated on. As you know, Jane 
was my campaign manager. Jane and 
Carmen, you both deserve medals of 
honor, not only for putting it all together 
but for putting up with me. Hopefully, I 
will be worthy of your efforts in the 
coming years. 

Linda Sarno - Linda just ran out 
and got me flowers. I love you very 
much. Linda has worked beyond the call 
of duty and with little remuneration. 
We're going to change that this year, 
Linda; we got some money. At least you 
know your efforts have been appreciated. 

Hank Kearney, will you stand up 
and let me thank you. Hank has come in 
to pinch hit while Carmen had to be 
away. He's really devoted his time 
without any remuneration and he's been 
wonderful. 

I could not let today go without 
thanking the Lawrenceville twins, Lena 


and Rose. They have worked their shoe 
leather off the bare feet going door to 
door for me in all the elections. I 
wouldn't be here without you and I know 
it. Thank you. 

Nor can I let today pass without 
mentioning that without the women's 
movement and NOWs devoted 
commitment to my campaign, 
spearheaded by Helen Torpey and Jane 
Duvall, we would not have such a great 
victory today. I think it would be 
appropriate at this point to thank all the 
women of Pittsburgh because there are 
more women registered to vote than 
there are men. I thank you. 

There are others that I must take 
a moment to mention from this dias, Bill 
and Carla Gedman, Christina Mahoney, 
really stalwart. Are they here with us 
today? Christina came in every single 
day and Christina doesn’t even live in the 
City. She's one of our suburbanites. 

The past few months have been 
exhausting to all my colleagues. 
Yesterday’s remarks by Mayor Caliguiri 
that being in public office is becoming 
more difficult all the time is so very 
true. Public officials are public 
property, examined under a microscope 
and their actions are reported daily in 
the media. No matter how well 
intentioned, no matter how committed 
we are to our jobs and to our 
constituents, sometimes we try too hard 
and our good intentions backfire. I think 
a good example of that was my vote on 
the fiscal matter the other day. 

We can introduce many good 
pieces of legislation which are soon 
forgotten. My favorite bill in the last 
month or so is the safety in garages. I 
wonder if anybody remembers it. 

If we make one mistake, even the 
fact that I have a 24-hour answering 
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service, Tin responsive to my 
constituents and the media can reach me 
at home at all hours of the day or night, 
and Fm available on weekends and at 
2:00 a.m. in the morning, that's soon 
forgotten. 

It's like having the sun shine six 
days a week, rain on the seventh, and 
having someone say, "Wasn't this a rotten 
week because it's raining today." 

All one cam hope to do is to be 
true to one's self. Do the best we know 
how and try to educate ourselves to do 
better. We need a little help. This 
Council must immediately acquire a full¬ 
time f is cad advisor and a full-time legal 
counsel of our own for which we are 
entitled to under the Home Rule 
Charter. 

I have no doubt that there will be 
sharp disagreements among the nine 
members of Council on the importamt 
issues that we will be tackling in the 
months and years ahead. There is 
nothing inherently wrong with 
controversy. Through it, we- can 
hopefully reach the correct resolution of 
the City's problems. Wasn't it Linden 
Johnson who once quipped that if two 
people agree on everything you can be 
sure that only one of them is doing the 
thinking? 

It can be safely assumed by all 
that I will not be reticent in voicing my 
opposition when I feel it's against the 
public interest amd voicing my support 
when justified in my mind. I guess old 
Harry is becoming my hero. Since I like 
to think that Truman's famous quote, "I 
never give them hell; I just tell the truth 
and they think it's hell" is my modus 
operandi. 

This Council will be faced with 
numerous problems and crises in the 
ensuing years. My priority will be jobs. 


jobs, jobs. 

The City indebtedness must ailso 
receive meticulous scrutiny by this 
Council in the days ahead. With a three 
quarter of a billion dollar debt and water 
and sewer lines that are deteriorating 
beneath our feet as we sit here, we must 
think of innovative ways of saving money 
and raising additional revenues. 

Personally, high on my list of 
what must happen in the near future, is a 
partnership of suburbanites and 
Pittsburghers. I don't think 

metropolitanism is a dirty word. 
However, in the real world, the only way 
funds for services will be obtained, be it 
through metropolitanism or a sizeable 
commuter tax, will be through the 
leadership of the Administration calling 
in their brownie points with locally based 
corporations, corporations who have been 
treated fairly if not generously, 
corporations who have received tax 
abatements, emminent domain benefits, 
development loans, must begin to urge 
the suburban employees to pay at least 2 
percent, 2 percent wage tax to the City 
of Pittburgh. We pay 3-5/6 percent. 
They may pay 1 or 1-1/2 in their 
com muni ties. They should never pay 
more than we pay as a total. But that’s 
the real world. 

On another matter. Carmen 
Gunther who is a tireless researcher, is 
currently working on a project which will 
hopefully result in the lowering of utility 
bills. 

Just so no one thinks Madoff 
thinks she is the only one who is working 
on good ideas to help the citizens of this 
City which is a jewel, I plan to continue 
to support my colleagues in their 
efforts. I remember Councilman 
O'Malley's bill on gasoline stations. Ben 
Woods comes to mind on solid waste and 
saving the City money which generated 
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over $1 million. We don't do it alone; we 
do it collectively. 

I think it's time to forget 
personalities and zero in on issues. I 
hope we can disagree without being 
disagreeable. 

On that note, let me thank Judge 
Justin Johnson for taking this time to 
honor me by administer my Oath of 
Office. 

In closing, I promise not to walk 
off with the poinsettia.

Not only is 
Steve now a Supreme Court Justice but 
he's also a very, very good friend of mine 
and it's an honor to have him here with 
me this morning. 

Td also like to introduce a few 
other pedple that helped make all this 
possible. Td like to hav members of my 
family stand because if I named them 
one at a time we’d be here most of the 
afternoon. Mom and Dad, will you stand 
up, please? And the rest of the family 
stand up, aunts and uncles and cousins.

The significance of getting re¬ 
elected means a great deal. It means 
that the voters felt that I made a 
contribution in helping make Pittsburgh a 
better place to live and work.

I believe Father Jendzura is here, 
Mayor Caliguiri, other distinguished 
elected officials, members of Council 
and ladies and gentlemen. 

Before beginning today, permit 
me to, again, extend our sincere and best 
wishes to our outgoing Council President, 
Eugene "Jeep" DePasquale. 

He is a legend in his time here, a 
man of dedication to his fellow man, a 
great and personable fellow, a man who 
made his mark in life and on this society, 
but above all, a public servant who 
served this City and served it well. 

This expression of gratitude 
comes from all of us, as well as all of the 
citizens of the City of Pittsburgh. 
Permit me to indroduce Eugene "Jeep" 
Depasquale! 

I believe there is another person 
in this audience and if he is not, it might 
be because of his health conditions, but I 
would be remiss, as the incoming 
President of this Council, if I did not 
make a few comments about this man, 
who has given a lifetime to worthy 
causes and to the City of Pittsburgh. 

He is a man who could have been 
the Mayor of the City of Pittsburgh but 
little known is the fact that he suffered 
an unexpected overnight physical 
impairment.

We hold him dearly and we 
welcome him always. We shall always 
refer to him affectionately as "President 
Emeritus" of this Council. I am speaking 
of the Honorable Louis Mason, Jr. 

Permit me to extend my debt of 
gratitude to the members of Council for 
electing me as your President. 

I publicly accept the responsibility 
and the challenge that lies ahead. 

I pledge myself to do my very best 
to serve you, to serve you all, and 
through all of you - to serve better the 
City of Pittsburgh and its citizens. 

Considering past actions of this 
Council and the public response to those 
actions, the Chair views it - as a need 
for change. 

The image and the good work of 
this Council has been diminished too 
long! 

No Council has ever initiated or 
received, prepared or reviewed or 
passed, more substantive, major 
legislation than this Council has in the 
last four years. It is therefore regretful 
that that knowledge and that record 
remains lost. 

Not yet fully appreciated is ‘the 
tremendous strides and progress that this 
City has made in its fiscal management, 
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and at a time when the fiscal constraints 
of the ’80's have played havoc with the 
older and larger cities of the northeast. 

But now, if this City is to progress 
further, it will need a more serious and 
sober outlook. 

I do, therefore, solicit the support 
of every member of this Council in that 
pursuit and I look forward to working 
fairly and cooperatively with every one 
of you. 

In these trying fiscal times, there 
must be cooperation between this 
Council and the Mayor's Office. 

While cooperation must be 
meaningful, it does not mean total 
unanimity on all subjects, nor at all 
times. Total unanimity will not be 
forthcoming, but neither is it expected 
or requested. 

Our present Mayor, Richard 
Caliguiri, has done an excellent job for 
this City of Pittsburgh, so far. It is my 
belief, that he will continue to do a good 
job for the City of Pittsburgh. He, 
therefore, deserves our attentive and 
respective ear! 

I believe that this Council and the 
Mayor are willing to cooperate and we 
feel confident that that cooperation will 
be forthcoming. Through the mutual and 
meaningful exchange and the collective 
input and efforts, this City and its 
citizens will gain by having an even 
better City in which to live.

Bloomfield-Garfield, and others, you - as 
citizens and taxpayers - can expect and 
deserve certain basic City services. 

Generally speaking, you want a 
nice place in which to live and a nice 
place to work; you want your. garbage 
picked up weekly; you want your streets 
paved and snow removal; you want 
enough police to keep you safe; you want 
firemen to watch over you while you 
sleep; you want a plot of grass in the 
park, a place where your child can play 
and rim; and you want a recreation 
center where you can swim, play 
basketball, or play a nice, easy game of 
checkers. You want clean and fresh 
water through your taps and, in case of 
an emergency or an accident, you want 
life-saving medical care, on the spot, as 
quickly as possible. 

You will have to admit that that 
is a pretty big job. I am not saying that 
we will do all of those things to the 
degree that everyone wtints, but we, this 
Council, must exert our best efforts 
along those lines. 

So, as Council President, I want to 
make it this Council's job, in cooperation 
with the Mayor of the City of Pittsburgh, 
to deliver as much of those services as 
we can, at the best possible price. 

The job before us is great and it 
will not be easy, but we look forward to 
the future with hope and anticipation. 

Lastly but not least, I would like 
to serve notice to all of Council's staff 
that I look forward to working with each 
and every one of them as well. 

I thank all of you for the 
opportunity to serve as President and I 
thank all of you in the audience who have 
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come to honor us by your presence here 
today.

Mr. Givens: 

Reverend Clergy, Mayor Caliguiri, 
City Clerk, Mike Perry, my distinguished 
colleagues, Judges, elected officials, the # 
men and women of the audience. 

When they said bring your family 


here, I said reserve the left side of the 
room for me, please, when you get down 
to all of them. It’s a great privilege and 
a pleasure to be able to say to you the 
people of the City of Pittsburgh for 
another term of four years — this will be 
my third term. Til be the second most 
senior person within the Council of the 
City of Pittsburgh. When I look back, 
and my dear mother, who's in the 

audience, 86-some years of age, and my 
father, Barney Givens, who was a 
Building Inspector for the City of 

Pittsburgh, I am very, very proud to be 
able to sit up here as a Councilman to 
the City of Pittsburgh and not only 
represent my family but to represent 

you, all the people of the City of 

Pittsburgh. 

We said that pledge of allegiance 
to the flag of the United States, and it's 
been tested in the battlefields of 
Grenada, in Lebanon, in Viet Nam, the 
big W.W. H. Many of you people that 
served to keep that flag independent, but 
let me tell you something, it starts right 
here. We are the grassroots, we, you the 
people are the grassroots of this 
republic. 

This Council body has been the 
proving ground for many h’gher elective 
offices, including Mayor, U.S. Congress, 
and City and County Controller; and I'm 
certain that in the years to come many 
more public officials will get their 
political start at this grassroots level. 

When I think of where I've been all 
my life, much of it spent within the 
military of the United States defending 
that particular flag that we gave that 
pledge of allegiance to up there, I was 
very proud to have served in one of the 
longest wars. Many people don't realize 
the longest war in our history was the 
Viet Nam War. It lasted 13 ye'ars; 
50,000-some lives made the supreme 
sacrifice. 
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Again in this City we're going 
through another problem. There's a war 
of poverty. The war of unemployment, 
and the war almost of survival; and again 
the federal government is turning its 
back, they're going to the states and 
saying you take care of your people. The 
states, to some degree, were very happy 
saying to the people of the City’s you 
take care of your people. Your first 
level of government is right here. 

I want to thank many of the Ward 
Chairmen who are out there, Vice- 
Chairmen, and secretaries. The 
committee people who give us the 
springboard, the springboard of the 
democratic people. When we see what’s 
been happening in the last four years up 
in the White House, you've got to 
appreciate just exactly what it is. 

They told me to keep my speech 
very short. I think I've just about said 
everything that I’ve wanted to say in that 
particular area. When I walk up through 
the halls, up through the steps of the 
City-County Building every day of my 
life, I feel extremely proud, extremely 
proud to be a Councilman, extremely 
proud to be one that is serving you, the 
people of the City of Pittsburgh; and I 
hope in four more years, Til be up here 
again taking the same oath of office. It’s 
an awful awesome oath that Judge Bigley 
read to me and that I swore to, and with 
that is the basic part, the basic line of 
everything that we live for and stand for 
in our democracy. 

If you've been to some of these 
other countries where I have been in my 
lifetime — live wished we could see that 
all of our sons and daughters in foreign 
countries throughout the world — when 
they come back — like the scene when 
the kids first got off the plane from 
Grenada, kissing the ground of the 
United States. They appreciate it and I 
do, too, and that's what's it all about. 


With that, ladies and gentlemen, 
I'd like to introduce my lovely family, 
starting with the person that's been 
dearest to my heart, the closest to me. 
At 16 years of age I had met her, and we 
lived through living hell together. I 
should be the one that put her through 
living hell is what it is, and then you'll 
see what I mean when I introduce my 
eight children. 

Eight children, as everyone knows, 
and three tours into combat areas of 
which two of them were in a voluntary 
capacity of which I went back to my wife 
and asked her if I could volunteer with 
having eight children left behind. When I 
see pictures of us on the lawn down in 
Florida with the old bam in the 
background, etc., I've wondered where 
she got the courage to let me go on and 
do the things that I wanted to do for 
what I thought was right at that 
particular time; but Ethel and I, as I did 
indicate, were very young kids, and there 
was a love greater than any love that I 
have ever read about in any book, that I 
have ever seen on any television screen, 
or that any individual has ever told me 
how deeply that love is between one and 
the other. 

Ethel and I are like partners, true 
partners together for all these some 30- 
plus years, and all of you that are in the 
political arena must appreciate and know 
that when Dick Givens was out in the 
streets of the City of Pittsburgh going 
into the communities and etc., that my 
wife Ethel was always along with me. 
She's my partner, she's my wife, and I 
can't say anything more about her. 
Ethel, would you please stand up? 

I mentioned about my father, who 
Weis a worker for the City of Pittburgh 
and also, I mentioned about my mother, 
who again, whose magic number in our 
Givens' family — I came from a family of 
eight boys, I had a family of eight 
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children, and I have eight 
grandchildren. For some reason, the 
eight just seemed to be going in there, 
hut my mother had eight boys; my father 
was a City worker who raised that 
wonderful family of ours. Some of my 
brothers are here in the audience and m 
introduce them, but to my mother, God 
bless her, I can still — when you think 
about coming up here and speaking about 
something and there she is. Please 
stand, Mom. 

I rem ember though when I thought 
of coming up here today introducing her 
— I have flashbacks of the days when she 
was down in the basement of our home, 
she was washing our white shirts, 
because we went to a parochial school, 
and we had to wear white shirts, and that 
was back in days when the soot was 

coming around on the porch. I can 

remember that so vividly, and she was 
trying to keep up with that tremendous 
thing and cooking the bread in the oven 
and taking care of us in all of our 
particular matters. To me, that was 

beautiful, and Tm glad that God had 

spared her and kept her around as long he 
has. 

With her, and we call them the 
ladies with the hats, is my great-aunt, 
Dee Flaherty. Dee,. would you please 
stand up? I see some other hats in the 
audience, but when all my aunts would 
get together and walk down through 
town, they used to call them the ladies, 
and believe me, they were always 
dressed to kill, and always lovely -in that 
capacity. 

I'd like to go into my family very 
quickly and move on, and if I could have 
no applause until I introduce them all. 
My son George, who gave the 
introduction and his wife Patty. Just 
stand and remain standing, please. Til 
get the grandchildren all together, 
Patty. Marlea and Mike, Marlea and 


Mike are not here. I know what 
happened; she's on her way to the 
hospital having number two, so she didn't 
make it. That's Mike Gallagher and 
Marlea Gallagher. John and Ree Givens, 
and my daughters Maura and Julia. My 
son Edward and my namesake Richard. 
A round of applause for all my dear 
children and my one daughter who could 
not be here, Charlene. She's in 
Tennessee at this particular time. She's 
married to a fine serviceman. 

You know all of us have family 
and all of us have to appreciate and know 
that you can't go through a political 
campaign — many of my children live 
right in the house with me — you cannot 
go through a political campaign without 
them being directly involved. Every one 
of them had a part in everything that I 
had done in my political life. They were 
up there putting signs up. They were 
making distributions. Whatever had to 
be done. They pitched in because if they 
didn't, they knew Dad didn’t have the 
check coming in. If no check was coming 
in, they knew we we're going to have a 
difficult time within the family. 

Getting down to the grandchildren 
very quickly, I have eight grandchildren, 
Jason, Marlea, Michael, Brendan's not 
here, and Katie, she's the smallest of the 
group right now, and there's the three 
that are down in Tennessee, Anna, Amy, 
and Mary.

Mr. Perry: 

The City Controller's Office. 
Michelle Madoff: 

What do you mean? Is it going to 
be a part time person? Is he going to be 
handling one case? 

Mr. Perry: 

This wais a bill submitted to this 
Council by the Controller's Office. All 
they had there was legal — 

Michelle Madoff: 

I have no problem with that; I just 
want to know what it’s for. If we don't 
get it until Wednesday and we vote the 
following Monday, it only gives us 
Thursday and Friday to check it out with 
staff, or Monday morning. 

Mr. Woods: 

Michelle, we have ten days on this 
one. It's not Ride 8 on that bill. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I understand that but it doesn't 
come up until Wednesday, and then we 
have a week from Wednesday when we 
actually look at the bill and I look at it 
the Tuesday before that Wednesday. 
Then we only have Thursday and Friday 
and we vote on Monday. 

So, I'm just curious. What was it? 
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Mr. Perry: 

It doesn't state, Michelle. 

The Chair: 

Give her a copy, Mike. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Would you check that out for me 
early, please, Mike? You see, what I do 
is, I get the bills right away but in 
truthfulness I don't look at them until the 
Tuesday before the Wednesday. 

The Chair: 

The Rule 8 was not waived on 
that. It will not be up that Wednesday, it 
will be up the following Wednesday. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. Stone, I agree with that but 
still I don't look at them until the 
Tuesday before the Wednesday and that 
doesn't leave enough time. They don’t 
get them to me that quickly. 

The Chair: 

I told him to give you a copy. 

Michene Madoff: 

Get my bills to me a little earlier, 
Linda, please.

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Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. President, I have a floor 
motion. May I ask a question? I have 
two items but I'd like to ask a procedural 
question, if I may. 

On the 19th of this month we're 
going to have a hearing on the Water 
Authority. Meanwhile, we've al ready, in 
effect, the Administration has already 
started into the works, a Water 
Authority by having a salary for Mr. 
Cosentino. I'm a little confused as to 
how you can pay somebody when it is not 
an entity, even if you're preparing for it. 

I'd like a legal ruling on that 
because it seems to me that there is 
something in the morgue at the Post 
Gazette that we're going to dig out that 
came up many years ago and I said that 
they can't do that. I would like to make 
sure that we're not violating any rules 
and if you would check that out I'd 
appreciate it. 

The Chain 

I'm not so sure he's changed yet 
because until we have the hearing, it's 
my understanding, we don't have a Water 
Authority. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. President, I've talked with 
him personally and he tells me that he's 
moved down the hall, that Mr. Smith is 
now the head of the Water Department 
and he is devoting all his time to the 
Water Authority. 

It would seem to me that we may 
be subject to some irregularities or 
legalities that we better check out. 
Maybe he could be a consultant in the 
interim which would cover all of us and 
be doing the right thing. 


The other thing that I would like 
to talk to you about procedurally on this 
water issue is that, as you know, one of 
the reasons we have so many problems in 
the Council is that we have a hearing 
scheduled to discuss the Water 
Authority. Of course, all these people 
come and they want to testify; they're on 
a schedule. But we in Council have 
never had the opportunity to ask our own 
questions. So, it starts off with a 
presentation by the people pitching the 
Water Department. We in turn ask our 
questions. That takes until two or three 
in the afternoon and then the people get 
very disgusted with us. 

I would like to ask your 
indulgence. Would you set up some kind 
of a meeting for us to meet openly to 
discuss — In other words, the hearings 
would be two phased. The first one 
would be Council addressing itself, 
maybe in the morning, to whatever our 
concerns are. The second one would be 
the public testifying. We can't even 
address the public's concerns if we don't 
even know what the issues are. 

That came about and sort of 
struck me because I was called by one of 
the stations, being in the Water 
Department, would I interview with them 
today at 3:30 about the Water 
Department. So, I spent some time this 
weekend and this morning typing up my 
thoughts and what I basically did was list 
my concerns. These are unanswered 
questions that I'd like to have but I don't 
want to be an obstructionist. I think we 
run into a lot of problems, a lot of 
hostility, we have to go, people are 
waiting, people are upset. 

I wonder if you could think about 
that problem and resolve it. 

The Chair: 

I received a request from one of 
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the other Councilm embers, one of our 
new members, and they were asking for a 
briefing on this matter. They should be 
receiving a copy of that report; I 
directed that to happen. If Council is 
interested, we'll set up another briefing 
on this matter. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I was told by two members of the 
Mayor's staff that if I wished to meet 
with them that they would be very happy 
to go over it with me on a one to one. 
Now, that was done with a judge on the 
Stadium. People came in, the Mayor was 
there, his staff, and people discussed 
their problems. I don't want it to be on a 
one to one. This Council ham no intention 
to violate the Sunshine Law, I know 
you've stated that. I see no reason why 
we can't have the meeting, instead of 
having it a harangue, all at one time and 
the people are upset that they don’t get 
to testify, start off as we normally do at 
a hearing, just the way we normally do. 
This is what we propose by Mr. 
Schmeiser or Mr. Schillo, fm not sure, or 
the Mayor or whoever, and we can 
address our questions in a joint discussion 
and then have the people testify. But 
since it's already scheduled for the 19th, 
I guess somehow or other, that's your 
problem to resolve how you wish to go 
about having us all interact because I see 
no purpose in one of us meeting alone 
with Mr. Schmeiser and Mr. Schillo and 
then maybe someone said, "Hey, 
Michelle, that's wrong" or "They're right, 
you're wrong, Michelle". I think we need 
to interact. Publicly. 

The Chair: 

Well, I don't see any problem with 
asking for another briefing with Council, 
maybe in the Mayor's Chambers next 
Monday. But on the other hand, public 
hearings, the people are entitled to know 
from those who are experts in the field 


as to what they propose and why before 
they even require to testify. I would 
hope that as well some of our comments 
be received as information rather than us 
volunteering at those particular hearings 
so we can hear everybody. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I think you're absolutely right but 
I think you would agree that that has 
caused a lot of dissention among 
Councilm embers and among the public 
and hostility because we pre-empt them 
by our concerns and addressing ourselves 
to the people. We really have not had a 
briefing. All we had was a session 
saying, "Well, we reviewed and we've 
done a water study and now we've 
reviewed it again and we feel that this is 
the thing that ought to be happening." 
But there were no really, until that 
morning that it was presented to us in 
Council, that indeed this was going to 
happen. 

I have a lot of questions I need 
answered. I may find the Water 
Authority is the best thing. I have some 
real concerns. 

The Chair: 

If Council is interested, we'll try 
to set up another briefing and if we can 
do it, maybe as part of the Monday 
meeting or at another time suitable for 
everybody. Is everybody in favor of 
that? 

Mr. Woods: 

I have a suggestion, Mr. 
Chairman. I tend to agree with Michelle 
that sometimes we start asking questions 
when the public should be making 
statements. A lot of times the public 
asks questions that perhaps we would 
not. If we could have the meeting after 
the 19th with the particular people 
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involved because we learn from what the 
public has to say and then we can go in 
with that plus we have ourselves. Maybe 
we could have it on the 20th or any time 
after that and we could ask maybe the 
same questions. They’ll be there and 
we'll have our own and we could get 
answers that way. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I disagree with that strongly and 
the reason I disagree with that, Mr. 
President, is that I think as 
Councilm embers we should be 
informed. I think there's some 
rudimental, fundamental things that 
somebody talking to us might address and 
we won't know the answer. 

Mr. Woods: 

I didn't mean that we don't have a 
briefing; that's not what I meant. Have 
the briefing but I'm talking about 
afterwards we meet again and ask our 
own questions. 

Michelle Madoff: 

We do that anyway on the Water 
Authority. I want a briefing on my 
concerns, not privately; I want it open. 
We do' that anyway e.xcept we pre-empt 
the public's time. 

The Chair: 

Yes, but the forum, I think, is 
there in the Mayor's Conference Room 
on Monday morning. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. President, I think there's 
m erit to both suggestions in that we need 
a briefing beforehand with all the 
appropriate parties, including the two 
groups that did the studies, Price 
Waterhouse and, I believe, Green 


Engineering. There's a lot of merit to 
Mr. Woods' suggestion in that there will 
be questions raised by the public that 
probably will not be answered that day. 
There may be a need for us to act as 
representatives of the public at another 
meeting after the public hearing. 

The Chair: 

That will come up at the following 
meeting and then if we need to have 
something else I think we can. I'm not 
saying it will not happen but it may not 
be necessary. 

Til try to set up a briefing 
meeting for next Monday. 

Michelle Madoff: 

If you do it Monday morning, as 
you say, at the normal time, then we 
eliminate all the time for those people 
who wish to address other issues. I would 
prefer to do it any time but next 
Monday. Before the meeting. 

Now, in the same vein, I have a 
floor motion, as you know, that I have 
not presented yet. May I do that now? 
Til read it and it will be faster. 

The Chair: 

Michelle, excuse me a minute. 
Has anybody seen this prior to now? 
Councilmembers? 

Michelle Madoff: 

We've been talking to everybody 
about it; everybody's got a copv. 

The Chair: 

When did you pass it out? 
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Michelle Madoff: 

ril been talking to everybody 
about it. There's nothing in it that's 
new. All we did was get what you gave 
us which was a good idea about the 
source of funding. That's the only thing 
that's new in it. 

The Chain 

My question is, when did you hand 
this out? 

Michelle Madoff: 

They were put in the boxes and I 
think some people brought them in, some 
did not. I think it's self-explanatory. I'd 
like to go with it but if they don’t want 
to go we can hold it. 

The Chain 

Only one thing. I don't want to 
cause any problems here but ordinarily 
it's my understanding that we have these 
things the day before. Now, if somebody 
wants to object for that reason, then 
let's hold it until next week. If nobody is 
objecting we'll go ahead. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mf. Stone, the Parliamentarian 
has ruled that if it's a resolution from 
the floor, it has to be 48 hours. If it's a 
floor motion, it does not. I just took the 
courtesy of typing out my floor motion. 
Floor motions can be spontaneous. I just, 
as a courtesy, typed it up so they could 
follow me. 

The Chair: 

Are you saying that if I say this is 
a regular resolution it will be 48 hours 
but 

if I change the name and say it's a floor 
motion, then it's okay? 


Michelle Madoff: 

That's right. That is correct. 

The Chair: 

The Chair doesn't agree with you. 
Michelle Madoff: 

Tm telling you what the 
Parliamentarian ruled previously. Don't 
disagree with me, disagree with the 
Parliamentarian. 

The Chair: 

You can't introduce the same kind 
of resolution and say that Tm avoiding 48 
hours. 

Michelle Madoff: 

One is considered a floor motion 
and the other is considered a resolution. 
A floor motion could be spontaneous 
from the floor. 

The Chair: 

A floor motion is that type of 
motion that comes out of the general 
discussion and not something that you're 
aware of and then decide to bypass the 
48 hours by calling it something other 
than what it was. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I will agree that that is a great 
concern and that you have a valid point 
but I would ask your indulgence that we 
go with it today and if you wish to hold it 
a week because of the 48 hours, you may 
do that. But we have a problem. The 
problem is a time factor. The Water 
Authority is going to be heard on the 
19th.

The Chair: 

Excuse me, let me explain my 
position for a moment. The only reason 
I'm saying that is that we're going to end 
out with this kind of interpretation. I 
want to avoid it going in as we almost 
had with the young lady who wanted to 
speak at one of our meetings. These 
meetings are for Councilmembers and if 
we open it up — You can't open it for 
one. Once you open the door, it remains 
open for everybody. So, we ought to set 
rules early in this year so that we know 
what we're doing. 

While I'm on that subject, for all 
Councilm embers, anyone who has any 
suggestions for a change of rules of 
Council, submit those this week so that 
we can do something with it hopefully 
next week. 

Now, let me go back to your 
motion if I may. Does anybody have any 
objections to entertaining the motion 
today? Hearing none, proceed. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Thank you, Mr. President. 

WHEREAS, in 1981 a resolution 
was presented to City Council to cause 
Council to hire a qualified fiscal advisor 
and said resolution was defeated; and 

WHEREAS, on October 18, 1982, 
Pittsburgh City Council passed a floor 
motion to grant approval for a qualified 
fiscal advisor to evaluate the 1983 
budget; and 

WHEREAS, no such person was 
hired as directed by a majority of this 
Council; and 

WHEREAS, the Council, pursuant 
to Article 3 of the Charter of Pittsburgh, 
is the Legislative Branch df City 


Government and as such, has the duty to 
exercise independent fiscal judgment; 
and 

WHEREAS, Council is frequently 
confronted with major issues that require 
a high degree of expertise in economics 
and general fiscal matters; and 

WHEREAS, the only advice 
regularly available to Council is from the 
administrative, legal, and fiscal staff of 
the Executive Branch which obviates this 
Council’s duty to the public to collect all 
of the facts, analyze those facts and 
exercise independent judgment; and 

WHEREAS, it is a breach of 
generally accepted governmental 
procedure, on both the state and federal 
level, for the Legislative body to rely 
upon the Executive body for legal and 
fiscal advice; and 

WHEREAS, in the most recent 
past, this Council has been criticized by 
the public for voting without proper 
input on issues; and — 

May I digress there? You 
remember the rate structure, the 
Advisory Board, the Cable Advisory 
Board, said we cannot recommend 
anything to Council, we need a fiscal 
advisor. — 

WHEREAS, recent issues 
addressed by this Council, such as public 
takeover of the operation of Three 
Rivers Stadium and rate increases 
granted to the City's cable franchise, 
necessitated fiscal expertise that was 
not made available to this Council from 
an independent source; and 

WHEREAS, Council will be 
considering legislation that has resulted 
from the Administration's newly-created 
Water Authority and the attending rate 
increases, without the benefit of its own 
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expert fiscal advice. 

NOW, THEREFORE, 

BE IT RESOLVED, that Council 
increase the professional consultant as 
needed appropriation from $10,000 to 
$50,000 so that it may vote intelligently 
on the complicated issues, which it 
addresses during the normal course of its 
deliberations. 

I should add that the persons to 
choose that individual would be the 
President of Council and a committee, I 
would say of three, and then present it to 
this Council as a body to vote. 

I had rim a personal ad to see if I 
could get some, perhaps, retired people 
or part-time people and I have a whole 
dossier. I'm sure there are people that 
we can get. I think Baltimore pays 
$40,000 or $45,000 to their fiscal 
advisor. Harrisburg uses a consulting 
firm. 

I just want to add that this is not 
to say that all of us do not have some 
areas of expertise. Tin, I guess, an 
expert in the environment. There are 
many people who have done some 
research on other areas and they're 
experts in their area of endeavor. But 
this Couricil needs, even if it's a majority 
that has control of that fiscal person, the 
idea is two heads being better than one 
to make it better than what it has. 

That is my floor motion. 

Mr. Givens seconded the motion. 

The Chair: 

Michelle, I have a question. You 
said something that I gave you some 
advice on funding. — 


Michelle Madoff: 

Excuse me, I apologize. It was 
Mr. Buckley. I was misinformed. 

The Chair: 

As the Chair sees it, you're going 
from $10,000 to $50,000 in Council's 
budget. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Yes. 

The Chair: 

It would appear to me that you're 
attempting to amend the budget. 

Michelle Madoff: 

We do it all the time. We find 
money for needy items all the time. We 
locate money. 

The Chair: 

The only difference is that we 
don't have a place here to find money. 
All you're doing is increasing a line item 
with no monies coming — 

Michelle Madoff: 

I know that in vour wisdom and 
working with Mr. Woods, our Fiscal 
Advisor, if we want to do this the money 
will be found. 

The Chair: 

But the resolution as it is 
increases an item and doesn't get money 
from somewhere else. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Do you want to put a whereas, 
monies will be located by the Finance 
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Chairman and President of Council and 
Mr. Buckley, that we'll look into the 
source? 

The Chairs 

The Chair wants to say again, I 
think you’re amending the budget and the 
procedure you're using, I think, is wrong. 

Michelle Madoff: 

How would you suggest we do it to 
make it correct? 

The Chair: 

There's only one way to amend the' 
budget and that's to amend it. The Home 
Rule Charter provides for such. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I have no problem with that. The 
only thing is, we do have this Water 
Authority upon us immediately. You 
know, Mr. Stone, we’ve had emergency 
money requests that have come before 
this Council. People run into trouble and 
we have found money when we needed to 
find it. I would suggest that if there's a 
willingness, I think the intent of the bill, 
if we want it, we can locate the dollars. 

Incidentally, I wasn't going to do 
it this early. I was going to wait a few 
months into the year. I had already said 
that I would introduce it each year until 
we got one. But the problem is that this 
Water Authority is now. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, my concern about the motion 
does not relate to the intent. The intent 
I agree with and have supported similar 
motions in the past to hire a fiscal 
advisor. I believe that we need one and 
that Council ought to move expeditiously 


to do that. My concern is with the 
wording of the motion. I think that there 
are some references and inferences here 
that are not clearly substantiated and I 
think that it takes away from the intent. 

I am particularly concerned about 
the whereas that specifically indicates 
that there is a newly created Water 
Authority. With all due respect to Green 
Engineering, Price Waterhouse and the 
Administration, and even those members 
of Council who believe a Water 
Authority is necessary and perhaps would 
vote for it, I think it is rather 
presumptous, at least, to say that we 
have a Water Authority in the City of 
Pittsburgh and I also think that it would 
not speak well for us to suggest that that 
issue has been resolved and we've already 
voted on it, particularly prior to the 
public hearing. I just say that because I 
think that kind of inference takes away 
from what I think is a very fine 
suggestion that we have a fiscal 
advisor. I think that if the motion, at 
your discretion, of course, were revised 
to simply indicate that this Council or 
that you feel that we should have a fiscal 
advisor and allow us to vote, I think you 
will get a vote that will be as true as the 
one you're going to get on this motion 
but I think it will be one that when 
reflected in the record would really 
reflect your true concern and leave 
perhaps some of the other issues to be 
resolved at another time. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I thank you, Mr. Robinson, 
because you're right. When I addressed 
my concerns earlier, that was one of the 
concerns that I had, as to why I want a 
briefing, and here I've contradicted 
myself inadvertently by saying that the 
Administration's newly created Water 
Authority, it should say intent to 
create. I think if you put intent in it 
clears it up. It's obvious they're 
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intending to do it; I don't think you 
question that. I think the word intent 
would clear up your concern. But I'm 
willing to negate, as you say, all the past 
and say I just make a straight-forward 
resolution, I'll withdraw this resolution, 
make a straight-f or weird resolution that 
we, this body, agree to hire a fiscal 
advisor tout de suite because we don't 
have very much time. We already had a 
4-5 vote on it; we're very close to having 
our five votes previously. I don't see any 
reason why I would not change my vote 
to that. 

Mr. Givens, would you withdraw 
your second on that original bill? 

Mr. Givens: 

Okay. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Tm going to introduce the 
resolution that we just hire a fiscal 
advisor, that we need one for this 
Council. 

Mr. Robinson seconded the motion. 

Mr. Woods: 

I have a question. What kind of 
qualifications would this individual 
have? I mean I think — 

Michelle Madoff: 

You would determine that. 

Mr. Woods: 

Before we go out and say we're 
going to hire somebody, we have to see 
who we're going to hire, what kind of 
qualifications we think that this 
individual should have. 


Michelle Madoff: 

Absolutely. 

Mr. Woods: 

I think all of us should have input 
as to what qualifications we expect and 
for this kind of money, and we hear this 
all the time, especially with us, is that 
individual going to be full-time, part- 
time, or on a pay-as-you-go basis such as 
these number of items you names, Three 
Rivers, Cable. One thing you did miss in 
there which we really needed was PAC 
and then everyone would have voted my 
way, but that’s another issue. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Wrong. 

Mr. Woods: 

I think that before we vote on 
this, and if it takes a week somebody 
should draw up some guidelines that say 
this is what we need, this is the kind of 
individual we need, that we're going to 
have him full-time, part-time, or on a 
certain basis when a big issue comes up, 
such as the Water Authority that’s 
coming up. 

The Chair: 

Might the Chair make a 
suggestion to the maker of the motion? 
May I suggest that you withdraw your 
motion and we do what he is suggesting 
and find out what we want because I 
think this motion means nine different 
things as it is right now. 

Michelle Madoff: 

May I just try one more time and 
then if it's necessary Til withdraw the 
motion? 
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I think it's very apparent that we 
need somebody with a background in 
municipal government. That's what 
consultants do for councils elsewhere. 
They have a background in economics, 
that's sort of a given. Those two 
things. They have a background in 
economics and they have a background in 
municipal government. As to whether 
they would be full-time, I would think for 
$50,000 they would be "full-time" and 
available to us on a weekly basis as 
issues come up, especially during budget 
time for those two months. I think it 
would be full-time. I would be willing to 
say those would be the qualifications. 

Mr. Woods: 

Can I just add something to 
that? When we say $50,000, does that 
mean that that's their salary? I mean, 
are we going to have to give this 
individual an office? Are we going to 
have to provide staff for this 
individual? I don't think‘that we should 
pay someone who we call full-time 
$50,000 and he has his own office across 
the street. If he's going to be full-time 
for us, just like the rest of our staff, he's 
going to have to have an office here and 
whatever else he needs. That is my 
opinion, that's the way I would vote on it, 
that he would be working for Council just 
like everyone here wants him to work for 
Council, just like our budget staff. For 
$50,000 I think we should expect that. 
What Tm saying is, let's see what we 
really want here. If we want a part-time 
or full-time and if he's full-time, he 
works here full-time, just like we do and 
just like our own staff does, tm saying 
that if we wait a week and think this 
thing out and perhaps, Michelle, you 
should come back and say this is what I 
want and this is my motion and this is 
what this individual will do and where he 
will be stationed at. 


Michelle Madoff: 

I would have no problem with the 
President of Council, if you would like to 
serve, I would like to serve on that 
Committee, have a committee of three 
members of Council and the President of 
Council, to interview people and to take 
comments from our colleagues as to 
what they would like that person to do, 
part-time, full-time. We may find 
somebody who is a $300,000 a year 
person who might want a part-time and 
it would be better. We might find we 
want somebody full-time. I think your 
point is well taken. 

All we’re voting on today is the 
intent of having a fiscal advisor. 

The Chair: 

The suggestion is, until we find 
out what we want in the fiscal advisor, 
that we withdraw the motion. That's the 
suggestion. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. President, as you recall, when 
I raised this issue, I have no problem with 
the week. What I have a problem with is 
on the 19th we are going to be dealing 
with the "Water Authority". 

The Chair: 

There's no way that that person 
can be hired and we have an 
understanding for them to function 
effectively before the 19th anyway. 

Michelle Madoff: 

May I ask you for some 
guidance? When we started the hearings 
on cable I introduced a bill because we 
weren't ready yet, to just do it during 
budget hearings. Can we put this aside 
for a week as you suggested, but can this 
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Council vote today to hire somebody 
immediately to be available to us as a 
fiscal advisor who understands rate 
structures, etc., on the Water Authority 
as a separate entity? Let's find some 
money to do that. 

The Chair: 

Michelle, I don't know anyone that 
you can pick up in a week that's going to 
be qualified to go in and look at this 
whole structure. We had, to my 
knowledge, two experts already, that's 
Price Waterhouse and also Green 
Engineering. That's two, at least, that 
I'm aware of from the top of my head 
here, but it would appear to me you’re 
not talking one individual has that total 
capacity all over. I think the time 
constraints are a little difficult for that. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. Stone, I know people who, as a 
matter of fact, are in town this morning 
with Westinghouse and one of their main 
jobs for their consulting firm is to 
evaluate rate structures for the PUC. I 
know people, as a matter of fact, a 
friend of mine will be here in Council on 
the 19th. She's testifying because she 
has some expertise in authorities. I am 
sure that there is somebody over at Reed 
Smith, I know somebody, who is an 
expert in reviewing the material that's 
already out to say should we, indeed, 
float our own bonds for various reasons, 
or should we go to an authority. I think 
we could have some input from some 
expertise other than what the 
Administration is going to tell us to do. I 
think that's terribly important. It's a no 
win situation. I understand the big joke 
going around is that they're saying to the 
Mayor, where are you going to get eight 
people willing to raise people's water 
rates. We'll put Michelle on that, we'll 
fix her, we’ll put her on that Authority so 
she's going to raise everybody's rates 100 


percent. 

I think we really and truly need to 
get somebody. All the years you've been 
out in the law field, you've got to know 
somebody. I know three or four people. 
And they're not personal friends of mine. 

The Chair: 

The Chair is going to try again. I 
suggest you withdraw your motion at this 
time to regroup to find out what kind of 
fiscal expert you want. 

Michelle Madoff: 

That is a separate issue. We've 
done that. We’ve already agreed to 
withdraw the motion and introduce it, 
let's do it two weeks because it's 
obviously going to work for this Water — 
Well, let's do it Monday. We'll do it for 
next Monday. 

The Chair: 

Mr. Robinson, do you withdraw 
your second? 

Mr. Robinson: 

Yes. 

The Chair: 

Alright, we have no motion on the 

floor. 

Michelle Madoff: 

The motion on the floor is to go 
out and hire a fiscal expert to help us 
just with the Water Authority. 

The Chair: 

In two weeks? We couldn't even 
get regrouped in two weeks and pick up 
all that. 
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Michelle Madoff: 

You don't understand. People are 
going to be very upset — 

The Chain 

Alright. You have a motion. Do I 
have a second? 

Mr. Givens: 

I'll second it and I'd like to explain 
my second if I might. 

It's very critical, I think, that the 
City of Pittsburgh and what we're going 
to be doing here in the very short weeks r 
the fact that we have $10,000 already 
within this account gives the Council the 
ability to go out and hire whoever we 
feel is going to give us that type of input 
that we need. I have to agree that 
there's only a few documents, only one or 
two documents that have been presented 
to this Councilman. In the ensuing time, 
I've been researching to get other data. I 
think we very seriously need someone in 
here to advise us as to which way we 
should go on any major financial issue 
and to get independent advice. I've been 
criticized in the past for saying things 
should be done at a certain time and my 
knowledge in the financial community, 
and if I should be scolded on that by my 
fellow Councilmembers then I need that 
expert advice. If you don't want to listen 
to this Councilman then maybe you 
might listen to a financial advisor to this 
Council. We do have the $10,000, 
Michelle, and it takes five votes in this 
Council to bring any consultant that we 
want to come in to help us on any of our 
legislation. 

I would suggest very strongly that 
we put this on the floor as a motion and 
then go from there. 


The Chair: 

The motion is for the Water 
Authority only at this time, Mr. Givens. 
Is that your second? 

Mr. Givens: 

I think that’s the biggest thing 
before us. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Excuse me, Mr. President, before 
you vote. I will mention to you later two 
or three of the people that you probably 
know a lot better than I do because of 
your professional interaction with them 
that you may wish to speak with. They 
are with major concerns but I think for 
$10,000 they could be willing to give us 
something. They're also concerned about 
our community. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. President, not being around 
when this issue was discussed, and I 
suspect it was at previous times, I have a 
couple questions. Number one, is there 
$10,000 in reserve right now that can be 
used for a private counsel? 

The Chair: 

Council has a line item in which 
there is $10,000 which covers 
consultants. It's fixed in there. At the 
time the $10,000 was put in, it was what 
was thought would be generally needed 
for a year. 

Mr. Wagner: 

So that money is available if 
Council chooses to utilize it for this 
purpose. 
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The Chair:

Yes. 

Mr. Wagnran 

My second question is, according 
to the Charter, do we have the power to 
hire such an individual simply with a 
vote? 

The Chair: 

As long as the party is a 
consultant. You can't make them an 
employee. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Thank you. 

The Chair: 

Call the roll. 

I vote no and the reason being 
that I don't think we can assemble that 
kind of expert who is going to be able to 
read all of the information and be able, 
within less than two weeks, to determine 
this matter. I think it is a waste of funds 
at this time. 

The Chair: 

Is there any further discussion on 
the motion? 

And on the question, "Shall the 
motion pass finally?"

MR. STONE VOTING NO) 

And a majority of the votes of 
Council being in the affirmative, the 
motion was approved. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Since it has passed and in the 
interest of harmony, we don't want to be 
working across purposes, may I meet 
with you for a few minutes today and tell 
you the person and you would know more 
about them? I have a call in to them. I 
know them very fleetingly and perhaps 
you would be better able to evaluate 
their expertise. 

The Chair: 

Okay. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I have one other item, a very 
serious item. Mr. Stone, did you have a 
chance to read the Press, I think it was 
Sunday's edition, about Methenol gas 
could cancel auto warranties? 

The Chair: 

I read something about it. 

Michelle Madoff: 

May I just read some excerpts to 

you? 

The Chair: 

It was kind of a festive weekend. 
I’m not so sure that — 

Michelle Madoff: 

It was your holiday. Incidentally,

Happy New Year. 

It appears just generally that the 
states of — Let me read this to you. 

"Laws regarding the blending of 
alcohol and gasoline have been adoped in 
Arizona, Arkansas, California, Colorado, 
Florida, Illinois, Iowa, Kentucky, 
Maryland, Michigan, Missouri, Montana, 
New Mexico, North Carolina, Oklahoma 
..." It goes on and on, almost all states. 
Pennsylvania has not. It goes on to say 
that the blending of low-grade alcohol 
methanol with gasoline, auto makers fear 
the methanol will clog gas filters and 
otherwise damage the fuel system. 
AMC, General Motors, and Chrysler, the 
car that I have and which I have spent 
one-third of the price of the car in 
repairs, and I’ve had the car 28,000 
miles, all warn that using methanol can 
void a new car warranty. The oil 
industry is split on the issue and while 21 
states have laws requiring labling of 
gasoline pumps dispensing of methanol, 
Pennsylvania does not. Thus, an auto 
owner could void a warranty without 
really knowing it. It goes on and on. Tm 
not going to read it to you but it tells 
you which are the worst companies. 
Arco is the biggest company and one of 
the companies is going to start and 
maybe Arco is going to put signs up 
voluntarily. But the biggest concern is 
from the jobbers. Distributors and 
jobbers are not aware of the original 
blend. They add still methanol. 

What I would like to do, since 
there is not a state act, we have the 
right as a body to see that, and I think 
Mr. O'Malley would be very helpful on 
that because of his gasoline bill, that we 
make sure that people, at least in our 
own area, are not damaging their car 
with the use of methanol in the gasoline 
and perhaps see if we can get the 
Commissioners to do likewise. 


I don't know what the procedure 
would be on this. Do you want this in the 
form of a resolution at another date? 
How do we want to handle this? 

The Chair: 

If you intend some action, you're 
going to have to make some motion. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Fine. Til give this to Mr. Perry 
and he'll make a copy for me and all of 
my colleagues will get copies and then 
we'll have a resolution drawn up. 

Mr. Givens: 

I would like a post agenda for this 
coming Wednesday to discuss that 
constitutional question that was given to 
us on the Mayor's veto where we didn't 
really have legal counsel regarding some 
of the programmed areas that this 
Council had funded for and were denied 
that funding under that Act IX, Article 
IX, I believe, of the Constitution of the 
State of Pennsylvania. 

I need a copy of that order — 

The Chair: 

The veto on Grants and 
Donations? 

Mr. Givens: 

Yes. I need the Solicitor up 
here. I need the Director of Planning up 
here and any other agencies, Mike, that 
have to do with any of that funding that 
we so specified. 

I need a letter very quickly of 
explanation on that article and how it 
actually really does affect what we did 
and if so, I'd like the Director of 
Planning to bring up all other likewise 
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funding that this Council has had where 
the funds have not been used. If this is 
new, rU accept it. If this is something 
old, then I feel the Administration was 
fishing to do certain things against 
certain agencies that this Council had 
funded for. I feel that is very repulsive 
if that is the case, that the agencies that 
are needy of this particular money were 
denied it because of some loophole in our 
particular law. Til just hold it at that 
particular thing. 

Secondly, on the budget itself, 
there are some items that, according to 
our Solicitor, that particular day, that 
Saturday, that the budget is still open for 
a period of five weeks. That was news to 
me. I had always felt that this Council 
had voted upon that budget, it was the 
final budget and the only thing that we'd 
have in those ensuing five weeks, from 
January 1 on, would be technical changes 
or overt omissions that were caught 
after the budget was finally passed. But 
the fact that he is on public record as 
saying that that budget in certain areas 
Is still open, then I still have cause for 
concern, I still have cause for concern 
debate and the fact that when we 
received the letter from the Mayor, it 
was received on a Friday afternoon, and 
we were in here on Saturday morning 
without much counsel to debate the 
various issues. As a result, I think we 
have now the latitude of an additional 
four or five weeks to look into some of 
these matters and to bring the 
appropriate department heads up here 
and find out what we can do to remedy 
some of the situations that happened on 
that veto. Do we have recourse? Can 
we amend that budget to help these 
people out? 

The Chair: 

Mr. Givens, the Chair agrees with 
you. I don't think that the five weeks 
permits us to now open up the whole 


budget. I've asked the City Solicitor. 
The language in the Home Rule Charter 
says one thing but I’ve asked him to 
check the legislative material on that 
because somewhere along the line, as I 
recall it, there was no intent to change 
that portion of it. Otherwise, it has no 
meaning to close the budget on 
December 31st, you can close it 
anytime. But I’ve asked him to research 
that thing so that we can definitely get, 
once and for all, the decision as to where 
it belongs. 

Mr. Givens: 

I likewise feel the same way you 
do. It came as a great surprise to me 
when he indicated there was only one 
thing that we had to vote on that 
particular Saturday and that was our own 
particular wages. I think as he indicated 
by his statement and, Mike, I think we 
need a copy of that particular portion of 
the records to hear exactly what our 
Solicitor was saying to this Council at 
that particular time. Otherwise, we 
could have voted on one thing. I felt 
that the Council that was still in office 
at that particular time had the 
prerogative and the right to vote it up or 
vote it down at that particular time. 
However, we're into a new ball game and 
a new arena and with new Councilpeople 
sitting on this floor. I think now they 
should have the opportunity if in fact 
this Council can review and I feel that 
we should be able to review. Otherwise, 
I think that meeting and the whole veto 
process would be null and void because of 
the illegality of our Solicitor. I hope 
that's not the case.

Mr. Pellegrini 
City Solicitor: 

Council has five weeks to 
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reconsider the budget by and under the 
terms of the Home Rule Charter. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Okay. But we could open it up 
today if we wanted to, if we wanted to 
amend. You can't amend without 
opening tip the budget. 

Mr. Pellegrini: 

You can amend the budget today 
if you have a substitute resolution. The 
budget is not before you today, only the 
Mayor's veto. A separate bill would have 
to be introduced. 

Michelle Madoff: 

In other words, you don't open up 
the budget to have a compromise or an 
amendment? Suppose someone said we 
want to go to $25,000 on the salaries. 
Do you have to open up the budget to do 
that? 

Mr. Pellegrini: 

A separate resolution would be 
introduced with the new Council's 
salaries, it would be introduced today. It 
can be introduced if Council so desires, 

Michelle Madoff: 

You didn’t answer my question; Til 
try again. Supposing a member of this 
Council wants to change the $32,500 that 
the Mayor is proposing, to $25,000. 

Mr. Pellegrini: 

If you have the votes, Council can 
do that today. 

Michelle Madoff: 

But we don't have to open the 
budget to do that? 


Mr. Pellegrini: 

You're not opening the budget. 
Michelle Madoff: 

Isn't the budget closed? 

Mr. Pellegrini: 

For five weeks after the 
enactment of the budget, Council has the 
right to make changes in the budget. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Is that in the Home Rule Charter? 

Mr. Pellegrini: 

That is in the Home Rule Charter. 
Michelle Madoff: 

Thank you. You've answered my 
question. Thank you very much. 

Mr. Woods: 

Mr. Chairman, if we vote to 

uphold the Mayor's veto on all items or 
any other item, then it is up to us to 
come up with another figure. His 

recommendation is not law. Is that 

correct? 

Mr. Pellegrini: 

That's correct. This 

recommendation is not law but it is also 
something that is — 

Mr. Stone: 

Indicative of his feelings. 

Mr. Woods: 

But, once we uphold his veto, then 
it's up to this body to come up with 
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either that figure or any other figure. 

Mr. Pellegrini: 

That's correct. 

The Chair: 

Excuse me, if I may. I have a 
question to ask myself. I think you 
people raised a good point. Whether the 
veto is sustained or overridden today, in 
the future, the next five weeks, if 
Council would amend certain parts of the 
budget or make changes, then does the 
Mayor stil have a vote on that? 

Mr. Pellegrini: 

He still have the vetoing powers. 
The Chair: 

Okay. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Excuse me, Mr. President. 
There's one thing that we neglected to 
ask. I don't know whether the media was 
correct but they said that if we don't 
change that figure today, by law we will 
stay with our salaries as they are and 
they will be frozen as of tonight. Is that 
correct? 

Mr. Pellegrini: 

The only veto that has to be 
changed today if you want to put a 
substitute in the salary ordinance That's 
because of prohibition of raising 
diminishing salaries after they take 
.office. So, it has to be done today. 

Michelle Madoff: 

That's the point I wanted to make 
perfectly clear to my colleagues. We 
can't open that issue in the next five 


weeks. 

Mr. Pellegrini: 

That's right. 

Michelle Madoff: 

That was the point I was getting 
at, Mr. President. Thank you for the 
time to clarify it. 

Mr. Givens: 

Danny, you have a folder there 
and you have many scenarios. Would you 
just go through and let this Council know 
what's in your brief case and what 
scenarios can develop here and what 
contingencies you have for Council if it 
does happen. 

Mr. Pellegrini: 

Most of the vetoes do not involve 
a change in — For instance, Council's 
salary adjustments would require a 
substitute bill. The other substitute bills 
we proposed, for instance, for Personnel 
and Appeals Board, would just require a 
change in the Code Account that the 
Mayor vetoed. Most of those would be 
non-controversial. We have prepared 
legislation that some of them were in 
accord with the Mayor's recommendation 
but we have someone standing by to 
prepare any compromise that the Mayor 
would decide. 

Mr. Givens: 

Danny, I asked you a specific 
question. 

Mr. Pellegrini: 

Do you want to know each 
alternative? 



Mr. Givens: 

Yes. Td like to see what these 
alternatives are. I think that's your job 
and I think you should brief the Council 
on what alternatives we have here today. 

fcfcr. Stone: 

Hold on a minute, Mr. Givens. 
The reason he's prepared these things 
was at my request. I think what you're 
getting at is as follows. If we override 
the Mayor's veto, what's presently in the 
budget would stay. If you move to 
override the Mayor's veto and you don't 
have the required amount of votes, that 
means the Mayor's veto, in effect, is 
sustained. You then have an alternative 
to do nothing or substitute an 
alternative. 

Taking for example, the salary 
increases. If you did nothing, the 
salaries for those five people would be 
$27,500. If you accepted the suggested 
recommendation from the Mayor to 
increase it by $5,000, it would end up 
being $32,500 and all Council members 
would receive the same identical salary 
at $32,500. That's basically the kind of 
way it would work. You first find out 
whether you want to override it or not 
and if you're not able to then you take 
your alternative. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Excuse me, Mr. President. That's 
what happened the other day. We were 
in the middle of voting on Council worn an 
Masloffs $32,500 and I asked her 
whether she would go to $27,500 in light 
of her feeling these are such bad times. 
She said she would and we continued 
right on with the vote of $32,500. 

I don't want to go with the vote of 
$32,500 and override the veto or sustain 
it until we have an alternative. That was 


my purpose in saying, do we have to open 
up the budget or can we open up the 
budget. That was one reason. Supposing 
I want to recommend $27,500 and we've 
already voted on $32,500 and as one, I 
can't go back to $27,500. You haven't 
given me an opportunity. That's item 
one. Or if I want to go to $47,500. 
Somebody else may want to do that. 

Now, what about if we want to 
change some of the line items that the 
Mayor has put into the budget where he's 
given several dozen of his own people 
merit increases and we say if we're going 
to take a cut back let his people take a 
cut back. How do we balance this? How 
do we open that budget? Can we open it 
today? 

Mr. Pellegrini: 

You, have five weeks from the end 
of the fiscal year. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I didn't ask you that. Can I open 
it today? 

The Chair: 

Yes, Michelle. He's answered 

that. 

Michelle Madoff: 

That's all I want. A yes or a no. 
Mr. Pellegrini: 

Jf you prepare a substitute 
resolution for introduction. The original 
Council bill is not before you today. It 
would require a new bill. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Couldn't I make a floor motion? 
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Mr. Pellegrini: 

No. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Why? 

Mr. Pellegrini: 

Because it would require at least 
a week. 

Michelle Madoff: 

You've said that you're prepared 
today to make resolutions and 
alternative resolutions if we need it in a 
hurry, right? You’ve got people standing 
by. 

Mr. Pellegrini: 

If Council desires, I could prepare 
a resolution. 

Michelle Madoff: 

So, I could make a resolution to 
open up the budget today. Is that 
correct? 

Mr. Pellegrini: 

The resolution is not to open the 
budget. The resolution to make specific 
line item changes in the budget. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I understand that; I have all my 
capacities. Tm asking you if I would also 
like to, in addition to that, open the 
budget within the next five weeks 
making today part of that five weeks, 
can we do that? 

Mr. Pellegrini: 

Yes, you can. 


Michelle Madoff: 

Thank you. I got my answer. 
Thank you, Mr. Pellegrini. 

The Chair: 

At the risk of this continuing, and 
I don't want to muddy the waters, I have 
one legal question to ask and maybe it's 
completely out of order or out of line. 
The budget that's going to be passed 
today, or was passed, regardless of the 
Mayor's veto, two members took part in 
that budget that will not vote in '84. Is 
it legal for two members coming aboard 
to vote on a budget they had no part of 
and the two who are leaving are not 
allowed to vote? 

Mr. Pellegrini: 

It's legal for the two new 
members of Council to participate in the 
budget. 

The Chair: 

Okay. That's all I wanted to 

know.

Earlier in the spring when I 
spoke to the Port Authority and before 
Council here and suggested the busway 
be named after Dr. King, little did I 
dream that it would be such a 
convergence of goals and that the 
national holiday would come at this time. 

So, Tm very proud and happy and I 
hope that all of us will rededicate 
ourselves to the ideals of Dr. King and 
his movement which has inspired so many 
of us to go forward. 

For those of you who are able, 
this evening Reverend Shuttlesworth, one 
of the five founders of SCLC will be 
speaking at a service in Dr. King's honor 
at Rodman Church at 7:00. I invite all of 
you to come.

The Chair: 

Right, but you want to put it in 
Committee so it comes on the floor for 
Thursday. 

Mr. Givens: 

Is that a vote before this Council? 

The Chair: 

The motion is to waive Rule 8 so 
it gets on Wednesday. At that time, 
we’ll hold it until after the hearing. 
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Mr. Givens: 

I agree with that but I'm in no 
hurry to even introduce this particular 
ordinance until such time as we have the 
public hearing and other dialogue that 
should follow. 

The Chair: 

Yes, but the proper procedural 
thing, Dick, is to have it come up on 
Wednesday, hold it until after the public 
hearing. 

Mr. Givens: 

I follow that, Mr. President, but 
that can be very quickly voted on in the 
following Wednesday session. Otherwise, 
the Thursday is the public hearing and 
the following Wednesday, a preliminary 
vote on this.

Is it 90 days we have 
to act on it or something? 


Mr. Perry: 

This is the creation of an 
authority. It's a little different than a 
regular ordinance. 

Mr. Givens: 

Normal legislation is how many 

days? 

Mr. Perry: 

Normal legislation is ten days. 

Mr. Givens: 

Ten days. This Councilman 
doesn't want to make that rapid 
decision. I want to hear what the public 
has to say out there about this Water 
Authority before we move into it. This 
thing wasn't created over night and I 
don't think we're going to solve it over 
night. We should deliberate this, form 
committees to study it, get our own 
input. The only thing I’ve received so far 
are two documents and both of them 
came from the Administration. That is 
not Dick Givens doing his job for the 
public who elected me out there. I want 
to study this particular issue; I want to 
hear from independent and other 
experts. Not just at the public hearing, 
Mr. President, but along and beside that, 
I think this Council should dig into this 
and dig into it very earnestly as to what 
actions we want to take on this. 

The Chair: 

Let the Chair try to make it again 
clear as to what's involved. It's a matter 
of getting the legislation in place, as 
well, tie it together with the public 
hearing and after that, whatever 
disposition is to come and that's not 
taking a yes or no answer on it but you 
have to have it all together. It's just a 
procedural matter now. 
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Mr. Givens: 

May I submit that you can bring 
that off the table this Wednesday and 
have a quick vote? Five votes and we're 
into a Water Authority and I don't think 
the people of the Citv of Pittsburgh want 
that. I think they want to hear — 

The Chair: 

I don't think anyone is going to 
approve it before a hearing, Dick, and I 
think — 

Mr. Givens: 

I’m not saying this Wednesday, I'm 
saying next Wednesday. 

The Chair: 

What difference does it make 
whether you waive the Rule then or you 
don't? It still comes up for that 
Wednesday. 

Mr. Givens: 

I'm saying that I then cast a no 
vote to put this on the floor for debate 
this coming Wednesday. Table it or 
otherwise. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I don't want to be out of order. I 
want to address the whole issue of the 
Water Authority. The issue of 
Wednesday is not an issue to me. We've 
got to get it in place, I agree with you. 

The Chair: 

I think that's what should be done, 
frankly. As far as the Water Authority, 
that will have to be addressed then. 
We're only talking about whether it goes 
on Wednesday's meeting. 


Michelle Madoff: 

Are we voting on that or are we 
talking about whether we put it up o the 
8th? Is that what you wanted to talk 
about, Bill? 

Mr. Robinson: 

Yes, that's what I wanted to 
comment on, if I might. I'm going to 
support the waiver of the Rule. Very 
briefly, my reason for doing that is that 
we've had a lot of discussion in this 
Council about the proposed creation of a 
Water and Sewer Authority and we've 
taken some actions which have given the 
impression that we're going to create a 
Sewer and Water Authority. It seems to 
me that we ought to now at least 
consider some legislation so that we can 
vote intelligently whether we want to 
have it or not have it. To delay 
submitting legislation, if that's what the 
Administration thinks we should do, and I 
think it's rather obvious that's what they 
think we should do, then we need to 
entertain their legislation as quickly as 
possible. As far as the issue of getting 
the information that we need, this 
Council has been rather clear in 
indicating that whatever information 
members of Council need in this regard 
they should get. I have taken my own 
initiative to have some people look at 
this issue from the first day I read about 
it in the newspaper and subsequent to 
talking to a number of people about this 
matter. I would encourage everyone to 
support the whole notion of putting it on 
the agenda for this Wednesday and I 
think that I, for one, certainly would be 
unready to vote on this legislation soon 
thereafter. Soon thereafter to me means 
next Monday. I don't think it would be in 
the best interest of this Council or this 
City for anyone to try to rush this thing 
through this Monday and next Monday. 
I'm sure that neither the President of 
this Council or the Mayor is proposing 
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that. 

The Chair: 

On the motion? 

Mr. Givens: 

Opposed. 

The Chair: 

Okay, we have one against. The 
motion carries. 

Michelle Madoff: 

On the bill? 

The Chair: 

Michelle, these are only 
introductions. 

Michelle Madoff: 

But I think it's very pertinent that 
I address that now. 

The Chair: 

We can't open up for debate 
during the presentation of papers. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I'm not opening up for debate, Mr. 
Stone. We voted in this Council, a 
majority vote, that we would have an 
advisor come in, paid for, to address the 
issue. 

The Chair: 

Can I do this much then? Can you 
bring that up under remarks and I'm 
prepared to talk to you about. 


Michelle Madoff: 

I thought that's where we — Do 
you want to wait until the end of the — 
Certainly. Til bring it up at that point. 
Fine. 

The Chair: 

I don't want to start precedent 
because there's no debate on 
presentation of papers. 

Michelle Madoff: 

No problem. Mr. Chairman, I 
don't want to be out of order. Til wait 
until the proper time.

UNFINISHED BUSINESS 
Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. President, I would hope you 
would indulge me. We were severely 
chastised by the media for having what is 
known as a violation of the Sunshine Bill 
when we met in the back room. I 
thought that what we did was really have 
a catharsis, sort of a group therapy 
session. I don’t think we violated any 
laws. We sort of exchanged any hostility 
or feelings that have been created in the 
past and we were going to commit 
ourselves to working with respect for 
each other and harmony. 




I'm a little disturbed that perhaps 
that intention has not been followed 
when this Council has voted, by majority, 
and when I lose I will take it graciously, 
but I won that one, to have a fiscal 
person review the status of the proposed 
Water Authority. 

You know I’ve been very up front 
with you; I have contacted you personally 
and shared with you the names of the 
people that I have spoken to. Is that not 
so? 

The Chair: 

Yes, and I have spoken to them. 
Michelle Madoff: 

I spoke with them today and thev 
did not inform me that they have spoken 
with you. 

I think it is also important that 
Pm a little disturbed to point out that 
you had said that you would trv to 
schedule a meeting for Council for today 
and perhaps you could not do that, to 
discuss among ourselves and with Mr. 
Schmeiser and the people sponsoring the 
authority, the Administration, why they 
feel we should go to a Water Authority 
and we would have a chance to exchange 
some thoughts. 

The Chair: 

Michelle, hold it a second. I did 
carry your request to the Mayor and 
tried to set up for today that meeting. It 
was the Mayor's desire that he meet with 
everyone in groups and that’s what — 

Michelle Madoff: 

Thank you and that's why Tm 
going to address that. 

My turn at bat was this morning. 


I met with Mr. Schmeiser — 

The Chair: 

It’s my understanding he will meet 
with everybody before Thursday relative 
to this particular matter. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I'm disturbed about that and I 
hope you would respect my objection. 

This is what we did on the 
Stadium Authority. We met 

independently in the Judge's chamber 
with the Administration, one at a time. 
Today I was honored to meet with Mr. 
Schmeiser, Mr Turner, Mr. Schillo, over 
at the Finance office. What I did was 
get all my thoughts together and like Mr. 
Givens and Mr. Robinson, I, as head of 
the Water Committee, feel I have a 
special obligation to learn a little bit 
about my interest which is the bonding of 
the City in any event, and out debt 
service, but the Water Authority which is 
my committee. 

In having spoken to a number of 
people, I would like you to indulge me 
while I share with you what I shared with 
Mr. Schmeiser, Mr. Schillo and Mr. 
Turner, and thev told me that I was 
right. I think that it’s important that 
this Council know that. My question to 
them was, why not a water revenue bond, 
a guaranteed water revenue bond, as 
opposed to an authority? A water 
authority bond can be issued by the City 
by segregating revenues generated by the 
sale of water. Essentially, these bonds 
would be paid for with user based 
revenues and should not affect the City's 
bond rating except to help in the same 
way that an authority would hopefully 
lower rates. This would assure that the 
control of raising or lowering water rates 
in the future would remain with us, the 
City and City Council, and not with an 
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independent bureaucracy that would have 
only one purpose and that purpose, of 
course, would be just addressing the 
water and I'm not even going to go into 
the sewers at this time, and could in fact 
ultimately have a large surplus. As you 
know, Alcosan has a surplus. An 
authority would have the sole say over 
rate increases and rates could increase 
not double but four fold. History has 
shown that to be true. Authorities do 
not ever lower rates. Instead, they use 
surplusses for creating a system which is 
a Cadillac when an Oldsmobile will do 
the job nicely. Further, general 
authority bonds pay a higher rate of 
return and are generally more costly 
than other bonds. That was the one point 
that we did not quite agree on but since 
speaking to them I will give some 
additional information when I get to the 
end of my little one page statement 
here. I have talked to people to find out 
indeed it is another issue and it is a 
higher bond to us. Authorities can 
become, this is my own personal view, 
right with bureaucratic jobs over the 
long haul and are hot beds of patronage. 
The argument that Pittsburghers pay one 
of the lowest rates in the country will 
not hold true and will become moot, I 
believe, within the third year as proposed 
by the rate increase of the 
Administration. Further, other 

communities who do have higher water 
rates, are not saddled with an unheard of 
four percent wage tax. Maybe we 
deserve lower water rates. 

In any scenario, in anything we 
decide to do in this Council, water rates 
must be raised to factor in the actual 
cost of generating the water and 
delivery. In other words, factoring the 
capital cost. Once rates reflect the true 
cost, the large users will be helping to 
defray the guaranteed water revenue 
bond without the need for an authority. 
In light of the fact that the City will 
guarantee or will still be the guarantor 


for the insurance of all liability for an 
authority, I would argue that there is no 
reason to go to an authority. That's a 
further argument why not to go to an 
authority. 

Harrisburg, incidently, after using 
a consulting firm that I have been talking 
to, decided not to go to a water 
authority. City Council has put the 
Mayor on notice there that they will not 
go to a water authority and the only 
thing they will accept is either a 
guaranteed water revenue bond or a 
general obligation bond. Last year, 
Harrisburg anticipated a $1.5 million, 
after raising rates, return to the City for 
water. They got $2 million which put 
another half million into their general 
fund. 

I've discussed these issues with 
Mr. William Cobb of Government 
Finance Associates of Princeton, New 
Jersy, and with Mr. Marty Margolis, 
Financial Management Services of 
Harrisburg and I also fleetingly discussed 
the concept of a water revenue bond 
with Mr. Jack Robbin, the architect of 
Renaissance I and II, and he didn't 
disagree with my premise. 

The unanswered issue for me until 
today was whether we were going to 
have a municipal authority or a state 
authority because that affects how the 
PUC would interact and Tve learned it's 
going to be a municipal authority 
chartered by the state. 

I would hope that we would take 
the time, Mr. Givens and others have 
stated, to have a consulting firm or 
individual review the data supplied by 
Green International and Price 
Waterhouse to advise Council as to what 
would be the best route for us to take. 
Then I believe we would be voting 
intelligently. We would not have a 
conflict of interest and we would be 
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voting as an independent body. 

I am disturbed that Mead Mulvihill 
has already been selected as the counsel 
for the Water Authority and that no 
contract is available for members of 
Council to see although the bond 
underwriters and the counsel, meaning 
the attorneys for Ed Strauss, for Brook 
and Russ Lander and Blight Eastman. 
I’ve already seen drafts of that same 
agreement. I have not seen the 
agreement, the lease between the 
Authority and the City. I've not been 
privileged, and I don’t think any other 
member of Council has unless it came 
through today, to see any contractual 
arrangement for bonds. 

Getting back to the last item that 
I mentioned that I would refer back to on 
an authority bond versus a general 
revenue bond. The reason authority 
bonds are greater is that you have to 
have an indenture, a coverage indenture, 
that is 20 percent higher than you would 
normally require. In other words, if we 
need 100 percent to meet out debt, we 
raise rates to cover that 100 percent of a 
general bond, we've already put in 120 
percent recovery. 

The Chair: 

At this moment you are quoting 

whom? 

Michelle Madoff: 

I'm quoting the statement we got 
from the Administration by Mr. Katz, I 
believe, who says that we have to put 
that money aside. 

Now, from where I sit, I think it'i 
appropriate since we have not met at 
large, we’ve all met individually with the 
fiscal people, I think we're at a great 
disadvantage that way. I want to go on 
record and I’ve told the Mayor this, that I 


personally believe after doing my 
research, but my mind is not locked in 
the closed position, it could be changed, 
as of this moment I believe that we gain 
nothing by going to a water authority 
except to assure that water rates will 
increase, perhaps three and four times, 
we lose control and we gain nothing 
really. Even if it were true that a water 
authority would have a lower rate on 
bonds, the trade off of giving up the 
right to control water rates or even 
lower them and having that money to 
operate the City is just too costly. I 
think we have to think about that very, 
very carefully. 

There was an article in the 
editorial of the Post, I believe, on Ms. 
Hafer saying that she was wrong in her 
approach to a bond issue. One of the 
things they state is that she went at the 
issue but from the wrong point was that 
we should not be negotiating our bond, 
we should be bidding it. I've talked to 
some attorneys and they tell me that last 
year Duquesne Light saved $1.5 million 
on their bond issue by going out on a 
competitive bid on the bond as opposed 
to negotiating the sale of the bonds. 

I support the Post in that 
position. I would like to point out 
further, Mr. Stone, that you've made a 
statement which I took to be gospel. I 
figured you know more than I do. I'm not 
so Bure that is correct and I hope you 
would respect that opinion. How could 
somebody, a fiscal entity, come in in a 
very short period of time, in two weeks, 
tell us better than the other people who 
have been advising the Administration 
over a year's period and be able to make 
a constructive recommendation to us? 
They said the same thing to me today. I 
Spoke to Mr. Marty Margolis who will 
call me tomorrow and tell me whether 
for $500 or slightly more, he would be 
willing to fly in here on the 19th and 
bued on exactly the same information 
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that this Council has, we have nothing 
else, we only have what we have, using 
the same data which I shipped to them 
Air Express and it arrived Friday, they 
are prepared to come in and give us both 
sides of the issue and then let us make up 
our own minds. Then we are getting our 
own independent counsel and our advisors 
fiscally. I think we voted on that and I 
would like to make a recommendation 
that if they will come or if you have 
somebody else, Government Finance out 
of Princeton are the people who did the 
Baltimore authority, they recommended 
the authority and other places they 
recommended against it. 

The decision is going to be ours, 
ladies and gentlemen of Council. It is 
really a decision that could go either 
way. It is really not going to affect the 
City substantively whether we go to an 
authority or whether we issue a 
guaranteed water revenue bond. But we 
are going to give up the right and what 
we don't want to do is bite the bullet and 
raise rates for saying, "Hey, Authority, 
you go raise the rates" and then we're 
nice and clean and our hands are clean. I 
don't think we cam do that and I would 
respectfully ask that we vote this 
moment on having a consultant come in 
for the 19th to give us some 
interpretation since we voted to have a 
consultant at amy event. 

The Chair; 

Let me just back you up slightly. 
It is true that you asked me on behalf of 
Councilmembers to talk with the Mayor 
amd as I’ve reported to you, the Mayor 
indicated that he would meet with every 
Councilperson. It is my understanding 
that he either has met with all or at 
least most, but will finish with 
everybody. 

Secondly, you gave me some 
names, one of which wais Attorney Peter 


Denby. I spoke to Peter Denby and he 
indicated that the kind of advice that he 
would give would be legal rather than 
fiscal. 

Michelle Madoff: 

That is correct. 

The Chair; 

You also gave me the name of Mr. 
William Cobbs at Princeton and I called 
that number, 609-453-1575. He was not 
there. 

Michelle Madoff; 

It's 452-1575. 

The Chair: 

I got him in New York at 212-466- 
0566. In speaking to him, he indicated 
that you had spoken to him some ten 
days ago. He said he was not aware 
there was $150-160 million involved in 
this matter. He indicated that as far as 
his work is concerned that he felt that he 
could not, on account of an expeditious 
fashion, handle the matter. He said that 
he was looking more toward a yearly or 
project involvement and indicated that 
you had talked to him something about 
$40,000 to $50,000 and he also indicated 
to me that he was aware of Mr. Katz’ 
organization and while they are in 
competition, he felt that Mr. Katz was a 
reliable individual. I told him I would get 
back to him because I figured this matter 
would come up now. 

I just want to straighten the 
record that I’ve done everything I was 
supposed to do. 

Michelle Madoff; 

May I respond to that? 
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The Chairs 

Do you agree with that? 

Michelle Madoff: 

No, not quite. He's a little 
confused. 

The Chair; 

That's not my point. 

Michelle Madoff: 

No, I think you followed through 
with those two people hut I don't think 
they’re the only two people in the whole 
world that we could talk to. 

The Chair: 

That's not my point, though, I 
then did not violate the trust that you 
had — 

Michelle Madoff: 

No, I am not saying that. I'm 
saying that I would like to have a 
procedure whereby if that person can't 
do it, I'm groping to find somebody, we 
should not he at this last minute groping 
for somebody when this should have been 
done a long time ago. 

The Chair: 

The Chair stands ready, willing 
and able to accept all of your 
suggestions. I do think, however, that we 
should try to get the best results, even 
under the constraints of where it is. 
That's where I'm at with it, frankly. He 
indicated that before he could do too 
much about it he would need to first 
have the material. Apparently you didn't 
send the material to him. 


Michelle Madoff: 

I sent it to the other gentleman. 

The Chair: 

He indicated after that it would 
still take some time but that he frankly 
was looking for annual or project, like a 
bond issue, kind of deal. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Point of clarification. The 
$40,000 to $50,000, what happened is 
there's a young woman by the name of 
Miss Ronnie Goldsmith. Mr. Woods said 
before we discuss a fiscal advisor, and I 
think other members of Council have 
said they would like to define what the 
role of that person would be because if 
that person came aboard, would they be 
getting a salary, would they be full-time, 
what would thev do and what extra 
monies would they need. I got to him 
through Miss Ronnie Goldsmith. Miss 
Ronnie Goldsmith is the, and Td like to 
share this with Council, the fiscal 
analyst for the city of Baltimore. The 
city of Baltimore was in very much the 
same situation as the City of Pittsburgh 
was. Thev Mayor handed down all the 
information with his input, his advisors. 
The equivalent of the Allegheny 
Conference in Baltimore which is the 
John Hopkins Hospital I believe, head of 
that hospital who is also head of their 
equivalent of the Allegheny Conference, 
felt that the Council of the City of 
Baltimore should indeed have their own 
fiscal personage. They went out and 
hired this person by running an ad in the 
New York Times which essentially said, 
the ad in the New York Times to assure 
the independence of* the person hired. 
The requirements were for a person to 
have a Masters Degree plus, not just a 
Masters Degree but plus a Municipal 
Finance or Economics who had taught at 
the university level as well as having 
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legislative experience in the field of 
public finance. They hired this woman; 
she's now earning $50,000. She works as 
the head of what we consider our budget 
office. They have people like Mr. 
Buckley and Mr. D'Alessandro and others 
who do the accounting and the 
bookkeeping. She analyses the data for 
someone like you, for the Finance 
Chairman. That is her staff. But when 
they went out for a bond, they went to 
the gentleman vou called. He was Mr. 
Cobb in Princeton. The $40,000 to 
$50,000 figure was her salary; that did 
come up in conversation. He said he 
would not recommend having, and that's 
what I wanted to share with Council, 
having what I've termed as a "fiscal 
advisor" and so did the other gentleman I 
spoke to. They said what you need is an 
on-going, day by day, fiscal analyst who 
works in our budget department who is 
equipped with the credentials that I just 
outlined. I've spoken to our good people 
who do tremendous work in our budget 
office but who agree they don't have 
these qualifications. At that point, if we 
decided to go out on a water authority or 
we had an issue like the Stadium, then 
you hire one of these people but not as 
we're doing, in the last ten days. 

In talking with Mr. Margolis he did 
tell me that since there is no other 
information available other than what 
Council has received, he could, within a 
day, digest that information and pointed 
out to me that a lot of information isn't 
there, some of the information I'm 
sharing with you, which was essentially 
that you just can't look at the Water 
Authority separately as a bond without 
looking at the fact that you have to 
provide the coverage indenture which 
raises the cost of the Water Authority 
bonds and he’s prepared to come here if 
his partners agree to it. Here I am at 
zero hour, groping, trying to do the right 
thing, and looking for somebody. Well, 
maybe I don't have one of the 25 people 


that could come. You talked to one and 
they said no. I talked to one who said 
maybe. But we've got to get one that's 
going to say yes because this Council 
voted to have somebody. There's 
somebody that can take the same 
information that this Council is privy to 
because that’s all we have, and certainly 
analyze it with their experience a lot 
better than we could do. We voted for 
that and I would like to have that come 
to fruition. 

The Chair: 

There's no question of that. As I 
indicated to vou earlier, I think the time 
constraints makes almost that kind of 
study useless. If we want to waste 
money we might. But on the other hand, 
relative to any expert or consultant 
along these lines, I told you then and you 
took the availability to come to my 
office and give me names and I followed 
it up. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I'm not criticizing you, Mr. 
Stone. All I'm saying is that it's 
unfortunate, as Mr. Givens has pointed 
out, that here we are at zero hour 
looking for people. I have somebody who 
said, and I will quote, I think you missed 
this, that since there is no other data 
except what we’ve been provided for and 
the contract can be obtained 
immediately, that they can make some 
recommendations, both pro and con, to 
this Council so that we can make up our 
own minds. They can do that. How can 
we make decisions on information we 
don't have either? 

So, when you say how can they do 
it in such a short period of time, the data 
is there. We have no reason to question 
the data. It's a matter of interpreting 
the data. My interpretation at this point 
is that we should not go to a water 
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authority; we should issue a guaranteed 
water revenue bond. That's how I feel. 

The Chair: 

I don't want to go into the second 
issue because I think we're — 

Michelle Madoff: 

We still need to have a fiscal 
person come in. 

The Chair: 

Whether we have or do not have is 
not the issue at this point. The issue is 
whether or not we have a fiscal advisor 
and the Chair is still willing to take 
names from anyone and talk to them to 
see whether or not they can carry out 
what you intend. 

Michelle Madoff: 

The problem I had with Mr. 
Margolis is that I think he's afraid as 
most consultants wotild be of killing off 
his chances of every doing any work for 
the City by coming in and working for a 
person. I think it would be improper for 
him to come in although I have a stipend 
for the year and I can hire him out of my 
stipend to come in and by my Michelle 
Madoff consultant. I would much prefer 
that the President of Council call and 
say we have a vote, are you prepared to 
analyze the data you have and come in 
and testify on the 19th. 

The Chair: 

That's exactly what Tm trying to 
do. I don't know what more I can do for 
you. You give me a name and Til call 
and find out. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Will you call Mr. Margolis and ask 


him? He will be in tomorrow. 

The Chair: 

Yes. 

Michelle Madoff: 

One last thing. You talked about 
Mr. Peter Denby. What you say is 
correct. Miss Gunther and I went to see 
him and he had another gentleman who is 
an expert in authorities. They said 
exactly what you said. The only 
information that they could give us 
would be one of a legal nature. They 
would not be able to give us one of a 
fiscal nature and they strongly 
recommended that this Council get 
ourselves some economic advisor input. 
But he did say in reviewing this material 
that I've just reviewed with you, and he's 
going to review it and give me some 
feedback, essentially that it could be one 
way or the other. Everybody is saying 
that. So, it boils down to how does this 
Council want to vote. Do we want to get 
rid of the obligation and give it to an 
authority or do we want to keep it and 
take that responsibility? 

The Chair: 

No, I think the issue before this 
Council is, you've already voted for a 
fiscal advisor. 

Michelle Madoff: 

For this issue. 

The Chair: 

For this issue only. The Chair 
stands ready, willing and able to take any 
names and investigate to try to get 
someone who is going to give us a review 
and hopefully we're going to get our 
money's worth. 
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Michelle Madoff: 

I thank you very much for that 
and as I said, if it’s just $500, I'd be 
happy to pay it out of my stipend for 
staffing. However, I think that becomes 
bad. 

The Chair: 

Tm willing to talk to him and then 
we'll find out where we go. For me, Tm 
probing what number one, so you know, 
what services they're going to perform, 
how much money they want and do they 
have any information. If not, once you 
get it how long will it take for you to 
assemble it, to absorb it, and be 
qualified, then and only then, to give us 
an opinion. 

Michelle Madoff: 

They're going to work, Mr. Stone, 

I hate to be repetitious, with exactly the 
information that we have presently. 
Council has only been provided with 
certain documents. 

The Chair: 

That doesn't bother me. 

Michelle Madoff: 

They can do that in 24 hours. 

The Chair: 

The only thing that bothers me is 
if someone can make a decision before 
they get the material. 

Michelle Madoff: 

They haven't made a decision 
before they got the material. They 
arrived Friday and they said they would 
review it and wouldn't even tell me until 
tomorrow if they'll come in. 


The Chair: 

I'm talking about one of the others 
who did not get material. 

Just so we understand where we 
are at this moment. We are not talking 
yes or no on the Water Authority. We're 
only talking about whether or not we get 
the fiscal advisor. That's already been 
voted on and it's matter now that you 
give me the names and Til follow it up. 
Tm not dodging it. 

Mrs. Masloff: 

Mr. President, the question is 
moot, I know, because you voted to 
appoint or elect or assign a fiscal 
advisor. I may be naive but I believe 
that we were elected by the people to 
make decisions based on common sense. 
It doesn't make sense to me to pay an 
expensive advisor to tell us what to do. 
If we talk to five advisors we're going to 
get fi/e opinions. If any Councilmember 
feels the need for information in any 
matter, he or she has resources to avail 
themsevles of before they make an 
opinion. I can't understand why we 
should pay any exorbitant fees which 
some of these advisors want for opinions 
that we may or may not take or even 
want. 

So, Tm against the fiscal advisor. 
I don’t think they can give us anything 
that we can't get ourselves. 

The Chair: 

Sophie, we have your remarks for 
the record but we’ve already voted on it 
and it's past. 

Mis. Masloff: 

I know. I know the question is 
moot and I wasn't here. 
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Mr. Givens: 

Mr. Stone, I was somewhat 
disturbed when this ordinance was 
introduced today in regards to the Water 
Authority. It was very interesting that 
when the legal department that 
represents this Council mailed out on 
Thursday to all the Councilm embers 
what was going to be on the agenda this 
coming Monday as far as introduction of 
papers, what we were going to sit down 
and discuss with the Mayor's staff, this 
was not a part of it. I came out here at 
2:00 to this session and all of a sudden 
it's introduced in the Chairmanship of 
Finance. I have not had the opportunity 
to even look at that document and yet 
we're even waiving Council's Rule 8 so it 
will be on the agenda this coming 
Wednesday with a public hearing 
Thursday. I can guarantee vou that this 
Council will be forced into a vote by the 
following Wednesday. Just so all the 
information that Michelle is talking 
about, we must sit down and deliberate 
and study it. 

I don't agree with what Sophie had 
to say. You get five opinions, you're 
going to get five different opinions. I 
want more than two opinions on this 
subject. I want a third and I want a 
fourth and I want this Council to go out 
and seek that opinion so when they come 
in to us, we're not giving them a mandate 
of anything. We're saying, "You look at 
these other two documents and you 
compare and you tell us what we're in 
store for." And it's not what we're in 
store for, it's what the public is in store 
for because the public is going to pav the 
freight. Do they want to do it on a 
longer term, under our normal operating 
budget, which means that we in this 
Council will have to raise a little bit of 
taxes over the next ensuing 10 to 15 
years to do this? Or do we want to go 
out and borrow up to that some $145 
million at 10 percent and indebt our 


children in paying this water system 
off? The water system didn't go bad 
over night. It's not a catastrophe. 

The Chair: 

Mr. Givens, I don't mind you 
talking as long as it's only on the matter 
of a fiscal advisor. Let's not talk about 
yes or no — 

Mr. Givens: 

We're talking about the bill that 
was introduced — 

The Chair: 

No, we're not on that issue. 

Mr. Givens: 

The mere fact of getting 
information. 

The Chair: 

We are not on that issue. We are 
only on the matter of fiscal advisor. 

Mr. Givens: 

That's what I'm getting down to. 
We don't have two or three reservoirs to 
a tower that's swinging like the Tower of 
Pisa up there that is going to fall over. 
We've got some water breaks but they're 
not astronomical to any other city in the 
northeast. And is everyone running out 
going into this authority issue? No. 
Most cities are taking it out of their 
general operating revenues and I think 
we have to sit down and say to us, what 
is going to be the most cost effective to 
the city of Pittsburgh, not how fast we're 
going to get this whole system updated in 
say 5 or 10 years. It took 100 years to 
get this way, surely it's going to take a 
few more years to correct the 
situation. But I am not in a panic 
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situation and I want to be sure, 
financially and otherwise, that the 
taxpayers of the City of Pittsburgh get 
the best and fairest deal. If we wanted 
to do this, we have to resolutions before 
us today for referendum questions. Why 
didn't we put this on a referendum 
question? If the people want to pay for 
it, why don't we ask the people if they 
want to pay for it? If not, — 

The Chair: 

Mr. Givens, we're not talking 
referendum. 

Mr. Givens: 

You're not leaving me finish. 
That's why I'm arguing. 

The Chair: 

I can't let you finish because 
you're going astray of the issue. The 
issue is only whether or not we have a 
fiscal advisor. It has nothing to do with 


Mr. Givens: 

The issue is to get experts in 
here. We're going to have one public 
hearing on Thursday. Bingo. That's it. I 
will not have any expertise to talk to 
other than my own staff, our Finance 
Chair, you. The Mayor is going to take 
myself and Bill Robinson at 3:30 to give 
us his viewpoint on it. That viewpoint 
should have been discussed at 9:00 this 
morning with every Councilperson sitting 
down there and we should have had that 
information last Thursday so we could 
have gotten and had some intelligent 
questions to ask the Mayor, food for 
thought so we could carry it on and when 
the public hearing came up we might be 
more atone to it. I don't like the way 
this thing is being handled. 


Michelle Madoff: 

On tne fiscal advisor — 

The Chair: 

I'm going to bring it down by 
saying right after you're finished, that’s 
it. 

Michelle Madoff: 

For the record. When the 
advisory board to cable came to give us a 
recommendation, they said we cannot do 
it because we need a fiscal advisor. With 
all due respect, Sophie Masloff. For the 
record. 

The Chair: 

Alright. I'm saying again. The 
Chair stands ready, willing and able to 
receive any names of anyone who can be 
a fiscal advisor so we can talk to them 
about what they can do in this instance. 

With that, we'll move on to the 
matter of Reports of Committees. 

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 
Mr. Woods presented 
Bill No. 59 

Report of the Committee on Finance for 
January 11, 1984 transmitting one 

ordinance and two resolutions to Council. 

Which was read, received and filed. 

Also, with an affirmative 
recomm endation, 

BUI No. 13 

An Ordinance entitled, "An Ordinance 
directing the Allegheny County Board of 
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Elections to place before the qualified 
voters of the City of Pittsburgh a 
referendum question as to whether or not 
the voters are in favor of amending the 
Home Rule Charter of the City of 
Pittsburgh to provide for an annual 
salary adjustment of City elected 
officials' salaries." (AS AMENDED IN 
COMMITTEE) 

Which was read. 

Mr. Woods moved to recommit Bill No. 
13. 

Mr. Robinson seconded the motion. 

Which motion prevailed. 

Mr. Wagner; 

Mr. President, may I make a 
comment on that? Last week we talked 
about the time restraints involved here. 
It was mentioned at the Committee 
Meeting that we are working under tight 
time constraints on both referendums — 

The Chair: 

I think you're accurate. We did 
mention there were some time 
constraints but because of the movement 
of the date I don’t know that we're stuck 
with the same thing. It might be done 
with a petition, if I recall someone 
indicating to us. Am I accurate on that? 

Mr. Woods; 

Right. The Law Department is 
willing to file a petition in court. As 
long as we get it there 60 days prior to 
April 10 th. 

Mr. Wagner; 

To continue, I think it was the 
belief of Council that both of these 
referendums had to be rushed 'through 


with the suspension of Rule 8, going back 
a week ago. There's been considerable 
constroversy over a couple of them and 
it's sad that we just didn't decide at that 
point in time that we had sufficient time 
to discuss both referendums and the 
detail necessary. 

The reason why I'm bringing this 
up is, today I was going to move to 
amend Bill No. 13 pertaining to the 
salary increases. I just want to go on 
record as stating that I think this Council 
should have had the proper advice back a 
week ago pertaining to whether or not 
we had sufficient time to discuss both of 
these referendums. 

The Chair: 

In fairness, Mr. Wagner, what you 
cited is correct. There is a certain 
period of time. After we found that that 
was a problem it was then brought up, I 
don't know who was the author of the 
comment, that we could petition as long 
as we were within the 60 days. So, I 
don't know that there’s different 
interpretation other than we're updated 
in view of the problems. We had two 
deadlines initially. 

Mr. Givens; 

Who is going to submit the 
petitions? 

The Chair; 

This is a motion to recommit.

If that does 
not get in within the normal 60 days, the 
Election Department cannot put it on the 
ballot for this coming April 10th 
election. Is that right? 
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Mr. Woods: 

Mr. Givens, if I may, the City Law 
Department will petition the court to put 
it on the ballot.

That's fine. They will petition. 
Will that petition come from this Council 
body in the form of an ordinance or will 
they just petition?

Michelle Madoff: 

Who is the sponsor of the 
resolution? 

The Chair: 

I am. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I second it. 

Which motion prevailed. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Dr. Kraus came to my office and 
explained to me that if he finds out that 
there is no need for his services, he will 
resign. What he would like to do is have 
the opportunity — I've spoken to the Law 
Department to ask them how he can get 
in touch with the 300 people that have 
the right to come to his Appeals Board 
and avail themselves of the services. 

He feels that that cannot be done 
and there's no need for his entity. If he 
doesn't have any hearings, he will 
abandon that board. He also asked me to 
find out whether that board would be 
paid if they just meet once a month, just 
to plan what they're going to do. The 
Mayor's response was, no, they would be 
paid. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. President, I am certainly in 
favor of the appointment of Dr. Kraus, 
but isn't it the procedure of this Council 
to bring it to the attention of the 
Council members what individual is being 
considered? 

The Chair: 

This is a renewal of the 
appointment that was there before. 
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Michelle Madoff: 

You can vote to hold it and vote 

on it. 

Mr. Wagner: 

No, I don't vote to hold it. I'm 
just wondering about the procedure of an 
appointment to that position, whether or 
not we should be privy to that 
information prior to a vote. 

The Chain 

Well, the motion is being 
presented at this time, and this is the 
time that you decide whether you want 
to hold it, talk about, vote it up, or vote 
it down. 

Just a couple a quick things, if I 
may, Mr. Robinson. As you're all aware, 
we have a public hearing on Thursday 
relative to the matter of the Water 
Authority that will be televised since it 
is a public hearing. Anything else for the 
good of this organization? 

The Chair presents 

Bill No. 64 RESOLUTION, 
WHEREAS, on Saturday, January 21, 
1984, the Greater Pittsburgh pro-life 
community will observe its "Sanctity of 
Life" weekend, as part of its annual 
observance of "Respect Life Week"; and 

WHEREAS, this occasion marks 
the annual beginning of a week when 
many citizens of Pittsburgh will join with 
tens of thousands of other Americans in 
Wasington, D.C. to publicly protest the 
1973 Supreme Court decision, which 
authorized abortion on demand; and 

WHEREAS, the central purpose of 
this observance is to proclaim that every 
person, including the unborn child, is 
entitled to the fundamental right of life, 


and should be accorded that right, with 
dignity and respect; 

NOW, THEREFORE, 

BE IT RESOLVED, that the 
Members of the City Council of 
Pittsburgh, hereby proclaims January 16, 
1984 through January 23, 1984 as 

"Respect Life Week", and encourages the 
citizens of Pittsburgh, to become aware, 
to recognize, to respect; and to accord 
and preserve - this fundamental right to 
life - for all. 

Mr. Woods moved the adopt the 
resolution. 

Mrs. Masloff seconded the motion. 

Which motion prevailed. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Thank you, Mr. President. I would 
like to report on my recent trip to the 
National Real Estate Development 
Center's National Strategy Conference 
for Issuers, Bond Counsel, Underwriters 
and Investors, which was conducted 
January 12 and 13, 1984 at the Capital 
Hilton Hotel, Washington, D.C. 

The conference focussed on House 
Resolution 4170 now being considered by 
the United States Congress. This bill 
would affect the issuing of Industrial 
Development Bonds and Mortgage 
Revenue Bonds by cities such as 
Pittsburgh. Both types of bonds, if 
continued to be authorized, could be 
instrumental in assuring the continued 
development of urban areas in cities like 
Pittsburgh. 

I will provide additional 
information on the trip upon request. 
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The Chair: 

Just tell us that the fact that you 
met up there will not be changed, and 
that's all we need. Mr. Robinson's 
pointing out about the IDA loans is 
popularly known. There are some 
proposals which may change the tax 
advantage on those bills. If that 
happens, that would be slightly regretful 
here in this — not slightly but a major 
regret — 

Mr. Robinson: 

Right, I would just like to 
encourage members of Council who are 
concerned about the development of our 
City, particularly some of the depressed 
areas, to become familiar with 4170 and 
to do what they can to become informed 
and to contact our Congressmen, because 
if indeed the industrial revenue bond and 
the mortgage revenue bond are not 
allowed to operate basically as they are 
now, we mav find ourselves without the 
proper incentives to get the kind of 
private development that we need in the 
City; and I would encourage everyone to 
become informed on this issue. 

My position is that we must push 
to have 4170 as it's presently structured 
defeated. 4170 needs to be changed and 
amended, and I would suggest that we 
contact Congressman Walgren, 

Congressman Gaydos, Congressman 
Coyne and to express to our delegation 
our concern about this bill and become 
more informed on it. 

The Chair: 

Mr. Robinson, I think both of us 
ought to mention at this time that the 
granting of those funds is based on the 
projection of how many people will be 
hired, so it is really an unemployment 
bill, and it’s a very important thing. I 
might suggest, Mr. Robinson, that you 


make that in a form of a motion and 
we’ll send that to all of the Congressmen 
from this area. 

Mr. Robinson: 

So moved. 

Michelle Madoff seconded the motion. 
Which motion prevailed. 

The Chair: 

This Council supports that 
concept and would like to see it passed. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I want to congratulate you 
because you just threw me a curve ball 
that I'm very pleased about, and you said 
we're going to televise the Water 
Authority hearing because it's a 
hearing. Well, we have not been 

televising hearings, and I think that 
should be the way it should be done, and I 
think as President, you're setting a 
wonderful precedent. 

Mr. Stone: 

Well, in fairness, that comes out 
of the budget as well, and it's something 
that is of great importance to this 
community, and we ought to be — 

Michelle Madoff: 

I hope you'll continue that 

precedent. 

Mr. Woods: 

Well, Mr. President. I'm sorry, 
Michelle, I wasn't paying much 
attention. I think you should ask for a 
vote for that, because that's what we've 
done in the past, and you know, I’ve 
always voted against it, and I will do the 
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same. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Is that a motion? 

Michelle Madoff: 

My motion is to congratulate you 
and support having that hearing televised 
on the 19th. 

Mr. Robinson seconded the motion. 

Which motion prevailed. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. President, one last item, 

please. 

The Chair: 

The Chair, as is said manv times, 
when you get something good, you get 
something likewise in caution. This is on 
Thursday a public hearing. We are going 
to have some people coming here on a 
major issue. They have a right to be 
heard, and the Chair will listen to the 
people who come to testify, and I hope 
that anyone who has any questions will 
be short, brisk, get your questions out of 
the way. It's not time for us to be giving 
deliveries to them, but rather it's time to 
collect data from them. 

The Chair would like to maintain 
that kind of stature when we have the 
public hearing on Thursday. It is data 
collection and information and 
recommendations from the people. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I understand and I'm a little bit 
surprised, while I paid you a compliment, 
Pm a little nonplussed on another action 
that has taken place. I don’t know if it's 
correct and I give you the opportunity to 


respond. I was told that on the Armour 
— is there a hearing tomorrow on 
Armour, some meeting? 

The Chair: 

No. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I was told there was going to be a 
meeting on Armour and that there was a 
meeting and that nine copies were 
delivered to you, invitations that would 
be delivered to all members of Council. 

I never received one, and I didn't go to 
the meeting, because I felt that it was 
intentional that I was not invited. I had 
been involved in the Station Square 
negotiations. I got involved in the 
Equitable Gas — 

The Chair: 

Only Council people speak at this 
meeting. Gentlemen, please. 

Audience: 

How can you sit here and talk 
about — then you change your mind and 
then go into a secret meeting by 
yourselves. What happened to the thing, 
we were supposed to be there, two of our 
people from our negotiating team? You 
sat there like you were going to help us, 
but now you — 

The Chair: 

Sergeant at Arms. We will 
maintain this meeting with decorum. Pm 
willing to meet with you people after 
this meeting, but for you and everyone 
else, when a Council meeting is on, it is 
for Council members only to speak. 

Mr. Ferlcc 

How do we get through? 
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Michelle Madoff: 

Gentlemen, I was speaking. May I 
continue, please? 

The Chair; 

I will meet with vou after, and fm 
sure after you hear the explanation, 
you’ll be satisfied. If not, then we'll 
solve that problem pretty quick. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. Stone, may I continue? Was it 
true that you received a call — 

The Chairs 

I was not invited. I did not give 
any deliveries or call any meetings, I 
came in on a meeting that had begun 
before I got there, and at that particular 
point we picked it up. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I read — 

The Chair; 

Let me say this much. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I read it in the papers, there was a 
meeting with four members of this 
Council. I thought they didn’t want me 
there, I now find out I was invited, but I 
never got my invitation. 

The Chair; 

Now, let me say this much. For 
everyone's benefit, I would suggest that 
this matter not be discussed any further 
right now, and at that point I'm willing to 
meet with these gentlemen afterwards 
and we'll discuss it then. 


Michelle Madoff: 

I was not discussing the merits of 
the meeting or who's involved. All I 
wanted to know was that you got an 
invitation that you didn't give me. 

Mr. Stone: 

I did not receive a call to call 
people to a meeting. 

Michelle Madoff: 

That's what I wanted — I didn't 
get my invitation and I felt put out that 
these four people, members of Council, 
when we agreed to have harmony here 
and that we were all going to be involved 
and work together, I felt deliberately 
excluded, and I thought, oh, we're going 
back to the same thing again, which I 
don't want to have happen. 

Mr. Ferlcc 

Mr. Stone, you were given nine 
invitations to give — 

The Chair: 

Sergeant of Arms, I want him out 
of the room. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Well, you're lying to the members 
of Council — 

The Chair: 

I want him out of the room. He’s 
been around long enough to know how 
these things are handled. I want him out 
of the room. We are going to maintain in 
this room the decorum that should be 
done in the proper way. 
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Mr. Robinson: 

Mr. President, if I might, an issue 
has come to my attention which I believe 
that several members of Council are 
awcire of. Unfortunately, Mrs. Masloff 
was ill at the time this matter was 
brought to my attention or I would have 
discussed it thoroughly with her. 

This concerns the traffic pattern 
in Highland Park. As Council is aware, 
there has been some discussion relative 
to the change in the traffic pattern, 
which, in effect, has restricted traffic in 
the park. 

While I recognize there are a lot 
of related issues surrounding this m atter, 
it seems that the probationary period 
that we have given for this traffic 
pattern is coming to a close. I believe 
it's March that we're supposed to re¬ 
evaluate the traffic pattern. Certainly 
Parks and Recreation is going to re¬ 
evaluate it. 

I would hope that Mrs. Masloff 
and perhaps Mrs, Brown would attempt 
to find some sort of appropriate form 
into which persons who have concerns 
about that traffic pattern can place 
those concerns and have them handled in 
a fashion that respects all the parties 
who are involved. 

It seems to me that the traffic 
flow is creating some other problems and 
may indeed relate to some other issues. 
If those issues can be resolved by other 
units of government, we ought to work 
towards that aim, because certainly 
there are a considerable number of 
people who are beginning to protest the 
traffic pattern. 

I have in my possession a petition 
with at least 136 names of persons who 
have some serious reservations about 
that traffic pattern. Let me say that my 


interest is in trying to resolve the 
problems at the lowest level possible. I 
am not attempting in any way to 
exacerbate an already bad situation and 
one that probably could get worse, but I 
certainly will be more than happy to turn 
the information that I have over to Mrs. 
Masloff, but I would encourage Council 
to be aware of this issue, a little more 
aware so that we can attempt to resolve 
it departmentally and resolve it without 
creating any additional community 
tensions. Thank you. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Mr. Stone, before we adjourn, I'd 
like to make a formal request relative to 
the meeting that a number of Council 
members are going to have tomorrow 
with members of ConAgra, and I would 
ask that you call the Chairman of the 
Board, or whatever appropriate officials

Yes, Mr. President, it's a change 
from the figure, decreasing to $30,000 to 
a change of decreasing to $30,500. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

I question the technicality. I’m 
not sure changing the figure is actually a 
change in the legislation. I’d like to have 
a clarification from the Law Department 
on that.

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. President, I now move to 
amend Bill No. 13. The amendment 
reads: "Shall Section 310(h) of the 
Pittsburgh Home Rule Charter be 
amended to read as follows: 

To fix bv resolution the salary of 
all elected City officials, the salaries of 
all City Councilm embers shall be 
decreased and they shall be paid at an 
annual salary rate of $30,500 from July 
1, 1984. 

From that time forward, no 
elected official shall receive a salary 
increase that exceeds the average 
percentage of increase in salaries and 
wages paid to all City employees as 
based on the previous years salary. 


Parliamentarian: 

The City Clerk has talked to the 
Deputy Solicitor. 

Mr. Perry: 

The Deputy City Solicitor 
informed me that a change in the rate 
would constitute a new amendment. It's 
legal. 

The Chair: 

In view of that, do I have a 
second? 

Michelle Madoff seconded the motion. 
Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. President, as I indicated, I 
don't want to talk on this very long. As a 
matter of fact, I would like to have my 
comments made in the Committee on 
January 18, 1984 brought forward for the 
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record here today. 

(BEGINNING - MR. WAGNER'S 
REMARKS ON BILL NO. 13 - 

WEDNESDAY, 1/18/84) 

Mr. Wagner: 

I motion to amend this bill and I'd 
like to read the amendment — to fix by 
resolution the salary of all City officials, 
the salary of all City Councilmembers, 
the salary of all City Councilmembers 
shall be decreased and they shall be paid 
an annual salary rate of $30,000.00 from 
July 1, 1984. From that time foward, no 
elected official shall receive a salary 
increase that exceeds the average 
percentage of increase in salaries aind 
wages paid to all City employees, as 
based on the previous year's salary. 
Further, the salary paid to elected City 
officeholders shall not be diminished 
during their term in office. 

In response to Mr. Givens, the 
change in the Charter was originally 
recommended by the Mayor with this 
referendum, and all I am suggesting is an 
amendment to that ch,ange. I'd like to 
give you some background information, 
all of you, because this affects every one 
of us. Why I feel this way, and I have 
distributed to each one of you, on 
Monday, some information that I will be 
referring to, and also information that 
was just handed out, I am convinced that 
the public will vote no on this 
referendum because they believe it is a 
matter of voting to give Council a raise 
by voting yes in the voting booth or not a 
raise by voting no. Please refer to a 
Pittsburgh Press editorial dated May 2, 
1982, two weeks prior to the vote on this 
similar referendum approximately two 
years ago. "If you are a registered voter 
in Pittsburgh, regardless of which party 
you are affiliated with, or even if you 
have no party affiliation, you should go 
to the polls on May 18 to vote no on this 


question. Otherwise, Council's salaries 
are certain to escape all reasonable 
restraints and escalate beyond 
reasonable levels. These increases 
should be tied to the average boost 
granted to all City employees by Council 
itself. Of course, by one estimate, the 
Councilmatic salaries would top 
$55,000.00." That is what they said two 
years ago. 

If the Pittsburgh Press was 
printing these types of articles, and 
other publications, two years ago, they 
are certainly going to do it again, with 
essentially the same referendum. 

Now that referendum two years 
ago, I gave all of you a copy of the 
results of the referendum, was defeated 
by a margin of 29,696 to 9,231. And 
some interesting statistics, looking at 
that ward by ward, indicate that even in 
our most independent wards in this City, 
where people should understand what we 
are trying to accomplish, they voted it 
down — in the 7th Ward, the 14th Ward 
— by a margin of two to one. In the 
traditional Democratic wards of our 
City, such as the 9th Ward, it was voted 
down by a margin of six to one. 

What I am saying is that this is 
going to happen again and we should be 
honest with ourselves. If we do not make 
an attempt to change the wording and to 
show the public that we are concerned 
about the economic conditions, we are 
going to be sitting in the same position 
two years from now that seven of you 
were sitting in three weeks ago. I, for 
one, was not there. I do not want to be 
there in two years. 

There is a flaw in the Home Rule 
Charter. This is the only way to correct 
it. It must be corrected. Our goad here 
is tt5 eliminate the antiquated system for 
increasing salaries of Councilmembers. I 
would like all of you to refer to a chart

that I put together indicating the 
projected annual increases, based on a 
$30,000.00 salary, if we go to that 
salary, if we approve this amendment 
and if the referendum is passed. What I 
have done is, I have put together annual 
increases ranging from one percent 
through five percent. I personally think, 
based on what vou hear pertaining to the 
future economic conditions, the average 
increase for City employees is going to 
be somewhere in the area of four percent 
— I understand this year it was slightly 
more than that — which means that if 
Council, if this goes into effect, Council 
will lose, over a four-year period, 
beginning this year, approximately 
$1,306.00 by cutting back our salary 
right now to $30,000.00. Now that is 
based on the fact that the original 
referrendum will not be approved. 

Now, if the original referendum is 
not going to be approved by the voting 
public, that means that Council will be 
sitting in the same position as I indicated 
two years from now as they were in 
three weeks ago, and they will only be 
able to vote increases to four members 
of Council. I, for one, can tell vou right 
now two years from now if my salary is 
at $32,500.00, and this referendum is not 
improved, I am not voting for a salary 
increase, and I have heard that comment 
from the majority of Council. 

So, essentially what I am saying 
is, in comparing the figures, by cutting 
back the salary to $30,000.00, or sitting 
with a salary, which five of us would be 
for four years, of $32,500.00, and based 
on the fact we know there are going to 
be some annual increases, and we are 
gambling to a degree here, we are 
gambling and we are hoping that the 
increases are not one percent or two 
percent, but I tend to believe they are 
going to be approximately four percent, 
and if that is the case, we will only lose, 
over a four-year period of time, 


$1,306.00. 

Now, that is what we will lose. 
What will we gain? That is the real 
question here. What do we gain by 
cutting our salaries $2,500.00? Well, I 
sat through those public hearings and 
listened to all the members of the public 
that were here, and we all know how 
they feel, and they would love to see any 
elected officals — when I say "any" I 
mean at any level, from the local 
municipalities to the Congress of the 
United States — cut back their salary, 
and we, the City Councilm embers of the 
City of Pittsburgh, can take a first step 
that should have been taken long ago by 
many levels of elected officials. 

The Congress of the United States 
raised their salary two years ago, and we 
know what happened — the media jumped 
all over them. The State Legislature and 
the State Senate raised their salary two 
months ago by $10,000.00 and we know 
the outcry that occurred. 

We need to imporve the image of 
elected officials, of which all of us are. 
We can do that very easily. We can do 
that by amending this referendum, by 
giving the voters the opportunity to vote 
on this referendum and to have, as a first 
statement in the referendum that 
elected officials are going to decrease 
their pay. 

Now, Roy Fox on his show last 
evening took a survey pertaining to 
whether or not the voting public would 
cut back — excuse me — would vote for 
this referendum or against the 
referendum. He took 200 calls. The 
results of the poll were 149-yes, 51-no, 
Several evenings before last night he 
took another poll based on the 
referendum that we were originally 
looking at. That poll failed two to one. 
That referendum lost two to one. 
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What I am asking all of you to do 
is to take a look in a realistic fashion 
and, not only that, to consider what our 
constituents would like us to do, and I 
firmly believe that this is a realistic 
approach to correcting a problem that 
has existed since this Charter was 
originated, and 1 would appreciate if all 
of you would consider it. 

I would like to comment on 
Michelle’s comments. You can't roll 
back a salary, you can't just pick out a 
figure and say cut $5,000.00. 

If we are talking about different 
positions with differrent salaries, you 
must use a percentage and the 
percentage we are talking about here for 
Councilmembers is eight percent. 

Now, the reason why I haven't 
used an eight percent figure is my 
referendum pertains only to 
Councilmembers. In addition, in 
reference to department heads, the 
Charter states nothing about department 
heads, and that is not the question here. 
The question here is elected officials. I 
have to agree with Mr. Woods, the only 
way we can address the situation of 
someone other than elected officials is 
during budget time, and I just do not 
want this thing to get blown out of 
proportion. I specifically am talking 
about Councilmembers. 

If anyone wants to suggest 
something pertaining to other elected 
officials, so be it. But I just wanted to 
clarify these couple points. This 
proposed cut is eight percent. 

I don't want this thing to be blown 
out of proportion, and it appears as if it 
is getting to that point. 

Now, the department heads have 
nothing to do with this. We are talking 
about annual increases, if this 


referendum passes, whether it is the 
original referendum or my referendum — 
annual increases do not pertain to 
department heads ~ based on the 
average salaries of employees. Number 
one, the question is will Council take the 
lead themselves, and I don't think we 
should be here throwing arrows at others, 

I think the question is we have to look, 
we have to have some introspection 
towards ourselves as an elected group of 
people, and we can't pass the buck and 
say if someone else is not going to do it 
we're not going to do it. 

The question is, will we take the 
lead and will we say to the people, to the 
public, to the people that elected us, 
that we will cut back, based on the 
economic conditions of today. If the 
Mayor chooses to do the same, so be it. 
If the Controller chooses to do the same, 
so be it. I, for one, am not concerned 
about them. I am only concerned about 
this elected group. 

At this time, I don't choose to 
yield. I'd like to vote on what the 
amendment is as listed. 

I voted no, and I would like to 
make a quick comment, which is, just to 
pick out a figure out of the air is not 
fair. It is not fair to all the elected 
officials you are talking about when 
there are different salaries. 

I think I proposed a realistic 
amendment and it's a shame it was 
defeated. 

I want to be on record as saying 
this referendum is going to fail. I stated 
my reasons earlier, and it's a shame we 
can't face the facts, and we have them 
before us, bcause we have been through 
this. This is the second time around and 
we are going to lose the second round. 

I have offered a realistic 
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approach, innovative approach to change 
the salary system for this Council, for 
this elected group, to show the public 
that we are concerned about the 
economic conditions of today, and it's a 
shame that we can't get five votes out of 
this Council and I voted no. 

(END - MR. WAGNER'S REMARKS ON 
BILL NO. 13 - WEDNESDAY, 1/18/84) 

Mr. Wagner: 

I'd like to emphasize a couple 
important points that I mentioned at that 
Committee Meeting and a couple new 
points. 

Number one, I'm still convinced 
and the public has convinced me that the 
vote on the present referendum will fail 
in the April primary simply because a 
vote of yes indicates that elected 
officials will be receiving a salary 
increase. A vote of no is an indication 
that they will not receive a salary 
increase. The economic times are such 
that the people will vote no at a much 
greater margin than they will vote yes. 
This has been proven in a couple of 
recent surveys; I indicated one the past 
week on KDKA radio where it lost at a 
margin of 2-1. There was one on KQV 
radio Friday on the existing referendum 
where it lost by a vote margin of 112-no 
to 51-yes. 

I think that my amendment to the 
referendum is the only way to correct 
the flaw in the Home Rule Charter. We 
have to show the public that we are 
concerned about the economic 
conditions. I have also provided each of 
my colleagues with a chart indicating the 
difference of salary based on the fact 
that if we take a $2,000 cut in pay in 
comparison to our salary being frozen for 
a four year period of time at $2,500, if 
the existing referendum fails. As all of 
you can see in terms of simple 


mathematics, over a four year period of 
time, if we are willing to take the 
chance to gamble, to throw the dice, to 
take a cut in pay, we will get that cut in 
pay back over a four year period of time 
with annual increases based on an 
average increase of approximately four 
percent per year. 

I think the public will understand 
what we're trying to accomplish here, 
especially because we're willing to take a 
cut in pay along with the annual 
increases that we're trying to obtain. I 
indicated last Wednesday, I do not want 
to be in the position that all of you were 
in four weeks ago at any point in time in 
the future. For that reason, I think it's 
very, very important that all of us give 
high priority to voting on behalf of this 
amendment for the referendum. Thank 
you. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. President, I think it's really 
unfortunate that we don't check with 
each other about when people are going 
to be away. We just don't know. I mean, 
everybody has the right to do what they 
have to do or want to do. I've been 
trying to take some time off since the 
election and frankly, I haven't taken it 
off at this point because of the Water 
Authority. I feel that I have a strong 
commitment to that. I believe, based on 
past performance or history, the two 
people that are absent today, well one 
person anyway, would have voted with 
Mr. Wagner, I don't recall Mr. Givens' 
vote, but I know Mr. Robinson would 
have voted with him. 

I'm in this terrible position of 
whatever I do, I'm damned. If I vote for 
it and it doesn't pass because people 
aren't here, they'll say, "See, she voted 
for it because she knew it wasn't going to 
pass." So, I would like to just set the 
record straight, if I might, by asking my 
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colleague, Councilman Wagner, did I or 
did I not tell you last week that I would 
vote for this bill — 

The Chair: 

Michelle, we're talking about the 
amendment now. 

Michelle Madoff: 

That's what I'm talking about. 

Did I or did I not say that I would 
vote for the amendment? I told you I 
would, did I not? 

Mr. Wagner: 

Yes. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Okay. I just wanted to be clear 
for the media so it doesn't get distorted 
that I had no knowledge the other two 
members would not be here. I just 
wanted to clarify that. 

The Chair: 

Call the role on the amendment 

only. 

The Chair: 

Is there any further discussion on 
the amendment?

Wagner's amendment was not adopted 
that I would be voting against this 
resolution because I felt that it would 
fail at the election on April 10th. But as 
I look back to the primary election of 
May 18, 1983, no one gave me much 
chance of being elected and I sit here 
today. So, perhaps the unexpected will 
happen come April 10, 1°84, and this 
referendum will be passed by the 
voters. I vote aye. 

Mr. Wagner: 

I vote aye and I'd like to make a 
comment. First of all, I'd like to thank 
those of my colleagues that are present 
and not present that voted on my two 
amendments. I also wish my amendment 
would have been passed. It's very 
obvious that this referendum as it sits 
now and being voted on now will pass. 
For that reason I am going to vote aye 
and I also will attempt to get this thing 
passed and do whatever PR work should 
be done as all of my colleagues will in 
April and I, for one, hope that I do not 
have to come back and offer another 
referendum after the April election; 
however, I doubt it. 


The Chair: 

I vote aye and I would like my 
remarks from last Wednesday's meeting 
brought forward. 

{BEGINNING - MR. STONE'S REMARKS 
ON BILL NO. 13 - WEDNESDAY, 

1/18/84) 

Mr. Stone: 

I voted no and if I may just make 
this comment. We have been talking 
about Council's credibility, and I think 
we ought to be looking at ourselves and 
wondering about the credibility and why 
the public has some question of that. 

This Council went to $2,500.00, 
talked $30,000.00, talked $40,000.00, and 
we had a lot of discussion that the 
position is such that it deserves that kind 
of salary, and we had pretty much 
chastised the public because they didn't 
expect the cost of living kind of increase 
on referendum that was there. No one at 
the time was thinking that perhaps we 
were at fault in not communicating that 
in the proper fashion so that the public 
might intelligently make a decision and 
be aware of the conflict that does exist 
in the Home Rule Charter. Here we are 
now talking about cuts, and it seems in 
obvious derrogation and conflict to what 
we have been talking about the last two 
weeks. Certainly the economic 

conditions didn't change in the last two 
weeks that would make us make such 
masterful, innovative, new ideas at this 
late stage of the game. 

I think these kind of resolutions 
now do nothing to help the credibility. 
The proposal as given by the Mayor I 
think helps the credibility of Council. It 
straight out tells them there is a conflict 
in the Charter and if you, as the voters, 
want to make that change, if there is a 
cost-of-living need, you are asking them 
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to enable Council to do that, not to give 
it but enable them to do it. If that be 
the case, it has conditions that say it 
can’t be any higher than any other 
increase to the employees. It has the 
kind of safeguards which the public is 
entitled to know, and the public is 
entitled to have the ability to vote on it, 
and I am sure they are intelligent enough 
that if that is what they think should be 
done, they will vote for it, and if not, 
they won't.

MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS 
Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. Stone, I wonder if you would 
enlighten this Council on a couple of 
matters. I've been so busy with this 
water business; I’ve been up since 8:00 
calling till over the country and I have 
not really been apprised of what is 
happening with the paramedics. I 
understand from calls that we’re getting 
that supervisors are being trained to take 
over their jobs. They have done such an 
outstanding job. As you know, this 
Council, and I was in the forefront of 
that movement, was charging the non- 
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City residents for paramedic service and 
third party payees and now Mr. Matter is 
saying we're losing our $10,000 a day 
that we're not getting from these 
entities that came from this Council, 
things we don't get credit for. 

I'm just curious; perhaps somebody 
here can enlighten me. What is 
happening? Is this really true that the 
supervisors are taking over? Are we 
going to pay the paramedics what the 
police and firemen are getting? Where 
are we on it, does anybody know? I don't 
know. 

The Chair: 

I don't consider myself an expert 
on it because no one has briefed me 
personally on it. I would suggest that 
you request a report from the Mayor’s 
Office. That might be the easiest way. I 
don't know any more than what's been in 
the newspaper. The only thing that I 
think is happening is that the 
Administration has tried this year to 
keep that salary increase somewhere 
between four and five percent and 
apparently that's not in the making in 
this particular bargaining unit. That 
seems to be where the differences of 
opinion are. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. Stone, would it be out of 
order for this Council to respectfully 
request from the Mayor that on matters 
such as this that our President be briefed 
immediately and kept apprised of all 
activities so that you can keep us 
apprised to what's going on? I really 
resent reading in the paper what's going 
on before I hear it here in Council. 
Would that be in order? Can I make that 
in the form of a motion? 


The Chair: 

I don't think a motion is 
necessary. We'll try to get some 
information but I think that kind of 
information, frankly, belongs to the 
person who is the administrator. 
Frankly, that's the Mayor and in some of 
the previous collective bargaining 
agreements, those units had indicated 
the exclusive bargaining agent was the 
Mayor. If you'll look back in the minutes 
of City Council you'll note that this City 
Council had received and filed on 
collective bargaining agreements which 
means they didn't agree with it, they just 
filed it. One of the reasons was that we 
objected to being excluded from 
collective bargaining but that's now a 
part of their collective bargaining 
agreements and they have acknowledged 
that the Mayor is the sole collective 
bargaining unit for the City. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Does that mean that this Council, 
when we finally come to vote on it, there 
will obviously be a negotiated contract. 
If there isn't one, then what happens? 

The Chair: 

They'll then go to arbitration of 
some form. 

Michelle Madoff: 

It is not in arbitration as yet? I 
thought it was in arbitration. 

The Chair: 

Well, they're headed in that 

direction as I see it. 

Mr. Woods: 

No, Mr. Chairman. The 

paramedics are not covered under 
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arbitration. 

The Chair: 

But there's a form of mediation or 
arbitration they'll be eventually headed 
toward. That's what they're trying to do. 

Michelle Madoff: 

According to Mr. Woods, they're 
not. Is that so, Mr. Woods? 

The Chair: 

He's saying under the present deal 
they don't have — 

Mr. Woods: 

Under the present bargaining 
agreement they don't have it. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Couldn't this Council have some 
input, Mr. Stone? Is there a mechanism 
where we could? 

The Chair: 

I think that there's an agreement 
that they have between them and they're 
going to have to abide by what's in that 
agreement. That's their ground rules 
now. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Okay. The second item that I 
think we need clarification is that we're 
having a meeting tomorrow at 10:00 on 
the request made by myself and others to 
be briefed on some of the unanswered 
questions after the hearing and you said 
that you promised to have it immediately 
after the Water Authority hearing. Is 
that correct? 


The Chair: 

Council asked for, and I've made 
available, the opportunity to carry out 
what they've requested. 

Michelle Madoff: 

We just talked very briefly coming 
in here; I'm a little bit confused. I did sit 
down with Mr. Schmeiser and some 
people — 

The Chair: 

If you have any confusions, we earn 
discuss it the same way we did before. I 
don't want to get into a situation where 
something was said or not said and now 
in public it may change from what we 
discussed. 

Michelle Madoff: 

That's exactly what I was getting 
to. Is this going to be a public meeting? 

The Chair: 

It's an informal meeting that was 
asked for by Council. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Will it be open to the media? 

The Chair: 

At this point, it's an informed 
meeting at the request of Council and 
they asked to meet with the 
administrative team and that's presently 
lined up. 

Michelle Madoff: 

So it's not open to the media; it's 
just an informal meeting. There will be 
no vote taken, therefore, the media is 
going to be excluded. 
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The Chair: 

No votes will be taken at all. 
Council asked for an informal meeting 
and I have set up exactly what Council 
asked for. 

Michelle Madoff: 

You're defining an informal 
meeting as a private meeting as opposed 
to being a public meeting. 

I have no quarrel with that, I'm 
just asking for definition. I personally 
see no reason why we can't ask our 
questions in the presence of the media. I 
would have no problem with that 
personally and I think I was the one who 
requested the meeting, so I just want to 
be on record. 

The Chair: 

On the contrary. It was Mr. 
Wagner, in a discussion with Mr. Woods, 
who asked for the informal meeting. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I asked for it in session. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. President, pertaining to the 
meeting tomorrow. Will all appropriate 
representatives from the various 
departments be present? Number one, I 
mean knowledgeable about the sewer 
system in the City, the water line 
system, the financing? The same people 
that were here last week at the public 
hearing? 

The Chair: 

That whole team we had, it's my 
understanding, so you can ask some 
additional questions subsequent to the 
public hearing which we had. 


Mr. Wagner: 

Is it possible to have available to 
us a map of the water distribution 
system in the City and also the sewer 
system in the City? 

The Chair: 

Mike, make that request. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Thank you. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Mr. Stone, do you have any idea 
when the legislation will be voted on 
pertaining to the Water Authority? 

The Chair: 

No, I do not. It's coming up for a 
first discussion on Wednesday, whatever 
we decide to do. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

The reason I asked, I'm not sure 
what action we can take at Wednesday's 
meeting. I suppose we could vote on it, 
either up or down. 

The Chair: 

Whatever action Council wants to 
take, they would have to take that action 
on Wednesday. That’s the first formal 
time in the procedure that it comes up 
for any discussion and resolvement. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

The reason I asked is, over the 
weekend, a number of people had 
watched the public hearing on cable. 
Many good points were brought out'and 
some of the people that spoke to me 
indicated that they were sorry that they 
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didn't have an opportunity to participate 
because they had some ideas that they 
would have like to have enlightened 
Councilmembers on. 

I am wondering if it's possible that 
we have the second hearing in light of 
the magnitude of this legislation to be 
held in Council Chambers in the evening 
so that some of the people that were not 
able to participate would have such an 
opportunity. I don't, in any way, want to 
delay the legislation from coming up for 
a final vote but if, in fact, a second 
hearing is to take place, I think that that 
should be in the works. 

The Chair: 

Whatever you choose to do on 
Wednesday is what we will do. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Is it possible to make that motion 
at Wednesday’s meeting? 

The Chair: 

Yes. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Okay. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

If I might add to Mr. Grabowski's 
motion, I think if indeed there are a 
number of people who would like to have 
an input into the hearing, that should be 
indicated to this Council either through a 
petition or a number of phone calls. 
There might be one or two people or 
there might be thirty or forty. There has 
to be some gauge or barometer by which 
we can gauge that or maybe a petition 
with 25 names on it.

On behalf of all Vietnam 
Veterans, I'm very proud to be part of 
this resolution. I'm very proud that Mr. 
Givens has taken the initiative to initiate 
a memorial for Vietnam Veterans, mainly 
because we know what these people here 
represent and just as past veterans of our 
country have represented the country 
well, they do also. I congratulate them. 

Mr. McGarvey: 

My name is T.J. McGarvey; Tm 
here to represent the Pittsburgh- 
Allegheny County Vietnam Veterans 
Monument Committee. 

My mind right now is flooded with 
a thousand thoughts and how to 
communicate them, I'm not certain. 

When I was fortunate enough to 
return from Vietnam and I landed in San 
Francisco, I got down and I kissed the 
ground. I was proud to have served but it 


carries with it a lot of sorrow. 

We're here today, as Councilman 
Givens mentioned, to commemorate the 
service. I would like to make a few 
comments regarding that but before I do 
that I would like to thank, first of all, 
our Committee which is comprised of 
virtually every walk of life, it's 
comprised of citizens of Western 
Pennsylvania. I especially would like to 
thank Mayor Caliguiri for his strong 
support and to quote Mayor Caliguiri, 
"I'm not your ally, I'm your strong ally." 
I would like to thank the Chairman of the 
Board of Commissioners, Tom Foerster, 
for his full cooperation; certainly, 
members of City Council who have 
directly and indirectly, over the last year 
or so, given us strong suppport. 

Relative to what we're initiating 
today, I have to share a few comments 
with you. Today is the day for proud 
men. Today is the day to fulfill 
promises. Today is the day to remember 
the past and today is the day to look to 
the future. We gather here today to 
begin the final process, not to make 
political statements, not to offer 
explanations, not to debate realities. 
Monuments are erected so the future 
might remember the past. Warriors die 
and live and die. We'll let the historians 
remember the political questions. Those 
who served, served. Those who have all, 
live in our hearts. Those who are left, 
continue to give. Let no one dare to 
challenge our purpose here today. As 
long as we remember, there's some love 
left. 

Thank you. 

Mr. Maloney: 

My name is Sham us Maloney and 
I'm the Program Director of the Vietnam 
Veterans Leadership Program here in 
Western Pennsylvania. 
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Approximately fifteen years ago, 
the best friend I ever had I lost in 
Vietnam. He was buried fifteen years 
ago but his memory is continued on in my 
heart. About a year an a half ago in 
Washington, D.C., through the efforts of 
a lot of Vietnam Veterans and a lot of 
concerned citizens, a fitting memorial 
was dedicated. A lot of people from 
Vietnam were brought home with that 
memorial. So too, in Western 

Pennsylvania, in Pittsburgh and 
Allegheny County, it is time for us to 
honor all the Vietnam Veterans who 
sacrificed for their country. When we 
were called, we served. We didn't debate 
politics, we went to serve our country. I 
think that it is extremely important at 
this point that we pursue bringing these 
men home finally with the proper 
tribtue. This can be accomplished 
through the monument for Pittsburgh and 
Allegheny County. 

I thank everyone for all their 
cooperation in this. Thank you. 

Mr. Embry: 

I'm Duke Embry, President of the 
Vietnam Veterans Inc. of Allegheny 
County and I'd just like to say thank you. 

Mr. McCale: 

My name is Jim McCale. I was 
just doing some counting here now and I 
was released, you might say, from the 
service on February 12, 1966. That's 
about eighteen years to the date. I thank 
you. 

Mr. Givens: 

I'd just like to indicate, Mr. 
President, that if you would like to join 
us and any other member of Council, so 
we can give some of the plaques out to 
the various veterans organizations. 


This is only the beginning. 
Otherwise, this is just a resolution of 
intent that will go across to Mayor 
Caliguiri, down to our Legal Department, 
to draft up the necessary legislation to 
come back up for this Council to approve 
to dedicate this site. That's only the 
beginning. Then it's fund-raising from 
there and the actual site itself. It's 
going to take everybody in this room to 
do it. There is not a memorial to these 
Vietnam Veterans any place that I know 
of within the Allegheny County area. 
Allegheny County, ladies and gentlemen, 
is the largest veteran county within the 
nation at this particular time; there's 
some 58,000, I believe, some 225,000 
veterans of all the wars right here in 
Allegheny County. So, we need this 
memorial very badly. 

Thank you. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. Givens, may I ask you a 
question? Where is the monument going 
to be placed? 

The Chair: 

Downstream from Three Rivers 
Stadium. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Will it be in a prominent place so 
that people can see it? 

Mr. Givens: 

Yes. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I'm concerned about that. It won't 
be hidden somewhere. 
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Mr. Givens: 

Do you know where the boat dock 
is, where John Connelly pulls his boat 
in? There's little outcropping, a little 
park right there, like a balcony type of 
thing. That's where it’s going to be 
located. You can see it from the River, 
you’ll be able to see it from the road. It 
has a park-like environment. 

Mrs. Masloff: 

Isn't the pier that sets out? 

Mr. Givens: 

It's a little pier that sticks out. 
Yes. It has trees on it. It's a very lovely 
site and you'll be able to see it from — 

Michelle Madoff: 

Will it be a plaque or will it be a 
monument? 

Mr. Givens: 

No, it will be a monument, a 
fairly good sized monument. 

Michelle Madoff: 

And the monies for it would come 
from contributions from City, County, 
and wherever we could get some money? 

Mr. Givens: 

That's right. 

The Chair: 

Thank you all. 

Mr. Wagner:

Michelle Madoff; 

Tm going to refer to my good 
friend, Ken, as Ken and he certainly 
knows me as Michelle. I’ve gone through 
seven elections, didn't win them all, and 
he was a man of dedication, integrity, 
honor and commitment. Tm buying 
lunch; you don't have to pay. I really 
feel very sorry that you are leaving us 
because I don't think you're replaceable. 
You know, they say that nobody is 
irreplaceable but sometimes I wonder. I 
cannot thank you enough for how you've 
treated me personally when I haven't 
always been treated that way 
everywhere else. I have a special place 
in my heart for you. 

Mr. Givens; 

Ken, I've gone through three City 
elections. I think Tm now going on the 
fourth State Committee Election and 
two National Delegate Elections, 
encompassing the 38 th Senatorial 
District of the State, the 14th 


Congressional District, the City of 
Pittsburgh. In every case, Ken, when I 
went up there and had to file those 
disclosure reports or any information I 
needed on those Democrats who were 
registered in that particular area, you 
and your staff have to be commended 
because, in short order, you've come out 
and I think served the City as well as the 
County in everything that's happened. 
Not once in your whole career was there 
ever one mention about a very close race 
and any undoings on the part of the 
Election Department of Allegheny 
County. There's two of us who are 
sitting in this room, after some 20,000 
votes, there was only 100 votes that 
separated us. Ken Dixon went in and re¬ 
audited that whole report and there's no 
doubt about it.

It's one of the highest 
honors I've every received and I also owe 
the City of Pittsburgh a lot of gratitude 
for the success we've had in finding 
polling places, and the cooperation we've 
had from the Mayor and the City Police 
and all concerned.

MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS 
Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. President, we have a ruling 
from Mr. Pellegrini, since you questioned 
the issue of a floor motion. Floor 
motions can be generated from the floor; 
they do not need preparation 24 hours in 
advance. 


The Chair: 

Say that again. 

Michelle Madoff: 

There's a letter from Mr. 
Pellegrini. Did you get a copy? 

The Chair: 

I think you were talking about 
resolutions rather than floor motions. 

Michelle Madoff: 

General floor motions. It gives 
the whole ball of wax, floor motions and 
resolutions. 


The Chair: 


Yes, but you can't prepare a 
resolution and then when you violate the 
time thing, call it a floor motion. If my 
memory is correct, that's what happened. 

Michelle Madoff: 

The question was, you were 
questioning whether anybody could come 
up with a floor motion and the answer is 
yes. That is the ruling from the Law 
Department. 

The Chair: 

Let me go back so that there is a 
clear demarcation of where we were. It 
weis my understanding that someone 
contested the fact that you had put in a 
resolution and not presented it to 
Councilmembers. in sufficient time. 
Thereafter, you attempted, as I recall it, 
to call it a floor motion. 

Michelle Madoff: 

The 48 hours pertained the 
passage of legislation. It says a floor 
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motion is the matter being recognized by 
the Chair. If there's a contradiction in 
terms then that’s not my problem. 

The Chair: 

It's my problem because I don't 
think you're seeing it where the 
demarcation was and it's important that 
you see it that way. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Let me go back and say that Mike 
Perry is present and I would like to have 
Mike Perry verify. Mike, has it been at 
least two years that I’ve been trying to 
get a life cost cycling bill? 

Mr. Perry: 

A good two years. 

Michelle Madoff: 

At least two years. The state of 
Pennsylvania in that time has already 
passed one. For the benefit of my 
colleagues or anybody who is interested, 
it means when we go to paint a reservoir 
or a bridge or whatever, the highest cost 
to the taxpayer is the actual labor. The 
paint is secondary. If you use a better 
paint it can last ten years. If you use a 
cheap paint, it lasts a year. It gives you 
a better surplus at the end of that year 
but you’re painting it every year or every 
three years. 

I think that intelligence would 
dictate that this Council would want to 
do the best thing for the public and 
therefore I would like to have a life cost 
cycling bill prepared. 

Since the Law Department has 
been reticent to do so, since the Supplies 
Directors have changed twice, Larry 
Yatch was preparing it and has left, the 
new Director wants to be approved by 


the Administration to do it, and since the 
situation — We have another letter from 
Mr. Pellegiini, but it is at present the 
will of the Mayor that we are doing it in 
any event, what happens if this Mayor 
isn't there any longer? I think we 
protect the public by having a life cost 
cycling bill which — 

Mr. O'Malley: 

Why don't you write your own 
legislation and submit it? 

Michelle Madoff: 

That's exactly what I've been 
trying to do for two years. In order to 
prepare that bill, since it has to be 
couched in legal terms and prepared 
legally, I am asking this Council to 
authorize from our funds to have an 
attorney help me draft this bill and since 
Mr. Stone changed the law last year that 
we have to have five votes in order to 
get such a person, I am requesting that — 
you asked me to bring it up today instead 
of the other day — for approval of 
somebody to draft that legislation, to 
help me in drafting the legislation. It 
should be a couple of hours, I would hope. 

The Chair: 

Let me see if I understand you 
correctly. You're saying we're already 
doing it but you want to put a piece of 
legislation in? 

Michelle Madoff: 

We're doing it when they feel like 
doing it. There's no law that says they 
must do it. It's at the will of the 
Administration. 

The Chair: 

Is there any evidence that they 
are not doing it? 
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Michelle Madoff: 

Is there any evidence that they 
are doing it? Is there any evidence that 
if the Mayor drops dead tomorrow that it 
will be done? 

The Chairs 

I don't want to enter into a debate 
with you, Tm just trying to clear the 
issue. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I have many reasons to feel that it 
is not being done. I think politically it 
would not be expedient to have this kind 
of bill. 

The Chair: 

Do you or do you not have before 
you a letter which states that they are or 
are not doing it? 

Michelle Madoff: 

The letter says: "References 

made to your letter dated January 17 
requesting the Law Department to 
prepare necessary legislation to 
implement life cycling costing. The 
Department of .General Services 
presently implementing life cost cycling 
in it's specifications when couchable and 
applicable." I want it to be across the 
board like it is on the state level, not 
when they determine that it is suitable. 
"Like the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania, the City is able to 
accomplish this cost saving measure as 
part of the executive function." I don't 
believe it should be an executive 
function or disband this Council. 

I would like to make it an official 
ruling in the same way that Mr. Robinson 
has repeatedly for five years tried to get 
a percentage of the contracts to go to 


minorities and women. They said they 
were doing it. But when the bog was to 
the wall and they came up with the 
figures, it was less than one half of one 
percent. I don't think we're in a position 
here to demand that every single bill 
come before this Council to ensure that 
indeed life cost cycling is part of the 
method of operandi. I'm asking that that 
become a bill. This Council has 
authorized that we do it. They said, 
"Michelle, go out and prepare the bill, 
give it to the Administration to 
prepare.” They refused to do it. 

The Chair: 

Have you written to Danny 
Pellegrini? 

Michelle Madoff: 

How many times, Mike? 

The Chair: 

Has he said he will not prepare it? 

Michelle Madoff: 

You got it. How many times, 
Mike? At least ten times. 

The Chair: 

Has he given any reason why he 
will not? 

Michelle Madoff: 

Here’s your reason. They don’t 
want any controls. They'll do it when 
they want to and they won't do it when 
they don't feel like it. I'm afraid the 
politics thing would become a very major 
factor and I think that this Council has 
an obligation to have the best possible 
work, the biggest bang for the buck. We 
get the best work we can for the dollars 
we have to expend. That's how you get 
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it, through life cost cycling. I don’t think 
we disagree on it; it's a matter of 
someone helping me draft the bill. 

The Chair: 

It would appear to me that if it's 
being done and it should be done, it ought 
to be done by our City Solicitor. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I agree with you but he refuses to 

do it. 

The Chair: 

I think we ought to find out what 
the problem is, frankly. 

Michelle Madoff: 

He’s already told us the problem. 
They do it when they feel like doing it. 

I'm making a motion, a floor 
motion, as you asked me to bring it 
forward today. I’ve done it for two 
years, ladies and gentlemen, and I'm 
asking you to support me in getting five 
votes so we can hire someone to help 
prepare this piece of legislation. That’s 
my motion. 

Mr. Givens seconded the motion. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Question. Wouldn't it be more 
appropriate for this Council to instruct 
our Solicitor to assist Mrs. Madoff in 
putting together the legislation that she 
feels in necessary and then let this 
Council determine, along with the 
Mayor, whether or not we need — 

The Chair: 

Do you want to vote on that? 
That's what I'm trying to do. 


Michelle Madoff: 

May I respond? Mr. Robinson, 
how often have we felt in this Council 
that the Administration really controls 
to some degree what position the Law 
Department will take? I would like to 
have an independent adaptation of this 
state bill prepared for this Council. It’s 
not very difficult. We should prepare the 
bill; we have the money for our own 
expertise. I don't believe we should do it 
in-house. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Well, I have a couple concerns. 
One is, I presented to this Council last 
year a bill which would have authorized 
us to have our own legal advisor. This 
Council did not see fit at that time to 
secure someone and the major reasoning 
was that we had access to the City 
Solicitor. I know you did support me in 
that effort and I believe that — well, the 
Charter provides for it and I think that 
those people who prepared the Charter 
were wise enough to recognize that there 
would be occasions when this Council 
would need it’s own legal advice. But it 
seems to me that it’s rather clear. The 
obligation of our City Solicitor is at 
least, at least, to prepare legislation. 
We’re not asking him for his opinion. 
Frankly, I think quite often we depend 
upon his opinion too often. We put him 
in a bad position. We need him to do 
technical work now. If he is not 
prepared to prepare that legislation, then 
I think it's time for us to sit down with 
our Solicitor and ask him what is it that 
he is prepared to do. I don't think that 
we ought to go out and get any outside 
lawyers to do what our City Solicitor is 
hired to do. If it's some other kind of 
advice you need, I would definitely 
support you. But I don't think we should 
at all bypass a very qualified staff that 
prepares ninety-nine and forty-four one 
hundredths percent of the legislation of 


124 




this City. All we have to do is ask 
them. I will support you if you're going 
to ask Mr. Pellegrini to prepare that 
legislation and let this Council and you 
make a determination as to whether or 
not the City of Pittsburgh needs it. I 
believe we do need it. But let this 
Council decide. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I would have no problem with that 
if we weren’t two to three years down 
the pike, having asked Mr. Pellegrini who 
has just arrived, to do this and have him 
reject it on whatever basis that he has so 
determined like we're already doing it; 
the Mayor has ordered that we do it. I 
see no reason for this legislation. We’ve 
asked for it. It has passed this Council 
and I would venture to guess that if you 
introduced another bill saying that we 
want Council to have its own legal 
counsel, I think it would pass. I think at 
that point our own Council would draft 
the bills and then we would not be in tips 
bind. 

But you’re asking me, and I think 
you're being unjust, with all due respect, 
Councilman Robinson, what you say, 
Councilman Robinson and Councilman 
Givens, is essentially correct. But 
they've refused to do it for two years. 

The Chair: 

Is it your desire to amend your 
motion? 

Michelle Madoff: 

My desire is to ask Mr. Pellegrini 
if I amend it whether he'll do it. 

The Chair: 

I don't think that's where we are. 
Mr. Robinson has made a suggestion. 


Michelle Madoff: 

Alright, I'll give him one more 
chance. I'll rescind it and I will ask that 
tout de suite, within 30 days — in can be 
done within two weeks, a week, or three 
days because it's right here — that our 
Law Department draft up a life cost 
cycling bill for the City of Pittsburgh 
almost identical to that of the state. 

Mr. Givens: 

I just talked to Mr. Pellegrini, our 
Solicitor; I'd like him to go to the mike. 
I think there is a breakdown in 
communication here and maybe he can 
explain why he cannot do this. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Point of order. I'd like to appeal 
to the Chair to overrule Mr. Givens 
suggestion concerning Mr. Pellegrini for 
one good reason, for a procedural 
reason. I don't believe that this is the 
appropriate time for us to discuss this 
issue. With all due respect to everyone, I 
have suggested that perhaps we are 
unduly pressuring Mr. Pellegrini in a 
number of situations where maybe we 
ought to find a more appropriate form to 
discuss it. I don't think this is the time 
or place to discuss his technical 
capabilities in preparing legislation. He 
is obviously technically capable of 
preparing any legislation we need. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Thank you, Mr. Robinson. I've just 
learned that the reason that Mr. 
Pellegrini has not prepared the bill is 
that it was an executive order and he 
doesn't supersede executive orders. 

Dante Pellegrini 
City Solicitor: 

No. There is no Btate bill. There 
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is a state executive order. What you're 
referring to in that report is an 
executive order put out by the Thornburg 
Administration and not a state statute. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Why can't we have our own? Are 
we superseded? 

Mr. Pellegrini: 

In effect what we said was that 
the City does have an administrative 
policy of doing life cycle cost analysis. 
If you're buying two dollars worth of 
bolts, it doesn't pay you to do a life cost 
cycling analysis. It's a fancy name for — 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Mr. Stone, point of order. I 
believe Mr. Robinson suggested that Mr. 
Pellegrini not address the issue at this 
time. Perhaps it would be more 
appropriate if we brought him before 
Council at Wednesday's meeting on a 
post agenda. 

The Chair: 

Mr. Grabowski, you're 100 percent 
correct with one problem. We didn't 
want to hear from Mr. Pellegrini but we 
had two people quote what he said and in 
each instance, as I understand, it was 
incorrect, so his question was whether 
we should hear from him. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Why don't we clarify 'this 
completely since it’s my motion? 

The Chair: 

Hold on. The trouble with what 
you're doing — This is the third time 
we've amended it and I'd like to go back 
to where we were. 


Michelle Madoff: 

It's been two years. 

The Chair: 

Let me get cleared up here for a 
minute — 

Michelle Madoff: 

It’s my motion; Td like to change 
my motion. 

The Chair: 

Mr. Givens, are you removing your 
second? 

Mr. Givens: 

Til remove it. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Tm going to change my motion. 

The Chair: 

Alright. So it's clear at this 
moment, there is no motion on the floor. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I am introducing a motion that 
this Council introduce legislation 
prepared by our Law Department, as 
opposed to an executive order, so that 
we have, in effect, a workable life cost 
cycling piece of legislation, not a 
Republican Thornburg order by the 
Governor or by our present Mayor. I 
want it as part of legislation. 

Mr. Robinson seconded the motion. 

Mr. Givens: 

Can this Council enact that type 
of legislation or is that the prerogative 
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of the Executive Branch of government? 
Michelle Madoff: 

I can answer that. 

The Chain 

Michelle, will you do me a 
favor? When other people speak, you let 
them completely finish. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I thought he was through. I'm 

sorry. 

The Chain 

Let him finish completely. You're 
always answering everybody. Just let 
him finish. 

Mr. Givens: 

That is my question and there's 
only one who can answer that question, 
although he was not allowed to address 
it. But now that we have this motion on 
the floor, I would like Mr. Pellegrini to 
address it. Can this Council do it or can 
we not? If he needs some time to 
address the issue and research it, fine. 

The Chain 

If the Chair may for a minute. 
Relative to the present motion, it's more 
dangerous than any of the two previous 
ones we've had. We don't know it and 
apparently there's some problem with 
it. What we're trying to do is force it 
down someone's throat without knowing 
the full ramifications of it. I think the 
original motion, the one that suggest he 
prepare the legislation which comes back 
here for us to determine whether or not 
we should or should not go in that 
direction, has more sense. But since 
we're doing it this way, I can tell you in 


advance it's not getting my vote for 
whatever value it means. 

Michelle Madoff: 

We're going the way you wanted 
it. We're getting the Law Deparatment 
to prepare it. What is your problem? 

The Chair: 

No. Apparently you 

misunderstood what Mr. Robinson 
suggested. Mr. Robinson is suggesting 
that you request from the City Solicitor 
that he prepare the legislation. Now vou 
have it prepared. You then, would 
present it and after that, this Council 
would determine, then and only then, 
whether or not that was apropos for the 
City of Pittsburgh. 

Michelle Madoff: 

And that's not what you want? 

The Chair: 

That's not what you just said. 
Michelle Madoff: 

That's exactly what I just said. 

The Chair: 

No it isn't. You're saying that we 
go ahead, as of this moment, and put it 
in.

Paul Jones, Percival L. Prattis, and the 
Reverend Baxter Sherman Mason; and 

WHEREAS, in February of 1926, 
Dr. Carter Godwin Woodson, the 
Director of the Association for the Study 
of Negro Life and History, launched the 
celebration of Negro History Week; and

been expanded to a full month of

WHEREAS, throughout the nation, 
distinguished and honored people of 
African ancestry will be honored during 
Afro-American History Month.

Before our speakers make their 
presentations, Td like to indicate that 
each year we have asked some speakers 
to come forward and share with us some 
of their insights relative to Afro- 
American History Month. 

Miss Franklin, of course, will 
speak to us as a representative of the 
Homewood/Brushton Library, as a 
librarian at that very fine facility. 
Certainly our libraries throughout the 
country are reservoirs of important 
information relative to the history of 
people of African ancestry. 

Dr. Milliones, who is the newly 
elected President of our School Board, 
certainly has shown by his past 
performance and his past statements his 
dedication to excellence and education. 
Those of us who put this little program 
together thought it would be appropriate 
for someone of his distinguished 
character to be here today to speak on 
the issue of excellence and education. 

So, with that, I'd like to have both 
of them have some brief words. 

Miss Franklin: 

On behalf of the blacks of the 
City of Pittsburgh, I want to thank 
Councilman Robinson and also Council 
for recognizing us. We've been here 300 
years but our history has been lost, 
strayed and stolen. I am a product of the 
Pittsburgh schools, so-called good 
schools. Friendship, in my day, was 
excellent; Peabody was good. And the 
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only person I ever heard of was Dr. 
Carver and Booker T. Washington. All of 
the other greats who had made 
contributions to this country were lost. 

We've heard that Carter G. 
Woodson started the Association almost 
60 years ago, but it didn't get to 
Pittsburgh fast enough. He has been 
honored by the nation with a stamp 
recognizing his activities in this field. 

As one of the libraries in one of 
the black pockets of the City, we 
naturally do a big thing for Black History 
Month. This month we are showing black 
women who have made contributions 
against the odds. That exhibit will be on 
display for the full month. We are also 
having a talk on black aviators in 
Western Pennsylvania. Backing up to the 
women, we are also going to have a tea 
on Sunday, I believe the 26th, because 
two of the women that the Smithsonian 
honored as being important are right 
here in the City of Pittsburgh. We have 
Maida Springer-Kemp, who was very 
active in labor movements, and Dr. Polly 
Murray, who is best known, probably, for 
being the first black woman Episcopal 
priest. 

The other library in the black 
pocket is also, naturally, having 
programs. The Hill District has an art 
display. They're going to have films and 
they are going to have the Association 
for the Study of Afro-American Life and 
History meeting where they are going to 
discuss the blacks and their striving for 
education. 

With Dr. Milliones here I'm not 
going to say anything else about that, but 
thank you again. 

Dr. Milliones: 

Councilman Robinson, thank you 
for the presentation of the resolution. 


Let me just say that it's unfortunate that 
we, indeed, have to have a Black History 
Month. In fact, I look forward to the day 
when black Americans will be properlv 
represented in the history of this country 
and perhaps there will not be the need 
for such a recognition in the month of 
F ebruary. 

However, be that as it may, it is 
fitting this year that the theme of Black 
History Month is Excellence in 
Education. So, on behalf of the Board of 
Education, we would like to say to you 
that we are going to make every effort 
to see that every youngster, every 
youngster, both black and white, in the 
City of Pittsburgh, has the opportunity 
to be exposed to the best that the 
educational system has to offer. We are 
very excited about the prospects of what 
can happen in education, particularly in 
some of the low-achieving black schools 
and I see that we have in our audience 
Mrs. Doris Bovard who certainly 
represents the excellence, who is the 
principal of the Vann Elementary School 
in the Hill District. She certainly 
represents the type of principal that we 
speak about when we talk about 
excellence. It is one of the highest 
achieving schools in the City and it has 
been for a long time. 

So, that is our goal this year; to 
make sure that particularly the low- 
achieving black schools do indeed 
achieve and we will have more to say 
about that in the coming davs. 

Thank you very much. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Dr. Milliones, I think any thinking 
person appreciates the tremendous work 
that you've done and I think that the 
resolution today is most appropriate. 

I have a concern that I'm sure we 
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both share that is very tied in to what 
you're doing. Are those children who are 
going to get the education going to get 
enough to eat so they can concentrate? 
Are there going to be hot lunches 
provided or is that program going down 
the tubes? I'm very concerned about 
that. 

Dr. Milliones; 

Which program are you referring 
to? 

Michelle Madoff: 

I'm talking about the federal 
program where the children get hot 
lunches. For the families that aren't 
working now and are unemployed, will 
there be some money available? 

Dr. Milliones: 

The federal program would 
probably be more appropriately 
addressed to the President. So far as I'm 
concerned, I would hope that that 
program will remain with the Pittsburgh 
system. However, it is a federal 
program and we have very little say 
about that. 

Michelle Madoff: 

What I'm asking, is it in effect 
now or has the money been cut off? 

Dr. Milliones: 

It is in effect now. 

Michelle Madoff: 

It is in effect and the monies have 
not been cut off as of this point? 

Dr. Milliones: 

Not to my knowledge. 


Michelle Madoff: 

That was mv concern. Thank you 
very much. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Again, I would like to thank my 
colleagues and the Mayor for their 
graciousness and support over the last 
seven years. I think credit should always 
be given where credit is due and I want 
to thank those who have cooperated over 
the years in making this program a 
success. 

Also, I'd like to recognize all 
those who came out this afternoon. I'd 
like to thank you for your support over 
the last seven years. Some of you have 
been here year after year after year. I 
see Father Mdlvane. I see Lester Cain, 
one of my former colleagues at the 
University of Pittsburgh; many of you 
who have supported this program. I think 
it's also important that you check your 
newspapers, check with your local 
community organizations and groups, 
particularly in the black community. For 
the whole month of February there will 
be programs; some of our television 
stations have been kind enough to set 
aside some time to also recognize Afro- 
American History Month. 

One comment on Dr. Milliones' 
statement about the quality of education 
in our school system, I think if all of us 
dedicate ourselves to making our schools 
better, then that will make all of us who 
live in the City better and that will give 
us an opportunity to not only share 
another's cultures but to share another's 
understanding and perspective. The 
economy of our community is such now 
that .many of us will have to be 
retrained, many of us will have to be 
educated. Hopefully, as that preparation 
and education takes place, those of us 
who truly want to work together and live 
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together in the City will be able to do 
that and certainly over the years the 
educational process has provided many, 
many opportunities for us all to 
recognize that the City belongs to all of 
us and if we work hard for its major 
institutions, particularly our educational 
institutions, that indeed Pittsburgh will 
be someplace special.

The Chair: 

On the original bill, Mr. Givens. 

Mr. Givens: 

For weeks now, this Council has 
studied the questions of whether or not 
to create an authority to finance the 
improvements of our water and our 
sewer system. The Administration threw 
this complex issue into our laps and 
expected us to have a decision in just 
two very quick months — one of those 
months we were already in heavy debate 
over our own financial budget of 1984 — 
after they studied this plan, the 
Administration, for two years. We 
simply have not had enough time, but as 
voted in this Council today, you still do 
not want to give the Council enough 
time. But other people feel very 
strongly and very differently about this. 

We even hired a financial 
consultant who just this morning 
explained to us the ways that we could 
save tens of millions of dollars through 
an alternative financing method. I've 
offered proposals — which I gave and was 
in your baskets this morning at 10:00 — 
modeled after a system in St. Louis and 
Buffalo to create an enterprise fund so 
that we could pay for the improvements 
as we go without incurring the long-term 
indebtedness. 

I’d like to read a letter that was 
received just today from the American 
Association of Retired Persons. It was 
signed by Peggy Finklestein, Chairman, 
Legislative Committee. 

"Dear Councilmembers: 

On behalf of 1,000 members, I 
have been asked to convey to you our 
opinion that the proposal made by 
Councilman Givens in the Pittsburgh 
Press, February 5, 1984 and the Post 


Gazette today, as a compromise solution 
to the unacceptable water and sewage 
authority demands by Mayor Caliguiri 
has merit in our eyes. 

We believe that the fur that has 
arisen over the rush to create a water 
and sewer authority indicates an aware 
electorate determined to preserve their 
rights and one determine through public 
meetings for progress reports to create a 
strong check and balance system in our 
government. We feel strongly that a 
person elected to represent the people 
for a four year term has no right to 
abuse the powers conveyed temporarily 
by the electorate. 

To enact am ordinance that will 
place am unconscionable burden upon 
some electorate for 46 years after the 
term of office has expired is indeed an 
abuse of the power by both the Mayor 
and those Councilmembers who support 
the Mayor's demands." 

They especially request that we 
listen and have an open mind amd that we 
trust that if so, we will support the 
proposal. That is the one I just so 
indicated and I would like that entered 
into, Mike, the official record, it's full 
contents, because I think it's very 
important that it be viewed historically 
in that position. 

This particular plam that I have 
proposed is a plan that our finamce 
consultant suggested that the best 
method to do the work might be some 
combination of pay-as-you-go amd this is 
what I had so submitted; pay-as-you-go 
with some possible small bonding because 
labor has come to all of us on this 
Council and said that they are hurting 
for work. Tm ready to give them that 
work. And this plan that I have proposed 
to you, Councilmen, and I dare to say 
that if I asked three or four of you in 
here what the five major points are, you 
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couldn't even say what it was or when it 
was even dated. That's a disgrace! 

The big thing that the 
Administration has indicated to us is that 
no one has presented a plan, no 
alternatives. Well, here is an 

alternative. Where are we, Council, that 
we want to rush through this thing so 
quickly? And it does provide for labor in 
here some $13 million, if this Council so 
desires; $8 million which is sitting in the 
pot right now and $5 million which we 
could appropriate under a very short¬ 
term note. After the water rates then 
would increase, they would have 
additional monies and end up in 13 years 
versus 7 years with the same projects 
done but over half a billion dollars in 
savings. That is tremendous as far as Tm 
concerned. 

These short-term bonds. The 
point is not which plan is better. If it's 
my plan, I don't care if it's better. If the 
Mayor's plan is better — Jack Wagner 
had some good input, other 
Councilpeople have input, Steve 
Grabowski had some good input, but we 
haven't had time to materialize them. 
My people were working on this for two 
hard months going the whole nation 
trying to find out where the better water 
systems go. It was amazing that about 
42 years ago, this very Council went to 
St. Louis to look at an environment 
control problem that they had at that 
particular time and it was called Smoke 
and we had lots of it here in the smoky 
city of Pittsburgh. Our Council went 
down to St. Louis to find out what they 
were doing down there to abate their 
smoke and their particular environmental 
problem that they had a couple years 
later. That same Council approved that 
four or five years later under Davy 
Lawrence. It's very amazing why this 
Council can't go someplace, look at some 
systems, and make an intelligent decision 
of what is going on. 


So I say, Mr. President, that we 
must have more time, regardless of what 
this vote was today, to study all of these 
possible alternatives. The savings to the 
taxpayers, and that's who we're to 
represent, could be two to three hundred 
million dollars. Think of that. Two to 
three hundred million dollars. But we 
need more time to study and make the 
right decision. We owe it to the 
taxpayers to be careful with their 
money. 

You know, it's amazing over this 
past week and the fact that I had to run 
for an endorsement that I had talked to 
many of the Ward Chairmen, some 30 
that I could count. All the Ward 
Chairmen in the City, with exception of 
about 2 or 3, that I spoke to on a 
personal basis asking them or they asking 
me, do not vote for this water 
authority. Every Committeeperson that 
I spoke to, do not vote for this water 
authority. All the people that I have 
spoken to in this City, do not vote for 
the water authority. Please, Mr. Givens, 
don't raise our rates. We are senior 
citizens; we are on fixed income. 

What are we going to do, fellow 
Councilmembers? If we pass this, I feel 
we are letting down the taxpayers of the 
City of Pittsburgh. 

I'll summarize very quickly, Mr. 
President, by saying this: This Council 
must be careful with the taxpayers' 
money because the Administration is not 
being careful with the taxpayers' dollar. 

Under the Caliguiri 

Administration, .we have seen the budget 
double in the last six years — we have 
gone from $126 million to our last budget 
here of $270 million — and watched the 
Mayor finance this enormous growth with 
a doubling of the earned income taxj the 
tripling of the property tax, and the 
Caliguiri Administration has more than 
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tripled, ladies and gentlemen, more than 
tripled the size of the Pittsburgh 
indebtedness since he's been in office. 
He has incurred $262 million in 
indebtedness. 

If you just use the normal 
yardstick that we have been using to 
borrow $150 million, that puts us some 
$750 million that we're going to have to 
pay back. On top of this, we must look 
at the total City indebtedness which rose 
from about 6 percent up to almost 19 
percent in a city representing some $750 
million out there again. That totalling 
some almost $1.5 billion. 

Why has our rating in the City of 
Pittburgh dropped? That's the reason it 
has dropped. Why does Dick Caliguiri 
want to get rid of this water 
department? So we can free it from the 
general revenue bonds, put it over there 
in the water authority and pay for it by 
the user fees. Well, I hate to tell you, 
the users aren't going to stand for it and 
we're going to go out and do more 
borrowing and more borrowing to pay the 
people who work in the water 
department. Otherwise, we'd be taking 
out of the general fund where I think it 
should be. 

Now, we want to borrow more and 
hide the almost $500 million 
indebtedness in the bureaucracy of the 
water and sewer authority. How cruel! 
We need only to look at the operation of 
the transit and the Stadium Authority to 
see what kind of trouble we will be in if 
we get into this particular authority. 
We’ll selling our future generations down 
the river if we approve the creation of 
this authority. Remember that in 1952, 
Mayor Davy Lawrence backed down from 
his proposal to create a similar authority 
because of public outcry after this 
Council, after this Council passed it. 
The citizens of this City went into his 
office and demanded that we not sell or 


give away or create an authority. 

We cn this Council cannot be deaf 
to the taxpayers' cries for fair 
treatment. I, for one, cannot tolerate 
using taxpayers' money to finance 
political ambitions, whether on a local or 
state level. If we create an authority so 
hastily, we shirk our responsibilities to 
the people of the City of Pittsburgh. 
Ask the people to respond. This battle 
has just begun. 

I would also like to have my 
remarks from Wednesday's session be 
added to today's session. 

Thank you, Mr. President. 

(BEGINNING - MR. GIVENS'S REMARKS 
ON BILL NO. 47 - WEDNESDAY, 2/1/84) 

Mr. Givens; 

I think dialogue is healthy, and I 
would like to call to the table in that this 
is the first time that Council, at least 
this Councilman, had a true opportunity 
to ask some questions that I feel must be 
answered as Jack Wagner is saying, that 
there are questions that must be 
answered, and if we could, I think I need 
at least two people, possibly three. One 
from Engineering, one from our Finance 
Department, and one of the consultants 
who wrote the financial report. If they 
could come to the table, we could have 
some dialogue back and forth. Mr. 
Cosentino, could you come back and 
forth. Mr. Cosentino, could you come 
down please? Some of the questions I 
must ask, must relate back to the old 
Water Department also. 

I think some of these questions 
must be asked. No one right here can 
answer this particular question but the 
Council, but I must bring it up for 
discussion at the table. Despite Mr. 
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Bingler's last night's testimony, we still 
have distinct caution about authorities in 
our Charter. That is very evident in 
there. It's telling us something. The 
same month, this Administration has saw 
to amend our Home Rule Charter, this 
Administration has also ignored a 
warning in that same Charter. 

The commentary in Article II, 
Section 219 cautions against formations 
of new authorities, and the question is 
how does the Administration justify 
contradicting the Charter? And maybe 
that question might best be answered by 
ourselves here. I don't know how you 
feel about it, but all the research I have 
done, I have some real good 
documentations where people have dug 
into authorities throughout the land and 
they're telling us, "Yes, you can have 
authorities. Yes you can borrow money, 
but if you do so, you're losing a certain 
accountability in this particular area." 
And do we want to give up that 
accountability? Does anyone want to 
make comment on that? 

Mr. Schmeiser 
Director 

Department of Finance: 

Well, I can comment, Dick. I 
asked Mr. Bingler to appear last night. I 
called him and his role as Chairman of 
the Home Rule Study Commission to see 
if that in fact was the intent of the 
Study Commission to prohibit future 
authorities. He assured me it was not; 
that that was not in the Charter. It was 
simply a commentary, and it was a 
compromise because there were two 
thoughts on the subject, and I don't think 
he made this clear in his testimony last 
night, but he told me that where it is 
beneficial to the City, it was not the 
intent of the Home Rule Study 
Commission to prohibit authorities when 
it would be beneficial to the City. It's 
clearly in our mind that this is. 


Mr. Givens: 

Well, the question I throw out 
then is, this historically going backwards, 
there have been at least two new 
authorities created since I have been on 
this Council, and the question was asked 
last night, and I have asked it before. 
You know, you can have an authority for 
the Department of Public Works for 
bridges, just anything you want to in 
Government. And we can give our whole 
Government away to authorities, and I 
don't know — and if I heard from the 
people correctly last night that they 
really want us to do that particular 
thing, but that is a question. 

I think that there is no doubt that 
the Water Department must be 
regenerated. Evidence of those who 
worked in that particular department 
last night so indicated that it was given 
bottom row attention. Now it has come 
bite the bullet time. 

The other question I have is the 
green International Study, the 
engineering report upon which our whole 
decision is based, characterizes the 
Pittsburgh water and sewer system as 
adequate, but in need of improvement. 
My question is why is it so — why in such 
a hurry on the first and only plan for an 
improvement considered. Why are we in 
such a big rush on this? You can say yes 
we have received these documents 
maybe in December, but we were in the 
middle of our budget, and we are now in 
the first of February, given 30 days of 
exploration into it, but many of the 
documents have just been brought to our 
attention, and why did we receive a 
report that was unsigned. That is not a 
valid report. I have not seen a signature, 
and I cannot look at that engineering 
report. It's a draft. And I cannot accept 
a draft report. 
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Mr. Berman 
Green International: 

In can address the second part of 
that question. As far as the signature of 
the report if you will, we submitted a 
draft report to the Administration on the 
fall of 1983. Tm not sure what the 
month was. It was August, September, 
October. We had asked for comments on 
a report. We received some comments, 
and we finalized a report and submitted 
the signed copy of the report on 
December 9. 

Mr. Givens: 

You're saying that the 
Administration has a certified signature 
copy? 

Mr. Berman: 

Oh, yes. 

Mr. Givens: 

Then why has this not been 
provided to Council? 

Mr. Schmeiser: 

It has been distributed. 

Mr. Stone: 

His question is the one with the 
signature on it.

Mr. Givens: 

I have no problem with that. Is 
there any significant difference between 
the draft and this right here. 

Mr. Berman: 

Let me read one sentence out of 
this transmittal letter. "This final report 
submission reflects only those minor 
editorial revisions and additions to the 
draft report which were required for 
clarity." Minor editorial changes. The 
basic elements of this report are 
identical to that which was submitted in 
the draft report. 

Mr. Givens: 

See, nothing goes into law in this 
City unless the President of Council and 
the Mayor of the City of Pittsburgh, and 
possibly the Controller of the City of 
Pittsburgh sign the document. You 
know, we are working with an unsigned 
draft, and I felt that was — we were at a 
disadvantage because the draft is a 
draft, and I appreciate what you’re 
saying that there are minor technical 
changes, but I have to review this, and I'd 
want our engineering people to review it 

— at least Eddie Albert, who is our 

capital improvements/engineering 

experience, and I would like him to go 
through and review those technical 
changes. That is just a question I have to 
bring up, and I think you have answered 
that. And, Mike, I would like a copy of 
this, or if you don't have copies, to get 
them to all the Council members as soon 
as possible. 

We still have to review, you know 

— that's much thinner document than you 
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Mr. Berman: 

The draft was double-spaced. 
This is single-spaced. That goes for the 
size. Just one comment. There were no 
technical — none — changes in the 
document. There were word changes and 
editorial changes. The drafters of the 
report have their own style of writing. I 
did the final review and changed some 
words around for clarity sake. There 
were no technical changes in the 
do cum ent. 

Mr. Givens: 

Okay. The other question I have 
is why has no one from the 
Administration discussed alternative 
plans with us involving a longer time, 15 
years for example, and less hasty 
borrowing? We have asked for that. 
People in some of the sessions that I did 
not attend, but had representatives 
attend asked for this information. We 
had people who came in last night saying 
that they wanted this information. The 
Administration would give it to them, 
however, no one is in receipt of it. We 
have not seen any of the alternative 
discussions and dialogue that brought the 
Administration to the conclusion that 
this has to be done in this particular wav, 
and I'm sure you've looked at those 
alternatives. 

Mr. Schmeiser: 

Bv alternatives, you mean 
extending the Capital Program beyond 
seven vears? 

Mr. Givens: 

And different other methods you 
might have looked at and discarded for 
one reason or another. 


Mr. Schmeiser: 

We did discuss this as some depth 
last Friday, and I know you were out of 
town and couldn't attend that meeting. 

Mr. Givens: 

I have representation there. 

Mr. Schmeiser: 

Yes, and certainly that 
representative must have reported to you 
that we did discuss this. Again, this is 
upon the advice of our consulting 
engineer. His initial recommendation 
was that the improvements should be 
made over five vears, and we extended it 
over seven years. Til let him speak to it 
but in his opinion, seven years is as long 
as it should be done. 

Mr. Berman: 

In attempting to establish a 
Capital Budget from the engineering 
standpoint, look at two things. Number 
one, what has to be done, and number 
two, what time frame is reasonable in 
order to be able to actually accomplish 
the work, getting it designed and getting 
it built in an operation. 

To the first point, what has to be 
done — our investigations, our tours of 
the plant and the pump stations, our 
discussions with the personnel of the 
Water Department and Public Works 
Department in our review of all the past 
records of sewer investigations indicated 
that there was a need to drastically 
increase the proposed City's six-year 
Capital Program. We looked at that. We 
felt that there would be a — that the 
amount of work that had to be done 
could in fact be accomplished in a five- 
year time frame. The more you 
compress that, the greater the impact on 
rates. The longer you stretch that out, 
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the less the impact on the rates. So, at 
the request of Mr. Schmeiser, we 
lengthened it somewhat. 

It is an old system. It does need 
help, and the longer you stretch it out, 
the more the probability there is that 
something else is going to go wrong. 
There is no question the system will 
continue to deteriorate, and so you're 
asking for more trouble if you delay it 
longer. 

Now, if you’re going to ask me, as 
Mrs. Madoff has asked me once, is eight 
years all right, I can't say that seven 
years is a magical figure. Double it, or 
triple it or quadruple it, the probability 
is that something else is going to go 
wrong, and there is a possibility that a 
section of line might go out with some 
fire hydrants. There is a possibility that 
some of the valves that major ones on 
the pumping system, which probably 
haven't been operated in years may fail. 
So, in developing the seven-year 
program, we felt that the work had to be 
done. Seven years is a reasonable time 
to actually get it done but it's not a 
magical figure. I would not advise 
stretching it out too much. 

Mr. Givens: 

In reading the draft report, I did 
not see what areas of the City that you 
are going to work in. You just were 
generally — had so many valves of such 
and such a size and so many water lines 
of such a size, the Saw Mill Run was not 
addressed, which is a major issue before 
this Council and has been for many 
years. Do you intend if this thing is 
approved to come in with specific 
recommendations? 

Mr. Berman: 

The specific elements, many of 
them in the Capital Program are 


contained in just ongoing records in the 
Water Department. I think I gave Mr. 
Wagner a copy of a couple of those lists 
of which we called information, and the 
specific sections of water lines that are 
replaced are listed on there. Now, if we 
were to put all that in, we would have a 
report like this. (Indicating) The records 
are there. The background is there for 
the totals that are in the book. 

Mr. Givens: 

Has that been presented to our 

staff? 

Mr. Berman: 

I don't think so. 

Mr. Givens: 

See, these are some of the 
problems that I have. We do have a staff 
here, and they're people who have been 
in the Engineering Department and the 
Public Works Department and the Sewer 
Department for many many years with 
great expertise who could look at some 
of those and give this Council a feeling 
as to whether your engineering report is 
going in the proper direction. 

Mr. Berman: 

I might add this; — 

Mr. Givens: 

Could we get copies of what you 
just mentioned? 

Mr. Berman: 

I was just going to mention that 
all of the information that we had to 
work with came from the Water 
Department files. Now, we can either 
recreate it, or Mr. Cosentino could put it 
together. Either Way. 
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Mr. Givens; 

Did you tell them exactly what 
areas needed to be replaced? 

Mr. Cosentino: 

Yes. We have the basic 
background information available. 

Mr. Givens: 

You have the historical 
background data of the City, what areas 
of the are most critical and in critical 
need of repair right now. 

Mr. Cosentino: 

That's correct. 

Mr. Givens: 

Is there any way that you can 
provide a chart within, like the six-year 
plan that denotes those areas, you know, 
and pencil them in, all the main streets 
of the City of Pittsburgh as to what 
areas are going to be hit on a first time 
basis, second time — do you have a six- 
year plan, or sure we starting from peg 
one right now? 

Mr. Cosentino: 

Well, we had a six-year plan 
originally. This program reconstructs 
that plan and changes some of the basic 
elements of the original six-year plan. 
But we can put something together that 
can show you exactly how — 

Mr. Givens: 

I would like to see something, 
very simple, and pencil in the areas 
where we are having problems. Like 
Michelle shows you right here where the 
major 1,100 some water breaks occured 
in a short period of time. And we're 


probably going to the older areas of the 
City along the riverbanks. 

Okay, I'll go on a little bit more if 
I might. Because this is a highly 
technical issue, should we not be 
considering alternatives in the same 
depth of details as we are the 
Administration plan to assure fairness 
for the current and future taxpayers, and 
the questions here would raise the rates, 
plus set aside trust and fair returns. An 
example is the hydro project alternative 
pay as you go — and there is an 
attachment handed out yesterday that 
we could do this whole thing, raising the 
rates without going into an authority but 
yet accomplishing the same thing taking 
a longer period of time and coming at 
the end of a seven-year period with 
almost $23 million surplus, you know, to 
work for emergency uses thereafter, 
otherwise, perpetual fund, based on the 
currect water rates that will be 
generated. 

Mr. Schmeiser: 

Dick, at the end of seven years, 
$85 million would be spent, according to 
the Ms. Rutkowski's proposal, whereas 
Mr. Berman has estimated with an 
inflationary factor, $188 million has to 
be spent, or less than half, and he just 
explained that prolonging these 
improvements could cause additional 
cost. 

Mr. Givens: 

Well, you know, that is an 
alternative plan, and I had to appreciate 
that in' looking at the engineering plan, 
surprisingly the amount of water breaks 
as reported in our report, which is 
apparently historical from our Water 
Department indicated an actual 
downtrend as far as the number of 
breaks. No, I have to assume that 
weather has a lot to do with that. If you 
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have a very hard winter, you're going to 
have more water breaks. I don't care if 
you have a brand new system out there. 
Houston Texas experienced that this 
particular year when they had a hard 
frost down in that particular area. 

These are alternative plans, and 
something that is, to me, very 
interesting to note, and should have been 
considered. There is an article in 
Monday's Post Gazette, they had an 
article questioning the Vice President of 
Moody's and Standard and Poor in which 
both officials said that a new authority 
would not necessarily get a better bond 
rating. 

The question here then is if the 
Administration is being much of its 
argument for the creation of an 
authority on the expectation of a better 
bond rating, how do we reconcile that 
with more conservative judgment of 
these experts? 

Mr. Schmeiser: 

Dick, that article is very 
unfortunate because we spoke to one of 
the two people who is part of the article, 
and they said they were misquoted. 

Mr. Givens: 

Why wasn’t that brought back into 
the newspaper. 

Mr. Schmeiser: 

The reporter was told the person 
indicated they were misquoted. The 
second person left for a conference and 
was out of town, but others in his office 
also indicated that information was 
incorrect in that article. 

Mr. Givens: 

Can we get a letter to that effect 


from the people from the — we're talking 
about the Vice President. Now, I'm sure 
there might be more than one vice 
president. Can we get a letter from the 
President then? These are the people 
that are going to make the final decision 
on what the bond ratings are going to be 
for this Water Authority. 

Mr. Schmeiser: 

I can assure you that you will not 
get a letter either way. They do not 
commit themselves beforehand. 

Unfortunately, the reporter was 
inexperienced, and he probably asked the 
wrong questions and misunderstood the 
response. 

Mr. Givens: 

Well, I would ask the Post Gazette 
then, being they were the authors of that 
particular article, to call some of these 
people up here and see if they can get a 
rebuttal on this. It would be interesting 
to see if they will give a rebuttal. That 
is a question, and it's a serious one, and 
one I had to ask. 

Another question, along that same 
line, is if in fact we would get a reduced 
rating, what then happens to the Water 
Authority? Will it be dissolved? 
Otherwise, we can do it in the City. If 
the City bond rating is good as the Water 
Authority, will we then dissolve that 
thing, and I can almost answer that 
question, and what I heard last night by 
that one attorney, Rosemary, that 
indicated that as soon as you indebt any 
authority, you cannot dissolve that 
authority until that debt is paid. If you 
take a 30-year bond, then we can't — 
even if that authority goes — or we want 
to get rid of it, we cannot dissolve it. 
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Mr. Schmeiser: 

No, Dick. If the City, they want 
to dissolve or terminate the authority, 
they have 90 davs to do so. It is true 
they have to pay off the bonds that are 
outstanding. In other words, the City 
would have to have a bond issue to 
defease the debt that is outstanding in 
the authority. 

Mr. Givens: 

But then what type of situation 
would you be in if you get a hypothetical 
one where the bond rating is not bad 
right now, but when that would occur, 
you would be at a very distinct 
disadvantage to go out on the bond 
market and try to borrow at that specific 
time. That's a reality that we have to 
face. 

Mr. Schmeiser: 

Well, just as the City is today, at 
a very distinct disadvantage of borrowing 
this money. 

Mr. Givens: 

Another question that did come up 
indicates that the City population is 
expected to increase, and thus there will 
be an increase in the number of water 
customers, but the Pennsylvania 
Department of Education predicts that 
our population will continue to decline 
through the year 2000, and they 
apparently talking to at least that 
department and other people in the 
census bureau indicate that they seem to 
have a better handle and their 
predictions have been more accurate 
than others. How can you say that we're 
going to increase in population when the 
school district indicates we're going to 
decrease? 


Mr. Berman: 

The increase that has been 
projected in our report is based on 
population forecast prepared by the 
South Western Pennsylvania Regional 
Planning Commission. They are the 
official State agency that does the 
population forecast for this area. That's 
where the figures came from. 

Secondly, the population increase, 
although it is a plus, is very minor, and I 
don't know what the Department of 
Education's decrease figures are, but I 
am assuming they are going to be 
relatively minor also. In effect, 
whatever possible small increase or 
decrease in population there will be in 
the City in the next ten or fifteen years 
is not going to impact too much on either 
the amount of water used by the 
residents of the City, so it is almost a 
moot point. 

Mr. Schmeiser: 

Also, let me say that the 
population increase or decrease is more 
important with the financial forecast, as 
projecting revenues, and there Price- 
Waterhouse used zero population growth. 

Mr. Givens: 

That's fine, but what if the City 
increasing water rates projected in the 
seven-year program causes conservation 
on the parts of the users, that is the 
residents of the City of Pittsburgh, and I 
didn't see that figured in on some of your 
calculations. 

Mr. Berman: 

We did not anticipate any major 
conservation efforts being undertaken by 
the 400 and some thousand to get large 
numbers of people to do something with 
their plumbing which is going to decrease 
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water. We just don't think that that is 
going to be any meaningful change in 
water usage. I don't think you can 
compare that to the Port Authority's 
problem of increasing rates and 
decreasing ridership which eventually 
does go up. I just don't think that is — 
that's about as small a difference in 
percentage as the change of population is 
going to be. 

Mr.- Cosentino: 

I would like to add to that also. 
Back in 1982, when we raised the rates 
50 percent, we didn't see any noticeable 
change in water consumption, and there 
wasn't any action that would have 
indicated conservation back then, and 
that was a sizable increase in rates. 

Mr. Schmeiser: 

Also, I think our West Penn 
customers, I don't think there is any 
evidence that they conserve water 
although, of course, we subsidize them. 
It doesn't matter what they use. 

Mr. Givens: 

See, when that 50 percent rate 
increase did come two years ago, it was 
whether or not it was going to be taken 
out of wages, real estate, or your water 
rates, and the 50 percent increase in 
water rates because our water rates 

were extremely low, and that is good 
information. I didn't know whether or 
not our flow rate went up or down. You 
said it remained somewhat the same. 

How can you say that when in the report 
it indicates that the metering that we 
have at the pumps are not accurate 
within 30 percent? 

Mr. Cosentino: 

Well, the accuracy can be 

questioned, but they do read 


consistently. Now, whether they are 
right or wrong is the question, not 
whether they are reading consistently. 

Mr. Givens: 

Well, then let's go back then to 
the actual customer itself, not with the 
rate increase, but did the water amounts 
remain the same? 

Mr. Cosentino: 

Water amounts remained about 
the same, yes. 

Mr. Givens: 

And as Jack Wagner said last 
night, he asked a very simple question, 
and I know the water rates as you 
consume more water, your rates go 
down, that means that the residents of 
the City of Pittsburgh, the homeowners 
are paying more than say the major 
institutions within the City of 
Pittsburgh. How can we justify that? 

Mr. Cosentino: 

Well, the City has historically had 
a declining block structure for the 
highest user pays the least amount in 
terms of the unit cost. That policy is 
certainly a policy that we can look at in 
the future and try to change. 

Mr. Givens: 

I'm just about completed with my 
questions. I have about two more major 
questions. 

In any program of this magnitude, 
we must be certain that the taxpayers' 
money is being spent wisely. My 
question is that in the Administration's 
seven year program, what percentage of 
the toted money will be for construction 
cost; that is, in the ground? 
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I’ll give you an example. We say 
there is going to be $150 million in 
construction and $350 million financed. 
How much say, per million dollars, if we 
give you, this Council $1 million, how 
much of that money is going to be put in 
the ground? 

Mr. Schmeiser: 

Are you counting engineering 

costs? 

Mr. Givens: 

The total cost to the borrowing of 
the money over the program, and the 
total cost of everything. I have been 
given a figure of $1 million that we 
borrow, only $225,000.00 will be actually 
put in the ground. Meaning that we will 
go in and replace a pipe or valve, and if 
that is the cost of borrowing, should we 
not be thinking of other alternatives. 
That's why I initially brought that first 
question up. 

Mr. Schmeiser: 

Well, interest is not a financing 
cost. Interest is the cost of borrowing 
money. You're being able to do the 
improvements today because if you don't 
do it today, it's goiqg to cost more for 
nothing more than inflation, and 
secondly, because additional 

deterioration could make it more 
costly. So, I know that that has been 
mentioned over and over again in these 
public hearings, but interest is really not 
part of that. 

Mr. Givens: 

I can't believe that 80 percent of 
any money that we borrow, when we 
think of what the total cost — I'm saying 
that if we borrow $150 million, what is it 
giong to cost us — 


Mr. S chill o: 

That does't include the interest 
you pay off over the years — 

Mr. Givens: 

But when you include the interest 
and the bond and the consultant fees and 
the engineering and the management 
then, is that $225,000.00 out of $1 
million in the ground, is that a true and a 
realistic figure? 

Mr. Schmeiser: 

You can't consider the interest. 
We're going to be paying back that 
money with interest over 30 years. 
Think of what inflation has happened the 
last 30 years. Today, we probably have 
.20 dollars compared to what it ws in 
1954. And if inflation continues, that's 
what will happen. We will be paying 
back in .20 dollars. Now, if inflation 
does not continue, and hopefully it won't, 
those interest rates will come down, and 
we will be able to refinance at lower 
interest. 

Mr. Givens: 

And you're saying this is cost 
effective to do it this way? 

Mr. Schmeiser: 

Absolutely. 

Mr Givens: 

Versus in just raising the water 
rates on that . other plan that was 
submitted to us and using it as a model 
to raise money, but we're doing it 
through the taxing bodies, mainly the 
City of Pittsburgh, and any other monies 
we might be able to receive from’the 
Federal Government to update our 
interstructure. 
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I can't see any City in the 
Northeast or any City in the country 
doing this by themselves. It's almost an 
impossible task. I think Mr. Pease 
indicated what it was going to cost just 
to — in the billions of dollars to take 
care of the interstructure system. And 
that is just the front money. And then 
you add all the interest and the fees 
generated from that, it's just going to be 
ten-fold, and I'm just asking that specific 
question. In your mind, do you feel this 
is cost effective? 

Mr. Schmeiser: 

Absolutelv. 

Mr. Givens: 

Thank vou. 

The last question was the last 
time that Council has such a complicated 
issue, we created a commission to study 
the alternatives of cable television in 
Pittsburgh. I think that we need a study 
commission to further analyze the many 
unanswered questions and to protect the 
taxpayers. My question will then be 
what is the administrative position 
regarding the formation of a similar 
study commission to survey the 
alternatives? 

Mr. Schmeiser: 

Well, I know that the 
Administration has a position on this. I 
personally don't see the need for it. We 
have been over and over and over again. 
We dealt with consultants that Council 
brought in. We have had meeting after 
meeting with — this has been going on 
for several years, and I don’t know what 
else can be brought out. 

Mr. Givens: 

Well, Ron, I have to indicate that 


we asked for alternatives, and yet you 
know, there were none given to us. In 
the cable TV, which was almost like 
another utility, this Council sits as a 
somewhat utility commission in that we 
have the reponsibility of raising the rates 
of the subscribers of the cable TV. We 
labored over that and had a commission, 
and it took two or three years before we 
came to a conclusion, and Sophie worked 
very had on that particular commission, 
and yet they indicated, what was it, $28 
million to build a system, which took 
more like $50 million or $60 million, but 
here we are talking about $150 million, 
and this is a seven year period, and yet it 
wasn't even our money that we were 
using. We just wanted to see that our 
people got a fair shake. That's all that 
we want to see now; that our people out 
there, our taxpayers get a fair shake. If 
we're going to do something, why not a 
type of a commission. You answered 
that very quickly. You didn't even give 
it a thought, but yet it was something 
that was dealt over to very heavily in the 
cable franchise. 

Mr. Schmeiser: 

I don't think that's a good 
analogy. The Commission, among other 
things, had to decide among four or five 
competitors. That was a good bit of 
their deliberations. I don’t think it is a 
good analogy at all to this situation. 

This has been studied for several 
years. We have had the best talent 
available, and I think we have responded 
to all of your questions. I frankly resent 
that there are unanswered questions. I 
think we have responded to all of your 
questions. The other alternatives are 
more costly. We have certainly looked 
at them. This is the least costly to the 
taxpayers. We are as concerned as you 
are of the taxpayers and the water users 
in this City.

Mr. Givens: 

See, I think you know, Ron, these 
particular alternatives that you use. We 
asked for information on that at the 
Friday meeting. None of that has been 
forthcoming. Why is that? 

Mr. Schmeiser: 

At that last Friday meeting, we 
did present to your consultant the effect 
of the other alternative which they 
raised. Each one was more costly. Dick, 
at that time, we said there were three 
objectives in setting this up. One is to 
have the highest bond rating available 
for the authority. Second is the highest 
bond rating possible for the City. And 
third, the lowest cost to the water 
users. And any other alternative that 
has been raised is more costly. 

Mr. Givens: 

Okay. We decided to go into this 
particular water authority, and yet we 
have Mr. Pease who' came in here from 
the Allegheny Conference last night and 
indicated that the conference was doing 
a toted study of the water and sewer and 
the infrastructure system of, I assume, 
at least Allegheny County and which 
probably overlapped. in the South West 
Regional Planning in Pennsylvania. Why 
can we not wait until we see the 
outcome of that particular report and 
can we sue that as a basis to help us 
along. Here is the major corporations, 
the best engineerings, the best think tank 
that probably any city or county has. 
Why don’t we use these people and wait 
to see what they report? 

Mr. Schmeiser: 

I couldn't agree more because two 
members of that committee are Don 
Berman and myself. 


Mr. Givens: 

Well, they're indicating this report 


Mr. Schmeiser: 

Don Berman was the Chairman of 
the Water and Sewer Subcommittee of 
that task force. 

Mr. Berman: 

If I may. The Economic 
Development Committee, the group that 
Bob Pease was talking about last night, 
and the Infrastructure Task Force are 
taking a look at the total infrastructure 
problem in a six-county regional. It's not 
only a very wide geographically region, 
but it's a whole series of problems. And 
there will be no specifics of coming out 
of that report. That's a kind of a long- 
range program of what might have to be 
done in this area to assure us of an 
increased interest in the industries and 
commerical establishments moving into 
the area. It is much more of a planning 
study long-term, than it is going to be 
any specific of dollar amounts or 
anything else. 

The road and bridge program has 
been fairly well defined through the 
efforts of the City, the county, the 
state. The airport costs have been fairly 
well defined. The locks and dams 
problem is a major problem, and the 
Infrastructure Task Force is discussing 
that with Dynamo, the river group. It's 
when we get into the sewer and water 
area that there really is no definition of 
a problem yet. This is probably the most 
defined — the best definition of a small 
part of the whole infrastructure problem 
in the six-county region. I don't see any 
definitive information coming from the 
Infrastructure Task Force. 
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Mr. Givens: 

Well, Don, you bring out one of 
the exact points that I just indicated, and 
that is, can the City of Pittsburgh go 
into our water and sewer system by 
ourselves with the amount of money that 
is indicated that we're only looking at 
the tip of the iceberg here when we say 
$150 million to upgrade our water 
system. It's going to upgrade it for the 
seven-year plan. And we know that we 
are going to have to go beyond that 
seven years and continue that upgrading 
process. 

We looked at our sewer system, 
and we got a multi-million dollar project 
just in the Saw Mill Run. Now, you 
mentioned the airport and bridges. All 
of those, the Federal Government 
subsidized the City of Pittsburgh and 
Allegheny County to the tune of 80 and 
90 percent of the total money. Why 
can't we in this City then use that same 
philosophy on our water and sewer 
system? 

Mr. Berman: 

Because there are no federal or 
state funds. 

Mr. Givens: 

Well, this is not only happening in 
Pittsburgh, it's happening throughout all 
of the older cities including San 
Francisco, New Orleans, St. Louis, 
Chicago* Pittsburgh, Cleveland, New 
York, you name them. 

Mr. Berman: 

And each one is struggling with 
this problem just as City Council is 
struggling with it now. 


Mr. Givens: 

Then what happens when the 
Federal Government realizes what is 
happening, when they tackle the 
interstructure of our bridges and 
roadways which, I think they have done a 
tremendous job, especially in this area, 
but when I look at this area compared to 
other areas of the county and the dollars 
that had been put into our area, I think 
we are still at the bottom of the barrel, 
but I think can we not wait and put 
pressure on our congressional delegation, 
both our Senate and the House, to ask for 
assistance here and take the burden off 
of our taxpayers. 

Mr. Berman: 

It seems to me that which ever 
way the City decides to go, that that 
money will be available if it is going to 
be available, if Congress does pass the 
law and there is an appropriation and the 
funds do start to rule, that whether there 
is an authority, whether it's City 
Council, whether it's a revenue bond 
issue, those monies will be available to 
any public body that applies and is 
eligible for applying now. 

Mr. Givens: 

Should that not tell us to hold in 
for a little while and when the Allegheny 
Conference comes out with their final 
report, you have something to gavel 
with? 

Mr. Berman: 

The Allegheny Conference report 
is not going to assist the City in this 
problem right now, whatever monies are 
available. 

One more comment. In any 
federal grant, there will still be a local 
share. And that local share should still 
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be minimized. Now the question before 
Council is which is the best wav to 
minimize that. 

Mr. Givens: 

Well, these are some of the 
questions I have. I have one more, and 
then I will be finished. You know, we 
look at our current Water Department, 
and I have to address this to Mr. 
Cosentino, that one half of the projects, 
44 percent, when the amount of money is 
between — well, let me go back. For the 
past four years, '80, '81, '82, '83, this 
Council appropriated the Water 
Department some $13 million, actuallv 
13 and a half, to upgrade our water 
system. In that period of time, you have 
only utilized about $6 million, less than 
half. There are $7.5 million unspent or 
44 percent. 

Now, if we give you over a seven 
year period, even if it's a Water 
Authority or not, using the same 
engineering staff, I can't convceive that 
you're going — if we give you $150 
million with the same engineering staff, 
how can you assure this Council that 
you're going to be able to complete these 
projects? 

Mr. Cosentino: 

Well, I don't know the origin of 
those figures, but all the projects that 
we have had for the past four years, 
since T have been involved, have either 
been constructed or committed. There 
are no projects that are outstanding at 
this time. Not one. 

Mr. Givens: 

Ed, where do we get these figures 

from? 


Mr. Albert: 

They're taken from the 
Controller's printouts on unrestricted and 

Mr. Givens: 

When you say unspent $7 million 
or so, does that mean there has been 
some type of a — has there been any 
type of — 

Mr. Albert: 

The $7.5 million is unrestricted. 

Mr. Givens: 

Not committed. No legislation 
has come forward to commit that 
amount of money, and that came from 
the Controller of the City of Pittsburgh. 

Mr. Albert: 

Right. 

Mr. Givens: 

Thank you. That's all the 
questions I have.

MEMORANDUM

RE: Compromise Proposal to Water 

System Improvements 

TO: President and Members of Council 

FROM: Councilman Richard E. Givens 
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1 . -WATER CONTROVERSY 

The Administration's proposal to 
create an authority to improve the water 
and sewer systems in Pittsburgh has 
generated a considerable amount of 
public debate. The Mayor should be 
commended for the public leadership and 
political courage it took to confront the 
serious infrastructure problems within 
our deteriorating system. It is not easy 
to talk about rate increases for 
underground improvements. But after 
intense weeks of study, research, 
briefings, public testimony, media 
debate, and professional consultation, I 
think there is a practical alternative to 
remedy the problem. 

2. -GOALS 

I asked myself three questions: 
first, is there a cheaper way to finance 
the needed improvements without so 
greatly increasing our indebtedness? 
Second, is there a way to keep our 
elected officials accountable to the 
voters for the operation and rate levels 
of our water system? And third, is there 
a way to improve the integrity of the 
management of our water system? After 
further evaluation, I believe the answer 
to each question is 'YES*. 

p 

3. -NATIONAL SURVEY 

With these goals in mind, 
economy, accountability, and integrity, 
my office conducted an informal national 
survey to understand how other 
municipalities of similar size deal with 
the management, structure, and 
operation of their water systems. We 
spoke with directors, commissioners, 
deputy supervisors and other 
administrative personnel of municipal 
water departments in twelve (12) cities 
of comparable size to Pittsburgh. The 
essential information is reproduced in 
appendix A. From this survey I was able 


to conclude that most cities of our size 
maintain a regular city department or 
division to manage their water systems. 
These included Atlanta, Kansas City, 
Cincinnati, Cleveland, Columbus, Toledo, 
Nashville, and Seattle. There were four 
cities with other structures. Denver was 
an unusual case with its board of water 
commissioners established in 1918. It 
was not helpful as a comparison with 
Pittsburgh because of the unique water 
distribution problems of communities 
served by the Colorado River and the 
federal involvement in diverting some of 
that water to other western states. But 
Oklahoma City, Oklahoma is an example 
of an existing system similar to what the 
Administration is proposing: a dual 

system with a water department for 
daily operations and an authority to 
finance capital improvements. But this 
is not exactly analogous to the 
Administration's proposal for 

Pittsburgh. Oklahoma City has had this 
dual system since the early 1900's 
because of a city charter that sharply 
restricts the debt the city can incur for 
water system improvements. And while 
that Oklahoma City Municipal 
Improvement Authority is a vehicle to 
finance water system projects by selling 
bonds, it must still have all bond issues 
and rate adjustments approved by the 
City Council. This vital check and 
balance on the rates is not included in 
the Administration’s proposal. A 
significant difference. This brings us to 
the final two cities, Buffalo and St. 
Louis, and their practical alternatives 
that maintain accountability and insure 
greater integrity for the management of 
their water systems. 

4. -ENTERPRISE FUND 

Buffalo and St. Louis have set up 
enterprise funds in which their water 
systems are managed as a regular 
division of city government. All water 
revenues are segregated from the 
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general budget and must be used 
exclusively for the water systems. Rate 
adjustments must still be approved by 
the City Council in both cities. St. Louis 
has an additional safeguard to insure 
public accountability, the board of 
standardization, comprised of the Mayor, 
the President of Council, and the City 
Controller. Again, our Mayor and his 
administration must be praised for their 
foresight in realizing that the only way 
to insure the efficient operation and 
improvement of our water system is to 
separate this vital function and revenue 
source from the rest of the City's 
budget. But, I believe, they overlooked 
the alternative of establishing an 
enterprise fund that retains the 
accountability of elected officials for 
rate increases and the general 
management of the water system. 
Buffalo converted to an enterprise fund 
in 1962, while St. Louis' enterprise fund 
and board have existed for decades, since 
before the second World War. 

5. -THE ST. LOUIS MODEL 

Having traveled around our nation 
extensively, I was always struck with the 
similarities between Pittsburgh and St. 
Louis. In the comparison of our water 
systems, it is even more striking. First, 
both are river cities, with a rich natural 
resource flowing right through the city. 
Beside the comparable populations, our 
weather conditions and typography are 
similar. Their water system, like our 
own, has sections over 100 years old. St. 
Louis has 1300 miles of water lines while 
we have about 1200 miles in our 
system. St. Louis serves 110,000 city 
water customers hwich is very close to 
our own 113,000 customers. To all of 
these parallels add one more: we have 
the same form of municipal government 
with a Mayor, Council, and Controller. 
These numerous similarities invited a 
closer examination of their water system 
management. In addition to the creation 


of a self-sistaining enterprise fund with a 
construction reserve to pay for capital 
improvements, St. Louis' board of 
standardization increases political 
accountability by having the Mayor, the 
President of Council, and the City 
Controller oversee the operation of the 
water division. An authority as created 
in the Administration's current proposal 
decreases the accountability of the 
elected officials for such things as 
indebtedness and rate adjustments. This 
is exactly what our home rule charter 
has cautioned against. One final point 
about the St. Louis system. They are 
able to finance most of their capital 
improvements to the water system 
through their construction fund without 
selling bonds. Bonds and indebtedness to 
improve the St. Louis water system are 
the exception and not the rule. 

6. -APPLICATION TO PITTSBURGH; 
PAY-AS-YOU-GO 

Can a system similar to the one 
used effectively in St. Louis work in 
Pittburgh? Appendix B demonstrates 
just how a Pay-As-You-Go enterprise 
fund would work in Pittsburgh. My 
office has had several consultations with 
Hydroproject, Shadyside Consulting 
Engineers, who have worked on water 
and sewerage systems in Pennsylvania 
and West Virginia, have had experience 
and authorities, and completed work at 
our own airport. Hydroproject uses the 
same information projected by Price 
Waterhouse regarding rate increases, 
revenue, and expenses and demonstrates 
how we can establish an enterprise fund 
in Pittsburgh (accompanying legislation 
would be needed to authorize this 
change). Because the rate increases set 
by the Administration would generate a 
tremendous amount of revenue after 5 to 
7 years, a construction fund could be 
slowly built up, as in St. Louis and 
Buffalo, that could fund capital 
improvements on a pay-as-you-go basis, 
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over $23 million after the first seven 
years without any long-term 
indebtedness. $150 million worth of 
work would cost $150 million, not the 
$500 million (% billion) proposed under 
the Administration’s plan because of 
bond financing and interest charges. The 
basic difference between these two plans 
is time: the Administration plans on 
completing the work in 7 years; I am 
suggesting spreading the needed 
improvements our over 13 years. But a 
key question is whether that 7-year plan 
is a relatistic goal. Can the 
Administration achieve such a massive 
improvement program within 7 years? A 
study of the past performance raises 
serious doubts. 

7 -PERFORMANCE RECORD OF 
WATER DEPARTMENT ON CAPITAL 
PROJECTS 

Over the past four years, the 
water department has spend on ly 44%, 
less than half, of the money borrowed for 
its capital projects. Appendix C shows 
the amount of the water department’s 
unrestricted balance as recorded in the 
Controller's report as of the end of 
1083: $7.4 million of unspent money is 

laying in the bank from past years’ bond 
sales. Appendix D illustrates the value 
of bonds sold for water projects over the 
four years from 1980 to 1983, totalling 
$13.4 million. Only $5.9 million has been 
spent or encumbered, just 44% of the 
total monies available. The 

Administration has taken steps to 
consolidate engineering functions in a 
new department; this should account for 
some improvement in the rate of 
completion. But in the Administration's 
7-year plan, the amount of monev and 
work is triple the largest amount 
earmarked for water projects in any 
recent year (see Appendix D, 1982 
figure). And most importantly, this 
tripling occurs not just for one year, but 
for 7 consecutive years. Can they really 


do it? Even though there is a 
restructuring, the directors within the 
Administration have testified that they 
anticipate no substantial new hirings in 
the water department, the department of 
engineering and construction, or the 
proposed water and sewer authority, for 
the immediate future. We, on Council, 
have seen numerous cases of capital 
projects not completed on time. For 
these reasons, the Administration’s 7- 
year improvement plan will, in actually, 
take 10, 12, or maybe, 13 years to 
complete. 13 years? That's how long it 
would take us to create an enterprise 
fund to finance the same projects 
without incurring the enormous amount 
of long-term indebtedness (see 
Apppendix B). We could do the same 
amount of work in about the same 
amount of time, but save the taxpayers 
of Pittsburgh about $350,000,000 if we 
set up an enterprise fund modeled after 
the pay-as-you-go system currently 
operating in St. Louis. 

8 . -ACCOUNTABILITY _ AND 

FLEXIBILITY 

I think we should adopt the St. 
Louis model of enterprise fund overseen 
by a board comprised of the Mayor, the 
President of Council, and the City 
Controller, in which all rate adjustments 
would still need City Council approval. 
This would increase accountability by 
placing the operation of our water 
system squarely on the shoulders of all 
elected officials in Pittsburgh. Also, this 
system is more flexible than the 
Administration’s proposal. The 

Administration's water and sewer 

authority envisions the selling of bonds 
and long-term indebtedness as the only 
way to finance the needed 
improvements. But the St. Louis 

enterprise fund, applied to Pittsburgh as 
illustrated in Appendix B, would create a 
solvent construction fund to pay for 
improvements as we need them. And if 
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we needed to, we could inject the system 
with intermittent capital funds through a 
small issue of water revenue bonds. 'This 
might be a feasible plan in the first year 
or two of the proposed enterprise fund to 
get the capital improvements 
underway. So, we might still be able to 
accomplish another of the 
Administration's praiseworthy goals, 
namely to stimulate our sagging local 
economy and create jobs now, but 
without locking ourselves into a % billion 
dollar indebtedness over the next 30 
years. This is the kind of flexibility 
provided in the St. Louis model. And 
with the creation of a board comprised 
of the Mayor, the President of Council, 
and the City Controller, nagging 
problems like the Saw Mill Run drainage 
complications, the purchase of West 
Penn Water, and the sale of surplus 
water of surrounding municipalities could 
not be lost in the layer of bureaucracy 
created by another authority. Elected 
officials have to be sensitive to these 
kind of problems because we must face 
the taxpayers in the voting booth. 

9. -HISTORICAL PERSPECTIVE 

There are a couple of important 
lessons to be learned from Pittburgh's 
recent history. In October of 1952, some 
thirty years ago, City Council approved 
an ordinance, recommended by then 
Mayor Lawrence, to create a municipal 
authority to purchase and reconstruct 
Pittsburgh's deteriorating water supply 
system. But public outcry was so strong 
against the creation of an authority that 


the Mayor never instituted his plan. 
Lawrence, ever sensitive to the citizens' 
concerns, took alternative measures to 
improve our water system. 

And some forty years ago, when I 
was just a child growing up in 
Lawrenceville, Pittsburgh was faced with 
a serious environmental and health 
problem, air pollution. In February of 
1941, eight City Council members 
traveled to St. Louis to study that city’s 
successful air clean-up program and went 
on to start our own smoke-control 
program here in Pittsburgh. Today, 
faced with another major environmental 
and health problem, our water and sewer 
system, it is ironic that we should be 
looking toward St. Louis again for an 
example of an effective solution. 

10.-CONCLUSION 

I trust you are interested in this 
common sense compromise. Of course, 
we need more time to study the St. Louis 
model and its application to Pittsburgh. 
But if there is a chance to save our 
taxpayers $350,000,000 and create a 
more economical, accountable, and 
efficient water management system, we 
owe it to the people of Pittsburgh to 
examine this alternative closely. Water 
is one of Pittsburgh’s greatest most 
precious natural resources. We must 
manage it wisely.

On November 29, 1982, I shortly 
thereafter went to see the Mayor of our 
fine city and said, "Dick Caliguiri, I have 
just completed a study that shows that 
we have 1,126 major water breaks - not 
leaks, breaks - in the last 21 months. 
Rather than having the media come to 
you and say, 'What about these leaks, 
Mayor?' and having you be surprised, let 
us work together to solve the problem." 

In my press release as statement 
to the Mayor, I said that I would hope we 
would look at alternatives, not just a 
water authority. 

Subsequently, on July 27, 1983, 
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and for the record, a motion was made to 
look at a water authority by the 
Administration. I'd like to read an 
excerpt from that meeting. 

"Mr. Woods: 

So moved. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Discussion. Can someone come to 
the table, please? 

This is strictly the fiscal aspect of 
the recommended study or the fact¬ 
finding that was presented by Greene 
Engineering on what are the conditions 
of the lines and the sewers. We're not 
going to have 'some expert’ give us an 
opinion of what direction we ought to 
take in going to a way of solving the 
problem or repairing the water lines and 
we will not necessarily have an 
authority, not necessarily any fixed 
mechanism but come up with some 
recommendations. 

Mr. Schmeiser 
Director, 

Department of Finance 

That's correct. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I would like to know that Council 
has some input in those meetings they 
have with you, meaning the 
Administration, because I don't want to 
go back to the old position of, "Listen, 
we want a water authority and tell us 
that we want one." I want to know that 
some of us, like myself, are privy to sit 
in on some of the negotiation meetings 
or discussion meetings. I want to know 
what's happening as it's being discussed, 
how you come to the conclusions as we 
did in the situation with the steam heat 
plant. I want to know how you arrive at 


whatever conclusions. 

Mr. Schmeiser: 

I understand. 

Mrs. Masloff: 

I second the motion. 

WHICH MOTION PREVAILED." 

What happened is that we had 
decided that we would not look at only 
an authority but we would look at many 
alternatives. On the air, in front of 
thousands of people listening, four 
members, the underwriters, the people 
who are getting to make the money on 
selling the bonds, Blythe Eastman, the 
gentleman who represented Blythe 
Eastman who testified here, Starr. Mr. 
Starr, when he was pressured by our 
consultant by refuting some of the facts, 
responded with, "Well, frankly, I wasn't 
asked to look at anything else but an 
authority. You're asking about apples 
and oranges. I only looked at apples." 
Well, we voted in this Council that we 
don't look at apples; we look at oranges 
and pears and peaches and bananas and 
everything else. But he said, and it is a 
matter of taped record, that he only 
looked at an authority. 

When Mr. Schmeiser was 
questioned on the issue of going to 
alternative methods and our consultants 
for counsel using the exact data provided 
by the consultants to the Mayor, that 
would be both Green and Price 
Waterhouse, using their numbers so there 
would be no dichotomy, came up with an 
alternative plan that would save $230 
million. The original plan only went for 
5 years and didn't extend to the full 8 
years. 

In response, Mr. Schmeiser said, 
"We have something better than that. 
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We have a lot of great ideas on programs 
and on financing." 

We are being asked to vote today 
on whether we have an authority which is 
not the issue, or whether we don’t have 
an authority. The issue is, are we going 
to present the fiscal aspects in the best 
possible method of saving the taxpayers' 
dollars. 

Personally, I don't support an 
authority. I don't support it because I 
don't believe as elected officials we 
should turn over the decision making 
process to when rates are raised and to 
what degree based on history of other 
authorities where sometimes they're 
doubled by a fact or ten, not by a fact or 
two. Using the present rates proposed by 
the Administration, taking them at 5 
years for every hundred dollars that you 
pay in water bills right now, you will be 
paying $312 at the end of 8 years. If we 
go to the proposal, made by Mr. Lopus 
and Martin Margolis who are our counsel, 
Financial Management Services of 
Harrisburg, who only today at 11:00 with 
nine members of Council present, did an 
interpretation of the proposal and have, I 
think, a lot of people listening to his 
conclusions or his suggestions, said, "I 
only compared apples with apples but if 
I'm allowed to go to apricots and pears I 
may come up with something better." 
We're talking about $230 million that can 
be saved the public after 9 years. 

Now, let’s go back a moment. 
There is a book that was given to us in 
the Mayor's Office where Mr. Matter 
practically threw the budget at me at 
the time that I found 65 people in the 
Capital Budget that belonged in the 
Operating Budget and said, "You don't 
even know what page your salary is on", 
— and I think that's a credit to me — but 
when we discussed this book, he said I 
knew that there was going to be a water 
authority; we were briefed in the Mayor's 


Office. Sure, they presented a water 
authoritv but did not look at the other 
alternatives. In this book, City of 
Pittsburgh, Water and Sewer Capital 
Financing Alternatives, Blythe Eastman, 
Paine and Weber, and we turn to Section 
C that said, "Evaluation of Financing 
Alternatives" — Can you believe that 
folks? Is anybody looking? It is one, 
two, three, four, five, six, seven, eight, 
nine, ten, lines and there are only about 
four words on each line. What are the 
alternatives? General obligation bonds, 
City revenue bonds, water authority 
bonds, and no financing plan. We know 
that there are plans by Mr. Givens. 
Some of the ones that I've come up with, 
I'm not married to my plan, some of the 
ones by experts like Mr. Lopus that can 
save this City $230 million and not 
change one iota of the financing. 

We could still go to an authority, 
even though I oppose it; that would be 
the decision of this Council, yet you're 
asking us to vote today. One has only 
got to be very suspicious when that 
telephone is coming off the hook and 
there are thousands and thousands and 
thousands of people tying up the lines 
saying, "No authority; do not vote for 
this now.” 

Furthermore, we have had a 
position that our water rates are very 
low and numbers are thrown at us. The 
other day at a hearing we were told that 
West Penn Water customers were not 30 
percent of the City population; they 
were only 18. In verifying that number 
today with Mr. Wagner, within the last 
hour, Mr. Wagner, was it not close to 30 
percent? 

Mr. Wagner: 

It is 30 percent. 
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Michelle Madoff: 

We're being told anything that will 
justify the position of the 
Administration. When they want our 
opinion they're going to give it to us. 

I will tell you that I did not know 
Mr. Lopus before he came to us. I didn’t 
know whether his work was going to be 
good or not but I got the feeling from the 
Councilmembers, and even some of the 
media today who listened, that the man 
had something to say and something to 
offer this City and you won't give us four 
hours. You who are voting, whoever you 
are, who are going to vote for this 
authority today, will not give us the 
appropriate time to look at alternatives 
that are substantive to people who are, 
even though they may have lower water 
rates today, it has been stated by the 
Administration that within 3 years we 
will be on par with the County. In 5 
years, we will certainly be on par and 
perhaps greater and in 8 years we'll have 
exceeded that but where in this country 
where people pay higher water rates do 
they also pay a 4 percent wage tax? 

I think this is an alternative bail¬ 
out so the Administration doesn't have to 
bother going to suburbanites anymore 
because he will now be able to balance 
his budget, the authority will take this 
off his back, the water problems, and 
well, be able to run for Governor. That's 
my opinion and I stick with it. 

Now, in the lease which we didn't 
get until very late on, and the only 
reason I asked for it is because, thank 
God, we have some people from Myland 
Corporation and Rosemary Markum who 
is an attorney who has testified and 
people from Reed Smith, Mr. Peter 
Denby, suggested that we look at the 
lease and management agreement. 

I'd like to quote something from 


the draft of the lease and management 
agreement on page 9, section, it says v 
but I think they mean something, I don't 
know, it says c v, whatever that m earns. 
"Authority Budget a) The Authority shall 
submit to the City not later tharn the 
first Monday of October of each year a 
proposed budget for the next calendar 
year. The City shall include that budget 
in an unchanged form in it's budget for 
the next calendar year." 

I suggest that we are moving in 
haste for devious reasons. I would urge 
you to reconsider. I am going to say 
something which may end our romance; 
we've been trying to get along but there 
are a number of Councilmembers who 
are going to be running very shortly and I 
don’t think the people are going to 
forget. And if you don't at least give 
them a month and give us a month to 
have some input, I think those people 
running in two years are going to rue the 
day. 

Thank you. 

The Chair: 

Can we go to the vote? 

Michelle Madoff: 

Unless someone has something 
else to say. 

The Chair: 

Michelle, when you finish then 
stop and let somebody else have a 
chance. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I have one item to add, please. 

The Financial Management 

Service people who, as you know, are 
being paid $4,000 while the 
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Administration paid $100,000 to Greene 
Engineering, $75,000 for another study, 
just this morning at 11:00 had the 
opportunity to give us some feeling and 
interpretation of their proposal. But 
they were so concerned about the 
public’s acceptance of their figures that 
they took out of their own pocket monies 
and paid Main Hurdman, a company of 
excellent repute, to substantiate their 
dollars and their dollars show that we 
can save at least $230 million using the 
exact same figures that the Mayor and 
the Administration are proposing and he's 
not even suggesting, meaning Financial 
Management, to go or not to go to an 
authority. We're now talking about how 
we finance it. I think it is a sick, 
immoral thing we do today if we vote for 
an authority without knowing what the 
actual plan will be, what is actually 
going to be the dollar figure or how it 
will be proposed or how the financial 
plan will be devised when Mr. Schmeiser 
says, "It is only a proposal; it is not a 
specific plan." Well, I want a specific 
plan so that the people don’t get it in the 
necks later on. 

Mr. Wagner: 

In a few minutes, this Council is 
going to be voting on whether or not we 
have an authority. It almost seems 
apparent that in a few minutes we will 
be approving an authority and I'm very 
hopeful that we can, in some way in the 
next few minutes, convince members of 
Council, five members of Council, that 
we can delay having an authority. One 
of the greatest natural resources that 
this City has, if not the greatest, we’are 
about to take out of the hands of elected 
officials. In comparison to other cities 
in this country, this is a tremendous 
attribute to our City. We have a river 
flowing from the north, from New York 
State, with an unlimited abundance 
supply of clean water; we have a river 
flowing from the south, out of West 


Virginia, with another supply of water. 
This is something that we must give 
serious consideration to because, in 
essence, we are taking the control of 
that water source out of our hands. 

Most of you and myself were at 
the Democratic endorsement process 
yesterday. At that time, I did my own 
informal survey with various ward 
elected Democratic chair, vice-chair, 
and Committeepeople. I surveyed 16 of 
the 32 wards by speaking to those people 
directly. The results of that survey 
were: Out of 16 wards, 14 were against 
the initiation of an authority at the 
present time; 2 had no comment. All of 
us realize that if there’s any group of 
people that we stay in touch with as 
elected officials, it’s the members of the 
Democratic party. I think that group 
should also be the group that we are 
most responsive to. I think what they're 
telling us is that the people do not want 
an authority today; they don’t know 
enough of the advantages, if there are 
sufficient advantages for us to vote on 
it. 

I'm making that point because I 
think that's a significant point. I think 
they reflect the feelings of the people in 
their individual wards, their districts 
around the City of Pittsburgh. I think 
the people overwhelmingly want us to 
delay a vote on this issue. 

There have been many arguments 
for a water authority and some of the 
arguments are not totally accurate. I 
want to bring a couple examples to light 
here. One of the most frequent 
comments that I have heard, and it has 
been in the media, it has been made by 
members of the Administration at the 
various meetings which we've had, is that 
we are losing 30 percent of our water. 
The system is not as deteriorated as has 
been indicated. The statement has been 
made numerous times that we are losing 
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30 percent of our water. That statement 
is not accurate. The correct statement 
is, and this is indicated in the Greene 
International Report under Findings and 
Conclusions, part five, "About 30 percent 
of the water delivered to the distribution 
system has not been accounted for by 
billings". Not that we've lost it, it has 
not been accounted for. "Water 
furnished, unmetered and without charge 
to City facilities such as municipal 
offices, police and fire stations and 
recreational facilities, is included in this 
amount." Might I add that this City has 
200 buildings, a fire department that has 
unlimited use of unmetered water, 
swimming pools, and let's just imagine 
the number of water fountains in parks 
around this City that continuously 
operate for a six month period of time. 
Refer to Section 316 of the Greene 
International Report under "Accounted 
for Water". The average for the last 
three years has been 30 percent; in 1980 
there was 28 percent unaccounted for; 
1981 was 32 percent; ' 1982 was 31 
percent. Items which contribute to the 
quantity of unaccounted for water in the 
Pittsburgh system are, and they're listed 
in this report: 1) what I just referred to, 
municipal offices, police stations 
recreational facilities; 2) fire fighting, 
street cleaning, sewer, water main and 
hydrant flushing and construction use; 3) 
back wash water for filters at water 
filtration plant; 4) inaccurate 
measurement of quantity of water 
delivered to the system; 5) inaccurate 
consumption meters; 6) estimating 
consumption of flat rate customers — we 
do have flat-rate customers in this City 
of which that represents 5 percent or 
4,304 customers that actually pay a flat 
rate and use as much water as they want 
to use — 7) unauthorized hydrant use; 8) 
evaporation of open reservoirs; 9) normal 
leakage; and 10) abnormal leakage, some 
of which goes undetected and some of 
which surfaces and is reported and 
corrected. 


The point I wanted to make with 
this example is, we are not losing 30 
percent of our water. In fact, we are 
probably losing less than 10 percent, 
maybe 5 percent of the water in this 
City. The figure nationally for the 
accepted loss of water is 10 to 15 
percent. 

The major point I'm raising here 
is, does the need exist for us to act today 
on the creation of a water authority 
which has been said to lose 30 percent of 
it's water. That's not an accurate 
statement; it has been made numerous 
times. I do not think that the need exists 
for a water authority today. 

Other items which have not been 
addressed. Some very good proposals 
have been made pertaining to alternative 
financing. All of the Councilmembers 
who were here this morning when the 
proposed was made by Financial 
Management Services, Inc., all of you 
recall that they came up with a proposal, 
a financial proposal, in comparison to the 
Price-Waterhouse proposal which would 
save this City $300 million over a 30 
year period of time. There was no one at 
that table that could dispute that. No 
one. I think this Council needs to take a 
further look at not only that proposal but 
other proposals that have been made that 
are sound proposals. To this date, we 
have not done that. 

Over the weekend I had the 
opportunity to speak with Congressman 
Coyne. As many of you know that have 
been sitting on this Council for a period 
of time, Congressman Coyne was in 
charge of the Committee for Water. I 
asked him of his opinion pertaining to the 
proposed authority. He didn't know 
enough about it to comment yes or no 
but he did indicate that if there is a 
proposed authority, that part of the 
proposal should be to take over the 
portions of the City where water is 
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supplied by other sources; meaning, West 
Penn Water Company in the South Hills, 
Wilkinsburg Penn in the East End, and 
West View Water Authority which is in 
the upper parts of the 26th Ward. That 
is not Dart of this proposal. I would think 
that that individual has done enough 
work pertaining to a water department in 
this City for that statement to be valid. 
We all know that if we're not taking over 
those portions of the City where water is 
supplied bv other companies, we do not 
have any control over those companies, 
they will not be benefitting from the 
reconstruction of the water lines in their 
areas and, to a degree, we are slighting 
those areas of the City. 

I've mentioned numerous times 
that this is a water and sewage 
authority. Proposed construction costs 
of $150 million; one-fifth, or $30 million, 
devoted towards sewage. I have further 
mentioned that the number one sewage 
problem in this Citv is the Saw Mill Run 
Sewage Basin. There is still no 
commitment with this proposed authoritv 
to address the problem in that particular 
area. 

I think we should hold off on a 
final vote on the authority until the 
proper people from the various agencies 
cam sit down and agree on addressing 
that problem. We have not done that to 
date. 

I think all of these items that I 
have brought up, and my other 
colleagues, indicate that we are not 
sufficiently prepared today to vote on a 
water and sewage authority. I would 
hope that all of you would give that 
consideration. 

The Chair: 

Thank you. 


Mr. O'Malley: 

I'd just like to make a few short 
comments. I think there's a lot of scare 
tactics being used by members of this 
Council and I don't think it's really 
necessary. I listened to five hours of 
tapes over the weekend of previous 
hearings that I was unable to attend and 
there's one thing that everybody on this 
Council agrees on and that is that we do 
need some serious repairs to our water 
and our sewer lines. Everybody on this 
Council and everybody I talked to is in 
agreement that the system has to be 
repaired and has to be repaired within a 
reasonable amount of time. What 
everybody seems to disagree on is, how 
are we going to finance this and how long 
is the construction going to go on for. Is 
the construction to be a 7 year or a 13 
year project? 

So, taking into consideration that 
we agree that we are in need of repairs, 
an authoritv is obviously the best and the 
cheapest way to finance those repairs. 
An authority has been pointed out, and 
even members of this Council will 
basically agree with it, that an authority 
can borrow money at a lower rate of 
interest in the City of Pittsburgh. Once 
we take this burden of financing the 
entire water system from the City of 
Pittsburgh, then obviously our bond 
rating might go up and that will enable 
the City of Pittsburgh to borrow money 
at a cheaper interest rate for capital 
improvements. 

I discussed the report by our own 
consultant, Financial Management 
Service, with the Mayor's people this 
morning and informed them of the 
possible $300 million savings. What they 
said is they gave us the worst scenario of 
what could happen if we went to an 
authority. 
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Michelle Madoff: 

Who said it? 

Mr. O'Malley: 

The Mayor and some of his 
administrative people. They said they 
were certainly open to review any 
options that would enable them to 
complete the needed repairs at a greater 
savings to the people of the City of 
Pittsburgh. Even at the worst scenario 
of the average household in the City of 
Pittsburgh using 15,000 gallons of water 
a day or a month or a quarter, 15 
thousand a quarter, it would pay $23.51 
for that water. That breaks down to the 
average water bill of $8 a month. An 
average water bill for the City of 
Pittsburgh of $8 a month. At a 20 
percent increase, we're talking about 
$1.60 a month increase in water. Over 
the next 6 years, until 1990, we're 
talking a total increase of $8 - $9 a 
month. That's what this is all about. I 
don't think that's what is being pointed 
out by members of‘ this Council. All 
these scare tactics that your water bills 
are going to go up 126 percent totals $8 - 
$9 a month. I think that's a very cheap 
price to pay for the health, welfare and 
the future of the citizens of the City of 
Pittsburgh. 

I think Michelle Madoff gave the 
best argument why we need to repair the 
system and why we have to go to an 
authority. A city water system that has 
1,126 breaks in 21 months is certainly in 
need of repair. Nobody has offered any 
suggestion that am authority that money 
can be borrowed cheaper than an 
authority. 

The other thing brought out is 
everybody seems to be scared of an^ 
authority. There are three managing, 
there's more than that, but there's three 
managing authorities in the City of 


Pittsburgh. One is the Parking 
Authority. 

Michelle Madoff: 

They're not very good. 

Mr. O’Malley: 

I've been on this Council for four 
years and never heard any complaints 
about them. 

The other one is the Housing 
Authority which has won many national 
awards and has provided good housing. 

The other one is Alcosan. Alcosan 
is a sewage authority for almost the 
entire City of Pittsburgh and the entire 
county. We haven't had a rate increase 
in the past 8 years and as it looks, we'll 
be able to go another 2 years without an 
increase. In this day and age, for an 
authority for any government to be able 
to go an entire decade without raising 
the rates, I think, is a compliment to 
that authority. 

I don't think an authority is 
necessarily all bad. So, it breaks down to 
three things. The lines need repair, the 
authority is a cheaper way to go, and at 
tops, the most it can cost the citizens of 
the City of Pittburgh by the year 1990 is 
an additional $9 a month. 

The Chair: 

Call the question. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Before I vote, Mr. President, I'd 
just like to make one brief statement. I 
tend to agree with Councilman O'Malley 
that no one here, including myself, on 
this Council, disagrees that the syst'em, 
in fact, has to be upgraded but the big 
question is how to pay for it. If we vote

for this bill before us, however, we will 
have no say, this Council will have no 
say, in how to pay for it. 

Right now, Council does have the 
authority to control the water rates. We 
can raise the rates right now and use 
that additional money to start to 
improve the system. The proposal that 
has been talked about carries with it, 
there's been a lot of figures thrown out 
but to the best of my ability, the number 
that sticks in my mind to finance the 
needed construction, is $350 million on 
interest alone. The argument has been 
used that inflation will eat that up and in 
the future it won’t be a very significant 
amount of money. Well, I don't care how 
much inflation we have, $350 million is 
always going to be a very significant 
amount of money. I think that if we 
simply raise the rates now we can avoid 
this tremendous financial burden. 

Based on that, I am voting no. 
Michelle Madoff: 

I would like to share with Council 
that the American Association of 
Retired Persons will be meeting 
tomorrow, Squirrel Hill Chapter, to look 
into the possibility of taking legal action 
if we vote for an authority. I think 
they're absolutely right and I vote no 
against an authority. 

Mr. O'Malley! 

Td just like clarify one thing on 
what Councilman Grabowski said. I don't 
think anybody on this Council and 
certainly anybody in this room for one 
minute does not think that the Mayor of 
the City of Pittsburgh cannot remove the 
head of an authority tommorrow if he 
wanted to. I think that's just an 
understatement. It can be done, Steve, 
and it can be clearly done any time the 
Mayor would wish to remove a head of a 


department. I don't think any authority 
in the City would get that far out of line; 
certainly this Council would not permit 
it and the Mayor would not permit it. 

I don't think $1 a month increase 
by the average household in the City of 
Pittsburgh is too much to pay for a 
complete and healthy water system. 

I vote aye. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Before I vote, Td just like to say 
that I don't think there's any member of 
this Council, if an authority was not 
formed today, would not vote for a rate 
increase on water tomorrow. I want to 
go on record that I realize there is a 
responsibility for us to do that. I would 
also like to bring the statements made at 
last Wednesday's meeting forward into 
today's meeting. 

I vote no. 

(BEGINNING - MR. WAGNER'S 
REMARKS ON BILL NO. 47 - 

WEDNESDAY, 2/1/84) 

Mr. Wagner: 

Is it the intent of the Chair to 
have a vote on this today and have a 
final vote Monday? 

(THE CHAIR COMMENTS) 

Mr. Wagner: 

I'm not finished. It is the opinion 
of this member of Council that some 
serious issues have been raised with the 
proposal of the authority, and I have 
discussed them in detail all along. 
Primarily, the area of the City of the 
South Hills that I have discussed and I 
hope that my colleagues will be in 
support of, the fact that we have close 
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to 30 percent of this City that will not 
receive the benefits of a proposed Water 
and Sewage Authority. They will receive 
the benefits of the sewage end of it and 
reconstruction, but not the water end of 
it. 

It is also true that the subsidy 
which those people now have on their 
water bills which amount to one third of 
their water bill will be eliminated within 
a two-year period of time, when they 
will receive nothing in return in terms of 
reconstruction of the system. It will also 
give West Penn Water Company an open 
door to raise the water rates in the 
future beyond that two-year period of 
time. 

This is a critical issue. This is 
something that we need to discuss in 
further detail. 

A comment was made last evening 
by one of the speakers that there is a 
possibility that a proposed authority 
could enter contract with West Penn 
Water Company* to provide 
reconstruction where needed of the 
water system in the South Hills and other 
areas of the City that do not following 
under the proposed authority. That was 
the first time this Council heard that 
opinion. That is an important issue. I 
think that question needs to be answered 
by those proposing the authority. 

One of the other important issues 
that has not been covered or addressed 
to date, and I have discussed at length is 
the Saw Mill Rim situation. In the 
proposal of a Water and Sewer Authority, 
we cannot in my mind vote at this point 
and time on a proposed Water and Sewer 
Authority when the number one sewage 
problem in the City of Pittsburgh has not 
yet been addressed. 

There was also a proposed 
alternative financing suggested last 


evening which I had presented to Mr. 
Schmeiser and his people, and they 
briefly looked at it. In that proposal, it 
indicated that if rates were increased 
under the suggested program, there is a 
possibility that all the construction work 
could be accomplished within a 13-year 
period of time, and there would be no 
long-term debt after that period. I think 
that is an item of possible alternative 
that we should be looking at and other 
alternatives of that type. 

The most important point I want 
to make though is that we have had as a 
Council a proposal put in front of us and 
we as a Council, as a body of nine 
members and our staffs should have the 
capability to suggest improvements to 
that proposal. If was vote on that 
proposal today as it sits without 
suggesting any changes, that tells me 
that this Council is not capable of adding 
anything to that proposal made by the 
Administration. 

I for one think that we have the 
capability at this table to add to a 
proposal and see if the Administration 
will accept our suggestion. 

And I think we as a group should 
have further meetings of this type and 
should make alternative suggestions to 
financing, to the problems in the South 
Hills, to the equalization of water rates, 
prior to a final vote on this issue. 

Mr. Berman, based on the fact 
that your professional expertise in this 
area, and the Greene International report 
indicates that we need to spend $165 
million to reconstruct our water and 
sewage system, is it absolutely necessary 
that this be accomplished within a seven- 
year period of time? 

Mr. Berman: 

No. 
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Mr. Wagner: 

Okay. The $165 million is a 

strange figure — 

Mr. Schmeiser: 

The first five years with inflation. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Oh, okay. I said it before, and I’ll 
say it again. Seven years is not a 
magical number. Six years, eight years, 
nine years, this is a reasonable program 
from a design and construction, actually 
getting the stuff in the ground 
standpoint. The only problem with 
stretching it out is how far are you going 
to stretch it out? Is it possible to 
stretch it, say to 12 years? 

Mr. Berman: 

Okay. The further you stretch it 
— this is like the question when did you 
stop beating your wife. How much more 
deterioration are your going to have in 
this system? I can't answer that 
question. The probability is that it's 
going to continue to deteriorate. The 
more deterioration there is, the greater 
the probability that there might be a 
major malfunction where you lose a 
section of line, where you lose some fire 
hydrants and fire protection. 

MICHELLE MADOFF COMMENTS 

Mr. Berman: 

It could happen tomorrow. That's 
right. And it might not happen for 20 
years. I can't put a number on that. 
Based on engineering judgment, the 
program is doable. It's ambitious, but it’s 
doable. The more you stretch it out, the 
more the probability is'that something — 
the word catastrophe was used. 


MICHELLE MADOFF COMMENTS 

Mr. Berman: 

No ma’am. I was going to 
comment on it, but somebody else did 
before I did. We have catastrophies in 
the bridge area. Bridges collapse. A 
major problem in the sewer area is a 
piece of line goes out and you lose fire 
hydrants. A continuing problem in the 
sewer areas is flooding in the basement. 
Now, that is a catastrophe to the 
homeowner, but it's not a catastrophe to 
the system. 

Mr. Wagner: 

In Saw Mill Rim it is. 

Mr. Berman: 

In Saw Mill Rim, it's a major 
continuing problem. A catastrophe to 
the people who are directly involved. 

Mr. Wagner: 

A long catastrophe. 

Mr. Berman: 

I'm not sure I — I addressed the 
question. I am not sure I answered it. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Okay. So, in fact, it is not 
absolutely necessary that this be 
accomplished within a seven-year period 
of time? 

Mr. Berman: 

You could continue with — the 
answer is yes. It is not absolutely 
necessary. You can continue with the 
same program you have now, which is 
about a third of ours and hope that 
nothing happens. 
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Mr. Wagner: 

Well, then is it possible for this 
Council to be provided with alternative 
proposals indicating that this could be 
accomplished in five years, nine years, 
eleven years, and maybe increments of 
two years up to fifteen years for us to 
take a look at those proposals and 
objectively decide what we feel would be 
the best way to go in terms of the need 
for reconstruction and the financing of 
the program. 

Mr. Berman: 

Well, the need for reconstruction 
is there. 

Mr. Wagner: 

But we're not sure what period of 

time. 

Mr. Berm am 

It's almost a proportion, an 
algebraic formula, I guess. If you want 
to stretch it out for two years, it doesn't 
take long to figure out what the rates 
are going to be, but that doesn't take 
into account what might happen to the 
system, and what additional cost might 
be because of the further deterioration. 
It is a subjective call. It’s not something 
you can put a handle on. 

Mr. Wagner: 

And for that reason, I raised the 
question because the time period 
necessary for reconstruction has a 
tremendous impact on the financing of 
the program. 

Mr. Berman: 

And eventually on the rates, 
certainly. 


Mr. Wagner: 

And for that reason, I think this 
Council should be provided with 
alternative proposals to look at other 
time periods — 

Mr. Berman: 

Can I ask in a different way? 
What kind of a progression of rate 
increases would be acceptable? Now, I 
know that answer is none, but let's start 
the other way around. I think the 
proposal now calls for a ZO percent in the 
first year then decreasing. Would you 
like to see what a 10 percent across — 
Let's say you went with a 10 percent rate 
increase every year. How many years 
will that stretch it out? I'm not sure 
whether it would be double or tripled, 
but the questions still comes back; are 
you willing to consider the possibilities 
that the system is going to continue to 
deter right over that expanded period of 
time until you have a real problem? 

Mr. Wagner: 

The one point that has been 
brought out at both public hearings that 
this Councilperson has learned is that the 
people are not necessarily against the 
fact that rates must be increased. I 
think that is a realization that all of us 
in this City have accepted. The point 
here is whether or not we need to do it 
within six years and whether or not we 
need to go to an authority. So, I think a 
proposal based on what has been 
suggested, meaning the suggested rate 
increases over the next five to seven 
year period of time, a proposal based on 
that suggestion, but with a different 
time frame for reconstruction needs to 
be proposed or given to this Council to 
look at and evaluate. 
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Mr. Berman: 

As Mrs. Madoff has said, I'm not a 
fiscal person. I would defer to Mr. 
Schmeiser. 

Mr. Schmeiser: 

We could do that very easily. We 
can stretch that out over any period of 
years and tell you what the rate 
increases would result in. I don't think 
that has an effect on whether or not an 
authority should be developed or not 
because an authority would allow us to 
borrow at the lowest rates. It would also 
be best for the City's general obligation 
credit. 

Incidentally, we will look at this 
each vear. This seven-year program is 
not etched in stone. Each year, we'll 
have to look at it again and determine 
what we find as we get into ground and 
so forth. These are just projections. 
These are our best estimates at this 
time. 

Mr. Wagner: 

I think you understand, Ron, what 
I'm suggesting is that this Council has 
one proposal in front of them, and it 
appears as if we're going to vote on this 
one proposal when we do not have any 
alternatives to evaluate, and I think we 
need that to come to a rational decision 
as to whether or not your original 
proposal is the proper proposal. 

Mr. Schmeiser: 

The original proposal being over a 
seven-year period, you mean? 

Mr. Wagner: 

Yes. 


Mr. Schmeiser: 

Well, this is our best estimate of 
what the water rates are going to be 
assuming a seven-year program. Now, 
we can extend this program out to any 
number of years you would like, 
factoring in six percent inflation which is 
what we use. What we can't factor in is 
the cost of the further deterioration 
which is a guess. 

Mr. Wagner: 

It's a guess for all of us. 

Mr. Schmeiser: 

So, you're throwing dice to an 
extent when you extend this, as I 
understand Mr. Berman's professional 
advice to us, that beyond seven years or 
eight years or whatever it is, you're 
beginning to throw dice. 

Mr. Wagner: 

My next question is, is the 
Administration flexible enough to take 
suggestions from this Council and to 
incorporate those suggestions into the 
proposal that you had submitted, such as 
the suggestions that have been brought 
up which is to equalize the rates for all 
users of water because we have, in fact, 
found out that this is one of the few 
cities where the person that uses the 
least pays the most. 

Mr. Schmeiser: 

Per unit you mean. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Per unit. When in many cities in 
this country, those that use the most, 
pay the most due to the fact that they 
are — we want them — in those cities 
they want the large user to conserve the

water. 

Is this Administration flexible 
enough to take suggestions from this 
Council to incorporate into your 
proposal. 

Mr. Schmeiser: 

Absolutely. However, before we 
would make a radical change like that, 
we would have to determine the impact 
on industry. We don't want to drive out 
any industry. And I think we have to 
have a study made as to what impact it 
might have. But, yes, we certainly are 
very flexible and would look to 
equalizing. 

Mr. Wagner: 

My last question is to Mr. 
Cosentino. Have we attempted in the 
past to market the greatest natural 
resource that we have in this City to sell 
it and to profit from it financially? 

Mr. Cosentino: 

Yes, we have. In the past four 
years, we have added Blawnox Boro to 
our customer list. We have also made a 
connection with Millvale Boro, and they 
are in the process of using our water at 
the present time. And we have been 
negotiating with West Penn Water. We 
have in the past. There are no recent 
discussions with them, but we have 
interconnections with many of the other 
systems on emergency basis, but we did 
what we could and where there has been 
an interest, we discussed marketing the 
water with Aspinwall Boro, and I know 
that they have been in the process of 
making a comparison and whether they 
should improve their system or buy water 
from us. So, I know that is underway. 


Mr. Wagner: 

Well, to what degree have we 
benefitted financially? 

Mr. Cosentino: 

Well, I think it has generated 
additional revenue for us and the 
marginal cost has been very small. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Any ideas what figures or 

numbers? 

Mr. Cosentino: 

I can't, off of the top of my head, 
give you that figure but certainly selling 
water to those communities, we may be 
looking at a few hundred thousand dollars 
a year. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Do you anticipate with or without 
an authority we can continue to sell 
water to additional communities outside 
the City in the future? 

Mr. Cosentino: 

Well, that's always a possibility, 
regardless of what vehicle you use. 
That's always a possibility, yes. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Thank you. 

This Council has too many serious 
problems in front of it here and for us to 
approve this bill or to act upon it and 
move for affirmative recommendation 
today is not in the betterment of the 
citizens of this city, particularly the 
people in the South Hills, and this 
question here has not yet been resolved 
pertaining to the rate increase that they 
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will have, with no benefit to them. 

The Saw Mill Run problem which I 
have talked about and which is a most 
serious problem that exists, we have not 
yet made any proposal to the original 
proposal by the Administration to make 
this a better proposal and that is the 
major flaw that exists here today. For 
that reason I vote no.

The Chair; 

I would like the remarks that I 
made last Wednesday to be incorporated 
into the proceedings of this meeting. 

(BEGINNING - MR. STONE'S REMARKS 
ON HILL NO. 47, - WEDNESDAY, 

2/1/84) 

Mr. Stone; 

If I may. Before voting, I'd like to 
make a couple of comments. I have 
listened to everybody talk and I probably 
have talked less on this subject and it is 
about time that I give my views on it. 

Relative to the Water 

Department. I think it ought to be 
known and anyone that says to the 
contrary is not telling the truth. The 
Water Department in the City of 
Pittsburgh has been a stepchild 

department to the City of Pittsburgh. 
We have never done what we should have 
done and it is not this Administration's 
fault as the Administration before that 
and for the last 50 years. 

Some past Administrations, even 
knowing the problem, but in order to 
satisfy budget deficiencies have even 
taken moneys from the Water 

Department. In addition to that, the 
work that's proposed, even if 100 percent 


performance was not up to what should 
have been done, and that has been 
notoriously well known. The employees 
in the Water Department historically 
have been the lowest-paid employees in 
the City of Pittsburgh, and while the rest 
of the City was covered and getting 
overtime past eight hours, the Water 
Department was the last department in 
the City of Pittsburgh to get the 
overtime. In fact, I'm reminded when 
there was a water break next to my 
house in which the hole was big enough 
for an automobile to be in it, where the 
water employees were down there 
swimming in the water and the men had 
to turn a valve 40 times in order to turn 
it off and they still couldn't. Finally, 
after a considerable period of time they 
did, but they had worked 18 hours 
straight and without overtime pay and 
then put in an eight-hour day the next 
morning. 

It is well known and the woVst 
thing about this is that one-third of the 
water in the City of Pittsburgh is wasted 
in the system. We have a problem and 
we cant't continue to do business as 
usual. We must face up to the problem 
and I would like at this time to commend 
the Mayor of the City of Pittsburgh, 
because he could have done what his 
predecessor did and that is to leave it 
alone until it would come up as a major 
castastrophe but then to pass it onto the 
next man after him. The fact that he 
faced up to the responsibility brings it to 
light, he should be commended and not 
criticized for that proposal. 

I have listened now through a 
number of public hearings and I have 
listened to the Administration and I have 
listened to so-called experts who wanted 
to change that particular approach and it 
boils down to the following reasons: 

1) It's a $150 million problem. 
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2 ) One-third of the Water that 
we lose in the system, which 
is good, purified water. 

After we pay to take it out of the 
river and after we put it into our 
purification system and after we pay and 
use our equipment to purify it and after 
we start distributing it, it is now that we 
lose one-third of this water, so it is 
costing us more than one-third of the 
water and is causing a loss in revenues as 
well as the extra money to produce it 
because we know it is going to be lost. 

Anyone who knows depreciated 
items obviously knows that the rate of 
disrepair or depreciation will accelerate 
without attention as the years pass and I 
think that is the reason it has been 
mentioned, a cycle of seven. After you 
get past that, if that is what the 
engineers find is that cycle, then it 
starts getting worse if it is not attended 
to as it is right now. Believe it or not, in 
the City of Pittsburgh there are 
presently areas where we have no pipes 
and if the dirt weren't solid around it, 
the water wouldn't go in the direction 
that it's going. 

It has been mentioned about the 
South Hills. I live in the South Hills and I 
have concerns for the people in the South 
Hills. It was my intestinal fortitude at 
one time to attempt to shut off every 
municipality south of the river and north 
of the river because of the overflow of 
sewage, but nevertheless, that is a 
problem that can't be satisfied and 
solved at this table. We need the kind of 
money that does not exist in the city and 
does not exist in the county but does 
exist on the state and federal levels. 

Right now pipes going from the 
Mon River into the Western Pennsylvania 
Water system are ours. If they buy 
water from us and we now have a 
commodity to sell it to them, for the 


first time the City of Pittsburgh 
residents south of the river can enjoy the 
same water that everyone else in the 
City of Pittsburgh has enjoyed, but the 
second key is important and that is, for 
the first time the Western Pennsylvania 
Water lines are not geared into out water 
lines and will eventually lead hopefully in 
what we hope will be the way that it 
should be done and that is eventually 
take over the purchase of the Western 
Pennsylvania Water System. There is no 
question that we must handle the 
matter. Likewise, whether it's the City 
or whether it's the authority, the work 
must be done because the rates will 
increase whether we do it as we are now 
or whether we do it in an authority. 
General Obligation Bonds are out; 
revenue bonds are a concept that might 
solve it. 

Relative to that matter, we have 
had the experts tell us here that if we 
were to shift from the City to the 
Authority, this responsibility would aid 
our bond indebtedness in the City of 
Pittsburgh, thereby getting us a better 
bond rating and thereby reducing our 
interest expense on any bonds that are 
sold. In that sense it has been listed here 
that there is a S27 million savings just by 
the finance operations. 

Relative to the authority. The 
authority being a new pick up in 
obligations and being more responsive in 
the sense that the board will do what 
they have to do and what the city 
residents should want them to do, then it 
would appear that they have a better 
ability to produce what is essential here. 

I want to close on one comment. I 
have been on this Council for 11 years 
and I do not know of any time in which 
the Administration's team has ever come 
here and changed their position, 
especially on this issue. I want to be the 
first one to commend everybody who has 
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testified here on behalf of the 
Administration, including Ron Schmeiser, 
Director of Finance. I think everyone 
did an excellent job and I have heard 
numerous compliments on the 
presentations. Ron’s testimony was 
knowledgeable and he gave it to us as it 
should have been given to us. It was 
clear, concise and understandable. 

There have been many people that 
have come before Council; experts, 
volunteers and some not so volunteering, 
but they all attempted to take the 
program that is before us and offer other 
alternatives, while they have not stated 
what has been proposed so far is 
incorrect or otherwise. 

There is no other course for the 
City of Pittsburgh today. If we want to 
be responsible and not political, we must 
go the authority route. We can't wait 
any longer on messing up the water 
system as we have done these past 30 to 
50 years. I vote yes. 

(END OF MR. STONE’S REMARKS - 
2/1/84) 

The Chain 

I would likewise like to point out 
that there are some very clear things 
that are coming out of all the hearings 
we had. First of all, our water system is 
not up to where it should be and anyone 
who has some difference of opinion as to 
how it might be done cannot, in good 
conscience, say that our water system is 
in good shape. We don't need to do 
anything about it. 

We cannot avoid the history and 
that is for not this Administration but 
for some 30 to 40 years we have not 
addressed the issue, even on the yearly 
basis let alone the overall capital 
improvement needs. This is a problem 
that is not here the last 2 years, 3 years, 


4 years, but rather 30 to 40 years. I shall 
not repeat in an attempt as I did last 
Wednesday, the Water Department has 
been the stepchild department of the 
City of Pittsburgh. We've done 
everything but treat it properly; we 
haven't even treated it's employees as 
City employees. It was only in recent 
years that their wages and their salaries 
were elevated to a parity with what 
everyone else had been getting for many, 
many, many years. 

No one disputes that it’s $160 
million investment right now, not 
counting the debt service, etc. No one 
disputes the fact that it's getting worse 
and likewise, the record of our City, as it 
is right now, past Mayors, past Councils, 
and even those of us who are here, have 
not given the kind of increase of water 
rates that should be there to carry out 
the kind of needs. 

What need we more than to have 
that kind of experience factor some 50 
years where we haven't done in any of 
those years what we should have done on 
behalf of water? We were told it is our 
greatest resource and, goodness knows, it 
is. But we haven't addressed it as such 
for 50 years. 

The question here is whether or 
not we should have an authority. I have 
not heard anyone who has given me, at 
least, any indication and logical reason 
why we should not go into the authority. 

It is a financing arrangement and 
even the arrangement that is before us is 
not a true authority. It is a hybrid kind 
of situation whereby the employees are 
City employees to which the authority 
pays to the City the services, those 
indirect costs which they give to the 
authority. 

I don't know why we didn't go the 
full rate; it may have been better yet. 
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But yet, there is some control. Relative 
to the matters, there have been all kind 
of financing devices given. I don t 
profess to be the best finance man in the 
world; I don't profess to be the worst 
either. I've listened to them. Some 
people suggest we ought to have general 
obligation bonds. It doesn't take long to 
wipe that one out because no good 
financier would ever attempt to do that 
and no financing management service 
would ever recommend it. What they 
have recommended is revenue bonds, 
either doing it with the City or with the 
authority. Recognizing that the best 
financing vehicle presently is revenue 
bonds, the next question is where you do 
it, with the City or with the authority. 
To me, the weight lies that the best 
advantage of the City of Pittsburgh is 
with the authority. 

I mentioned on Wednesday that I 
know of no instance in which the City's 
administrative team has ever been taken 
to task as much as it has been on this 
particular project. Yet, the key to it all 
is, no one has ever said, even Mr. Lopus, 
it's most staunch adversary because I 
don't think he's really in a position of an 
opponent, has said that the proposal is 
wrong. What has come up is that there 
may be alternatives. I think that's wise 
because two heads are always better 
than one. If two people agree 100 
percent, one is useless. But there comes 
a time when we ought to stop the mental 
gymnastics. That's what we have here. 

I listened this morning, and Mr. 
Lopus will pardon me for what I'm about 
to say, there are many times that Mr. 
Lopus will start to say something and 
never complete it and leave doubt but 
never clear it up. But I think he cleared 
it up for me this morning. Let me just 
share, if I may, with you. Under the 
Administration's proposal, they are 
suggesting a $30 million loan over 30 
years; I'm told that's 10 percent. And 


then in the vear subsequent they'll be 
paying back 2 million, 3 million, 6 
million, 10 million, 13 million, eventually 
24 million. 

In one of the alternatives I 
suggested this morning, we were talking 
about borrowing $78 million, 2-1/2 times 
more than we're proposing now, over a 10 
year period 2-1/2 times more money and 
in a condensed period, namely 10 vears 
instead of 30. We're talking about 7.25 
as the rate. But all anyone needs to do, 
anyone who has purchased a house and 
has a mortgage, I don't think there's 
anybody that bought a house that didn't 
want to pay it off cash. They would have 
loved to have done it. Regretfully, 
nobody has that kind of money around. 
So, what they do is the next thing. They 
wish they could pay it off in one year 
until they get one problem. They say, 
"What do vou have to pay back 
monthly?" When thev see those 
astronomically high monthly rates, it's 
obvious that they don't want to pay it off 
in one year. So today, the average is 
anywhere from 20 to 30 years. I do know 
that when you borrow the same money 
but instead of 40 years you do it in 30, 
then your rates are going up, what you 
have to pay back. 

I'm not so sure that if I borrow 
$30 million at 30 years mv rate is 10 
percent and if I borrow $78 million for 10 
years my rate is 7.25, because in the 
second period, the 10 to the 20 and the 
20 to the 30, if you're going over the ful 
cycle to 30 years, I'm now back out no 
longer with a fixed interest rate but 
rather what the market will bear. This 
City regretfully got caught a couple of 
times in that kind of a situation. I did 
get, after three requests, that on the pay 
back, and it has to come out, that if 
you're borrowing more money and yet 
with less years, your pay back has to go 
up. In that case, comparables, in one 
you're paying $3 million back a year as

opposed to the other, Tin told, $6 million 
but maybe we get, through some device 
of investing and re-investing, we're able 
to bring it down maybe another $1 
million. I think the figure, if my memory 
serves me correctly, was $600,000. 

That still leaves me with all the 
benefits I could possibly get of having to 
come out with an extra $Z million a year 
or somewhere along the line. I don't 
know that anyone has told me that 
somewhere there’s some fat in that 
budget for which we can pick up the 
extra $2 million. 

We are now not working on what 
is meaningful but just rather an attempt 
to destroy something. While we're doing 
it, we are also playing politics by trying 
to have the citizens believe that if this 
water authority doesn't go through — For 
instance, Mr. Lopus' suggestion you'll 
save money. But Mr. Lopus said very 
clear this morning that even with the 
alternative that he gives us, the rates 
are the same under that proposal. The 
rates under the Mayor’s proposal and the 
proposal we got this morning, are 
identical. All it is is a matter of funding 
mechanism over the long haul and the 
long years. But, one thing that I find is a 
concern: Mr. Lopus is indicating that we 
can borrow at 7.25 and even though we're 
not going to put it in the ground right 
away because it's not conceivable that 
we can spend the $78 million in that 
short period of time and we can invest 
and re-in vest. And if you invest for 
higher money than what you’re borrowing 
from, it seems that our laws have tended 
to that and that's what they call 
arbitrage. I am fearful that we may be 
on the bounds of legal arbitrage. 

At any rate, I want to be fair to 
everybody. Relative to the financing 
proposal that is given to us, that came 
somewhere in October or November, so 
they were thinking about it at that time, 


and I'm sure that the proposed water 
authority would have to re-look at it. 
Five months makes a difference, even to 
someone who already had a pretty good 
plan five months ago. That does not 
wipe out the possibility of incorporating 
any new ideas that are there and even 
updating the program that is there. 

Politically, we who are elected 
officials have to make some decisions. 
Some we make because people say, 
"Don't do it" and then later they, like we, 
suffer because we didn't have the 
imagination or the intestinal fortitude to 
gome forward when we should have come 
forward. We've waited 50 years too long 
in this instance; we can't afford to wait 
any more. 

I obviously, having no choice, as a 
citizen and elected official, in the best 
interest of the City of Pittsburgh, I can 
vote no other way but yes.

On Bills 75 through 88, Mr. 
President, we just got a letter that was 
just on the desk out here when we came 
out today. I want to read this into the 
record anyway. 

The Chair: 

Just insert it. We all got a copy. 
Put it in the record. 

Mr. Givens: 

I have a copy but Td like to read 
the copy into the records. This is 
pertinent and you weren't here when 
much of this discussion came up and a 
post agenda bill. It's addressed to all 
members of Council and it's from Danny 
Pellegrini, our City Solicitor. 
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"You have requested an opinion as 
to whether or not Council Bill Nos. 75, 
76, 77, 78, 79, 80, 81, 82, 83, 84, 85, 86, 
87, and 88 violate Article IX, Section 9 
of the Pennsylvania Constitution. 

Article IX, Section 9 of the 
Pennsylvania Constitution prohibits any 
municipality from giving grants and 
donations except as specifically 
authorized by state statute to any 
corporation, association or individual. 

Director Brown has informed me 
as to the purpose for each of these 
Bills. Council Bill Nos. 75, 78, 82, 86, 
and 87 provide for each of these groups 
to provide recreational services to the 
City. Council Bill Nos. 76, 77, 79, 80, 
81, 83, 84, 85, and 88 provide for 
performances that can only be attended 
by City residents in City parks or provide 
admission for participants in out-of-City 
programs, e.g., senior citizens centers. 

Accordingly, it is the opinion of 
the Department that, since each of these 
Bills is for a purchase of services, 
Council Bill Nos. 76 through 88 do not 
violate Article IX, Section 9 of the 
Pennsylvania Constitution." 

I might say that they left several 
bills off that were on that that the 
Mayor vetoed that indicated that we 
cannot give grants and donations to 
agencies that are outside the limits of 
the City of Pittsburgh or our own 
residents. These bills, and I don't have 
them all before me, these bills, if I 
might, these bills, are not in fact giving 
entertainment to people outside the City 
of Pittsburgh when we say that we're 
going to have the Pittsburgh Ballet 
Theatre. Now, that's attended, surely, 
by only Pittsburgh residents. 

The Chair: 

Tickets, tickets. 


Mr. Givens: 

Pardon me? 

The Chair: 

The way they handle that is they 
get tickets for our senior citizens. 

Mr. Givens: 

Those tickets don't begin to 
indicate the $25,000 some that we 
contribut. Yes, they give us some 
tickets; they do not give us $25,000 
worth of tickets and other amenities that 
we give them like tax exemption, etc. 
You cannot say that the Civic Light 
Opera, professional services which we 
receive no tickets for, that we get any 
service from them and that this is 
southwesternal region in scope. 
Champion Association appropriated for 
professional services, 1984 - $5,000. 
Another one. Here's one for $15,000 for 
Duquesne University for furnishing dance 
performances. I imagine that's our 
Tamburitzens, a great outfit that goes 
all over the country. 

Now, the ones that are being 
denied, here's $12,000 for entertainment 
chargeable from Recreational for Three 
Rivers Art Festival. Everybody comes in 
for the Art Festival. They even make 
money on it. The City makes money on 
it. Everyone makes money on it. 

Six thousand dollars, Robert 
Morris, for services, a group named 
Pittsburgh Folk Festival during 1984. 
People coming in, again, from all over. 
Ozanam, I think, is one of our only true 
people right there that do work right 
within the City and go out from the City 
and bring tradition and very good 
trophies back to the City as was 
exemplified during the Dapper Dan 
Awards Dinner last night. One lady 
appeared here with the Ozanam. 
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Here's another. Twenty-five 
thousand dollars for professional service 
with Wind Symphony who sometimes is 
never in the City of Pittsburgh is always 
on the road and rightfully so. They're 
representing the City of Pittsburgh. 
Twenty-five thousand dollars here for 
the Pittsburgh Opera for furnishing 
services for the benefit of residents of 
the City. Another $3,000. 

My mark is that the Mayor vetoed 
about 3 or 4 line items from our budget 
that fit right into this package right here 
that were denied by the City of 
Pittsburgh. One of them was the 
Friendship House which accommodates 
people who come into our hospitals and 
who have generally cardiac problems, 
that's where most of the people are 
coming from. The County has already 
given them $50,000 under CD money. 
We have still not gotten any CD money; 
our Finance Chairman used to look into 
it. Ben, do you have any answers to it? 
We're in our fifth week right now. I have 
not received one bloody word from 
anybody in regards to the Friendship 
House which is serving not only people 
from the local area and if you have a 
heart patient, I don't care where he is, 
and you live in one end of this town and 
you know that you can live in another 
end and be within 2 minutes, 3 minutes, 5 
minutes from that hospital, you're going 
to be there if you're not going to be right 
in the waiting room which was the 
problem in all of our major hospitals. We 
had people sleeping in the corridors, 
sleeping in the lounge areas and that 
didn't look too nice for people who were 
coming in. 

So, we provided a service that 
other cities are providing. Pittsburgh is 
the city of smiles; we're supposed to be 
the leaders of this nation and this is a 
leadership program that we have not 
given our fair contribution to. 


The other one was the high school 
band from over there in the South Hills 
that other than their normal band 
practices are in competition and go out 
and show Pittsburgh off like the Wind 
Symphony shows it off, like the 
Pittsburgh Opera shows it off, like the 
Pittsburgh Ballet shows it off. We refuse 
to give our own little kids in that 
community. We give it to Ozanam but 
we find, for some reason, under Article 
IX, Section 9 of the Constitution of the 
State of Pennsylvania that we have 
something wrong. 

We have our own police and fire 
softball teams that want to have a 
national tournament in our own City. 
But Parks and Recreation, they can't 
come up with a wee little contract for a 
couple of thousand dollars to bring in 
people from all over the United States, 
police officers and firemen. And you 
know the association they have. When 
they go back, I mean, they can really 
blow their horn about this smiling City of 
Pittsburgh. Yet, we denied them under 
this same Constitutional thing. 

My point, Mr. President, is, if we 
deny those four that I just mentioned, 
then many of these that I mentioned here 
should be denied. I asked for a legal 
opinion; I got a legal opinion that didn’t 
even address the issue right here. I 
asked our Finance Chair to do something 
about it. Nothing. Let the people from 
Carrick, let the people from Bloomfield 
and Garfield and let the policemen and 
let the firemen and those others that I 
can't even recall right now, be denied 
and I say then that those who vote for 
these bills right here in this Council, 
until that issue is settled and we have it 
settled in writing, that I think we are 
denying some people of some 
neighborhoods something that they 
should deservingly receive. 

I ask to put them back into 
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Committee for one more week. 

The Chair: 

We're voting now, Dick. How do 
you vote? 

Mr. Givens: 

I have a motion that we put them 
in Committee until this thing is 
resolved. That's all, Bob. One thing. 

Ben, it's your floor. I relied upon 
you and you said, in good faith, sitting at 
this table on a post agenda item — 

Mr. Woods: 

Dick, I do have communication for 
you and I'd rather not bring it up right 
now. I'd rather wait until Wednesday. 
Okay? 

Mr. Givens: 

Wednesday is too late. 

Mr. Woods: 

We’re voting on these bills now 
and I think the motion has been made. I 
think the Clerk was calling the roll. 

The Chair: 

I have a motion; I've not heard a 
second. The motion fails. 

Let's have your vote now, Mr. 
Givens. Call the question. 

Mr. Givens: 

I would very much want to give all 
these people everything that they 
rightfully deserve but because of my 
commitment to those other 
neighborhoods, whether it be a 
neighborhood that Tm from or any other 


neighborhood, I would have to say at this 
particular time, I have to abstain on 
these particular entities right here until 
such a time as our Finance Chairman 
does something about it Wednesdav and I 
hope he does. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

Tm going to vote aye because I 
don't think it would be fair for this 
Council to deny Arsenal Board of Trade 
or Brashear or Three Rivers Brass Band 
the help that they need for groups that 
we may or may not be able to help. I 
think what we should do is pass this 
legislation now and look into helping the 
other groups later on in the week. 

Mr. Wagner: 

I vote aye and I’d like to say that 
last Wednesday in the Committee 
Meeting I requested information from 
Parks and Recreation pertaining to the 
appropriations of the County to these 
various organizations. I have copies of 
that if anyone would like to have it. In 
some instances, we are actually 
contributing more dollars than the 
County is when, in fact, people outside 
the City are probably using these events 
more so than City residents. I vote aye.

PRESENTATIONS 


As many of you may be aware, 
last week we lost three distinguished 
Pittsburghers to death. These were 
individuals who most of us are familiar 
with, most of us have had some 
association with them. Unfortunately, 
we cannot control the time that we 
spend here on this earth, the time that 
we come or the time that we leave, but 
certainly we have some control over that 
which we do while we're here and the 
three individuals I'd like to honor today, I 
think, made some outstanding 

contributions to our community, as many 
before them have. It's just unfortunate 
that three of them passed within seven 
days of one another. They were 

individuals who I think had a great deal 
to do with the progress that this City 
made in the 1960's and 1970's. While 
there were differences in their age, their 
style and their sex, they certainly were 
involved in making this a better city. 

I thought it would be a fine 
tribute for this Council to so honor them 
with a resolution and to see to it that 
their families receive copies of this 
resolution and that the individuals were 
so honored that they become a part of 
our permanent history as far as the City 
is concerned and that their names and 
their works be forever remembered.

MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS 
Mr. Robinson: 

Just a moment, if I might, Mr. 
President. As fcouncil may be aware, 
some time ago, I guess about two months 
ago, this Council approved the purchase 
of the old J & L site on the South Side by 
our Urban Redevelopment Authority for 
a possible future development. The 
Urban Redevelopment Authority is in the 
process of applying for a grant from the 
Department of Community Affairs, 


Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, in the 
total of $1,859,800.00. This amount 
represents a small portion of what it's 
going to take to develop that site. I am 
concerned that we do what we can here 
in City Government to assist the Urban 
Redevelopment Authority and the 
eventual developers in getting the 
necessary money, not only to develop 
that site, but to engage in a significant 
economic development in this end of the 
state. 


In that regard, Td like to remind 
Council that the State Legislature is 
considering the Thornburg budget at this 
time and there are monies designated for 
the Department of Community Affairs, 
there are monies designated for the 
Discretionary Fund. It is out of that 
Discretionary Fund that the Urban 
Redevelopment Authority hopes to get 
money for the J & L project and others. 
I think it would be in our best interest if 
we would send a letter to our Allegheny 
County Delegation, to the State 
Legislature, requesting their support of 
the efforts of the Urban Redevelopment 
Authority to get money for the J & L 
site development and other economic 
development monies so badly needed in 
our City. I think it would do us well to 
also contact directly the Speaker of the 
House, Representative K. Leroy Irvis 
who does represent the City of 
Pittsburgh also in State Legislature, to 
ask for his assistance in making sure that 
Western Pennsylvania, specifically the 
City of Pittsburgh, gets the money that 
is necessary to develop sites such as the 
J & L site. This particular development 
could mean hundreds of jobs in our area; 
it certainly will generate the economy of 
this area. 

I think that we need to do all that 
we can to make sure that every vacant 
building, every vacant industrial site, in 
our City in developed. If Council is so 
disposed, I think letters would be 
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appropriate and any other assistance that 
members of Council might give, Pm sure 
would be appreciated by the Urban 
Redevelopment Authority. 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

I concur with you, Mr. Robinson. 
Is there any objections to sending a 
letter through Mr. Perry, our City Clerk? 

Mr. O'Malley: 

I think Mr. Robinson should make 
that in the form of a motion and Til be 
glad to second it. 

Mr. Robinson: 

So moved. 

Mr. O'Malley seconded the motion.

Mr. Givens: 

I'd like to ask for a post agenda 
this coming Wednesday on the ConAgra 
Agreement. I would like to invite 
someone from the Controller's Office in 
regards to the deed transfer tax. It 
appears that the City of Pittsburgh and 
some other governmental agencies are 
being shortchanged to the tune of 
$ 100 , 000 . 00 . 

For you who did not hear the 
12:00 news or the latest news, Kroger 
has now folded their tent in the 
Southwestern Pennsylvania, especially 
that of Allegheny County and the City of 
Pittsburgh. They are going to sell to 
independent store owners and Fox Food 
Distribution, I guess, will be the people 
who will do it. But it's a sad note and if 
anything I can say — You talked about 
unfair labor practices; how would any of 
us like to work for a company for 15 or 
20 years, some of theses people have 20 


years with their invested pension rights 
and everything else, and now be told that 
they cannot ever again go to work with a 
particular companv. I think somewhere, 
someplace, this Council, the Mayor's 
Office, the Allegheny Conference, we 
must get together and see what is 
happening to our area around here. 
ConAgra is just one with the old Armour 
meat packing plant. We have the Dravo 
people who are on strike, a member of 
the Allegheny Conference. We have 
Station Square people at the Grande 
Concourse that are having problems right 
now. We see that U.S. Steel, a part 
again of this Allegheny Conference, who 
is buying national steel out in Indiana and 
Chicago and that area, leaving and just 
ripping apart our Mon Valley right here. 

What are we, as elected officials, 
what is the Mayor, what are the 
Commissioners going to do to stop the 
erosion of our labor power in this valley 
that we so dearly hold to our hearts? I 
think something has to be done and done 
immediately. I feel very frustrated when 
I feel that Krogers is going to go out and 
just sell to independent dealers and 
they're just going to undercut. That's 
fair practice of business and we can't do 
anything about that. But what about the 
souls and the families and the children of 
all the people who worked for Krogers 
and what's going to happen to them? The 
same thing is happening to ConAgra. 

I say to this Council, I say to this 
Mayor, I say to this Governor and our 
Commissioners, that we must do 
something that if this is the case, then I 
say to the people in the neighborhoods, 
you buy that store, you start up a store 
co-op and do away with the middleman, 
do away with the Fox Industries, etc. 
because what they're telling your people 
is, they want you to shop at their store 
but they want to cut out all the people 
who work from that community in that 
store. It's not just one, it's about five or 




six major companies and many of these 
tie into our Allegheny Conference. When 
are we going to wake up in this Council 
and start doing something about it? I 
know this Councilman wants to do 
something about it and I think the rest of 
you want to do something about it. But I 
think we need a summit meeting and we 
need that summit meeting so fast and so 
quick that all of our heads would spin and 
we should sit down in this Council here 
and start talking to one another,'start 
talking to the people of the Allegheny 
Conference, start talking to our State 
Governor and ask him to do something to 
revive what's happening here. 
Otherwise, I suggest to the people, as I 
so indicated, that they take their own 
businesses into their own hands, we start 
up our own mom and pop stores and we 
forget about big business because big 
business is raping this area right before 
my eyes and I feel very sad today to give 
this announcement to our own Council. 
But, come Wednesday, we will at least 
look at the post agenda on ConAgra, one 
specific area. 

Also, Ben, 1 would like to have 
someone from the County who does the 
assessment of these factories, etc., that 
indicated that they were underpriced, 
that when all of the billings had come 
out, etc., that the Armour meat packing 
plant that we had there was totally 
underassessed, apparently, that they 
could come out with a tax stamp almost 
$100,000.00 cheaper than what they 
could. It's hard for me to conceive when 
we're talking about holding jobs, I don't 
know whether it was before or after, 
when the IDA, the Industrial 
Development Authority of Allegheny 
County, gave this ConAgra a $10 million 
loan to fix up their company so we could 
hire our Armour people back. They told 
Armour, "You can forget about the 
Armour contracts, you can forget about 
those labor contracts. To hell with you 
in the City of Pittsburgh and Allegheny 


County. We'll take you $10 million and 
we want you people to come back at 
$5.00 an hour." You figure it out. Any 
family man, can he live on $5.00 an 
hour? The answer to that is absolutely 
not. 

The snowball is beginning to roll 
up at the top of the mountain and I hope 
before it gets down here it's not an 
avalanche and all of us get buried 
underneath it. That’s what's happening 
and I just want to relay my feelings to 
you, Ben, at this time and take some 
leadership role in trying to bring this 
about, as all Council members, I hope, 
will and I hope Wednesday is the kick-off 
point from this Council and from here on 
in we start developing - it. We are the 
grass-roots; let’s tell our own people, 
then, that it will start here and it will 
move from here. 

Thank you. 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

If I may, I think we all are in 
agreement but we had a post agenda two 
weeks ago and we directed the City 
Solicitor to look into it and I think he's 
already started that process. We did 
meet with ConAgra and the people with 
SNAC two weeks ago on that same issue 
you're talking about at a post agenda. 
Also, at that post agenda was the City 
Controller and he is looking into it from 
his end. But, if you want another one, I 
have no problems with it. 

Mr. Givens: 

This will be a report that will 
come from our Controller's Office to this 
Council. You know, sometimes our 
Administration, and that's the flag that 
fm waving, is not moving fast enough. 
Apparently the Controller of the City of 
"Pittsburgh wants to come back and 
report to this Council on his findings. 
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The Chair, Pro tern: 

You want a post agenda on what 
they've done so far on that issue? 

Mr. Givens: 

That's right. This Wednesday. 
And to invite our own people up who 
were here previously. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. President, I think there's a 
need for us as elected officials to begin 
to address this problem a little more 
seriously in terms of the possibility of 
setting up a committee consisting of 
elected officials from the City, County, 
possibly the State, possibly from 
Allegheny Conference, to address the 
problem of plant closings, the relocation 
of plants, the loss of jobs. 

In my short five or six weeks on 
Council, we have had three or four 
occasions already where we have had 
either plants close or the loss of jobs or a 
relocation of the work and I think the 
purpose of this Committee should be not 
to take a side with labor or management 
but a neutral position in the hopes that 
we could increase and enhance the 
communications betw.een the two groups. 

Let me ask this question. Is there 
a committee of that type in existence 
today? 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

It's my understanding, I guess 
that's what Allegheny Conference is 
supposed to be doing and it's evident that 
the job is not getting done. Perhaps 
you're right and I think we all agree that 
we have to do something so I think 
maybe we should look into that 
immediately and try to do something 
else. 


Mr. Robinson: 

If I might follow up on Mr. 
Wagner's concern, I think it's very well 
taken and certainly as Chairman of 
Planning, Housing and Development for 
this Council, I'd be more than happy to 
work on any committee that this Council 
would establish that deals with economic 
development and some of the related 
problems. I think, also, this Council 
should be aware that the Allegheny 
Conference on Community Development, 
some one year ago, did establish a major 
committee to look into the economic 
condition of our Wester Pennsylvania 
Region. They did issue a report, they did 
appoint some subcommittees. At that 
time, I had indicated I thought that it 
would be appropriate for this Council, 
through various members, to be 
represented on those subcommittees. To 
my knowledge, there are no members of 
this Council on any of those 

subcommittees, even though those 

committees are in the process of making 
some preliminary plans which include the 
City of Pittsburgh. I think it is 
incumbent upon us to indicate to 
everyone in the private sector who is 
working to improve this City who might 
need the help of City government that 
they might want to involve members of 
this Council at the appropriate time. 
Far too often we are confronted with 
plans and preparations that others have 
made for us and then we’re asked to 
sanction them, to give a stamp of 
approval. I think we have borne the 
brunt of the plant closing issue, we have 
borne the brunt of wokers layoffs, we 
have borne the brunt of union frustration 
with management; yet, we have been 
least prepared to even begin to identify 
the problem much less give any 
answers. I think before we entertain one 
more group, one more problem or one 
more piece of legislation dealing with 
labor management problems, we ought to 
find out what involvement the City of 
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Pittsburgh has, the Administration or 
this Council, with the Allegheny 
Conference efforts to revitalize this 
area and I think we ought to insist that 
we have a role in that process. We have 
a legitimate right to have a role in that 
process because I think there's every 
anticipation that the City of Pittsburgh 
will be cooperating in revitalizing this 
area. I think we need to let it be known 
that if we're going to have to take the 
brunt of the problems, then we want a 
full role in trying to identify some 
solutions. I would hope that the 
leadership on this Council would move 
very quickly to do that because I think 
Mr. Wagner's point is well taken and I 
anticipate that we have not seen the last 
of the kinds of problems exemplified by 
the ConAgra situation, Giant Eagle, 
Kroger, Nabisco, and many others that 
we could mention. I think if we're going 
to maintain our credibility and our 
effectiveness, we must insist on being 
involved in any effort to revitalize 
Western Pennsylvania, specifically the 
City of Pittsburgh, and I think we must 
insist that the appropriate people on this 
Council be involved in that process. 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

I totally agree with both of you 
and I'd like to take it one step further; 
that we have to get other elected 
officials involved in this thing. Just like 
you said, we take the brunt of everything 
and we've got very little control, if any, 
over it. We have to start getting our 
Legislators involved and we're going to 
have to drag them in, our State Senators, 
our U.S. Congressmen, and our U.S. 
Senators. We have one from this part of 
the state and all we hear is a lot of 
rhetoric. We have a Governor from this 
part of the state and all we hear is 
rhetoric. So, have to bring these people 
in plus our Commissioners. I agree. I 
think it's about time we did something t 

and we should start doing it , 


immediately. I'll work to that end. 

Mr. Givens: 

Ben, I think tomorrow, then, I 

would so ask the Chief Clerk that I'd like 
to have the President or one of the chief 
spokesmen for the Allegheny County 

Development Authority, the IDA, that 
has the $10 million loan, a 3 percent 
loan, to this ConAgra. I'd like to put 
that thing on hold and Td like that 

personally to be discussed by this 

Councilman and the people from the 
IDA. They're an authority. I hope they 
show up, Mike, and I hope you get the 
President of that Authority to come on 
down here. I would hate to see ConAgra 
get $10 million of our tax paying dollars 
to turn around and tell our unions to go 
to hell and come back to work, the meat 
cutters, for five dollars and some cents 
and hour. They are not going to get one 
penny of that if I have anything to say 
about it and I would like to put some 
type of a moratorium on that $10 million 
right now and I'd like to invite them over 
here Wednesday to tell us what they are 
going to do; if they're going to hold this 
or give it to the ConAgra people or not. 
They are not going to continue to rape 
our people and if so, this government will 
step in and if we have to do it on our 
own, we can do it on our own. We can 
buy stores and turn them over to the 
people using our own tax dollars to do 
it. We are not going to be raped by the 
multi-national corporations that are 
coming in here doing the trick and the 
job that they are doing in this particular, 
more so than any other area of the 
country. You can call it union-busting or 
anything else but when you cut out the 
legs of a person who is the head of a 
household and trying to support a family, 
then that's when I say it's time for us to 
move in. 
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Mr. Wagner:

In reference to a point made 
earlier by Mr. Robinson regarding the 
Jones and Laughlin site for an industrial 
•park, I would like to see this Council 
send a letter to the Department of 
Transportation to investigate the 
possibility of providing an exit ramp 
from the Parkway East going west to 
east for better accessibility to that 
area. At the present time, there is 
accessibility coming from the opposite 
direction with the Bates Street exit but 
there is not coming from the major 
arteries of 79 North, 79 South, the 
Parkway West from the airport, and I 
think that would play a tremendous 
impact in terms of bringing potential 
companies into that proposed industrial 
site. I think we need to act on it early 
and see if the potential of getting some 
federal or state funds involved to 
actually construct an exit ramp in that 
area. 

So, I move that we initiate a 
letter to PennDOT along those lines.

WHEREAS, Pittsburgh taxpayers 
are contributing a significant portion of 
the funding for the LRT Project.

I would like the record to indicate 
that I reluctantly vote aye on Bill 116 
because the work began several weeks 
ago before this Council in fact 
authorized the work to begin.

I would like to echo Mr. 
Grabowski's concern. I think we ought to 
do whatever is appropriate to discourage 
our department heads from authorizing 
work in advance of the appropriate 
approval by Council and the Mayor. I 
think it does send a false signal to 
contractors and perhaps puts the 
Directors in the position of indebting the 
City without having the legal authority 
to do so.

Mr. Wagner: 

Discussion. Could I ask Mr. 
Cosentino to please come to the table? 

Mr. Cosentino, we have had 
considerable discussion on this bill. As a 
matter of fact, we held it for one 


additional week. The reason why we held 
it one additional week was we were 
asking questions to Mr. McDermott, 
when in fact the work that began on this 
project began back prior to the creation 
of Engineering and Construction, when it 
came out of the Water Department. We 
then found out that actual work, or 
approval to do this work, was given back 
on November 9, 1983, and Council 

received the legislation to allocate 
$47,000.00 to pay for the work, and my 
number one question is, why are we 
receiving this legislation now, and why 
did it not come back in November? 

Director Cosentino: 

Well, first of all, it was my 
understanding that the resolution being 
processed prior to that November 9 date, 
apparently there was a lack of 
communication between two of mv 
personnel that caused that to occur. I 
was under the impression that that was 
being done. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Well, in your letter, which I have 
here, that was sent to Chester Engineers, 
it does not indicate that. 

Director Cosentino: 

Well, we don't necessarily indicate 
in the letter if it is being done. We don't 
generally tell the Consultant that that is 
being done. I think we did indicate in the 
letter that the contract was — before 
the contract was executed that no 
invoices were to be submitted to the 
City. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Well, is this common procedure? 
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Director Cosentino: 

No, it is not common; it is an 
exception to the rule. We simply don't 
carry out an operation that way. 

Mr. Wagner; 

Well, I'm having a problem with 
this legislation because I am finding out 
that this is occurring more than it 
should, and especially in the committee 
that I have, Engineering and 
Construction, and there is no need for 
this to occur. 

Council should approve any and 
every piece of legislation prior to the 
contractor being notified that they 
should begin work on a project. 

Director Cosentino: 

I agree. 

Mr. Wagner: 

There are other problems with 
this legislation in that we are asking a 
consulting company to go out and 
evaluate whether or not we need a new 
roof on a building, whether or not we 
need some filter work done at that 
location. The problem is that we have 
the expertise within the City to go out 
and take a look at roofs and determine 
what work needs to be done. So, 
therefore, I think that part of this 
legislation and part of the cost, 
$47,000.00, is not necessary. However, 
the problem exists today in that I suspect 
a good portion *of this has been 
completed. Is that correct? 

Director Cosentino: 

Some of the work has been 
completed, yes. 


Mr. Wagner: 

How about the work pertaining to 
the roof? 

Director Cosentino: 

I believe that has been done.

So, in other words, if Council does 
not approve this, then we have Chester 
Engineers out there not receiving their 
dollars.

MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS 
Mr. Robinson: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, I would like to make a few brief 
comments on the letter forwarded to 
City Council by City of Pittsburgh 
Controller, Tom Flaherty, relative to our 
bond counsel, the law firm of Baskin and 
Sears serving as an agent of South 
Africa. 

In 1982 and 1983, this Council 
supported resolutions that I sponsored 
which requested the President of the 
United States and the Secretary of State 
to rescind authorization to the Republic 
of South Africa to establish "Honorary 
Consulates" in various American cities 
including Pittsburgh. 

Also, upon my initiative, this 


Council approved legislation to restrict 
the investment of City of Pittsburgh 
Pension Funds in business activities in 
the Republic of South Africa. I would 
like to refresh Council's memory on this 
point; the resolution was 1167 of 1982, 
Pension Reform Press Agreement. There 
were two agreements and Council was 
gracious enough to include a Section D in 
both agreements which reads as 
follows: Investments shall not be 

initiated or concluded with corporated 
entities, public or private, which are 
owned, managed, or otherwise under the 
jurisdiction of the Republic of South 
Africa. 


I believe the spirit of our actions 
was to indicate a desire not to be 
directly or indirectly involved with 
governments or activities supportive of 
undemocratic principles and practices 
such as apartheid. 

At this time, I believe it would be 
appropriate to create a Task Force on 
City Investments to examine our 
investment policies and business 
practices to insure their compatibility 
with the principle of equal opportunity 
and other precepts of democracy. 

The Office of the Mayor, City 
Council, and the Office of the Controller 
should be involved. 

I would suggest that they pattern 
their efforts after those recently 
initiated by the state of Connecticut. 

For more specific information on 
the resolutions passed by Council, I 
request members of Council to refer to 
the Municipal Records of Monday, March 
8, 1982, Monday, March 29, 1982, and 
Monday, June 13, 1983.

Mr. Woods: 

First of all, I'd like to ask Mr. 
Robinson, are you asking for that task 
force to be formed now or are you 
suggesting we look into it? 

Secondly, I don’t know what 
happened in the state of Connecticut so 
if you could enlighten us there — 

Mr. Robinson: 

Okay. On the first point that you 
raised, I think that the Task Force should 
be created immediately. About a year 
ago, I raised this issue when Resolution 
1167 was being considered by this 
Council. I raised that issue with our 
Finance Director, Mr. Schmeiser, and 
also suggested to our President, Mr. 
DePasquale, Council's President, that 
such a task force would be in the best 
interest of the City. I still believe that 
it would be. 

As far as the issue of what 
happened in the state of Connecticut, 
the Treasurer of the State of 
Connecticut, two or three years ago, was 
appointed by the Governor to head up a 
task force on investments, investments 
of monies of the state of Connecticut. 
Out of the efforts of that task force 
came an 80 page document which 
established guidelines for the investment 
of monies of the state of Connecticut. 
One of the specific things that the 
document spoke to was the issue of 
investing monies in countries such as 
South Africa, more specifically, 
countries which practice undemocratic 
prinicples such as apartheid. 

I think that document is 
landmarked and set to precedent. It was 
a very well thought out document and I 
think done with the utmost responsibility 
on the part of public officials and I think 
it might provide us with some sort of 


guide. 

I have, on previous occasions, 
suggested to Mr. Schmeiser that he 
might want to look at that document to 
see if there was any way that we might 
incorporate some of its ideas. I think the 
question of investments in South Africa 
only speaks to one aspect of the study in 
Connecticut. They were looking at the 
total investment practices of the state 
and wanted to make sure that they were 
investing their monev consistent with 
what the state principles and laws were 
but also recognizing that this issue of 
investing money in foreign countries 
often times can become very difficult. 
You need a responsible policy, one that is 
responsible to good money management 
but also one that is consistent with your 
concerns about democratic government 
and democracy throughout the world. 

Mr. Woods: 

I have no problems with the 
committee or a task force, but I do have 
problems including the Mayor's Office 
and the Controller's Office. Every time 
we form a committee in this Council 
we're involving other parts of our 
government. If we want to make a 
committee, I think it should be done 
right here in Council and I'm sure we can 
get all the information that we need and 
we have the expertise right here. That's 
the way I'd go with the committee. If 
this Council does it and we look into it 
ourselves, we don't need all the outside 
help. That’s my opinion. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Let me just respond to that very 
quickly if I might, Mr. President. My 
interest in the Controller and the Mayor 
is because of their sworn obligations in 
the area of this City's fiscal 
responsibilities. The Controller does 
have some responsibility relative to our 
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pension fund, as does the President of 
our Council. The Mayor of our City, of 
course, is charged with the awesome 
responsibility of preparing a budget 
every year and indeed selecting those 
professionals such as bond counsel to 
help us make decisions about how we 
should invest our money. 

I simply thought it would be 
appropriate to involve Council, the 
Mayor and the Controller in an overall 
evaluation. I do agree with you that 
Council certainly has the capability of 
doing our part and I think if the 
President of Council saw fit to appoint 
yourself as Finance Chairman and others 
to a committee, that certainly you could 
do a good job and certainly I think this 
Council could set an example, perhaps, 
for the Controller's Office and the 
Mayor's Office in terms of what we think 
ought to be done in the area of investing 
this City's monies. 

The Chair: 

Let me just make a remark here 
so it's restricted in the sense of which I 
am making it. 

I stand before you not condoning 
the matter that exists in the Republic of 
South Africa but, nevertheless, I think a 
comment in that report needs corrected, 
at least in proper frame. It's not mv 
intent nor my desire to defend the firm 
of Baskin and Sears. Obviously, they're 
more capable financially, in size and 
ability, than I. But, nevertheless, I would 
be remiss as a lawyer who would not 
point out the fact that everyone is 
entitled to representation, our friends as 
well as our foe, and obviously, when 
you're representing someone, you do not, 
you do not, and I emphasize that, 
subscribe to everything that they 
subscribe to. 

In light of that, I'm reminded a 


few years back that there were some 
people of not the best standards in our 
community, no one wanted to defend; the 
Bar Association and the courts felt bound 
that they in this country, in the 
democratic society, ought to be 
represented. I'm likewise reminded by 
the fact that the American Civil 
Liberties Union is one of their recent 
clients as representing a Ku Klux 
Klanner, which obviously seems to be the 
total extreme of what is ordinarily their 
representation. 

In that light, let it be known that 
representation does not determine what 
the individual does. 

Td like one more comment and I'd 
like to be on the record with this one as 
well. I would suggest, since he is here, 
the Controller — I, for one, have always 
been disturbed — I'm not saying this now 
that you are the Controller, Tom, so we 
understand it — I cannot possibly 
conceive how, as Mr. Woods has seemed 
to have indicated, where we have three 
parts of government participating in 
something on a daily effort and then who 
is going to audit, after that, who is going 
to control. One of the things that I think 
is always something that sort of caused 
me to think, if the Controller is involved, 
and let's take the pension fund for a 
moment, if the Controller is involved and 
the President of Council is involved and 
someone from the Administration is 
involved, after that, since the Controller 
is with us, who does the controlling? 
Who does the auditing? I don't know how 
that came to pass but it always has been 
my- understanding that a trustee in an 
organization or an auditor or a controller 
should not be involved in the daily 
function other than they oversee what 
everybody else does. There ought to be 
some look into that, I think, and again, 
let me just respectfully say that it does 
not include the personality rather than 
the position. If we had some other 
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source that checks us after, I wonder, 
but we don't. 

Mr. Woods: 

Mr. President, again I'd like to say 
that I have no problem with the task 
force or a committee as long as it just 
included City Council members and we 
went ahead and really looked into this 
thing. 

I don't think we should keep 
throwing the name of Baskin and Sears 
around for whatever work they do for 
South Africa because, and it might be a 
little silly, everybody in this room and 
probably everybody in the Unites States 
is just as bad because we all buy 
diamonds and most of the diamonds are 
mined in South Africa. 

The Chair: 

I can't afford to buy them. 

Mr. Woods: 

I mean it's a big thing and I agree 
with Mr. Robinson. Perhaps we should 
look into this but I believe we should look 
into it as a Council. 

The Chair: 

On another subject, if I may. At 
the expense of being redundant, let me 
repeat because I shall always repeat this 
matter. Mr. Wagner has brought up the 
matter of the LRT System and I would be 
remiss if I didn't take this opportunity to 
mention that had we been riding Skybus 
we could have been in it now for three 
years at $80 million. We Eire now in an 
abortive system called LRT, Light Rail 
Transit, and we're not in it yet; we’ve got 
another two years to go and we are 
already over $500 million. That's $430 
million we could have used somewhere 
else. When anyone tells you we made a 


mistake on Skybus, ask that individual to 
look in the mirror and see who made the 
mistake. 

It should not come to pass that we 
forget that $430 million could have gone 
a long way. One of the most expensive 
bridges in the City of Pittsburgh was the 
Liberty Bridge rehabilitation job and it 
cost us $35 million. Multiply that 
through and we could have done a lot of 
bridges and a lot of roads in this 
community if, in my opinion, we had not 
wasted it on something less than what we 
could have had originally and that was 
Skybus. 

Mr. Woods moved to excuse Mr. Givens 
and Michelle Madoff for absence from 
the meeting.

Michelle Madoff: 

On Bill 202. I wasn't here until 
Thursday and Friday and I was trying to 
get some more information on this bill. 
It just doesn't make sense to me that we 
revamp, we meaning the Administration, 
revamps the way we do business in the 
City, takes the Engineering and 
Construction away from public works, 
creates a department with Mr. 
McDermott who I helped bring to the 
City because I knew his record, I worked 
with him previously to his coming to tHe 
City, and then hiring a consultant for Mr. 
McDermott, reduced from $95,000 to 
now $75,000. 

Why are we giving Massaro 
$75,000? Isn't this the same company 
that worked at the Stadium and fouled up 
on the turf there and Lord knows how 
many thousands of dollars it's going to 
cost to fix that? I understand that part 
of his reference is his credibility and 
accountability and his qualifications he 
listed is work at that Stadium. 

I also want to know how much 
work Massaro has had from the City; I 
want a dollar volume, the number of 
contracts. I don't think this bill ought to 
be passed right now. I don't care that he 
gave me $200.00, that I got an 
unexpected check from him the day 
before I ran for office either. 


A Resolution entitled, "Resolution

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. President, in reference to this 
bill, I have investigated the bill to a 
great degree. Originally, the bill was 
submitted with an estimated cost of 
$95,000. I have met with Mr. 
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McDermott, I've met with Mr. Massaro in 
regard to the work that is proposed to be 
done with the Engineering and 
Construction Department. We have 
come up with a more realistic figure of 
$75,000 as an estimated consulting fee. 
In other words, the bill was reduced by 
$ 20 , 000 . 

Now, what is the need for a 
consultant in the Engineering and 
Construction Department? 

Michelle Madoff: 

I don't know. 

Mr. Wagner: 

First of all, we have a new 
department, effective January 1 of 
1984. There's a tremendous amount of 
reorganization in that department. It's 
Mr. McDermott intent to hire three 
Assistant Directors in that department. 
As of now, he essentially has none. He 
has no assistants to work in the area of 
reorganization. One of the areas of 
assistance which Massaro will be 
providing is assistance in the evaluation 
of candidates for those three Assistant 
Director positions. 

The City is also trying to revamp 
their approach to construction, going 
from individual construction projects and 
managing that project with people on 
board to a construction management 
team where, if they have a big important 
project, they can go to Massaro, such as 
the Grant Street Project or the 
Bloomfield Bridge, and ask for their 
expertise as to how to approach the 
project. 

Massaro has made a commitment; 
four companies bid on this project. 
Massaro is the only company that has 
made a commitment to have their top 
management people involved in the daily 


consulting portion of the contract. They 
have committed their Senior Vice- 
President, a Mr. Pete Mahaney, and a 
Vice-President of Construction. I 
attended a meeting last week with the 
two of them and Mr. McDermott and also 
various other representatives, Daryl 
Smith of the Water Department, in 
regards to the future work that has to be 
done for water reconstruction. I found 
the two people to be very confident, very 
open and willing to work with the City. 

The degree of need of that 
companv in the future is still unknown 
exactly. It may not be $75,000, or it 
may be more than $75,000, but I'm 
convinced that there is a need and Tm 
convinced that Mr. McDermott's task is a 
very difficult task in the Construction 
and Engineering Department. 

I think all of you know that we 
once tried this before back about six or 
seven years ago, I believe. We 
attempted to form, or did have, an 
Engineering and Construction 

Department. It did not function well. 
One of the reasons why was that it did 
not receive the proper advice and 
expertise by those that are involved on a 
daily operation with construction 
companies. Mr. McDermott feels that 
this is one of the reasons why he does 
need a consultant. He needs someone 
out there, outside in the read world, to 
advise him on what is going on in the real 
world. 

Michelle Madoff: 

May I respond? I met with Mr. 
McDermott when I first met him and his 
former employer, who flew in on one of 
his jets. They were not getting any work 
with the County. They were rated 
number one whenever there was a listing 
of three. The company was not getting 
any work. They wanted to know whether 
I could direct them and I saidfm the last 
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person that could help you politcally. 

But in checking Mr. McDermott 
out, we became friends over a long 
period of time. It would seem to me that 
Mr. McDermott could advise Mr. 
Massaro. You go back and look at Mr. 
McDermott's credentials and what he did 
for a living and you will see that he can 
advise Massaro. 

Massaro has become almost a full¬ 
time employee of the City, certainly a 
political involvement with the City. I 
don't think anyone would dispute that. 
When I found out what happened at the 
Stadium, I was the first one to hear 
about it. I was told by the Mayor it was 
nothing. It was only one foot eight by 
two foot four. It was no big thing. Well, 
it turned out to be a big thing. 

I am distressed that if it didn't 
work before vou went out and found a 
man who sold his house, moved into the 
Citv because we weren't going to keep 
him otherwise, but his credentials were 
so great that we wanted him that he now 
needs consultants to tell him what to 
do. I don't think that’s what's 
happening. I think this is a political 
pavoff and I"m very distressed about it. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. President, may I respond? 
The person who feels that this is needed 
the most is Mr. McDermott. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. McDermott is going to say 
that if he's going to keep his job. 

Mr. Wagner: 

No, believe me. I’ve had # 
numerous discussions with Mr. 
McDermott and I have confidence in 
what he indicates is necessary within 


that department. He, right now, without 
a doubt is overwhelmed in the 
Engineering and Construction 

Department. He is functioning without 
three Assistant Directors. His job right 
now is monumental and will continue to 
be over the next six months, especially 
with the creation of the new Water and 
Sewage Authority. The amount of work 
that will come from that Authority 
alone, the majority of it, will come 
through Engineering and Construction. 
His task is much greater than what the 
Department of Public Works has had in 
the past, simply because he now has 
Water, he now has Lands and Buildings, 
he now has Parks and Recreation. 

One point that has not been made 
here. In the consulting work that 
Massaro is going to do, they will not be 
permitted to bid and receive contracts 
done by the City of Pittsburgh which — 

Michelle Madoff: 

That was my next question. You 
answered it. 

Mr. Wagner: 

I think, in itself, indicates that 
Massaro, in this particular instance, is 
not benefitting because, for instance, the 
Grant Street Project which was bid a 
couple of weeks ago and the bids were 
open last week, Massaro was not one of 
the companies and very well could have 
been. It was a $4 million contract. This 
here is a $75,000 consulting contract. A 
tremendous difference in the number of 
dollars involved. 

I indicated that I have met with 
Massaro. I feel Massaro is a competent 
company, even though there were some 
problems at Three Rivers Stadium that 
pertained to the field at Three Rivers. 
We all know that there were some flaws 
there but there were many good things 
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done at Three Rivers Stadium. 

I'm convinced, number one, that 
Mr. McDermott needs help, and number 
two, that he has confidence in Massaro. 
For that reason, I move that we vote 
positively on this piece of legislation. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Would you answer just one 
question for me? You said Mr. Massaro 
is no longer going to be bidding on City 
work, ever? 

The Chair: 

He can't consult and bid. 

Michelle Madoff: 

That’s what I'm saying. If he's 
going to consult then he can't bid. That's 
it. He's through bidding. He cannot bid 
with the City anvmore. 

Mr. Wagner: 

This contract here or the amount 
of money needed or the time to vote it 
to it, may be two months, it may be two 
years. It's undetermined how long it will 
take Mr. McDermott to get his 
department on line and functioning in the 
manner in which he wants it to. 
Therefore, his need for Massaro and the 
time that he may need Massaro or a 
consultant, is at this point unknown. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Are you saying that if Mr. 
McDermott hires — and I spoke to him a 
few weeks ago and he had interviewed a 
number of people, he was about to make 
his appointment, his choices — if he hires 
the people, they’re ready to come on line 
and they can function, Massaro will get a 
portion of the $75,000, depending on how 
much time he's put in. It will not 


necessarily be the entire $75,000. Is that 
correct? 

Mr. Wagner: 

Depending on the number of hours 


Michelle Madoff: 

It's on an hourly rate. What is the 
hourly rate? 

Mr. Wagner: 

The hourly rate varies depending 
on who is involved, whether it's 
secretarial help, management help, 
senior vice-presidents —> 

Michelle Madoff: 

Okay and if he's through in two 
months or a month because Mr. 
McDermott is about to hire all these 
people and he doesn't need Massaro 
anvmore, then Massaro then can continue 
bidding with the City. Is that correct? 

Mr. Wagner: 

Y es. 

The Chair: 

I'm not so sure it's that. He can't 
bid on that on which he consults. 

Michelle Madoff: 

So if he consults on the Water 
Department, he can't bid on that. If he 
consults on the Bloomfield Bridge, he 
can't bid on that. If he consults in any 
area of work — 

The Chair: 

Let me say it again. On that 
which he consults, he cannot bid. 
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Michelle Madoff:

Mrs. Masloff presents 

Bill No. 311 Resolution approving 
the appointment of Hugh P. Mulvey, Jr., 
1009 Davis Avenue, Pittsburgh, PA 
15212, as a district member of the 
Pittsburgh Cable Communications 
Advisory Committee, to fill the 
unexpired term of Martin Tyler, term to 
expire December 31, 1984. 

Mrs. Masloff moved to approve the 
appointment. 

Mr. O'Malley seconded the motion. 

Which motion prevailed. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Abstain. I don't know the 
gentleman at all. I know nothing about 
him. 

On the issue that we did not 
finish, we were talking about getting it 
in writing. May I please have the Clerk 
write to Mr. McDermott to get from 
Massaro in writing that he will not be 
bidding — it may be sort of a general 
rule, but I would like to see it in writing, 
he will not bid ever on anything that he 
consults on; and I'd like a copy of that as 
soon as possible. 

I have another item of business. 
When I was in on Friday and I went 
outside — most of you people know that 
the paramedics were picketing the City- 
County Building. Our offices received 
numerous, numerous, numerous calls, 
which have surprised us from senior 
citizens urging that this Council support 
the paramedics, and I have just a very 
brief statement. 

When Mayor Richard Caliguiri 
deemed it appropriate to equalize all 
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department heads’ salaries, he did not 
hesitate to increase some salaries by as 
much as $10,000. I cannot believe that 
the paramedics who started out with 
CETA wages have not been equalized in 
salary to that of the police and fire 
personnel. The four percent increase is 
not the issue; equalization, equal pay for 
equal life saving work is the issue. For 
those who will no doubt ask where the 
money is coming from, Mr. Woods, 
fortunately or unfortunately, every time 
U.S. Steel sells a building, we get the 
deed transfer tax dollars. 

There is sufficient unexpected 
potential revenue in the 1984 surplus 
that will more than allow for equity, 
fairness and decency when it comes to 
our paramedics. It is immoral to 
shortchange our paramedics. One can 
only really appreciate their work when 
we have an unexpected need for their 
services for ourselves or a member of 
the family, and they've taken me to the 
hospital in a coma at one time. 

I think they should get comparable 
worth for comparable work issued. 
Senior citizens have been calling; they 
feel they're dependent on them, and I 
would like to point out something that I 
find rather amusing. Mr. Matter, the 
guru, has stated that the paramedics 
were remiss by not filling out the forms, 
and we the City could get our $10,000 a 
day. Well, thanks to people like myself, 
Mr. Bulls, and Councilman O'Malley, the 
City is getting that extra $10,000 a dav 
because of bills we introduced. For the 
benefit of those who were not here, that 
is to charge paramedic fees for non-City 
residents and third party pavees. 

That was money that didn't come 
until we introduced that kind of 
legislation. $10,000 a day if you figure it 
out over 50 days a year, 40 davs a year is 
a lot of money, we're talking about 
several million dollars. I don't believe 


that anybody in their heart would feel 
that the paramedics should not be paid 
commensurate with life-saving work of 
that of the police and firemen, and I 
would certainly hope that we would take 
that position. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, under old business Council Bill 
No. 8, which will be the subject of a 
hearing tomorrow — 

Michelle Madoff: 

Excuse me for interrupting. 
There will be no hearing tomorrow. I 
hear eight inches of snow, and they've 
cancelled everything in the City. 

The Chair: 

Do me a favor. Let him finish 
what he’s about to say so I know where 
he stands. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I apologize. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Today I forwarded to each 
member of Council a memorandum 
relative to Council Bill 8. I'd like to 
move that the hearing scheduled for 
tomorrow on Council Bill 8 be cancelled 
and that the bill be put back into 
committee so that the appropriate action 
might be taken on Wednesday. 

Mr. Woods seconded the motion. 

Mr. Robinson: 

My reasoning for making this 
motion is one to get some clarification 
as to those issues that will be presented 
to Council if and when Council Bill 8 or a 
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similar bill is presented to us. Council 
members are probably aware that there's 
a great deal of concern on the part of 
many citizens relative to the issues 
addressed in Council Bill 8, namely the 
providing of parking which would abut 
"Al" zoning districts. 

I think there is a question as to 
whether or not the bill being held now 
for hearing is indeed a text change, 
whether it's a clarification, whether it's 
a zoning change. Those are matters 
which I believe are legal in nature, 
certainly in part, and should be addressed 
by the appropriate legal parties prior to 
this Council trying to address the more 
substantive issues. 

Also, there is some concern as to 
whether or not the proper procedures 
were followed by the Planning 
Department and the Planning 
Commission prior to the bill reaching 
City Council. I think it would be to 
everyone's best interests to have these 
issues resolved, identified and clarified 
at the most responsible level, and I 
believe that to be the Planning 
Commission. What I would like to do on 
Wednesday if Council approves is to 
make a motion to have Council Bill 8 
referred back to the Planning 
Commission from whence it came and 
request that they have a hearing on 
Council Bill 8 and to forward to us at the 
appropriate time their recommendations 
relative to that legislation. 

I don't believe it would be in 
anyone's best interests, regardless of 
which side of the issue you might be on 
or might want to be on to proceed 
without us having clarification as to 
whether or not the issue should even be 
in front of us. I am taking no position 
one way or the other. I'm simply trying 
to save everybody some time and effort 
in hope that each member of Council has 
something better to do tomorrow than 


spend four hours here trying to resolve 
issues that perhaps should be resolved 
elsewhere. 

I have also requested from Mr. 
Lurcott, who is our Planning Director 
and this Council's liaison with the 
Planning Commission, that in the future 
where the Planning Commission has been 
working with community groups and 
organizations for a long period of time, 
six months or longer, and from that work 
comes a document that has to be 
submitted to Council, it would be in 
everybody's best interests for Mr. 
Lurcott as our liaison to at least contact 
the Chairman of Planning, Housing and 
Development so that I might properly 
inform members of Council as to the 
issue that might come before us. 

Without pointing a finger at any 
one or in anyway trying to sway anyone's 
opinion on the issues contained in 
Council Bill 8, I don't think that we are 
properly prepared to have a hearing 
tomorrow, much less to answer the many 
questions that we're getting on the phone 
and in writing. I think it's in everybody's 
best interests for us to make sure that 
where the hearing should be held it is 
held, and I think that is the Planning 
Commission. If the Planning Commission 
wants to take some other steps, then I 
think we ought to give them an 
opportunity to do that, but to my wav of 
thinking as Chairman of Planning, 
Housing and Development there cure too 
many unanswered questions for us to 
have a public hearing scheduled and to 
proceed at this point. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Mr. President, I just wanted 
further clarification of Mr. Robinson's 
motion, and I believe his explanation was 
sufficient. 
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MicheUe Madoff: 

Mr. Robinson, I do want to 
apologize because I was shocked to hear 
in my office people are saying at home it 
was snowing out and that they're 
expecting eight inches tomorrow, which I 
found sort of strange. We got a call 
from Parks and Recreation in our office 
that — you got a call, they're calling me, 
and they're calling you, Sophie. 

Mrs. Masloff: 

Yes, but that's a different — 
Michelle Madoff: 

No, but I'm just saying that 
they're cancelling the hearing at 8:30 
tomorrow because they expect eight 
inches of snow, and I was just sort of 
saying, well, if there's eight inches of 
snow, we're not going to have any 
hearings; but I must tell you, Mr. 
Robinson, that our office has had 
probably the same number of calls you 
have, and I'm sure the other Council 
members as well with reference to this 
issue. Correct me if I'm wrong; this is 
the parking in Shady side of the bank 
wanting to expand its operation and add 
more parking. Is that correct, Mr. 
Robinson? 

Mr. Robinson: 

No, that's not correct. 

MicheUe Madoff: 

I've been out, that’s why I'm 

asking. 

Mr. Robinson: 

That's one of the reasons I want to 
send it back to the Planning 
Commssion. I think that I have probably 
been as close to this situation as anybody 


on this Council and have probably heard 
from all sides, and I said the same thing 
to persons pro and con on Council Bill 8, 
and that is, I don't have enough 
information, either from my own 
investigation or information that would 
be supplied to me normally through the 
Planning Commission, to say whether I'm 
for or against Council Bill 8. 

The implications of Council Bill 8 
are many. One of which is what vou 
suggested, but there's also some other 
implications for other "Al" areas where 
there might be parking abutting that 
area or provisions for parking abutting 
that area. I think anyone in this City 
that lives adjacent to a "Al" area has an 
interest in Council Bill 8. 

I think until we get all the issues 
straight, and until we even find out if 
Council Bill 8 is necessary, probably the 
less said about this the better, because I 
think there are some people who are 
proceeding on the assumption that the 
motivation for Council Bill 8 relates 
directly to one particular set of 
interests. My little bit of investigation 
suggests that there are many interests 
involved here, and with each passing day, 
and each passing phone call I find out 
there's another twist to this thing, and 
someone else has another side of the 
story; and I just think that we ought to 
get all those sides of the story in the 
official record, review it, and then 
determine if this Council is the 
appropriate place to address any of those 
issues. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. Robinson, in principle I agree 
with everything you've said. The only 
thing that I’m questioning, if you'll hear 
me out, is that the calls that have come 
into our office have said please don't 
cancel, because people have taken 
vacation days, it’s too late, day before, 
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etc., and they don't want to cancel a 
hearing; and it would occur to me that 
how better to get educated on this issue 
whether it has broader implications or 
whether it just addresses this one issue 
as I've understood it, perhaps 
erroneously, than to have the people 
from Zoning come in and explain to us 
what it's about and have the other people 
state their case right out in front — 

The Chair; 

The Chair's at a loss to understand 
what you're doing. You're objecting to a 
postponement. You just predicted eight 
inches of snow. 

Michelle Madoff: 

No, no, Fm talking in general 
principles on this bill now. I'm not 
talking about the snow storm. I'm 
talking about — because you might have 
it transferred to Thursday — if we're 
snowed out, we might not do it 
Thursday. Fm just making a point of 
what the people calling us are saying. 
Fm addressing myself to the bill, not the 
weather now. I think we'll probably 
cancel anyway because of the weather 
unless the weather man's wrong, and he's 
been wrong before, but the people are 
saying, let us be heard; let's hear from 
the Planning Department. 

Mr. Robinson, you and I have had 
the same complaint since we've been 
here, that we ask for information — you 
remember the bill when they picketed 
my house on having the group homes, and 
then after they objected, they wanted 
the group homes and called me and said 
we really wanted it but we picketed your 
house because we knew we'd get a lot of 
attention; let that group home sitay in 
the area. 

The way we learn about these 
things is when the people come to 


Council having done their homework, and 
I think these people have to be 
accountable. The Planning Department 
cannot do to you what they've done for 
six months, not give you the information; 
and I think it’s time to call them on the 
carpet as to say, there's a hearing 
scheduled, the people have taken their 
vacation days, they've taken their time 
to be heard; now why didn't you do it and 
do it right up front even if you have to 
have jmother hearing. 

I don't think it should be 
cancelled. That's just my personal 
opinion and I hope we can agree without 
being disagreeable. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Well, let me just respond very 
quickly, because I don't think that I plan 
to defend the actions of the Planning 
Department. I think if you talk to Mr. 
Brown, our Zoning Administrator, and 
Mr. Lurcott, our Planning Director, they 
will share with you my complete 
displeasure with the process to-date on 
Council Bill 8. I think unfortunately 18 
months of work has gone into attempting 
to resolve some parking and related 
problems in the Shadyside area. 

There are those who feel that the 
end result of that is Council Bill 8, but 
they don’t feel that Council Bill 8 is the 
result that they were looking for or that 
they were negotiating for, they were 
working towards. My understanding of a 
task force is that you have a task and 
you have a group of people who work 
towards the completion of that task. 

Council Bill 8 is being presented 
to us as a text change or clarification. I 
think there are reasonable legal minds 
who are prepared to come here tomorrow 
and take up our time to express their 
concerns whether it's a text change or 
whether it's a zoning change, and I'm 
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saying to you that this Council is not 
technically or legally qualified to make 
that determination no matter how much 
information we get tomorrow, whether it 
be from citizens or from Planning; and 
rather than compound what is obviously 
an error on the part of the Planning 
Commission as far as Tin concerned — 
now, I'm only speaking as Chairman of 
Planning, Housing and Development — I 
don't think it's fair to members of 
Council who've worked diligently on 
other issues before this Council to now 
have to sit here and do Planning's work 
or to listen to citizens who have some 
legitimate concerns. There is a place for 
them to address those concerns. As 
Chairman of Planning, Housing and 
Development, T believe the appropriate 
place is the Planning Commission. I'm 
saying at least send it back to Planning. 

They didn't have a hearing down 
there. There's a question as to whether 
or not the Planning Commission which 
was working with the citizens in 
Shadyside indeed fell through on the task 
of the Task Force. Those issues will be 
brought here tomorrow, but they also 
could be brought to the Planning 
Commission. If any member of this 
Council is so disposed to really get into 
this situation as I have tried to, I would 
suggest that if the Planning Commission 
and this Council decide that the hearing 
should be at the Planning Commission, 
that you go to the Planning Commission 
hearing. 

I am disturbed that the Planning 
Commission did not have enough 
foresight to contact this Council on this 
kind of matter, and properly inform us as 
to the issues before us and ask our 
opinion prior to preparing legislation and 
sending it forward and sending a cover 
letter which said this is simply a 
clarification. Well, Councilman 

Robinson with his one year of law school 
had a question whether or not it was a 


clarification, but I'm not prepared to 
share that opinion, certainly not for free 
with anybody, even with one year of law 
school. 

I have yet to see from our Law 
Department from Mr. Pellegrini or 
anyone on his staff a legal opinion on this 
matter that indeed this is just a 
clarification. You know, they're just 
cleaning up the legislation. The 
implications to me are that it might be a 
clarification and it might not be a 
clarification, arid I don't like to vote if I 
don't know what's going on; and this is 
what you often say, let's not vote if we 
don't know what's going on. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Right. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Well, I'm following right up on 
your suggestion. Let's not vote if we 
don't know what's going on. Now, 
everyone on this Council by now probably 
understands every issue that the citizens 
in Shadyside and Squirrel Hill and all the 
other "Al" areas have, because they have 
been kind enough to either write them 
down and send them to us or call us on 
our private lines, and I'm wondering how 
they got those numbers, and explain to us 
their deep concern about this issue. 
When I add that up and my conversations 
with Mr. Brown, Mr. Lurcott and citizens 
out in Shadyside and Squirrel Hill, I 
recommend to this Council that we not 
be misused in this process and that we 
take advantage of an opportunity to tell 
the Planning Commission we would 
prefer that they handle this matter and 
then refer it back to us if appropriate, 
and then at that time if citizens want to 
come in, and they have certainly a right 
to come in, then let's sit here and let's 
listen to them but listen to what issues 
we're supposed *o be addressing. 
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Unfortunately, we get a lot of 
issues before us that I personally don't 
believe should be here, but we have no 
way to keep anyone who picks up the 
microphone from saying whatever they 
want; but I don’t think we should sit here 
for four hours discussing all the 
inadequacies of the Task Force, the 
Planning Commission, Mr. Brown, Mr. 
Lurcott, or Equibank Bank, Mellon Bank, 
PNB, or anybody else. I don't think that's 
fair. I don't think that's the way we 
ought to conduct business, and as 
Chairman of this Committee, I don't plan 
to conduct business that way. 

The Chair: 

If the Chair might for a moment, 
relative to the hearing, we should hold 
them if we announce a time, but I think 
Councilman Robinson is correct on this 
issue. I don't have a position either way 
on this particular situation, but I'm 
mindful of the area, and anytime we get 
where you have a conflict between the 
commercial and the residential or as we 
have obviously in Oakland and around 
some of our hospitals, it seems to me we 
ought to engage in some form of 
compromise of those people who live 
there and learn to live together in spite 
of whatever the problems are with a 
better solution than having us come a 
total win or a total loss. 

I think he's on the right path, and 
at least it ought to go through Planning 
with that kind of understanding so that 
when they come to us, at least we know 
on what points they agree and what they 
don’t agree, so at least if we make some 
decision, it's not hurting someone any 
more them it should. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

I agree with Councilman 
Robinson. This bill is going to have 
broad implications for the entire City, 


and it's focussed right now on the 
Shadyside area, and it's also going to 
impact the North Side area, and itls also 
going to impact the Oakland area and 
maybe push out more residential areas in 
favor of parking lots, and many of our 
community groups have been fighting 
against this for years now. 

Michelle Madoff: 

It is my understanding that when 
we have a hearing, we don't vote that 
day, do we? 

The Chair: 

We don't. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Well, at least for a couple of 
weeks. I don't think there's anything 
wrong when a group of people in excess 
of 25 — and this is the Shadyside group — 
want to come in and talk to us about a 
real or perceived issue. The time has 
been scheduled. I have no problem with 
listening to their input, and I have no 
problem with the Chariman of that 
Committee saying to them this has 
broader implications than just your 
area. As a matter of fact, can you help 
us; but I think it is wrong, I didn't create 
this, you didn't create this problem, to 
have people take days off work, and 
cancel the hearing. You just said so 
yourself. 

The Chair: 

The only problem with that, 
Michelle, let me just give you a feel for 
what I have. Too often when we force 
them in a confrontation basis to make a 
posture position, we almost make it then 
impossible for them to solve their 
problem; and that’s why I think it's better 
that less be said until they go through 
this climate of additional compromise, 
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because they spent a lot of time on it. 
They can't be oceans apart in this 
particular case. I think that there is 
some understanding, and we ought to let 
that method proceed if we can. If not, 
we're going to have to make that 
decision, but I think that we ought to let 
that happen. 

I'm going to hope that you're a 
better predictor of the weather than 
some of the — 

Michelle Madoff: 

Tm not predicting it. I just got a 
call from Parks and Recreation — called 
our office — called Sophie and me and 
said your meeting's off tomorrow, and 
that's how I heard about the snow. The 
only thing that I am really concerned 
about is that how do we get in touch with 
these people, Mike? Is there some way 
of letting them know? 

The Chair: 

We have a motion and a second. 

All in favor? Opposed? 

Michelle Madoff: 

Opposed. 

Which motion prevailed. 

Mr. Wagner: 

I'd like to make a statement. Td 
like to compliment our Department of 
Emergency Medical Services for the 
mailing-out of the Envelope of Life, 
.which was sent out to actually all 
residents in the City of Pittsburgh this 
past weekend. As we all know, it enables 
us in a more efficient manner to deal 
with pre-hospital care by using a 
personal health history form. This is a 
two-step process, however. The ultimate 


goal depends on the filling out of the 
form and placing it in the refrigerator as 
indicated in the form. 

The reason why I wanted to 
mention it is, I think it's critical that this 
Council, that the news media, that 
people that are employed by the City of 
Pittsburgh promote this program. 
Without that being done, it won't be 
effective. Thank you. 

Mr. Woods moved to excuse Mr. Givens 
for absence from the meeting.

Like Mr. O'Malley, this is the first 
time that I have become familiarized 
with this information and I think it's 
vitally important that Council be aware 
of who is going to be appointed or who 
the Administration is recommending, 
whether it's a new appointment or an old 
appointment. I think that the process 
does provide for our input and I think for 
a very good reason. I, for one, have 
some concerns about some of the 
proposed reappointments and I'd like to 
address those concerns in public and 
certainly with all due respect to the 
individuals that the Mayor has suggested. 

Also, I think that it's important 


that we get some information relative to 
those Boards and Authorities that this 
Council has a legal obligation to approve 
the appointments, whether they be new 
appointments to reappointments. We 
need to have that information in writing 
so that there won't be any 
misunderstanding when it comes time for 
us to take the final vote. 

Also, I'd like to make the request 
that I have made on several occasions 
and that is, we need an updated list of all 
of our Boards and Authorities, the 
persons who are serving, and when their 
term is expired. I have long been an 
advocate that all Boards and Authorities 
should have a full compliment and I think 
that we’ve found in the past that there 
are some Boards and Authorities where 
people are serving way beyond their legal 
limit to serve. Some other Boards and 
Authorities don't have a full 
compliment. Some other Boards and 
Authorities simply are in a position 
where people have not been reappointed; 
no process has been initiated to do that. 

I think since we have such a 
lengthy list of individuals to be 
reappointed and appointed, now is an 
appropriate time to look at all the 
Boards and Authorities and to take the 
appropriate action. The Citv Charter 
does provide that if the positions on the 
Boards and Authorities are not filled 
within a specified period of time, that 
this Council is authorized to take 
action. I think that we ought to do that 
because it's in the best interest of the 
City to have all those Boards and 
Authorities filled. I think we need to 
have the appropriate information in front 
of us so we can make an intelligent 
evaluation. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Excuse me. We did not get a 
commitment as to when Mr. Robinson 
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would get his list. He's asked for it for a 
long time. 

The Chain 

Mike, you ought to put that on a 
word processor and just roll it off. 

Mr. Perry; 

We have it up to date. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Could I have a copy of it as soon 
as possible? 

Thank you. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Just one comment. Mr. President, 
could we have also, the suggested names, 
know where those people reside to 
determine whether or not they are City 
residents? 

The Chain 

It's part of the bill. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Mr. President,- since there was 
some discussion about Boards and 
Authorities, Td like to quote from the 
Home Rule Charter. It says, 
"Composition of Authorities and Boards 

The Chain 

Steve, can I make a suggestion? 
We’re going to be going on with this issue 
for a long time; we're not going to vote 
on anything today anyway. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Td like to hear that; I think it 


would be interesting. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

It's only a few sentences. It says, 
"A member of Council shall serve on 
each authority board. However, no 

member of Council may serve on more 
than one authority board at the same 
time." 

So, I would suspect if we have 
more than nine authorities we're in 

trouble. 

The Chain 

Thank you. Thank you very much. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. President, could that be 

included if anybody serves on more than 
one board, please? Mike, give us a list of 
every member of Council and what 
boards they sit on. 

The Chain 

Council cannot serve on more 

than one board. Some of that other 
stuff, I think, is not really the true sense 
of the board. 

Okay, let's move on. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. President, I don't know the 
correct order to do this so Til do the best 
I can. 

I have a bill pending that was a 
motion to cancel the hearing scheduled 
for Tuesday, March 13, 1984, at 10:00 
a.m., Bill No. 30. I'm going to read it to 
you; it's in your Committee. 

"An Ordinance supplementing the 
Pittsburgh Code, Title Six, signs on 
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gasoline stations for all districts, by 
requiring gasoline stations, service 
station, or other retail gasoline outlets 
that sell gasoline fuel containing more 
than one percent of alcohol to display 
signs indicating the amount and type of 
alcohol." 

I had a meeting in my office with 
the representatives of all the petroleum 
industries and it seems that the only one 
in this area selling the fuel at this point 
is Arco. They have agreed to comply by 
posting this sign on all pumps which says, 
this fuel is approved by the U.S. 
Environmental Protection Agency and 
meets the American Society for Testing 
and Material Standards but it also says 
maximum alcohol content, methanol, and 
in this case it's four and a quarter 
percent, co-solvent four and a half 
percent, which was the purpose of my 
hearing because in laws regarding 
blending of alcohol and gasoline have 
been adopted in Arizona, Arkansas, 
California, Colorado, Florida, etc., etc., 
and what they say is that you must post a 
sign. 

Now, if I learn or if Mr. O'Malley 
should learn something further in his 
Committee, that there is something 
further he'd like to do with that, I would 
certainly hope that he would take over. 
But if we won the battle there's no point 
in having a hearing and subjecting 
everybody to the time. 

I would like to then request, as I 
have previously, that we reschedule the 
hearing on giving people the opportunity 
to buy properties, let everybody have the 
same information, make all information 
.available, and again, I’d like everybody to 
put their thinking caps on and come up 
with some way that when people call us 
— Can I buy a piece of property? — One 
of our chauffeurs had a piece of property 
and it was taken away from him because 
they put it up by mistake; he'd like 


another piece of property. If he knows 
that on certain days, Monday or Tuesday, 
we'll show properties in Wards one 
through five and another day we'll show 
six through whatever, he can tune in and 
look. People in the commercial end of 
the business can look on certain days. If 
somebody is a realtor, we could have 
certain days that realtors can have a 
television in their office to look and buy 
our books which will pay for the printing. 

So, that's the kind of thing I hope 
to do on Tuesday. 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

Can I interrupt you for one 
moment? Michelle, instead of a public 
hearing on something that is really going 
to be done in house, getting the different 
directors together and Warner Cable, 
Brother Emenecker, couldn't we just 
have a post agenda on that subject and 
handle it in that manner? 

Michelle Madoff: 

Certainly. No problem. We were 
cancelling this hearing anyway and I 
thought well, if we want to substitute it, 
that's fine with me. 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

I think a post would be much 

better. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Well, we have a problem. This 
Wednesday we have a meeting, right? 

Mr. Perry: 

Til schedule it for the 28th, 
Michelle. It's the last Wednesday in 
March. 
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Michelle Madoff: 

That's alright with me but you 
know we've had some real problems, Mr. 
Chairman. 

Mr. O’Malley; 

A post agenda on what, Michelle? 

Michelle Madoff: 

On how we would sell the 
properties, how they would advertise 
them on the air and how the people 
would have the advantage of knowing — 
For example, one day when I was home 
ill, I tried to find, just out of curiosity, 
Channel 17 which is our station, what 
was on. Do know it's not listed in the 
Press? 

Mrs. Masloff: 

It says Government Channel. 
Michelle Madoff: 

But it doesn't say 17. 

Mrs. Masloff: 

Yes it does. It says 17 is the 
Government Channel. You see, it's a 
cable and they don't list all the cable. 

Michelle Madoff: 

That's what I'm saying. I think 
that it's incumbent upon us as part of our 
budget. There's no point in letting the 
people being informed if we don't 
advertise in the paper and say, "You can 
be informed. Watch Channel 17." 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

Mike, you'll handle that? 


Mr. Perry: 

Yes. 

Mr. O’Malley: 

On that same subject. On the 
post agenda for Brother Emenecker, Td 
like to have included Warner Cable in 
general. 

Michelle Madoff: 

They're already invited. 

Mr. O’Malley: 

My understanding is that they're 
playing reruns of Council sessions and 
reruns of the hearings that we have, like 
on the budget hearing. They're having 
reruns on anything that they would like. 

Mrs. Masloff: 

I never heard that. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

This is what I was told. I don't 
think anybody here authorized them to 
have reruns of Council sessions. I know 
we authorized them to have live Council 
sessions. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I think there's two shows now. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

No, it's reruns. Td like to have 
that issue brought up too. 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

Okay, at the post agenda. 
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Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. Chairman, the problem we've 
had is to get Mr. Walt Bent here. 

Mrs. Masloff: 

Wait a minute. We don't need 
him. This is Government Channel and we 
decide what goes on the Government 
Channel. He has nothing to do with it. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Sophie, with all due respect, 
Brother Richard told me that he's going 
to try to get another channel, the same 
as the religious station, just get a station 
devoted entirely to showing properties. I 
spoke to Mr. Bent about it and Mr. Bent 
begged off because he couldn't be here, 
something was going on, somebody was 
sick or something, in his family. It 
trying to get us all together that's been 
the problem. So, when vou do it for the 
28th, if Bent isn't here we're back — 
cancelled again. 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

Try to get a commitment, Mike, if 
he can be here on the 28th. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, I would like to submit the 
following report on my most recent trip 
to our Nation's Capital, Washington, 
D.C., Wednesday, February 29, 1984 
through Saturday, March 3, 1984. 

The purpose of my trip was to 
attend the Fourth National Policy 
Institute, which was a conference, non¬ 
partisan in nature, for Afro-American 
elected and appointed officials. 

The major objectives of the 
Institute were: 


1) To provide a forum for the 

discussion of policies that 
affect Afro-Americans; 

2) To develop and expand 

communications among Afro- 
American elected officials 
and between those officials 

and various resource 

organizations; 

3) To identify specific programs 

and projects that Afro- 

American elected officials 
wish to pursue in the future. 

One of the sponsors, The Joint 
Center for Political Studies, has as it’s 
Chair Wendell Freeland, Esquire, a local 
Pittsburgh attorney. 

I attended the Institute as a 
Member of this Council and Chairman of 
it's Committee on Planning, Housing and 
Development, as a Member of The 
National Black Caucus of Local Elected 
Officials, and as a Member of the 
Congressional Black Caucus Braintrust 
on Minority Business Development. 

Additional information will be 
provided upon request. 

Thank you. 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

Thank you, Mr. Robinson. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. President, particularly with 
your background in labor, I know you 
share a same concern that I have with 
what is going on in this community 
rampantly, one after the other, one after 
the other. It started with Equitable 
when I first got involved with the people 
not having a contract and I think they 
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went back. I just helped them save face 
and go back. I don't know if they ever 
did get their contract. 

The "misunderstanding" between 
Mellon and Mesta when they impounded 
the money and pretended they didn’t 
know it was a mistake, didn't have the 
guts to admit they made a mistake; I got 
involved in that. I have been involved in 
the negotiations at Station Square; I 
went down to see a gentleman 
representing them on labor to tell them 
that this is going to come back and haunt 
them, the way their treating their 
employees with their labor 
negotiations. It seems that there is a 
concerted effort in this community to 
absolutely wipe out labor in its entirety. 

Now we have the situation, as vou 
know and you're probably much more 
knowledgeable than I am on the Armour 
and Pm not really versed on it, you are 
more than I am and I hope you would 
share with Council, but I am very 
concerned about the issue with Union 
Switch and Signal. Here is a situation 
where money has been obtained in this 
area from Port Authority with the fixed 
dollar of X amount and what they're 
doing is producing the material out of 
state, in the South, cheaper, yet we've 
given them a larger sum, we being 
indirectly the taxpayers, to Port 
Authority. 

I called Mr. Roddy today and I 
asked him if he would please look into 
that and address that but I would like to 
see if you would follow through on it as 
well because I know they spoke with you. 

I wonder what we, in Council, can 
do. You know, we were really ridiculed 
when we supported the plant notification 
bill as being irresponsible and keeping 
business out. We haven't even done 
anything and look what's happening to 
the business. Is there anything 


happening? I wanted to ask you about 
that. 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

Councilman Wagner has been 
very, very active with the people from 
Union Switch and Signal. In fact, he 
spoke at the Port Authority meeting, I 
believe, on the 24th of February. He has 
spoken to Roddy and, in fact, we had a 
meeting this morning with Jack and I and 
Bob Stone, Commissioner Foerster and 
the people from Union Switch and Signal 
and Mayor Caliguiri. They are setting up 
future meetings with the Port Authority 
Board and Union Switch and Signal. 
Commissioner Foerster and Mayor 
Caliguiri are trying to get in touch with 
the Corporate Chairman of Union Switch 
and Signal in New York to trv to resolve 
this problem. So, there are many people 
here really moving rapidly on this issue. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I just thought we ought to be 
briefed. 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

Jack Wagner has really been out 
front on this issue and he deserves all the 
credit. 

Michelle Madoff: 

We got a good man when we got 
him elected. 

Mr. Wagner: 

I'd just like to say, if you would 
like any additional information, I'd be 
more than happy to provide it to you. I 
don't think it's the best issue right now to 
express publicly; I think we're better off 
just trying to be as effective as we can 
behind the scenes. 
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Michelle Madoff: 

ril trust your judgment on that 
and I'm sure you'll brief me if there's 
anything I should know about. 

On another matter, I know that I 
have talked to a number of our 
Councilmembers and I had the 

misfortune of speaking to one of the 
Mayor's hired hands, hired guns, and that 
was Mr. Hayllar. I said, "Ben, I believe 
the paramedics should get their 
increase." It is not a matter of four 
percent difference, whether we're going 
to give four percent across the board. 
The paramedics were formed out of 
CETA money. Going through the 

corridors I said, "Mr. Hayllar, I think it's 
not correct; I think it's immoral." When 
the Mayor wanted to give his department 
heads equalizing salaries, he had no 
hesitancy in coming up with $10,000 
equalizing pay. The Mayor had no 

problem in coming up with $10,000 to 
equalize his department heads' salaries. 
When he decided to run for Mayor, there 
were no taxes in '80. In '81 he raised 
taxes to an unprecedented 20 percent; 
there was no media event over that as 
there was about our salaries. 

Here we have dedicated people. I 
don't want to speak for Sophie but I just 
told her that they took me to the 
hospital one time and I was very 
appreciative. She tells me her husband 
has been taken a number of times. They 
do such outstanding work. If you read 
about one of the paramedics, I don't even 
think it was our paramedic, trying to 
release somebody in a car, they almost 
cut his leg off; there were three hours 
and the paramedic was in danger of being 
burned alive. I said to Mr. Hayllar that I 
believe the Adminstration ought to pay 
paramedics on par with the Police and 
Fire and Mr. Hayllar said, "Oh no, the 
Police and Firemen would go out on 
strike." Well, I’ve talked to the police 


officers and I don't think that's the 
truth. I can't speak for the firemen and 
their leadership; somebody would have to 
talk to them, I don't have the best 
relationship with Mr. Burns since he 
slammed the door in my face during the 
election time, even though I was a City 
Council worn an, so, I don't speak with 
him. But I really feel that this Council 
has an obligation in light of all the calls 
that come into our offices from senior 
citizens saying, "Please. The paramedics 
are doing an outstanding job. Please see 
that they are back on line and we don’t 
have substitute drivers and nobody to 
administer to the needs of the patient." 
I think whether it is a resolution or not, 
as a will of Council, a floor motion, I 
would like to go on record as a motion to 
say that I believe we go on record as 
supporting the paramedics. I'm going to 
do that, fm doing it personally. You 
don't have to support me but that's how I 
feel. 

The Chair, Pro tern: 

Michelle, I don't believe that 
Council should take that role in 
negotiating contracts. I mean I 
understand how you feel and I believe a 
lot members of Council feel that they 
don't want them to go out on strike and 
give them whatever we can give them. 

Michelle Madoff: 

We're elected people, Ben. 

The Chair, Pro tern: 

We cannot negotiate contracts. 
Believe me. 

Mr. O’Malley: 

I might clarify something for 
Michelle Madoff since it is my 
Committee. The issue no longer centers 
around pay. If the paramedics would 
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accept the four percent pay raise, they 
would be on an equal plain with the 
police officers, maybe a few cents ahead 
of the police officers, at an hourly rate. 
They cannot be paid the same as the 
firefighters because the firefighters put 
in 42 hours a week where paramedics put 
in 40 hours a week. So, we're talking the 
difference between a firefighter's pay 
and a paramedic's yearly pay is 100 hours 
that the firefighters put in. 

Michelle Madoff: 

The hourly rate is the same. 

Mr. O’Malleys 

The hourly rate is the same. A 
number of things have been settled about 
their clothing allowance. There's only a 
few small differences of opinion that I 
feel will be resolved shortlv. There 
again, since they are in negotiations, I 
don't think it would be appropriate for us 
to discuss them here. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I think it's appropriate as leaders 
of the community, when constituents call 
us to address a concern, to say where we 
stand on an issue. I want everybody to 
know where I stand; I am in full support 
of the paramedics. I don't care what 
anybodv says. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

We all support the paramedics. 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

May I make the suggestion that 
since there are negotiations, we should 
drop discussion. Everyone made their 
point. 


Michelle Madoff: 

On another issue, last night at 
midnight, I got home and ray answering 
service, I have a 24 hour service for 
constituents, picked up a call that in 
Broadhead Manor somebody was running 
around with an M-16 automatic weapon, 
or semi-automatic, they didn't know. 
Somebody got the license number. They 
fired shots at somebody's house. I 
understand the issue, we're leaving it to 
the plain clothes policemen because it's a 
broader issue than the people just 
involved. I mean, there may be some 
kind of vendetta between two families. I 
don’t want to be involved, I don't want to 
know about it, I don't want them to know 
about me. But the thing that I am 
concerned about is that a police officer 
informed me, he said, "You wouldn't 
sleep nights if you knew how many 
automatic rifles and guns there were 
going around the City." 

Controller Flaherty, when he was 
on Council, I believe did introduce a bill 
on controlling weapons. Is that correct? 

Mrs. Masloff: 

It was Councilman Robinson. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. Robinson? I would like to ask 
you if vou would reactivate that bill. 
When I hear from our police that we've 
got M-16 rifles within the hands of the 
wrong kind of people running around the 
street that obviously are not registered, I 
for one, would support the registering of 
weapons and doing something about it. 

Mr. Robinson, I would urge you to 
reactivate that bill. 

Mr. Robinson: 

I appreciate your concern and 
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support. Certainly the bills that I 
suggested before, I believe were very 
responsible. I continue to do research in 
the whole area of gun control. I think 
it's a very important issue for the City 
and I certainly will keep you apprised of 
any legislative developments. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Incidentally, as they left 
yesterday, as a parting warning, they 
fired two shots into a home and there 
was a 13 year old and a 15 year old in the 
house. The woman was very upset to call 
me. We talked until Z:00 in the 
morning. The point that I'm making is 
that the weapons are the thing that Tm 
concerned about. I don’t want to get into 
the issue because Tm not 
knowledgeable. Let the police do their 
own job. 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

Thank you. 

Mrs. Masloff moved to excuse Mr. Givens 
for absence from the meeting. 

Mt. Wagner seconded the motion. 

Which motion prevailed.

Part of this service is going to be 
for residents of Washington County, 
Cecil Township. Now, when we go 
beyond county lines, is there a charge 
that perhaps is greater than that charged 
those who live in Allegheny County? 

Mr. O’Malley: 

We want that all new customers 
over 1979 that tap into Alcosan are 
charged a higher rate than the older 
customers that have funded the system 
for the past 20 years. So, there's a slight 
increase.

Steve, I think the reason for that 
is much like a water shed. You can't cut 
the slant out, in half; it all has to go in 
because if you don't, the top still comes 
down into you.

I realize that but I have a little 
bit of a concern in that Tm sure there 
sure certain portions of Allegheny County 
that are not being services by the 
Allegheny County Sanitary Authority and 
here we are going outside the county to 
permit non-county residents the use of 
our facilities. 

Mr. O’Malley: 

Steve, that’s not necessarily 
true. Any municipality that wants to tap 
into Alcosan, we accommodate them. 
What happens is, many of the small 
municipalities like Hampton Township, 
have their own facilities. Many of them 
are at full capacity now and the 
stagnation in their area that cannot have 
any new industry come in because they 
can't accommodate any more sewage. So 
then, at that time, they usually request 
to tap into Alcosan for the issue permits. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

It was my understanding there 
were certain municipalities and certain 
sections of the county that would love to 
get on the system but, for whatever 
reasons, Alcosan won't let them. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

Not that Tm aware of. You can 
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have them contact me to see what I can 
do to help them. I don't know about 
Cecil. Maybe it is what Mr. Stone says; 
HI check into it. 

If you look at a map of Allegheny 
County, we have a lot of valleys and cuts 
and grooves and sometimes we bring in 
outside of Allegheny County to get 
through to another part of Allegheny 
County instead of building the pipelines 
all the way around. It's easier to go 
through another small portion of a 
county that's half into Allegheny County 
instead of building — 

The Chair? 

Yes, you're right. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

I'm not so sure that's here for 
Cecil but we're doing that to allow us out 
in Hampton Township; we're going 
through Millvale and other areas inside 
the county but are not part of Alcosan 
now. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Is there a great need for this bill 
to be passed today? 

Mr. O'Malley: 

I would image if some of these are 
at capacity and some of their industries 
are stagnated — 

The Chair: 

Mr. Grabowski, I would suggest we 
pass it but, still, if you need additional 
information, do it. We have everyone on 
that group — How many of them are 
there, ten or eleven? 


There South Fayette on there. 

The Chair: 

No, the Cooperative Agreement 
has to be signed by more than them.

We asked the question 
at the Wednesday meeting and we were 
told that it's a different part of the 
system. You know, that's not where we 
have a shortage of capacity. I don't 
believe that and I want that proven to 
me. 

Alcosan has a limited capacity 
with basic oxygen demand and with it's 
cement lines you can't stretch lines. We 
ran into that problem in Greentree with 
the Kossman Development and also 
having some housing development in that 
same area. We put in, which was my bill, 
a parallel sewer line. We did not have a 
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capacity problem or relieve some of the 
overflow problems which had to do with 
Saw Mill Rim, incidentally. There was 
some overlapping and bringing up the 
water level. 

But I just want to know whether 
we're accommodating some people who 
are in business or whether we indeed 
have the capacity. Tom Foerster since 
early '70's was trying to get Alcosan Two 
and Alcosan Three because the capacity 
was exhausted. I didn't find the answer 
palatable. It was just, "Yeah, we have no 
problem; we have capacity there." Td 
like to check that further. 

Mr. O’Malley: 

Alcosan is only running at 50-55 
percent. The plant is only running at 50- 
55 percent capacity. With that capacity 
is mainly the pipelines that feed into 
Alcosan. 

Michelle Madoff: 

But Alcosan is responsible for the 
lines that feed into it. What I need to 
know is, are you going to expand the 
lines? Are you going to put some new 
lines in? What's Alcosan going to do? 

The Chair: 

Wait a minute; we're going to get 
too far here. It’s recommitted so let's 
pick it up on Wednesday, okay?

Fine, but Td like an answer to 

that.

MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS 
Mr. O’Malley; 

I want to make one short 
statement because 1 was cut off, in 
regard to Michelle and Steve Grabowski 
and the information they requested. 

In Michelle's, the plant is not at 
capacity but many of the feeder lines are 
at capacity. You just don't build a whole 
new pipeline from Penn Hills all the way 
into Alcosan. 

In regards to Steve, he's right. 
There are a couple municipalities that 
are requesting to become part of Alcosan 
that we don't have room for right now. 
The reason being is that when Alcosan 
was incorporated, I believe in 1955, all 
municipalities in Allegheny County were 
contacted and given' the opportunity to 
become part of the system. At that 
time, many of them turned the 
opportunity down believing it would be 
more economically feasible to have their 
own plants. Since that time they've 
changed their mind apd want to tap into 
the Alcosan plant. But there again, the 
feeder lines are at full capacity. One of 
the problems we're having is O'Hara 
Township, Penn Hills, that line that runs 
down from Penn Hills, across the river, 
down O'Hara Township, Blawnox, 
Aspinwall, into Highland Park, is 
completely full. We had to get a special 
permit to have the Waterworks Shopping 
Center, a special temporary permit. 

So, if some of our own counties 
and municipalities can't tap in, it's 
because the lines are at capacity. We're 
working on putting new lines in all over 
Allegheny County, Steve, but if you have 


a specific municipality you let me know 
and 1*11 check on it for you. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

So, what you're saying is that the 
feeder line from Washington County or 
that general area is not to capacity and 
it would be able to accept the sewage 
from Cecil Township. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

Right, but the feeder line from 
O'Hara Township and Penn Hills is 
running 100 percent capacity. We're 
looking at building another line on the 
other side of the river all the way from 
Penn Hills into the Highland Park Bridge. 

The Chair: 

Or to accommodate the Allegheny 
County people, you either provide the 
pipelines for that in that so called 
sewage shed, if I can use a loose term, or 
else it's going to come overground into 
that system at the same time. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

Let me know what townships 
you're concerned about and I will look in 
to find out why they weren't accepted, if 
indeed they’re not accepted. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

No, your explanation was 
satisfactory. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

If you want to hold the bill, I 
could have Mr. Creehan to come in 
Wednesday and address any other 
questions that I might not be able to 
address. 
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Michelle Madoff: 

On the same subject, I would like 
the total gallons of effluent, the 
additional total gallons of effluent, if 
you would providing me with that, and I 
would also think that we ought to be 
briefed - I’ve asked for this for five and a 
half years - that Mr. Creehan come to 
Council and brief us with a map, very 
simply, where we are at capacity, where 
we can expand capacity. For example, 
the effluent that Councilman O'Malley is 
referring to is the sludge from our own 
water treatment plant which we did on a 
one year experiment to see if they could 
indeed handle it. I don't even know the 
end result of that because they were 
going to take it, then they weren't going 
to take it, then they were taking it 
again. I think we ought to be briefed on 
that. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

Let's do this, Michelle. Why don't 
you write up a list of questions that you 
have, give it to Mr. Perry, and we'll 
recommend a post agenda. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I prefer to ask my questions at the 
post agenda. Would you just schedule it? 

Mr. O'Malley: 

Yes, but I'd like to request what 
you want to know so they can bring the 
appropriate maps in. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Okay. I just want to be briefed on 
what the capacity is, period. What they 
can do in what areas. That's not very 
complicated because my understanding 
was they could not take anything, the 
lines could not be stretched, and that is 
why the Saw Mill Run problem could not 


be dealt with Alcosan. They just could 
not expand or put in any other feeder 
lines. Meanwhile, they are in the black, 
are they not? And they could be putting 
in all their feeder lines if it were 
possible. Then why weren't they putting 
it in at the Saw Mill Run area? 

Let’s just have a post agenda and 
have the people here who know all the 
answers and we'll ask the questions then. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

Do we have anything else on for 
Wednesday, Mike? 

Mr. Perry: 

This coming Wednesday? 

Mr. O'Malley: 

Yes. 

Mr. Perry: 

We have the appointments. 

Mr. O’Malley: 

We should just have this by 
itself. How about the following 
Wednesday? 

The Chair: 

Set it up but then make sure you 
freeze out everything else, Mike, 
because it's going to take time. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Mr. President, Td just like to 
report to Council on the activities to 
date of the task force on investment 
policies and business practices. We did 
meet on the eighth of March; all the task 
force members were present. There is a 
copy of the transcript which I will 
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forward to the President with a short 
written report. Any other members of 
Council who would like to have copies of 
the transcript may have it. We plan to 
have a transcript from each meeting 
available for your perusal. 

One of the things that we came to 
agreement on, and I just want to touch 
on this very briefly, is that after we set 
our agenda, which will be outlined for 
you in the written document that I sent 
to you, it was agreed by the task force 
members that Council Bill 302, which is 
now in Committee, specifically speaks to 
the issue of having a hearing. We felt 
that that hearing should be set 
subsequent to our next meeting which is 
scheduled for March 23, 1984, at 9:30 
a.m., here in Council Chambers. We are 
suggesting the following dates for that 
hearing: March 27, March 29, April 3 or 
April 5. We would hope that the 
President of Council who is Chairman of 
the Hearings Committee would move 
expeditiously to set the hearing. 

The Chair: 

Submit those dates to us so Mike 
and I can work it out. 

Michelle Madoff: 

What are the days of the week, 

Bill? 

Mr. Robinson: 

March 27 which is a Tuesday, 
March 29 which is a Thursday, April 3 
which is a Tuesday and April 5 which is a 
Thursday. 

Michelle Madoffl 

Try to do Tuesday, please. 


Mr. Robinson: 

On one other matter, if I plight, 
Mr. President. I'd just like to read for 
the record a copy of a letter that I 
forwarded to Mrs. Constance Wellons 
who is the Chairperson of the Pittsburgh 
Commission on Human Relations. This is 
dated March 12, 1984. 

"Dear Mrs. Wellons: 

Last week the Pittsburgh Press 
printed two articles, Sunday, March 4th 
and Monday, March 5th, relative to the 
City of Pittsburgh's employment patterns 
for black white collar workers in 
municipal government. 

The article is written by Press 
reporter Jerry Byrd and left the definite 
impression that not only didn't the City, 
the Mayor and the Director of Personnel, 
know the status of our minority and 
female employees but our City lagged 
behind other major metropolitan areas in 
developing opportunities for women and 
blacks to hold decision-making positions. 

I believe that much of the 
misunderstandings about our City 
policies and practices can be traced to 
the somewhat passive role of the Human 
Relations Commission, the passive role 
that is played in actively working 
towards parity in the workplace in the 
City of Pittsburgh and its authorities. 

Section 653.03, Powers and Duties 
of the Human Relations Commission, in 
the City Code, clearly identifies a 
positive role for the Commission in this 
regard. If Council is to continue to 
support the allocation of tax dollars for 
the workers' commission, it seems 
reasonable to expect assistance in 
advancing the concepts of minority 
business development and parity in the 
workplace. I do not believe we in the 
City of Pittsburgh should be placed in 
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the position to have our Human Relations 
Commission operating in a fashion 
equivalent to that of the presently 
constructed United States Civil Rights 
Commission. The mandate of our 
Commission is clear. 

I do hope your fellow 
commissioners and your legal counsel 
will review Sections F, G, and H, of 
Chapter 653, Human Relations 
Commission, 653.05, Powers and Duties, 
to determine what role you can actively 
play in identifying and bringing to 
resolution the problems of this City. 

Your cooperation will be deeply 
appreciated." 

I sent a copy of this letter also to 
Mr. Gabriel who is the Executive 
Director of our Human Relations 
Commission. 

The Chairs 

Okay. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Councilman Robinson, I will yield 
to you because I requested of Mike Perry 
today that he set a post agenda, I think, 
for Wednesday to have Melanie Smith, 
and I would certainly hope you would 
include the other people to whom you 
sent the letter, to bring us up to date 
since they’re so unclear and since what I 
read in the paper is gobbledegook and the 
information they supplied to the papers 
saying, "Well, what we really meant was 
and what really is, isn’t", to tell us 
specifically how many decision making 
minorities, blacks and women, there are 
in the City. I'd like to know exactly how 
many there are. 

Now, if you prefer to postpone 
that and do it in another manner, I would 
defer to your decision. If you wish to 


continue with the post agenda on 
Wednesday, that’s fine with me. What is 
your wish? 

Mr. Robinson: 

I plan to raise this issue at the 
Human Relations Commission meeting on 
Wednesday. I do believe that the Human 
Relations Commission is charged in our 
City Charter as well as in our City Code 
would addressing the issues that now 
have spilled over into three articles. 
There was another article written 
subsequent to the first two by the same 
reporter. I think that certainly the 
Human Relations Commission should be 
asked to meet its responsibilities and I 
think it is appropriate for this Council to 
do that. However, if members of 
Council would like to hear from Miss 
Smith or the Mayor, both of whom 
responded on behalf of the City, I think 
the appropriate place to do that is right 
here in Council Chambers. 

The Chair: 

I think the question to Bill is 
whether or not we do it Wednesday or 
after you've been to the Human 
Relations Commission. I think that's her 
question, frankly. 

Michelle Madoff: 

He's saying it doesn't matter. 

The Chair: 

It might. Let me find out. 

Mr. Robinson: 

My concern only is that we use 
the appropriate form. My letter to Mrs. 
Wellons and my appearance before the 
Human Relations Commission relate to 
what I understand their mandate to be. 
If they are the appropriate agend of City 
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government to address the concerns in 
the three newspaper articles, and I was a 
little bit distressed that no one from the 
Human Relations Commission was asked 
to comment. I think both the Mayor and 
Melanie Smith were put in a position that 
they were discussing something that I 
don't think they fully understand and 
those people who work in that area 24 
hours a day have been excluded, at least 
on three occasions that Tm aware of. I 
don't think that speaks well for the City. 

The Chair: 

Let me go back. I understand 
your point but the next one is, was it not 
you who asked for the post on this 
matter. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Mrs. Madoff asked for it. 

The Chair: 

Okay. Let me just get this much 
straight so we don't have a problem. Is it 
your desire to go ahead on Wednesday? 

Michelle Madoff: 

Providing Councilman Robinson 
concurs. That's what I wanted to 
address. 

Mr. Roibnson: 

I have no objections. 

The Chair: 

No objections to what? Having it 
or not having it? 

Mr. Robinson: 

I have no objections to her 
continuing on Wednesday. 


Michelle Madoff: 

The reason I pointed , out, 
Councilman Robinson, you're to be 
commended. For five years, you tried to 
get information, since I've been on this 
Council, on the percentages of people 
doing business with the City and we were 
told they were striving for 15 percent. 
We never got that information until you 
actually pushed it to its limit. Then we 
found out it was less than one-half of one 
percent. While you are pursuing it 
through the Human Relations 
Commission, I would ask also that they 
be present. I think it's important that 
the liability or the responsibility of the 
Administration be here not to drag it out 
for another five years in getting the 
answers. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Mr. President, if I might. In that 
same regard, Td just like to read a letter 
that I also sent to the Pittsburgh Press 
which adds, perhaps, a little more 
illumination to this subject. This is sent 
to the Editor. 

"Dear Sir or Madam: 

I want to thank you and the 
Pittsburgh Press for the responsible 
manner in which you have covered the 
issue of black administrators in the 
government of the City of Pittsburgh. 
The facts and figures in dispute are 
exemplary of a much larger situation 
that relates to our City's committment 
to provide employment opportunities and 
career options to all segments of the 
population. 

I would hope that the reporter, 
Jerry Byrd, who wrote three excellent 
articles on this subject, will proceed to 
identify what the City's policy is in 
regard to employment opportunity for 
women and blacks and what 
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implementing mechanisms have been 
utilized. 

Our City is developing a new 
national reputation as some place 
special. That reputation, I believe, 
should provide for us affirmatively 
working through Council, the 
Administration, and the Pittsburgh 
Commission on Human Relations to 
explore career development 

opportunities and an honest, credible, 
evaluative process to determine what we 
have and have not accomplished. 

One means to more adequately 
address the situation is to draw upon the 
expertise of the National Association of 
Black Administrators who will conduct 
their annual meeting in Atlanta, Georgia 
this April. 

Our Pittsburgh Commission on 
Human Relations is charged through our 
City Charter and City Code with taking 
the lead in the arena of affirmative 
action and equal opportunity." 

Michelle Madoff: 

I would like to yield to you, 
Councilman Robinson, if you would like 
to chair the meeting on Wednesday. I 
think you're, perhaps, more 
knowledgeable, right on top. Are you 
willing to do that? 

Mr. Robinson: 

I will be available for the meeting 
but I think it would be more appropriate 
for whatever mechanism we have td go 
forth. 

Michelle Madoff: 

The mechanism has been that 
whoever calls the post agenda chairs it. 
Therefore, I'm asking if you would like to 
do it. 


The Chair: 

No, that has not been the 
process. They don't chair. What they do 
is lead the questions because they called 
the person. The gavel still stays with the 
person who sits in that seat. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Alright. 

On another item, Mr. Stone. 
When we pay our four percent wage tax 
to the City of Pittsburgh which 
encompasses both school and City, do we 
pay the school tax to the City of 
Pittsburgh and they in turn pay the Board 
of Education? 

The Chair: 

You mean after we collect the 
total, do we deduct something they owe 
us? 

Michelle Madoff: 

No, no. Let me rephrase that. On 
your salary for the year, our salaries 
which is public information, $32,500, we 
are assessed, like everybody else is in the 
City, four percent. Is that correct? It's 
gone up to four percent. 

The Chair: 

It's not up to four in my 
knowledge. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Three point six something. 

Michelle Madoff: 

With school tax? 
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The Chain 

We didn't get to the four yet. 
That's the point fm making. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I thought with school tax it was at 
four now. 

The Chain 

Steve is closer. It’s three 
something. I forget exactly. 

Michelle Madoff: 

When that three point six, which 
is paid to the City, do we pay a separate 
check — You see, I don't pay mine; my 
accountant pays it. Is it paid to the 
school separately and to the City 
separately, or in one lump sum to the 
City? 

The Chain 

Michelle, I don't do my own tax to 
be honest with you. I'm not sure. But I 
would think that if it's collected by the 
City their part comes out of it and if 
not, it's divided — 

Michelle Madoff: 

You’re sure of that? I'm not sure; 
that's why I'm asking. 

The Chain 

That's the reason I was not 
venturing in it. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Let me tell you why Tin asking the 
question. My accountant filed for a 
rebate on my City tax last year. I'm not 
pressed for money but there are a lot of 
people out there right not unemployed 


who probably are pressed who paid it. 
My accountant assumed it was $161; it 
seems that there are no deductions 
allowed. They changed the figure to 
$38.59 and I'm not contesting it, it's 
irrelevant really. We paid the tax last 
year and we're due to pay it again this 
year. One year ago. 

I got my check from the City for 
$22.62 of the $38.59. It says earned 
income, City share. I'm just curious 
about people who are hard pressed out 
there who paid it to one entity but now 
waiting for two entities to reimburse 
them. I'm not sure of that and I thought, 
perhaps, as Finance Chairman you might 
know that. 

The Chair: 

That mechanic I'm not familiar 

with. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Could we check that out? I think 
it might be important to see that if they 
take it all, they pay it all and that we 
don't take a year to — 

The Chair: 

I would suggest you call Mr. 
Schmeiser and he'll give it to you in a 
minute. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Calling Mr. Schmeiser, it's been a 
year since I got my refund. I'd like to 
know how many other people waited a 
year. 

The Chair: 

Since his office handles that, it 
might be wise to tip him off so if there's 
other errors — 
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Michelle Madoff: 

Oh, I’ve tipped him off several 
times. I’d like to trip him. 

The Chain 

Okay. 

Michelle Madoff: 

On another matter. I have raised 
the issue of interim approvals; there are 
three that I am distressed about, two 
that I am particularly distressed about. 

One was February 29 to pay for 
damage by a refuse truck doing 
approximately $10,500 damage to a 
heating air unit, heating unit, down at, I 
presume, at the City garage. A 
mechanical contractor for extra work in 
conection with the new heating system 
presently being installed. It is not the 
first time anybody parked there to know 
that if indeed, as I was told, it was a 
heating unit over the garage door and it's 
for $10,500. 

I think the public has the right to 
know. I don’t like these interim 
approvals, these little quickie things. My 
name is not on it. No one asked me to 
sign it; I would not have signed it. Well, 
I think I was asked and did not. I don't 
like that kind of shenanigans. 

There's another one here. This 
one is on the hiring of an auditor to audit 
the financial statement of the City or 
City pensions, an audit which will include 
the City pension, and it goes on to close, 
"This date is critical; we have to have it 
by April 30 so we can proceed with the 
bond issue." We never get asked 
anything until it's critical so we have 
interim approval. Again, I didn't sign it 
and I noticed I wasn't even asked to sign 
it. March 9. I don't sign these interim 
approvals. I don't want to see that many 


interim approvals and I find these two 
very distressing to me. 

The Chair: 

They still have to come back for 
us to approve, Michelle. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Well, but they get slid through and 
nobody really knows; they're not 
discussed in any kind of detail. It's right 
back to the same old business which 
brings me to why I brought them up. 

Some time ago I did some 
research for this Council and there is a 
brief that was prepared to go to court 
when we had a 4-5 vote to get a fiscal 
advisor for Council. We moved, as you 
know, on the bond issue, the water 
authority to have somebody come in sort 
of at the last minute to give us some 
information. 

I reported to this Council that in 
Baltimore, Maryland, the set up that 
they have in their budget office is a 
fiscal analyst. Then they have people 
like Mr. Buckley, Mr. D'Alessandro, etc., 
who work for the fiscal analyst. They do 
the analysis for the Council Finance 
Chairman. When a major issue comes up, 
like a water authority, they do go out 
into the private sector and hire a 
consultant. 

This is exactly what the 
Administration does. However, we are 
asked to always accept what we're being 
told by the Administration, that their 
information is the only information. 
There's sometimes more than one way to 
do or to carry out an obligation. For 
example, in the water authority, we 
voted for the water authority 5-4; four 
of us voted against it feeling it should be 
kept here in Council. The information 
that we got from the consultant to 
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Council differed from the 
Administration's consultants to the point 
where when confronted, the underwriters 
did not know that their own firm had 
issued zero coupon bonds that very 
morning in a greater amount than they 
said could be done. 

I think it is imperative that this 
Council not look for fiscal ongoing 
analysis when there is a pressing issue 
but do it on a day to day basis because 
the budget ends up at the end of the year 
in a hassle the day after the election and 
we have only a certain couple of days in 
which to vote because we have deadlines 
to meet. I think we ought to seriously 
consider taking the route of revamping 
our budgetary office to have a fiscal 
analyst hired. Think about that very, 
very seriously. I think it would help our 
Finance Chairman, I've mentioned it to 
him but I didn't know he wasn't going to 
be here today. But I think it's something 
we ought to be rethinking. The vote has 
been finally 4-5 and I think it’s time, 
Mike, that I introduce my resolution for 
the third time, fiscal advisor, only this 
time I'd like to change it to a fiscal 
analyst similar to that that is being 
performed in other cities the size of 
Pittsburgh, particularly in Baltimore. 
That would be the system that I would 
like to see emulated. I would like to 
have our Finance Chairman, Mr. Woods, 
go to Baltimore if he would, take a look 
at the system, meet with the person who 
does it. Incidentally, they hired her from 
an ad in the New York Times through the 
pressure or instigation of what is there, 
the equivalent of the Allegheny 
Conference, chaired by the hospital, 
whose name I never remember, in 
Baltimore. 

The Chair: 

Hopkins. 


Michelle Madoff: 

John Hopkins Hospital. .Thank 
you, Mr. President. The president of 
John Hopkins felt there should be 
separation of powers and there should 
not be a conflict of interest and that 
indeed their City Council should have 
their own fiscal analyst and not be 
relying on what the Administration and 
their Mayor tells them. Their Mayor 
didn't like it any more than our Mayor is 
going to like it. We cannot vote in a 
vacuum. When the Mayor called us in to 
the Judge's Chambers on the Stadium — I 
like the judge, I helped him get elected; 
he's not going to lie to me. But I don't 
know that. 

I would like to have a fiscal 
analyst and when I asked Mr. Buckley and 
the other members of our budgetary 
office if they are fiscal analyst or fiscal 
advisor, they say no, that it's not their 
expertise or training. I have a feeling 
they would welcome that kind of input. 

The Chair: 

Okay. 

Mr. Wagner: 

In regards to Council worn an 
Madoff's earlier comment. Employers do 
make one check out to the Treasurer of 
the City of Pittsburgh in regard to wage 
taxes. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Thank you. I thought so. 

Mr. Wagner: 

That includes the 1.8 or 1.9 
percent for school and the remaining for 
the City of Pittsburgh. 


In regard to the interim approval, 
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the Administration has been meeting to 
make a further recommendation on that 
procedure to Council. We anticpate that 
within the next week or two, I hope. 

One other point that I would like 
to bring up that has recently been 
brought to my attention — 

Michelle Madoff: 

Can we deal with the two you just 
brought up? I'd like to respond. 

On the tax that's paid in one lump 
sum, don't you think people should be 
paid back in one lump sum instead of 
having to wait for two checks? 

The Chair: 

That's what I was trying to say to 
you earlier. If you collect the total 
money, you then distribute to them and 
they do their own bookkeeping. All 
you're doing is paying one source and it's 
divided. 

Then you asked the other thing. 
The question was whether or not we 
could make some deductions, as I 
recall. I would say no because you'd 
totally upset that whole balance at that 
point. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. Stone, there is always a 
running tab on monies we will owe the 
school authority. You just deduct it 
from the amount you have to pay them 
that year if you have a rebate. If we 
take it collectively, we should pay it 
back collectively. I don't think people 
who are really pressed for funds should 
be put to that kind of effort. In my 
instance it's not pertinent but it just 
brought an issue to light that may affect 
some people who are hurting financially. 


Mr. Wagner: 

My initial thought to that would 
be that to pay it back collectively would 
be more costly to the City and probably 
taking it collectively is more costly to 
the City. 

Michelle Madoff: 

If they take it collectively they 
ought to pay it back collectively. It's 
only a bookkeeping procedure where you 
deduct everything you pay back in a total 
and take it off what you still owe them. 
It's the Board of Education. It's just a 
bookkeeping thing; a very simple 
bookkeeping thing. 

The Chair: 

I think everyone has made their 
position known. 

Mr. Wagner: 

My last comment. I believe that 
all checks paid to City employees are 
handed out openly within the City. At 
least that has been brought to my 
attention recently. I think there should 
be some degree of privacy with a check, 
a person's wages. 

The Chair: 

Is that before or after we read it 
in the budget book? 

Mr. Wagner: 

Well, for the elected officials, the 
public knows our salaries. 

The Chair: 

We know the salary of every 
employee in the City of Pittsburgh. 
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Mr. Wagnen 

That's true. But I don't think it's 
good that checks should be handed out 
openly. I think there should be some 
degree of privacy as exists in all 
corporations in this country with the 
employees that work within the City. 

I would like to make a motion that 
we suggest as a Council, as a group, to 
the Finance Department in the City the 
consideration of putting those checks in 
envelopes prior to being handed out. 

Mr. Robinson seconded the motion. 

Which motion prevailed. 

The Chair; 

You're suggesting they look into 
it? 

Mr. Wagner; 

Yes. Investigate the possibility. 

Michelle Madoff moved to excuse Mr. 
Givens and Mr. Woods for absence from 
the meeting. 

Mr. Robinson seconded the motion. 

Which motion prevailed. 

Michelle Madoff moved to approve the 
minutes from Monday, February 27, 
1984. 

Mr. O'Malley seconded the motion. 

Which motion prevailed. 

And on the motion of Michelle Madoff 
Council adjourned.

The Controller's Office is now in 
the midst of a serious evaluation of this 
contract's cost effectiveness and needs 
only a few days to evaluate new 
information. 

It should also be noted that the 
Citv has appointed Baskin and Sears in 
this contract upon a 30 day withdrawal 
notice option to serve as Volpe-Rogal's 
counsel. Baskin and Sears' slice of this 
annual $578,000 contract is now 
unknown. Various opinions range 


anywhere from $100,000 to $300,000. 

In view of Councilmember W.illiam 
R. Robinson's resolution regarding Baskin 
and Sears, this is another reason to hold 
the Volpe-Rogal contract. 

I urge support of the Robinson 
resolution. Baskin and Sears has already 
been enriched with $2 million of South 
African blood money and would most 
probably continue in their role of 
purveyor of misery and oppression if they 
were not exposed. 

Considering this fact and their 

representation of the Japanese Auto 

Manufacturers along with other foreign 
entities, I deem it the highest degree of 
moral callousness and insensitivity to 

continue to reward this firm with 
Pittsburgh public tax dollars. 

The damage is done, the City 

should sever all relations with Baskin and 
Sears regardless of their big political 
contributions and seek in the future a 
counsel of the highest credibility and 
repute.

Michelle Madoff: 

You know, Mr. President, I think 
the issue is a very serious one, but there 
are a lot of very serious subjects that we 
don't bring up at the post agendas and 
when we do have them they're not on 
camera for the public to view because 
this Council, I believe in a close majority 
vote, voted not to show post agendas 
where really the guts of these hearings 
take place. I think we really bore 
people, basically, when we say, 
Resolution No. so and so, and if there's 
no discussion, aye, second, all in favor, 
and there's really not an opportunity for 
the people to plug into the issues that 
this Council addresses itself to. I mean, 
in the real world it's not impossible for 
you, certainly as an attorney and as 
President of this Council, the clout that 
you have, to call the people, the federal 
government or the state, whoever is 
supposed to be supplying the cheese, and 
take care of the matter and deal with it 
either through the media or through 
demanding a change. 

If we're going to have a public 
hearing, in essence a post agenda, and 
have people-say, "I didn't get my cheese" 


which we know they didn't and they’re 
entitled to it and it's an abuse of 
everything we deem correct and paoral, 
I'd like to see the cameras here so the 
people know what we are doing, that we 
do deal with some substantive issue, and 
not only because you're holding that 
hearing but when we do have other 
subjects that are very important. I think 
it's appropriate at this time to suggest 
that we extend our televising on Channel 
17, the Government Station, to having 
the post agendas and all substantive 
public hearings. When we have a hearing 
that takes five minutes and nobody is 
objecting to a zoning, I don't think we 
need to put that on camera. But we had 
people here saying, "We don't have police 
in our area and we're upset", and other 
communities can realize that they are 
going to get some help, they should also 
know that this is a vehicle and a 
mechanism and a place they can come to 
their elected officials. 

I really find it offensive that we 
are not having the gut and the major 
issues of this Council televised. I would 
urge that we do that and I think it’s 
appropriate that I mention it and I would 
like to make that in the form of a motion 
now. 

The Chair: 

Michelle, I think you're going to 
have to put that in and then we'll cover 
that in Council in the proper order. 

Michelle Madoff: 

When would be the proper time? 
The Chair: 

Insert a resolution, then that will 
come up like the other resolutions. 
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Michelle Madoff: 

Mike, would you put that in in a 
form of resolution that we extend the 
hearings — We do have a problem with 
that. You know we were to have the 
people from Warner, Brother Richard; we 
scheduled a hearing, how many times, 
Mike? Five times on that hearing. 

The Chair: 

If we had a vote on that now and 
the question would be you'd either have 
to vote over what we did or rescind what 
we did. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Well, we really need a post agenda 

on it. 

I'm not through on that subject. 
We are supposed to have a meeting with 
all the parties involved. Rumor has it 
that Warner is going to be bought out; 
rumor has it Warner is going to a 
partnership; rumor has it in the weekend 
paper that they're buying back their own 
stock. I don't know what’s going on; I 
don't think any of us do. But I think it's 
important that we have Brother Richard 
here to see that — 

The Chair: 

Wait, wait. We're still talking 
about this one subject. We'll change and 
ril give you the opportunity. Hold on. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I'm on the same subject; I'm 
talking about — 

The Chair: 

You’re talking about the sale of 
Warner and all we're talking about is 
butter and cheese. 


I’m talking about having Warner 
supply the time, that they say they don't 
or may not have, to have the camera 
people and the equipment to be here for 
the post agendas and the hearings. They 
were supposed to be at a post agenda. I 
want to get that post agenda scheduled. 

The Chair. 

I think the Chair has to tell you 
that we have a resolution on it and the 
only way you can change it is to formally 
do the same thing we did at that time. 
So, it will need another vote. 

Michelle Madoff: 

One second. Did you introduce 
my resolution? I didn't hear you 
introduce it. 

Mr. Perry: 

Yes. 

Michelle Madoff: 

It is introduced for a week from 
Wednesday? 

Mr. Perry: 

Right. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Okay. 

Mr. O’Malley: 

If memory serves me correctly, I 
think it was Brother Fmenecker who 
explained to this Council when this 
resolution, Michelle's, was brought up 
previously, that he has other time 
restraints and other obligations for the 
goverment channel. That is one of the 
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reasons why he cannot tie it up four days 
a week on City Council business. There's 
other obligations that he's obligated to. 

Michelle Madoff: 

That is why I called for the post 
agenda and had Warner because they had 
given other circuits, other lines, to other 
entities and I was wondering whether we 
could do it, somehow or other Warner 
could supply the time, and whether we 
could make this a priority. I listen and 
watch some of the dribble on 17 and I'm 
wondering whether the post might not be 
more important, and the hearings, than 
what we are doing on a Monday meeting. 

The Chair: 

Introduce the motion, Michelle, 
and we'll handle that in the proper order. 

The other one that I'd like to 
cover before I go out, and I'd like to do 
that, Mike, two weeks from Wednesday, 
and that's the matter that has just begun 
in certain areas in our City and I want to 
find out how far it has extended. That is 
the matter of certain insurance 
companies finding upon themselves, after 
thirty-five years of no claims on a house, 
to cancel out because of certain things 
that happened in the area, even though 
it's not immediate to that particular 
area. 

If that's going to be their practice 
then we ought to bring it out and let 
everybody know about it. If they're not 
going to be responsible and understand, 
then people ought to know about it. If 
they're in violation of the insurance laws, 
we're going to make sure the Insurance 
Department knows about it but we’re not 
going to let people who receive a call on 
the telephone telling them they're 
getting their insurance cancelled without 
a letter. That's not the proper way to do 
it and it's going to be done in a different 


way. ril give you a list of people I want; 
m get you the name of the insurance 
company, Mike, the individual involved, 
and a responsible individual from the 
Insurance Department. 

Tm beginning to get a little 
alarmed about some people who think 
that they can cancel out people 
indiscriminately and just add to their 
burdens and hope that they won't say 
anything. It's about time someone comes 
to their assist and Tm hopeful that in this 
fashion we'll start putting everybody 
back in their proper frame of where they 
belong. That's two weeks from this 
Wednesday. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Are you talking about red-lining? 
The Chair: 

A form of it. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, on the issue of bond counsel for 
the City of Pittsburgh and specifically 
the situation with our present bond 
counsel, Baskin and Sears, I'd like to read 
a letter that I received relative to this 
matter. I think it's appropriate to have 
this letter read into the record. 

As Council is aware, when the 
issue came before this Council to the 
extent that our bond counsel was serving 
as an agent for the Republic of South 
Africa, I did get in contact with our bond 
counsel, Baskin and Sears, and with the 
Mayor relative to this issue in an 
attempt to try to resolve this matter and 
at the same time not jeopardize the 
City's bond standing. I did request that 
the firm of Baskin and Sears make some 
decision as to how they felt the matter 
should be resolved. They chose to take 


some actions which are identified in this 
letter, dated March 14, 1984 and I think 
in light of the fact that we will be going 
out on a bond issue sometime in May that 
this letter becomes most relevant. It 
says: 

"Dear Mr. Robinson: 

Pursuant to your request, this 
confirms that as of February 29, 1984, 
John Sears, Philip Hare, John Ward, and 
Robert Kelley, formerly of our 
Washington, D.C. office, withdrew from 
our firm. Beginning March 1, 1984, they 
no longer have any interest in our firm, 
nor do we have any interest in their new 
firm. 

The Sears firm will have its own 
telephones and its own number and its 
own employees and the two firms will be 
clearly delineated in all directories so 
that it will be clear that there is no 
connection between the two. As I told 
you, temporarily, while we unwind our 
present long-term lease obligations on 
our space, the Sears firm will continue to 
use some of the space in the second floor 
of the building in which we are located 
at 818 Connecticut Avenue. Both parties 
are planning on a permanent separate 
physical arrangement as soon as 
practicable. 

As you know, John Sears and the 
others named above, while a part of our 
Washington, D.C. office, had been 
representing the Government of South 
Africa, and with their withdrawal our 
firm no longer has any connection with, 
or interest in, the government of South 
Africa or in any fees or payments of any 
kind from said Government. Nor is there 
any kind of referral arrangement of any 
kind involved. 

The name of our firm will be 
changed by April 1 which will be the 
start of our firm's fiscal year. We are in 


the process of ordering stationery and 
taking all the other steps necessary to 
carry out this change. 

We appreciate the fact that you 
have publicly stated that the acts which 
we have taken comply with the desires of 
the Mayor and City Council and that we 
can put this matter behind us.

The record should also reflect 
that the check that I was holding as 
Treasurer of the Public Auditorium 
Authority has been signed and has been 
forwarded to Mr. Baskin for proper 
disposition. I think his letter is self- 
explanatory and, hopefully, this will give 
Council some direction in our future 
dealings with bond counsel. 

The Chair: 

Thank you. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. President, Td like to have the 
comments brought forward from last 
week's Committee Meeting pertaining to 
the increase in user fees of the Aviary, 
Phipp's Conservatory and the Zoo put 
into the record. 

(BEGINNING - MR. WAGNER'S 
REMARKS - WEDNESDAY, MARCH 14, 
1984) 

Mr« Wagner: 

The cost of operation, Ms. Brown 
is $1,600,000.00? 

Director Brown: 

For '83. For '84 the budget is 
$1,700,000.00. 
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Mr. Wagner; 

What is the cost of operation for 
the Aviary? What was it last year, in 
'83? 

Director Brown: 

It is here. 

Mr. Wagner: 

And Phipps? 

Director Brown; 

Do you have that, offhand? It is 
on a yellow piece of paper. Of the 
Aviary, cost of operation for '83 was 
$412,900.00; for '84 it is projected 
$443,000.00. 

Mr. Wagner: 

What were the revenues generated 
at the Aviary? 

Director Brown: 

In '83 admission $63,209.00, 
concessions $25,300.00 — I am rounding 
off a little bit here. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Total revenues generated at the 
Aviary were $91,000.00 approximatley? 

Director Brown: 

Eighty-eight. 

Mr. Wagner; 

Eighty-eight thousand? 

Director Brown: 

Right. 


Mr. Wagner; 

And Phipps Conservatory? 

Director Brown: 

Operating budget in '83, 
$638,000.00; in '84, $708,000.00, total 
operating budget. That includes the 
trust fund expenditures as well as the tax 
dollar expenditures. Total revenues in 
'83 — do you want them broken down by 
admission and concession? 

Mr. Wagner; 

Yes, please. 

Director Brown: 

Admission $211,220.00, 

concessions $73,918.00, total 

$285,000.00. 

Mr. Wagner; 

For all three, the Zoo, the Aviary 
and Phipps, it appears as if there is an 
operating deficit at the Zoo. 

Director Brown: 

They are not a profit-making 
organization. 

Mr. Wagner: 

The Zoo, if you will permit me for 
one second, $800,000.00; at the Aviary 
approximately $325,000.00; at Phipps 
Conservatory approximately 

$350,000.00? 

Director Brown: 

That is correct. The Zoo we have 
a 760 difference. I don't know. 
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Mr. Wagner: 

Okay, where does that money 
come from? 

Director Brown: 

The way that we have, forever, 
City Council and the Administration, 
have dealt with these three facilities is 
that a 100 percent of the operating need 
is appropriated by City Council in the 
budget. As the revenues some in they 
come back, then, into the City, so it is 
not a matter of where does it come 
from, it is appropriated annually in the 
total operating budget. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Okay. That leads me to my next 
question. For the Zoo, what percent of 
the people that use the Zoo are not City 
residents? 

Director Brown: 

We have not conducted a study 
this year, but a study that was conducted 
two years ago by the Pennsylvania 
Economy League estimated, since they 
didn't hit it every day, was it 80 percent 
or 75 percent? 

THE CHAIR COMMENTS 

MRS. MASLOFF COMMENTS 

Mr. Hayes: 

Three out of every four of our 
visitors live outside of the City. 

Director Brown: 

Fifty percent live outside the 
County, then there is another percentage 
that lives outside the state. 


Mr. Wagner: 

In the Aviary, what would it be? 

Director Brown: 

The Aviary was 50/50, maybe 
even more City residents. 

Mr. Wagner: 

And Phipps? 

Director Brown: 

Phipps was less than the Zoo but 
maybe about between 60 and 70 percent 
non-City. Still a higher percentage of 
non-City. Til check those figures. I 
think we probably need to do another 
survey. 

Mr. Wagner: 

So, in other words, if you were to 
take those figures, 75 percent for the 
Zoo, 50 percent of the Aviary, 65 
percent for Phipps, there is no doubt that 
the City residents are subsidizing 
somewhere in the area of a million 
dollars for the use of our facilities by 
non-City residents? 

Director Brown: 

Absolutely. 

Mr. Wagner: 

That leads me to my next 
problem, that means we are paying $1 
million; we are increasing the user fees 
of our facilities; if any City resident 
goes to Mt. Lebanon or Fox Chapel or 
Churchill, or anywhere, and they use 
their swimming pool, they use their 
tennis courts, they use any facility, they 
pay a user fee greater than the residents 
of those communities. There is, in this 
proposal for increasing the fees, there is 
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no proposal being made to increase the 
user fees for non-residents. 

Director Brown: 

That is correct. 

Mr. Wagner: 

How can we in good conscience 
require our own Citv residents to 
continue to carry the burden for the 
people from Fox Chapel and Mt. Lebanon 
when in fact we know that the average 
family income for those people is much 
greater than that of the City residents? 

Director Brown: 

I think we even talked about this, 
Councilman. We would like very much to 
be able to do that. These facilities are 
definitely regional, if not larger than 
regional, attractions in the City, and 
they do, obviously, as the statistics show, 
generate a lot of admission from non- 
City residents; however, all the charges 
are the same. I have discussed this with 
all of the facility directors regarding the 
potential of doing that, and the bottom 
line comes down, not only for these 
facilities but also for our swimming 
pools, and also for our parks, and also for 
our big events, there are a lot of non- 
City residents that swim in our pools, 
too, that we are trying to deal with, it 
becomes a very expensive administrative 
problem to differentiate between City 
residents and non-City residents at the 
site, at the Zoo. 

We do have the free day that we 
hope the City residents will take 
advantage of, but, of course, non-City 
residents can do that also. I think the 
Mayor mentioned on numerous occasions 
some other ways of dealing with this 
problem of the non-City residents use of 
our facilities through State legislation. 
We have applied to the County for a 


Grant to help the improvements at the 
Zoo. We have just received a letter 
saying it will be on the agenda of .theirs 
in the next couple months, so we hope 
that is another way that we can, 
somehow, balance out this inequity of 
our problem, and it is really not mine, it 
is Mr. Hayes' problem at the Zoo. On a 
good Saturday, which is when the people 
come, you will have seven to ten 
thousand people, and to try to identify 
where one lives by Zip Code in the City 
or not in the City, is administratively 
very difficult and will definitely not be 
appealing to City residents as well as 
non-City residents in terms of continuing 
our population increase and admission 
increase at the Zoo. 

Mr. Wagner: 

So, have we attempted to 
determine the cost of a card that would 
be provided to each and every City 
resident that would be used at these 
three facilities? 

Director Brown: 

We have talked with Mr. 
Schmeiser, and the Finance Department, 
about doing that and it would be 
extremely expensive to issue and insure 
that 423,000 people got a card, in terms 
of having to mail it to them. We didn't 
feel it was fair to ask City residents to 
come downtown and line up in the 
Treasurer's Office and show 
identification to get a card. That was 
another way we looked at it. We have 
not discarded it or not been concerned 
about this effort. 

The fact that two-thirds, or 
three-quarters of the people that come 
to the Zoo live outside the City, this 
increase for adults, particularly, will 
hurt them as much as the City 
residents. There are more of them. We 
are not increasing this for children. It is 
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almost impossible to identify children in 
terms of residency and proof. They don't 
have drivers' licenses; they don't have 
any kind of official identification. 

Mr. Wagner: 

I agree with the point that you are 
not increasing the user fee for children, 
even though the children may live 
outside the City. 

Director Brown: 

Or senior citizens. 

Mr. Wagner: 

I have great concern about the 
adults. I would venture to say if we were 
to issue a card to each and every City 
resident, the cost of the manufacture 
and issue of that card, with their name 
on that card, permitting use at a certain 
fee at the Zoo, at the Aviary, at Phipps, 
it could be done for a fee not greater 
than $1.00 a card, meaning that it could 
be done for $400,000.00. Now we can 
easily increase the user fees at these 
three facilities, say, for instance, with 
the adult admission to $3.00 for City 
residents, but also increase the user fee 
to non-City residents to, say $4.00 or 
$5.00 for adults. We could do the same 
at Phipps. 

Director Browne 

I would not recommend that. 

Mr. Wagner: 

The point is, we are spending $1 
million out of every taxpayers' pocket, 
and I am paying for the people from Mt. 
Lebanon, Fox Chapel, Churchill. 

Director Brown: 

That is not — wait a minute — I 


meant there is no Zoo in the country that 
is self-supporting, and it does not come 
from admissions. I think if you raise 
anybody's fee to $5.00 or $6.00 your 
attendance would just go way down, way 
down, so you would not make up that 
difference. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Rather than do that, let's 
decrease the amounts for the City 
residents and leave it the same for non- 
City residents. 

Director Brown: 

Again assuming there is a 
procedure in place that can identify City 
residents. 

THE CHAIR COMMENTS 

Mr. Wagner: 

You may lose the few dollars, but 
the City resident is benefitting that they 
cure getting a service from this City 
cheaper than the person who lives 
outside the City. I personally think the 
increase in users fees of all three should 
be greater. Someone using Phipps can 
certainly afford more than $2.00 based 
on the average person that uses Phipps, 
and the Aviary, and not as much the Zoo, 
however. It seems to me, along with this 
proposal, we should be making a valid 
attempt to institute a system where 
those that do not live in the City pay 
more, and it is difficult for me to say, 
yes, let's increase the fees when we 
increase the fees for our own people. 

Director Brown: 

You mentioned a procedure that 
everybody could get a card for $1.00. 
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Mr. Wagner; 

Yes. 

Director Brown: 

That means — what was our 
attendance, 500,000. 

Mr. Wagner; 

You are talking about adults only. 
Director Brown: 

There were 300,000 adults and 75 
percent were outside the City. Then we 
would be requesting 400,000 people of 
City residents pay for an admission, 
basically, even if they don't want to go 
there. 

Mr. Wagner; 

You are through? We would be 
paying for the issue of a card, but we 
would address a long-term problem that 
has existed too long, and there is no 
intent to correct the situation. 

Director Brown: 

I would not say that. I am very 
open and the Administration is, to ways 
we could implement this. The Mayor has 
asked me to look into ways we could 
implement this that are not so costly 
that it costs the taxpayers more, and 
that are fair and equitable and can be 
done in an Administrative way at the 
facility. 

Mr. Wagner; 

Have we looked into a way, based 
on issuing a card? Have we found out 
what it would cost to provide a card for. 
every person? 


director Brown: 

We did that when we were 
working on the swimming pools as well. 

Mr. Wagner: 

What is the cost per card? 

Director Brown: 

The card itself is not expensive. 
It is the administrative procedure, 
making sure people live in the Cty, what 
address, that you got everybody at those 
addresses. 

Mr. Wagner; 

What is the cost per card? 

Director Brown: 

I have no idea what it is now. 

Mr. Wagner; 

We haven't investigated that 
possibility? 

THE CHAIR COMMENTS 

Director Brown: 

Yes, as part of that proposal to 
get — it is a fee back as a substitute for 
this commuter thing. I am not 
minimizing the point, other than the 
thing we always had in attempting this 
thing, the control factor, of having the 
extra employees, then, on the hours that 
there is no big volume I still have to have 
someone there, and it is a costly thing. I 
wanted to point these things out as well. 

Mr. Wagner: 

My own personal opinion, I think 
this Council needs to t? provided with 
information pertaining to an effort taken 
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by the Administration to increase the 
fees of non-residents for these 
facilities. These are not the only three 
facilities in this City that non-residents 
are using at a price equal to that of a 
City resident. I don't see how in good 
conscience we can proceed any further, 
based on the economic conditions that 
exist in this City, and even think in the 
past, or in the future of tax increases, 
etc., when we are giving away on these 
three facilities $1 million a year on other 
uses, money I am sure equal to or greater 
than that they are taking, making the 
effort to implement a system to address 
this problem. 

May I make one more last point? 

I feel if Council passes these increases 
this problem will be pushed aside, and I 
think action should be taken immediately 
to address alternative approaches to 
implement user fees prior to this being 
passed. I do not think that our residents 
should continue to carry the burden, and 
I would like to see this Council hold this 
until something is done along these lines. 

Director Brown: 

To hold it would take several 
months for us to do that kind of research 
that you are asking for, and what our 
concern about it is, whenever, just like 
any business, whenever you change any 
kind of fee or price you've got to do it in 
the beginning, not at the end, and the 
Zoo business really starts April, May, 
when the weather gets nice, and 
memberships are sold, and there are a lot 
more people coming. It would be my 
recommendation we not do that; and 
change it in July, that would be really 
tough to pay $2.00 one day and the next 
day $3.00. There are a lot of people that 
are return visitors. 

Mr. Wagner: 

We all know this topic has been 


discussed for years. 

Director Brown: 

Forever. 

Mr. Wagner: 

And nothing has been done. My 
fear is that it's going to continue. I 
personally have no qualms with 
increasing the parking fee equally. Mr. 
Hayes indicated the difficulty in the 
parking area. Personally, I think the way 
other cities have done it, townships do it, 
to identify who is a City resident 

Director Brown: 

But they are small populations 
with small facilities. We are talking 
about a big, regional attraction, which is 
a benefit to Pittsburgh above and beyond 
the facilities there. One of the reasons 
we were rated fourth most livable city is 
the Pittsburgh Zoo. It has advantages 
from an economic standpoint. I agree 
with you. 

Mr. Wagner: 

To be quite honest with you, I feel 
it has no economic advantage as long as 
our residents are paying for non¬ 
residents. This City could exist, I think, 
without a zoo, even though a zoo makes 
it extremely attractive; however, we 
should not be paying for those. 

Director Brown: 

Our residents are paying for non¬ 
residents all over this City, for 
everything, for our streets, our police, 
for our parks, our pools, and that is what 
the Mayor, I think, has over and over and 
over tried to persuade the State 
Legislature to address that problem, 
whether it is on a piecemeal basis, where 
you discount an Aviary, or some other 
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way. That, as the Mayor said, is the only 
way we're going to really solve the 
problem. 

Mr. Wagner: 

But we have the opportunity here 
to implement a program, and there has 
been no attempt to implement a program 
to make non-residents pay more. 

Director Brown: 

As Mr. Hayes has said — 

Mr. Wagner: 

I feel until the Administration 
shows this Council that they have 
attempted to implement a program and 
cost involved in implementation of that 
program, and nothing has been done 
today, I think this Council should not be 
acting on this type of increase. 

MR. O’MALLEY COMMENTS 

Mr. Wagner: 

I have one question, Mr. 
Chairman, our procedure of voting on 
this today, does that mean these fees 
become effective, and there is no need 
to vote on Monday. 

MR. PERRY COMMENTS 

Mr. Wagner: 

In other words, this is the final 
vote on this? 

MR. O’MALLEY COMMENTS 

Mr. Wagner: 

I disagree. Is it possible to break, 
this up into various categories and vote 
on it, Mr. Chairman? 


THE CHAIR COMMENTS 

Mr. Wagner: 

I move that we break these up 
into various categories and vote on them. 

I would like to see the parking fee 
remain the same, and prior to voting on 
admission fees for the Aviary, Phipps, 
and Zoo, Td like to see some efforts to 
address the problem that was brought up 
today. 

THE CHAIR COMMENTS 

Mr. Wagner: 

I personally would like to see us 
move to vote on parking. 

(END - MR. WAGNER’S REMARKS - 
WEDNESDAY, MARCH 14, 1984) 

Michelle Madoff: 

I have a couple of items. Td like 
to take the opportunity — I was not here 
last week — of thanking the reporter for 
the Post Gazette for his story on March 
15th with reference to the "Council OK's 
Hiring Lobbyist". It's refreshing to see a 
story come out that says in truth where 
the idea originated, even though the 
Mayor runs with the ball, or the 
Administration, many, many good ideas 
come from many members of the Council 
here and it always suddenly springs from 
the head of Zeus and we're relegated to 
not having done anything substantive and 
I would like to thank the reporter 
publicly. 

On another matter. Mr. Wagner, I 
apologize to you for not having brought 
this to your attention because it falls in 
your purview, but the mail just arrived. 
I’ve been away; Mr. Stone is aware of 
it. I didn't get this material until the 
last couple of days; it was sent by some

If you look at today's bills, on Bill 
347, the bill where we're transferring 
project code accounts to reflect the 
reorganization created by the 
Department of Engineering and 
Construction. We go on with all the 
pages of items that are being transferred 
to Engineering and Construction. 

As you know, and I've made no 
secret of it, I was very distressed that 
Mr. McDermott, who comes from 
Kimball Construction, who is an expert 
in organizing, that's what he did for 
Kimball, needed to have Mr. Massaro be 
hired as an advisor to Mr. McDermott. I 
was in Mr. McDermott's office, as was 
Mr. Wagner, and I did speak to Mr. 
Massaro on the phone, with reference to 
a letter he was to supply us with, the 
letter saying that he would not bid on 
any contract that he advised on. But 
then he clarified that and said, "Of 
course that would be during the time 
that Tm advisings I would certainly not 
be adverse to bidding on it afterwards." 
He also went on to state, and Mr. Wagner 
said substantiate and so did Mr. 
McDermott, that he was not going to do 
anything on any particular project but 
just deal, in essence, with structuring 
procedures, how one would do 
construction and engineering procedures, 
accounting. Is that essentially correct, 
Mr. Wagner? 

Mr. Wagner: 

He would advise in construction 
management procedures. 

Michelle Madoff: 

So, essentially not deal with any 
particular project. 

I have talked to a number of 
people and it seems that that is not a 


possiblity because you cannot design in 
the abstract; you have to have a project 
in which to have a formula designed for 
that particular project, whether it’s 
water lines for the Water Authority, 
whether it's going to be a branch or so 
on. 

So, I took it upon myself to 
contact a company in Canada. Now, 
before anybody jumps at me saying, 
"Well, they're not a Pittsburgh firm", 80 
percent of our purchasing, according to 
our Supplies Director list, printouts that 
I have in my possession, are done out of 
the City. This is a company called 
Barlow Associates; they're in Toronto, 
Canada. They do not do construction; 
they do not bid on any projects. All they 
do is show you how to set up systems. 
They were gracious enough to give me 
the names of three other companies who 
might possibly be able to do the same 
thing. So, there would not be any 
conflict of interest but certainly not 
even the appearance of conflict of 
interest. 

It just happens that Mr. 
McDermott, who is heading this new 
Department of Engineering and 
Construction, attended a course for 
$2,500, I believe before he even came to 
the City, with this particular company 
and said it was the best course he ever 
took. 

I strenuously oppose the company 
that is now going to have to have $94,000 
worth of repair jobs for Three Rivers, in 
the infield, being the advisor to Mr. 
McDermott, which is a joke. And I might 
add to that that when I was told by a 
private source that there was a problem 
at Three Rivers, trying to be a 
responsible Council worn an and not trying 
to appear that I was a publicity hog 
Incidentally, I don't think there's 
anything wrong with being a publicity 
hog because unless you have a few 
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million dollars and you can buy time in 
the paper, the only way you get the 
message out to the public is to go public 
and if that brands you a publicity hog, so 
be it. I had heard about this problem at 
the Stadium and I went to the Mayor and 
I said, "Gee, I hear you have a problem 
with the Stadium" and he said, "Oh, it's 
only two feet by four feet; it’s a little 
nothing." This little "nothing" turns out 
to be worth $94,000 and they're still 
going to be the consultant to Mr. 
McDermott. 

I do not know whether Dr. 
Massaro is directly related to Massaro 
Construction. Does anyone know that? 

The Chair: 

He doesn't have anything to do 
with that turf over there, does he? 

Michelle Madoff: 

Tm just wondering, why don't we 
change the City of Pittsburgh to the City 
of Massaro? Tm just beginning to 
wonder. 

The point that Tm making is that I 
would like to turn this over to my 
colleague, Mr. Wagner. I'd like him, if he 
would, to pursue the concept of having 
an independent, unbiased, somebody who 
is not going to get five cents of 
construction work, and the Massaros get 
it in the millions, and are very close 
allies of the Mayor and very strong 
supporter of his run for Governor, to 
have this taken into a non-political 
arena. I feel very strongly about that. 

My third and last item. For some 
time this Council has been very 
distressed about non and slow payment 
by our Controller's Office. The 
Controller's Office has come to our 
Council meetings saying, "We get the 
bills; we pay them in three days. But we 


can’t pay them if we don't get them". I 
was told when I got here five and a half 
years ago that Mr. Whitmer was hired as 
an expediter; that he was a person who 
would go through the departments to see 
that bills were expedited so I would not 
have a number of ward chairmen calling 
my office saying, "My son-in-law hasn't 
been paid for his demolition work" and 
other people calling to say they haven't 
been paid for things that they supplied 
the City with and the second time they 
go out to bid — First of all, nobody wants 
to bid; we get one or two bids. And then 
they have to go borrow money because 
they're not going to get paid quickly so 
they add onto the price. 

Well, when I picked up this article 
in the paper that appeared on Sunday by 
Jon Schmidt with reference to, and it 
lists the items, that we are paying more 
for many items in the City, retail, than 
the City could probably get them 
wholesale, and that we do business in this 
manner. I'm glad for one, that you have 
introduced, Mr. Stone, you said some 
procedure that you were going to share 
with us, to see that some mechanism was 
going to happen to keep these prompt 
payments in place. I do want to tell you 
that I have conferred with the 
Controller’s Office and our office is 
about to come out with a prompt 
payment bill which has the support of the 
Controller's Office. We will certainly 
share it with every member of Council; 
we're still working on it. But I think this 
really goes to the gut and the heart of 
patronage, political pay-offs. I don't 
want to see, not only political pay-offs, 
but bad management. I think this says 
something about our Administration and I 
think, Mr. Robinson, it all ties together, 
who spends five years trying to find out 
that fifteen percent of the work is 
supposed to go to minorities and women 
and it turns out to be less than one-half 
of one percent. 
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We need, in this Council, our own 
on-going fiscal analyst so that this kind 
of garbage, and this is garbage, that we 
are paying more than we should be 
paying or anybody else would be paying, 
that we have $94,000 jobs that they’re 
going to somehow take care of. We need 
some help on an on-going basis. I'm glad 
that we're finally starting to address the 
issues. We talk about doing, you’ve 
talked about doing it, I’ve asked this 
Council and I've seen nothing substantive 
yet* 

The Chair: 

With your indulgence, we'll pick 
that up when it comes up on the agenda. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I want to know whether we're 
going to have a post agenda on this and if 
not, I would like to schedule one. 

The Chair: 

I think we owe it to you to find 
out about it. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Thank you very much. 

Mrs. Masloff: 

I have a motion, Mr. President. I 
move to televise, on Government 
Channel 17, the public hearing scheduled 
for Thursday, March 22, 1984 at 10:00 
a.m., Bill No. 126 and the Mayor's Report 
on Military Spending. 

Michelle Madoff seconded the motion. 

Mr. Woods: 

Opposed. 


Mr. O'Malley: 

I think we should check with 
Brother Emenecker to see if that time 
slot is available. 

The Chair: 

Subject to the cable people being 
available, take the roll, Mike.

Everything that happens in this 
Council and is a priority should be 
televised and the answer is aye.

Mrs. Luongo: 

First I'd like to thank everybody 
for coming. You all know that I had a 
job that 1 was supposed to do; I loved 
doing it.

Nobody but nobody is going to take 
advantage of the senior citizens in any 
wav, shape or form, and I don't care who 
it is.

First of all, Rose, you can say 
anything today; it’s your day. 

Second of all, I was always afraid 
of getting old because I thought they said 
we were going to stack up. 

Thirdly, I would like to commend 
all of you senior citizens who came here 
today. Too often we forget those people 
who have served us over the many, many 
years, and I think that Rose Luongo has 
typified the kind of person that's 
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dedicated themselves to doing a good 
job. The fact that you respond today in 
this little way of making her heart feel a 
great deal of pride, I think you’re to be 
commended. 

To Rose from all of us, long life 
and good health and may you always 
remember us. I just want to share with 
all of you that we extracted a promise 
from Rose before she even came up here 
and before we passed this resolution;

That's one of those peculiar quirks 
in government. There's a logical way and 
the way the government does it. 

Michelle Madoff: 

You mean it's close enough for 
government work? Is that the concept? 

The Chair: 

No. They don't use the check — 
They don't take out of one person's 
account and put it in the other person's 


account and then be accountable for 
interest. 

Michelle Madoff: 

If the check draws interest — 

The Chair: 

It will stay where it's at and draw 
it's own interest in the account from 
which it has not yet been withdrawn. 

Michelle Madoff: 

The whole concept of a lock box is 
to keep records and put the checks in 
right away. 

The Chair: 

This is not that situation. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I understand but all checks should 
be deposited. 

The Chair: 

The lock box is basically our 
money as opposed to getting money in 
advance to create an escrow account 
from which you now have a responsibility 
to gain interest from it, from which you 
now owe an accounting back to the 
parties whose monies you have receive 
prematurely. 

Michelle Madoff: 

What we're talking about, Mr. 
Stone, is issuing a check as a refund if 
we don't accept it. Is there going to be 
one check issued as a refund out of that? 

The Chair: 

These have time levels which is a 
problem, Michelle. 
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Michelle Madoff: 


Ayes: 


The problem is that it's October, 
November, December, January, 
February, March, and that money should 
have been in the bank. What amounts 
are thev? 

The Chair: 

The City has not and will not lose 
in one v on this deal. 

Michelle Madoff: 

How much money is there? 

Mrs. Johnson: 

Seventy-five dollars. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Each check is $75.00? I'd like to 
know how manv $75.00 checks haven't 
been deposited when they could be 
drawing interest. 

The Chair: 

But they're still drawing interest 
in the bank account of the person whose 
monev it belongs to until it's finally 
acquired hv us.

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. President, I have some 
concerns regarding this and I think 
someone from the TJRA should be here. 

I would like to state that one of 
the concerns that the residents had wets 
that the property was appraised by the 
URA and in that appraised they indicated 
that this property is worth approximately 
$4,500.00. I have some questions 
pertaining to this appraisal. As a matter 
of fact, the appraisal is in error in view 
of the piece of property itself — the land 
is at $7.50.00. 

Yesterday afternoon we went out 
to the property, and I'd like to pass this 
around to each member of Council, and 
took photos of the property and viewed 
the property in the City of Pittsburgh. 


This property has an unbelievable 
majestic view. 

MR. STONE COMMENTS 

Mr. Wagner: 

It's right below the Liberty Bridge 
and approximately a block and one-half 
from Station Square. Slightly 150 feet 
above the road (Sycamore). An appraisal 
was made of the property and as I 
indicated, it would be good if someone 
were here from URA because they made 
the appraisal and I don't know how they 
can assess this piece of land at $250.00 
when it has such a view of the City of 
Pittsburgh. The property no doubt is not 
worth more than as indicated on the 
appraisal which is approximately 
$4,000.00. 

I personally think that the 
taxpayers of the City of Pittsburgh are 
being cheated by us moving to sell this 
property at this time, rather than the 
total sale of the property being $6,600; it 
should be three or four times that 
amount. 

As we all know, there is a 
tremendous development going on in the 
area and I spoke with Mr. McDermott 
this morning and he indicated that the 
new Sycamore Street which will lead to 
Mt. Washington will be completed in the 
fall. We know that the Liberty Bridge 
was reconstructed and know that the new 
LRT system is only one block away and 
the Grand Concourse Restaurant and 
Station Square is a block and one-half 
away and Arlington Avenue is going to be 
rebuilt,' so this property has tremendous 
advantages. I think it would be remiss 
for this Council to move to sell the 
property. This has nothing to do with the 
individual that is attempting to purchase 
the property. I feel the error here is in 
the procedure which exists within the 
Urban Redevelopment Authority to 




appraise this property. 

I'd like to just state a couple of 
other comments here. I don’t know if 
anvone knows where Hartford Street is, 
Excelsior Street or Gassell Street, but in 
making an appraisal, they evaluate a 
piece of property based on similar 
properties of its type. 

Mr. Brophy, we have before us Bill 
No. 313, Arlington Avenue being sold for 
$6,600.00. I also have here in front of 
me a copy of the appraisal done by the 
TJRA and a Mr. Vernon Brown and I was 
out at the property yesterday and we 
took some photos of the property and the 
view of the City of Pittsburgh and it’s an 
unbelievable view. This appraisal, the 
land value of the property was appraised 
at $250.00. I personally think that that 
is a tremendous error on the part of the 
appraiser or not. How he reached that 
figure I don't know. He compared this 
piece of property with three other 
properties, Hartford Street, one of 
Excelsior Street and one on Gassel 
Street. Are you aware of where those 
streets are and whether or not they have 
a view of the City? 

Paul Brophy

I'm not aware of it. 

Mr. Wagner: 

To my knowledge, they do not 
have a view of the City and how he can 
compare and come up with a dollar 
figure based on comparing with homes 
that do not have a view, I do not know. I 
think the appraisal of the property itself 
is accurate but the land is not. 

Just to summarize what I have 
been stating while you were out in the 
hall, I think the City would be remiss to 


sell this property or the Urban 
Redevelopment Authority while we are 
involved in rebuilding that total area, 
around Arlington Avenue. The value of 
this property is far, far greater than 
what is indicated. I personally would go 
out and buy this property today — I'd go 
to the bank today and get a loan to buy it 
for double the cost. 

Director Brophy: 

May I just clarify one thing? In 
order to answer the question on this 
particular property, I need to take two 
minutes to simply describe the intake 
process for this property. This comes to 
us through the Vacant Property Review 
Committee which is a committee which 
is in business to review properties 
outside of redevelopment areas that are 
blighted and after declaring them 
blighted and after appropriate 
notification to the owner, we are able to 
acquire the property and sell it. The way 
the Vacant Property Review Committee 
operates is that we typically don’t go out 
and simply pick up properties, but very 
often and typically what will happen is 
an individual will come to us having 
contacted the private owner of the 
property and not being able to find that 
owner typically because it's an estate or 
it's got a title that is very encumbered 
and approaches us and savs that he is 
interested in buying this property and our 
general arrangement is that if we 
proceed to acquire the property, we will 
sell the property for the appraised value 
plus our costs of the transaction which in 
this case is $6,600. We did not own this 
property and in fact still do not own this 
property because we have not filed a 
declaration of taking. Our purpose here 
is to remove blight. We are in a 
situation where we have someone who 
has approached us that says in effect 
that no carrying costs to the 
Redevelopment Authority on this 
property since he is paying an appraised 
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value which we would have to put into 
court to pay the owner should the owner 
ever show up, and the carrying costs, 
they will take this property and 
rehabilitate it. So we are facilitating 
that transaction; we're not in a position 
because we never owned the property in 
the first place. And to give you that 
context — in order to help explain why I 
think in this instance the appraised value 
for the carrying costs seems to us to be 
the fair price on this propertv because 
the purpose here is not for us to make 
monev on the sale of property, but to get 
the property out of its blighted condition 
and get it rehabilitated. 

Mr. Wagner: 

All right, I understand that but 
when it comes to the appraisal, how do 
we reach the figure of $250.00; the value 
of this land’ 

Director Brophy: 

Mr. Brown is a professional 
appraiser and we use a range of 
professional appraisers at the Authority 
and frankly Tm not in a position to 
second guess but he is appraising what he 
considers to be comparable property in 
the area. 

Mr. Wagner: 

So we then view the propertv with 
a view to a higher degree than the 
property that does not have a view of our 
City. 

Director Brophy: 

I don't know the answer to that. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Well, is it possible for the URA to 
consider reselling the property at a 
future date and possibly various other 


properties along Arlington Avenue area 
to assure this City, with all of the 
government funds that are going into the 
immediate area that the properties 
themselves will be developed in the 
manner which will enhance the area? 

Director Brophy: 

Legally we could do it, although 
from a practical viewpoint I would have 
to ask the question, "Should we?" We are 
limited but I am willing to pay you an 
appraised value of your cost. I think, 
one, if we took on a policy or someone 
approached us and we began the process 
with the individual and then toward the 
tail end of the process went out for bid, I 
think we would not have to rehabilitate 
because we would not have a failure.

$6,600 to buy it and hold it. 
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MICHELLE MADOFF COMMENTS 

Mr. Wagner: 

I wasn’t aware of the fact that 
this was an abandoned owner. The 
property should be advertised and if 
anyone in the City is a higher bidder they 
should be able to purchase the property. 
There is a tremendous volume here for 
the citizens to benefit from selling the 
property and I don't think we are taking 
advantage of it. 

MICHELLE MADOFF COMMENTS 

Mr. Wagner: 

One last point. Is it possible for 
the Urban Redevelopment Authority to 
purchase the properties along this 
section of Arlington Avenue — either to 
hold the properties and wait until 
development arrangements can be made, 
or the LRT system is completed and 
resell it for a profit? 

Director Brophy: 

The only answer to that is that all 
of the properties that are currently there 
are vacant and clarified as blighted and 
in order to take any property that is not 
vacant, we would have to certify this 
area as blighted and then go for the 
acquisition of the properties and a new 
redevelopment area would be established 
by City Council and by the 
Redevelopment Authority. Short of that, 
we don’t have the legal right to take by 
condemnation any properties that are in 
that area. 

Mr. Wagner: 

If the area is blighted, if that 
were to happen, what procedure do vou 
have to sell this property, or do vou have 
the right to sell it then? 


Director Brophy: 

Yes, we can do that. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Then I think its to our benefit and 
to the City's to obtain it and to resell it 
at some point in the future and to make 
a profit.

, If they are occupied we don't do 
it. We would have to certify the area as 
a redevelopment area and come to 
Council and explain that.

Mr. Grabowski moved to adopt the 
resolution. 

Mr. O'Malley seconded the motion. 

Which motion prevailed. 

Also, 

Bill No. 521 WHEREAS, on March 
25, 1984, Louis 7. Marohnic was honored 
for his over fifty years of service to the 
Croation Fraternal Union by Pioneer's 
Lodge No. 1; and 

WHEREAS, Louis 7. Marohnic, 
being the son of the late 
Joseph Marohnic, a most respected past- 
president and builder of Lodge No. 1, 
serves the Society and Lodge as their 
legal counsel; and 

WHEREAS, besides the many 
honorable services carried out for the 
organization by Louis 7. Marohnic, he

Mr. Grabowski moved to adopt the 
resolution. 

Mr. O'Malley seconded the motion. 

Which motion prevailed. 

The Chair: 

I would just like to mention, if I 
may, relative to this particular lodge and 
the fraternal group, Croation Fraternal 
Union, we would like to commend the 
local lodge as well as the fraternal group 
because it is typical of the kind of 
commemorative banquets of honoring its 
worthy members that we have in this 
area. Many may not know it and I could 
not miss the opportunity to mention that 
the City of Pittsburgh has probably more 
fraternal headquarters than any other 
county in the United States. 

Secondly, there are one million 
fraternalists in the state of Pennsylvania 
and, regretfully, good news is never 
publicized as much as bad news but if 
anyone took time to publish it, they 
would know that these organizations 
have contributed greatly to the local 
communities as well as the county and 
the state and the United States of 
America. Their loyalty is second to none 
and that is gratifying but we should 
mention it when the opportunity 
surfaces. 

Michelle Madoff: 

For the benefit of my colleague, 
Mr. Grabowski, I checked with the City 
Clerk, Mike Perry, and it is in order and 
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I’ve checked with the Law Department to 
have a floor motion without having 
notification, as you've requested, 
twenty-four hours in advance. T did give 
you the courtesv of explaining it to you. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Fm only concerned when 
amendments come before this Council 
affecting legislation. It has nothing to 
do with motions. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Fine. I just wanted to be sure 
that you know I wasn't deliberately not 
honoring your request. 

It has come to my attention and 
Tm sure a lot of people in Council, that 
the stories in the paper about TCI buying 
out Warner, a fate of compli, it's just a 
matter of transferring it, that there's 
nothing really very much, that it's just a 
routine matter. People do not 
understand that it's a very binding 
contract, that's it's probably going to 
become a very, very hot issue in this 
Council. In talking to my colleagues, 
there are already many divergent 
viewpoints. 

I have great concern that we 
don't, again, like the Water Authority 
and the Stadium issue or other issues of 
magnitude on major bonds that come 
before this Council, that at the last 
minute, under pressure, we say, "Well, 
they're going to shut down and shut-ins 
and senior citizens who rely on television 
as their only form of entertainment 
aren't going to have the availability of 
reception." 

In that spirit, I would like to make 
a motion that we invite Mr. James Roddy 
who has an intensive, extensive 
background in cable, who has no interest, 
direct or indirect, in this particular 


purchasing, in Warner or in TCI, to act as 
an advisor-consultant in the reviewing of 
presentations to Council so that we don't 
later say, "Well, it's a little early; we 
want to wait until we get some 
presentations." He would be effective in 
evaluating even presentations made to us 
that are going to be forthcoming in the 
near future with relevancy to either the 
turning over, possible bankruptcy, any 
strong-arming that we may encounter 
along the way saying, "Well, we just can't 
keep losing money; if you're not going to 
let us do that we're going to do this." 
The business-like way of transferring an 
operation, he is a businessman, has a 
fairly good reputation, I think an 
excellent reputation, in this area, and 
I've spoken to the Mayor about it and he 
thinks it's an excellent idea and asked me 
to convey that message to Council. I’ve 
heard one of my colleagues who is not 
here, Mr. Woods, say, and I'm very fair 
about this, that he thinks it's a little 
early, that we ought to wait and see 
what is presented to us. Fm worried 
that, as usual, when we look fov a 
consultant — it was, you know, a week or 
so before we voted on the Water 
Authority; I didn’t know the consultant, 
it was the best I could do in the time 
frame I had to find somebody. Here 
we've got somebody who has great 
expertise and I would like to make a 
motion that we ask him whether he 
would be willing to be an advisor to this 
Council. 

The Chair: 

The only problem the Chair has 
with that is that we don't have any 
legislation on it before us. At the time 
of the introduction, I think that might be 
more in order, frankly. That's my 
thought. We’re going to hire a consultant 
to do something for which we have no 
legislation. 
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Michelle Madoff: 

The thing that Tin concerned 
about, Mr. Stone, and I don't think you 
would disagree, is that when the 
legislation is presented to us, Td like him 
to evaluate that as well. 

The Chair: 

Obviously, if that were presented 
at the time of the presentation when 
there's a bill there, then at that time 
there's going to be a public hearing. And 
let there be no question, if it has become 
an understanding that this is a fate of 
compli, let whoever has that imaginative 
thought forget it. We're going to have a 
public hearing on this matter and until 
we vote and five people give their 
assent, there will be no transfer. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I know that and you know that but 
Tm just saying — 

The Chair: 

I would like it understood very 
clearly. 

Michelle Madoff: 

The letter we received said we've 
made an arrangement to sell. A lot of 
people think that even though it has to 
come before Council, that it's going to 
be a very minor issue. There's the 
minority issue that has to be dealt with. 
I presume Warner is making some 
arrangements, my understanding is to 
come to an understanding with the 
groups. I know that Brother Richard, and 
I've spoken with him and Marv Fein 
called me today to say that provisions 
are in the initial contract which will 
mandate if TCI takes over Warner's 
contract, that everything in it will be — 
everything in the Warner contract would 


be in whoever takes over the operation. 

Tm afraid that if I were a betting 
person, that in the real world the reason 
they went under is because they 
promised what they couldn't deliver. At 
some point this Council is going to be 
called upon to make some very hard 
decisions and I think that we ought to 
have somebody right up front, available 
to us. I don't think it's really that 
premature. 

The Chair: 

I would suggest it be the day of 
the introduction of the legislation, if you 
don't mind. 

If I just may comment on this 
Warner thing, I've been quoted 
inaccurately as saying tha unless that 
$10.00 comes off by April 1st, Warner is 
going to get a deaf ear from me. 

Michelle Madoff: 

What $10.00? 

The Chair: 

That disconnect charge. Tm 
becoming increasingly disturbed when we 
make a fool out of people by telling 
them, "Try the service, try the service", 
and then somebody tries the service and 
then they inject the charge underneath. 
Now that they've got you up there, if you 
drop it you're going to lose $10.00. I do 
not have any fault with them charging a 
disconnect or even a reinstallation on 
someone who every day decides to 
change their mind. But the bulk of those 
people, it seems to me, bordering on 
asininity, to be attempting to take a 
disconnect for $10.00, it's not enough 
money, when it's probably cost them 
72,000 cards, $1.00 and that's roughly 
$7,000.00 they spent to tell people about 
it. Tm suggesting strongly, and I hope 
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one of them is listening to me, that 
they're going to remove it before Friday 
because as far as I'm concerned, I'm 
going to give them a deaf ear if it's not 
off. We are not going to be making a 
fool out of our people and that’s what’s 
been the problem with Warner. They 
come here and ask for an increase and 
don't tell us they're about to raise some 
other charges and then come forth. 
That's not fair. I don't mind trying to do 
what's best under the circumstances but 
I'm not giving anyone the edge to come 
in the back way indirectlv to do some 
thines they have not been able to do 
directlv. 

No more can I mention than the 
fact that this will not be accomplished 
until after a public hearing and after 
we've heard all of the facts. Rut I just 
want it known in advance that we bought 
a Cadillac system and we expect a 
Cadillac svstem when it's over. That’s 
what we bought and I would suspect that 
we're going to get it and we're going to 
have it. They made sure that we didn’t 
share in their profits and I just want 
them to know that the City is not going 
to share in their losses. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. Stone, procedurally, what is 
your intention? I think the public is 
wondering about this and there are some 
concerns and it's a good time to let the 
public know, procedurally, what's going 
to happen. 

The Chair: 

First of all, there is no legislation 
before us. 

Michelle Madoff: 

How would the legislation come 
before us? 


The Chair: 

When it comes before us, at that 
time it will come, in like the normal 
legislation. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Who would be submitting it? 

The Chair: 

Whoever. Probably the Mayor's 
Office on behalf of Warner. When it 
comes here then we'll decide what to do 
and obviously it's going to have a public 
hearing. So, there's some time involved. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. President, to follow up on 
that topic, it is known that sometimes 
things come at this Council rather 
quickly and with all our obligations we 
sometimes can't address a particular 
situation in the depth that we would like 
to. So, I think it's a good idea that we 
begin to think about this Warner 
situation now and proceed in some 
direction. I would like to see us, as a 
Council, have a group meeting with 
Brother Richard Eraenecker at some 
time in the near future so that he can 
bring us up to date on exactly where 
Warner stands with the existing contract 
and what he views as being the various 
options of the future, meaning, if they 
have completed their commitment or if 
they have not completed their 
commitment and what the City can do 
from that point forward rather than this 
being proposed to us and us simply 
reacting to it. Fd like to see us prepare 
to react to it. 

The Chair: 

I think it’s a good point. We'll 
arrange that. 
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Michelle Madoff: 

Excuse me, question. Whatever 
happened to my bill on fiscal analyst* 7 
Do you know? 

Mrs. Johnson: 

It's on the agenda for Wednesday. 
Michelle Madoff: 

Thank you. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. President, may I make one 
last point? Is it possible for this Council 
to establish some types of procedures or 
some minor procedures to follow for post 
agendas? It appears to me as if we have 
a particular type of meeting entitled 
post agenda but it has no agenda. I guess 
what I'm getting at is I think that the 
post agendas could be much more 
meaningful if we could identify some 
certain criteria that we could be looking 
for and some conclusions we would be 
trying to draw as a result of the post 
agenda. Possibly by — just an idea 
identifying the areas of concentration in 
the notification of the post agenda so 
that even those participants in the post 
agendas are more prepared with the 
background information that we're trying 
to obtain. 

The reason why I suggest this is 
that I have sat through approximately 
eight or ten of them so far and I think 
they're good, I think there's good 
interaction back and forth. But our post 
agendas are not — we're getting up and 
we're not having conclusions based on the 
various discussions that we're having. 
Not only conclusions but commitments 
by the participants to address the areas 
of concern that all of us Councilmembers 
are bringing up. I get the feeling that 
we're not accomplishing as much as all of 


us would like to accomplish. 

So, is it possible? I would like to 
see this Council look into the possibility 
of identifying some agenda for post 
agendas. 

The Chair: 

If I may just bring some history 
back to you. First of all, the post 
agendas were part of the regular agenda 
and because they were taking so much 
time, then we completed the agenda and 
went into the post, which was really an 
extension of the regular agenda. 

I, for one, believe that they’re just 
a little too loose and they need 
structured a little bit better. Til be 
coming up with some suggestions for you 
so that we do something that’s more 
meaningful. I think that just constant 
roaming, as we're doing now, in a kind of 
a loose operation is not in anybody's best 
interest. 

Michelle Madoff: 

May I add to that that perhaps we 
ought to start televising them and put 
them back as part of the meeting 
because that's where the people really 
know what's going on. This meeting 
today had really nothing of tremendous 
magnitude. The public gets bored; they 
turn it on and turn it off. I think when 
we get to the post agenda, the 
interaction is where it really happens and 
they're entitled to know where it is. 

I, for one, would be happy to 
eliminate post agendas and make them 
part of the agenda and really have some 
substantive interaction where the public 
can know what's going on. 

The Chair: 

Part of the reason, and I'm not 
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taking sides, but one of the reasons the 
post agenda was handled that way was 
because of what was happening in the 
post. Hopefully, we'll clean up our acts 
this year and maybe it will all work itself 
out. 

Mr. O'Malley; 

I was just going to say at the 
reorganization of Council in January, all 
of us were supposed to make 
recommendations and structural changes 
in this Council. I think that when the 
President calls a meeting on that issue, 
that would be a good time to present 
your views. 

The Chair; 

1 think it's something we all want, 
frankly. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Something that I called for has 
been honored and I'm very pleased that 
we're no longer having supplementary 
agendas that have fifty items on that 
we've never looked at before. They’re 
very short and I think that's very 
productive. 

Mr. O'Malley moved to excuse Mr. 
Givens and Mrs. Masloff for absence 
from the meeting. 

Mr. Wagner seconded the motion. 

Which motion prevailed. 

Mr. O'Malley moved to approve the 
minutes of Monday, March 12, 1984 and 
Monday, March 19, 1984.

PRESENTATIONS 


Mr. Robinson: 

Mr. President and I'd like to offer 
Resolution No. 235 which I'think is very 
timely and important in light of what 
appears to be an increasing difficulty in 
our community with attempting to keep 
facilities, whether they be public or 
private, operating, serving the people 
they're intended to serve and, by the 
same token, keeping people employed. 

This resolution specifically relates 
to the Western Restoration Center which 
the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, 
through the Department of Welfare, has 
determined should be closed. 

I'd like to offer this resolution and 
in doing so I'd like to have the following 
people, if they're present, to come 
forward. Essie Biglow who is the 
President of AFSCME Local 2339 which 
services the Western Restoration Center, 
Jackie Reynolds who is the Vice 
President of Local 2339 of AFSCME also 
serving Western Restoration Center, 
Mrs. Thelma Lovitt who is the 
Chairperson of the Proposals Committee 
for the Project Area Committee in the 
Third and Fifth Wards of the City of 
Pittsburgh and certainly someone who 
has been deeply involved in attempting 
to keep this Center functioning, 
Catherine Delewski who is with the 
Pittsburgh Neighborhood Alliance, one of 
the organizations working along with 
AFSCME and other local groups 
attempting to keep the facility open, and 
Marie Thompson from PSEA, one of the 
other labor unions active in this whole 
pursuit. Also, Darlene Hall who is the

secretary of Local 2339 of AFSCME. 
These ladies represent those individuals 
who have been working very diligently to 
keep the facility open, not only to keep 
it open but to keep it a vital part of the 
Hill District community. 

Mr. Robinson presents 

Bill No. 562 WHEREAS, The 
Western Restoration Tenter located on 
Bedford Avenue, Fifth Ward, City of 
Pittsburgh has been an integral part of 
the Hill District community for many 
years; and 

WHEREAS, this Center serves a 
client population in need of specialized 
medical and mental health care; and 

WHEREAS, The Western 
Restoration Center and its employees 
and administrators assist in the 
stimulation and stabilization of the 
economy of the Hill District; and 

WHEREAS, The Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania, through the Department of 
Welfare, has determined that The 
Western Restoration Center should be 
closed and its patients transferred and 
its employees re-assigned due to 
Department of Welfare budgetary 
restraints; and 

WHEREAS, the facility does serve 
the people of Pittsburgh, and its closing 
would produce an undue hardship on the 
City of Pittsburgh and the Hill District. 

NOW THEREFORE, 

BE IT RESOLVED that the Mayor 
and the Council of the City of Pittsburgh 
does request that the Department of 
Welfare, Commonwealth of Pennsylvania 
cease and desist anv and all efforts to 
close The Western Restoration Center. 

Mr. Robinson moved to adopt the 
resolution. 


Mr. Woods seconded the motion. 

Which motion prevailed. 

Mr. Robinson: 

The individuals I asked to come 
forward would like to have something to 
say; there are, I think, some comments 
that only they could make about this 
project. Td just like to say one thing; as 
far as the budgetary restraints of the 
Commonwealth are concerned, I think 
we're all aware that there is a surplus in 
the lottery fund and while I'm sure we all 
can appreciate the needs of our senior 
citizens, the vast majority of senior 
citizens in the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania do not benefit from the 
lottery fund. The vast majority of senior 
citizens do not own property and the 
lottery fund is only designed to offset 
taxes on property by senior citizens. 

So, there are resources that the 
Commonwealth has available that with 
the appropriate negotiations could be 
utilized to not only keep this facility 
open but to realistically approach this 
particular problem. 

With that having been said, I'd like 
to ask first Essie Biglow to make some 
comments, then Jackie Reynolds, Thelma 
Lovitt, Catherine Delewski and Marie 
Thompson. 

Ms. Biglow: 

My name is Essie Biglow, 
President of Local 2339. Td just like to 
say that in the last two months, or a 
l ; ttle longer, we have really been 
fighting to keep this institution open 
because we, the workers, know how 
important this facility is, not only to our 
patients but to ourselves and the Hill 
District. Although we have been fighting 
very hard in the last two months we will 
continue to fight until it's no longer 




necessary. Hopefully, that won't come 
about. But we will continue to fight and 
we really are appreciative of your 
support. 

Thank you. 

Ms. Reynolds: 

tin Jackie Reynolds, Vice 
President of Local 2339. We're here to 
ask probably Mr. Cohen and Thornburg to 
change their minds and keep us open. We 
do good care, good quality care. Our 
patients are good clean patients and we 
take very good care of them. Our 
facility houses the Meals On Wheels and 
they also serve with the senior citizens 
and we are asking that if you'd like to 
come up and visit us to see what good 
care we give, then we'd like for you to 
come up to see it and also to help keep 
us open. Your support is greatly 
appreciated and we thank you very much. 

Ms. Thompson: 

I'm Marie Thompson and I'm with 
Social Services Union and shop stewart. 
A facility like Western Restoration is 
unique in that it is the only facility in 
Western Pennsvlvania which serves as an 
interim placement to prepare patients 
for community placement in private 
nursing homes. This is a necessary 
function and the deinstitutionalization 
process because most private facilities 
are reluctant to admit patients directly 
from “Mental hospitals. We have been 
doing this for three years and we have 
found that nursing homes are just afraid 
of patients coming directly from the 
mental hospitals and we have the 
patients with their psychosis in remission 
and we work with them to reach their 
optimum functioning and then we place 
them into the community. 


Mi. Lovitt: 

Thank you Councilman Robinson 
for giving us this opportunity to present 
to the people of the City of Pittsburgh 
our concern about the Western 
Restoration Center closing. I come to 
you as a resident of the area and also as 
a retired social worker who heretofore 
sent patients to the Western Restoration 
Center. I do know that that Center has 
been a tremendous help to many, many 
people. You know, when we think in 
terms of this facility being located in 
"the Hill District", sometimes the 
connotation of anything in the Hill 
District, people begin to think that it 
isn't worthwhile. We're proud of the Hill 
District and we're proud of the Western 
Restoration Center which is located in 
the Hill District. I recall when the 
Center first opened, it was a restoration 
center; they rehabilitated people from 
all over Western Pennsylvania and sent 
them back into their community. They 
did an evaluation as to what type of care 
that individual needed; either they 
needed to go into another long-term 
facility or they were returned back to 
their home or some went into the foster 
homes. But they rendered an excellent 
service and as our previous speaker 
indicated to you, she would hope that you 
would come up into the area and visit the 
Western Restoration Center and see first 
hand the kinds of care that people 
receive there. It is a caring institution. 
The staff there totally care about the 
patients; they see them as individuals 
and take care of them just as they would 
their own loved ones. I would hope that 
the State would reconsider the closing of 
this institution, that they would think 
about it because there are funds 
available. Heretofore, the Western 
Restoration Center was under the 
Department of Aging. I would hope that 
perhaps they would be able to find funds 
under that Department to continue to 
serve the area with the Western 
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Restoration Center. 

I thank you for giving me this 
opportunity to present my understanding 
of Western Restoration Center. Thank 
you Councilman Robinson and President 
Stone. 

Ms. Delewski: 

Ladies and gentlemen, my names 
is Catherine Delewski; I’m Vice President 
of the Pennsylvania Nurses' Chapter of 
Western Restoration Center. Anything I 
have to say would be anti-climactic to 
the things you've heard here but there 
are a few things that I would like to 
bring out. Our patients receive an in- 
depth medical examination; their 
medical problems are not only addressed 
but also their psychosis is addressed. 
Our patients are placed in the proper 
facilities; their needs are addressed, the 
families have input, the patients have 
input and the nursing staff has input. 
Our patients receive a unique treatment 
at Western Restoration Center. They're 
evaluated by a panel of nurses, 
physicians, and all the department heads 
in the hospital that have anything to do 
with nursing and the social services 
workers. It's not just one person who 
evaluates and places these people, it's a 
conglamorate effort by all the 
departments in the hospital, so you have 
input into these people's placement. 
They're not just kept there for awhile to 
spend a few months or a year and sent 
out into the community. We have a 
building that meets all the criterion for 
every state regulation that you could 
possibly ask for. The few dollars that it 
would cost the State to keep our building 
open, it seems to me, would be well 
worth the care, the unique loving 
intimate care, that our patients 
receive. If you can't spend a few extra 
dollars for the care of the elderly and 
the mentally ill patients that we handle, 
then this whole State and the 


Government is going down the drain. 
Whenever you pull money out of a 
service that is giving you a unique 
service, a service that's really needed, 
something that’s done with loving care, 
— our place is a very intimate family¬ 
like association. We could tell you the 
family's names; we're intimate with the 
family. We become involved with the 
family and their problems; it's not just a 
fly by night operation. This is something 
that the City really needs and it's 
something that Pittsburgh can be proud 
of and if it's taken away, part of the 
renaissance of the Hill District is going 
to go down the drain, the people are 
going to suffer, and needless to say, the 
employees will have to be replaced. But 
our main concern is the patient care that 
is given at our institution. It is unique, 
in spite of what you may hear. If 
someone will tell you it is not unique, it’s 
the way we do it that is unique. 

I thank you for your attention. 
Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. Robinson, excuse me. Could 
we get an update on the status of the 
funding out of Harrisburg? How does it 
appear now? 

Mr. Robinson: 

Tm going to request, with the 
approval of Council, that we have a 
letter sent to the Governor and to the 
Secretary of Welfare indicating our 
support for maintain Western 
Restoration Center and very specifically, 
asking for the difficulties that prohibit 
the State from keeping it open. Tm sure 
if there are fiscal constraints that the 
Governor and the Secretary will forward 
that information to us and I think that 
will be an appropriate way for us to get 
an update. 

So, if Council gives me that 
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approval, I will draft a letter that we can 
forward to get that kind of information 
and also show our support to keep the 
Center open. 

Michelle Madoff: 

If that's a motion I'll second it. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Thank you. 

The Chair: 

I assume everyone's in favor of 
forwarding a letter on to the State. Is 
that correct? Is anyone opposed? If not, 
Mr. Robinson, you have our unanimous 
thoughts along those lines. 

I would just like to mention one 
remark, if I may. The Chair is at a loss 
to understand how, in these trying times, 
when there seems to be an increase of 
the need that the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania finds the ability, without 
understanding, to constantly cut the 
service. I think that we need, and I hope 
that this letter will at least remind our 
State officials that we're going in the 
wrong direction and to have those people 
out on the street when they need the 
care is not in the best interest of the 
State or this community. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. Chairman, I echo your 
sentiments and the only thing I want to 
be sure is that we haven't had a lot of 
rhetoric and good intentions that are lost 
in the sea of good intentions. I would 
like very much — we send a letter and 
who knows what happens — could we 
have our lobbyist, we now have a paid 
lobbyist in Harrisburg, report back to 
this Council — we're paying him — what 
is the status of that bill and what is 
happening? That's why I wanted a 


lobbyist. 

The Chair: 

We can direct an inquiry, 
Michelle. I don't see that's problem. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Do you understand what I'm 
getting at? We make the big motion, it 
all looks good, we really care for you and 
then nothing happens. I would like a 
report from the lobbyist and I'd like it 
within — let's see, what would be 
reasonable? 

The Chain 

Send a letter, Mike. Let him get 
back to us. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Grabowski, what's a reasonable 
time to hear from a lobbyist on this 
bill? Three weeks? 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Td say a week.

Our former Legislator says one 
week. Td like a response in a week as to 
the status of the bill.

Michelle Madoff: 

Is this Mr. Kossman, our good 
friend Mr. Kossman, who didn't bother to 
tap his property and the land fell on our 
highway roads and we supply the City 
policemen at City taxpayers' expense to 
clean up his mess? The same Mr. 
Kossman? 

Director Brophy: 

This is Mr. Paul Kossman. 

Michelle Madoff: 

And you are going to raise the fee 
from $4 million to $8 million? 

Director Brophy: 

That’s correct. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Is that a loan? 

Director B rophy : 

Yes, that's a loan. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Entirely? 
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Director Brophy: 

Yes, entirely. 

Michelle Madoff: 

And he will pay it all back? 
Director Brophy; 

He will pay it all back. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Did he pay back any money loaned 
to him to date? 

Director Brophy: 

None has been due yet. 

Michelle Madoff: 

None has come due yet. Is part of 
this project to help create jobs in that 
area? 

Director Brophy: 

Y es. 

Michelle Madoff: 

For City residents? 

Director Brophy: 

Yes. 

Michelle Madoff: 

How many City residents will be 
hired from this effort? 

Director Brophy: 

To date, the number of Pittsburgh 
employees as of December 31, 1983 at 
Parkway Center Mall, was 356 residents 
of the City of Pittsburgh that have been 


hired. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Since the beginning of this project 
or prior to this project? 

Director Brop h y: 

In the mall itself. 

Michelle Madoff: 

How many since Mr. Kossman 
came to us for money? 

Director Brophy: 

Well, the mall was built 
contingent upon the UDAG being funded, 
so all these jobs are subsequent to event. 

Michelle Madoff: 

All are the result of the 
development? 

Director Brophy: 

Correct. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Including when he built the initial 
mall prior to coming back to us? We are 
done talking about the initial 
development in that area; we are talking 
just about the mall? 

Director Brophy: 

That’s correct, none of the earlier 
stuff was within City limits. 

Michelle Madoff: 

So these are additional jobs 
created? 
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Director Brophy: 

That's correct. 

Michelle Madoff: 

How many again? 

Director Brophy: 

Three hundred fifty six City 
residents. 

Michelle Madoff: 

How many non-City people? 

Director Brophy: 

That's of a total of 865. 

Michelle Madoff: 

So of 865 people, about roughly 
one-third or a little bit over, almost one- 
half? 

Director Brophy: 

Almost one-half. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Half are City residents and half 
are not City residents? 

Director Brophy: 

Correct. 

Michelle Madoff: 

And the other half of the money is 
going to come from dollars that the City 
is not going to go after so they can 
supply their own funds for their own jobs 
or is it all coming out of our allocation 
dollars? 


Birector Brophy: 

The figures on this we had 
received $4.6 million from the federal 
government which is part of the UDAG, 
the remainder of the funds and because, 
as part of the requirement of the UDAG, 
the City is to construct the necessary 
public improvements associated with it, 
it is a City responsibility to build those 
public improvements, including ramps. 
The arrangements we have been able to 
work out with the developer is that the 
City's advance of the funds to build the 
ramp which will be reimbursed over time 
sruch that there is no cost to the City for 
having borrowed the funds. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I am a little confused, Paul; bear 
with me. You say it's the City's 
responsibility to put in the ramps? 

Director Brophy:

Michelle Madoff: 

But he is going to reimburse us for 
our responsibility? 

Director Brophy: 

That's right. 

Michelle Madoff: 

At what ratio? By the number of 
how many years? 

Director Brophy: 

Basically, we have been working 
with the City's Finance Department to 
work out a loan arrangement with Mr. 
Kossman so that the cost of borrowing 
these funds to the City would be fully 
reimbursed and reflected in the interest 
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rate that we charge Mr. Kossman on the 
loan and over the same turn of the loan. 
So, if you picture the City having 
borrowed funds out of the Capital 
Budget, the bond issue that was done — 

Michelle Madoff: 

Thirty years say? 

Director Brop hy: 

Thirty years, then this loan gets 
cast in the same. 

Michelle Madoff: 

And he will have 30 years and it 
will be like adding on to his mortgage 
and he has 30 years to pay it back too? 
He will be paying back so that there will 
be no cost to the taxpayer for those 
ramps? 

Director Brophy: 

That's correct, 

Michelle Madoff: 

None at all? 

Director Brophy: 

None at all. We exactly 

constructed it that wav so I can answer 
that way. 

Michelle Madoff: 

If anything happens to Mr. 

Kossman and he sells the development, 
that liability would be passed on 

autom atically? 

Director Brophy: 

It triggers a repayment or an 
assumption, that's right, but we are 

secured on the loan. 


Michelle Madoff: 

Why has the number gone up to 
double? 

Director Brophy: 

Back in 1979 and 1980 when the 
UDAG funds were applied for and 
received, an environmental assessment 
was done which was done at that point by 
the Department of City Planning which 
indicated that improvements to the tune 
of about $2.6 million would be needed in 
order to accommodate the additional 
traffic. If you remember back at that 
point, the Borough of Greentree objected 
and further environmental work had to 
be done and at that point. It was 
concluded that in order to get the 
UDAG, the City would be required to 
commit itself to building ramps. 

When the initial work was done by 
consultants at that point, based on very 
general assumptions about the quality of 
the soils and the nature of the ramp that 
had to be built — 

Michelle Madoff: 

Who paid the consultants? 

Director Brophy: 

The Urban Redevelopment 
Authority paid the consultants. The 
assumptions were made based on what 
would have been cleaning and typical fill 
and at that point there was some 
indication from the federal highway 
people that a slow ramp off the Parkway 
would be more acceptable than a higher 
speed limit; those assumptions were 
made which led to 1980 cross figures 
which were assumed to the ramp, a 
roughly $2.5 million, when in fact the 
cost figures for that ramp are now close 
to just over $6 million. 
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The fundamental reasons for the 
changes is that as the engineering work 
got detailed a few things happened; one 
is the soil was much more extensive than 
was anticipated because the fill was not 
sufficiently compacted and it had to be 
compacted much more — 

Michelle Madoff: 

Who is responsible for the initial 
fill not being compacted. 

Director Brophy: 

I can't answer the question. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Was it the City? Was it Mr. 
Kossman's responsibility at that time? 
This is the kind of fill that he did and the 
tauping that he didn't do which was the 
reason some of the earth fell in on the 
high wav? 

Director Brophy: 

I would have to call in on Jerry 
Detorre, our Department of Engineering, 
for that, but the owner, some of this land 
was owned by Kossman and some wasn't 
but the fill itself which had been a fill 
site over the year — 

Michelle Madoff: 

The point that I am raising is 
when you came to this Council — 

Director Brophy: 

Can I just finish this? 

Michelle Madoff: 

Sure. 


Director Brophy: 

The other problem is the ramp, by 
itself, has changed. The federal highway 
people did not allow for a slow speed 
limit off the Parkway, but rather a 
faster speed limit to meet the federal 
requirements and that meant a longer 
ramp with a different kind of bridge — 

Michelle Madoff: 

When did you find that out? 

Director Brophy: 

That was basically in early 1983 
as the detail work progressed. 

Michelle Madoff: 

The thing that I am concerned 
about is the game plan, that you come 
here and say we only need $2 million and 
then once we are into the project, you 
come back and say now we need $6 
million. The engineer who did the 
original work for URA, is that correct? 

Director Brophy: 

Yes. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Was either incompetent or 
competent engineer and if he was 
competent he did some soil testing, he 
found out if he had yellow clay, he found 
out the land was going to shift, he found 
out if you had the proper compacting, he 
found out if you had proper clean fill. 
Did he post a bond that he was 
responsible for his recommendations? 

Director Brophy: 

We looked at that very carefully, 
Michelle. The piece of work that that 
consultant was dong at the time was 
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GAI, which is an engineering firm, was 
an environmental assessment and it was 
done in an effort to get preliminary 
figures on these cost and fairly gross 
assumptions were made. This was 
clearly a ballpark kind of situation. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Have you learned something from 

that? 

Director Brophy: 

We learned a couple of things 
from it. One is on all of these kinds of 
pieces of land, I think it is important to 
know up front what the obligation is and 
in this instance, there was a certain 
league of faith that indicated that if 
there were overruns we would still be in 
the position to cover them. I think 
there's where the — 

Michelle Madoff: 

It's more than just a little 
overrun; it's $8 million. 

Director Brophy: 

I think what happened here was 
we were able to negotiate a successful 
agreement with the developer and that 
happened way back in 1982 as the costs 
started coming in that it would not be a 
City obligation to cover these costs 
permanently but rather that this advance 
and repayment situation would be worked 
out. 

Michelle Madoff: 

What really happened is that Mr. 
Kossman couldn't go to the back and get 
the kind of rates that he is getting from 
the City and he came to us, got $2 
million, $4 million and now he is getting 
$8 million and he just put his finger in 
the dial and put his whole hand in and 


what I am concerned about is do we 
have, and I don't know and maybe you 
can clarify this for me, are there only X 
number of dollars allocated to a 
community from the federal 
government? 

Director Brophy: 

Under the UDAG Program — 
Michelle Madoff: 

I want that very clear; are there 
only X number of dollars allocated to a 
community so that Mr. Paul Kossman 
puts out his hand for $2 million, then $4 
million and then $6 million and that 
means somebody else can't get that 
money no matter how you work at the 
back payment and we become his banker 
and we bankroll him which is very clever. 

Director Brophy: 

I think that the issue here is back 
in 1980 when the City assumed the 
responsibility for making the necessary 
public improvements in order to get the 
grants; we basically made a commitment 
that through an angle whatever the cost 
for those items were. 

Michelle Madoff: 

And we didn't know what the cost 
would be because we didn't have good 
engineering work. 

Director Brophy: 

We obviously didn't know what the 
costs were because the costs were so 
much lower than what has actually 
materialized. 

Michelle Madoff: 

That's also because we did not 
have good engineering work. 
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Director Brophy: 

I think that is accurate. 

Michelle Madoff: 

How do we correct that in the 
future, Paul? 

Director Brophy: 

I think that there is a couple of 
things; I think the scope of work for this 
contract was much more limited than it 
"should have been in the sense that the 
detailed soils work and the detailed 
discussion with the federal highway 
people that followed if one Monday 
morning quaterbacks ideally should have 
been done back then so the numbers 
would have been in place. And I think 
what it means is that when these initial 
studies are done I think they need to be 
recognized as simply that; they are 
initial studies and the cost contained 
quite substantially to that. 

Michelle Madoff: 

And what you are saying is it 
might be wiser, if I hear you correctly, 
to spend a little bit up front and if you 
are going to go into business for 
example, you are better off to spend 
some money and maybe lose that money 
than to spend too little and then end up 
with the big hunk at the other end of the 
spectrum. 

Director Brophy: 

The difficulty is that on a project 
like this, to get the right answer, you 
can't just spend a little bit of money; the 
overall engineering cost on this project is 
over $1 million at this point so it is a 
very substantial amount of money and 
the question is making the trade-offs as 
to how much information do you need. 


Michelle Madoff: 

Shouldn't that have been Mr. 
Kossman's problem, that $1 million to 
make the evaluation? Should not that 
have been Mr. Kossman's obligation? 

Director Brophy: 

Unfortunately, the way that the 
UDAG Program was being worked, the 
City had to assume responsibilities for 
the public improvements — 

Michelle Madoff: 

We no longer do that, do we? 

Director Brophy: 

We have been very careful about 
that; that's why we made an arrangement 
with Mr. Kossman that in order for us to 
honor our obligations above the $2.6 
million that we were getting from HUD 
for the public improvements that those 
cost would eventually be borne by the 
developer. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Where does the balance of that 
money come from? Capital bond that we 
are going to borrow and give him? 

Director Brophy: 

What you have before you is 
legislation that would move funds within 
the Capital Budget into this account so 
that this could be covered. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. Stone, did you hear that? 

Mr. Stone: 

I heard it. 
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Michelle Madoff: 

You were the Finance Chairman 
for a very long time. We are going to, as 
taxpayers, borrow money for Mr. 
Kossman which he will pay back like the 
City would pay back limiting our 
borrowing power somewhat because that 
adds on to our borrowing ability. This is 
unconscionable — 

Director Brophy: 

May I respond? I think the way 
you are rephrasing it as borrowing money 
for Mr. Kossman is, in my opinion, a very 
narrow way of defining the issue here. 
This is a project which the City 
committed itself to in 1980; it's a project 


Michelle Madoff: 

Which I voted against incidentally. 
Director Brophy: 

It's a project that has very 
important economic implications for this 
City; we talked about the number of jobs 

Michelle Madoff: 

356 out of 800. 

Director Brophy: 

Looking at what this project has 
done to the assessed value of the land to 
the taxes that are being paid both in 
property taxes and wages, our projection 
for 1985 is that this project will produce, 
between the land taxes, building taxes, 
school taxes and the earned income tax, 
$.5 million a year in taxes. 

Michelle Madoff: 

That will more than cover our 


obligation on — 

Director Brophy: 

It's above all of that because the 
loan arrangement with the developer is 
that the loan is going to be repaid. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Separately, it has nothing to do 
with the monies — 

Director Brophy: 

This is $.5 million in taxes that is 
being generated for the City and School 
District. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Do you agree, Paul, and I am not 
into that, I think you and I both agree 
that hindsight is a wonderful thing and if 
we had known this we would have done it 
differently, you would have done it 
differently, you are doing it differently 
now and I am out to I think you did what 
you thought was right at the time. I 
think we both agree with a little more 
work done up front, we wouldn't be in the 
situation we are in today and that what 
you have done is do the best you can and 
probably a very good plan in making sure 
the difference is going to come back to 
us and that it is not going to cost the 
taxpayer. 

Director Brophy: 

Correct. 

Michelle Madoff:* 

But you would agree that the 
burden on the capital borrowing does 
effect substantially our borrowing 
ability? 
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Director Brophy: 

This is obviously $4 million that 
we are putting into a project — 

Michelle Madoff: 

I just want an answer. 

Director Brophy: 

That's right. 

Michelle Madoff: 

You know for those who may not 
know, I have not liked Mr. Kossman's 
business ethics; 1 don’t like the way he 
does business; I have never liked the way 
he does business and I would like to ask 
one last question and then refer to my 
colleague. How many minorities and 
women were hired of those 300 jobs? 

Director Brophy: 

As of December 31, 1983, I am 
showing 64 permanent minority jobs on 
this and 451 low and moderate income 
persons that were hired. 

Michelle Madoff: 

And of course a lot of them would 
be women because we are the lower 
income women, we do the menial jobs. 
How many minorities? 

Director Brophy: 

Sixty-four. 

Michelle Madoff: 

So sixty-four out of a big hundred 
is what percentage 9 

Director Brophy: 

Probably in the neighborhood of 8 


percent. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Eight percent. It is suppose to be 
15 and I hope that you may prevail on 
Mr. Kossman that we would like to see 
15 percent. Thank you. 

MR. O'MALLEY COMMENTS 

Michelle Madoff: 

When were you aware that this 
project was going to have to escalate in 
this cost? How long ago? 

Director Brophy: 

Well, we knew the costs were 
getting higher and we didn't know 
specifically what they would be until we 
went out for bids and received bids. 

Michelle Madoff: 

How long ago was that? 

Mr. Detorre: 

December 23rd of last year. 
Michelle Madoff: 

That's when you knew it was going 
to be up that much higher? 

Director Brophy: 

That's right. 

Michelle Madoff: 

And what's the date today? 

MR. O'MALLEY COMMENTS 

Michelle Madoff: 

How long is that? 
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Director Brophy: 

That's three months. 

Michelle Madoff: 

That's exactly the point that 
Councilman O'Malley is making. Why 
wouldn't you have told us? 

Director Brophy: 

Because I didn't want to bring 
legislation before you until I had an 
arrangement worked out with Mr. 
Kossman that, in fact, he was going to 
reimburse us for what he borrowed. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Would you agree we would be 
much more receptive in helping you solve 
your problem, because you are between a 
hard place and a rock? Is that correct? 

Director Brophy: 

That's correct. 

Michelle Madoff: 

But if Councilman O'Malley felt 
that if you had not waited three months 
to tell him we were approaching this 
thing, the Stadium, the Warner Cable, 
the Water Authority and now Mr. 
Kossman, you come to Council and you 
say you have 20 minutes to decide if you 
don't do it, the price is going to go up 
and Council, you are responsible for 
everything that happens. Well, this City 
is run by the Administration and when 
they want our opinion, they give it to us 
and I, for one, concur with my colleague; 
we are not rushing it. 

Director Brophy: 

I simply will not live with that 
paraphrasing of what I said. All I said 


Weis I felt it was my responsibility to put 
on the table the risk of holding. 

Michelle Madoff: 

You have known this three months 
ago; you could have held an informal 
meeting with Council and said we have 
run into a problem, the cost are going to 
go higher. Would you do it in the future? 

Director Brophy: 

Yes, I will. 

Michelle Madoff: 

That's all. I have no problem with 
what you are doing. The last question, 
obviously the company that did the 
ground testing knowing the BFI and 
everybody in the world knew that that 
was hills and valleys and Mr. Kossman 
was brilliant and that he built his 
buildings on the solid ground and built his 
roadways and his parking lots on the fill, 
is that correct? 

Director Brophy: 

That's correct. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Anybody knowing anything about 
that project knew that we knew that you 
couldn't sustain buildings and there the 
question comes up, couldn't sustain a 
road. When we found out, when URA 
found out that indeed there was going to 
be a road built over this land, it was 
tested, is that correct? And that is what 
we call "preliminary perusal study" done 
by this GAI? 

Director Brophy: 

It was not tested; that's the point 
that Councilman O’Malley was making. 
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Michelle Madoff: 

Then you get into an engineering 
firm that designs. Did the engineering 
firm put their seal on? 

Director Brophy: 

Yes. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Did they test? 

Mr. Detorre: 

Yes, there was extensive work. 
Michelle Madoff: 

Then sue the engineering firm. 
Director Brophy: 

You are misunderstanding, 
Michelle. If I may, the engineering firm 
is Gannett-Fleming; they have produced 
detailed drawings, they have done 
detailed corroborings, they have put 
their seal on — 

Michelle Madoff: 

On the new plan and not on the 
old plan. Is that what you are saving? 

Director Brophy: 

The old plan wasn't nearly 
detailed enough to put a stamp on it; it 
was a study. 

Michelle Madoff: 

You mean to say we came up with 
a commitment that now is at $8 million 
and was originally at $4 million on the 
basis of not having a thorough 
engineering study? Who authorizes this 
kind of work? It's like the pool that was 


built in Schenley Park, that we pay four 
times the cost of the pool because 
nobody passed the plan from Parks and 
Recreation to another department to say 
is this a plan; are the sewers going to 
hold up? Is this designed the way we use 
to do it many years before I was here? 
Somebody signed it in every 
department. How could this have been 
allowed to happen? 

Director Brophy: 

I can't explain how it happened. I 
can simply add to that, however, that 
there is one important difference here 
between a pool project or something else 
and that is that before the City agreed 
to proceed with this they had an 
agreement with the developer that any 
extra cost that the City had would be 
reimbursed by the developer. 

Michelle Madoff: 

That is commendable, I think you 
need to be congratulated for that. 

Director Brophy: 

It's not an unimportant difference. 
Michelle Madoff: 

It is. It is very important and you 
are to be congratulated for that and I am 
not taking one bit of that away from 
you. What you have done is essentially 
cover the City’s proverbial and that's to 
be commended. You are between a hard 
place and a rock, but I don't want to have 
this Council between a hard place and a 
rock all the time. Every time there is a 
decision, it's always two minutes before 
deadline and please when you see this 
kind of problem coming up in the future, 
would you let the Finance Chairman 
know and we would be briefed.

Mr. Grabowski: 

Mr. President, let's clarify 
something. Bill No. 418 is not being 
voted on at this time. 

The Chair: 

She's joined it with what we had 
joined on Wednesday but he is correct. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Tm terribly sorry; that's under Mr. 
Robinson's Committee. Thank you. 

Mr. Wagner: 

I vote aye and I would also like my 
comments brought forward from the last 
two weeks on Bills No. 425 and 426 to be 
put into the record. 

(BEGINNING - MR. WAGNER'S 
REMARKS ON BILL NOS. 425 AND 426 - 
3/21/84) 

Mr. Wagner: 

We all know what it is like to be 
traveling on an interstate highway at 55 
mph, come around the comer and all of a 
sudden to have the exit ramp right in 
front of you; and not only do vou have to 
get to that exit ramp, you have to weave 
in and out of tractor trailers that are 
traveling at a speed of 25 mph. 

I think we should, this Council, 
should be briefed on this exit ramp, why 
it has to be so long, why it has to begin 
at that location, why it cannot be a 
shorter ramp. I personally don’t think 
there needs to be an exit at that point 
along this road and I would like PennDOT 
to explain exactly the reason behind it. 


Mr. Brophy, to follow up on Mr. 
O'Malley, based on the consultant that 
did the work, GAI, does the URA have 
any type of agreement with consultants 
as does the City of Pittsburgh to hold 
them liable for any errors made? 

Director Brophy: 

It depends on the nature of the 
work; in the case of the environment 
assessment GAI did, we did not have that 
kind of requirrement in the contract. In 
other incidents were you are involved in 
detail engineering work, we carry that 
kind of requirement. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Well, it seems that with this 
particular project, we all know that was 
a landfill. Anyone that passes that or 
has passed that for the last five years 
knows that, I believe, it was Browning, 
Ferris Industries had a contract with 
Kossman to fill that valley with landfill 
and for a consulting engineer to go in and 
to assume that that ground is stable is an 
indication that that person is not 
competent in their consulting work 
without doing any test borrings or any 
other follow up engineering work. 

The City of Pittsburgh has an 
agreement that I would like to see begin 
to be enforced with various consultants 
where we indicate the consultant shall 
not withstanding the acceptance and 
approval of the City of any work 
performed or completed under the terms 
of the consultants contract continue to 
be responsible and liable on the contract 
for any expense or damage incurred by 
the City in remedy errors or ommissions 
in any part of the work performed on a 
contract. And I would like to see the 
URA and I would like to see the City of 
Pittsburgh some time in the future where 
a consultant is in error, and it appears as 
if they obviously were in this particular 
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instance, to take legal action to make 
them pay for any future cost that may be 
incurred. You indicated earlier that that 
is not the case, that the Legal 
Department has investigated this? 

Director Brophy: 

Correct. 

Mr. Wagner: 

And it is not possible in this 
instance? 

Director Brophy: 

Correct. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Do you have an agreement such as 
this with consultants doing work for the 
URA? 

Director Brophy: 

The answer is the GAI contract 
was more in the order of a study. On our 
engineering contracts where there is 
actual work going on, we carry that 
language. 

Michelle Madoff: 

The engineer approved it from 
that study? 

Director Brophy: 

Pardon me? 

Mr. Wagner: 

In other words, GAI did not 
officially approve this study, is that 
correct? Is that the reason why we can’t 
hold them liable for any errors? 


Director Brophy: 

I am trying to distinguish here 
between the environmental assessment 
work that they did which was to give us 
some indication of how, what work would 
have to be done to accommodate the 
Parkway Center Mall and distinguish that 
from a detailed engineering contract 
that says here is the work that has to be 
done in detail; here is where the ramp 
needs to go, here is where the wall has to 
be such that it's built according to 
specifications and you got a retaining 
wall that falls down three years later and 
it was built according to their 
specifications. We have some legal 
action to take. The nature of the GAI 
work was more of a planning study than 
it was an engineering piece of work. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Well, even in the planning study, 
it was very obvious that whether it was a 
30 mph ramp or 40 mph, it doesn't 
matter what the length of the ramp was 
that it had to go over sanitary landfill; 
therefore, certain test borrings should 
have been done of the land to determine 
if in fact it was capable of holding a 
ramp. 

Mr. Detorre: 

Mr. Wagner, if I could rest that, 
GAI knew that the soils were a worry and 
in their cost estimate they allow for 
$200,000.00 for their soils work in the 
estimate. It wasn't that they recognized 
it, that there were soil problems. I think 
that something to think about is the fact 
that these had to be taken over the 
PennDOT after they are built and it's a 
matter of how far did they want us to go 
in stabilizing the soil, PennDOT. What 
did PennDOT require in terms of 
stabilization? We probably spent double 
than what we thought we might spend on 
solid stabilization. 
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There are other areas where, on 
one section of the Parkway because of 
the ramp lengths, if you know the area 
where the Parkway was filled, when it 
was built we had to widen those areas 
and had to place walls in those areas, but 
those slopes there were not as stable as 
we anticipated; those were designed 
because those weren't known at that 
time. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Does the URA have an agreement 
with consultants where you can hold 
them liable for error? 

Mr. Detorre: 

When the contract is for design, 
either that or engineering, yes. 

Mr. Wagner: 

But this wasn't done as 
engineering? 

Mr. Detorre: 

This was a planning study to work 
with the City Planning staff on the 
assessment of the project. 

Mr. Stone: 

Mr. Wagner, before you leave that 
point, if I may. I think we better clear 
something up here because there is some 
strong language used and from what I am 
hearing from Mr. Brophy, it doesn't apply 
here. 

First of all, you asked a good 
question. He is saying, on the error and 
ommission, is it only because that was 
not part of the contract here with GAI 
that we can't sue them or because it was 
not in GATs original scope of work, for 
which they are responsible for the rest of 
the work? 


§i?§Ctor Brophy: 

Both. It was a planning study, not 
an engineering study and therefore it did 
not carry that language and — 

Mr. Stone: 

Whether you have the errors and 
ommissions then, it doesn’t make any 
difference. They were not responsible. 

Director Brophy: 

That's correct. 

Mr. Stone: 

So that's the question and you 
almost left it with him because it didn't 
have errors and ommissions. Therefore, 
that's why we can't sue them, even if 
they are wrong. Let me correct it and 
then we go back to him, I don't want to 
take it too far. If I am understanding 
you correctly, it's an early study for 
which they were not responsible to 
determine whether this soil was able to 
withstand whatever it might be in the 
eventually. 

Director Brophy: 

Correct. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Will GAI do any additional 
consulting work on this project. 

Director Brophy: 

No. 

Mr. Wagner: 

The City is going to borrow $4 
million, at what interest I am not 
certain. It is written into the contract 
for repayment that the repayment of 
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those dollars will be equal to the interest 
rates at which we borrow the money? 

Director Brophy: 


the reasons why the ramp is so long. You 
will have weaving and it wasn't deemed 
to be a serious problem; it was 
considered as part of the design. 


Correct. 

Mr. Wagner: 

One last item. I was sent a copy 
of the engineering plans and to some 
degree I question the engineer of this 
project. What we have is, we have 
Parkway West coming from the Liberty 
Tunnels; we know when you go up that 
area of the Parkway, there are three 
lanes and the right lane is the truck lane, 
the slow lane. As soon as you get around 
that curb into the lane, what you have is 
an exit ramp beginning a long exit ramp 
leading into the Parkway Center Mall. 
Mv question is, with slow traffic being in 
the left and right lane which is these 
three arrows indicating the lanes, you 
are going to have the truck traffic 
traveling at a speed of anywhere from 15 
to 25 to 30 mph. They are not going to 
be exiting in most instances at this 
exit. The vehicles that exit are going to 
be the ones in the middle lane or the 
outside lane that are following this slow 
traffic. As soon as you get around this 
curb, you are going to have truck traffic 
trying to go from the right lane to the 
middle lane and you are going to have 
automobile traffic trying to move into 
the right lane. So, my question is, in the 
engineering design of this, has that been 
considered? Do they know that they are 
creating potentially unsafe conditions 
that can cause accidents, due to the 
dropping of traffic? 

Mr. Detorre: 

Mr. Wagner, as this project was 
designed there was a leading analysis 
done and, of course, all the plans have 
been approved by PennDOT and the 
federal highway people. That's one of

If that development 
did not go through, then we have a piece 
of property that is zoned residential 
which is currently zoned light 
industrial.

The Chair:

Legally, I 
think where the prohibition might be, you 
can’t say what you really want to do- 
because it seems like it’s discriminatory, 
you're doing it for these parties and not 
others. I have no problem with you 
getting more explanation on it. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I moved to Pittsburgh in 1961 and 
live at Centre Negley which is 
practically directly across the road from 
that building. I had a one and a half year 
old child and I would urge this Council to 
make this a residential area. It does not 
belong as a light industrial. The area is 
being renovated or upgraded; there's a 
beautiful apartment house across from 
the Centre Negley. There’s the Centre 
Negley Apartment then there’s the new 


apartment house that's across the road. 
It is literallv surrounded once you get to 
Baum Boulevard, which is a separation, 
sort of a dividing line with tire 
manufacturers, automobile sales places. 
Centre Avenue ought to be brought back 
as residential. There are some 

restaurants there. One restaurant has 
had the worst luck; it's going out of 
business about eight times under 
different management. It's finally 
making it. I don’t think we ought to do 
anything to hurt that area but keep it 
residential. 

The Chair: 

In fairness to Mr. Grabowski, I 
don’t think he's saying he’s opposed to it; 
he's just fearful that if it doesn't happen, 
what happens?

418, Td like to offer the following 
amendment. Each member of Council 
should have in front of them a printed 
copy of this amendment. This 
amendment is only on Council Bill No. 


418. 

THE CHAIR COMMENTS 

Mr. Robinson: 

The amendments have to go 
first. The amendment would read, 
"Principle and Interest Payments, when 
paid to the Urban Redevelopment 
Authority by Paul Kossman, the Kossman 
Development Company, their successors 
or assigns, shall be deposited in a trust 
fund in such a manner that one-half, 50 
percent of the principle, and all of the 
interest, 100 percent, shall be restricted 
for use in economic development 
activities that have a stated purpose of 
developing employment opportunities". 

This amendment is only being 
made to Council Bill No. 418 which very 
specifically relates to the UDAG 
arrangement. The moneys that I'm 
referring to are any UDAG moneys that 
are forwarded pursuant to the three 
pieces of legislation and they would be 
returned and deposited according to this 
amendment, only the UDAG moneys, no 
bond fund moneys or other moneys. 

MR. STONE COMMENTS 

Mr. Robinson:

MR. STONE COMMENTS 

Mr. Robinson: 

If I'm not mistaken, there's a 
genreal trust fund now that UR A has 
complete latitude over and that's where 
that other 50 percent would go. 

Td just like to make a couple of 
quick comments. One, if we look back to 
the history of this project, I think the 
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concerns that Mrs. Madoff raised and 
also that were raised by Mr. O'Malley are 
very valid. I don't think we should forget 
for one minute that one of the 
difficulties that we had originally in 
approving the UDAG and approving the 
project was the issue of traffic exit 
ramps and at that time Mr. Kossman was 
unwilling or unable, out of his own 
resources, to provide for those ramps. 
Because of a number of community 
concerns and concerns raised by this 
Council, we made a valid attempt to 
accommodate him and we did extend 
■'ourselves by indicating to HUD that we 
would accept responsibility for those 
public improvements. I think, 

unfortunatelv, we probably made a bad 
deal and that bad deal is now one that we 
probably have to live with because of the 
economic consequences and also due to 
the fact that we’re pretty far along with 
this project. But I think it was a bad 
deal and we ought to admit that we made 
a bad deal and I think Mr. O'Malley’s 
suggestion that we try to prevent this in 
the future is very appropriate and I hope 
Council will give due consideration to 
the legislation he's going to be drafting.

Mr. Grabowski: 

Mr. President, I'd like to make a 
comment about Bill 418. It has 
generated some controversy. As I 
understand this legislation, it represents 
the final phase of a project that the City 
agreed to support back in 1980 or 1981, 
whenever the original agreement was 
signed. It's unfortunate that at that time 
no one estimated that it would cost this 
greater amount of money. Nevertheless, 
all the parties agreed back at that time 
that this project was good and needed 
and, you know, I feel we have an 
obligation and rather than have the City 
being accused of compromising it’s 


integrity, I feel incumbent to support 
this legislation. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I think the City is between a hard 
place and a rock on this bill and since 
there are enough votes to support it, I 
reiterate, I’m going to vote no on 418 as 
a personal protest egainst Mr. Kossman 
and his dealings with the City which are 
odorous and I would hope that in the 
future he will learn that we're not going 
to put up with that kind of action. 

Mr. Robinson: 

On 418, I'd just like to indicate 
that I do think we made a bad deal 
initially and to correct it would make a 
worse situation. 

Mr. Wagner: 

I vote aye on all bills and I'd just 
like to comment again, not knowing 
which bill pertains to the specific 
amount of dollars, whether it be 425, 
426, or 418, that all the appropriate 
comments be brought forward. 

(BEGINNING - MR. WAGNER'S 
REMARKS ON BOX NO. 418 - 3/28/84) 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. Brophy, first of all, I would 
like to thank you for the information 
that you have provided me with since 
last Wednesday's meeting. I had three 
concerns last Wednesday on number one, 
the interest incurred by the City in 
floating the bonds would be repaid by 
Kossman and you have indicated that it 
will be done. One quick question. What 
happens if Kossman goes bankrupt over 
30 years? 
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Director Brophy: 

We have been working with his 
first mortgage lenders in such that we 
are secured; we will have a mortgage 
filed on the property that would put us in 
the position that we can recover these 
funds upon foreclosure. If vou'd like a 
more detailed answer to that, I’d call on 
Joe Garrity our general counsel, to 
describe the nature of the security. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Just as long as we're sure in the 
event that he does go bankrupt. 

Director Brophy: 

We're covered. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Number two, the question I had 
pertaining to the engineering design of 
the project and the information that you 
have provided me wi^h indicates that the 
fourth ramp will be approximately 540 
feet in length prior to actually getting on 
the separation of the ramp from the 
Parkway, which appears to be adequate 
distance for preparation to get off. We 
all know the problems of the Parkway 
East in the past. The design of the exit 
and entrance ramps have been horrible. 
Examples are Squirrel Hill/Greenfield; 
also the Greentree exit and entrance 
ramps. Tm pleased to see that the 
proper engineering has gone into this exit 
and entrance ramp mainly because of the 
bend in the road that exists there. We 
need to prepare the people for that exit 
ramp and just one suggestion I have and I 
would like you to incorporate it, is that a 
sign prior to the bend indicating "Prepare 
to exit" sign on the Parkway I think 
would eliminate some confusion and 
would further alert the public of the exit 
ramp. 


The third item pertains to a safe, 
harmless agreement with the 
consultant. We know that this is 
important due to the fact that the 
present fill in the area is not stable and 
it's extremely important that that 
consultant be providing the proper 
information for the construction of that 
exit ramp and if, in the event that exit 
ramp is constructed and it's found to be 
not a quality ramp after construction is 
completed, we want to be sure that we 
can hold that consultant legally 
responsible and you are assuring us that 
that does exist. 

Director Brophy: 

Y es, on that last point 
Councilman, we have language in the 
contract that holds us harmless from any 
problems that result of negligence of the 
consultant with respect to work 
performed under the agreement. We also 
have the requirement and it has been 
met for professional liability insurance 
for this engineer so that we know that 
the engineer can handle any liability that 
comes up.

Mr. Robinson: 

Also, I'd like to have attached to 
the bill a copy of a letter that was 
forwarded to the Mayor and Members of 
Council from Mr. Arthur J. Edmonds who 
is the Executive Director of the 
Pittsburgh Urban League, extending the 
assistance of the Urban League and also 
suggesting the involvement of additional 
medical personnel in this particular 


Mr. Robinson: 

Which program is that? 

Michelle Madoff: 

To study the problem of infant 
mortality on this bill. It is something I 
read about in the paper as I recall it. 

Mr. Robinson: 

If I might Mr. Chairman, I think I 
know what Mrs. Madoff is referring to . 
This bill specifically is going to provide 
money to study the issue of black infant 
mortality in the City of Pittsburgh. 
There have been numerous studies 
conducted over the last 20 years, some 
of which have been conducted by 
physicians in the City of Pittsburgh, 
some of which have been conducted by 
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physicians and University personnel in 
the City of Pittsburgh. This particular 
study is going to be conducted by 15 
doctors at the University of Pittsburgh 
who are affiliated with the University 
Health Center. I would anticipate that 
their study would be supplemental. Mr. 
Edmonds' letter indicates some activities 
that have been going on; it indicates 
some activities that the Urban League is 
engaged with the March of Dimes and he 
also very specifically indicates that my 
suggestion that black doctors be involved 
in this particular study be followed by 
this Council, that we indeed insist that 
there be some black doctors involved in 
this study and he has given the names of 
two doctors who he thinks would be 
involved. I plan to share that 
information with Dr. Thomas Detrie at 
the University of Pittsburgh who had put 
the task force together as well as the 
Mayor, and hopefully by Monday some 
black doctors will have been added to the 
task force. You are right, there are 
severed things going on being funded. 
This is just an additional funding for the 
same purpose. 

Michelle Madoff: 

What I am saying is that 
$10,000.00 is a joke. This is a horrendous 
situation; we're just making a 
contribution of $10,000.00 to a great sum 
I would hope. 

Mr. Robinson: 

I don't think there's any doubt that 
the work of the task force and hopefully 
the Blue Ribbon Commission cannot be 
achieved at the level of $10,000.00. 
There are some people who have 
indicated that they think the $10,000.00 
can be more wisely spent by contributing 
to an on-going study. I don’t think that 
there's any reason not to allow the 
people at the University of Pittsburgh to 
get involved in this process and I think 


$10,000.00 is an appropriate figure. I 
think we are going to have to, in this 
City, determine whether or not we want 
to address the issue of black infant 
mortality, what it's going to cost and 
who should be involved in that process. 
This particular study should take about 
three months. During that period of 
time, some of the concerns that you have 
raised hopefully will be answered and I 
think if the Mayor requests of this 
Council any additional funds, that 
certainly we ought to indicate that those 
funds should be appropriate to the task. 

(END - MR. ROBINSON’S

MADOFF ON BILL NO. 439 - 3/28/84) 

Mr. Robinson: 

Also on 439» I'd like to indicate 
that I have attached to the legislation 
three letters, one from Dr. Oswald 
Nickens, one from Dr. Robert Kisner, 
.both of whom are black physicians in this 
City, both of whom are experts in the 
area of obstetrics, and also a letter from 
Mr. Arthur J. Edmunds who is the 
Executive Director of the Urban League 
of Pittsburgh. 

My reason for attaching these 
three letters to the legislation is that 
these three distinguished individuals have 
made some recommendations that I think 
are very important if indeed we are 
going to seriously address the issue of 
black infant mortality in the City of 
Pittsburgh. Both Dr. Nickens and Dr. 
Kisner feel that it would be appropriate 
to include on the task force that would 
do the study some black physicians who 
have a long history in expertise in this 
area. I think that their comments and 
suggestions are well taken and I would 
recommend to the University # of 
Pittsburgh that they indeed include some 
black doctors on the task force that will 
actually accomplish the goal of gathering 
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statistics on black infant mortality. 

As far as Mr. Edmunds' letter is 
concerned, his letter very clearly 
identifies some other efforts being 
launched in this area and Mrs. Madoff 
made reference to that about a week 
ago, other efforts in this area. I think it 
would be wise for the task force to take 
advantage of additional information by 
way of efforts of the Urban League of 
Pittsburgh which has been working on 
this particular problem for a number of 
years. 

Also, 1 think it is important to 
note that in the legislation as presently 
drafted, it does not specifically indicated 
black infant mortality. I think for 
purposes of clarity, Council Bill 439 
should be amended, and 1 so make that 
motion, that the legislation specifically 
be amended to deal with the problem of 
black infant mortality in the City of 
Pittsburgh. 

The Chair: 

I thought I saw that. Hold on. 

Okay, I'll accept that motion; the 
word is not there. 

Mr. Woods seconded the motion. 

Which motion prevailed. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Just one last comment, if I might, 
on Council Bill 439. I also forwarded a 
letter to the Chancellor of the 
University of Pittsburgh, Dr. Wesley 
Posvar, relative to this issue. While I 
recognize the limits of the task force 
and the study, I think it is important to 
note that probably one of the base 
problems that relate directly to black 
infant mortality in the City of Pittsburgh 
is the lack of adequate medical care. 


This is not a problem that is indigenous 
to Pittsburgh; it is a problem that exists 
in every major city in this country where 
minority people live. The American 
Medical Association, in attempting to 
address the issue of health care in urban 
areas, at their recent convention, 1983 
convention, indicated that unless a major 
commitment was made to produce and 
develop black health care professionals, 
namely doctors, in the 21st Century 
there will not be any health care for 
minority people in urban areas because 
survey, white doctors have indicated that 
they are not going to service urban 
residents who are black. I certainly don't 
presuppose to speak for the American 
Medical Association — 

The Chair: 

I hope that's not part of the new 
oath they took. 

Mr. Robinson: 

I hope not either. But I hope that 
certainly the University of Pittburgh, as 
one of the outstanding medical schools in 
this country, will pick up the challenge 
and make a major commitment to 
recruit, train and graduate black doctors 
over the next ten to fifteen years so that 
at least in this City we will have some 
assurances that people of color, 
particularly mothers, will be receiving 
quality care. 

That letter to Dr. Posvar 
certainly was sent with full recognition 
of the University of Pittsburgh's 
outstanding record in the field of 
medicine and also the outstanding 
reputation that our City is developing as 
a center for medicine; also, because I 
think the efforts of the University of 
Pittsburgh in this whole area of black 
infant mortality should be recognized 
and should be congratulated. But I think 
I would be remiss if I didn't indicate that 
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there are some other things that the 
University can do to make sure that 
there are the health care professionals 
available in our City to take care of all 
segments of our population. 

The Chair: 

Mr. Robinson, I should not let pass 
that comment we just made. I sincerely 
hope that the students who are going to 
med school at all of our City of 
Pittsburgh schools are intending to 
render aid to all patients, regardless of 
color, race or creed. I find it rather 
shocking in this century that we would 
now have someone of a particular color 
or creed handling their own people. • 

I have some very strong feelings 
about our Univerity, particularly the 
University of Pittsburgh Health Center. 
When we can bring doctors from ail over 
the world, we just can't take anybody 
from this community. I would hope that 
they would find some way to mend what 
they’re doing because I don't think it's 
fair to the community who tolerates 
them being on tax-free property. It's 
about time we start addressing that 
subject. 

Mr. Wagner: 

I would like to make a comment 
on Bill No. 439. I questioned at last 
Wednesday's meeting whether or not this 
was a sufficient number of dollars for 
such a study of this magnitude. I, for 
one, would be in favor in the future, if it 
is not a sufficient number of dollars, for 
this Council supporting additional dollars 
for this type of study.

Michelle Madoff: 

I vote no and Ed like to explain my 
vote. I think it's unfortunate that things 
are taken out of context and one of the 
advantages of being able to speak for 
yourself. I have not said the people 
should not pay their penalties. When you 
get a ticket and you're guilty, like I have 
been in the past, I pay them. I can get 
tickets fixed; I don't get them fixed. I 
wish everybody else who could get them 
fixed would also say the same thing. 

I also believe that in these times 
of tremendous unemployment, so many 
people out of work, students trying to 
get a place to park, the amount that we 


charge for violations, whether they're 
parking overtime or more serious 
violations, $32 and $37 plus a $35 fee for 
booting is excessive. When I asked 
Superintendent Coll why we didn't start 
with the 20 ticket offenders first of all, 
he said, "We have so many of them", but 
I never got a direct answer. 

The Chair: 

Hold on for a second. We are now 
only on whether we buy them or not. 
Not the other bill which is, I think, what 
you want to make an amendment to. 
This is only to purchase 15,000. 

Michelle Madoff: 

To buy the boots to be used for 
maybe people with 30 or 50 violations. 

The Chair: 

I think that's defined in 438.

Michelle Madoff: 

X did not say, and I am fully in 
support of scofflaws, including Michelle 
Madoff and other members of this 
Council, paying their fines. If you're 
guilty, you pay them. However, when I 
asked Superintendent Coll why we could 
not start with really scofflaws with more 
than 20, I did not get an answer. In this 
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time of great unemployment, and the 
students having great difficulty finding 
places to park, sometimes with the best 
of intentions, even Councilpeople who 
are tied up in issues, cannot get down 
within the appropriate time to pay their 
fine and therefore we do have to pay a 
greater amount. I do, however, feel for 
the unemployed, for students and others, 
that the amount that we're paying right 
now, the fee, is really out of line with 
the crime; $35, $32, $37 for booting fees 
and penalties for parking violations are 
really excessive and with 10 or 20 they 
really add up. 

* 

I can't do anything about that law; 
I believe that's set in Harrisburg. But I 
would ask this Council to amend the bill 
so that we go after, in these times when 
the streets are all torn up — you can't 
even find a place Downtown; business is 
hurting; Market Square calls all the time 
about not having parking facilities; 
there's no where to park in the 
Downtown areas down near Kaufmaim's 
— that we amend it for this first year, at 
least, while the City is tom up, to not 
put a boot on someone under 10 
violations, particularly 10 violations, and 
since there's no way of discriminating of 
just overtime at a meter. I think it 
really would be the moral, the right and 
humane thing to do. I think people are 
hurting very badly financially. We have 
so many scof flaws, according to 
Superintendent Coll, that are well over 
20; let's start with them. My concern is 
that a policeman is going to have a 
printout list, he's going to see a car with 
a license, the name's on the list, it's five 
tickets, on goes the boot. I just would 
like to amend Bill 438 by changing the 
number from 5 to 10 the number of 
unpaid summons issued against a vehicle 
to authorize the City to immobilize said 
vehicle by means of a wheel-locking 
device known as a boot. 


The Chair: 

The bill does not call for five. 
What he said was, that was a policy 
decision that they were making. I don't 
mean to abuse you but if I can, just for a 
moment — 

Michelle Madoff: 

Gee, I'm glad you don't mean to 
abuse me. 

The Chair: 

You said you had five tags. On 
each one of them — 

Michelle Madoff: 

I have none that I know of right 

now. 

The Chair: 

Before you paid them, how many 
notices did you get on each one? 

Michelle Madoff: 

They come almost immediately 
and the ones that I got parking on the 
side of the building — 

The Chair: 

You, originally on the day that it 
happened, got a tag. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Right. 

The Chair: 

Then after Chat you got a notice 
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Michelle Madoff: 

I parked, because I was out of the 
hospital, three times within a verv short 
period of time on the side of the 
building. I didn't have the time to get 
down there. 

The Chain 

That's not my point. How many 
reminders did you get after that? 

Michelle Madoff: 

i 

The reminders came while I was 
getting the other tickets and wasn't in 
the frame of health to get down and I 
kept calling to say I was going down and 
never got there. 

The Chain 

That's not my point. Take the 
oldest one you had; how many notices did 
you get prior to the time that you had 
paid it? 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. Stone, I don't know that exact 
figure. I'm sure it’s what vou would 
consider a reasonable length of time. 

The Chain 

You probably have gotten five 
notices somewhere along the line. 

Michelle Madoff: 

The point that I'm making is, if we 
want to be specific, the Crown fiasco 
was going on, I was trying to save the 
City some money. The point I am 
making is that we had so many issue 
pending in Council, I didn't have five 
minutes to myself. I tried to get down to 
pay the tickets, kept calling to say I 
would get their, and something happened 


beyond mv control and I couldn't get 
their. Other people are in the same 
situation. I was guilty. I do not plead 
mercy; I pay my tickets. Fm wrong. But 
I don't think that we should go out in 
these times and boot people with 5 
violations before we boot people with at 
least 20 and Tm willing to settle for 10. 

The Chair: 

The only point I was trying to ask 
you because out of experience you would 
know how many notices you got off of 
that first tag. It’s my understanding that 
roughly before they do anything, there 
are five possible notices. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I don’t believe that to be fact. I 
think they send you two notices. 

The Chair: 

If a person has 5 tags, they've got 
25 notices of some sort. And that's 
before they start dunning him, before 
they threaten to pick up his car. 

You know, there are some people 
in this town, when they get a tag, they 
can't run fast enough to go and pay for 
it. That's how much they're afraid to 
wait. 

Michelle Madoff: 

There are some who get a lot of 
tickets who never pay. They get them 
fixed. 

The Chair: 

That's right. That's why I pav 
anything I get but I don’t get them in the 
first place. 
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Michelle Madoff: 

Let's get the big ones first. I 
tried very hard, since I've had some bad 
experiences, not to get tickets. I make 
every effort. I certainly make every 
effort not to park on the side of the 
building. I can't afford another new car; 
I just bought this one and it isn't paid for 
vet. 

The Chain 

I didn't really want to bring you 
into it other than you would know how 
many times you got a notice on a tag. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I think the image that is being left 
with the media is that Michelle Madoff 
thinks she is above the law. That is not 
true. When guilty I pay my tickets. But 
I think that a police officer looking at a 
sheet that has five tickets on it for 
overtime parking, maybe it’s only five 
minutes, is going to say, "Put the boot 
on!" 

Mr. Woods: 

Michelle, I think if you read one 
section of this, it says, "5 unpaid tickets 
within an 18 month period". That means 
if you have these 5 tickets for 18 months 
and they're not paid, then they have the 
right to do that. If somebody doesn't pay 
them in 18 months, shame on them. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Gee, even I don't do that. I might 
go a couple of months, Z or 3 months 
because I'm tied up with business of 
Council. 

Mr. Woods: 

That's what the legislation says. 


Michelle Madoff: 

Where does it say 18 months, 
please? 

Mr. Woods: 

The second page, all the way down 
to the bottom of the page, the last 
paragraph; E. If the magistrate 

determines that 5 or more unpaid parking 
violations or citations within an 18 
month period are outstanding — 

Michelle Madoff: 

I'm sorry, I'm not with you. 
You're too fast for me. What section is 
that? 

Mr. Woods: 

Under E, the bottom of the last 
paragraph under 3. 

Michelle Madoff: 

It says within an 18 month 
period. It doesn't say after an 18 month. 

Mr. Woods: 

If they haven't been paid within 18 
months — if you get the first one today 
and you get five more, in a year and a 
half from today, if you haven't paid this 
one then you're on that list. But if you 
pay this one in 17 months then you still 
only have 4 so you're not on that list. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. Woods, I hate to be the expert 
on scofflawing but when you down to 
court and I'm sure that's how Til be 
headed in today’s paper, but if you go in 
and you pay a ticket and the others 
haven't come in yet; they don't even hit 
the record office and computer for Z or 3 
days, if you go to pay it in advance you 
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can't do it. I've tried to pay my tickets 
when I received them and sometimes you 
can't pay them that day or the next day 
because it has not hit the computer. So, 
what happens is that I would prefer that 
it said after 18 months. I don't think it 
should be 18 months; I think it should be 
6 months. My only point is that I don't 
want it on 5; I would like it on 10. 

Mrs. Masloff: 

If you pay the first one you only 
have four so they won't boot you. 

Michelle Madoff: 

But you might have another 
ticket. There are people who I am sure, 
and I use the example of calls I get in my 
office all the time, who are students. 

The Chair: 

Hold on a second. Ben, I think you 
threw us a curve here; let me straighten 
it out. He's talking about Section 3, 
Subsection B. I thought you said E. 

Mr. Woods: 

Paragraph 3. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Within an 18 month period. 

The Chair: 

I stand corrected, Michelle. 
Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. Stone, would it be in order to 
amend that to say, 5 tickets, if you want 
to leave it that way, or 10 tickets, within 
a 3 month period? 


The Chair: 

What is your pleasure? 

Michelle Madoff: 

Is it in order to amend it? 

The Chair: 

If you want to amend that 
paragraph you may. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I think that would be very helpful. 
The Chair: 

Is that your motion? 

Michelle Madoff: 

My motion would be to amend it, 
not pay 10 tickets within a 3 month 
period. Let's get that wording corrected 
so that I don’t do what we did on 
salaries. I want to make it as a motion 
to amend Paragraph B that whether 10 
tickets or more — 

The Chair: 

Where it says 5 you want to make 

it 10. 

Michelle Madoff: 

— 10 have not been paid after and 
let's make that 6 months. Ten tickets 
after 6 months — 

The Chair: 

I have a motion. Do I have a 
second? 

Michelle Madoff: 

You don't have a second. 
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The Chair: 

It seems to me that this Council, 
in its infinite wisdom, has exercised — 

Michelle Madoff: 

I hope the first boot is for 
somebody on this Council with 5 tickets 
and I hope it isn't me. 

The Chair: 

If it comes they deserve it but I 
hope it is not. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. President, I'd like to know if 
it's procedure within the City of 
Pittsburgh for those who receive parking 
violations or any type of violation, that a 
notice is sent out to them with each and 
every violation or with a certain number 
of violations. Can that question be 
answered? 

Michelle Madoff: 

I'll answer it. They send it on 
each one and you have no idea the 
number of tickets you have until you get 
down there. 

The Chain 

That's the question I was asking 
you before. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Right. The other thing that 
happens is that when you go to settle 
your tickets, they somehow find all the 
tickets you’ve been exonerated from and 
the tickets you have paid and you pay 
them again and you're too angry to say, 
"Hey, you're charging my for more 
tickets than is due." That's because our 
good Mayor, in his infinite wisdom, 


decided that department heads, big burly 
department heads, males, should park on 
the side of the building but we little 
women should go under in the dark, the 
rain, the sleet and the hail — It's one I 
lost hut you can't win them all. 

Mr. Wagner: 

What I do know is that in having 
several parking tickets in the past, I for 
one, have not received any notices from 
the City of Pittsburgh that I have 
accumulated them. It is quite possible 
that any individual could receive parking 
tickets, especially, and have that parking 
ticket removed from their car or else 
blown off the car and be unaware of the 
fact that they have had a ticket or 
several tickets. To my knowledge, it is 
not the general operating procedure that 
a notice be sent out to the individual 
owning the car that they do have or have 
had a ticket placed on that car. 

Mrs. Masloff: 

Jack, that's not so. If you get a 
ticket on your car, in 30 days you get a 
summons. 

Mr. Woods: 

Fifteen days you get a summons. 

Mrs. Masloff: 

You get a summons and you either 
pay them or you don’t. If you don’t it 
will continue. But you are notified that 
you indeed were in violation. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Well evidently they're missing me. 

Mrs. Masloff: 

Then how did you know you had a 
ticket?

Mr. Wagner: 

Well, along with this legislation, 
what I would like to see the City of 
Pittsburgh do, and I don't know if 
suggesting an amendment here or not, 
but with the implementation of the boot, 
that a notice be sent out to all violators 
with 5 or more tickets, that this boot is 
now effective and that it can be used on 
their vehicle if, in fact, the Police 
Department chooses to boot their car. I 
think by sending out a notice to anyone 
who has 5 or more tickets that the 
possibility of receiving payment for 
those violations would increase 
drastically and we would not have to go 
out and boot all those cars and spend all 
the dollars and time involved in booting 
those cars. 

The Chair: 

Correct me if I'm wrong. I 
thought that Coll had indicated that that 
was what they were going to attempt to 
do in the first instance. 

Michelle Madoff: 

What Mr. Wagner is — 

The Chairs 

I know what he's talking about. 
He figures that if you sen& out a mass 
mailing to everyone you may not have to 
boot them and they'd pay. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Superintendent Coll indicated that 
policy \fras going to be such that we 
would go after scofflaws with 20 tickets 
or more. Unfortunately, if there's a 
printout with somebody with 5 tickets 
who is unemployed, looking for a job, 
doesn’t even have enough money to go 
into a parking lot, takes a chance and 
parks on the street; they're really in 


trouble. I'm not worried about people 
like myself; I'm really worried about 
people who are really going to be hurt. I 
think if their name is on a printout at 5 
tickets for just running over a meter, in 
these times with the streets dug up and 
nowhere to park, I think it's a little 
unfair. With all the best intentions in 
the world, their name will still be on that 
printoutsheet and if a police officer sees 
the name, that person will be booted. 
That's the issue. That is the real issue. 
And as far, Councilman Wagner, as the 
public knowing that if they have 5 five 
tickets they'r going to pay or be booted, 
they're going to know; we've got enough 
people from the media here today and 
somebody covered it on television. It's 
going to be very well publicized. People 
will know about the 5 tickets; we don't 
have to spend any money on mailing. 

Mr. Woods: 

Mr. President, I know for a fact 
that unless you accumulate 5 or more 
tickets, at least when you hit the 5, a 
final notice is sent out that you have 
these tickets, these summons. When you 
hit 5 that final notice is sent to you. I 
know that for a fact. 

Michelle Madoff: 

If you're an unemployed 
steelworker, where are you going to get 
the money? 

The Chair: 

Michelle, wait. I think we might 
pick that up as a letter from us, Mike, 
indicating to our*Traffic Court, on those 
who have the violations,- maybe a mailing 
in an effort to try to nudge them along a 
little bit to paying prior to the day of 
reckoning. That kind of a way. 
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Michelle Madoff: 

Why? It's going to he in all the 
newspapers. 

The Chain 

I don't think we have to do it as a 
requirement but I think maybe it will 
help expedite the collection process. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. Stone, with all due respect, 
this is going to be all over the 
newspapers and that's a waste of 
taxpayers' dollars. I personally don't 
want to see the least able to pay, the 
people who have been trying, maybe, to 
get a job or going out to buy some 
groceries, not able to park, parking 
where they're taking a chance and having 
only 5 tickets running over on a meter. 
That was my only concern. It was not a 
concern for me; it was a concern for 
people who are hard up. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. President, I am in total 
support of this legislation. I think the 
City has a tremendous amount to be 
gained here; somewhere in the area of, 
we all know, $4.3 million. If it’s people 
with 3 tickets, 5 tickets, 10 tickets, I 
think we should somehow get the dollars 
that is coming to the City. I think we 
could do that at a much less cost by 
some type of a procedure at the start 
where we would send out, for instance, a 
post card which would cost 13 cents to 
however many violators we have, 1,000, 
2,000, 3,000, to indicate to them that we 
do have a new program, a boot, the 
potential of their car being booted exists 
and they have a certain period of time in 
which to pay those fines to reduce the 
possibility of that happening. 


The Chair: 

As I indicated earlier, I think we 
ought to just recommend it to the 
Superintendent to do it rather than 
create a legal impediment in front of it. 

Mr. Wagner: 

So we will send a letter to the 
Superintendent suggesting that — 

The Chair: 

Recommending or suggesting that 
he might do that. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. President, could you clarify 
something for me? The $32 and $37, 
that is set in Harrisburg? That is not 
something that we've done here? I know 
we've raised some rates at meters and 
we've raised rates on towing. 

The Chair: 

I think that was part of what they 
called the Benetta Bill with all the 
increases. That's the last increase of all 
the fines. That was when we needed 
money for the highway system. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

The General Assembly acts on 
about 4,000 bills a year; I can't 
remember that one. 

Michelle Madoff: 

It would be nice if we collected 
all the money, Mr. Wagner, and then we 
could lower the penalty. 

The Chair: 

Call the roll. 
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Michelle Madoff: 


passed finally. 


In principle I support the bill. I 
just think under the circumstances, the 
way they are today, the unemployment 
and the difficulty parking, I would like to 
make it 10 and since I can’t get that, I 
will vote no. 

The Chair: 

I vote aye and relative to the boot 
situation, it's about time that we quit 
wasting our monies, our manpower, on 
encouraging people always to comply 
with the law. I don't think we owe them 
any courtesies now; it's about time they 
learn to be law abiding citizens and pay 
those tags that they have. 

Michelle Madoff: 

And I would hope that this Council 
would do the same thing and make sure 
they never get a ticket fixed.

I would like to take this 
opportunity to report on my recent 
participation in the Pennsylvania League 
of Cities Southwest District Meeting on 
March 30, 1984 in New Kensington, 

Pennsylvania. 

I attended the meeting as a 
Member of the Pennsylvania League of 
Cities, Energy, Environment and Natural 
Resources Committee. 

The purpose of the meeting was to 
receive an update from the staff relative 
to legislative developments in Harrisburg 
and Washington, to elect District 
Officers, receive information relative to 
the State Convention in June, and to 
adopt resolutions to be considered at the 
Convention. 

I introduced two resolutions at the 
District Meeting which were adopted. 

One requested the Pennsylvania 
League of Cities support Pennsylvania 
House Bills 1275, 1278, 1279 and 1281 of 
1983 which would authorize all units of 
local or municipal goverment in the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania to levy 
the "Land Tax" or "Site Value Tax". 

Two, a resolution in support of 
Pennsylvania Senate Bill 1179 which 


would authorize local justices of the 
peace to sentence misdemeanor 
offenders to supervised programs 
directed towards community services. 

If passed hy the legislature, 
Senate Bill 1179 would give our local 
justices the power to order misdemeanor 
offenders to work for organizations such 
as the Pittsburgh Clean City Committee. 

A copy of both resolutions is 
attached to this report.

Michelle Madoff: 

On Bill 504, the bill on 
Firefighters is introduced, — Is this the 
changing of the test? I would like to 
address this bill. 

This is a crucial public safety 
issue. Once again Council has been 
asked to vote without adequate 
background information. With the 
approval of the President of City Council 
and the approval of my colleagues, I'm 
requesting that we view the new 
firefighters' test. I would only take five 
and a half minutes time before a very 
crucial vote. The .Cable Bureau has 
prepared this film so that the public, 
after tomorrow, could also view the 
exam. I would like to view it before the 
public sees it. 

It is my understanding that no 
member of Council has, as yet, viewed 
this tape. I would, however, caution my 
colleagues that this is an enactment of a 
new exam and we cannot compare it to 
the 1978 exam because the Cable Bureau 
was not in existence at that time. As 
usual, Council was expected to vote on 
this crucial issue without adequate 
background information. Not onlydid we 
not see this film but it was only this 


morning that I received a written copy of 
the physical exam with illustrations. The 
1978 test, developed by Dr. Verducci, 
and he is not using it now, was found 
illegal and invalid in a class action suit 
against the City of San Francisco in 1979 
or in 1980, we’re not sure whether it was 
the end of '79 or the beginning of '80. 

Since that time, all major cities 
have been searching for fairer tests 
involving many dollars in lost back pay 
and salary compensation. The test was 
found illegal because it must meet three 
criteria; it must be job related, valid and 
fair, no unfair, adverse impact on all 
groups, particularly 90-95 percent of 
women had failed the previous test. 

Certainly, as a Councilmember 
and as a representative of the public, I 
don’t want any test that is going to 
endanger the public's safety. 

This is not a male versus female 
issue but let me remind you that physical 
testing in the Fire Department only 
began in 1972, coincidentally after the 
civil rights legislation of the '60's and 
court ordered enforcement in 1972, 
tinder Federal uniform selection 
guidelines. The new test was supposedly 
developed after detailed analysis of 
firefighting duties actually instead of 
perceived. In other words, what really 
goes on as opposed to what we think goes 
on. They found the first test not to be a 
valid test; they found that this test is a 
valid test. The test is used to keep 
women out and not to test the 
qualifications of firefighters. If this 
were an important test, firefighters 
should have to pass it at least every fifth 
year. We're talking about the original 
test. There is one woman firefighter and 
she carried the sandbag. 

As Councilman Robinson point out 
on Wednesday, if this testing is crucial, 
why does it not continue? Why aren't 
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tests given, as I point out, at least, I 
think he pointed out every year and I*m 
saying every five. 

I’ve taken the liberty, my office, 
my research assistants are both here, 
Carmen Guenther and Linda, have taken 
the liberty of examinating the workers' 
compensation report of October 1 to 
December 31, for the last quarter. We 
found a staggering number of claims 
which were work related but not related 
to the dragging or carrying of victims. I 
think it's over $2 million and it had 
Nothing to do with the carrying of 
victims but rather to injuries which were 
strains and sprains, working with 
hoselines and so on. I believe the total 
comes to, which would not surprise us in 
light of the fact that we have a $40 
million, last time we had the figure, on 
unfunded workmen's comp debt. It 
comes to $2.8 million for the last 
quarter. The type of claims that were 
made were for picking up or pulling a 
hose; somebody sat down and had a heart 
attack and weren't even near a fire; 
people being in fire, deeming a hose, 
emptying a hose, not related to working 
with hose lines, straining a back with a 
ladder. Some of the heart attacks had 
nothing to do with lifting anybody at all. 

In summary, I think what I’m 
saying is that the new test was designed 
not to be discriminatory against those 
women who are capable of pulling — 

The Chair: 

I assume you're for this? 

Michelle Madoff: 

No, Tm saying that I'm for the 
new test, not the old test. 

The Chair: 

That's what I said. That's what 


this is. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Tm sorry. I am supporting the 
new test and Tm asking that we see the 
new test in the five and a half minute 
film. Is that alright with the President 
of this Council and my colleagues? 

The Chair: 

Do you mean now? 

Michelle Madoff: 

Yes. We've got it ready to go. 
They're waiting. We also have the body; 
we have the sandbag ready. I believe Mr. 
Wagner requested that. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

I second that motion. 

The Chair: 

Alright. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Tm tired of voting without having 
information. 

The Chair: 

Alright, alright. Don't get your 
dander up. You asked for something and 
you're going to get it. 

Michelle Madoff: 

If I don't get my dander up, do you 
promise never to get your dander up? 

Mr. Wood bz 

Mr. President, would it be proper 
to make a motion to recess for five and a 
half minutes? 
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The Chair: 

We'll recess for the purpose of — 
Michelle Madoff: 

Why? Why not show it? 

Mr. Woods: 

Just so we can get up. That's all 
Fm saying. 

The Chair: 

Wait. You asked to see the 
movie, right? 

Michelle Madoff: 

Yes. 

The Chair: 

I’m going to let you see the 
movie. That's all. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Fine. But we don't need to recess, 

do we? 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. President, I have gone to 
great lengths today to obtain a sandbag 
from the old test and also the dummy of 
the new test. We have them both with us 
today and I would like for us to look at 
both sometime after the test, and the 
actual use of those items and the testing 
procedures. 

The Chair: 

Do you mean after the movie? 

Mr. Wagner: 

Yes. 


AT THIS TIME, THE FIVE AND A HALF 
MINUTE MOVIE ON TESTING 
PROCEDURES FOR FIREFIGHTERS 
WAS SHOWN. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. President, I think that test — 
The Chair: 

Before you do that can I ask you a 
question? Would you rather do the other 
test immediately and then come back to 
your comments? 

Michelle Madoff: 

That's exactly the point I'm on. 
Exactly the point, sir. I would think that 
that proves that that is a very rigid 
test. I went back myself; I weigh 110 
pounds, soaking, and I couldn’t lift that 
body. I wouldn't pass that test but those 
women who earn should be allowed the 
opportunity, the same as men, and it 
should a non-discriminatory test. Mayor 
Caliguiri couldn't pass it either. I take 
my shoes off and we eyeball each other. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

Michelle, what does that dummy 
weight that has to be dragged through 
the course? 

Michelle Madoff: 

One hundred forty-five pounds. 
Go try and pull it; I just did. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, I have a few things I want to 
say. There is a dummy in the other 
room; it is not the same dummy that is in 
that film. It does not have a rope behind 
it's shoulders. 
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Michelle Madoff: 

At least they can see what it's 

like. 

Mr. Wagner: 

It weighs 145 pounds. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I want to compare the two. 

The Chair: 

Let him finish first. Let him do 
what he wants to do. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, this sandbag was used in the 
1978 physical examination for 
firefighters; it weighs 125 pounds. The 
firefighters were required to lift this 
sandbag, put it over their shoulder in a 
firemen's carry, and run with it through 
an obstacle course up to 500 feet long. 
Today's exam requires the use of this 
dummy that weighs 145 pounds, 20 
pounds more, with a rope behind the 
back. First of all, I want you to know 
that a firefighter will never find a person 
with a rope like this behind their back, 
number one. Number two, it is much 
easier to grab this dummy behind the 
back, as they suggested in the film, and 
pull like that. That is a very, very 
unrealistic situation in a fire. You do 
not pull a person downstairs, upstairs, 
down a ladder, or through debris or 
possibly even through a fire. 

So, this portion of the present 
exam, which I suspect is a critical 
portion of that exam, is not realistic to 
life or the type of situation that a 
firefighter encounters. This bag, as 
awkward as it may look, is more 
realistic. The reason being is that a 


firefighter is required to lift this, to 
dead lift it, put it on their shoulder and 
carry it through an obstacle course, not 
drag it, but actually lift it. In order to 
lift 125 pounds, which is less than the 
average human being, is much, much 
more difficult than pulling that dummy. 

So, what I'm saying to you quite 
frankly is, we are lessening the standards 
of those that we are attempting to hire 
in the Fire Department. Consequently, 
we are subjecting the people of this City 
and the firefighters that we hire to 
greater hazards and possibly are actually 
subjecting them to loss of life and 
increasing the liability of the City of 
Pittsburgh. 

City Council knew essentially 
nothing about this examination; we've 
had no input to it. We do today have 
some input because we are being asked 
to allocate approximately $18,000 of 
taxpayers' money for the proctoring and 
the administration of a physical 
examination. I feel this is an inferior 
physical examination. This Council has 
the responsibility to use our tax dollars 
wisely; I feel if we are giving or if we 
are allocating $18,000, it should not be 
for a test that pulls something that is not 
realistic to an actual, everyday fire. 

I'd also like to state that I spoke 
with Chief Lewis today and he indicated 
that interestingly enough, firefighters 
are required to rescue, do you know 
whom the most? Firefighters. Many 
times, firefighters become disabled in a 
fire and another firefighter must then 
lift that firefighter up that may be 
unconscious, that has inhaled too much 
smoke, and carry that person out of the 
fire. You cannot drag someone out a 
window when the ’window may be this 
high. You cannot drag them out that 
window; you have to lift them. I 
challenge anyone, I know I’m not going to 
do it because I may not be able to do it, 
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to lift this 125 pounds up. I may not be 
able to do that. 

Michelle Madoff: 

But there may be some women 
who can. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Let him finish and then we'll go 
back. Don't start any crisscross debates 
on it yet. 

Mr. Wagner: 

My final point is that if we expose 
the past examination, which is a far 
superior examination, to the 2,600 
applicants that we have left, those 
people, no matter who they are, will be 
able to train and will be able to prepare 
themselves physically so that they can 
pass that test. I don't care who that 
individual is and that includes lifting 125 
pounds. We know that people today are 
much more into body building, weight 
lifting, physical activities. What I am 
suggesting is that the City of Pittsburgh 
is not properly exposing the past test, 
the requirements of the test and is 
taking the easy way out by adopting new 
standards that are inferior standards and 
are subjecting not only the firefighters 
but the residents of our City. 

Michelle Madoff: 

May I respond, Mr. President? 
Let's deal in the real world. In the real 
world, when we got into the auto 
emissions monies that were shut off, we 
couldn’t build bridges. The real world 
says that the new test is the legal test. 
If we go back, Mr. Wagner, to the old 
test, we do not get — It becomes illegal 
and perhaps we hold up the hiring of 
firemen. I'm concerned about that. 

Secondly, everybody who knows 


anything about fires knows that what you 
want to do is stay as low as you can 
because there are more people hurt from 
smoke than there are from anything else, 
from fire actually. So, the closer to the 
ground, and I presume that's one of the 
reasons they do the dragging of the 
person — 

Is there somebody here from the 
Fire Department? Is anybody here that 
is presently in the Fire Department? 

The point I wanted to make is, I 
assume that when the talked about the 
strap, and it needs clarification, and as I 
said, we only got this information this 
morning, is that there must be a strap 
put around the person so that you can 
drag them out. I don't presume you're 
going to pull on their clothing. There 
must be something they take up when 
somebody is found to put on to drag them 
out. Nobody, I presume, is bom with a 
strap; Mr. Wagner, I agree with you. 

The thing I'm very concerned 
about is two things. One that we don't 
hold up hiring of firemen because it was 
found to be illegal. Secondly, I think the 
test, it appears to me, to be non- 
discriminatory, the new test, in that it 
provides for both males and females 
passing the test. 

Important as the people who are 
here today, they had somebody in their 
community who had to be taken out of a 
fire physcially. I don't want to diminish 
that. I think that it becomes very 
important to address two major 
additional issues. One is, if indeed we 
are going back to the old test, Mr. 
Wagner, then I would presume you are 
saying — I'm not saying that you are 
saying but I want 'to make sure I'm not 
speaking for you incorrectly — that you 
want every firemaii to take that test 
every year? 
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Mr. Wagner: 

Would you please restate that? 
Michelle Madoff: 

Would you like the original test, if 
we went back to using the illegal test, 
which you think is better, would you like 
to have the firemen tested every single 
year — is that what you're saying — to 
prove that they can, indeed, carry a body 
out? You're talking about people being 
in shape, etc., etc. I don't think that’s 
what the firemen would like to do and 
that brings me to my next point when 
you answer. 

Mr. Wagner: 

May I respond? The question at 
hand is hiring new personnel. I certainly 
feel that firefighters should be fit, not 
only when they're hired but also while 
they're working. But I think what we’re 
talking about today in this piece of 
legislation is the hiring of new people. 
Therefore, I can only address that 
particular issue at this time. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I'm afraid I don't buy that, it 
doesn't wash, because the issue is public 
safety and we're not going to send out a 
fireman who has just been newly trained, 
that has just taken the test and able to 
lift somebody. What are you going to do 
if you get a fireman who has been on the 
staff for a number of years? Say you're 
fired because you can’t lift the body. Is 
that what you're saying, Mr. Wagner? 

Mr. Wagner: 

No, I have not said that. I 
indicated, I don't know if you recall what 
I just said, but I believe that firefighters 
should always be in good shape and 
capable of rescuing people at any time 


during their employment. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Do you think then it would be a 
good idea to have a public hearing and 
then perhaps during that public hearing 
go down to the fire stations and watch 
the firemen lift the bag to see if they 
can do it? 

The Chair: 

Michelle, I think he stated his 
position. If you differ with it, you may 
differ with it. 

Michelle Madoff: 

No, I want an answer to that. 
That’s the gut — This test was redesigned 
because the original test was illegal, 
discriminating against women. We went 
back over the stats and we found that 
rarely, rarely, is someone ever lifted. 
Practically never. Tremendous 

workmen's comp on minor issues. 

I don't want to put the public’s 
safety in jeopardy; I don't think any 
member of this Council does. It would 
seem on the surface that we ought to say 
let's go back to the old test. We can't do 
it because it's illegal; that means we 
can't hire new firemen. 

Now, I want to know what Mr. 
Wagner is saying. Tm not trying to fight 
with him because I respect his opinion. 

The Chair: 

I think Mr. Wagner has very 
clearly made his point. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I didn't understand him; I want to 
be sure I understand him. Are you saying 
that the public safety is not going to be 
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pertinent if we have a fireman who is 
already hired by the City for ten years, 
but cannot lift a body? That would not 
be important? 

The Chain 

I think the Chair understands him 
to say that at least if they can't do it 
when they start, they'll not likely be able 
to do it later. He says at this time they 
ought to pass the test to get it and later 
he would hope that they stay in shape so 
they can continue to do it. It's quite 
clear, his position. 

Mr. Wagner; 

Mr. President, may I respond to 
one point? There has been some false 
statements made on this issue and it 
pertains mainly to the fact that several 
people have stated, and Mrs. Madoff you 
just stated, that firefighters rarely ever 
lift a person. That is false. In each and 
every incident where people are rescued 
from buildings, they are not dragged; 
they are carried from buildings. 
Especially where you have a situation 
where, we all are aware that most 
bedrooms are on the upper floors of 
buildings and in most situations, people 
are rescued at night, when fires occur 
most often, and during those rescue 
operations they either have to come 
down a pair of steps, the firefighters 
have to bring them down a pair of steps 
or down a ladder. That can only be done 
through carrying the person that they are 
rescuing. 

Therefore, I just want it to be 
known that, yes, this is a necessary, 
common part of firefighting. Lifting an 
individual and carrying an individual. 
That is how the firemen's carry, which is 
used in the military, came about. The 
reason why it's called the firemen's carry 
is that firemen pick people up, put them 
over their shoulder, and carry them to 


safety. You cannot have an examination 
for newly hired people and exclude that 
portion of the rescue operations. That is 
the most important part of the rescue 
operations and we are doing that with 
the new exam. 

Michelle Madoff: 

You're saying we're excluding it 
with the new exam? 

Mr. Wagner: 

It has been excluded with the new 

exam. 

Michelle Madoff: 

How would we deal with the 
legality? 

Mr. Wagner: 

I would prefer to face the 
consequences of arbitrary or a legal 
ruling, opposed to the loss of human life 
or property. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

In support of Mr. Wagner and to 
address Michelle Madoff's concern, if 
she'll remember, I think it was in 
October of 1983 that I wrote and 
introduced legislation that we conduct 
the study of height, weight and physical 
agility study of all our police, our 
firemen and our paramedics to address 
her concerns that once they had been on 
the job for a number of years are they 
still physically qualified to do the job 
that they were hired for. That piece of 
legislation just came out of the Law 
Department the week before last and it 
was sent over to the University of 
Pittsburgh and I expect to have that 
study finished within a three month 
period. 
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Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. Stone, do you recall a bill I 
introduced in this Council in relation to 
having smoke alarms in multiple 
buildings, particularly apartment houses 
and multiple buildings, became law in the 
City? Does anyone recall whether that 
bill required having them in private 
homes? I remember that the fire people, 
our fire chiefs came and testified before 
us saying that the greatest number of 
fires and the greatest deaths took place 
in homes because there wasn't enough 
warning. But we did not, if memory 
serves me correctly, perhaps Mr. Perry 
recalls, we did not insist that individual 
homes have smoke alarms. Is that 
correct? Am I correct in my memory? 
Sophie, am I right? 

Mrs. Masloff: 

Yes, that's right. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Now, rather than having a 
discriminatory test which I'm rather 
concerned about, and I really believe 
that we can have the same as we have 
with policemen and policewomen who 
sometimes function in different 
capacities, sometimes a smart woman 
can figure out how to get somebody out 
of a building, maybe with a chute, I mean 
a slide, whereas you don't have to lift or 
lug the person for a great distance of 
time. 

I'm really more concerned that we 
have a fair test. I'm not qualified to 
make that judgment; I don't think any 
member of this Council is. This 
information has been sprung on us last 
week assuming we just go along with it. 
When we ask our personnel people — are 
they here today; they didn't think it was 
important enough — they said that the 
test was fair, they felt it was fair to 


women. Both of them are women, 
incidentally, that's Melanie Smith and 
Michelle Cunko. I am concerned that 
women be allowed to be firepeople and 
perhaps maybe not be the person that 
goes up to lug the body who is out cold 
out of the second story. You wouldn't 
have the Mayor do that either or have 
Michelle Madoff do it because I'm not 
strong enough to do that. But I would 
like to see this piece of legislation not 
discriminate so that women cannot serve 
where they can serve in capacities in the 
Fire Department. I agree with you that 
there may have to be some kind of a test 
that allows for the public safety but 
doesn't discriminate. How you arrive at 
that, I don't know. So what I would like 
to do is hold this bill until we cam come 
up with some information from our Law 
Department, we have a briefing with our 
Law Department so that we don't act 
hastily against the public interest. 

That's a motion that we hold this 
until we get some more information. 

Mr. Robinson seconded the motion. 

Mr. Woods: 

Comment on the motion. I have 
no problems with recommitting this 
bill. I think the tests are going to be 
April 25, 26, and 27. I would like to have 
Chief Lewis when we discuss this bill this 
coming Wednesday come right up to the 
table when this bill is brought back up 
and also Melanie Smith and whoever has 
anything to do with this test. But we've 
got to have somebody from the 
Administration, particularly the fire 
chief, who knows about this. 

Mr. Robinson: 

On the motion. My lack of 
unreadiness on this bill stems from some 
comments that have been made by both 
Mrs. Madoff and Mr. Wagner relative to 
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the development of the test and its 
intended purpose. I think it's fair to 
assume that the City of Pittsburgh is 
attempting to include in its firefighting 
force persons who historically have been 
excluded for a number of reasons. With 
that being the case and with the 
overriding implications for disruption 
within the Fire Department, the 
psychological impact of introducing new 
persons into a new work situation, it 
seems to me that Council is again being 
requested to make a judgment based on 
little information, little perspective, and 
little cooperation from the 
Administration. Certainly Councilman 
O'Malley, as Chairman of Public Safety, 
should have been better informed on this 
matter; certainly Councilman Wagner's 
concerns that he raised are valid and 
should have been addressed by someone 
in the Administration by someone who 
understands the big picture. I think Mrs. 
Madoff's concern that we make sure that 
women are fairly treated and adequately 
represented in all phases of our 
employment situation is not only 
important but it's necessary. 

We have yet to hear from anyone 
in the Adminstration other than a 
department head, Melanie Smith, 
concerning this matter. This is the 
second time in less than 30 days that Ms. 
Smith has been asked to try and respond 
and explain a very difficult situation. 
The first was trying to explain why this 
City does not have an affirmative action 
program, why this City does not have any 
type of procedure for making sure that 
women and minorities have an 
opportunity to serve in supervisory 
capacity. That was the first time. 

The second time was last 
Wednesday when she was trying to 
explain why the firefighters' exam was 
being changed. While I have a great deal 
of respect for our front line supervisors, 
I think there's some areas where they are 


not prepared to discuss with members of 
Council policy decisions. It's a policy 
decision in this City that we're going to 
provide opportunity for everybody, male 
and female, black, white, brown, red and 
yellow. That's a decision that's been 
made by this Council, the Mayor, the 
Human Relations Commission, and the 
other appropriate policy making units of 
this government, not by front line staff. 

We are talking to the wrong 
people. We need to be bold, courageous 
and intelligent and request the Mayor of 
the City of Pittsburgh to sit down with 
us as elected officials, in the appropriate 
setting, to discuss this City’s policy 
relative to including minorities and 
women in the work place. We can talk 
about tests, we can talk about dummies, 
we can talk about qualifications, we can 
talk about physical fitness; but we're 
talking about the wrong issues. The issue 
here is, what is this City's policy and 
what is being done to implement that 
policy? I think what Councilman Wagner 
is suggesting is that we are perhaps doing 
the right thing the wrong way. I think 
Mrs. Madoff is saying that we must do 
the right thing, let us find out what is 
the right way. 

I want here in front of us any 
information from the Mayor or any of his 
top level people explaining to us the 
purpose for changing the exam. Melanie 
Smith only told us that this related to 
trying to increase the female 
participation on our fire force after Mr. 
Wagner persisted with his questions 
around the technical aspects of the 
test. She did not come to us and say, 
"The City of Pittsburgh is trying to 
fulfill it's commitment to minorities and 
women and we believe the best way to do 
that is to alter this test and it in no way 
is going to change the potential 
performance of our firefighters." We 
don't have in front of us now any valid 
criteria to determine if any firefighter in 




the City of Pittsburgh today is qualified 
to fight a fire. We just simply don't have 
that. Even if this exam is thrown out 
and we go back to the old one, that exam 
still does not tell us if any firefighter 
today is qualified to fight a fire. We 
know that most of our firefighters don't 
spend their waking hours or their hours 
on duty fighting fire. Tm simply 
suggesting that we're discussing the 
wrong issues and we have the wrong 
people. 

When this bill is sent back to 
Committee, I would hope that we will 
request that the Mayor come and sit with 
us on this policy issue and try to explain 
it to us. With all due respect to Chief 
Lewis and Melanie Smith, they are not 
setting policy for the City of 
Pittsburgh. This is a policy issue. Most 
of us are aware of the difficulties that 
many American cities are having trying 
to get minorities and women into their 
uniformed services. And there's lots of 
techniques that are being used. San 
Francisco has used a technique, the City 
of Pittsburgh is trying to use a 
technique. Some of those techniques are 
good and some of them are bad but the 
objective is still the same. If this City is 
committed to including minorities and 
women on the fire force, then let's do 
this together. Let's do this with the 
cooperation of the people who have the 
expertise and let's do it with the 
cooperation of the people who are 
setting policies. 

I, for one, want to hear from the 
Mayor or someone on his senior staff 
relative to why we have this policy of 
trying to include minorities and women 
and how we're going to make it happen. 

The Chair: 

Alright. We're only on the 
recommittal. I don't want to talk about 
the merits of the bill. Okay? 


Michelle Madoff: 

On the recommittal, sir. When I 
started to ask for the recommittal, 
obviously Mr. Robinson makes a very 
valid point. The Mayor makes policy; the 
Mayor should be interacting with this 
Council. This is something I have begged 
and pleaded the Mayor to do for years. 
However, I also think that in case he 
doesn’t show up, you know, we can't drag 
him in here and he's going to do what he 
wants to do, that we certainly ought to 
request at Wednesday's hearing that we 
have the Law Department explain why 
we must or may or whether we have to 
go with the new rules. Also, I would like 
to have the fire chief and if Mr. Perry 
would be gracious enough — 

The Chair: 

There's already been a request 
that he be here. 

Michelle Madoff: 

If Mr. Perry would be gracious 
enough for that Wednesday to pull the 
bill on smoke alarms because the basic 
concern of this bill, bottom line, is public 
safety. If we had smoke alarms in 
everybody's houses, if it were mandatory 
as the Fire Department wants, we 
wouldn't have to worry about carrying 
people out in more cases. 

The Chair: 

Michelle, we are solely on one 
matter and that is the recommittal. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I would like to be sure that that 
information is available on Wednesday. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. President, I would also 
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request that due to the fact that the 
Civil Service Commission has been 
involved in the reorganization of the 
physical examination that someone from 
that Commission be present at the 
meeting on Wednesday. 


The Chair: 

Is there any discussion on the bill? 

And on the question, "Shall the 
bill pass finally?" 


Mr. Grabowski: 

Mr. President, I'd just like to 
make a comment. I agree with Mr. 
Wagner but I'm not sure that all this 
discussion is relevant to this bill. After 
all, it's only for a warrant to provide 
payment for the proctors and it doesn't 
deal whatsoever with the requirements 
of the test itself.

In the peat week, Council has 
determined certain hearings, like the 
Water Authority, that should have been 
televised, and it was; we dealt with the 
hearing on military spending, that was 
televised. 

Weeks ago, and at this point, we 
have the authority to do that right now 
and this legislation is unnecessary and I 
will vote accordingly. 

Michelle Madoff: 

May I respond? Unfortunately, 
many of the major things that have taken 
place in this room have not been 
televised, including the consultant that 
advises Council when we finally got down 
to the nitty-gritty on the Water 
Authority, which I think the public would 
have found very interesting and I believe 
was the end result of saving of $230 
million of the taxpayers' money. They 
suddenly came up after we voted with a 
new way of doing business. 

What has happened is it's been 
those who have been in power, the 5-4 on 
this Council, who have determined what 
hearings will be he surd. I would like to 
hope and think that the new members of 
this Council, and there is a new attitude 
in this Council, that we would have more 
hearings televised. 

Now, you may feel it's unneessary 
but until now it's been at the discretion, 
sort of, of the President, not of the 
majority of this Council. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Mr. President, let me just read; I 
think I can read rather well. "Section 2 
The majority members of City Council 
shall determine which public hearings are 
of substantive value." 
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We're not changing anything. 

Michelle Madoff: 

That's my bill. You're voting for 
it; I thank you. 

The Chair? 

He's saying that's already there; 
therefore, this is redundant. You don’t 
need it. That’s his point. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Exactly. 

Michelle Madoff: 

But I’m telling you that nobody 
has raised the issues every time we have 
something of substance instead of saying 
let's have a post agenda. 

The Chair? 

Michelle, he's still saying to you, 
you don't have to say it twice to mean 
it. That's all he’s saying. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Okay. I just think the public 
should really know what goes on and they 
really don't have a feeling from the 
regular meetings. It's the post agendas 
where the action really takes place. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

This doesn't apply to post agendas. 

Michelle Madoff: 

And hearings. I want post agendas 
but I got ruled out on that. I’m making a 
statement that that's where the action 
takes place. In the post agendas and 
hearings. They should all be on with the 
exception of three minute hearings 


where there's no opposition on a zoning. 
Everything should be on. 

The Chair? 

Michelle, if the Chair understood 
you correctly, you asked to rebut him. 
His point was only that it's repetition of 
what there already is. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I'm through; I'm finished. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. President, just to understand 
this piece of legislation prior to voting 
on it, I have a question. Does this bill 
state specifically that each and every 
public hearing in front of Council, there 
will be a vote by Council and it will 
require the majority of Council for that 
public hearing to be televised? 

The Chair? 

It is my impression we removed 
the majority vote on that, did we not, 
Mike? 

Michelle Madoff: 

We added the majority. We added 

that. 

Mr. Perry: 

Majority is still in there. 

Michelle Madoff: 

It wasn't in originally; it was 
added, Mr. President. 

The Chair? 

Section 2 does. 
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Mr. Wagner: 

Okay, in comparison to now, Mr. 
President, what is the difference? 

The Chair; 

That's Mr. Grabowski's point. Mr. 
Grabowski says that's what we have now 
and this is nothing more than a repeat of 
what we already have as the policy. 
That’s exactly what he's saying. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Am I correct in saying that now, 
at the present time, someone must make 
a motion for a public hearing to be 
televised? 

The Chair: 

On a particular matter, yes. 

Mr. Wagner; 

On a particular matter or else 
there is never a vote on that particular 
public hearing? 

The Chair; 

Correct. 

Mr. Wagner: 

This legislation would simply 
make sure that every time a public 
hearing is to come in front of Council 
there will be a vote as to whether or not 
it should be televised? 

Michelle Madoff: 

That is correct. 

The Chair: 

Same thing. 


Mr. Wagner: 

If Tm correct, there will be a vote 
each and every time; a vote is mandatory 
with a public hearing. 

The Chair: 

The sense of the bill is, first of 
all, will it have a hearing and what it 
seems to be saying, you'll vote as the 
second issue as to whether or not it 
should be televised. Mr. Grabowski is 
saying, that's what we're doing now. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Not so. 

Mr. Wagner: 

But in response to Mr. Grabowski, 

I do not think it's part of the procedure 
that we do that now. 

The Chair; 

We haven't done it but he said it’s 
there already. 

Mr. Woods: 

Mr. President, if I may. Does this 
legislation mean that every time there’s 
a public hearing that perhaps the Clerk 
would read off that there’s going to be a 
public hearing and you, Mr. President, 
would have to say, "All in favor of 
televising this hearing signify by saying 
aye and those opposed, no."? It doesn't 
say that here. 

The Chair; 

What it is saying is — and Mr. 
Grabowski is right in what he is saying. 
He's saying right now, you vote for a 
public hearing. If you want it televised 
then somebody makes a motion and it 
becomes televised. In certain instances 
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those things that were obviously of 
substantive value, the Chair has 
permitted that. I think Mr. DePasquale 
did that in his years. On others, it 
needed a motion from Council to do it. 
If the motion was not forthcoming, it 
was left in that respect. 

This one is saying nothing more, 
really, than the same thing other than 
you can have the hearing if the majority 
votes for it. 

Mr. Woods: 

I am saying that some member of 
Council would have to say, "1 make a 
motion that this particular public hearing 
be televised." 

The Chair: 

Correct. 

Mr. Woods: 

This doesn't make it that we 
automatically vote; it has to come from 
a motion off this floor. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. President, would it be in order 
for me to hold the bill for a week? The 
reason I'd like to hold the bill, sir, is that 
on Section 2, the intent, as you said 
that's where the intent is, the majority 
members of City Council shall determine 
which public hearings are of substantive 
value. That's the key two words. 
Substantive value to the resident of the 
City of Pittsburgh as a whole and, 
therefore, which public hearings shall be 
cablecast. 

My original bill said that anything 
other than a five minute zoning hearing 
where nobody objected, was of 
substantive interest to the public. They 
have the right to hear everything other 


than a five minute hearing that we can 
tag onto — As a matter of fact, they can 
hear everything as far as I'm concerned 
because we could tag that onto the day 
we're having hearings. 

Now, I want to be sure the public 
does have the opportunity to participate 
by knowing what is going on in this 
Council and what really happens is at the 
public hearings and I've been outvoted on 
the post agendas so I'm going to let that 
one ride. But I would have no problem to 
amending the bill by either holding it a 
week and adding the language but it 
would essentially say, Mr. Wagner, that 
it is mandatory before we — that the 
setting of a hearing, at the time of 
setting any hearing, the Council is asked 
to vote as to whether we will televise 
that hearing by a vote of five. By adding 
that paragraph. Every time we have a 
hearing it would be put to a vote; shall 
we televise that hearing? We do not do 
that now. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Why don't you simply make the 
motion whenever we set the hearing? 

Michelle Madoff: 

Because I'm not hear all the 
time. Sometimes I could have the flu or 
be out and there might be somebody else 
who feels they're just going to get 
squashed like I have and not get the 
hearings. 

The Chair: 

If I understood you correctly, you 
want a motion? 

Michelle Madoff: 

Tm just asking which would be 
preferential. Do you want to amend it 
now or should we hold it a week and 
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amend it? 

The Chair: 

I think we ought to entertain a 
motion if we're going to have it. If we're 
not, then we'll go on and vote. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Then may I amend the bill right 
now? I'm going to add an amendment 
that at the setting of every hearing by 
the President of Council, the 
determination to set a hearing because 
you haven’t set the date, right? At the 
determination of setting a hearing, 
Council will be polled to see if we have 
five votes that would require a hearing. 

Mr. Robinson seconded the motion. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

Could you rephrase that again? 

Michelle Madoff: 

Would you read back what I have, 

Mike? 

Mr. Perry: 

I didn't hear it all. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Would the steno-typist read it 
back? I think I have that very clearly 
stated. 

Steno-typist: 

I don’t know what you said either. 
Michelle Madoff: 

But then again your things are 
way behind and aren't typed up either. 
So let's not have that kind of remark. I 


resent it. 

Steno-typist: 

I said that I didn't hear what you 
said. Okay? 

Michelle Madoff: 

Would you read it back, please? I 
didn't like that remark that you didn't 
know what I said either. 

The Chair: 

Hold on a minute. There is some 
confusion, Michelle. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Would you please read back what I 
just said. 

The Chair: 

May I help you? I think I can — 
Michelle Madoff: 

Can I have the steno-typist read 
back what I just said? I think that's my 
priority. 

Steno-typist: 

Do you know what you said? 
Michelle Madoff: 

Yes, I know exactly what I said. 
Mr. Grabowski: 

Point of order, Mr. President. 
Michelle Madoff: 

Point of order. When you ask the 
steno-typist to read something back, it is 
her job to read something back. Is that

correct, Mr. Perry? 

"Mr. Perry: 

That’s correct. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Thank you, Mr. Perry. You are 
her employer; I would like it read hack 
by the steno-typist. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Mr. President, point of order.

Wait, everybody hold on. I think 
I'm capable of handling this meeting. 

If you'll bear with me for a 
second, I can get your thought very 
simply here if you’ll just give me the 
opportunity. Now that I know what you 
want to say, let me recite it and then 
maybe we can solve the problem. 

Read with me from Section 2 . 
"The majority of members of City 
Council shall determine", and now you 
have an insert, "at the time of setting a 
public hearing", and then go on with the 
balance of the sentence. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Excuse me, I amended that, Mr. 
President. I said not at the time of 
setting because the setting is your 
priority and your decision. At the time 
it determined to set a hearing, not at the 
time of the setting of a hearing. 

The Chair: 

Once you move for a public 
hearing, you determine all of it. 


Michelle Madoff: 

That is correct. And when you 
determine that a public hearing will be 
held, not the date, you will at that time 
take the vote. That's what I said. What 
you just said, sir, and I think you did it 
inadvertently, was saying at the time you 
set the hearing. That’s not what you 
mean. It's at the time we agree to set a 
hearing. 

Mr. O’Malley: 

What you’re saying is when the 
motion for a hearing is introduced we 
automatically vote whether or not to 
televise the hearing. 

Michelle Madoff: 

That is correct. That is the 
correct wording and that is the way I 
carefully worded it when I gave it to the 
steno so that they steno-typist could 
take it down and that's why I asked her 
to read it back. 

The Chair: 

You want to do it this way, at the 
time of Council's approval of setting a 
public hearing. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Thank you. 

The Chair: 

Is that language alright with you, 
Michelle? 

Michelle Madoff: 

It certainly is. 

The Chain 

Do I have a second to that 
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amendment? 

Mr. Wagner: 

Could I please have that read? 

The Chair: 

It would read as follows and if 
you’ll look at Section 2 maybe it can help 
you. "The majority of the members of 
City Council shall determine, at the time 
of Council's approval of the setting of a 
hearing, which public hearings are of 
substantive value to the resident of the 
City of Pittsburgh as a whole and, 
therefore, which public hearings shall be 
cablecast." 

Mr. Wagner seconded the motion. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Discussion. The point of order 
that I was trying to make, and I think we 
could have avoided all this, is that our 
rules state that all amendments must be 
in writing before the final vote. Now, if 
we're going to live up to these rules, let's 
live up to them. Let's send this bill back 
to Committee and amend it properly. 

Mr. O’Malley: 

What do our rules state, Mr. 
Grabowski? 

The Chair: 

He's correct. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Are those the new rules of 
Council? 

Mr. Grabowski: 

They’re the 1978 rules of Council. 


Michelle Madoff: 

They say that we have to amend 

Mr. Grabowski: 

"All amendments to any bill or 
resolution shall be printed for the use of 
the members before final vote is taken 
on the bill." 

Michelle Madoff: 

That's interesting because every 
member of this Council over the last five 
am a half years has introduced 
amendments from the floor and probably 
the most prolific of that has been our 
President. 

I have no objections to 
recommitting the bill. Let's recommit 
it. 

The Chair: 

Michelle, you need not invite 
company in everything you're doing. Just 
make your comments. Til admit that I've 
made amendments — 

Michelle Madoff: 

I don't think it's necessary. I don't 
think this is a serious thing that needs to 
go back; I think the intent is cleair. 

The Chair: 

I think the Chair is capable of 
standing up and indicating that we have 
made changes at the last moment. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I don't think that we should stand 
on pro forma when it's just a 
clarification of a thought. I think you 
very succinctly and very well clarified 
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and put the language in and I would like 
to vote on it now. 

If my colleague feels that he 
wants to adhere to pro forma and he 
wants to make sure that we obey the 
rules to the letter, Fm willing to go along 
with it and hold it for a week. I don't 
have a problem with that. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Fm willing to vote on it now too. 
The Chair: 

We have a motion to amend and a 
second. All in favor of that amendment? 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. President, based on Mr. 
Grabowski's remarks pertaining to a 
motion that must be in writing, a retract 
my second. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

I agree with both Mr. Grabowski 
and Michelle Madoff. I think we should 
adhere to the rules strictly. What is 
proper for one member of Council should 
be proper for all members of Council. 
There should be no deviation. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Then we'll recommit the bill with 
the wording that Mr. Stone has added to 
it. Resubmit it for Monday and waive 
Rule 8, please. 

The Chair: 

Mr. Wagner, you're removing vour 
second? 

Mr. Wagner: 

Yes, I am. 


Mr. Grabowski: 

Mr. President, could I comment on 
the motion to recommit? 

The Chair: 

We don't have it yet. 

Do I have a second to Michelle's 
motion? Hearing none, the motion fails. 

We're back to the bill; are there 
any other motions? 

Michelle Madoff: 

We're not going to recommit the 

bill? 

The Chair: 

I don't have a recommit. We were 
just dealing with the amendment to this 
bill. 

Now that Fve disposed of that, 
we're back to the bill, passage or 
whatever.

Michelle Madoff: 

On Bill 484, the fact is that the 
people of this City have been 
disenfranchised. They have not been 
subject and let in on what really goes on 
at the hearings. Councilmembers have 
not moved and asked for five votes and 
while that is possible, perhaps, it has not 
worked in practice and I think that the 
good faith of this Council, even if it was 
redundant, it would just be reinforcing 
that we really want to have a sunshine, 
open, City Council and let our 
constituent know what is going on. Of 
course I vote aye for my bill. 
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Mr. O'Malleys 

I vote no on Bill 484. I agree with 
Mr. Grabowski; I think it's a little 
redundant. Any time a member of 
Council felt that a hearing should be 
televised, they call for a vote. Most of 
the important hearings in front of this 
Council were and have been televised in 
the past. 

Mr. Robinson: 

I vote aye and on Bill 484 I'd like 
to have my comments from last 
Wednesday on this bill read into the 
record. 

I'd just like to have the record 
reflect that I am in favor of cablecasting 
all public meetings of Pittsburgh City 
Council through our government channel. 

(BEGINNING - MR. ROBINSON’S 
REMARKS ON BILL NO. 484 - 

WEDNESDAY, 4/4/84) 

Mr. Robinson: 

My only reservation about the 
original legislation and the draft is that 
we are asking a majority of the members 
of Council to determine whether or not 
the public should have a right to be 
involved in the process of our 
deliberations through at least viewing 
them. I am opposed to that. 

As I said before, I am a firm 
believer that the technological age is 
something we are going to have to come 
to grips with, and that we ought to 
afford the public every opportunity 
available to us to be involved in the 
process of making decisions, particularly 
when those decisions are going to 
definitely impact upon themselves and 
their families. 

While my objection to the bill is 


not to the extent that I won't support it, 

I would hope that the sponsors would 
seriously consider not leaving in the 
hands of the majority of the members of 
this Counci the responsibility to 
determine which public hearings have 
value and which public hearings we 
should televise. Instead I would like us 
to come to grips with the fact that all 
public hearings should be televised. We 
have the technology to do it; we have the 
staff to do it. I think it is time for us to 
come into the modem era and say all of 
our public business is going to be 
televised. 

THE CHAIR COMMENTS 
MRS. MASLOFF COMMENTS 

Mr. Robinson: 

Let me just very quickly try to set 
the issue, and, certainly, it probably 
cannot be resolved here today. It seems 
to me we have a fundamental question 
that we are wrestling with, and that is, 
to what extent are we obligated to make 
our meetings open to the pbulic and to 
give the public an opportunity to 
participate. I am saying that since 
television is now a technological fact and 
is used extensively, particularly in the 
coverage of public meetings, 
governmental meetings, that we have to 
make a decision as to whether or not we 
want to extend the openness of our 
meetings, which are public to anyone 
who wants to come in, extend it to the 
televising of all those meetings for those 
who are not physically here but visually 
are here, just as we are visually in their 
homes. 

Our business, prior to our being 
hooked up to the cable system, was only 
conducted in this building, in this room. 
Our business is now being conducted in 
this room and in the homes of every 
person who chooses to have cable. We 
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have gone into another realm, and it 
seems to me that we do have the 
fundamental problem, that is, how far 
should we go in terms of informing the 
public and giving them access to our 
decision-making process. 

MICHELLE MADOFF COMMENTS 


balance out the rules that we already 
have around hearings with our interests 
in televising our basic activities. 

Technology will accommodate us, 
thank God. If we can go to the moon we 
can go to another area and have 
televised hearings. 


Mr. Robinson: 

Let me just comment quickly on 
this point. That gets back to 

procedure. There is a Committee of this 
Council called the Hearing Committee, 
which is chaired by the President of this 
Council. The Chairperson of that 

Committee has the same prerogative as 

the Chairperson of any other committee, 
and that is, complete control over any 
bill that is in that committee. Council's 
rules state that. So it is really up to the 
President of Council routinely to 

schedule public hearings. 

The process of this Council voting 
to have a public hearing is not contained 
in our rules, but certainly that is our 
right as elected officials to vote to have 
a hearing or not to have a hearing, but 
the normal process is to give the 
prerogative to the Chairperson of the 
Hearings Committee. 

I think the Chairperson of the 
Hearings Committee certainly can 
exercise his prerogative to determine or 
help us determine whether or not a 
hearing is going to have a lot of people 
or not have any people. I don't think the 
number of people who come here should 
determine which hearings are televised, 
because we choose a time to have the 
hearings, and we choose them at ten 
o'clock, which I don't think is a very good 
time. Td like to see them at eight 
o'clock at night, that's my choice, but I 
don't have the ability to set that time.

MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS 
Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. President, I think it’s 
appropriate that in the very near future 
that you schedule for this Council a 
meeting with the Water Authority, the 
Administration, the Water Department 
and the Public Works Department and 
our new Engineering and Construction 
Denartment. I would like to know at 
what stage, and what is happening, and 
who was holding the reins, what is going 
on down at the water plant. 

As you know, the fire last night 
which is being investigated, has put our 
chemical connections out of action for 
two days. Fortunately, we have enough 
water supply which will not affect the 
City at all and the plumbers are out 
there working to make everything right. 
But last night,* about midnight, I was 
speaking to Fire Chief Lewis, Richard 
Cosentino, Mr. Bruecken, and I got the 
very decided feeling that nobody is in 
charge. Nobody knew. Everybody was 
getting it from the television at 11:00. 

I realize that when you go into a 
transitional period there are some 
com muni cation breakdowns. As the 
person who is the head of the Water 
Committee, I want to be notified when 
there's any major episode that takes 
place with water. I had that 
understanding with Mr. Cosentino and he 
adhered to it. He didn't know himself. 

The Chair: 

Did you talk to Mr. Smith? 


Michelle Madoff: 

No. I couldn't reach Mr. Smith. I 
shouldn't have to hear it from Mr. Smith 
on TV. That's what I want to talk about 
at the meeting. I think that somebody 
running our Water Department ought to 
be somebody very well versed in water 
engineering. 

The Chair: 

Michelle, I saw him on TV last 
night and he seemed in total control. 

Michelle Madoff: 

In control of what? Having 
prevented what happened? 

The Chair: 

I don't know what caused it so I 
can't accuse him of doing it. 

Michelle Madoff: 

All Fra saying is the background of 
the person who runs a Water Department 
ought to be someone of the background 
of Mr. Cosentino. Right now Mr. 
Cosentino was very upset because he 
wasn't called and he heard about it on 
the news. All I'm saying is that I would 
like to see how the progress of 
transferring the handling of the Water 
Department from Mr. Cosentino's hands 
to Mr. Smith and protecting the City, 
particularly in light of two things that 
have happened. 

The Chair: 

It's the other way around. It’s 
Smith to Cosentino. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Smith will still be running the 
Water Department. Well, how they're all 
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going to work and who is going to hold 
the reins. What's happening now is 
nobody knows what authority thev have 
during this transitional period. 

I'm concerned for two reasons. 
The epidemic of what has happened in 
McKeesport — I keep forgetting the 
name of the disease — has now spread to 
another community. I want to be sure 
that our City is well protected on that 
score. I think possibly a major concern 
would be to have all our reservoirs 
covered and we're working in that 
direction but I want to know what danger 
we're in. 

Secondly, in the storage of 
chemicals. I want to be sure that last 
night — I'm making a guess and I've 
talked to people, we don't know exactly 
what happened but following the 
announcement on the news of the fire, 
there was a weather announcement. I 
don't think anybody caught the 
significance. They said that we were as 
dry as a desert, that the humidity was 
that low. In my apartment I was getting 
sparks by turning on a light switch; you 
could see flames coming out of the 
sparks. 

Perhaps we have to look at some 
new ways of protecting chemicals that 
give off fumes that can be ignited. 

So, I would just like to know 
what's happening during that transition. 
Just a quick briefing. Will vou set that 
hearing? 

The Chair: 

A hearing or a post? 

Michelle Madoff: 

It could just be a meeting; we're 
not going to vote on anything. Just so 
we're apprised of what's happening. 


The Chair: 

Alright. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Mr. President, two quick matters, 
if I might. One, I'd like to have a post 
agenda scheduled for April 18, 1984 to 
deal with the issue of minority and 
female employment opportunities in the 
City of Pittsburgh. I will need the 
Director of Personnel and also the 
Chairman of the Civil Service 
Commission, someone on the Mayor's 
staff if the Mayor is unavailable, and 
also the Director of our Human Relations 
Commission. Hopefully, at that post 
agenda, we can get some more 
information as to where this City is 
relative to anv kind of policy about the 
inclusion of minorities and women and 
our work force and be able to identify 
who is responsible for what. 

The second item relates to the 
task force on investment policies and 
business practices of which I am the 
chairperson. Mr. Woods and Mr. 
Grabowski also serve on that 
committee. By way of a very quick 
report, the task force met on March 3, 
1984, March 23, 1984 and April 3, 1984. 
Copies of the transcripts of those 
meetings are available to members of 
Council that might be interested. 

Also, we have received pertinent 
information which is available through 
our Assistant City Clerk, Mrs. Linda 
Johnson. That information would be the 
transcripts, information forwarded to us 
from Carlow •College's Center on 
Business, Society and Ethics, which is 
directed by Dr. Peter Madsen. Dr. 
Madsen has provided us with some 
technical assistance as well as technical 
assistance from Mr. Phillip Brown who 
also works with Dr. Madsen at Carlow 
College and Mr. Douglas Mitchell who 
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has served us in a consultant capacity as 
a representative of the Human Relations 
Commission. 

Also, there are transcripts 
available from the public hearing on 
April 3, 1984 which dealt with the issue 
of South Africa and the development of a 
divestiture policy for the City of 
Pittsburgh. The services of the Carlow 
College Center for Business, Society and 
Bthics have been offered to the task 
force. Mr. Grabowski, Mr. Woods and 
myself agree that those services would 
be helpful to us in the conclusion of our 
work and I would like to recommend that 
Council members peruse the document 
that I put in front of them relative to the 
services that can he provided by Carlow 
College and the fee schedule.

Mr. President, I intend to vote 
against this legislation and my reason for 
voting against it is because I believe this 
is a practice that has gone on for 
decades. The City has transferred 
money from the Water Fund to the 
General Fund. If over these years and 
vears the City had not transferred the 
fluids and used those surplusses to 
refurbish the water system, right now we 
would not have a need for a water 
authority. 

On this particular bill I am voting 
no. 

The Chair: 

Mr. Grabowski, if I mav give an 
explanation. It costs us $60 million for 
our water system originally and as part 
of that program and under that act, 
there was what we call the fair return, 
which would actually be higher than the 
amount that the City got. Actually, we 
have not given back to the City it's fair 
return in, to my knowledge, most years. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

This represents more than the fair 
return and in the past — 

You have a different 
understanding than I, Mr. Stone. This is 
an estimated $4 million of a transfer 
that we're talking about here in this 
legislation. 

The Chair: 

This is an amount that's in the 
budget but which is actually lower than 
it should be. I'm talking $3.6 million. I 


want to say somewhere around $5 
million, it should be, and we've always 
been lower.

I concur with what Mr. Grabowski 
has said and I would also like to point out 
that one of the leading people opposing 
the Water Authority, the four of the five 
who opposed the Water Authority, each 
year as head of the Water Committee, I 
would go to the Finance Chairman and 
ask for monies and I have it documented 
in toy critique of the budget, asking for 
monies because the Water Department 
people were coming to me, meeting with 
me, supervisors, etc., and we needed 
each year at least $1 million just to 
correct- the band-aid approach where the 
men were working and they say men 
because for the most part they are men, 
I think there's only one woman and she's 
no longer with the Department, with 
broken hammers, a 17 year old back- 
hoe. We spent more money repairing the 
back-hoe and renting equipment than 
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Michelle Madoff: 


what we could have bought 3 new back- 
hoes for by buying from repossessed. 
This was planned obsolescence; it was 
planned so that the Administration could 
have a water authority, so vfre could get 
the water problems off it's back, not 
have to tax for it, but the dollars still 
come out of the sarfie taxpayers' 
pockets. I vote no.

On Bill No. 504, there’s been 
considerable discussion pertaining to this 
bill over the last week, week and a half. 
I would like to add some additional 
information that I have obtained since 
last Wednesday. I have given each one of 
you a copy of the letter that I had 
directed today to Melanie Smith, 
Director of the Department of 
Personnel. I'd like to read that letter 
and indicate to you my position 
supporting that letter. 

"Dear Ms. Smith, 

On April 13, 1984 I obtained 
information on Firefighter Professional 
Oualifictions from the National Fire 
Protection Association. 

The National Fire Protection 
Association (NFPA) is the most 
respected non-profit association wholly 
devoted to reduction of loss of life and 
destruction of property bv fire. They 
recommend minimum standards for 
Firefighter Professional Qualifications. 
They also recommend standards for 
building codes for firefighting apparatus, 
equipment, materials, etc. 

Attached you will find a copy of 
the Minimum Physical Fitness 
Requirements for firefighters. In those 
requirements there are six basic physical 
tests suggested for firefighter 
applicants. 

The suggested 1984 City of 
Pittsburgh "Firefighter Entry Physical 
Ability Exam" does not include any of 
these suggested requirements. Our past 
exam included two or possibly three of 
the six events. 

Why has the new exam excluded 


all Minimum Physical Fitness 
Requirements recommended by the 
NFPA? Are our goals not consistent 
with their goals which are the protection 
of lives and property? 

I seriously recommend that the 
Personnel Department, the Civil Service 
Commission and the Fire Department 
restructure our exam according to the 
National Fire Protection Association 
Minimum Physical Fitness Requirements. 

This will insure that we hire 
qualified applicants for the critical 
position of firefighter." 

I'd like to briefly refer to those 
minimum physical fitness requirements 
of which all of you have a copy. 

"The candidate, after successfully 
completing the medical examination and 
with written authorization of the 
examining physician, shall complete one 
of the following: a) run 1—1/2 miles 
within 13 minutes; b) walk 3 miles within 
38 minutes; c) bicycle 4 miles within 12 
minutes; d) swim 500 yards within 8 
minutes and 20 seconds; e) run in place 
75 steps per minute for 15 minutes; f) 
run on motorized horizontal treadmill at 
10 miles per hour for 6 minutes; g) climb 
stairs consisting of 10 steps at 9 round 
trips per minute for 9 minutes." 

That is one of the six tests; that is 
an endurance test. Our present test has 
nothing pertaining to endurance 
requirements of applicants. The past 
test did have something that somewhat 
referred to endurance; it was a 500 yard 
run. That has been eliminated; it is not 
part of the new suggested test. 

A second critical item of physical 
fitness requirements as suggested by the 
NFPA is, "The candidate will perform 35 
bent-knee sit-ups within 2 minutes." 
That is not part of the present 
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examination. 

A third item: "The candidate 

shall complete one of the following: a) 
flexed arm hand - minimum time, 8 
seconds; b) pull ups - minimum, 7; c) push 
ups - minimum, 25." Our present exam 
does not include any of those minimum 
physical fitness requirements. The past 
exam did have the pull ups as part of it; 
the present exam does not. 

Another suggested requirement: 
"The candidate, given a beam secured to 
a level floor and measuring 20 feet long 
by 3 to 4 inches wide, and given a length 
of fire hose weighing at least 20 pounds, 
shall walk the length of the beam, 
carrying the length of hose, without 
falling off, or stepping off the beam." 
The present exam has no test similar to 
that and also the past exam did not. 

A fifth suggested requirement: 
"The candidate, given a weight of 125 
pounds, shall lift the weight from the 
floor and carry the weight 100 feet 
without stopping." Our present exam has 
no requirements for lifting 125 pound 
weight and carrying it 100 feet. We all 
know that the past exam had a 
requirement of that type. 

The sixth suggested requirement 
by the NFPA is, "The candidate, starting 
from an erect position with feet apart, 
the distance closely approximating 
shoulder width, shall move a 15 pound 
weight in the following manner: bend 
over, grasp the weight with both hands 
while it is at a point on the floor 
between the feet, and lift weight to 
waist level, then place the wight on the 
floor approximately 12 inches outside the 
left foot, and without letting go, raise 
the weight to waist level and touch it to 
the floor about 12 inches outside the 
right foot. The weight shall then be 
moved alternately in this fashion from 
left foot, to waist level, to right; nght to 


waist level to left until it has been 
moved 7 times in each direction with the 
total horizontal distance of travel being 
at least 24 inches more than the space 
between the feet for each of the 14 
moves. This shall be done in less than 35 
seconds." A test of that type is not part 
of the present examination. 

None of the 6 suggested minimum 
physical fitness requirements suggested 
by the National Fire Protection Agency 
are part of the new examination. 

In the letter that I sent to Ms. 
Smith and it's unfortunate that the letter 
was sent today, I have asked why none of 
those requirements are part of the new 
examination. I personally feel that we 
are jeopardizing public safety, the lives 
of our firefighters, by peritting 
firefighters to be hired that do not meet 
any of these 6 suggested national 
minimum physical fitness requirements. 

In addition to that information, 
since last Wednesday's meeting I have 
heard numerous testimony from various 
firefighters indicating the need for 
physical requirements of a firefighter. 
All of you are familiar with the 
President of the Retired Firefighters, 
Chief John Brickley. I spoke to Mr. 
Brickley on Friday; he indicated to me at 
one time in his career he was fighting a 
fire in a basement in Downtown 
Pittsburgh in a pharmacy and was 
overcome by smoke. The basement was 
half-filled with water; he passed out, he 
was unconscious; the firefighter with him 
picked him up and carried him from the 
building. If that firefighter at that time 
did not have the physical requirements to 
do that, the present Chief of the Retired 
Firefighters would probably not be living 
today. 

I received a letter from Mr. I*ete 
Kalaba of which I have attached a copy 
to the information provided. Td like to 
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read that letter. 

"Dear Councilman, 

I am opposed to the new test for 
firemen. I was a hoseman and ladderman 
^for 20 years and Captain on Squad No. 5 
for 5 years and Instructor of the 
Pittsburgh Academy for 5 years. 

In all of my experience, I have 
never seen or heard of any fireman 
dragging a bodv that is unconscious, but 
still alive, across a floor in a building 
.-that is on fire or understand this kind of 
situation. One must be inside a building 
on fire, ceiling coming down, windows 
broken, plaster and 2 x 4’s falling across 
the floor, boards with nails upright and 
glass strewn on the floor. No fireman 
would drag a body, live, across a floor in 
the above condition. Just think about it 
and form a picture in your mind of such a 
situation. Would a Captain command his 
men to drag a body across the floor, 
increasing the danger of injury to that 
person? So please vote no! 

The demonstration on the clean 
smooth floor in Council Chambers does 
not compare with the inside of a burning 
building. Please accept that.

He further indicates in a p.s., 
"Would you favor lowering the standards 
of physicians or lowering the standards 
of bus drivers, or any important position, 
lowering the standards of the physical 
requirements for the position?" 

We have had considerable 
discussion pertaining to this issue. I have 
also had other testimony. Another 
example and my last example is 
Lieutenant Paul Zandeer who has been on 
the force for 23 vears. He told me that 


he had to rescue someone, a victim, six 
times in his career and all six times he 
had to lift that victim and carry them 
from a fire. It may not happen that 
often; it may only be once every three, 
four, five years that a firefighter is 
required to lift a victim or another 
firefighter and carry them from a fire. 
But when that time occurs, when that 
need exists, it's absolutely mandatory 
that a firefighter have the physical 
capability to rescue a victim. 

We all know what the new 
examination suggests; that an applicant 
does not need or does not have those 
physical requirements. Pulling a dummy 
with a rope behind its back does not 
require the strength necessary equal to 
that of picking a 125 pound sandbag up. 

We have further heard during last 
Wednesday's meeting through questions 
by Councilman O'Malley and discussions 
with Melanie Smith and others at the 
meeting that our past test has never 
been successfully challenged in court. 
We were led to believe that a week and a 
half ago at our Council meeting. The 
test that was successfully challenged in 
court was a physical fitness requirement 
for police officers in San Francisco, not 
the test for firefighters. 

Further information to support 
this position is that our Fire Department 
is working with less people. In the past, 
they have had four and five people on a 
crew. Today, the average is three, which 
means that the physical requirements of 
those fighting the fire, seeing that it's 
only three, is even greater today them it 
was in the past. There is not the luxury 
of two firefighters getting to a victim as 
frequently as it was in the past. 
Therefore, the physical demands on the 
firefighter is even greater today. The 
buildings are higher; the ladders are 
higher; the equipment is heavier; the 
victims, the average person today, even 
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weighs slightly more than people did 20 
and 30 years ago. 

This is all, I think, important data 
which should lead this Council towards 
turning down the legislation before us 
today, Bill No. 504, which is suggesting 
that we allocate $18,000 to administer 
an inferior physical test for applicants 
into the Fire Department. 

What I would like and what I am 
going to suggest and what I am going to 
motion is that we delay the final vote on 
this legislation for one more week. I 
would like an answer to my letter from 
Ms. Smith from the Civil Service 
Commission, and from the Fire 
Department indicating why the minimum 
physical fitness requirements as 
suggested by the National Fire 
Protection Association have not been 
incorporated into our new exam. 

The Chain 

Mr. Wagner, if I understand your 
motion, it's to hold it here for one more 
week. 

Mr. Wagner? 

Yes. 

The Chair? 

I think that that would be 
improper. What you have to do is 
recommit it and have it come back. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Then I move to recommit the bill. 
Mr. O'Malley seconded the motion. 
Michelle Madoff: 

Discussion. Wasn't it pointed out, 
I believe by Mr. Woods or was it Mr. 


Grabowski, that we have a deadline for 
the 26th? The test is going to be 
imminently upon us; we cannot delay the 
vote. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

If I may make a few comments on 
the recommittal and the reason for 
recommittal. It's interesting. In the 
Pittsburgh Press, Thursday, April 12, 
there's two paragraphs Fd like to read 
from a Toni Macintosh; Miss Macintosh is 
Pittsburgh's only female firefighter. 
Some of my colleagues might have 
missed this because it was in the metro, 
in the afternoon addition, but it wasn't in 
the evening addition. 

Miss Macintosh is worried that a 
revised physical ability test for 
firefighter applicants may result in the 
hiring of a lot of "women who can't do 
the job". Miss Macintosh was given the 
new test and passed it without 
difficulty. She states, "I don’t 
understand why they would make the test 
so easy." 

Ip reference to what Miss 
Macintosh says, I don't think anybody in 
this Council, or Miss Macintosh, wants to 
be discriminatory against any segm ent of 
society. But I think the Civil Service, in 
the sense of fair play and to qualify more 
people, went overboard with making the 
new test too easy. I don't think that the 
members of Civil Service or Melanie 
Smith understand the physical 
requirements of the job. I think what 
they’re trying to do is trying to get this 
Council to pass a physical examination 
and one day it's.going to come back to 
haunt all of us. All it's going to do is 
take the life of a one of the residents of 
the City of Pittsburgh or the life of one 
of the firemen or even one of the lives of 
the new applicants that are tested and 
can pass the physical but can't measure 
up to the physical stardards for 
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requirement for the job. 

So, I urge this Council to hold this 
and refer this bill back to Committee so 
we can do two things; 1) that we refer 
the bill back to Civil Service. I think the 
old test may be a bit too difficult and 
maybe cannot stand up in a court case 
against discrimination. But I think the 
new test is too easy. I think what we 
have to do is refer this back to Civil 
Service; I think Councilman Stone should 
set up a committee made up of members 
of this Council to work with the Civil 
Service Board and come up with a 
compromise between the old test and the 
new test and to make sure that we are 
not jeopardizing the lives of our firemen 
by passing this test that is too easy. 

So, I would urge members of this 
Council to vote for recommittal and to 
set up a committee to maybe come up 
with a compromise test. 

Mr. Woods: 

Mr. President, if I may. On the 
recommittal, I would ask my colleagues 
not to recommit. This is an entrance 
test, to get into the Academy. It's 
somewhat like many of us who went into 
the service, going into boot camp. We 
couldn’t do 100 push ups, some of us 
couldn't even do one. But after 8 weeks 
of boot camp you could do the required 
number. I feel this is the same thing. 
This is just going to get them into the 
Academy, this type of test, the same as 
the mental test. They have to perform 
in that Academy, upon graduation, they 
have to meet certain standards which all 
our firemen have and at that point, they 
are qualified or not qualified. They 
either graduate or are dismissed from 
the Academy. This is all we’re talking 
about; to get into that Academy. It has 
nothing to do with what kind of firemen 
they are. There were firemen who didn't 
take this test in 1972, part of 1972. Are 


we going to say that all the firemen prior 
to 1972 were not qualified? Just like the 
letter we gat from Mr. Kalaba that Jack 
sent us, he didn't have to take this 
physical test yet he was a well-qualified 
man. The Lieutenant he's talking about 
in service for 23 years, he didn't take the 
test 23 years ago, yet he saved 6 people's 
lives. And that was because of the 
Academy. This is what we're talking 
about; just getting into the Academy. 

So, I would urge my colleages not 
to recommit and let's vote on this bill. 

Mr. Wagner: 

I'd like to make a point on the 
recommittal. Also in my discussions 
with various firefighters, including Chief 
Brickley, including Mr. Kalaba, including 
Bemie Burns, the requirements at the 
fire-fighting academy have lessened over 
the last 10 to 20 years. They have 
lessened dramatically in comparison to 
the past. So, it did take greater physical 
requirements from the individual, the 
applicant, to get through the Fire 
Department years ago in comparison to 
today. 

So, I personally do not think we 
can compare the Academy today with 
the Academy of years ago. The best 
procedure for screening out bad 

applicants is through the pre¬ 

employment screening procedure. There 
is not a Director in the City of 
Pittsburgh that will not agree with 

that. It’s very difficult once someone is 
aboard, it's much more difficult once 
someone is aboard, to terminate that 
person. The best and most effective way 
is by screening that applicant prior to 
hiring that applicant. 

The Chair: 

We are getting a feel that the 
issue before us now is whether or not to 
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recommit. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Point of order. Clarification. 
Will we have a chance to address the 
bill? I was abiding by your procedure; we 
were just voting on whether to — But I 
would like the opportunity to address the 
bill. 

The Chair: 

Call the role on the recommittal. 
The Chair: 

Is there any further discussipn on 
the motion? 

And on the question, "Shall the 
motion pass finally?" 

The ayes and noes were taken 
agreeably to law, and were: 

Ayes: 

Mr. O'Malley Mr. Wagner 

AYES 2 NOES 6 

VOTING NO: 

Mr. Grabowski Mr. Robinson 

Michelle Madoff Mr. Woods 

Mrs. Masloff Mr. Stone 

(Pres't) 

And a majority of the votes of 
Council not being in the affirmative, the 
motion was defeated. 

The Chair: 

On the bill itself? 

Michelle Madoff: 

I was trying to abide by your rules 


and I did not take the time to address it 
but everyone else did so I would like to 
take the opportunity. 

I have in my hand a fraction of 
the calls that have come into Council 
and they all say the same thing — I think 
Mr. Wagner will find this interesting — 
against lowering the standards for 
firefighters. Well, we don't want to 
make this a male/female issue but as Mr. 
Robinson so succinctly stated, the 
lawsuit really addressed itself to 
discrimination for people who would like 
to get into the uniformed section of 
government. That does mean that we 
are discriminating against women. 

There is not a member of this 
Council that wants to lower the 
standards of firefighters, not firemen, 
firefighters, Mr. Woods. We all want the 
best firefighters but it is my opinion and 
that of many women in the women's 
movement, that the test comes, as Mr. 
Woods has touched on, when the training 
is completed, not when they go in to take 
the test because, if memory serves me 
well, the one sole woman who is on the 
Firefighters Association for Pittsburgh 
got the job because they did not take the 
top applicants but because of the Human 
Relations and the quotas that were open 
the year that she was accepted. I think 
she says so in the article herself. 
Therefore, she had the opportunity, 
because of fairness, to even have the 
opportunity to be a firefighter. If we 
give women the opportunity and if we do 
what Mr. Wagner has stated, get the 
test, as I arranged to have, into this 
meeting and we saw the test. If more 
people see the test for an ongoing period 
of time, we will encourage more women 
to attempt to be firefighters. We will 
have more graduates who will be 
competent firefighters and many of them 
will be women firefighters. 

Now, going to these messages that 
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have come into my office, and as I say, 
every time you see one you know they 
represent hundreds of others, vote 
against lowering standards. Yes, I vote 
against lowering standards. That means 
that when they come out of the program, 
out of the training, they will be every bit 
as good as the men firefighters if they 
are women. Everybody will be treated 
equallv, man or woman. However, let us 
go back and point out that many of the 
original applicants who are in our 
firefighter division, who are probably of 
my vintage age-wise, over 30, over 40 — 
someone said for 50 Tm a "10” so that's 
alright — that they got in because of 
their Ward Chairman. That’s how they 
got the job, through their Ward 
Chairman. They didn’t take a test. And 
I think that what Mr. Wagner is doing is 
opening up a bag of worms and I'll tell 
you why. With all due respect, I think his 
intentions are very well-meaning but I 
have been told by people who have heen 
calling our office all morning who saw us 
on the show Saturdav night, saying, 
"Women belong in the kitchen; get back 
in the kitchen, barefoot and pregnant; 
that's where you broads belong." Number 
one. I'm getting calls saving, "Please 
vote for fairness and please vote against 
lowering standards." Nobody wants to 
lower the standards; what we want is the 
opportunity for women to have the same 
opportunity and the test as it is presently 
drafted, unless we change it, 
discriminates against women. So, let's 
call it and tell it like it is. 

Now, if indeed the arguments that 
have been so succinctly put out by 
Councilman O'Malley and Councilman 
Wagner are true, that we want our 
firefighters to be able to lift Mr. Stone 
out of a fire, and they may only be able 
to lift 175 pounds — I don't want to ask 
your weight — 


The Chair: 

You missed by one pound. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I'll applaud that; that's called 
thinking on your feet. 

When they're carrying a 50 pound 
hose and the boots, the fact remains, Mr. 
Stone, if you're going to require the 
present firefighters who come out of the 
program to be qualified to lift Mr. Stone 
or Commissioner Foerster or my good 
friend Jim Flaherty who has traded the 
weight with Commissioner Foerster, then 
indeed, if it's a matter of letting 
someone, as we did this pandering to 
emotionalism — If we're going to let 
someone die in that fire — then let's 
make sure that all the firemen can take 
the test and lift the person every single 
year because that's what you're saying. 
The women have told me, the women's 
movement, NOW leadership has called 
me and said that if the women are 
discriminated from getting into the test 
to have the opportunity to be as qualified 
as men, and if they're not as qualified 
they will not be accepted nor do they 
want special favoritism, then they are 
going to go to court and they are going 
to require that all firemen be tested 
every year to see if they can save that 
person with fire on their back that we 
are pandering to the emotionalism. 

I think that's terribly unfair to 
discriminate against women in that 
manner; I'm angry and I just wanted to 
express my feelings. 

Mr. O’Malley: 

I'd just like to make a couple 
quick comments. One, to correct 
Councilman Woods, my dad was a 
policeman and we have some firemen in 
the family. At that time, which was 
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over 30 years ago, you had to be 5'10", 
160 pounds or more, and have a high 
school education. Right now, all three of 
those requirements have been 
eliminated. 

Mr. Woods; 

How are you correcting me, Mr. 
O’Malley? 

Mr. O'Malley: 

You said there was no physical 
requirements to be a firefighter — 

Mr. Woods; 

A physical test; that's what I 
meant. If I said physical requirements, I 
apologize. 1 meant physical test prior to 
1972 and there wasn't any to my 
knowledge and I guess to everybody else's 
research here. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

What I fail to see is why we're in 
such a hurry. 

The Chair: 

Mr. O'Malley, I think we've 
answered that one. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

Well, it's wrong. Thev're not 
going to hire any firefighters until fall or 
late fall. That was stated on KOV news 
this morning on the wav in. We all know 
how accurate KOV news is, the actual 
reporter was Mr. James here. 

So, there is no hurry rushing this 
piece of legislation through. I fail to see 
why we can't take a couple weeks and 
see if we can come up with a 
compromise test. Even Charlie Lewis 
who has been a firefighter all his life 


agreed that everybody in the room that 
morning could pass that test. There was 
approximately 50 or 60 people in there; 
there were some men and some women in 
their 50's and 60's. I don't think what we 
need is a test that everybody in the City 
of Pittsburgh can pass. 

Again, I would urge my colleagues 
to vote this bill down; at least send it 
back to Committee so we can take a 
couple more weeks to make sure we don't 
endanger the lives of our residents. 

The Chair: 

Mr. O'Malley, we've already ruled 
on that one. The desire of this Council is 
to proceed. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. Stone, may I comment on the 
bill? This is not a male/feroale issue as I 
have stated many times. This is a job 
qualification issue. A firefighter is as 
important to our society when the time 
arises as a physician is to our society. If 
certain groups of people in our society 
are physicians because they have certain 
qualities that other groups do not have, 
such as possibly finger dexterity, which 
makes them more capable of doing their 
job, they certainly should be doing that 
job, no matter how many are in that 
profession. The same situation exists, to 
some degTee, with firefighters. This job 
is pure and simple, a job qualification 
issue. You need written or mental 
attributes and you need certain physical 
attributes. Without the two, you cannot 
be a quality firefighter. 

The major problem with the past 
exam is not that certain protected 
groups could not pass the exam. The 
problem with the past exam is that # the 
past exam was not well publicized. The 
present exam has been sent out to each 
and every applicant, well in advance, and 
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in that exam they indicate there's a 
guide and an illustration of the physical 
test required in that exam. It gives each 
and every applicant the opportunity to 
practice, to train, to do certain 
exercises, to make them more capable of 
passing the exam. That was not the case 
with the 1978 exam. Therefore, the 
exam was changed in order to hire 
certain protective groups of people but, 
in fact, the exam was not the reason why 
certain protective groups of people were 
not hired. The problem was that those 
applicants back then were not well- 
educated as to what the exam included 
and were not given enough time to 
prepare sufficiently and to train to take 
the exam. 

Let me repeat again. This is not a 
male/female issue; this is a job 
qualification issue. I read standards that 
have been suggested by the National Fire 
Protection Agency. There is no 
reference in those standards pertaining 
to male/female or any other group of 
people. They only refer to 

qualification. One particular 

qualification is endurance. Each and 
every group in our society should be able 
to physically prepare to endure a test. 
That is not part of our present exam. 
What I'm saying is, the proposed exam, 
the dollars that we are allocating and are 
supporting — we are supporting that 
exam by allocating these dollars — is the 
frontrunner of wrecking a quality Fire 
Department. History is going to prove 
this. We have permitted the Personnel 
Department and the Civil Service 
Commission to dictate what we, as 
elected officials, should be 
determining. True, federal law and state 
law may not give us that ability; but it’s 
certainly does, this Charter does give us 
the ability to allocate the dollars. I 
firmly believe that if those standards are 
not what they should be to protect life 
and safety in this City, we should not 
allocate those dollars. 


Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. Stone, I cannot let this matter 
rest on that note. Everybody’s had a 
chance for rebuttal and I would like, very 
briefly — 

The Chain 

Alright but you are the last one; 
we'll make it short and we’ll move on for 
the vote. 

Michelle Madoff: 

We are intelligent Councilpeople, 
each and every one of us. The issue, as 
far as the test is concerned, is a moot 
issue. It doesn't matter. What matters 
is that people coming out of the 
firefighters’ training will be on par and 
equal whether they're men or women. 
The test, as it is presently drafted, 
discriminates against women. I will tell 
you that if you discriminate against 
women, those women are going to 
discriminate against the present 
firefighters by challenging each and 
every one of them to pass the test today 
and they can’t do it. I just wanted to 
bring that out. 

The Chair: 

A rebuttal is not repetitious. 
Michelle Madoff: 

I believe that Mr. Wagner was 
very repetitious and you didn’t call him 
on it so let's not be discriminatory. 
Thank you. 

The Chair: 

Call the role. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

I vote aye on all bills and with 
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regard to Bill 504, obviously a lot of 
controversy has been generated in the 
last few weeks by this bill and the 
question of public safety has been 
raised. I think I atn just as concerned 
about the public safety as anyone on this 
Council and that's why I am casting my 
vote in the affirmative. 

The reason this bill is before us in 
the first place is because we do not have 
a full complement of firefighters. This 
legislation will pave the way for us to 
hire more firefighters, consequently 
insuring greater public safety. To delay 
this any longer, I feel, would be a 
disservice to the citizens of the City of 
Pittsburgh. 

With that, I close my statement 
and vote aye. 

Mr. Robinson: 

I vote aye and on Bill 504 I'd like 
mv comments from Wednesday, April 11, 
1984 brought forward and also the 
conversation between myself and 
Melanie Smith, Director of Personnel, 
John Bingler, Chairman of our Civil 
Service Commission, and Ben Havllar, 
Senior Assistant Executive Secretary to 
the Mayor's Office. 

(BEGINNING - MR. ROBINSON’S 
CONVERSATION WITH DIRECTOR 
SMITH ON BELL NO. 504 
WEDNESDAY, 4/4/84) 

Mr. Robinson: 

Melanie, I have a couple 
procedural questions to ask, then maybe 
a couple substantive questions. As far as 
the Uniform Selection Guidelines are 
concerned you indicated were instituted 
in 1972, is that correct. 


director Smith: 

The Guidelines are more recent. 
They have been revised since the passage 
of them. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Were there some guidelines 
instituted in '72? 

Director Smith: 

Yes. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Who instituted those guidelines? 

Director Smith: 

The Federal government. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Based on what? 

Director Smith: 

The Civil Rights Act. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Of which year? 

Director Smith: 

The Civil Rights Act was passed 
in 1964. It was amended in '72 to 
become applicable to public employers as 
well. The guidelines have gone through a 
few changes. Different Federal 
departments issued their own guidelines; 
now thev have been consolidated into 
what is called the Uniform Federal 
Guidelines. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Okay. Have all of our tests 
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subsequent to 1972 conformed to these 
Uniform Selection Guidelines? 

Director Smith: 

Yes. 

Mr. Robinson: 

The tests that have been issued, 
have they been approved officially by 
some Federal or State agency? 

Director Smith: 

Not in all cases, no. The 

firefighters' test particularly was 
litigated in the early Seventies. Judge 
Teitelbaum was the Federal Judge that 
heard this particular case. It was as a 
result of that litigation that the written 
examination that had been used in 1972, 
when it was possible to validate it, was 
not sufficiently valid that under the 
Court Order we were not permitted to 
continue to use it. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Okay. The action in Judge 
Teitelbaum's court, did it result in any 
orders to the City of Pittsburgh relative 
to the firefighters' exam? 

Director Smith: 

My recollection is that the Judge 
kept, I guess, continuing into the case, 
but there is no Order such as there was 
in the Police case. There was no quota 
instituted. We were directed to be sure 
that our selection procedures, bur 
entrance procedures, were done in 
accordance with law and in accordance 
with the guidelines. 

Mr. Robinson: 

So, okay, so right now we are 
under no Court Order relative to the 


composition of our Fire force? 

Director Smith: 

That is correct. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Has the Civil Service Commission, 
since 1972, taken the action to change 
the composition of our Fire force in any 
way? 

Director Smith: 

Yes. They have done, I guess, two 
major things — one is to conduct very 
intensive affirmative action recruitment 
campaigns target exclusively to those 
persons excluded from the Fire process, 
those groups being minorities and 
females. In addition, they have been 
researching for some time and working 
for some time on finding a new method 
of physical performance testing, 
particularly because the examination we 
have been using has been ruled illegal in 
other cities. It has been discontinued. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Based on what authority has the 
Commission been doing this? 

Director Smith: 

On the authority under the Civil 
Service Statute and its requirement to 
comply with the Federal laws. 

Mr. Robinson: 

As far as the physical test as 
given to the firefighters, is your 
department involved in administering 
that test? 

Director Smith: 

Yes. 
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Mr. Robinson: 

Are the people administering the 
test familiar with what firefighters do on 
a daily basis? 

Director Smith: 

In order to develop an 
examination it is necessary for us to 
conduct a very thorough job analysis in 
which we are required, just by the nature 
of performing job analysis, to work very 
closely with the Fire Department, its 
employees, its supervisors, and the 
Chief, and they are involved directly in 
the job analysis. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Is it fair to say on a day-to-day 
basis that firefighters are not on the 
scene of a fire? 

THE CHAIR COMMENTS 

Director Smith: 

Tm not sure I understand. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Is it fair to say the vast majority 
of firefighters, on a day-to-day basis, are 
not fighting fires? 

Director Smith: 

No, that isn't a conclusion that, at 
least, we would have made for the job 
analysis. We are very much aware of the 
fact that there are slow houses, there 
are fast houses, there are people that 
don't go out except for training runs, 
depending on the nature of the house 
they work it, the frequency of calls, and 
there are other houses that are very 
busy, that are constantly out. 


Mr. Robinson: 

Is it fair to say that firefighters 
do things other than fight fires? 

Director Smith: 

Oh, yes. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Is it fair to say that probably most 
of their time is spent doing other things 
than fighting fires? 

Director Smith: 

I would say at least a considerable 
amount of their time is spent in other 
them firefighting activity. 

Mr. Robinson: 

The physical exam, once it is 
completed by an individual and that 
individual is hired, are there any other 
additional physical requirements that 
that firefighter has to meet during their 
tenure on the Fire force? 

Director Smith: 

Following examinations they are 
required to pass a very thorough medical 
examination with the Civil Service 
Commission. When they are appointed 
they go through very vigorous training at 
the Academy and serve a three-month 
probationary period, which includes their 
Academy time, and time out at the Fire 
Houses. It is then up to the Chief to 
decide whether or not to give the 
probationer final appointment at the end 
of the probationary period. 

Mr. Robinson: 

To your knowledge, is there any 
time during the tenure of a firefighter's 
service on the force that he or she would 
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have to take another physical 

examination? 

Director Smith: 

Yes, upon promotion. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Would this physical examination 
he one that would require them to 
perform simulated duties that a 
firefighter would have to perform in 
fighting a fire? 

Director Smith: 

No, it is a medical examination 
not a physical performance examination. 

Mr. Robinson: 

So at least since 1972 we have no 
way to measure whether our firefighters 
are physically capable of fighting fires, 
no way that we can measure it, Civil 
Service Commission can measure it by 
any test or any examination if they can 
physically fight a fire? 

Director Smith: 

Other than the medical 
examination, no. 

Mr. Robinson: 

I would assume that one validation 
of that process would be the act of 
fighting a fire, that is if a firefighter 
survived a fire and if, indeed, the Chief 
or someone did not make any report 
which would suggest that anyone did 
anything that was incorrect. 

The point I'm getting at with this 
line of questioning is that I think that 
certainly the physical aspects of the job 
are important, and I agree with 
Councilman Wagner that we need people 


who are physically able to perform 
firefighting functions when they are 
required. Better to be prepared and not 
have to fight the fire than have to fight 
the fire and not be prepared. I am 
concerned that even if those individuals 
who originally sure prepared to fight a 
fire could possibly fight it if it occurred 
the day after they were physically 
qualified, that two, three, four, five 
years down the road they might not be 
able to physically fight a fire and we 
wouldn't know it. The only way we would 
know it is if they actually went out to 
the fire, attempted to fight it, then we 
ipight find out they physically could not 
carry the 125 pound bag, may have 
gained 20, 30, 40, 50 pounds. They may 
have a bad heart, bad knee, may have a 
broken wrist. I am more concerned, if 
indeed we are going to do this testing, I 
think the testing is necessary for a lot of 
reasons, that we also begin to look 
seriously at requiring our firefighters to 
be retested, because their primary 
responsibility is the protection of the 
people of the City of Pittsburgh if a fire 
occurs, and we need to know in advance 
that they are physically capable of 
fighting a fire, even though, probably, 
most of their time is not spent fighting 
fires. 

All you have to do is go to a Fire 
House — I'm not trying to take anything 
away from what they are doing, I'm 
simply saving physically what they do in 
a Fire House is not reflective of the test 
they have to take. The test is reflective 
of them having to go out and fighting a 
fire, which, thank God, doesn’t occur 
that often in the City. 

Director Smith: 

I understand the point you are 
making. I can't disagree with it. They 
physical exams were only instituted in 
the Seventies for promotion. Prior to 
that there wasn't even a medical exam. 
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The Commission appreciates the 
need for people to remain able to 
perform that function, even Officers 
that go to a fire scene and are very 
active at a fire scene.

(BEGINNING - MR. ROBINSON’S 
REMARKS ON BILL NO. 504 - 

WEDNESDAY, 4/11/84) 

Mr. Robinson: 

If I might, I'd like to take a little 
different direction and follow up on an 
issue that I raised on Monday and my 
concerns can best be addressed bv Mr. 
Bingler who is the Chairperson of our 
Civil Service Commission and Mr. 
Hayllar, who is the senior staff member 
in the Mayor's Office. 

It seems to me that the issue is, 
what policies and procedures do we have 
in the City of Pittsburgh to insure the 
recruitment selection, hiring and 
advancement of all segments of the City 
of Pittsburgh's population to be employed 
in our uniformed services, whether it be 
fire, police or emergency medical 
services. It seems to me that in part the 
test wa changed to accommodate 
providing opportunities to all segments 
of our population and particularly those 
segments that seem to be obviously 
under-represented. To roe that is the 
issue that we should be dismissing and it 
seems to me that unless we address that, 
that is, whether we accept the old or the 
new test, is not going to have any serious 
impact on what I perceive to be the Civil 
Service Commission's attempt to provide 
opportunity for everybody in the City. 

The first question should be for 
Mr. Hayllar and I would assume that Mr. 
Bingler would be able to at least attempt 


to address these same questions. 
Certainly my questions are not designed 
to be argumentative or in to any way 
embarrass Mr. Hayllar or Mr. Bingler, 
but simply to get a better fix on what we 
are or are not doing in this City and how 
this relates to this whole issue of 
recruitment for our firefighters. 

The first question relates to the 
rationale for the test and I was 
wondering if Mr. Hayllar, as a 
representative of the Mayor's Office, can 
give to this Council the rationale for this 
new test. 

Mr. Hayllar: 

Councilman, that's a procedural 
question in terms of the policy that we're 
all seeking; you’ve articulated it very 
well. We are trying to provide the 
opportunity for consideration for 
employment to everyone who is qualified 
and the art is to find the test that 
screens out people on an appropriate 
criteria and does not screen people out 
for inappropriate criteria. So you've 
articulated what we all want to do, and 
the Civil Service Commission's charge is 
to find the best means to do it. So you 
and I have the easy part. 

Mr, Robinson: 

Am I to understand, then, that 
this test, the new test, the one that is 
being considered before Council today, is 
designed to increase opportunities for 
minorities and women, and others who 
traditionaly have not been substantially 
represented in our uniformed services in 
the City of Pittsburgh. 

Mr. Hayllar: 

If the restatement of your 
question is is this test attempting to be 
fair, that is my understanding. 
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Mr. Robinson: 

As far as the policy and 
procedures that will bring about this 
fairness, specifically, specifically for 
minorities and women, and we only need 
to go back to 1972, is there a written 
policy and set of procedures to 
accomplish that goal, and that goal is to 
increase the numbers of minorities and 
women employed by the City of 
Pittsburgh, recruited by the City of 
Pittsburgh and advanced by the City of 
Pittsburgh? 

Mr. Hay liar: 

I think the specific answer should 
come from the Civil Service Commission 
and the City Solicitor, because there is a 
large bodv of information. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Let me just ask you one other 
question, if I might. Have the Civil 
Service Commission and the Human 
Relations Commission been involved in 
developing any policies or procedures 
that will be reflective of the City's 
position around recruiting, hiring and 
advancing minorities and women? 

Mr. Hayllar: 

I certainly hope so. 

Mr. Robinson: 

But you don't know whether they 
have or not? 

Mr. Hayllar: 

I could not specify a joint meeting 
of those bodies. They are clearly both 
organizations. Both Commissions are 
involved in that activity. 


Mr* Robinson: 

Mr. 3ingler, if I can relate those 
same questions to you — let me go 
through them again. The rationale that 
the Civil Service Commission used in 
putting this second test together — 

Mr. Binglen 

Well, the rationale the Civil 
Service has used is to try to develop and 
improve on testing procedures designed 
to, in a non-discriminatory way, rank the 
candidates who come forward and apply 
according to their trainability as 
firefighters. That is what the test is 
designed to do. We are not testing 
people to see whether they can right now 
take people out of windows, we are 
testing in a non-discriminatory way their 
trainability to be firefighters. 

Let me give you an example. 
When I was in the service I applied to be 
an Underwater Demolition member. One 
of the entrance tests was you had to be 
able to swim, any way at all, 100 yards, 
on your back, however. You could take 
as long as you wanted to do it, but before 
you completed the training program you 
had to be able to swim eight miles, with 
fins on, from one island to another. 

MICHELLE MAD OFF COMMENTS 

Mr. Bingler: 

Sure. Everybody that graduated 
did. We started with 100 and ended up 
with 25. But, we are not testing whether 
people can presently carry dead weight 
or get people jumping out of windows; we 
are testing trainability in a non- 
discriminatory way. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Does this testing — 
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Mr. Bingler: 

Or trying to, let me say, trying to 
improve on older tests. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Does this testing at all relate to 
any overall policy that the Civil Service 
Commission has to increase the number 
of minorities and women recruited, 
employed and advanced by the City of 
Pittsburgh? 

Mr. Bingler: 

I'd have to say yes to that. I don’t 
think there is a written policy, but I 
think it is the demonstrated 
commitment, at least as fair as Fm 
concerned, of our staff to accomplish 
those goals, and I think it is the 
commitment of the present Civil Service 
Commission to do that same thing. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Let me follow up on your answer 
to the issue of a policy. Is there a 
written policy and set of procedures to 
accomplish the goals of increasing the 
number of minorities and women 
recruited, employed and advanced by the 
City of Pittsburgh? 

Mr* Bingler: 

Not that I know of. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Okay. In terms of saying written, 
as far as you know, no. 

Mr. Bingler: 

Nobody has ever shown me one 
and said you follow these. 


Mr. Robinson: 

Okay. Has the Civil Service 

Commission, the Mayor's Office, and the 
Human Relations Commission worked on 
a written policy and set of procedures to 
improve the number of minorities or 

women employed and eligible for 

advancement within the City of 
Pittsburgh's workforce? 

Mr. Bingler: 

We haven't worked on a written 
policy. We have worked with that 

policy. As far as I know it is in 
existence, and we operate on that basis. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Okay. In reference to the test, 
the firefighters’ test, did either the 
Mayor's Office or the Human Relations 
Commission work with the Civil Service 
Commission in putting that test 
together? 

Mr. Bingler: 

I don't think so, but we do that as 
our responsibility. I think maybe the 
staff consulted, but I don't even know 
that. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Okay. Let me ask a couple 
questions of Mr. Pellegrini, if I might, 
along the same line, and, again, as I said, 
I'm trying to get some clarification as to 
what we are and are not doing. 

Mr. Pellegrini, to your knowledge 
are there any written policies and 
procedures that the City of Pittsburgh is 
following relative to the recruitment, 
hiring and advancement of minorities and 
women in the City of Pittsburgh?

Mr. Pellegrini: 

Under the Police and Fire cases, I 
think there was a policy instituted for 
it. I don't know if it was written, and I 
don't even recall now whether or not it 
was under the order of recruitment of 
minorities and women into the testing 
process. I think the answer to your 
question is, obviously there is a concern 
about it or the adverse impact, the four- 
fifth rule, or the change in the test 
would not have occurred. I think policies 
are nice, and written policies are nice, 
•'but I think we have the proof in the 
pudding here. 

Mr. Hayllar: 

In, Councilman, what is generally 
referred to as the Mayor’s First General 
Executive Order, which he gave back in 
1977 in the form, I believe, of a letter to 
all department heads he stated that as 
the goal, policy, of his administration, 
and we have sought to implement that. 

The procedures I don't think have 
been written down because that is 
something you constantly work on, on a 
case-by-case basis, depending on what 
the hiring is, but now, Council, that is 
presumably what is referred to as the 
Mayor's First Executive Order. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Then what implementing 
procedure is in place to make sure that 
the Mayor's Executive Order No. 1 of 
1977 is being adhered to? 

THE CHAIR COMMENTS 

Mr. Robinson: 

Okay, but in terms of a procedure 
to implement Executive Order No. 1 of 
1977 issued, I assume, by Mayor Caliguiri 


Mr. Hayllar: 

Yes, sir. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Issued by Mayor Caliguiri, I am 
saying what is the mechanism this 
Executive Order is supposed to be 
implemented through? 

Mr. Pellegrini: 

I think through the Civil Service 
Commission's selection process. In this 
case there was an adverse impact against 
a specific group, a protected group, 
therefore you had to look at the test. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Okay, if I understood — and I am 
winding down now — if I understood Mr. 
Hayllar correctly, that Executive Order 
did not include any set of procedures or 
implementing mechanism, is that 
correct? 

THE CHAIR 

Mr. Robinson: 

Okay. Is there any way that the 
Directors of the departments who were 
subject to this Executive Order complied 
with that Executive Order, any 
validation that there is any compliance 
with the Executive Order? 

Mr. Hayllar: 

The EEO report annually covers 
those in a City-wide sense, those 
numbers. We are always looking for 
improvement in areas where we are 
clearly deficient. In general there has 
been improvement; no one is going to say 
it's enough, but that's something we can 
point to on the chart. 
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Mr. Robinson! 

One other question. It may he 
redundant, but I think the record should 
reflect some answer or some response. 
Do either of you three gentlemen, Mr. 
Bingler, Mr. Pellegrini or Mr. Hayllar, 
can vou identify whether or not the City 
of Pittsburgh has a written Affirmative 
Action Equal Opportunity Program 
presently in operation. 

Mr. Pellegrini: 

As Mr. Hayllar said, I think 
Executive Order No. 1 said it, and, 
number two, I think it is the law to have 
it. 

I think the reason all of us are 
having problems is that you can't have a 
written policy for, like the one that you 
described, other than the goal, and I 
think the goal is that you make City jobs 
available and make sure that people are 
hired in all classifications. I mean, it is 
simple. It sounds simple, but what you 
do is you try to accomplish that goal. 

Mr. Robinson: 

One other question. This is my 
last question for Mr. Pellegrini. Based 
on your present knowledge of the City of 
Pittsburgh Charter and our City Code, 
does the City of Pittsburgh's Commission 
on Human Relations have the power to 
set a policy and procedure for this City 
to recruit, employ and advance 
minorities and women with the City's 
workforce? 

Mr. Pellegrini: 

I have to look at the Ordinance, 
but my recollection is that there is 
nothing in the Ordinance that deals with 
that in the powers of the Human 
Relations Commission. The Human 
Relations Commission essentially is 


empowered to receive specific 
complaints of discrimination on the part 
of individuals, and investigate those 
complaints. I do know as part of the 
over-all investigation, whether it is by 
the Pittsburgh Human Relations 
Commission, the State Human Relations 
Commission or the EEOC, they ask for 
numbers of minorities and women in that 
whole job classification, so in a way your 
answer would be no, not in general, but 
once they get, once someone complains 
they do look at that situation. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Mr. Bingler, do you have a 
comment? 

Mr. Bingler: 

I think Mr. Pellegrini's answer was 
correct. I have a recollection that there 
may be a provision in the Horae Rule 
Charter on the specific areas relating to 
the Human Relations Commission that 
talks in those terms. I just don't 
remember the terms. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Just for point of information, not 
to embarrass Mr. Pellegrini or anyone 
else, I think if you look at Section 653 in 
the City Code, under Duties and Powers 
of the Human Relations Commission you 
will see that they do have powers in this 
regard. At least that is my 

interpretation. 

My reason for asking the question 
was trying to determine what, if any, 
role the Human Relations Commission 
might play in trying to establish a policy 
and procedures, and, at the same time, 
identify an appropriate agency, which I 
believe would be the Human Relations 
Commission, to make sure that that 
policy is carried out. You would have to 
look in the City Code. 
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Mr. FeUegrini: 

I don’t have the Code. There is 
nothing under the Charter that confers 
them that power. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Just one other comment. If vou 
would he kind enough to review that 
section of the City Code — 

Mr. Pellegrini: 

Section 653? 

Mr. Robinson: 

Yes. On the 18th of this month 
there will be some people here from the 
Human Relations Commission and 
Mayor's Office to address this issue in 
terms of over-all employment in the 
City, and one of the points I want to 
make is perhaps we are not fully utilizing 
the Human Relations Commission. This 
Council spends an awful lot of money 
every year to fund that agency, and I 
think there are a lot of very positive 
services they could provide to us if we 
reached out to them, and they might be 
able to make our job a little bit easier.

Mr. Wagner: 

I vote no on Bill 504 and on Bill 
504 I would like my comments brought 
forward from April 4, 1984 and April 11, 
1984. 

(BEGINNING - MR. WAGNER'S 
REMARKS ON BILL NO. 504 - 

WEDNESDAY, 4/4/84) 

Mr. Wagners 

I'd like to know, being a new 


member of this Council, are we going to 
have — A week and a half ago, at the 
Mayor's Conference meeting, I requested 
copies of the last physical examination 
given to prospective candidates for the 
firefighters' position, and the present 
1984 physical examination that will be 
given the firefighters. Why the 
changes? Obviously, in looking at the 
two of them, the requirements this year 
versus the requirements of the past 
physically are much, much less 
demanding, which indicates to me that 
we are seeking out less-qualified 
candidates. 

Director Smith: 

Well, I disagree that they are, 
necessarily, less strenuous. I am not real 
sure why you feel that. The history of 
the performance test has been that it has 
had a very adverse impact against 
females, particularly. Our obligation 
tinder the Uniform Selection Code 
Guidelines is to seek and find job-related 
tasks that don't have this very adverse 
impact and disparity, adverse impact 
among the different groups. 

Mr. Wagner: 

How, specifically, did the past 
test indicate that? 

Director Smith: 

Probably 90 to 95 percent of the 
female applicants failed the test. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Okay. What specifically 

pertaining to the present firefighters? 
Have we seen a flaw? Where have we 
seen flaws in their physical capabilities? 

Director Smith: 

I wouldn't say that we have. 
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Mr. Wagner: 

Then why the need to change? 
You indicated, first of all, that there are 
no significant differences in the test. I 
disagree with you totally. One example 
is chin-ups. There are no chin-ups 
required in this physical exam. The 
sandbag run, where a candidate had to 
pick up a sandbag, put it on their 
shoulder, weighing 125 pounds, and 
maneuver through a course with that, up 
a few steps, down a few steps; now the 
candidate has to drag a dummy, with a 
rope already attached to it, weighing 145 
pounds; much, much less demanding 
physi cally. 

There are significant differences 
in the test. The most significant 
difference in the test is the past test, 
you had to pass each portion of the test 
to continue to proceed. 

Director Smith: 

Yes. 

Mr. Wagner: 

That is not the case now. There 
are significant differences here, and, in 
essence, what we are talking about is the 
lives of the citizens of the City of 
Pittsburgh, and there is not a person in 
this City that does not want to be sure 
that the firefighter that is coming in to 
rescue them can physically meet the 
demands of the job. And, what I am 
suggesting here is that due to the 
reduction in the physical capabilities 
that we are suggesting that we are not 
seeking out people that have the physical 
qualifications for this position. 

Director Smith: 

Well, I disagree with the 
Councilmember in that I don't think 
these events are necessarily going to be 


less strenuous. One of the difficulties 
we used to have with the test before, and 
the differences the first year we 
administered it, we did not have cut-offs 
where if you didn't pass each event you 
couldn't pass through the test, and we 
will start this new examination the same 
way. 

Until you have the stats on the 
university that takes the test it really 
isn't appropriate to predetermine what 
the cut-offs will be. 

The differences in the events, we 
think these are much more job-related 
things; what we are testing for before 
were, in fact, not necessarily things 
firefighters really did on their jobs, and I 
don't think this is reducing the 
standards. We feel this is still a fairly 
arduous examination. We sent a 
description of the events out, as we have 
in the past, so people can prepare 
themselves for that examination. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Well, preparing for the 
examination isn't the question here. The 
major question is what flaws have 
existed in the past which you can 
indicate today with people that are 
firefighters, which indicate that there is 
a need for changing the physical 
requirements for that position? 

Director Smith: 

I don’t think there are flaws in the 
firefighters whom we have hired. Under 
the Uniform Guidelines if an employer is 
using an examination or any selection 
instrument that has a disparity, is an 
adverse instrument against one protected 
group, it has a responsibility under the 
law to seek an examination that still 
measures job-related characteristics but 
does not have the unnecessary adverse 
impact, and that is what we are 
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attempting to do. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Let me backstep here. Who is the 
protected group? 

Director Smith: 

Anv of those groups covered by 
the Civil Rights Act. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Who is the protected group when 
we are talking about a fire? Who do we 
want to protect? 

Director Smith: 

In that case we are protecting the 

public. 

Mr. Wagner: 

That's right. The major objective 
of this City in hiring people for any 
position should be the people who live in 
this City. 

Director Smith: 

They always are. That is 
ultimately the Commission's primary 
concern. 

Mr. Wagner: 

I see a tremendous difference in 
job qualifications here physically, which 
indicates to me that we are subjecting 
our public to additional hazards that thev 
have not been subjected to in the past. 
If we do not have the qualified people to 
rescue those people because they do not 
have the physical qualifications — 

Director Smith: 

Mr. Wagner, we hired firefighters 


for years with no performance 
examination at all, only the written 
examination. Performance was only 
introduced after the passage of the Civil 
Rights Act, and when an employer issues 
new examinations they didn't previously 
use, and they have an adverse impact on 
minorities, females, or other protected 
groups, there is a very heavy burden on 
the employer to show the introduction of 
that new test was necessary, particularly 
when it hasn't been used before. We 
never measured firefighters' physical 
performance until 1972. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Well, physical requirements of the 
past, which I am requiring this 
examination to 1978, appear to be good, 
necessary qualifications physically for 
the position. I applaud you for the 
mental qualifications that are now 
necessary for the position, and I suspect 
they were not part of the examination 
process of the past, but there is a 
distinct difference here, there is a 
distinct difference in the type of people 
that we are hiring. We are subjecting 
our public to potentially additional 
hazards because we are seeking our 
people that don't have the same physical 
qualifications, and the number one 
concern here has to be the public, and I 
don't think that is the case. 

Director Smith: 

Well, just to give an example, 
without belaboring the point, the sandbag 
run in the prior examination is, in fact, a 
work sample that our firefighters rarely, 
if ever, perform on the job. The intent 
of it was simulating putting an average- 
weight person over a person’s shoulder, 
which doesn't happen on the job, and 
removing them, or being able to 
maneuver with that weight on one’s 
shoulder. In truth of the matter, when 
we did the more recent job analysis with 
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the Fire Department, that is an activity 
that doesn't happen. People are not 
removed from a fire scene that way, so 
our test was, in fact, testing something 
that was not job-related for our position, 
and it was testing for abilities that were 
not required on the job. 

One of the things that was very, 
very difficult, and many cities, many 
employers have lost litigations over it, is 
when you are using something like a 
sandbag that doesn’t represent the body 
being removed at all, clearly, right away, 
vou are not testing for the duty you are 
presuming to be testing for. The 
articulated dummy which will be used in 
the new examination is an identical 
replica of a human body and the event 
much more simulates what really 
happens on the job them what people 
might perceive happens on the job. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Okay, in regard to that specific 
point I disagree with you again. 
Firefighter after firefighter, I could give 
you examples where people actually lift 
people in that profession. 

Now let's talk about the present 
exam. You talked about the dummy, 
pulling of the dummy; let me read to vou 
what the criteria indicates in this test, 
"Grasp the rope loop at the back and 
then drag it through a course 
approximately 50 feet." Now, in how 
many situations will a firefighter ever 
enter a building and find a victim with a 
rope around their back that they can 
grasp and pull that person’ 

Director Smith: 

They won't, but they frequently 
will encounter clothing and something to 
hold onto to remove the person. 


Mr. Wagner: 

Well, no, I totally disagree with 
you, not similar to a rope, not capable of 
withstanding the test that a rope can 
withstand. Quite often they may find 
them without clothing on. They may 
have to lift that person, as is indicated in 
the previous test, and I, personally, I 
think that this test is not realistic to the 
situation. And how this test ever 
originated, I don’t know, but I really 
think we are doing an injustice to our 
public by lessening the physical demands 
of this position. 

Director Smith: 

Well, I disagree that it is a 
lessening of the demands. I think these 
events will test the duties that, through 
recent job analysis, have been identified 
as frequent and critical duties, and the 
kind of duties under the Guidelines 
employers are required to select. 

Mr. Wagner: 

We could do a survey today of the 
firefighters in this City and I would bet 
anything that thev will indicate that the 
1978 examination is better criteria for 
evaluation physically than this 1984 
exam, and there is no way that can 
better determine that than them. 

Director Smith: 

The Courts have disagreed with 
that. People's common perceptions or 
prejudices about jobs don't make for fair, 
valid selection, and the burden that the 
employer has through the Court, subject 
to litigation, is that they have analyzed 
the job that they have done in a 
professionally acceptable manner, they 
have related events for a selection 
instrument to the aspects of that job, 
and that they are testing for the skills 
actually performed most of the time on 
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the job, not for the once-a-year 
competitional thing, but for the frequent 
occurrences that make up the bulk of the 
work that a firefighter performs. 

Mr. Wagner: 

The bulk of the work is saving 
lives, and we are reducing that potential. 

Director Smith: 

I disagree with you. 

Mr. Wagner: 

What is the bottom line here? 
The bottom line is saving lives. We are 
reducing that potential. We are 
increasing our liability. We are in every 
way subjecting this City to additional 
hazards. 

Director Smith: 

I disagree. I think these events 
will test the skills needed to be a 
firefighter. 

Mr. Wagner: 

I can show you — I won't do it now 
— but 1*11 lie this test down, the 1974 test 
versus the 1984 — Til show vou, with 
individuals that can pass the '84 test that 
cannot pass the '78 test, and the reason 
why is they are not as physically strong, 
and this job demands physical 
capabilities, and we are ignoring that. 

Director Smith: 

I don't disagree with the fact that 
it is a physically demanding job; I do 
disagree with your statement that we are 
ignoring it. I don't feel this test ignores 
that. 


Mr. Wagner: 

What is the potential of having 
these past requirements incorporated 
into the new requirements? 

Director Smith: 

Well, the purpose of developing 
the new examination is to have an 
imposed examination. What we have 
done is we have administered this new 
examination to a group of 80 current 
firefighters to ' determine performance 
levels on these events, and we will be 
rjefining the scoring process after we 
have tested the group of applicants that 
are now eligible for testing. But, 
performance of incumbent firefighters 
would be a key factor in the performance 
level of people to pass the examination. 

Mr. Wagner: 

So, in essence, what you are 
saying is, we are testing the test by 
hiring people, and I don't think that is a 
valid wav to determine if we have a good 
physical examination. 

Director Smith: 

Well, the law really allows about 
two choices, and I have been unable to 
find a third one. One is you give an 
examination and hire people, regardless 
of the score, and after they have been on 
the job for a period of time you 
determine whether the high score and 
low score relate to predictability. The 
other option under the Guidelines is to 
have an examination tested out on your 
current incumbents, determine what 
their performance levels are, administer 
the test to a new group and hire those 
who perform the best, and end up, after 
they have been on the job. I think we 
have taken the most conservative, 
cautious approach we have. 
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The passing scores on the new 
exam will be related to the performance 
of current firefighters on the very same 
tasks, and we really do not believe this is 
a lowering of any requirement to gain 
entry into the probationary period. 

Mr. Wagner: 

That's where you and I obviously 
have a tremendous disagreement. 

Director Smith: 

I understand. 

Mr. Wagner: 

When you have at the top of one 
examination, "Must pass each event to 
pass the test as a whole," and the other 
does not have that requirement, right 
there I don't have to go any further, 
because what we are requiring here is a 
total physical test, and if you don't pass 
the first test, in this 1978 procedure, the 
first part of the exam, you can't 
proceed. That is not the case today, so 
there is an endurance factor there, and 
endurance factor incorporated into the 
past test, which is probably the greatest 
physical demand placed on a firefighter, 
the endurance at a fire scene, whether or 
not they can continue to perform for an 
extended period of time involved in 
various types of physical activities. In 
the first test, the past test requires that; 
today's test doesn't. 

Director Smith: 

When the past test was first 
administered, Mr. Wagner, in 1972, it 
didn't either, and that's the whole point 
that I have been trying to make. 

When we first introduced what 
you Eire referring to as the 1978 test, and 
the candidates were apprised of what the 
events were — because we had not used 


any of those events before — we couldn't 
predict in advance what the minim um 
score would be on each event until we 
had seen everybody perform on all 
events. Once that is done then we can 
establish the minimum cut-off that is 
required for each event, but we can't do 
that in advance. 

After that was done, the second 
year we gave the 1972 test, we knew 
what the minimum s would be. We 
announced them in advance. If you didn't 
do the sufficient number of a particulsu* 
event you stopped right there and you 
left the examination. But the first time 
you give it you can't do that. You need 
to collect information on the entire 
universe that is your pool of potential 
firefighters. 

All City residents who were 18 
years of age who have passed the written 
test are the only people we can hire 
from, and we need to obtain scores on all 
those people when we give this test the 
first time, so when they come in in late 
April and take the events they will go 
through each one of them, even though 
after they finish the over-all test and we 
have all the data they may find they 
were below minimum passing score on a 
certain event and they fail the test. We 
just can't announce that in advance this 
vear. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Okay, but what you are telling 
me, with this new proposed procedure, is 
that vou do not have the data yet to 
determine whether or not this testing 
procedure is a valid procedure. The data 
is in on the 1978 test. We know it is a 
good one because we hired good people 
as a result of it, and the point I have 
made from the start, Etnd I'm going to 
continue to make it, is by us deviating 
from that past test we are subjecting 
ourselves to hiring people that do not 
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have the qualifications for the position 
and, consequently, we are subjecting the 
public to a greater hazard if they are 
involved in a fire because we are not 
providing, potentially providing, the 
qualified people to rescue them, and 
there is no need to change this test, 
basically, is what I am saying. 

Director Smith: 

Yes, there is. 

Mr. Wagner: 

There is no need to change this 
test because it is a valid one, and we 
know it hired good people, and we are 
changing it not knowing if this test is a 
good test. 

Director Smith: 

Mr. Wagner, employers all across 
the country are having their good tests 
thrown out by courts and they are 
paying. 

Mr. Wagner: 

You just agreed with me it was a 
good test, the '78 test. 

Director Smith: 

No, you are saying if people hired 
from it are good it means the test is 
good. That is not our burden of proof in 
court. In court our burden of proof is, is 
the test job-related, is it valid, and does 
it have an unfair adverse impact against 
protected members under the Civil 
Rights Act. 

Women, small people, it could 
even be a religious group, but if the test 
has an adverse impact against one of 
those protected groups, and it is possible 
to give a good, fair, job-related test, 
that doesn't have that unfair impact, the 


employer is obligated to do it. 

Mr. Wagner: 

The criteria here is toally out of 
balance. The criteria is whether women 
can be rescued, whether men can be 
rescued; it is not who we are hiring, it is 
whether or not we can save the public. 

Director Smith: 

I agree it is the important point. I 
think this test will screen out people who 
cannot satisfactorily perform that job. I 
appreciate that you don't share that 
opinion, but I think once these cut-offs 
are established and minimum passing 
scores are established, and people are 
ranked on the list, I am confident we are 
going to hire very capable firefighters. 

Mr. Wagner: 

I disagree with you. Your test is 
an inferior test compared to the past. 
That's all I have to say. 

(END - MR. WAGNER'S REMARKS ON 
BILL NO. 504 - WEDNESDAY, 4/4/84) 

(BEGINNING - MR. WAGNER'S 
REMARKS ON BELL NO. 504, - 

WEDNESDAY, 4/11/84) 

Mr. Wagner: 

A Couple of questions. I know Mr. 
Bingler referred somewhat to this, Mr. 
Lewis, Ms. Smith, etc. Can you teach 
physical requirements? 

Chief Lewis: 

As far as I am concerned, you can 
teach techniques. 

Mr. Bingler: 

If you establish a minimum and 
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work up from there, you obviously can. 
You can't obviously teach a two-year old 
child to carry a 150-pound person, but I 
think you can take any average 120- 
pound woman or 100-pound woman and 
teach it to carry a 150-pound man, 
maybe even a 200-pound man, and I think 
Chuck Noll would agree with me. He's 
got guys doing weight training all the 
time. 

Mr. Wagner: 

So then what you're saying is that 
it’s appropriate for the procedure of this 
City to hire people that are not 
physically qualified but at the same time 
take the risk of training them and. hope 
that they will become physically 
qualified. 

Mr. Bingler: 

No, we're testing for trainability 
and we rank on the test according to 
trainability. The people that rank at the 
top will be the most trainable for a 
firefighter class and if you are picking up 
20 and Tm not sure how many took the 
test or frankly how many people have 
passed it, but I know it's in excess of 
1,000, we're going to test a couple 
thousand people. If we're going to pick 
up 20, we’re going to pick up the top 20 
of those people to go into the training 
class. 

Mr. Wagner: 

That can be trained. My question 
is, can you teach people physical 
strength? How do you teach a person to 
lift 150 pounds if they can only lift 50 
pounds? What procedures does this City 
have to teach that, that are mandatory 
with an individual that works for the 
City? 


Mfi Singleri , 

I think what they do is, if you 
can't do the required tasks by the time 
you finish the training academy, you 
don't get on the fire department. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. Bingler, this is not the 
military. In the military you must 
qualify, or you will not move onto 
another position. If you can't swim the 
eight miles, you will not be part of that 
swimming team. 

Mr. Bingler: 

That's right. 

Mr. Wagner: 

The guidelines in this City are not 
that tough and when a person is hired, 
there is no indication from past record 
that we have terminated people due to 
inadequate abilities to perform physical 
functions of this position. 

What I'm saying is, it is being 
suggested that those that are not 
physically qualified can be hired and can 
then become physically qualified for the 
job. That is not the case. There's a 
tremendous inconsistency here as to 
what the person should be doing and what 
they are capable of doing when hired. 

Mr. Bingler: 

The fact that nobody hasn't or one 
person didn't get through the training 
academy - when you're picking from the 
tip of the list that has several thousand 
people on it, when you are using a 
physical fitness test to screen them in, it 
establishes a minimum that also ranks 
them, it strikes me that if you put the 
top twenty in that class, you're not very 
likely to lose anybody because the top 
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twenty are going to be the people that 
came into the program the most 
physically fit. This test is to establish 
minimum non-discriminatory standards 
of trainability; that's all. 

Mr. Wagner; 

Do you know specifically what 
this test asks for? 

Mr. Bingler: 

I know the test; I've watched the 
T.V. film. 

Mr. Wagner; 

Okay. You know that the first 
portion of it is a simple flexibility; 
touching the floor and then touching the 
wall in the back. 

Mr. Bingler; 

It's simple but you have to do 18 
of them in 30 seconds bending one way 
and bending the other way. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Do you know if the second portion 
of the test, the dummy drag, has a rope 
behind it? It has a bull rope behind it on 
the back.' 

Mr. Bingler: 

Like a shirt collar. 

Mr. Wagner; 

Okay, do you know the third 
portion of the test where you hit a tire 
on a table, a smooth table, very, very 
easy physical thing. 

Mr. Bingler; 

You time the length of time that 


it takes to do that. 

Mr. Wagnei: 

Right, an eight-pound hammer. 
The fourth portion of the test is an 
ascend and descend 15 feet on a ladder. 

Mr. Bingler: 

Also, a time test. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Walk up and down the test. 

Mr. Bingler: 

It's a time test. 

Mr. Wagner; 

It says to do it at a nice pace. 
The hose carry, you don't even have to 
pick the hose up, it's on a shelf and you 
simply put it on your shoulder. Then you 
walk up a few steps and you come back 
down and you put it back on the shelf. 

There's no doubt in my mind, 
given a month, every human being in this 
room, could pass this test. 

Mr. Bingler; 

I think that's probably correct. 
Chief Lewis: 

And they would probably come out 
in rank too, and the ones most able to do 
those tests best, are going to be the 
people that are most trainable physically 
to perform the Fire Department's array 
of functions. 

(MR. STONE COMMENTS) 
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Mr. Wagner: 

I don't think so. I think the 
portion about the physical exam has not 
been discussed enough. As a matter of 
fact, if this Council would have never 
requested it, we would never have known 
anything about it. 

(MR. STONE COMMENTS) 

Mr. Wagner: 

I'm just trying to bring these out. 
I want to make the point loud and clear: 
There’s not an individual in this room 
that cannot pass this physical test given 
a month to prepare for it. But every 
individual in this room is not qualified to 
be a firefighter and to rescue people 
from buildings and that includes myself. 
So what we're saying initially is, yes, 
these people here, everyone here, will be 
on the list and potentially be hired and 
after being hired, if thev are hired, we'll 
determine later if they are qualifed and 
it's not proven to m? that this City has 
the criteria for evaluation after hiring, 
to terminate and to weed out those that 
are not qualifed and we cannot train 
physical capabilities into human beings. 
There have been some inconsistencies in 
our discussion over the last week. 
Number One, this Council was under the 
impression — 

(MR. STONE COMMENTS) 

Mr. Wagner: 

A vote on this? 

(MR. STONE COMMENTS) 

Mr. Wagner: 

No. 

(MR. STONE COMMENTS) 


Mr# Wagner: 

No, no. My points are of 
tremendous importance prior to the vote. 

There have been inconsistencies 
within the last week pertaining to this 
topic. Number one, this Council was 
under the impression that the past test 
was proven to be invalid in court. We 
have learned that that is not the case; is 
that correct? 

Director Smith: 

Y es, but — 

Mr. Wagner: 

Okay, we know that now. We did 
not know that a week ago. 

I was just informed of another 
item. We talked about the sandbag carry 
before. Firefighters that are here today 
that were part of the 1972, 1974, 1975, 
1978 physical examination, were told 
that the sandbag was a victim. When you 
finish the course, you were told to lay 
the bag down rather than drop it, 
simulating a victim. They were told that 
by those administering the test. It was 
said here earlier that it was never in any 
way inferred upon as being a victim. 
That's factual. 

The last item I want to touch on 
briefly is, we have talked about 
preparing people to take the physical 
examination and how necessary it is to 
properly prepare them so that each and 
every person can equally qualify as an 
applicant and hopefully pass the test. 
What procedures were taken with the 
past test to try to educate the public, 
and we're talking about certain protected 
groups of people, minorities, women ; to 
educate them to the procedures of the 
past test so that they would better be 
prepared while taking that test, such as, 
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what is being done today right now on 
cable T.V. as was scheduled, that test is 
being shown in the City and will continue 
to be shown over T.V. The applicants 
know the testing procedures and there’s a 
description as to what physical exercises 
each applicant should go through to 
qualify and to do well on the test. What 
was done with the past test? 

Director Smith: 

What's been added this year is the 
cable coverage to give people a live 
'demonstration of the events. In the past 
we have sent out a description of the 
events as we did again this year. 

Mr. Wagner: 

So you would agree that the 
applicants in the past had the 
opportunity to be better prepared to pass 
the 1978 test than the test being 
proposed today. 

Director Smith: 

No, in both cases we have sent 
out, and we did in 1978 also, we have 
sent out a description of the events to 
the candidates in advance of the test. 
What’s new this year is that we’re also 
utilizing the cable facilities to give a 
demonstration of these events over 
Channel 17. 

Mr. Wagner: 

I have a copy of both tests. The 
last test is a very, very simple 
explanation of that portion of the test. 
This is also an explanation of a portion of 
the test and how to prepare for the test. 

Director Smith: 

Clearly I think this is an 
improvement. 


Mf, Wagner: 

Then you're contradicting what 
you just said. This is an improvement 
and people can be better prepared to 
take this test than they were for this 
past test; is that correct? 

Director Smith: 

That gives a description of the 
events. What it didn't do was 
recommend things that they do ahead of 
time and there was no cablecast. We're 
always attempting to improve our 
affirmative action recruitment and our 
ability to get people prepared for 
examinations. That's part of our 
affirmative action plan. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Which leads me to my next 
point. With the past test, if the same 
efforts were taken by this City to 
educate the applicants to be prepared to 
take the examination, do you think there 
would have been a greater potential for 
those applicants to pass the test that are 
considered to be protected minorities or 
women? 

Director Smith: 

That's possible. I would assume 
that would be true. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Okay, why did we not, under the 
present proposed tests, attempt to better 
educate and prepare those applicants 
rather than just changing the test? 

Director Smith: 

Because the test is not a 
defensible test. 
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Mr. Wagner: 

That’s not a proven fact yet. 
Director Smith: 

There are three kinds of 
validation under the guidelines. 
Construct validation is what the 1978 
firefighter test was. It's the most 
difficult to prove. The San Francisco 
police test was a construct validation 
test which was similar to the firefighter 
test in San Franciso. It has been thrown 
out of the courts and the reason is 
because the kind of relationship that 
needed to be demonstrated could not be 
proved with that examination. It did not 
meet the requirements of the selection 
guidelines and our 1978 test was the 
same kind of a test. 

Mr. Wagner: 

But what led to that conclusion 
was the fact that you indicated earlier 
which was that certain protected groups 
of people did not pass the test. 

Director Smith: 

I don't understnad what the 
question is. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Because certain protected groups 
of people did not pass the 1978 test, it 
was determined that that test was not a 
valid test. 

Director Smith: 

I haven't said that. What I’ve said 
is that test has an adverse impact. The 
test, a very close form, the same kind of 
test, a construct validation test, has 
been thrown out of court and it was a 
test developed by the very same, person 
and I think we have recognized that we 


would be running an enormous liability to 
use a test that is not going to be 
defensible if challenged and we have 
given the test — and the thing that 
makes it even worse is that the prior test 
did have considerable adverse impact 
contrary to the amount permitted by the 
guidelines and for use to continue using 
that examination, I feel would be foolish 
and run a terrific liability for the City. 

Mr. Wagner: 

A few last points. 

(MR. STONE COMMENTS) 

Mr. Wagner: 

The past test has not been 
successfully challenged in court. It's a 
clear indication to me that the necessary 
efforts have not been taken by this City 
to educate the applicants in the past 
with the past test, which further leads 
me to the point that I think if we did 
take the same efforts, certain protected 
groups that you're so concerned about 
and the policies of this Administration 
are so concerned about, could pass the 
test, if given the opportunity to know 
what the test is all about , how to train 
for that test and to view it on T.V. as we 
did the other day. 

I would like to amend this bill, Mr. 
President. I make a motion for an 
amendm ent. 

(MR. STONE COMMENTS) 

Mr. Wagner: 

That firefighter candidates will be 
administered the 1978 Firefighters 
Performance Examination as indicated in 
Exhibit A. 

I vote yes and I'd like to say that 
this Council must take the position. I 
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don't care what position has been taken 
bv the Civil Service Commission or has 
been mandated by state government. To 
speak out about the truth and what 
reality is and we know that there is not a 
person at this table that has said the past 
test was a better test and we should be 
sending a message to this Administration 
to challenge it, I vote yes. 

(MR. STONE COMMENTS) 

Mr. Wagner; 

Could I make a quick comment, 
Mr. Stone? On the original bill. 

Again I appeal to my colleagues. 
If we cannot have an impact in changing 
the test, this Council should not allocate 
the dollars to administer an inferior test. 

(END - MR. WAGNER’S REMARKS ON 
BILL NO. 504 - 4/11/84) 

Mr. Woods: 

I vote aye and on Rill 504 I would 
like to commend Councilman Wagner for 
all the research and for spreading some 
light on this issue. The reason fra voting 
in favor of this bill is because I honestly 
believe it’s an entrance exam, it's not a 
qualified fireman. The final test is when 
they come out of that Academy. 

The Chair; 

I vote aye and on Bill 504 I would 
like to make the following comments. 

The bill does not address the test; 
the bill merely addresses the question of 
whether we appropriate monies for a 
test. 

Relative to the test, this falls 
within the province of our Personnel 
Department and Civil Service. Neither 
this Council nor the Mayor has any right 


to determine that test and Personnel and 
the Civil Service Department bases that 
test purely on wheter or not it given on a 
non-discriminatory basis. 

Relative to the past test and this 
test, if I had my choice, my test would 
be stronger than either of them. 
Relative to the two tests, neither of 
them tests an ability to carry a person 
and from the information that was given 
to me at least, it was my understanding 
that the sandbag was not picked up, even 
though there has been a statement that 
that, for many times, was picked up. It 
was my understanding from Melanie 
Smith; it was not. 

Relative to the first test, my 
recollection of the statement from 
Melanie Smith was as follows: The test 
which was given and tested for police 
officers was declared illegal. While 
there was no legal declaration relative to 
that test as it applies to a fireman, it 
was my understanding from what Melanie 
Smith had indicated, that the author of 
both tests had withdrawn the test 
relative to firefighters for the reason 
that, in his opinion, if his test did not 
stand relative to police, it would not 
stand relative to firemen. 

The last point is, this test is not 
final; there is merely one matter and 
that is whether or not the test 
discriminates on applicants, not whether 
they, in fact, are in final ability to be a 
firefighter. There is the training and the 
school. 

With that, I vote ves. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Excuse me. Mr. Stone, did you 
say vou'd want the test more stringent 
than the original test? 
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The Chair: 


If I had my way, the test would be 
different than either of them. 

Michelle Madoff: 

You don't mean more stringent? 
You don't mean discriminatory against 
women? 

The Chair: 

No. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I wanted to clarify that. 

The Chair: 

What I am saying is that as far as 
the test is concerned, I'm faced with a 
proposition that in the United States of 
America, relative to tests, we have a 
process by which we live and I happen to 
subscribe to that rulq, even sometimes if 
I don't care for it, and that is that the 
tests that we administer in the Civil 
Service capacity by the United States 
Constitution and the Pennsylvania 
Constitution, those tests should be non- 
discriminatorv and I abide by that 
standard. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Originally, sir, you said that if you 
had your way, you'd make it even 
tougher. I didn't think you meant it that 
wav; to be discriminatory.

MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS 


Mr. Robinson: 

Mr. President, my concern relates 
to the proposed sale of the Warner Cable 
system and some questions that I think 
need to be answered prior to Council 
taking any action on that proposed sale. 

As Council is aware, we did 
receive a letter from Mr. Drew Lewis 
who is the President, or I should say, 
Chairman of the Board of Warner Amex, 
the parent company of Warner Cable of 
Pittsburgh. 

I would like the City Clerk to send 
a letter to our City Solicitor, Mr. 
Pellegrini. One, I would like Mr. 
Pellegrini, if he will be kind enough, to 
identify for this Council pursuant to our 
Cable Ordinance under what 
circumstances the City of Pittsburgh is 
to be notified of a proposed sale. I'm 
proceeding on the assumption that Mr. 
Lewis' letter to us was for information 
purposes only and was in no way 
notification of the sale of the system. 
But I would like Mr. Pellegrini to clarify 
that for us pursuant to the ordinance 
itself. 


Also, I’d like Mr. Pellegrini to 
instruct Council as to what limits there 
are on our ability to impose conditions of 
sale of our cable system. Also, if he 
would be kind enough to identify the 
exact time schedule for Council and the 
Mayor to take action if and when we are 
officially notified and legally notified 
that Warner Cable of Pittsburgh intends 
to sell the franchise; also, the role that 
our Cable Advisory Committee is legally 
permitted to play in the sale or transfer 
of the system and what role they will 
play in evaluating any proposed 
documents relative* to the rationale for 
the potention sale or transfer of that 
system. 

I believe that we should also 
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forward a copy of the communication to 
Brother Richard Emenecker who is the 
Director of our Cable Bureau because Tm 
sure some of the questions of Brother 
Emenecker would be working with Mr. 
Pellegrini in getting some answers. 

I think this approach will help 
Council better understand what our 
obligations are and what role we, the 
Mayor, and the Cable Advisory 
Committee, play in the official process, 
if it is initiated, to transfer the system. 
I think Mr. Lewis' letter to Council and 
to the Mayor has triggered a lot of 
speculation and has triggered a lot of 
activity certainly on the part of the 
share holders within Warner Cable of 
Pittsburgh and also, I think, has raised 
some speculation as to whether or not 
City government would be amenable to 
the proposal outlined in Mr. Lewis' 
letter. 

Again, I'd like to emphasize that I 
do not in any way consider the letter 
from the Chairman of the Board of 
Warner Am ex, Mr. Drew Lewis, to be any 
kind of notification to the City of 
Pittsburgh of Warner Am ex's intention of 
selling their franchise here in the City of 
Pittsburgh. I simply consider that letter 
as a communication from Mr. Lewis to 
the Mayor and members of Council. 

The Chair: 

At the expense of being 
repetitive, 1 think we came up with this 
on some other issue. We do not have any 
legislation pending before Council and 
that would be the first thing that is 
necessary. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I have a communication in my 
office that three months ago the 
firefighters requested help in solving a 
problem of asbestos that's at Engine 


Company No. 36 on the North Side and 
Engine Company No. 20 in Hays. This is 
a very serious problem and I'd like to see 
that something happens. Would you 
address that and make sure that it's 
expedited, put on a priority list? 
Asbestos particles do not dissolve in the 
lungs; on workmen’s comp we are self- 
insured. 

Mr. O’Malley: 

I think that should be addressed to 
Lfinds and Buildings. 

Michelle Madoff: 

True but I don't know who else — 
Til be happy to handle it myself if you 
don't mind; I don't care. 

The firefighters also would like, 
they would be amenable to having a free 
membership at the Y so that they could 
exercise and keep in shape. It appears 
that their area for exercise has been 
curtailed; they don't have the space. 
Some of them are paying their own way 
now to go to the Y, very few of them. 
And I think this would encourage them if 
we paid. Would you look into it further, 
Councilman O'Malley? 

Mr. O'Malley: 

If you remember, Michelle, we 
allocated $12,000 for a study in just the 
last few weeks at the University of 
Pittsburgh to do a study about an ongoing 
physical fitness for both police, fire and 
EMS. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Alright. But one of the things I'd 
like you to consider and pass on to the 
people doing this study, that one option 
might be to pay for them going to the Y 
to exercise. 
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Mr. O'Malley: 

That’s one of the options they're 
looking into. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Alright. And the asbestos one has 
me very concerned. 

Those are the two on Public 
Safetv. There's another one. 

I'm very, very concerned, and I'm 
sorry that the rest of Council isn’t here. 
What are we doing about replacing Mr. 
Eddie Albert's position? Have we got 
applications 9 Have we got a job 
description? I don't want to wait until 
the point comes along and we sav, "Well, 
we reallv don't need that kind of input." 

Now, Mr. Woods and myself and 
all others of Council who would like to 
come along are invited to go to 
"Baltimore; they're starting their budget 
hearing to see what they're doing with 
their fiscal analyst as opposed to a fiscal 
advisor in house. 

At some point we have to address 
this. I don't want to end up at the end of 
the year saying, "Well, we don't really 
need this.", and relying more and more 
on the Administration for input. 

Mr. Woods: 

If I may, Mr. President. 
Concerning Mr. Albert, he is not retired; 
he is simply on a disability leave of 
absence. 

Michelle Madoff: 

For 26 weeks? 

Mr. Woods: 

We don't know if he’s going to be 


gone for one day, for two more weeks, or 
for 26 weeks. We don't know. If he's 
automatically saying he's gone for 26 
weeks, then he's in violation of some kind 
of law; he's taking a retirement at 2/3 
pay. That's why I hate to say that. He is 
off on sick leave. 

Michelle Madoff: 

The man is ill; he's been ill for 
some time. He could have been off on 
sick leave for a year, justifiably. He has 
severe damage to his heart and he can't 
work. 

The Chair: 

Michelle, I don't think that's the 

point. 

Michelle Madoff: 

But the point is — 

Mr. Woods: 

He is off on sick leave; he is not 
retired. Until we have a letter of 
retirement, there's nothing we can do 
with that position. He is still legally 
employed by the City of Pittsburgh. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Excuse me, Mr. Woods. I spoke to 
Mr. Stone about this. I'm concerned that 
we don't let it go and Mr. Stone said he 
was going to look into it. My thought 
was to hire somebody with the 
understanding that if Mr. Albert came 
back, he or she just lost their job. We 
cannot wait 26 weeks and not have 
someone address it. That's half a year; 
what's happening in our budget when we 
get to it. If yflu think we've been 
railroaded before, when we get down to 
the vote on our budget we're not going to 
have any meaningful input. Remember, 
you heard it here first. 
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The Chair: 

I just want to amplify for a 
moment on what Mr. Woods has said. 
The letter that we have received 
indicates that he is on a disability. 
Second, it indicates that he has up until 
26 weeks to decide and the converse is 
accurate; it could he one dav, two days, 
one week, two weeks. With that in mind, 
it's created a bit of a problem for us. 
Fortunately, it's during the summer 
period that we don’t have that big a 
demand. 

Mr. Woods: 

If I could also add, he has an 
assistant that's been doing a lot of work 
and has right now assumed all that 
responsibility. 

Michelle Madoff: 

That's exactly what I was worried 
about. Who is the assistant? 

Mr. Woods: 

A1 D'Alessandro. 

Michelle Madoff: 

That's right. That's exactly what 
I’m concerned about. Mr. D'Alessandro is 
not qualified to have that job. He’s doing 
a good job as an assistant. That is too 
big a job; he doesn't have the 
qualifications for that position. 

Mr. Woods: 

What are the qualification? 
Michelle Madoff: 

Do you have a job description? 


ffce Chain 

I don't know that we ought to go 
into that at this moment. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I have a job description and it's 
provided by Mr. Albert; it does not 
qualify Mr. D'Alessandro. I don't want it 
to be a political appointment. 

Mr. Wagner: 

What is the status of the 
Workmen's Compensation Committee? 
To assist the Administration in the 
evaluation of the Workmen's 
Compensation Program. 

The Chair: 

I am faced with the problem as 
follows. It seems to me almost everyone 
here has asked to do that and it would 
appear to me that that belongs basically 
within the Finance Department. If 
everyone wants to be there then we'll 
call everybody there. I have the decision 
to make who is to be there. If it's to be 
everybody, I want to know it's 
everybody. It seems like everybody 
wants to and the question is, do all of 
you want to be there at one time? 

Michelle Madoff: 

Yes. 

Mr. O’Malley: 

Be where? 

The Chair: 

To review workmen's comp 
consultants, potential. 
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Mr- O'Malley! 

Okay. Back to the disability, you 
said it's indicated that Mr. Albert has the 
determining factor whether he's going to 
be off 26 weeks or not. Since when do 
we give the employees the right to 
decide if they're going to be off 26 
weeks. I thought we had a committee 
and a doctor’s examination for that. 

The Chain 

I don't think in fairness that's 
what he meant. He says he has up to 26 
weeks to do that and he's correct. After 
that, it depends on his health as to 
whether he can come back earlier or 
extend to the 26 weeks. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

He has up to 26 weeks of what? 
The Chain 

Disability. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

He has up to 26 weeks of sick 
pay. Right, Mike? 

Mr. Perry: 

That's right. Twenty-six weeks — 
Mr. O’Malley: 

Of back sick leave. 

Mr Perry: 

It's not called sick leave. He's 
under the new plan. He's entitled to 26 
weeks — 

Mr. O'Malley: 

Who determines whether an 


employee goes on — 

The Chain 

There’s a committee that passes 
on that. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

May I finish please? An employee 
cannot just go on disability. 

The Chain 

You're correct. 

Mr. O’Malley: 

Well who determined whether Mr. 
Albert was qualified to go on disability 
or not? 

The Chain 

There's a committee that must 
pass on that. I don't know if they have 
yet or not; we're trying to find out about 
that. I told Mr. Albert he may have that 

Mr. O'Malley: 

Indeed it must be work related. 
I’m not so sure a heart condition — 

Michelle Madoff: 

In this job? I’m going to have one 
myself and it's going to be job related. 

Mr. Perry: 

Excuse me. It doesn't have to be 
job related. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

It doesn’t have to be job related? 
Any disability other than if you get hurt 
cutting in the grass you get 26 weeks of 
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this? 


Mr. Wagner: 


Will you check and see if it has 
been passed on by our Board? 

The Chair: 

There is a committee that passes 
on it. To my knowledge, they have not 
yet passed. Whether they have done it in 
the last week, I'm not sure. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. Stone, you did say you were 
going to look into hiring someone, or the 
possibility, with the understanding that 
that person would understand it was not 
a permanent job. 

The Chair: 

No, no. 

Michelle Madoff: 

We can't let the place go for 26 
weeks without someone there. 

The Chair: 

Michelle, I'm faced with the 
realistic fact — 

Michelle Madoff: 

Of letting Mr. A1 D'Alessandro 
have the job. 

The Chair: 

— With the fact that Mr. Albert 
could come back in a week or two. As I 
indicated, as far as I see it, and Mr. 
Woods will have to determine that now, 
fortunately it might be that during this 
summer period when the heaviness is not 
there that it's time to call our second 
man into motion. 


Mr. Stone, due to the seriousness 
of the workmen's compensation problem 
in the City of Pittsburgh where the 
estimated losses are $14 million a year, I 
think it is to the benefit of all 
Councilm embers and the Committees 
they represent, to know what is 
happening in the proposals within the 
Administration. 

The Chair: 

I will open up that to everyone 
who wants to go but I want to tell 
everyone here that that, as I am told 
now, will involve something like an hour 
per and it's my understanding there are 
to be roughly five. So, it could be a five 
hour situation. Til let you know as soon 
as I find the exact time of it. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. Stone, you haven't addressed 
the problem of Mr. Albert. We just 
talked about it but we haven't come up 
with a decision. Are we going to let the 
26 weeks go without putting someone 
into that office, that's half a year, and 
then come back and go into budget 
hearings having an aide who is not 
qualified, in my estimation, and I think 
some other members of this Council 
would concur, based on Mr. Albert's 
giving us a letter which states the job 
qualifications that are necessary for that 
position. 

The Chain 

Michelle, I'm faced with a letter 
and I have to take the letter for what it 
says. I can't deny that individual his 
rights and, fortunately or unfortunately, 
we're stuck with the content of the 
letter. 
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Michelle Madoff: 

You're telling me that we can't go 
out, if this Council votes, to find money 
to put on someone else so that we’re not 
caught short at budget time? 

The Chair: 

If some need develops, we may 
have to be — 

Michelle Madoff: 

Who is to determine that need? 
Right now it's a political appointment. I 
don't think that is correct. 

The Chair: 

Well, he's there and he is, whether 
you like him or whether you don't, he is 
still — 

Michelle Madoff: 

I think he’s a lovely, charming, 
qualified man in his job. But he's not 
qualified to step into the shoes of Mr. 
Eddie Albert who really is probably the 
best employee we've had in this City. 

The Chair: 

There's no better wav to test him 
than to let him fly on his own. 

Michelle Madoff: 

And accept the data that he gives 
us and have no basis on whether to judge 
whether it correct or not because we 
have no ongoing fiscal analyst of our 
own. 

The Chair: 


Mf, Woods moved to excuse Mr. Givens 
for absence from the meeting.

Mr. O'Malley seconded the motion. 

Which motion prevailed.

members of Council. As I mentioned 
earlier, Reverend Rogers is with us 
today, a distinguished Pastor and 
community activist, a young man who 
has done much in our City to improve it 
and Tm very honored that he has come 
today to accept this resolution. 
Reverend Rogers has a few words for us. 

Reverend Rogers: 

Mr. President and Council, we are 
certainly delighted for this most 
wonderful privilege to stand today in 
your presence and accept this on behalf 
of Dr. J.H. Jackson, one of America's 
great preachers, great leaders, and it 
befalls our hand today to have him come 
to our most wonderful City and grace the 
pulpit of the historical Calvary Baptist 
Church where I am the Pastor. On the 
28th at 6:00, Councilman Robinson, 
hopefully, will be there to make this 
presentation to him personally. I am just 
today accepting on his behalf. 

We're so grateful that you would 
take the time and give us this privilege 
today. Thank you so very much. 

Mr. Robinson: 

We have two gold seal copies of 
the resolution for Reverend Rogers, one 
for Calvary Baptist Church and one for 
Reverend Jackson to take back to 
Chicago. 

With the approval of the President 
of Council, I will make a formal 
presentation this Saturday at the banquet 
which will be held at Judy's Banquet Hall 
in the East Hills area of our City. It will 
be an honor and a privilege. 

The Chair: 


Robinson: 

Thank you Mr. President and 


Reverend Rogers, it's been nice 
having you. 
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Mr. Robinson: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, the second resolution deals 
specifically with an issue that I have 
brought before Council before and that is 
the issue of development in the Hill 
District, the Third and Fifth Wards of 
the City of Pittsburgh and that area 
surrounding the Civic Arena. 

This resolution is intended to 
express Council's support for the 
development of a comprehensive plan 
and our attempts to bring together both 
the private and public sector in 
developing that community. 

As Chairman of Planning, Housing 
and Development, I have been trying to 
follow the developments in that area for 
some time and it seems to me that we 
need to express our concern along with 
the Mayor of support for development in 
that area. 

Mr. Robinson presents 

Bill No. 659 WHEREAS, The City 
of Pittsburgh, through its Mayor and 
Council, has demonstrated its 
commitment to the development of all 
communities both physically and 
economicallv; and 

WHEREAS, the development of 
the Hill District, 3rd and 5th Wards of 
the City of Pittsburgh, is most desired 
and an integral part of the overall 
development of Renaissance II and the 
social, political and economic fabric of 
Pittsburgh; and 

WHEREAS, the City of 
Pittsburgh, through its Mayor and 
Council, supports and encourages 
cooperative development efforts 
between the public and private sectors of 
the economy. 


NOW THEREFORE, BE IT 
RESOLVED that the Mayor and Council, 
City of Pittsburgh, will encourage and 
support the development of a 
comprehensive plan for the Hill District, 
not in consistent with applicable laws, 
and in conjunction and cooperation with 
the Hill District Project Area 
Committee. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that 
the Mayor and the Council shaR should 
not approve any development plans, 
zoning changes, conditional use requests 
or transfers of land which might impair a 
comprehensive plan until such time that 
Council and the Mayor establish that a 
development plan and process has been 
approved and is in the process of 
implementation. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

Question. Is there time limit, 
Bill, when you expect the development 
plan to be established? Is there a 
commission set up that's going to deliver 
a development plan to this Council and 
to the Administration? Is there a time 
table set up for that? 

Mr. Robinson: 

It's my understanding that the 
Chairman of the Urban Redevelopment 
Authority, Mr. John Robin, had requested 
that the Mayor establish a task force to 
carry out the implementation of an 
overall development approach in the Hill 
District. Presently, there is not an 
overall comprehensive plan for that 
area. There are two certified 
redevelopment areas in the Hill that 
have been certified for development. 
There has been developed a set of 
guidelines. Those guidelines spell out 
specifically the conditions under which 
development should occur in the Hill. 
It's my understanding that the Project 
Area Committee which commissions this 
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study of which the guidelines are a 
product, would like the guidelines to be 
accepted as the development plan for the 
Hill District. It seems to me that their 
concern is well taken, is well founded. I 
think a comprehensive plan must be 
approved by Council and the Mayor and 
that the effort on the part of the 
Administration to put together a task 
force deserve the full support of this 
Council. 

I don't believe that we can have 
one area in our Citv so adjacent to our 
Downtown area not developed as the Hill 
District. The North Side, the South Side 
of Downtown are being developed and in 
all instances, there have been 
comprehensive plans and a 
comprehensive approach, public and 
private sector. There is not a 
comprehensive plan for the Hill District 
and there is not public and private 
cooperation in that community. I would 
anticipate that the Mayor, in putting 
together the task force, would ask 
members of this Council to serve. I also 
anticipate that he would ask people in 
the corporate community to serve. 

My purpose here is to one, assure 
that there is a comprehensive plan; two, 
to assure that the Project Area 
Committee is involved in the 
implementation of the plan; and three, to 
make sure that whatever private sector 
resources, whatever corporate sector 
resources are needed to develop the Hill 
District, are brought together and that 
the Mayor and Council give their consent 
for a cooperative effort. 

I think the one thing we do not 
need is we do not need community groups 
and organizations working against us and 
vice versa. We need to work together 
and I think all the communities in this 
Citv that have experienced rapid, 
substantive, positive growth, have done 
so hv bringing together both the private 


and the public sector. 

So, the spirit in which I'm offering 
this resolution is to bring together both 
resources that are needed to develop the 
Hill District. 

Mr. O'Malley; 

I agree with you. I think a 
comprehensive overall plan would 
certainly be worthwhile but the way this 
reads, I read it that it might impede all 
development in the Hill District. As you 
know, there are many worthwhile 
projects going on in the Third and Fifth 
Ward on a constant basis, both 
commercial and in housing. The way I 
read this resolution, everything will 
come to a halt. Tm not so sure that's 
what you intended to do. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Are you specifically referring to 
the last paragraph? 

Mr. O’Malley: 

Yes. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Okay. My concern is that rather 
than Council constantly be requested to 
approve piecemeal development, that we 
indeed say that until a plan is put 
together and until we can see a 
comprehensive approach, that we will 
not approve any new developments. 
Now, that does not stop in any way any 
present development that is going on in 
the Hill District or anything that we 
have approved. The resolution is not 
intended to stop anything that is 
presently going on. * 

Mr. O'Malley: 

Tm not so sure giving a blanket 
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coverage like that we are not going to 
approve anything is the proper way to 
proceed. I think that the areas that 
certainly do need development are the 
Third and Fifth Wards. I think this would 
impede it more than help it. 

I understand what you're saying 
and I support what you're saying 100 
percent; I'm just not so sure that this 
resolution is the proper way to go about 
it. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Let me mention two things. One 
would be a procedural matter; the other 
is a comment. 

First the comment. I think that 
this Council probably needs to have 
before it the development guidelines for 
consideration. I believe that the 
development guidelines should be 
accepted bv Council and the 
Administration as the plan for the Hill 
District. 

I plan to submit legislation next 
Monday for Council's consideration. 
That legislation would identify the 
guidelines, the recently developed 
guidelines, as the plan to develop the 
Third and Fifth Ward. Then Council will 
have an opportunity in Committee to do 
that. 

The other issue relates to your 
current concerns. Let me offer a 
suggestion as to how to change this 
resolution; perhaps it can address your 
concern and at the same time achieve 
my purpose in trying to get the Mayor 
and Council behind some sort of 
cooperative effort in the Hill District. I 
would be remiss if I didn't say there is 
not the public private partnership that 
needs to exist in the Hill District today 
for it to develop; it simply is not there 
and I think without Council and the 


Mayor adding their weight to the 
situation, will not be there 

Let me read the last paragraph 
and suggest a change. "Be it further 
resolved that the Mayor and Council 
should not approve any development 
plans, zoning changes, conditional use 
requests, or transfers of land which 
might impair a comprehensive plan until 
such time that Council and the Mayor 
establish the development plan and 
process has been approved and is in the 
process of implementation." 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. Robinson, I think you 
overlooked one item and that is the 
Zoning Board. You want to be sure it 
doesn't get through the Zoning Board and 
URA which acts as a autonomous body. 
It has a life of its own, as you know — 
unfortunate we've discovered that — and 
I think you might want to be sure that is 
covered, that those bodies that have a 
life of their own don't supersede us and 
they just don't go through the back door 
which is what's been happening to this 
Council continuously. 

Mr. Robinson: 

I understand your concern. I 
mentioned earlier that as Chairman of 
Pieinning, Housing and Development I was 
offering this resolution. All of the issues 
of zone change, development plans, 
transfers of land, have to come through 
the Planning, Housing and Development 
Committee. I have said to the Project 
Area Committee in the Hill and to the 
URA that as Chairman of this 
Committee I will not entertain any 
legislation that relates to development in 
the Hill until we put together this 
comprehensive plan, until that task force 
is established, and until the Mayor and 
Council bring its weight to bear that 
everyone who should be cooperating in 
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the community are cooperating. That's 
one check. 

I think also that for those areas in 
which the Zoning Commission or the 
UR A or others feel there can 
appropriately legislate and move forward 
that they should receive a copy of this 
resolution if it were to pass so that they 
are aware of our concerns. Next Monday 
when T introduce the resolution to accept 
the guidelines, I'm sure that will trigger 
a series of events which will allow input 
from the Mayor's Office, from the 
Project Area Committee, from 
developers and others and I see no reason 
why we shouldn’t have a public hearing. I 
think it's imperative that all the 
government bodies that are involved in 
development in the Hill are going in the 
same direction. We do this on the North 
Side, we've done this on the South Side, 
we've done this Downtown. There's no 
reason why we shouldn't do it in the Hill. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Bill, I just don't want to digress, I 
want to stay with the issue. You said 
that you're introducing something on 
Monday. What is that that you're 
introducing? Who prepared it? Was it 
the person who is the architect of this 
plan? 

The Chair: 

Michelle, let’s deal only with — 

Michelle Madoff: 

One is tied to the other. I don't 
quite understand. What is going to be 
introduced Monday? 

Mr. Robinson: 

Approximately two years ago this 
Council authorized the expenditure of 
4100,000 for the Project Area 


Committee in the Hill District to hire 
consults* 8 

Michelle Madoff: 

Who are they? Is that Mr. Robin 
as well? 

Mr. Robinson: 

No. — to put together a set of 
guidelines for development in the Hill 
District. Out of that study came a 
document prepared by Mr. Earl Onque 
and Mr. Norman Harai who were hired by 
tjie Project Area Committee. The 
document that they produced was 
submitted to the Urban Redevelopment 
Authority, to the Planning Commission 
and to the Project Area Committee. The 
Project Area Committee voted to accept 
those guidelines as the plan for the 
community. The URA and the Planning 
Commission are still reviewing those 
guidelines and want to make sure that 
they're consistent with the two existing 
redevelopment area plans and consistent 
with what they believe should occur in 
the Hill District. I think that once the 
guidelines are submitted to us for formal 
acceptance as a plan for the Hill the 
issues that URA and Planning and the 
Project Area Committee have can be 
brought to this Council and we can bring 
our weight to bear. 

What has not occurred is the 
concensus on development in that 
community; concensus on comprehensive 
development. Mr. O'Malley is correct; 
there is development going on but there’s 
no concensus on comprehensive 
development. If we don't have 
comprehensive development, I don’t 
believe that the area around the Civic 
Arena is going to -be developed in the 
near future. I think we must get the 
DeBartolo Corporation to work in 
cooperation and concert with the Project 
Area Committee, that we must get the 
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URA, Planning, Council and the Mayor to 
cooperate and that we must put together 
a task force of people, some bankers, 
some lawyers, some community activists, 
some planners and others who can come 
to a concensus on development in the 
Hill District. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. Robinson, is the concept of 
your introducing it today to be sure that 
that will finally happen because it hasn't 
happened? 

Mr. Robinson: 

Yes. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Then may I suggest that in your 
beginning paragraph, "Whereas, the City 
of Pittsburgh, through it's Mayor and 
Council, has demonstrated its 
commitment to the development of all 
communities both physically and 
econonicallv", that is not true; it's a 
contradiction in terms. The reason 
you're introducing it is because while 
Council has supported you I think almost 
unanimously, there hasn't been this kind 
of concern out of the Administration. I 
realize that you don't want to attack and 
you’re trying to get some harmony but 
let's have the facts as they are. You 
wouldn't be introducing this resolution is 
the Administration had shown the same 
concern for that community and the 
Homewood community for that matter. 
We have another community. 

Mr. Robinson: 

One point of clarification in that 
regard. Tm not attempting to bring 
about cooperation in spite of the facts. I 
think it would be unfair to say that the 
Mayor and Council have not been 
committed to development, both 


physically and economically, in the Hill. 
What we have not been committed to is 
comprehensive development. We have 
not been committed to that. I think part 
of the reason that the Mayor is 
considering a task force is that he 
recognizes that. The Project Area 
Committee has not been committed to 
comprehensive development. They have 
been committed to development and they 
have approved development in their area 
but not comprehensive development. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Bill, I understand what you’re 
saying but let's get right down to the 
bottom line. You had a $100,000 study 
coming in here on Monday and then it's 
going to have to have a task force to do 
it, which basically boils down to, if you 
don't want to do something you study it. 

Now, I want to know there's a 
deadline on when they have to come back 
with a plan because I think it's time we 
started to protect that area surrounding 
Renaissance IT and I couldn't agree with 
you more. 

Mr. Robinson: 

When the legislation is introduced 
on Monday it will contain a section that 
deals specifically with the creation of 
the task force. It is my understanding 
that the Mayor wants to have the task 
force in place by June 1. I have not 
discussed this matter with the Mayor so I 
don't know what he is doing relative to 
the task force but I do plan to put into 
the legislation a time limit. I think that 
it’s appropriate that we move with that 
task force no later than June 1. 

Mr. Woods moved to approve the motion. 

Michelle Madoff seconded the motion. 
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"Mr. Grabowski: 

Mr. President, this appears to be a 
substantial piece of legislation that we re 
acting on today, fm just wondering whv 
it’s not going through the usual process 
of the Committee; have it brought up 
before the Committee on Wednesday and 
then vote on it finally the next Monday. 

The Chair: 

He is presently starting with a 
concensus rather than a mandatory 
provision. That's what he's after. It's in 
light with, I think, what has been 
consitent but needs more 

comprehensiveness in that particular 
area. He's centering it more toward the 
Hill than the lower part and that's why I 
had indicated to him that I think Mr. 
O'Malley's suggestion was accurate. 
Some of that lower part will not 
adversely affect the top and there’s 
something that started already. To make 
an absolute not to do anything and when 
it doesn't impair the potential of the rest 
might be a little too heavy. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Is this a binding resolution’ 

The Chair: 

This is a concensus of Council at 
this time. When it comes through other 
than the usual form it's a concensus. It 
seems consistent with what we’ve done 
up to now. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Originally, Mr. Grabowski, the 
procedure that I was going to use was to 
actually submit the guidelines and submit 
them in a form of legislation so that 
Council would approve or disapprove. 
Subsequent to making that decision, I had 
an opportunity to make a presentation 


before the UR A Board and the Project 
Area Committee. It seemed to me that 
both organizations were interested in 
concensus on development and both 
organizations were still trying to work 
out an appropriate relationship between 
themselves to work on development. In 
the spirit of trying to bring together 
those two organizations and trying to 
bring together some of the concepts in 
the Mayor's task force approach, it 
seemed to me that a general resolution 
expressing the will of Council would be 
the first initial step prior to submitting 
any initial legislation that would have to 
go through the Committee process. 

So, that’s the reason I took this 
approach as opposed to simply submitting 
legislation. I'm looking for concensus 
and cooperation and trying to create an 
atmosphere in which the appropriate 
parties can come together to 
comprehensively develop that 

community. 

Mr. Woods: 

Mr. Robinson, I think you've 
answered my question. I support it 
wholeheartedly but I wanted to see a 
time schedule involved in this but you 
said you will have that in your 
legislation. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Monday. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. Stone, could you please re¬ 
read that? 

The Chair: 

He's saying in his closing 
paragraph, "Be it further resolved that 
the Mayor and Council should not 
approve" he's changed it from shall to 
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should, "not approve any development 
plans, zoning changes, conditional use 
requests, or transfers of land which 
might impair a comprehensive plan until 
such time that Council and the Mayor 
establish that a development plan and 
process has been approved and is in the 
process of implementation." 

This now is consistent in the sense 
that the first one is asking for a 
comprehensive plan; the second one is 
saying that while we're doing it we don't 
want to do anything to impair that 
overall consideration.

What I'm saying 
is that I think it would be wise for this 
Council to see if both parties could get 
together and come to some type of 
compromise as opposed to maybe having 
this tied up in the court for years and not 
benefitting anybody. 

Mr. Robinson: 

I move to recommit. 

Michelle Madoff seconded the motion. 

Mr. Woods: 

Mr. President, I'd like to speak on 
this. You know, this Racquet Club was 
given half of this street by the City of 
Pittsburgh; I don’t know what more they 
want. All you have to do is go another 
100 feet to go around the comer to get 
in their parking lot; they can get in and 
out. I don't see any problem with 
members of that club going 100 feet to 
make a bend to go into a parking lot. 
They can get in and out of that parking 
lot with no trouble at all. We gave them 
half that street and now they don't want 
to see somebody else get the other half. 
I think that's totally wrong to even 
recommit this bill. 

Mr. Wagner: 

To recommit for how long? 

Mr. Robinson: 

It goes back to Committee 
Wednesday. 


Michelle Madoff: 

Well, the people aren’t going to 
get together between now and 
Wednesday, are they? 

Mr. O'Malley: 

Well, no, then you can make a 
motion to hold it for a week or two 
weeks. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Tm a little concerned. 

Mr. Wagner: 

If we recommit for one week, can 
we be reassured that the two parties will 
get together prior to a final vote on this 
one week from today. 

The Chain 

Mr. Wagner, regretfully as I see 
it, from what I’ve seen there's no 
compromise possible. One wants to 
place cars there; the other wants to go 
through. They are in contradiction. 

We're saying there's two parties; 
there's actually three parties. To the 
left is the union, to the right is Kleins 
which has been there since 1890, I 
think. It has reached a point where there 
is really no compromise possible and 
we're going to have to vote one way or 
the other and it's not likely it’s going to 
happen — 

Michelle Madoff: 

I withdraw my second. 

The Chair: 

As Mr. Woods said, in fairness, if 
there was no way to get in to this, I 
frankly would not approve it. Tm 
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inclined to approve it and likewise 
oppose any recommittal for the reason 
that as I see it there's other ways to get 
in. To the right there's roughly 50 feet; 
you go up the side and come in. There's 
the street behind which has no other 
vehicular traffic but that and to have it 
enter from 5th Avenue is no assist. 
There is also an entrance possibility on 
the left side near Chatham Center. As 
Mr. Woods has indicated, the other half 
of this road is owned by the objector. 
What's good for one should be good for 
the other. Frankly, that's my contention. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

Ben, I'm speaking on behalf of 
you. Tm trying to save this union tens of 
thousands of dollars in litigation fees and 
a stay from the court will tie this piece 
of property up for years which means 
Council's vote is nullified. They cannot 
use that street if the court stays 
Council's order. 

What I'm saying is, I disagree. I 
think there is room there for adequate 
parking; I think there's room there for 6 
or 8 parking places for the union and for 
the people on the other side and also 
egress and exit from the parking lot. 


Mr. Woods: 

Mr. President, I'm also interested 
in the other people on that street. I 
know what's going to happen and what's 
happening now. People are double 
parking, merchants there, their 
customers have no place to park, just 
because of the same reason. That's why 
they requested this street to make a 
parking lot out of it. 

The Chair: 

I have a motion to recommit. 
Who made the second? 

Michelle Madoff: 

I withdrew my second.

I find it very confusing, I'm 
sure the public does and most of Council, 
to retain in my head exactly what that 
piece of property looks like. When we 
have Zoning coming before us showing us 
charts, it's very confusing. It would he 
very simple to have a Polaroid shot taken 
of the problem. 

I’m confused as to which club this 
is. Are we talking about 5th Avenue out 
here where the man took the street and 
turned it into a parking lot on his own? 
Is it the other one that we gave 
somebody a street to turn into a parking 
lot? Is it a third one? 

Mr. O'Malley: 

It's a third one they want to turn 
into a parking lot. 

Michelle Madoff: 

That’s why I don't — I would like 
to see a photograph of what’s happening. 

Mr. Woods: 

He had that at the public hearing, 
Michelle. A few weeks ago they had the 
photograph. We did give half the street 
to a present parking lot. 


Michelle Madoff: 

This is the parking lot now and 
he's going to build a high-rise on that 
when he gets funded, right? 

Mr. Woods: 

No. That's not the one. We gave 
half the street to the Racquet Club for a 
parking lot. Now they don't want to see 
the other tenants get half. 

Michelle Madoff: 

When we gave it to them did we 
sell it or was it a gift, a grant? 

Mr. Woods: 

I can't answer that. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Did they pay for the property or 
was it an outright "You may have this for 
a token payment"? I think that's very 
important. The one we gave to the club, 
was it an outright gift? 

The Chair: 

Thev just vacated the street the 
same way. 

Michelle Madoff: 

It's a matter of splitting a street, 
is that correct? Will the other street 
that's — 

Mr. Perry: 

They have to pay $53,000 for this. 
Michelle Madoff: 

Let me tell you what's in question 
here. The other street is where I brought 
to Council's attention the fact that some 
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entrepreneur has a little tiny parking lot 
and decided to use a City street as a 
parking space and has made a fortune on 
it over the last number of years. We are 
continually having calls in our office 
again; he has been told not to do it and 
he's doing it again. In checking it out, I 
found out that there a building on the 
corner that I think sells auto parts. It's 
leased to somebody who sells auto 
parts. Under the law it appears that 
when the street is in question they 
cannot give half away until both parties 
agree and each gets half. Did you know 
that? I checked that with the Law 
Department. This man wants to buy this 
street and there would be another street 
gone. There would be nothing. They’ll 
all be one. He wants to buy the street 
and they can't sell it to him because he 
only has the right to buy half; the people 
on the other side have the right to buy 
half. So, automatically by law, the union 
gets the other half. 

Mr. Woods: 

And they're paying $53,000 for it 
on top of that. 

Michelle Madoff: 

That's the law. So there really 
isn't even a vote. I mean, they have it. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

No, it has to be* approved by this 
C ouncil. 

Michelle Madoff: 

But under law they get it so that's 
the way it is. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

No they don't. If we don't approve 
it, they don't get it. 


Michelle Madoff: 

Then it's illegal to give the other 
half that we gave to the athletic club. 
You can't give one without the other. 
Can you take back half? 

Mr. Grabowski: 

They own both halves. They only 
vacated some years ago the top portion 
of the street. The Racquet Club owned 
both halves. 

Michelle Madoff: 

What I'm talking about is taking a 
street up the middle; half goes this way 
and half goes that way. 

The Chair: 

The left hand side is a building to 
be occupied or it is occupied now by the 
union. To the right of it is Kleins, if my 
memory serves me correctly. Those two 
are the only ones using it with the 
exception that traffic is going in and out 
to the Racquet Club parking lot. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. Stone, do you know from your 
own knowledge, does the Racquet Club 
have any parking spaces at all? 

The Chair: 

Yes. They have the whole back 

half. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Well what's the problem? They 
were designed and they were given the 
zoning because most of it was walk-in. 
People are already parked who are 
Downtown going into the Racquet Club 
to use the facility. I know somebody who 
has used it and — well, I won't go into 
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that — Somebody is here doing business 
Downtown and crosses over to use the 
facility. I don't know what the big fight 
is. What do they need the parking snaces 
for? 

Mr. O'Malley; 

The parking space is not for the 
Racquet Club, Michelle.

Why would the Racquet Club 
object to the union having it?

Because thev need that to get in 
and out of their parking lot.

No thev don't. They have in and 

out. 

Mis. Masloff: 

They do have a way to get in and 
out; they go half a block. 

The Chair; 

The Chair is going to open up 
discussion again and void the vote on 
this. 

Mr. Wagner; 

They are paying, several parties 
here are paying $53,000 for the right to 
use that street. Is that correct? Now 
the other party that is using part of the 
street right now, did they pay a similar 
fee in the past? 

The Chair: 

Maybe in a way, indirectly, 
because what was happening, I think 


there was an assemblage of property to 
give in the back area plus what they had 
on the corner which was the A1 Berk 
place as I recall. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Do we know how much was paid 
by the other party? 

The Chair: 

I think it was an assemblage of 
land and I don't know how you separate 
that, frankly. I think what had happened, 
the street that's blocked here now, it's a 
dead-end, had it gone straight in the 
back of the 5th Avenue properties, 
fronting on that side, the right and the 
left, which were just lots, were owned by 
the Racquet Club and then they closed 
the street so they could have the 
connection between the two of them. 
That's the back portion. I can't 
remember the street behind, parallel 
with 5th. Does anybody know? 

Mrs. Masloff: 

Colwell. 

The Chair: 

Colwell is one street up from 5th. 
Mrs. Masloff: 

It runs parallel with 5th. 

Mr. Wagner: 

So, those who are using it right 
now did not necessarily pay for the right 
to use that as parking but those who are 
proposing to use it as parking will pay 
$53,000?

Excuse me. Elm Street is the 
street that is now a parking lot, Mr. 
Stone. The entrepreneur has used Elm 
Street as his own parking lot. 

The Chair: 

No, that's McGee, Michelle. 
Michelle Madoff: 

No, it's Elm. 

The Chair: 

It's the one up above. 

Michelle Madoff: 

There’s one that we've 
legitimately given as a parking lot; Elm 
is the one where the man is using and it 
is blocked off and there’s a fire hydrant 
there and you cannot get through.

That's McGee. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Elm is blocked off. I've been 

there.

I just looked up that thing the 


other day.

MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS 
Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. President, I would like to 
make a motion from the floor to see if 
we can get five votes to hire one of the 
attorneys assigned to Council to look 
into the mechanism as to how Council 
can use its own staff money to hire 
outside consultants. As you know, we 
discussed it with you and we discussed it 
with Mr. Woods and we were told the 
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Law Department said we can't do it. Mr. 
Woods had an unfortunate experience, 
I’ve had one and we would like to get 
that clarified. We would not like to have 
the opinion of the Administration; that is 
not a separation of powers and it is a 
conflict of interest. 

The Chair: 

I'm at a loss as to where vou are 

going. 

Mr. Woods: 

Right now we're allocated X 
amount of dollars for our staff, our own 
personal staff. If we didn't choose to use 
all that money, we could take a portion 
of that, any portion, and hire a 
consultant and pay him direct without 
putting him on our payroll. Presently, 
the Law Department says before we can 
do that we have to put them on our 
payroll as an employee. We cannot give 
them money direct. 

The Chair: 

We have a line item for that. 

Mr. Woods: 

No, no. Michelle is proposing that 
we can do it as an individual 
Councilperson. 

The Chair: 

No, Council can do it. 

Mr. Woods: 

You misunderstand what I’m 
saying. In other words, right now we 
allocate $5,000 for professional services 
and Council votes on it. We hire 
someone like we did with this Water 
Authority, the fellow from Harrisburg. 
Right now, each Councilmember has 


$35,000 to hire a staff. Say we don't 
choose to use that $35,000 for our own 
personal staff but we want to use $4,000 
of our own money for a consultant and he 
just reports to myself. I can't do that 
under that code account the way it is 
now listed, according to the Law 
Department. I would have to put an 
individual on my payroll, have him go 
down, say he's a City employee, taxes 
drawn and so forth. Presently, the 
Mayor can hire any consultant he wants 
and he gives him a direct fee, whether 
it's $50,000, $20,000, $100,000. But we 
cannot do that. We have to get a vote of 
Council, five members have to vote on 
it, and we only have $5,000 there anyway 
and I think most of that's almost gone 
this year. 

Am I right, Michelle? 

Michelle Madoff: 

That's exactly what I said. 

The Chair: 

We're talking two different things 
as I see it. Let me see if I cam clear it 
up somewhat. 

Council itself, under our 
professional services, can engage 
consultants. No question there. 

Michelle Madoff: 

That's a majority vote of 
Council. That's not what I’m talking 
about. I'm talking about Michelle Madoff 
or Mr. Ben Woods, out of our own staff, 
wish to hire a consultant. I would like to 
study a specific issue. Mr. Woods had a 
specific issue; he wanted a consultant. 
We don't need a full-time staff to do it. 

The Chair: 

That's because the monies 
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allocated to you are for specific staff — 
Michelle Madoff: 

Right. But we want to amend 

that. 

The Chair: 

You can't do it now; the budget is 
passed. 

Michelle Madoff: 

If we wanted to do it and there 
was a will to do it, we can somehow find 
a mechanism to do it. 

The Chair: 

You can't do it out of that code 
account. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Why? We change money from 
code accounts all the time. 

The Chair: 

You don't change code accounts 
until the end of the year. Only at budget 
time. In that account you have vour 
staff and the other 15 was supposed to be 
for a word processor person. 

Michelle Madoff: 

We would like to have consultants 
rather than full-time staff because it’s 
too costly. We get more for the money 
by hiring a consultant for an issue or 
specific advice over the year for perhaps 
$2,000, $3,000, $4,000, $5,000 or $6,000 
as part of their advice as a staff person 
to us, or in place of a staff person but 
doing the same job without having to pay 
all the other benefits. 

We want that changed. Most of us 


want that. 

The Chair: 

But this is not the time to change 
it. 

Mr. Woods: 

Can I make a suggestion? I don't 
know if it will cure it. Right now we, 
Council, has a professional service 
account, a code account. Let's say that I 
want to take, with the will of Council, I 
have to get five votes, $2,000 out of my 
other code account and put it into that 
professional code account. Then I say 
hire this individual for me and pay him 
out of that account. Would that be 
possible? 

Michelle Madoff: 

I don't know how you do it but 
there’s a mechanism for doing it. 

Mr. Woods: 

For this year. 

The Chair: 

That's a transfer. If it's a code 
account you can't — 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. Stone, if you wanted to do it, 
Mr. Woods wants to do it, I think you're 
smart enough to figure out a way to do 
it. We want it to happen; we don't know 
how to make it happen on the books 
legally. 

Mrs. Masloff: 

I have a question. If you want to 
hire somebody, Ben can’t you hire 
somebody and say this is an aide? Call 
him an aide instead of a consultant and 
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then you pay it out of your own — 
Michelle Madoff: 

No. He has to he sworn in, then 
the City takes his taxes out and they 
don't want to work for you. Thev don't 
want to work for us on that basis. They 
have other jobs to do. Thev don’t want 
their money taken out. 

Can we work it out? Is it 
resolved? Tin going to transfer $3,000 of 
my money, I'm making a motion right 
now, to Mike and I'm going to hire a 
consultant and you'll pay him out of that 
money. Is that the way it’s going to 
work? 

Mr. Perry: 

If you have $3,000 1*11 transfer it 
in, Michelle. 

Michelle Madoff: 

But I want to know after it's 
transfered in, can I use the money? I 
want it a joint motion. Do I have five 
votes to hire a consultant? It's the same 
thing as a staff person but I want 
somebody as a consultant as opposed to 
full-time. 

The Chair: 

It would appear to me that that's 
possible. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Can we have five votes on it so I 
don't have any problems? 

Mrs. Masloff: 

What I want to know is this; why 
can't you — 


Michelle Madoff: 

Because they have to take salary 
out; they’ll take deductions. 

The Chair: 

What she has to do is transfer 
what she wants to another code account. 

Mrs. Masloff: 

I know that, I know that. But 
instead of that, can't she hire a 
consultant and call him or her an aide 
and then pay for him out of your own — 

Michelle Madoff: 

No. That's what I'm saying. You 
have to do it the other way. 

The Chair: 

She wants to keep that individual 
as an independent contractor as opposed 
to an employee. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Exactly. I want to do it legally. 
We're being turned down. Mr. Woods had 
an embarrassing situation; I don't want 
my situation to be embarrassing. 

The Chair: 

Bring the thing before us and we'll 
see what we can do with it. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Tm doing it now. Can I have five 
votes to transfer? 

The Chair: 

I don't think you need it, 
Michelle. That’s the point Tm making. 
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Michelle Madoff: 

You just said I needed it. 

Mr. Woods: 

You need legislation to transfer 
the money, Michelle. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mike, will you draft a bill for me 
that tranfers $3,000 into this account for 
which I can hire — 

The Chair: 

Don't fight it, Michelle, you got 
it. 

Mr. O’Malley: 

For the benefit of the new 
Councilmembers, Mr. Wagner and Mr. 
Grabowski, in the past it was appropriate 
for Councilm embers, for each of us to 
name our own solicitor and to be 
approved by Council as a whole in case 
any of us wanted to go out for an opinion 
different from the Law Department. 

I make a motion now that we 
update our list of solicitors, that every 
Councilperson submit a name of a 
solicitor to represent their office to the 
President of Council and that these 
solicitors be confirmed by resolution. 

The Chair: 

My recollection differs slightly 
with yours. Mine is that anyone who has 
requested, if they want to, to submit a 
name of someone who is qualified from 
which we in the future might pull a 
solicitor to handle a specific item. We 
all didn't have our own little lawyers, so 
to speak. 


Mr. O’Malley: 

Well, we all submitted a name, I 
have in the past, and an individual 
Councilm ember certainly has the right to 
use the solicitor that he or she named. 

So, would it be appropriate for all 
of to name a solicitor? 

Mrs. Masloff: 

But before you can use it you have 
to get Council's approval. 

Mr. O’Malley: 

Certainly. 

Michelle Madoff: 

It used to be that you only needed 
the approval of the President of Council; 
Mr. Stone changed that after we paid 
some money on an attorney for me on 
Warner. You didn't realize you were 
going to be President of Council or you 
would have had control over that. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

You didn't answer my question. Is 
it appropriate? 

The Chair: 

You can submit a name to that 
list. No problem. The only thing I was 
correcting you on was we weren't picking 
a person we want but rather someone 
who is qualified to go into a pool from 
which we could select. 

Mr. Woods moved to excuse Mr. Givens 
for absence from the meeting. 

Michelle Madoff seconded the motion. 

Which motion prevailed. 
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Mr. Woods moved to approve the Minutes 
of Monday, April 9, 1984. 

Michelle Madoff seconded the motion. 

Which motion prevailed.

Mr. O'Malley presents 

Bill No. 682 WHEREAS, on April 
23, 1984, the Commonwealth Court of 
Pennsylvania unanimously declared 
Pittsburgh's ban on self-service gasoline 
stations unconstitutional; and 

WHEREAS, this opinion upheld a 
1982 ruling by Allegheny County 
Common Pleas Court that the City's 
action violated state and federal 
constitutions in that no evidence had 
been presented to support the argument 
that self-service gasoline stations are a 
fire and safety hazard; and 

WHEREAS, statistics prove that 
in a large metropolitan area, fifty-two 
percent (52%) of all self-service gasoline 
stations will remain full service to 
accommodate the elderly and 
handicapped; and 

WHEREAS, ten thousand people 
signed a petition requesting that the ban 
on self-service be lifted; and 

WHEREAS, the City Solicitor’s 
office idicated that no decision has been 
reached on whether or not to seek 
further appeal before the State Supreme 
Court. 

NOW THEREFORE, 

BE IT RESOLVED, that the 
majority of the Members of City Council 
of Pittsburgh request that the 
Administration and the Solicitors not 
continue to waste the taxpayers money, 
and not appeal to the Supreme Court. 


Mr. Robinson 
Mr. Wagner 
Mr. Woods 
Mr. Stone 
(Pres't) 
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Mr. O’Malley moved to adopt the 
resolution. 

Mr. Robinson seconded the motion. 

Mr. O’Malley: 

What I'm asking for from my 
colleagues is a concensus of the majority 
of the members of this Council. When 
Judge Zappala first rules in 1982, I had 
no objections to Danny Pietragallo 
seeking an appeal to the Commonwealth 
Court. I felt at that time that it was a 
local decision and we needed a much 
broader opinion on it. Now that the 
Commonwealth Court has unanimously 
upheld Judge Zappala's decision, I myself 
am under the impression it would be a 
waste of time and a waste of taxpayers' 
money, if for no other reason because 
the judge who wrote the first opinion 
now sits on the Supreme Court. We're all 
well aware that Judge Zappala did get 
elected to the Supreme Court. 

I also believe it's in the best 
interest of the City of Pittsburgh and the 
majority of the businessmen who own 
gasoline stations. Over 40 dealers in the 
City of Pittsburgh that own service 
stations, came to my office three years 
ago and requested that the ban be lifted. 

The argument that it's a fire 
hazard, it's been proven that self-service 
gas stations, in safety, are only second to 
fire stations. Self-service gas stations 
are not as much a safety hazard as filll- 
service gas stations. 

The argument that the 
handicapped will not be able to get 
service does not hold true because 52 
percent of all the gasoline stations in the 
City of Pittsburgh will stay full-service. 

So what I'm asking my colleagues 
to do is to consider some of these facts 
and to support this resolution. 


The Chair: 

Cleric, call the roll. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Mr. President, would it be proper 
to make a comment at this time? 

The Chain 

Yes. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Not having been on this Council 
prior to January, I'm not all that familiar 
with the particulars of this matter and 
all the discussion that transpired. I'm 
not even that familiar with the rationale 
that the previous two courts had in 
making their decision. 

I'm going to oppose this resolution 
because I would like our Law Department 
to have the option to go further if they 
feel there is a chance that we can win it 
but if the previous two courts have made 
some valid points and its apparent that 
we can't win it, I hope that the Law 
Department would exercise good 
judgement and drop it. 

I cast my vote in the negative. 

Mrs. Masloff: 

I oppose for many, many reasons. 
The first reason is that I believe that 
once the City goes self-service they will 
be taken over by companies. I don't 
believe we'll ever be able to get anybody 
at any service station to help anybody 
who needs it and in a city that has a 
large percentage of senior citizens I 
believe we’re going to be severely 
handicapped. 

I oppose. 
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Mr. Wagner: 

Td like to make a comment also. I 
also was not here when there was 
considerable discussion on this issue. In 
having attempted to understand the issue 
to the best of my knowledge, I think 
there's definitely some positive factors 
related to both sides. I think the major 
issue that has been brought to my 
attention mainly by those that I guess 
oppose this legislation is the fact that 
there is a potential for losing jobs here. 
Because of that, that has to be the 
bottom, in my mind, that is the bottom 
line. If by creating self-serve gasoline 
stations in the City we were to lose say 
just five jobs, I think that's five jobs too 
many. 

Therefore, I vote no. 

Mr. Woods: 

I vote no and I vote no for the 
same reasons I voted two vears ago. 
Once the state enacts a divorcement act, 
I will be more than happy to vote for any 
legislation for self-service. 

I just had a good friend of mine go 
out of business. The oil company raised 
his rent three times in one year and he 
no longer has that station; it's boarded up 
waiting for this type of legislation to 
come through. With self-service they 
can put a mini-market in there and I vote 
no until we have the divorcement act in 
the state of Pennsylvania. 

The Chair: 

Mr. O'Malley has had some strong 
feelings on this and I think he 
appreciates that I likewise have had 
some strong feelings to the contrary. I 
would be less than fair and less than 
honest if I were to at this point agree 
with it when I was one of the leaders who 
opposed it from day one. 


In view of that, I have no recourse 
but to vote no. 

The Chair: 

Is there any further discussion on 
the motion? 

And on the question, "Shall the 
motion pass finally?"

could heal itself from the wounds of 
Pearl Harbor; 

The Marines of the Second 
Division were among the first to shed 
their blood and forfeit their lives in the 
early months of the Pacific War; 

August 194Z: Guadalcanal. The 
Second Marines were there and were still 
there in February, 1943, when the island 
was finally won; 

November, 1943: Tarawa. The 
Second Division took the island in 
fighting that saw a total of 3,500 
American casualties lost on the first day, 
many were from the Second Division; 

April, 1945: Okinawa. Despite 

kamikaze attacks, the Second Marines 
played its part in taking the first island 
of the Japanese homeland; 

After the war, the Second 

Division defended the peace. Ordered 
into Lebanon in 1958; deployed as 

defenders in the Cuban Missile Crisis in 
1962; protectors of their countrymen in 
the Dominican Republic in 1965; 

returning from Lebanon in 1982; 

We honor, in the fullest sense of 
the word, every Marine who served in the 
Second Division of the United States 
Marine Corps. We honor those who 
fought in war time and those who 
defended the peace. Most of all, we 
honor the heroes of the Second Marines 
who gave their lives in such lonely places 
as Guadalcanal, Tarawa, Okinawa and 
Lebanon.

Bill No. 685 In an open society, 
citizens can make a significant 
contribution to our country. For this 
reason, we honor Diann Wall Wilson; 

In 1982, Pittsburgh area resident 
Diann Wall Wilson recognized that the 
bulldog mascot of the United States 
Marines Corps had never been officially 
adopted by the Corps; 

Ms. Wilson recognized that each 
area of the Corps used a different 
version of the bulldog on decals and 
official emblems; 

Ms. Wilson, with the help of 



Pittsburgh artist James Fusco, designed 
an official bulldog emblem for the 
Corps. The new emblem depicts the 
bulldog as a drill sergeant surrounded by 
the globe and anchor logo of the Corps; 

Such was the success of Diann 
Wall Wilson's design, the Marine Corps 
made it their official mascot logo in 
January 1983; 

Today the Wilson bulldog logo can 
be seen on official Marine Corps 
materials and merchandise.

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Council, Fd like to read a letter into the 
Record and have this letter attached to 
Council Bill 417. This letter is dated 
April 27, 1984, is addressed to me and 
was forwarded by Mr. Thomas F. 
Halloran, Senior Deputy Attorney 
General in the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania Office of the Attorney 
General. It reads as follows: 

"Dear Councilman Robinson: 

I am writing on behalf of the 
Pennsylvania Bureau of Correction 
Community Service Division. The 
Bureau has entered into an agreement to 
lease 108-110 Miltenberger Street from 
Sal Williams as an institutional facility 
to be used as a pre-release center for 24 
adult males from the State Correctional 
System. This proposal is not an effort by 
the Bureau of Corrections to increase 
the number of such facilities in the City 
of Pittsburgh, but represents relocation 
of the facility currently located on the 
North Side at 915 Ridge Avenue. 

Our concern is a misapplication of 
the Pittsburgh Zoning Ordinance and the 
failure of the City Planning Department 
to properly implement that ordinance 
with regard to this application. This 
matter was first before Council 
Committee on March 21, 1984. At that 
meeting, upon motion of Councilman 
Robinson, the Bill was referred back to 
the Planning Commission with the 
request that the Commission convene a 
meeting with the appropriate State 
officials and owners of the property and 
community groups and organizations that 
were initially involved in negotiations 
relative to use of that site. It was 
further requested that an attempt be 
made to identify the problem areas and 
work out some agreement. (See 
attachment A) The Commission's 
recommendation for this application 
prior to the March 21 meeting was for 
denial. 


Subsequent to that Council action, 

I personally contacted Robert Lurcott on 
numerous occasions and indicated our 
interest in meeting with the Planning 
Department and with community groups 
concerning this application. We were 
most interested in pursuing a review of 
the Planning Department and 
Commission action in this matter 
because we did feel that there was 
demonstrated community support for this 
proven quality program and that 
community fears could be alleviated. 

We were also concerned that the 
Planning Department had recommended 
denial of this application despite the fact 
that this location was identified as 
appropriately zoned after meetings with 
the Planning Department. 

The Planning Commission 
response rejecting Council's request is 
attached. (See attachment B) We 
understand that Council in most cases 
will and should follow the 
recommendation of the City Planning 
Commission in these matters. However, 
this application presents an exception 
that warrants your special 
consideration. This program by all 
accounts is a quality program with a 
proven track record since 1969. This 
Council has recognized its community 
support and sought to resolve 
differences. The Planning Commission 
has refused the efforts of the applicant 
to meet again with community groups 
and the Planning Department to resolve 
the matter. We contend that this refusal 
plus the quality of the program and its 
support in the community provides a 
strong basis for this Council to reverse 
the decision of the Commission and 
approve this application.

Dear Mr. Perry: 

This letter is in response to your 
letter dated 22 March concerning the 
Conditional Use Application for an 
institutional facility on Miltenberger 
Street. The Commission considered 
carefully Council's request for the 
Commission to bring the parties of 
interest together for the purpose of 
resolving the issues in this case. Based 
on the fact that the Commission acts in 
a quasi-judicial capacity in the 
Conditional Use process, it is the 
Commission's conclusion that it would be 
inappropriate for it to inject itself into a 
negotiating process. 

I want to assure you and the 
members of Council, however, that the 
Commission carried out its 
responsibilities under the Conditional 
Use procedures fully, in both letter and 
spirit. In preparing for the hearing, staff 
fully apprised the community of the 
proposal by the Bureau of Corrections 
and saw to it that meetings were held 
between the applicant and appropriate 
community representatives. The hearing 
allowed for a full airing of views and a 
discussion of the issues with the 
opportunity for both sides to present 
fully their cases and to cross-examine 
witnesses. As a result of this process, it 
is the Commission's considered 
judgement that the community is 
adamantly opposed to the facility 
locating on that site or in that 
neighborhood, and that further 
discussions would not change that 
position. 



The Commission’s negative 
recommendation, as indicated in its 
report submitted earlier, is based on the 
conclusion that the location of such a 
facility in the Midtown Corridor 
neighborhood at this time would have a 
significant, negative impact, particularly 
in view of the fragile but positive state 
of transition which exists.

Mr. Robinson: 

Just two quick comments if I 
might. The Planning Commission, 
through its Chairperson, Mrs. D'Ascenzo, 
did send to Council a letter subsequent 
to Council Bill 417 being referred back 
to the Planning Commission. A copy of 
that letter was made available to every 
member of Council and was discussed at 
our last Council session. It is attached 
to the bill. 

The letter basically indicates that 
the Planning Commission feels it has 
done everything legally required to 
provide a due process hearing on this 
matter and that their decision that was 
originally sent to us in the form of a 
recommendation, still stands and is still 
their recommendation. • So, the Planning 
Commission has not changed its position. 

The letter also indicated that the 
Planning Commission did not feel that 
any substantive matters could be 
resolved by reconvening any meetings of 
the parties that I identified in my 
request and that they did not feel it 
would be in the best interst of the 
Commission or the City to pursue the 
matter beyond that which they had 
already done. So, the Planning 


Commission's position is still the same; 
their recommendation is for denial. 

Last Wednesday, I made reference 
to the Planning Commission action and 
indicated that my recommendation was 
that we support the Planning Commission 
in terms of denying this request. My 
position today, even after having read 
Mr. Halloran's letter, and I certainly 
appreciate his interest, my position is 
still that we should support the Planning 
Commission and deny the request. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I happen to know that the people 
who are directly involved in this, as a 
matter of fact they're here today, Mr. 
Jim Murphy who is head of the Prison 
Release Program for the State of 
Pennsylvania, has done an outstanding 
job. On several occasions when we've 
had hearings in this Council that have set 
ground rules for people going right back 
to calaboose if they don't tow the line, 
their requirements are even more 
stringent. My understanding is that 
because of the recommendation of the 
Zoning Board, we almost really don't 
have very much choice. But I would like 
to alert this Council that we probably 
will be in litigation, that they probably 
will pursue it through the courts. I think 
I've shared this with you before. 

The Chain 

Alright, if you're voting for it — 
Ignore for a moment the negative thing; 
we’re going to vote the bill up or down. 
So, if you're for it vote yes, if you're 
opposed to it vote no. 

I just could not let this pass 
without a comment. It's easy to come 
now and tell us that we're not trying to 
cause any problems, we're just shifting 
the sand, so to speak. I'm mindful of the 
situation in the South Side, I’m mindful 
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of the situation in the East End and also 
the North Side, where the State took it 
upon themselves to put these facilities in 
those communities without even letting 
anyone know, including our Planning 
Department, so that we could rightfully 
and orderly and with some plan handle 
it. It's kind of too late to complain now 
but I would like just to suggest to the 
State if they still have some sincere 
interest, let’s do it the right way. They 
don’t like to be told by some citizen that 
there's a pre-release center next to their 
house and that same thing applies here. 
But on the other hand, I would just like 
to make it clear that the City of 
Pittsburgh has always been responsive, 
has always measured up to it's duty of 
responsibility by accepting all kinds of 
group homes, whether it be drug 
rehabilitation, delinquents, children of 
any kind as well as pre-released. But 
nevertheless, it cannot be done unless 
there is some coordination to know 
where it all is and one of the biggest 
violators of that plan was the State in 
years passed. 

The Chair: 

Is there any further discussion on 
the bill? 

And on the question, "Shall the 
bill pass finally?"

Well, First Source Employment 
would be that we would give preference 
to City residents over County residents?

Mr. Robinson: 

No, that's not accurate. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Could you tell mfe then where Tm 
wrong, please? 

Mr. Robinson: 


AYES none NOES 8 

And a majority of the votes of 


Okay. Those individuals who 
would be in the First Source pool would 
be those individuals who would be 
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eligible to participate in our Jobs 
Training Partnership Act Program. 
Those persons and those persons who 
would be eligible to participate in the 
Private Industry Council Program for the 
City of Pittsburgh would make up a pool 
of applicants for non-professional, non- 
managerial and non-technical positions. 
Any developer or person making a loan 
from the City under the eight categories 
listed in Section 4 would find an 
agreement with the City of Pittsburgh to 
use that pool of individuals first. They 
would go to that pool first to try to find 
people to work at entry level jobs. But 
only those people who would be eligible 
under the Jobs Training Partnership Act 
Program would participate in the First 
Source Program. That would provide the 
pool. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I think you didn' understand my 
question. My question was who would 
determine who would be in that first pool 
and what priority would we choose in 
having those people in the pool. 

For example, we have with us 
today two handicapped people who are 
being sent job description openings from 
the City, and they're in wheelchairs, to 
be lifeguards and school guard crossing 
personnel. I would like to know that 
those people could be hired for 911 
telephone answering and other clerical or 
telephone jobs that they could handle. 
I'd like to be sure that they be on a very 
high priority. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Bill 573 does not speak to the 
concerns you just raised. Bill 573 speaks 
specifically to Urban Development 
Action Grants, Housing Development 
Action Grants, Commercial 

Revitalization Loans, Contractor 
Bonding Loans, things of that type, 


where the City of Pittsburgh would be 
loaning or granting money to developers 
or builders in anticipation that jobs 
would be generated. The First Source 
Agreement indicates that they would 
have to sign an agreement with us to use 
the people we deem eligible to 
participate in our Jobs Training 
Partnership Act Program as the First 
Source for non-technical and non¬ 
professional programs. These would not 
be people hired to work in the City of 
Pittsburgh government; these would be 
people who will be hired to work in 
private industry and private business. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I understand that but I still didn't 
get an answer to my question. Maybe Tm 
having a semantics problem. Would that 
first pool be made up of minorities, 
women, handicapped, people who could 
do some of the clerical end of the work 
or is it all going to be construction, 
labor? I don't quite understand. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Let me read to you from Section 
2. The initial and primary selection of 
employees for non-managerial, non¬ 
professional or non-highly technical 
positions generated from candidates 
available through the City of Pittsburgh 
sponsored Jobs Training Partnership Act 
Program and the Private Industry 
Council, City of Pittsburgh. Anyone who 
is eligible to participate in those 
programs would make up the pool. All of 
the categories of individuals that "you 
mentioned are eligible to participate in 
these two programs. They would be a 
part of a pool. 

Michelle Madoff: 

How would we guarantee that? 
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Mr. Robinson: 

Federal law and regulations 
guarantee that. 

Michelle Madoff: 

They’ve done it for a long time, 
Mr. Robinson, but we've been rather 
unsuccessful on this Council in even 
getting the 15 percent that was promised 
to get contracts. It's been less than one- 
half of one percent. Tm afraid that it 
could become very political and we 
would not have the people who need the 
jobs getting the jobs first in the first 
pool. I think there could be some 
language written in that would protect 
that source making it a priority. 

The Chair: 

To the contrary. Where he's 
headed is in the right direction. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Well, I respectfully disagree. I 
think the bill is excellent but I just think 
it could be expanded to say in some 
manner that priority be given to 
qualified people who are able to handle, 
perhaps handicapped people doing jobs 
where they answer telephones. 

The Chair: 

Michelle, this is a companion bill 
with the other bill. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Does the companion bill cover 

that? 

The Chair: 

The companion bill covers those 
eligible for the — 


Michelle Madoff: 

Where is the companion bill? Is it 
coming up now? 

The Chair: 

Not now but it's in that — 

Michelle Madoff: 

How do people get to know that 
they could be eligible for this program, 
Mr. Robinson? 

Mr. Robinson: 

The First Source Program? 
Michelle Madoff: 

Yes. How would we let them 

know? 

Mr. Robinson: 

I think there's couple ways to do 
that. First of all, the Personnel 
Department is working in conjunction 
with the Urban Redevelopment Authority 
and our Law Department to work out all 
the mechanics of the actual agreements 
and the implementation of the program. 

For those persons who participate 
in our Jobs Training Partnership Act 
Program, they obviously are going to be 
informed through the same process as we 
use now to recruit people into those 
programs. Those companies that make 
loans or receive grants from us will be 
notified that Council Bill 573 is in effect 
and that will become a part of their 
contractual obligation with the City of 
Pittsburgh. So, it will be a responsibility 
for them to look at that First Source, 
that first pool, as well as our 
responsibility to make sure the pool is 
there. 
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Right now we have several 
thousand people who are already in the 
pool and already eligible. I think most of 
the people in this City who are 
unemployed or who anticipate being 
unemployed probably have made some 
inquiries to the City to determine their 
eligibility for our Jobs Training 
Program. I don't think there will be any 
problem at all having a pool of people. 

One of the reasons that this bill is 
being introduced is that our 
unemployment situation here is becoming 
critical and particularly for people who 
don't have some of the skill levels to 
address some of the new jobs. This type 
of program is in effect in about three or 
four cities around the country, major 
metropolitan cities, and in part it's 
designed to help reduce the 
unemployment problem but also to very 
specifially address the problems of 
residents in those cities who feel that 
when jobs are generated in their 
community, they should have some initial 
opportunity to present their 
qualifications. 

So, I think that we'll have more 
than enough people; we just won't have 
enough jobs. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Mr. President, could I question 
Mr. Robinson? Is it your intention, 
Councilman, that anyone who accepts 
City government funding, if they're going 
to hire, for example, a laborer — I guess 
a laborer would fall in the category of a 
non-managerial, non-professional or non- 
highly technical position — if they 
wanted to hire a laborer, they would 
have to hire a laborer that has 
participated in the Job Training 
Partnership Act? 


Mr* Robinson: 

No. Two things should be taken in 
consideration. Certainly this program 
should be distinguished from any program 
requiring any business person or any 
person getting a loan or grant from the 
City of Pittsburgh to hire City 
residents. This is not a program to 
require the hiring of City residents. This 
program is geared towards making 
available to businesses a pool of City 
residents where they have to use that 
pool first. If they go through that pool 
and they don't find anybody that meets 
their job qualifications, they're certainly 
free to hire someone else. But there's no 
requirement that they must hire from 
that pool; that pool is simply the first 
source. 

Some time ago, Mrs. Madoff 
raised a very important concern about 
something that is going on in the North 
Side of our City where people were 
coming here from out of town, out of 
state, and taking jobs which she 
perceived and I perceived to belong to 
Pittsburghers. When we began to 
investigate, we found that there was 
nothing to prevent the contractor, the 
builder, the developer, of securing 
employees wherever he wanted but it 
was working to the disadvantage of the 
City of Pittsburgh. Where we are 
loaning our money, our taxpayers' money, 
or giving grants of our taxpayers' money, 
I think we at least owe them the 
opportunity to get a direct benefit. 

This simply affords them that 
first opportunity to present their 
credentials. Hopefully, in working out 
the agreement, those people who loaned 
money from or we loaned money to or 
who we grant money to, will have the 
same concern that we do to try. to 
stimulate local employment. Most of’the 
programs that are identified in Section 4 
are programs that are job generating and 
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part of the rationalization for the 
request for the money, and that's giving 
the money, is it's going to generate local 
jobs. Well, I think local jobs ought to 
also mean local jobs for local people. 
The jobs that Mrs. Madoff was concerned 
about were local jobs. As long as those 
gentlemen from Alabama and Ohio were 
in our City, they were local jobs. But we 
were concerned about some jobs also for 
people here in the Pittsburgh area. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

But it’s not your intent to 
mandate that a potential employer hire 
someone who has only participated in the 
Job Training Partnership? 

Mr. Robinson: 

No. Not at all. 

Michelle Madoff: 

You know, Tm not so sure, Mr. 
Robinson, that there shouldn't be some 
kind of mandating. You refreshed my 
memory. The issue that you're referring 
to is the Allegheny Mall and they had 
virtually slaves. They brought in 
minorities from the South, wharehoused 
them, paid them probably below 
minimum wage. Nobody would talk to 
you; the unions picketed for months on 
end before I even found out about it 
because I just happened to go over there 
to shop and was appalled at what I saw. 
Tm not so sure that we ought not to say 
when we're giving our money, our 
taxpayers' money, the City of Pittsburgh 
money, that City of people shouldn't 
have the first chance at the jobs. I think 
what you're doing in essence is, you 
know, laws without enforcement are an 
exercise in futility and what you're 
saying, Mr. Robinson, "Gee, it would be 
nice if you'd do it", but if they don't want 
to do it you know they're not going to do 
it. 


Tm just wondering if you ought to 
consider making it more stringent. 

The Chair: 

The Chair considers the fact that 
Mr. Robinson knew he could do it that 
way and if it would succeed he would be 
the first to do it. But Mr. Robinson sees 
the impossibility of it legally and has 
come as close as you could possibly be 
without being in difficulty. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. Robinson, excuse me. Isn't 
there a bill in Boston that does mandate 
using the people in Boston, Boston 
residents, first? 

Mr. Robinson: 

The bill that you're making 
reference to received a lot of publicity. 
I believe there's another city that also 
attempted to do the same thing. I think 
the legal difficulties that both those bills 
ran into as challengers to the bill took 
them up to the court, all the way up to 
the United States Supreme Court, 
suggested that while certainly the 
government of Boston was attempting to 
do the right thing, the people of Boston 
wanted to do the right thing, but 
unfortunately, the law could not 
accommodate them. 

The First Source Employment 
Agreement is what you might call a 
compromise that many persons like 
myself are accepting because it at least 
starts us off in the right direction to 
make sure that at least our people are 
considered first. In those cities where 
this program is operating, to the 
amazement of many people, the 
employers, the potential employers, once 
they go through that First Source pool 
for non-technical and non-professional 
jobs, are hiring most of their workers 
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from that pool. Their objective has 
always been the same; to make a decent 
dollar and to do a good job. And I think 
where cities say to them, "Look, if we're 
going to loan you money or grant you 
money, we want you to work with us to 
employ our people." I would say each 
and every time they do the best that 
they can. It’s not to their advantage not 
to try to hire local people — 

Michelle Madoff: 

Because when they come back to 
us again we're not going to give them the 
grant, are we? 

Mr. Robinson: 

Precisely.

Mr. President, I'd like to have my 
comments from last Wednesday included 
in the Record. 

(REMARKS BELOW) 

Michelle Madoff: 

Likewise to be sure. 

I am reluctantly voting aye. I am 
very concerned about what is happening 
in the abatements that are being written 
off the books that are legitimate tax 
dollars or fees that are being paid and 
picked up by other people because people 
aren't paying their bills simply because 
nobody reads their meter, sometimes for 
three years at a time. No matter what 
Mr. Daryl Smith says that happens to be 
fact and I can document it. Tm also 
reluctant because I voted against the 
Water Authority but I think that to keep 
the City running I don't really have a 
choice so Til vote aye. 

(REMARKS BELOW) 

Mr. Wagner: 

I vote aye and I’d also like my 
comments brought forward from last 
Wednesday's meeting. 

tBEGINNING - MR. ROBINSON'S, 
MICHELLE MADOFF’S AND MR. 
WAGNER'S REMARKS ON BELL NO. 568 
- WEDNESDAY, 4/25/84) 
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Michelle Madoff: 

Is this a bookkeeping thing, just 
straightening out your records? 

Mr. S chill o: 

Yes. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I don't want to move on it; does 
somebody else want to? I don't move on 
anything for the Water Authority. 

Mr. Wagner: 

I'll move for approval. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Daryl, I just hav a couple 
questions that we had raised with some 
concern about the meter readers, and 
hopefully you can identify what some of 
their legislative concerns are. I don't 
know if you had a chance to do that. 
How many meter readers do we have in 
the City? 

Director Smith: 

Nineteen. 

Mr. Robinson: 

The areas they cover, do they 
cover all 32 wards ‘in the City of 
Pittsburgh? 

Director Smith: 

Yes, on a quarterly basis. 

Mr. Robinson: 

They are responsible for reading 
every meter in every ward in the City of 
Pittsburgh? 


director Smith: 

That's right, on a quarterly basis. 
Mr. Robinson: 

Any sections in the City of 
Pittsburgh not read by City of Pittsburgh 
meter readers? 

Director Smith: 

Those sections not served by City 
of Pittsburgh, like South Hills. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Some not served? 

Director Smith: 

Those not served by City of 
Pittsburgh water. 

Mr. Robinson: 

That would have no impact on our 
exoneration process or anything; they are 
not served. 

Director Smith: 

That's right. 

Mr. Robinson: 

That is handled by someone else? 

Director Smith: 

That's right. 

Mr. Robinson: 

One of the concerns that has been 
raised I think is legislative, is whether or 
not these meter readers should, indeed, 
be required to read every meter 
quarterly as they are proposed to do. 
One of the things I think is important to 
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realize is, many of the meter readers are 
unable to get into the properties, and we 
all understand the importance of a 
person having control over their own 
property. If the meter reader goes to an 
address, rings the bell, knocks on the 
door, if they are not allowed to be 
admitted they can't read the meter. I 
think that is occurring in some 
instances. I think, also, there are 
probably some other physical 
impediments that prevent 19 people from 
covering 32 wards each quarter, just 
some real, live problems if they have 19 
people and when you consider the number 
of meters that they have to read. 

Also, a number of our meters are 
covered by dirt, by cement. These meter 
readers don't even know where the 
meters are and have no ability 
themselves to have those meters 
uncovered. Also, I think administratively 
we have to recognize there needs to be, 
if it is not already in place, a process by 
whatever difficulties meter readers are 
having reading those meters are 
identified and processed by your 
department and passed on to the 
appropriate parties. If it takes some 
court order or some action of our Law 
Department to get access to homes so 
meters can be read, then that needs to 
be done. 

We also have another problem 
where there are persons who have 
waterline situations in their homes where 
it is not to their advantage t~ have a 
meter reader come into their home and 
read the meter because if the meter 
reader gets into their home or property 
they will probably find out that the 
property owner owes us money and any 
reading would not be to the property 
owner's advantage, so many of the 
estimates that we get are very 
inaccurate, but they are inaccurate in 
part because owners of the property 
would not allow entrance by meter 


readers. We need to identify that in fact 
we need to talk to some meter readers, 
we need to bring some of them here and 
talk to them about what is going on. 

The other problems are, many of 
the properties in the City maybe at least 
one-third, are owned by persons who do 
not live on the property and, quite often, 
tenants are not as diligent as the 
property owner is in either making 
access to the property available to the 
meter reader and/or filling out the card 
that is left, so there is probably a 
number of instances where cards are left 
spid are discarded; a number of instances 
where meter readers cannot get into the 
property; a number of instances where 
people intentionally prevent meter 
readers from getting in; and a lot of 
other situations which probably are 
adv rsely affecting our abilities to get 
the monies that we are rightfully due for 
metered water. 

Nineteen people probably cannot 
do that job. One suggestion which Mrs. 
Madoff, I think, pushed strongly, was to 
require everybody in the City of 
Pittsburgh to have an outside meter. 
That is one way to begin to address the 
problem. But I think there are some 
other administrative things we are going 
to have to get at, and I still think it 
would be important for us to hear from 
some representative of the meter 
readers to get some perspective on the 
kinds of situations they have to face. 

Mr. Wagner: 

I have a few questions. First of 
all, I appreciate the information, Mr. 
Smith. Point of clarification, to my 
knowledge, we do not read the meters in 
all 32 wards in the City. 

Director Smith: 

No, it would not be 32 wards, 


612 





because the wards that are not serviced 
by the City of Pittsburgh water would 
not be read. In the South Hills area it 
would be read by West Penn Water. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Approximately how many meters 
do we read in this City? 

Director Smith: 

I couldn't tell you right off, but I 
could check to see how many we are 
reading. We have about 80,000 or more 
customers, but some of those are on a 
flat-rate basis. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Very small percentage. 

Mr. Wagner: 

About 6,000 on a flat-rate. 
Director Smith: 

Those we would not be reading, 
and when I say "reading", I certainly 
cannot say that all of those meters are 
being read. Those meters are included in 
the routes that are assigned to be read, 
but that doesn't meap that all of them 
are read. 

Mr. Wagner: 

The information you provided, the 
actual meters read are 58 percent. 

Director Smith: 

Right. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mail cards returned, 13 percent. 


Director Smith: 

Right. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Which means a total of 71 percent 
we obtain a reading on. What happens to 
the other 29 percent? 

Director Smith: 

They are estimated. That does 
not necessarily mean that 29 percent are 
estimated throughout the life of that 
account. Some that we don't read this 
month or quarter we may read another 
quarter, okay, but that is kind of an 
average for a quarter. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Well, when is the cutoff point that 
if w~ have not read that meter for a 
period of time at what point do we stop 
estimating? 

Director Smith: 

We never stop estimating. 

Mr. Wagner: 

In other words, we could be 
estimating an account for 10 years? 

Director Smith: 

Absolutely. That's right, and it 
has happened. As I indicated there are 
the only steps that we currently take to 
try to avoid estimates is to advise 
accounts that their bill has not been read 
for four consecutive quarters and ask 
them to contact us. 

I think Mr. Robinson's statement 
is well taken. Certainly some folks don't 
want to let us know that they have not 
been read or what their meter readings 
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are, and, also know we do need to take a 
hard look at our meter-reading process 
and how we go about making sure that at 
least all meters are read on a quarterly 
basis. There is certainly a lot of work 
needed to be done to make sure that 
happens. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Out of the 19 percent, I suspect 
some have not been read for years. 

Director Smith: 

I agree. There are probably some 
that may have not been read for 10 
years. 

Mr. Wagner: 

If that is the case, are our 
estimates used on previous years used? 

Director Smith: 

Previous consumption, yes. 

Mr. Wagner: 

There is no estimates of expected 
increased use at that particular location? 

Director Smith: 

No, because we don't have any 
information. If we can't get to read the 
meter we, obviously, don't have much 
information about what is happening 
inside that particular structure, so we 
don’t know whether the number of people 
there has changed from 4 to 6, or that an 
industrial location that may have been 
using very little water because of its 
previous use now uses considerable water 
because it is a different use. We don't 
have that information to make 
adjustment of the estimated bills. 


Mr, Wagner: 

Do we have any industrial 
locations that we are estimating? 

Director Smith: 

I couldn't tell you. 

Mr. Wagner: 

How can you check that? 

Director Smith: 

We would have to go back through 
all of our accounts to determine which 
are industrial and which ones have been 
estimated. At this point in time I just 
couldn't tell you. 

Mr. Wagner: 

My gut feeling is we are losing 
some dollars here on our estimated bills. 

Director Smith: 

I would agree with you 
wholeheartedly, that's why I said in the 
memo there we are making an effort to 
examine our meter-reading process and 
how we go about ensuring how they are 
read at least on a yearly basis, and we 
have begun to look at that now and work 
in terms of going forward. It is ust a 
matter of waiting. 

Mr. Wagner: 

I think it would benefit this City 
and Council and all involved for us to 
have a Post Agenda on that to determine 
exactly — 

Michelle Madoff: 

We have had four over the years. 
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Mr. Wagner: 

We have? 

Director Smith: 

I think, again, we are trying to 
make some strides and certainly, would 
not be opposed to talking about it some 
more. Everybody has some ideas on how 
we can improve and that is what we want 
to do. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Have we contacted any of the 
other utility companies to find out how 
they get around the problem? 

Michelle Madoff: 

Yes. 

Director Smith: 

West Penn has remote readers. 

Mr. Wagner: 

When you say "remote", what do 
you mean? 

Director Smith: 

It is electricly tied to the meter 
inside the house and tied to the outside, 
so it is no longer necessary to gain 
access to read the meter. All the reader 
has to do is walk up to the outside, look 
at the dial and take that information. 
Some even go so far as to have a 
computerized billing situation instead of 
just having a reading on the outside of 
the house. They have a little box they 
hook up that automatically tabulates the 
water consumption for that period. They 
turn it in to a central location. 


Mr. Wagner: 

Have we looked into the 

estimated cost? 

Director Smith: 

That is one of the things we are 
trying to work on right now. We 
currently have some remote readers 
installed in the City of Pittsburgh, and in 
the past they have been paid for by the 
homeowners as opposed to the City of 
Pittsburgh, so there are a lot of factors 
that would have to be considered if we 
were to go to a process. Customers have 
already paid to have theirs installed, if a 
rebate should be considered for them 
because now we are installing them at 
our own expense. Certainly there 
appears to be, on the surface, some 
benefit to installing some kind of remote 
reading situation in all of our locations. 
At this point in time we haven't done a 
comprehensive analysis to know just 
what the cost benefit analysis would look 
like. 

Mr. Wagner: 

One last question about the new 
increase beginning in May of 14 
percent. These 29 percent are the 
estimates, their bills will increase 14 
percent also? 

Director Smith: 

That's right. That's right, but, 
again, it will be based on past 
consumption. 

MR. GRABOWSKI COMMENTS 
Director Smith: 

I can't really tell you that. I don't 
know if we do or not. 
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Michelle Madoff: 

No. 

Director Smith: 

We, traditionally, have not taken 
the responsibility to turn the water off, 
and I think perhaps because it has been a 
political type of issue and not something 
that the adminstration, or perhaps 
Council, would want to — 

Michelle Madoff: 

State law prohibits us from doing 
it. We can penalize them. 

Director Smith: 

I'm not sure if that is the case. I 
am interested in notifying commercial 
customers. I would like to attempt to 
turn the water off, but at this point in 
time we have not done that. I think 
there was one; just in conversation 
someone said in the past 30 years we 
turned off the water to one account. 

MR. GRABOWSKI COMMENTS 

Director Smith: 

Td agree with you. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I would disagree with that 
vehemently. 

Director Smith: 

I would really love to have some 
kind of statement that says we could 
turn off water if we find there is 
someone trying to, perhaps, cheat the 
City out of some money. 


Michelle Madoff: 

I'm sorry to report that that is not 
the case; it is gross negligence and total 
incompetency in the meter reading 
division that has gone on for years. This 
has gone on for six years. Have you 
looked at the Wilkinsburg way of 
collecting meter readings? I would 
suggest before we have a meeting you 
look at what Wilkinsburg and some other 
communities are doing. They are doing 
it strictly by card, have no inspectors 
coming to the house and don't have the 
problems we have. What they do, if the 
law still is valid they can't turn it off, 
there is a penalty. We reason we have 
our abatements are not — I repeat, not — 
in the case of 99.99 percent with 
commercial accounts, they are with 
residential users who get zapped because 
nobody has bothered to knock on his 
door. They're in a hurry to get through 
the day. 

People call me. As a matter of 
fact it has happened to me, because I 
raised the issue. Somebody came to my 
door two months in a row, and I was 
home, and they didn't ring my doorbell 
let alone read my meter. The 
percentage that are mailing them in I'll 
bet it doesn't come to 71, Til bet some of 
them are also part of the 98 percent 
being read. 

Director Smith: 

We typically would not leave a 
card if we read a meter. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Let's assume the figure of 70 
percent is correct. With today's society 
people are not home because they have 
to go to work and your readers are out 
during the time people are going to 
work. I think it is a tremendous injustice 
to say these poor people are deliberately 
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trying to cheat the City, but because 
people are not reading their meters, and 
they pay their estimates — they do pay 
every month — since we don't read them 
after three years they certainly get 
zapped because no one has read the 
meter. 

Why can't we send out cards 
saying, "We will be at your home on such 
and such a date, please let us know if 
this time is convenient," then give them 
two or three choices so someone can be 
there to read the meter or have a key 
left. What we are doing is abating the 
money and the people, when the total 
comes in excessively, therefore, we will 
abate the money. It is not freeloaders, 
not people trying to cheat, it is 
negligence on the part of the City. Fact. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Just one question, Daryl. What 
legal efforts are we taking to gain access 
to property our meter readers cannot get 
into? 

Director Smith; 

At this point in time we have not 
taken any effort. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Have you explored possibilities 
with the Law Department on how to get 
access to property for meter readers? 

Director Smith: 

No. 

Mr. Robinson: 

It may be helpful to do that. 

Director Smith: 

I agree with you. Those sire some 


of the things we have to consider. We 
are really in the very early stages of 
time. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Based on the information you just 
gave me, approximately 80,000 meters in 
the City, if you could just follow some 
arithmetic here with me, we have 20 
meter readers? 

Director Smith: 

That’s right — 19. 

Mr. Wagner: 

I have used 20 as an average. 
Director Smith: 

It makes it easier to divide. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Twenty into 80,000 goes 4,000. 
Those 20 meter readers have to read 
4,000 meters every quarter. 

Director Smith: 

That's correct. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Or approximately 16,000 meters 
per year per meter reader. 

Director Smith: 

Okay. I assume your math is 

right. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Based on the average of 250 work 
days per year, divided into 16,000, you 
come up with an average number of 
meters read per meter reader of 64. 
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Director Smith: 

(Nodded affirmatively.) 

Mr. Wagner: 

Based on the percent of meters 
read, which is 58 percent of 64, the 
average meter reader reads no more than 
40 meters per working day. 

Michelle Madoff: 

That is correct. 

Director Smith: 

That is not a lot, but I would say 
to you that all of that sounds right, and 
perhaps, if nothing else, it tends to have 
one believe that 19 is a sufficient 
number, and the reason that the average 
does not, perhaps, work out well, as you 
present it, is because, first off, maybe 
250 days is the right number — I'm not 
going to say — but when we start to 
make exceptions and go out and check 
certain meters because of problems and 
what not, the 43 that you may read on 
one day, if you were to use that and 
average it, it doesn't work out. We may 
only read 10 or 15 one day because we're 
trying to make special exceptions, and on 
a typical route from 100 to 120 to 200, 
depending on where the route is. So I 
think all that tells us is 19 is a 
reasonable number to expect to do the 
job. 

Mr. Wagner: 

What I'm suggesting here is that — 
Director Smith: 

We are not getting the work out. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Not getting the work out of the 


people. If we are only reading, if they 
have a workload of approximately 65 per 
day they are only getting the 40, the 
average amount of time per house, when 
you are talking about a house here, a 
house here, a house there, and in some 
buildings meters are lumped together in 
one location — 

Director Smith: 

Absolutely. 

Mr. Wagner: 

— where you can read 10 meters 
in five minutes 

Director Smith: 

We have a number of meters in a 
number of locations, we would expect 
somebody to read as many as 200 meters 
a day or more. 

Mr. Wagner: 

I think this City should have this 
type of information that is more 
accurate, the exact number of meters 
that w" have, the number of employees 
reading them, the average per day, and 
whether or not that average per day is 
what we anticipate them to produce or 
the product they produce. 

Director Smith: 

Performance standards. I agree 
with you wholeheartedly. That is one of 
the things we intend to work on, develop 
some performance standards for the 
meter readers. 

Mr. Wagner: 

They are absolutely necessary, to 
make sure we are not losing dollars. 
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Michelle Madoff: 

And check with Wilkinsburg to see 
how they do it. 

Director Smith: 

Certainly. 

Michelle Madoff: 

And remote readers can be bought 
by anybody. They used to be $15.00. 

Director Smith: 

It is now $30.00. 

Michelle Madoff: 


And on the question, "Shall the 
bill pass finally?"

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. Vice-President, I think that 
it's important to bring to the attention of 
this body that last year before the Water 
Department became gobbledegook or 
goulash, because it's the same 
department with different names and the 
same people are just shifted around and 
then other people who worked our doors 
downstairs heading the Water 
Department, we agreed in this Council, 
through pressure that I had been exerting 
for five years, six years, and church 
groups and concerned citizens who had a 
hearing before this Council for the 
benefit of the colleagues who are not 
here, that we would do something about 
protecting the safety of our water, 
particularly the McNaugher and Brashear 
reservoirs where people are swimming. 

Well, yesterday they were 
swimming again. I hate to raise the 
subject but if somebody with aids got 
into our drinking water or some other 
communicable disease and lesser diseases 
being ecoli you get from children in 
diapers so you know what Tra talking 
about, we could have a very serious 
problem in the City. It is not to be 
laughed at. If you had to go through 
what the people in McKeesport went 
through, it wouldn't be funnv. 

We’ve tried everything. We’ve 
built fences; the fences have been ripped 
off and thrown into the reservoirs. It is 
now time to do what we said we were 
going to do and for which, I presume, we 
have budgeted. That was the issue that 
came up before budget. Do you 
remember that, Mr. Woods? We're going 
to have guards at the reservoirs to 
protect our drinking water and I want it 
in am hour. 

I would like to make that in the 


621 




form of a resolution. I make that as a 
formal motion that the head of the 
Water Department he reminded that this 
Council voted, I believe unanimously, 
that we have guards starting this year — 
we didn't have the money in last year's 
budget — and hire guards immediately to 
protect our water reservoirs. 

I make that as a motion. Can I 
have a second? 

Mr. Robinson seconded the motion. 

Mr. Wagner; 

Discussion. That issue was 
brought up at the last Water and Sewage 
Authority meeting and one of the first 
actions of the Water and Sewage 
Authority, which will be created 
officially tomorrow, and a meeting the 
first board hearing after the official 
creation and on board is, I believe is, 
next Friday. I think that will be on the 
agenda as one of the most important 
issues. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I'm glad that you're going to carry 
the message but this Council still 
represents the public and we have a right 
to request that and we've budgeted the 
money. Whether they changed the name 
of the Water Department to Water 
Authority is irrelevant. I think it should 
be the will of this Council; we have no 
right to enforce it until the Authority 
does but we did budget the money and it 
is merely a request that they 
immediately start to enforce the will of 
this Council and then hopefully they'll 
just follow through. I'm afraid we cannot 
wait because we're having 85 degree 
weather and they're swimming now. 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

Michelle, if I may. I know we 


budgeted money to the Water 
Department; I remember much discussion 
on the issue you're talking about. I don't 
know if we — 

Michelle Madoff: 

Security guards; that's exactly 
what we decided. 

The Chair, Pro tem; 

We could pass the resolution and 
Mr. Wagner who sits on the Board could 
carry that for us on Friday, did you say, 
Jack? 

Michelle Madoff: 

It is already the law. Tm just 
reinforcing that we reactivate what 
we've committed ourselves to do. It’s a 
will of Council. It's a floor motion, will 
of Council. 

WHICH MOTION PREVAILED. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Second item. I have had numerous 
calls particularly from Mr. Aubrey Lee 
who I believe owns a restaurant called 
Alexander's Graham Bell. They feel they 
are losing $5,000 a week in revenues, 
$5,000, because of something that I 
vehemently opposed before it went in. It 
got through under the grandfathering 
clause and that was the Market Square 
Arcade. Tm sorry Mr. Stone isn't here. I 
knew that was going to be trouble in that 
area; it didn't belong in that area. I’ve 
just spoken to the owners and they admit 
it doesn't belong there, really; they're 
having terrible problems. I’ve talked to 
the police and the police said they've had 
to hire security, - full-time police on 
certain nights, particularly good weather 
like this. It is a public nuisance. It is 
certainly not where we want people who 
are coming here for a convention, and I 
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believe my aide, Carmen Gunther, 
informed me this is the week we're 
having the largest convention in the 
history of Pittsburgh; you can't get a 
room within 50 miles of the City and 
we've got this kind of garbage going on in 
the Downtown Renaissance II. 

I would like to have our Law 
Department look into shutting them 
down. They have become a terrible 
public nuisance. It's a floor motion that 
we investigate what is happening and if 
my allegations proved to be true, and I 
know they will, that they ought to be 
shut down before Mr. Lee and the owners 
of that operation have to go to court and 
spend their money. We created this 
monster and we have a responsibility to 
stop it. 

That is a motion that we look 
into, through the Law Department, into 
finding out whether indeed this arcade is 
causing public havoc, disrupting the 
people walking by on -the sidewalks, 
screaming, yelling, swearing, obscenities, 
stopping people from walking by, keeping 
people from the area and causing 
business and tax dollars to be generated 
for this City. If it costs the business 
$5,000 a week what are we losing? If 
that proves to be true, we take some 
action and shut them down. That's my 
motion. 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

So essentially, you're asking that 
the Law Department — 

Michelle Madoff: 

— Look into the possibility of 
shutting them down if the allegations are 
true, and I kow they are. I spoke to the 
owner and he said they’re true. 


The Chair, Pro tem: 

Is there a second to that motion? 

Hearing no second, the motion 

fails. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Sorry, folks, you're wrong, but 
that's alright. I've been alone before. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, I just have two items I'd like to 
share. One relates to the proposed sale 
of Warner Am ex to TCI. About two 
weeks ago, I made a request with the 
approval of Council to our Solicitor to 
provide this Council with some 
information as to the procedures for us 
to accommodate a proposed sale and 
what role this Council and our Cable 
Advisory Committee would play in the 
proposed sale or transfer of that 
system. To date, we've had no response 
from the Solicitor’s Office. 

I would like the City Clerk to 
contact the Solicitor to see if he or any 
of his staff would be kind enough to 
prepare that information for us. The 
urgency, I think, is that on Wednesday, 
Council Bill 643, which I introduced, will 
be discussed and it specifically relates to 
Council initiating a study <"•£ the fiscal 
condition of the Warner Amex system. 

I am also concerned because it's 
my understanding that some 
conversations have already been initiated 
between Warner Amex and TCI and City 
representatives. And I think rather than 
proceed without direction, that certainly 
this Council needs to know whether or 
not we have been officially and legally 
informed that Warner Amex plans to sell 
their system and whether or not it is 
appropriate for representatives of the 
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City of Pittsburgh to be engaged in 
conversations and procedures that relate 
to that potential sale. I think we could 
be getting ourselves in a very bad 
situation, one where we are not properly 
informed or legally informed, yet we 
have a legal role at any proposed sale of 
that system. 

So, if the City Clerk could get 
that information, unless there's some 
objections from members of Council, I 
think that would be most helpful to 
Counci and it's potential deliberations 
around the sale or transfer of the 
system. 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

Mr. Robinson, do you want that 
information prior to Wednesday's 
meeting? 

Mr. Robinson: 

I would appreciate it if we could 
have that prior to Wednesday. I think if 
the City Clerk goes back through the 
Records from about two weeks ago, he 
will be able to pull out the specific 
request. 

Michelle Madoff: 

May I make a comment, Bill? I 
absolutely agree with Councilman 
Robinson. Every time the issue has been 
raised, I think by myself, the President 
of Council has said, "Well, you don’t have 
a bill before us; therefore, we cannot 
address it." Then we end up in the same 
situation every time. You get twenty 
minutes, folks, because if you don't, 
everybody's cable is going to be shut off 
and they're going to say they'll take it 
under any conditions. 

I know what Mr. Robinson has told 
you today is gospel. I know who they're 
talking to, what the deals are, what's 


been cut, and I know there's 
conversations and negotiations going on 
with the Administration, with Brother 
Richard. There sue discussions going 
on. I would like to know why 

Councilwoman Masloff is not apprised of 
everything that happens, that's her 
department, and she in turn apprising 
us. I think she’s being excluded from 
that. I don't think it’s right. 

What's going to happen is business 
as usual. Council will be notified — 
Guess what? Either you do this or else. 
Tm tired of it Bill. I'm tired of being 
told and I agree with you. We don't have 
a bill before us; we have a bill by virtue 
of the fact we got a letter informing us 
that they want to make that sale. 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

That's, I think — 

Michelle Madoff: 

You’re here as the Vice-President, 
not as the President. If the President 
were there now he'd be shutting me up 
and saying, "We don't have a bill before 
us." 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

I think that's what Councilman 
Robinson is referring to. A letter from, 
or some information from Danny 
Pellegrini, asking was that notification, 
are we notified that they are for sure 
selling. That letter didn't really come 
right out and say that and that's what he 
is asking. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I think it came right out and said 
it. 
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The Chair, Pro tern: 

Well, maybe we can read between 
the lines but it just didn't say that and I 
think that's the information he is 
requesting. We will have that, hopefully, 
by Wednesday, by the time we discuss 
your piece of legislation. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. Woods, the letter says, I don't 
have it in front of me but boy I know 
that letter. It says we are currently 
negotiating with them and they’re 
looking into buying it. What more do you 
want? 

The Chair, Pro terns 

But it didn't say we are informing 
you we are selling Warner Cable. 

Mr. Robinson: 

On another matter, if I might; the 
Armour controversy, A9 Council is 
aware, there is some concern on the part 
of the City and former Armour workers 
as well as local elected officials who 
have been attempting to deal with this 
Armour controversy that the Armour 
plant in the West End will be closed and 
not operable, locally, either by local 
business people or by some national 
concern. I'm more specifically 

concerned at this point about any tax 
monies that are due to the City of 
Pittsburgh by the present owners of that 
facility, ConAgra. Without attempting 
to aggrevate an already tense situation, I 
think that it would be appropriate for our 
Law Department to m ve expeditiously 
to lien the property so that in the event 
we cannot get those monies that are due 
us prior to that plant being closed and 
totally inoperable, that we will at least 
have some physical property belonging to 
ConAgra that we can transform into cash 
money and get the taxes that are due 


us. I think it would be less them fair to 
the people of the City of Pittsburgh if 
our Solicitor did not move expeditiously 
to lien that property and at the same 
time attempt to receive the monies that 
are due us. It's approximately $53,000 
and I'm sure that that pales in 
comparison to the millions of dollars that 
ConAgra has sunk into that plant and 
other plants. But that $53,000 does 
belong to the City of Pittsburgh; I think 
we're entitled to it, and inasmuch as 
ConAgra has decided to begin to move 
equipment out of the plant, it seems to 
me that we ought to move expeditiously 
to include our portion of any business 
with them. Once they move all the 
equipment, for all practical purposes 
that plant is not going to be able to 
operate and ConAgra will be off in 
Omaha or Nebraska somewhere, but the 
facility will still be here, the building 
will still be here. And I think that we 
owe it to ourselves to at least try to lien 
the property to put this whole situation 
into perspective. 

If it is appropriate, I'd like to have 
the City Clerk forward a letter to Mr. 
Pellegrini expressing our concern that he 
take the appropriate actions to make 
sure that we secure all tax monies due us 
and also whatever other legal actions 
would be appropriate to make sure we 
can secure some collateral, some 
physical evidence that we could utilize if 
indeed we're unable to secure our tax 
monies from ConAgra. 

The Chair, Pro tern: 

I'd like to add one other thing. I 
beli-ve when we* had that post agenda, 
didn't Danny say that the Treasurer's 
hearing was coming shortly, within the 
week after that? 

So, I'd like to add in your letter 
what happened at the Treasurer's 
hearing, what was the outcome of it. 
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Mr. Robinson: 

We need to be informed on that as 
quickly as possible because, if for no 
other reason, many of the former 
employees who would like to buy and 
operate that plant are at least depending 
upon us to try to do what we can to make 
sure that all parties Eire responsible, the 
former union members, ConAgra, and 
other interested parties. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. Woods, Fd like to make a 
comment and a motion. We have talked 
on the floor and to some degree privately 
in the past, that Council form a 
committee to address the loss of jobs or 
plant shut-downs in the City of 
Pittsburgh. I don’t think there’s any 
member of Council that doesn't think the 
need for that exists. The problem is 
we've been talking about it for, I believe, 
two or three months and essentially 
we've done nothing about it. 

This morning myself and Paul 
McDermott and representatives from the 
Engineering and Construction 

Department visited Clark Candy 
Company. We all know where Clark 
Candy Company is located, on the North 
Side; they've been in the City of 
Pittsburgh for 98 years. We brought 
along with us some engineering plans of 
the proposed highway going past Clark 
Candy Company. We found out today by 
going through those design specs for the 
highway that one of the two access roads 
for Clark Candy Company and their plant 
is going to be eliminated, which in itself, 
creates somewhat of a problem for Clark 
Candy to continue to operate efficiently 
at the present location. 

The reason why I bring this up is 
that I think we need to have a group, 
several members of this Council, that 
can immediately address this type of 


problem as soon as we find it out. For 
this particular situation, we need to sit 
down immediately with PennDOT, with 
the designers of that highway, to address 
this problem and to make sure that we 
.are nqt inconveniencing a company at 
full employment, which is employing 500 
people in the City of Pittsburgh. We 
certainly do not want to lose these types 
of companies and we certainly must do 
everything that we can to keep them. 

For that reason, Fd like to make a 
motion that we as a Council set up a 
committee immediately, within the next 
week or two, to address this type of 
problem and any type of problem in this 
City pertaining to the loss of jobs or 
plant shut-downs so that we can 
intervene in whatever way is necessary, 
whether it be through other 
governmental entities or with the 
companies themselves. I’m not 

indicating that this is the case with 
Clark Candy; all Fm saying is that 
situations like this can develop to a point 
where companies in this City feel that 
their is not any great concern for them 
here in the City. I think by setting up a 
committee of this type we can show the 
public that we are concerned and we do 
want to help in whatever way. 

Mr. Robinson seconded the motion. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Discussion. I had raised my hand 
and what I was about to ask was very 
much in line with what you're doing, Mr. 
Wagner. 

I know that this City, the 
Administration, has used, and I use the 
term used in the sense of the dictionary, 
used the Economy League to present 
their position. When they went out and 
found out a lot of things they were 
keeping from us as to how bad things 
were in this community, how taxes were

going to have to be raised, it was kept as 
a secret document. Only when I smoked 
out the document and they felt they 
couldn’t hide it any longer did it become 
public record. 

I think it's incumbent upon this 
Council to know what's really going on in 
this community. You see, what happens 
is that the hip bone is not attached to 
the thigh bone. We learn that 
Westinghouse is losing some people; we 
then learn that Dravo is going to get rid 
of their barge department; — It's all 
little pieces of a puzzle but we haven't 
put the whole picture together. I think 
we need a very quick study by the 
Economy League and we certainly should 
be able to get it rapidly because the one 
who did the study last time which showed 
that Pittsburgh is in big trouble, big, big 
trouble, with the almost $1 billion debt, 
we then turned around and hired the 
person who did the report, Mr. Turner, 
who said, "What I did wasn't right." He’s 
now here so we hope the Economy 
League will come out with a report 
they're willing to stand by as they were 
behind that last report. They submitted 
it for an award amongst the Association 
of Leagues saying that what their finding 
were were very accurate. What the 
Administration tried to do was dilute it 
by hiring the person a^ay. 

We need a study to really give us 
some statistics. How many unemployed 
are there? We can get that from our 
own Finance Department because 
obviously we're going to have a lot less 
income this year in taxes, Mr. Woods, 
and that's going to effect your budget as 
head of the Finance Department. I don’t 
think we ought to get that in November; 
we ought to have it now. It's the kind of 
thing that Mr. Robinson, Mr. O'Malley 
and others of us on Council have been 
asking for, Mr. Givens, early in the year, 
about this time, we're even late now. We 
should have started getting this 


information months ago so that we start 
knowing what we're going to have to deal 
with at budget time and it's going to be 
grim. What you're suggesting the 
Administration is not in our purview, 
that they are the Administrators, we are 
only the Legislators. You know, we 
legislate and they administrate. 
Obviously, what really happens is we 
propose and they dispose and whatever 
we do they’re going to take glory for 
anyway and I don't care as long as people 
have jobs. I think the Administration is 
coming in and acting — When did they 
get involved with Gulf? After the fact. 
Where are they now with Papercraft? 
Where were they when I intervened on 
Equitable Gas? What did they do with 
Station Square? What did they do with 
Mesta and Mellon Bank? We, 
Councilmembers were the people who 
intervened on behalf of the public, not 
the Administration. 

So, your point is well taken but I 
think we need some hard documented 
facts in order to function. I'd like to see 
this Council — We ought to have a 
resolution, Mike, for Monday that we 
commission a study that gives us some 
concept of where this City is going to be 
when we get to budget time. Some real 
hard documented facts. Would you agree 
with that, Mr. Woods? 

The Chair, Pro tern: 

Jack, your proposal for this 
committee, I’m whole heartedlv going to 
vote in favor. The one you were talking 
about that we spoke about some months 
ago, only a few members of Council, the 
Commissioners, Congressmen, some 
State Senators and Legislators — I guess 
it hasn't materialized the way we hoped. 

Michelle mentioned Papercraft 
which was out in Blawnox. I assume 
they're on their way out; they laid off 70 
people a month ago and they're going to 
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get rid of another 70 this week or next 
week. 

Something really has to be done so 
all in favor vote aye. 

WHICH MOTION PREVAILED. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Tin going to introduce the 
resolution that we have a study, that we 
pay to have this study prepared for us or 
ask the Administration to pay for it. 
They have the money. 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

One other thing. I know we have 
two post agendas on Wednesday but I 
agreed to listen to Papercraft, a few 
people from Papercraft, on Wednesday 
also. 

Michelle Madoff: 

On that note, Mr. Woods, 
Papercraft was supposed to meet with 
me today at 12:30; they didn't show and I 
don't know what happened. Was there a 
general meeting of Council? Whatever. 
I did intervene for them with people 
because I know the Papercraft people 
very well and I got a message back that 
thev have to go to the table first and 
negotiate at the table. They will not let 
us intervene. 


immediately to any potential problem. 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

I agree with you, Jack. Maybe if 
we, a few members of Council, get 
together and appoints this committee, 
then maybe some of these other people 
will take heed and say, "We better get 
involved also." I agree with you. 

Michelle Madoff: 

We need a Mayor who will do that, 
not after the fact. 

Michelle Madoff moved to excuse Mr. 
Givens for absence from the meeting. 

Mr. Wagner seconded the motion. 

Which motion prevailed. 

And on the motion of Mr. Wagner 

Council adjourned.

Bill No. 727 WHEREAS, the 
management of Papercraft Company of 
Pittsburgh have demanded unreasonable 
concessions from their employees; and 

WHEREAS, 'the employees of 
Papercraft Company have served the 
company with loyalty and dedication and 
are largely responsible for the company's 
prosperity; and 
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WHEREAS, negotiations have 
presently reached an impasse. 

NOW, THEREFORE, 

BE IT RESOLVED, that the 
Members of Pittsburgh City Council 
strongly urges the management of 
Papercraft Company to bargain in good 
faith with the union representing their 
employees in a constructive effort to 
come to a contract agreement which 
would prevent a possible closing and 
subsequent loss of jobs.

Which motion prevailed. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Discussion. Has anyone discussed 
this with Hy and Jo or any of the 
Papercraft people from this Council? 

The Chair, Pro tern: 

They were supposed to get back to 
us, Michelle, and they never did, with 
some type of resolution or some kind of 
wording that we've asked. We did agree 
that we would do this today and they 
didn't. 

Michelle Madoff: 

No, no. That's not what I asked 
you. Hy and Jo are the owners of 
Papercraft; it's a family owned 
company. I wanted to know whether any 
member of this Council has been in touch 
with any of those people. I tried to get 
through to them and I was cut off at the 
pass by somebody who said, I think it was 
the supervisor of the plant or an aide or 
something, saying that the problem has 
nothing to do with us and it should be 


negotiated at the table and the problem 
is at the table and they have to sit down 
and negotiate at the table. The 
impression I was given is that the 
employees didn't want to negotiate at 
the table and we know that's not true. I 
think this is just a lot of window dressing 
and it makes Council sound like we're 
really doing something and I don't think 
we're really doing anything for them. 

I would like to see a telegram, a 
very strongly worded telegram, going out 
today to Hy and Jo and whoever else at 
Papercraft saying that we would like to 
meet with them and that we feel very 
much, as this resolution says, that 
they're not bargaining in good faith and 
that indeed their profits were made by 
the sweat of the brow of the people that 
work for them. We're not talking about a 
company that's losing money and coming 
to us to say we're in trouble; this is a 
company that had $26 million last year. 

It's all very nice to honor people 
and take up time and say, "Aren't we 
wonderful, Tm recognizing people." It 
gets lots of votes. But if we’re going to 
do something, let's not have window 
dressing; let's really do something. 

I would like to amend this 
resolution to say that we will also have a 
strongly worded telegram or a call from 
Mr. Woods going out today to, I think it's 
Hy and Marshall is the son who is the 
acting president. Marshall is the son of 
Hy and Jo and and the cousins are all — 
it’s a very incestuous kind of thing — and 
say "Council wants to meet with you." 
We don't want to just send you a little 
message that says, "Gee, wouldn't it be 
nice if you’d sit down in good faith and 
negotiate with these people. After all, 
they helped you." Nothing's going to 
happen; they're going to ignore us. 
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The Chair, Pro tem: 

Michelle, if I could just interrupt 
you for a moment. I know I agree and I 
believe probably every member of 
Council agrees with you that a resolution 
is a wish of ours. There's not much we 
can do with Papercraft especially since 
they're outside the City. I don't know 
what we can do with any corporation or 
company that's even inside the City. Our 
hands are virtually tied and that's why at 
some later date that all of us have to 
discuss maybe some of these post 
agendas and different things, listening to 
groups, that we really have no control 
over. But they asked us to do this and 
that's why — 

Michelle Madoff: 

I don't think it's enough; I don’t 
think it goes far enough. Are you willing 
to make the call or do you want me to 
make the call? Is this Council willing to 
sit down and meet with Papercraft? Are 
you willing to send a strongly worded 
telegram or make a phone call and say 
we want to sit down and talk to them, 
that we're appalled? This is not a 
company losing money; it's a company 
making tremendous profits. 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

Michelle, personally, I don't feel it 
would serve any purpose. I think the 
resolution, if we mail that to the 
particular individual saying how we feel

ril tell you why it would make a 
difference, Mr. Woods. May I tell you 
why it would make a difference? 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

Just let me finish. I don’t believe 


we'd helping the cause that much by 
having them come in here, especially 
when they’re not — 

Michelle Madoff: 

PH go out there; I'm willing to go 
out there. It's not very far. The point 
that I'm making is that I am tired of 
seeing social work amongst the rich. Mr.

These industrial parks give 
tremendous incentives. There's UDAG 
loans, there's land made available at 55 
cents a square foot. I could go back and 
show you records of many activities that 
have taken place. 

There should be something in the 
future. Industries ought to be put on 
notice. People like Jay Aldridge from 
Penn Southwest ought to be put on notice 
that in the event this kind of thing 
occurs there will be a payback of some 
sort. That would then put the pressure 
of peer pressure on the Katz'; their own 
people. The word that I'm getting back 
because I've jokingly said, "Well, there 
goes my social life" because I know these 
people, I socialize with them and the 
word Tm getting back is that their peers 
think it's appalling. Their own friends 
think it's disgraceful. I think they need 
some peer pressure and I think we have 
to go out and say this is a disgrace and 
not just send a little wishy-washy 
resolution. 

I amend this resolution to say, yes, 
we'll send it but in addition to which 
we'll make a call or send a telegram; we 
want to meet as soon as possible. Are 
you game? Does anybody second that? 

Mr. Robinson seconded the motion. 

Which motion prevailed. 
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Mr. O'Malltyt 

What was the motion again, 
Michelle? 

Michelle Madoff: 

The motion is that we, in addition 
to sending this resolution which means 
nothing, a strongly worded telegram 
asking for a meeting and telling that we 
send a delegation. We don't have to go 
nine strong or eight strong; I trust Mr. 
Woods to go and Mr. Robinson or 
whoever to represent me or if you want 
me to he there, fine. Just say that we 
want to sit down with them and tell them 
how appalled we are and tell them that 
what they're going to bring upon 
themselves and upon other industries in 
this community is controls and some 
restrictions and guidelines when we have 
industrial parks opening that when they 
do this kind of thing, earning huge 
profits, that they can't come to us 
without paybacks or something that we 
have to see. We have to have a meeting 
essentially. I know what you're going to 
say at the meeting but just sending a 
resolution isn't good enough. 

Mr. Robinson: 

I think that one of the things that 
we might want to concentrate on is Mr. 
Wagner's suggestion that some sort of 
committee be formed to address the very 
serious problem of pl&nt closings and 
employee dislocation is our area. 
Obviously, this Council has become a 
forum for a great deal of community 
discontent and we are constantly being 
asked to try to mediate disputes between 
labor and management. While certainly 
there are a number of legal questions 
being raised about our ability to do it or 
even the propriety of us doing it, 
certainly the end result of these disputes 
usually has been negative for the City of 
Pittsburgh. We have either lost a plant 


and/or employees and it seems that there 
are some organizations in this 
community that are taking the leadership 
in attempting to stabilize our economy. 
One such organization is the Economic 
Development Committee which was 
created by the Allegheny Conference on 
community development. It might be 
wise for us in the process of thinking 
about creating the committee that Mr. 
Wagner has spoken about to have Hy 
Milton come in from the Economic 
Development Committee to sit with us in 
a post agenda or other appropriate form 
to seriously talk about economic 
stabilization in this area, the issues of 
plant closing, worker dislocation and 
some of the ideas about making 
Pittsburgh a center for high technology. 
I think Mrs. Madoff is right on target in 
terms of kinds of obligations that 
corporations have to us here in the City 
but fm not quite sure that we have all 
the pieces to the puzzle. Tm not quite 
sure we're talking to the right people. 
Certainly the Economic Development 
Committee, when it was created a 
number of years ago, had as one of its 
purposes the identification of problems 
in present industry, including worker 
related problems as well as new 
economic opportunities for this area. I 
think that Economic Development 
Committee is composed of the types of 
people here in Allegheny County for 
directly involved in our present economy 
and those people would be involved in 
any future economy. It might do us good 
to get some perspective from Mr. Milton 
and his staff as to where this region is 
going. We’ve received reports and 
written communications about a number 
of conferences that have been held by 
the University of Pittsburgh, by the 
Allegheny Conference on Community 
Development, that relate to economic 
development in our area but this Council 
has yet to be involved formally in any 
process geared to revitalizing this area, 
yet we are now becoming the only form 
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available to dislocated workers where 
they ask us to indeed begin to deal with 
some wavy economic problems. I think 
the resolution today, the post agenda last 
Wednesday and some of the other 
concerns that we've had to address are 
only symptoms of a very large problem. 
As opposed to being part of the solution, 
it appears that we’re going to become a 
part of the problem itself if for no other 
reason we’re not going to be able to 
produce, we're not going to be able to 
solve the problem. And instead of many 
of those workers coming here looking for 
help, they're going to come here to 
accuse and to perhaps attack us. I think 
it would be most unfortunate if we 
simply sit around and only pass 
resolutions and not attempt to bring in 
some of the people who are actively 
involved in changing our City 
economically and doing it quite often 
without our knowledge and certainly 
without our input, yet we are receiving 
the backwash, so to speak, of many 
things that are going on. Pm sure that 
the Economic Development League is 
aware of the situation of Papercraft; Pm 
sure they're very much chagrin that 
perhaps Papercraft will leave town. But 
they’re also engaged in trying to bring 
other companies here. 

So, I just wanted to leave those 
thoughts with members of Council and 
very strongly urge us to bring into these 
Council Chambers the Captains of 
Industry and others who are working on 
changing our community to find out 
where we fit in. 

Michelle Madoff: 

You know, I think it’s really a very 
sad day and a very sad commentary. You 
know, every time this Council tries to do 
something, Mr. Robinson, as you pointed 
out, we're the scapegoates. You know, 
one of the services we offer as 
Councilpeople is scapegoating for the 


Administration. We propose and they 
dispose. 

We shouldn't even be having this 
conversation. These people who are 
dislocated workers, of which you might 
recall, 50 percent did live in the City, 
Mr. Woods, came to us, did not go to the 
Mayor. And when they went to the 
Mayor it was so late in the day it was 
ridiculous; he's going to make a phone 
call, he’s going to try to do something. 
Gulf is another example. We could go on 
endlessly of how the Administration 
waits to see which way the wind is going 
to blow, who he is going to offend with 
the Allegheny Conference or the 
Chamber of Commerce or what have 
you. You're right. We are the only 
forum and for us to issue a resolution 
that’s only window dressing is almost an 
insult. I got actively involved, verbally 
involved — they could have killed me 
with looks — with Equitable Gas strike. 
Granted, they didn't get what they 
wanted but the men and women, they 
were mostly men, went back to work 
with dignity. They got their jobs back. I 
had 513 people offer to move me and 
paint my house and I said I don't take any 
perks of that nature. 

The point Pm making is that we 
just can't pass this resolution. Let us go 
and express our displeasure in no 
uncertain terms. What Mr. Woods said 
here in Council the other day I want him 
to say it to their faces. You're not 
afraid to do that are you? 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

No Pm not, Michelle. 

Michelle Madoff: 

And Pm not afraid to say you're one 
of the largest philantropic groups in the 
City; how about doing some charity work 
amongst your employees and that you're 
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really not being a good neighbor in this 
community and you're really bringing 
shame on Pittsburgh and on this 
community. And then I think the point 
you raised, Councilman Robinson, is that 
the Chamber of Commerce, for example, 
I just got their literature, I have 
arranged for those members of Council 
who would like to join the Chamber 
After Dark, an evening thing they have, 
and they have all kinds of sessions, I 
think it's $200 a year or something and 
we get a special group rate here — Mike, 
you've got the material on it — I just 
looked at the material today and they're 
addressing the issues that you've talked 
about, seminars on jobs, retraining, how 
to operate more efficiently, how we 
could solve some of the problems. That's 
one avenue and you're right; why wasn't 
this Council invited by Pitt? Why did we 
read about it in the papers afterwards? 
Because we're sort of like, well — You go 
to a public meeting and you'll find that 
your Congressman, your Senator, your 
Legislators in Harrisburg 1 are introduced 
and the Mayor is introduced. Rarely do 
they even acknowledge that a 
Councilperson is there because we're 
really not very important, but we do the 
scapegoating and we're the ones that 
people come to. And you're right Bill, 
when it doesn't happen they say, "See, 
what are you doing about jobs?" Well 
here's our time to stand up and be 
counted. And it will hurt me more 
personally, my personal life, than any 
other member of this Council. I'm saying 
let's say to them, "We're ashamed of you; 
you’re a disgrace." We don't like it and 
we want to do it eyeball to eyeball. 
That's my motion. 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

I'm glad everyone feels that way, 
that these resolutions don’t mean 
anything. I’ve felt that way for quite 
some time. Everytime a member of 
Council brought it up or when SNAC 


would come in an ask us to pass a 
resolution with Papercraft, I told them 
right at the table last Wednesday it 
didn't mean anything. I'm glad everyone 
agrees with that; we finally got that out 
of the way. 

All in favor of this resolution? 
Michelle Madoff: 

I amended the resolution, Mr. 
Woods, to include — 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

That was already passed. Now we 
have to act on the resolution. 

Michelle Madoff: 

On the resolution, I'm just saying 
that we meet with them eyeball to 
eyeball and that a telegram or a letter of 
great displeasure asking that we meet to 
tell them how we feel be sent out. 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

All in favor? 

WHICH MOTION PREVAILED. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Now when are we going to do it? 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

As soon as Mike can get that 
telegram sent out. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Ben, why don't you do that by 
telephone today. We have such little 
time; why don't you do it right after 
session. And let's have a committee 
right now. Invite every member of 
Council who can possibly make it if they 
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don't have a conflict of schedule. 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

Mike, send the telegram, please. 

Mr. Wagner: 

In regard to Papercraft, I agree 
that we should move and we should try to 
do something. However, there is that 
growing need for this Council to at least 
start to initiate a committee. I'm not 
saving a committee consisting entirely of 
elected officials; Fm saying a committee 
consisting of respected people in the 
corporate community that care about the 
City of Pittsburgh, that want to stay in 
the City of Pittsburgh, people that are 
influential from a management point of 
view that could also be helping when 
situations like this arise. I don't think 
just this Council can accomplish what 
we're trying to accomplish. We need 
influential people from all areas, private, 
possibly labor, possibly government, and 
I'm hoping that we will move 
expeditiously to form a committee of 
that type in the near future. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I second the motion and I must ask 
a question. Where is our Mayor? Why 
hasn't he done this? We have Mr. Pease 
of the Conference, we have the 
Chamber, we have Penn Southwest, Jay 
Aldridge, we have Hyde Milton, we have 
Robbin who is the architect. You know, 
it reminds me of Moses, wanted to pave, 
cement the whole city. Where are these 
leaders? We need a new Mayor. 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

Thank you.

Michelle Madoff: 

Tm going to move to recommit and 
I'd like to explain why. 

Mr. Robinson seconded the motion. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Okay. The reason I'd like to 
recommit it is this feeling I'm getting 
from the people in this Council who 
believe in letting the sun shine in and 
letting the people know what's really 
going on is that they have no objections 
to having the post agendas of Council 
appear on the media or go over the 
Government Station. Their objection is 
to the forum and the format in which we 
conduct the meetings. Mr. Wagner has 
express opinion that there is no 
structure. Well, Pm not really concerned 
about the structure; I'm concerned about 
"Where's the beef?" At least the people 
are getting a feeling of what's really 
going on, the issues that we're 
addressing, and I don't think that they're 
non-productive; I think that nine times 
out of ten, something does happen. 

I am willing to let it go and 
recommit it until we have a meeting to 
set up some structure. One of the 
suggestions was made that all 
Councilmembers — that there be no 
more post agendas, they'd be part of the 
general meetings so that they're all 
included, and if we do it as a post agenda 
we take a roll call and we agree in 
substance that that particular meeting 
has some importance. 

For example, on the Papercraft 
hearing that we had that was not 
televised. I think it's a disgrace that it 
was not televised as a post agenda. 
Many times very important things 
happen, most of the important things 
happen that are post agendas, they're not 
just a number. For example, if we follow 
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up on Mr. Grabowski's concern on the 
bill, we may be addressing the individual 
account, what it was for, like Larimer 
Bridge, and was it an overrun and how 
much the money was. I think the public 
is entitled to that information. 

My purpose in recommitting the 
bill is to have a meeting set up with Mr. 
Stone; he's been having, what is it, a 
monthly lunch that we're having, I didn't 
go to the last luncheon, and instead of 
talking about a lot of gobbledegook and 
how we're going to decorate and what 
the office is going to be and what the 
money is going to be spent for, I think it 
might be important that we say, "How do 
we set up a mechanism for addressing 
the issues that come up at post agendas 
and do it, since Mr. Wagner has a feeling 
and I'm not going to question him on it, I 
don't agree with it, I don't think it’s very 
pertinent but if he feels strongly enough 
about it that it’s structured, then let's 
structure it. But in some way, I think we 
are depriving the public of their right to 
know what really goes on here, the meat 
of what goes on in this Council. And it 
all happens at the post agendas and at 
the hearings. 

So, I will postpone it, resubmit it 
and I will keep resubmitting it until we 
have a structure because if we vote on it 
today it goes down the tubes. I probably 
would have two votes for it. And I think 
that doesn't speak well for this Council. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, on the motion to recommit. I 
think one of the difficulties that we’re 
still struggling with is perhaps 
understanding the structure that we 
already have within Council’s rules to 
address some of the concerns that Mrs. 
Madoff wants us to facfe. I think her bill 
is very timely and, of course, I'm 
supportive of it. But Council rules 


already provide that there will be nine 
Committees of Council, each Committee 
shall have three members. I think 
implicit in that is that there will be 
meetings of those Committees. I raised 
this issue last year and the year before 
that. We do not now have nine 
Committees with three members each 
serving. That does not exist. We do not 
now have Committee Meetings. Because 
we don’t have those structured 
Committees as required by our own 
rules, because we do not have members 
of Council attending Committee 
Meetings, many issues are addressed at 
post agenda sessions. Perhaps we should 
be a bit more diligent in making sure 
that our Committees are properly 
structured and that those Committees 
meet and that those Committees address 
most of the issues that come up at the 
post agendas. I think until we decide to 
do that we are going to be missing the 
point. And I think the point is that we 
have an obligation to conduct the City's 
business in a business-like fashion. Our 
rules, which we approve every two years, 
provide for that. If we are not going to 
follow our own rules then I think we're 
going to have a great deal of difficulty 
understanding what it is we're supposed 
to do here and how we're supposed to do 
it. 

As far as post agendas being 
unstructured, our Council rules provide 
for the President of Council to preside, 
to appoint all Committees, to dissolve all 
Committees. The rules also provide for 
anyone who is chairing a meeting to 
basically set the agenda and set the rules 
consistent with our rules of Council. So, 
I don't think there’s any problem in 
having orderly, organized post agenda 
meetings. Again, I think part of the 
reason that we don't have orderly, 
structured post agenda meetings, at least 
in the eyes of some members of Council, 
is because I think we're failing to 
recognize the rules that we already have 
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in place which give us our guide to how 
we should conduct our business. 

I did introduce a hill into Council 
to trv and get each Committee properly 
structured last year; there didn't appear 
to be any extreme interest on the part of 
members of Council to see that that 
happened at that time. 

I, again, would encourage members 
of Council to refer to Council's rules. I 
would, again, encourage the leadership 
on this Council to so structure this 
Council so that we can conduct business 
in a business-like fashion and that we 
don't get diverted to issues that aren't 
issues. The issue isn't whether or not the 
public has a right to know; obviously, 
they have a right to know. And the issue 
isn't even whether or not we should 
televise post agenda meetings; it's 
obvious that we should televise any 
public business of this Council. I think 
the issue is that we, for whatever 
reasons, don't want to or can't structure 
ourselves in such a fashion that we can 
handle routine business, and post agenda 
issues are routine business of this 
Council. 

I just wanted to put that on the 
Record and, hopefully, members of 
Council will think, upon that and, 
hopefully, the leadership of this Council 
will attempt to straighten this matter 
out before we go too far afield. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Mr. President, Vm opposed to 
recommitting this. I think that all 
aspects were covered at the Committee 
Meeting last week; the pros and the cons 
were well aired and this Council voted in 
the negative on this bill and I think we 
should dispose of it finally today. 


Michelle Madoff: 

My understanding, with all due 
respect, Councilman Grabowski, as some 
people told me that they were principally 
in agreement with the bill and they 
would like to see the post agendas 
televised but they felt there should be 
more structure to them. So, in the 

interest of not killing off the public's 
right to know, I am willing to postpone it 
until such time as we can restructure to 
their satisfaction. Mr. Stone said after 
he was elected as President that he 
would be meeting with all members of 
Council to discuss exactly that kind of 
item, how we would restructure — do you 
recall in the backroom — how we would 
restructure our post agendas and our 
hearings. Personally, from my 

perspective, when you have something of 
importance to discuss you call all the 
parties together, everybody identified 
themselves, and the proper questions are 
asked. Many things happen that are very 
positive. Sometimes you don't even have 
to change things. A good idea comes out 
but basically we learned at the hearing 
on house sales that many of the bills that 
I introduced have now, five years later, 
are effective and are working. Tm 
delighted and I think a lot of people need 
credit. It's not always to chastise and 
sometimes even to say thing's aren't 
We don’t know what's happening; we 
learn what's happening. There are people 
who say, "Well, you could go learn that 
on you own." But what we’ve seen in this 
Council, and every member of Council 
has stated time after time after time 
that we don’t get answers. When we 
make requests from Department Heads, 
we just don’t get answers. They don’t 
think we’re important enough to get 
answers. They’re hired by the 

Administration. I firmly belive that we 
have to put all Council's business before 
the public and therefore we ought to hold 
it until such time as we can structure it 
to suit everybody on Council so that 
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nobody on Council is not going to be 
clearly in the public's eye or 
misunderstanding or understanding. 
Either you want the public to know what 
we're doing here or you don't. If you 
have an objection to how they're hearing, 
then let’s revamp the style, the 
mechanism, the technique, to do it as 
part of Council, to restructure it in a 
format you want to do it, but let's not 
say, "We're going to keep the public from 
knowing what's going on." 

Therefore, I want to recommit the 
bill and I have a second to recommit. 

Mr. Wagner: 

I'd like to comment. Obviously, 
I’ve made mv opinion known pertaining to 
this issue in that I think that our post 
agendas sue not structured. We don't 
have very simple requirements such as a 
roll call at our post agendas. I know all 
of you know as well as I do, quite often 
you'll be sitting at a post agenda and 
there will be two members of Council 
sitting there. I think that's an 
embarrassment to our Council and I'm 
not saying that Council is the reason for 
it. The reason for it, basically, is that 
all of us have not sat down and developed 
the guidelines that are necessary to 
make post agendas what they should be, 
to get something factual out of them, to 
get some commitments out of them, to 
address the problems that exist. I 
personally think that is the major 
problem. It's not whether or not they’re 
televised; it's simply the manner in which 
they're conducted. It doesn't matter is 
they're held out here in the Council, in 
the Mayor's Conference Room, in one of 
our offices. It's simply the agenda. 
There is no agenda, there are no 
conclusions drawn and, as a result, no 
commitments made by just about anyone 
at the meetings to address the problems. 


I will bend somewhat and I will vote for 
recommitment but I will not vote for this 
bill until I see some type of structure 
developed in the future that can better 
address the problems and the main 
problem being that post agendas do not 
really benefit much at this point in time.

Emissions of carbon monoxide from mobile sources 
contribute to violations of the national ambient air quality standards for this pollutant.

I would like to share with this 
Council that I attended a dinner for Mr. 
Ruckles house. I have a meeting with 
him in Washington pending and I asked 
him why, I didn't want to embarrass him 
publicly, I asked him why Allegheny 
County, particularly Pittsburgh, was 
being forced to clean up and put in these 
costly controls on automobiles when we 
don't have a mobile source problem.

The first relates to 
the Western Restoration Center. I have 
a letter I'd like to read into the Record. 

"Dear Mr. Robinson: 

Governor Thornburgh asked that I 
respond- to your recent letters regarding 
Western Restoration Center. As you 
may know, on March 27, 1984, Walter W. 
Cohen, Secretary of Public Welfare, 
announced his final decision to close 
Dixmont State Hospotal and Western 
Restoration Center. 
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Please be advised that comments 
received were considered in the decision¬ 
making process. The concerns and needs 
of patients and their families, hospital 
employees, and the community were dept 
foremost in mind before a decision was 
reached. 

Following the closure of Western 
Restoration Center, the land and 
physical plant will be available for use by 
other state agencies through the 
Department of General Services. If the 
facility is surplus to state needs, it will 
become available to other governmental 
agencies and community organizations. I 
am not aware of any plan to covert this 
facility to a correctional facility. If you 
wish to present a proposal for alternate 
use of the facility, I would suggest you 
do so to both the Department of Public 
Welfare and the Department of General 
Services so that it may be considered 
during the transfer process.

The second concern relates to the 
Stanton Heights Shopping Center. 
Several weeks ago, a series of events 
occurred in the Stanton Heights Shopping 
Center in the 10th Ward of our City. 

The result was the tragic and 
unfortunate death of a 15 year old boy. 
The related Coroner's Inquest highlighted 
the actions of two of this City's police 
officers, which further underscores the 
need to either improve the conditions at 
the Stanton Heights Shopping Center or 


develop a sound substantive plan to 
replace it or remove it. 

For the past six years the Shopping 
Center has been the source of 
controversy, community tensions and 
death. It is not fair to Garfield residents 
or Stanton Heights residents or the City 
of Pittsburgh to allow the present 
condition to continue. 

On May 15, 1984, Council will hold 
a public hearing on concerns of many 
residents of the Garfield community. At 
that time, I would encourage the 
appropriate agencies of City Government 
to address the issue of the Stanton 
Heights Shopping Center.

Business Owners of Western 
Pennsylvania, Incorporated, in 
conjunction with the Small Business 
Administration, is having a seminar 
called Building A Brighter Future and the 
seminar and workshop is geared towards 
involving more women in business 
opportunities, not only locally but 
nationally. 

This is an effort that in part was 
sponsored an initiated by the White 
House and I think credit is due to the 
National Administration for doing 
something positive on behalf of Women 
Business Owners. This probably 
represents one of the more positive 
things that's come out of the National 
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Administration in the last couple of 
years but Tm particularly interested in 
this project because I think there are a 
lot of women business owners here in our 
area who do want to participate in the 
growth of our City and our County and I 
think this seminar is a good opportunity 
for them to do that. Tm just glad to see 
that the Federal Government, through 
the Small Business Administration, is 
working with local organizations to make 
these seminars and workshops a reality. 

As I mentioned before, the Women 
Business Owners of Western Pennsylvania 
is a sponsor of this workshop and seminar 
in conjuction with the Small Business 
Administration. Also, a number of public 
agencies, including our own Urban 
Redevelopment Authority, are involved 
as well as a number of major 
corporations in our City. 

I think our hats should be taken off 
to the corporate community for working 
in conjunction with the private and 
public sectors and trying to make 
business opportunities available for 
women. That's May 17th, 18th, and 19th 
at the Hilton Hotel.

Another item relates to the Human 
Relations Commission. If the City Clerk 
would be kind enough to contact the 
Human Relations Comission to remind 
them that they are supposed to have a 
report for Council this Wednesday 
relative to when their 1983 report will be 
done, their annual report will be done, 
and also some indication as to how 
they’re putting that report together, the 
areas of concern that they're going to 
address, and the methodology that 
they're utilizing. They were also 


supposed to report to us on a time 
schedule for us to receive the annual 
reports from ’79, '80, '81 and '82 along 
with an outline of how those reports will 
be put together, the content and the 
methodology that they're using in 
preparing those reports. 

My last concern relates to housing 
in the City. I’ve been getting a number 
of concerns addressed to me by way of 
letter and phone concerning Section 8 
housing in the City of Pittsburgh. As 
most members of Council know, this is a 
very sensitive issue because it does 
involve housing for low and moderate 
income people. 

There is a growing concern that 
Section 8 housing is being concentrated 
in certain neighborhoods. I think it 
would do us all well to review our 
Section 8 program and become familiar 
with the criteria that is utilized to select 
neighborhoods into which Section 8 
housing is placed and to make sure that 
no one neighborhood is handling more of 
a burden than another neighborhood. 

As I said before, it is a very 
sensitive issue and Tm sure everyone on 
this Council is appreciative that we must 
provide housing for all people in all 
neighborhoods. But the Section 8 issue, I 
think, is beginning to create some 
apprehension in some neighborhoods as to 
whether or not their neighborhoods, 
those particular neighborhoods, have 
been singled out, so to speak, for Section 
8 programs and whether certain 
neighborhoods will have to carry the 
total burden of the Section 8 program. 

It may be wise for our City Clerk 
to contact the Urban Redevelopment 
Authority and the Public Housing 
Authority and identify those persons who 
are responsible for the Section 8 program 
and ask them if they would be kind 
enough to prepare some sort of report 
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for Council as to how they operate the 
Section 8 program, how they determine 
which neighborhoods the housing goes 
into, and what kind of liaison they have 
with community groups and organizations 
in preparation of authorizing Section 8 
units in any one neighborhoods. 

I don't want to alarm anybody or to 
suggest in any way that our Section 8 
program is not being rim properly but I 
think with the number of concerns that 
have been raised with me that it is 
appropriate for this Council to get some 
feel for where we are with that program.

The one Section 8 has exhausted its 
funds, as you might be aware.

I would like to make some 
personal comments on the resolution and 
on Fritzie Zivic himself. 


As a young lad I remember one 
time taking a long hike, as we called it 
back in those days, through the streets of 
the City of Pittsburgh. A group of young 
lads from Lawrenceville ended up out in 
Frick Park which is some several miles 
from our destination and not knowing 
how far we traveled that day, on our way 
back we had the old thumb routine out 
there. Little known to all of us, a 
vehicle pulled up, one that was unusual 
at that particular time, back in about the 
1940's. It was a station wagon with the 
wood paneling on it and inside was no 
other than Fritzie Zivic. Of course, we 
didn't recognize him immediately, at 
that particular time, and he said, "Well, 
how far are you going?". We said, "The 
next major intersection down", figuring 
that he'd be either making a left or a 
right. Well, this went on for two or 
three intersections and he turned around 
to all of us guys and said, "Where in the 
hell are you people going?" We said, 
"Lawrenceville.", and he said, "Why 
didn't you tell me that. I'm Fritzie Zivic 
and I'm going right there myself." 

So, that was my first encounter 
with Fritzie when I was about eleven or 
twelve years of age. Since that time I 
think many of us have had the 
opportunity to talk with Fritzie and hear 
some of the word by word bouts that he 
had had and as was depicted even in our 
newspapers and those that covered the 
fights back in those days, the old Sun 
Telegraph, etc., that Fritzie never broke 
with a clean break. But he hid something 
to the hearts of all the young lads in both 
the Lawrenceville area and as well as 
through the City of Pittsburg and this 
region. As you put Pittsburgh on the 
map, as they want Pittsburgh to be seen, 
as we see this happening in our 
Convention Center down there, what 
Fritzie Zivic did to boxing, at that 
particular time, was to really bring it 
into the number one sport in this 
particular area, as our Pittsburgh 
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Steelers and the Pirates do likewise. He 
did that in that particular time and some 
way in the future I would hope that his 
name would not be forgotten because 
today was the day that he wsis buried and 
hopefully we could think of something 
that might happen in the future that 
would keep the spirit of Fritzie Zivic 
alive within the City of Pittsburgh.

I am reminded that Fritzie Zivic 
and I happen to have been friends in the 
past. I'd like to share one of the stories 
that he told me; Tm sure it might be of 
interest to all of you. 

He tells about boxing out in 
Hollywood, California and that there was 
one particular character who was at 
ringside who seemed to be heckling him 
pretty good and getting under his skin. It 
seemed that he wanted to repay him in 
some way and after going for two rounds 
with this individual he felt pretty sure 
that he now had it the way he wanted it, 
that it was only a matter of time, that 
he would consumate this fight. He then 
went to his comer and he said to the 
second, "Forget the mouthpiece after 
this round." At that.point, he took the 
usual water and he didn't put the 
mouthpiece back in. Pretty soon the 
heckler was giving him a rough time 
from ringside and at that particular time 
he got into a clinch and let go right in 
the eye of the spectator at ringside. The 
newspapers that day carried a headline, 
"Fritzie Zivic Scores Double TKO". It 
happened to be Bub Abbott or Lou 
Costello who was heckling him in the 
audience at that particular time. 

We have many fond memories of 
Fritzie Zivic and I'm sure that one 
cannot speak about the boxing field 
without speaking of Fritzie Zivic and the 


Zivic family. They’ve been a tribute to 
the fight game; they've been a tribute to 
this community and, of course, to their 
ethnic character.

WHEREAS, one out of seven 
Allegheny County residents are 
physically or mentally handicapped, but 
we take great pride in the contributions 
persons with disabilities have made and 
continue to make in medicine, science, 
education, the arts, law, government, 
and the many fields of technological 
advances; and 

WHEREAS, much remains to be 
done to open doors to full participation 
and quality of disabled persons through 
education, employment and convenient 
community living opportunities; 

NOW THEREFORE, BE IT 
RESOLVED that the Council of the City 
of Pittsburgh does hereby recognize 1983 
through 1992 as "Decade of the 
Disabled," and pledge our programs for 
the disabled in housing, buildings, 
education, employment, transportation 
and recreation, and in every other 
possible facet of the good life, in order 
to benefit all disabled persons that they 
may take their rightful place in the 
mainstream of our daily lives.

Mr. Robinson: 

Mr. President, if I might, two 
items. Mr. President and members of 
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Council, I would like the Record to 
reflect that I was in Washington, D.C. on 
May 10th, 11th and 12th to attend a 
meeting of the National League of 
Cities, Energy, Environment and 
National Resources Steering Committee 
of which I am a member. 

Our meeting agenda addressed the 
issues of hazardous materials 
transportation, ground water, 

Environmental Protection Agency and 
their Superfund and also infrastructure 
assistance. 

Specific information relative to 
the Steering Committee Meeting will be 
made available upon request. 

The second item relates to 
Council Bill 2305 which was introduced 
in 1983, in fact, introduced on January 
10, 1983. This particular bill related to 
the establishment of an Infrastructure 
Trust Fund in the City of Pittsburgh to 
assist in the financing of projects that 
would be geared towards rehabilitating 
our sewers, our bridges, some of slope 
areas and related projects. That bill did 
not pass at that time in 1983. In fact, 
final action was taken on the bill on 
February 7, 1983. 

The reason I bring this issue up 
now is that I think that certainly the 
issue of our infrastructure has been 
discussed on numerous occasions here in 
Council and many solutions have been 
suggested. One of the areas that I don't 
think that we have given a lot of 
consideration to is the area of doing 
something about the slopes in our City. 
Thirty percent of our City is slope area; 
we have some significant problems with 
the shifting and moving of those slopes 
and we have some very serious problems 
relative to impending danger to homes on 
those slopes or below those slopes. 

I would hope that Council would 


give some consideration to the purpose 
of Council Bill 2305, review it again and 
begin to more seriously look at what we 
can do to help people who live in sloped 
areas, either by way of grants to assist 
them in stabilizing the hillsides near 
their homes or a loan program that will 
assist them. 

I think that it is very important 
that we address all the major problems in 
our City and certainly when 30 percent 
of our land is on a slope I think that's a 
major problem we need to address. I am 
not suggesting that we do not address 
problems as they come up but I do think 
that there’s much more that we could do 
for homeowners and businesses that 
might be in peril because of the shifting 
of some of our slope areas. 

I will be introducing another bill 
similar to 2305 and I hope that members 
of Council will give that bill serious 
consideration.

I think it is very germane to 
the proposed sale that we know where 
Warner invests its,money because that 
certainly will give tis some indication as 
to its fiscal solvency* As far as the Task 
Force is concerned, the fact that we're 
in business ^Mth Warner Cable, I think its 
incumbent upon us to ask them the same 
kinds of qfle^tlons that we would ask of 
anybody &ho’$ doing business with us. If 
there is sOme problem with Warner 
providing that information, Vm unaware 
of it becauSd there has been no response 
to that inquiry whlchr was made several 
weeks ago. T have.a heightened interest 
inasmuch as the* issue of the proposed 
sale sedms tq be moving along pfetty 
quickly and it appears that Warner is 
somewhat reluctant to provide to the 
City of Pittsburgh, or its 
representatives, specific information. I 
wfiuld hope that *1 would he able to get 
this information or if someone could 
explain to me why I shouldn't have that 
informatidh iffelative to their investment 
policies and thei# business practices.

My second concern relates to my 
position as' Chairman of Planning, 
Housing ahd Development. I forwarded a 
letter to Warner Cable relative to the 
sale and *it was.ib response to a letter 
that I received from the President, Mr. 


Bent. Mr. Bent had responded to a letter 
I sent to Mr. Lewis who is the Chairman 
of the Board of Warner Am ex. One of 
the concerns that I had raised in my 
letter to Mr. Lewis was the issue of 
minority business development, not only 
in reference to Warner Cable in 
Pittsburgh but throughout the Warner 
Amex system. Mr. Bent's response to me 
did not specifically address the issue of 
minority business development. My 
letter to him asked for some details of 
what specifically Warner Cable was 
doing in the area of minority business 
development. Again, I have not been 
able to get a response. I recognize that 
the proposed sale is probably taking 
precedent but I think that again it's 
incumbent upon those who are doing 
business with us to at least try to provide 
us with information that we may be 
asking of others. If indeed Warner Cable 
has a minority business program, we 
should be able to identify it and we 
should be able to identify some results of 
it. 

Again, if Mrs. Masloff could be of 
some help in trying to secure that 
information or at least secure some sort 
of reply, that reply might indicate that 
the information is unavailable. From all 
that I have read in correspondence with 
Mr. Lewis and Mr. Bent, there is a 
program, there is a system wide program 
and there's one in Pittsburgh. But I have 
been unable to find the details of what 
that program is and I'd like to have that 
information as soon as possible.

Mr. Woods presented 

Bill No. 802 

Report of the Committee on Finance for 
May 23, 1984 transmitting one resolution 
to Council. 

Which was read, received and filed. 

Also, with an affirmative 

recommendation, 

Bill No. 709 

A Resolution entitled, "Resolution 
amending Resolution No. 1165, enacted 
December 19, 1983, entitled, 'A 

Resolution of the City of Pittsburgh 
authorizing the City to increase its lease 
rental debt by entering into a Supporting 
Agreement with the Public Auditorium 
Authority of Pittsburgh and Allegheny 
County requiring annual payments of the 
City of Pittsburgh of one-half of the 
principal and interest of said Authority's 
Auditorium Bonds, Series D, which will 
be issuqd by the Authority in the 
aggregate principal amount of 
$7,500,000.00,' by setting forth the debt 
service schedule of the bonds." 

Which was read. 

Mr. Givens: 

Discussion. Mr. President, I’m a 
little bit concerned about this bill and I 
want to know if there's anybody here 
from the Treasurer Department to 
answer when the UDAG agreement was 
signed. Does anybody know? 

The Chair: 

Six months ago. 
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Mr. Givens: 

It was six months when we asked 
for it and applied for it. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, the UDAG grants, 
approximately $20 million, has been 
awarded to the City of Pittsburgh. Prior 
to that grant being accepted by them, 
there are several other projects that 
have to be approved; one is the 
Historical issue that has not yet been 
resolved. Mr. Lurcott and someone from 
his department are in Harrisburg today 
to resolve those matters with the State. 
There is also the issue of the 
Environment Impact Study. 

These are technical matters at 
this point and we should be actually 
receiving written notification that we 
could use those UDAG monies within the 
next ten days, Money has been allocated 
to the City of Pittsburgh. I don't know 
of anything at this point that will keep us 
from getting that money. 

Mr. Givens: 

So vou are saying right now that 
we don't have a permanent agreement on 
the UDAG? 

Mr. Robinson: 

Not a permanent agreement. 
HUD has approved our application; they 
have approved it and obviously we will 
get it. 

Mr. Givens: 

That is my concern. If you will 
look back — 


The Chair: 

Excuse me, Mr. Givens. He said 
17; we asked for 20 or 21 but I think we 
only got 17. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Yes. We actually got $17 
million. The shortfall was anticipated to 
be made up by the private sector so if we 
did not get the $20 million requested 
from the UDAG grant, the private 
sector, through the foundation, would 
make up the difference. So they will 
making up the $3 million difference. 

Mr. Givens: 

My point is that the Mayor made 
it public back in November, the middle 
of November, that is particular Stanley 
Theatre Improvement and the Allegheny 
International — 

This Council then had for a period 
of 9 December and a short period after 
that this whole plan including $7.5 
million would be shared equally between 
Allegheny County and that of the City of 
Pittsburgh. And here we are today, 
almost at the end of May, and we come 
in with a bonding issue. I get very 
disturbed, when in fact this Council had 
given approval for this whole program to 
go forward in the month of December. 
All we have to do is just look at this one 
diagram to see where the bond rate was 
in the month of December. They started 
action in January and here we are at May 
17th when they, May 14 when they went 
out, the week of May 14th, and I have to 
say they didn’t have a crystal ball and it 
shot back up again even between the 
lower rates right here at the end of 
January and the beginning of February 
and everybody knew that the economy 
would go and it is still going up. 
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The Chain 

One problem. You can't go out 
until you get vour approval. 

Mr. Givens: 

I know that. 

The Chain 

We only got that for a month. 

Mr. Givens: 

Anvway, we have bonding 
agencies that were supposed to go out 
and save us money and my feeling is here 
because we did not go out between the 
time that Council approved, as we 
approve many of our bond issues, until 
the final vote comes up, always the 
interest rates that we are using. I get 
tired of this going on and again today I 
sit here and the same scenario happens 
year after year after year, and what are 
we in Council going to do about it? 
That’s my only question. I think if we 
are going to give approval and the 
County gives approval and if everyone is 
agreeing with us and the UDAG grant is 
going along very nicely, that we should 
have gone out as quickly as possible and 
be ready to go this week before the 
market opens up. This doesn't indicate 
to me good planning material. 1 think 
somewhere along the line Council has to 
be looking — 

This action today, and putting it 
in dollars and cents if you want to put it 
that way, as I look at this one chart, and 
it's their chart not mine, is costing the 
taxpayers of the City of Pittsburgh $1 
million and the County taxpayers, of 
which we are a part, $1 million. We look 
at the County and the City, it is still 
coming from our pocketbook because we 
pay taxes to both bodies and that $2 
million costs us and that 15 years versus 


25 years, according to that diagram, it 
goes from 9.4 to 11.70. They say here 
the total true interest cost is 10.976 or 
11 percent. So, that to me, is a little 
startling and everyone knows that we 
want the Stanley Theatre. My God that 
would be a beauty and it will be next to 
the Convention Center and we will be 
bringing in there the types of events that 
we want to havp in the City of 
Pittsburgh. But I dpn’t want to sit here 
day after day, month after month, year 
after year, having to argue this 
particular point and people telling me 
that I don't know something about 
finances. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, if I might, I would just like to 
comment on the fine job that Rudy 
Jordon did from Bear Steams. I think 
there were a number of circumstances 
and a number of people involved in 
putting this financial package together 
which cost us to restructure the deal. I 
believe that about two wepks ago I raised 
the question about the deal being 
restructured and I raised about the rates 
being restructured. It's ill not believed 
that we probably copld 'have gotten a 
better deal if we simply looked at the 
numbers. I think that when you look at 
the total project and what it is that the 
City and the County are attempting to 
do, the financing mechanism and the fact 
that much of the financing was out of 
the control of the City of Pittsburgh and 
we had to wait for certain approved that 
we probably have a very good total 
package. 

I think that at all times we should 
try to lessen the burden on the City and 
that was my concern about the deal that 
presented to us about two weeks ago. I 
think some adjustments were made, I 
think Mr. Jordon needs to be commended 
for putting in a lot of time and effort to 
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do that and I think also that Mr. 
Schmeiser agrees that we have a 
financial package and that while it is 
perhaps not the best, I think in the long 
run the revenues that will be generated 
from this total project will indeed prove 
to be substantial and I think after the 15 
vear period, the period in which the bond 
will be sold and redeemed, that our 
benefit, our financial benefit alone, will 
be substantial. 

I think that we certainly have 
learned enough from this grant; I think 
we have learned that there are many 
things that we can and cannot do, but as 
someone said earlier, there is probably 
always an optimum time to go out on a 
bond sale. Unfortunately, I think that 
anvone hasn't been able to calculate such 
that all factors come together at the 
exact right time. I would hope that in 
supporting this bond sale and this 
project, that this Council keep in mind 
that what we are doing is a prime 
example of making our 1 Citv a more 
special place than it already is and that 
we have indeed reduced and minimized 
the obligation to the public which in the 
long run the public is going to benefit 
from the project, 

Mr. Woods: 

Call the question. 

The Chair: 

I think something has to be 
cleared up here; we can't leave it where 
it is going. First and foremost, you can’t 
go out on this bond issue until vou need 
the money and whether it is known or not 
known there was a great deal of 
influence. It started in Washington, D.C. 
with this UDAG because we are 
competing with projects across the 
United States of America and it is not 
something easy. We could not afford to 
go out last December nor last January on 


the bond issue because if we didn't get 
the approval from the federal people we 
would have had a bond indebtedness for 
this money with nothing to match. The 
additional one is if we got the money and 
we invested the money, even though we 
didn't have the federal monies, we would 
have been charged with arbitrage. So, 
the only effective time to start when we 
considered interest rates is not what 
happened last year or two years ago but 
from the day that we got the UDAG 
grant. I happen to serve on the Cultural 
Trust Committee and I think those 
people have done an excellent job and it 
would be grossly unfair to suggest at all 
that they haven't done exactly what they 
are responsible for doing. I think the 
record ought to be clear in that aspect 
because it's unfair for people who exert 
the kind of effort that I have seen 
displayed on one of the finest 
committees that I have had the 
opportunity to work on and I have seen 
them do very diligent work and, even 
though they aren’t being paid for it, they 
could not have worked as hard as they 
have worked on that particular effort. 
And I just want it very carefully 
understood that vou can't talk about bond 
interst in January; you can only talk 
after you receive the monies which now 
is not even a month right now. 

Mr. Givens: 

Maybe the question should be 
answered on this bill. On the UDAG 
grant itself, Ron, when was the UDAG 
grant given approval from HUD? 

Mr. Grabowsld: 

Mr. President, I object to Mr. 
Schmeiser — 

Mr. Givens: 

I have not yielded the floor to 
anyone. 
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Mr. Grabowski: 

Point of Order, Mr. President. 

The Chair: 

He's right. Mr. Grabowski is 

right. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

I object to Mr. Schmeiser speaking 
at this Legislation session. He had an 
opportunity to come to the Finance 
meeting. 

Mr. Givens: 

Excuse me, Point of Order. The 
Director of any department can be 
summoned by any member of this 
Council to speak before the Legislation 
session. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Yes, but I object and when one 
member objects — 

Mr. Givens: 

No. 

The Chair: 

The Director can be called, 
anyone but the Director, no. Mr. St. 
Johns? 

Mr. Givens: 

I don't think it has to be looked 
up. All I want to do is ask one simple 
question. 

The Chair: 

What do you want?

I want to know when was the 
UDAG approved. I was not here. 

The Chair: 

We had a meeting last month and 
that's when they reported to us, about a 
couple days before that — 

Mr. Givens: 

Ron, when did we receive 
notification that, official notification — 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Mr. President — 

The Chain 

Steve, I think my understanding of 
the ruling is anyone other than a 
Director, you need approval. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

I would like to hear from our 
Parliam entarian.

Mr. Givens: 

I am abstaining and I object to 
this particular bonding issue. I looked at 
the schedule on the second page, 
particularly the month of March where it 
was generally around that particular 
time, the rates were under 10 and I see 
that the yieled that we are looking at 
right now is almost directly below 11 
percent. I have to say that we had a lot 
of time between that and then to move 
and move very quickly. Just that one 
month has indicated that' since the last, 
since May 14 has gone upward the spiral 
very inadequate, but people our people, 
that we get for bond counseling, I don’t 
care who it is, if they are my friends or 
not my friends, if they cost the 
taxpayers of the City of Pittsburgh $2 
million and we have given the taxpayers 
of the City of Pittsburgh the idea that 
we had that UDAG grant pulled out of 
the air and it is not. That UDAG grant is 
our federal dollars being returned to us 
and that’s another $20' million that we 
have given this particular development. 

I did not estimate in any way, 
shape or form, \yhat the performances 
and what the public sector has been 
trying to do down there. You read that 
into the Record, I did not; that was not 
my particular statement. In fact, I 
commend them for all the work that has 
been done, Allegheny Conference, the 
Mayor and everybody else. But I do not 
condone that we cannot move more 


quickly and more rapidly when we give 
approval in this Council. A mechanism 
should have been set up the day that 
UDAG, and there was no reason to hold 
it back, was given approval and we 
should have moved immediately when we 
though that market was best. If you 
think it was best on May 14, you just cost 
the taxpayers $2 million. 

For that reason I object. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Mr. President, I am going to vote 
yes on this bill but reluctantly. The only 
reason I am voting yes is, back in 
December, Council made a commitment 
and I feel an obligation to the public and 
the prior commitments. 

For that reason I vote yes. 

The Chair: 

I vote aye with this comment. I 
think this project that we are funding is 
probably one of the best innovative ideas 
this City has ever come up with; it's an 
operation whereby we would be funding 
some of our cultural events. The people 
that came up with that system need to 
be commended by us for doing a good 
program for the overall future of the 
City and cultural aspects of it. 

I, again, send my best wishes as 
the President of City Concil and 
congratulations to everyone who had 
anything to do with this project and it's 
artistic value and it's financial interest 
and any other way that I have not 
mentioAed at this time.

For the benefit of evervbodv 
who's been wondering where I’ve been, I 
think I ough to tell evervbodv, I think it's 
important, I have been out because I 


have a congenital prolapse microvalve. 
Twenty percent of the female population 
has it; Anderson, who ran for President, 
suffers from it and a lot of tension, a lot 
of pressure, can bring on symptoms and 
I’ve had some symptoms so you lay off 
me this coming year, Mr. Stone, and 
everybody behave yourselves. It's no 
worse than the Mayor having kidney 
stones. 

So, I just wanted to go on the 
record and tell everybody that it is not 
dangerous; it just needs to be looked 
after with medication. I had gone off 
medication and I had some symptoms so I 
had to take it easy for a while until the 
medication started to work again.

Since everyone seems to have 
those reciprocal problems, can we get 
reciprocal return? 

Michelle Madoff: 

My ex-mother-in-law would say, 
"Kindness is returned with kindness". I 
always treat people as they treat me. 

It is a great 
pleasure for me today to have a woman 
who really knows how to shoot from the 
lip. That is a line that was written by 
Ben Hayllar for Dave Matter about me 
and I wish I had thought of it; it's a great 
one-liner. Amy has been shooting from 
the lip for many years; she's been a 
liberated woman long before women's 
lib. As you know, she knows how to tell 
a good punch-line, etc. We've been good 
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friends for a very long time; a lot of 
people don’t know it but Amy has been a 
supporter of mine for a very long time 
because she always felt that women 
belonged on this Council even though we 
didn't have a bathroom for women during 
Amy's reign on Council and after two 
years Tm happy to tell you that while you 
weren't here, Amy, we didn't get a new 
bathroom but what we did was have it 
shut down by the Board of Health, 
cleaned up so that everybody could use it 
and their mommies didn't teach them 
how to share but their learning and I'm 
sure that you'll have a few words about 
that.

WHEREAS, Amy Ballinger first 
secured employment at Fort Pitt 
Laundry for 12c per hour, played a major 
role in the founding of Local Union No. 
141, of the Laundry and Dry Cleaning 
International Union; and 

WHEREAS, in 1937, she became 
Secretary/Treasurer of Local No. 141, a 
position she held until her retirement in 
1983; and 

WHEREAS, in 1939, Ms. Ballinger 
became the first woman elected to the 
Laundry and Dry Cleaning and Dyehouse 
Workers International Union Executive 
Board as an International Vice-President, 
and became the first woman elected to 


the Executive Board of the Allegheny 
County Labor Council, a position which 
she still holds; and 

WHEREAS, in February 194Z, the 
Mayor appointed Ms. Ballinger Secretary 
of the Pittsburgh Labor Committee for 
National Defense; and 

WHEREAS, in 1958, she became 
International Vice-President on the 
Executive Board of the AFL-CIO 
Laundry and Dry Cleaning International 
Union; and 

WHEREAS, in 1970, Ms. Ballinger 
was appointed to the Council of the City 
of Pittsburgh and elected to the position 
until her resignation in 1976; and 

WHEREAS, during her term on 
Council she established a committee for 
Cable T.V., served on Lands and 
Buildings, and was active in the attempt 
to secure a convention center for the 
City of Pittsburgh.

It mattered 
to Walter Kamick at the time; Til never 
for get the dav that Amy and I walked in 
and there was Walter and I won't tell the 
rest of the story.

I just want to say one word. I 
want to point out that I inherited the 
Cable Committee from Amy and 
whatever success that cable has had in 
Pittsburgh, it's due altogether to the 
groundwork that Amy put in place. I 
thank you for that, Amy. 

Mr. Givens: 

Amy, I think there's only about 
three of us elected officials that were in 
here when you had the opportunity to 
serve with Lou Mason and the whole gang 
at that time. Thev used to say we had a 
lot of fun on Council at that time and I 
can assure you that we did. Since you've 
left it hasn’t been the same. 

Mr. Robinson: 

I had occasion to meet Ms. 
Ballinger during those days when cable 
TV was being first discussed here in the 
City and found her most informative, 
outspoken, courageous and certainly 
dedicated to the people of the City of 
Pittsburgh. 

I also had the good fortune of 
taking her advice during my first and 
second time to run for City Council and 
found her always willing to help those of 
us who were new to politics and public 
service, always friendly, always helpful, 
and always very much proud of ^her 
service to the people of the City of 
Pittsburgh. 
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I consider her a friend and 
someone who this City dearly needs to 
continue to serve us. 

The Chair; 

Amy, if I mav before we give you 
the microphone. I think evident by the 
distinguished leaders and labor leaders as 
well as the others who are present today, 
the high esteem with which they have 
held you in the labor movement, in this 
City Council and elsewhere, I think we 
all have a great deal of love for you, a 
great deal of respect for you, and it 
would be an understatement to say that 
this Citv hasn't been the same since you 
left it but on the other hand we would 
like you to know that there's always a 
welcome mat for Amy Ballinger in the 
City of Pittsburgh. 

May God grant you many years 
and many times to come back and join 
us. 

Ms. Ballinger: 

What can I say with a presentation 
like this 7 I'm really almost at a loss for 
words and for me to sav that is quite 
something. But what a pleasure it is to 
be back and see those with whom I 
served. I loved the job while I was here 
and we did have fun, I suppose because 
there wasn’t as much put upon us at that 
time as there is today; the public is 
becoming more enlightened, and 
rightfully so. They want to know more 
and also rightfully so. 

When I was here, there was only 
one restroom. It was for the men and I, 
as they said, and I might as well remark 
on it. I did put up the occupied sign 
when I thought of it; when I didn't, when 
I was in a hurry, well, I was just there 
and they came in. But with Michelle 
having here own, thank God she was able 
to do it; she did more than I was able. It 


reminds me much of the story of the 
three kids who asked were God was. One 
said, "God is in church". The teacher 
said to the other, "Where's God?" and he 
said, "God is all over." She said to the 
third, "Where’s God?" and he said, "God 
is in the bathroom". The teacher said, 
"Why do you sav that?" and he said, 
"Because every time my daddy knocks on 
the door he says, ’My God, are you still in 
there!'". And so it was in my day. 

Anyway, I'm happy to be here. Tm 
not going to bother with a long speech. I 
could go into the things that the Mayor 
and I did together; I don't know if you 
would be interested in hearing them or 
not. I know one time he said, "Let's have 
a quickie" and before he got the cork off 
the bottle I had my pants off. Those 
were the days in Council. 

You know, like Senator Dirkson 
when he sent the bird home to his wife 
and he came home and he said, "Where's 
that bird I sent you as a gift?" She said, 
"It's in the oven." He said, "What? In 
the oven? That bird spoke seven 
different languages." She said, "Well 
hell, why didn’t it speak up?" 

So, that's what I did when I was in 
City Council, that's what Michelle has to 
do, and Sophie, because the women, we 
have to speak up or we won't get 
anywhere; we'll be working under you 
guys all our lives and what fun is that 
today? With six and a half more million 
women in this country than men, we 
really have to do a job, not only for 
sociability's sake but for every other 
sake. 

We have to really work twice as 
hard and that's what we try to do and we 
have become successful. In my day it 
wasn't easy and who would remember it 
more than Tom Fagan and how happy I 
am to see him here. I can remember 
when I first got into the union in 1937. I 
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didn't know how to make a speech; I was 
never before a microphone. He invited 
me into his union hall. Well, in 1937, I 
want to tell you, they were rough and 
tough tumble members. I walked in and 
they're all eying me; I didn't know if they 
had guns or what they had. Of course 
they were looking at my boobs like 

everybody does. But I took the 

microphone and I stood there and nothing 
came out of my mouth. Finally he said, 
"Say something, Amy." What I said I 
don’t re all v remember. But that was my 
first experience walking into the 

Teamsters' Hall in 1937 and I shall never 
forget it. Thanks, Tom, for having me 
there because if it hadn't been for you I 
probably would have never been as 
successful in the labor movement. 

Of course working with Sam 

Begler, Sam and I have worked together 
so long, you know, we old enough to think 
happy hour is a nap. Anyway, Sam has 
been very helpful in my having the 

success that I have in the past number of 
years. I'm now in Florida; I'd love you to 
visit me when you have time. Of course, 
I don't have an additional bedroom so I 
can't invite you to stay. But there's 
always motel rooms. One thing about 
me, I'm not free but I'm reasonable. 

Thank you very much. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Ladies and gentlemen, if Amy 
ever needed another job, I think she 
could become a nightclub stand up act. 
But despite all the facade, I think what 
Amy has really succinctly pointed out, 
she really was the first women's lib that I 
know in the City in government. She's a 
little salty in her speech but she has 
accomplished things that many women 
must respect. We may not always say 
that we like the brassy person that's out 
front; I know I’ve been accused of the 
same thing, Amy, you know, the brassy, 


outspoken woman who says the 
unpleasant things sometimes, pe°pl e 
don't like to hear it. If a man does it it's 
leadership, if a woman does it we're out 
of line, we're big mouths. 

It's a tough world, gentlemen, for 
women and if you support women and you 
support Amy, there are a lot of us 
around, there are a lot of women who 
need support in government.

Amy on your way, let me just say 
we’re kind of glad that you added those 
little tidbits because it wouldn't be the 
same unless we had those from you. 
Thank you much.

At the present time, if I could 
clarify, Mr. President. The wav the bill 
now reads, beginning at Fort Pitt 
Boulevard, a structure can have a 
maximum height of 180 feet and at Third 
Avenue it can have a maximum height of 
385 feet. So, the Firstside area will have 
a slanting or pyramid effect equal to 
that of the Allegheny side. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Excuse me. Would vou give me 
the numbers again. On the Boulevard of 
the Allies it would be what?

What 1 indicated was at the Fort 
Pitt Boulevard it would be 180 and at 
Third Avenue it will be 385.

It's 300 now, Michelle. 

Michelle Madoff: 

It's 300 now. I understand that. 
But the recommendations were to leave 
it as it is which I think are ridiculous 
because we don't have a Maryland 
waterfront, we have a major 
trafficway. We certainly aren't going to 
have outdoor cafes and we're certainly 
not going to have small little shops. But 
on the other hand I think we should be 
developing that property with some 
highrise to give a view of the river but I 
think we should keep it in scale and I 
think when vou talk about going to 385 
feet from 180, I think that is really not a 
compromise but a sellout. I would opt 
for no more than 1Z0 as we first 
discussed, scaling from this end and not 
exceeding 300 at any point and 180 was 
the compromise. So I guess what I'm for 
is 1Z0 to 180 period. That gives you 
plenty of room for highrise and a 
tremendous profit for the people who 
bought those properties very 
reasonable. This is a sellout because I 
think people think there's going to be 
some romancing done if we vote for 
that. I don't think it's correct for the 
community. 
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Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. President, I'd just like to state 
that this is equal to the Allegheny side 
and during Councilworaan Madoff's 
absence in the last couple weeks, we 
have discussed this bill at length. This 
essentially brings about a true pyramid 
for the City of Pittsburgh. The 
Monongahela side is equal to the 
Allegheny side now, not only at the 
Boulevard of Fort Pitt in comparison to 
Fort Duquesne but also an equal distance 
back and that equal distance from Fort 
Pitt Boulevard to Third Avenue is the 
exact same escalation and scale similar 
to that of the Allegheny side. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Do you know that the sun during 
the day is never on the Allegheny side? 
That the sun just doesn't hit that side? 
That it is never going to be developed in 
the same way that the Boulevard of 
Allies and the Allegheny side is going to 
be developed? I think that that is where 
the beauty of our City, the living room, 
the entrance to our living room of the 
City is located and I think a compromise 
whereby people who made investments in 
that property — I mean, they're in a no- 
lose situation. They go to 385 or 
whether they go to 120 or 180, they're 
going to be better than staying where 
they are. Granted, they have 300 feet 
now but that's going to be changed. 
Whether it's higher or lower, this Council 
has the power to change those rules. I 
think we have bent over, not only 
backwards, but done somersaults for a 
few people who are going to make 
tremendous profits at the cost of 
everybody in this community. I think it's 
irresponsible; I'm sorry I wasn't here. 
When I left the understanding was it 
would go as Mr. Stone had recommended 
sitting at the end of the table, that going 
from one end of the street he would 
scale it up from 120 and the compromise 


would be 180. He asked everybody 
whether they could live with that 
compromise; when I left I thought 
everybody had agreed to live with his 
compromise. I don't know how this 
change came about but I am not for it.

(BEGINNING - MR. GIVENS' REMARKS 
ON BILL NO. 290 - WEDNESDAY,

Mr. Givens: 

I would like to make a comment 
too, complimenting Jack Wagner for the 
in-depth research, knowing the Planning 
Commission has dealt with this thing for 
a number of years. I go back some seven 
years when they have been trying to tell 
the people down at Firstside actually 
what they would like down there and one 
of the big outcomes is residential 
property on top of many commercial and 
I would assume that 70 feet can still be 
added to any of this, or is that the 
maximum height? 

And again I would like to say when 
many businesses were fleeing the City of 
Pittsburgh, the people on the Firstside 
area dug their roots in; they are the 
small people, they are the people who 
are the real backbone of the City of 
Pittsburgh and for us to deny them their 
opportunity, their day in the sun, as Jack 
Wagner has so vividly pointed out, and 
graphically pointed out some of the 
differences between the two river 
fronts. I would feel very strongly that it 
would be just fair and equable to 
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everyone who haw owned property in 
Downtown Pittsburgh and if we look at 
the Firstside area there are many 
parking lots down there and it has been 
used for a parking lot and we have to 
look at our people and the neighborhood 
and we got to get every dollar that we 
cam out of Downtown Pittsburgh so we 
don't have to pay that heavy burden of 
Real Estate Tax within our local 
communities and for that and for the 
endurance of the people of Firstside, I 
would support this amendment.

It's obvious I'm going to be a lone 
voter. Maybe somebody will vote with

public. I think it’s a very bad move in 
the public interest.

Mr. O’Malley: 

If I might, I would just like to say 
a few words in support of the 
amendment. 

I think the property owners that 
reside in Firstside, 70 of them have made 
a significant investment to upgrade their 


property over the past 20 years and this 
is long before Firstside became the 
prime commercial property that it seems 
to have become today. I think the 
proposed restrictions or the proposed 
penalty placed on them by the Planning 
Commission of 120 feet is penalizing a 
group of property owners that have been 
in that area for a number of years. 

I think the compromise that Mr. 
Wagner offers is fair; I also think it is 
suitable because what it does is, it 
reduces the property owners from a 
potential 300 feet today down to 180 
feet. I think it’s a fair compromise and I 
think it should be supported by members 
of this Council. 

(END - MR. O’MALLEY’S REMARKS ON 
BILL NO. 290) 

Mr. Robinson: 

Tm going to vote aye but I'd like 
to indicate that I would prefer, 
personally, to see the height limitation 
reduced. I do believe that the original 
attempt on the part of the Planning 
Commission was to work out a 
compromise that would leave our City 
aesthetically pleasing on Firstside and at 
the same time allow property owners an 
option to develop. Unfortunately, when 
Council got involved in the process, the 
Planning Commission, I think, had made 
a number of concession, at least in their 
own minds, and felt that our attempts to 
make additional concessions or additional 
compromises perhaps did not speak to 
their overall concept of how our rivers 
should be developed. I have talked with 
Mr. Mistick and Mr. Lurcott about 
presenting to Council at the appropriate 
time some concept of how the Planning 
Commission sees our rivers being 
developed so that we could have a firmer 
appreciation of their concern about scale 
on Firstside. 
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While I don't believe that that 
height restriction that we're imposing 
will be detrimental to development or 
the aesthetics of the City, personally I 
wish it had been lowered; I wish that 
Council would have supported a lower 
height restriction. Since Council has not 
seen fit to do that, I certainly don't feel 
there would be any purpose served by 
prolonging the discussion and debate. 
But I do hope that Council will take 
advantage of an opportunity to hear from 
the Planning Commission their concept 
of how our rivers should be developed 
•and gain some appreciation for the types 
of restrictions that thev would like to 
place along all of our river fronts. 

I do wholeheartedly believe that 
we should have low buildings on our 
riverfronts. Regardless of their height, 
they should be lower than those buildings 
behind them. 

Having said those comments, I 
will support the bill as amended.

I also would like my comments 
brought forward from last Wednesday's 
meeting in regard to this bill. 

(BEGINNING - MR. WAGNER'S 
REMARKS ON BILL NO. 290 - 

WEDNESDAY, 5/23/84) 

Mr. Wagner: 

Prior to making an amendment to 
Bill No. 290, I would also like to state 
some facts pertaining to this amendment 
and the issue and also refer to a diagram 
that I have passed out to all of you. 

The issue before us todav is 
personal property owned by over 70 
property owners in the Firstside area and 
the rights of those property owners. Do 
they have the same rights as the 


property owners on the Allegheny River 
side? Yes, I believe they do, if we call 
our form of government of the City of 
Pittsburgh democratic. 

By adopting the same height 
restriction that exist on the Allegheny 
side, we are not jeopardizing the view of 
our skyline or harming the values of any 
properties in our great City. In fact, we 
are enhancing the shape and scale of the 
entire Golden Triangle; it will be more 
consistant in scale. It will actually take 
on the shape of a pyramid, a true 
pyramid, the size of the buildings rising 
equally on both the Allegheny and 
Monongahela side of the Triangle. With 
a focal or high point being buildings such 
as Oliver Plaza, U.S. Steel and the 
Mellon Bank Building. 

We have recently transferred 
development rights in our investing $3.5 
million of the Pittsburgh taxpayer 
monies for the Stanley Theatre 
Development and the Allegheny 
International Project site and we passed 
that legislation or moved on that 
legislation this morning; a potentially 
great development. One block back from 
Fort Duquesne Boulevard on the 
Allegheny side, two 32 story buildings, 32 
stories, approximately 405 feet each in 
height, will be constructed boarding Penn 
Avenue one block back from Fort 
Duquesne Boulevard, Seventh Street and 
Liberty Avenue. 

Is this proposal healthy for the 
Downtown area? I believe it is or we 
would not have moved on that legislation 
this morning. Is it going to block out the 
view of other parts of the inner City? 
To a degree, yes. We know with any 
development, no matter what size of the 
building, we are going to block out a 
portion of the view of the City. Could 
this development be constructed on 
Firstside Avenue under the proposed 
legislation? Let me repeat that. Could 
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this development be constructed on 
Firstside under the proposed legislation 
for Firstside? No, it couldn't. Whv? 
Because the legislation before us today, 
No. 290, is not fair and it is not equal. 
We are proposing a lopsided pyramid in 
this City. According to this legislation, 
what's good for the Allegheny side is not 
good for the Monongahela side. The 
building owners that have come before us 
from the Firstside area are willing to 
except compromise by reducing that 
present permitted size of buildings from 
300 feet to 180 feet, even though this 
will surely reduce the value of their 
properties. They are giving up 180 feet 
of height pertaining to the value of their 
property, excuse me, 120 feet. What is 
equal is fair, but what we are talking 
about here essentially is equal rights and 
equal rights of those property owners. 
That is the issue, equal rights of all 
property owners in the Downtown area. 

I would like all Councilmembers 
to please refer to the diagram that I 
have put together and passed out. As 
you can see, we have permitted PPG 
Plaza to build a building in the Firstside 
area, boarding the Firstside area on 
Third Avenue to the height of 635 feet. 
We have permitted National Steel to 
build River Front Plaza on Fort Pitt 
Boulevard, 220 feet. We have permitted 
Oxford Center on Third Avenue to build 
a building 550 feet. We are proposing 
Allegheny International, 402 feet and we 
have another potential development 
where Jenkins Arcade once was a 
development that could rise to over 400 
feet. I have indicated the height that 
exists under the proposed legislation on 
this diagram. As you can see on Fort 
Pitt Boulevard, we now have 150 feet. 
On the Boulevard of the Allies, 300 
feet. If you look to the other side of the 
Triangle, we have greater heights. 

What I have done is, J have 
requested from the Planning Department 


what the proper height would be in the 
scale comparison to that of the 
Allegheny River side, meaning, the 
maximum height on the Allegheny River 
side is 450 feet. But as you can see by 
the diagram, the distance between Fort 
Duquesne Boulevard and Liberty Avenue 
is greater than the distance between 
Fort Pitt Boulevard and the Boulevard of 
the Allies; therefore, it would not be 
fair. It would not be equal to say that 
the maximum height should be 450 feet 
as is the case on the Allegheny River 
side. Mr. Lurcott has provided for me 
the proper height that is consistent with 
the distances that exist on the 
Mononhahela River side. That maximum 
height has been incorporated in my 
proposed amendment of Bill No. 290 
which I would like to read now. 

Amendment to Bill No. 290, 
Monongahela River Side. Structures, or 
portions of structures, shall not 
penetrate an inclined plan determined by 
straight lines connecting points one 
hundred and eighty feet {180') above 
established street grade on Fort Pitt 
Boulevard and three hundred and eighty 
five feet (385') above street grade on the 
Boulevard of the Allies, calculated at the 
property lines. Structures between the 
Boulevard of the Allies and Third Avenue 
shall not exceed three hundred and 
eighty five feet (385'). 

If this amendment passes Council, 
I have talked with Mr. Lurcott this, 
morning and I think it would be proper to 
sit down with the property owners of 
Firstside and discuss the potential of 
including an amendment of that type into 
the legislation prior to Monday. 

(END - MR. WAGNER’S REMARKS ON 
HILL NO. 290) 

Mr. Wagner: 

The most important thing that can 
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be said abo.ut this bill is, right now the 
property owners on Fort Pitt Boulevard 
have a 300 foot maximum height level of 
which they can build to. They are giving 
up 120 feet. That is a substantial 
amount of value to their properties. 
However, it is no greater than that and is 
equal to that of the Allegheny side. This 
Citv must treat both sides of our river 
equal. No matter what certain interests 
think that the buildings on the 
Monongahela side should remain at a low 
level, if thev were going to go to such 
high levels or if large buildings were 
^oing to be constructed, I suspect that 
would have been done already, up until 
the 300 foot level that exists. 

As I indicated at last week’s 
meeting, this Citv is allocating $3.5 
million to the Stanley Theatre 
Development Project to support two 32- 
storv buildings that will be constructed 
along the Allegheny River, one block 
back. However, we are saving to the 
Firstside people, "You are not allowed to 
do that." On one side of the triangle 
we're putting public dollars out to 
support the building of tall structures 
and we're trying to tell the people on the 
other side of the triangle you cannot do 
that. That is no equal, that is not fair, 
that is not democratic. 


it needs additional watching to see 
whether or not this thing will get out of 
hand. We will see whether the practical 
consequences equal the legal 
consequences after this vote. I vote aye.

Representatives, the Senate, and the 
Governor of the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania to enact the necessary 
legislation to amend Act 111 of 1968, to 
include the Paramedic and Emergency 
Medical Technicians, employed 

throughout the Commonwealth of 

Pennsylvania.

What this will do, if the 
paramedics are included in Act 111, it 
will prohibit them from striking. I think 
all of us are aware under the 
negotiations this year between the City 
and the paramedics, we came very close 
to a strike. This resolution was 
requested from me by the paramedics. 
The paramedics and their union do not 
feel it would be in the best interest of 
the union or the City of Pittsburgh to 
have a strike. So, what they're doing is 
asking us and asking us to urge the State 
Legislators and the Governor to include 
them in Act 111. 

The Chair presents

"Meals on Wheels" program has been one 
of this City's, this County’s, and this 
Commonwealth's finest human service - 
providing food to persons, who otherwise

2. Request the Senate and the 
Legislature of the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania to take any and all action 
necessary to stop this unwarranted and 
unnecessary attack and imposition, upon 
this fine program; and finally, we do 
hereby: 

3. Commend all of the "Meals on 
Wheels" volunteers, and on behalf of our 
thousands upon thousands of food 
recipients, and this City, we express our 
debt of gratitude for their dedication, 
devotion, service and untiring efforts - 
beyond the call of duty.

The Chain 

Before I call some people up here, 
T testified before the Legislature's 
Committee last Fridav chaired by Fred 
Trello and Td just like to, if I can, enter 
into the Record some of those remarks. 

I have been elected as President 
of the National Association of Regional 
Councils and having served on that 
Board, I've had the opportunity to testify 
before many TT.S. Senate and House of 
Representatives Committees as well as 
federal agencies. One of the things that 
we have stated manv, many times, and 
that is that one uniform rule for the 
entire United States is wrong and, 
likewise, one uniform rule for the entire 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania is wrong 
because of the variances and differences 
that exist throughout this 
Commonwealth and the different areas. 

We have supported regionalism 
because it supports local government 
input and more importantly we support 
local delivery of services. 

The Meals on Wheels program in 
this City and this County is an excellent 
program. It is most successful because it 
is a volunteer effort. The devotion, the 
dedication and service and attendance to 
the needs of the recipients is beyond the 
call of duty and is immeasurable in 
value. Money cannot pay for all of the 
charity work done by these volunteers. 
The City and the County support this 
volunteer program because they are the 
best program and because they are the 
best buy in town, not to overlook the 
fact that they are the best providers of 


the service. To say that they are doing 
an excellent job would still be 311 
understatement. 

Why do we still need a change? 
Some people say anyone who doesn't do 
the work always has a solution or they 
can do it better. Some say those that 
don't understand the problem fully 
always have a solution. If there is a 
better way, it is our contention it would 
have come from the volunteers 
themselves and that's why I have 
supported the volunteers of Meals on 
Wheels. 

Someone other than those 
volunteers proposes a change for the 
better they say. But how? Uniformity in 
mass purchase; uniformity in one sterile 
bland diet for all. What about delivery 
locally? What about delivery to the 
houses 9 And what about the added 
services that these volunteers provide 
over and above food service? 

We have recently had an example 
of this uniformity in our cheese and 
butter distribution program. Spoiled 
food, late arrival, days after, not 
minutes, and people in lines waiting for 
many, many hours. The volunteers, those 
people who give the time and effort to 
see that someone is taken care of, have 
to suffer even though they are not at 
fault, taking blame, taking hell and scorn 
because of someone else's neglect. We 
don't need these kind of problems to spill 
over into our Meals on Wheels program. 
If we in this new-found way alienate 
these volunteers and they quit or they, 
like the proponents of this program, want 
cost effectiveness and they want paid, 
then how is the program cost effective? 
The volunteers of the Meals on Wheels 
program know better, they do better, and 
they remember better. Decency 
warrants respect, not some new plan to 
undermine. I don't think that we should 
permit this kind of situation to exist. 
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With so many things needing fixing, don't 
fix that which needs no fixing. 

As I've indicated before, we 
registered our strong objections to this 
bill, this regulation, 8312, and I'd just 
like to cite one example. One provider 
of service, and in fairness, he's doing a 
fair but limited job for the City of 
Pittsburgh doing well, and when I 
questioned him about that matter I 
asked, what if someone felt that this is a 
lucrative program by providing less and 
beating him out in the bid. What would 
happen then? He had to think twice 
about that one. I asked him as well that 
I would challenge him with the 
volunteers, let us handle the kitchen and 
let them go out on competitive bidding 
for delivering to each individual house 
and substituting for the work that the 
volunteers do. 

In short, what they want is the 
better part of the program and let the 
volunteers carry the long burden of it. 
The volunteers do too much over and 
above the actual delivery of the food 
which is essential. They are invaluable 
to us and we must, therefore, as I've 
indicated, approve this resolution and we 
have. I commend everybody on Council 
for it being unanimous and we have with 
us Dee Steinmetz of Sheraden, Rita 
Vasos of Arlington, June Brandt of 
Arlington, Irma Gestiecher of Allentown, 
Fred Doescher of Allentown, Helen 
McBride of Northside, Eleanor Kissel of 
Southside, John Gross of Southside, 
Carson Towers, and we also have with us 
Judy Schooley who is the Nutrition 
Coordinator of the Lutheran Services 
Society and Michael A. Senko, Citiparks, 
our Project Director. I would like all of 
them to come forward and I would like to 
present them with a gold seal copy of the 
resolution as evidence of our respect for 
their services. They are representative 
of the entire program we have in this 
City and in this County. 


Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. Stone, what dollars do we give 
to Meals on Wheels from the City of 
Pittsburgh? 

The Chair: 

We contribute to the Capital 
Improvement; we cannot provide service 


Michelle Madoff: 

How much do we give to Capital 
Improvement? 

The Chair: 

The City of Pittsburgh has been 
extremely supportive of this program. 
We.cannot pay for the meals; it's against 
the way our monies come. But what we 
have done in many instances is to provide 
facilities for the kitchen and from the 
kitchen the volunteers pick up from 
there. We've used our money well and 
have been very supportive. But the thing 
tha's happening here is absurd to say the 
least. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I was wondering if there's some 
other way that we can somehow support 
them and finance a little stronger than 
we have been. 

The Chair: 

No, I think financially they're 
okay. But what's attempted here, that 
they have a problem with, they got 
handed about a 75 page contract and, you 
know, volunteers don't mind working but 
they're not going into a contractual 
relationship. I very carefully put in the 
resolution, and since you brought that up, 
let me emphasize it because I'd like the 
State to hear it because they're going to 
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get this thing. That is that neither the 
Meals on Wheels program, it's volunteers 
nor it’s recipients, fear any audit or 
monitoring of its present fine program. 
They're not looking to get around 
something. These people have done 
many things. Some people who are the 
food recipients don't see anybody at any 
time until the meal is delivered by that 
person. If they have any other needs, 
these people generally bring it back and 
carry out some additional services. 

The program is an extremely 
tremendous program and the only thing 
they’re asking is that the State leave 
them as they’ve been able to manage all 
this time instead of trying to harass 
them by contracts and some sort of food 
program which will result in closing all 
of their kitchens. 

Michelle Madoff: 

How do vou hope to achieve that 9 
The Chair: 

By sending this resolution to 
Harrisburg and encouraging everyone 

else to write. As I told you, the 

Legislature had sent down a team of 

Pitrell and I think Murphy was on that 
one and also Fred Trello to get some 
local testimony on it. 

Mr. Woods: 

I'd like to add one thing, Mr. 
President. I agree with you on 

volunteers; I believe if you're going to do 
something such as this, that's the waV to 
go. But when vou mentioned the free 
cheese and butter program and about the 
foul-ups, I'm involved quite extensively 
in that and the people I deal with are 100 
percent volunteers from the time that 
we borrow trucks and pick everything 
up. It's been over two and a half years 
since the program started and there has 


never been a foul-up in the cheese and 
butter program like in some areas where 
it's mixed. 

So, I do congratulate these people 
where everything is 100 percent 
volunteer. That's the way to get it done. 

The Chair:

Mr. Robinson: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council on Council Bill 822, at last 
Wednesday's Council session I raised 
some concerns about that bill, very 
specifically about the proposed legal 
counsel who will be working with Volpe- 
Rogal. At Wednesday's session, Mr. 
Schmeiser our Finance Director, 
ipdicated that the legal counsel that will 
be used by Volpe-Rogal would be the law 
firm of Baskin and Steingut. As Council 
is aware, there is no notation in the 
legislation to that effect and I can only 
assume that Volpe-Rogal will make that 
decision as to who their legal counsel 
will be and that Mr. Schmeiser's 
comments to us were based on 
discussions with representatives of 
Volpe-Rogal. 

I did ask that the City Clerk 
contact our Human Relations 
Commission and our City Solicitor to 
one, determine what was the status of 
the hearing and anticipate a report from 
the Human Relations Commission 
relative to the issue of Baskin and Sears 
continuing to serve the City of 
Pittsburgh. Mr. Gabriel, our Executive 
Director of the Human Relations 
Commission, did send a letter which I 
would like to read into the Record. Also, 
I'd like to mention that our City 
Solicitor, Mr. Pellegrini, did send a 
communication to us relative to 
certification that the Baskin and Sears 
firm which is now called Baskin and 
Steingut indeed is a new corporate entity 
and is no longer serving the Republic of 
South Africa. 

With Council's indulgence, I'd like 
to read the letter from Mr. Gabriel. It's 
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dated June 1, 1984 and it's addressed to 
our City Clerk, Mr. Perry. 

"Dear Mr. Perry: 

I am in receipt of your May 30, 
1984 letter communicating Councilman 
Robinson's request for information on 
when the Commission plans to submit a 
report and recommendations concerning 
the Baskin and Sears issue. 

It can be said with relative 
certainty that the Commission will not 
make its report until mid-June at the 
earliest. 

The Commission has had several 
sessions with staff around the 
investment/divestment question and 
wishes to present the Mayor and Council 
with a thorough recommendation. Also, 
the Commission wanted an authoritative 
report regarding the issue of "severance" 
of ties between Baskin and Sears and the 
Republic of South Afrida, and at the 
recommendation of its Solicitor, 
authorized obtaining a report from 
special legal counsel. On these matters 
and others related to the public hearing, 
the Commission and its staff have been 
active, but I don't believe a final report 
will be forthcoming prior to mid-June at 
the earliest.

The Board then directed its 
attention to Item 12. Baskin explained 
the background of the South African 
situation which arose in Pittsburgh and 
reviewed the meeting held in 
Washington, D.C., in the early evening of 
February 27, attended by Baskin, Young, 
Sears, Tamoff, Steingut, with telephone 
communication with Zukerman. Baskin 
reported that he had also discussed the 
matter with other members of the Board 
from Pittsburgh, with Stuart Gordon, and 


by telephone with Mel Schwartz. 

Baskin reported that all but Sears 
agreed that the firm should sever its 
representation of the Republic of South 
Africa, and immediately make public its 
decision. Sears indicated that he and 
some of the others in the D.C. office 
would not agree, but stated that he 
would make no decision until he had seen 
the South African ambassador the next 
morning and requested as a courtesy that 
no announcement be made until after his 
meeting. Following the Sears meeting 
with the South African ambassador, 
Sears notified the firm that he, Hare, 
Ward and Kelley were withdrawing from 
the firm and would continue to represent 
South Africa. 

The Board approved the 
acceptance of the withdrawal by Baskin 
on behalf of the firm, in a letter dated 
February 28, attached to the minutes.

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Michelle Madoff: 

Point of Clarification. Volpe- 
Rogal did not have the authority to pick 
legal counsel. The legal counsel could 
have been Mr. Stone, it could have been 
anybody else. Whoever was assigned by 
the Administration was going to be legal 
counsel; that happens to be Baskin and 
Steingut.

Prior to voting I'd just like to 
make a comment. In regard to Bill No. 
822, I would like my comments brought 
forward from last Wednesday's meeting. 

(BEGINNING - MR. WAGNER'S 
REMARKS ON BILL NO. 822 - 

WEDNESDAY, 5/30/84) 

Mr, Wagner: 

I'd like to make a comment and a 
suggestion in regard to the choice of 
Volpe-Rogal by the Administration. 

I sat through six presentations, as 
Ron Schmeiser knows, with six different 
companies that made proposals to the 
City of Pittsburgh and in my opinion 
three or possibly four of those six were 
very professional and I think could do an 
excellent job. One of those three or four 
was Volpe-Rogal, and Volpe-Rogal 
obviously has a very distinct advantage 
in that they have been administering the 
program for the past two years and I 
think that gives them an edge in that 
they understand the problems of the City 
of Pittsburgh and they can address those 
problems immediately whereas the other 
companies would have to come aboard 
and understand those problems apd that 
would take a period of time, mavbe even 


up to one year. So that in fact is a 
distinct advantage to Volpe-Rogal. 

What I'd like to talk about and 
what is really the important matter, I 
feel, is our Workmen's Compensation 
Program. This City has, right now and in 
the past, $12 million to $14 million in 
workmen's compensation losses per 
year. That represents approximately 
five percent of our annual budget. We 
have an unfunded workmen's 
compensation liability from $40 million 
to $50 million. We are contributing 
approximately $500,000 per year to that 
unfunded liability. 

No matter what company we 
choose to administer this program, they 
are going to have serious problems with 
the City of Pittsburgh unless the City of 
Pittsburgh, meaning the top 
management, meaning the elected 
officials in this City, meaning the Mayor, 
meaning the nine members of Council, 
meaning the Controller, take a serious 
approach and make a serious 
commitment to addressing these losses. 
Five percent of the budget is totally 
unacceptable. In the corporate sector 
they will not live with more than two 
percent. One percent is unacceptable, 
come two percent people are being fired 
in the corporate sector. Why has this 
problem existed in the City of 
Pittsburgh’ That's the most important 
question that needs to be asked and we 
must address in the immediate future, if 
we are going to assist Volpe-Rogal, if we 
are going to assist the departments in 
this City to address this problem. What 
we need to do and what we don't have is, 
number one, we don't have a policy 
statement, we don't have a safety 
program in this City. There is not a 
policy statement indicating the 
commitment of the elected officials, to 
address this problem. For that reason we 
have $12 million to $14 million in 
losses. Along with the policy statement, 
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we need to establish a program that has 
incentives and has penalties for the 
various departments that have the high- 
loss ratios and I'm talking specifically 
about the Fire Department, I'm talking 
about the Police Department, Tm talking 
about the Refuse Department, I’m 
talking about Parks, Pm talking about 
quite a few departments in this City. We 
need to establish a safety committee 
consisting of the Mayor, consisting of the 
Controller, consisting of members of 
Council, that meets periodically, 
probably monthly, with the department 
heads to discuss the progress that is 
being made in regard to reducing the 
number of losses. 

The direction in which we are 
going now shows no indication that we 
are reducing those losses. We're stalling 
things slightly and I think Volpe-Rogal 
has done a good job, but this City still 
has not made the commitment that is 
necessary. 

I understand that there is an 
initiative to hire a safety engineer. Our 
City has over 5,000 employees. We do 
not have a professional safety engineer; 
we certainly should, and I for one on 
Council will support that. 

A company in private industry, 
once it hits a level of 500 workers, will 
have a full-time safety engineer. This 
City does not have any; that's part of the 
problem. The commitment needs to be 
made and what Pm suggesting is that 
within the immediate future that this 
Council, along with the Mayor, along 
with the Controller, sit down with Volpe- 
Rogal, with Mr. Schmeiser, with the 
Finance Department, with the risk 
manager of the City, Mr. Benedetti, with 
the future safety engineer that we 
anticipate hiring, and set up a program 
that lets the department heads know that 
we're serious about this problem. Let 
them know that if each year their losses 


continue to increase or if they are not 
diminished by a certain percentage, 
there will be penalties involved and there 
will also be incentives involved if those 
losses do increase according to certain 
ratios that are established. We need to 
make a serious, serious commitment. Pm 
talking about financial losses, $12 million 
to $14 million per year. What I haven’t 
talked about is the loss of life which we 
have, the loss of possibly portions of the 
body, serious long-term injuries that 
could be occuring to workers, etc. 
They're the types of things that are 
happening in this City and have been 
happening for a number of years. That 
also relates to dollar figures. We do not 
and have not made a serious commitment 
and Pm going to give one small 
example. We do not have a policy in this 
City where people in the various 
departments are required to wear safety 
belts when they're driving City 
automobiles and trucks, and Tm asking 
the question, why not? We supply the 
vehicles, the people are employed by the 
City of Pittsburgh, the vehicles have 
safety belts, but they're not being used. 
Consequently, people are being injured in 
automobile accidents and consequently 
we are having financial losses. That's a 
small example of what can be done to 
not only reduce the potential of loss of 
life, but reduce the potential of dollars 
being taken out of the general operating 
fund. 

Volpe-Rogal has a full-time safety 
engineer and that person has been 
working with the City. That person 
needs additional commitments by this 
Administration, by this Council. I am 
suggesting that we set up a safety 
committee consisting of elected officials 
and department heads in the very near 
future. I personally will not support any 
company unless this administration 
makes the commitment. The 

commitment must come from this table, 
the office next door, or else this piece of 
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legislation is of no need to this City. We 
don't need an insurance administrator if 
we are not going to support that 
insurance administrator. So I am 
suggesting to this Council, Tm suggesting 
to the Mayor, to the Administration, that 
we take immediate action in the near 
future to sit down to address this very 
serious problem.

Chair: 

Michelle, we have a bill coming up 
on that and I think you should just wait 
for that opportunity. 

Michelle Madoff: 

That's what Tm talking about. 
There should not be a bill coming up on 
that. There should not be a bill coming 
up on that. I believe that that bill should 
be paid, as suggested by the news media, 
out of the political fund of the Mayor of 
the City of Pittsburgh. The Mayor had 
no problem towing my car when I was 
doing City business from the side of the 
business to the tune, in the past three 
years, of over $1,400. When I was doing 
City business, three times out of the 
hospital, and having my car towed when 
it Weis wedged in and ruining my car so I 
had to buy a new car. I'm out ahout 
$3,500 or $4,000. 

I certainly find what Hustler did 
offensive.

Mr. President and members of 
Council, last week our local media 
reported the sale of the Union Trust 
Building. I think one of the very 
significant things about that sale is that 
it's the type of sale and will generate the 
types of revenues that Council Bill 540 
speaks to and that's the bill that we are 
presently holding and will be considered 
again in a couple weeks. I think that this 
type of windfall situation gives us a 
unique opportunity to do two things: 
one, provide some summer employment 
opportunity for deserving young people in 
this town and or to provide some 
emergency jobs for some of our people 
who are out of work. It is rare that we 
have a building of this type sold, maybe 
one or two a year, and while the amounts 
of money that are generated from those 
sales are significant in terms of tax 
dollars due us, it would seem to me that 
we could not put these monies to any 
better use than in trying to stimulate 
some employment opportunities for our 
young people and others who are out' of 
work. I would hope in two weeks when 
Council Bill 540 comes back into 
Committee for consideration again, that 
members of Council will look upon it 
favorable, perhaps better appreciate its 
purpose and its intent and work along 
with me in trying to find a way to use 
some of our windfall profits, taxes, from 


the sale of buildings to stimulate some 
employment programs in the City °* 
Pittsburgh. 

The other item relates to the 
Western Restoration Center. Members 
of Council were very kind and gracious 
enough to entertain some concerns about 
the closing of that center and what was 
going to happen to the employees and to 
the patients. Unfortunately, the closing 
has already begun and, unfortunately, 
many of the employees probably will not 
receive opportunities in other facilities. 

While there may be little that we 
can do relative to that situation at this 
point, I think certainly Council can do 
something relative to how that facility is 
going to be used. There are persistent 
rumors that that facility on Bedford 
Avenue in the Fifth Ward of the City of 
Pittsburgh will be used as an auxiliary 
jail site. I believe that I speak for the 
Fifth Ward community when I say that 
that is a totally unacceptable idea and I 
would hope that the Mayor and this 
Council would do everything in their 
power to keep that type of situation 
from occuring. 

I think it would be appropriate to 
have our City Clerk forward a letter to 
the Department of Public Welfare and to 
ask Secretary Cohen very specifically 
how the building on Bedford Avenue, the 
Western Restoration Center, is going to 
be disposed of and what plans there are 
for its use. 

As I get more information I 
certainly will share that with Council but 
I think it's only fair to say that this 
Council has gone on record as opposing 
auxiliary jail facilities in our residential 
neighborhoods, and tertainly that portion 
of the Fifth Ward is a residential 
community and I know for a fact that the 
people in that community are definitely 
opposed to any sort of auxiliary jail site. 
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The Chain 

I'd just like to add one so that 
everybody is aware of it. As you may he 
aware, we had a couple of additional 
fires over the weekend in the Southside 
and I have been in contact with the 
Mayor, the Superintendent of Police, the 
Local Inspector, the Fire Chief, and they 
have been cooperating and will 
additionally do some things, which I'm 
not at liberty at this microphone to say, 
but they've promised their full support. 
I've asked for a report on it and if we 
don't get any better efforts than we have 
now, we have too many fires, we have 
too many in a small area, and it's too 
much. That community needs some 
relief; I've asked for it and I've gotten 
full cooperation so far from everybody 
involved in it and hopefully we'll catch 
onto this idiot that seems to be running 
around without regard for life or 
property. 

Mr. Wagner; 

In reference to Council woman 
Madoff's concern about the Jenkins 
Arcade, we had many fine businesses 
located in the Jenkins Arcade, which is 
now a demolished building and a vacant 
lot. 


active in helping to relocate. You've 
given me the opportunity to commend 
them for a job well done. They did some 
nice things in providing buildings and 
getting people to build buildings and to 
receive those tenants from the Jenkins 
Arcade. They've done an excellent job. 

Mr. Wagner; 

Mr. President, I totally agree with 
you. I think we have done a fine job but I 
don't think we have educated the public 
as to the location of those businesses and 
I think it would be both beneficial to the 
City, to the businesses and to the 
potential customers. 

The Chair; 

I agree with you. I think you're 

right.

I vote aye on all bills except Rill 
826 and Bill 827 I vote no. 826 and 827, 
as you can recall were the testing 
processes that were to be administered 
to our new police applicants. Civil 
Service onW had one date open in a 
whole week and one hour that a couple of 
them could sit down with a lonely 
Councilman or two to go over some of 
the procedural things that they're given 
in this test. 

We've all heard it very loud and 
clear and the people of the City of 
Pittsburgh that the morale of our Police 
Department is not what it should be. Tm 
hearing it loud and clear. There are 
some equipment failures out there right 
now. There are some testing procedures 
that are letting people get into our 
Police Department that shouldn't be in 


our Police Department, and I think this 
Council should take this very seriously 
and sit down with this Commission to see 
what directions and emphasis they are 
giving. 

So for those two, plus Bill 827 is 
for the Convention Center itself, I would 
make a motion that these two bills will 
be held for one week, and I put that in 
the form of a motion, so we can have the 
Civil Service Commission, if they can 
take time out of their busy schedules, 
that they can come up here on a 
Wednesday on a Post Agenda, but I first 
make a motion that we make — 

The Chair: 

The only problem that I have, Mr. 
Givens — 

Mr. Givens: 

There's no problem. There is a 
motion on the floor, Mr. President, and if 
I don't get a second, fine. 

Mr. Wagner seconded the motion. 

The Chair: 

I don't mind people challenging my 
rules as long as they understand what's 
happening, but you have created the 
conflict vourself by saying you were 
voting and — 

Mr. Givens: 

By not discussing the bills before I 
voted on them, right? 

The Chair: 

And we did right before this ask, if 
there were any questions. Any discussion 
on any of the bills. The Chair heard 
nothing. The Chair then called for 
voting, and at that point you, voted and 
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now you’re making a motion during the 
time that you're voting. 

Mr. Givens; 

Yes. 

The Chair; 

Okay. 

Mr. Givens; 

That’s a little out of procedure, but 
I think each Councilman has the right to 
explain his vote, and in explaining that 
vote the thought came, the fact that the 
Commission cannot meet with me only 
on a one-hour period, that I thought that 
was kind of irate; and I thought that 
Council should be aware of that, Mr. 
President, number one. Number two, I 
think there is concern. 

The Chair; 

Hold it. Let me back you up a 
minute so we can just get this thing done 
properly. We'll avoid the vote here for a 
second and go back to the motion on the 
bill, which is to hold the two bills. 

Mr. Woods 

You mean the motion is to 
recommit? 

The Chair: 

Yes, on those two bills. I have a 
motion and a second on that. Mr. 
Wagner are you renewing your second on 
the recommittal on those bills? 

Mr. Wagner: 

Yes. 


The Chair: 

Discussion. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I believe I concur with the concern 
that Councilman Givens has had. He and 
I have both voted no in final budgets 
because of the lack of the number of 
adequate police, but I don't think we're 
going to help the situation any if we 
don't pass on these bills because all we're 
doing is compounding a felony. 

We don't have enough police. We 
have due dates that are dates set. We 
better get on with hiring, because we 
lose more by attrition then we gain each 
year. When the Mayor puts on a class, 
we end up with 40 and lose somewhere 
between 40 and 50. It's a wash, and it's a 
little game playing. 

But, unfortunately, we get 
blamed. It's our heads that are in the 
noose, and if we vote against it, we don't 
accomplish anything except it's a protest 
vote. Mr. Givens, I agree with your 
position, but I don’t think we have any 
choice. I think we have to go with it in 
order to try to get the police that are 
needed. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

I'm going to support Mr. Givens' 
motion to hold. I'm in disagreement why_ 
he made the motion but as Chairman of 
Public Safety, I would like to have the 
prerogative from my Council colleagues 
to hold these bills, especially Bill 826. 

I just learned that Civil Service 
procedure in hiring proctors is 
inconsistent with the wishes of this 
Council. It seems to be a number of the 
proctors that are hired that are paid 
$144 a day are non-City residents. That 
means that people that they hired as 
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proctors to watch while the examination 
is going on is from outside the City of 
Pittsburgh, and I think that's inconsistent 
with the policies and wishes of this 
Council about hiring City residents to be 
City employees. 

So, as Chairman of Public Safety, 
Td like to have the prerogative to hold 
these for at least two weeks to look into 
that. 

The Chair: 

Any other discussion? 

Mr. Woods: 

Yes, Mr. President. I realize that 
Mr. O'Malley is Chairman of Public 
Safety. These bills do fall under Finance 
and under Personnel, and I would like to 
have them not recommitted. I think all 
we are doing is going after testing. Mr. 
Givens is concerned in a number of other 
— my colleague's concerns are over the 
psychological testing and this has nothing 
to do with psychological testing. 

I don't feel that we can get the 
Civil Service Commission and tell them 
what to do. I thought that was fully 
explained last Wednesday by Mr. 
Grabowski, who was a State 
Representative. They are a body all 
their own. We can't tell them how to run 
their Committee. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Mr. President, I sort of recall from 
Wednesday’s discussion that there was 
some time element involved with passing 
this Wednesday. Now, I can’t recall 
exactly what time frame we're talking 
about. I'm not sure what the case is, 
because I believe there was a motion last 
week to hold it for a week — 


Michelle Madoff: 

June 23rd. Today's the 11th. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

That is a rather close time 
constraint. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

Tm in agreement with Councilman 
Woods. Part of this does come under his 
committee. Where I have the problem, 
it's not with Civil Service and it's not 
with Civil Service testing. Where I have 
the problem with this is them hiring over 
50 proctors, 50 people that live outside 
the City of Pittsburgh and paying them 
$144 a day when I'm sure that we all 
know people who are unemployed who 
live in the City of Pittsburgh and who 
pay taxes; and before I vote on this piece 
of legislation, Tm going to make sure 
that Civil Service corrects what I 
consider an error and inconsistency with 
the policies of this Council of paying 
$144 a day for people who do not live in 
the City of Pittsburgh. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Amend the bill. 

Mr. Woods: 

Td be all for amending the bill to 
say that the proctors must live in the 
City of Pittsburgh. 

Michelle Madoff: 

That's what I just said. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

That legislation is being prepared. 
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Mr. Woods: 

We can amend the bill right now 
and sav that the proctors being hired will 
live in the City of Pittsburgh. 

The Chair: 

The only problem I have with that 
is it's a legal — I don't think — 

Mr. O'Malley: 

No, this bill does not address the 
hiring procedure. This bill just addresses 
the pavment of the hiring procedure, but 
I am preparing legislation that will 
require that.

Judging from what I read on the 
legal cases as they are today, there's a 
little bit of conflict, but the majority 
view happens to be that you cannot put 
in your legislation that it only be for 
City residents. I think all nine of us if 
we had our choice would vote that way, 
but I think legallv we cannot do it. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

You're wrong in that. The City of 
Pittsburgh can require the City 
employees live inside the City of 
Pittsburgh and I'm certain that the 
people we hire on a part-time basis can 
reside in the City of Pittsburgh. 

The Chair: 

Well, as I indicated, there's some 
conflict, but the majority seems to be 
the other way. 

Mr. Wagner: 

The comment has been and not only 
at last Wednesday's meeting but today 
that we should pretty much agree with 


the Civil Service Commission. I stated 
last Wednesday and I'll state again that I 
do not think that if we see flaws existing 
in hiring procedures, whether they be for 
physical requirements or mental 
requirements, that we should appropriate 
dollars for tests that are initiated by the 
Civil Service Commission. 

We all know that we have people 
applying for jobs as police officers with 
B.S. degrees in criminology, with Masters 
degrees in criminology that are 
exceptionally qualified for that position 
but yet are being turned down for that 
position. 

Originally, I requested two weeks 
ago information pertaining to this 
examination, not knowing what type of 
examination it was. I was denied. I 
further requested information pertaining 
to the past examination. I was denied 
that information, and at the same time, 
the Civil Service Commission wants this 
legislative body to approve the dollars 
for that examination. 

We, the elected officials, are held 
responsible for the quality of the people 
that work for the City of Pittsburgh. We 
see some flaws in the quality and the 
morale of the Police Department. For 
that reason, I requested that 
information. I was denied that 
information. For that reason, we are not 
capable of judging whether or not that 
testing procedure is adequate for hiring 
qualified individuals, and for that reason, 
I cannot support this legislation. 

I would like to bring up one last 
point. • The timing of this legislation I 
think creates some questions. This 
legislation could have been initiated 
weeks ago, months ago, knowing that we 
do need police officers. We've known 
that, and I know this body has addressed 
that problem for the last couple of years. 
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Why has this legislation been 
submitted at such a late period in time? 
Has it been submitted at such a late 
period of time that we would sit here and 
quarrel that if we hold the legislation we 
are, in fact, harming the potential of 
hiring needed police officers in this 
City? I suggest that yes, that could be a 
possibility; but even if that is a 
possibility and even if it is at such a late 
time, I still feel we should hold this 
legislation as suggested by Councilman 
Givens. 

Mr. Woods: 

One more comment, Mr. President, 
and 1 agree that we should try to hire all 
the Citv people we can. In any case, 
professional services, whatever, but 
proctoring, I believe, comes under the 
professional services contract, that type 
of individual. Today we just read $3,900 
for a consultant that we hired, Council 
hired from Harrisburg, and we're going to 
approve that, and we do this many, many 
times in this Council. 

I see no difference in this $3,900 
that we're going to pay financial 
management services out of Harrisburg 
than hiring these proctors for $144 for 
one day. I see no difference at all, and 
that's why I'm going to vote to pass this 
legislation. 

The Chair: 

Hold on. This issue right now is 
whether we recommit, not the bill. 

Mr. Givens: 

I'd just like to respond to that. 
This little detail, the hiring of several 
hundred people that we're short in the 
Police Department, I think that's very 
critical compared to one consultant up in 
Harrisburg that's trying to get us 
legislation to give us additional money. 


Both are important jobs, but this to the 
people of the City of Pittsburgh is a dire 
necessity that we do something, and all 
I'm asking is that I have my day in 
court. I ask that the Civil Service 
Commission come here this Wednesday 
and present themselves, and I'll have 
some questions to ask them, and Tm sure 
other people will, and we’ll get along 
with this thing very quickly and 
expeditiously as possible. I think some 
questions must be asked, and I want some 
directions not only from this but from 
the psychological testing, the physical 
testing that must be done also. 

Our requirements apparently are 
not meeting the standards of other 
Police Departments throughout the 
country, throughout the country. That is 
our responsiblity. The taxpayers elect us 
to this office to make those judgments, 
and I hope for the sake of this Council 
we could at least air those opinions with 
the Civil Service Commission. 

Remember, ladies and gentlemen, 
that we do — I think, Mike, if I'm 
correct, the Mayor appoints and we also 
give our approval to all the members who 
are on that board. Any board, any 
authority is under our direct control. If 
we in this Council do not feel that any 
board or any authority is doing its thing, 
then we can recall that authority minus 
its bonding indebtedness and a few other 
things; but we do have that authority, 
and Tm hearing it loud and clear. I want 
to be on the record that I want that Civil 
Service Commission to come up here. If 
they can't meet with me and a couple 
other Council people in a whole week’s 
time period, then I suggest they come 
here at our Wednesday legislative 
session, and that will be an order. 

Mr. Woods: 

Mr. President, I’d like to clear up 
just one thing. I believe Mr. Givens 
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misunderstood me. I said that we hired a 
consultant out of Harrisburg; to me, that 
is the same thing as hiring these 
proctors, not the policemen. The 
policemen that will be hired will be City 
residents. That's not what I said. I'm 
talking about the proctors. 

The Chair: 

Let's call the question on whether 
to recommit or not. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

One further question, Mr. Stone, if 
I might, of Councilman Woods. If we did 
hold this bill for one week, would you see 
any problem — I mean we would be 
voting on it finally on the 18 th and I 
think it has to be in place by the 23rd. 
Do you see it as being too close? 

Mr. Woods: 

I think it would be, and that's why 
I'm voting not to recommit. 

Michelle Madoff: 

It's too close. Whv don't we amend 
it right now? Fm sorry. Fm out of order. 

The Chair: 

Call the vote. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. President, may I make one 
final commment? 

The Chair: 

She's got to go before you, then. 
Mr. Wagner: 

Okay. 


Michelle Madoff: 

May I suggest, since this seems to 
be some kind of a consensus of time 
frame, which is what I raised earlier, 
that we amend the bill right now to save 
the proctors. We're legal under the 
Rules of City Charter that say we hire 
City employees, will be residents of the 
City, and vote on the bill. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

Fd like to take both bills 

separately, please, 827 and 826. 

The Chair: 

All right, we're dealing with 827 
for the moment. 

Mr. Givens: 

826 and 827. One is for the 
testing; the other is for the Convention 
Center. 

The Chair: 

Which two do you want 

recommitted? 

Mr. Givens: 

My motion is if you go forward 
with one, you have to go forward with 
the other. 

The Chair: 

Which number bills?

All right, 826 and 827.

Mr, W&gnen 

Mr. President, prior to that can I 
make a comment. In regard to the 
timing of the legislation if we hold this 
hill one week it will come for final vote 
next Mondav, which is the 18th. If you 
recall we had a vote pertaining to the 
allocation of dollars for proctoring 
service for firefighters examinations 
within the last six weeks. The timing on 
that legislation was much tighter and 
much closer within days, and the final 
vote did not in any way cause a problem 
within that close time frame. I suggest 
that the same thing holds true here, and 
for that reason, there is no reason why 
this Council cannot hold this piece of 
legislation for one week and request the 
presence of the Civil Service 
Commission to ask some very important 
questions that should have been asked 
and should be asked pertaining to why 
we’re not hiring qualified people for 
police officers such as those that have 
degrees in criminology. 

Michelle Madoff: 

May I respond? 

The Chair: 

I would hope not and I would like to 
get Bill 826. 

Michelle Madoff: 

May I please? 


The Chair: 

You may. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. Wagner, with all due respect, I 
think you're on track. However, you may 
not believe this, but it is fact that this 
Council has in depth discussed these 
issues, raised these questions, had these 
Bureaus here before us, and we will have 
to keep fighting this battle on. I don't 
think holding up this particular bill or 
endangering the time frame is going to 
be the answer. 

We're not going to solve it with this 
bill or today. We agreed in principle 
with what you're saying, but that isn't 
going to be resolved now. We're going to 
have to address again and again the fact 
that we've had tests given to people who 
have passed the test and not been hired 
in the psychological testing, have passed 
the physical and pyschological and not 
been hired. We can't get any answers. 
Now, I've advised people to go out on 
their own and two physicians on their 
own and be tested and sue the City, but 
you’re not going to resolve it now by 
having another hearing, because they 
treat us like we're just windowdressing 
and we’re going to have to organize and 
fight back because we're now getting 
perhaps the five votes that are needed to 
do that. But holding up this bill is really 
not the answer. The issue is going to go 
on before this bill. I would vote for it 
and hold a hearing. 

Mr. Wagner: 

That is exactly what Mr. Givens is 
suggesting, to organize and fight back by 
holding it one week to have this brought 
up to committee to be discussed in detail 
like it should be discussed in detail. 


* 
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Michelle Madoff: 

I don't think you understood me. 
We have had hearings that went on all 
day long, and if I'm correct, it was one of 
the longest hearings we ever had here in 
Council. I ran a notice in the personal 
column saying if you passed the 
psychological test or if you passed the 
physical police test and were not hired, 
please contact my office. 

Mr. Perry, how many people were 
at that hearing? It went all day, and 
they ignored us. Then we had the 
psychological testing people in here. We 
had the Administration in here and we're 
not going to accomplish anvthing by re¬ 
doing that again. 

Mr. Woods: 

Mr. Chairman, I'd like to make one 
final comment. By holding this 
legislation is not going to help or hurt a 
person that has a degree in criminology. 
In fact, it's going to.help them. This is 
an aptitude test. This isn't going to 
change one thing by holding this piece of 
legislation. When we come up to the 
psychological testing and that's where 
many of people felt that they were more 
qualified than others failed then that's 
when we have an argument, and I agree 
we shouldn't have psychological testing, 
but this has nothing to do with many of 
my colleagues' arguements. This is an 
aptitude test, so those who have a degree 
in criminology always score very, very 
well in this test, and it will not hurt 
them one bit; and I’m not sure that we 
are putting people that are not qualified 
on the police force. I think we shouldn't 
be throwing that term around at all. We 
don't know that. 

Mr. Givens: 

I knew it. I hear it from the.people 
and I hear it from the police officers, 


and I can't hear it from anyone else but 
myself. When the crime happens to you, 
that's a crime that's very personal. 

The Chair: 

We are going to move to Bill 826, 
and there is a motion and a second to 
recommit. We'll call for the vote. 
Discussion is over. 

The Chair: 

My vote really doesn't count in 
view of the majority already, but I would 
be less than fair, having sat as Finance 
Chairman toward the end of the year in 
which we made an insistance that there 
be additional police, and even though 
there was some comment whether we 
could even have one, we wanted two. 
That was inserted into the budget, two 
classes. To attempt to do a major 
review relative to the aptitudes and the 
kind of police that are involved is not 
going to be accomplished in one week. It 
is in the hands of Judge Weber, not even 
in the hands of • our Civil Service 
Commission; and these requirements 
have required this City to do certain 
things that maybe this City might like to 
do otherwise, but the law has seen fit to 
determine how we shall handle most of 
our selection of police officers. 

As, I indicated, my vote really 
makes no difference, but I vote no. 

The Chair:

Mr. O’Malley seconded the motion. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Where is it? I haven't got a copy of 
it. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

I don't have a copy of it either. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Thev were placed in all Council's 
boxes on Fridav. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Excuse me. Is the bill to amend 
the garage parking? 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Yes it is. 

Michelle Madoff: 

We just can’t move on it that 
quickly. There are too many items. We 
have to take them one at a time and go 
through it very slowly, because there's no 
way we're voting on this until I go 
through it, every item, because as I see 


it, it actually wipes out the block 
security bill, because it isn't just one 
issue. There are many others. Do you 
want to take them one at a time? 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Let's take them one at a time. I 
can explain them. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Would you, please. Let's start with 
the first one. 

The Chair: 

I have a motion and a second. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Actually, there are four changes 
that I am making. Three are of my own, 
sind one is technical in nature. 

The first amendment you'll notice 
on number one, Tm changing the original 
provision in the legislation that 
stipulates the time in which the 
surveillance must take place. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I disagree with that. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Let me finish, please. 

The Chair: 

Michelle, you asked for his 
explanation. Now, you let him explain, 
and then we'll get down to voting on it. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

In the original legislation as it is 
now, it states that surveillance shall be 
from 10:00 a.m. to 1:30 a.m. I intend to 
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strike that provision and in its place 
require the garage owners to conduct 
surveillance for 16 hours but at their 
discretion. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Can we handle that one first? 
Take one at a time. 

Mr* Grabowski: 

Let's handle that one first. 

Michelle Madoff: 

All right, one at a time. I have 
been touring the garages myself. I’ve 
gone through six of the garages. I will 
tell you that I have had personal 
experiences talking to people who have 
been — I will give you two examples — 
one of the garages — I don't want to 
mention garage names, but one of the 
garages downtown that has lower levels 
had a young woman who works for 
Kaufmann’s had her car ransacked on 
Thursday, and she was mugged the 
following Monday. I saw her personally 
with a black neck. Her neck was pitch 
black where she had been choked in 
attempted mugging and rape. 

She has not reported it to the 
police. Her supervisor at Kaufmaim's 
introduced her to me. 1 asked her why 
she didn't go to the police. She felt it 
would be some kind of stigma. Our 
offices had many, many calls of this 
nature. We had three young women 
trapped in a garage and couldn't get out, 
a physician trapped in a garage and 
couldn't get out. It would necessarily be 
during these 16 hours because they shut 
doors, and there have been so many 
attacks in garages not reported. 

The only way I would go along with 
16 hours and remove from 10:00 a.m. to 
1:30 a.m. is if a sign is posted "park at 


your own risk" or the alternative being 
we shut the garage and don’t run it the 
other four hours. I think it is not fair to 
have the garage only secured from 10:00 
a.m. to 1:30 a.m., because we're having 
episodes happening at two in the morning 
and we're having episodes happening at 
nine in the morning, especially during the 
Christmas holidays. The police records 
will identify particular burglaries and 
cars at that time. Either they shut down 
or they open the garages and provide 
security. You can't have it both ways. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Well, as you stated, if you feel it’s 
unfair that the garage be under 
surveillance from 10:00 to 1:30, I would 
suggest you vote for my amendment. 

Michelle Madoff: 

No, I'm saying it should be around 
the clock 24 hours if the garage is open 
24 hours. It's already in the bill. The bill 
already was amended. As you may 
recall, we took out the painting and we 
included a mechanism for actually 
monitoring, because people can right now 
say they've been walking through the 
garage and monitoring and not do it. 

Now, I do not believe that from 
10:00 a.m. in the morning until 1:30 at 
night is sufficient, because people are 
out later — 

Mr. Grabowski: 

That is your language, Michelle. 
That's the language that you put in the 
original-bill. 

Michelle Madoff: 

But during peak business hours but 
not less than 16 hours per day. 
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Mr. Grabowski: 

You put in 15-1/2 hours that these 
garage operators must conduct 
surveillance. 15-1/2 hours from 10:00 to 
1:30 a.m.; that's 15-1/2 hours. 

Michelle Madoff: 

We are in the process of meeting 
with — every garage practically is in 
violation, particularly the City garages. 
We have started to amend the bill to 
tighten the bill. We've already tightened 
the bill in several areas. We want to 
have inspection 24 hours or shut the 
garage down as opposed to what you're 
proposing now. We want to amend the 
bill to sav 24 hours inspection or shut 
down the hours that vou're not inspecting 
as opposed to 10:00 to 1:30, which the 
bill says at this present time. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

I believe my amendment is 
tightening that provision. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Well, we want it tightened even 
further. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

If you want to tighten it further 
then you offer an amendment later on. 
That's the first amendment. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Well, then my amendment would be 
that we have it 24 hours. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Well, you amend it at some other 
point. My amendment is what we're 
considering right now. 


Michelle Madoff: 

Go ahead. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

The second amendment that I 
intend to make is delete where it makes 
reference to security personnel. I see no 
reason why uniformed security personnel 
that must be hired from an outside 
agency have to come in to conduct this 
surveillance. I see no reason why the 
garage personnel cannot do that, and Tm 
deleting the provision that's in there now 
seating that security personnel must 
conduct the surveillance. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Wait, I'm sorry. You lost me on 
that. You're saying you don't care who 
does the surveillance; they do not have 
to be in uniform, according to your 
feelings? 

Mr. Grabowski: 

It must be garage personnel. 

Michelle Madoff: 

And you don't think they should be 
in uniform? 

Mr. Grabowski: 

They will be in uniform. If you'll 
note number five, after the word uniform 

Michelle Madoff: 

What is the section of the bill that 
you are amending of 6304? What 
section? 
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Mr. Grabowski: 

Let me show you the original and 
how it will look. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I have it in front of me. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

It will say uniformed garage 
personnel. I'm deleting security here and 
here, and in its place I'm placing garage. 

Michelle Madoff: 

We met with the garage owners, 
and they felt that there not be any 
confusion between the people who are 
getting the money, people who are 
managing, and those who are guards, and 
that there should be a deletion — 

The Chair: 

The Chair win clarify something 
for a moment. The present bill says 
during the peak business hours but not 
less then 16 hours per day. That’s what 
his motion is. The old bill as it is now, 
unless it's amended, says from 10:00 a.'m. 
until 1:30 a.m. That would be 12, 13, 14, 
15. It's 15-1/2 — no, not quite. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

14-1/2. 

The Chair: 

Yes, 15-1/2. He’s extending it an 
extra half-hour. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. Stone, may I respond to that? I 
have been in these garages at 2:00 in the 
morning. There are cars and there's 
nobody there, and it is dangerous. It was 


brought to my attention by Jim Flaherty, 
the former Commissioner, whose 
daughter works in the club and is going 
home after that hour, and he wants a 
security guard for her. She's terrified. 

The Chair: 

Just a moment. The bill presently 
is 15-1/2 hours, and what he's doing is 
enlarging the hours. 

Michelle Madoff: 

And I'm asking my colleague to 
consider changing it to 24 hours or 
closing the garage the hours they don't 
have security. 

The Chair: 

And your colleague has so informed 
you that he had a motion and that if you 
cared to make a contribution, that will 
be upon you to do. 

Proceed, Mr. Grabowski. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

It's my intention that the garage, 
personnel can also conduct the 
surveillance. They can be the one’s that 
actually go around to the Detex 
machines and every half-hour check it to 
make sure that everything is safe on 
each floor. Like I say, I see no reason 
why it has to be security people. So, I'm. 


Michelle Madoff: 

That is whyeven the garage owners 
disagree with — they feel that they 
should not be mixing the two and that 
those people — what they'll do, then, is 
not be hiring all the new people Ijiat 
have created jobs. Incidentally, all the 
new security jobs are a result of this bill, 
and what they'll do is use the present 
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staff to be walking through and not be 
there to escort people to their cars. 

For example, I went to a hospital 
and I said, "Where is vour guard?" I ask 
that at every garage I go into. Thev 
said, "Oh, he's now walking through 
another garage that we have in another 
building." That person couldn't be taking 
money, walking through escorting people 
and also be walking through the floors. 

I’ve also found that I talked to one 
of the guards and said are you covering 
each floor, I think there was eight floors 
on this garage, every 15, 20 minutes, 
half-hour and he said, "No, it depends on 
how people Tm escorting to cars." 

So, what vou're doing is really 
weakening and deleting the bill if you 
take the people working for the garage 
who are not hired specifically to patrol 
the garage, and they should be 
uniformed, because that is a deterrent, 
the fact that they are in uniform. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

They will be uniformed garage 
personnel according to my amendment. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Who has suggested that? 

Mr. Grabowski: 

I suggested that. 

Michelle Madoff: 

So, in other words, you're going to 
say to the garage owners, you will put 
your people to collect the money into 
uniforms; is that right? Because they're 
going to be able to do both things. 
They're going to be able to collect 
money, just be personnel, and also be 
security people. 


Mr. Grabowski: 

Yes. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I would vote against that. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Okay, you can vote against that. 
Michelle Madoff: 

I think it would be a great 
weakening of the bill. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

The final amendment that I have 
deals with a waiver, and specifically Tm 
incorporating or at least attempting to 
incorporate this provision for the sake of 
the Allegheny Center Mall, which has 
approximately 13 or 15 entrances and 
exits, and it's really not prudent to have 
each of those entrances covered at all 
times. With this amendment that I'm 
offering, if the garage owners can 
convince the Bureau of Building 
Inspection that this provision would be a 
hardship in this case, then the Bureau of 
Building Inspection could grant a waiver. 

Michelle Madoff: 

May I respond? Who's going to 
explain the waiver to the mother of the 
child who's hurt going into that garage 
that we don’t have security? That is 
absolutely asinine. Excuse me; I don't 
want to personalize this. The whole 
point of this bill is to have security in 
garages. They make their money. This 
particular garage is one of the most 
flagrant violators of civil rights. They 
brought in a bunch of people from the 
South, warehoused them to do work in 
their garage. They really don't care 
about anybody. Have you ever tried to 
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go through that garage and even find 
your way around in it? It is the worst- 
run garage. It is a horrible garage. It is 
a dangerous garage, and if they don't 
want people at entrances, let them shut 
down that entrance. They don't want to 
have security guards. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Well, if they can convince the 
Bureau of Building Inspection that that's 
the case, I'm sure that a waiver would 
not be granted. 

Michelle Madoff: 

You would have to convince this 
Council. 

The Chair: 

We have before you all of the 
amendm ents. 

Michelle Madoff: 

No, there are a couple more that I 
want questions on. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

One other thing. Those were the 
three basic amendments that I am 
offering. There’s also a technical 
amendment that is also in this 
legislation, and it merely cleans up part 
of what Michelle's amendment did last 
week. It’s purely technical in nature. 
She didn’t go far enough in making her 
am endment. 

Last week when Councilwoman 
Madoff amended this legislation, she 
removed a provision that originally was 
in there stating that the garage walls had 
to be painted white; and in deleting that 
provision, some language was left there 
that should have been deleted, and this 
provision takes care of that. It was 


merely technical in nature, complying 
with her request. 

Michelle Madoff: 

It’s all concrete walls. May I 
comment on that, if I may? 

The Chair: 

No. The Chair does not understand 
this amendment. 

Michelle Madoff: 

May I explain it? 

The Chair: 

No, I want it from the person 
making the motion for the moment. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Where it makes reference to all 
concrete walls. 

The Chair: 

All right, that's G under 76304. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Right. Last week Michelle's 
amendment to this legislation deleted 
the provision that said all concrete walls 
must be painted white, and it got into 
the foot-candles. 

The Chair: 

Right. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Where it begins till concrete walls, 
that should have also been part # of 
Michelle's amendment. It should have 
been deleted, and it was inadvertently 
not.

The Chair: 

Where would you delete? 

Mr. Grabowski: 

All concrete walls in all enclosed 
parking garages in which attendants do 
not park all the vehicles. 

The Chain 

Okay. And down below will it be — 

Mr. Grabowski: 

What it should read, if my 
amendment goes in, Councilman Stone, it 
will read, on and after January 1, 1985 
the lighting in every part of all enclosed 
parking garages in which attendants do 
not park all of the vehicles shall be a 
minimum of five-foot candles at all 
times measured at the level of five feet 
above the ground. 

Michelle Madoff: 

What does six mean? Your are 
deleting after the word garage, the word 
security — on what line is that? You've 
got the word uniform — 

Mr. Grabowski: 

fm deleting security in two places. 
Michelle Madoff: 

I want to see where it is. This is 
where we have a bone of contention. Tm 
saying security people, and you're saying 
security and the garage personnel are 
one and the same; is that your 
contention? 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Yes. 


Michelle Madoff: 

You're expanding it? It should not 
just be for the security. It should be for 
the security and the people that are 
running the garage. 

The Chair: 

Did you try to put the word 
security three lines from the bottom on 
the bill? Do you have it? 

Michelle Madoff: 

Would you read the place exactly 
where it is please? Section what of what 
bill? Give me the number. 

The Chair: 

76304-F. That's what is says 
above. 

Michelle Madoff: 

On what line? 

Mr. Grabowski: 

The first amendment I’m deleting 


Michelle Madoff: 

Provide security personnel. You're 
saying provide all personnel, so I said 
you're expanding it. That's right; you’re 
expanding it everybody, security or 
whoever is covering it. That's making it 
tougher, okay. And where's the other 
security? 

Mr. Grabowski: 

I've stricken out everything in red 
that's being stricken. 
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Michelle Madoff! 

And you're saying no person who is 
responsible for collecting money or 
parking cars shall also be responsible for 
surveillance. You want them to be 
responsible for surveillance. I do not. 

The Chair; 

He wants the duties separate. He 
wants what you want, Michelle. 

Michelle Madoff; 

No, no, no. He's also scratched out 
no person who is responsible for 
collecting money or parking cars shall 
also be responsible for surveillance. He’s 
scratching it out. I had it in; he's taking 
it out. 

May I suggest we hold the bill for a 
week? 

Mr. O'Malley seconded the motion. 

The Chair; 

Hold on. The first question we 
need is we have some amendments. 
They've been motioned and seconded. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Well, we haven't gone through all 
the amendments. There are some more. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

No, those are the amendments. 

The Chair; 

He's covered all of his 

am endm ents. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Well, I would think that my 


colleagues would need a week to digest 
those amendments. Mr. Grabowski has 
done some housekeeping where I didn't 
eliminate walls on lighting because Fm 
more interested that it be lit than be 
painted. I don't care if it's painted 
purple as long as it's light enough. 

The bone of contention that I think 
we need some time to think about before 
we vote on the bill is the fact that the 
additions, the fact that extending it a 
half-hour being open. I think if they're 
going to be open, doing business and 
making money, you should provide 
security. Put a sign up, "park at your 
own risk," or close down; and I don't 
think you mix apples and oranges by 
saying that anybody working there can 
act as a guard when they're not indeed a 
hired guard in uniform, because 1 don't 
thipk thev'll hire the people and there 
will not be jobs for people, and they'll 
get away with murder, and I mean 
murder. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Mr. Stone, let me withdraw my 
motion to amend this bill. Let's let it 
go. Til put these provisions in as a 
separate bill. That way we won't hold up 
Councilman Woods’ bill today, and we 
can discuss it at length at another 
meeting. 

Michelle Madoff; 

I would appreciate it. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

I Withdraw my second. 

Which motion prevailed. 

The Chair; 

All right, all the amendments are 
withdrawn. The bill is as it was in its 
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ordinary form. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Don't we have this already, Mr. 
Woods’ 

Mr. Woods: 

No. 

Michelle Madoff: 

You mean that this City has not 
provided disabled parking? Everywhere I 
go I see five or six — 

Mr. Woods: 

The Pittsburgh Parking Authority 
provides it, but there is no such law that 
requires it in private parking. If they do 
it, they do it on their own. 

Michelle Madoff: 

You mean thev do it on their own? 

Mr. Woods: 

Some do and some don't. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I see. I did not know that. Thank 

vou. 

The Chair: 

Call the question. 

Mr. Givens: 

I vote aye, and I commend Ben 
Woods on making provisions for the 
handicapped. Thank you. 

Michelle Madoff: 


had a number of calls in the office that, 
while people have parking spaces and 
even ramps, particularly the ramps 
where Mr. Stone has fought for so hard 
to get the City to put them in, but 
they're not designed properly. I have a 
friend I think he's also a friend of yours, 
whose wife has been paralyzed for years 
and has great experience with 
wheelchairs. He says the wheelchair 
won't go over the ramps as they’re 
presently designed, and in some places I 
have actually seen a ramp on one side of 
the street to get off but no way to get up 
on the other side of the street. That 
ramp situation is really a mess, so I think 
at some point we would like to tie both 
in, Mr. Woods. 

The Chair: 

Michelle, I've already called for a 
review on that item. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I'd appreciate it. I sent the 
disabled people who met with me up to 
meet with Mr. Gaetano to give them 
their particular complaints, but this one 
has come in from this position since 
then, and you know who I'm talking 
about. 

Aye on the bill. 

The Chair: 

Is there any discussion on the bill?

I had some people do it, but I did 
all the design and all of the outlining. It 
didn't cost me very much to do it. Like 
about 20 minutes. 

Mr. O'Malley has sat down with 


pages and pages and designed room 
space. I don't think there’s a member of 
this Council, including yourself, who 
couldn't go and say this is how we want 
this space done and have somebody do it, 
and I don't think we need to pay 
$15,000. I think we have enough 
expertise in-house to say this is how we 
want it done. 

The Chain 

There's electricity involved, there's 
plumbing involved, there's a type and 
quality of materials involved; and the 
kind of demolition — it's not as easy as 
one might think. 

Michelle Madoff: 

$15,000 for a design I think is 
ludicrous. It's my personal opinion, and I 
might add I feel the same way about the 
Law Department designing its doorway. 
The people doing the work could have 
designed the doorway.

Call the question. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Aye on all bills except 851 we do 
not need a $15,000 consultant.

Michelle Madoff: 

On Bill 826, it is not clear, the hill 
on the entry level, the proctoring 
services. I would like if the Clerk would 
please send a letter, and I'd like a vote of 
this Council to have our own counsel, we 
have available to Council a choice of 
counsel. Td like a legal opinion, and 
some of rav colleagues ioin me in 
searching for the same information, as to 
what rights we will have at budget time 
which is rapidly approaching to insure 
that there will be more oolice in the 
coming year. As we determined earlier, 
we gained 46, I think, and lost 56, so 
we're 10 below where we started and as 
you know from the report that I had 
distributed to all the members of Council 
that during one given pay period, instead 
of 1200 some police we only had 1000 
some police on duty that week. 

This City is in a terrible 
situation. The Mayor can go out all he 
wants to the South Side and assure that 
we're going to have more police 
patrolling there but you're taking the 
police from some other community. 
There are not enough police in the City 
in these times and we, as 
Councilmembers, have decided that we 
want police. We propose and the Mayor 
disposes. I want to know what legal 
grounds we have for enforcing and 
making it possible — 

The Chair: 

The only problem I have is that 
we're talking about proctoring services 
here on the test. 


Michelle Madoff: 

Well, the proctoring services are 
for the hiring of police so it’s an 
appropriate time to bring the issue up. 

The Chair: 

Yes, but you really stretch that, 
Michelle. I think that the question is are 
you for or against the proctorial 
services? 

Michelle Madoff: 

, I agree with Councilman Givens 
that the proctoring test leaves much to 
be desired. However, I am voting for it 
because we need police; let's not go 
below the number we have. But at the 
same time, it is mv prerogative to 
request, and I just spoke with 
Councilman O'Malley, it's his 
Department of Safety Committee, and 
we have distributed that list showing 
where the lack of police exist at this 
point. You yourself, long before I got to 
Council, have asked for police. 

The Chair: 

I'm just saying the bill before us 
deals only with proctoring services — 

Michelle Madoff: 

But proctoring deals with the 
hiring of police. The hip bone is 
attached to the thigh bone. Tm asking 
this Council to vote because you took 
that privilege away from us. When 
President DePasquale was here we had 
permission from him. Now we have to 
get five votes in order to hire an 
attorney. I don't want Mr. Pellegrini who 
parrots everything the Mayor tells him to 
say.

I'm not saying what you're saying 
is wrong} Tm saying your timing is wrong.

That's all; fm not faulting what 
you're saying. 

Mr. Givens: 

For clarification to Council, Mr. 
President, it was Grogan, Graffin and 
McGinley law firm, if you can recall, 
that we went to them, this Council, as a 
body, asking the legal opinion as to 
whether or not we can force the Mayor 
to hire additional police officers and that 
legal — 

The Chair: 

Wait Dick, I’m on the same thing 


with her. If that comes up under Motions 


Mr. Givens: 

That legal report came back and 
said that this Council cannot appropriate 
the monev and if the Mayor does not 
choose or wish to choose to put the force 
out there then there's other means that 
this Council has at it's disposal — 

Michelle Madoff: 

I want to know what those other 
means are. That's what I want from a 
legal counsel. 

Mr. Givens: 

On Bill 826, I have some 
comments. Number one, on Wednesday's 
meeting I was shocked to find out that in 
giving any test within the City of 
Pittsburgh, including this one, it will be 
administered and the proctors will be 
secure in it, that the department headB 
do not have access to that particular test 
and that they do not review the final 
version of that test. All the materials 
they might give our Director of 
Personnel to make up a test is one thing 
but I think ultimately the department 
heads, in this case the Superintendent of 
Police, should be the person that should 
review any test that's given to people 
that are going to come into his 
department because ultimately he has to 
be the person that has to manage those 
people and I think therein lies some 
problem that we have. 

Mr. President, I can address to 
you and because of the Police 
Department the comments that I have 
received and probably all of this Council 
have received, that something must be 
done. They indicate that the ipw 
recruits are not up to standard compared 
to other recruits that have been given in 
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years gone Try. All of us can ask our 
questions whv, but the safety and the 
security of the people of the City of 
Pittsburgh are the things that we are 
pledged, as well as the Mayor and as well 
as everv police officer, to uphold that 
safety. As a result, I think that 
something must be done and must be 
done very quickly and I ask you, Mr. 
President, to form a committee to 
investigate into these allegations 
because otherwise we have committees 
here, we have Jim O'Mallev who serves 
on that Public Safety Committee and I 
think through him and his leadership we 
have to delve into these questions that 
are coming to us in the field, in the 
neighborhoods, and if we don't then 
someone else will by not voting for us 
when that appropriate time comes. 

I think that's a very strong request 
that I make that this committee be 
formed and really look into it. We have 
the power to subpoena if need be in this 
Council to get at the bottom of this and 
why it's happening and if it's because of 
any orders or any ten point veterans' 
preference or regardless of what the 
situation might be, I think this Council 
has to get to the bottom of it and at 
least be able to explain to the public why 
it is happening and do they want it to 
happen this particular way.

someone else will by not voting for us 
when that appropriate time comes. 

I think that's a very strong request 


that I make that this committee be 
formed and really look into it. We have 
the power to subpoena if need be in this 
Council to get at the bottom of this and 
why it's happening and if it's because of 
any orders or any ten point veterans' 
preference or regardless of what the 
situation might be, I think this Council 
has to get to the bottom of it and at 
least be able to explain to the public why 
it is happening and do they want it to 
happen this particular way. 

Secondly f I think out of this when 
one looks at those particular classes that 
have been hired over the last several 
years, physical fitness is something that 
must be brought into the scope of testing 
and along with that is strength and 
agility, like that of the test that they 
might give a fireman. That has to be 
brought in and should be brought in 
during this present sequence of test for 
the new police officers. 

Thirdly, Td like my remarks, Mike, 
brought forward from last Wednesday, in 
total, and that of John Bingler and the 
two people from the Personnel 
Department. All their remarks are to be 
brought forward to the Municipal 
Record. This thing will not be put to bed 
until such time as this Council 
investigates and reports back to the 
people. 

Thank you, Mr. President. 

(BEGINNING - MR. GIVENS’ REMARKS 
ON BILL NO. 826 - WEDNESDAY, 
6/13/84) 

Mr. Givens: 

I think the reason we held this 
bill, I think, is to bring in the Civil 
Service Commission and I would like to 
ask them some questions on this 
particular test itself. This is paying for 
the proctors, but it is the whole thing,

the testing itself and can we ask for John 
Bingler to come to the table? 

THE CHAIR COMMENTS 

Mr. Givens: 

It's concerning this bill, but it’s 
paying of this bill, the whole process and 
the testing that will be administered at 
this particular thing, as to whether or 
not we should even go on with this bill or 
the previous bill that we have already 
passed in this Council. 

THE CHAIR COMMENTS 

Mr. Givens: 

I have ten questions about this 

test. 

THE CHAIR COMMENTS 

Mr. Pellegrini: 

Yes, the Civil Service Commission 
is an independent agency and they have 
the sole discretion as to the standards by 
which tests are going to be administered 
and the standards that they are going to 
use. They can discuss it here like as 
their philosophy, but I don't believe that 
Council has anv jurisdiction to prescribe 
the types of tests that are going to be 
given. 

Mr. Givens: 

I am well aware of that. 

Mr. Pellegrini: 

Yes, Councilman Robinson asked 
me to make that statement. 

THE CHAIR COMMENTS 

MR. WAGNER COMMENTS 


Mr. Pellegrini: 

That pertains to all the 
departments where tests are given, 
where Civil Service is involved. 

MR. WAGNER COMMENTS 

Mr. Pellegrini: 

Well, I know from the experience 
in my department we send up a list of job 
objectives that we want done and what 
we think that person, the duties that 
person has to perform. We don't see the 
test before it is administered. I have 
never seen a Clerk-Steno test which we 
may only have an investigators test or 
whatever and I am not asked to approve 
the questions. So what we are given, we 
say that we want someone that can 
perform the following functions and 
develop a test for that purpose. As far 
as I know, the departments don’t see the 
test. 

MR. WAGNER COMMENTS 

Mr. Pellegrini: 

I don't know and the question is, 
even if I saw the test, I wouldn't know, 
but I would hope that when you do 
testing, there are certain professional 
methods by which you make those 
selections. I think it's pretty easy on a 
typist when you want them to type 72 
words a minute or whatever, that they 
grade, but I think on a police test, there 
are professionals that develop a criteria 
based on their evaluation of the job, 
what is a good test or not. 

THE CHAIR COMMENTS 

Mr. Givens: 

I am sure that Jack Wagner and 
my questions will be along the same line 
and I am glad to see John Bingler who is 
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the Chairman of the Civil Service 
Commission and I was well aware of your 
legal status as to your separation of 
power and you have the freedom to 
exercise that power because every 
person that is hired, every person that is 
tested of the City of Pittsburgh must 
come through your commission. That is 
the skeleton and you put the meat on it 
and they give vou the test and you are 
supposed to review this test to see if we 
are in fact getting the most qualified, 
not just in the police area, but in all 
skilled areas where testing is a 
requirement. That's why I have you here 
todav, John, not to pick any bones with 
anybody. I think it's the concern of this 
Council and the fact that we held this 
bill a number of weeks that we have 
concern in certain areas and Council Bill 
826 provides for payment that was 
reduced to $3,000.00 which I am glad to 
hear it and sometimes when you get a 
little interest into a particular thing, it 
surprised me how prices are going down, 
but I am glad Jim O'Malley brought that 
out to save the City taxpayers a couple 
of thousand dollars — 

THE CHAIR COMMENTS 

Mr. Givens: 

The fact that they are not brought 
out in the bill itself, we know that we 
appropriate a certain amount of money 
and that money is there and available for 
that purpose. I would like to go back and 
look at other records to see if we only 
spent $3,000.00 to the same entity; but 
anyway for the proctors and the 
coordinators to administer the 1984 
entry level police officers examination 
later this month, that monev, I still feel 
some of it will be saved by the 
taxpayers. Qualified applicants are the 
most difficult and important positions, 
this is the key I think right here. Some 
of us on this Council elected by the same 
taxpayers are not certain that this 


apptitude test and I am talking 
specifically now about the police 
aptitude test is providing the kind of 
quality of a police candidate the people 
of Pittsburgh deserve and so I have asked 
the Civil Service Commission here today 
to explain to this Council before we 
authorize the payment of anymore 
money of the 1984 entry level police 
officers examination insured that the 
people of Pittsburgh will get the best 
candidate to wear out badges and our 
uniforms and many other areas also. 

The Commission is not as directly 
responsible, the Commission is not 
directly responsible to the taxpayers as 
we on this Council are; so I think this is a 
line of questioning that is both 
informative and essential for the passing 
of this particular bill. 

John, I have about ten questions 
only and I will try to be very brief and 
some of your answers I hope will be more 
lengthy but my question would be as you 
sit as many of us sit on many Boards and 
Authorities here ouselves and we have to 
review much of the multi-million dollars 
of money that goes through our fingers 
and ask questions and we are presented 
position papers and etc., what is the 
Commission looking for, what are you 
and what is your Commission as the 
Chairman, what are you looking for in a 
Police Officer candidate? 

I have to appreciate that these 
questions are going to be hard, you are 
dealing with every skill within the City 
of Pittsburgh and vou have to be very 
knowledgeable in those skills in order to 
perform your job and I think this question 
is in line with what are you looking for as 
the fact, you are the ones to direct that 
Department of Personnel and only you 
according to state law. 
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Mr. Bingler: 

We look for candidates for all 
positions that are tested. For candidates 
that satisfy the requirements of the 
particular department head who is 
requesting us to submit a list of 
candidates; for example, I mean I may 
have some police background, but I don't 
presume to put myself in the position of 
the Police Chief in the City. I think that 
our staff can tell better than I can 
exactly how we go about trying to assess 
what it is that the department head, in 
this case the Police Chief, is looking for 
in police officer candidates; and after we 
make that assessment, we try to develop 
testing procedures that provide that sort 
of person across the board, whether it is 
fire, whether it is police and we try to 
adjust our testing procedures to improve 
the results that we achieve, the 
validation and years, for example, a fire 
test that had a whole lot of questions 
about how you fight fires and those 
questions were proposed to candidates 
for the Fire Department. 

They really were designed to test 
more, how much you have learned 
already about fire fighting rather than 
what was your capability or capacity' to 
be a good fire fighter if vou were trained 
to be a good fire fighter. 

Mr. Givens: 

Well, how is that applied then to 
the hiring of police? 

Mr. Bingler: 

Well, I am just giving you an 
example of how we try to adjust our 
test. I would have to refer to the staff 
to let them tell you how they — 

Mr. Givens: 

I am going to have the staff, 


Melanie, if you might, these questions 
that I am asking the Commission which I 
am sure the Chairman does not have 
specific answers for, I will give to you in 
written letter and I would like for you to 
detail to this Council exactly how in the 
police examination of how you want to 
do this. 

My second question then, John, is 
how this criteria incorporated into the 
aptitude test so that we in fact pick the 
candidates that match that profile? If 
we are looking for a police officer and 
you as the Chairman of the Civil Service 
Commission, it is your duty and 
responsibility to see that we are getting 
the best type of police officers. 

Mr. Bingler: 

Let me if I may just define the 
actions of the Civil Service Commission; 
our primary role is to act as an Appeals 
Board if you will from — 

Mr. Givens: 

No, we have an Appeals Board. 

Mr. Bingler: 

Yes, but we function as an 
Appeals Board, in a parallel sense; as an 
Appeals Board for employees who have 
been disciplined or found for example, 
we spent four hours yesterday in a 
hearing involving a residency matter; 
that is a Personnel Department that was 
created by the City Charter and we are 
kind of an adjunct of that Personnel 
Department; we look at and review tests 
that are presented to us by the Personnel 
Department. The Personnel Department, 
not the Civil Service Commission is 
primarily responsible for the 
development of the test that respond to 
the needs of the department; for fhat 
reason, although I am generally familiar 
just by diagnosis if you will with what 
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the Personnel Department does in 
developing its test, I know for example 
that there are studies of what the police 
officers do, their discussions with the 
Police Supervisors themselves in trying 
to figure out how we should develop, how 
the Personnel Department should develop 
the test. We look at the tests that are to 
be given, hut franklv, I am not an expert 
in most of the areas with regard to what 
the tests are on. 

We look at the tests and try to 
bring a layman's qualifications to looking 
at a test; I mean are a numbers in the 
right order, is there something stupid 
about the test on the questions; we really 
are not expert enough, none of us, as 
Commissioners are expert in any of the 
areas that we are testing for. 

Mr. Givens: 

Then the question I could lead into 
and being that the Commission is the 
ultimate authority — 

Mr. Bingler: 

Well, I think you would have to 
ask Dante that. 

Mr. Givens: 

Well, that's the way Dante 

explained that to us. 

Mr. Bingler: 

Well, I am not sure of that, given 
the current structure and the City 
Charter, there used to be a Civil Service 
Commission that had a lot of 
responsibilities and I think the Personnel 
Department sort of functioned under the 
Civil Service Commission. The Charter 
changed that and there is now a 
Personnel Department,' we function kind 
of as an adjunct to the Personnel 
Department, our principal function being 


hearing appeals and essentially grievance 
type of cases. 

Mr. Givens: 

So, you really don't get into the 
nuts and bolts of that — 

Mr. Bingler: 

Well, we can't. 

Mr. Givens: 

Pardon me. 

Mr. Bingler: 

We can't, we review the test, but 
our staff and the Personnel Department 
staff by and large develops the test, 
dialogues it to people that needed to be 
talked to that develop the test and 
presents the test essentially as a finished 
product to the three Commissioners and 
then lacking the expertise to do anything 
more than look at the test as a layman 
would look at it, we make some effort to 
assess the test; we do not have the 
expertise that our staff has to do that. 

Mr. Givens: 

Okay, I appreciate that. If I don't 
have the expertise on any subject and I 
wanted someone to brief me on it, have 
you ever called before your Civil Service 
Commission any expertise like the 
Inspector, Superintendent of Police? 
Have you ever called anyone from any of 
the major universities that have 
Criminology, Sociology, Psychology — 

Mr. Bingler: 

Before the Commission? 

Mr. Givens: 

Before the Commission to review 
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some of these tests that are being 
administered? 

Mr. Bingler: 

Not since I have been on the 
Commission. 

Mr. Givens: 

And how long have you been on 
the Commission? 

Mr. Bingler: 

Since 1978, 1 think. 

Mr. Givens: 

Since 1978? 

Mr. Bingler: 

Yes. 

Mr. Givens: 

Then my next’ question would be 
then, have we refined the test in the 1st 
few years and why and does the 
Commission know if the changes have 
lead to a better quality police 
candidate? And these since 1978, have 
we been giving the same test, have we 
changed that test, are we slanting it one 
way or are we slanting it another way? 

Mr. Bingler: 

The tests are reviewed — 

Mr. Givens: 

I know you are not going to give 
the same test year after year because I 
assume the answers are out there and 
vou are going to change the wording 
around, you can take 10,000 questions on 
an aptitude and go from there and just 
ask different questions, but obtaining the 


same type of answer? 

Mr. Bingler: 

We have as I said looked at each 
of the new test that has come before us 
to try to bring a layman's qualifications 
to looking at the test; each time there is 
a new test, the test is reviewed, the 
staff develops the test since it’s over 
again; for example, as I understand it, 
this time we are proposing to look at 
whether or not we ought to adopt a 
physical performance test for police 
candidates in addition to the written test 
as we did with the Fire Department. 

That kind of development is a 
major developmetn that would end up 
being addressed to the Commission. 

Mr. Givens: 

Did you suggest that or did the 
staff suggest that to you? 

Mr. Bingler: 

The staff suggested it to us. 

MR. O'MALLEY COMMENTS 
Mr. Givens: 

Will the Commission make 
available to any member of Council a 
copy of the test? 

Mr. Bingler: 

No. 

Mr. Givens: 

This question has been asked 
before and the answer to that is no. 
Then how are we or anyone able to 
determine that the test truely provides 
for the desired result if we in fact on 
Council appropriate the money and the 




only body in this government to 
appropriate the money for every worker 
of the Citv of Pittsburgh, then how are 
we or anyone else can tell that this 
particular department which I thought 
would be an umbrella and acting like a 
Chairman of the Board, sort of speak, 
and being able to really institute new 
ideas and new philosophy of employment 
as our industries are changing very 
dramatically out there, we have to have 
very dramatic changes within our 
working force along with that of the 
police officer itself, but we cannot — 
this Council is appropriating someone on 
every other bill that comes up here we 
can ask any question that we want to, 
but when it comes down to an 
examination for some reason or another, 
this Council is denied, not prior to, but 
even pass examinations that have been 
given and Melanie was shaking her head 
later on when I said you can have 10,000 
questions and pull any of them out and 
Jack Wagner asked the question, can he 
review some of these past examinations 
and the answer to that was no; that 
indicates to me and I am sure Jack and 
others on this Council, if we were to ;ust 
look at this particular type of thing and 
we do in this Council have certain 
expertise of many skills and I don't have 
to go into those particular skills, but I 
think some of those Council people can 
pick up that test and look at it and say if 
it's going one way or the other wav, and 
might have some good suggestions, 
because we are the ones that have to 
answer to the public. I don't know if 
everyone out there knows that John 
Bingler is the Chairman of the Civil 
Service Commission, but they sure know 
Ben Woods, Bob Stone, and Steve 
Grabowski, Michelle Madoff, Jack 
Wagner, Jim O'Malley, Bill Robinson and 
Dick Givens and Sophie is not here today, 
they sure know us John and we are the 
ones that are hit out there right on top 
of the head, I mean we are pinned 
against the wall with people saying how 


the reaction of what's happening in our 
police department out there; that’s why I 
am here today, and that's why I am 
asking these questions and I think we 
have to get some answers to them and I 
think someway along the line, that the 
Chairman of the Public Safety 
Committee as well as te President of 
this Council has a right to go in and to be 
looking at this testing criteria; and if we 
can't do this on a gentleman's type 
fashion, then maybe the Civil Service 
rules and regulations from the Personnel 
Department of the City of Pittsburgh be 
it take state rules to change it or take 
local rules to change it, it must be 
changed so that some of us within this 
Council have some type of input, not 
surely to get the questions ahead of time 
and hand them out to our friends, that's 
the obvious overtune of one saying that 
you can't see the test and then my 
question here is who in the Police 
Department sees this examination before 
it is administered? 

Mr. Bingler: 

No one that I know of. 

Mr. Givens: 

No one in the Police Department 
sees the examination that is given, not 
even the Superintendent of Police? 

Mr. Bingler: 

No, the basis for those rules and 
frankly we'll yield to any legal advice 
from the Solicitors Office that might tell 
us that these tests, particularly the past 
test, ought to be made available to 
Council. If the Solicitor says that that is 
a legal requirement that we have to do, 
we will be happy to do it. The reason we 
don’t give out the test — 
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Mr. Givensi 

I am not saying give it out, I had a 
specific question and had to say that if 
you are giving a test to a plumber, if you 
are giving a test to an electrician, if you 
are giving a test to a carpenter, don't 
you bring in a carpenter, sheet metal 
worker or somebody in to look at this 
test to see if you guys are even on 
target. 

Director Smith: 

Maybe it would help to know how 
the test is constructed; it's absolutely 
required by the testing guidelines that 
we do a very comprehensive job analysis 
and that includes — 

Mr. Givens: 

You have police officers on vour 
Civil Service Commission? 

Director Smith: 

Not on the Commission. 

Mr. Givens: 

Do you have them in your Civil 
Service Department? 

Director Smith: 

If I can describe the process, Mr. 
Givens, the job analysis requires that we 
get considerable input, like all the basic 
information comes from the 
Superintendent, Supervisors he 

designates within the Department, the 
encumbents of the job themselves, plus 
research that we are required to do in 
terms of what is available, what is 
typical for police work, there is an 
exhausted study done and it is constantly 
re-analyzed when we go from test to test 
over a period of years. 


Mr. Givens: 

So you sue working with the 
Superintendent of Police? 

Director Smith: 

Technically those are called 
subject matter experts; those are the 
people who hold the job, know the job 
and are very familiar with what you do 
on the job and what it takes to be able to 
perform those duites and responsibilities. 

Mr. Givens: 

But they don't write up the test 

itself? 

Director Smith: 

They recommend material to us, 
they recommend material, they 
recommend books and resources, they 
may help us construct events for 
performance examinations but they are 
not told what the final questions are, 
where they came from or what the final 
questions are, where thev came from or 
what the final events are until the test is 
administered, but they have had 
considerable input on how the 
construction — 

Mr. Givens: 

How is this Council and the 
Superintendent of Police know that you. 
are doing the right thing then? 

Director Smith: 

Well, in testing that is a function 
of the validation of the test after a 
statistically significant number of people 
have been hired and on the job then, with 
our consultants, we go back and looH at 
their performance as rated by the Police 
Department in the Academy, their 
performance on the job as rated by the 




Police Supervisor adn then we make a 
statistical correlation as to whether or 
not the test we gave was predictive that 
people would do well and our test have 
been validated, they have significant 
validation and they are very good 
predictors of people who will make 
successful police officers. 

Mr. Givens: 

I am very interested in that word 
validation. Until the word validation 
came up, we didn’t seem to have much of 
-h problem in the Police Department; 
when vou start validating it seems like 
that's when all the people started beating 
my head against hte wall, something 
must be associated with validation, that's 
why I am seriously concerned about who 
is looking and who is administering this 
test and if you are the final decision I 
think it may be best that the Mayor 
might look into the Civil Service 
Commission and be having someone in 
the Police Department who knows what a 
good police officer and what it takes to 
make good police officer be the person 
helping out on this test and if you want 
to lock them up in the County Jail from 
the time he knows all the questions and 
answers or send him off to Hawaii on a 
vacation where he can't see nobody, then 
fine and dandv, but I think there are 
people that as all of us are sworn to 
loyalty to n ot divulge as vour people 
are, you are not the sacred cow down 
there because you are the only one that 
knows the answers; it’s not to say there 
is somebody or could be somebody from 
any department that could slip 
information out to anvone taking a test 
saving this is what the test is all about, 
which leads into my next question. 

Mr. Bingler: 

May I respond to that? The 
validation process is exactly how the 
Superintendent does have the final say 


and the Police Supervisors do have the 
final say as to whether or not the tests 
are satisfactory because if it turns out 
that the candidates that we present to 
them on the basis of these tests, score 
very badly when they are reviewed in the 
Police Academy and their performance 
after they are police officers, then that 
test has to be changed because the 
Superintendent is the one who says the 
people that you are presenting to us 
through this test that were supposed to 
pass this test are terrible and we have to 
change the test. If that happens, 
because the Superintendent or the 
Supervisor of Police have something to 
say about the police officers' 
performance. 

Mr. Givens: 

In administering the test, can vou 
provide Council with booklet, explaining 
the skills and the intelligent levels that 
the test is designed to reveal? 

Mr. Bingler: 

I am going to defer on that 
question. 

Director Smith: 

I am not sure what vou are asking. 

Mr. Givens: 

Let me define that a little bit. 
Are there booklets or preparatory 
material readily available to any 
candidate who wishes to obtain them and 
how is this information relayed to the 
police applicant? 

THE CHAIR COMMENTS 

Mr. Givens: 

Courses, material, pamphlets, 
booklets and how this information then 
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relayed to the applicants prior to the 
examinations? 

Director Smith: 

For the entry level police fficer 
examination there really is nothing that 
a person can study or a book they would 
read that would in any way effect their 
performance on the examination. Entry 
level examinations cannot be based on 
knowledge of a job one does not hold; it 
has to be based on their ability to learn 
what they need to learn and become 
satisfactory performing the duties they 
are assigned to perform; so we advise 
candidates, in fact, we get this question 
frequently, isn't there something I can 
study, isn't there a class I can take? We 
encourage them to go to the bookstore 
and by test on how to take test, how to 
prepare to take them; sleep the night 
before, rest, don’t get nervous, practice, 
read to improve vour vocabulary, but 
there are no job knowledges that are 
tested on the entry level examination. 

Mr. Givens: 

Well, ladies and gentlemen of this 
Council, I think therein lies probably the 
biggest thing that I think is missing from 
the Police Aptitude Examination and 
that is the attitude of the person that 
wants to become a police officer; for 
example, if I want to be a plumber, then 
I study plumbing. If I want to be a police 
officer then I study criminology or other 
related skills of handling people and etc., 
yet this is an aptitude test that is given 
just general, anyone can take it and if 
you have a high score, you have a 
highscore, but where is the desire for 
someone through brother, father, uncle, 
sister, who would want to be a police 
officer and always had the desire to be a 
police officer and always have studied 
police procedures, police tactics and 
everythign else, and I know this is done 
at the academy once the person is put in 


there, but I mean in a stringing process, 
we have over 3,000 and last year we had 
over 5,000 applicants and I want a police 
officer and I tell you right now and 
maybe you get an input from this 
Councilman, I want a police officer that 
wants to be a police officer, number one; 
and number two, that he has some 
preparatory skills before he ever gets to 
the stage of even wanting to take a test, 
because in that test someplace there 
should be some questions asked about 
general police procedures ones that are 
not very technical, but ones that do not 
change or have changed over a lifetime 
using common law as our common 
practice. 

If people don't know these 
common things, if they don't desire to 
want to be a policeman but go down 
there and take a test and score a high 
test, then I tell you what I am hearing 
from the other side is that these people 
don't have the attitude of a good police 
officer, they might have an aptitude but 
hey don't have the attitude and to be an 
aggressive police officer and have a 
desire and i think there Melanie there is 
someplace that I can advise you where I 
think I could advise as an individual that 
this test might be slanted in some type 
of a way where you can bring out the 
attitude of a police officer and some of 
the things that he does nin the 
performance of his job while you give 
this aptitude test. You can give th?t 
aptitude test, you can get his attitude, 
because you can ask police questions and 
if he can answer those he might have 
some prior knowledge that will make him 
score higher in a particular test than 
someone that has never even looked or 
never even desired to be a police officer, 
but there is a job coming up and that's 
whv we have 5,000 applicants running 
down there to get a job because if I h.ave 
an A, B average in school, I have a good 
possibility of being a good police officer, 
but you must ask yourself the question, 
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does that then make the best police 
officer within the City of Pittsburgh? 
And I have to ask myself that question 
and I am sure you and everyone including 
Lt. McNamara who has to deal with 
these people who are sent through the 
academy, etc. 

Director Smith: 

If I could respond t that, because I 
think that's a critical point? 

Mr. Givens: 

Well, one point I would like to get 
out is you give nothing, you come here 
and be an A student and you get a high 
score. 

Director Smith: 

Well, I think that’s the point that 
needs to be responded to; if the police 
officer entry test, if I could draw an 
analogv is very much like the 
preapprenticeship test that all the unions 
use to accept people into an 
apprenticeship program and the City has 
for 1 years long, long before any of us have 
been working for hte City hired it's 
police and fire on these repeat; we don't 
want to require four years prior 
experience for a police officer 
somewhere else, we would screen out an 
enormous number of people who have the 
ability to over a three or four vear 
period to become verv good police 
officers. 

If Council is suggesting that we 
should not longer do tha, that we should 
hire people who are already fourth year 
police officers, those who completed the 
apprenticeship program are jouney level 
jpolice officers, that's a whole different 
ballgame, but the City doesn’t do tha. 
The City offers the job to everyone who 
is interested and has the ability to pass 
the test, they then go through a ltraining 


program and their salary increases over a 
four year period as they are in fact 
moving through on the job training. 
Apprenticeship if you will, I the analogy 
is very appropriate. For us to be hiring 
people who are already trained skilled 
police officers means that our 
requirements would be you must hve had 
four years prior experience as a police 
officer, you must have the knowledge 
that is commensurate with that and we 
are then hiring journey level police 
officers rather than entry level police 
officers and that's the difference in the 
test. 

Mr. Givens: 

Just one question if you will 
because I don't want to break my train of 
thought. 

THE CHAIR COMMENTS 

Director Smith: 

This particular form of 
examination has been used since early 
1970 ad in the '50's and '60's and we 
would be happy to give you a copy of 
that examination, it's no longer used, it 
was a list of 100 questions about current 
events, what was the longest strike in 
the steel industry with a choice of four 
different time periods; again, it was not 
related to prior knowledge of police 
work. 

Mr. Givens: 

Ben, you were hitting on my next 
question and that is, can the Commission 
explain to Council the breakdown and 
categories of questions on the 
examination, i.e. the mathematicals and 
the rational, the reading comprehension 
and the rationale of common practical 
knowledge and rationale, the number of 
total questions and again I was asking the 
same question there, do you put and you 
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already answered that, do you put any 
questions of aptitude in here that relate 
to the skills of the police officers 
responsibility in the field? 

Director Smith: 

It's a little bit difficult to simply 
answer that yes or no; no prior police 
knowledge is required, but the 
information, the material in the 
examination book has to be 
comprehended and it is police related 
information; so that a person isn't 
coming in and answering questions about 
plumbing or electricity there is an 
apparent job relatedness to the 
information in the examination, it is very 
definitely police officers information tha 
we are testing them about and requiring 
them to work with an manipulate that 
information on the examination. 

Mr. Givens: 

Well, you didn't answer my 
question for example, in the last couple 
of years, have you changed the formula 
and the various four different categories 
of knowledge tha I have given here, be it 
mathematical, reading and 

comprehension, practical knowledge, 
nature of these things? 

Director Smith: 

The labels that you are using, Mr. 
Givens, wouldn't be appropriate to the 
content of the examination. That's why 
it's difficult to answer yes or no. We 
don't have sections in the test that relate 
to those lables. 

Mr. Givens: 

You are giving a general aptitude 
test and it doesn't have any of that in it? 


Director Smith: 

No, I wouldn't describe it as a 
general aptitude test, it's a test of a 
person's aptitude to perform certain 
kinds of things that police have to 
perform on the job, but it doesn't require 
them to have prior knowledge of the laws 
of the Pennsylvania Code, or something 
of that nature; the information they are 
asked to work with that is police 
information is provided to them right in 
the examination booklet. 

Mr. Givens: 

Again, I guess if you are an A 
student, you can come in and do this; and 
I have problems with that and that has to 
be discussed at some later date. 

Another question along this same 
line, what are the categories of questions 
that you then, the categories of 
questions? 

Director Smith: 

I don't believe we can answer that 
question; that's discussing the content of 
the examination. 

Mr. Givens: 

Is it because you don't know, 
pardon me? 

Director Smith: 

No, it isn't because we don't know 
what's in the test, it's because people 
who are watching cable or listening to 
this would have information about the 
examination that other candidates don't 
have. 

Mr. Givens: 
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John, does the Commission 
understand Council's rightful concern for 




the quality of our police candidates and 
the related testing 7 

Mr. Bingler: 

Certainly. 

Mr. Givens: 

Then I feel it's encumbent upon 
your Commission and from what Dante 
indicated, your powers are and from 
what I assume those powers were that 
you acted like a Board and can change 
the direction of the Personnel system. 
Do you approve the final test? 

Mr. Bingler: 

Yes we do. 

Mr. Givens: 

You do approve the final test? 

Mr. Bingler: 

We say ves to our final test, the 
test is developed by our staff and we 
look at it and say yes, but I must confess 
that we are neither testing experts, the 
three of us, nor are we police officers, 
fire fighters or any of the other kinds of 
things that we test people for; so I have 
looked at some of the promotional 
examines and I don't have the vaguest 
idea what the question is or isn't. 

Mr. Givens: 

Is there then anything, and Dante, 
I might ask the question, for 
theCommission in closed session to call 
the Superintendent of Police, some of his 
kev people from the academy and other 
people to sit down and go over when the 
Director of Personnel comes up with the 
final lines of questions of the category of 
questions, if there anything progibited 
that, if the Commission so desires to 


bring in the experts, the people who 
perform these duties and would there be 
any violation of the law if they would so 
do that? 

Mr. Pellegrini: 

Well, first of all, I think the input 
is done on the front end of the test 
before even prepared, the input of the 
Superintendent — 

Mr. Givens: 

I appreciate that but you know, 

the — 

Mr. Pellegrini: 

The answer to that question is 
unless it’s progibited by the act — 

Mr. Givens: 

It’s not prohibited by the act. 

Mr. Pellegrini: 

Unless, and I don't have to look at 
the act and I don't really know. 

Mr. Givens: 

They have the latitude. 

Mr. Pellegrini: 

They have the latitude, but he 

answer would also go to the integrity of 
the test and the more people that see 
that test the less credibility that test 
would have. 

Mr. Givens: 

We are talking about people that 
have sworn an oath of office and I have 
seen your members of the Police 

Department, both in rank and 

experience, and I would highly 
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recommend to the Commission that in 
some way, shape or form, if you don’t 
have the expertise yourself, when you go 
over this test to see if in fact the 
Director of Personnel is coming up with 
the type of questions that the police 
officers who must administer the law out 
there are challenging these questions in a 
proper frame work and that you are sure 
that they are satisfied; I think as a 
Commiissioner I would surely have them 
in and I wouldn't be too concerned about 
them running back and telling Pete and 
Harry that I know all the questions on 
the particular examination because they 
know in fact their own jobs would be in 
jeopardy and the caliber of people that 
we have I am sure would not do that type 
of thing as I am sure the caliber of 
people that make up this test and the 
Director of Personnel's office would not 
do that type of thing. 

Mr. Binglen 

Let me respond to this in this 
way. I know many of the senior police 
officials and I have great confidence in 
their integrity and I am sure that they 
would not disclose tests that they have 
prepared if they promised that they 
wouldn't; however, the people that take 
this test and all of our tests are 
extremely suspicious people. This test is 
a very important event and all of these 
particularly promotional tests are 
extremely important events in the lives 
of the people that take the test. 

We are in spite of a tremendous 
history in Pittsburgh of no leaks of test; 
always bombarded with the expressed 
suspicions of people about whether or not 
the tests were leaked. My primary 
interest is m aking sure that the 
appearance of no leaks is so high I 
consider it a very important thing that 
we minimize the number of people that 
we disclose the test to particularly 
people that the candidates taking the 


test might suspect might have amotive 
for disclosing the test; for example, if 
you are a police officer or you are a fire 
fighter you probably have the tendency 
to want your children if you like the job 
to be police officers or fire fighters and 
the suspicion of people taking the test 
might be that you would have a motive 
somewhere to make sure to advantage 
your relatives, your children and so on 
and that's the suspicion that I am 
concerned about in terms of disclosing 
the test to people in the department that 
we are testing candidates for. 

Mr. Givens: 

Well, John, I would like to stop 
right here if we could on that; that would 
be in my particular thing questioning the 
integrity of all the directors of the 
departments of the City of Pittsburgh; 
and I think that a Director — 

Mr. Bingler: 

I don't question the integrity but a 
lot of people who take the test do. 

Mr. Givens: 

Well, we are requesting this test 
and I submit to you that if I were in your 
position as all of us sit on Boards and 
Authorities and etc., and we ask 
pertinent questions as we do in this 
Council, I mean, my ears are being beat 
off out there and I have to ask these 
questions, why does it appear for 
whatever reason the change of society, I 
don't know what’s happening out there as 
well as maybe somebody on the inside, 
the police officers themselves, but I 
would venture the Citv that we bring the 
police officers that have the 
responsibility of operations and control 
of the force as to what some of our 
problems are out here to this table in a 
closed session, they might be able to give 
us some startling examples and I have 
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had example? given to me that have been 
startling and I don’t want to get into that 
right now, hut I think vou should start as 
a Commissioner going over and talking to 
these Inspectors of the various plice 
stations, the Lieutenants that are out 
there and the Sergeants that are on the 
job, and just get an overview of the type 
of candidates that are not these tests are 
validated or not validated, I mean are 
thev truly good candidates and if not, 
what are some of the examples, and from 
that from your homework and you then 
direct to the Personnel Department can 
find out what are some of the safety 
requirements for the police candidates, 
what is their general idea of safety? 

Safety goes into the water and 
everything else, but I mean some critical 
areas where people can be hurt or killed I 
think is an area that we must get intoj 
much deeply and I am not trying to 
criticize anybodv here, I am trying to get 
food for thought where there is no stone 
unturned in the process of trying to come 
up with the best of candidates and I am 
not hearing that and that is the result of 
what I am doing. 

Mr. Bingler: 

Let me respond to that by saying 
that I have talked with the 
Superintendent and other police officials 
about the candidates that are being 
presented and I have not vet heard 
complaints directed at the testing 
process; I have heard complaints directed 
at other matters involving —

Mr. Bingler: 

Yes, we are in the process of I 
believe developing such a — 

Director Smith: 

We are doing a job analysis 
research. 

Mr. Givens: 

Why weis this idea never instituted 
before? We have had it in the Fire 
Department for a number of years, why 
have we not had it in the Police 
Department? 

Director Smith: 

I can only answer that for recent 
history, but for the long term history 
there has never been a performance test 
for police officer, at least not that I 
have been able to find suiy record of in 
the files; it was not part of the hiring 
procedure that weis agreed to in the 
Court Order and I think if our research 
shows that it is a critical enough suspect 
at the entry level that it should be 
administered, we probably still need with 
the Law Department to go back to the 
court because we su-e under a court order 
hiring system now. 

Mr. Givens: 

Then we are not going to have any 
type of agility or strength in this 
particulsir class coming up? 

Director Smith: 

We don't know* that at this point. 
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Mr. Givens: 

You don't know that? 

Director Smith: 

No, we are only doing the 
research right now and we have sent out 
questionaires to police officers and 
Supervisors to be filled out to try to 
capture information about the kinds of 
physical things they do on the job, how 
critical they are, how often they perform 
them and when we analyze that 
information then we will have a much 
better sense of whether or not it's 
appropriate, at the entry level to use that 
as part of the screening. 

Mr. Givens: 

John, would you say that a police 
officer needs some type of strength and 
agility pursuant to his job? 

Mr. Bingler: 

Do you mean as a layman or as a 
former Safety Director? 

Mr. Givens: 

As a former Safety Director. 

Mr. Bingler: 

Yes, I would say so. 

Mr. Givens: 

And I would suggest very strongly 
to the Director of Personnel that we get 
some type of strength and agility test to 
make sure that the candidates and I think 
herein lies a considerable portion of the 
problems we are having with our new 
candidates we have been bringing 
forward; they pass a test, the aptitude 
test, they pass the psychological test, 
but they can't run, they can't pursue and 


a police officer must pursue be it vehicle 
or on the street, they must subdue a 
person physically, sometimes many 
pounds over their weight and the type of 
training that we give these people must 
be the kind if we are higing people that 
do not have the strength that normal 
police officers in the past use to have 6 
feet tall, 210 pounds, the type that can 
handle themselves in any type of 
situation. 

The compensation cases come out 
of things of this nature, if a person does 
not hav that ability of strength, agility 
and ability to defend themselves and 
apprehend and to control another 
person's physical strength that it ends up 
in a compensation case where the pjollce 
officer themselves are being hurt. 

Herein I think lies a good 
percentage of some of our problems that 
we are having and I strongly suggest that 
you keep this Council informed as to the 
progress on this and I would like to have 
a bi-weekly report if you might note that 
as to how this is proceeding and what 
this Council would do to assure that this 
is going to be done on this particular 
police examination. If you have any 
problems with money, I am sure this 
Council will appropriate the necessary 
money for you to do that; it's a very 
strong process. 

John, do we have an appeals 
process for candidtes who fail the 
aptitude test? I mean, I had a bad day, I 
come in and I failed the aptitude test, so 
I was told that I didn't have a passing 
mark or I felt that I had a mark higher 
than what it should have been or like 
they said in Florida, they had pencils 
that didn't mark the scores in very good 
and as a result all of the students were 
below par because the pencils didn't 
mark the’ block. Is there any appeals 
process on the aptitude testing? 
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Mr. Binglert 

Yes, if the candidate for some 
reason feels that he was unfairly tested 
or inadequately tested or improperly 
graded, he can appeal to the 
Commission. 

Mr. Givens: 

Is that test then ever brought 
forward the test that he had taken where 
he felt that he marked the answers right 
and it was marked wrong or is a multiple 
choice where you just have to pencil in 
the answer? 

Director Smith: 

Yes, it's that sort of test. 

Mr. Givens: 

Maybe they had the thing off or 
maybe the grader themselves might, 
because I have graded many of those 
tests and when you thing you have it all 
lined up the way you should and you find 
out as you do along, you didn't have it 
quite lined up and you have to jiggle 
those things around until you get 
absolutely right on the old marker. Is 
this done by individuals or is this done by 
a machine? 

Director Smith: 

By both, normally it is 
computered scored first and then it's 
double checked. The Commission has 
had appeals from candidates saying that 
you told me I got a score of XYZ, but I 
am sure I had X number right, the 
Commission has rescored those papers 
and candidates have come in and had 
hearing with the Commission, they 
looked at the scoring and counted up the 
number — 


Mr. Givens: 

Were they able to see what the 
right answers were? 

Director Smith: 

No, yes as far as the answer sheet 

goes. 

Mr. Givens: 

It would have to be marked X — 

Director Smith: 

Right, that they had it under the 
letter A instead of the letter B. 

Mr. Givens: 

Were they ever informed of the 
type of questions that they missed or 
they might know a weak area? 

Director Smith: 

No, the police statute is very 
specific and it depleats the Civil Service 
statute, it provides a review for 
candidates on a promotional examine 
which means they come in and they get 
their answer sheet and a copy of the 
booklet and they get to sit down and see 
what they did right and wrong and appeal 
to the Commission and to actually argue 
specific questions, but that right is not 
provided under the statute to the entry 
level examine. 

Mr. Givens: 

Do we have an appeal for 
candidates that fail the medical 
examination? 

Mr. Bingler: 

Yes. 
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Mr. Givens: 

Do we have an appeal for people 
who fail the psychological test, you knew 
that question was coining? And I asked 
that I think almost nine, ten months ago 
and X asked you, Melanie, to take specific 
actions to see if we could in fact have 
that type of an appeal? 

THE CHAIR COMMENTS 

Mr. Givens: 

This is ongoing Ben. 

THE CHAIR COMMENTS 

Mr. Givens: 

I hate to call you up again, Joh 
and Michelle, I hate to call you out 
again, but I think you have to be 
knowledgeable of what the concerns of 
Councils are; next week I will be 
untabling the legislation'on the appeals 
process for psychological training and 
Michelle if you could and Melanie — 

Mr. Perry, before we get off this 
particular question, would you please tell 
the Civil Service Commission to be here 
next week to deal with the Psychological 
Testing and that of the ability to be 
retested. 

Thank you very much, Mr. 
Chairman. 

(END - MR. GIVENS’ REMARKS ON 
BELL NO. 826 - WEDNESDAY, 6/13/84) 

Mr. Robinson: 

Mr. President, on Council Bill 826, 
I think that it's imperative that we move 
forward to hire the police officers that 
are so sorely needed in this City and 
certainly Council Bill 826 provides for 
their ultimate hiring. I recognize that 


there are those who perhaps feel that 
there are morale problems within our 
Police Department or perhaps there are 
other related concerns. I think we have 
to be careful that we not appear to be 
like Chicken Little claiming the sky is 
falling. I would hope that all of us who 
are truly concerned about quality police 
officers in this City would concentrate 
on finding and identifying procedures 
that are fair, reliable, and that reinforce 
the notion that police service is 
honorable service. I don’t believe that 
the resolution of police problems, be 
they morale or personnel, can be 
addressed adequately by this Council 
without full consideration of the very 
important and delicate nature of police 
work. I think we also cannot fail to 
realize that there are certain 
restrictions that have been placed on the 
City of Pittsburgh that are above and 
beyond perhaps the concerns of this 
Council or even the wishes of this 
Council and I think at all times we have 
to respect those restraints, particularly 
when they are imposed bv a court of law 
and in this instance a Federal court of 
law. 

I think also that the issue of 
whether or not we have adequate police 
officers is one that this Council certainly 
needs to try and resolve. I think it would 
be instructive for this Council and the 
Mayor to sit down and discuss this openlv 
and honestly and to arrive at an 
agreeable figure and an agreeable size 
for our force. There is an alternative 
that we have perhaps not fully explored 
and I hope to have some time to talk to 
Councilman Woods about this at a later 
date. 

Our Housing Authority employs 
approximately 35 police officers who 
work in conjunction with our City of 
Pittsburgh Police. I think we ought to 
explore with the Public Housing 
Authority integrating their police 


819 




officers into our police force; I think 
that it will strengthen our service to the 
people of the City of Pittsburgh, many of 
whom live in public housing, and I think 
It also will begin to address the issue of 
adequate police protection, particularly 
in those communities that need it most. 

I do hope that members of Council 
will take into consideration that this 
whole issue of recruiting and selecting 
police officers is a very delicate and 
sensitive issue but it is a very emotional 
issue in many communities and for us to 
do anything other than support our police 
to encourage them to continue to serve 
is not going to be in the best interest of 
the City of Pittsburgh. Morale problems 
are the province of the appropriate 
supervisors in the Police Department and 
ultimately the responsibility of the 
Superintendent of Police. I don't think 
we ought to give him any problems that 
he doesn't already have, real or 
imagined, and I don't think that any of us 
should engage in our own personal 
research projects that sort of suggest 
that there is discontent. Certainly there 
is discontent in the Police Department. 
There's also probably discontent in the 
Public Works Department. There’s 
probably discontent out at the Zoo. So, I 
don't think that's any reason for Council 
to launch a major investigation. I don’t 
think in any way we should undermine 
the effectiveness of our Police force by 
assuming, by assuming, that the problems 
related to morale or personnel or 
interpersonal conflicts cannot be 
resolved within the Police Department. I 
believe that our Superintendent and his 
staff are capable of handling any internal 
morale problems and that all this Council 
and the Mayor has to do is indicate that 
we are supportive of our Police Officers 
in their attempts to enforce the law. 
That is their job and we ought to support 
them 100 percent 'and I certainly stand 
behind them. Thank you. 


The Chair: 

I would be less than fair if I didn't 
mention this. Relative to the South Side 
of the City of Pittsburgh and its fire 
situation and police protection — 

Michelle Madoff: 

Don't you think we should wait 
until after the bills have been heard 
since I was ruled out of order? 

The Chair: 

No, I'm just trying to correct 
something here, Michelle. It's not taking 
anyone to task. Those police have really 
been doing a good job in the fire and I 
would not, at any time, like there to be 
any blemish on it. That's what's making 
it most frustrating; they are doing an 
excellent job and regretfully have not 
been able to find the arsonist. But I'd 
just like to mention that remark because 
we had the opportunity to discuss it at 
the South Side and I think all of them 
totally support the Police and Fire 
efforts at this time. 

Michelle Madoff: 

On the same subject, I couldn't 
agree with you more. The Fire 
Superintendent over at that particular 
station has met with me and others at 
the bank in the South Side and we started 
a fund because we think that perhaps 
greed would be the way that somebody 
might possible report. You know, people 
don't want to get involved but if there 
was enough money, there is a reward 
fund. We took the money that was in the 
fund and I'm not sure how much it was, I 
think it was about $1,000, and at the 
determination of -the priest of the 
community gave the money to the family 
of the young child who was molested for 
burial services because we found out that 
there is a fund committed by the State 
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of Pennsylvania for a reward leading to 
information and conviction on arsonists. 
However, that fund is not advertised and 
I think it would be very important, 
perhaps, if Mr. O'Malley, the head of our 
Safety Committee, could find out where 
that fund is, get some posters made, and 
get that all over the community, get it in 
the newspapers which Tm sure would be 
very happy to help. 

But I agree with you that the 
question here, it is not that we don't 
have the best police going. It is that 
they are in danger because they don't 
have enough back-up police and we need 
more police. That's the issue. 

The Chair; 


lawsuits will be even larger and the 
money that we're going to spend in the 
long run can be spent if we get a force 
that's going to respond to the security 
needs of the people of the City of 
Pittsburgh first, last and always. 

The Chair:

We must come up with 
the best force possible to secure our 
people and safety is the bottom line and I 
don't care where the people come from 
but it's our safety that's involved and for 
that reason we must move forward very 
quickly on this particular thing or we, 
the City of Pittsburgh and this Council, 
are subject to suits and we've had some 
million dollar lawsuits that have come 
before us in recent years and I would 
suspect that if we don't do something 
very quickly in this Council that those

If we look at our Auditorium 
Authority — 

The Chair: 

Mr. Givens, hold on. Can I ask 
you a question? Do you want to do it 
under discussion or do you want to do it 
when you vote? 

Mr. Givens: 

I can do it either way but I'd 
rather do it under discussion. It’s not to 
stop the vote but I think some comments 
should be made here and some concerns 
that I have with the Auditorium 
Authority. 

One, we had our Civic Arena and 
that was poorly managed wherein we had 
to turn it over to an outside 
administrator to take care of that 
particular thing and stop our 
indebtedness in that particular area. 

We have the Convention Center, 
again, under the same Auditorium 
Authority. Again we have problems with 
that but hopefully they'll be ironed out. 

Thirdly, we are now giving 
another new area of expertise somewhat 
align with that of the Convention 
Center, entertainment, to be in the 
hands of that Authority. They come out 
with a bonding issue that totally cost the 
taxpayers of Allegheny County and the 
City of Pittsburgh because of their 
timeliness of when they come out for 
that bond issue. When the bond market 
was good and this Council had approved 
it many, many months they had great 
latitude when to go out and hit the 
market. Because they went out in a very 
poor time, it cost the taxpayers long¬ 
term some $3 million. 
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Tin concerned as a Councilman, 
when we approve things of this nature 
and put it in the hands of people that I 
feel in some way or another do not have 
the expertise to manage these particular 
facilities. 

I would like, as soon as this thing 
is designed and built, that maybe this 
Council has to get more monthly reports 
or at least quarterly reports from that 
Authority to find out how the 
management is going. I don't want to be 
sitting here another two or three years 
from now and find out there’s a large 
debt being incurred within that 
particular building down there. It should 
pay for itself. Remember, the Stanley 
Theatre was a profit-making enterprise 
in the City of Pittsburgh and we received 
taxes from it. We will not receive any 
taxes from this proportion. However, 
when you weigh the balance between the 
two and the Allegheny Industries Inc. 
coming in to the City of Pittsburgh and 
hopefully building their twin towers, then 
we will hopefully regain some of that tax 
base that we have lost by making this an 
un-profit and otherwise expanding the 
beautiful area of that part of the City of 
Pittsburgh to the fine arts. 

But I have caution in giving my 
vote of approval on this and I think this 
Council must look at it very closely, not 
just this Authority but any authority that 
does not spend their money in such a way 
that it benefits the taxpayers of the City 
of Pittsburgh.

Jack's motivation and leadership 
has greatly added to the dignity and 
pride of the Brighton Heights Community 
and to the entire City of Pittsburgh. 

NOW THEREFORE, 

BE IT RESOLVED, that the Mayor 
and the Members of Pittsburgh City 
Council hereby recognize and commend 
Jack Brennan for his many years of 
outstanding public service to the 
Brighton Heights Community which has 
enriched the lives of many and has 
contributed immeasurably to the 
enhancement of the social and moral 
standards of our communities; and this 
Council wishes to extend sincere 
gratitude for enhancing and prepetuating 
community pride in our City. 

Mr. Woods moved to adopt the 
resolution. 

Michelle Madoff seconded the motion. 
Which motion prevailed. 
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Michelle Madoff: 

Getting back to what I deferred to 
the end of the meeting, as you may 
recall, in our research we discovered 
that we're supposedly to have 1,248 
uniformed officers on force. In the week 
that we checked, there were only 
1,046.45 officers available on that pay 
period which broke down to 249.16 
officers available per average 
workshift. For this whole City, there 
were 249.16 officers available per 
average workshift but the more 
important thing was a note. Mr. 
O'Malley, take note. Included in active 
officers available per shift are the 
following: Administrative Personnel, 

those being calls staff; Supervisory 
Personnel, Superintendents and 
Inspectors, desk and in-station men 
assigned to each of the nine stations, 
community relations personnel, I 
presume that means Officer Friendly, 
etc., training personnel, specialized 
detectives for narcotics — Mr. Robinson 
and I have many times pushed to have 
special narcotics police expanded in the 
areas because we know if we attack in 
one area they'll only go to another; we 
need a separate police force — burglary, 
vice, auto squad, bomb and arson, crime 
lab, homocide, missing persons and youth 
and sex assaults are all under that 1,046 
police officers of which 249 officers are 
available per average workshift, which 
means, in the read world, we don't got 
any police out on the street that amount 
to a row of beans. 

So, I go back to my original 
motion. I want to have a vote of this 
Council, we need five votes, that we will 
hire a counselor who will advise this 
Council how we can force the Mayor to 
hire more police officers. What avenues 
are available to us? If we override his 
veto we have put the money in the 
budget every year and he has chosen not 
to exercise it. Not only has he not put 


the police on but because of attrition we 
are getting further and further behind. 
And I had no idea it was as bad as it is 
until these figures were supplied to me. 
So when you take all the office staff, all 
the special staff, and all the specialties 
in the police force, we don't have any 
police out there. I want to hire one of 
the attorneys available to this Council 
who will tell us what options we have to 
force the Administration to put more 
police on next year because this Council 
is willing to appropriate the funds. 

That is my motion. Do I have a 
second? 

The Chair: 

Michelle, before you go any 
further, I think Mr. Givens started to 
answer your point. — 

Michelle Madoff: 

I don't want Mr. Givens' point; I 
want just the resolution that I gave and 
I'd like a second to it. Do I have a 
second to my motion? Nobody wants to 
see that we have more police? 

The Chair: 

No, no. That's what I'm trying to 
do. I'm trying to divide the issue and 
then it will be easier to handle. If you're 
saying we have to hire legal counsel to 
tell us whether we can or cannot hire 
police, that's foolish. We know that 
answer. 

Michelle Madoff: 

What is the answer? 

The Chair: 

The answer is you can't. You 
can't hire them. Everybody knows that. 
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Michelle Madoff: 

That's correct. How do we get 
the Mayor to do it is the question. 

The Chair: 

There's only one way and that's 
the question of whether you hold up 
appropriations or not. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

You change the Home Rule 
Charter. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I don't believe that's true. How 
about some legal action against the 
Mayor for not doing his duty? 

The Chair: 

He still hires. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I would like to address that. I 
have asked the Mayor, when he asked me 
not to rim for Mayor four years ago, I 
pleaded with him to sit down and address 
the issues of the public. I wanted 
nothing for me; I wanted things for the 
people of this City. He gave his solemn 
word that he would come up with sitting 
down with this Council and working our 
arrangements. He isn't going to sit down 
with this Council; he's going to run for 
Governor, he's going to run for Mayor, 
and he's going to do it on the backs of 
the citizens by having surplusses. And 
he's not going to spend money for police 
and don't give me this, "Let’s sit down 
with your friend, the Mayor." I like him 
too. I think he's a lovely man; he's a 
charmer. I'd like to have him as a pet 
but not as a mayor. 

I have made a motion that we do 


something about getting some legal 
counsel. If I can't do it, I'll do what I did 
once before, Til go out and pay an 
attorney myself and I will find out what 
actions we have to take. Do we have to 
indict the man? What do we have to 
do? Somehow or someway, either you're 
in cohoots with him or you want police. 
You can’t have it both ways. Do you 
want the Mayor to put police on? Or are 
you going to sit there and say, "He's my 
friend, I don’t want to do anything to 
hurt the Mayor."? Make up your mind, 
folks. 

■pie Chair: 

If you put a proposal before us, as 
you have, and you don't divide the issue, 
that's a different matter. Before you 
came on this Council, everyone here was 
for police — 

Michelle Madoff: 

Including the Mayor when he was 
a Councilmember. 

The Chair: 

Fine. But on the other hand, if 
you're saying for us to spend money to go 
out and find out whether or not we can 
hire or not, that's foolish and it's a waste 
of — 

Michelle Madoff: 

That's not what I said. I did not 
say that. I know we cannot hire; we do 
not have the power to hire. I’m saying, 
how cam we get the Administration to do 
their duty? They're derelict.. And if 
there’s anybody out there listening to 
this show, start writing letters to the 
Mayor. You're not safe on the streets. 

The Chair: 

I have no second so the next 
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subject. 

Mr. Givens: 

Well, the second was there and I 
would second it but as I tried to indicate 
before to you, Mr. President, that we 
already have an opinion from our own 
legal several years* back and I don’t think 
anything would change that. Mike, if you 
could dig a copy of that out. This went 
back long before your time, Michelle, on 
Council when I was fighting that battle 
and still have never given up. 

One can just look when I said 
about building bridges and the consumer 
prices, etc. But one also has to look at 
the safety of the City of Pittsburgh. We 
have a Fire Department that we have the 
same amount of firefighters that we had 
when I came onto this Council but yet 
our Police Department has gone from 
almost 1,600 some officers down to those 
as quoted by Michelle right now, today. 
When you look at that enormity of loss of 
officers, it equates out to several of the 
only nine police stations that we have, it 
almost means taking away about three or 
four police stations from the City of 
Pittsburgh. That's what it means. 

I went to one police station last 
week just to look into some things and 
something disturbed me very much. Of 
the plain clothesmen in this particular 
station, three of them were there and 
there was no automobile, for example, 
for them to use that particular night. 
They had to go someplace into the 
central motor pool to pick up an 
automobile but there was none at their 
disposal. So there’s efficiency and the 
use of efficiency and everything else and 
getting down to a critical state that we 
are right now. As I indicated, we're 
opening cjurselves up to the biggest 
lawsuit this City has every seen. Til tell 
you one thing, if anything happens to 
mine or my family and the police do not 


respond accordingly, Til be the first one 
in line. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. Givens, you said that you 
second my motion that we find out what 
action we can take, to force the 
Administration to hire. We cannot hire. 
We have to find out how to make him 
hire. 

Mr. Givens: 

.Michelle, I think you're a better 
politician than what you’re trying to 
show right here and you know exactly 
what this Council — 

Michelle Madoff: 

You're confusing the issue that 
Mr. Stone thinks that I was talking 
about. I'm not saying that we have the 
power to hire. I know we do not. I 
repeat, we do not have the power to 
hire. But we do and can find out from 
some person who deals in government 
law what we can do, what powers this 
Council has to make the Administration 
hire people. And if not then just don't 
elect this Mayor. He doesn’t care about 
your safety. 

Mr. Givens: 

I don't need an attorney to tell me 
what the powers of this Council are. 

Michelle Madoff: 

What are they? What can you do 
to make the Mayor hire people? Can you 
get seven votes out of this Council? You 
can't even get a second out of it. 

The Chair: 

Hold on a second. Mr. Givens, in 
view of what you just said, it's causing 
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some confusion. Her motion is that we 
hire an attorney to tell us what we can 
do. 

Mr. Givens: 

I seconded the motion for 
discussion, Mr. President. 

The Chair: 

Okay because you're talking 
against it and that's what's causing me 
some problems. 

Is there any further discussion? 

Are you still maintaining your 
second? 

Mr. Givens: 

I withdraw my second. 

Michelle Madoff: 

You don't want to find out what 
we can do to hire police? 

Mr. Givens: 

Michelle, it's obvious — 

Michelle Madoff: 

I think it's very clear everybody 
wants to get re-elected; nobody cares 
about the public. That’s alright. We all 
know what’s going on and the public 
knows it too. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, on June 7th and 8th of 1984 I 
attended the Pennsylvania Leage of 
Cities 85th Annual Convention in 
Allentown, PA. I attended this 
convention as a representative of the 
City of Pittsburgh, which is a 


participating member of the League, and 
as a member of the League's legislative 
committee and sub-committee on 
Energy, Environment and Natural 
Resources. 

I was honored to have two 
resolutions considered by the Resolutions 
Committee. The first urged League 
support for Pennsylvania Senate and 
House Legislation authorizing School 
Boards, Boroughs, and Townships to levy 
the "Land Tax" in their respective 
jurisdictions. The second resolution 
urged League support for Pennsylvania 
^ouse Legislation allowing District 
Justices to assign persons found guilty of 
misdemeanor offenses to work with 
community and civic organizations. 

A complete packet of resolutions 
adopted by the Pennsylvania League of 
Cities will be made available to each 
member of Council. 

Additional information on the 
Convention will be provided upon 
request. 

.I'd just like to mention that next 
year's convention, which will be the 86th 
convention of the Pennsylvania League 
of Cities, will be held here in the City of 
Pittsburgh. 

On another subject relative to the 
amusement tax. As members of Council 
are aware, there is a bill in committee 
that I introduced to cut the amusement 
tax in half, from 10 percent to 5 percent. 

I think that the recent decision of 
the promoters of the Michael Jackson 
tour not to come to the City of 
Pittsburgh is directly related to the fact 
that we have a lO percent amusement 
tax. I think every major promoter in the 
country looks at a .city's tax situation, 
particularly amusement tax situation, 
before making a decision of whether they 
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are coming to that city. 

This year there are not going to 
be any major concerts, at least this 
summer, at the Pittsburgh Civic Arena I 
think, in part, because of the 10 percent 
amusement tax. The Michael Jackson 
concert certainly would have generated a 
significant amount of revenue for the 
City of Pittsburgh, but when you 
consider that 10 percent of the gross 
would have to go for the amusement tax 
there wasn’t very much incentive. 

I still urge Council and the 
Administration to give consideration to 
my bill to at least cut the amusement 
tax in half if not eliminate it 
altogether. I recognize the overall 
taxing problems that eliminating a tax or 
cutting a tax in half might have but I 
think in terms of stimulating business 
and revenues in the City of Pittsburgh, 
particularly from entertainment related 
events, the elimination or reduction of 
the amusement tax is a necessity. 

The third issue that I'd like to 
raise with Council is Council Bill 643 
which was passed by this Council several 
weeks ago and specifically relates to the 
proposed transfer and sale of our cable 
system here in the City of Pittsburgh 
from Warner Cable Corporation of 
Pittsburgh to Telecommunications, Inc. 
The bill 643 requested the Mayor and the 
Superintendent of the Cable Bureau and 
our Director of Public- Works to do a 
financial analysis of both Warner Amex, 
the parent company of Warner Cable 
Corporation of Pittsburgh and Warner 
Cable Corporation of Pittsburgh to 
determine, indeed, what their status is, 
their financial status, and how that 
relates to any proposed sale based on 
Warner's inability to perform on the 
contract they signed with the City of 
Pittsburgh. 

On June 26th, City Council and 


the Mayor will receive from TCI a 
proposal to operate the system. That 
proposal is based on the assumption that 
Warner Cable Corporation of Pittsburgh 
is unable to continue and also is based on 
an analysis by TCI that Warner Cable 
Corporation of Pittsburgh is financially 
unable to meet its commitments to the 
City of Pittsburgh. 

We need to find out from those 
parties identified in Council Bill 643 
when the financial analysis of Warner 
Cable Corporation of Pittsburgh and 
Warner Amex will be completed. This 
Council is supposed to receive a report 
30 days after the analysis and before any 
sale or transfer is completed. I think it 
would be appropriate for us to have this 
information as quickly as possible, 
particular that in light of the fact that 
on July 10th TCI, Telecommunications, 
Inc.', will present to Pittsburgh City 
Council an analysis of their proposals. I 
think that since that analysis is based on 
financial information that we need to 
have as much information as possible on 
the Warner situation. 

If the City Clerk will contact 
those individuals and ask for the 
appropriate information, I think it will 
help us in our deliberations. 

Mr. Givens: 

I'd like to make some comments, 
Bill. I have to agree with you on the 
amusement tax, something that we've 
looked into for a number of years. But 
like everything else, I feel the user 
should be the person who pays and that's 
why the amusement tax is put on there, 
for the people who are paying it. If it's 
not an amusement tax, we have to be 
realistic and know, I think that attunes 
to $5 or $6 million a year, I believe. So, 
we're going to have to raise at least $2- 
1/2 to $3 million in additional revenues 
just to balance our budget for next 
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year. Along with that, when you say 
eliminate a tax, then what other tax are 
you going to put on to make up the 
differences of what we lose. And I 
appreciate the fact that if you bring 
more entertainment into the City that 
that in itself will probably increase the 
overall benefit totally throughout. 
However, that's not always the case. But 
somewhere we must balance that off. 

Secondly, on another subject, 
going back to why I withdrew my motion 
on Michelle’s request to have a legal 
opinion was the fact that I had stated 
that we had a legal opinion and to go 
forward and ask for another legal opinion 
and that first one cost us, if I can recall, 
several thousand dollars. It was an in- 
depth report to this Council, several 
pages of legal documents. It also was 
from one of the very prestigious law 
firms of the City of Pittsburgh that gave 
us that particular report. I think if she 
wants the change of the total police 
force within the City of Pittsburgh, that 
comes from within this Council and that 
comes from the majority of votes within 
this Council and that is where it all lies. 

Mr. Robinson moved to approve the 
Minutes of Monday, May 21, 1984, 

Tuesday, May 29, 1984 and Monday, June 
4, 1984. 

Mr. O'Malley seconded the motion. 

Which motion prevailed. 

And on the motion of Mr. Robinson 


Council adjourned. 
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Mr. Givens: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, I have three resolutions to be 
presented; two of them will be in 
connection with the Vietnam- Veterans 
and one of them will be differently. Td 
like to read all three of them, have them 
all adopted, and if there's any discussion 
on the one bill we could hold that until 
possibly the people leave and bring it up 
a little later on in the meeting. 

Mr. Givens presents 

Bill No. 967 WHEREAS, our 
nation, in recent years, has just begun to 
recognize the valiant and patriotic 
service of the Veterans of the Vietnam 
War; and

WHEREAS, the Pittsburgh 
metropolitan area has over 64,000 
Vietnam Veterans presently residing in 
Allegheny County and over 170,000 in 
Western Pennsylvania; and 

WHEREAS, the Vietnam Veterans 
Leadership Program, a self-help 
volunteer organization, has become an 
effective and essential center to advance 
the rights, assist in the programs, and 
encourage the development of the 
Vietnam Veterans in our region; and 

WHEREAS, on Wednesday, June 
27, the WLP of Western Pennsylvania 
will sponsor a luncheon in honor of 
Vietnam Veterans Recognition Day 
hosted by Rocky Bleier, one of our City's 
most distinguished Vietnam Veterans; 
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NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT 
RESOLVED, that the Council and the 
Mayor of the City of Pittsburgh on 
behalf of the citizens of Pittsburgh join 
Allegheny County and the State of 
Pennsylvania in declaring Wednesday, 
June 27, 1984, Vietnam Veterans 

Recognition Day in Pittsburgh; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that 
we extend our heartfelt welcome to 
General William C. Westmoreland, U.S. 
Army, retired, Colonel Harry G. 
Summers, Jr., U.S. Army, and Kenneth 
Moore field, National Director of the 
WLP, as they come to Pittsburgh to 
address our community's Vietnam 
Veterans at Wednesday’s luncheon. 

Mr. Givens moved to adopt the 
resolution. 

Mr. Woods seconded the motion. 

Which motion prevailed. 

Mr. Givens: 

Again, I ask all of you to come 
here. Shamus, would you and some of 
vour group come forward please and 
accept the plaques that we have for 
you. Of course this resolution will be 
read at that particular dinner, over 300 
some people so far will be attending. I 
hope that this little program will help 
boost that to some degree. 

Mark McKinney: 

Members of Council and in 
particular Councilman Givens, 

Councilman Woods, Councilman Wagner 
and Councilman O'Malley, on behalf of 
the program I wish to acknowledge the 
cooperation and the help that we have 
received in the Pittsburgh area and in 
the Allegheny County atea. 

A brief overview of this program 


is merely that it is an all volunteer 
program of Vietnam Veterans helping 
other Vietnam Veterans. The City of 
Pittsburgh has the highest concentration 
per capita of Vietnam Veterans in the 
entire country. One of the major 
projects we hope to undertake and have 
undertaken is employment opportunities 
which targets Vietnam Veterans for 
employment and certainly would be very 
important to this area creating new jobs 
and new job opportunities in the area. 

That's a brief overview of our 
program and thank you again for this 
pro clam ation. 

Mr. Givens: 

If I might, we have the Council 
Resolution No. 543 signed by both myself 
and Jack Wagner. Keep those and give 
them out to your guests when they arrive 
in Pittsburgh. Til see you there. 

Shamus Maloney: 

I'd just like to make a very brief 
comment and that is to thank all of the 
people in the City of Pittsburgh for 
giving us such a help in starting out. A 
number of the Councilm embers here 
have helped this program get started. I 
would also like to commend and thank 
the people in the City that handle the 
federal jobs programs, specifically 
Melanie Smith, Georgine Scarpino, Dave 
Farley and Terry Woodcock whom we've 
been working very closely with to try to 
help improve the employment situation 
for Vietnam Veterans. Of course, we 
don't want to forget that one of the 
program’s projects that we're very much 
involved with is the Vietnam Veterans 
monument for the City of Pittsburgh and 
Allegheny County and of course the City 
has been extremely helpful in providing 
the land for that monument and I think 
the City of Pittsburgh — 
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I have a picture in my pocket 
which I was going to pass around but I 
won't bother to. In 1968 I had a picture 
taken in Vietnam of me holding up the 
City of Pittsburgh flag, not just a little 
one but a gigantic one that Mayor Barr 
had sent to me. In Vietnam there was a 
lot of patriotism, a lot of connection 
with the state, Texas, Arkansas, 
wherever. They couldn't quite 

understand why the guys from Pittsburgh 
had such loyalty, that we would even 
have a City flag. At that time I felt 
very much a part of the City of 
Pittsburgh and I think the City of 
Pittsburgh and the people representing 
the City have gone the extra steps with 
us to help us get our program started and 
that loyalty that I had at that time has 
not been betrayed in any way, shape or 
form. 

Thank you very much. 

The Chair: 

If I may, Mr. Givens, I will not be 
able to be in attendance on Wednesday at 
the luncheon but I would not like my 
actions to be interpreted other than the 
fact that I stand ready, willing and able 
to help wherever I can and I'm sure all 
members of Council stand ready, willing 
find able to help in any respect we might 
to the Vietnam Veterans. 

I just want to share one small note 
with you. I had the opportunity to be in 
Washington, D.C., and visited the 
Vietnam memorial there and I was 
extremely impressed with all attendees 
as they come before that monument. It 
has a striking effect on everyone who 
happens to be there and I think that 
nothing is more welcome than, as the 
Vietnam Veterans have asked, and that is 
welcome home. They are ours and it's 
about time we recognized it. 

To all of you, whatever help we 


can give you, feel free to ask for it. 

Mr. Givens: 

Ron, would you please come 
forward? Ron here started out, and the 
resolution will so address that, on 
Pennsylvania Avenue, Washington, D.C., 
and have been on the road since about 
May 17th and are ending up in Los 
Angeles. Ron has done something that I 
think is worthy of recognition and he was 
out at the Vietnam Veterans' pavillion in 
Schenley Park, which Bill Robinson, if 
you can recall, so designated that 
particular park. 

Mr. Givens presents 

Bill No. 968 WHEREAS, there are 
still 2,489 American POW/MIAs 
unaccounted for as a result of the 
Vietnam War; and 

WHEREAS, among these soldiers 
are 126 Pennsylvanians, 22 residents of 
Allegheny County and 13 men who made 
Pittsburgh their home; and 

vThEREAS, the Friends of the 
POW/MIA began a transcontinental 
horseback expedition from Washington, 
D.C. on May 15 with a destination of Los 
Angeles, CA later this year in November 
to keep our country aware of the plight 
of our POW/MIAs; and 

WHEREAS, as they pass through 
our City, their hard journey reminds all 
of us of our brave fellow countrymen 
whose precious but unaccounted for lives 
are a constant source of anguish for 
family and friends. 

NOW, THEREFORE, 

BE IT RESOLVED, that the 
Council of the City of Pittsburgh and the 
Mayor, on behalf of the citizens of 
Pittsburgh, welcome and congratulate 
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Ron Villareale, President of the Friends 
of the POW/MIA and his fellow horsemen 
as they ride through our City on their 
nationwide expedition of awareness, and 
join in their heartfelt desire for our 
country to secure from Vietnam a full 
accounting of the 2,489 American 
POW/MIAs. 

Mr. Givens moved to adopt the 
resolution. 

Mr- Wagner seconded the motion. 

'Which motion prevailed. 

Mr. Givens: 

I can make one personal note here 
that the first Air Force P.O.W. was Jerry 
Singleton who served in the same outfit 
that I did and I knew him very well. 
Jerry was one of the fortunate ones, one 
of the first ones shot down in North 
Vietnam but who came back aboard that 
airplane. 

Many times as we served in 
Vietnam the intelligence community 
would come by, both covert and overt, 
and show us pictures of men that they 
had received pictures from where we 
then identified some of our buddies. We 
knew they were shot down, we had 
communication as they came down in the 
parachute because we carried a walkie- 
talkie with us. They were on the ground, 
they were captured, they were seen after 
they were captured yet some of these 
men have not returned back. That's why 
we cannot give up what Ron is trying to 
dignify by keeping this alive in the hearts 
of all the people of Allegheny County 
and Pittsburgh. 

Ron Villareale: 

"The war is ovet, so it said. All 
men are home or else they're dead. 


Don't you know that I want to cry 
that some of us have refused to die? 

Where are your ears, my 
countrymen, when refugees tell you the 
state I'm in? 

Don't you care that I live in Hell, 
with nothing but my soul left to sell? 

I wonder each and every night how 
much longer I can fight. It's not easy to 
survive when you country has buried you 
alive. 

I've watched friends fade one by 
one. Despair has killed them, not a 
gun. They've died forgotten, abandoned 
and alone, because no one cared to bring 
them home. 

I, too, may go this way or find 
freedom on execution day; but you, my 
friends, will never be free if you're one 
who has deserted me." 

This is the message that we bear 
with us across the nation. We’re not 
riding horses across the country; we’re 
out to inform the American public that 
there are American soldiers alive in 
captivity, enslaved, held against their 
will, eleven years after the end of the 
Vietnam War. The horses are, of course, 
a symbolic gesture recalling a time in 
this country's history when the principles 
that we stood for were adhered to. 

In Korea we left 389 known 
prisoners of war behind. In Vietnam, 
2482 men still remain unaccounted for. 
Washington has confirmed the report 
that at 17 Lai Damnom Street in Hanoi 
there's a warehouse with 400 embalmed 
bodies of American soldiers being used as 
bargaining chips. We've had countless 
refugee reports over the years since 1975 
of Americans in captivity still and for 
eleven years, administration after 
administration has ignored it. 
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Where are your ears, my 

countrymen? 

Those men have one hope. The 
American public. We're taking this 
across the continental United States, as I 
said, to inform the public that this 
situation exists today, that these men 
remain there, their families remain here 
in the limbo of not knowing if they're one 
of the dead or one of the live ones that 
are still being held today. Those men 
were there yesterday, they're there right 
now today, they’ll be there for as many 
tomorrows as we allow them to be there. 

In 1979, a Norwegian told officials 
in this country that during his time in 
North Vietnam working for his company 
which was building a papermill, he was 
touring the countryside on his 
motorcycle, wandered across a group of 
Americans on a chain gang, 1979. He 
was quickly whisked by the guards but 
not before he heard the Americans shout 
out, "Tell the world about us; tell them 
not to forget us". 

That was one of the few messages 
that have come verbatim out of Vietnam 
and now that message has been delivered 
because it was intended for you as mtich 
as it was intended for me. The first time 
I heard that two yeaip ago, I understood 
quite clearly that that man was speaking 
to me, as he was speaking to each and 
every one of us. 

Those men only have one source 
of hope and that's this country and what 
we do to secure their freedom. We've all 
heard about their plight, we've all heard 
that men were being held still. Capitol 
Hill in Washington has been assaulted by 
groups trying to spur the government 
into action for eleven years now, being 
lead by, of course, the family members. 
This year is crucial. Most of our 
members are in agreement that if 
something isn't done this year, if some 


sort of enaction isn't at least started 
towards some positive results of securing 
their freedom, those men will forever be 
lost. It's been eleven years since the end 
of that war, eleven years that those men 
have been waiting to come home, as the 
591 men who were returned home in 
1973, after which time the Vietnamese 
claimed consistently that there are no 
more live Americans, just sis they 
claimed consistently that there are no 
more remains left in Vietnam and yet 
every year, usually just before the 
convention of the National League of 
Families, they conveniently find some. 
Some of those remains have been gone 
over by families' own physicians only to 
find out that those, even those sets of 
remains, those men didn't die until long 
after 1973. 

Where are your ears, my 
countrymen, when refugees tell you the 
state I'm in? 

They were there yesterday, 
they’re there right now today, and we 
hope you will all join us this year in 
contacting your Congressmen, Senators, 
telling them there are 126 men missing 
from the state of Pennsylvania. Why? 
There are two bills, one in front of the 
Senate and one in front of the Congress 
right now. I might mention that out of 
the fourteen co-sponsors of the Senate 
bill, neither of the Pennsylvania Senators 
are on that bill as yet. Why? How long 
must those men wait? Until the 
American public, through determination, 
decides to bring them home. 

Ladies and gentlemen, thank you. 
Michelle Madoff: 

What you're doing is very heroic 
but I'm sure you're not here just for the 
rhetoric. You want some results. 




Mr. Villareale: 

Exactly. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I want to talk very briefly about 
what we can do to be productive. Do you 
happen to know off-hand or can you 
provide the President of this Council 
with the number of the bill that our own 


Mr. Villareale: 

SJZ46, Senate Bill. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mike, will you get that please? I 
would like to ask the President of this 
Council, with his signature, that a letter 
go from this Council unanimously asking 
our two Senators, Senator Spector and 
Senator Heinz, to please immediately put 
their names to the bills. We were very 
appalled to find out they were not on it. 
Perhaps their not being on it was an 
oversight, maybe no one asked them to 
be on it, they figured they had enough 
names — 

Mr. Villareale: 

As I said, as of yet they are not on 
it. 

Michelle Madoff: 

The point is, we want to be sure 
that they're asked to be on it and if they 
are on it would they expedite and move 
Heaven and earth to see what can be 
done. I think just a letter to them isn't 
sufficient; I think a letter to the White 
House, well begin with the President of 
this Council, and if the President of our 
Council will confer with the Mayor to 
see that a joint letter could go, that the 
Council representing the lectorate of 


this community, represented by Mr. 
Stone and by the Mayor, strongly urge 
support of the bills and of the release, 
you say 1Z6 additional, and to do 
something immediately. 

Mr. Villareale: 

If I might explain, what we're 
doing is carrying a prisoner of war flag 
across the nation. — 

Michelle Madoff: 

I've been listening to you on the 
air, incidentally. 

Mr. Villareale: 

We're collecting red ribbons from 
the elected officials from across the 
nation. That flag should represent 100 
million Americans. After we terminate 
in Los Angeles, the flag is being brought 
back to Congress and presented to them 
along with the letters from the elected 
officials that we're also asking them to 
write. 

Michelle Madoff: 

So you want a copy of our letter, 
is that what you’re saying? 

Mr. Villareale: 

Yes, I would. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Is there some way that you could 
tell Mr. Perry, our Clerk, where the 
letters are to go to because you won't be 
here, perhaps, tomorrow and we want to 
know where he’s to send it to. 

I think what we also need to see, I 
would hope because we have very 
responsible media people here in the 
room and I watched while you were 
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speaking and I think they felt as we did, 
hopefully they can get something out to 
the media urging people to write letters 
to the editor, write to the Washington 
Post particularly because that's the 
paper that our Legislators read — 

Mr. VUlareale: 

And to their Congressmen. 

Michelle Madoff: 

And to their Congressmen but 
we're going to do that automatically. 
Mr. Stone, how do you wish to handle 
that? 

The Chair: 

I think we can send a letter on 
behalf of all of us. Til be in Washington 
on Wednesday and Til talk to the two 
Senators myself. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Are you going to be in the 
Baltimore meeting on Thursday? 

The Chair: 

Wednesday Til be in Washington, 

D.C. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Well, Tm going to be in Baltimore; 
Mr. Woods, you're going to be in 
Baltimore on Thursday? 

Mr. Woods: 

Friday. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Is it Friday? Well, well leave it 
in your capable hands, Mr. Stone, to see 
Mr. Coyne, Mr. Walgren, Mr. 6aydos, 


etc. Many of us know them as personal 
friends but I don't think it's necessary. If 
you'll handle it, we don't have to handle 
it ourselves. 

The Chair: 

I think this issue is important 
enough that it ought to go to all of our 
Senators and Legislators. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I would appreciate that, I think all 
of us would, and more importantly, I 
would like to urge the media to 
encourage the average public to write a 
letter to the editor of the Washington 
Post and copies to — well, I guess you 
want your copy to go to the President; 
that would probably be the best place to 
send it — but particularly the Washington 
Post because that's the paper they read 
generally. 

Thank you for being here and 
thank you for what you're doing. 

The Chair: 

Thank you, Ron, for giving this 
call to awareness for all Americans. 
Thank you. 

Mr. Vill are ale: 

Thank you. 

Mr. Givens: 

Mr. President, if I could just read 
one more resolution. I notice that Lt. 
McNamara of the Fraternal Order of 
Police is in the audience and I'm sure he 
and I have talked of this particular 
resolution and Jim O'Malley is working 
on legislation right now, along with this, 
but this goes back to my days as a public 
safety man and talking and working and 
trying to work with the Administration 
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td bring forth what's in this resolution of 
intent. That's all it is. 

Mr. Givens presents 

Bill No. 969 WHEREAS, providing 
for the safety of the people of Pittsburgh 
is one of the highest priorities of our 
local government; and, 

WHEREAS, it is a policy of this 
City to insure that only the most able 
and qualified candidates serve in this 
vital capacity as police officers in order 
to secure the public safety; and, 

WHEREAS, over the past year, 
serious questions have been raised about 
the testing and hiring practices used to 
select police officer candidates; and, 

WHEREAS, an essential part of a 
police officers' duties include the use of 
physical restraint, apprehension, and 
pursuit; ahd 

WHEREAS, the administration has 
testified before this Council that it has 
been considering including strength and 
agility tests to improve its police testing 
process; 

NOW THEREFORE, 

BE IT RESOLVED, that the 
Council of the City of Pittsburgh 
supports the administration in its 
deliberations to include a strength and 
agility test and urges the Mayor, the 
Civil Service Commission, and the 
Director of the Department of Personnel 
to implement such a test in time for 
selection of the current group of police 
officer candidates. 

Mr. Givens moved to adopt the 
resolution. 

Mr. O'Malley seconded the motion. 


The Chair: 

Mr. Givens, only one comment if I 
may. I think that first class is coming 
out rather rapidly. It may not be in time 
for the first class but I think what you 
mean is the new hires and I subscribe to 
that. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Discussion. Mr. Givens, in your 
bill it said, "Be it resolved that the 
Council of the City of Pittsburgh 
supports the Administration in its 
deliberation to include a strength and 
agility test and urges the Mayor". Is 
there already written into the bill a 
strength and agility test? Is it already in 
the bill? 

The Chair: 

No. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Then why does it say that? It says 
urging him to support the 
Administration's position. I want a 
correction on this phrasing. 

The Chair: 

What he's referring to is they had 
announced that they're going to start one 
now for police and that's what he's 
alluding to and that's why he's agreeing 
with their intent. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Tm sorry but you still haven't 
clarified it. You're saying that the 
Administration is going to be preparing 
some new ground rules for hiring which 
will include strength and agility. Is that 
correct? 
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The Chair; 

Correct. 

MicheUe Madoff: 

The Mayor has proposed that 
already? 

The Chair: 

Yes. 

Michelle Madoff; 

That of course would not 
discriminate against women who have 
strength and agility but might 
discriminate against men who don’t. 

Mr. Givens: 

The Fire Department has been 
doing it all along. For years. 

MicheUe Madoff: 

Do you understand my question? 

The Chair: 

Right now they don't have any 
kind of test for that, Michelle, and what 
they're indicating is -that they want to 
have some test. Obviously it means an 
acceptable test. 

MicheUe Madoff: 

Do you understand what Tm 
getting at? The position, as far as Tm 
concerned, and I want it very clearly 
understood, we women do not want any 
special favors. If we are agile enough to 
lift the dummy, if we are able to have 
the strength and agility to be poUce 
officers, we should be hired. We should 
not if we do not have that ability. 1 
shouldn’t say hired, Tm referring to at 
least being given the opportunity to get 


into the training program and at the end 
of the training program, whether you're 
male, female, a cow or a chicken, if you 
cannot meet the standards you don't get 
hired. It’s not based on whether you're 
male or female. I want that clearly 
understood that the language should 
mean strength and agility no matter 
what sex you might happen to be and 
that there's no intent to discriminate. 

I don't know whether you want me 
to address this at this time or to wait 
until after the meeting but TU give you 
the general gist of it. 

The Chair: 

We’re on his resolution. 

MicheUe Madoff: 

Well, it ties to the resolution. 

The Chair: 

Let's not far-fetch it. 

MicheUe Madoff: 

TU ask your opinion and if you 
think it’s inappropriate Til do as you 
asked me last time and wait until after 
the meeting. 

There's a letter from an attorney 
in the audience here today, a Mr. Klein, 
who has a letter concerning a police, 
officer who passed the medical test, was 
never called in for the physical test — 

The Chair: 

Alright, let me help vou. I think 
it's going into something specific. He's 
just giving a general — 

MicheUe Madoff: 

Would you like me to hold this 
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until — 

The Chair: 

Yes, please. 

Michelle Madoff: 

This is an opinion by the judge 
saying that we did not clarify his ruling 
and he did not say that we should throw 
the lists away. Do you want me to 
address it right after the meeting? 

The Chair: 

Okay. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I will do that. I've distributed 
copies of the letter. 

The Chair: 

All in favor of the resolution say 

aye. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Tm going to abstain because I 
don’t know just what it means. 

Mrs. Masloff: 

Tm going to abstain also. Mr. 
President, I don’t think that the strength 
itself is necessary. I think, to be able to 
do the job, to he able to handle it, you 
don’t necessarily need the strength. I'm 
going to abstain too. 

The Chair: 

In fairness to Mr. Givens, I don't 
think he's inferring that the person has to 
be a weight-lifter but to be in physical 
shape. 


Mr. Woods: 

If I may, Mr. President, it would 
be somewhat on the order, I assume, just 
as the fire test is given. The same type 
of test, that's all. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. Woods, Mrs. Masloff is 
absolutely right. Very frequently in a 
domestic situation, a little petite woman 
can come in and talk sense to a big burly 
man and he backs off whereas sometimes 
a police officer says, "Hey mam, hold it 
tjiere" and — 

Mr. Woods: 

And then he backs off. 

Michelle Madoff: 

By then it's too late. 

The point I'm making has been 
proven that in domestic situations, 
sometimes women make better police 
officers under certain situations. 

What I would like to see is 
wording, particularly in the police 
situation, that we use people in the best 
jobs. I've used this example many 
times. Our Mayor may be the greatest 
Mayor in the world but he's not 
physically able to do some of the things 
that he might be called upon if he were a 
fireman. He can't lift the dummy. 

The Chair: 

All in favor signify by saying aye. 
Opposed? 

Which motion prevailed. 

(MICHELLE MADOFF AND MRS. 
MASLOFF ABSTAINING) 
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Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. President, members of 
Council, ladies and gentlemen, too often 
we hear of companies taking their profits 
and returning very little to our cities and 
neighborhoods from where their monies 
come from. Today it is a great privilege 
for us to recognize two fine 
organizations who have shown their 
appreciation to the people who support 
them by returning to our cities and 
neighborhoods a very vital and timely 
service. 

Each year across our nation over 1 
million of our children disappear from 
their homes; most of them are 
runaways. Many hundreds of miles from 
home, a remorseful heart and no money 
in their pockets presents a formidable 
problem for those desiring to return 
home. 

In June of this year, the 
International Association of Chief of 
Police and the Trail ways Corporation 
addressed this problem and presented a 
program guaranteeing a no-cost ride for 
all our young runaways desiring to return 
home to their families. We are here 
today to give our thanks to these two 
organizations on behalf of the City of 
Pittsburgh, the Mayor, Pittsburgh City 
Council, and all the parents, especially 
those who have benefitted from this 
program. 

Representing the International 
Association of Chiefs of Police, I 
believe, — Is Superintendent Coll here? 
Representing Trailways Corporation we 
have Viola Boehm who is the regional 
sales manager and Tom Hastings, 
manager of the Pittsburgh office. Td 
like them to step forward, please, during 
the reading of the resolution. 

Incidentally, there’s a gift on each 
one of our tables from Viola and Tom, a 


little Trailways bus to indicate their 
thanks for this resolution. 

Mr. Wagner presents 

Bill No. 970 WHEREAS, 
according to International Association of 
Chiefs of Police statistics, over one 
million children are reported missing 
each year, many of which are runaways 
who find themselves stranded in 
unfamiliar locales with no way to return 
home to their families; and 

WHEREAS, the IACP & the 
Trailways Corporation have established a 
program entitled, "Operation: Home 

Free" to aid in Reuniting Runaway 
children with their families; and 

WHEREAS, under the terms of the 
program, any child identified by the 
IACP as a runaway will be escorted to 
the local Trailways terminal or agency 
and given free transport aboard a 
Trailways bus to their home community; 
and 

WHEREAS, Trailways will be 
producing posters and utilize other 
communication tools in order to spread 
the word about "Operation: Home Free"; 
and 

WHEREAS, the IACP has 
commended Trailways Corporation for 
their civic mindedness in taking part in 
this important program 

NOW, THEREFORE, 

BE IT RESOLVED, that the Mayor 
and the Members of Pittsburgh City 
Council hereby recognize and commend 
The Trailways Corporation and the 
International Association of Chiefs of 
Police for establishing the "Operation: 
Home Free" program, which 
demonstrates extreme sensitivity and 
heartfelt concern for the plight of 
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runaways and their families. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that 
this Council wishes to focus attention on 
this worthy program, which promises to 
be a source of emotional and spiritual 
benefit to a great number of families in 
the years ahead. 

Mr. Wagner moved to adopt the 
resolution. 

Mr. Wood* seconded the motion. 

Which motion prevailed. 

Mr. Wagner: 

At this time I’d like to introduce 
Viola Boehm, the regional salesmanager 
of Trail ways, to say a few words. 

Ms. Boehm: 

Basically, first of all, I'd certainly 
like to thank the City for this 
resolution. It’s resolutions such as this 
that enables us to make the public aware 
of special programs that come into 
effect of this nature. 

"Operation: Home Free" is 

Trail ways way of picking up on President 
Reagan's request for private sector 
innovativeness to address social need in 
the country. To date, we have brought 
home 85 runaway children and we are 
now at the point of averaging 5 to 10 on 
a weekly basis. This is 85 children who 
are terribly happy to be home with their 
parents and 85 parents that are very 
grateful to have their children back 
home with them. 

This program will continue as long 
as there's a need for it. Hopefully, 
someday, well reach the day where there 
won't be a need for it. 

Thank you very much. 


Mrs. Masloff: 

Jack, along those lines I want to 
tell Trailways that Pittsburgh has gone 
one step further. We have instituted a 
finger-printing program along with the 
National Child Watch Program to further 
help in identifying lost children so that 
when they are lost they can be identified 
quickly through their fingerprints. That 
program has begun in Pittsburgh and will 
continue in Pittsburgh every Monday in 
Pittsburgh parks.

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Mr. Givens: 

Marvin, how long have you been 
with the Solicitor's Office? 

Mr. Fein: 

Eight years. 

Mr. Givens: 

Sometimes it takes a long time 
for people to finally get the message. It 
was about seven years ago from my 
recollection that we and the Supreme 
Court, if I can go back a little bit to 
1973, indicated to all communities that 
they can set their community standards 
and until those community standards are 
set, the judges have to go according to 
the law, but once that community sets 
their standards, then and only then can 
the courts do it on a local issue as to 
what those standards are when it comes 
to questions of pornography. 
Pornography is like an octopus, it's like a 
squirming worm, you grab it one place 
and it comes out in another place and as 
a result it gets very difficult to try to 
pin it down. 

I am happy and I enjoin the Mayor 
for doing what he is doing on that 
particular magazine which I won't even 
need to mention. Even to get a copy of 
it to see what it's all about is just aiding 
and abetting out of that particular unit. 

This is not the only magazine put 
out on the market. There are many, 
many much worse than this one. There 
are agencies and groups that are 
permitted to upgrading our community 
standards and until the people 
themselves act, until their community, 
only then will the courts respond because 
the courts will respond because the 
judges are elected, and I would think as 
the consciousness of the people are 
raised, so will be that of those seeking 


judgeships because those questions will 
be asked very sternly. 

It gets into the roots of what 
happens when I came onto this Council 
and knowing what pornography was doing 
to both the women, both the men and 
themselves that were looking at it, 
predominantly it's a man's audience, it 
was a man's audience, but even worse 
what it was doing to children, it has 
surfaced within the last year or two, it's 
just amazing that people don't have a 
little bit of foresight to see that it has to 
stop. It was interesting to note though, 
Marvin, while you were still as a solicitor 
and I think you were on the case when 
this Council put forward some seven 
years ago those same community 
standards predicated on the Supreme 
Court and this Council had to override 
the present administration's veto of that 
because it N was going to go into court and 
be defeated as this might go to court and 
be defeated and we'd have to pay court 
costs and everything else. Oh, how much 
easier my life would have been if seven 
years ago some people had been listening 
to a few of us on this Council because 
now we “can see the effects of what this 
pornography has done and what this smut 
has done to our society. And it's not only 
Downtown on Liberty Avenue; it’s not 
only on the bookshelves, but it is also in 
our cable television networks and even 
filtering down a little bit further into the 
major networks where programs jure 
being shown that are intimidating to our 
children and I say children because they 
are the ones affected more than the 
adults Eire and I am happy in enjoining 
the Mayor anytime he wants to go out 
and sue anybody. I would think that any 
contributions that would come in, would 
not come in to pay this bill. The 
taxpayers of the City of Pittsburgh 
support the Mayor 100 percent with the 
exception' of a few. Those few can go 
off into whatever hellhole they want to 
go to, to look at whatever they want to 
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look at; we’re not going to infringe upon 
their liberties, but when they try to 
infringe upon our liberties by showing 
this openly in the newsstands where 
children and other people go even if they 
put a cover over the front, then I think 
this is something that this community 
does not want and hopefully this is only 
the beginning of a real crackdown on 
what this community and what our voters 
and what our people want. Thank you.

Mr. Grabowski: 

Mr. President, 1 would like to 
make a comment regarding Bill 891. 
That's the legislation that's before us 
relative to the Hustler matter. 

Undoubtedly, the whole issue has 
received considerable attention and I 
guess the bottom line is, did the Mayor 
act in what he believed to be the good of 
the citizens or did he have ulterior 
motives. I personally believe the Mayor 
acted on behalf of the citizens apd in 
this regard, one thing that we can't lose 
sight of is the fact that we are all 
elected officials and all the actions that 
we take do have political overtones, 
whether they be negative or positive. I 
guess that's a feature inherent in 
democracy and it's probably a safeguard 
of government. If we do anything wrong, 
you know, every year is an election year 
and I'm sure that the citizens will let us 
know. 

With regard to Bill 891, I think the 
Mayor acted properly and the money is 
being spent in a noble way and I vote aye 
on all bills. 

Michelle Madoff: 

On Bill 891 I vote no and I would 
like to explain my vote. I believe that 


the issue that the Mayor moved with 
stormtrooper tactics to remove from the 
stands is obscene, vulgar, and if I had it 
in my house, while I do not believe in 
book burnings, I probably would bum it. I 
believe it defames women; I think it is 
the lowest of low. However, I would like 
to remind this body that we are 
supposedly elected to be law-abiding 
citizens and it is important to point out 
that this Council, long before the 
Administration stormtrooped its way in 
the third paragraph of a threatening 
letter into the places where the books 
were being sold, had already established 
community standards. And based on 
community standards, had the Mayor 
taken the proper procedure, I would be 
here voting to pay the Mayor his costs or 
the costs for the $7,000 approximately, 
in losing the case against the American 
Civil Liberties. 

We have community standards, we 
have a legal procedure. I am not voting 
for obscenity; I am voting against 
stormtrooper tactics, I am voting against 
not following the law. Let me give you 
an example. If someone were to go over 
to Mr- Stone when he leaves today to go 
to the parking lot or to go to one of the 
judges who are afraid of parking 
somewhere out of the way, and were to 
beat him up just a little bit, he had a 
slight concussion, ripped his suit, maybe 
broke his glasses, whatever, and the 
damages came to $800 and he was out 
sick for a day, and we took the position, 
knowing who the criminal was, that we 
should not sue because in suing that 
criminal it would cost $50,000. I don't 
think the dollars are the issue; the issue 
is a legal procedure. We don't let 
criminals off the street because they 
robbed somebody and just maybe gone 
into a liquor store -and pointed a gun at 
somebody and frightened them and 
maybe broke a couple of bottles and 
scared somebody and said, "Well, it only 
cost $2,000; we're not going to spend 
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$25,000 or $50,000 to have the police out 
finding this person and therefore, it's 
cheaper to just let him go." I realize 
that plea bargaining is part of that and 
it's not the best part of our law; it's done 
because the courts are just so filled. 

What the Mayor in essence is 
saying, by virtue of having his 
mouthpiece, Marv Fein, here, was to say, 
"I am a good guy. I know that the courts 
would find this particular piece of 
literature obscene." — it would meet 
what Council has established as being 
offensive to community standards and he 
would have won the case — "but Til tell 
you what I'm going to do; I'm going to be 
a good guy. Im going to save the 
citizens money so I'm going to 
stormtroop it." Now, that is not the kind 
of thing that responsible elected officials 
should be condoning because the next 
thing you're going to see is somebody on 
the Hill selling drugs to kids and they’re 
going to say, "Well, it costs too much to 
go after them; he only sold them a small 
little quantity of drugs so we're not going 
to do it that wav. We'll just go over him, 
we'll take a knife and stab the guy 
because that will save us a lot of 
money." 

The issue here was that the Mayor 
did not do it in a legal, orderly, fashion. 
That's why I believe the courts ruled 
against him. The question of whether it 
defies community standards would have 
been established, I think, but by 
condoning that kind of procedure by the 
Mayor or by the President of Council or 
bv any other member, would be 
supporting breaking the law. I don't 
believe that as an attorney that Mr. 
Stone would have gone and taken the 
same route. He can speak for himself 
but I don't believe any responsible 
attorney would do that. 

The question is not whether that 
magazine is immoral because the next 


issue I think was worse. The question is 
not even so much that the Mayor helped 
sell more copies and they became 
collectors' items. That can't be helped 
because even if we had gone the route of 
community standards, I think that would 
have happened. But for the Mayor to 
send a mouthpiece to us and say to us, 
"The reason we violated the law, the 
reason we didn't go the route that Mr. 
Woods set up in this Council, and Mr. 
Givens, by setting community standards, 
is because we did it cheaper. We got a 
bargain rate for the taxpayers." 

Mr. Givens: 

You never voted for that either, 
Michelle. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Yes I did, Mr. Givens. Would you 
care to apologize? There was one vote 
against it and that vote was Mr. 
Flaherty. I voted for setting community 
standards. Would you care to apologize? 

The Chain 

Let's go back and you can 
complete your remarks. 

Michelle Madoff: 

The point I'm making again is that 
the issue before us now, in voting for this 
money, is that it was done illegally. A 
mayor should not do things illegally; he 
should not set illegal standards because, 
indeed, if the Mayor is going to be paid 
his $7,000 for his procedure, then 
Michelle Madoff has a resolution asking 
that when four or five members of this 
Council wanted a fiscal advisor and we 
went to court and I absorbed the costs of 
that, then I would like to be paid for that 
as well. You cannot have one ride £or 
one person and another rule for someone 
else. If we're going to pay the cost out 
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of taxpayers' dollars for the Mayor then 
you're going to pay the cost for Michelle 
Madoff trying to get a fiscal advisor for 
this Council. I did it the legal way; I did 
not have the votes so I paid it out of my 
own pocket. Tm asking the Mayor to pay 
it out of his political fund which is vast. 
It is a political fund geared to run for 
Governor. It is probably close to $1 
million; $7,000 is a pittance. Seventy- 
thousand wouldn’t have offended the 
taxpayers; I probably would have chipped 
in on it if it had been done legally.

I do not believe that we 
should too lightly attempt to restrict 
those freedoms; however, I believe there 
is another issue that comes to fore at 
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this particular time and that is the 
balance of your rights with my rights. It 
is my belief that you can or can’t say 
anything or do anything that you want, 
but I do not believe that the Constitution 
of the United States and of this 
Commonwealth or the mores or the laws 
and ordinances of this City should permit 
an intentional, malicious, degregating, 
provocatory acts on someone else's rights 
and obligations. No one requests you to 
like, to favor, to subscribe or support my 
religion or anything else that I support 
nor does it require me to support yours, 
but this kind of provocatory action, even 
beyond the publisher's norm and at the 
highest time of a religious holiday, in a 
most degrading way for no other intent, 
not even for expression of that freedom 
that they claim they were expressing, 
but rather to intentionally bring scorn, 
belittlement and ridicule to those who 
believe other than the publisher. This 
definitely needed some control or some 
act or if nothing else some voice as the 
Mayor to show our objection to this basic 
infringement of someone else's right. 
The Mayor should be commended and not 
belittled. The Mayor should be 
commended and not taken to task. The 
Mayor should be commended and not be 
accused of some reason other than a 
worthy reason. He acted within the best 
interest of this City and its citizens; he 
acted on behalf of the City and it was a 
City responsibility, not his responsibility 
and it's not the responsibility of donors 
either. How much is a principle worth, 
how much is a right worth? Seven 
thousand five hundred dollars ($7,500) to 
me is a small sum to protect and let 
people clearly understand that the 
constitution guaranteed to all of us is a 
constitutional right of speech, but it did 
not guarantee the right to abuse, 
belittle, ridicule, be derogatory, 
provocatory on anyone else's rights when 
you know it's going to do it and I think 
somewhere there needs some control. I 
hope it doesn't go any further than stop 


it, but let's always protect our rights but 
not in this fashion.

MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS 

Mr. Givens: 

There's a letter that came out 
from Bill Robinson some weeks ago, June 
15th, I believe, asking all the 

Councilmembers to be here Wednesday 
at 2:00. That was prior to you coming 
out, Mr. Chairman, and making new 

arrangements on our Wednesday 

meeting. Is Bill Robinson in town? 

Mr. P e r ry: 

Bill's out of town but will be back 
Wednesday morning. 

Mr. Givens: 

Okay. I was going to try to say 
that if we're here tomorrow then that 
would be an appropriate time to have 
this particular agenda. Otherwise, we'd 
have to be back in here Wednesday wifh 
all that dust flying around. 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

Well get it straightened out. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. Chairman, I have some very 
serious issue to bring before Council "but 
I need some clarification first of all. 
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Mr. Perry, when we have a post 
agenda, how do you notify 
Councilmembers that there will be a post 
agenda? 

Mr. Perry; 

Through the mail. 

Michelle Madoff: 

How early is that mail sent out? 

Mr. Perry: 

If a Council member instructs me 
to set up a post, as soon as I type up and 
post — 

Michelle Madoff; 

Sometimes, because of your 
workload, you don't get to it until later 
in the week. Is that correct? 

Mr. Perry: 

You give it to me one day and the 
next day they have it. 

Michelle Madoff: 

The reason I say that, it was 
probably our own fault in our own office 
because of a voluminous amount of 
work. For example, the hearing on the 
firemen the other day, I didn’t really 
know about it until I had the post agenda 
before me. It may have been lost in a 
bundle of papers in our office and Tm not 
being critical but I just wondered how 
soon the procedure was. 

Mr. Perry: 

I was informed late Monday 
afternoon about a post for that 
Wednesday and then 'Tuesday it was 
cancelled. The post agenda was actually 
cancelled. 


Michelle Madoff: 

So then it was on again when? 

Mr. Perry: 

It was not on. 

Michelle Madoff: 

We had it. 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

What happened is, they were here, 
they didn't get notified, the members 
didn't get notified that it was cancelled 
so we heard them. 

Michelle Madoff: 

So, in other words, as a courtesy 
we had it anyway. 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

Right. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I apologize to my staff because 
they told me that and I wasn’t sure. I 
owe them a deep apology. 

Now, I brought an issue up last 
week and I was told by the Chairman, 
that was you, Mr. Woods, that I should 
present a resolution before Council. This 
is one of the lesser important issues. 

Michelle Madoff presents 

Bill No. 971 BE IT RESOLVED, 
that the Members of Pittsburgh City 
Council hereby authorize the services of 
an outside attorney or legal firm for the 
purpose of providing Council with a legal 
opinion as to whether or not 
Council worn an Michelle Madoff can be 
reimbursed by the City of Pittsburgh for 
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costs she incurred in filing suit against 
Pittsburgh City Council for their failure 
to authorize the hiring of a fiscal advisor 
for Council. 

Michelle Madoff moved to approve the 
resolution. 

Michelle Madoff: 

If we're going to pay the Mayor's 
bill, and that passed, do I get paid? 
Could I please have a ruling? 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

Are you offering that as a 
resolution? 

Michelle Madoff: 

Yes, but I do not want a legal 
opinion from the Mayor's Law 
Department; I want it from one of our 
own attorneys. 

Mr. Givens: 

If it involves money, should that 
not be put in Committee and be 
dis cussed? 

Michelle Madoff: 

I offered it at the Finance 
Meeting and the Finance Chairman told 
me to bring it up today. This could 
happen to any one of us at any time. 
You would pay for something that the 
Mayor wants but not for something that 
this Council wants. 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

Michelle, are you offering this as 
a resolution or a bill in Council? 

Michelle Madoff: 

Tm offering it as a resolution that 


what we do is get our own counsel, which 
means we need five votes, to see 
whether I'm legally entitled to be 
reimbursed. 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

Is there a second to the 
resolution? 

Mr. Givens: 

I'll second it. 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

I would like to speak in favor of 
my resolution. 

This could happen to anv member 
of Council. If the independent, impartial 
attorney says that we are not entitled to 
be reimbursed, then we would not be 
reimbursed. It was a four to five 
motion. As you know, we're going down 
to Baltimore now on the 19th and 
hopefully you will be as impressed as I 
hope I will be and we will come back and 
push for having a fiscal advisor. 

But meanwhile, that was money 
out of my pocket and I did it in the legal, 
authorized manner. I did not 
storm trooper my way. If we're going to 
pay the Mayor's Hustler bill, would you 
consider having an attorney advise 
whether my bills can be paid for the 
same kind of thing, for this legal action. 

Mr. O’Malley: 

I'm not quite sure I understand 
this but as the resolution reads, it says, 
"Be it resolved that the members of 
Pittsburgh City Council hereby authorize 
the services of an outside attorney or 
legal firm for the purpose of providing 
Council with a legal opinion as to 
whether or not Council worn an Michelle 
Madoff can be reimbursed by the City of 
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Pittsburgh for costs she incurred in filing 
a lawsuit against Pittsburgh City 
Council" which is ourselves, "for the 
failure to authorized the hiring of a 
fiscal advisor. 

If I read this right, the first 
resolution that Michelle put up, she 
wanted the majority of the members of 
this Council to authorize the hiring of an 
attorney so that we can sue ourselves 
which we denied by a five-four vote. We 
already said, "No, Michelle, we don't 
want you to hire an attorney" — 

Michelle Madoff: 

No, no. Three out of four agreed 
to hire an attorney. You were not here. 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

Michelle, let him finish then you 
cam speak again. 

Mr. O’Malley: 

If I understand, this Council must 
have a majority of five votes for any 
legal action. This Council denied Mrs. 
Madoff and three of her colleagues the 
right to go out and hire an attorney to 
sue ourselves. This is becoming a little 
redundan for the second time to bring it 
in front of this attorney to ask a legal 
opinion on an opinion which this Council 
already denied once. 

Michelle Madoff: 

May I respond? This Council 
voted four-five and the makeup of this 
Council was different at the time as to 
whether we need a fiscal analyst or 
advisor for this Council. What I'm saying 
is if you're going to pay the Mayor for his 
legal cost, then I think I'm entitled, or 
Mr. Woods or Mr. Wagner, anybody else, 
if members of this Council feel they're 
doing the right thing as elected officials 


on behalf of the public and I think what I 
hear Mr. O'Malley saying is that since 
five people are supporting the Mayor, he 
should then get paid for what I consider 
an illegal action but because I acted on 
behalf of the people, if I don't have five 
votes of this Council, I should not be 
paid. 

Maybe what I have to do is reword 
it, make it as a floor motion, and reword 
it saying, since there's a new makeup of 
this Council, that I went to Court to try 
to get a fiscal advisor. It cost me, Tm 
not sure of the exact figure, I think 
about $350 and I can supply the bills. 
Can I be reimbursed for that money and 
would Council, therefore, without having 
to hire a legal opinion, vote me to 
reimburse me my $350. Do we have five 
votes to reimburse me? That would be 
my floor motion. 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

I personally, for two reasons Tm 
going to vote no; one is because you 
named me as one of the defendants in 
the lawsuit — 

Michelle Madoff: 

No, you were not one of the 
defendants. 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

Yes, I was. I was one of the five 
members of Council — 

Michelle Madoff: 

You were against it; you were not 

for it. 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

Secondly, every time one of us in 
Council voted a piece of legislation and 
it fails, that means that we're going to 
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go out and sue our colleagues because 
they failed to support our legislation. 
We could be going through this week in 
and week out. That’s exactly what 
you've done and a few of our other 
colleagues, at the time, that signed that 
lawsuit. That's why I feel it's totally 
wrong. 

Michelle Madoff: 

The courts ruled that we are a 
body unto ourselves. Sylvestri Sylvestri 
felt that we were a legal body. First of 
all, as you know, he wouldn't touch the 
case before the election; he was very 
smart and let it go until after the 
election which I think was the proper 
thing to do. It was the concerted opinion 
of my attorney that had we gone and 
appealed it we would have won it 
because if not, we would still have young 
kids in sweatshops and we would still 
have minorities at the back of the bus. 
It is inconceivable in the year of the 
Lord, 1984, that we still rely on the 
Administration as a separate legislative 
body. They're an administrative body 
and we're a legislative body. For every 
vote that we take we rely basically on 
the information supplied by the 
Administration. This was not a frivolous 
piece of legislation; five people voted 
with the Administration, four people 
voted against, decided to take it to court 
and it cost money. I went the legal 
route. 

All Tm saying is if you're going to 
pay the Mayor, which is illegal to do, 
you're voting for an illegal payment 
because he did not follow the procedure, 
even though I followed the procedure 
shouldn't I be paid? Tm making a point 
by saying that. 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

Right. And I disagree with your 
point because it's a different subject 


altogether. 

Mr. Givens: 

On this particular subject, Mr. 
Chairman, back in those days when this 
Council kind of worked a little bit more 
closely together, there was a fund there 
and that fund still remains and — What's 
the name of that fund, Mike? 

Mr. Perry: 

Legal Advisor in the amount of 

$5,000. 

Mr. Givens: 

The amount of $5,000 is in there 
and all it took then was for members to 
go before the President of Council and 
ask that they were going to take a 
certain action. I think we have to have 
the freedom and liberty right here to 
pursue any quest that we might feel 
necessary on behalf of the citizens of the 
City of Pittsburgh. It went from that 
particular set of order of just going to 
the President of Council to requiring five 
votes. Well, you can see that there's five 
votes in this Council quite often and it's 
the same people all the time. So, four 
people then could be theoretically shut 
out of this Council in any legal battles 
and for that reason that's why I seconded 
Michelle's motion. 

On that particular issue of the 
consultant to come in here, I voted 
against it for many years because I feel 
that's why Tm elected and with the 
abilities that I have I should be able to 
look into budgetary and bonding type 
issues and get that information I need. If 
I have to go outside to receive additional 
information then I will so seek that 
bonding or legal service. I think Michelle 
or any Councilperson is entitled to do 
that up to the $5,000 limit we have and 
that one person not completely take all 
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that amount of money. And then it came 
into this five votes so I feel by doing it 
with five votes we're denying some 
people of Council and I feel that's unfair 
and not only unfair but to some degree I 
feel it's unconstitutional. If that fund is 
not there, fine. But we put that fund 
there so we could go out on an individual 
basis and seek our own legal advice. 
Legal advice is what it was. Sued is kind 
of a different horse. I don't know if that 
suit came in before or after I voted for 
or against that particular issue but I 
think she has a legitimate question, she 
was in pursuit of something that she felt 
was of a great concern to her and to the 
taxpayers of the City of Pittsburgh. 

The Chair, Pro tern: 

Let me explain this one more 
time. You don't really understand what's 
happening. Last year or the year before 
last, this Council voted against a 
financial advisor. Against. Michelle 
Madoff and four out of five did not like 
that decision. The vote was five-four. 
So those four went and filed suit in court 
and said, "Hey, we want to overturn what 
Council just did." Now she's coming back 
to ask us, this Council, to pay for that 
lawsuit. That is totally ridiculous 
because the next time that vou vote 
against something that Ben Woods wants 
in this Council, I'm going to go out and 
file a lawsuit against my colleages and 
you will pav for it. Is that what you 
want? Then every week we're going to 
be in some court. You cannot be suing 
yourself. 

Mr. O'Malley; 

Mr. Givens, let me explain the 
idea of that code account. This Council 
has the right to hire an outside legal 
opinion only if the majority of five 
members of this Council agree to that. 
If Mr. Wagner and Mr. Grabowski wanted 
an outside legal opinion, they'd have to 


present the legislation, the majority of 
the members of this Council would have 
to give their approval for the 
expenditure of those funds. Mrs. Madoff 
asked that and the majority of the 
members of this Council denied those 
funds. 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

For what? Not for a legal opinion 


Mr. O’Malley; 

To hire an attorney to sue 
ourselves. That's a little ridiculous. 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

For a financial analyst. This 
Council denied it so Michelle and a few 
of our other colleagues went out and 
sued it because we denied it. 

If I put a piece of legislation up 
and I just proposed a piece, and you vote 
that down two weeks, I don't like the way 
you voted so I go out and sue all of you. 
Then I come back and say to my 
colleagues, "Here is a bill because I sued 
you for $400; would you please pay my 
bill?" Does that make sense? 

Michelle Madoff: 

May I respond to that, Mr. 
Woods? If you went out and took a knife 
to Mr. Wagner and slashed his arms and 
this Council voted to poo-poo it because 
he was only surfacely scratched and at a 
vote of four to five said that we should 
not, because it happened in the 
Chambers and it was an act in this 
Council, that we should not pay him the 
damages, maybe he provoked you, what 
have, you, therefore, because of the 
majority vote of five to four you'd say 
we shouldn't pay it. 
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What rm doing is, I don't want the 
money back, I hope everybody 
understands. My motion is not to get the 
money back; my motion is only to point 
out that the Mayor did an illegal thing 
and five members of this Council are 
supporting an illegal motion by paying 
him $7,000 in a lawsuite that he lost. He 
lost the lawsuit and you've voting five to 
pay him his money. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

Call the vote. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Don't call the vote; I've made my 
point. I just wanted to point out how 
ludicrous and how wrong it is for us to 
vote for that bill. 

You don't have to vote on it; I 
withdraw my motion. I wanted to make 
a point. 

The Chair, Pro tern: 

Do you withdraw your second, Mr. 
Givens? 

Mr. Givens: 

Yes. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I think it's a sad day for this 
country, Mr. O'Malley, when people 
running for office support illegal 
actions. What the Mayor did was 
illegal. He lost the case in court yet 
we're voting to pay for it. I don't think 
it's funny; I think it's obscene and I think 
it's immoral and I think the issue is dead 
so let's go on with other issues. 

On another item. I wrote a letter 
to Mr. Stone and to Counci} worn an 
Sophie Masloff because it's her 


department and I want this letter 
entered for the record. 

"Dear Mrs. Masloff: 

Section 16.1 of the Franchise 
Agreement between Warner Cable and 
the City of Pittsburgh calls for Warner 
Cable to be connected to all residents of 
the City without exception and certified 
as acceptable by the Public Works 
Department by August 25, 1984. It is 
common knowledge that many problem 
areas have not been connected as they 
were deferred until the more easily 
accessible connections were completed. 

I believe it is premature for 
Council and the Administration to be 
considering any other alternatives, be 
they between Warner, TCI or any other 
entity until all residents without 
exception have been hooked up to the 
cable system. To do otherwise would 
almost certainly guarantee that many 
residents will never be hooked up to 
cable." 

Those are the people who have 
been calling the Councilmerabers sitting 
at this table. That's the Downtown area 
and those are the people that are 
underground, the only way they can 
reach them. Those are the people where 
somebody is saying, "You can't go 
through my property." and those are the 
people calling me every day. 

"If there is to be a default on the 
part of Warner in meeting it's obligation 
or new negotiations presented to 
Council, it should not be done until after 
August 25, 1984. I've spoken to Brother 
Richard, he expatiated this information 
for me. I personally will not be a party 
to violation of the contractual oaths 
entered into between Warner and the 
City prior to Warner meeting it's moral 
and legal obligation by the contracted 
date of August 25, 1984. To proceed 
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otherwise would not be in the best 
interest of the people who elected us. 

I respectfully suggest this matter 
be deferred until September, 1984." 

That means that the hearing 
tomorrow where TCI is going to proceed 
to tell us how they're going to pay for it 
— I called TCI and spoke to Gil Lucas 
and do you know what his answer was? 
"As far as I know, Michelle, we are 
'substantially' connected." Remember 
that word, folks; it’s going to come up to 
-haunt us. I asked him whether TCI was 
going to complete the unsubstantiated 
and he said there was no guarantee of 
that. 

For us to consider anything when 
the contract drew a date for a four year 
contract of hooking up every source is 
completed by August 25th is illegal, 
immoral and I personally will not be a 
party to it. I do not want to hear about 
selling it, I don't want to hear about 
buying it because what we're going to do 
is we're going to force Warner if they’re 
already on the hook for $98 million, 
maybe it will be on the hook for $120 
million. But at least everybody will be 
connected and then if they want to sell it 
and save what they can, they can come 
back to this Council. But we should not 
consider it before August 25th and I 
make that in the form of a motion. May 
I have a second? 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

No second? The motion dies. 
Michelle Madoff: 

I want that on the Record. Do not 
invite me to be party to this illegal 
action before August 25th. I will not be 
present when Warner is here or TCI. 

Next item. There's a gentleman 


in the audience today, a Mr. Klein, and 
he has a letter that I distributed to 
everybody. His name is Joel Klein and I 
want to read you this letter because it is 
of very significant importance with 
relationship to the situation we have 
with our police department. As you 
know, I pointed out last week that we 
have, according to the Administration, 
1,248 uniformed officers on the force 
and it turns out that we only had 1,046 
officers and they included that 1,046, 
desk people, inspectors, superintendents, 
supervisory personnel, administrative 
personnel, in-station men assigned to 
each of the nine stations, community 
relations personnel, training personnel 
and specialized detectives, narcs, 
burglary, vice, auto squad, bomb, arson, 
crime lab, homocide, missing persons, 
youth and sex assaults. That means that 
we probably did not have more than 800 
or 900 police, beat people, out working 
for the police force. 

Every member of this Council has 
been concerned about the test on the 
psychological testing and on the fact 
that our police are not being hired when 
they've had really some specific training 
at police academies and so on. We've 
agreed we don't have enough police. 
We've agreed with the fact that while we 
put on 40 or 46 we lose 52 or 56 by 
attrition. So not only when we put on a 
class are we even gaining those 40 
officers but we're losing more because 
we lose by attrition. 

I would like to read you a very 
important letter. As a matter of fact, I 
would like if Mike would read the letter 
because my voice is bothering me. 
Would you read the letter for me? 

Mr. Perry?

Please be advised that I have been 
retained by Mr. John Leonard of 1711 
Mary Street, Pittsburgh, PA 15203, to 
assist him in his quest to become a 
Pittsburgh Policeman. Additionally, my 
firm's principle office is on the Southside 
in an area which has already had three 
fires within one block of it's location. 
Accordingly, I have a double-barreled 
interest in the City’s police and fire 
services. 

Mr. Leonard successfully passed 
the Police Officer examination on July 
18, 1981 with a score of 98. He was not 
entitled to receive any Veterans 
preference points. By letter dated April 
21, 1983, Mr. Leonard was advised to 
proceed with stages 3 and 4 in the 
selection process. Thereafter, he 
successfully passed the background 
investigation and the psychological 
examination. He was never given the 
physical examination. 

On May 11, 1984, Mr. Leonard 
retained my services.after learning that 
the City Civil Service Commission 
intended to withdraw the list of eligibles 
prior to its normal expiration date of 
September 30, 1984. The proposed 

action being predicated upon the 
depletion of the list of minority females. 

On May 15, 1984, I made contact 
with City Council President Stone’s 
office, but did not actually contact Mr. 
Stone until May 18, 1984. Mr. Stone 
assured me that he was in complete 
support of my client but that the 
problem was rooted in Judge Gerald 
Weber's Order mandating quotas for 
minority and female hiring. Immediately 


thereafter, I called Judge Weber’s office 
and learned that nothing in the current 
order was ever designed to force the 
City to retest all eligibles every time 
one of the sublists was exhausted. 
Likewise, if there were any questions 
about the judge’s intentions, all the City 
had to do was petition the Court for a 
clarification. 

Armed with this information, I 
called Mayor Caliguiri's office for an 
appointment. The Mayor's secretary 
asked me to put my request in writing, 
which I did on May 18, 1984. I am still 
waiting for the Mayor's response to my 
request. 

On May 25, 1984, I spoke with 
Dante Pellegrini, the City Solicitor, and 
was informed by him that the City had 
no intention of hiring additional police or 
firefighters for at least the next six (6) 
months. During the conversation, Mr. 
Pellegrini also stated that he could 
remember nothing in Judge Weber's 
Order mandating the retesting of all 
applicants every time one of the sublists 
was depleted. Finally, Mr. Pellegrini 
agreed to send me a copy of Judge 
Weber's Order as soon as he found one. I 
am still waiting for the document. 

The next round of activities 
transpired on May 29, 1984, when my 
client and I attended a public session of 
the City Civil Service Commission. The 
Commissioners informed me that the li’st. 
of minority females, and maybe minority 
males too, was exhausted. The 
Commissioners were unable to tell me 
how many classes of police candidates 
had been filled *frora the existing lists 
since 1981. Nor could they tell me what 
my client's ranking was on the white 
male list as of that date. Additionally, 
when questioned as to why the 
Commission pulled all lists when ony one 
was exhausted, they had no answer. 
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On June 7, 1984, Mr. Leonard and 
I went to smother session of the City 
Civil Service Commission. At that 
session I was told that only one (1) class 
of police officers had been filled since 
1981\ and that my client stood 17th or 
higher on the existing list. As for why no 
one had approached Judge Weber to 
clarify or modify his Order, Mr. John 
Bingler, the Commission Chairman, put 
all blame on the City Council. Finally, 
in response to ray question about what 
the Commission would do in the future if 
segments of the list became depleted, 
Mr. ■Bingler stated that all lists would 
probably be pulled, since that was what 
they had done in the past. 

One point that came through loud 
and clear at bath of my meetings with 
the Civil Service Commission was that it 
appeared to be the Mayor’s intention to 
reduce the size of both the Police and 
Fire Departments. Likewise, there 
would be no hiring of any new personnel 
unless the Mayor ordered it. 

Against this situational 

background, Mayor Caliguiri recently 
held a public meeting on the Southside to 
announce the formation of an Arson Task 
Force to catch the arsonist who has 
terrorized the neighborhood. The 
creation of said task force will 
necessitate additional overtime for local 
police officers as well as the transfer of 
personnel into the Southside thus 
exacerbating the shortage of police 
elsewhere in the City. 

Clearlv, the Mayor's policy on 
police hiring, coupled with the Civil 
Service Commission’s policy on testing, 
have created an untenable situation, 
initially in the Southside, and potentially 
throughout the City. Your efforts in 
correcting and publicizing the farce, 
which we call police arid fire protection, 
will be greatly appreciated.

Michelle Madoff: 

The issue, as I understand it, is 
two-fold. There is a premise that may or 
may not be legal, Mr. Vice-President, 
that the Human Relations Board is 
mandated to throw out all lists in three 
years. There is also a premise, and I 
think Mr. Stone has brought it up on 
many occasions at budget time and with 
the concurrence of all -of Council, that 
we pay a great deal of money for the 
psychological and the physical tests. I 
think the physical tests are over $100 
each and you're testing everybody, not 
just the ones you hire. To get 40 police 
officers you may be testing 500 or 600 
people. We're putting out great sums of 
money that we could hire for what we're 
testing. The understanding is that the 
Human Relations Board is saying we have 
to throw the lists out when they're three 
years old if indeed we have depleted 
minority and female members. It is my 
understanding from the letter and from 
what Mr. Klein has told me personally, 
that the judge has said it is improper for 
him to give a ruling on the basis of Mr. 
Woods, Michelle Madoff or Mr. Klein and 
his client saying, "What does this list 
mean?" Only at the request of a legal 
body, in other words, if this Council says 
to Judge Weber, "Would you please give 
us a clarification of what you meant by 
the lists will he clarify the lists?" He 
may say that at the end of three years 
all lists should be thrown away. He may 
say that what I really meant was since it 
cost so much money of the City 
taxpayers' dollars and that money is paid 
for by minorities and women as well as 
other people, that what we do is just go 
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out and look for minorities and women to 
supplement the list and that the list 
doesn't have to he thrown away in three 
years. 

So, what Tm asking is that this 
Council petition, because he will not do 
it, he has stated he will not make a legal 
ruling for an individual. He will only 
make it for a body. I am asking this 
Council to petition Judge Weber to 
clarify what he means by destroying or 
keeping the list of white males when 
other lists are exhausted of females and 
minorties so that we really are getting 
the best for our dollar. We're going out 
and really concentrating on getting 
minorities and getting women so that we 
have a broader list to check from and we 
don't throw away good people like the 
gentleman sitting here who has a 98 
percent score, never was told he was 
going to be tested. Just because we 
didn't get around to testing him, he has 
to go back and be retested and there are 
a bunch of people coming in on a class 
action suit. We have to defend ourselves 
in that suit, we have to pay taxpayers' 
money to defend that lawsuit. I think it 
can be avoided by clarificatin by the 
judge. 

I make a motion that we ask the 
judge for clarification. Do I have a 
second on that? Nobody wants a 
clarification of the judge's opinion. 

Mr. Givens: 

I think we have it right here. 
Michelle Madoff: 

No, the judge has said that he will 
not clarify it for anybody but a 
member. He said that if a member of 
the body asked — Let me read you this 
part. 


The Chair, Pro tem: 

Let Mr. O'Malley make his 
comments until you find it, Michelle. 

Mr. O’Malley: 

Michelle brings up a good point 
but there's one point of confusion here, 
Michelle. Judge Weber already clarified 
his statement in his ruling when he says, 
"Nothing in the current order was ever 
designated to force the City to retest all 
eligibles every time one of the sublists 
was exhausted." That issue has been 
brought up in this Council many times 
that when one of the lists was exhausted, 
why do we have to test everybody? I was 
always under the impression, even as 
Chairman of Public Safety, that that was 
mandated by Judge Weber. Now that I 
am informed that it is not mandated by 
Judge Weber, you bring up a very good 
point. Why do we have to go through the 
expense of testing thousands of 
applicants when testing a few hundred 
would be adequate. 

I see no lawsuit here. I think this 
Council is to commend Mr. Klein for his 
work. This is an Administrative decision; 
it should be made by this Council and 
directed to the Civil Service 
Commission. As far as Mr. Leonard not 
being called in for a physical, he was not 
on the first eligibility list and they only 
give physicals to those that are qualified 
for the first list. Tm sure he would have, 
been qualified to go in for a physical for 
the second group or the second class. 

Michelle Madoff: 

The list is about to be destroyed. 
Mr. O'Malley: 

What I would suggest is that 
Michelle call a post agenda and have 
Melanie Smith in here and the Civil

Service Commission and get some of this 
clarified at a post agenda. 

Michelle Madoff: 

We've done that and I choose not 
to do that and let me explain why. 

On the bottom of the first page it 
savs, "Immediately thereafter I called 
Judge Weber's office and learned that 
nothing in the current order was ever 
designed to force the City to retest all 
eligibles every time one of those sublists 
was exhausted." In other words, if you 
still have minorities by you don’t have 
white males or females, you would just 
go out for whatever one of the three 
sections you needed. Likewise, if there 
were any questions about the judge's 
intentions, all the City had to do was 
petition the court for a clarification. 

So, what I'm asking you to do is 
petition the court for a clarification. All 
it means is that we agree that Mike 
Perry send a letter, or you send it or 
somebody send a letter, to the judge 
saying, "Would you please clarify this 
section of the letter? Do you mean that 
the list stays open definitely or do you 
mean it stays open if you exhaust it?" 
The first year you keep it open for three 
years because the Human Relations 
Board is claiming that at the end of 
three years they have to throw them 
away. I don't know who's telling the 
truth and the only way we're going to 
find out is clarification of the judge's 
order. 

So, I'm asking you to have the 
judge clarify that position; he has not 
clarified it. He told Mr. Klein that be 
would not do it for a private lawsuit but 
he would do it for a government body. 
We are the government body. All I want 
is clarification. 


Mr. 8iv@fi§i 

Michelle, just go over there and 
he'll throw you out of the judge's 
chamber. — 

Michelle Madoff: 

That’s right and he has every right 
to do that. You're right. That's what 
he’s saying. He's saying he needs a 
petition, he needs the City to petition 
the court for clarification. I’m asking 
that the City petition by virtue of a 
letter for clarification. Is anybody 
opposed to that? 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

That's not what I understand. 

Mr. Givens: 

I have looked at Judge Weber's 
rule; I think it's very simple. One can 
logically understand his legal language; I 
think it's very simple. There's nothing in 
there that indicates that you have to 
take the list down once any of the 
groups, the four groups, male, female, 
minority and white, are exhausted. 
There's nothing in his court order that 
says that. Common sense dictates that 
you have to retest somebody if the list 
gets down to where, and it has, in the 
low seventies. 

There are four bills before this 
Council and the fact that I had become 
ill last February and was in the hospital 
for some time and had just come back to 
this Council, one of the those bills will 
be untabled tomorrow dealing with 
Psychological Services and it deals in 
with this right here and the longest 
hearing, as Michelle so indicated, the 
second longest hearing, that we've ever 
had in this Council was over this 
particular issue. One of them was 
psychological testing and it lasted six or 
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seven hours, if I can recall, where many 
people had testified of the improprieties, 
irregularities, and the injustices that 
have been done to the people that have 
taken these tests, the Civil Service test, 
even to the point as we found out last 
week that the Superintendent or none of 
the Department Heads even see a test 
before it is administered, yet they are 
the ones that have to accept these 
particular people. One bill will be pulled 
off tomorrow and that's on psychological 
retesting. Psychological, just like any 
other medicine, if you have anything 
medically wrong with you you can be 
retested by another doctor of your own 
choice. Tm saying that this Council 
should tell Civil Service, likewise, to 
expand that to psychological services. 
That will come up for a vote tomorrow, 
one way or the other. 

The others as alluded to right here 
and how callous as some cases is Civil 
Service Commission — 

Michelle Madoff: 

He's not on the issue; can we vote 
on my issue? 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

Please, let Mr. Givens talk. 

Mr. Givens: 

The Civil Service Commission and 
especially the Civil Service Department, 
how they are when people go to appeal, 
even a particular attorney, and how they 
handled them, I felt, and of course it 
requires state law to change some of 
these rules — 

Michelle, I don't have your 
attention. 


Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. O’Malley was leaving, I need 
his vote. 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

Let Mr. Givens speak. 

Mr. Givens: 

That the Civil Service 
Commission be expanded; that's another 
one of those bills. Right now we have 
three people that are appointed by the 
Mayor and this Council seconds that 
appointment. When other people come 
up I'm going to be very scrutinous. I 
want to expand that to include both a 
member from this Council to sit on that 
Civil Service Commission, as we do the 
Pension Board which is very vital to all 
the City employees and also a member 
from the Controller’s Office, the 
Controller himself, sit on the Civil 
Service Commission. But that requires 
state law changes in the Civil Service 
Act. 

The other one was the 
Superintendent of Police. This 

individual, Mr. Leonard, went down so 
far; he passed everything but was never 
brought before the Superintendent of 
Police. When he's brought before the 
Superintendent of Police, he'll receive 
say 90 names on the list. Only 30 of 
those can be selected, the others are 
scratched off. Even though they're the 
cream of the crop, they are forever 
eliminated from that Civil Service list 
for three years or until the next test is 
given. 

Another most important thing was 
that during that public hearing and 
ensviing conversations, we asked, and this 
is for the attorneys and Mr. Leonard, we 
asked the Civil Service Department as 
well as the Civil Service Commission not 
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to take down this list and to notify this 
Council if that list was even going to 
come down. I have not received any 
notification whatsoever and that list 
should have been remaining up there 
until* September 30th. According to this 
letter from Klein, Rayl, apparently the 
list has already been taken down; yet we 
don’t even have another police class 
ready to go. 

What happens if we have a true 
situation in the City that we have to call 
up reserves? There’s no list even to pick 
from righ now if in fact they have taken 
that list down to train these officers and 
in a very accelerated program and get 
them onto the streets as quickly as 
possible. 

These are some of the four bills 
that will come before us and I'm going to 
handle the bills one per week because I 
think they're very important and they 
should be separated and some of them 
are will of intent of Council to the State 
Legislative body. So it will just be a yes 
or no at our Monday's session. 

Much of what has been said in this 
letter deals with the many problems that 
I think I have been dealing with and other 
people have been dealing with and I think 
well have an opportunity in the next 
couple Weeks to see how we vote on 
these issues. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

I think Councilman O'Malley had 
an excellent point. Maybe what we 
should do is bring in Dan Pellegrini and 
John Bingler. What we have, right here is 
just one man's accounting of this 
situation and there may be more to it 
tjian actually meets the eye. If we could 
have some of these pqople in here to 
discuss it, then I think we should decide 
whether a petition is warranted and I 
would not want to vote on this at this 


time. 

Michelle Madoff: 

We have done that. The problem 
is that we don't have Judge Weber here 
an that the Human Relations Board who 
is very tight with the Mayor comes in 
and says it is the position of the Human 
Relations Board that any three year old 
list should be thrown out then that's one 
opinion. What we need right now, as the 
judge has stated, is clarification of what 
he meant when a list is three years old. 
That's all I’m asking for. Then we cam 
have the Human Relations Board in and 
say why are you throwing the list out in 
three years. You can't petition the judge 
to come here; he's not going to come 
here. Mr. Bingler will say, "We’ve always 
thrown them out in three years." I want 
to know what the judge says. Do we 
have to throw them out in three year? 
That's all I'm asking. Clarification. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

In support of Michelle Madoff's 
position on this, this letter for 
clarification from this Council by Judge 
Weber, all this letter says, Ben, is I 
called Judge Weber's office and this is 
from the attorney Joel Klein, "I called 
Judge Weber's office and learned that 
nothing in the current order was ever 
designed to force the City to retest all 
eligibles." 

We have nothing in writing and I 
wouldn't proceed any further on this 
issue until we get something in writing 
from Judge Weber. Once we have the 
clarification from Judge Weber, then we 
can have the post agenda with Melanie 
Smith and the Civil Service to find out 
their position and why. 

Michelle Madoff: 

All I want is clarification from

Mr. Givens, it's my understanding 
that this one was thought that it ought to 
go through and any discussions relative 
to ULO would he as to what we do in the 
future.

Well, there are strong feelings, 
not on the Clean Cities hut on the ULO 
money as a whole. Bill met with the 
Mayor and I think some other people 
today and there was some discussion. I 
think that should be privileged at the 
Committee session following this one, as 
it’s lined up today; normally we'd have 
two days to decide this. I think that an 
additional week is not going to make or 
break any program. From what I was 
told these young lads will be working 
something like six weeks. We know 
they're not going to start over the Fourth 
of July holiday so it will assumably be 
next week anyway which, if this Council 
gives it approval, by next Monday then it 
can be moving forward almost by the 
time as long as they know that we're 
going to approve it. But there are a lot 
of unanswered questions as to how the 
Unspecified Local Option money is being 
handled and in order to serve justice to 
all these other agencies that we're 
holding back money on that want to get 
moving with their programs also and 
their funding, it would be unfair then to 
move this forward without putting it in 
total context with the, as I indicated, the 
$1.97 million outstanding in Unspecified 
Local Option. 

Mr. Woods: 

Mr. President, if I may, relative 
to what Dick was referring to, the 


meeting this morning that yourself, 
Councilman Robinson and myself — In 
fact, Bill asked me to set the meeting up 
at our private meeting last Thursday. I 
feel that it was constructive; I would like 
to see this one particular piece of 
legislation go through, I'm speaking for 
myself, and then we can get in another 
debate on the other projects that are 
coming up, that are eligible to come up 
before any other legislation comes up. 
But I feel we need this. There are only 
so many weeks in this summer; it is 
already July ahd people will be going 
back to school, many of these people, 
gnd in late August we won't be here and 
that's why I ask not to recommit this bill 
but to push it forward. This one 
particular piece of legislation.

That's my understanding, Mr. 
Givens. What you've indicated is 
accurate but from the latest discussion 
it's my understanding that this bill was to 
go through and that would be addressed 
in the future.

MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS 
The Chain 

Members of Council, allegedly, 
the City Controller Tom Flaherty sent a 
letter to Council. I have not gotten it 
and I'm not sure if anyone else has gotten 
it, but I get the impression from a 
newspaper article that allegedly some of 
the material in that letter is from a 
letter allegedly addressed to us. Td be 
less than fair, since we’ve said this to the 
Administration on many occasions, I 
become increasingly disturbed that 
people put things in the newspaper 
before we receive them and I think there 
has to be a fair understanding, whoever 
does that, they ought to understand that 
it’s not done with our blessing. 

But I have a greater concern at 
this time. There is allegedly a problem 
in our Water Department in the City of 
Pittsburgh and if the newspaper accounts 
are accurate then there’s more to it and 
the investigation is on a continuing 
basis. The temptation to go public is 
most inviting. Getting a few headlines is 
even more tempting. I personally had 
that choice to make relative to the 
Southside fires. I could have very easily 
because our Police Department had been 
working diligently in the field but 
nevertheless after some 30 fires I could 
have taken a few shots. But the truth of 
the matter was, we were interested in 
results and not in the temptation of 
publicity or headlines. But more 
importantly, as with the Southside fires, 
the investigation was on. It had to 
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continue under the nature of where it 
was. In fact, on June 2, 1984, I was 
aware and assisted the local police 
officers relative to the very individual 
who was finally arrested and yet there 
was no publicity on it because we still 
needed to have the investigation 
continue. 

When an investigation is 
continuing, it is very basic that you stay 
out of the press until your investigation 
is completed so that you're best able to 
do it. From my experience as an 
Assistant District Attorney, nothing was 
more alarming than public disclosures 
even if well intended but it would 
attempt to make a publicity thing out of 
it and I think we are losing the best 
interest in that disclosure. The 
investigation gets impeded when the 
press is informed prematurely. I think 
that our City Controller's impetuousness 
and desire for headlines in this case may 
have seriously hampered, from what I 
have been informed, this City's 
investigation. To get publicity but to 
impede an investigation does not serve 
the best interest of the City. In 
addition, dropping names before anyone 
is charged or indicted seerqs to me, at 
this point at least, to be a violation of 
someone's civil rights. 

I seriously hope that the civil 
rights and the investigation are not 
affected but as a lawyer and as a former 
Assistant District Attorney, I would find 
it most difficult not to see at this 
present stage of it, that there has not 
been an impairment of the investigation, 
that there has not been a violation of 
someone's civil rights. I question it, and 
if you will recall, Td like to stay 
consistent, when we were at this table 
and we got close to those kinds of things 
which were under investigation, if you'll 
recall the Saw Mill Run situation, when 
there is an investigation on, good sense 
dictates let the investigation be 


completed. As I said, I hope it doesn't 
impair it but I think we have a serious 
impairment of what is being attempted 
here. 

Mr. O’Malley: 

Mr. Chairman, if I just might add 
support to what you just said, I think the 
Controller's Office should have more 
common sense than to try this in the 
press. It's my understanding from what I 
read over the weekend, that the 
Controller's Office actually named 
names. It's also my understanding that in 
a democracy people are innocent until 
they're proven guilty. Just by naming 
names I would imagine that they gave 
the assumption of guilt that these people 
might have to bear for the rest of their 
lives. Even if they are proven innocent, 
which would lead me to believe that if 
they are proven innocent then it would 
open up a lawsuit against the Controller's 
Office. 

I would also go along and urge the 
Controller's Office to refrain from 
naming names in the future which might 
prove to be embarrassing for everyone 
involved. 

The Chair: 

Worse than that, Mr. O'Malley, if 
the investigation leads to the next party 
and they read it in the press, you can bet 
your last dollar the evidence is gone. 

Mr. O’Malley: 

They said the shredders were 
working over the weekend. 

The Chair: 

That's tough. I'm shocked to see 
that that would happen. 
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Mr. Givens: 

Mr. President, if I could respond 
on one of the comments that you made, 
the Controller is the only elected official 
thafis responsible for every penny that 
this City spends. Not you and not I. We 
are morally but he is legally responsible 
for every penny that is spent or unspent 
or uncollected and he can be sued unlike 
that of the Mayor or this body right here. 

You brought up a very interesting 
question on the Saw Mill Run. Being a 
fact that it does come under the 
chairmanship of the Department of 
Public Works, I am still waiting for a 
response from a letter to the Mayor that 
I gave him almost one year ago. I am 
still waiting for a response as to some 
action. I am well aware that that 
particular accident is still under lawsuit 
and is still pending and for that reason 
Tm trying to keep my patience. 
However, when we sent our own 
investigators down there from our own 
Finance Office, he was denied after 
about a day or so of probing to get 
information for this Council as to 
whether or not there was something 
serious happening out there. The books 
were closed on his investigation. 

Maybe Mr. Flaherty had to do 
what he Had to do in order to open those 
books up for public scrutiny and the 
media, thank God, has the right in any 
corruption in government to use their 
own investigative means to try to find 
out and get to the bottom of it. 
Sometimes they get better leads than we 
get from government. I think there was 
a case in Sunday's paper that proved 
that. 

The Chair: 

Let me just mention one point, if I 
may. I hope that no one interprets from 
what we said here that we don't 100 


percent support an investigation. 
Wherever it leads to let it go. The only 
reason I mentioned the Saw Mill Run 
thing was to show a consistency. I don't 
want to get involved in the squabble of 
who was first, who was second, who did 
this, who did that. When the 

investigation is all over and if someone 
goes to jail, they can take plenty of time 
then to pat themselves on the back as to 
what they did or did not do or who was 
first, who was second. That's not for us 
to deliberate. But any time that anyone 
takes any money that they're not 
supposed to take in this City of 
Pittsburgh then obviously there ought to 
be an investigation and let the chips fall 
where they may. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, on June 25 and 26, 1984, I 
attended the initial meeting of the 
National League of Cities Urban 
Unemployment Task Force in 
Washington, D.C. 

I was appointed in May of 1984 by 
Mayor George Lattimer of St. Paul, 
Minnesota, the President of the National 
League of Cities, to serve on this task 
force. Our purpose is to identify the 
nature of the unemployment situation in 
urban centers and recommend possible 
solutions to the appropriate policy 
committees of the National League of 
Cities.

The Chair, Pro tem: 

I think it's for an additional 

elevator — 

Michelle Madoff: 

I know but if they go a) the same 
way, with the same company which never 
worked, b) it's a miracle we haven't had 
lawsuits; I'm black and blue from being 
hit by the door. We don't want the same 
company; we want good service contract 
and its got to be done right away. 
There's one elevator and do you know 
what's going on now? The application for 
jobs are on the floors above so everybody 
is using that one elevator and it's really a 
danger, it's a real hazard to this building. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, I have to support Mrs. Madoff in 
this regard. I think that it is essential 
that we address the issue of the 
elevatots on the Ross Street side of this 
building. There is a very serious safety 
hazard there, not only because of the 
elevators being in disrepair and one in 
particular in disrepair, but the fact that 
large numbers of people use that 
elevator each and every day. We have 
had at least one or two accidents with 
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the elevator dropping. I would hate that 
we would in any way not take serious 
Mrs. Madoff's concern because I think it 
goes beyond her own personal interest in 
the elevator issue but to the safety of 
people who have to utilize that 
elevator. I think that we ought to find 
out very specifically from those persons 
responsible for maintaining the elevators 
in the rear of the building on the Ross 
Street side when and how those elevators 
can be repaired. There are City 
departments that are serviced by the 
elevators, there are City employees who 
use them and there are also people 
outside of City government who use 
them and people in County goverment. 
There is no sound reason not to repair 
those elevators and have them in good 
working order. It makes good common 
sense and I would think that our 
insurance carriers would appreciate it 
and I also think people who have been 
inconvenienced and in some instances 
injured would appreciate it. And I very 
earnestly request that this Council make 
some arrangements be it with other City 
departments or with the County of 
Allegheny to have those elevators 
operated in a safe and efficient fashion. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I've been asking that question, Mr. 
Chairman, if you may recall for almost a 
year. We're one year later and it hasn't 
happened yet and we are in danger in this 
building. There were bats in the back 
stairwell; we couldn’t even walk down 
the stairwell one day. 

Mr. Grabotoski: 

Mr. President, you may recall that 
at the last Committee session I raised a 
question with the regard of the 
appropriateness of spending this money 
out of the cable trust fund in light of the 
fact that it would not be exclusively used 
for the cable television bureau up on the 


ninth floor. My curiosity got the best of 
me; I'm still concerned that this is not a 
proper expenditure and yesterday I sent a 
letter to the Federal Communications 
Commission asking a ruling on this 
particular legislation and I don't think we 
should act on this before I hear a 
response and Tm going to move to table 
not only this bill but also the other bill 
dealing with the lighting for Council's 
Chambers. I make that in the form of a 
motion. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I second that for discussion. I 
think that my colleague is doing the right 
thing; he is trying to proceed in an 
orderly, legal fashion and I support him 
in not using the money out of that 
account. But I do not support him in 
waiting one moment, as Mr. Robinson has 
supported me, in getting those back 
elevators in working order because we've 
had the elevators drop, we've had people 
in them, they hurt people going in. I was 
going to get a list so people could sign it, 
a petition. This is ridiculous. We don't 
need to make a media event out of an 
elevator that is hurting people. Let us 
be responsible Councilpeople. How do 
we run the City when we can't even fix 
an elevator? 

May I suggest that we invite — 
who would that be, Mike, Supplies? — 
Mr, Jacoby to be here the first possible 
moment. 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

This elevator that we're speaking 
of today is an additional elevator for the 
Ross Street side. 

Michelle Madoff: 

But Mr. Robinson and I are talking 
about getting all the elevators on that 
side put back in operation. 
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The Chair, Pro tem: 

That falls under the County, not 
the City. 

Michelle Madoff: 

No, no. Half and half. It's 50-50. 
The Chair, Pro tem: 

Okay, but this is an additional 
elevator. We have one operating back 
there now, this will be an additional 
elevator. 

Michelle Madoff: 

We understand that and I'm saying 
I don't want to hold up on it because of 
where the money is coming from. Let's 
find the money somewhere else and let's 
go with it. 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

I don't agree we should hold up on 
it either and the elevator is going to be 
put in use, supposedly, strictly for the 
cable* bureau. Anyone that uses the 
elevator, we can't stop them; just like if 
the County uses this side of the elevators 
we can't stop them. 

Michelle Madoff: 

That's dishones. I don't mean 
dishonest, I don't mean it in that sense. I 
mean you know that everybody is going 
to use that elevator and I think my 
colleague is making a point. We're 
putting an elevator into operation and 
we're using the money so we don't go into 
the budget. That's the fact. He's being 
honest and straightforward and I think 
the fact is that we need not only this 
elevator but we need another elevator. 
We need to protect people's lives in this 
building, including mine and yours when 
we fight going down that elevator 


because I'm not going where the bats are. 
The Chair, Pro tem: 

I agree. Any other comments? 
Michelle Madoff: 

When are we going to have Mr. 
Jacoby and somebody from the County to 
be — 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

Michelle, you can call a post 
agenda anytime and bring them in here. 

Michelle Madoff: 

What's the first available time? I 
don't know. Mike, what have we got? 

Mr. Perry: 

Next week. Next Wednesday. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Next Wednesday we have a Mr. 
Fred Graham or somebody from the 
County or one of the Commissioners, and 
I would like someone — Til tell you who I 
want here. I want the Fire Department, 
Public Safety - Will you set it up? 
Councilman O'Malley will have the 
appropriate safety — 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Let me make one further point to 
reinforce my position. The Cable 
Bureau, they have four, six or eight 
automobiles assigned to them from the 
City motor pool. They're at the 
exclusive use of the Cable Bureau. Now, 
if we permit legislation like this to go 
through, what's to stop the Cable Bureau 
to say, "Okay, we're going to go out on a 
contract and resurface the parking lot 
where the City motor vehicles park 
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because we have cars that utilize that."? 

Tm just making that point because 
until I hear from the FCC I really do not 
think we should spend this money. 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

I understand you point, I just 
happen to disagree. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Mr. President, if Mr. Grabowski is 
making a motion to recommit Council 
Bill 941, ril support that. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Excuse me, Mr. Robinson. I would 
like to not submit it, Td just like to find 
a different funding source. I think we 
can't wait on the elevator. It's going to 
cost us a lot more than the $75,000 if 
somebody is hurt. 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

Michelle, with this piece of 
legislation we either have to pass on it or 
recommit it. We can't substitute it. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Wrong. We can find another 
source of funding. 

Mr. Givens: 

Mr. Chairman, this somewhat 
comes under my committee and Steve 
did raise those questions. However, Tm 
afraid the Federal Government moves 
very slowly and this would have to be 
held up for many many weeks. I would 
recommit for one week to discuss the 
whole elevator situation and a post 
agenda but I think just for one week. 
Maybe Steve will get some type of a 
verbal reading back. 


As far as vehicles, the Cable 
Bureau has a responsibility of that $130 
million system that Warner built to 
inspect it to make sure that it's built 
according to the specifications that our 
ordinance requires it to be. So, they are 
another branch of government and to use 
the funds that were so designated in that 
ordinance. Our own ordinance then has 
to be challenged and amended or changed 
before we can say that they cannot use it 
for whatever purpose they deem it 
necessary. And I think to get an FCC 
regulation back' on this, FCC has been 
leaning towards the cable companies in 
^he last several years. It's only through 
the pressure of League of Cities and the 
local mayors that we've been able to hold 
on to what we have right now and that 
battle is undergoing and will be in 
Congress as was presented here earlier 
this morning. 

I think for the safety of the 
people alone and the fact that the 
County is willing to share 50 perent of 
the cost of $140,000, and our share is 
some $75,000, that we should go forward 
with this. But I will hold it for one week 
and request with my fellow Councilman 
and hope that he can get his answers and 
in the meantime I think we still have to 
move on this as rapidly as possible. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Mr. President, I think we need to 
straighten out procedure. If Tm correct, 
a motion to recommit would recommit 
the bill until the next Wednesday's 
Committee session which is going to be 
this afternoon. Am I correct? 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

You are correct. 

Mr. Robinson: 

This bill will then be considered 
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this afternoon. At that time, if there is 
a necessity to hold it for a longer period 
of time, there will be a motion to hold. 

Michelle Madoff: 

We have a solution. King Solomon 
O'Malley just came in with a solution. 
Councilman O'Malley just came up with a 
solution which I think might make 
everybody happy. We've got to go with 
the elevator because it's a matter of 
public safety; it's going to cost us a lot 
more in the long run if we don't. Why 
don't we go with it, use this money, and 
if we get a letter back saying we cannot 
use the money, we have to have the 
elevator in any event, we will reimburse 
the account if it is ruled to be illegal. 
And we would all support you on that. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

That's the ruling that I anticipate 
receiving from the FCC saying that this 
is an improper use of money and they are 
going to direct the City to reimburse the 
cable trust fund. But I dont think we 
should take an illegal action in the first 
place. If we're going to appropriate 
money, let's get it from the Capital 
Budget 1 or some other source. We have 
much broader discretion over the general 
fund — 

Michelle Madoff: 

I said that but they’re not willing 
to go with it. 

The Chair, Pro tern: 

All in favor of recommittal? Roll 
call vote. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Wait. Under what conditions? 


The Chair, Pro tem: 

Until this afternoon, the next 
Committee Meeting. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Mr. President, let me make a 
point of clarification. I originally moved 
to recommit both bills. At this point I'd 
just like to recommit 941 and we’ll 
proceed with further discussion on the 
next bill. 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

Roll call vote on the recommittal 

of 941. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I would like to go with it now and 
when the letter comes back saying that 
it's illegal take it out. I'm worried about 
the public safety. We've done this many 
times, changed accounts. I'm just 
afraid. If the ruling comes back, and I 
think Mr. Grabowski is right, the money 
will automatically have to be put back. I 
don't really want to do it as an illegal 
action but I have been hit by that 
elevator 25 times. 

Mis. Masloff: 

I don't think we ought to 
recommit it because the money is 
coming out of the Cable Bureau and Td 
rather have it come out of there than 
have it come out of tax fund. I vote no. 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

Is there any further discussion on 
the motion? 

And on the question, "Shall the 
motion pass finally?"

I think if it passes we are not 
going to be restricted only to cable 
purposes for the money that we have 
accumulated from the franchise fee. We 
could spend it for renovation of 
elevators, for paving of streets, for 
whatever purpose we deem necessary. 
To me this whole matter, it was brought 
out at the Committee Meeting last 
Wednesday, there's $1.7 million sitting in 
that trust fund, that's a lot of money, 
and it appears to me that the 
Administration is just looking for ways to 
spend it and I don't think that's a prudent 
way to do business.

I think this legislation is an 
example of that. They want us to spend 
$80,000 to install more lighting in here. 
What's to prevent them from spending 
maybe $5,000, $10,000 at the most, to 
buy some portable lights? All the 
commercial television channels, when 
they come in here they don't have all 
these massive lights. They have one 
light on top of their camera and they're 
able to film and reproduce these Council 
sessions very well on the news. 

They're looking for ways to spend 
this money. I think this is an 
unnecessary expenditure of funds and I'm 
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voting no on this bill as well as the other 
bill. 

Mr. Givens: 

I think when you look at the total 
cost of the $80,000 for the lighting in 
this particular facility, and as Brother 
Richard Emenecker is not spending any 
money out of that trust fund, it needs 
this total Council's approval and it was 
forwarded in the Budget of 1984 of which 
you were not privy at that time, Steve, 
to vote on, to do exactly what we are 
doing right now. It has to come back up 
again in legislation which it is doing now 
for our final approval. To have 
permanent lighting here in the long run 
will save. The number of meetings that 
are now conducted in Council and which 
Council wants to be on the Govermental 
Channel is very heavy. These lights are 
burning out; they’re only four hour 
lights. And the lighting effect, as 
Brother indicated, you're purple on the 
one side and red on the other side of your 
face, especially with the sunlight coming 
in the large arch windows that we have 
right here. I don't care how I look, 
green, purple, red or otherwise, but I 
believe as any studio or any modem 
com muni cations system you're going to 
want to have what is the state of the art 
and it's going to be a permanent 
installation forever as these lights have 
been put in ^probably some years ago 
almost when this building was built, at 
least 85 or 90 years ago. This is the first 
significant lighting change that this 
building has had. Look at any building in 
the City and I think you'll find that 
almost all of them have changed their 
lighting to modernize and update it and 
in the long rim the wattage that these 
lights bum and the cost of electricity, 
we will save in the long run. For that 
reason, I think we should move forward 
in having this permanent lighting rather 
than having these little bulbs sticking off 
our present channel that we have there 


right now. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

Am I correct to understand, Mr. 
Grabowski, that in that Senate Bill there 
is a clause that says that we'll be able to 
use that cable franchise money for other 
than just — 

Michelle Madoff: 

General fund. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

For the general fund. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, I think that Councilman 
Grabowski has raised an issue which we 
need to really address and that is, under 
what set of circumstances, under what 
type of guidelines, are funds in the cable 
trust fund being utilized? It would 
appear to me that without some clear 
understanding and some clear guidelines 
that we simple will be spending money 
for projects that we believe to be worthy 
without any full understanding of where 
we might be going in this City as far as 
cable communications is concerned. I 
think the present discussion around the 
possible transfer of this system from 
Warner to TCI suggests that there are a 
number of unanswered questions and I 
think it would be somewhat foolish for us 
to invest $80,000 in relighting this room 
before we address the more serious 
questions, one of which is what 
guidelines are being utilized by the 
Department of Public Works and the 
Bureau of Cable Communications to 
determine how this money is spent. It 
appears now that the only guidance that 
is being given to this is through the 
Superintendent and that legislation is 
being submitted to Council to pay for 
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items that tangentially, in some 
instances, relate to the cable operations 
in this City. I don't think that's a very 
good way to proceed and I certainly 
support Councilman Grabowski in 
requesting that Council reject Council 
Bill 942. It is not essential that this 
room be relit. It's not a matter of life 
and death and I think those of us who 
have to work in this room from day to 
day are probably more concerned about 
the important business of Council than 
we are about the wattage of the 
lightbulbs. If those bulbs bum out every 
four or five hours, they certainly can be 
replaced and much cheaper than $80,000. 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

I would just like to add one 
thing. It not just lighting, it's the audio 
system in here also. 

Mr. Wagner: 

I'd like to ask the City Clerk, is 
this proposed work tied in concurrently 
with the reconditioning of these 
Chambers? 

Mr. Perry: 

Yes it is. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I was going to point out that we 
do have a lot of problems with the 
mikes. I understand that various audio 
levels are coming across for people to 
hear what we're saying. I think the 
system is quite antiquated and it does 
need to be repaired but I think Mr. 
Robinson's point, the same as Mr. 
Grabowski's point, is very well taken. I 
think at some point this Council has to 
start taking responsibility and not be run 
roughshod over by the Adminstration. 
They spend the money as they see fit; 
when they want our opinion they give it 


to us, and we've got to stop that. There 
have never been five votes to do that and 
I think we'ra approaching the time where 
we're going to have five votes to say, 
"No, you cannot keep doing this to us." 

This is not the first time, Mr. 
Grabowski, issues like this have come 
up. For example, there were 65 people 
that belonged in the Operational Budget 
that were in the Capital Budget and only 
after I had caught them were they taken 
out. And that was because it was illegal; 
they could have gone to jail. 

The point that I'm making is that 
the issue is much broader than the two 
bills that have come up today. I think if 
we're going ahead and we're going to be 
doing the room in August — If we hold it 
a week will it affect it, Mike? What do 
you think? 

Mr. Perry: 

I don't think it would. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Then let's hold it one week. But I 
think from here on in we have got to 
start having meetings with whoever is in 
charge of the fund for cable, whoever is 
in charge of other funds, and we want to 
have some input as to how those monies 
are being spent and I think we now have 
enough bright people on this Council who 
see the light and we can get the five 
votes. 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

Is there a motion to recommit?

Mr. Robinson: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, this bill has generated a great 
deal of controversy, all of which is not 
centered on the bill.

I think there are a 
lot of things that could be done with the 
Clean Cities Committee; for example, I 
see other cities with tarpaulins on their 
trucks, our's don't have tarpaulins, the 
police don't give out citations, it's not a 
primary issue. I feel very much the way 
my colleagues do about what we need to 
do to improve this whole program but I 


Last Wednesday when this bill was 
in Committee I abstained at that time 
because I felt there was some additional 
information I wanted to gather and share 
with Council. Td like to do that at this 
time and also offer an amendment and 
hopefully Council will support that 
amendment to the bill. 

First of all, I think that we must 
keep in mind the critical unemployment 
situation that exists in our City for our 
youth. Our youth unemployment in some 
communities like the black community is 
40 and 50 percent. That's a very 
unhealthy situation for our City 
economically and socially. Certainly 
Council Bill 950 speaks in part, a small 
part of course, to that issue of reducing 
on a temporary basis some of the youth 
unemployment in our City. As many of 
you may know, the National Conference 
of Black Mayors has suggested that the 
wage rate for youth be adjusted below 
the minimum wage. That suggestion, 
their proposal, has generated a good deal 
of discussion. I vrould suggest that in the 
future we begin to look at that in terms 
of attempting to adjust our national 
policy relative to wage rates for youth if 
for no other reason those young people 
who are severely affected by 
unemployment who in many instances 
will never have a job need some 
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structural change that will allow them a 
chance to go to work at a livable wage 
and at the same time we need to create 
a situation that does not threaten those 
adults who also need work. I have copies 
of the position of the National 
Conference of Black Mayors for those 
who would like to peruse it at a later 
time 

Getting back very specifically to 
950, I think that one of the concerns that 
has been expressed is whether or not the 
monies that will be going to the Clean 
Cities Committee should come out of 
Community Development Block Grant 
Funds. I don't think that there's any 
doubt that the project is eligible and that 
it's a worthy expenditure of $150,000. 
But I do think that there is a question as 
to whether or not Pittsburgh Clean City 
couldn't look to another source to employ 
200 youngsters in our City. The City of 
Pittsburgh possibly will be eligible for 
another $1.5 million in summer jobs 
funds. A bill is pending in the Senate and 
it's my understanding that that hill will 
pass and that the President will sign it. 
Therefore, we certainly will have 
sufficient funds to hire additional young 
people. 

I would like to make an 
amendment to Council Bill 950, Section 
3, which would read: "The City of 

Pittsburgh shall be reimbursed for all 
expenditures pursuant to Council Bill 950 
if the Pittsburgh Clean City Committee 
is determined to be eligible for summer 
youth employment funds that are a result 
of any additional allocations to the City 
of Pittsburgh subsequent to the final 
passage of Council Bill 950." 

That would in effect, if indeed the 
monies become available, it would in 
effect reimburse the City of Pittsburgh 
$150,000 and that money would come 
from any supplemental appropriation we 
receive from the federal government. 


seconded the motion. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Discussion on this amendment. I 
think it's an excellent amendment; one 
thing I'm concerned with though is the 
format used here. I'd like to ask 
Councilman Robinson if the City Clerk 
was notified of this amendment and if it 
was put in writing. 

Mr. Robinson: 

No, the City Clerk was not 
notified of this amendment and it was 
not submitted in writing. 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

Steve, for an amendment you 
don't have to put it in writing or notify 
the City Clerk. You can do it just as 
Councilman Robinson did. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

The Rules of Council state 
otherwise, Mr. President. 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

Well, I don't happen to have the 
rule book in front of me but I know it's 
been done many many times in the last 
three years that I’ve been on Council and 
no one has ever objected to it. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

I’ve objected to it in the last 
several months. 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

I'm going to rule the amendment 
in order and it's been seconded so we’ll 
take a vote on it. 
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Mr. Grabowstri: 

Mr. President, I'd like to question 
the Chair, the ruling of the Chair. 
Perhaps the Parliamentarian can shed a 
little light on this matter. 

Parliamentarian: 

You can appeal the ruling of the 
Chair and vote on it. 

The Chair, Pro Tem: 

Do you appeal the ruling of the 

Chair? 

Mr. Grabowski: 

I appeal the ruling of the Chair 
that this amendment is in order at this 
point. 

Tim Chair, Pro tem: 

That it's out of order? 

Mr. Grabowski: 

That's it's in order. 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

I just put it in .order. I said that I 
ruled your objection out of order. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

If I might, Mr. Chairman, I think 
what we need is a clarification from the 
Parliamentarian, does Mr. Robinson's 
amendment have to be in writing. I think 
that's what we need. 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

No, I've ruled and Mr. Grabowski 
would like Council to overrule me. You 
have to vote to overrule me. 


Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. Chairman, I'd like to make a 
comment. Bill No. 950 has had 
significant controversy in the last two 
weeks and I totally agree 100 percent 
with Mr. Grabowski's opinion that an 
amendment should be in writing and on 
the floor and I support him on that 
issue. I'm just wondering if we're going 
to become involved in delaying a bill 
further due to a technicality here in 
Council. 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

Not as far as I'm concerned. 
Michelle Madoff: 

We’re voting to see if we overrule 
you, is that it? 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

On Mr. Grabowski's motion to 
overrule the Chair. All in favor? 
Opposed? The opposed have it. 

Now on the amendment. Would 
you please have the roll call vote? 

Mr. Givens: 

Bill, I had a little bit of a hard 
time understanding you and your first 
comments. Could you just briefly 
summarize what this amendment is? Is 
it going to increase monies to the ones 
who are working out there, increase their 
wages or what? 

Mr. Robinson: 

The essence of the motion is that 
if the Pittsburgh Clean Cities 
Committee is eligible for any additional 
summer youth monies that will be 
coming to the City of Pittsburgh and if 
they apply and receive those monies they 



would reimburse us up to the maximum 
of the $150,000 that we are making 
available to them for their summer 
clean-up program. It's simply a way of 
making sure that if additional monies are 
available in the City to hire young people 
and Pittsburgh Clean Cities apply for 
them that they give us our $150,000 
back. If they get $100,000, they give us 
$100,000 back. If they get $60,000, they 
give us $60,000 back. 

The Chair, Pro tem:

Mr. Robinson: 

It's based on a pretty good feel 
that there will be another $1.5 million in 
summer youth funds coming to the City 
of Pittsburgh. Pittsburgh Clean Cities is 
am eligible agency; they have contracted 
with us before, they will be contracting 
with other public agencies. Some 
members of Council have felt that 
perhaps Pittsburgh Clean Cities is 
depending too heavily upon public funds 
for their employment programs. This is 
a way of trying to address that concern 
by indicating that we would like them to 
pay the City of Pittsburgh back if 
indeed, subsequent to the signing of this 
legislation, they find that they can get 
some addition summer jobs funds, they 
apply for them and receive them. 


The Chair, Pro tem: 

On the bill as amended? 

Mr. O'Malley: 

If I might make one short 
statement. What I read in the Press and 
heard on the radio concerning this one 
piece of legislation about this Council, as 
far as I'm concerned is altogether 
incorrect. The issue was not this 
particular piece of legislation, whether 
we fund possibly 200 econimically 
disadvantaged youth or not. The issue 
was, does this Council or members of 
this Council have any input into what 
programs are funded and as far as some 
of the department heads of the City of 
Pittsburgh are concerned, they would 
prefer that members of this Council have 
no input into what projects we feel are 
worthwhile. 


The Chair, Pro tem: 

Is there any further discussion on 
the amendment? 

And on the question, "Shall the 
amendment pass finally?" 

The ayes and noes were taken 
agreeably to law, and were: 


Now, myself, I have a project that 
Tm concerned about, it's called 
Pittsburgh Action Against Rape, which 
members of this Council voted 
unanimously for last year to fund for 
$50,000. They counsel hundreds of 
women that have been sexually abused or 
raped and many, many children under the 
age of four years old that were sexually 
abused. Now, if I had a choice of two 
programs, only two programs to fund, 
one was for the youth to cut grass in the 
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park or to fund Pittsburgh Action 
Against Rape, which was a counselling 
group for battered women and for abused 
children, I would have to vote for my 
share of the funds to go to Pittsburgh 
Action Against Rape. 

That was the whole question that 
myself and members of this Council were 
trying to make. Do we have input as to 
where CDBG funds go or do we not? I 
think that's something that the Press and 
the radio should take into account. It's 
not the program; it's how do we spend 
that money and does members of this 
Council, as an elected body, have any 
input or is all the input going to come 
from appointed department heads? 
Myself, I support myself and my 
colleagues that certainly think that we 
have a right to have an input as to how 
these funds are expended. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I think this is the third time today 
that the issue has come up in one form or 
another. Council refuses at this point, 
now that we're getting to 5-4 votes, it 
used to be 4-5, now we're going to have 
the five votes, we refuse to be window 
dressing for the Administration and we 
want* to have some input on what we feel 
is meaningful. That does't mean to sav 
that we don't support this program. I 
think that's really the gut issue but, Tm 
not going to drop it there, Tm going to be 
very brief, Mr. Woods and myself were in 
Baltimore last Fridav and we talked to 
the fiscal analyst of Baltimore and that 
is where on these issue where somebody 
like that could be extremely helpful. I 
don't think we convinced Mr. Woods; 
we'll address that when the bill comes 
up. 

Mr. Wagner: 

I'd like to follow up on Mr. 
O'Malley. He made some excellent 


points and to further prove his point 
about Council being taken for granted, 
we found out last week on the day on 
which we were voting on this bill that 
the disadvantaged youth, the 200, were 
actually out there working prior to the 
vote on this bill. If that isn't taking this 
Council for granted I don't know what 
is. With my comment I am asking the 
question, and I want to find out publicly, 
who initiated or told the Clean Cities 
Committee to put those people to work 
that day, or was it the Clean Cities 
Committee? 

Mr. Robinson: 

If I might answer Mr. Wagner's 
question. I think Mr. Wagner's question 
is very much appropriate. I've shared 
this information with Council in our 
Committee session. I was the individual 
who indicated to the Planning 
Department to prepare the original 
legislation for Pittsburgh Clean Cities 
Committee. I did that for a couple 
reasons; one, not only did I believe in the 
project and the program, I believed that 
putting these young people to work was 
of utmost importance given the nature of 
our youth unemployment problem in the 
City and certainly to find history of 
Pittsburgh Clean City and moving 
forward. There were also some other 
youth programs beginning in the City and 
there was a great interest on the part of 
the Executive Director of Pittsburgh 
Clean Cities, Maribeth Salley, to make 
sure that this program started 
simultaneous with the other programs to 
prevent young people from moving from 
one program to the other and to 
maximum the number of young people to 
be hired. 

Subsequent to that action, the bill 
actually being introduced into Council 
and being discussed, I again discussed 
with Maribeth Salley the obvious 
difficulty that some members of this 
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Council, perhaps the majority of the 
members of this Council had, not only 
with the legislation but with the process 
of allocating Community Development 
Block Grant Funds. I had indicated to 
her when we had our first discussion that 
I though this bill would rim into difficulty 
in this Council because of our continuing 
concern about the allocation of CD funds 
and that some members of Council would 
object to this bill, not because of its 
merits but because of the process which 
produced that particular piece of 
legislation and others that the 
Administration were recommending to 
this Council. 

I think that it's fair to say that 
there was a great deal of interest on the 
part of the people of Pittsburgh Clean 
Cities to move forward. There were a 
number of persons who had already been 
hired, who were ready to go on July 2. I 
indicated to Ms. Salley that if she took 
any action to put these people to work, 
that the Pittsburgh Clean Cities 
Committee will have to bear the 
responsibility for paying them if in the 
event Council did not, did not, support 
the appropriate legislation to pay them. 
That legislation is before us today. I am 
proceeding with the knowledge that 
Pittsburgh Clean Cities Committee has 
hired roughly 200 youngsters in this City 
and some supervisors at their own 
expense and that they are anticipating 
that somewhere, somehow, someday, the 
City of Pittsburgh will pay the cost. It 
was never my intention to commit this 
Council to paying for 200 youth workers 
but it was my intention to try to move 
the legislation. I explained that to 
members of Council but there was no 
authorization to hire anyone based on the 
fact that this Council was going to 
approve any legislation. This Council has 
not approved any legislation, this Council 
has not approved the expenditure of one 
dime by the Pittsburgh Clean Cities 
Committee. 


Michelle Madoff: 

This Council has always allowed 
that to happen. 

Mr. Wagner: 

In other words, Mr. Robinson, 
what you’re saying is that the 
Administration took it on their own to 
initiate the work and if in fact this bill 
did not pass these dollars would have 
come out of the general operating fund 
to pay these youth. 

Mr. Robinson: 

It was my understanding that 
Maribeth Salley, on behalf of the 
Pittsburgh Clean Cities Committee, was 
going to hire the supervisors and the 
youth in anticipation that Council and 
the Mayor would eventually approve 
Council Bill 950. There was no official 
notification given to the Controller’s 
Office or anyone else to pay any bills on 
behalf of Pittsburgh Clean Cities. 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

I believe, I know I was asked if I 
would vote in favor of it and I said yes I 
would and I believe, I don't know, I'm just 
saying, I believe Maribeth Salley came to 
all of us or at least part of us to ask. 
Perhaps that’s where she felt she had the 
five votes or six, whatever it was, that 
might have been it. But since that time, 
last Wednesday, we've all signed a prior 
approval letter, other than Michelle, to 
go ahead with that project. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Michelle voted for it originally. 

Mr. Givens: 

Ben, was that dated back to 
Monday then? If it wasn't then they’re 
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going to have two days, Monday and 
Tuesday, out of one code account — 

The Chair, Pro tern: 

It wets dated the day we signed it. 
Mr. Givens: 

There's going to be two days in 
there that they are not going to be paid 
out of that code account. 

Mr. Wagner: 

The significant point that needs to 
be made here is that a procedure that 
should be met 100 percent of the time is 
being violated. This is not the only time 
that this has occurred and I believe this 
Council needs to send a message to 
whatever parties in the Administration 
that no work can proceed on anything 
unless they have our approval. They 
can't anticipate our approval because we 
found out last week that with this 
particular issue it blossomed into another 
issue and it really had nothing to do with 
Bill No. 950. As a matter of fact, Til 
state publicly, I compliment my 
colleagues for the comments that were 
made* in regard to the input by all 
Councilmembers to the use of ULO funds 
because I thought last week was a 
significant move forward for this Council 
in a democratic process. But I would like 
this Council, and I'm making a motion to 
do that, to send a letter indicating that 
no department in this City can move on 
any particular piece of legislation until 
that legislation is passed. 

Mr. Robinson seconded the motion. 

Which motion prevailed. 

Michelle Madoff: 

And may we all have every 
signature on that letter? Can we have 


every signature on that letter? Td like 
every member of Council to sign that 
letter. 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

I believe the letters are 
worthwhile but I believe after last 
Tuesday they got the message anyway. 

Michelle Madoff: 

They've been getting the message 
for six years. 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

Roll call vote on Bill No. 950, as 
amended. 

Mr. Givens: 

I vote aye and I'd like to have the 
remarks of my fellow colleagues next to 
mine and their feelings about this 
particular bill, that of Councilman 
O’Malley and Councilman Wagner. 

(MR. GIVENS' REMARKS ON BILL NO. 
950 FROM 7/2/84) 

Mr. Givens: 

The discussion is very simple, and 
if I have to take the bull by the horns, I 
will do so. Bill Robinson received a 
report, all in this Council received a 
report, we had a subcommittee, or at 
least Bill Robinson had a subcommittee 
meeting last Wednesday which most of 
the Council people had attended, there 
was a sheet put out here of all our 
Unspecified Local Option monies sheet 
one, previously funded projects 
recommended for funding page 1, total 
of $800 and some thousand dollars; 
project-New Projects recommended for 
second round of consideration total sum 
of $927,000.00 and page 3 comes out to 
$1.1 million and $30 thousand; there are 
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many worthy programs and projects and 
Council, some Council members as I feel 
that if we leave one go through then you 
are going to open up the flood gate and 
leave others to go through. I think all of 
us want Clean Cities, there's no one I 
think doesn't want to fund that particular 
program, however, we were suppose to 
have sat down back at budget time, we 
said we were going to do this in January 
and February that we would get into this 
Unspecified Local Option areas and here 
we are on June and discussing the issue 
when we get the money in May, it's too 
late to do it and the feeling is to leave 
one go through and not the others, it's to 
say you are putting this priority over 
many other worthy priorities, projects 
adn some of them are going to have to be 
cut. 

Now, it might have to be Clean 
Cities, when it comes down to it, but I 
don't think so, but I think we have to 
discuss it as a body and as a whole and 
that is the feeling of most of the people 
and we must sit down together as a body 
and Ben you indicated at that 
subcommittee meeting that you ^yould 
have a meeting tomorrow, Tuesday, and 
yet I have seen so schedule of that 
meeting, you mentioned that to me, but 
maybe I am wrong and maybe I am hard 
of hearing, but others heard it to. 

(THE CHAIR COMMENTS) 

Mr. Givens: 

Have you then had the opportunity 
to relay that information to the other 
Council members? 

(THE CHAIR COMMENTS) 

Mr. Givens: 

Do you feel then we should pass 
on this bill until we receive that 
information? 


(THE CHAIR COMMENTS) 

Mr. Givens: 

You are going to vote for 
regardless of what happens, but we are 
aware of that dialogue that went 
between you and the Mayor and I think 
this Council member wants to hear what 
happpened and because I have to vote on 
this one bill, I don't want to have to deny 
it, Clean Cities, they are just youths, but 
I don't want to deny three pages worth of 
people that are-under Unspecified Local 
Option that this Council must vote on 
a^so and some of them are sitting out 
there hanging on by their toenails right 
now because we delayed the process up 
to this point and any each week delay 
means that some of them are coming 
into calamity type situations out there as 
well as this particular bill before us, but 
there are other bills too and we must sit 
down together and work this out together 
and if we don't do that, then my vote is 
not forth coming and it has nothing to do 
with Clean Cities, it has to do with the 
total package.

Jim, we can discuss this after we 
pass our bills but to be honest with you, 
we can't stop the Administration from 
sending up any bill. They can send it up; 
whether we entertain it or not is another 
subj ect but they can send it up. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Mr. President, to address Mr. 
O'Malley's concern, I have discussed with 
Mr. Lurcott and Mr. Young Council's 
continuing concern about the allocation 


of Community Development Block Grant 
funds in the process and the process by 
which those are allocated. I can assure 
Mr. O'Malley that there will not be any 
additional legislation until the issues are 
resolved. Council has my word.

Mr. Robinson: 

Mr. Chairman, if I might make a 
couple comments before vou go to the 
formal resolutions, I just want to make a 
couple comments on the scheduled 
tentative Michael Jackson tour that 
might come to the City of Pittsburgh and 
the relationship of this tour to my 
concern about the Amusement Tax. 

I think there are those who 
perhaps believe that because Michael 
Jackson and his brothers might come to 
our City in October, therefore the issue 
of the Amusement Tax being a detriment 
to stimulating the entertainment 
business in the City has been resolved, I 
think it's far from resolved and Id just 
like to share a little bit of information. 

Later today we will be considering 
a bill relative to the Amusement Tax. 
First of all, I think that we should keep 
in mind that the dates that are available 
for Michael Jackson's Victory Tour to 
come to our City are open dates and are 
dates that are under the control of the 
Stadium Authority through Spectacor. 
Those dates were available when the tour 
was originally put together as were 
possibly other dates. Obviously the 
Stadium Authority has a primary 
responsibility to both the Pirates, the 
Steelers and the Maulers, so that only 
leaves a few dates available. But those 
dates were originally available and our 
Amusement Tax was in place when those 
dates were available. 

Also I think it should be 


mentioned that Spectacor is under 
agreement to the Stadium Authority to 
manage the Stadium for I believe roughly 
$186,000 a year. So they have a 
subsidy. As a promoter, they're going to 
be subsidized to the tune of roughly 
$186,000. They get money whether 
Michael Jackson comes or does not 
come. The Amusement Tax is still in 
place. Also, they get an additional fee 
for additional events and I believe that if 
the Victory Tour comes to our City under 
a signed agreement that there will be at 
least smother 15 percent that the 
Spectacor people can anticipate from the 
gross sales. The Amusement Tax is still 
in place. 

The point Tm raising is that for a 
promoter that has the kind of advantages 
that Spectacor would have, they could 
bring Michael Jackson to this town and 
they probably could absorb the 10 
percent amusement tax. Unfortunately, 
there are very few Michael Jacksons and 
there are very few Spectacors who have 
the kind of situation they have as a 
subsidized promoter. For the average 
promoter that makes a living at this 
from day to day that does not have a 
major facility to run and does not have a 
major subsidy, it would be rather 
difficult to bring a Michael Jackson here 
and other major entertainment and still 
absorb the 10 percent amusement tax. 

I'd just like to share some 
information with members of Council, 
that unfortunately has not been widely 
publicized in the media. When you look 
at the cities where the Jackson is going 
to go, it's interesting to note whether or 
not there's an amusement tax. Texas 
Stadium in Irving, Texas, no amusement 
tax. The Gator Bowl in Jacksonville, 
Florida, no amusement tax. In Knoxville, 
Tennessee at Neyland Stadium there is a 
5 percent city admissions tax and a 
proposed 5 percent county tax which is 
being challenged in court. The reason 
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this tax was imposed was Lionel Richie, 
a very popular rock star, was in Neyland 
Stadium, walked away with a bundle of 
money, and the County Commissioners 
decided they ought to impose what they 
call a county tax. Some promoters 
immediately went to court. This is big 
business that we’re talking about and 
taxes certainly represent part of the 
overhead. The Silver Dome in Pontiac, 
Michigan, no amusement tax. The 
Inglewood Forum in Los Angeles, 
California, no amusement tax. Rich 
Stadium in Buffalo, New York, no 
amusement tax. Anaheim Stadium in 
Anaheim, California, no amusement 
tax. And so that no one would think that 
Tm trying to stack the deck, if you go to 
Cleveland, Ohio and go to Cleveland 
Stadium as the Jacksons anticipate, the 
amusement tax is a whopping 3 percent. 
They're going to be in Philadelphia at 
Veterans Stadium and the amusement tax 
is 4.7 percent.

I think 
you're going to have to personally see 
that some of these people that cure 
appointed and submit names to the 
President of our Council are people who 
would be qualified to sit on this board, 
who would have the expertise. 
Otherwise, it's going to be a lot of 
rhetoric and I hate like anything to get 
up here and just sound like Tm doing 
something when I really want to do 
something. 

Joe Hughes: 

I would like to add for those 
viewers at home and for the people in 
the audience that maybe aren't aware, in 
November of 1982 this Council overrode 
the Mayoral veto to put a question on the 
ballot genetically described as a Jobs 
With Peace question. That question 
stated, do we want the Mayor to make an 
annual report on the effects of military 
spending on our local economy. How 
much of our tax dollars, and that effects 
every one of us, Councilmembers and all 
of us, go into the military and what 
effect does that have on our local 
ecomony, particularly with reference to 
jobs? I've been in Council many times 
and every piece of legislation it seems to 
me that Council discusses, it gets back 
to the money. Where's the money? 
From our perspective, from the Jobs 
With Peace group, community group, we 
know where the money is. It's our tax 
dollars and we know where it is and we 
say it should be here in our community. 
We’re not more secure with more 
weapons; we're more secure if we have a 
comfortable safe life and a community. 
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So, I commend this Council for 
putting that question on the ballot and 
when it was requested of this 
organization, who did we want to be here 
to accept it and to have a photograph 
taken, etc., I thought sitting out here of 
the over 44,000 citizens who voted in 
November of '82 saying that they did 
want this information, it was important 
to them and they supported this effort. 
So, I again, on behalf of those voters and 
this Jobs With Peace group, would like to 
commend the Council, to say you've 
taken a strong position. You did it 
before when you overrode the Mayor's 
veto, saying that you feel that this 
information is important because it's our 
perspective that when a study is done 
and a conscientious effort is made, what 
it will show is that military spending is 
not good for our community and it is 
denying us jobs. Then we can move 
forward and maybe change the priorities 
and get some of those much needed 
dollars into our communities, Pittsburgh 
and all communities.

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, this coming week we have the 
30th reunion of the Third Marine Division 
in the City of Pittsburgh and we have a 
resolution today honoring that division 
and the reunion. I'd like to ask the 
members that are playing an important 
part in organizing that reunion to step 
forward; Mr. Benjamin Byrer who is the 
PR Director, Mr. Edward Piet the Vice 
President of the reunion, Mr. Barton and 
I believe we have Steve Paisa here. 

Mr. Wagner and Mr. Woods present 

Bill No. 1062 WHEREAS, the 
Fortieth Anniversary of the D-Day 
Invasion has brought the Nation's 
thoughts to our liberation of Europe, and 
it is equally fitting that we remember 
the men on the other side of the world; 
and 

Early in the Second World War, 
world leaders agreed that Europe must 
be won before resources and manpower 
could be expended in the Pacific theatre; 
and 

Until that time, the Pacific war 
had to be waged primarily by one 
relatively small group, "The United 
States Marines;" and 

While the Nation's efforts went to 
Europe, the Marines won the Pacific, 
island by island; and 

Paramount in the effort was the 
Third Marine Division; and 
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Activated in September, 1942, 
less than one year later, the Third 
Division was stationed on Guadalcanal. 
On November 1, 1943, the Third Division 
was part of the assault on Bougainville. 
By January of the following year, their 
job complete, the Third Division returned 
to Guadalcanal to train for future 
battles; and 

They did not have to wait long. 
That July, the Third Division landed on 
the beaches of Guam. The Division 
stayed on Guam until they moved on to 
take part in the Battle of Iwo Jima in 
February, 1945. It was the Third 
Division that delivered the final blow to 
the enemy at Iwo Jima on March 16, 
1 945. 

Defenders of the peace in Japan 
during the 1950's, the Third Division was 
back in combat in the 1960's in 
Vietnam. Landing at DaNang, the 
Division took part in major operations. 
At Quang Tri , Khe Sanh, and operation 
Dewy Canyon, the Third Marine Division 
earned its reputation as a premier 
fighting force and guardian of our peace; 
and 

Today the Third Division remains 
as our "Force in Readiness" in the Far 
East. 

NOW THEREFORE, BE IT 
RESOLVED, that Pittburgh City Council, 
on behalf of its citizens, welcomes the 
Third Marine Division Association and 
their Thirtieth Annual Reunion.

Jeep DePasquale who is a member of the 
Third Division also. 

This Council, gentlemen, has 
supported efforts to enhance the 
veterans in this City of Pittsburgh, that 
includes all members of the City. As a 
matter of fact, we have a statistic in 
Allegheny County where we have more 
veterans than any other county in the 
entire country. We're very proud of that 
and we're very proud of the fact that 
you've chosen the City of Pittsburgh for 
your 30th reunion. 

Mr. Steve Paisa: 

In fact, they chose Pittsburgh and 
you took a couple of my key words away;

Michelle Madoff:

Again, thanks to City Council for 
allowing me to say a few words; it's 
always a great honor to come back here 
to see my colleagues and see my 
friends. Let's hope as Mr. Paisa said that 
you will join us at the Marriott sometime 
during that convention because we'll 
make sure you enjoy yourselves. Thank 
you.

Mr. Givens: 

If I could have the attention of 
some of those Third Marine Division 
people, there’s another resolution before 
us which deals possibly with some of your 
old buddies that you were in that Second 
World War with or WWII. 
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Mr. Givens presents 

Bill No. 1060 WHEREAS, the 
citizens of our metropolitan area have 
traditionally shown great respect and 
honor for the American POW/MIA’s who 
fought so courageously in the name of 
freedom; and 

WHEREAS, throughout the history 
of our nation, in all wars and conflicts, 
more than 142,000 American servicemen 
were captured and interned, and nearly 
89,000 others were lost in combat, their 
bodies never recovered; and 

WHEREAS, more than 98,000 
former prisoners of war are living in the 
United States today, 1,000 of them in our 
tri-state area; and 

WHEREAS, there are still 2,489 
American POW/MIA’s unaccounted for 
from the Vietnam War, including 13 sons 
of the City of Pittsburgh; and 

WHEREAS, the precious lives of 
these brave fellow countrymen are a 
constant source of heartache and anguish 
for their family and friends;

Mr. Givens: 

This is very tragic, if I might 
pause right here, 13 from our own City. 
From all the wars that we have fought, 
we have always recovered, and it's been 
the respect and the duty of men and 
women when they go into warfare that 
after that war is over that the bodies are 
given over after that battle is over that 
the white flags or the Red Cross flags 
are able to go out there and retrieve the 
dead from the battle field. There has 
only been one war that we have not 
recovered our dead, if they are dead, and 
hopefully many of them we hear from 
intelligence sources are alive. We have 
2,489 men from that Vietnam era which 
includes Laos and Cambodia also. 

If I cam just stray a little bit, 
there was a woman whose daughter was 
raped and for two years she looked for 
that rapist. Can you imagine if you son 
or husband or uncle or whatever the case 
might be, is lost in warfare and you 
never have the finalization of a burial? I 
think that to our Christian Judeo faith 
that this is a very important facet of our 
life and one that should be respected, 
including other religions of the world 
where I’ve been. 

If I could just make a comment, 
that’s this coming Friday, at 10:00 a.m. 
in Veterans' Courtyard which is in the 
County Building, formerly known as 
Katie's Park. All of the Councilpeople 
are invited as well as other veterans that 
might be in town for that day especially 
knowing that the -Third Division, maybe 
you could send a little representation 
down there at 10:00 get together on the 
20th to give honor to those who have lost 
their lives, many of them your buddies. 
In talking to Jeep and many of the 
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stories that he had, as any veteran will 
talk about the various conflicts that 
they've been in in the privacy of one 
another, it was hell over there and many 
of the battles that Jack Wagner had 
mentioned, both in World War II and 
Vietnam and even in the Korean 
Conflict. So goes that historical flag of 
the Third Marine Division, so goes it for 
many other miliary units that have been 
fighting and will continue to fight. 
That's what gives this Country the 
mainstay of freedom. With all the kaos 
we might have, that's the beauty, that 
we're willing to sit down, lie down and 
fight and die, if need be, for our 
Country. And they have more young men 
and women volunteering for our armed 
services today, volunteering not drafted, 
than ever before and I think that's a 
tribute to our youth.

The Chair: 

Mr. Grabowski, I think it's even 
worse than that. Presently filed before 
the FCC is a petition for clarification 
and if Warner is successful in that, all of 
the monies expended for the non-access 
stations will pretty much wipe it out. 
It's the reason that I indicated here 
recently that I would not pass one way or 
the other, up or down, the transfer 
relative to our cable unless that petition 
for reclassification were withdrawn. I 
am told now that someone misunderstood 
what I intended and that they had some 
belief that if the transfer were approved 
then at that time they would withdraw 
their petition for reclassification. 

Tm going to give it two weeks and 
if it isn't withdrawn by that time I will 
be prepared to make a motion at City 
Council to table the transfer until the 
petition for reclassification is 
withdrawn. They're not going to have 
both ways. They're either going to work 
it out straight in good faith coming to 
this table asking for a transfer based on 
their inability to carry out the original

If I could respond here, Mr. 
President. The Senate did pass the bill 
taking away that five percent of Warner 
Cable's gross to come into the City. 
However, Congress, the House, also 
passed another bill that won't be acted 
on until they go back into session in the 
Fall of the year which is going to be a 
very short session and they recess again 
very quickly because they're up for re- 
election. So, it looks like, in talking to 
some of my colleagues in the 
Congressional delegation from the 
Pittsburgh area, that it might or might 
not be considered even this year if it’s 
considered. But even in that compromise 
proposal, they have where the City still 
retain that five percent monies to 
operate the government channels or 
anything else that they deem necessary. 

There can be another overtone to 
this. There's a lot of corrections to be 
made. You made one stipulation, Mr. 
President, you were not here at the 
public hearing to voice your various 
concerns, there are many others that 
contractually must be completed before 
we can make the transfer contractually 
or break our own contract. That's like 
taking your finger out of the dam once 
there's a little hole in it. There's a 
floodgate then that comes upon us. 

But mainly to get back to Steve's 
concern, like anything in Congress I think 
it’s going to be a while. We must move 


forward with what we've set out for 
some three or four years ago and the 
master plan of what we are going to do 
within our City of Pittsburgh right here 
and within the government channel and 
that was to build a studio. If we're going 
to have a public access channel, I'm sure 
that the people out there who want to 
know if you can think of the whole 
transfer being some $93.4 million of 
Warner Cable. That's an industry out 
there which all the people pay a few 
dollars to each month on a monthly bill 
like they do their telephone bill. This 
Council operates on over $250 million a 
year, every year, and I would think that 
the people would want to know what's 
happening in our government. This 
particular studio up there will give the 
people the type of input that I think they 
would want, those who are wishing to 
know what's happening within their 
government. It's an expansion of the 
communication media and one that's well 
looked into and well thought of not just 
by this Council but by our advisory board 
and everyone that had conjunction and it 
was agreed upon, and one of the strong 
points that was agreed upon during a 
contractual relationship when all the 
bidders put their bid into the City of 
Pittsburgh. That varied if you can recall 
from anywhere from two percent to five 
percent and five percent is what 
Congress is looking at right now and I 
hope that would continue. If not, then 
we are to go backwards or the taxpayers 
of the City of Pittsburgh then will 
probably in time to come have to 
forward the bill of wanting to have the 
communications with their government, 
be it cable television. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. President, we were to have a 
post agenda this coming Wednesday and 
I’ve been told the post agenda is being 
cancelled because both our 
representative and the County 
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representative could not be here. The 
subject matter was to discuss the safety 
issue of anybody coming into this 
building, not only Councilmembers that 
are here but people who come in to do 
business in the City County Building, the 
back elevators are not safe. 

The Chair: 

Michelle, I'm lost. 

Michelle Madoff: 

May I finish, please? Tm on the 
subject. Everybody's been off the 
subject; I'm on the subject. 

The Chair: 

Cable television? 

Michelle Madoff: 

I'm on this bill. The bill is to put 
an elevator in. 

The Chair: 

Bill 972? 

Mr. Woods: 

We passed that last week, 
Michelle. 

Michelle Madoff: 

We're talking about — 

The Chair: 

We are talking about Bill 972. 

Mr. Woods: 

We put the elevator in last 
Monday. 


Michelle Madoff: 

I apologize; I'm sorry. I thought 
we were on the same subject, the same 
issue. May I finish please? 

The Chair: 

On BUI 972? 

Michelle Madoff: 

Yes, 972, about the elevator and 
about how it ties into this — I want to 
ask you a question. Is any of this money 
going to be used for the elevator? 

The Chair: 

Michelle, hold on. I am talking 
about BiU 972 and that's all Tm going to 
entertain. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Is any of this money going to be 
vised for the elevator? That's my 
question. 

Mr. Woods: 

No. We passed that $75,000 last 
week for the elevator. That's passed; it's 
going in. 

MicheUe Madoff: 

This $296,000 is going to be used 
just for the commitment we made 
originally, that we voted on, to set up 
the caMe operation which needs an 
elevator to get to it? 

The Chair: 

Yes. 

MicheUe Madoff: 

Alright. I just want to get this 
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clarified. And you’re saying, Mr. Stone, 
that from your observation, it appears 
that if the Congress and the Senate vote, 
we won't have five percent, we'll have 
the original, three. 

The Chair? 

No, my point was different. Mine 
was that there’s a petition for 
reclassification which has nothing to do 
with Congress. 

Michelle Madoff: 

What I'm asking is, will there be 
five percent or will it not be five percent 
if the new bill is passed? Can we spend 
money we don't have, is what I'm asking, 
that we might have to dig into our 
pockets to pay back? 

The Chair: 

There will be five percent but the 
question is whether or not they can 
charge back to us all of the monies which 
were spent on public access which could 
wipe out the whole fund. 

Michelle Madoff: 

That's my point. How can we go 
ahead and spend money that we may not 
have that would be a burden on the 
public until we know whether that money 
is going to be there? I think the position 
that Mr. Grabowski is saying, and I hope 
he would clarify it for me because I need 
some clarification, if we go ahead and 
spend this money, Mr. Grabowski, as 
intented for the Cable Communication 
and if a ruling comes down saying that 
money cannot be used or has to be paid 
back, it will have to come out of the 
taxpayers' hide. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

If I can clarify this issue, right 


now the FCC requires that the money 
the City derives from the Cable 
Franchise Fee only be spent for cable 
purposes. One of the provisions in this 
legislation that is pending is that it will 
sort of deregulate that. The City will 
not be restricted to spending that money 
only for cable purposes. The City will 
then be able to spend it for general fund 
purposes. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Then this is what you referred to 
the other day when you said we might 
find it more important to fund jobs or 
fund some other program than you would 
want say to fund cable and it would be at 
the discretion of Council at that point. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Absolutely. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Well, the problem that we have 
with that is that we have a commitment, 
a moral commitment and I think a legal 
commitment, that when we signed the 
RFP in this Council that there would be 
a studio that people would have public 
access, particularly to the government 
station so they’d know what we do here 
in Council. I think that would take a 
moral obligation almost before 
everything else the public's right to 
know. I think I would have to vote with 
this bill. 

The Chair: 

Is there any further discussion on 
the bill? 

And on the question, "Shall the 
bill pass finally?"

MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS 
The Chair: 

I'd just like to make one comment 
if I may. Wednesday, right after our 
Finance Meeting, I'd like to meet with 
members of Council in the Conference 
Room. Because of the condition of our 
office I thought I'd mention it here. 
Okay. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I would like to make a comment 
on three issues. I have a memo, 
telephone call, from Aggie Brose with 
reference to $22,500, monies needed at a 
standstill, for Unspecified Local Options 
for the Bloomfield/Garfield area. Does 
anybody know why it's at a standstill? 

The Chair: 

We might bring that subject up on 
Wednesday. 


Michelle Madoff: 

I would assume that it could be 
handled without having to bring it to the 
table if somebody will check it. I'm the 
wrong one to ask. There's some 
disparaging remarks made, there are 
rumors somebody's holding it up. I don't 
want to talk about that. I believe this is 
a bill that Council has already 
supported. Whose Committee is it? Is it 
not the Finance Committee? Who's 
handling Unspecified Local Options? 
Who sponsors the bill? 

The Chair: 

City Council. 

Michelle Madoff: 

The bill has already been 
sponsored. The bill has been approved 
and they haven't gotten their money; the 
money is being held up. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

It hasn’t been approved; it hasn't 
been introduced. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Who is not introducing it? Who is 
to introduce it? 

Mr. O'Malley: 

I imagine we're going to discuss it 
on Wednesday, Michelle. All of us. 

Mr. Givens: 

They came before Council during 
the budget hearings, did they not, and 
presented their case? 

Michelle Madoff: 

Yes and we voted for it. I think 
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they should be exempt from that 
discussion on Local Options. That's the 
point that Tm making. 

The Chair: 

We’re going to have to get some 
understanding of what's involved in this 
matter and that's why Tra calling a 
meeting on Wednesday. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. Stone, you would agree that 
this group, in this instance, this group is 
grandfathered. In the future, 

Unspecified Local Options can be 
discussed but I think this money should 
be approved. 

The Chair: 

I might be so disposed to do that 

but — 

Michelle Madoff: 

Then why don't we just do that 
and not make a federal case out of it? 

The Chair: 

Because we don't have any 
legislation in front of us to approve it. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Would you introduce legislation 
for Monday for this marking it — 

Mr. O'Malley: 

It's not Mr. Stone's committee; it's 
Mr. Robinson's committee. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. Robinson, would talk about 
introducing it as a grandfathered clause, 
grandfathered as opposed to other 


Unspecified Local Options? Do you have 
any feeling about it? 

Mr. Woods: 

We're going to discuss that on 
Wednesday, Michelle. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Well, I think this one is one that 
should not fall in the general — 

The Chair: 

I think a discussion would be more 
in order if you'll just wait. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Alright. 

My second item. It's very 
interesting to me, has anyone noticed 
that Michelle Madoff hasn't had any bills 
to introduce for some time? When I got 
here I was punished; after all, you know, 
I got here and I was head of the Water 
Committee, the lowest person starts in 
Water. In my case it became hot 
water. Now the Water Department is 
sort of a non-existent mirage. We have a 
Water Authority and I believe the person 
representing bills coming out of the 
Water Authority generally is Mr. Wagner 
because they come under Engineering 
and Construction. Is that correct, Mr. 
Wagner? 

Mr. Wagner: 

That depends on whether or not 
there's any engineering and construction 
going on in the Water Department. 

Michelle Madoff: 

But there have been and there 
have been generally bills coming out of 
Water for waterline repairs and they 
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come through you. That's a fact. 

Mr. Wagner: 

I would, to a degree, disagree with 
you because I think since the beginning 
of this year there's been more legislation 
coming out of your Committee 
pertaining to that than mine. 

Michelle Madoff: 

No, I'm afraid I have to correct 
that. Linda, am I correct? There have 
been practically no bills that I’ve 
introduced. Am I correct? 

Mis. Johnson: 

That's about right. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I think I'm very attractive for a 
woman of my age but I don't really 
appreciate being window-dressing. I will 
have to consult with counsel to see why I 
have not been appointed to a board or 
commission in the six years I've been 
here. I realize the Mayor thinks fro 
going to run against him and he’s 
terrified; he's asked me not to run on 
several occasions, both four years ago 
and again. I also am now in a committee 
that is virtually not being represented in 
any way, shape or form, and I think my 
constituents, people who voted for me, 
would be very distressed and I wanted 
that on the air and I want them to know 
that I'm distresses. And I think that the 
President of Council might want to look 
into that. 

I have one other item. Mr. Ben 
Woods, Finance Chairman, and myself 
went to Baltimore, Maryland, separately, 
I drove in, he flew, and we met with a 
woman by the name of Ronnie Jane 
Goldsmith. I think Mr. Woods will tell 
you he was most impressed with her. I 


was very impressed with her but I have a 
deep concern that, you know, when nine 
of us can't agree on anything, I have a 
great concern that there will be a 
dichotomy between what I came away 
with with Ms. Goldsmith who is the fiscal 
analyst for the City of Baltimore and 
something new that I learned is that she 
does not work for the Council nor does 
she work for the Administration. She is 
part of their Charter and she can't be 
fired by either body. So she can tell it 
like it really is and really represent the 
public. 

Now, we would have to have some 
adaptation of what she does but I think if 
you leave it to Michelle Madoff or to Mr. 
Ben Woods to interpret what Ms. 
Goldsmith told us, I think we're going to 
be at a loss. While the bill is being 
untabled on Wednesday, she has told us, 
she told me, that she would be willing to 
come to Pittsburgh and address all of 
Council because there seems to be a 
great deal of sentiment. There was a 4-5 
vote before the new members of Council 
got here to have a fiscal analyst 
providing we had some ground rules and 
some information. 

I noticed on my desk today that 
there is a job description of the people in 
the Budget Office. I haven't looked at it 
but I'd be willing to put $1,000 on the 
table right now that there isn’t a member 
of our Budget Office, who are very 
capable at the work they do and do a 
tremendous job, that are fiscal analysts 
or advisors. And if you ask, they'll say 
that is not what they're trained in. 

I would like to make a floor 
motion that we invite Ms. Goldsmith to 
address all nine of.us, not just Mr. Woods 
and myself, and we take the best of what 
she has to offer so that we have 
separation of powers between the 
Administration and Council. We don't 
vote for a renegotiation of a contract 
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with the Stadium without any input; we 
don't vote for a rate increase for Warner 
and when the advisory board to Warner 
says, "We need a fiscal advisor", and I 
had to laugh at that, they didn't have the 
information. This Council needs 

information. Every body in Harrisburg or 
in Washington, whether it’s the Senate, 
the House, the State Representatives, 
have large staffs who are advisors, who 
do the research advising. They also go 
out for fiscal advisors when it becomes 
necessary on things like water 
authorities and that is not the fiscal 
analyst. 

So, I'd like to make it as a motion 
that we have her come and address all 
nine of us rather than nine of us going to 
see her. Mr. Woods and I have seen their 
operation and have some feeling of 
that. I would like a second on mv motion 
please. The motion is to invite Ms. 
Goldsmith, pay her expenses, to come 
and address all of us. 

Mr. O'Malley seconded the motion. 

Mr. Givens: 

Who is going to pay for it? 

Michelle Madoff: 

We will. It will be the best 
bargain we ever got. She saved the City 
her salary about 40 times over by one 
move that she made. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, it's on the Record that I'm in 
support of Council securing a fiscal 
advisor. I think it would be in our best 
interest and the best interest of the City 
for us to move in that direction. 
However, I think it would be premature 
for us to invite someone here who 
perhaps might be considered for that 


position without clearly identifying the 
skills that we think we need and giving to 
many people across this country and 
opportunity to present themselves. I 
think that the skills that Mrs. Madoff has 
identified that Ms. Goldsmith has 
certainly do reflect the kind of expertise 
that we could utilize here but I think 
given the fact that we have tossed this 
issue around for some time and now we 
are seriously considering it, it would only 
be appropriate if we're going to invite 
one person that we find a process that 
would allow others who are equally as 
qualified and equally as knowledgeable to 
present themselves to this Council. I 
think that it would be essential for us to 
have someone who has some experience 
in bonds, notes, and other negotiable 
instruments as well as having done some 
significant financial analysis at the 
municipal level to work with us and to 
work with the Administration. 

So, while I do not have any 
specific objection to Ms. Goldsmith 
herself, or even talking with her, I do 
have some difficulty with not allowing 
others who are equally as qualified and 
experienced presenting themselves to 
this Council. 

Michelle Madoff: 

There's a misunderstanding; may I 
correct that please? 

The Chair: 

Wait, Mr. Woods has the floor. 

Mr. Woods: 

I believe before we have anybody 
come to speak before Council that we 
should move on the legislation that will 
be coming up on Wednesday before we 
talk about interviewing or any kind of job 
descriptions. We have to act on that 
first before we can entertain any 
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thoughts of inviting anybody here to give 
us their qualifications or fill a position. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Ms. Goldsmith will supply us with 
a letter saying that she will not be 
applying for the job with the City. That 
would take care of the concern. She has 
no interest in applying for a job at any 
point, at any time, to work for the City 
in any capacity, fiscal, in any way, shape 
or form. 

The reason we want to have her, 
the reason I am recommending strongly 
that we have her, is that this bill will go 
down to defeat again if the friends of the 
Mayor get together and do not want to 
have an informed Council, to have 
business as usual. Well still get our 4-5 
vote and nothing will change. I sincerely 
believe and honestly believe that if you 
hear what this woman has to say about 
what she does, what she does for the 
City of Baltimore, which is very 
analogous to the operation in the City 
and the Mayor's system that we have 
here, we will then be able to determine 
what the RFP and requirements would be 
for somebody that we would be looking 
for. But we would have some idea of 
what benefits we could achieve from 
having a fiscal person. If we vote for it 
first of all it will go down the tubes and 
we'll never have a chance to form an 
opinion or get an idea of what benefit it 
could be to the City. That's the 
gameplan, I'm afraid, of some members 
of this Council. 

So, I respectfully ask Mr. 
Robinson to change his feelings because 
she will sign a letter saying she's not 
applying. She'll only talk about how 
similar the cities are, what she does, and 
then we would decide do we want to do 
the same thing, do *we want to do 
something differently, and I agree with 
you, Mr. Robinson, there may be many 


avenues. We may not want to do what 
she does; we may take one tenth of it, 
one fifth of it, we may like 80 percent of 
it, and then we should have our own 
request or proposal drawn up, our own 
requirements, and send it out to all 
people who would be interested in the 
job. But I bet if we go with it now the 
chances of that hill passing are very 
slim. Mr. Wagner has told me 
repeatedly, he has said, "Well, I haven't 
seen the job descriptions of the people 
here." What is it that we really need? 
Others have said, I think Mr. Grabowski, 
has said, "What do we really need? What 
is it that you really want?" I'm asking 
that we have someone who has done it, 
has saved the City of Baltimore millions 
of dollars by some very shrewd 
recommendations - she has been so cost 
effective - to just tell us her story. And 
then we promulgate what we might want 
to look for. I can't believe that this 
Council — I just don't believe it, that you 
would not want to at least have some 
input from someone who has done this 
kind of service for a City Council 
comparable to ours. 

Mr. Woods: 

Mr. President, we've been talking 
about this bill — 

Michelle Madoff: 

I have for six years. 

Mr. Woods: 

In this legislative year I think it's 
been there about three months. We've 
been going to every Wednesday meeting 
and every Monday meeting and Michelle 
Madoff kept asking me, "Ben, when are 
you going? Ben, when are you going?" 
She asked my colleagues, "Will you make 
sure Ben Woods goes to Baltimore to 
visit this woman?" I've done that and 
now, Michelle and I discussed this 
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sometime last week and I said that I 
agreed that that individual was 
impressive to me but I don't believe, in 
my own opinion, that we need that in 
Pittsburgh. 

Michelle Madoff: 

That's what I'm afraid of. 

Mr. Woods: 

Michelle, please. I let you finish 
so will you let me finish? 

Now she wanted to push this bill 
so it’s on the agenda this Wednesday, it 
wasn't supposed to come up until the 
following Wednesday, she is panicking 
and now she doesn't want to have it 
voted on Wednesday, she wants to bring 
this woman in to discuss it in front of all 
of Council. If Council wasn't interested 
to go to Baltimore, I don't know how 
much interest you're going to have to 
discuss with this woman. And if I do 
vote against hiring an analyst, I am a 
friend of the Mayor but I have my own 
conscience and I vote my own way and 
any member here who votes against that 
is not by the Mayor, lys does not 
influence# them. I resent that every titne 
we disagree with you on this Council you 
say, "It's because you’re a friend of the 
Mayor." 

Michelle Madoff: 

It’s very interesting to me that 
before we come to Council on crucial 
votes I know who the five votes are. We 
all know who they are. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. President, I think the logical 
procedure here is what we discussed in 
pieces all along which was that this 
Council voted to determine or to request 
job descriptions of all individuals in the 


Capital and Operating Budget area. Now 
that we have received job descriptions, I 
think the logical thing to do is to 
compare those job descriptions with what 
a fiscal analyst does and determine 
whether or not the qualities of a fiscal 
analyst are part of our existing staff. 
That should give us some valuable 
information to determine whether or not 
we need what you're suggesting which is 
a fiscal analyst. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Td just like to comment on the 
issue that Mrs. Madoff raised about the 
importance of Ms. Goldsmith coming 
here. I think perhaps the implication 
might be that if we don't listen to Ms. 
Goldsmith, we are not going to be 
knowledgeable enough to vote on the 
Council bill relative to securing the 
services of a fiscal advisor. I have said 
to Mrs. Madoff on numerous occasions 
that I believe that we do need a fiscal 
advisor, I've said that to members of 
Council, and I believe that I certainly 
will vote for a bill that will require us to 
have a fiscal advisor. 

I think that while many of us 
perhaps have not gone to Baltimore and 
perhaps we didn't have the opportunity to 
speak to Ms. Goldsmith, certainly I think 
some of us at least have had an 
opportunity to speak to people in other 
cities who do the kind of work that she 
does and who are experts in the area of 
municipal finance, I had the good 
fortune to be in Philadelphia last week 
and I did talk to several individuals who 
work for the Controller and the Mayor's 
Office who do the kind of work that Mrs. 
Madoff is referring to. I simply am 
concerned that we attempt to bring in a 
reasonable number of people, what 
Council desires, to explore with us the 
feasibility of hiring someone with some 
expertise in municipal finance to work 
specifically with Council and specifically 
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assist us in some of those very delicate 
negotiations that we often have around 
bond issues, etc. 

So, I'm in full agreement with 
Mrs. Madoff in terms of hiring 
somebody. My only concern at this point 
is that we are zeroing in on one 
individual. I think it would be less than 
fair to suggest that this issue has not 
created some controversy. It has. 
Members of this Council are fairly 
divided. But if we are united in our 
purpose to serve the people of the City 
of Pittsburgh and to be as expertly 
qualified as we can, then this issue 
deserves some objectivity and I think by 
bringing in two or three individuals who 
have the expertise, who are working in 
municipal government or who have 
expertise in municipal finance, that we 
can address the issue of hiring someone, 
we can address the issue of what we 
might need, and we can also hear from 
those persons who share our concern that 
the people who work in the area of 
municipal finance be as expert as 
possible. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. Robinson, I wholeheartedly 
agree with everything you've said and I 
think what you've done is expand my 
suggestion even further. I'm delighted 
that you've spoken with someone in 
Philadelphia; I would suggest that you 
get that person's name, we've got Ronnie 
Goldsmith who I did not know before I 
went down to meet her for the first 
time, I've spoken to her on the telephone, 
and we can perhaps get someone from 
the League of Cities to recommend a 
third party to us. All parties should 
agree, perhaps since we're having three 
we don’t need it, but all parties should 
agree they would not be applying for the 
job. But before we come up with criteria 
we should listen to other people and what 
they’ve done and how they've benefitted 


cities so we have some idea of how we 
should structure what our needs are. 

What I’m afraid of is that Mr. Ben 
Woods is absolutely on target. He said, 
"She untabled the bill for Wednesday and 
then she got panicked." You know why I 
got panicked? For the same reason I 
didn't introduce my bill for Jim Roddy 
today. You thought there was another 
bill; there was another bill, smother 
motion today, that we hire Mr. Roddy 
who has a background in cable 
communications to advise this Council on 
some points that we may not be familiar 
with when we go to vote on cable. I 
polled this Council and I did not have the 
votes so I just didn't bother introducing 
the resolution. 

Now, it is going to be such a close 
call on getting a fiscal advisor — 

The Chair: 

Before you go any further, I did 
not participate in any poll. 

Mr. Woods: 

Neither did I. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. Stone, may I tell sir, I talked 
to people, I don't want to mention names, 
three people sitting at this table, four, 
and they said, "No, I'm not interested, I 
can get it elsewhere, I don't need it." 
And the point that Fra making is that 
frequently I don't even hear about things 
until six months later because five 
members of Council met in the backroom 
and I wasn't invited. I merely went to 
the table, Mr. Roddy was sitting here, 
and said, "How do you feel about it?" and 
a number of people of Council said, "I 
don't need it, I don't think he's 
experienced, I think we can do it 
ourselves, I need to know more about his 
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qualifications." I knew I didn't have the 
vote; I didn't introduce it. 

This is the life blood of this 
City. This City's budget since I've been 
here, six years now, has gone from $1.2 
million to $2.5 million and we do it 
without having the best input we possibly 
can. Mr. Woods has already stated that 
while he thought she was wonderful he 
might vote against it. He's expressed to 
me his inclination not to be for this bill. 
That's his privilege but I don't think that 
neither Michelle Madoff nor Ben Woods 
should influence the other people and 
because they didn't all get up en masse 
and go to Baltimore, I think that it is 
important if she's willing to come that 
we should at least listen to her, get the 
person from Philadelphia and listen to 
them, and get somebody from the League 
of Cities and listen to them, maybe 
somebody from the State that you might 
recommend that you know, and then see 
what our guidelines are, if we really 
intend to do something. Otherwise what 
we're saying is, we want to vote the way 
we want to vote the way we want to vote 
that suits us personally because we really 
are not interested in the public's welfare. 

The Chair: 

I think we've spoken long enough 
on this matter. Let's call the vote. 

Michelle Madoff: 

The vote is to invite — I'm 
amending my motion to invite Ms. 
Goldsmith and others to address this 
Council — 

The Chair: 

No, the Chair entertain a motion 


Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. Robinson amended my motion. 

The Chair: 

Just a minute. You made a 
motion to bring her here. We got a 
second to that. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Tm withdrawing that motion. I'm 
introducing another motion. 

Mr. O’Malley: 

I withdraw my second. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Tm changing my motion to have 
Ms. Goldsmith and the person that Mr. 
Robinson knows from Philadelphia and 
perhaps one or two other people 
recommended by this Council address us 
before we come up with the guidelines 
for what we need to see what other 
cities are doing. 

Mr. O'Malley seconded the motion. 

Mr. Woods: 

On the motion, I would like to 
amend that further to read that those 
invited, the cities must be comparable to 
the Citv of Pittsburgh such as the Home 
Rule Charter, have a Controller — the 
City of Baltimore does not have a 
Controller, Ms. Goldsmith does the work 
of a Controller, they have a Comptroller, 
she issues the quarterly reports — 
different things like that to see what 
they do for their city, is the city 
comparitive to the City of Pittsburgh, 
the structure of Council, strong Mayoral 
government. These types of things. 
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Michelle Madoff: 

Baltimore has a strong Mayor 
system, weak Council system. Very 
similar to ours. Yes, they have a 
different Controller. Every city is 
different; there are no two cities that 
are peas in a pod. But there are ideas 
that we could get from the Philadelphia, 
there are ideas we could get from Ms. 
Goldsmith, and there are ideas we can 
get from other people that other 
members of this Council would 
recommend and Tm willing to forego 
having that person for this year because I 
want to be sure that if I leave one thing 
to this Council, a legacy for this Council, 
that I leave them with people who have 
some input to whoever may be the fiscal 
advisor. I've had probably as much 
training as anybody on this Council; I’ve 
had one year of accounting, and Tm not 
qualified to do it. How many other 
members of this Council have had a year 
of accounting? 

The point is that I believe you do 
not want this; I think you want business 
as usual and that's your privilege. I don’t 
think that what I think or what you think 
should weigh on the rest of Council. My 
motion is to have more than one person, 
two or three people come, and waive my 
bill on Wednesday until the people have 
come to this Council and addressed us. 
That is my motion. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. President, on that motion. 
Who is going to pay for all these people? 

Michelle Madoff: 

We are. City Council. The best 
bargain we ever had. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Isn't there some advice, someone 


that's an authority on this type of 
thing? In the City of Pittsburgh we have 
some very .eknown accounting firms and 
people that are very intelligent on fiscal 
matters and why do we always have to go 
to Baltimore or Montreal or wherever? 

Michelle Madoff: 

I'm going to answer that. I 
contacted a consultant in this City who 
dealt in bond issues. The person would 
come .to work for us on the basis that 
they would work for all Council, not just 
for Michelle Madoff, even though I 
approached them, would represent all 
Council, would be able to be honest, give 
his opinion whether it agreed with mine 
or not, to say what he had to say and was 
just going to do it as a gratis thing. The 
person received a definite two, possibly 
three, phone calls from members of this 
Council saying, "Don't you dare come." 
Get the picture? 

Mr. Wagner: 

Not from this Councilmember. 

Michelle Madoff: 

You were not there. You were 
not a member of Council at the time. 
They were virtually threatened with no 
business. We all know who those people 
are; we won't mention them by name. 

Mr. Givens: 

Call the vote. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Mr. President, could I be sure of 
what we're voting on first. 

The Chair: 

I think you've said the most 
important thing that’s been said here all 
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day. I listened to a motion here today 
and I don't think anybody knows what 
we’re doing. 

Mr. Woods: 

Mr. President, if I may. I 
withdraw my amendment. 

Michelle Madoff: 

You know, it's funny. If it was 
coming from a man everybody would 
understand it. It's really funny. The 
motion will be, simply stated, that we 
invite Ms. Goldsmith, the person that Mr. 
Robinson knows from Philadelphia, and 
anyone you or any other member of this 
Council would care to come before us to 
inform us of what they do as a fiscal 
analyst or advisor for their City 
comparable in the sense that they have a 
strong Mayor system, weak Council 
system, what they could do for Council, 
and then we promulgate our rules. That 
is the motion and it was seconded by Mr. 
O'Malley. 

The Chair: 

Cadi the question. 

Mr. Givens: 

I vote no and I would just like to 
explain that since I haven't expressed my 
opinion on this. Any time I went to our 
own Financial Department sitting back 
here and asked for any information, they 
have supplied that information in a most 
timely fashion. From that I have 
digested it and I'd hope that the people 
of the City of Pittsburgh elected me to 
the position of Council to digest that 
$250 million some that is thrown at us 
every year in a very short period of 
time. But working in that field of 
finance for the last 20 some years, I 
don’t need that expertise but I will stand 
on my vote in this Council if how we 


spent the taxpayers' money increase that 
taxation and when we go out for notes 
and bonds within this City, the time and 
dates that we go out when the bond 
ratings are the highest almost during 
that parti cular year. That is the thing 
that I object to and object to very 
strongly. I don't need any financial 
analyzer to tell me what is simple 
arithmetic. I've been chastized by both 
you Mr. Stone the President, by our 
Finance, by the finest people we have in 
the City of Pittsburgh telling us about 
finance. Til stand on my vote and the 
taxpayers or the people and the 
constituents out there that I represent 
are the ones that elect me to this 
Council to represent them. It's in the 
Municipal Record. Anytime anybody 
wants to know what happens in this 
Council, fall back on the vote and see 
who votes and why they vote. That's 
what we're here for, to take care of 
them. I don't need a financial consultant 
anyplace to tell me how to vote. I hope 
that's why the people have elected me 
because I have some of those skills. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Mr. President, I listened very 
carefully to Michelle as she restated her 
motion about two minutes ago and that 
motion made no mention of financing 
these people who we are going. to 
invite. Based on that, I will support it so 
I vote aye. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

I don't feel any information or 
enlightenment would hurt this Council at 
all. I vote aye. 

Mr. Robinson: 

I'm going to vote aye and I'd just 
like to say that anyone that I might 
invite to speak before this Council who is 
an expert in this area will come at their 
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own expense. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. Robinson just half answered 
my question. If I was assured that 
someone or the parties were coming to 
this City at no expense to the City I 
could vote aye on this piece of 
legislation. I don't know if Tm adding a 
stipulation to it or not. If we are going 
to pay for those to come to this City, 
whoever they are and I don't know who 
they are, I'm not ready to support that 
legislation. If someone is going to come 
here free of charge to explain to us a 
procedure that may be better than our 
procedure, I will vote aye. So, I'm 
caught in the middle here and unless I 
can have some reassurances that any and 
all parties will be here free of charge, I 
cannot support the legislation. 

Michelle Madoff: 

If it means the bill will go down in 
defeat, Til pay for it out of my own 
pocket. Or I also have the option to pay 
for it — 

The Chair: 

Michelle, we are now in vote; we 
are not in discussion. You are out of 
order. 

Michelle Madoff: 

He is not voting because he needs 
inform ation. 

Mr. Wagner: 

I abstain. 

The Chair: 

I vote no for the reason that I 
have the utmost faith in our budget 
staff. I've had the opportunity to work 


with them as Finance Chairman and no 
one has ever proven that the decisions 
that they made were not in the best 
interest of this City and I object strongly 
to the implication that always comes 
about which seems to feel that our 
budget staff is something substandard. I 
don't believe they are. In fact, if anyone 
were to check some of the records of the 
Treasurers in the past, they will find that 
there are many notations commending 
the budget staff of City Council that 
we've had here in the last five or six 
years as probably being some of the 
best. For that reason, the answer is no. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I think that needs a response on 
the Record. It is a fact that — 

The Chair: 

Michelle, you are out of order. 
Michelle Madoff: 

I may make a statement for the 
Record. 

The Chair: 

You are out of order. Call the 

vote. 

Michelle Madoff: 

You make statements for the 
Record all the time. The next time you 
make a statement for the Record, you 
sir, are out of order. 

The Chair: 

Is there any further discussion on 
the motion? 

And on the question, "Shall the 
bills motion finally?" 
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The ayes and noes were taken 
agreeably to law, and were:

Number two on post agenda is 
again a festering problem out in Highland 
Park with Louise Brown and the 
Reservoir Drive out there where people 
do their walking, bicycling, running. She 
changed the flow of traffic on Reservoir 
Drive, as they call it, and another street 
going down into the lower part. That has 
been festering and moving back and 
forth. I want Louise Brown and someone 
from the Mayor's Office here to resolve 
both that particular problem up at the 
Highland Park Reservoir and Td also 
want someone here from the Mayor's 
Office regarding the Oakland residential 
parking. 


And a majority of the votes of 
Council not being in the affirmative, the 
motion was defeated. 

Mr. Givens: 

Mr. President, on a different 
subject. The people from Oakland have 
been waiting for their Oakland parking 
permits for resident parking. The City 
has gone out there, the Planning 
Department has agreed to zone so many 
streets out there; there is a little 
problem with the merchants out there 
and what their likes and dislikes might be 
but this thing must be brought to a 
head. One has to realize that living in 
the Oakland area, as well as other areas 
in the City, they are asking for this. 
We've hired a full-time person in City 
Planning to do nothing -but to work with 
these neighborhoods. So, because 
nothing is happening that I know of in 
this particular Oakland residential 
parking zone, I would ask then on a post 
agenda this Wednesday that someone 
from the Planning Department 
knowledgeable in that area be here and 
also someone from the Department of 
Public Works, the enforcing agencing to 
put up the signs. But I don't think they 
can move until Planning can move. 
That's number one on the post agenda. 


So Tm getting input to all the 
Directors and to the Mayor's Office that 
we bring resolution to these two 
problems, or at least one, that have been 
festering for over a year. Either say 
what they're going to do or not say what 
they’re going to do. There have been 
petitions before this Council and we have 
inaction or no action on the part of the 
citizens of the City of Pittsburgh and I 
am getting many phone calls because I 
walk up there on occasions and the 
people are hitting me pretty heavy. 

The Chair: 

I have one request. Could you 
postpone one of them for two weeks 
because we have a meeting coming up as 
I announced earlier. 

Mr. Givens: 

These should be very rapid. I 
want to know what progress we're 
making and as far as Tm concerned it 
won't last more than five minutes, both 
of them, because if they don't move 
forward on this very quickly then Tm 
going to take appropriate measures in 
this Council. Til stop voting for any ))ill 
that comes out of Parks and Recreation 
or anything that comes out of primarily 
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Planning and Parks and Recreation. That 
is my only recourse as a Councilman and 
I will do that and encourage other 
Councilmembers to do likewise. 

The Chair: 

Yes, but if the issue is a little bit 
longer I was just trying so that we don't 
end up having an elongated thing. Some 
people have some meetings at 1:00 and 
that's the reason we were trying to hold 
it then. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Mr. President, with regard to the 
Oakland matter, if my memory serves 
correctly, last Monday it was introduced 
and we'll be considering the bill this 
Wednesday before the Committee session 
and I understand it's proper to set a 
hearing, a public hearing on the matter. 
So, perhaps the answer is for you to set 
the hearing as expeditiously as possible 
and let's get this ball rolling. 

Mr. Givens: 

Steve, if I can recall, the Oakland 
group along with others have petitioned 
the City a long time ago. Is this a new 
petition? 

Mr. Grabowski: 

No, actually the bill was 
introduced to implement what you’re 
talking about. 

Mr. Givens: 

Maybe that might solve my 
problem. Then all I have to ask the 
people then at that particular time is 
how quickly is it going to be 
implemented then. That will kill the 
one, okay. But the Highland Park one is 
still on. 


Mr. Woods moved to excuse Mrs. Masloff 
for absence from the meeting. 

Michelle Madoff seconded the motion.

A Resolution entitled, "Resolution 
indicating Council's intent to hire a 
Fiscal Analyst to serve Council as 
advisor in matters relative to bonds, 
notes, and other financial concerns 
relative to the operation of City 
government. 

Which was read. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I have before me the brief that 
was prepared that went before Judge 
Sylvestri. For those members of Council 
who were not here at the time, I will be 
happy to supply them with a copy as to 
why the City should have its own fiscal 
advisor. It's not very long and I think I 
want it read into the Record. 
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Mr. Woods and myself, on Friday, 
June 29th, went to Baltimore and spoke 
to Ms. Goldsmith. I also have before me 
Ms. Ronnie Goldsmith's credentials, her 
resume, and some clippings from the 
New York Times and some articles from 
the Philadelphia Inquirer, etc., and 
judging on the negative recommendation, 
I would just like to point out and make 
this very brief, I think if I read the 
original resolution and then if anybody 
wants to ask any other questions as to 
the actual brief itself it might be more 
precise. 

"Whereas, in 1981 Michelle 
Madoff presented a resolution to City 
Council to cause Council to hire a 
qualified fiscal advisor and said 
resolution was defeated; and 

Whereas, in October, 1982, 
Pittsburgh City Council passed a floor 
motion presented by Michelle Madoff to 
grant approval for a qualified fiscal 
advisor to evaluate the 1983 budget; and 

Whereas, no such person was hired 
as directed by the majority of this 
Council; and 

Whereas, the Council, pursuant to 
Article 3 of the Charter of Pittsburgh, is 
a legislative branch of City Government 
and as such has a duty to exercise 
independent fiscal judgment; and 

Whereas, Council is frequently 
confronted with major issues that require 
a higher degree of expertise in 
economics and general fiscal matters; 
and 

Whereas, the only advice regularly 
available to Council is from the 
Administrative legal and fiscal staff of 
the executive branch which obviates this 
Council's duty to the public to collect all 
of the facts, analyze those facts and 
exercise independent judgment; and 


Whereas, in the past this Council 
has been criticized by the public for 
voting without proper input on issues; 
and 

Whereas, the City has alternative 
tax proposals to evaluate from time to 
time;" — not the least of which recently 
was our Water Authority and not the 
least of which was ones that Mr. Givens 
continually complains about which is the 
bond issues but votes against this bill — 
"and 

Whereas, the City of Pittsburgh 
now has a principle bond indebtedness, 
unfunded pension for police, fire and 
City employees, and workman's 
compensation debts, all of which require 
expert analysis" — and I might add at 
this point that the latest figure, and I 
will be coming out with a press release 
on it, is over a billion dollars. The City 
of Pittsburgh which is one-third the size 
of the County has a debt of over $1 
billion and we rely on whatever expertise 
we can find among our friends and what 
have you and whatever the 
Administration supplies us with. — 

"Whereas, Council will shortly be 
called upon to vote upon other bonds, 
capital expenditures, etc., 

Whereas, Council will also be 
called upon to review the rate structure 
of Warner; 

Whereas, the City is undertaking 
the development of the North Shore; 

Whereas, the City has undertaken 
a major study to decide which course to 
pursue in addressing the severe problems 
of Pittsburgh's deteriorating waterlines 
and sewage systems;" — We didn't have 
any advice before we did that except for 
someone we found two weeks before we 
had to vote and we voted before they 
came back with an alternative source of 
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solution on funding. — 

"Whereas, it is Council's duty and 
responsibility to vote on the budget and 
all expenditures on a day to day basis and 
on other fiscal matters; and 

Whereas, it is a conflict of 
interest and a breach of public trust for 
the legislative body of the City to rely 
upon the executive branch for legal and 
fiscal advice." — Mr. Danny Pellegrini is 
hired by the Mayor, fired by the Mayor, 
and paid by the Mayor. — 

"Whereas, a law requires Council 
to be thoroughly versed in regard to 
fiscal matters and analyze the issues 
from an independent perspective so that 
Council may be best advised as to the 
facts, figures and conclusions that are 
pertinent to Council's decision-making 
process to permit Council to vote in the 
best public interest. 

Therefore, be it • resolved that 
Council hire a qualified fiscal" — and I'm 
going to say what we've learned is that it 
may not be an advisor, it would probably 
be an analyst; we could give them their 
own title but we should be looking for 
some entity to head up our budget 
department, which is excellent in the 
ability that it has but does not have the 
background of being economists, being 
advisors, such as the Mayor has; the 
Mayor has a gentleman out of 
Philadelphia and pays him $30,000 a 
year; he has Ron Schmeiser to whom he 
pays a fair sum of money; he has all the 
bonding people; when they want to get a 
piece of the pie you can go up to the 
bonding people and discuss it. When we 
go out to the bonding people to discuss it 
they turn us down after they say yes 
because they get calls from 
Councilmembers. Council is not 
receiving the very best in independent 
advice on a day to day basis when our 
budget processes come up. In Baltimore 


they handle it on the basis of four times 
a year, they don't do it just at budget 
time. We don't have to do what 
Baltimore does, we don't have to do what 
any other City does, but we should have 
the good common sense to take the best 
of everybody's process and adapt it to 
ours. And for this Council to say that 
they have looked at the job descriptions 
of the people in our budget office who 
are very honorable and straightforward 
and in their own roles quite qualified 
even though some of them are political 
appointees. If you talk to them and if 
they're asked under oath, they've told me 
if they're asked, "Are you a fiscal 
advisor?", they're going to say no. Do 
you know anything about economics? 
No. Are vou an economist? No. Can 
you give advice on fiscal matters? No. 
And they Council refuses, I think it's my 
fifth time up at bat, to get independent 
fiscal advice. 

I'm going to vote for the bill. If 
the bill fails, I would like to inform 
Council of my plans. I'd like to have the 
vote first and then tell you what I'm 
going to do. 

The Chair: 

Okay. It's the first bill; it 
presently has a negative 

recommendation. We will take it and if 
you're in favor of the bill vote yes; if 
you're opposed to the bill vote no. We're 
only voting on this one issue at this time. 

Mr. Givens: 

Is it still open for discussion? 

The Chair: 

Yes. 

Mr. Givens: 

I'd like to say a few words, if I 
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might. 

Michelle has made certain 
comments about myself and I have to say 
that going back six or seven years ago I 
became very concerned of the taxation 
of the City of Pittsburgh, our bonding, 
when we were going out to buy those 
bonds or sell the bonds for the City, and 
because the bond market fluctuates just 
like the mortgage interest rates 
fluctuates or our personal loans 
fluctuate. 

I have to disagree with her with 
some of the expertise of our people that 
serve on our own financial staff. They 
all have college degrees; some of them 
are degrees in business, some have been 
with us for fifteen or so years with a lot 
of expertise and have seen many budgets 
go by. Now, in many cases if I am 
stumped on anything of a financial 
question, Til ask them to give me the 
material. Secondly, I ask for their 
advice and they have been very candid in 
their advices, especially when it comes 
down to that of the Capital Budget. The 
day in day out workings of the Police 
Department and Fire Department, Public 
Works and Parks and Recreation, I don't 
think it takes an expert to tell us what 
we need there. But when we go out for 
capital improvements, what we’re going 
to do, what bridges we're going to build, 
what roadways we're going to build, what 
sewers, what reservoirs, waterways, 
systems and things like that, there then 
becomes a priority and how quickly can a 
city do this and how long should they 
stretch it out. We have and we're going 
to have humps and valleys and right bow 
we're getting into a big mountain, as 
what I started six or seven years ago, 
Michelle picked up on it and other people 
have picked up on this, my concern of 
that SI billion indebtedness that we 
have. It's not going to hit today but as 
future mayors come into the City of 
Pittsburgh, their hands are going to be 


tied behind them because we're going to 
have such a heavy burden of paying our 
borrowed money at the highest rates for 
almost that particular year when we 
went out for it. It's alarming how much 
we have borrowed over the last six or 
seven years. We cannot continue with 
that rate. That is my caution flag that I 
wave and we must give some latitude to 
future generations that they have the 
ability to go out and borrow too. If in 
fact our bond rating has dropped three 
different marks, it was a AAA rating I 
think, when I came onto Council and I 
think now it's a BBA rating. So, we've 
<}ropped three different ratings from my 
recollection. That's very serious. If we 
drop one more rating we could not even 
probably float a bond within the City of 
Pittsburgh. If the Water Department bill 
was not approved, I think this 

Administration and this Council would 
have had a very hard time floating any 
capital bonds because I think because 
with our total indebtedness we are 

slipping into that BBB rating. So, we got 
rid of the Water Department which took 
$30 million of that $1 billion 

indebtedness and of course they just 
went out as an authority to borrow $96 
million without approval from this 
Council, taking away the authority of the 
elected bodies which I voted against and 
many others have voted against. 

Mr. President and Mr. Finance 

Chairman, before I vote on this I have to 
get a verbal commitment from both of 
vou today on what we are going to do in 
the future; that is, what are we going to 
do-for the year 1985 fiscal budget? I 
want, as Michelle has wanted, I don't 
want a single person, I want financial 
consulting firms but I want a line item in 
there for X amount of dollars. I don't 
think we can go edit and compete with 
the type of monies that we're talking 
about, $40 - $50 - $90 million, without 
getting a consulting firm that we’re 
going to have to pay a substantial 
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amount of money to and we don't want it 
to be someone that's necessarily in 
somebody else's hip pocket. We want a 
true evaluation, that's all, from our 
perspective. Are we in this Council 
being constructive for not only this 
present Council but for many future 
Councils that are going to come after 
us? I think that is our obligation to look 
for not only the future Council's but the 
future taxpayers. For example, if the 
water rates are going to go up sky high, 
how are we going to attract business into 
the City of Pittsburgh? That's a question 
I have to ask myself. We could have 
done it another way by raising the rates 
temporarily and then drooping them back 
down. Business people know this and 
know that the rates are going to come 
back down after you refurbish the system 
or at least you got a good water system 
that, if they build a company here and 
they expend multi-millions and millions 
of dollars, they know they're going to 
need a water supply. As Jack Wagner 
has indicated, our waterways is the 
greatest resource that we have and I 
don't care where you go in this country, 
we've got three big rivers out there and 
God help us; I mean, that's the thing 
that's going to give us a shot in the arm 
and bounce us back economically, be it 
the steel business recovery, whatever it 
might be. But I have to get a 
commitment or I'm going to have to look 
at this bill very seriously before we vote 
on it because I’ve been asking and 
Michelle has been asking to get some 
type of fiscal help on this Council. 

I will stop right there and ask that 
both the President and the Finance 
Chairman respond to that. 

Mr. Woods: 

Dick, I think I indicated last 
Wednesday, both privately and at the 
meeting to you, as you know we have a 
line item already in there and we have to 


put a lot more money in that line item 
this budget so that we can go out for our 
own consultants when a particular issue 
comes up rather than have one full¬ 
time. We have to increase that money 
by a considerable amount so that every 
issue that comes up such as the Water 
Authority, then we can go out and hire 
someone. 

Mr. Givens: 

I'll just throw out a figure and I 
don't think we can even look under it. If 
you say anything less than $50,000 or 
more than $100,000 I think we're just 
kidding ourselves. I think somewhere 
between that figure right there will give 
us the latitude. Now, if we don't spend 
that money, God bless us. If we don't 
need it then it goes back as a surplus for 
the next year, so we just roll it over. It's 
not’ that we're going to go out and spend 
that money because we have it in our 
kitty. We don't spend the $5,000 that we 
have in most cases because we make 
those independent decisions. There's not 
that many complicated issues that come 
up to us. Most of everything that 
happens is routine. Maybe to first term 
Councilpeople it is mysterious maybe, 
but after a year or so here vou get to 
know all the ins and outs of government 
and as a result it becomes more 
simpified. But it boils down eventually 
to our vote, how we vote on this 
Council. It takes five votes to pass 
anything and if you think something is 
wrong then you vote according to your 
conscience and according to what you 
feel is the best interest of the 
taxpayers. Those that don't, then the 
Record, so reflects it and they have to 
meet the public every four years, as all 
of us do. 

I didn't quite get an answer. Ben, 
you said — 
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Mr. Woods: 

I said I agree with you, Dick. 

Mr. Givens: 

You agree with the $50,000 to 
$100,000 and that will be a line item 
thing in the budget for next year? Okay 
then Td like to hear from the President 
of Council. I asked for a response from 
both the President and the Finance 
Chairman. 

The Chain 

I think that the Finance Chairman 
is running the finance. When I was 
Finance Chairman I ran it but he’s now 
the Finance Chairman and we’ll let him 
run it. But on the other hand, come 
budget time if there's enough people who 
agree with that at that time, that line 
item will be in. The Finance Chairman 
has indicated that he will recommend 
that increase at that time, his contention 
being, instead of hiring some super 
human being that knows everything that 
as the occasion comes vou’ll get a 
consultant for the event that is before 
you so that you're getting expertise in 
that field rather than diluting it by 
someone who is supposed to know 
everything. 

Mr. Givens: 

I'll just end up my remarks by 
saying, Ben, that we have a budget 
coming up that will be given to us in 
early November and for you possibly to 
look for some money in some other areas 
within our Council budget we could use 
to bring a consultant in to help us, a 
consulting team or financial consulting 
firm, whichever we agree upon, for the 
1985 budget, that that money be 
identified and earmarked and put into 
place so that we can, all of us, be briefed 
by these consulting firms. Otherwise, 


you take that budget, analyze it for us 
and come back and tell us if there are 
areas that we can improve. Some I 
might agree with and some I might not 
agree with. Even if a consultant comes 
in and tells me that this is the way he 
agrees, consultants don't have that magic 
wand up there in the sky that the good 
Lord has. They're giving an intelligent, 
educated guess, as well as our President 
of the United States and all the time 
they don't always make the right 
decisions just as all the time we don't 
make the right decisions. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. Chairman, as you may recall, 
members of Council and colleagues, that 
until this year my request has been for a 
fiscal advisor, not a fiscal analyst. The 
reason I changed, and I would like to 
share with you, this super human being 
that Mr. Stone refers to, instead of 
hiring a super person on an on-going basis 
which may not be available, we should go 
back to my original premise so in essence 
I can consider this a real victory because 
I'm finally going to get, and I say "I" 
because I pushed hardest for it, a fiscal 
advisor. That's seems to be the 
consensus now that when budget time 
comes we'll put the money aside to have 
a fiscal advisor of some kind, a group or 
something to us. But I want to read to 
you very quickly, the resume, the 
credentials of Ms. Ronnie Goldsmith and 
I don't think she's the only one who 
graduated from her class or many classes 
before and since she has been in her 
training. 

Ronnie J. Goldsmith, Ph.D. 
Baltimore - The Fiscal Advisor to the 
City Council of Baltimore, Maryland, is 
also the Director of the Office of 
Financial Review, overall responsibility 
for financial analysis and evaluation of 
multi-billion dollar City budget, 
including independent expenditure 
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forecasting and review, projections, 
review of expenditure patterns of all 
City agencies on a quarterly basis, not 
the last month or last two months before 
we end the year. Managerial 

responsibilities include the development 
of alternative revenue sources, cost 
control mechanisms, creative techniques 
for financing of government services as 
well as capital projects, supervision of 
staff of six City Council standing 
committees. The Baltimore City Code 
provides for the selection of a fiscal 
advisor by a nation-wide search 
committee which includes the President 
of the John Hopkins University, 
President of the Greater Baltimore 
Committee, the President of the 
Maryland CPA Association, and the 
President of the Baltimore City 
Council. She was a visiting professor for 
Metropolitan Planning and Research, 
John Hopkins University, Baltimore, 
teach graduate courses in public 
finance,— 

I could go on with her credetials 
and she is not unique. But what I think is 
fascinating is that there is an addendum 
to all this. Her credentials go on for two 
pages like that and then — 

The Chair: 

Are we going to get the full 
treatment? 

Michelle Madoff: 

You are going to get the full 
treatment. Then it says, "Enclosed you 
will find my resume in response to the 
advertisement for the position as fiscal 
advisor to Baltimore City Council for the 
past four years. I have established a 
track record as an independent 

professional and result oriented 

government finance officer. My 
initiatives have included the design and 
implementation of a computerized 


financial management control system 
based upon quarterly revenue and budget 
projections for 42 City agencies and 168 
programs." As a result of the 
implementation of this system, a general 
fund operating deficits were reduced 
from $21 million in their fiscal year, 
1982, to $5 million through her efforts. 

Another item. The development 
of a variable benefit program from the 
750 million Baltimore city public 
employee retirement system. Based 
upon earnings on system investments the 
variable benefit program will provide 
10.7 percent to 32 percent, increases in 
the pension of 5,000 city retirees. So, 
she's raised the benefits for the 5,000 
city retirees from 10 percent to 32 
percent through innovation and by doing 
it quarterly and not at the last minute 
and by being there every day on the job. 

And then, the design and 
implementation of a standard format for 
the reveiw of all industrial development 
and revenue bond finance project, the 
kind of thing Mr. Givens is asking about, 
requiring legislative authorization as a 
result of the system instituted which 
included cash flow analysis as well as the 
analysis of bonded debt incurred in non¬ 
debt expeditures done on a quarterly 
basis, 80 projects financed by RB and 
UDAGS and revenue bonds were 
approved by the Baltimore City Council 
in the fiscal year '83. 

As my resume suggests, my 
academic as well as my professional 
experience provided me with analytical, 
that's what we don’t have on an on-going 
basis, managerial interpersonal skills 
required for the position. 

I think that that's the point I'm 
making. The people we have are 
eminently qualified but we don't have 
anyone of the caliber of Ms. Ronnie 
Goldsmith who is not available to us. I 
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don't think she's even going to stay with 
Baltimore that long; I think she’s going 
into the private sector. But there are 
people with similar credentials that we 
can hire on an on-going basis if we really 
care about a debt of over $1 billion. 
Now it's up to us to either vote for it or 
not vote for it. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, I think I've jumped back and 
forth on this issue more than any one of 
us and I’ve concluded that even if we did 
have a fiscal advisor I feel we would still 
have to go out and hire a specialist in 
certain areas such as bonds, the Stadium 
Authority, the Water and Sewage 
Authority, mainly because there is no 
expert in the field of economics. It's 
such a broad, in-depth field. But within 
the last week I've taken a pretty close 
look at our budget people, headed up by 
Mr. Buckley, and I’ve found that they are 
very competent and they do do an 
excellent job for us. At this time, I don't 
think we should be going out and 
spending another $50,000 and possibly 
with staff a couple hundred thousand 
dollars to hire additional people for 
Council. However, the point has been 
brought up by Mr. Givens and 
Councilwoman Madoff that we do need 
specialists at certain times. I agree with 
that and I think the time has come when 
we should adopt a policy where we 
incorporate into the budget a certain 
number of dollars to do that each year on 
bond issues, etc. I think we're moving, 
though, in the right direction. We've 
recently been provided with job 
descriptions from the people in the 
capital and operating budget area. I 
think that's a good first step in letting us 
know what those individuals do, what 
they're supposed to do, and also helping 
them understand their job 

responsibilities. I'm sure those job 
descriptions need to be further analyzed 


and approved upon and I'm hoping that till 
of us together can do that. But based on 
all of the conversation on this issue, I 
personally feel at this time the best way 
to go is with the consultants when 
needed. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Mr. ^resident and members of 
Council, I'm in full support of Council 
Bill 432 and Tm in full support of the 
notion that we need to employ a firm 
that does have experience in notes, bonds 
and municipal finance. I think it's rather 
qbvious in those instances where this 
City Council, over the last three or four 
years, has been asked to make decisions 
on bonds, on other municipal finance 
matters where millions of dollars are 
involved and that is separate from our 
regular City budget. We have not called 
upon our staff here at City Council to 
provide us with any type of analysis or 
any type of information. It's not fair to 
them to suggest that they are experts in 
municipal finance or that they are 
engaging in any kind of analysis of 
budgetary process or bond or note 
indebtedness. They are not. And I don't 
think their competency has been brought 
into question by any of us who support 
this bill, certainly not myself. I think 
the job that they are performing is an 
important job but like all jobs in 
municipal government today, their job is 
expanding and growing. On several 
occasions I have suggested that our fiscal 
people have the opportunity to 
participate in seminars and conferences 
and it's just been in the last two years 
that we have allowed our staff to go to 
those seminars and conferences to 
improve themselves. That's something 
that probably we should do for other 
staff, not only for their own personal 
development but for the betterment of 
the City. But in this whole area of hiring 
somebody to help us with bonds and 
notes, I think that it's only prudent for us 
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to balance the input of the 
Adminstration in this area. I think that’s 
the responsible way to approach it; it 
does not involve personalities or personal 
preferences. On many occasions we have 
not had any other information provided 
to us except that information provided to 
us by the Administration. While I have a 
deep respect for Mr. Schillo and Mr. 
Schmeiser and certainly consider them 
far more knowledgeable than many in 
City government area of municipal 
finance, as an elected official I feel I 
have an obligation to get independent 
information that can be shared with Mr. 
Schillo and Mr. Schmeiser and that 
together with this Council and the Mayor 
we can come to a sound and prudent 
decision for the people of the City of 
Pittsburgh. I think the examples of the 
rate increase for Warner Cable and our 
present discussion of Warner's fiscal 
status should at least indicate to us that 
we as a Council do not have all the 
necessary technical expertise that we 
need to properly evaluate situations of 
that type and to make a decision. The 
fiscal impact of the decisions that we’re 
making in the areas of municipal finance 
are devestating and for a city like many 
cities in the northeast, which is 
attempting to still progress under one’of 
the worst recessions this country has 
ever experienced it only seems to make 
good fiscal sense to make sure that we 
have the most qualified people or group 
of people working with us so that our 
decisions are based on some type of 
sound analysis, some sort of impartial 
analysis. I have not advoated bringing in 
one person, I have advocated bringing in 
a firm. I think that if we're going to 
consider anything at all we should 
consider a firm that is skilled in 
municipal finance. There are several 
available throughout the United States, 
there's some in this City, and I don't 
think in any way we should feel reluctant 
to do what is in the best interest of the 
people of the City of Pittsburgh and to 


spend some of their tax dollars to 
hopefully save them tax dollars in the 
long run. We owe it to them and I think 
we owe it to ourselves. I'm in full 
support of Council Bill 43Z. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. Stone, I think it's important to 
point out, Councilman Wagner, that 
while all of us here in times of recession 
and perhaps more of a depression in this 
community would like to appear to not 
want to spend tax dollars that are 
unnecessary, the fact remains and I just 
quoted you, not fairy tales but facts, 
that by having a fiscal analyst they do 
save more than her salary by a factor of 
maybe 100 times. It's cost effective to 
have an economist on board all the time 
heading the Budget Office. 

To the other memebers of 
Council, may I point out, if I have not 
previously, that when the issue came up 
of Baltimore going to a water authority, 
they did indeed do just what was 
suggested. They went out and hired an 
expert in the field of water authorities. 
So, they have two things. They have a 
fiscal analyst and fiscal advisors. So, 
what I've won today I gather is my bill 
that I've been pushing for four years 
which is fiscal advisor. But to have a 
fiscal analyst on board on the time, 
which is what this bill is about now, is to 
save her salary many, manv times over. 
That’s what the issue is today. Do we 
have and are we willing today to have a 
person with us with the credentials to 
take the best use of the abilities of the 
budget people we have in our office 
today? That is the issue. That is the gut 
issue. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

I'd like to make one quick 
comment. I feel in the near future that 
we're going to have the opportunity to 
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satisfy everyone on this Council 
position. It's my understanding that Mr. 
Eddie Albert, our Capital Budget 
Controller, may retire. Mr. Albert’s 
salary I'm told is $38,900 a year. I think 
to fill Mr. Albert’s position we should 
certainly find the most qualified person 
available and also realize that we have 
some very capable people on our staff 
now; Mr. A1 D'Alessandro and Mr. Vaughn 
could do an excellent job and who are 
also commended for continuing education 
in the field of municipal finance. 
They've attended many of the seminars 
that Mr. Robinson mentioned. I think 
both of these young men do an excellent 
job. If they fill the qualifications that 
this Council lists and the requirements 
that this Council needs, I think certainly 
one of them should fill that position. If 
not, then I think this Council should go 
out and hire the most qualified person 
that we can find to fill Mr. Albert’s 
position. 

One more point is that I don't 
think any person that we hire will be able 
to answer all the complex questions that 
are going to arise over the next few 
years. So, I also feel there is going to be 
a need for consultants in the future. 

The Chair; 

Clerk, call the roll. 

Mr. Givens: 

I’ll make my statement by making 
a comment that old Will Rogers used to 
say. "If you can’t put it on one sheet of 
paper it's not worth reading." What I'm 
gaying is if you try to get one fiscal 
advisor, it's not going to be worth the 
while. I've stated that what we need to 
do is to go out and have the money and 
the capability to hire a financial fiscal 
firm that is expertise in any area that we 
feel that we need that expertise in and 
hire that firm for that specific thing. I 


am not going to hire just a person for a 
fiscal advisor. And that's what this 
ordinance, 432, is all about; to hire a 
fiscal person. I'm not going to do that; I 
don’t think it's fair to that taxpayers of 
the City of Pittsburgh. 

With that in mind, Mr. Chairman, 
and with that fact that our Finance 
Chairman said that he will make some 
money available for the budget that will 
be coming before us, I vote no. 

Michelle Madoff: 

FI! try once more. The fiscal 
advisor and the fiscal analyst are two 
separate and apart entities. The advisor 
would be on staff on a day to day basis to 
work with members of Council and to 
help our Finance Chairman. When a 
special issue comes up, there would be 
monies available for a consultant firm in 
the special entity. I think the point 
made by Councilman O’Malley is very 
well taken; I would not mind the bill 
being amended to say should that 
position comes up it would be filled by a 
person of the caliber — and Til 
reintroduce this bill, of course next year; 
I think maybe by then somebody will 
have seen the light. I certainly vote aye 
for the bill.

MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS 
Michelle Madoff: 


I have a floor motion and some 
information to share with Council. 

Last year at this time I requested 
that we get a fiscal consultant to come 
in an help us with the budget. We voted 
for it, it passed, and nobody was hired. 
We are approaching the time that 
members of Council will be on vacation 
and will not be here very much; we’re 
shut down in August and I personally will 
not be here for all of August. We come 
back and have the elections; following 
that, we go into budget hearings almost 
immediately and I think again it is 
appropriate, since there seems to be a 
concensus of opinion, including that of 
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Mr. Woods,, that we will have monies put 
aside in next year's budget for a 
consultant to deal with problems that 
come up. I can think of no greater issue 
than our budget and I would move that 
we have a fiscal consultant search 
committee out to find somebody now so 
that we have somebody for the budget 
when we approach that in about 
November. That doesn't give us very 
much time but it gives us some time 
between now and November to hire some 
kind of firm to help us review the 
budget. That is my motion. 

Mr. Robinson seconded the motion. 

Mr. O’Malley: 

I have a question. What's the 
purpose of that, Michelle? 

Michelle Madoff: 

To help us review the budget for 
next year, to see that we do the very 
best we can for the public. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

It's my understanding that Council 
has their own budget staff and T thought 
their purpose was to review the budget 
and to make recommendations. Either 
that or we're paying hundreds of 
thousands of dollars in unnecessary fees. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I think if you ask Mr. Buckley — 
he's an honest man and does an 
outstanding job — for certain figures, he 
will supply you with the figures. But he’s 
not going to tell you how you can take 
money from one area and save money 
and be fiscally conservative or how we 
can be innovative; that is not his job. It 
is not the job of the other two people in 
the office. That is why last year we 
voted to have a fiscal consultant come in 


and help us with the budget. 

The Chair: 

All in favor? Opposed? 

The motion fails. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I would like to register my vote as 
being aye. Is there any other "aye" vote? 

Mr. Robinson: 

I vote aye. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Okay. 

On another matter. I had a call 
come in on my service at home, I keep a 
24-hour answering service and 
unfortunately I could not get back to this 
woman until today. Her name is Gloria 
Crumlish, I believe. She is I believe a 
former Armour worker and she applied to 
take an entrepreneurial course at CMU. 
The course started today. She went to 
see a Dr. Bowman, I believe, who wanted 
her in the course but she was told that 
she could not get in the course because 
she was female. That didn't ring a bell 
with me; there's got to be something 
wrong. 

So, I have been on the phone 
trying to get Dr. Bowman and I have just 
talked to Bemie Powers who is with the 
County and I've talked to Melanie 
Smith. Basically as I understand it, and 
it needs a lot more research, it appears 
that there are two programs. There is 
one entrepreneurial program starting 
today at CMU which is open — 

The Chair: 

Is that under the City? 
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Michelle Madoff: 

No, this is a County program but 
open to City people as well, providing 
you fall into the category of Title 3, as 
long as you qualify under Title 3 and 
whatever those parameters are. But 
there will be another program which 
starts, I think Melanie told me, October 
1st. That is for women only. That 
woman only program for entrepreneurial 
training will not be funded unless Ms. 
Smith gets enough women. So 

presumably, I'm assuming, she preferred 
to have this woman in her program than 
have her go ahead and start the program 
now when the woman would like to start 
right now getting her training under the 
other program. 

It is not clear to me because I 
have not had sufficient time, but I 
though maybe somebody else on this 
Council had been approached or knew 
more about it, what the difference is 
between Title 3 and Title ZA. I spoke to 
Mr. Powers and told him I was going to 
mention it in Council and that the media 
would probably be there, if they wanted 
to approach him they could, that it was 
very unclear to me. He saicj to feel free 
to speak about it; he'd be very happy to 
talk to people about it. 

The woman said to whoever was 
telling her that she could not join the 
program, I think it was Mr. Powers, of 
course you're not going to let the man 
who's from the City in as well. He said, 
"No, the man could go but the woman 
couldn’t." 

The Chair; 

May I make a suggestion? Why 
don't you direct that to Melanie Smith 
and have her check it out? 


Michelle Madoff: 

I did and she — 

The Chair: 

All we're doing is guessing on 
what it is. 

Michelle Madoff: 

It's much more serious than that. 
The program started today and there is a 
program starting and there is a matter 
do you qualify under your financial 
earnings, do you fall into the poverty 
level or not. 

The Chair: 

What do you expect us to do here 
now without the facts? 

Michelle Madoff: 

What I expect to do is schedule a 
post agenda to find out why a woman 
would be banned from a program and why 


The Chair: 

But it would seem to me more 
sensible to call Melanie — 

Michelle Madoff: 

I did. She said it’s very 
confusing. I spoke to Mr. Powers and he 
said it's very confusing. 

The Chair: 

Call Melanie and if that doesn't 
work go to the Human Relations 
Commission and let them resolve it for 
us because what we have with us there's 
no way we can resolve it. 
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Michelle Madoff: 


Mr. Stone, I didn’t ask you to 
resolve anything. I'm merely sharing 
information. That's my purpose, to share 
this information. She is a City resident 
and I think she's eligible to take that 
program and I think that in this day and 
age when someone's told they can't go in 
because they're female, we ought to at 
least — Any member of this Council may 
have some more information. I got the 
call on ray answering service; maybe 
somebody else had a direct contact and I 
wondered whether anybody else has had 
any direct contact. I take it not.

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the Fire Training Academy on

WHEREAS, Captain Somma was 
known throughout the City as one of its 
finest and most dedicated employees 
normally working 12-18 hour days as he 
strictly enforced compliance with the 
City's fire codes; and

I remember the children in 
Oakland when we had the fire there and 
three children, two youngsters who were 
warehoused were burned to death and the 
perpetrators went to jail.

I just met Mrs. Somma; it is a 
very bad time for her but if she would 
like to say something we would love to 
hear from her. If she feels not, she may 
do as she feels comfortable. This is for 
you to show that we reallv mean it and I 
think everybody in the audience is here 
because thev care too. 

I speak personally from the heart, 
he was really a super person who will not 
soon be forgotten. 

Mrs. Somma: 

I would just like to say that for 
myself and for my family, we have no 
words that can adequately express our 
appreciation to all of the people of the 
City but I do want you to know that my 
husband loved this City. This was his 
town and he always did his job in 
accordance with that. I thank all of you.

BE IT RESOLVED, that the 
Members of Pittsburgh City Council 
hereby recognize August 6, 1984 through

August 12, 1984 as, "Support Your Child 
Week," to draw attention to the serious 
problem of delinquent child support, and 
to urge the courts to impose stricter 
enforcement of child support laws. 

Mr. O'Malley moved to adopt the 
resolution. 

Mr. Robinson seconded the motion. 

Which motion prevailed. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

In a few words I'd like to sav that 
it’s sad that many marriages end in 
divorce and it's also sad that many times 
it's the children that have to pay the 
largest price. Although this resolution is 
meant to address the problems of child 
support in general, the past practice of 
the courts of awarding child custody to 
mothers make it especially pertinent for 
women. 

The discrimination which women 
have traditionally faced in the job 
market coupled with the adverse 
economic climate in Pittsburgh as a 
whole make it imperative that women 
raising children alone today and on their 
own receive full child support payments 
immediately. 

Td like to have Rose Palmer who 
is a very good friend and the Executive 
Director for Legal Advocacy for Women 
whose program was written by my office 
and supported 100 percent by my office 
and was passed unanimously by this 
Council, I'd like to have Rose sav a few 
words on behalf of Legal Advocacy for 
Women. 

Rose Palmer: 

Thank you very much. Td first 
like to thank City Council for the grant 
of $35,000 that we received in March and 


Councilman Jim O'Malley for sponsoring 
this for us. This has given us an 
opportunity to serve people who aren’t 
able to afford an attorney. 

Legal Advocacy for Women has 
set up a support assistance program 
where we can help people through Family 
Court and give the assistance needed at 
that time. We go into the counselling 
sessions, into the hearings with them. 
We are not attorneys; we are there just 
to give them emotional support. 

Ninety-nine percent of our clients 
qre on welfare; a lot of them have 
minimum paying jobs. I saw someone 
today that their wage was $350 a month; 
she's supporting three children on that. 
She is unable to get child support; the 
gentleman is $10,000 in arears. 

We have to have stricter 
enforcement in the child support laws. 
This is very important if the children are 
to be raised properly and if they are to 
be Drovided for. It has been too long 
that the absent parent has shifted their 
responsibility to the taxpayers. Jim has 
mentioned to you it's costing $30.8 
billion annually in AFDC; it's costing 
another $540 million in enforcement 
procedures. 

I'm just hoping that with our 
program we'll be able to assist more and 
more people. If you don't have money to 
feed your children you sure can't have 
money to pay for an attorney and that's 
where we try to put a block right there 
and try to step in and help them. 

Again, I thank Jim O'Malley and I 
thank City Council very much. 

Mr. O’Malley: 

I'd just like to make one more 
comment and that's the stand that this 
Council took two weeks ago on

Unspecified Local Options, our CDBG 
money, if it wasn't for the stand that this 
Council took to have an input on how 
those funds are dispersed, groups like 
LAW and Ms. Palmer's group would not 
have been funded under current 
administration policy. The stand that we 
took last week enabled this group to be 
funded last year. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Rose, you should know that 
Councilwoman Masloff was very active 
in initiating a program in the parks so 
that children can be fingerprinted 
because you have so much of the 
kidnapping among parents as well. 

I want to ask you a question. 
Your initial grant is $50,000? 

Ms. Palmer: 

No, it was $35,000. 

Michelle Madoff: 

That's peanuts. It's not going to 
go very far. That's seed money. 

Ms. Palmer: 

We're hoping to be able to seek 
additional funding. We are in dire need 
of more; we're trying to seek County 
funding. 

Michelle Madoff: 

The reason I'm mentioning it, you 
know, all these things look very nice and 
they say, "Isn't it wonderful we're doing 
these things?". I know I've worked with 
you and I know how long and hard you've 
tried even to bring it to this point and 
you're just really a fledgling, just 
starting. You need help and you need 
money. The original $35,000 is coming 
from Unspecified Local Options — 


Mr. O’Malley: 

CDBG funds. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Okay. Have we done anything 
from this Council to encourage the 
County to match some funds or to do 
som ething? 

Ms. Palmer: 

I have been working trying to get 
the County — 

Michelle Madoff: 

With Barbara Hafer particularly? 

Ms. Palmer: 

Yes. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Barbara Hafer has turned up with 
some things that one would not turn up 
with, concerned with women. Very 
concerned. You’ve spoken to her 
personally? 

Ms. Palmer: 

No, I haven't been able to — 
Michelle Madoff: 

I would suggest that you do that; 
if not, Td be happy to talk to her with 
you if you would like. Til give you 
another source, Til tell you in a moment, 
who is very supportive of female 
activities. Til tell you who to contact. 

Ms. Palmer: 

The City has been very helpful. 
There are 51 such organizations across 
the United States and may I add that the 
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City of Pittsburgh was the very first one 
to fund any of them. We were the first 
one and since then two others have been 
funded. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Are we throwing the fathers in 
jail that aren't paying? 

Ms. Palmer: 

No we're not. 

Michelle Madoff: 

It's about time. 

Ms. Palmer: 

Right. We're trying.

Thank you.

Td like to have Mr. Bill Conway. 
Bill is an old friend who has done a 
tremendous amount of work in the 
community groups in the City of 
Pittsburgh, and Wendy is very active and 
very helpful.

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Mr. O'Malleyi 

I'd like to have Bill say a few 
words because he was very 
instrumental. It was my office that 
started the Block Watch Program and the 
Crime Watch Program over four years 
ago in the City of Pittsburgh. Bill has 
been very instrumental in helping us get 
that program off the ground. 

Bill Conway: 

Thank you, Jim. I think this is 
either the fourth or the fifth time that I 
have been before Council accepting a 
resolution like this and it probably will 
not be the last time. 

I would like to say a few words 
though about what is happening on 
August 7th from 9 o'clock p.m. until 10 
o'clock p.m.. It's going to be a unique 
nation-wide crime prevention experiment 
and it's going to take place throughout 
the country. A number of City Councils 
and May ore across the country have 
wholeheartedly embraced this program 
and they have set aside on their 
calendars 9 o'clock next Tuesday evening 
to participate. 

The concept of this program is 
relatively very simple. Basically, we're 
asking residents to spend one hour on 
their porches, on their front lawns, 
outside of their homes, to have a visible 
presence in their communities. At the 
same time, we're asking local police 
departments to monitor crime that does 
or does not take place during that one 
hour. We anticipate a significant drop in 
crime statistics during that one hour. 

The program is really designed to 
combat the after dark fear of crime that 
many people have in our neighborhoods. 
We have an opportunity here at no cost, 
at relatively no cost, to become involved 
in a public safety program. Many times 


only a small percentage of people 
become involved. Well, this is an 
opportunity for a whole lot of people to 
get involved, again at no cost. 

There are some other folks here 
today that I'd like to acknowledge. We 
have probably one of the best organized 
block watches up in the 30th Ward, 
Knoxville, and we have two people from 
that block watch; Barbara Walter and 
Lynn Englehart from the 30th Ward 
Block Watch of Knoxville.

MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS 
Mr. Robinson: 

If I might, Mr. President and 
members of Council, on July 27, 1984 I 
forwarded to each member of Council a 
memorandum relative to the Housing 
Development Opportunity Grant Program 
and the 1984 Tax Reform Act. I'd just 
like to comment on that memo inasmuch 
as Council will be considering six housing 
opportunity grant proposals tomorrow. 
The Urban Redevelopment Authority of 
Pittsburgh and the City of Pittsburgh 
will be applying for funding through the 
federal government for these housing 
opportunity development action grant 
proposals. I think that it's important for 
us to be cognizant of the ramifications 
of the 1984 Tax Reform Act, better 
known as the 1984 Deficit Reduction 
Act. The reason I say that is that the 
tax act itself contains many provisions 
unfavorable to cities, chief among these 
the restriction on industrial development 
bonds which cities have used to finance a 
wide range of development and 
infrastructure projects and a restrictions 
on sale lease back arrangements that 
may be made by state and local 
governments and the new restrictions on 
state and local leasing of equipment. 

The details of the bill, the tax 
bill, as implications for cities are 


contained in a federal city reporter sent 
to all mayors July 3rd by the TJ.S. 
Conference of Mayors. For Council's 
information and perusal I have secured 
several analysis of the Tax Reform Act 
of 1984 and it's potential impact on our 
City. That information will be made 
available to those members of Council 
who are interested. 

In a related matter, Council will 
be considering tomorrow along with the 
HOD AG Program Council Bills 134, 135 
and 136 which we held from last week 
that are in the Committee on General 
Services and speak very specifically to 
the purchasing of equipment in the City 
of Pittsburgh. The Tax Reform Act of 
1984 very specifically speaks to the issue 
of leasing equipment; the Director of our 
General Services Department, Mr. 
Jacoby, is also the Chairman of our 
Equipment Leasing Authority. I think 
again we need to have some more 
information relative to the impact of the 
Tax Reform Act on the operation of our 
General Services Department and our 
Equipment Leasing Authority. 

I've taken the liberty to ask Mr. 
Jacoby to have the bond counsel for the 
Equipment Leasing Authority and their 
general counsel here tomorrow and also 
to provide this Council with any written 
analysis that the Equipment Leasing 
Authority might have that will analyze 
the impact that this Tax Reform Act of 
1984 on the operations of the City of 
Pittsburgh. 

As far as the HOD AGs are 
concerned, I've also asked that the bond 
counsel for the Urban Redevelopment 
Authority be present to answer any 
questions that we may have relative to 
the impact of that Tax Reform Act, not 
only on the HOD AGs but also on any 
potential bonds that the City of 
Pittsburgh might authorized the Urban 
Redevelopment Authority to issue. 
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There is a Council bill that will be in 
Council tomorrow, I believe it's Council 
Bill 1116, that does give authorization to 
the Urban Redevelopment Authority to 
issue some $30 million to mortgage 
revenue bonds. The Tax Reform Act of 
1984 does speak to this issue of mortgage 
revenue bonds and I think it would be to 
our advantage to have some information, 
some analysis prior to making any 
decision in that regard. 

I would hope that all members of 
Council would take serious the Tax 
Reform Act of 1984 and its implication 
on our City. Also, there is a Tax Reform 
Act of 1983 which most of the experts in 
the field have yet to understand and 
completely analyze. On the heals of that 
comes the 1984 Tax Reform Act which I 
believe was signed this past week by the 
President and is now law. I would hope 
that we would address that. 

One other comment relative to 
this Tax Reform Act issue. Tve also 
forwarded to every member of Council a 
proposed amendment to the HOD AG 
program. That amendment speaks 
specifically to the issue of how we should 
authorize the UR A to secure a bond 
counsel, underwriters and underwriters 
counsel for the HOD AG program. T 
would hope that members of Council 
would peruse this amendment very 
carefully before tomorrow because I 
think it does speak to the issue of making 
sure that the implications of the Tax 
Reform Act of 1984 are properly 
analyzed and that we are in the most 
competitive position that we can be; 
also, that we make every effort to try to 
find the most qualified people to do the 
job and thirdly that we give an 
opportunity to some minorities and 
women to be involved in our bond 
program in the City. That has never 
occured’ in the City to open up 
opportunities for minorities and women. 


So, I think that three things can 
be achieved. First and foremost is to 
make sure that whoever is negotiating 
our bond deals on these HODAG 
programs and other bond issues through 
URA is indeed the most qualified to 
perform those services. I would suggest 
that prior to any authorization for the 
issuance of any bonds that we very 
carefully analyze the impact of the 1984 
Tax Reform Act and very carefully study 
what process and procedures we'd like to 
utilize to secure bond counsel, 
underwriters, and underwriters counsel. 

My suggested amendment in no 
way is a reflection on anyone who has 
given past service to the City of 
Pittsburgh or present service to the City 
of Pittsburgh but simply an attempt to 
make sure that in the futre we have the 
most qualified persons and that we have 
adequate information before us prior to 
making a decision about major bond 
issues.

I've been trying to get a fiscal 
analyst or a fiscal consultant who was 
voted down in this Council because we 
have adequate budget people. Can you 
do that gentlemen? 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Mr. President, it's not proper at 
this point for anyone to speak at this 
meeting other than Councilm embers. 
Let's keep that in mind. 

Michelle Madoff: 

We will never let the public know 
that we don't have that kind of input. 
The people who do their job do an 
enormously competent job in the area of 
their expertise but I've been trying to 
point out for six year? that we don't have 
someone to do what Mr. Robinson has 
just asked for and Mr. Robinson has 
supported having a fiscal analyst or a 
consultant for this Council. 

Once more, we will go to vote and 
we will have the Mayor's people, Mr. 
Katz out of Philadelphia who probably 
pays $30,000 a year, tell us what’s good 
for us and we'll have Mr. Schmeiser the 
Fiscal Advisor telling us what we ought 
to do. We are not separate, there's a 
conflict of interest, there's no separation 
of powers and we're going to vote on the 
basis of whatever information we can dig 
out from some friends or personal 
contacts. We will not have a person here 
who is qualified to do just what Mr. 
Robinson gave a glaring example of our 
need to have our own fiscal input. 

I think I m ade my point eminently 
clear for those who Eire watching the 


show. The people who should be doing it 
are not qualified to do it. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, Td like to report into the 
Record on a recent trip that I took to 
Philadelphia on July 11, 1984 to the 
Urban Mass Transit Association, along 
with Mr. Bill Millar, Executive Director 
of PAT and Jim Barth and his assistant. 

The purpose of the meeting was 
an attempt to solicit additional funds for 
the Light Rail Transit Project and the 
widening of Broadway Avenue in 
Beechview. This was the first step to be 
taken in the initiation of the attempt in 
getting funds for that project. 

Td also like to report that this 
past Friday, July 27th, the Port 
Authority Board of Directors passed a 
resolution supporting the attempt to get 
additional funds for the Light Rail 

Transit Project. 

I wanted to report that into the 
Record because I feel it's very important 
being Chairman of the Engineering and 
Construction Committee and also this 
community being the only community, 
the only neighborhood in the City of 
Pittsburgh that the new Light Rail 

Transit System will pass through. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. Chairman, there's a very 

serious problem going on in the City 
right now. I feel very disturbed that as 
head of a committee that heis become a 
non-committee which is the Water 

Committee, it is adverse in that we have 
Richard Cosentino who is former head of 
the Water Department really not on top 
of what Mr. Smith is doing, Daryl Smith 
who is head of the Water Department, 
and of course we had Mr. Roddy as head 
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of the Water Authority and I have to 
learn from a snitch that there's a 
problem on Second Avenue and I look 
into it and sure enough when we bring all 
parties together, separately and apart, 
that indeed we have a crisis situation on 
the Second Avenue feeder line. 

What happened is that the two 
feeder lines out of Highland Reservoir 
One and Two, part of the Highland One is 
shut down for repairs and the pressure 
built up in Highland Two where there are 
already leaks and made it so that we 
couldn't shut down Highland Two because 
that was replacing the water supply from 
Highland One, which is feeding into 
Second Avenue main feeder line. 

That line supplies water to all of 
the South Hills, Eliott, West End, Mount 
Washington. There is a major leak at the 
Brady Street Bridge, about ZOO yards. 
There are some great concerns that 
there may be other leaks. Everybody 
from Paul McDermott, Mr. Smith, 
anybody involved with that problem, are 
all crossing their fingers and praying that 
nothing else happens. They've put in 
three valves trying to divert the water 
flow so they can in an emergency bring 
water in from another direction. 

For six years, certainly five, 
every year at budget hearing, whoever is 
head of the Water Department at that 
time and it was Mr. Miller originally and 
then Mr. Cosentino, as employees, again 
without fiscal help and advice for this 
Council, as employees of the 
Administration came to our Council and 
were questioned by me because I had met 
with the Department Heads, Supervisors 
of the Water Department who told me 
how dire these problems were and each 
time I asked for more money I was told 
we really don't need it. We're only two 
months behind, the lifies are in pretty 
good shape, and what has happened now 
— It's just like having a car for ten years 


and you don't repair it, you can't repair 
it, it disintegrates. We are in a crisis 
situation. At any moment those lines 
can break. Mr. McDermott is going to be 
instituting a program immediately where 
we go down every twelve feet on the 
Second Avenue line and try to repair the 
junctions, the joints, hoping that may at 
least keep us going for another time. 
Had we been doing what we should have 
been doing all along and if that even 
meant raising taxes, instead of having 
the people representing those 
departments come to us and come to me 
as the Committeeperson saying we don't 
have a problem and it's nothing very 
serious, it's just a few little old breaks 
and we can manage that and we couldn't 
use any more money than we have. But 
suddenly we have a Water Authority, a 
bond was issued, it appeared, I believe in 
this morning's paper, asking for I believe 
$94 million, doesn't say what the interest 
rate will be on that, I've been trying 
during the day to get some information 
on that bond. It was planned 
obsolescence. It was done deliberately 
to get the monkey off the back of the 
Administration. It was done so that this 
Council would not have to vote for 
increasing water rates, and I think this 
Council had the guts and the fortitude to 
vote for increased water rates but not to 
vote for what we have now which is a 
Water Authority that’s going to have to 
pay many many more dollars than would 
have been needed had we maintained the 
system all along. I pleaded with Mr. 
Stone one year sis Finance Chairman for 
money and one year he gave me $50,000 
but we needed $1 million. 

I think it is a disgrace and I think 
it’s politics at its worst level. I share 
with you that we are now in a crisis 
situation.

What does that mean, that you're 
sympathetic to the issues?

Mr. Robinson:

She's the Chairman of the 
Planning Commission.

That's her full name?

Rosemary D'Ascenzo, yeah.

Mr. Robinson: 

Are you aware of what the 
contents of the letter is? 

Mr. Armstrong: 

I haven't seen it recently but I 
think I know what the issues are. 

Mr. Robinson: 

What are the issues? 

Mr. Armstrong: 

You wrote it, you tell me what 
the issues are. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Mr. Armstrong, would you tell me 
what the issues are? 

Mr. Armstrong: 

I'm not here to be interrogated on 
the contents of your letter. 

Mr. Robinson: 

t What are you here for, Mr. 
Armstrong? 

Mr. Armstrong: 

I'm here to be re-confirmed to the 
Planning Commission but I really haven't 
studied the letter in such detail recently 
that I can speak at any length on its 
contents. 

The Chair: 

That's exactly what he's asking. 

Mr. Robiiwm: 

Mr. Chairman, are my questions in 

order? 


The Chair: 

They are. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Mr. Armstrong, are you prepared 
to answer the questions? 

Mr. Armstrong: 

Absolutely. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Would you answer my questions, 
please? 

Mr. Armstrong: 

Shoot. 

Mr. Robinson: 

I don't have a gun. 

Mr. Armstrong: 

Give me another question. 

Mr. Stone: 

Mr. Armstrong, in fairness what 
he's asking is that maybe what you're 
saying is that there needs to be a 
decision from the body. He's saying, do 
you want to answer them yourself or 
through the whole body. Now if not, he 
wants to hold it until we get some 
decision. 

The Chair: 

Can I please make a 
recommendation? To go back and read 
Mr. Robinson's letter and then when you 
are able to answer them and after you 
read the letter, to come back and 
perhaps you can answer his questions. 
Because from my understanding of what 
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you are trying to say and Mr. Robinson is 
trying to say is that you didn't read his 
letter. 

Mr. Robinson: 

I think Mr. Armstrong did read the 
letter, I think that's evident from his 
responses. I think Mr. Armstrong is 
unwilling or unable to answer those 
questions and perhaps feels that my 
questioning of him is interrogation. 

Mr. Armstrong: 

I think what Mr. Robinson is 
looking for is a response from the 
Commission, and I'm just one member of 
that commission. Our next meeting is on 
the 20th of August — we get a summer 
vacation and I'm not sure if they are 
going to take it up on the 20th or not, 
but I can take that back to Rosemary and 
see if she'd like to. 

As I say, we are sympathetic to 
those issues and Tm not really in a role 
to speak on behalf of the entire 
commission. 

The Chair: 

Mr. Robinson, were you asking for 
a response? The way I understand it is 
that you were asking for a response from 
the individual and not from the 
Commission; am I wrong? 

Mr. Robinson: 

That's absolutely correct. The 
letter was sent to Mrs. D'Ascenzo, who is 
the Chairperson of the Planning 
Commission, and every member of the 
Planning Commission. This is the second 
letter that has been sent. I believe Mr. 
Armstrong and Mrs. D'Ascenzo and every 
other member of the Planning 
Commission received another letter. I'm 
asking Mr. Armstrong for a response to 


the letter and Tm asking him very 
specifically about his re-appointment to 
the Planning Commission, that's what my 
concerns are. 

Mr. Armstrong: 

In response to your initial 
question, how do I feel about the 
letter? We are sympathetic to those 
issues — I am and I think the rest of the 
Commission is. An issue that we have to 
address I believe is whether it is within 
the purview of the Commission to 
address that matter. I don't know what 
the answer is going to be. 

The Chair: 

Once again, he's not asking for an 
official response by the Commission. 
He's asking your opinion. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Mr. Chairman, the letter was sent 
to Mrs. D'Ascenzo as Chairperson of the 
Commission with a copy of that letter to 
every other member of the 
Commission. tm well aware of the 
process to get a formed response from 
the Commission. Mr. Armstrong is here 
today and Tm speaking directly to Mr. 
Armstrong. I think that it's important 
for Mr. Armstrong to attempt to respond 
to the questions if he chooses to do so. 

Inasmuch as the Vice-Chairperson 
of the City's Planning Commission did 
send a letter to the Mayor, a letter was 
published in the paper and he did send a 
letter to HUD concerning what he 
perceived to be inadequacies in our 
process to provide opportunities for 
everybody in the City. Now if that is not 
an issue for everybody that serves on the 
Planning Commission and everybody who 
is to be re-appointed, then someone 
needs to correct me. The Vice- 
Chairman, Mr. Leon Howard, Jr., sent 
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the letter to the Mayor and to HUD. Mr. 
Howard is on the commission, he serves 
with you, Mr. Howard has a concern. Mr. 
Howard is not being re-appointed. If Mr. 
Howard was here, I'd be asking about his 
letter too. Anytime someone is on a 
board or a commission suggests that the 
City of Pittsburgh is not providing 
opportunities for all people, I believe 
that's a relevant question for us to get 
into and that's why I raised that with 
you, Mr. Armstrong; that's my only 
reason for raising it with you and I think 
it's a relevant question. If you are 
coming before this Council to be 
reconsidered to be re-appointed to the 
Planning Commission, I for one want to 
know whether or not you're committed to 
providing opportunities for everybody 
and whether or not you as a member of 
the Planning Commission are going to 
make sure that minorities and women 
have an opportunity to participate in 
developments; yes sir, that's a question 
I'm asking. 

Mr. Armstrong: 

And my response would be that we 
are sympathetic to that matter, I am 
personally sympathetic to # and to the 
extenf that it is within the jurisdiction' of 
the Planning Commission Til be 
sympathetic. 

Sometimes I think, however, that 
you may be raising an issue which is 
beyond the jurisdiction of the Planning 
Commission. I can only say is I have, 
without being redundant, I'm sympathetic 
to your concerns, I share your concerns, 
but I also want to make sure that the 
Planning Commission isn't stepping into 
areas that are beyond its concern. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Does the Planning Commission 
have a legal counsel? 


Mr. Armstrong: 

We get legal advice from the City 
Solicitor. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Has the City Solicitor been made 
aware of Mr. Howard's concern or ray 
concern? 

Mr. Armstrong: 

I'm sure he has. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Do you know whether they have or 

not? 

Mr. Armstrong: 

No, I don’t. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Okay, so then you don't know 
whether or not anything is being 
suggested is outside the purview of the 
Planning Commission. 

Mr. Armstrong: 

What was that question again? 

Mr. Robinson: 

You don't know for a fact that 
anything that has been suggested by Mr. 
Howard or myself is outside the purview 
of the Planning Commission. 

Mr. Armstrong: 

I don't know it for sure. It's my 
suspicion that it might be outside the 
purview of the Planning Commission. 
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Mr. Robinson: 

What is your suspicion based on? 

Mr. Armstrong: 

Based on what I believe the 
functions of the Commission to be. 

Mr. Robinson: 

What do you believe the functions 
of the Commission to be? 

<'Mr. Armstrong: 

To hopefully make good decisions 
in terms of future plans for the City of 
Pittsburgh, zoning related issues, issues 
in terms of land use, basic directions in 
terms of how we are going to use land 
inside the City of Pittsburgh. I think, as 
I said, I think your issue is a very good 
one but it may be that your issue is one 
that is not one that the Commission 
should be immersed in. It might be 
something that would be better 
addressed by this body rather than by the 
Planning Commission. 

Mr. Robinson: 

This body has already addressed 
the issue, but is your understanding of 
the role' of the Planning Commission 
based on your reading of the law and the 
proceedings and the regulations, or as 
you said, your suspicions? 

Mr. Armstrong: 

My suspicion is based on what I’ve 
read and what Tve learned. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Those are the only areas that you 
feel that the Planning Commission should 
be involved in, the ones that you just 
mentioned? 


Mr. Armstrong: 

Not exactly. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Are there other areas? 

Mr. Armstrong: 

I think you really try to do what 
you think is best for the taxpayers and 
we really try to do that. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Does that mean all of the 
taxpayers? 

Mr. Armstrong: 

I think that's kind of a 
condescending question. Absolutely it 
does mean all of the taxpayers and if you 
don't think it means all of the taxpayers, 
you ought to come to one of our 
meetings sometime. 

Mr. Robinson: 

I was invited to one of your 
meetings but the meeting was 
cancelled. I don’t think this is a time, 
Mr. Armstrong, for you to be arguing 
with a member of Pittsburgh City 
Council. I was under the impression that 
you were invited to come here so that we 
might question you. I didn't realize that 
you were supposed to come here and 
make condescending remarks. 

Mr. Armstrong: 

Is that an interpretative remark? 
Mr. Robinson: 

What is an interpretative remark? 
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The Chair: 

Let’s just hold it down to 
answering the Councilman's question. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Mr. Chairman, I have some serious 
questions about Mr. Armstrong's 
qualifications to serve on the Planning 
Commission. If for no other reason I 
think his attitude when he came to this 
table was one of belligerence and 
certainly one of resistance and he doesn't 
give me the impresison that he is 
prepared to serve all of the people of the 
City of Pittsburgh. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

I agree with Councilman 
Robinson. I think Mr. Armstrong has a 
very bad attitude, especially when 
dealing with members of this Council. I 
think the Planning Commission's role in 
the City of Pittsburgh is too important 
and too vital not to have a member of 
that commission be able to sit at this 
table and answer a Councilman's 
legitimate concerns. For one, Mr. 
Armstrong does not have my vote. 

The Chair: 

Any other questions? If not, Mr. 
Armstrong, thank you for coming. 

Mr. Armstrong: 

Thank you. 

Mr. Stone: 

Mr. Chairman if I may. Mr. 
Robinson, I think there is a little bit of 
confusion here and that is the matter of 
— apparently there are some lines that 
they say they can't get to, you may want 
to have him (Armstrong) back for further 
questioning after we get that so called 


line drawn. I don't know what it is, but 


Mr. Robinson: 

Mr. Stone, I appreciate your 
concern, but I think that the record will 
reflect that Mr. Armstrong's attitude 
about answering my questions was 
clearly negative. I asked the Chair if I 
was asking proper questions and the 
Chair said that I was. I don't think I 
asked anything that was out of line and I 
don't think that in any way have I 
stepped on any prerogatives of the 
Pl anning Commission. Mr. Armstrong is 
presuming what my concerns are and I 
think also has decided to engage in some 
sort of verbal gymnastics around this 
issue. As I said before, Mr. Armstrong’s 
approach to this matter was very 
belligerent and I agree with Councilman 
O'Malley; bad attitude is one way to 
state it. I don't know what Mr. 
Armstrong's professional qualifications 
are, but I have some strong reservations 
about voting to have him on the Planning 
Commission because I don't think he has 
given any indication that he's prepared to 
serve all of the people of the City of 
Pittsburgh and I don't think there’s 
anything in the Planning Commission's 
mandate that restricts them from 
opening up opportunities to minorities 
and women in this City, and anybody that 
is going to serve on that committee, I 
think, who has Mr. Armstrong's attitude, 
certainly doesn't have my vote. 

Mr. Stone: 

I agree with you on that aspect. 
The Chair: 

This bill will be coming up for 
action on Monday and we can vote it up 
or down and talk about it at that time. I 
think that we are getting off track here 
a little bit. We can vote on it Monday. 
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Mr. Stone: 

Relative to the Minority Business 
Enterprise, until some other questions 
are answered he (Robinson) wants to hold 
them and from what I'm gathering, this 
tiding dovetails into the Planning 
Commission as well and there ought to 
be some line drawn as to what the 
problem is if there is a problem and then 
in line with that see what he does. 

The Chair: 

We can do that on Monday. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

I would like to ask Mary Anne if I 
can have a copy of Mr. Armstrong's 
testimony for each member of Council.

Mr. Robinson: 

Also, I'd like to have put into the 
Record this letter which I would like to 
read. This letter in part I believe 
percipitated some discussion between 
myself and Mr. Armstrong. This letter is 
dated June 27, 1984 and is addressed to 
Mrs. Rosemary D'Ascenzo who is the 
current Chairperson of our City Planning 
Commission.

Approximately three years ago I 
forwarded to you, and each member of 
the Commission, a letter relative to 
development proposals forwarded to the 
Planning Commission for consideration. 

At that time, and now, I was 
concerned that the City's commitment to 
a minimum of 15 percent minority 
business participation in developments in 


our City could not be realized without 
the cooperation and assistance of the 
Planning Commission. 

Again, I am respectfully 
requesting that the Planning Commission 
address the issue of minority business 
participation in developments in the City 
of Pittsburgh at the time the 
development proposals are presented for 
consideration. 

Your cooperation and assistance 
would be most appreciated.

I send this letter to Mrs. 

D'Ascenzo in her official capacity and I 
sent it from my office in my official 
capacity as Chairman of Planning, 

Housing and Development for this 

Council. The Planning Commission is 
one of the commissions that my 

committee has to interface with and I 
thought it was appropriate for me to 
raise these questions with her. 

Also, my understanding of the 
laws which govern the establishment and 
operation of the Planning Commission in 
no way preclude consideration of the 
contents of my letter, either legally, 
procedurally or substantively and I would 
hope that at the appropriate time Mrs. 
D'Ascenzo would be kind enough to 
respond to this letter. 

As I mentioned before, each 

member of the Planning Commission, 
including Mr. Armstrong, received a copy 
of this letter and ir certainly was sent in 
an official capacity relative to, I think, 
an issue that certainly relates to the 
public policy of this City and that is 
providing opportunities for each and 
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every person who might want to 
participate in the economic growth of 
this City. 

Specifically in reference to Mr. 
Armstrong's appearance before us, I 
would like to make the motion that we 
deny Mr. Armstrong's approval for 
reappointment to the Planning 
Commission. 

Mr. O'Malley seconded the motion. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

Td just like to make a comment. 
I've been on this Council for five years 
and sat through many reappointments 
and Tve never seen an attitude as 
arrogant as Mr. Armstrong's. I think the 
questions that Councilman Robinson was 
asking about the letter and Mr. 
Armstrong to comment on it, I think, was 
certainly in line with his duties as a 
Councilperson. 

I think Mr. Armstrong showed a 
very poor attitude. Not only did I feel 
that this attitude was towards Mr. 
Robinson but towards Council as a whole 
because this Council must certainly act 
as a whole body. If he has this type of 
attitude at his confirmation where he's 
coming before us to ask to be 
reappointed, I'm afraid Mr. Armstrong 
would have the same attitude six months 
from now or a year from now whenever 
myself, Mr. Robinson or-Mr. Woods would 
ask him further questions or need further 
information from Mr. Armstrong. I think 
he's very arrogant and I second Mr. 
Robinson's motion to deny his 
reappointment. 

Mr. Woods: 

I'd just like to reiterate what 
Councilman O'Malley said. He just didn't 
show disregard to Councilman Robinson 
as a member of this Council but the 


entire Council and I don't think we have 
to have people on our commissions, any 
commission, with that kind of behavior. 
I will not vote for him either. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Mr. President, I would just like to 
make one comment I guess in support of 
Mr. Armstrong. I think the issue at the 
table Wednesday dealt with Councilman 
Robinson’s letter to the Chairman of the 
Planning Commission. I know when I 
receive copies of letters to the Mayor or 
anyone else it's more or less for 
informational purposes only and I don't 
feel that I am required to respond. I 
think that's where we sort of got off 
track there. This letter was not actually 
directed to Mr. Armstrong even though 
he may have received a copy; it was 
directed to the Chairman. Perhaps we 
came down a little too hard on Mr. 
Armstrong, maybe, having him come to 
the Council meeting and him not knowing 
that he was expected to reply to this 
letter to Mrs. D'Ascenzo. I hope that we 
would take that into consideration. 

Mr. Woods: 

Mr. President, if I may. I 
happened to be chairing the meeting and 
I asked Mr. Armstrong if he didn't read 
the letter would he please read it and 
then come back at another date and 
respond to his thoughts. He said he read 
it and he wasn't about to answer. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

It wasn't Mr. Armstrong's 
awareness of the issue which Mr. 
Armstrong stated that he was aware of 
the letter. I'm referring to Mr. 
Armstrong's attitude and from the 
transcript it says: "Are you aware of 
what the contents of the letter is?" jidr. 
Armstrong's reply: "I haven't seen it 
recently but I think I know what the 
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issues axe." Mr. Robinson: "What are 
the issues?" And this is where he gets 
very arrogant, Mr. Armstrong: "You 

wrote it, you tell me what the issues 
are." Mr. Robinson: "Mr. Armstrong, 
would you tell me what the issues are?" 
Mr. Armstrong: "I'm not here to be 

interrogated on the contents of your 
letter." Mr. Robinson: "What are you 
here for, Mr. Armstrong?" Mr. 
Armstrong: "I'm here to be 

reconfirmed." Like it was a pre-planned 
destiny that he was to come in front of 
this Council to be reconfirmed. And it's 
not. 

The Chair; 

If I may make a comment, I admit 
that Mr. Armstrong was unnecessarily 
sharp and at certain times rather caustic 
unnecessarily. I think that some of his 
words were accommodating rather than a 
response to what was required. I believe 
as well that there was an issue that was 
over and above what he was to answer 
but he regretfully and unnecessarily 
chose to respond and that's in line with 
Mr. Ben Woods' question. If I were to 
there I think I would have said I'd like to 
have the opportune to read the letter and 
then come back at another time. He 
chose not to do that. But I am mindful 
of the fact that it is a reappointment and 
having been there for four years there 
has not been yet anything mentioned for 
which he should not be confirmed based 
on the past record or that he has done 
anything contrary to what has been 
hoped should be done in that department. 

I end the remark as I began it. In 
my personal opinion he was rather sharp 
unnecessarily and at points even caustic 
and that certainly doesn't help. But I 
would hope that we of Council can look 
at t^ie merit and the substance of the 
work rather than the demeanor on the 
day of selection. 


Mr. Woods: 

I am going to vote against Mr. 
Armstrong for reappointment but I would 
like to thank him for his four years of 
service, it’s all volunteer. 

Mr. Grabowskd: 

Mr. President, if I could make a 
comment on the quotes that Councilman 
O'Malley made from Wednesday's 
meeting. If I can read into Mr. 
Armstrong's comments, and I may be 
wrong, but he actually did not receive 
that letter or did not read that letter. 
Apparently because of Councilman 
Robinson's questioning he said there was 
something very import ant and he did not 
want to indicate that he was not familiar 
with it. I suspect that is what happened 
and that is why he wasn’t able to answer 
Councilman Robinson's concerns 
accurately. I may be wrong but then 
again I may not be. 

Mr. Woods; 

Steve, I gave him the opportunity 
to leave, read, get the information and 
come back to the table on another day. 
He refused to. He said, "No, I know what 
the contents of the letter was-" 

The Chain 

He fumbled the ball on that one, 
in fairness. 

Mike, take the roll. The motion is 
to deny. 

The Chain

The Chair: 

That motion having failed, let's 
try it the other way. Do I have a motion 
to approve? 

Mr. Grabowski: 

So moved. 

Mrs. Masloff seconded the motion. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Comment on the motion. Mr. 
President and members of Council, I 
think if you read the statements made by 
Mr. Armstrong and myself on Tuesday, 
July 31, 1984, I think you would be hard 
pressed to disagree that Mr. Armstrong 
not only disrespected a member of this 
Council but also disrespected this 
Council in general. 

I think Councilman O'Malley's 
earlier comments speak to a much 
broader issue and that is the issue of 
what type of decorum should exist in 
these Council Chambers, what kind of 
respect we should give the people who 
come to the table and what kind of 


respect they should give to us. Mr. 
Armstrong was a guest before this 
Council and we had a legal obligation and 
duty to evaluate his ability to continue, 
not necessarily based on his past 
performance but based upon our 
questioning and whatever type of 
investigation we as individual members 
would like to make. I attempted to do 
that and to do it in such a fashion that I 
not only respected this Council but 
respected Mr. Armstrong. Mr. 

Armstrong did not respect me as a 
member of this Council, or this 
Council. I think this Council, if it 
approves Mr. Armstrong, is approving 
some of the most arrogant and 
belligerent behavior that anyone who has 
ever come into this Council has exhibited 
in reference to Council and a member of 
Council. It will be indeed a very very 
precedent and I think it will send a signal 
to the Administration of this City that it 
is okay to have people who are going to 
be confirmed come into these Council 
Chambers and disrespect any member of 
this Council and disrespect this Council. 

When Mr. Armstrong suggested 
that I was interrogating him after I 
believe one or two questions, very short 
questions, I respectfully asked the Chair 
whether or not my questions were in 
line. The Record will reflect that the 
Chair held by Councilman said that I was 
in line and I proceeded. Mr. Armstrong 
had numerous opportunities to correct 
his behavior and to adjust his attitude. 
He chose not to. I think anyone who saw 
the program over cable TV understands 
exactly what Mr. Armstrong said and I 
don't think there's any disagreement as 
to what his attitude was. 

Above and beyond that, Mr. 
Armstrong I think has shown a lack of 
good judgment. Not only has he 
apologized to any individual member of 
this Council he may have insulted, he has 
not even bothered to apologize to this 
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Council, compounding the situation. To 
confirm him is to confirm his behavior 
and his attitude and it is also to send to 
the Administration of this City a signal 
that you can send someone over here for 
confirmation and no matter what they do 
and what they say this Council will 
excuse that behavior based on past 
performance. Nothing has been 

presented to this Council about Mr. 
Armstrong's past performance. 

Nothing. Absolutely, positively 

nothing. All we have to evaluate Mr. 
Armstrong on is the resume that was 
forwarded to us by the Administration 
and his performance on July 31, 1984. I 
submit if you weight his personal 
performance against his resume, his 
personal performance suggests that he is 
not fit or suited to serve on the Planning 
Commission of the City of Pittsburgh 
and I think Mr. Armstrong, as someone 
who has taken on a public responsibility 
in the past, who has gone to numerous 
community meetings, who was selected 
by the Mayor, who is evaluated by they 
Administration, who was previously 
appointed to the Planning Commission, 
should have known better. To confirm 
Mr; Armstrong is to confirm a very bad 
situation, one that showed total 
disrespect for this Council, not simply 
for Councilman Robinson. Councilman 
Robinson on numerous occasions has 
requested the Chair and the President of 
this Council to have anyone who comes 
into these Chambers respect us, whether 
it be a department head, a citizen, the 
Mayor or an appointee. And my position 
is still the same. 

I hope that each member of this 
Council will search their soul before they 
support Mr. Armstrong. I certainly have 
no intentions of supporting Mr. 
Armstrong. 

Mr. O’Malley; 

Point of order. Clarification. We 


just voted not to confirm Mr. Armstrong; 
how can we have a vote to confirm him 
now? 

The Chair: 

Because you're in a standstill 
position as I see it. He either has to go 
up or down. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

He just went down. It's my 
understanding we just called a vote not 
to confirm him. 

The Chair: 

Right. But it didn't get five votes 
so the motion fails. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

What was the vote on that? 

Mr. Perry: 

Ayes, four; noes, two; one 
abstaining. 

Mr. Woods: 

Mr. President, if I may. For a few 
years, I guess through some members of 
Council we’ve lost respect of the 
public. I feel that Mr. Armstrong came 
here with that attitude in mind; that 
perhaps my colleague here ran his ad to 
stop the circus. I feel we have done 
that. Mr. Armstrong hasn't gotten the 
message. And if we let him or any other 
individual who appears before Council 
show such disrespect to this body — and 
that's what he did, it was to the body; it 
wasn't Councilman Robinson or Ben 
Woods or Mr. Wagner or yourself, it was 
Council as a body — then we sire telling 
the public, "Hey, we are a bunch of 
clowns; don't show us any respect." He 
was shown respect, I feel, at that

meeting and he didn't give us the same 
respect. I urge all of my colleagues to 
vote against Mr. Armstrong and send the 
message that we want treated with 
respect, that we are an honorable body, 
and we do conduct ourselves in a proper 
manner. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Mr. President, perhaps what we 
have here is a difference of opinion. I 
was here when Mr. Armstrong was 
testifying and to me he did not come off 
as being arrogant or being abusive to this 
Council. Maybe it's just me because I'm 
an easy-going guy. You might be harsh 
with me and if that's the way you are, 
okay. But to me he did not come off 
that way and I sympathize with 
incumbents. So, I'm going to support 
him. 

The Chair: 

May I make a suggestion here? 
The Chair foresees a problem one way or 
the other here. Miglit I suggest that we 
recommit this appointment back — 

Mr. O’Malley: 

No. Call the vote. 

The Chair: 

Okay. The vote is to approve. 

Mr. Woods: 

Before we vote, I would like to 
remind all my colleagues, if you don't 
respect yourselves, no one else is going 
to respect you. 

The Chair: 

I'm voting yes with the 
understanding that what has been said 
here is totally accurate, with the 


understanding that I think that we ought 
to be magnanimous on occasions. Ira 
sure that those of us who live a little bit 
longer than others have always had that 
bad day and I'd like to give someone their 
due for their bad day. But on the other 
hand, I cannot overlook or to wipe out 
because someone's had a bad day that we 
forget the four years they've been there 
and since the Record has not been 
blemished the Chair can only assume 
that the Record is unblemished. That's 
done with all due respect for Councilman 
Robinson and this Council but I think 
that we are all big enough to take it 
when people present themselves at least 
for four years for public service.

MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS 
Mr. Wagner presents 

Bill No. 1271 WHEREAS, the City 
of Pittsburgh has an accident record for 
work related injuries that is out of 
control. This poor accident record 
reflects the loss of life, human suffering, 
loss of good employees, and a financial 
loss to taxpayers in 1983 of 
approximately $12 million. The City also 
has accumulated an unfunded workers 
compensation liability of $40,000,000.00. 

The City of Pittsburgh has been 
negligent in not developing a Safety 
Policy indicating the Administrations 
attitude toward accident prevention. If 
the Mayor, Council, Controller and 
Department Directors are genuinely 
interested in preventing accidents and 
injuries all City employees will be also. 
A written policy must be developed to 
provide proper direction. For this reason 
a written Safety Policy must be 
developed. 

In addition to a Safety Policy the 
need exists to form a Safety Committee 
headed by the Mayor. In addition to the 
Mayor, severed members of Council, the 
Controller, Department Directors, the 
Benefits Coordinator, Safety Coordinator 
and Key Union Presidents should be part 
of this Committee. 


I 
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The Safety Committee should 
establish objectives to reduce the 
number of accidents in all Departments 
in the City. They should also meet on a 
regular basis to review the progress of 
these objectives. 

NOW, THEREFORE, 

BE IT RESOLVED, that the 
Council of the City of Pittsburgh hereby 
requests the Mayor to initiate a Safety 
Policy and a Safety Committee in City 
Government.

Mr. President, I'd just like to 
further state that I think this is 
extremely important; I think it's 
important that we pass this, it's 
important that we let the Mayor know of 
our concern for the number of losses in 
this City. The financial losses are 
increasing daily, yearly, and they're 
getting to the point where they're 
uncontrollable. We need to develop a 
very conscious safety awareness program 
that can only be done by the top elected 
officials and the department directors 
becoming involved in that program. 
Thank you. 

The Chair: 

Thank you, Mr. Wagner. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, I'd like to take this opportunity 
to ask for your undivided attention for 
the next several minutes so that we 


might address an issue that I believe is 
extremely important to the City of 
Pittsburgh. 

For the last few months I have 
conducted extensive research into the 
past coal mining that took place beneath 
our City. This afternoon I would like to 
reveal the disturbing conclusions of my 
research. To assist all of you in 
understanding that which I am trying to 
convey I will be utilizing some visual 
aids. 

Now, to put this whole matter 
ipto perspective, I think we have to take 
a brief look at history. I think you all 
agree that today Pittsburgh is one of the 
great cities of this nation. The reason 
we enjoy that distinction is primarily due 
to the heavy industry that once 
flourished here. Back in the 1800's our 
City started to expand when factories 
and mills located here; but that industry 
did not come to Pittsburgh by accident. 
It was drawn to our City by the wealth of 
our natural resources. At the top of that 
list was a vast abundance of coal and 
especially the easy accessibility to this 
coal. The mining for this black gold 
went deep into our hillsides literally 
creating hundreds of miles of tunnels. 
The type of mining utilized by our great 
great grandfathers was crude by today's 
standards. It was totally unregulated and 
conducted with lack of foresight for 
future generations. These mines, once 
depleted of the riches, were sealed and 
forgotten but they are still there today 
and much of the City is built over these 
exhausted quarries. 

Ironically, this same coal that had 
such a positive influence then is going to 
come back to haunt us now. The 
engineers and -the geo-technical 
specialists that I have consulted with all 
agree that the isolated cases of mine 
subsidence that we have experienced 
thus far is but a small sampling of the 
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deterioration that is taking place 
beneath Pittsburgh. 

Now, to help you visualize this 
legacy I had this scale model of a very 
visible part of Pittsburgh constructed. 
Recognizably, here we have a miniature 
Mount Washington as we all know it. But 
there is another dimension to Mount 
Washington that very few of us would 
recognize, that which is beneath the 
surface. Perhaps the members of 
Council would like to step forward and 
see the mines that I speak of. As you 
can see, the entire neighborhood is built 
on unstable ground. As long as these 
supporting columns continue to support, 
that's fine. But sooner or later our luck 
is going to run out and they will 
crumble. When they do, costly damage 
will result. 

I have another model to illustrate 
this damage. Here we have a typical 
home built over a coal mine. So long as 
the remaining pillars of coal continue to 
support the overburden, everything is 
fine. Once these pillars collapse, so does 
the home. 

Even though this model represents 
Mount Washington, it is a typical 
example of all the undermine 
communities in Pittsburgh and that 
number is significant. 

Here we have a map of Pittsburgh 
as most of us know It. This plastic 
overlay represents the mined-out areas 
in Pittsburgh. As you can see, it is 
pretty extensive; at least one third of 
the City is affected. Some of the more 
prominent communities in this mined 
area are Mount Washington, Duquesne 
Heights, Eliott, Banksville, Beechview, 
Brookline, Overbrook, Carrick, 
Knoxville, Allentown, Betzhoover, 
Arlington, Lincoln Place, parts of 
Hazelwood and Greenfield, several 
sections in Squirrel Hill, parts of 


Oakland, Schenley Heights and the Hill 
District, parts of Garfield and Stanton 
Heights. There was some mining around 
Highland Park and a little bit in 
Brushton, and of course, there are 
several sections scattered throughout the 
North Side. 

I think it's clear that the problem 
is wide-spread. Unfortunately, there is 
very little that can be done to physically 
correct this problem. Certain federal 
and state projects to fill mining voids 
with fly ash and concrete and other 
substances have proved to be of dubious 
value and at best are very expensive. 
The only viable alternative is insurance. 

Mine subsidence is such a 
foregone conclusion in areas that have 
been mined out commercial insurance 
companies do not offer this protection. 
This is something probably many 
homeowners do not realize. Back in the 
'60's the state recognized the magnitude 
of this problem and it established a mine 
subsidence insurance fund administered 
by the Department of Environmental 
Resources. The premiums for this 
insurance are extremely reasonable. 
Unfortunately, either because of lack of 
knowledge, indifference, or in some 
cases the inability of some to spend a 
small amount of money, very few people 
take advantage of this opportunity. My 
research has revealed that despite this 
extensive mined area, only 314 polices 
are in force in Pittsburgh. That is a very 
sobering number when one considers the 
fact that there are approximately 50,000 
properties situated above the mines in 
our City. 

I am sufficiently convinced that 
what I have described is such a potential 
danger to our residents that I believe the 
City, as a matter of policy, should 
intervene on behalf of our citizens for 
their protection. I have conceived a way 
by which we can do this; that is simply to 
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have the City as a municipality purchase 
group mine subsidence insurance for the 
protection of our residents. Presently, 
the practice is for each individual 
propertv owner to contract directly with 
DER. 

In early June I communicated this 
concept to the Department of 
Environmental Resources. To date, I 
have not yet had a response from them. 
I am suspect that that agency does not 
feel that one individual Councilman 
commands enough authority to warrant 
their consideration of this idea. That is 
why this afternoon I am putting forth a 
resolution that will indicate that Council 
as a body is interested in this idea. If in 
fact we pass the resolution and DER does 
formulate some type of group coverage 
plan, at that time when the specifics are 
known, we can decide if it is something 
that is within our budget and something 
that we would like to pursue. 

In closing I would like to leave you 
with one thought. When I was growing 
up, my parents an<i my grandparents 
instilled in me the essence of the old 
addage that an ounce of prevention is 
worth a pound of cure. I hope all of you, 
my colleagues, adhere to that same 
belief and will support the resolution. 

One further comment that I must 
make, there were a number of people 
that assisted me in this project and for 
the Record I would like to name a few of 
these individuals.

subsidence insurance program for 
properties that are undermined; and 

WHEREAS, currently this 
insurance is only available after the 
cumbersome procedure of building by 
building inspection, which can result in 
significant delays in obtaining coverage; 
and 

WHEREAS, it is in the interest of 
the City to protect its residents from 
unforseen and in some cases unforseeable 
damages. 

NOW, THEREFORE, 

BE IT RESOLVED, that the 
Council of the City of Pittsburgh hereby 
requests the Pennsylvania Department of 
Environmental Resources to create an 
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adjunct to their mine subsidence 
insurance program which would allow the 
City of Pittsburgh to purchase, at a 
discount, group insurance for all 
properties within their jurisdiction that 
are affected.

This morning fm offering a 
resolution to Council that deals with a 
bit of history and human rights years 
ago. I'm offering the resolution on 
behalf of the Central Council of Polish 
Organizations. Today I think it's 
approDriate that we as a public bodv 
commemorate the fight that many 
immigrants of this country have had to 
engage in to have their rights 
recognized. Too often citizens think 
that the fight for civil rights began in 
the 60's and actually 150 years before 
the founding of this republic is when the 
fights for civil rights began. 

Anyway, the resolution that I’m 
offering, and I have some delegates from 
the Central Council of Polish 
Organization here. I have Mr. Joe 
Borkowskl who is President of the 
Central Council, Jean Zakrzewski who is 
Vice-President, and Joe Swider who is a 
delegate. Maybe you're not familiar with 
the Central Council but it is more or less 
the umbrella group of all the Polish 
organizations in Pittsburgh and 
surrounding areas. You have the Falcons 
and the Polish Roman Catholic Union of 
America; well, this group represents all 
of them, all these various fraternal 
associations send delegates to the 
Central Council. 


Mr. Grabowski presents 

Bill No. 1280 WHEREAS, the 
Central Council of Polish Organizations, 
located in Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, will 
be celebrating the 365th Anniversary of 
the enfranchisement of the Jamestown 
Poles; and 

WHEREAS, throughout history, 
the people of Poland have overcome 
what has been considered insurmountable 
odds in their strivings for basic human 
rights and human dignitv: and 

WHEREAS, in 1619, the Polish 
citizens of the Jamestown Colony of 
Virginia were denied their right to vote;

WHEREAS, these courageous 
people united in protest by refusing to 
work until accorded the same voting 
privileges enjoyed bv the English 
settlers; and 

WHEREAS, on July 22, 1619, the 
government and legislature quickly 
realized their mistake and granted the 
P-les their voting rights, thus bringing 
about the enfranchisement of the 
Jamestown Poles; and 

WHEREAS, the men and women of 
Poland have set a historic precedent in 
demonstrating to the world that peaceful 
action against oppression can be 
sucessful. 

NOW THEREFORE, BE IT 
RESOLVED, that the Mayor and the 
Members of Pittsburgh Citv Council 
hereby extend gratitude and 
commendation to the Central Council of 
Polish Organizations for their observance 
of the enfranchisement of the 
Jamestown Poles and for fostering and 
perpetuating the cultural history of 
Pittsburgh's ethnic population. And this 
Council wishes to join in celebrating the 
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joy and pride that this date brings to 
people of Polish nationality.

I would just like to say one thing 
further. Since I am the sponsor of this 
resolution, Tm actually going to reserve 
the presentation until tomorrow when I 
am the guest speaker at Central 
Council's Annual Polish Dav at 
Kenny wood. Tomorrow Til make that 
part of mv presentation but perhaps Mr. 
Borkowski who is the President would 
like to make a few remarks. 

Mr.'Borkowski: 

On behalf of Central Council, I 
really appreciate your courtesy here. Fd 
just like to acknowledge one fact, that 
when Governor Yardlev in 1619 called 
the first assembly, democratic assembly 
on this continent, the Poles were denied 
the right to vote although they were 
sharing the work and labor with the 
English. However, the Poles being 
independent, they petitioned the Colonial 
government and also the Jamestown 
Colonv government for the right to vote 
and they told the Governor, "We don’t 
vote, we don’t work." And they did not 
work for a while. A petition was granted 
to them but the significant part was that 


it said to be treated the same as the 
English. Even all girl's rights don't say 
that but here we had a petition that was 
granted officially but the Governor of 
the Jamestown Colony. Another 

significant part is that this was the first 
instance that the ethnic group like the 
Poles at that time won their rights, equal 
rights, the same as the English, without 
struggle, without shelling, without 
shedding any blood whatsoever. 

This is Mary Sikora, a very active 
member of the Polish Falcons and also 
Central Council and Hattie Ziwicki is 
here also. 

On behalf of Central Council we 
thank vou for the acknowledgement of 
this deed which is not as yet 
acknowledged in our history books. 
Thank vou very much. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

One thing I forgot to mention, Mr. 
Switer is the Vice-President of the Polish 
American Congress of Western 
Pennsylania and Jean is the State 
President of the Polish Women's 
Alliance. So, we have some verv high- 
powered people here with us this 
morning. 

The Chair: 

Councilman Grabowski, I would he 
remiss if I didn't make a few comments. 
Being part of the ethnic fraternal 
movement in this country in which there 
are 10 million fratemalists in the United 
States and 1 million fratemalists in 
Pennsylvania, and coming from the South 
Side of Pittsburgh where we have the 
Polish Falcons and in front of that hall 
we have a historic landmark, I would be 
remiss if I didn't acknowledge the pursuit 
of human rights by the Polish for many 
years in Poland, then and now, under 
Lach Walesa and the solidaritv 
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movement which has become a kind of 
hallmark for all people seeking human 
rights here today, as well the efforts of 
the Polish Americans in the early days in 
this country and even todav supporting 
human rights for all. But equally we 
should not bypass the thought that there 
were many Polish generals who helped in 
the original Revolutionary War and I 
think the Polish Americans all need to be 
proud of their accomplishments in Poland 
and as well to their contributions to the 
American Countv and its well being.

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. President, Td like to comment 
on Rill 1035. In a letter d ate( * August Z, 
1QR4 to all Councilmembers from Mr. 
Jacobv, it was stated in one paragraph an 
alternative method of keeping Council 
informed regarding City contracts would 
be for the Department of General 
Services to provide Council with monthly 
updates of City contracts. This could be 
initiated immediately without any delays 
to the purchasing process. I would 
suggest with this bill that the General 
Services Department and Mr. Jacoby 
begin to provide a monthly report to 
Council on all contracts. 

The problem that exists today as 
all of us know is that we allocate a 
certain dollar figure for a particular 
contract or to enter into contract for 
services or to purchase a piece of 
equipment. The problem is that we 
seldom know until after the fact to 
whom that contract was awarded and 
whether or not it was the lowest bidder. 

There's also another item in 
question and that is the request for 
proposals, who they are being sent to. I 
think one way to address that problem is 
what Mr. Jacoby is suggesting in his 
letter, that he provide this Council with 
a monthly report indicating to whom 
those contracts were awarded and at 
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what dollar value and also whether or not 
they were the lowest bidder. 

I would further suggest and intend 
to follow this up with legislation in the 
future, that requests for proposals for all 
contracts in this City be sent to all City 
based companies. I think that we are 
somehow missing some of our City based 
companies and I'm sure there is some 
type of a business directory in this City 
indicating each and every company that 
provides a service or Diece of equipment, 
the type that we would be purchasing. I 
think each and every company that is 
located in the City of Pittsburgh should 
be receiving a request for proposal. I am 
further suggesting that and will follow 
that up with legislation in the future. 

Michelle Madoff: 

May I respond, please? Mr. 
Wagner, I have a super idea. Why don't 
we dissolve Council and we can get 
everything at the end of the month in a 
memo telling us what monies were spent 
because that's essentially what's going to 
happen here. We iust voted earlier today 
on a pittance, $1,000 for something and 
$300 for something else, and $600 here 
for something else. We could just do 
that at the end of the month, the Budget 
Office could just send us a memo and tell 
us why we're paving it. I mean, what do 
we need a Council for? I want to be 
here, I want to discuss those 
expenditures, I want to know the issue 
that Mr. Robinson has raised repeatedly 
and repeatedly, not after the fact but 
before the fact. Has everybody had fair 
access, minorities and women? And for 
us to allocate $13 million to Mr. Jacoby's 
department to let us know after the fact 
in a report how it was done is absolutely 
not satisfactory. It is no different than 
the other items we vote on and it doesn’t 
take a lot of time. 


Mr. O'Malley: 

First of all, I think Bill 1035 
should be broken down into two parts. I 
think we asked for that two weeks ago. 
The price of equipment under $5,000 
where there doesn't necessarily have to 
be a bid and purchase of equipment and 
supplies over $5,000. 

Tm going to vote against Bill 1035 
for a number of reasons. One, I don't 
think the Supplies Department orders 
equipment in excess of $5,000 in a 
matter of davs. Ordering equipment in 
excess of $5,000 takes a number of 
weeks or at least a number of months to 
get competitive bidding if indeed they're 
going into competitive bidding. I sit on 
an authority who expends over $20 
million a year and at our board meetings 
the Executive Director presents us with 
the list of all supplies in excess of 
$4,000, all the bidders to tha contract, 
the lowest bidder the contract was 
awarded to, and if it wasn't awarded to 
the lowest bidder in excess of $5,000 why 
it wasn't awarded to that lowest bidder 
and what reason was given to the next 
bidder. 

I think we've had some problems 
with the Supplies Department in the past 
where we’ve seen them paving three and 
four times for retail. These are for 
small items, $50 - $100 - $200 - $300. 
Tm not so sure that that problem has 
been corrected to my satisfaction and 1 
am not willing to give the Supplies 
Department the authority to go out and 
purchase equipment in excess of $5,000 
where in the past thev have been paving 
three and four times for retail. 

Tm going to give a negative vote 
on Bill 1035. 

Michelle Madoff: 

May I comment, please? One of 
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the other games that is reported in this 
article - it blew my mind - was that 
when we say even under $5,000, Mr. 
O'Malley, what they can do on small 
purchases is issue many small amounts, 
like somebody once gave a President $1 
million but sat down a lot of checks. 
What they can do is break down the 
items. If we said say, $2,000 was 
acceptable, they could take a $10,000 
order, break it down, and issue the order 
in small increments to the same people. 
We're had unless every bill comes before 
us and we can start to see some pattern 
developing, who's getting the contracts. 

There's another issue that we 
should be discussing at this point called 
letter bids. Certain favored people, 
Councilman Wagner, get letters 
delivered to them requesting their bids. 
You're absolutely on target; they don't go 
to everybody. 

If we let this thing go because of 
vacation time, because we're breaking, 
and say - and I flew back here for this 
meeting today because there was no way 
I was going to let my garage bill be 
gutted, I did not know this bill was up 
today and I'm glad I canje back and 
brought that article which I had saved 
for Mr. Flaherty and for Mr. Jacoby who 
I'm sure will be interested in reading the 
kind of scandel we can have here if we 
vote for this bill. 

We've really abdicated our 
responsibilities. I think it needs more 
discussion; I don't think we should put it 
through. Why are they in such an all-fire 
hurry to get this $13 million to handle at 
their own discretion? Is it to play 
footsie with people who maybe are very 
favorable inclined towards certain people 
in the Administration when elections 
come up? I want to see a pattern. I 
want to see whether it's developing as a 
pattern. And we all know if the same 
name comes up what we're seeing. 


The Chair; 

Number one, this is not for 
vacation, this is for 1985. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I understand that. I want to stOD 
it permanently. 

The Chair: 

But it doesn't even apply to this 
vacation. That's my point. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I'm talking about our voting on it 
before this vacation. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, last year when this bill was 
presented to Council I opposed it and the 
Record will reflect my reason for doing 
so. I think if Council will go back about 
two years when Director Yatch was 
involved with the Department of 
Supplies, the change from $2,500 to 
$5,000 was introduced into Council. I 
think the results that Director Yatch 
indicated we would receive from 
increasing the amount from $2,500 to 
$5,000 have not accrued to the City nor 
do I believe the rationale that he gave at 
that time for one to change the $2,500 to 
$5,000 holds any water today. I think 
given the attempt on the part of the 
Administration and this Council to 
revamp our purchasing procedures would 
dictate that a bill such as 1035 probably 
needs to be studied a lot further before 
we give authorization to the Department 
of General Services. I don't think it's a 
question of Mr. Jacoby or anvone on his 
staff doing anything improper; I think it 
relates to us making a very serious 
attempt to make sure that whatever we 
purchase is the best product at the 
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lowest possible price and that our 
procedures are ones that everyone can 
have some confidence in and that the 
procedures are credible. I think 
proceeding with 1035 at this point would 
be incorrect. 

Councilman Wagner's suggestion 
and I would assume that perhaps he's 
going to put that in the form of a 
motion, does begin to approach the issue 
of Council having the appropriate 
involvement in purchases for the City of 
Pittsburgh but as 1035 is presently 
written I have the same objections that I 
had in 1983 and like Councilman 
O'Malley, I'm unable to support Council 
Bill 1035. 

Mr. O’Malley: 

I vote no. I don't feel this Council 
should give up the authority it has to 
check purchases or the authority to go 
out on purchases over $5,000. I don't 
think it would take any extra time on the 
part of the Purchasing Department and 
members of this Council to know who 
received the bids over $5,000, who was 
involved in the bidding process, and 
what's most important, what process was 
used to secure those bids. I think this 
Council has every right to have that 
information on every purchase over 
$5,000. I vote no on Bill 1035.

I would like to take the first three 
bills for discussion. On Bill Nos. 1034, 
1035, and 1036, I have been away trying 
to rest my vocal cords and this isn't 
going to do much good. 

The Chair: 

Just take more time, Michelle. 
Don't worry about it. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Oh, I plan to take all the time I 
need, Mr. Stone. 

I would like to point out that in 
the Sunday, August 5th edition of the 
Washington Post, I have been in Virginia 
and the paper does get there, the 
headline story, and I wish Mr. Flahertv 
were here today or-somebody from his 
office, savs in the District purchasing is 
chaotic and costly and as you can see it 
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is devoting three full pages to the 
story. It addresses exactly the issue that 
is before us on these bills and I would 
like to read to you a couple of quick 
quotes from the Washington Post. 

"Small purchases in the District or 
our orders under $10,000 a day per 
vendor that individual agency can make 
on their own without going through a 
formal competitive bidding process that 
is advertised and generally open to any 
interested bidder." It goes on and this is 
the part of interest. "All the D.C. 
agency buyer has to do before placing an 
order for a small purchase is solicit the 
bill, informal bids or price quotations 
from three vendors or contractors. No 
other jurisdiction surveyed allows such 
leeway. Most require formal advertised 
bidding for purchases above $5,000. 
Even more importantly, most 
jurisdictions surveyed limited the amount 
individual agencies can spend at one time 
to $300 without going through a central 
purchasing office in order to take 
advantage of volume discounts." 

I think that when we have an item 
of $13 million, and this Council’s job is 
really window-dressing. In every other 
aspect it gives vis a forum in which to 
raise human interest and human 
problems, but basically what we are is a 
legislative branch and what we do is 
review supposedly every line item, every 
financial spending for the City, every 
dollar for the City. I don't think it’s any 
great hardship for items to come before 
us and that $13 million in purchasing and 
not to give that authority to our 
purchasing office. I don't want 
Pittsburgh to be three pages and that is 
what will happen because that $13 
million will never see the light of day in 
this Council. We will never have the 
right, as was pointed out; I think Mr. 
O'Malley said, "Does that come before 
us?" or Mr. Wagner, you asked the 
question last time, and we were told, 


"No." Once we vote for this bill, this 
Council will never again see where that 
money is spent or how it's spent and like 
the money we went out for bonds one 
year for $70 million, we voted for one 
thing but they decided to buy Eazor and 
then there was just a change. They make 
their own changes in their own 
departments. 

So, I have a vehement opposition 
to that bill and I would hope my 
colleagues would consider — They were 
elected as legislators, they were elected 
to review each item, and to vote on the 
bills and for the dollars and to do so 
would be abdicating your duties. 

Td like to take vote on those three 
separately if we may. 

The Chairs 

Clerk, call the roll on these three

Michelle Madoff: 

On the three bills I vote no 
because even if we started to address it 
as Councilman Robinson has pointed out 
and we do what Mr. Wagner has 
suggested because I think Mr. Wagner is 
really trying to find some solution to the 
problem, it will nevertheless be after the 
fact, not before the fact. I don't want to 
be told after. I’ve voted to allocate that 
kind of money, $13 million to Supplies, 
how it was spent; I want to know as 
they're spending it whether I approve it.

I had occasion to speak to Mr. 
Grabowski by telephone. My aide who 
did most of the research on this bill also 
spoke with Mr. Grabowski. My 
understanding from Mr. Grabowski, and I 
want to be sure that we understand 
accurately what is at question here, is 
that Mr. Grabowski felt in his 
conversation with me that he wished to 
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amend the bill under the guise of 
extending the security in garages from 
15-1/2 hours to 16 hours, that's a half- 
hour difference. My feeling was that he 
was trying to gut my bill and that's my 
gut feeling, and what he was asking and 
told me that what he felt was 
unnecessary was to have different guards 
than the people who are already 
employed by the garage. In other words, 
somebody who takes the money or 
somebody not uniformed or somebody 
who cleans up or anybody could indeed be 
the person that patrols the garage. 

I would like the courtesy of a 
response from Mr. Grabowski to find am 
I correct in that. One last question; this 
is the original bill, these are your 
original amendments dated June 11th and 
these are additional amendments. Is tha$ 
correct? Or are these the only 
amendments you choose to make? It is* 
very confusing. Would you clarify that 
for me please? 

Mr. Grabowski: 

To your assumption of what I am 
trying to do, you had it pretty well. That 
is exactly what I am trying to do. The 
amendments Tm offering to the 
legislation today are in this form and this 
form only. 

Michelle Madoff: 

You are not going to follow 
through on your other amendments? 
You're tabling those completely? 

Mr. Grabowski: 

The other amendments were to 
another bill that has nothing to do with 
what we're voting on today. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Fine. So we're dealing only with 


these two amendments. 

The Chair: 

The ony amendments are 904. 
Michelle Madoff: 

Okay. Would you please clarify 
for me because I've read the bill over and 
over again, I’ve been with my aide for 
hours, and we can't quite understand 
since you've just confirmed that you wish 
to have people who are patrolling the 
garages who are not uniformed, which I 
believe to be a deterrent, where do you 
state that? Would you clarify that for 
me please? Which item — 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Mr. President, it would be my 
intent to take the amendments first and 
then get into the legislation as 
amended. That's what I wanted to do 
earlier. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I just wanted to be sure that I 
understood it. That's what I was 
establishing. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Here are the amendments; I think 
I made it pretty clear. 

With respect to the amendments, 
Mr. President, the first amendment that 
Tm offering to the original legislation 
deals with if we in fact do pass this bill I 
would like to incorporate the provision 
that the garage operators must post the 
hours in which they intend to operate. If 
they would like to change those hours 
they must notify the Bureau of Building 
Inspection. 

The second amendment on this 
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sheet is merely technical in nature. It’s 
correcting the language that was 
inserted by — 

The Chair: 

Excuse me, Mr. Grabowski, if I 
may. If I'm understanding vour 
amendment so far, vou’re adding an extra 
half-hour and you're saving that the 
hours would be posted in case — 

Mr. Grabowski: 

This amendment on this page iust 
merely adds the requirement that those 
hours must be posted. 

The second amendment is merely 
technical in nature. It's trying to correct 
an inequity in the bill Councilwoman 
Madoff presented, Ordinance No. 17 I 
think, on June 4th. She failed to take 
some of the language out and this puts 
the language back in for the purpose of 
deleting which is somewhat confusing but 
the Law Department agrees that it has 
to be done this way. 

So, I make the motion and then we 
can get into the bill. 

Mr. O'Malley seconded the motion. 

Michelle Madoff: 

We have not clarified. I have 
much to discuss. 

On the two amendments, Mr. 
Grabowski, vou have just told me that 
you confirmed my understanding of the 
bill, that you wish to do away with 
guards patrolling, they don't have to be 
guards, they can be anyone. Where do 
you say that? 

Mr. Grabowski: 

The amendments do not deal with 


that. The amendments deal with 
language that will be inserted into this 
original bill. 

Michelle Madoff: 

What was the conversation we had 
on the telephone about the guards not 
having to be uniformed or anybody could 
do it. Where is that 9 

Mr. Grabowski: 

We can get into that after we 
amend it. Let's amend it first. Let's 
amend this hill and then get into the 
heart of it. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I'm sorry. You can't amend a bill 
until you make a motion to amend it. 

The Chair: 

He made that motion. 

Let the Chair tell vou all where 
you are right now. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I don't know where we are. 

The Chair: 

Well, if you’ll just wait I might try 
to explain it to you. 

First of all, I have a motion to 
amend the bill as it is right now. That 
amendment covers the thing that was 
just given to you. That's the only two 
amendments at this time to the bill. 

Michelle Madoff: 

My question then to Mr. 
Grabowski is where do you have the 
amendment to the guards? 
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Mr. Grabowski: 

It's in the bill. We'll get into that 
after we move on these amendments. 
The amendments have nothing to do with 
the guards. 

The Chair: 

These are two amendments which 
he Is making today. We're only dealing 
with these two amendments. 

Michelle Madoff: 

And you’re not planning to deal 
vith the guards today? 

Mr. Grabowski: 

We will after we incorporate 
th-">se amendments. 

Michelle Madoff: 

You mean if we incorporate these 
amendments. 

Okav. I wish to discuss these two 
amendm ents. 

On the first amendment, Item 
763.04. You wish to make the bill more 
secure, vou claim, by going from 15-1/Z 
to 16 hours but you wish to let the 
individual garage have its own discretion 
as to when that 16 hours should be. Is 
that correct 9 

Mr. Grabowski: 

The amendment deals with the 
posting of hours. That’s all. Read this; 
it only mentions the posting of hours. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I read it. But vou said thev mav 
come to ’the inspector and tell them 
which 16 hours that they wish. 


The Chair: 

That s in the original bill, 
Michelle. All he's doing is adding 
something to it which says that they 
licensed officer must know what they 
are. You can't change without going 
back to it. It's a good amendment. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Alright. Mv personal position is, 
and it has always been, that that guard 
should be on duty 24 hours a dav. If they 
do not have protection 24 hours a day the 
garage should be closed down. 

Mr. Grabowski, have you ever 
looked at these? Do you know what they 
are? Did you speak to our Inspector 
when vou came up with these motions? 

The Chair: 

Michelle, excuse me. We are 
dealing with — 

Michelle Madoff: 

I'm talking about these two 
motions. Did he discuss them with our 
Inspector of Garages? 

The Chair: 

The only question is any discussion 
on whether you have any objections to 
the fact that notice shall be given to the 
licensed officer. That's all he’s saying. 
In fact, it's a good one; fm at a loss to 
understand why we're fighting this one. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. Stone, my conversation, which 
Mr. Grabowski just confirmed, was that 
he was coming in today — 
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The Chair: 

Myself and the rest of Council are 
not privy to what you two discussed. 

Michelle Madoff: 

That's why I'm sharing it with 
you. Unlike my other colleagues who 
have little private meetings in the back 
room, I do not and I'm just sharing all the 
information with you. 

The Chair: 

And I'm just sharing with you that 
we now have two amendments before us 
and that’s the only thing we're going to 
talk about right now. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Well I want to know how any 
amendment could be made at this point 
to the bill, first of all on my bill while 
I'm away; secondly, without even 
speaking to the Inspector to see whether 
it’s a good idea, who also is away; and 
first citations, 17 citations on 17 
different garages were to be sent but 
they were not sent because there was not 
enough staff. I don't see why we are 
doing anything to amend this bill at all at 
this point. 

Mr. Woods: 

Mr. President, if I may. The first 
amendment he is offering today simply 
states — Michelle, please bear with me 
for one moment; it's a good one. He is 
stating that the garage owner or 
operator must state in writing a sign on 
his facility saying we have surveillance 
from this time to that time, 16 hours a 
day and security personnel to walk you to 
and from your car during these hours. 
That' a good amendment. So when you 
park in there, right when you're pulling in 
you'll see that from 12:00 maybe until 


12:00 the next day you will have security 
there. He is posting that. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I understand that. Tm also — 

Mr. Woods: 

Please let me finish. If we could 
please move on that amendment then we 
can get into the heart of what you want 
to discuss. His other amendments he had 
proposed and we discussed last Tuesday. 

Michelle Madoff: 

That was the original question I 
asked. The question I asked was were we 
going today to be discussing the other 
amendments that were introduced last 
Tuesday. Mr. Grabowski said no. 

The Chair: 

No, that’s not what he said and 
that's not what I said. We told you we'll 
handle these amendments and then we 
would get to the main bill. 

Michelle Madoff: 

And then we're going to handle all 
the others; is that correct, Mr. 
Grabowski? 

The Chain 

That's exactly what's been said 
four times. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

We're going to get into the heart 
of the bill after we move on these 
amendments. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Wait, wait, just one moment. 
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Then you're going to go back to your 
other amendments? Is that correct? 
Y ou said no. 

The Chair: 

He’s going to go back to the 
original bill as amended. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

The only amendments I'm offering 
are these amendments. 

Michelle Madoff: 

At this moment. Hut you're going 
to, when we get back into the bill, offer 
the other amendments. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Once we move on these then we're 
going to get into this bill that’s jn our 
file conies. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Which includes vour amendments. 

The Chain 

Correct. 

Michelle Madoff: 

That's the question I asked and 
you said, "No, they were not." You had 
tabled them. 

I think it's inappropriate to move 
on those two bills until we discuss all of 
it. Let me explain why. 

If you're going to post a sign 
saying we will have service from 1Z to 12 
or whatever 16 hours mav be, they may 
not be the hours that are going to be 
conducive to the concerns of the 
department store owners who met with 


us and the garage owners who met with 
us, particularly the department store 
owners and business people who felt that 
people will not come in from the suburbs 
to park on off-peak hours. The problem 
is not peak hours. Peak hours, when 
people are going to work, when the store 
people are going in — 

Mr. Woods: 

That doesn't deal with the hours. 
All that amendment says is that the 
hours will be posted. The hours vou're 
talking about is going to come up after 
we move on this amendment. All he's 
saving is whatever hours they may be, if 
they're Z4 hours a day, they'll be posted, 
if it's two hours, whatever. It doesn't 
deal with the number of hours or the 
actual times. Hut they will be posted. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I have no problem with anybody 
posting. As a matter of fact, I strongly 
supported Councilman O'Malley in his bill 
on posting gasoline prices. Posting is not 
fX '° issue. Gutting of the bill is the issue. 

Mr. Woods: 

Can we move on these two 
amendments? 

The Chair: 

All in favor? Opposed? 

Michelle Madoff: 

I abstain. 

Mr. Wagner: 

I'd just like to make one comment 
on this amendment. The 16 hours per 
day under this amendment could be 
flexible versus the other set hours. 
Under that amendment, those 16 hours 
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could apply to a greater period of time in 
latitude than under the goal as orginallv 
suggested and could therefore provide 
time in the morning prior to 10:30 a.m. 
when people using those garage facilities 
could be provided some protection. 

The Chain 

Or later in the evening, depending 
on the peak hours. 

The only thing we’re talking about 
now is that whatever it is vou must 
notifv the licensed officer. That's the 
only amendment. 

WHICH MOTION PREVAILED. 

The Chain 

It passes. We’ll now move to the 
bill as amended. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Okay, on the bill as amended, I 
want to ask Mr. Grabowski some 
questions. 

Mr. Grabowski, were you aware 
that 17 ( citations were being issued, and 
they were not issued I might add, 
because the Department just didn't have 
staff, to the following garages: A.lco 
Parking, gross violations, William Penn 
Parking, Joseph La Pia at Gateway 
Center, William Penn -Parking, Liberty 
Parking, Gimbels Bros. Inc. Parking, 
Horne’s Parking, Mav Department Store 
Parking. I could go on and on and on. 

Are you aware, have vou ever 
looked at our files to see the number of 
complaints we've had from people who 
have been raped, mugged, who do not 
wish to go to the police because they 
feel there would be a stigma in their 
personal lives? 


Mr. Grabowski: 

No, I’ve never looked at your file. 
Michelle Madoff: 

Well, if you'd ask to look at the 
we would ad ways be happv to share them. 

Did you meet with Mr. Brian Hill 
of the Bureau of Building Inspection who 
is going through all the garages and as 
vou know, one of the problems we had 
which came up in Council earlier, is that 
I had just amended the hill myself. 
Council remembers that we had a public 
hearing and we really softened the bill 
tremendously just to get something going 
to get it improved and the day the bill 
passed this Council we had a ranist 
reported in the paper going out and' 
having attacked four women. I think 
that helped us get the bill through; I'm 
not so sure the bill would have gone 
through with our friends, I have certain 
friends in garages. So, my question to 
you is, did you ever meet with Mr. Brian 
Hill? 

Mr. Grabowski: 

No I never have. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Do vou know that we have an 
inspector? 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Yes. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Why would we want to amend the 
bill when I already amended the issue of 
reporting the data? One of the things we 
did not have in the original bill by an 
oversight was when they pressed the 
detects somebody could be out having a 
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corned beef sandwich and just giving 
some written data we had to have a 
mechanism set up whereby that 
information would be turned in to the 
official inspector or the police or so on. 
That has now been taken care of and that 
is why we held off sending the warnings 
because you couldn't accuse somebody of 
doing something wrong when they didn't 
know where to send the material. 

The first reports are starting to 
come in and what I had asked Mr. Brian 
Hill to do was not to cite anybody but to 
give them another warning to be fair. 
We bent over backwards to be fair. 

The Chair: 

Michelle, excuse me. Which part 
of his amendment are you objecting to? 

Michelle Madoff: 

I'm objecting to the entire 
amendments that he introduced on 
Tuesday. 

The Chair: 

Can I bring it down just a little 
bit? As far as the hours, as I indicated 
earlier, I'm at a loss to understand where 
you're — 

Michelle Madoff: 

I want the hours to be 24 hours. 
The Chair: 

But you had it at 16, 15-1/2. 
Michelle Madoff: 

He's making it 16 and Tm saying 
24. 


The Chair: 

Wait, wait, let me back up for a 
minute. The old bill as you put it and we 
passed it, was 15-1/2 hours, from 10 a.m. 
until 1:30. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Right. 

The Chair: 

What he* is doing and he makes 
two conditions which I think get you 
gither the same thing or better. What he 
is saying is that instead of that it's 16 
hours, that's one extra half-hour, and he's 
saying, and watch the language, that 
during peak business hours, they're key 
phrases, and what he is saying in effect 
is that if a particular garage, for some 
particular reason, has earlier need for 
security or later need for security then 
you can flex the hours and the next thing 
he added today is that must be posted. 
That would seem to be in line with what 
you did if not better. 

Michelle Madoff: 

My problem, Mr. Stone, is that — 
and we worked on it for a year and a half 
— was that it may be cheaper to hire 
people during what the garage owner 
considers the peak hours. However, peak 
hours are not our problem. When people 
are going to work at 10:00 at a 
department store and people are coming 
in to shop at 10:00 you're relatively 
safe. When people are leaving the store 
in the evening, you're safe. But at four 
o'clock in the afternoon on a Saturday, 
when you go to a garage you are not 
safe. You are terrified. And that may 
not be the time that the owner considers 
a peak time. 

I understand where you're coming 
from. You're saying he's saying we'll 
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make it an extra half-hour and we'll post 
it. I have no problem with that. That's 
logical. We want to make the bill as 
tough as we can make it. 

My concern, and I have some 
questions for Mr. Grabowski, is that did 
you speak to any of the garage owners 
about your proposal? 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Yes, I spoke to many of them. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Are they owners who are in 
compliance? 

Mr. Grabowski: 

I did not check to see if they are 
in compliance. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Well let me inform you thev are 
not. They're all in violation. I believe 
every one of them is in violation. To be 
in compliance is costly. 

What we're doing is making it 
appear under the guise of Tm trving to 
improve this bill by having the hours 
posted that that is separate and apart 
from the entire bill. You cannot take 
this bill really piecemeal because if 
those 16 hours, and Til go with Mr. 
Grabowski's 16 hours, do not happen to 
coincide with two in the morning or one 
in the morning because the garage 
doesn't have a lot of business at that 
hour which really makes a client 
vulnerable, somebody who's parking there 
vulnerable, should there be a sign posted 
which says you park under your own 
risk? My feedback has been twofold; it's 
been contradictory; that you cannot post 
a sign saying we do not have liability 
because if vou do that it’s like saying to 


somebody in your home if you come into 
my house and you break a foot I'm not 
responsible. You are responsible. Just 
by denying responsibility doesn't take 
care of it. I'm saying if a garage wants 
to be open 24 hours a day then thev 
should have a guard 24 hours a day. If 
they're going to be open 16 hours a day 
that they have a guard 16 hours a dav. I 
have no objections to the posting of the 
time, obviously. 

We have been waiting and the 
reason we haven't amended the bill to 
strengthen it is for information to come 
back such as what arrived on our desk by 
a woman about to deliver a babv who 
works in the Inspection Department and 
was kind enough to hand deliver to us the 
gross violations by the garage owners. I 
think that your trying to pass this bill 
while I was away or amend the bill while 
I was away is re all v not the wav things 
should be done among colleagues. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Mr. ^resident, maybe the 
approach we should take is since I'm the 
one offering the amendments maybe I 
should explain the bill to Council and 
then whoever wants to discuss it we can 
do it at that point. I think that's the way 
we should have proceeded in the 
beginning. 

The Chair: 

Proceed. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Alright. Everyone was here 
except Councilman Wagner and myself 
when this legislation was initially 
introduced and passed by Council. The 
main intent at that time was to improve 
security by one, requiring surveillance 
and two, by setting the minimum 
standards for lighting. That was the 
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main intent of your legislation. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Excuse me, I didn't hear the first 

item. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Listen, okay? 

Michelle Madoff: 

My aide asked me something. 

Mr. Grabowsld: 

The main intent of the legislation, 
your original legislation, was to improve 
security by one, requiring surveillance 
and two, by requiring a minimum amount 
of lighting. 

Michelle Madoff: 

That's correct. It was a 
compromise. 

Mr. Grabowsld: 

Okav. I'm not touching the aspect 
of the lighting. What I differ with is the 
aspect pertaining to the surveillance. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Fine. 

Mr. Grabowsld: 

In the original legislation, the 
surveillance has to be provided either by 
a) video, someone monitoring video 
cameras; or b) by someone physically 
travelling throughout the garage once 
every half-hour and verifying their 
presence by virtue of the detex 
machine. You also stated that that 
person must be a security guard. I 
disagree that a security guard has to 


provide that surveillance. Why does it 
have to be a security guard? Couldn't 
Steve Grabowski be sitting there in an 
office watching those videos and see a 
breach of security on the fourth floor 
and call the police or go to aid? Or 
couldn't I physically as a non-guard make 
the rounds in the garage once every half- 
hour to verify that everything is in 
compliance? That is the first change. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Let's deal with that one. I would 
like to deal with that one first; that's the 
biggie. 

Are you saying that our Police 
Department, Superintendent Coll and Pat 
McNamara, are a waste of the taxpayers' 
dollars? Maybe we don't need uniformed 
policemen, we don’t need guards in 
uniform, that they're not a deterrent? I 
mean if a man walking around or a 
woman walking around as a policeperson 
is not in uniform they have the same 
effect as someone in uniform? 

Mr. Grabowski: 

I'm sure that a plain clothes 
detective is a great deterrent to a drug 
runner or — 

Michelle Madoff: 

But that's not to someone going 
into a garage and seeing a visible person 
in uniform. 

Another item that I haven't 
brought back yet was an article on a 
study where they're apologizing for the 
use of cameras. They find cameras are 
proven to be totally ineffective, 
particularly in housing authorities and in 
garages because the person who is taking 
the money cannot be the same person 
sitting there looking at the television 
cameras. You can't do two things at 
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one** and do it properlv. 

We also found that the reason the 
garage owners and the department store 
owners felt that cameras were not the 
right wav to go is that you couldn’t get 
into comers and vou couldn't see because 
of natural obstructions. I wanted to have 
some kind of a sound detector hidden in 
lights that nobody would know was there 
and we found that there were distortions 
in that. 

The camera was not the correct 
way to go. Even the owners felt that 
particularly under the pressure of the 
editorials and the support of the media 
that they should have armed guards. Are 
you aware that guards are trained for a 
minimum of 35 hours? 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Yes. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Why would vou want someone who 
wasn't trained 9 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Because 35 hours is not much 
training. 

Michelle Madoff: 

It's certainlv a lot better than no 
hours of training. You don't think 
somebody learns something in 35 hours 9 

Mr. Grabowski: 

You don't think that vou would 
know a breach of security if vou saw it 9 
What training do you need? 

Michelle Madoff: 

ril tell vou, Mr. Grabowski, that 


at 110 pounds there's not much I could do 
about a breach of security. Rut a guard 
with a gun or somebody with authority or 
somebody who appears to have authority 
is going to be a deterrent. Michelle 
Madoff at 110 pounds is not going to be a 
deterrent. Having someone go through 
the garage, anvone in the emnloy of the 
garage owner, could be as I said earlier a 
nephew who is going to be paid Sk.OO a 
week for some spending money or a niece 
getting lollipoDS who is going to run 
through and press some paraphernalia to 
say they were there. I want a visible 
guard and let me give you some 
examples. I went into a hospital, T have 
patrolled personally about 20 garages and 
one of the garages when 1 was going to 
the hospital I went in the garage and 
said, "Where's vour security guard 9 " He 
said, "Oh, they're at the other garage." 
They were sharing a security guard. 

These violations which you better 
look at and better study before you 
amend your hill show that we don't have 
enough protection, even with the armed 
guards. These haven't even gone out. 
And do vou know who the biggest 
offenders are 9 The City’s own garages 
and the ones we lease them to. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Do vou want to talk about those 
violations? I discussed it with your aide 
Fridav. Most of those issues nertain to 
directional arrows not being placed on 
the walls and signs pertaining to exits 
not being there. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Surveillance. Surveillance. 

Surveillance. Maybe you ought to read 
them before you amend the bill. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Surveillance by the guards, right? 
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Michelle Madoff: 

That is correct. The point Tin 
making is that the surveillance has to be 
improved. We sent a warning letter out 
telling them they had to be improved, 
the time had to be improved, and I think 
to take out an armed guard is to be 
gutting the bill entirely. To take out 
someone in uniform — 

Mr. Grabowski: 

There's no provision in the bill for 
an armed guard. 

Michelle Madoff: 

We're going to strengthen the 
bill. I told you earlier we got what we 
could but — 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Don't trv to mislead Council 
because armed guards — 

Michelle Madoff: 

You're saving a uniformed guard, 
you don't need a uniformed guard. You 
sav a camera will do the job. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

You said a camera will do the job. 
The Chair: 

Wait, Michelle. That's why Tm 
misunderstanding what's happening 
here. In vour original bill, you called for 
the circuit camera. 

Michelle Madoff: 

They had a choice. 


The Chair: 

That's not my point. In your bill, 
it has either the TV or the guards. 
You're accusing him of putting it in and 
he's not. It was in your original bill. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. Stone, you're 

misunderstanding. 

The Chair: 

No, I totally understand. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I said the reason we have not 
amended the bill and upgraded the bill is 
because we were working with the 
Inspector which Mr. Grabowski did not do 


The Chair: 

Yes, but the bill that he is 
amending is only including what you put 
in the bill. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. Grabowski is taking out 
uniformed guards. Did you hear that? 

The Chair: 

That part. But you're objecting to 
him Dutting in surveillance by virtue of 
closed circuit TV. That was in your bill. 

Michelle Madoff: 

They have a choice of having 
either surveillance by guards or by 
camera but the persons doing the camera 
cannot be the same people who do other 
jobs. I believe that i$ in the bill. 
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Mr. Grabowski: 

It is. 

MicheUe Madoff: 

Okay. Now, in my conversations 
with Mr. Grabowski which I'm sure he'll 
share with you, he has said it could be 
anybody that works in the garage and Tra 
saving that if you take the person away 
from collecting the monev and doing 
other things to be the guard, the guard 
incidentally, I don't want to mention the 
department store because I don't want to 
get anybody upset, but the guards in 
many cases are not even on the floor, the 
uniformed guards, which are a 
deterrent. I asked why the guard wasn't 
there and they said, "Well, the guard also 
comes down to check to make sure the 
cashier's office is safe, that they're not 
going to rob the cashier." You cannot 
put this guard through a Xerox machine. 

I am going to propose on my bill, 
and if you sat down and waited, as I 
asked you, until the Fall when we could 
have worked something out, that we 
completely eliminate the use of the 
cameras because they've been proven in 
many studies to be absolutely 
ineffective, and go to guards only and 
extend the hours to 24 hours or post a 
sign saving, and I have told this to Mr. 
Grabowski in our conversation, that we 
are not responsible, park at your own 
risk. There's some question of 
constitutionality; I was waiting for a 
response on that. 

What it boils down to, ladies and 
gentlemen, is that I've asked Mr. 
Grabowski to hold on the bill until the 
Fall and he would not hold on it until we 
got back. We were holding on it because 
we had so much more information that 
we needed that was not available, 
including the first warnings that went 
out because information was not clear as 


to where thev would turn that 
information in and because now we're 
getting our first sign of how the garages 
are not complying, the first citations 
were only warnings; we're now going to 
start going after them very seriously. 
We've tried to be fair; we've bent over 
backwards. We've gone to the bone. 
You're now trying to take the bones and 
chop them up. 

Again, I ask that this bill be 
held. We could go back to the Fall and 
anything that has to be done, perhaps 
even another hearing because Mr. 
Grabowski's speaking to Merrill Stabile 
of the William Penn Garage and Harry 
Sheppard of the Stanwix Garage. Is that 
correct? Mr. Jack Barret of 

Kaufmann's. These are the fox in charge 
of the chicken coop. They're not going 
to say, "We agree with vou, Michelle; we 
should have armed guards or they should 
be in uniform." They're going to say, 
"Sure, anybody can do it." I strongly 
object to watering down the bill. And 
that's what it boils down to in any wav 
you phrase it. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

I disagree that we're watering 
down the bill but I'd like to respond to 
the remark you said about me not willing 
to hold this hill. I introduced this on 
June 11th and at vour request I held it 
for futher research and comments. 

MicheUe Madoff: 

And I explained to vou why we did 
not proceed with the bill because these 
were delivered by a woman about to give 
birth today. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Don't say I didn't hold it; at your 
request I held it. 
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Michelle Madoff: 

But I asked you to hold it again 
until Fall. I'm explaining why we're not 
ready to proceed on the hill. We did a 
year and a half research on the bill. 
We're not ready to proceed on it now 
because the first notifications are going 
out and what you're saying is that they 
already got caught in the warnings and 
they're saying, "Gee, do something, help 
us out of this spot." and we'll say, "Well, 
we'll help you out, you don't have to have 
a uniformed guard; after all, uniforms 
really don't mean anything." I think 
uniforms and the guards are the gut 
issue. Take a survey of the public of 
whether they're going to feel more 
secure if there's somebody with a 
uniform or whether they're going to feel 
less secure by not even knowing whether 
somebody's gone through and pressed a 
detects instrument. 

The women are sittine here going 
like this because we know what it’s like. 
And the elderly people who came to me 
and my escort and said will you walk us 
to the garage. And Judge Finkelhor was 
hit on the head. We know what it's all 
about. And I hate to think of anybody 
not caring about a member of their 
family or friends going into a garage and 
not having a uniformed guard. The one 
thing I said I would not waive on, I will 
waive on lighting before I'd waive on a 
uniformed guard, and the lighting is 
ineffective. We wanted 10 foot candles, 
they said 3 and we compromised at 5 just 
to get something going. We want 
uniformed guards. This Council voted 
for uniformed guards and I don't want to 
water that bill down. That's the gut of 
the bill. 

Mis. Masloff: 

Does the ordinance say uniformed 
guards? 


Michelle Madoff: 

Yes. 

Mrs. Masloff: 

Or surveillance? 

Michelle Madoff: 

Yes. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Surveillance has to be provided by 
uniformed guards right now. I want to 
change it to permit the garage personnel 
to supply the surveillance. 

Mrs. Masloff: 

So that thev're sitting in front of 
a surveillance camera whether they have 
a uniform on or not. Is that the point? 

Michelle Madoff: 

No, thev're not sitting in front of 
a television camera, Sophie. I'm sure you 
go out occasionally, Gouncilwoman 
Masloff, and you've seen these uniformed 
guards, have you not 9 

Mis. Masloff: 

Of course. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Don't thev make vou feel a little 
more secure? 

Mrs. Masloff: 

I'm asking Mr. Grabowski the 
question. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Alright, right now the surveillance 
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is the law that Council adopted several 
months ago, surveillance has to be 
provided either by a uniformed guard 
watching a video camera or that 
uniformed guard making the rounds 
throughout the parking lot verifying his 
presence once every half-hour by virtue 
of the detects. 

To me, 1 see no reason why the 
garage personnel cannot provide that 
same amount of security. 

The Chain 

Who is in uniform. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

In uniform, right. 

Mr. Woods: 

Steve, you better stress that 
because you didn't take uniformed out. 
It's still in there. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Yes, it's a uniformed garage 
personnel. 

Mr. Woods: 

I don't think everyone understands 
that clearly. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Well, the guard is the issue here. 
Michelle Madoff: 

That's the issue. Let's not 
camouflage it with a lot of other 
things. The issue is that I want a guard 
that is in uniform. That was my bill; 
that's what this Council voted on. 


Mr. Grabowski: 

The other provision is relative to 
the hours. 

Michelle Madoff: 

The hours I have no problem with 
because you're saying 15 and 16 and 
posting it I have no problem with but I'm 
saying that we will be again reviewing 
and as I stated, I got the best bill I could 
get at the time and that we were going 
to upgrade the bill. We can't upgrade it 
until the first warnings went out; we 
couldn't upgrade it until the first 
citations went out and we have been 
working with the Inspector all along and 
to take uniformed guards out would be 
really gutting the bill in its entirety. 
While you were gracious enough to wait 
the first time on the bill, I'm asking you 
to do the same thing and not touch the 
bill until we see what comes back. I 
want to sit down with you once we know 
from the inspection person, Mr. Hill, and 
from the first citations issued what kind 
of compliance we're getting; we're 
getting very token compliance and 
they're just not doing the job. 

The Chair: 

The Chair sees that we're starting 
to get into repetitive matters now and I 
think we'll cease the discussion on it and 
go one way or the other on the bill. 

Mrs. Masloff: 

Can I ask one question? Steve, 
did you say that they're in uniform, 
whether it's .security or garage 
personnel? 

The Chain 

Right. In either event they're 
uniformed. 
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Michelle Madoff: 

Well, if somebody sees something 
on a television camera and they go to 
help, thev’re at least in a uniform and 
they look official. But I'm going to 
eventually introduce that we eliminate 
the cameras. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Mr. President, may I continue? 
There's actually a third amendment that 
is merely cleaning up some language in 
Ordinance 17 pertaining to the lighting. 
I'm adding the wording simply so we can 
delete it. We have to show somewhere 
that this language came out and it's 
simply carrying forth the intent of 
Ordinance 17, that was Michelle's 
ordinance passed, I think, June 4th. 

The last amendment, I would like 
to incorporate a provision that would 
permit the Bureau of Building Inspection 
to grant a waiver to any garage operator 
if they can prove to the license officer 
that there are so many entrances and 
exits that it's not feasible to have them 
all surveyed. In granting this waiver, the 
Bureau of Building Inspection shall 
require them to post which entrances and 
exits will not be surveyed. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I would strongly oppose that on 
the basis that if you cannot have your 
guard then close down that door. That’s 
what some garages do. They put metal 
gates at the door where they don't want 
people coming in and out. If you're going 
to offer service and make money on it, 
vou have to offer minimum security. It 
is not acceptable to sav, "We'll just let 
you know where you can get raped and 
mugged so^ don't use that entrance, use 
the other." You're stillsaying, especially 
if you're also doing away with the armed 
guards, "Come on in and we'll tell you 


which gates are not being inspected." 
You're almost giving a notice to people 
who are up to no good which gates to 
enter. It would seem to me that from 
listening to you Mr. Grabowski, that I 
cannot understand why you would want 
to worry about the garage owners 
pocketbook and not the security of the 
public. 

We had an unprecedented hearing 
on a hearing held by Mr. Stone — 

The Chair: 

We approved the bill at that time. 
Michelle Madoff: 

Right, and I think that the feeling 
of this Council was to have security. I 
cannot believe that you're sitting here 
saying that you want to weaken this bill 
by letting people come in through exits, 
just by posting a sign saying I wouldn't 
adivse you using this even though it will 
save you ten minutes walking around the 
block because we don't have a guard here 
or we're not surveilling on this particular 
°ntrance. 

The Allegheny Mall garage is a 
nightmare. If they don't want to have 
enough people for surveillance for that 
garage, then close down some of your 
exits and close some hours. But we're 
not going to have the lives of senior 
citizens and women endangered 
anymore. I've gone into Kaufmann's and 
a young woman was brought to me with a 
black mark on her neck where she had 
been strangled that morning. This was 
one of our other garages. She had been 
robbed three days before and if you look 
at the folders which Til be happy to share 
with you, the editorials and articles talk 
about Christmas shopping and people's 
cars. It isn't only physical damage; 
people save to buy their gifts at 
Christmas or at various holidays and 
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people are breaking into cars. 

You are gutting this bill; you are 
gutting the bill. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

No, I'm not; Tm merely expending 
the provision that's already in there for a 
waiver. 

Michelle Madoff: 

No, you're saying that as far as 
you're concerned, if they can't supply 
surveillance at all the doors because it 
too unwieldy they just have to get an 
okay from our inspection that they don't 
have to do it and you're also saying that 
they shouldn't wear uniforms which acts 
as a deterrent. In 90 percent of the 
cases that has been proven. We had 
experts in the field of surveillance. 
Experts. People who work in that field 
helped to draw this hill up. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

You mentioned pocketbook a few 
moments ago. Let me read an excerpt to 
you from a Committee Meeting of July 
18. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I'm not worried about 
pocketbooks; I said robbing of cars. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

No, you mentioned pocketbooks. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I didn't say pocketbooks at all. Do 
you want to read it back? I did not say 
pocketbooks. 


Mr. Grabowski: 

Yes you did. But let me just read 
this excerpt. We're discussing the 
sticker parking program for Oakland; 
we're talking about parking lots in 
Oakland: 

"Michelle Madoff: There aren't 

any. 

The Chair: There's one at Forbes 
and Semple and the lot is not loaded. 

Michelle Madoff: I have been 
there many times and I have not been 
able to get in and it is also very 
expensive." 

That's a point that you make, that 
the parking garages are very expensive 
to park. 

Michelle Madoff: 

But we're talking in relationship 
to what? 

Mr. Grabowski: 

The cost of running those parking 
lots is what dictates the price the 
operators charge. 

Michelle Madoff: 

So now you're speaking for the 
operators? You admit you're speaking 
for the operators? Now we have it on 
the table; that's what I suspected all 
along. I didn't want to make an 
accusation for liable but you've made 
your own accusation. 

Now, yes, garages are costly but 
it's a lot cheaper than going in and 
getting mugged somewhere if there's a 
guard. The reason I choose the street, or 
if I was a resident living in the area, I 
would want to park on the street every 
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dav as opposed to going in a garage. 
Comparatively that is expensive. You'r** 
distorting what I said. 

Mr. Crabowski: 

I'm reading from the transcript. 
Michelle Madoff: 

Yes, but what 1 meant, and vou 
know what I meant, is that somebody 
living there, getting a narking sticker 
every day would he cheaper to park in 
front of their place with a sticker at $10 
a year than going into an expensive 
garage. All garages are expensive. We 
all use them because we don't have any 
choice. I parked across the road 
occasionally and it's $6 or $8 a day which 
is outrageous but whv do I park there — 
and I don't need Mr. Stabile to have the 
kids yell at the top of their lungs, "She 
can park here for free." I don't want his 
freebies. 1 don't want his freehies. Do 
vou understand what I'm saving clearly? 
I don't want anvthing from the owners; I 
want to protect the public. 

The Chair: 

Have you finished all your 
am endment? 

Mr. Grabowski: 

That's it. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I can't believe that anv member of 
this Council is going to weaken this bill. 

The Chair: 

I have a motion and a second. 
Call the question. 


Michelle Madoff: 

Are we going to vote on each 
amendment separately because some of 
them are innocuous and some of them 
are important? The ones that weaken 
the bill are the ones I do not want in. I'm 
not worried about a half-hour to make it 
look like he's helping something because 
we’ll change that to Z4 hours later 
anyway. 

The Chair: 

On the bill I have a motion and a 
second. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Who seconded the bill? 

Mr. Woods: 

You don't have to second it; it's up 
for final action. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Colleagues, I ask vou, you voted 
f tr this bill after two hearings. The 
public's voice was heard. I have records, 
if you like Til read them, of the number 
of attacks and rapes in the various 
garages. 

The Chair: 

Michelle, we've gone through 
this. It’s time to vote now. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Tm asking vou please not to water 
down the bill bv not having security 
guards in uniform and by not having 
sufficient guards so that we exempt 
people with various exits which is what 
the bill is all about, not the little 
innocuous things that are being presented 
to distract us from the real issue.

We're voting on 904 and the Clerk 
will call the roll. 

Mr. O’Malley: 

I think this is one of the most 
important issue to come up in front of 
this Council certainly in the past few 
months. In fact, I wish it wouldn't have 
come up. I think it's too important of a 
bill and too important amendments to be 
rushed. Fm going to vote no. 

Mr. Robinson: 

I agree with Mr. O'Malley. I think 
that unfortunately this issue is too 
important perhaps for us to attempt to 
do this prior to taking vacation. Mr. 
Stone said the bill is before us now and 
unfortunately we have not had the 
opportunity to perhaps consider it at a 
later date. Given all the discussion that 
has been held today, I think the 
circumstances surrounding the original 
introduction of this legislation, at this 
point Fm compelled to vote no. 

Mr. Wagner: 

I've discussed this bill with Mr. 
Grabowski and he has incorporated some 
of my suggestions in with the changes. I 
vote aye. 

The Chair: 

Is there any further discussion on 
the bill? 

And on the question, "Shall the 
bill pass finally?" 

The ayes and noes were taken 
agreeably to law, and were:

And a majority of the votes of 
Council being in the affirmative, the bill 
passed finally. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Excuse me, for the Record. 

The Chair: 

There's no Record. 

Michelle Madoff: 

This is not the end of this bill. We 
may have lost the battle but we're going 
to continue this war. 


Mr. Wagner presented

Agreement or Agreements with a 
Consultant or Consultants for 
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Professional Engineering Services in 
connection with Wall and Arch Repair at 
Filtration Plant; and providing for the 
payment of the cost thereof,' by 
providing for a Supplemental Agreement 
or Agreements and by increasing the 
total allocation by $11,000.00." 

Which was read.

(M.R. Mikkilineni, owner) for 
Construction Inspection Services on an 
as-needed basis; and providing for the 
payment of the cost thereof." 

Which was read. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, I have a concern about Council 
Bill 1157. Perhaps the' Chair can clarify 
it for me. The fluids to pay M.R.M. 
Engineers will come from the Grant 


Street Trust Fund. Is my understanding 
correct that monies in that Grant Street 
Trust Fund can only be used for repair or 
for services relative to the 
reconstruction of Grant Street? 

The Chair: 

That would be my impression. If 
it's in a trust fund it's entrusted for 
certain reasons and I would assume that's 
it. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Is it possible to transfer monies 
out of that trust fund to be used to 
reconstruct other streets in the City? 

The Chair: 

Td be inclined to say no for the 
reason that in that trust fund I believe 
there is federal and state and local 
matching monies. 

Mr. Robinson: 

The reason I raised that is in 
reviewing some supporting documents I 
got the impression that perhaps M.R.M. 
Engineers might be employed to do other 
work for the City, other professional 
work, and that they might be paid out of 
that Grant Street Trust Fund. I just 
want to be clear — 

The Chair: 

It would surprise me if it were. 
They only thing that I might foresee is if 
some of that with the subway may be 
part of the federal program. Maybe but I 
doubt it but since it's the Grant Street 
Trust Fund I assume it deals with Grant 
Street only. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. President, during the last hour 
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Mr. Robinson's raising a good question 
and Mr. D'Alessandro researched a letter 
that was sent to various contractors that 
bid on this consultant contract and there 
is some confusion because in the letter it 
states the City of Pittsburgh intends to 
have construction inspection service 
performed by a consultant on an as 
needed basis on various construction 
projects located within the City of 
Pittsburgh. However, this letter is sent 
specifically in regard to Grant Street and 
unfortunately I did not catch this or we 
did not catch this during Committee 
Meeting and we could have had the 
Director of that department clarify the 
question that has been raised. According 
to this letter, its in conflict with the 
legislation. So, it's an important 
question Mr. Robinson is raising and we 
really don't have an answer. 

The Chair: 

It sounds like it's a generic thing 

but — 

Mr. Robinson: 

Mr. President, if I might. Perhaps 
the conflict is that the bid information 
that was sent out does relate to all 
streets, that's part is correct. But this 
specific contract which is done by 
Council Bill 1157 is only for the Grant 
Street work at this point and therefore 
M.R.M. Engineers, while they're going to 
be paid to do the Grant Street work out 
of the Grant Street Trust Fund are then 
eligible to do other work around the City 
to be paid out of the appropriate funds. 
We basically know the other agencies the 
government will be working with, we 
know the source of funding and if this is 
a professional services contract, we're 
probably in better shape to estimate 
what that would cost than we would be 
able to estimate perhaps the cost of 
concrete. 


I just think it's somewhat of a 
strange procedure to hire a professional 
consultant on an as needed basis for a 
major project when we know we're going 
to need engineers. To my knowledge, 
we've never done that before and my 
concern is that the engineers understand 
what we're doing and that this is the best 
thing for us to do. I think the other 
companies that were contacted, at least 
the ones that I could see have done work 
for us before, we’ve always hired them 
for a total project. If indeed there's a 
possibility that we're only going to need 
these engineers for one or two portions 
of the project, shouldn't we have hired 
maybe three or four engineering firms 
and just give each of them a specific 
portion of the work and gone on? I don't 
know what the total inherent cost is 
going to be for professional services on 
that project but I would say that $40,000 
is probably a small portion of it, that the 
engineering consultant fees on there 
probably are going to run as high as 
$ 100 , 000 . 

The Chair: 

Do you want to wait until we get 
Mr. McDermott for an answer? 

Mr. Robinson: 

Let me refer to Mr. Wagner, if I 
might, or refer to him in this regard. 

Mr. Wagner: 

I think Mr. Robinson is raising 
some excellent questions. It appears to 
me as if there is some confusion between 
these two pieces of literature. Tm 
thinking out loud and Tm wondering if we 
should not amend this piece of legislation 
so that this contract pertains specifically 
to Grant Street. The reason why Tm 
stating that is that it would clarify it 
much better and eliminate any confusion 
that appears to exist. 
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Mr. Robinson: 

I think if we do that we're also 
going to have to probably have Mr.

I would assume that 
that $40,000 figure is based on the as 
needed provision that if indeed it's 
related to all of Grant Street the cost is 
probably going to be much higher. 

The Chair: 

It may be that phase, Bill. That's 
what I'm not sure of. 

Mr. Woods: 

Why don't we take a five minute 
recess or something until Mr. McDermott 
or somebody from his department gets 
here? 

The Chair: 

The Chair is in this position, just 
so we understand it. They may need this 
bill and it may not be a problem. So, 
rather than pass it without the 
information and rather than delay it until 
September when they may need it, I sent 
down for Mr. McDermott so let's take a 
five minute break and then come back.

Michelle Madoff:

Michelle Madoff presents 

Bill No. 1328 WHEREAS, the 
United States Four Member Team 
competed in the XVI International 
Chemistry Olympiad in Frankfurt, West 
Germany; and 

WHEREAS, the American team 
finished eighth among the twenty 
countries competing in the 10-day high 
school contest and cultural exchange; 
and 

WHEREAS, Seth N. Brown, known 
as the chemistry whiz from the Squirrel 
Hill section of Pittsburgh was awarded a 
silver medal for earning the top 
American score and placing 13th out of 
76 participants. 
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NOW, THEREFORE, 

BE IT RESOLVED, that the Mayor 
and the Council of the City of Pittsburgh 
do hereby congratulate Seth N. Brown 
for his outstanding scholarship ability 
and extends its best wishes for his 
continued achievement in the field of 
chemistry as he attends the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology 
this fall. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that 
the City of Pittsburgh, along with the 
Pittsburgh section of the American 
Chemical Society, the Society for 
Analytical Chemists of Pittsburgh and 
the Spectroscopy Society of Pittsburgh, 
join in honoring Seth N. Brown, his 
family and friends. 

Michelle Madoff moved to adopt the 
resolution. 

Mr. Robinson seconded the motion. 

Which motion prevailed. 

Mr. Givens: 

Mr. President, I have a couple of 
points to bring up. One is that if we can 
get a report from yourself or the 
President of Council when we're going to 
get our terminals within our 
Councilmatic office. The reason I 
emphasize that point is the fact that 
we're talking about having two budgets 
possibly proposed to us because of court 
action pending on the wage tax and other 
taxations that we have done beyond the 
limits of what some people feel we 
cannot do. However, I feel our Home 
Rule Charter in fact gives us that 
prerogative to do certain things within 
limits. I appreciate that the State does 
set maximum limits on most of our 
taxation and the Commonwealth has that 
prerogative. 


Secondly, I have observed in some 
of these documents and especially in the 
papers that will be coming forth in the 
next meeting the amount of travel that 
has been done by this Administration 
over the last year. Thinking of austerity 
and trying to hold down costs, I would 
like a department by department report 
on all travels completed and the month 
they were completed in and Td like to 
have that report as soon as possible. I 
think that if we're looking at austerity 
and if we're looking at two tax budgets 
and there's one area that you start 
looking into very quickly and that is 
travel and the procurement of all items 
of purchase to hold back as much as 
possible until we know where we're going 
to be at the end of the line. 

Thirdly, there is a Personnel 
Appeals Board meeting set for 2:00 or 
shortly thereafter when one of the 
gentlemen of the Board will be sworn in 
given at least a quorum of two people. 

Our City Home Rule Charter 
demands that we have a Personnel 
Appeals Board within the City of 
Pittsburgh. It's not the Council who says 
we need this, it's not the Mayor who says 
we need it; it's the legislative body of 
the State of Pennsylvania so enacted 
that if you have a personnel system 
which all of us are required in municipal 
government to have a personnel system 
of merit then there has to be an appeals 
system. If vou think of a budget that 
might be two pronged, if you think of 
some threats that I've read recently in 
the newspapers of possible layoffs within 
the City employees if that second budget 
would have to cdme to effect, then I'm 
sure that the Appeals Board is going to 
have to receive more action because in 
researching into it, although there are 
six or seven unions that represent at the 
bargaining table many of the personnel, 
about half of the personnel of the City of 
Pittsburgh, I've come to find that many 
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of the people who are actually working 
for the City of Pittsburgh do not belong 
to any union at all, which means that 
about half of those people will have to go 
if they have any appeal will have to go to 
this Appeals Board. I think it’s about 
time we bring it to a head and the Mayor 
appoint his appointee and I ask you as the 
acting President to look in, Ben if you 
might, if this role applies to others. If 
the Mayor does not appoint, does Council 
then have the right after the 60 - 90 day 
time frame, whichever it might be, to 
appoint someone to that particular 
board? 

We should have that very quickly 
because I think this Board must get 
underway and must get moving very 
quickly. Thank you. 

Michelle Madoff: 

With reference to the traveling, I 
introduced a resolution five years ago I 
believe, and most people have been 
pretty good about it. My aide traveled 
on the water conference and she 
submitted a report of what she learned 
and what might be beneficial to this 
Cbuncil and items that I might be able to 
introduced that would help things. 

I have no problem with anybody 
going to a meeting providing it isn't a 
junket. I don't want to see former 
members of this Council, for example, 
going to junkets in Europe that are highly 
technical on sewage systems when they 
don’t have a background in engineering or 
have never worked in the field. That’s a 
junket. 

Td like to see people in Alcosan, 
people like myself who have fifteen 
years background in the field. I'd like to 
see this Council be more responsible in 
that sense. 

On the other hand, if somebody is 


going to learn something about saving on 
energy such as Mina Gerall and she's 
trying to do something about some of the 
buildings and helping, I have no problem 
providing she gives us a report. In the 
same vein, I would like to see my aide 
Carmen Gunther or Linda Samo or 
myself go to that meeting because I am 
the subcommittee on energy. I have 
written numerous letters to the 
Administration who refuses to work in 
cooperation with this Council; there's 
certainly a lack of cooperation with this 
member of Council for whatever reason 
they feel threatened, and well they 
should because there are many things 
that we point out that they don't like to 
hear. 

But I think that penny-wise and 
pound-foolish is not the answer. Mr. 
Woods asked that I not bring it up but I 
think it's appropriate that after 74 years 
we're finally going to modernize our 
offices. I used to work when I got here 
six years ago in a closet, literally the 
size of a closet, with two people, two 
typewriters, two telephones, and when 
somebody came to talk to you about 
business matters you had to ask the 
person who was doing work to sit in the 
hall for two hours and not be productive 
and we're not servicing our 
constituents. At that point I threatened 
to take a lawsuit against members of 
Council; I was given a room out in the 
hall. I offered my space to Mr. Stone 
who was then Finane Chairman, he said 
he didn’t want it, it was next to the 
Finance Office. We've had a working 
office. Now instead of two typewriters 
we have three typewriters and we still 
don't have a place for visitors to come 
in. We're trying to organize and get our 
place in order. I think that there's been 
some kind of distortion. The money, the 
$100,000, is simply being used to update 
the facilities. 

Then there is money for 
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terminals. As you pointed out when you 
talked about getting terminals, Mr. 
Givens, that's going to help us save on 
the budget, I mean we're talking about 
pennies. It's penny-wise and pound- 
foolish. Let's do what has to be done so 
we can save hundreds and hundreds of 
thousands of dollars for the community. 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

Thank you. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, I have two issues Td like to 
share with members of Council. One 
relates to the Allegheny International 
Theatre Project and the other relates to 
the Minority Business Program in the 
City of Pittsburgh. 

First, on the Allegheny 
International Stanley Theatre Project, as 
members of Council are aware, some 
time ago last December we gave 
tentative approval to this project. 
Subsequent to that time there have been 
some major changes, substantial changes, 
in that project. Unfortunately, neither 
the Administration, the Urban 
Redevelopment Authority or the 
developers have communicated that 
information to City Council. 

I think it would be wise for us to 
request the developers and the 
Administration and UR A to come back to 
Council to let us know where that 
project stands. From reports that I have 
mainly through the media and other 
sources, there is a new partner in the 
development team. Council originally 
approved a joint venture between 
Allegheny International and Urban 
Development Incorporated. It'a my 
understanding that that joint venture no 
longer exists; there is another venture. 


My concern is that a substantial 
portion of the money used or that will be 
used to leverage this project is public 
money. A $7.5 million bond issue which 
is shared by the County and the City and 
another approximately $17 million from 
a UDAG grant that will be coming to the 
City of Pittsburgh and then made 
available to the developers. On several 
occasions I've raised the concern that 
this Council approves developments and 
then subsequent to our approval the 
development is substantially changed. I 
think that it's inappropriate for public 
money to be used to leverage a project 
that public bodies have not approved. 
We did not approve the project that is 
presently underway; we approved another 
project. I do not know what this new 
partnership means in terms of their 
financial obligations to the City but one 
thing is for sure; part of the reason that 
the partnership, the original partnership, 
was changed was because one of the 
partners was not fiscally solvent. I don't 
know if they weren't fiscally solvent 
when they made their presentation to 
this Council but it seems hard for me to 
believe that a major corporation, the 
subsidiary of another major corporation 
within a period of six months would 
become fiscally insolvent, and if that 
was the case, more reason for this 
Council to have been informed, for the 
public to have been informed. We're 
talking about maybe $25 million of public 
dollars used to underwrite a $150 million 
project and I think it's only fitting that 
the public be aware of who they're doing 
business with and under what conditions 
and what circumstances. 

The $7.5 million in bonds has 
already been made available to the 
developer. That money is already being 
used to renovate the Stanley Theatre. 
The other monies, as far as the public 
monies is concerned, the other $17 
million, has not yet been made available. 
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As Chairman of Planning, Housing 
and Development, I'm requesting that the 
Assistant City Clerk contact the Urban 
Redevelopment Authority, the Mayor's 
Office, Allegheny International, Urban 
Development, and this new company, 
Lincoln Properties out of Dallas, Texas, 
and respectfully request that they make 
arrangements to meet in public with this 
Council. 

Michelle Madoff: 

A post agenda? 

Mr. Robinson: 

A post agenda, to discuss this 
matter so that we know who we're doing 
business with and under what 
circumstances. There is quite a bit of 
private money that is involved in this 
project and I think that it's also 
important that those private people who 
we're doing business with understand our 
concern. There is perhaps a bit of 
mis comm uni cation. I have requested on 
several occasions information relative to 
this project from the Urban 
Redevelopment Authority without any 
success. I think its unfortunate when 
members of this Council have to read in 
the newspaper about the use of public 
dollars, particularly in reference to 
projects that we have approved. It 
makes absolutely no sense whatsoever 
for the developers, for the URA, and for 
this City Administration to have made a 
major change in developers without 
informing this Council. This is not an 
attempt to embarrass anybody. I think 
every reasonable attempt has been made 
to identify the process for fulfilling the 
commitments that were presented to this 
Council. I have not read anything in 
news reports which have suggested that 
the reason the original partnership 
between Allegheny International and 
Urban Development failed was for 
financial reasons but I have good reason 


to believe that that is basically why it 
did fail and why they had to go out and 
find another partner and I think there 
was ample opportunity to inform this 
Council and to inform the public. If it 
was a good deal back in December of last 
year it should be a good deal now. And if 
we're going to continue to use public 
dollars then the public has the right to be 
informed. I don't mean to be redundant 
but this process that I'm describing, the 
one that I think was inappropriate, has 
happened over and over again. There are 
numerous projects where this has 
occured and I think it's inexcusable and I 
think we have a right to be involved in 
making the decisions about how this City 
is developed, particularly when the legal 
process requires our approval, which it 
did initially, and if we were required to 
approve the original developers we 
certainly have the right to approve the 
developers who are now going to vise 
public dollars to help finance a private 
project. I reiterate my support for the 
project but I also want to make sure that 
the public is going to get the benefits 
that were presented to this Council and 
that there's an appropriate involvement 
of public bodies. 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

We'll schedule a post agenda and 
get hold of those parties. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I want to comment on that 
subject. I know Mr. Robinson is zeroing 
in on an issue that we have talked about 
over and over again. This isn't the first 
time, Mr. Robinson, and if we don't do 
something about it it's going to be the 
last time. I don't know about you but I'm 
tired of you and T being the beautiful 
people and being window dressing on this 
Council along with* the rest of the 
beautiful people. It is time that this 
Council gave serious thought to your 
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concept that you raised some time ago of 
having our own legal counsel. There is 
money set aside for this Council to hire 
attorneys providing we get five votes. 
The President of Council, Mr. Stone, in is 
infinite wisdom decided that we would no 
longer have the President of Council 
authorize that, that we'd have to have 
five votes. I would like to change the 
five vote concept in its entirety. The 
Home Rule Charter gives us the power to 
hire our own attorney. At that point, 
Mr. Robinson, you could be talking to our 
own counsel and saying what is 
happening? We have so many bills that 
come up before us we couldn't be human 
computers. It is impossible to handle 
everything but the members of Council 
could go to the counsel, an attorney who 
works for this Council and say, "Will you 
please follow up on what is happening 
with this and report back to me?" Then 
you would know what steps you want to 
take and someone would be helping us 
with it. 

That goes to the next issue. I sent 
a letter out of this Council to, I believe 
Judge Cohill. It was approved by this 
Council that we make an inquiry, just an 
inquiry, as to the clarification of what he 
meant on the minority and women hiring 
so that we would not have all the people 
who passed with very high scores not 
hired. 

Hie Chair, Pro tern: 

Michelle, Mr. Robinson was on one 
subject — 

Michelle Madoff: 

I'm on the same subject. Mr. 
Robinson, would you agree that Tm on 
the same subject which is an attorney to 
handle these problems? Would you yield 
to my finishing this one point? 


Mr, Robinson; 

That's the prerogative of the 

Chair. 

The Chair, Pro tern: 

Michelle, please, Pm going to rule 
you out of order. Mr. Robinson, you had 
another subject. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Pll come back to the issue as soon 
as he's through. 

Mr. Robinson: 

On the Minority Business Program 
issue in the City, as Council is aware, 
there is a continuing dialogue in the news 
media relative to this issue. 
Unfortunately, there are still those who 
do not believe that whatever processes 
we have in the City of Pittsburgh to 
assure minorities and women equal 
access to business opportunities is 
credible. I think the fact that this issue 
and this lack of acceptance on the part 
of leaders in our community persists 
suggests that we ought to try again to 
bring it to a conclusion. As Council is 
aware, the Vice Chairman of our 
Planning Commission has taken a very 
serious step of requesting that all public 
dollars coming into this City from the 
federal government be halted until such 
time that minorities and women can 
identify a process which will assure them 
of a fair share of business 
opportunities. The Vice Chairman also 
sent a letter to the Housing and Urban 
Development people at the national 
level; to the Secretary, Samuel Pierce; 
he sent a letter to the Mayor of the City, 
Richard Caliguiri; — 

Michelle Madoff: 

Who sent them? 
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Mr. Robinson: 

The Vice Chairman of our 
Planning Commission, Mr. Leon W. 
Howard, Jr. 

I am concerned that this issue is 
not going to be brought into proper focus 
as long as we allow the discussion of it to 
continue in the media. This Council 
several years ago established a Minority 
Business Enterprise Review Committee 
to address the issue that Mr. Howard has 
raised. Mr. Howard has now raised 
another issue and that is the credibility 
of that committee. I think that it's 
about time for this Council to try again 
to meet with the Administration of this 
City to see if there is any reasonable 
way that we can establish a credible 
process that provides opportunity for all 
Pittsburghers and for all people who 
would like to do business with us. I am 
not here to indicate whether or not Mr. 
Howard is correct or incorrect in terms 
of his assertion nor am I here to defend 
any of the responses that have come 
from the Administration. But I think this 
Council has borne the responsibility, the 
brunt of it, over the last five or six years 
of trying to initiate a minority business 
program in the City and I think it is 
incumbent upon us to try and resolve any 
outstanding conflict and make sure that 
system has credibility. 

As Council is aware, we have 
pending before us appointments to the 
Minority Business Enterprise Review 
Committee. I asked to have those 
appointments and reappointments held 
until such time that we could get some 
clarification from the Administration 
exactly what we were doing and to get 
some clarification from them as to how 
that Minority Business Enterprise Review 
Committee is operating. Mr. Howard did 
send a letter to this Council requesting a 
post agenda meeting early in September 
so that he as Vice Chairman of the 


Planning Commission might share with us 
his concern. I would assume that the 
President of this Council will act upon 
that in an appropriate fashion but I think 
to delay any action is only to invite not 
only embarrassment for the City of 
Pittsburgh but possibly jeopardizing 
millions of dollars of federal funds that 
will come to this City. I don't think that 
any of us should take lightly providing 
opportunties for minorities and women 
nor do I think we should take lightly our 
commitment to make sure that 
minorities and women have a fair 
opportunity to participate in the business 
activities of this City and the growth of 
this City under Renaissance II. I would 
hope that the President of this Council 
or the acting President, Mr. Woods, 
would take the initiative to 
accommodate the Vice Chairman of our 
Planning Commission to give him his 
opportunity to come before his Council 
and present his case. I think any time 
someone of his stature and status raises 
concern about the credibility of our 
internal processes that we ought to take 
it seriously. Evidently he's taking it 
seriously and evidently the news media 
now finds this an interesting story and 
the dialogue between the Administration 
and Mr. Howard on this issue I think is 
very unhealthy in the sense that it's 
unhealthy to continue it in the news 
media without government officials, 
responsible government officials, trying 
to bring it to a head. 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

Thank you. 

Michelle Madoff: 

In line of the same thinking that 
Mr. Robinspn has expressed, again, had 
we had a fiscal analyst on staff, had we 
had an attorney on staff which we are 
allowed to acquire through the Home 
Rule Charter, many of these issues could 
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have been avoided. They would come to 
us, review the legislation, say I think it's 
time that you have a post agenda, act on 
behalf of us, go to the President of 
Council and get it scheduled or the 
acting President of Council. If it's a 
fiscal matter they would go to the head 
of the fiscal committee and point out 
some of the problems. 

One of the issues tha I am greatly 
disturbed about, things that Councilman 
Givens, Councilman Robinson and I have 
repeatedly over the years asked and have 
never received satisfactory response for 
is we are constantly asking information 
from the Administration and the 
Administration in its infinite wisdom 
says, "Ignore Council and maybe they’ll 
go away, people won't know they're 
there." We have a strong Mayor system 
and a weak Council system. 

I ask that a letter go out to I 
believe Judge Weber asking for 
clarification. There is an attorney who 
has asked for clarification and the Judge 
said he would only give that clarification 
to an official body. As an official body 
we voted to just ask for clarification of 
his ruling. He will be happy to give us 
that clarification. We asked Mr. 
Pellegrini; Mr. Pellegrini decided that he 
would speak for the Judge and say, "The 
list is being thrown out in October 
anyway and therefore what is the point 
of going to the Judge for clarification?" 
Mr. Pellegrini is not the Judge. We are 
going to have other lists; there are many 
people who were turned down in the 99 
percent, people who passed both the 
psychological and the physical test who 
were not hired who are going to take the 
test over again, who for whatever reason 
of the Administration's manipulations 
may not be hired. 

I want to know what the Judge's 
ruling was. We voted on that. I want a 
response. If I don't get a response then 


I’m going to get my own legal counsel to 
go after this body to get a response. 
Now, what do we do? We voted to ask 
for a response; it was never sent out. It 
was sent to Mr. Pellegrini. I didn't ask it 
to go to Mr. Pellegrini; I ask that it be 
sent, and this Council voted, that it go to 
Judge Weber. Do you understand where 
it's to go? It is not to go to Mr. 
Pellegrini. It is the Council of the City 
of Pittsburgh, acting President Mr. 
Woods or President Mr. Stone. Could you 
please clarifiy your ruling as to minority 
and female hiring. We just want 
clarification. Do we have to throw the 
list out? Can we keep if there's an 
extensive male list just go after 
minorities and females so that we don't 
use them as an excuse not to hire 
anybody. When will that be done? 
Today? Okay. 

Mr. Wagner; 

In reference to Mr. Givens' earlier 
comment about the meeting today for 
the Personnel Appeals Board, I was under 
the impression that its today at 2:00 in 
Council Chambers. Where has that been 
changed to? 

Mrs. Masloff: 

Mr. Flaherty's office. 

Mr. Givens: 

Tve been informed that one of the 
members of the Board being sworn in is 
Mr. Flaherty's appointment and that they 
had asked for, or at least I thought they 
did, for Council Chambers which they 
could not get. The Mayor's Chambers 
was unavailable to them so the only 
place they could meet was down in the 
Conference Room of the Controller's 
Office.

Thank you. 

Mrs. Masloff moved to excuse Mr. Stone 
for absence from the meeting.

I'd just like to enter something 
into the Record if I might. As Council is 
aware, one of our school board members, 
the Reverend Elmer Williams, was struck 
by lightning while attending a convention 
several weeks ago. Reverend Williams 
has been returned to the City and is at 
University Presbyterian Hospital. For 
those who have been trying to reach him 
or his family, the family has requested 
that until such time that the hospital and 
family feel that they can handle the 
phone calls and inquiries they would 
prefer that people not try to visit or to 
call but certainly cards or flowers can be 
sent. 

I think it would be appropriate for 
Council to send a letter to Reverend 
Williams' wife and family expressing our 
concern and offering our assistance. 
Unfortunately, while he is not in a deep 
coma anymore he still is in very serious 
condition and I'm not sure what the 
results will be but at this point I think 


probably the best that we can do is offer 
our assistance and our prayers to his 
family and hopefully things will work out 
in the final analysis.

Michelle Madoff: 

I have a question. When do we get 
an update, the Council, as to the status 
of the bill that's going to affect our 
budget? 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

I have a meeting with our Finance 
people, Mr. Schmeiser and Mr. Schillo, 
this week. I hope to have more 
information by the end of the week and 
maybe I can give you a report on it next 
week. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Isn't it running awfully close to 
budget time? 

What is the Mayor doing? Is he 
going to address this? 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

Yes, he is. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Could we have the Mayor address 
this personally? I think that's a terribly 
important item, don't you think? Council 
should have been working this in 
January. How will this affect our 
commuter tax and maybe he ought to 
just levy it. Some communities have 
done it, even though its not legal they've 
done it, and the communities have not 
done very much about it simply because 
you can't let the City go under. L. 
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Stanton Williams told me not to worry. 
When the City was going under the 
community, you know the leadership of 
the corporations would step in and save 
us. Well this is it. This is it. We’re 
going under. This City is going to be in 
bankruptcy if that bill passes and this is 
a time we ought to be pushing for the 
commuter tax and I would like to see it 
at two percent of the salary so we can 
lower the City people, we're paying four 
and have everybody who works in the 
City pay two percent. We can no longer 
afford traffic policemen for suburbanites 
and all the other things. 

I trust you, Ben, it’s wonderful 
that you’re going to meet with them and 
Tm worried about it. Maybe we need to 
make it a rush rush thing. I think we 
have to put some pressure to get things 
done. 

I need another item clarified. I've 
been working on a bill for some time and 
as you know we’ve ordered the Law 
Department to prepare the bill — they 
didn't do it until you ordered it as 
President of Council — on the life, cost 
cycling. Well, we're running into some 
real serious problems now in hiring. If 
somebody comes in as the low bidder 
they may not have had much experience 
but because of the low bid they're 
getting hired. The City is getting stuck 
with people who cannot pay their bills 
two or three times and we're now paying 
the creditors on two or three accounts. 
We make arrangements that the money 
instead of going to XYZ company goes to 
the creditors instead of XYZ and to the 
IRS so that person can continue finishing 
jobs. As you know, Wayne VanDine 
showed up on Craig Street. My phone is 
coming off the hook on Craig Street; if 
mine is coming off, everybody else’s 
phone is coming off. Is that correct? 
You're all getting calls on it? 

They're about to institute a 


lawsuit against the City and against 
Councilmembers. I spoke to Paul, they 
cannot do anything. He's locked in until 
November. They're going to meet this 
afternoon to try to resolve it to see if he 
can do the job or if he can't do the job 
and I wanted to talk to Jack to see if 
Jack would be there because he would 
represent Council. 

Mis. Masloff: 

Is that Parente? 

Michelle Madoff: 

I don't want to mention names. 

Mis. Masloff: 

I want to know. Is he the 
contractor on that job? Do you know, 
Jack? 

Mr. Wagner; 

Yes, that is the contractor. 
Michelle Madoff: 

Jack will take care of it Tm 
sure. There are severed Parentes, three 
or four Parentes. Some have done 
excellent work for us amd that's why I 
didn't want to mention names. 

Masloff moved to excuse Mr. Givens 
and Mr. Stone for absence from the 
meeting.

I would just like to add one thing 
that I am really terribly disappointed in 
the watering down of our security garage 
bill so that anybody can be put into a 
uniform because if there's no security, 
and I hope that Carla will touch on that 
by having a screening process, you could 
be hiring a rapist and putting him in or 
her. I don't think we have too many 
female rapists, by putting the rapist into 
uniform. 

The person who is doing the 
victimizing could be the person hired. It 
would be a good ploy, and I really think 


we ought to seriously think about 
amending the bill, and it will be back 
before Council. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

I like to have come up at this time 
Jean Sickle who is Chairman of the 
Women's Task Force for the City of 
Pittsburgh, and Margaret Cyert who is 
the Chairwomen of the Child Care 
Committee. 

Margaret chairs one of the most 
important committees in the Task Force 
^s far as Fm concerned and as a result of 
such factors as the increase in the 
number of women in the work force, and 
the number of single parent families the 
top of the child care has been receiving a 
great amount of attention in the media. 
Because of the problems which have 
highlighted, and as a result of my own 
experience we're trying to find adequate 
child care for Shannon. I feel that 
development of quality child care 
services throughout the Pittsburgh 
community is imperative. 

Mayor Caliguiri, has taken a major 
step towards achieving at this end by 
appointing members to a Child Care 
Committee within the Mayor's Task 
Force on Women in Renaissance IL 
Single child care is an issue on which I 
have worked as a Councilman for over a 
year. I feel that the Mayor's actions 
should be endorsed and supported by 
members of this Council, and that this 
Council should also assume a leadership 
role where child care is concerned, 
because the City of Pittsburgh serves as 
an employer for over 500 people. Many 
of whom must avail themselves with 
child care services. 

I feel that it is important for the 
City to look into sponsoring a quality 
Child Care Center Program of its own 
because statistics have shown that this 
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will reduce apathyism, increase workers 
productivity, and a decrease in 
resignations that can result from the 
failure to implement such a program.

WHEREAS, there is a growing 
demand for quality child care in the City 
of Pittsburgh, and by employees of the 
City in light of the increasing number of 
single-parent famUies and families in 
which both parents are employed; and 

WHEREAS, the goal of the ChUd 
Care Committee of the Mayor's Task 
Force on Women in Renaissance II is to 
make available quality child care 
services throughout the Pittsburgh 
community. 

NOW THEREFORE, 

BE IT RESOLVED, that the 
Members of CouncU of the City of 


Pittsburgh applaud the appointment by 
Mayor Richard Caliguiri of members to 
the ChUd Care Committee of the 
Mayor's Task Force on Women in 
Renaissance n. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that 
the City of Pittsburgh make available to 
its employees a program for child care 
that wiU serve as a model for other 
employers throughout the City of 
Pittsburgh. 

Mr. O’Malley moved to adopt the 
resolution. 

Mr. Robinson seconded the motion. 

Which motion prevailed. 

Mr. O’Malley: 

I would like to present this to 
Margaret as Chairperson for the Child 
Care Committee. 

Ms. Cyert: 

I must say that the City is very 
fortunate to have people like you who 
care about issues of this sort, and we're 
very very glad to have this kind of 
interaction with City Council. We have 
a great committee. There are 32 people 
who represent ub now. The City's best 
experts with regard to child 
development, and right now Councilman 
O'Malley has been invited to join the 
committee, and he will be participating 
when he can. If he can't come why he'll 
send someone to find out what is going 
on. We're very very pleased to have this 
happen.- 

Michelle Madoff: 

What is the funding available to 
make this a reality? I'm a little tired of 
rhetoric. The Mayor's Committee was 
formed two years ago. There wasn't 
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anybody in their right mind on this 
Council, and particularly a female who 
was going to vote against the Mayor 
having a Task Force for Women, but Tm 
tired of windowdressing, I'm tired of 
promises. What are we're going to 
deliver? Have you got any money? Are 
you going to be windowdressing? 

Ms. Cyert: 

Of course not. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I think you're like me; you’re not 
windowdressing for anybody. 

Ms. Cyert: 

Right. I think it's not an easy 
question to answer. There's not enough 
money, please let's not beat around the 
bush there's not enough money. So far, 
the Task Force has run on the help of 
two hired employees the rest of us are 
volunteers. I'm a volunteer. We have 
been able to get some money from 
outside sources we've gotten a nice grant 
the Pittsburgh Foundation to get our 
organization under way. 

We can use a lot of resources. 
However, not all of the resources have to 
be money. Let me say that very 
clearly. Our Task Force as it came 
together discovered something and I 
want to pass this on to you, and I almost 
walked off without even mentioning it. 
Anyone who wants to get good quality 
child care has available to them a 
number. This is the hot-line number 
from the job care network of health and 
welfare planning. The number is 800- 
392-3131. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I don't think that's necessary. 
We're going to get copies of it I hope. 


The thing that I'm asking, if we already 
have one, if we already have this 
network why are we forming another 
committee? 

Ms. Cyert: 

Michelle, so few people know what 
goes on that's one of the ideas for it. 

Michelle Madoff: 

What Tm trying to say to you is 
that we want to accomplish the same 
goal. Is that correct? 

Ms. Cyert: 

Yes. 

Michelle Madoff: 

We'd like to have a program — 

The Chair: 

Michelle, excuse me a minute. I 
think in fairness we owe Councilman 
O'Malley — 

Michelle Madoff: 

I would like to address Councilman 
O’Malley. 

The Chair: 

Wait, let me finish. It's his 
resolution. I think we ought to let him 
finish first before we do any more, and I 
understand he's not finished yet, so let 
him finish. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Tm sorry, Councilman O’Malley’s 
not finished I will wait, but I think 
dialogue on this should take place while 
we vote. 
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The Chair: 

We owe that obligation to everyone 
who is presenting a resolution. 

Ms. Cyert: 

The assignments to task is to 
provide quality child care available to 
this community it's not a simple 
problem. It's an enormously complex 
problem, and we have on our committee 
32 people who are right now — having 
working since June, and are still 
working. We will have some specifc 
things to suggest. 

I think it's fair to say that even 
though we could do everything in the 
world there's an awful lot that happens 
outside of this community. Part of what 
we have to do is to influence what goes 
on in federal legislation. I think many of 
you are aware of the fact that most of 
the funding for child care comes in from 
federal sources. We have an enormously 
complex job to do, and we are really 
under way. I think an important 
ingredient of this is cooperation and 
communication, and this is one way to 
begin. Right now right here. It is 
fascinating to me as you suggested that 
this telephone number if it were pasted 
all over town on billboards, whereever, 
could help an awful lot of people. This is 
solid information cost small or anything, 
but it is not always easy to get really 
solid information. So,* that's one thing 
that we're going to be trying to do. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Councilman O'Malley, I think you 
are to be commended for the bill, and 
that what you’re — 

The Chain 

Michelle, wait let him finish his 
delivery first. I understand he's not done 


yet. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

I'd like to have Jean Sickle come up 
who is Chairwoman of the entire 
Women’s Task Force and who is 
responsible for its functioning, to say a 
few words. 

Ms. Sickle: 

Just a correction, Executive 
Director, but I might say that as 
Margaret has mentioned the issue of 
child care is certainly very complex, and 
one solution is not appropriate for 
everybody. One of the things that we 
are going to be doing is a survey of the 
City employees to get a sense of what, in 
fact, they say they need. This is not only 
in child care but the other four areas 
that the Task Force is focusing on. 

We will be getting the services of a 
professor from Carnegie Mellon who's 
going to help us develop the survey 
instrument. We're going to do a 
stratified random sample so that we get 
people of all levels of City employment, 
and we will be able to run the results 
through the City Informations System, 
and we feel that this will give us handle 
on the kinds of things that City 
employees feel they need as a microcosm 
of our community, and I think that this is 
an appropriate step so that we can see 
what it is that may be needed and get 
some handle on what cost might be and 
where we should be looking for 
resources. 

Apparently, some possibilities are 
going to be more expensive then others, 
and we may be able to eliminate them 
because, in fact, City employees don't 
feel that that'B what they want. 
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Mr. O'Malley; 

Michelle, I know you're sincerely 
concerned. I think what the appropriate 
steps to take would be to have a post 
agenda. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Well, what I wanted to say if you 
will indulge me. I wanted to 
congratulate you, Councilman O'Malley 
for bringing this before the Council, and 
obviously to the media and to the 
public. We've discussed this issue on 
many occasions, and personally I speak 
for myself I'm delighted that people of 
your caliber are getting involved 
because, I know your reputation and 
you're not to going to be windowdressing, 
and you're really going to be doing 
something productive, and I think we’re 
going to see something come out of this, 
and I'm really delighted even though it's 
two years later that we're going to start 
today. I hate to say Tom Foerster's 
expression "Today's the first day of the 
rest of our lives", but we can translate 
that into people of your caliber coming 
to this committee is really the beginning 
of that committee becoming meaningful, 
and I personally extend a great deal of 
personal thanks, because there are so 
many issues that need help. Particularly, 
women who have to go to work, you know 
every working women needs a wife. 

Mr. Givens presented

Mr. Robinson: 

Mr. President, I really don't want 
to do this at this time, but I think it is 
necessary to make a motion prior to that 
bill officially being accepted. I think 
there's an issue that needs to be resolved 
now. If the Chair would' entertain a 
motion. 

The Chair: 

All we're doing is presenting it, 

Bill. 

Mr. Robinson: 

I understand that, but if the Chair 
would give me the opportunity to present 
the motion then I will move according to 
the Chair. I was going to save the 
motion until the end the session, but I 
think it's appropriate to make the motion 
now, before that bill is introduced. 


I don't know the nature of your 
thing. It may be that that's what's 
necessary. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

This is relieving him of further 
obligations. I would like to know what 
those obligations are that we’re — 

The Chair: 

Wait, all this is is the presentation 
of papers. It will come in the 
committee. We’re not doing any releases 
today. 

Mr. Givens: 

My point is, this has to deal with 
the Warner Communication System and 
the Bureau of Cable Communication. 
Why was that not then put in the Public 
Works Committee where the Cable 

Bureau is? 

The Chair: 

She’s been the Chairwoman of that 
Cable Committee all along. 

Mr. Givens: 

That is beside the point. 

Introductions of anything from the Cable 
Bureau must be from the Department of 
Public Works. That has been incorrectly 
introduced. I challenge the Chair_ on 
that. It should come under Public 

Works. It must come under Public 

Works, and this is the first that I have 
received notification of this. Is this a 
letter that has been sent out to all the 
Council people? 

The Chair: 

All it is is a presentation of a bill, 
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which is going to be discussed in 
committee. 

Mr. Givens: 

I agree with it it comes to a shock 
to many of my colleagues that the 
presentation is coming the way it is. 
Why were we not informed that the 
presenation was even coming? That’s 
what my question might be, and I have to 
agree with you, Mr. President, that we 
will be discussing it in the future that 
this is in the Department of Public 
Works, and I would think that the public 
must be aware of this, and even though 
we had one public hearing on the first — 

The Chain 

I don't see this one moving very 
fast anyhow. It's going to go through 
committees. 

Mr. Givens: 

Well, what fro saying is there's a 
new proposal now that is almost before 
us. Council received only for the first 
time our documents on it this last Friday 
at least my office did. I was aware I 
think in listening to Channel 17 the 
government channel this week, that our 
Council's Advisory Committee has been 
discussing, and has already broken into 
committee for discussion for particular 
proposals that came to the Mayor some 
two weeks ago from today. Yet, only 
last Friday did we receive anything in 
this Council, and this Council must make 
a vote on them. We bring certain things 
up for clarification. 

The Chairs 

Yes, I agree with you but it's just 
the presentation of paper, which is going 
to come into committee, and then it's a 
matter of what we do with it. 


Mf» ©iV§fl§l 

Well, then I suggest that that be 
put it into the committee that it should 
be properly introduced, and that is out of 
Public Works and the Bureau of Cable 
Communications. 

Mr. Robi®on: 

Mr. President, if I might with the 
indulgence of the Chair. I'd like to 
proceed with my concern that the motion 
that I would like to make is appropriate 
at this time, and I would like to indicate 
why that motion is appropriate, and if 
the Chair would entertain the motion I 
will make it at this time< 

Council, passed a resolution dated 
April 9, 1984 the Council bill is Council 
Bill 643 it was passed on May 14, 1984, 
that bill in Section 2 reads: this deals 
with a fiscal analysis of the Warner 
Cable Corporation of Pittsburgh and 
Warner Amex. The fiscal analysis shall 
be concluded prior to the City of 
Pittsburgh initiating any process to 
evaluate the sale and/or transfer of 
Warner Cable Corporation of Pittsburgh 
franchise right or the disposition of the 
City of Pittsburgh's right relative to 
acquisition of Warner Cable Corporation 
of Pittsburgh's equipment, financial 
obligations, assests or operating 
obligations. It would seem to me that 
Resolution 419, Council Bill 643 would 
preclude the introduction of the two bills 
at least preclude their introduction, and 
probably would preclude some activities 
that are probably going on right now. 

The reason I want to reuse the 
motion today and specifically now, it 
would appear to me that there has been 
substantial movement in the direction of 
possibly transferring the system, 
certainly transferring rights and 
obligations from Warner to some other 
party, and that if, in deed, we want to be 
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fully informed, and I thing proceeding 
properly we would not to violate the 
contents and directions of 643. My 
motion specifically relates to that, and if 
the Chair would entertain it I will read 
that. The members of Council have 
copies prepared for those that might 
want to review that motion. 

The Chair: 

Mr. Robinson, I'm faced with this 
dilemma and our share in it. I think this 
is only the presentation of papers and 
that' I'm not disputing what you’re 
saying. Whether that should be brought 
up at the Wednesday meeting or whether 
this should be held until next Monday at 
which time we find out the consequences 
of it. It would appear to me, however, 
that in order for us to initiate any kind 
of action including this fiscal analysis, 
you couldn't be able to do any of that 
until you had a bill on the record already, 
so that’s kind of where we are at this 
point. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Excuse me, if the Chair would let 
me read the motion perhaps I could get 
some additional clarification. The 
motion reads: motion to suspend further 
consideration or evaluation of the Cable 
Television proposal submitted to the City 
of Pittsburgh by Tele-Communications 
Incorporated, until the Mayor and City 
Council receives and reviews the fiscal 
analysis of Warner Am ex and Warner 
Cable Corporation of Pittsburgh 
requested in Council Bill 643 of 1984 
that's the full content of the bill. 

It seems to me that since we had 
these public hearings on the T.C.L 
proposals, and since several members of 
this Council plus our City Solictors 
office requested additional information, 
and subsequent to that that information 
or a portion of it has been supplied, that 


we are moving toward a substantial 
evaluation of the possible transfer of the 
system. 

As I interpret that that's in 
violation of 643. If you look back at the 
history of Council Bill 643 you will see it 
was introduced on April 23, 1984 around 
the time that we we read newspaper 
reports about the possible sale and 
transfer, and around the time Mr. Drew 
Lewis, Chairman accepted the letter to 
the City indicating a desire on the part 
of Warner Amex and T.C.L to enter into 
a financial arrangement. 

This bill Wets in the Public Works 
Committee on May 9th. It was discussed 
extensively, it was in committee on May 
2nd, it w«is held for one week, it was 
discussed, and was finally passed on May 
14, 1984. From the time we received 
Mr. Lewis's letter substantial movement 
has been made to transfer a sale system 
including this Council and the Mayor 
entertaining a proposal that was put 
together by T.C.I. and Warner. 

Council Bill 643 very specifically in 
Section 2 says: the fiscal analysis shall 
be concluded prior to the City of 
Pittsburgh initiating any process to 
evaluate the sale and/or transfer. 
Section 4 says: a report of the fisal 
analysis shall be filed with City Council 
and the Mayor within 30 days of the 
completion of the analysis. 

I have attached here to the 
material I’m reading from two pieces of 
correspondence that relates to this issue 
of trying to get the analysis. One is 
dated April 23rd‘the other is dated May 
3rd. I think that it's incumbant upon us 
not to have any legislation introduced 
and certainly no legislation that's 
specific as those two pieces before me 
deal with the mandated Council Bill 643. 

Michelle Madoff seconded the motion. 
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The Chair: 

In view of the motion you're 
making, however, it would appear to me 
that that might be better to leave it in 
the committee and stop any action until 
those things are complied with, if I 
understand your motion correctly. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Well, I felt it was important to 
raise the issue now, because it would 
appear even in the face of 643, and even 
the face of public discussions on it. Two 
bills were introduced that specifically 
give the impression that the system is 
going to be transferred, and that certain 
rights and obligations sure going to be 
tranferred. 

I think that's going a bit far when 
we have no substantive information 
about the analysis requested in 643. I'm 
concerned if the bill goes into committee 
that we may face ourselves within the 
next couple of days with some action. 
Our City Solicitor's Department I would 
hope would work along with us to try to 
get the information requested in 643, 
because the City Solicitor is identified as 
one of the persons who worked on this. 

Tm a little bit concerned at this 
point that we're moving so rapidly based 
on the T.C.I. analysis of the system, 
Warner's analysis of the system, and a 
proposal of the T.C.L and Warner put 
together. This is a business deal that 
they want. It may be good or bad, but it 
seems to me that 643 says, let the City 
of Pittsburgh get its own fiscal 
information before we start any process 
to transfer. We've already had a public 
hearing based on the assumption we're 
going to transfer the system without 
having any kind of fiscal analysis of our 
own.

Well, for me personally I think 
there should have been a bill introduced 
a long time ago. I question how we can 
continue to talk about something under 
which there is no legislation before us, 
and it appears now that there is some 
legislation coming, and at this point it 
needs everything, what we've done in the 
past plus what we have to obviously do in 
the future. 

I don't see a fast result on this 
issue unless Tm wrong, but I don't see a 
fast resolvement of it, but getting back 
to you, Mr. Robinson, as I'm 
understanding your motion your motion 
seems to lead me again to let it be 
presented, and then at that point nothing 
further to be done until those things are 
done. 

Now, Tm asking for some guidence 
here, that's the way your motions coming 
off. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Well, all I'm saying, is at this point 
I've asked the Chair to entertain the 
motion based upon my explanation. I 
guess I have to wait now the decision of 
the Chair whether or not my motion 
would be in order at this time. 

The Chair: 

Your motion is saying that nothing 
more be done on the bill, which prompts 
me to say then the bill ought to go in, 
and nothing more to be done. 

Mr. Robinson: 

No, my motion very specifically 
says, that we should suspend further 
consideration or evaluation of the Cable 
Television proposal submitted to the City 
of Pittsburgh by Tele-Communications 
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Incorporated until the Mayor and City 
Council receive and review the fiscal 
analysis of Warner Amex and Warner 
Cable Corporation requested in Council 
Bill 643 of 1984. 

My motion hopefully to be 
considered at this point would preclude 
the introduction of the two bills that the 
City Clerk read. 

The Chain 

Are you saying that Council should 
not “entertain any legislation until then? 

Mr. Robinson: 

At this point I don't see — because 
it evidently is based upon the re- 
evaluation that was submitted to us by 
Tele-Communications, Incorporated. 
Friday I received two volumes of their 
new proposal, and on Monday two bills 
introduced into Council to transfer the 
system. 

The Chair: 

Do I have a second to that motion? 
Michelle Madoff seconded the motion. 
Michelle Madoff: 

May I respectfully remind this 
Council that Mr. Givens particularly and 
Councilman Robinson have repeatedly 
asked as I have to have an update and 
evaluation before anything was 
considered with reference to 
transferring the Warner Contract, and 
in a sense I think that Councilman 
Robinson's motion today is redundant. 

He already had his victory when we 
passed Bill 643 which says, that we were 
going to get an evaluation before 
anything was introduced. He should not 
have been put in the embarrassing 


position of having to introduce a motion 
on his motion, because he already won 
that victory. 

We supported him, I believe 
unanimously and I would like to remind 
this esteem body that when we voted for 
a cable contract with two weeks notice 
it was a year that we were the year of 
champions. The Mayor was at the 
victory playoffs. We were given the 
information from the Advisory Board — I 
don't think we had three days to actually 
vote with the budget, the election, and 
everything else going on. 

We were railroaded and we were 
stampeaded, and I don't want some judge 
now coming to us, and dealing with us 
privately as we did on the stadium, and 
say, this is really good it’s the only way 
to go, and we'd appreciate your vote. 

This Council does not have its own 
fiscal advisor, does not have its own 
fiscal analyst. I've asked that we hire 
someone to evaluate this, I even made a 
recommendation of the name of 
somebody. I don't care if you use that 
person. I thought he was acceptable to 
all of us, which was Jim Roddy. I think 
Mr. Woods said he doesn't need — or 
somebody said we don't need — 

The Chair. 

Michelle, excuse me, we are on the 
motion only. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Well, I'm addressing the motion. 
The motion is that Mr. Robinson has no 
need for this motion because he already 
won it, and the bill should not be 
introduced. The bill should be taken out, 
be removed from introduction, deleted, 
and we should immediately get an up¬ 
date of where we stand, and whether 
we're being windowdressing, railroaded, 
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and pushed into voting for something we 
know nothing about. As we did when we 
voted for the contract, because the proof 
of the pudding is that many of us were 
asked to buy stock in all kinds of cable 
companys. I said I wouldn't touch them. 
I don't think they're any good, and what 
happens is now we have a contract $100 
million, and they’re going bankrupt or 
they're going to walk away, and I don't 
want to see that happen again. Let's 
take the bill out, let's find out what's 
going on, and then let’s talk about the 
bill. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. President, in addition to the 
two objections made by my two 
colleagues, which I think are very valid 
objections to the introduction of this 
bill. Each and every other bill that is 
being presented or introducted today 
appeared on the agenda for the Mayor's 
conference meeting this morning. Now 
for what ever reason I do not know these 
two bills did not appear on that agenda. 
All Councilmembers here receive a copy 
.of that agenda on Friday prior the 
Mayor's conference meeting or at the 
very latest Monday morning in the in box 
on their desk. 

I for one found out right now that 
these two bills are being introduced. I 
think this is a violation of the normal 
operating proceedures of this Council. 
That these two bills would be introduced 
here on this floor without each and every 
member of this Council having any prior 
notice of that introduction. So, for that 
reason and for the reasons indicated by 
Mr. Givens and Mr. Robinson, I support 
the motion to reject the introduction. 

The Chair: 

We're not voting yet. Mr. Woods on 
the motion.

Mr. President, at first when 
Councilman Robinson raised the issue I 
felt well why raise it we can discuss this 
thing Wednesday, and then hold forever 
until we go through the stuff that T.C.I. 
has presented us, but on Bill 643 that was 
(passed May 14, 1984 we Council made a 
law, Section 2 of that and if we do 
entertain this introduction of this 
legislation we are violating our own law, 
and therefore, I don't believe that we 
should have these two bills introduced. 

Mr. Givens: 

Before the motion I wanted the 
clarification on this introduction of the 
bill and what committee it should go 
into, and I did not hear clarification from 
that. 

The Chair: 

Mr. Givens, she has been 
Chairwoman of that committee all along. 

Mr. Givens: 

That has nothing to do with that 
committee. I agree that she serves on 
the committee and as the Chair of the 
Council Adivsory Committee. This is 
legal legislation in the form of a letter, 
and it will be introduced as a bill sooner 
or later, and it must come through the 
committee or else we're in violation 
again of the proper committee. 

The Chair: 

It depends on how this vote comes 
out; your thing may be moot. 

Mr. Givens: 

It might be moot, but it's not moot 
I think before we even have that vote I'd 
ask clarification that that be put into the 
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Department of Public Works. 

The Chain 

The Chair has no recourse but to 
entertain it, and we're entertaining his 
vote. 

Mr. Givens: 

Excuse me, I had a motion to you 
and it got into further dialogue. 

The Chain 

I’m told it's reported to your 
committee after being presented. 

Mr. Givens:

The second motion reads: "Motion 
to have City Solicitor, Dante Pellegrini, 
provide as part of his written opinion on 
Council 1110 a written verification of 
the pfocess and procedure utilized by the 
Urban Redevelopment Authority to 
comply substantively and legally with 
Council Bill 1110." 

The third motion is: "Motion to 
have the written opinion and report from 
Solicitor Pellegrini to be filed with the 
City Clerk 48 hours prior to City Council 
in Committee acting upon any bond issue 
legislation." 

Michelle Madoff: 

Point of clarification. Could you 
tell me what Council Bill 1110 is, please? 

Mr. Robinson: 

Council Bill 1110 contains two 
issues. The issues really should have 
been separated and that was 
recommended to the Urban 
Redevelopment Authority but they 
submitted the legislation and we 
entertained it without that division. 

The first portion of Council Bill 
1110 authorizes the Urban 
Redevelopment Authority to carry out 
certain aspects of the Community 
Development Block Grant Program for 
the City of Pittsburgh during the year 
1984. 


The second portion of Council Bill 
1110 authorizes the Urban 
Redevelopment Authority to issue 
mortgage revenue bonds to finance two 
of our housing assistance programs. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Has there been some reason that 
you question what they've done? Do you 
have some reason for wanting this? 
Specifically? 

Mr. Robinson: 

The Urban Revelopment Authority 
took action at their last meeting, I 
believe that was their official meeting 
last Thursday for the month of 
September, relative to the bonding 
aspects of Council Bill 1110. That is, 
those procedures that were outlined in 
Council Bill 1110 were detailed and 
approved by the Urban Redevelopment 
Authority. They are now in a position to 
actually have the bonds issued and 
serviced. Inasmuch as this is the first 
time that this procedure has been used in 
the City of Pittsburgh, and it's my 
understanding the first time anywhere in 
the United States, it seems to me that it 
would be very helpful for us to have our 
City Solicitor detail for us exactly how 
this process was accomplished and to 
make sure the Urban Redevelopment 
Authority followed the legislative 
mandate. 

The Chair: 

Mr. Robinson, let me touch number 
two, if I may. If it's totally in legal and 
substantive compliance, then what is two 
trying to do? 

Mr. Robinson: 

I'm not a lawyer, and I'm not saying 
that to in any way be flip. I think that 
it's important for us to make sure that

all the legal and substantive aspects of 
legislation that we pass are followed, 
particularly when we give a mandate to 
an agency outside of City government, 
immediately outside of City 
government. Since the authority had to 
follow a procedure that did not outline in 
every detail all the steps they should 
follow, I think it's important for us to 
have this information, one, because of 
the Urban Redevelopment Authority's 
quasi independent stand and two, because 
the issue that was being addressed by the 
amendments relative to the procedures 
for 'the issuance of bonds and servicing 
bonds probably could be applicable to 
other bond issues not only by the Urban 
Redevelopment Authority but other 
authorities in the City and by the City 
itself. 

There will be a bond issue before 
City Council on Wednesday, if my 
memory serves me correct, for $6.3 
million for the Equipment Leasing 
Authority. There is a bill that we just 
considered today tjiat would provide 
roughly $125,000 to Mellon Bank to 
service some bonds that have already 
been issued and I believe there's an 
anticipation on party administration that 
we are going to have other bond issues in 
the City of Pittsburgh. 

The Chain 

Does your number three apply to 
all bond issues? 

Mr. Robinson: 

Number three would apply to any 
bond issue legislation. The idea is to 
make sure that we have from the 
Solicitor information 48 hours in advance 
that we can review prior to taking any 
action on any future bond legislation. 


The Chain 

That's generally what your bond 
counsel does. 

Mr. Robinson: 

No. 

The Chain 

You see, I thought this number 
three is modifying the other two. 

Mr. Robinson: 

No. Motion number three 

specifically relates to the first two 
motions. You are correct in that 
regard. If indeed motions one and two 
pass and we do not have Mr. Pellegrini's 
opinion or report by Wednesday, we will 
be considering bond issue legislation, two 
pieces of legislation. I would hope that 
Council would not want to consider any 
additional bond legislation until we 
determine if the process we establish for 
the URA is valuable as we go out on 
other bond issues. 

The Chair: 

If you restrict your number three 
to what you're talking about before I 
think I could live with it. Otherwise I 
can't because you don't know what's 
going to come up in consequences. 

Mr. Robinson: 

As I mentioned, if these two bills 
pass within a 48 hour period you will 
have two bond issues that will come up. 

The Chair: 

Yes, but relative to URA. 
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Mr. Robinson: 

No, they will not be relative to 
URA. One will dead with the Equipment 
Leasing Authority; the other will deal 
with Mellon Bank servicing some bonds 
issued in the year 1983. 

Mr. Givens: 

There was a bill brought up, this 
whole issue or part of it, in regard to the 
development of the Stanley Theatre 
along with that of the Allegheny 
International. That was on Wednesday. 
On Thursday, the Urban Redevelopment 
Authority had their board meeting which 
as a member of this Council I sit on that 
board. 

The Chair: 

Excuse me. I don't think that's 
what he's talking about. He's not talking 
about that one now; he's talking about 
general revenue bonds or mortgage 
bonds. Right, Bill? 

Mr. Robinson: 

Precisely. 

Mr. Givens: 

He's talking about the Stanley 
Theatre bonds. 

The Chair: 

No. He's talking about general 
bonds. 

Michelle Madoff: 

You know like travel expenses, 
spending money? He's talking about 
spending money on bonds. His is a lot 
more than your bill. 


Mr. Givens: 

Okay, that's bonds in general. At 
any rate, I still want to make a report — 

The Chair: 

Mr. Givens, let's talk about this 
particular motion first. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

I have no problem supporting Mr. 
Robinson's motion number one and 
motion number two. I cannot support 
motion number three. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Why? 

Mr. O'Malley: 

Well, if in fact the URA has not 
come in compliance with Council Bill 
1110, I don't feel that we should be 
penalizing the rest of the City of 
Pittsburgh by not going out on other 
much needed bond issues. If in fact URA 
is not in compliance with Council Bill 
1110, then we should come up with other 
ways to bring them in to compliance. It's 
my understanding that* motion number 
three would prevent the City from going 
out on any bond issue. There is much 
need of Public Works projects — 

Michelle Madoff: 

He's not preventing it; he just says 
let us know about it. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

This motion, number three, if I'm 
correct Mr. Robinson, would prevent the 
City of Pittsburgh from going out on any 
bond issue and in fact would penalize 
Public Works projects in many areas in 
the City of Pittsburgh. 
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Mr. Robinson: 

No. All the third motion says, and 
I'm not trying to make it complicated, all 
it says is before we consider any 
legislation which deals with bonds we 
must have Mr. Pellegrini's report 48 
hours in advance. Now, that 48 hours, as 
far as this motion is concerned, is up to 
Mr. Pellegrini. I'm not presupposing 
when he can get the information that's 
requested in motion one and motion two; 
I'm simply saying, in fairness to 
everybody, this coming Wednesday there 
are two bond issues, two bond related 
issues, that are on the agenda. One deals 
with the Equipment Leasing Authority, 
the other deals with a bill that was in 
Mr. Woods' committee today relative to 
Mellon Bank servicing some bonds that 
have already been issued. Now, if those 
bills were not in Committee on 
Wednesday, I would not have made 
motion number three. It seems to me 
that if we get the information from one 
and two and determine what the Urban 
Redevelopment Authority did and 
properly evaluate it, it might have some 
positive impact on what we might do on 
other bond issues. I'm not presupposing 
they have or have not complied with 
1110 but as I said, it's the first time this 
has ever been done in the United States, 
much less in the City of Pittsburgh, for 
an Urban Redevelopment Authority to 
select bond counsel, underwriters and 
underwriters' counsel by the procedure 
that we established. 

Without talking out of school, and I 
wasn't going to bring this up because I do 
not have in my possession verification 
for this, but it is my understanding and 
perhaps Councilman Givens can verify it 
and I would assume that the records 
could be secured, the Urban 
Redevelopment Authority felt or feels 
that the procedures that we outline for 
them in Council Bill 1110 were not only 
positive and helpful but ones that they 


would like to use in the future because 
they feel they were in the best interest 
of the Authority itself. The Urban 
Redevelopment Authority is one of the 
major authorities in this City that issues 
bonds. If they feel that way, and that 
can be documented and we can look at 
that procedure, perhaps by improving on 
that procedure or using the exact same 
procedure we might do the people of the 
City of Pittsburgh a great favor by 
issuing our bonds under a new set of 
procedures. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

If I might, I take it from what you 
just said that motion three has absolutely 
nothing to do with motions one and two. 
It doesn't. Motion three says, and my 
opinion is that it applies to one and two, 
a written opinion and report from 
Solicitor Dan Pellegrini and a written 
report on motion one and two shall be 
filed with the City Clerk 48 hours prior 
to City Council in Committee acting 
upon "any bond issue legislation". 

Reading that, I would take it that 
that applies to motion one and two and I 
cannot support that. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. Robinson, may I suggest 
respectfully that we take one and two 
and then we take three separately? 

Mr. Robinson: 

With all due respect to members of 
Council, it was the Chair that asked to 
have all three motions read. I was going 
to read them individually and have them 
considered individually. 

The Chair: 

The reason for it is, and I subscribe 
to what Mr. O'Malley has indicated, I 
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thought this was one, two, three under 
the same thing. The three, as you are 
now amplifying it, ends out being more 
dangerous than I thought it was before. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Dangerous? In what sense? 

The Chair: 

Let me explain. It's legislating 
when you don’t know the ramifications of 
it and that’s worse. If I knew what it 
was, I don't mind legislating. But what 
you're saying, we’re just doing in a 
general sense. 

Number three, it fits naturally with 
one and two, saying that the written 
opinion above shall be filed within a time 
limit, namely 48 hours. I would stop 
there and that would satisfy all of us, in 
my opinion. But when you say that this 
now stops any other bond issue or you 
take three away from one and two, you 
are now saying, and I don't know the 
present ramifications of it and I may be 
putting some obstacle in front of myself 
that I don't want to. I don’t know what 
the answers are but before I act, I'd like 
to know when I act what it costs. 

Michelle Madoff: 

May I suggest, as I just did, that we 
take one and two separately, vote on 
them, and then take three separately and 
vote on it? I have some very strong 
opinions that you’re correct, Mr. 
Robinson. The bills are all good and 
they're not intimidating at all. They're 
very clear. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

Let's go back to number one then. 
Do you want to handle them one at a 
time? 


Mr. Robinson: 

That's fine with me. 

The Chair: 

Make the motion, Mr. Robinson. 

Mr. Robinson: 

My first motion is to have the City 
Solicitor, Dante Pellegrini, — 

The Chair: 

You don't have to reread it. Just 
tell us which one you have. 

Mr. Robinson: 

I make the motion. 

Michelle Madoff seconded the motion. 

Mr. Givens: 

Discussion. If we begin to look at 
any authority, either the Redevelopment 
Authority or the Leasing Authority or a 
few other bills that are being brought up, 
then I must think that we have to look at 
the Water Authority, we have to look at 
the Alcosan Authority, we have to look 
at all the authorities that we have in the 
City of Pittsburgh and I would ask then 
that this Council do likewise. We can't 
do for one if we won't do for all. Once 
you get into this type of stuff, how much 
is going to start boggling down Council 
on each of the authorities which are 
independent state quasi bodies that 
belong to the City of Pittsburgh but yet 
really don't belong to this particular 
government. In some cases, the 
legislation from URA must pass through 
this Council by state law. In other 
authorities, they do not have to come 
through this Council to float various 
bonding issues. In some cases they 
should, I think, come through this 
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Council, the elected body, when they go 
out on bonding issues. A typical example 
of that, and a most horrifying one, was 
the $98 million water bond issue. That's 
a good example. I think that should have 
been able to come through this Council 
and approve or disapprove it predicated 
on how good the City and other crews 
have been able to do what compliance we 
gave them on the capital budget. We're 
two or three years behind on our capital 
budget projects for sewer and water lines 
and yet we go out on a $98 million. But 
Bill, I try to compare. When you do for 
one, then I think you have to do it for all. 

Michelle Madoff: 

That's what he's saying. He wants 
to set a precedent that we can apply to 
others. Why don't we vote on this one 
and then we can see whether it's 
applicable to others. You make a valid 
point. Let's vote. 

The Chain 

Okay. Let's take the vote. 

Mr. Givens: 

I abstain. 

The Chain 

Is there any further discussion on 
the motion? 

And on the question, "Shall the 

motion pass finally?" 

The ayes and noes were taken 
agreeably to law, and were: 

Ayes: 

Mr. Grabowski Mr. Robinson 

Michelle Madoff Mr. Wagner 

Mr. O'Malley Mr. Stone 

(Pres't) 


AYES 6 NOES none 

(MR. GIVENS ABSTAINING) 

And a majority of the votes of 
Council being in the affirmative, the 
motion passed finally. 

The Chain 

I really think that everybody should 
be in compliance and I see no problem 
with it. If you need some reinforcement 
of it I don’t see any problems with it 
although I don't know that it's necessary. 

Mr. Givens: 

I think it's just going to expand the 
whole issue and Til be very happy to join 
Bill Robinson in it. 

The Chain 

Next motion, Mr. Robinson. 

Mr. Robinson: 

I make the motion. 

Michelle Madoff seconded the motion. 
Which motion prevailed. 

Mr. Robinson: 

I make the motion on motion three. 
Michelle Madoff seconded the motion. 
Michelle Madoff: 

Discussion. Motion three I take as 
being just an informational kind of 
thing. I don't believe this Council, as 
Councilman Givens just said when you 
get to $90 million we did have the 
opportunity to discuss in this Council and 
it was a 4-5 vote and the four lost and 
we're going to get a fifth in the next 
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election. 

Now, three says, all we want to do 
is get information 48 hours before we are 
asked to vote on a bond. You want 
information, everybody wants 

information; we don't want to vote in a 
vacuum. All he's saying is be 
responsible. Tell us what you want us to 
do. Tell us what the ramifications are 
and we will make that decision, as 
opposed to do you want to vote on this 
bond and then we start hassling without 
information. We don't get information; 
we've never gotten information. You 
don't get information; I don't get 
information. Most of the members of 
Council who care don't get information 
and all Mr. Robinson I hope is saying is 
let's get some information. I support 
him. It's only 48 hours. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

I'm having problems with number 
three. It states the written opinion and 
report from Solicitor Pellegrini shall be 
filed with the City Clerk. What 
opinion? What information? I mean, 
every bond issue pertains to a different 
project, a different subject, a different 
amount of money. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Motion three specifically relates to 
the information requested in motions one 
and two and I shall amend that motion if 
it's appropriate. The written opinion and 
report relative to Council Bill 1110 from 
Solicitor Pellegrini shall be filed with the 
City Clerk 48 hours prior to City Couhcil 
in Committee acting upon any bond issue 
legislation. 

The Chair: 

Why don't you scratch out after the 
word Committee and I think it can pass? 


Mr. O'Malley: 

I don't think it can pass. That's just 
what I stated in my last paragraph. Mr. 
Robinson clarified that motion number 
three now directly ties in with one and 
two which states that if he does't get the 
appropriate information on legislative 
Bill 1110 in the next 48 hours then City 
Council will not act upon any bond issue 
legislation. I don’t feel that it’s right to 
penalize other Public Works projects and 
other bond issues — 

The Chair: 

You're agreeing with me, Mr. 
O'Malley. If I take off the last part, 
acting upon the bond issue legislation, it 
will come out the way you're now saying. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

Right. 

The Chair: 

Mr. Robinson, two suggestions, if I 
may. I would take after the words "in 
Committee", everything else out because 
now you’re making it modify the above 
which is what I thought it was initially. 

The second one is, I would agree 
with Mr. O’Malley that the 48 hours may 
be a short constraint. Wait, hold on a 
minute. We're talking about 48 hours 
prior to. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I could be three months prior. He 
just says at least 48 hours. 

The Chair: 

That's alright but if you take the 
last words off, after the word 
"Committee", it will modify as you're 
modifying and I don't find it 
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objectionable. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Let me read that because, as I said, 
my intent was stated to Council. It 
seems to me that it would not be in the 
public's best interest for us to consider 
legislation relative to bonds until at least 
we hear from Mr. Pellegrini. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

On what? 

Mr. Robinson: 

On Council Bill 1110. That's why 
motion number three was the last motion 
I was making. 

The Chair: 

The only trouble with it, you're now 
tying it in to 1110 and then at the end 
you have a tail on it that affects all bond 
legislation. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Well, the intent is for us to 
consider all bond legislation as being the 
same and if, as Mr. Givens said, it's good 
for the UR A to perhaps go through this 
process it might be good for other 
agencies of government to go through — 

The Chair: 

The minute you made it modify 
1110 you tied it in to URA. Therefore 
you shouldn't affect any other 
legislation. You're now at a 

contradiction in your motion. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

You're penalizing other projects in 
the City of Pittsburgh because of Bill 
1110 . 


The Chair: 

As I indicated to you, since you tie 
it in to 1110 and since that deals with 
URA, then it should not affect the 
balance of legislation. We have a slight 
contradiction to it. 

I want to end it with one thing. I 
would suggest you take off the words 
"acting upon any bond issue legislation". 

Michelle Madoff: 

Clarification. Mr. Robinson, did 
you or did you not say earlier on several 
repetitions that you were concerned 
about the two bills coming up next 
Wednesday; one is the Leasing Authority 
and one is the Mellon Bank bonds. There 
are two bonds. My understanding of 
what you're saying is not only do you 
want it for Bill 1110 but you also want to 
know that before this Council votes on 
any bonds, at least 48 hours, it could be 
three months, it could be six months, it 
could be a year in advance, it could be 
two weeks, but at least 48 hours before 
we vote we should have some 
information on the bond. Is that what 
you mean? 

Mr. Robinson: 

No, that is not what I mean. 
Michelle Madoff: 

Then I didn't understand it. I'm 
sorry. Would you clarify it for me 
because I certainly think we should have 
that 48 hours before. 

Mr. Robinson: 

The purpose of the third motion 
was to give to Solicitor Pellegrini a 
reasonable period of time to interface 
with the Urban Redevelopment Authority 
to comply with motions one and two and 
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also to give Council an opportunity to 
review his opinion and report prior to 
considering any bond legislation. If 
motion three passes today, the next time 
that this Council would be faced with 
bond legislation would be this 
Wednesday. Today is the 17th, 

Wednesday is the 19th. If the two bills 
that will be in Committee on Wednesday, 
one dealing with the Equipment Leasing 
Authority for $9.3 million in bonds and 
the bill dealing with Mellon Bank 
servicing bonds issued in 1983 at a price 
tag of $125,000, if they were not on the 
agenda this Wednesday, Solicitor 
Pellegrini would have 48 hours prior to 
any other bond legislation being 
presented, whether it be in the Mayor’s 
meeting on a Monday morning, in our 
Monday afternoon sessions, at a special 
session, at a Wednesday session. Again, 
the purpose is to look at how we are 
issuing bonds in the City of Pittsburgh 
and to evaluate the process and 
procedure that the Urban Redevelopment 
Authority was requested to initiate by 
way of Council Bill 1110. There is no 
intent here to stop bond issues in the 
City of Pittsburgh; there is no intent 
here to inconvenience anybody; there's 
no attempt here to in any way prohibit 
the City from financing those projects 
that they think are appropriate. The 
bond legislation 1110, when it was being 
discussed, I made the comments that our 
primary obligation, or my primary 
obligation, was that we get the best bond 
counsel, underwriters and underwriters' 
counsel to issue those bonds and then 
depending upon how that process worked, 
it might be applicable to other 
situations. 

One last comment, if I might. The 
Mayor appointed a task force to look at 
the awarding of professional service 
contracts. Bond counsel, underwriters 
and underwriters' counsel contracts are 
professional service contracts. The 
Urban Redevelopment Authority is the 


first authority or first body in the City 
of Pittsburgh to make any significant 
change in the way professional service 
contracts are being awarded and they did 
that without the direction or assistance 
of the task force. If the task force 
indeed is going to make some 
recommendations to the Mayor which 
ultimately are going to have to be 
carried out by us by way of legislation, it 
just seems to me that we ought to study 
any procedures that we have asked to 
have initiated and also hopefully look at 
what the Mayor has asked to have 
initiated before we continue to aware 
professional service contracts. I'm 
simply trying to make sure that we can 
get from the Solicitor within a 
reasonable period of time some 
information that might help and guide us 
prior to taking action on future bond 
related issues. 

The Chair: 

I don't have any problem with 
that. But if you say under three, the way 
you're amending it, that it modifys back 
to 1110, then it should deal with those 
items .under which you are now dealing. 
But you put a tail on it which makes it 
more strong than even anything above 
acting on any bond issue legislation. 
That's why I recommend that you scratch 
out those last six words. It's up to you. 

Mr. Robinson: 

I will leave the motion as amended. 
The Chair: 

Okay. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. President, just one point. Mr. 
Robinson, with all due respect, when I 
explained to you how I understood the 
bill, you said I was wrong and you went 
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right on to say it exactly as I understood 
it. It's informational; it also relates back 
to the bill. I support you and I don't 
think you should change one word on it. 
This Council should not vote to spend 
millions of dollars without at least 48 
hours notice to know what the bill is all 
about or what the bond is all about. I 
vote with you; I don't think you should 
change a word of it. 


looked over the shoulder of URA when 
they float their bonds and they've always 
been able to get a tremendous rate for 
that year. It's a reversal though when I 
look at other bodies of government 
within the City of Pittsburgh, that some 
of those bonds are not sold in an 
appropriate manner that alleviates the 
debt service of the City of Pittsburgh, 
long-term debt service. 


The Chair: 


Call the roll. 

Mr. Givens: 

I'd just like to have some discussion 
on motion three, why I abstain in motion 
one. The bill triggered my imagination a 
little bit from the URA board meeting. 

I think it's been asked of this 
Council as well as the different 
authorities to try to broaden those 
people to get a piece of the pie or 
otherwise a piece of the action, financial 
action, of the bonding issues that go on 
within the City of Pittsburgh. In our last 
bonding issue that the Urban 
Redevelopment Authority is trying to 
float, it encompassed about four 
different other law firms and agencies 
that deal with bonding and one of them 
was a minority bonding firm opening that 
door to give minorities some leeway. I 
wondered why Bill was picking on the 
mortgage revenue bonds-because that has 
been one of the most succesful bonding 
issues and the most gratifying of all the 
work that the Urban Redevelopment 
Authority has done. 

I accept his motion three and the 
fact of having some type of notification 
before we're upon the bond issue 
legislation, any bond issue legislation. I 
think it's bounced off us so quickly that 
we have to act Johnny-on-the-spot. The 
biggest complain that I’ve had and I've

I vote no on motion three. I feel 
that each individual bond issue, whenever 
it comes before Council we can take a 
look at it and if we have any problems 
we can deal with it at that time. I don't 
see any reason to tie it into Bill No. 
1110 . 

Michelle Madoff: 

I vote yes because it's not only tied 
into 1110 and how it can affect other 
authorities, but it also addresses two 
bond issues coming up this coming 
Wednesday and we don't have enough 
information. We never have 

information. When they want our opinion 
they give it to us and for this Council to 
say that they don't want information at 
least 48 hours before is actually 
unconscionable and unbelievable and I 
support you all the way, Mr. Robinson. 
Aye. 

Mr. O’Malley: 

This Council certainly wants all the 
pertinent information we can get. 
Unfortunately, motion number three ties 
the 48 hour requirement directly into Bill 
1110. If for some reason the Law 
Department, Mr. Pellegrini, could not 
come in compliance within the next 48 
hours, that would penalize all future 
Public Works projects on the books and 
all future bond issues. 

I agree with my colleague, Mr. 
Grabowski, that we should take each 
issue and each bond issue separately and 
I don't believe that we should tie in all 
the future band issues of the City of 
Pittsburgh with Mr. Pellegrini's 
compliance on legislative bill 1110. I 


The Chair: 

Is there any further discussion on 
the motion? 

And on the question, "Shall the 
motion pass finally?"

The Chair: 

Okay. Motions one and two pass. 
Three does not pass. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Mr. President, I have another 
motion on another subject, if I might, on 
the Allegheny International Project. 

Mr. Givens: 

Bill, Id like to interject. That was 
my discussion and I'd like to discuss that 
prior to his motion. 

Michelle Madoff: 

He's only calling for a post agenda 
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and you can discuss it then. 

Mr. Givens: 

Okay. Is that what you're calling 
for, Bill? 

Mr. Robinson: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, a post agenda has been 
scheduled for September 26, 1984 to 
better inform the public and Council 
about the status of the Allegheny 
International Stanley Theatre Project. 
As Council is aware, that project was 
considered by the Planning, Housing and 
Development Committee and was 
approved by City Council and the 
Mayor. There are some questions that I 
think are unresolved relative to the 
status and operation of that project and 
as Chairman of Planning, Housing and 
Development I asked to have a post 
agenda scheduled. 

My motion is to cablecast the 
September 26, 1984 post agenda session 
of City Council in order that pertinent 
information relative to the status of the 
Allegheny International Stanley Theatre 
Project might be made available to City 
Council and the general public. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

Just one quick comment. Wouldn't 
this be a change in the pattern previously 
set by this Council that we only televise 
hearings? I don't think we've ever 
televised a post agenda in the past. Am I 
correct ? 

The Chair: 

That's been the rule so far. 

Mr. Robinson: 

That has not been the application 


of the rule. I think the Record will 
reflect — 

The Chair: 

I think his point is only that we 
have not done a post. That's all. 

Mr. Robinson: 

I think the Record will reflect that 
this Council voted to take a vote on 
those matters other than public hearings 
and our regular Council sessions that we 
vote on to have televised, that we would 
vote. That's the reason for the motion 
here today. 

The Chair: 

You are correct. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

On each individual item? 

Mr. Robinson: 

Depending upon the seriousness of 
the issue. It seems to me that this 
project has raised enough questions in 
the last two months that certainly a post 
agenda is in order. The Urban 
Redevelopment Authority has taken 
some action at its recent meeting to 
suggest that there are some changes in 
the project, substantial changes. There 
is a question of whether or not the total 
project as reconstructed, and it has been 
reconstructed, must be approved again 
by City Council and the Mayor. The 
Urban Redevelopment Authority did 
issue, I "believe, a report today that some 
members of Council received at least 
indicating that HUD is going to have to 
reapprove the project. Well, if HUD has 
to reapprove it, so do we because we're 
the ones that authorize the application 
to HUD in the first place. 
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So, the post agenda is geared 
towards getting some clarification of 
who we're doing business with, under 
what conditions are we doing business, 
and what are to be the public benefits 
from that. I thought that it would be in 
everybody's best interest rather than 
calling for a public hearing or having 
someone else call for a public hearing to 
at least let the public be informed as to 
the nature of this new project. If for no 
other reason, it would appear that the 
news media is reporting a project that 
we did not authorize. I have been unable 
to date to get very much information 
from the Urban Redevelopment 
Authority or from the Planning 
Department as to the status of this 
project. As I said, some of you were 
given some information this morning by 
the Urban Redevelopment Authority. I 
don't know the contents of that; I don’t 
have that information in my possession 
but it is my understanding that some 
information was made available. 

The Chair: 

I have a motion. Do I have a 
second? 

Michelle Madoff seconded the motion. 

Mr. Givens: 

Excuse me, before this motion is 
voted on, I did not yield, Mr. President. I 
was next on the floor to be up for 
discussion before his motion was brought 
on the floor and it deals directly on this 
letter unfortunately that Councilman 
Robinson did not have an opportunity to 
read regarding an authority that I sit 
on. It's very important, I think, that that 
message be delivered right here and I 
don't know if you'd need to have such a 
post agenda. Anyone can have a post so I 
see no motion foa. it. But, Councilman 
Robinson at the Wednesday session was 
disgruntled and the fact that he was 


reading certain information in the 
newspapers about what was happening on 
the Allegheny Intemational/Stanley 
Theatre development down there. Of 
course, I sit on that authority and I was 
interested too. But there was a letter 
that was sent over to all members of 
Council dates September 14, 1984, at 
Bill’s request through me through the 
Urban Redevelopment Authority's board 
meeting in which this topic was 
discussed. From that came this letter 
which, for your information, is a status 
report of Allegheny International's 
Stanley Theatre project. I draw your 
attention particularly to the facts that 
formal developer substitution has not 
taken place and requires approval of 
HUD and I would think this Council body 
at the same time. URA has not received 
a formal request from designation of the 
development team, as I indicated from 
the original Allegheny International 
Realty Development Company and the 
old Urban Investment Development 
Corporation and the developers, the AI 
Stanley project is to be replaced by an 
affiliate, so we found out just by word, 
Lincoln Property Company of Dallas, 
Texas f backed up by large insurance 
underwriters. URA has not received a 
formal request from a designated 
development team to substitute Lincoln 
and Allegheny International Corporation 
as a fine tenant who is going to require 
250,000 plus feet in that particular twin 
office towers. 

This formal request is expected 
shortly, however. In two recent 
meetings with URA officials and Lincoln 
officials agreeing to abide by the terms 
of the HUD/City of Pittsburgh UDAG 
agreement now nearing finalization, 
including repayment, job creation, and 
other program requirements, Lincoln 
officials also agreed to abide by the 
existing construction schedule for the 
project that calls for the summer of 1984 
construction start on the office site and 
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a fall of 1984 start for the Stanley 
renovation. We just know in the past 
there's been somewhat $5 million 
donated to the Stanley renovation 
project. As of September 1Z, 1984 
meeting with the Lincoln 

representatives, UR A officials asked for 
a new two-part Minority Business 
Enterprise, MBE as we call it, plan for 
the project. The MBE plan for trust for 
cultural resources developers in the 
Stanley project into the MBE plan with 
Lincoln Property Company Developers 
the office towers. Four, that the URA 
has notified HUD of the proposed 
development change and HUD must 
approve the substitution of the 
developer. Demolition as we know of the 
office tower site is completed. Certain 
architectural elements of the old Moose 
building are being preserved for the 
requirements of the UDAG grant. What 
we're having here is a financial 
agreement between two different 
developers and that the Allegheny 
International has switched the people 
who are going to finance and develop 
that particular project. I agree with Bill; 
it must come through us, it must come 
through HUD before any final approval 
can be made. The fact that they're in 
the talking and negotiating stages right 
now and that we want a 1984 fall to start 
digging and get some jobs in this City, I 
caution everyone in the City of 
Pittsburgh that we don't meddle too 
much in with the developers be it the 
HUD or the UDAG grant and be it we 
might hold up in some form or fashion or 
give some gray area that is happening 
out there that we're not privy to. I don't 
think this is happening and as a member 
of that authority I would suggest that we 
wait to see what happens with Allegheny 
International and their new developer 
because the can't move forward and the 
the UDAG cannot be approved until that 
is finalized because they're restricted by 
law to even receive one penny of that 
UDAG, even if its authorized. 


That's all I have to say, Mr. 
Chairman. 

The Chair: 

We’re calling a vote now on his 
motion as to whether it should be 
televised. Call the roll. 

Mr. Givens: 

I'm working on the project itself 
and I think if the Councilman has called 
for an agenda he has the right to call for 
that agenda. I don't think it has to be a 
motion. 

The Chair: 

Are you voting yes or no? 

Mr. Givens: 

I'm not voting at all. 

The Chair: 

You're abstaining? 

Mr. Givens: 

I'm not voting at all. I think any 
Councilman has the right to call for a 
post agenda. 

The Chair: 

We have a motion on the floor, 
Dick. You have to vote one way or the 
other or abstain. 

Mr. Givens: 

I vote aye. I wouldn't deny anybody 
a post agenda. 

The Chair: 

Is there any further discussion on 
the motion? 
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And on the question, "Shall the 
motion pass finally?" 

The ayes and noes were taken 
agreeably to law, and were:

Mr. Givens: 

This was a bill that was 
introduced last week and Council felt it 
should not be admitted. I've talked to 
Brother Richard Emenecker who will be 
forthcoming with a report from PTCI 
proposal which is a very lengthy proposal 
along with our own Council's steering 
committee, cable steering committee, on 
that will be giving us a report. 

Some Councilmen have 

reservations on a document that they 
have just received this Thursday or 
Friday; I think it came in Friday to my 
office, possibly Thursday. Marvin Fein 
was asked to come here this morning to 
say when he'll give Council his break 
down of this particular document and 
does he need any additional 
information. If I might, I think someone 
else would like to speak on this matter 
and ask some pertinent questions and I 
think it would be appropriate at this 
time, Mr. Chairman, even though its just 
being introduced, to serve some of these 
questions that one Councilman might 
bring up. Marvin is here to answer those 
questions. 

The Chair: 

In fairness to Mr. Robinson, Mr. 
Robinson would you rather hear from Mr. 
Fein first or make your comment? 

Mr. Robinson: 

I’d like to make my comment if I 
might, Mr. President. 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, last week I introduced a motion 
which Council was gracious enough to 
pass that indicated that we would not 
give any further consideration or 
evaluation of the cable television 
proposal familiar to the City of 
Pittsburgh by Telecommunications 


Incorporated until the Mayor and City 
Council received and reviewed the fiscal 
analysis of Warner Amex and Warner 
Cable Corporation requested in Council 
Bill 643 of 1984. It is still my position 
that the motion was in order, that our 
passing it was in order and that we still 
do not have at this point on file with the 
City Clerk's Office which is required by 
Council Bill 643 an analysis from the 
parties identified in that bill. I have a 
copy of that bill for anyone here on 
Council who wants to peruse it. I am 
concerned that last week, after Council 
passed the motion I introduced and 
stopped consideration of the possible sale 
or transfer of our cable system, that I at 
least received two documents, one of 
which was addressed to Councilman 
Woods and was dated September 19, 1984 
and does deal specifically with the 
possible transfer of the system. The 
material was sent by Mr. James Mazor 
who is a Vice-President of Operations at 
Warner Cable. It does include some 
fiscal information relative to Warner. 

The other document that I'm a 
little concerned about was dated July 9, 
1984. It came from the Warner Cable 
Corporation of Pittburgh and says fiscal 
information was sent to Mr. Louis 
Gaetano, our Director of Public Works. 
This was sent to him by Mr. Robert A. 
McAllister, Vice-President of Finance. 

The Chair: 

When? Do you have a date on 
yours, Bill? 

Mr. Robinson: 

July 9th for the document to Mr. 
Gaetano. 

My concern is that these two 
documents, while they do give us some 
additional information on the fiscal 
status of Warner Cable Corporation of 
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Pittsburgh, are not the information that 
Council Bill 643 requested. Council Bill 
643 requested an analysis that was 
supposed to be made available to the 
Mayor and Council for their reveiw. 
That review and analysis was supposed to 
be available to us 30 days after the 
conclusion of the necessary work that 
put it together; it was supposed to be on 
file with the City Clerk. All that was 
supposed to be done before we 
considered the sale or transfer of the 
system. 

I think today we're back at the 
same point we were last week except 
we're even in a worse position. Since 
last week we still haven't gotten the 
analysis. What we've gotten is two 
additional documents; one dated the 19th 
and one dated July 9th. I think that it 
would probably be appropriate to hear 
from Mr. Fein to at least determine if he 
is the appropriate person to get us the 
analysis, if someone else should get it for 
us, and most importantly, when and 
under what set of circumstances can we 
get the information that Council Bill 643 
had requested. 

On a lighter note, td like 
everybody to know that Mr. Fein and I 
did not have a serious disagreement over 
this. That's not the reason he's on those 
crutches. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Mr. President, our rules state that 
if any Councilmember objects to anyone 
other than a Councilm ember speaking at 
these meetings they won't. I object. 

The Chair: 

I would hope that — 

Mr. Grabowskh 

No, I object. I feel that this bill 


has been introduced by Councilman 
Givens and it can be discussed 
Wednesday. At that point Marv can 
bring up the whole Law Department to 
discuss it. 

The Chair: 

Mr. Grabowski, there's only one 
difference here. The bill that Mr. 
Robinson is talking about, I think it's No. 
643, has a provision which states that the 
bill will not be introduced until certain 
conditions are met. In view of that, the 
question is whether it will even be 
entertained by this Council until that 
information is there or it is waived. 
That’s the posture position we're in as of 
what happened last Monday. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Apparently we set a dangerous 
precedent way back when by approving 
that provision. 

The Chair: 

Yes. So, the question was, it's my 
understanding from the time of our last 
Monday meeting there was some 
information which apparently was 
supplied which information we were not 
provided with. That'B one thing as I 
understood it. There are some things 
that Mr. Fein wu to supply and 

regretfully, as you see him here before 
us with crutches, he spent some time in 
the hospital during this period of time 
and that may be accounting for 

something relative to what he's — 

Mr. Givens: 

Mr. President, if I might add, as 
the Chairman of that department I have 
been working very closely with Marvin, 
the Warner people, the Pittsburgh TCI 
people, as well as Brother Richard 
Emenecker who even on his departure to 
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forward the Administrator's Councils of 
Cable, it will have all this information to 
us that he had promised. That is an 
analysis that we in Council can look at. 

I would assume then, Mr. 
President, that from that analysis, giving 
Council a little time to look it over, that 
you or myself would be in a position to 
call all the parties together where they 
could come in and explain it in detail to 
us again and secondly, that we in Council 
have the opportunity to ask questions 
that we have in our minds and eventually 
there would be two source documents 
coming forward, no new ones so to speak, 
but we have'everything in place, most of 
it is amending our existing Councilmatic 
ordinance on setting up the cable, the 
Cable Bureau, etc. and the franchise 
agreement will be the two source 
documents that will come before us. 
Whether we pick them apart or take 
them as a whole, as a body, and vote 
them up or vote them down is up to this 
Council and which direction we'd like to 
go. 

I think Marvin has a few 
comments to make and I know he can't 
stand more than fifteen minutes. 

The Chair: 

In fairness, Mr. Grabowski is 
totally correct and unless he withdraws 
his objection we can't hear from Mr. Fein 
at this time. 

Mr. Grabowski, I would appeal to 
you at this moment, in view of the 
present posture of this thing that we 
hear from Mr. Fein at this moment as an 
exception to the rule. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Before that, if I might interrogate 
Councilm an Robinson — 


Mr. Robinson: 

Intel rogate? 

The Chair: 

You may inquire of him for some 
information. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Bill, you do have two documents 
that you have in your possession. Is it 
your contention that these documents 
are not what we required or not to your 
satisfaction? 

Mr. Robinson: 

The two documents I made 
reference to earlier in my presentation 
were made available to my office. They 
were not handed to me. I looked at the 
documents and could tell that they were 
related to the potential transfer of the 
system. I do not know why the 
documents were given to me and I don’t 
know if any other members of Council 
retrieved them. That's the first thing. 

Second of all, these two 
documents are not what Council Bill 643 
requires. My position is that 

procedurally we passed a law in this 
City, signed by Council, signed by the 
Mayor. It's in effect. Tm simply saying 
that the effect of that legislation 
precludes the introduction of the 
legislation read by the City Clerk today 
relative to the transfer or potential 
transfer of the cable system. 

One might say that a prudent man 
would ask our City Solicitor for an 
interpretation or an opinion. With all 
due respect to Mr. Pellegrini and Mr. 
Fein, I think it would be very difficult to 
ask them for an opinion as to whether or 
not they have provided to this Council 
information that the law requires which 
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they obviously haven't submitted. 

The Chair; 

Don't you want to try him on that 

issue? 

Mr. Robinson: 

No, what I would do is, I would ask 
Council to give me the authority to hire 
outside legal counsel to give me some 
assist. But rather than do that, it seems 
to me that when you look at 643 
prodedurally, not only hasn't the analysis 
been done, it hasn't been reviewed by 
Council or the Mayor, whether it be 
written or oral. 

Three, it has not been forwarded 
to us 30 days after its completion 
because we don't even know if it has 
started. We have no documentation that 
it has started. 

Four, it's rather obvious that if 
indeed we introduce those bills, the two 
bills that Councilman Givens wants 
introduced today, that we have a 
problem with 643 because Mr. Fein 
eventually is going to have to help 
negotiate the possible sale or transfer of 
the system, help with any kind of 
analysis, answer any kind of questions, 
which says to me, what is the legal 
impact of 643? 

My motion was to stop everything 
at least until Mr. Fein or Mr. Gaetano or 
the Mayor or Brother Richard, all of 
whom are identified in 643, could give to 
us that analysis or certainly give to us 
some information relative to when the 
analysis would be available. I would 
assume that Mr. Fein is prepared to do 
that at this point. I would assume that. 
But I think procedurally we cannot just 
negate legal actions that we have taken 
in terms of process. Beyond that, all we 
have to evaluate at this point is 


information that Warner Cable 
Corporation and TCI have put together 
relative to a deal that they think is good, 
that they have told everybody is good, 
and they have told us it's good. I don't 
know whether it's good for the City of 
Pittsburgh and I don't think any 
information has been provided. Council 
Bill 643 also provided for the hiring of a 
professional consultant or someone who 
has professional knowledge in cable to 
help with the analysis. To my 
knowledge, the Administration never 
exercised that option. I would assume 
therefore that Mr. Fein and people 
associated with him have the necessary 
expertise to give the analysis. But we 
don't have any analysis. We don't have 
any analysis, we have no information of 
our own that we have generated in the 
City of Pittsburgh to determine if our 
cable system is in fiscal trouble. 

If I might, Mr. President, just two 
other points. When we originally 
approved this franchise for Warner 
Cable, we were told that fiscally Warner 
was sound and that financially they could 
accomplish all the goals they had 
outlined for us. We voted for them. 
About seven or eight months ago, the 
same corporation came back to the City 
and said, "Guess what? We're having 
financial problems; we need a rate 
increase. Would you give us a rate 
increase?" At that time I said I would 
not support the rate increase and I did 
not because we had not generated any 
analysis on our part to determine if they 
were in the fiscal condition that they 
said they were. They told us, "Give us 
the rate increase and well be in good 
financial shape."* Then they come back 
to us six months later and say, "Guess 
what? We're going out of business and 
we've worked out a deal with another 
company who originally bid on the 
system and here is the fiscal 
information. Let us out of our 

arrangement." It just seems to me that 
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that's bad business, bad public policy, and 
something we should not be supporting 
until we get our own independent 
inform ation. 

The Chair: 

I want to go back so we don't go 
too far afield. The issue before us is 
whether or not the bill should be 
entertained in view of 643. 

Mr. Woods: 

Mr. President, let's withdraw the 
two bills and comply with Bill 643. I'm 
sure that could be done very rapidly. I 
know Marvin had that information from 
both companies for some time now and 
perhaps we could schedule a post agenda 
immediately, whenever you can come up 
with his analysis in writing, explain it 
and also hand it to us in writing and then 
perhaps the following Monday these bills 
can be introduced. 

The Chair: 

I'm still appealing to Mr. 
Grabowski at this point to let us hear 
from Mr. Fein. I have a problem in this 
sense. I'm not opposed at all with the 
conditions the Mr. Robinson has 
imposed. Before we at any time make 
any final’ decision or within short order 
we ought to be getting the information 
that's requested. I am at a loss and it 
surprises me throughout this thing that 
we've done so much on cable TV and yet 
there's no bill before us. I would like to 
see some bill there for which we are now 
working on it, even if we brought it to 
the meeting on Wednesday and then 
tabled it until we got the information. 
But it seems to me some bill ought to be 
there for which we are now working on it 
and that's where I find a loss. 


Mr. Woods: 

That was my suggestion, Mr. 
President. If we could just withdraw the 
bills, have a post agenda on it this 
Wednesday, I'm sure Marvin could be 
there, somebody could be there. 

Mr. Givens: 

Ben, we can't have a post agenda 
on this. It must go into a Councilmatic 
hearing. Period. 

Mr. Woods: 

You can have a post agenda on 
anything. 

Mr. Givens: 

A post agenda is no good. It's too 
much concern of a problem to be a post 
agenda item. It must be discussed in 
public where the public has direct 
contact with all the media. 

The Chair: 

Let me get back to where we are 
because we have Mr. Fein here. 

Mr. Grabowski, you pleasure? 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Okay. 

The Chair: 

Thank you. We'll now hear from 
Mr. Fein. 

Michelle Madoff: 

The subject is whether we should 
or should not introduce the bill. Is that 
it? 
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The Chair: 

As I understand, why he's being 
called and it’s for a very narrow sense, is 
to give some understanding as to why we 
don’t have this information at this time. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Til withdraw that objection just 
this one time. 

The Chair: 

Thank you. 

Mr. Fein: 

I hope I have something 
worthwhile to say after all this. 

Let me tell you how we 
interpreted the resolution of Mr. 
Robinson's originally, which may give you 
an idea as to what the problems have 
been. We didn't look at it in the narrow 
sense, the "we" is Brother Richard 
Emenecker and myself, but we thought 
what Council should have and what 
Council wants is not only an analysis of 
Warner's commitment to the City and 
whether it's financially able to fulfill 
that commitment for the next 10 or 11 
years but also an analysis of why TCI, if 
it is, is able to succeed whereas Warner 
may not be able to succeed and what the 
differences are between those two 
companies. In order 'to do that, we 
needed financial information both from 
Warner and we needed to see Tel's final 
proposal. TCTs final proposal did not 
come in until a week ago Friday so that 
was the earliest we could have even 
begun preparing this financial analysis. I 
had planned to work on it all last week 
and as a matter of fact I did work on it 
at home quite a few days last week but I 
didn't have all the information there. I 
came in today and have put together I'd 
say about 95 percent of the financial 


analysis and by tomorrow Counci should 
have it. 

Also, Brother Richard is in 
Arizona this week but after this week 
we’re available to meet with 
Councilmembers either individually or as 
a body, privately or publicly, to go over 
all parts of the TCI proposal and all parts 
of the Warner analysis. We have been 
meeting with TCI and there's still 
numerous things we have to discuss with 
TCI before I think there's anything that 
you would want to vote on finally. Your 
input is really the last input that we need 
and it’s the important imput since in all 
of our discussions with TCI we've had 
some idea as to which direction the 
Administration may want us to go in 
discussions with them but we really 
haven't had any direction from Council. 
So, those meetings will be important to 
Brother Richard and me and I think what 
they will do is give all of us a better 
chance of getting of good final proposal 
before Council as soon as possible. 

The Chair: 

Marv, in line with his question, he 
says we passed the bill 643 which says 
that we must have this analysis before 
its introduced. Can you address that? 

Mr. Fein: 

I would read that bill a little 
differently. What the bill says is that 
you must have the analysis before any 
process begins for transferring the 
system. The process for transferring the 
system is entering into an agreement and 
the Administration cannot enter into an 
agreement until a resolution has been 
passed by Council that allows the 
Administration to enter into an 
agreement. I would read the process to 
begin being that Council could not take a 
vote on approving the Administration 
entering into a contract until such time 
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that you have the analysis. I don't think 
it can be read to mean that no bill can be 
introduced. The process is the process of 
entering into a new contract. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Marv, I think that you may have a 
short memory. Let me refresh it. You 
know that when we voted for Warner we 
did it under a stampeding gun at our 
heads. What you say is true. Would we 
follow the procedure that you've outlined 
and wait for everything in order and all 
the i's dotted and all the t's crossed, by 
the time we get it well say, "Oh, they're 
going out of business" and these poor 
people in the City won't have cable and 
they're going to knock on our doors and 
say, "Give us cable, give us cable" and 
there will not be sufficient time. 

I concur with Councilman Givens; 
the bill should be on record 
immediately. We should start learning as 
much as we can and even though you're 
going through your normal procedure, 
one of the greatest concerns I have is 
that Carmen Gunther wrote a letter to 
Brother Richard about the fact that a 
whole community, namely the center of 
Squirrel Hill which is a tax base, cannot 
get cable because of access, some people 
objecting. As you know, the company 
that wants to buy the cable contract has 
told me personally they are not going to 
guarantee to give everybody a tie-in. 
Well, from my position, Tm not going to 
vote to sell it unless Warner ties 
everybody who wants in to the system or 
the new company agrees to do it. We 
could be talking about that while you're 
still waiting for information. I don't 
want to be under the gun at budget and 
at election time and all other things 
happening in our personal lives and have 
the Judge call bs into his chambers one 
at a time and say like he did on the 
Stadium, "This is really good; you really 
ought to vote for it." No! 


The Chair; 

I want to get back; this is a 
narrow issue at this moment. 

Mr. Wagner; 

This is to Mr. Fein. The financial 
information that was provided to Mr. 
Gaetano back on July 9th which was the 
day prior to the informational session 
which we had with Warner and TCI, was 
that provided to any Councilmembers 
and if so, whom? 

Mr. Fein! 

It is my recollection that it was 
provided to Lou Gaetano and probably 
Brother Richard and me. I don't know 
whether there was any distribution to 
members of Council or not. I don’t think 
so. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Why was there not distribution to 
Council? 

Mr. Fein: 

I think the understanding was that 
based on the resolution that the 
information was to be given to Brother 
Richard and me and we were to then 
prepare an analysis from that 
information for Council. That was 
information that I specifically requested 
from them in response to the resolution 
of Councilman Robinson. 

Mr. Wagner: 

With us receiving all the other 
volumes of information that we received, 
why would we not be granted this 
information? 
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Mr. Fein: 

I really can't answer that. I think 
the only reason I could think of is that all 
the information you've received up until 
now has come from TCI because they're 
been the ones coming to Council asking 
for the transfer and that information 
came from Warner who is supplying it to 
basically the technical staff in response 
to preparation of the financial analysis. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Do you mean all the information 
we have received to date has come 
directly from TCI or Warner and not 
through Brother Richard or yourself and 
anyone in the Administration? 

Mr. Fein: 

As far as I can remember I don't 
think we have sent you anything yet. I 
think that everything you’ve received has 
been from one of the two companies. 

Mr. Wagner: 

That is the reason why this was 
not provided to us in that it was not 
provided directly to Councilmembers. 

Mr. Fein: 

It is in response to a request from 
me and not from Council and I think that 
they felt that you would get your 
information by virtue of the financial 
analysis that we would then send on to 
Council and we did plan to attach all 
that information to that analysis. 

Mr. Wagner: 

We passed the motion last 
Monday, Council did, asking for an 
analysis of the potential purchase of the 
system by TCI, an analysis from you and 
from the Advisory Committee. When 


can we anticipate that information? 

Mr. Fein: 

I don't know but Brother Richard 
told me about that at the end of the last 
week and then he went to Tuscon this 
week and that's one of the reasons why I 
would like to arrange some kind of 
meeting either post agenda or private 
meeting, I don't think it has to be a 
sunshine meeting, with the members of 
Council to go over this proposal and to 
get some direction from Council as to 
what kind of a report they want and what 
questions they want to be looking at with 
respect to the new proposed. 

Michelle Madoff: 

You'd have no objection to the 
media being there, would you? 

The Chair: 

Michelle, hold on. Mr. Wagner 
still has the floor. 

Mr. Wagner: 

So, what you're suggesting is that 
if a meeting such as that takes place it 
should be help prior to or after this bill 
entering into Committee or coming up in 
the Finance Committee Meeting. 

Mr. Fein: 

I think it's helpful to have a bill 
before Council; it gives you a forum to 
explore all of these things. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Under the normal procedure this 
will come up a week from Wednesday 
into Committee. Can we expect an 
analysis from Brother Richard and 
yourself and possibly the Advisory 
Committee prior to that date? 
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Mr. Fein: 

I don't know. I have not talked to 
Brother Richard about that and he's 
going to be in Arizona all this week. I 
would think it would be fairly unlikely 
but I think the next Wednesday's meeting 
could be a good initial format for 
Brother Richard or me or both of us 
giving you a verbal overview of the 
proposals and a listening from members 
of Council, concerns that they have. I 
know Council woman Madoff just brought 
out her concern concerning the 400 or 
500 homes that may not be hooked up. I 
think it would be helpful for us to be able 
to address specific questions of yours and 
specific concerns. I know you've also 
given us a few particular ones. 

The Chair: 

Marv, I think that timetable is 
important. Whenever you're ready then 
you make it specific so you can tell this 
Council what you need to know. 

Mr. Fein: 

I think next Wednesday Brother 
Richard and I would probably both be 
prepared to verbally go through the TCI 
proposal with you at the Committee 
Meeting. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Just one last point. I think it's 
critical prior to us discussing this in 
detail in Committee that we hear the 
opinions and the ideas of the Advisory 
Committee so we can represent them 
and their views. 

Mr. Feim 

It's my understanding they meet 
either the first or second Tuesday of 
each month so they have not had a 
meeting since you passed your resolution 


of last week. 

The Chair: 

In view of what he's saying with 
the Committee, can we have it a week 
Wednesday and get the information from 
both, including but not limited to any 
meetings you want especially with 
Councilm emb ers ? 

Michelle Madoff; 

How aboilt Monday morning? 

The Chair: 

In view of the other meeting, they 
don't meet until the first or second 
week. A week Wednesday would be 
better. 

Mr. Woods: 

Marvin, one thing bothers me. I 
know it was stated when this issue first 
came up about the negotiations, the 
Administration, TCI and Warner Cable. 
Now you're saying that you didn't want to 
prepare an analysis until you discussed 
with Council what was going on and then 
asked us for some input. Why in the very 
beginning, and we had asked this some 
months ago, why not one or two members 
of Council sit in on these negotiation and 
these discussions and we would relay 
what other Councilm embers took back, 
whoever that one or two 
Councilm embers would have been, and 
we probably wouldn't be in half the 
trouble we are in now. You're going to 
create a thing now meeting with nine 
members of Council and everyone 
screaming at the same time, I want this, 
I want that. If you would have had us in 
the negotiations to begin with we 
wouldn’t be in the problem. Believe me, 
you wouldn't be. 
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Mr. Fein: 

I don't think we're in a problem. 
Maybe I used the wrong words before. 
The first proposal that TCI submitted to 
be kind was fairly pitiful inasmuch as 
there wasn't anything that was 
acceptable or enforceable in it and at 
that point, for a lot of people to get 
involved with TCI, I think may have been 
counterproductive. But over the last two 
months, what we've gotten from TC.I is 
2 m enforceable document that in some 
ways may be their bottom line and in 
some ways it may not be. But I think at 
this point we now have a document that 
can be intelligently discussed and the one 
thing that I have left open at all times in 
my discussions with TCI is that I've told 
them to give us everything they can. 
They know what the concerns of the sub¬ 
committees Eire. What I've told them is 
that even addressing them all and even 
taking care of most of those concerns, I 
can't assure them that they have the 
Mayor's vote, I can't assure them that 
they have five votes of Council. That's 
only something they'll know once they 
submit something in final form. 

But I think what Michelle brought 
up before is a good point. They're down 
to 400 or 500 right-of-ways that may 
cost $1 million to provide service to 
those people. They do not want to 
propose to spend $1 million. That's the 
kind of thing I think now is a decision for 
the Mayor and for Council to make, 
whether they will not accept the transfer 
unless $1 million is spent for 500 people. 

We're not down to a point of 
negotiation. We're really down to a point 
of input from Council as to whether 
that's acceptable or not. 

Mr. Woods 

I suggest that since it is a four 
party marriage, TCI, Council, the 


Administration and Warner, that the 
discussions, private or open to the public, 
include a few members of Council 
because no matter what happens, the 
finsil vote is going to be here. No matter 
what this Council does, pro or con, we're 
going to take the heat for it. That's why 
we should be in on these discussions, 
negotiations, or whatever you want to 
call them. From the very, very 
beginning. 

Mr. Fein: 

I think at this point you're right 
because we're down to very few issues 
and I think it's very manageable because 
we're not going — 

Mr. Woods: 

You’ll see those issues come up 
again, believe me. 

Mr. Fein: 

What really happened during these 
discussions I wouldn't even call 
negotiations. They were two and three 
day meetings over technical points by 
and large. Now I think we're down to a 
few policy decisions and it’s definitely 
the time for Council to be involved very 
much in the system at this point. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, I'd like to try to get back to my 
initial concern which I raised last 
Monday. That is about the propriety of 
Council acting contrary to legislations 
passed in the City of Pittsburgh. My 
objection to introducing the legislation is 
still the same. Above and beyond that, I 
have not hee^d Mr. Fein say anything yet 
about when we as a Council and the 
Mayor are going to receive the fiscal 
analysis, when it's going to be filed with 
the City Clerk, and what ramifications

that filing and that review have on any 
legislation that might he submitted 
subsequent to this conversation. 

Mr. Fein: 

I said I would file it tomorrow and 
it is my opinion that after the filing 
Council could then go forward and take 
votes on any measures before it with 
respect to transfer of the system. 

Mr Robinson: 

This is a comment to Council. It 
seems to me, Mr. President, that it 
might be wise, even with Mr. Fein 
making available to us in less than 24 
hours what he could not make available 
to us in more than four months, the 
report, the analysis. It seems to me that 
it would be wise for us not to discuss or 
evaluate the bills that Councilman 
Givens has asked to have introduced next 
Wednesday. It seems to me that it would 
be wise for us to begin to address the 
concerns that Councilman Wagner has 
raised, Councilman Woods has raised, and 
I have raised relative to find an 
appropriate and meaningful input for 
Council prior to us trying to make some 
decision as to whether or not we want to 
transfer the system to TCI. I don't think 
we've yet gotten to the point where we 
can determine whether or not that should 
even be something we entertain. 
Evidently the drafters of the legislation 
feel we should entertain that and that we 
should entertain that information which 
has been submitted by Warner and TCI to 
date. Mr. Fein has suggested, and 
correct me if I'm wrong Marvin, t"hat 
basically the substantive issues have 
been addressed. I don't believe the 
substantive issues have been completely 
addressed. They perhaps have been 
addressed by TCI and Warner. I think 
there are many issues that this Council 
asked TCI specifically to address that 
they have not addressed because they 


have not felt that they needed to address 
them and I think their representative and 
also their reports reflect there are 
certain issues that they will not address, 
issues that I think our ordinances 
addresses, issues that I think certain 
elements of our community want 
addressed, and certainly issues that this 
Councilman think deserve some serious 
consideration. 

I would hope that if indeed 
Council decides to entertain these bills 
that we would not take any action on 
them prior to getting the information 
Mr. Fein said would available to us, 
having a chance to analyze it, having a 
chance to meet, having a chance to 
determine what the appropriate role for 
City Council is. 

Officially, I have no recourse but 
to still object to the introduction of the 
bills for the same reasons I raised last 
week. 

Mr. Givens: 

I just wanted to reassure Bill and 
what he so stated that when the bill does 
come up a week from this coming 
Wednesday, in talking to Brother Richard 
Emenecker the Bureau Chief of Cable 
Communication, he indicated the 
analysis of the "P" Pittsburgh TCI 
proposal will be finalized for him for 
presentation. He was giving me a 
ballpark figure because he was going on a 
trip in connection with the Cable 
Bureau. This Friday he felt he would be 
finished with that, that's just the draft 
form, and then to give us that draft form 
and we must digest that top. 

I would have to say that when the 
bill comes before Os Wednesday, I don't 
think we're all going to have the 
appropriate information unless the 
Bureau down there works day and night 
and even then I think to put all this 



together and to give it to Council for us 
to intelligently look over it ourselves and 
come up with questions will probably 
take another week. You might be able to 
discuss certain things next Wednesday a 
week but I don't know if we're going to 
be — There will be no decision made then 
and then the public is the other side of 
this coin here. They'll want to know, 
they're in the dark on this proposal to a 
certain degree and the changes 
especially even though some of them 
have been notified in our local media. 
But they want to know a little bit more 
in detail. There are also some personal 
interest groups out there that are 
interested in certain things that they 
want done. As Michelle indicated, 
there's certain amenities. I'd say there 
might be a punch out list of certain 
things and who's going to take controL Is 
Warner going to take it or is TCI going to 
take the responsibility of certain things 
that must be done in the fulfillment of 
the Warner contract. 

Marvin, I thank you for coming 
up. I know you shouldn't be on that leg 
very long. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

I have a question. Marvin, who 
drafted these two pieces of legislation? 

Mr. Fein: 

Before CouncilWoman Masloff 
went to Russia she asked me to draft the 
legislation and I drafted it for her. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

I have problems with the 
legislation in general. I think the 
legislation gives a wrong impression and I 
would like to have it amended before I 
can vote for it. 

If you read the legislation, it 


states that the Mayor and the Directors 
of the Departments of Public Works and 
General Services are hereby authorized 
to enter into an agreement. I have a 
problem with the word agreement. I 
don’t think we should really authorize 
them to enter into an agreement. I think 
what we should do is authorize them to 
enter into negotiations and then present 
those negotiations to this Council for 
analysis and final say. As Councilman 
Woods says, this Council is going to have 
to make the final decision. 

Td also like to have it read that 
we authorize the Mayor and the Director 
of the Department of Public Works — 
Nowhere in here does it say anything 
about City Council. I'd like to have it 
amended to say that the Departments of 
Public Works, General Services and a 
City Council Committee sit in 
negotiations with Warner and TCI. 

Mr. Fein: 

Councilman O'Malley, let me 
explain why it’s drafted that way. One 
of the unwritten things that was to be 
part of my recommendation to Council 
was that there were to be no votes until 
we have a final agreement and that 
agreement be brought before Council. 

One of the things that I was 
supposed to do today — 

Mr. O'Malley: 

Will you repeat that please? 

Mr. Fein: 

There will be no vote on that 
resolution until there's a final agreement 
between TCI and the City and Warner 
and the City and that that agreement be 
brought before Council and that Council 
have the agreement before it votes on 
this resolution. That was what was done 
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with the original cable resolution. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

That's where I have the problem. 
You're saying that you are supposed to 
enter into an agreement but I don't hear 
anything about any members of City 
Council having any input into that 
agreement. You're going to present us 
with a document and negotiations that 
you've come to an agreement with TCI 
and you're going to present them to this 
Council. Well, members of this Council 
I’m sure are certainly going to have their 
own ideas. 

Mr. Fein: 

That's why I've proposed the 
process that I'm trying to use in this. 
One of the problems that we have is 
under the Home Rule Charter, it's the 
Administration that negotiates contracts 
and Council's sole role is to allow the 
Administration to enter into those 
contracts. Obviously in something like 
this we're not talking about a 
construction contract, a low bid 
contract; we're talking about a process 
that both Council and the Administration 
are involved in. What Brother Richard 
and I have tried to do is to involve 
everyone and now the final step, whether 
it's a five week step or a six week step or 
whatever it takes, is one in which we 
want maximum input from Council and 
we want Council to have all the 
information prior to voting and all the 
information means the exact contract is 
to be entered into and what the 
ramifications of every provision of that 
contract are. 

We don't have it right now 
because TCI attorneys and I were 
supposed to negotiate that contract 
today. We cancelled that and put it off 
for a week. 


Sometime in this process you will 
have that agreement and — 

Mr. O'Malley: 

In other words, once we get the 
agreement — 

Mr. Fein: 

That's when you can then vote 
because then you will have the full 
picture. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

That's where I'm in 

disagreement. Once we get the 
agreement we have two choices; either 
to vote for it or vote against it. 
Personally, I don't want to have any input 
to this but some of ray colleagues do. 
My personal feeling is that we should 
have some input before the final vote. 

The Chair: 

That would come up in Committee 
and we'll decide at that point what we 
want to do. That's the reason that I have 
the concern that something ought to be 
there. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

That always happens to members 
of this Council. We want to have certain 
input but we never have that input until 
we're up to a final vote. I'm saying is 
that it's going to be a two or three month 
process so why not have two or three 
members of Council sit in on the 
negotiations so that we don't stall this 
because there again I'm sure it’s going to 
come up and it's going to have to be a 
rush vote because tfe're going to have to 
rush it through. Why not give members 
of this Council the opportunity to sit in 
on the negotiations so that we're not 
rushed at the last minute, Marvin?

Mr. Fein: 

That's why I suggested all of us 
meeting privately in order to figure out 
where we want to go from here. I 
haven't read the proposal. I got it a 
week ago Friday but did not see it until 
today. I don't know how many of you 
have read the whole thing but it may be 
a perfectly acceptable proposal now but 
it maybe it isn't. I think we should all 
meet privately and decide what is 
acceptable and what isn't acceptable and 
then decide how we're going to meet 
with TCI to iron out any problems there 
may be in that proposal. I think it's a 
very good idea that Council appoint a 
couple of people to be in on that 
negotiating session with TCL 

Mr. O'Malley: 

Would you object to amending the 
legislation? 

The Chair: 

Jim, I think you can get what you 
want without amending the legislation 
just by a motion at the Committee table. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

I want that answer from Marvin. 
Would you object to amending the 
legislation, Marvin? 

Mr. Fein: 

I don't think I have a vote to 
object, Councilman O’Malley. If you 
want to amend it, you may. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I agree with members of Council 
who say that we need to get on to the 
issue of discussing the bill and having as 
much input as possible. Mr. Wogds may 
not recall but again Td like to refresh his 


memory that I, on numerous occasions, 
have met with our Mayor and asked that 
exactly what Mr. Woods is now stating, 
which Michelle Madoff has said for six 
years, is that we do not wait until zero 
hour when we get close to deadlines, that 
we have members of this Council sit in 
on important issues so that we carry the 
message, we send the message from this 
Council to the Administration and other 
parties involved, of what our feelings are 
and those people come back and tell 
other members of Council what is going 
on. This happened on the issue of the 
subsidiary of the steam heat plant. I sat 
on the Commission for two years; I 
begged Mr. Whitmer to come and brief 
this Council and later Bill Copeland, the 
Vice-President of PNB, said I was 
absolutely right, that we should have 
kept Council apprised. I begged that we 
keep Council apprised and it was a one 
week last minute decision. Mr. Stone 
was up in arms at some of the things that 
happened in the vote. If he's known two 
years before on a weekly basis what was 
going on he may not have felt and voted 
the way he did. Mr. Woods is absolutely 
right. I'm so glad you're finally seeing 
the light, Mr. Woods, and that you're 
agreeing with me that we should be doing 
these things. 

The Chair: 

Now that the light has gone on, 
we'll move ahead.

Michelle Madoff: 

May I respond to that? I think if 
you take a check of the people who sit on 
Boards and Commissions who do this 
voluntarily in the community with their 
special expertise, I don't think that the 
attendance performance is much better 
than that. I think if you check that you 
may find that his attendance is about 
average or above. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

I think you're doing a great 
disservice to the rest of the people who 
serve on those Boards by making such a 
statement. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I'm not Baying it's right. I think 
that if you appointed me to a Board or 
Commission, if the Mayor did that, 
maybe something would happen on the 
Board or Commission I'm in. The law 
says, the Home Rule Charter says I 
should be on one but he hasn't appointed 
me to one. 
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The Chair: 

I can't attest to his attendance 
record but the times when I've been 
there he has definitely been a 
contributor to the m eeting. 

Michelle Madoff: 

He’s outstanding in his ability. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

I vote no on this one.

As Council is aware, when the 
Administration originally submitted the 
names for appointment and 
reappointment I raised some concerns 
about whether or not we should take 
action on those nominees. Council was 
kind enough to honor my request that we 
one, make sure that everyone that the 
Mayor had recommended had an 
opportunity to peruse the relevant law; 
and two, that we get some additional 
clarification as to the structure and 
operation of that committee. 

Subsequent to that time, it has 
come to my attention through some 
research that I have done that there are 
a number of people whose terms have 
expired and those terms have been 
expired for more than 60 days. The 
Home Rule Charter, Section 222, which 
deals with vacancies on boards, 
authorities and commissions, gives the 
City Council the power to make 
appointments where the Administration 
has not done so within that 60 day 
period. Several of the reappointments 
and appointments that are before us fall 
into that category and Td like the Record 
to reflect what those are. 

The Chair: 

Mr. Robinson, before you begin. I 
have some here coming in so maybe 
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we're talking about the same thing, I 
don't know. 

Mr. Robinson: 

For the Minority Business 
Enterprise Review Committee? That's 
all I’m speaking of. 

The Chair: 

Okay. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Mr. John Adams whose term 
ended, his most current term ended 
April, 1984. Jan Nefky whose term 
ended April, 1983. Mr. Adams term has 
ended four months plus, so for four 
months that has been vacant. Jan Nefky 
resigned on December 22, 1983. That's 
been vacant for eight months. Gloria 
Fitzgivens passed in November, 1983. 
Her position has been vacant for nine 
months. 

Unfortunately, the Committee has 
been unable to function for lack of a 
quorum and I would suggest that part of 
the reason they have been able to 
function for lack of a quorum is that 
three positions have been vacant for 
more than four months. I would think 
that it would be appropriate, and Til 
make a motion at the appropriate time, 
for the President of Council to establish 
a committee so that we can accept 
names and biographical data to be used 
as a basis for the filling of vacancies on 
the Minority Business Enterprise Review 
Committee. 

In that same regard relative to 
that committee, it seems to me that 
given the Committee's primary 
responsibility which is to review minority 
and women's input into major project in 
this City that it is essential that they 
have a full complement of members, that 


those members be knowledgeable in the 
area that the Committee has to work in 
and that we make sure that there is no 
appearance of conflict between an 
individual's administrative 

responsibilities if they have any in the 
City of Pittsburgh and policy making 
responsibilities relative to that 
Committee. 

There are several people who now 
serve on that Committee and some are 
being recommended by the 
Administration who now have 
administrative responsibilities within the 
City of Pittsburgh where they directly 
are involved in administering programs 
that impact upon minority and female 
input. It seems to me that that strains 
the credibility of the Committee. 
Inasmuch as this is the only committee 
that I know of where you have that kind 
of situation, where you have City 
administrators administering programs 
that they also set policy around. The 
only place in government where I know 
that is acceptable is at the County 
Commission level in all 67 counties in 
the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania 
where the Commissioners are both the 
legislative and administrative branch of 
government. 

Also, I think it is import suit and 
relevant to this issue, as Council is 
aware on September 19, 1984 there was a 
post agenda called to accommodate Mr. 
Leon W. Howard, Jr. who was the Vice- 
Chairman of our Planning Commission. 
He no longer holds that position. His 
concerns specifically related to the MBE 
input into a particular project, the Grant 
Liberty-Project, and more generally this 
City's involvement in the whole process 
of providing opportunities for minorities 
and women. During the discussions with 
Mr. Pellegrini who represented the 
Mayor and Mr. Howard and I believe 
Councilman Givens was present, Mr. 
Pellegrini indicated that there was some 
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negotiations going on between black 
community leaders, the Mayor and Mr. 
Pellegrini to establish a memorandum of 
understanding or a memorandum of 
agreement relative to this City's 
"minority business and women's business 
efforts. 

The reason I raise it at this point 
is that City law already provides for that 
input, specifically through the Minority 
Business Enterprise Review Committee. 
I believe Councilman Woods was also at 
the meeting. It seems to me that 
whatever we’re going to be doing, that if 
it is necessary for us to make it work and 
necessary to give credibility to the 
process, then we ought to try to involve 
everyone that needs to be involved. This 
Council has been in the forefront of the 
effort to provide opportunities for 
minorities and women legislatively. We 
have initiated every piece of legislation 
and as the sponsor of that legislation I 
am very grateful to my colleagues who 
have been supportive and I would hate to 
see us now get into a situation where 
we're going to obligate ourselves by way 
of administrative action through some 
commitments surrounding minority and 
women's input and to the business 
activities of the City in the face of 
legislation being on the books and a 
mechanism already in place. 

I think it is imperative that this 
Minority Business Enterprise Review 
Committee be reconstituted and 
reconstituted in such a fashion that it is 
clear to everyone, those with whom we 
are doing business, those with whom we 
receive money, and those who we say we 
are trying to serve, women and 
minorities in this City and wherever they 
may be, that there is a process to 
legitimately and substantively involve 
them in the business activities of this 
City. With the Minority Business 
Enterprise Review Committee structured 
the way that it is and functioning the 


way that it is, it cannot accomplish that 
goal. It would appear to me that the 
Administration is not prepared to submit 
names of individuals who can serve on 
that Committee and serve in such a 
fashion that the Committee can do the 
job that it's detailed to do. 

Three other comments if I 
might. One, that Committee has not 
forwarded to the Mayor the quarterly 
reports that the law requires. 

Two, the'Solicitor's Office has not 
provided staff assistance to the 
Committee as the law requires. 

Three, the Committee has not 
been operating with the quorum that the 
law requires. 

Four, the persons whose names 
have been submitted to Council, I believe 
should be rejected, not because of the 
individuals but because of the 
appearance of conflict based on their 
employment with the City of Pittsburgh 
and/or their lack of expertise in this 
regard. 

The Women's Task Force, which 
came subsequent to the Minority 
Business Enterprise Review Committee, 
is taking on a responsibility that the 
Minority Business Enterprise Reveiw 
Committee has. That is, giving women 
access to business opportunities in the 
City of Pittsburgh through Renaissance 
n. They have the support of the Mayor, 
they have a budget provided by the 
Mayor's Office, they have staff provided 
by the Mayor's Office, they have 
received the full recognition that they 
rightfully deserve to give them a 
credible approach to resolving issues for 
women. 

The Minority Business Enterprise 
Review Committee does not have staff, 
does not have a budget, does not have an 
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office, and has not enjoyed the full 
support of the Administration. It seems 
to me that we should not treat the 
minority community any less than we do 
the female community. Inasmuch as one 
of the persons that the Mayor 
recommended to serve on the Minority 
Business Enterprise Review Committee, 
Margaret Baker is a member of the 
Women's Task Force, the Administration 
must recognize some correlation 
between the two. 

I raise this today because the 
issue is evidently coming to a head and it 
would appear that there seems to be no 
way to seriously negotiate or discuss this 
and I guess in lieu of the Administration 
wanting to make any kind of 
accommodation at all, they might insist 
that this Council consider the nominees 
that are presented. Til have to be on 
record at this point objecting to the 
process that's being used by the 
Administration, to the constitution of 
the Minority Business Enterprise Review 
Committee, to it's operation and to the 
manner in which the Administration 
would like to fulfill what it perceives to 
be its obligation to fill those seats. 

If the Chair will entertain my 
motion at this time, I will make a motion 
pursuant to Section 222 of the City 
Charter for Council to fill the three 
vacancies on that Committee. 

The Chair: 

Mr. Robinson, I have a problem 
procedurally with that. If I understand 
correctly, we have what, three or four 
appointees already? 

Mr. Robinson: 

I do not know the exact number of 
persons that the Mayor is 
recommending. I just know that three of 
the positions have been vacant for more 


than 60 days. 

The Chair: 

I'm told there are five which were 
presented by the Administration. It 
would appear to me procedurally what 
we would have to do is act on those. If 
he puts them in we can't say that he 
didn't act within the 60 day period 
therefore we have the right to act. It 
would appear to me that we've got to 
vote up or down and if we reject then he 
still has the 60 day period in which to 
appoint someone acceptable to Council. 
I would say that that doesn’t apply yet. I 
think we're premature invoking that 
provision until we act on the ones that 
he's given. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Point of information, Mr. 
President. Let me go over these three 
again. I believe if the City Clerk would 
secure for us the date that the Mayor 
submitted the last group of potential 
appointees to the Minority Business 
Enterprise Review Committee, you will 
see that 60 days has passed since Mr. 
John Adams' term expired in the fourth 
month of '84; Jan Nefky’s term expired 
upon her resignation in the twelfth 
month, the 22nd day of '83. 

The Chair: 

Let me see if the Chair 
understands you correctly. You're saying 
that from the time of the vacancy until 
he put them in, 60 days has passed. 

Mr. Robinson:

Mr. Robinson: 

Mr. President, if I might for one 
more minute. This issue arose some time 
ago; I believe it was last year there were 
some vacancies and I raised the same 
concern. You indicated at that time you 
felt that we should give the 
Administration an opportunity to fill 
those vacancies. We did that and the 
Administration moved very quickly. I 
think there are some other issues here 
beyond simply filling the vacancies. 

With your cooperation, perhaps 
the Administration which has not 
responded to date to the concerns at 
least that I have raised, perhaps with 
your cooperation the Administration 
might be willing to address these 
concerns prior to Council interviewing 
and entertaining the nominations of the 
people that the Mayor has submitted. I 
certainly have no objections to the 
Mayor submitting the names of those 
people he thinks are most qualified but I 
do have obj ections to people being put in 


the position where the credibility of the 
process they're going to operate in is 
being brought into question. I think the 
Minority Business Enterprise Review 
Committee has suffered enough and it 
doesn't do us any good or the people that 
they're supposed to serve for them to 
continue to try and labor under what are 
obviously adverse conditions.

Mr. Wagner: 


Looking at this job from an 
overview, I don't think anyone in 
particular is at blame, but I think it is 
important that we analyze it to 
determine what did happen that went 
wrong and how we can prevent a simUar 
reoccurrence, which leads me to my next 
question. 

If the City of Pittsburgh had 
employed on a full-time basis a Soils 
Engineer in the Engineering and 
Construction Department, and if we 
would have properly analyzed the soU on 
Craig Street prior to the bidding of the 
project, could that have better prepared 
the contractors to anticipate the 
problems that they did rim into on this 
project? 
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Mr. McDermott: 

Well, there's no doubt about it, if 
we would have taken core borings and 
would have analyzed the soil conditions, 
we could have anticipated this condition 
and would have alerted the contractor to 
special precautions that they should 
take. 

Mr. Pellegrini: 

Td just like to make one 
comment. The general contract 
conditions specifically provide any bidder 
can take core samples of any City street 
that he's going to bid on, once he obtains 
permission of the Director. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Well, were there any core samples 
taken by any of the bidders on this 
contract? 

Mr. McDermott: 

I don't know. 

Mr. Givens: 

Did the City do any core borings? 

Mr. Wagner: 

None. 

Mr. Pellegrini: 

No. They're authorized to take, 
the contractors are authorized to take 
the core borings to determine as to 
whether the methods that they want to 
use in construction are proper or not. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Well, if we would have — if we 
employed a Soils Engineer, or if we 
would have required the contractors 


bidding on the project to perform some 
borings, and determine the soil 
conditions, in your opinion, Mr. 
McDermott, would the same problems, 
would they have occurred on this 
project? 

Mr. McDermott: 

They would have occurred if the 
contractor had elected to use the same 
construction methods that he used when 
he encountered the material. As soon as 
he started excavating, he was fully 
aware of the soil's condition. There are 
precautions you can take in construction 
methods to be used to keep that from 
falling in the trench, and that is 
shoring. The contractor elected not to 
do that. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Are we attempting to put into the 
budget for next year a Soils Engineer? 

Mr. McDermott: 

We have a budget item for three 
special consultant services on an annual, 
as-needed basis, tentatively set for the 
1985 budget. Soils engineering was one 
of them. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Why not just a full-time staff 
person that is knowledgeable in that 
area? 

Mr. McDermott: 

Well, the contract that Tm 
proposing to go out to on a Soils Engineer 
provides for testing also, and to put an 
individual on the staff and we would then 
have to go outside to have the soils 
tested, take the samples and send them 
out. So, for the continuity in the 
evaluation of the soil's condition, I would 
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rather go to the responsibility of one 
person, the person that takes the test 
also tests it so that there’s no breakdown 
saying that the sample was disturbed 
between the time he took it and I got it 
and those types of conditions. 

Mr. Wagner; 

How many dollars have been put 
in the budget for that purpose? 

Mr. McDermott: 

Fifty thousand dollars for soils on 
an annual basis. 

Mr. Wagner; 

Are we going to employ one 
company or several? 

Mr. McDermott: 

Well, I want to go out for bids or 
proposals in January of '85, if that stays 
in the budget, and take proposals from 
soils consultants in the Pittsburgh area, 
and then select the right firm and have 
them on call on an on-needed basis for 
the remainder of 1985. 

Mr. Wagner: 

One last point Fd like to make. 
This particular piece of legislation, and 
the $43,000.00, which is part of the extra 
work which I believe totals about 
$88,000.00, this water line is actually in 
operation right now, is that correct? 

Mr. McDermott; 

No, it's not.

No, we're still using the temorary 
service.

We're using the temporary for the 
entire length of Craig Street?

Community, with youthful curiosity 
ventured onto a decaying industrial 
complex now known as the Spring Garden 
Ballfield, and lost his life in an incident 
that shocked and saddened his 
neighborhood; and 

WHEREAS, in 1980, the concerned 
citizens of Spring Garden, with the 
cooperative efforts of City Government, 
cleared this sight - and public safety in 
this area is now a source of pride for 
both City and neighborhood 
representatives; and 


WHEREAS, this Council wishes to 
memorialize young Michael Flynn, whose 
tragic death has reaffirmed the City's 
commitment to continue its never-ending 
search to seek out and remove dangerous 
obstacles that threaten the safety and 
life of the citizens. 

NOW THEREFORE, 

BE IT RESOLVED, that the Mayor 
and the Members of Pittsburgh City 
Council hereby designate the Spring 
Garden Tennis Court and Ballfield as, 
"MICHAEL FLYNN FIELD" as an 
expression of sympathy and love and as a 
lasting tribute to his memory.

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, The article that appeared in 
the Press, an investigative story — Well, 
to say that I am infuriated would be an 
understatement. 

I cannot believe — I have a 
prepared statement that I'll try to stay 
close to so that I don't take up a lot of 
time — that three members of Council, 
Mr. Stone, Mr. Woods and Sophie 
Masloff, who voted in support of 
weakening the garage bill which provided 
security guards not 'just existing 
employees, putting them in uniforms, 
who have not had their backgrounds 
check, is like putting the rapist in 
uniform or the mugger or the burglars 
who ransack our cars particularly at the 
holiday season into uniform. 

First of all, I want to commend 
Mr. Robinson for having the decency to 
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turn his card in and I would like to ask 
the three other members to do likewise. 
We as members of Council are offered 
memberships in the Allegheny Club for 
$60 instead of $600, parking at the inner 
circle of the Stadium where people 
jokingly say, "If you don’t want it, 
Michelle, Til take it", I've rejected that, 
or a season ticket to Pitt. I ask that we 
not only turn our tickets in but, 
according to the Home Rule Charter, any 
member of Council who receives 
something of greater value than the 
general public in the City of Pittsburgh 
can lose their seat. 

I spoke to a judge today. He said 
he didn't have a petition before him but 
if he did he would rule on that. If you 
read the sentence it says that it is 
interpreted broadly which means that it 
says, "Yes, we can be removed." 

Tm trying to stay cool. I worked 
on that bill for six months. Carmen 
Gunther, my administrative assistant, 
worked on it day and night and did an 
outstanding job. 

The thought that lives of people 
could be traded for a free parking space 
is beyond belief. Garages are a natural 
habitat for muggings, rapes, thefts, 
narcotics exchanges, because they're out 
of view of observers. 

Ironically, Dave Matter and Ron 
Schmeiser have been very helpful in 
trying to get my bill enforced. Dave 
Matter has helped us set up a system so 
that we can check the number of crimes 
at all Downtown garages. To date, crime 
stats have been charted differently in 
the garages so that they don't show up 
and give our general crime rate the 
appearance of being low. Calls to our 
office from people who are unwilling to 
go public because of the stigma of rape 
— I spoke to a young woman who works 
at Kaufmanns who on a Friday in the 


garage at the Hyatt, in the basement, 
some months ago had had her car 
burglarized and on a Monday she had a 
black mark on her neck because she had 
been choked. Women who are raped 
don't want to go public; they don't want 
the stigma; they don’t want their 
boyfriends or men knowing about it. So 
there are more crimes that go 
unreported that take place in garages. 

As of today the following 
enforcement is in effect. After six 
months time to comply, 85 percent of 
the garages were in violation of 
surveillance by not providing security 
guards in garages before Councilman 
Grabowski's amendments. Now, 

Councilman Grabowski, it was only 85 
percent but they're up to 100 percent. 
Probably by hiring people at minimum 
wage, putting them in a uniform, or 
getting somebody who is collecting the 
ticket money at the door and running 
through the garage once or twice, 100 
percent of our garages are in violation of 
written reports on the Detex system. 
For those listening who may not know 
what a Detex system is, it's a piece of 
equipment that when you go on the floor 
you punch it so that we know you were 
there because prior to our amending the 
bill somebody could be in the garage, sit 
and have a corned beef sandwich in the 
office and just write in times. There's no 
one to whom they were to turn that 
information in and we amended the bill. 
Seventy percent of our garages are in 
violation of emergency phones and 
elevators. Seventy percent are in 
violation of directional arrows and I'm 
sure the lighting is not completed. 

One of the things that has come 
out of the bill is that we've created 
jobs. I think that's an important issue for 
this Council, particularly in this 
community. We have not had security 
checks of the people who are supposedly 
protecting us, and again I repeat, that's 
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like having the rapist in uniform. I think 
the thing that offends me more than 
anything else, that I was such a naive 
neophyte, that during the hearings I 
pointed to Mr. Stabile and said, "I resent 
your offering me a parking space free 
when I come into the garage across the 
road here and your people saying to me 

— Nine dollars is outrageous. Nine 
dollars. What about people who don't 
earn what we do in Council having to pay 
nine dollars sometimes when they have 
to go to a doctor appointment and park 

— and they said, 'Oh, Mr. Stabile says 
you don’t have to pay.' I said, 1 will pay 
and give me a signed receipt.'" And I 
have my signed receipts. I think Mr. 
Stabile is a manipulator of Council. He's 
arrogant and it's the worst form of 
arrogance that I’ve ever seen. 

I think if we get some disclosure 
we will see, according to the newspaper 
article and I presume they did their 
homework, there were several reporters 
working on this story, that you sign if 
you did not pay. I want to see those 
Signed checks. Tm going to ask Mr. 
Stabile; I'm going to get an attorney to 
get them under discovery. 

Next week I will be further 
amending the garage bill which will 
include 24-hour surveillance or closing 
down when you have no one available; 
the guards will be in uniform and will 
have their backgrounds checked; and 
there will be no variance? for extra 
numbers of entrances and exits. If things 
get worse, by next week with the help of 
Mr. Matter, we expect to have some 
meaningful stats and Tm going to 
recommend that we have guards carrying 
guns. 

The most important thing that we 
need is lighting but even more than that 
is we need guards who will appear at any 
moment, who do not go through a 10 
story garage 10, 9, 8, 7, 6 so that the 


person who is up to no good sees that the 
guard is on 10 and is coming down so he 
has time to get to the basement, but a 
sign that is posted that says that a guard 
may appear at any time. They can go on 
the 10th floor, the 3rd floor, the 2nd 
floor, the 8th floor and so on. 

I ask before I continue, will the 
three members, Mr. Woods, Mr. Stone 
and Sophie isn't here but Til ask her, will 
you turn your card in? 

The Chair: 

Are you finished, Michelle? 
Michelle Madoff: 

Yes I am. 

The Chair: 

Mr. Robinson? 

Mr. Robinson: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, one other item. — 

Michelle Madoff: 

We're on the same subject I 
hope. I asked a question. 

Mr. Robinson: 

No, Tm on another subject. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I think he was asking you whether 
you wanted to address the same 
subject. Am I correct? 

The Chair: 

As I indicated to the Press and Til 
tell you, I've never used a pass. 
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Michelle Madoff: 

Would you turn it in? 

The Chair: 

If there’s a pass that I had it's 
gone back. I don't know where it's at. 

Michelle Madoff: 

The reason I'm asking is that even 
Mr. DePasquale always abstained when 
there was a member of his family or 
anyone who could remotely have 
anything to do with business he was 
doing. I am going to be doing some 
consulting for a firm. I have three 
attorneys checking to see, one is Mr. 
Baskin and there are two other 
attorneys, to see that I am not going to 
be in conflict of interest with this City. 
I won't vote if there's any question and I 
didn't vote when there might be a 
question. 

Will you turn yours in, Mr. 
Woods? You seem to know where your's 
is. 

The Chair: 

Mr. Robinson? 

Mr. Robinson: 

This is on a different subject, Mr, 
President. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Obviously it's a different subject. 

The Chair: 

Well go on to the next subject. 
She's finished speaking. 


Mr. Robinson: 

My concerns relate to Council Bill 
3957 of 1983 and Council BiU 1150 of 
1984. These two bills require the City 
Solicitor to prepare for Council and the 
Mayor a set of procedures for the 
receipt, distribution, management, and 
monitoring of UDAG and HODAG funds. 

The reason Tm raising this 
concern at this point is for two reasons; 
one, it’s my understanding that the 
Solicitor is in the process of grafting 
some sort of memorandum of agreement 
or understanding relative to the receipt 
of UDAG or HODAG funds that will not 
be consistent with either one of the 
Council bills that I mentioned and 
evidently is not going to be perused or 
reviewed by Council. 

The other reason is that the first 
bill, Council Bill 3957, its' effective date 
was January 6, 1984. My concern is that 
here we are near the end of September, 
1984 and we have yet to receive from 
the Solicitor what was required by 
Council Bill 3957. We are receiving 
UDAG funds, we anticipate receiving 
UDAG funds, we anticipate receiving 
HODAG funds, yet the Solicitor, I guess 
for good reasons, has been unable to 
provide to the Mayor and this Council 
information requested in that bill. 

The second bill was approved 
August 6, 1984. That's Council Bill 
1150. It became effective August 21, 
1984. Again, my concern is that both 
bills had a 30 day requirement. That is, 
30 days after the approval of the bill we 
were sopposed to have and the Mayor 
was supposed to have the guidelines and 
procedures for our approval. 

We have yet to receive either set 
of guidelines yet from Mr. Pellegrini's 
own statements, he is in the process of 
preparing a memorandum of agreement 
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that I assume will be signed by HUD, the 
Mayor, himself, and some black 
community leaders relative to this whole 
issue of receipt of HUD's funds. It just 
seems to me that someone is putting the 
cart before the horse. There's an 
obligation for the City Solicitor to 
provide to this Council and the Mayor 
the information requested in those two 
bills and certainly not to put us in the 
position where perhaps the 
Administration is going to obligate this 
City beyond it's capacity to obligate us. 

These bills are in effect; they 
were passed legally and it would seem to 
me that we need to find out exactly what 
is going on. I would hope thdt the City 
Clerk could reach Mr. Pellegrini and 
perhaps have him available on Wednesday 
at the Council session so that we might 
find out from him if and when we could 
get any information on Council Bill 3957 
of 1983 and Council BUI 1150 of 1984. 
Mr. PeUegrini did indicate that Council 
could review the document that he is 
preparing for the Mayor. From what he 
indicated, that document at least in part 
responds to the two Council biUs that I 
made reference to and specificaUy deals 
with some sort of commitment to this 
City's minority community. I'm a little 
perplexed at how that can be done. I'm a 
little perplexed at who these black 
community leaders are that are going to 
sign this agreement. Tm a little 
perplexed about its legal enforceability 
and also I'm a little perplexed because 
the minority business enterprise review 
committee has the legal authority in this 
City relative to, along with CouncU and 
the Mayor, committing this City to any 
kind of conditions under which we will 
accept HUD monies. So, maybe Mr. 
PeUegrini on Wednesday can help clarify 
this situation. 

Mr. Rots mem moved to excuse Mrs. 
Masloff for absence from the meeting.

As 
our City Clerk indicated, it could mean 
in excess of 250 jobs to th§ University, 
to Carnegie Mellon University, it could 
mean in excess of $100 million coming to 
the City federal funds and tremendous 
potential spin-offs. I think it’s important 
that this City, through this resolution, 
let all the appropriate people in the 
federal government know that we are 
behind this 100 percent. 

The Chair: 

Mr. Wagner, Td just like to add 
one point. I think that in great measure 
a great deal of credit goes to the 
President of Carnegie Mellon, Mr. 
Cyert. I know of no individual heading a 
university that has as much talent and 
ability as that man does and the school 
that they have for computer science in 


Carnegie Mellon, in my opinion, supplies 
many of the people who are now on US 1 
and Cilicon Valley. Much of that talent 
is from Pittsburgh and Tm honored to 
find that we’re having that here within 
the City of Pittsburgh. 

Likewise, I think a debt of 
gratitude is due as well to our 
governmental officials from the Senate 
who were instrumental in helping this 
thing along. 

Mr. Wagner: 

The key is now to get it, to get 
the contract and if the City Clerk would 
please forward that to those three people 
and also a copy to Dr. Cyert.

I'm honored that they found the 
talent here.

I'd just like to make one comment, 
Jack.

City Council 

Dear President and Members: 

This Administration has reviewed 
and considered Council Bill 1312 passed 
on Monday, September 17, 1984, and 
concluded that it is in the City's best 
interest to defer this project at this 
time. I am therefore vetoing this 
legislation and request your support in 
this action. 

The City recognizes the need for 
a fixed asset accounting and control 
system and its potential benefits. 
However, we do not feel that the 
Controller's Office is currently ready to 
undertake such a major project because 
of the lack of qualified staff in this area 
and its preoccupation with the problems 
associated with the implementation of a 
new accounting system. 

As you may know, the Controller's 
office is currently attempting to 
implement the FAMIS general ledger and 
accounts payable system. This project, 
in itself, is a major undertaking requiring 
the full commitment of the Controller's 
professional staff. The Controller's 
ongoing efforts to debug and implement 
this accounting system require and 
deserve the full dedication of his staff at 
this time, particularly because of the 
start-up problems the Controller has 
encountered with the new system. To 
attempt an additional major project 
while in the midst of this implementation 
would jeopardize the projects' success 
and possibly thus wasting $100,000.00 of 
taxpayers' money. 

Once again, let me reiterate that 
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this Administration is anxious to work 
with the Controller’s Office to 
implement a fixed asset accounting and 
control system. However, until such 
time as the Controller's Office 
successfully completes its current 
undertakings and enhances its staff 
capability in the area of fixed asset 
accounting, this Administration cannot 
support this legislation. It is our belief 
that the expenditure of up to $100,000.00 
of City funds at this time to undertake 
this project is not well advised. We hope 
that Council will support us in this 
judgement.

All of us received a 
communication from Tom Flaherty, our 
ControUer, our former colleague, and I 
think rather than reading the letter intb 
the Record I would like permission from 
my colleagues to ask Mr. Flaherty to 
refute what he has told us with reference 
to what the Mayor is saying in his 
override. It appears that there may be 
some confusion that Mr. Flaherty could 
clear up for us and it would clarify our 
thinking on our vote. May I call on Mr. 
Flaherty, please? 

Mr. Woods: 

I object, Mr. President. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I was afraid that would happen so 
you leave me no choice. May I read the 
letter into the Record, please? 

This is not my letter; this is Mr. 
Tom Flaherty's letter. 

"October 1, 1984 

Dear Honorable President and Council 
Members: 

I urge your continued support of 
Council Bill 1312 which Council 
unanimously passed September 27th. 

The Mayor in his September 27th 
veto made inaccurate points concerning 
the ControUer's explicit charter mandate 
to annually audit the City inventory. 

Before addressing these 
misstatements, it is of the greatest 
importance that the Mayor not dictate 
policy which is strictly domain of the 
ControUer's Office. I am confident that 
you would not give the Mayor a free hand 
in dealing with Council's control policy 
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on personnel issues. 

May I further stress the Mayor 
never spoke with neither I nor any 
Controller's personnel this year about the 
Controller's Office current ability and 
desire to implement the City's Inventory 
Control System. 

The Controller’s Office has a 
qualified staff to implement a fixed 
asset and accounting system. The 
following professional staff members are 
assigned: 

Fixed Asset Coordinator; a 
manager to oversee the project 
Senior Systems Analyst; to handle 
all data processing procedures 
Accountant 3; to coordinate the 
accounting functions 
Inspectors and Auditors, to do the 
field work 

The commitment to FAMIS 
general ledger and accounts payable 
system will not be hindered by engaging 
in the contract for a fixed asset 
system. The debugging of FAMIS should 
be completed before the software of 
firfed assets would be ready to install. 

Any delay in instituting a fixed 
asset system would further exacerbate 
the City's problem with Moody's and 
Standards and Poor. The City has not 
had an inventory since 1940. This leads 
auditors to continue to give the City only 
a qualified opinion. This qualification 
would be removed if we had a fixed asset 
system based on generally accepted 
accounting principles. 

Beyond rebutting the Mayor's 
hollow criticisms, it is import ant to 
make public what his statements really 
masquerade. 

The real issue is Sam Tiglio, a 
person of impeccable 34 years service 


with the County of Allegheny. Mr. Tiglio 
was the deputy director of maintenance 
for the last 8 years, and supervised this 
County's second largest department work 
force, of 780 people and $21 million 
budget. 

Mr. Tiglio, who took a $6,000 pay 
cut to come with the City along with 
numerous verbal abuses and public 
humiliations from the Mayor's Office, is 
a qualified public administrator. I as 
Controller need Mr. Tiglio, a motivator 
of people and arf established manager. 

Peat, Marwick will fill the need 
for accounting and certain expertise. 

This brings us to the final point. 
You cannot separate Mr. Tiglio from this 
legislation, which is funded solely with 
earmarked Controller's funds. Peat, 
Marwick's assistance is needed now, 
without further delay; otherwise, the 
position of Fixed Assets Coordinator 
would be greatly impaired. This would 
be unfair to the City and the taxpayers. 

I would greatly appreciate the 
courteey to address Council today and 
answer any questions concerning this 
vital issue.

And if I don't 
soon get a motion to override the 
Mayor's veto then the veto will stay as 
is. 


Michelle Madoff: 

I think we're before that, Mr. 
President, with due respect. 

The Chair: 

I need a motion to determine 
where we're going. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. President, we have two 
options. Since there is a motion on the 
floor and since the Parliamentarian is 
not familiar and cannot give us a ruling 

The Chair: 

There is no motion on the floor. 
Michelle Madoff: 

There’s a motion on the floor by 
Mr. Woods saying no, he objects. That 
causes us not to allow Mr. Flaherty to 
come forward. Is that correct? I'm 
asking whether I can make a motion from 
Council to amend Council rules, rules of 
Council, to permit an override by a 
three-quarter vote. 

The Chair: 

The only problem I have again, I 
have the Mayor's veto which is before 
us. I don't have any motion at this point 


Michelle Madoff: 

I am making a motion to amend 
the City’s rules of Council to allow a 
three-quarter vote to override any one 
objection by a member of this Council. 
A two-third vote. 
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The Chain 

Change of Council rules, as I 
understand it, needs two readings. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Well, this will be the first time 
and we'll do it again because I want to be 
sure that this never happens again. I 
think the people are being cheated, they 
are not being informed, we are not 
letting the people know what's going on 
and that's a disgrace. 

I again would ask for a five 
minute recess so the Parliamentarian can 
give us a ruling because there's no point 
in addressing the veto and starting a war 
when, by Mr. Flaherty addressing the 
issue, we may solve this peacefully. 

The Chair: 

But you indicated that since there 
was an objection you would read the 
letter. Now you've read the letter and it 
seems to me you took your alternative. 
You should have done it before — 

Michelle Madoff: 

Well, I'm again asking that Mr. 
Flaherty be allowed to speak. I have 
that prerogative. Since I can't amend 
the rules of Council without two readings 

tlie Chair: 

My problem still is, I don't have a 
motion as to what action we're going to 
take relative to the Mayor's — 

Michelle Madoff: 

I'd like to take a five minute 
recess. Could you find out in five 
minutes whether we can override — He 
said he could. May I have a five minute 


recess so the Parliamentarian can give us 
a ruling? 

Mr. Givens seconded the motion. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Is that debatable, Mr. President? 
Michelle Madoff: 

When Mr. Woods asks for a recess 
and storms out of the room he's never 
been denied a recess. Tm asking for a 
five minute recess. I'm female. I have 
female genitalia, not male genitalia. I 
hope you would give me that courtesy. 

The Chair: 

Well recess for five minutes. 
Stay here. 

And on the motion of Michelle Madoff 
Council recessed. 

And the time of recess having 
expired, Council reconvened and there 
were present: 

Mr. Givens Mr. Robinson 

Mr. Grabowski Mr. Wagner 

Michelle Madoff Mr. Woods 

Mrs. Masloff Mr. Stone 

(Pres't) 

ABSENT: 

Mr. O’Malley 
The Chair: 

The Parliamentarian has just 
given me the rules. Apparently he didn't 
finish his explanation. Rule 12 says as 
follows: "No rule of the Council shall be 
amended or changed except by a two- 
thirds vote of the members elected 
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thereto and after one weeks previous 
notice to members of Council in writing 
of such change desired to be effective." 

Michelle Madoff: 

Then what do we do, postpone the 
veto until we have the time to have — 

The Chain 

You can't postpone the veto. You 
have to act today and that's it. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Then what is the proper procedure 
to amend — to do this? You mean any 
time we have a veto we're going to be 
pre-empted by a veto because we don't 
have enough time to have the week 
elapse? 

The Chain 

If you want to change the rules 
there's rules for changing the rules. That 
hasn't been followed at this point so we 
now faced with taking some action on 
the veto itself. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. President,.if I understood you 
correctly by what you just read, anytime, 
and I'd like the Parliamentarian to see if 
I understand it correctly, anytime there's 
a veto we need a week? Is that correct? 

The Chain 

What do you mean by that? 
Parliamentarian: 

To make a rule change. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Then we won't have to wait a 


week. 

The Chain 

Unless you change — 

Michelle Madoff: 

I don't mean on today's bill. On 
any other bill in the future. We'd still 
have to wait a week? Did you hear 
that? He just said yes. 

The Chain 

You're talking two different 
things. In order to change the rules, you 
must give one week's notice and have 
two-third's vote. Relative to the veto, it 
has nothing to do with it. Unless the 
rules are changed, the rules in effect 
apply for any issue that comes before 
this body. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Alright then let me understand so 
that the Parliamentarian understands 
what I'm saying. Once we amend this 
oversight in the rules of Council, when 
another veto comes before us we can 
then, if somebody objects to having — or 
not even a veto, any item — if anybody 
objects to having someone speak, two- 
thirds cam override once we amend the 
rules of Council. Is that correct? 

Parliamentarian: 

What the rules that Mr. Stone is 
referring to mean is that in order to 
change a rule of Council you need a two- 
thirds vote and alao a week's notice. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Fine. But once it is changed, then 
I won’t have this problem again. 
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The Chant 

Once it changes, it changes to 
what you change it to. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Thank you. I just wanted to be 
sure that I understood it because if I 
don't understand it the public doesn't 
understand it. I believe that's what we 
owe the public and that's why they 
elected me. Thank you. 

Mr. Givens; 

Mr. President, if I might make one 
comment on this. I think government is 
not all so nailed down in plaster and 
concrete that we can't be in some cases 
a little bit more objectionable and in 
other cases be able to move with the 
tide. I think we must be able to do 
that. Yes, the City Council's rules say 
that we want one week's time but to the 
person who made the motion to restrict 
another elected official from this City, 
whether it's County or State, from 
coming in here and talking to another 
official body, I find that startling to me 
in that it curbs the freedom of thought 
that one must project openly to the 
public on their feelings and emotions. 
Yes, there was a letter read into the 
Record in regards to how Mr. Flaherty 
felt. Yes, there was a letter that was 
received by all Councilmen in regards to 
the City of Pittsburgh by the Mayor of 
the City and how he feels on this 
particular matter. However, I feel when 
a public official comes before this body 
that the rules of Council as I have 
interpreted over the past nine years were 
that in this particular meeting was the 
executive meeting and it was for 
Council's discussion only. When we have 
a veto and an override I would even say 
that the Mayor should be present to 
explain further other than maybe just a 
letter to argue on his own behalf. But 


the fact that he has not come in to hear, 
he can be invited if he so chooses to 
come to this Chamber and talk before us. 

It's a very serious thing before us 
and I'll deliberate that when we get into 
the actual thing itself but I would ask the 
offer of that motion to rescind it so the 
elected official, any elected official, can 
come before this body at any time. If I 
can walk into the Mayor's Office when I 
pick up that telephone and say, "Mayor, 
can I see you in a reasonable period of 
time?", and the Mayor, all the Mayors 
that I have served under in the City of 
Pittsburgh, or served with, have never 
refused me an audience with them nor 
has any time with the Controller of the 
City of Pittsburgh when I asked to see 
the old Controller as I would the future 
Controller, I don't think he would deny a 
public official to have access to his 
office, likewise, I think that that 
individual should have access to this 
Council right here and be able to say in 
his own words how he feels on this 
particular bill and we can then discuss 
among ourselves after that's over with, 
not debate with the Controller but have 
the Controller make his statement and 
then this Council deliberate among 
ourselves to make that final decision. 

I ask that in all consciousness and 
fairness. 

The Chair: 

Do I have a motion? Well move 
to the next subject. 

Mr. Givens: 

I asked that the Council motion 
not to hear be rescinded and I would like 
to hear — 

The Chair: 

Dick, we have the rules which say 
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you can't do it that way. 

Mr. Givens: 

I’m asking the person who asked 
that. He has the right to object and tm 
asking him to rescind his objection. Will 
you rescind your objections, Mr. Woods? 

Mr. Woods: 

No, I will not. 

Mr. Givens: 

Thank you and let that be in the 
Record for many years to come. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I move to override the Mayor's 

veto. 

Mr. Robinson seconded the motion. 

The Ch«ir: 

Take the roll. 

Michelle Madoff: 

We're not going to have 
discussion? 

The Chair: 

Go ahead. Discussion. 

Mr. Givens: 

The discussion was alluded to but 
nothing was in the Controller's letter 
other than saying his duties and his 
responsibilities on the Fixed Asset 
Coordinator and that of the Mayor saying 
that it was untimely that the Controller 
does not have the wherewithal to do the 
jobs and not in his letter to us but in 
editorials and letters in the media so 
criticized an individual who worked down 


there. 

Let me read to you the Charter of 
the City of Pittsburgh so we least -forget 
what we're supposed to be here for. It 
was adopted in 1975. Let's say that in 
that report that was submitted by the 
Controller of the City of Pittsburgh 
there hasn't been an audit performed in 
this City since 1940. All of us should be 
ashamed of that. 

Let me say that the Controller of 
the City of Pittsburgh is the only elected 
official that can be held financially 
liable for the City's undertaking. He's 
the only elected official. You and I and 
any other elected official in this room, 
including the Mayor, is not held under 
that law of the state of Pennsylvania but 
the Controller is. In this Charter, the 
City Charter, adopted in 1975 by a 
majority vote of the people of the City 
of Pittsburgh, under Article 4, the 
Controller, under Section 404, the 
powers and duties of the Controller, 
Section 404 E reads: "To conduct at 
least once each year an audit of the 
annual inventory required by this Charter 
and submit a verified report of the audit 
to Council and the Mayor.” The fact 
that the Mayor has been in and previous 
Mayors have been in since 1940 and has 
not done this to me is most disturbing. 
The fact that this must be done and will 
be turned over and to think that this out 
there alone there's over 8,000 pieces of 
land that the City owns that we're just 
now beginning to formulate and to put 
into one package. None of them have 
been evaluated as far as what the prices 
are and that can be increased each year 
automatically as the value of the prices 
in that particular neighborhood dries up. 

The other thing, and that is the 
bond rating of the City of Pittsburgh. If 
we have fixed assets then that's like 
money in the bank. We want to do this 
and do this as quickly as we can. I say if 
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the Mayor wants to override the veto 
because he feels that the Controller isn't 
ready to go then where has he been for 
the last seven or eight years? If the 
Controller feels that he can assume this 
responsibility and do it in a reasonable 
length of time, that will then increase 
our bond rating thus reducing the debt 
service or the interest rate that we have 
to pay on the bonds that we sell to the 
City of Pittsburgh. 

Those major points I'd like to 
bring out as to why I am in favor of this 
and not to get into any of the 
personalities between the people. With 
one exception; the person that's going to 
coordinate this, Mr. Sam Tiglio who is a 
very personal friend of mine, he's worked 
those 30 years, for government, I have 
seen him in action and I think he is 
qualified and adaptable to any job that 
any government can have and he has 
proven that fact. I would like to say that 
publicly and Til say no more. Thank you. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. President, you and I have had 
our disagreements and we've really had 
some run down battles. I don't think 
you're my favorite person; I think you 
know that. And I don’t think I'm your 
favorite person. But I think that you're 
very bright, you've done a very good job 
as President of this Council, and I think 
as a leader you of all people would not 
want to stifle free speech and do 
anything to stop meaningful dialogue in 
this Council. I realize that you're 
hampered by the former rules of Council 
which I believe you will help to amend 
but I would ask you as President of 
Council to ask Mr. Woods to withdraw — 

The Chair: 

We're passed that. You made a 
motion and we had a second. The motion 
is to override so let's deal with that 


issue. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I realize that but Tm just pointing 
that out as part of my statement. I think 
that if anybody has gone out to buy any 
furniture recently as I have, I moved out 
of my home of 15 years, I could not 
believe what the price of items have 
gone to. Tm flabergasted, Tm shocked. 
Items that used to buy for $200 are 
$1,000. Things you used to buy for $50 
are $600. I think there's no question in 
my mind that Councilman Givens' point 
that our fixed assets would be worth a 
great deal more and would help to 
establish a base of financial stability in a 
city that has a $1 billion plus debt and 
facing a problem with its upcoming 
budget would not want to proceed as 
quickly sis possible with this audit. 

I want to mention that I spoke to 
Mr. Hayllar in the hall and wanted to see 
what the Mayor's point of view was. He 
said that it was not in his domain, that it 
was in Mr. Schmeiser's domain. I asked 
to have Mr. Schmeiser here today. Is Mr. 
Schmeiser with us? He is not. I thinkk 
when we amend the Charter we ought to, 
and it is already the rules of Council, Mr. 
Woods, this Council voted almost 
unanimously that any business before 
Council we would have a representative 
of the Mayor's Office. 

The Chair: 

Michelle, excuse me. The motion 
presently — 

Michelle Madoff: 

Tm addressing the motion. Tm 
addressing the fact that there's nobody 
here from the Mayor's Office to hear 
what we’re saying. 
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The Chair: 

Let me remind you where we are 
hy virtue of your own motion. Your 
motion is to override — 

Michelle Madoff: 

We're also discussing it. 

The Chair: 

We are not talking presently about 
rules of Council. The only motion is 
whether we do or do not overrule the 
Mayor's veto. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I think it would be very helpful if 
somebody were here from the Mayor's 
Office and it engaged in dialogue. But 
since they opted not to do that, since 
there are two separate letters, one 
saying from the Mayor when he wants to 
veto it, that the Controller cannot do the 
job because he's not ready nor equipped 
and knowing that it takes time to order 
the equipment, I will vote to override the 
Mayor's veto. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. President, I have a question 
and then a comment. The question is, 
the vote, an aye or a nay, what does that 
mean in regard to Bill 1312 and the veto? 

The Chair: 

The motion has been made to 
override the Mayor’s veto. That would 
need six votes. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Voting aye or nay? 


The Chair: 

Voting aye. 

Mr. Wagner: 

We would need six ayes to 
override that veto? 

The Chair: 

Correct. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Alright. That leads me to my 
comment. I would hope, Mr. President 
and members of Council, that in regard 
to this bill and this overriding or not 
overriding of the veto, that Council 
would be concerned primarily with the 
bill. Bill No. 1312. Let's keep out of our 
minds who is the Mayor of the City, who 
is the Controller, who is the individual 
that may possibly be working because of 
the computer system or the software 
that this bill pertains to. The important 
point here is simply whether or not this 
bill better serves the taxpayers of the 
City of Pittsburgh. That is the 
important element. That and nothing 
else. I personally think that yes, we do 
need to know what our fixed assets are. 
Yes, we are a little bit behind the 

times. Yes, it would be important to 
each and every one of us in chairing our 
various committees to know in our 
committees, for instance, my 

committee, Engineering and 

Construction, what various properties in 
the City of Pittsburgh fall under that 
committee. That could help me better 
understand engineering and construction 
and Tm sure all of us. I think there's a 
need for us to know that; I think there's a 
need for it to be accessible, not only to 
the Mayor, to the Controller, to all 

members of Council, but anyone that is a 
taxpayer in the City of Pittsburgh. 
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The only thing I am asking here is 
for us to deal specifically with the bill, 
the merits of the bill, and how it can 
better serve the City of Pittsburgh. 

The Chair: 

Call the roll. There’s a motion to 
override the Mayor's veto. If you care to 
override the Mayor's veto, vote yes. 

Mr. Givens: 

I vote aye in consideration of Bill 
1312 and the Mayor's veto of Council’s 
unanimous decision in December. We 
passed this bill a couple of weeks ago 
unanimously with discussion at Council's 
table. My concern is with the integrity 
of the distinct branches of our municipal 
government. Article 4, Section 404 E of 
the Pittsburgh Home Rule Charter 

specifically assigns the Controller to do 
these and the power to conduct the audit 
of the annual inventory. The language of 
the Charter is clear and the principle is 
most important. If the Controller as an 
independent elected official judges that 
he needs the administrative 

improvements, it is not our business to 
tell him how to run his business. 

Therefore, I vote to override. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, I think that Councilman 
Wagner's comments were most 
appropriate and I support his position 100 
percent in this matter. I vote aye. 

The Chair: 

The issue has already been 
determined relative to this matter. 
There is not six votes. The Chair 
exercises what has been attempted here 
by comments and offers some advice. 
It’s been indicated that there should be 
an accounting system; the Mayor has 


indicated on page two of his letter that 
the Administration is anxious to work 
with the Controller's Office to 
implement the Fixed Asset Accounting 
and Control System. I would hope that 
the Controller, and we'll leave names out 
of it as has been indicated, would 
likewise be anxious to work with the 
Mayor's Office to implement a Fixed 
Asset Accounting and Control System. 

I would like also to separate two 
issues. One is the bill and one is the 
personality, a person in the office. I do 
not see them as being connected. I 
would hope that at this moment that we 
give a message to all of the parties that 
it is time to work together on behalf of 
the City rather than to engage at this 
time, when we’re going through the fiscal 
constraints of the '80's, to have the kind 
of situation as we have it now where one 
branch is disagreeing with the other 
branch. That does not mean that there 
should not be an audit; that does not 
mean that one should not have the ability 
to speak. But at the same time I don't 
think that it should be brought to this 
Council for us to resolve an issue if at all 
possible. If not, this Council may be 
called upon to make decisions and we'll 
make them and we just want to tell 
everyone in advance that we hope there 
sets back into motion from this day forth 
another day of cooperation which I think 
is so essential during these fiscal 
constraints of the '80's. 

In view of that, I abstain. 

The Chair: 

Is there any further discussion on 
the motion? 

And on the question, "Shall the 
motion pass finally?" 

The ayes and noes were taken 
agreeably to law, and were:

Mr. Givens Mr. Robinson 

Michelle Madoff Mr. Wagner

And a majority of the votes of 
Council not being in the affirmative, the 
motion was defeated. 

Mr. Givens: 

In the City on July 10, 1984, 
Committee of Finance, there was a bill 
that was introduced, Bill No. 976, a 
resolution providing for the issuance of a 
warrant in favor of Mine Safety 
Appliance Company, 600 Penn Avenue, 
18 MSA Pressure Demand Air Mask, less 
trade-ins, for the Department of Fire, 
chargeable and payable to and it came 
under Mr. O'Malley's committee. 

It was at that particular time and 
thinking of the article that appeared in 
the Pittsburgh Press front headlines by 
Andy Schneider I thought was a very 
appropriate article and much research he 
had put into it because it was eleven 
weeks, I believe, that he looked into it 
and that July 10th date*kind of coincides 
pretty closely. I questioned then our 
Fire Chief, Charlie Lewis, as to the state 
of the art and the type of equipment that 
we have for our Fire Department. Not 
only that but for the last several years I 
have been very interested and concerned 
that our Fire Department people do not 
have some of that equipment. 

There was a lot of dialogue that 
went back and forth about the mask 
itself, the weights of the tanks that they 


were receiving, etc. At the Convention 
Center when they have the various small 
manufacturers, etc., put out their 
wherewithal the Fire Department of the 
City of Pittsburgh, along with other 
companies that supply fire equipment, 
put outjheir wherewithals. There was a 
display^case of the City of Pittsburgh 
and in there it showed one of the jackets 
that was worn by one of our firemen who 
we're sill well aware of, Bernie Burns who 
is now the President of Firefighters 
Local No. 1, where half of the rubber 
was burnt off of that particular jacket. 
You wonder how any fireman wearing 
that could ever have lived through that 
fire. It is what they call a flashback and 
this is part of the record that was read in 
the July 10th meeting. I asked at that 
particular time as I've asked in the past 
the Nomex flying suits that were worn by 
pilots or anyone who works with 
petroleum because of its high resistance 
fire retardant capability as a material. I 
can say it itches a little bit too. But I 
asked the Chief on numerous occasions if 
we have the latest equipment for our 
firefighters, July 10th, asking is we have 
this state of the art equipment. He 
answered absolutely yes, we do. Then 
the article comes out and tells all of the 
things that we’ve had happen and even at 
that discussion I said, "Do you go to any 
of these seminars, etc?" and the Chief 
indicated that the National Fire 
Academy has been into that for a number 
of years. Another quote I know when I 
was on the International Committee, the 
International Committee about eight or 
nine years ago and the Health and Safety 
Committee, we were into that meaning 
trying to get the best fire equipment in 
the world. 

When you read that article in 
Sunday's paper and you see the injury 
rate of the people of the City of 
Pittsburgh and taking that of the city of 
Philadelphia, a like city with like type of 
structures and high-rise buildings, etc., 
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you wonder where we’ve been in the last 
10, 15, 20 yeare. Tm very concerned 
about what is happening. It was nice 
that Mr. Schneider from the Pittsburgh 
Press did such a good read-out in his 
report because it enlightened all of us 
that our firemen, some 1,000 of them, do 
not have the state of the art 
equipment. Something has to be done. 
The Mayor came out in the newspaper 
today and said exactly what he’s going to 
do but for nine some years on this 
Council I have been discussing that very 
same issue and I’ve been told by that 
Chief and other chiefs that we've had the 
state of the art. 

It's incumbent upon some people 
in this room, I think, to look further and 
to make sure that the statements that 
anybody makes, including the Mayor or 
myself, that it's carried out, that we see 
this equipment come on board and see it 
happen very quickly. 

I have a statement to be read into 
the Record in regards to this fire 
equipment because I feel this has been a 
sore point with me. I feel that possibly I 
have let myself down and the people of 
thfe City of Pittsburgh, including my own 
fire department by not pursuing the issue 
but I am not that committee although I 
have been a firefighter in the past in the 
military. 

In the past week, Pittsburgh has 
read and heard reports regarding the 
substandard condition of the fire safety 
equipment used by the Pittsburgh 
Firefighters. I am in full support of the 
Mayor’s pledge to upgrade the quality of 
the fire equipment and to improve the 
safety policies and standards in all City 
departments. I am committed to the 
state of the art equipment in order to 
safeguard the lives of the firefighters 
and to protect the lives and the property 
of our citizens. 


How can you expect a fireman to 
go into some of these holocaust fires to 
pull out children that are entrapped in 
there if they don't have the proper 
equipment to go into it. Believe me, 
when you’re in that corridor going up 
that staircase and you're by yourself, you 
have to ask yourself the question, "Am I 
going to kill myself doing what Tm 
doing?" There are many brave acts of 
heroism that happen in the Fire 
Department that are never told; only the 
person that's there at that particular 
time knows what happens and he has to 
live with his conscience for the rest of 
his life, be it whatever he does. 

From my first year as a 
Councilman and as a Chairman on the 
Committee of Public Safety, ensuring 
the public's safety has always been my 
first priority. In local government I 
think of the type of fires that we have 
and the actions that I have done in the 
past. That is why eleven weeks ago on 
July 10th at Council's Finance Committe 
Meeting I first raised the issue of the 
questionable quality of the Fire 
Department's equipment again while 
discussing the purchase of air masks only 
as provided in Bill 976. This has been on¬ 
going, as I indicated, for the past nine 
years. 

My concern stems from prior 
experience with the safety precautions 
used on military bases where I was the 
chief of security and a helicopter 
firefighter. I can't go into it but it was 
fighting petroleum fires, chemical and 
petroleum fires, one of the worst in the 
world. We had some sophisticated 
equipment. A person could walk through 
any fire they wanted to for about a 
minute or so without even being burnt 
and be able to go in and rescue a person 
and shield them over with a blanket that 
we had that would protect them while 
they were bringing them out. 
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In the weeks ahead, the 
Administration begins to purchase its 
new fire equipment and establishes new 
fire safety procedures. I am firmly 
committed to monitor these changes and 
to continually address the ‘problems of 
fire safety and I am certain that' all of us 
on this Council will join in the unified 
effort with Councilman O'Malley, the 
Chairman of the Committee on Public 
Safety, to ensure that the equipment and 
procedures vised by the Fire Department 
are the most modern available in order 
to guarantee the high efficiency of the 
Pittsburgh firefighting capability. I 
think that's a must; it's a requirement 
that we must do. It’s been long 
overdue, fm glad that the media has 
finally published something that I have 
been preaching in this Council for nine 
years but for some reason have not been 
able to do anything. That's what's so 
beautiful about the media. Sometimes 
when government can't move they move 
it f or us. 

Thank you, Mr. President. 

Michelle Madoff: 

On Bill 976, Mr. President, I would 
urge Council to put a freeze on 
purchasing because we don’t want to 
continue purchasing the wrong items. 
Obviously there's a request to purchase 
what we've already been purchasing. 

I would like to-point out three 
very quick items. In the article it states 
that in no other city, no other fire 
department, are the men or women 
required to buy their own clothing. It's 
never been done. "Fire Chief Lewis goes 
on to say that it's been the custom of 
what's to buy is left up to the men", and 
we hope that someday well have women, 
we have one woman, "and although Lewis 
maintained there are no national 
guidelines that tell us what to buy, 
extensive standards do exist." 


I think that gets into the issue of 
the 100 pound dummy. Boots are a lot 
heavier than fire retardant pants and 
gloves that are very light. Maybe then 
they could carry a 100 pound dummy. 

I would suggest that we put a halt 
on all purchases on that bill until we find 
out what is being purchased and I would 
like to request a post agenda this coming 
Wednesday. 

The Chair: 

Councilman O'Malley is out of 
town. I was going to suggest that we 
hold it a week from Wednesday. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Is he gone for a week? 

The Chair: 

I don't know how long but let’s 
make it a week Wednesday. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I have no problem holding it until 
my colleague gets-Jjack but the thing 
that I would like to have a vote on right 
now is that we hold the purchases under 
976 because obviously we're going out 
and buying the wrong thing because 
that'8 what the purchase order was for.

Michelle Madoff:

As far 
as I'm concerned, I thought it was 
decided by the President of this Council 
and by the Finance Chairman that 
hearings, did not haye to be a post, they 
could be a general hearing of some sort. 
We could get together on a Monday 
morning, on a Tuesday morning, on a 
Tuesday afternoon or Wednesday right 
after session so that we have some time 
to do some work in our offices or 
anything else that we need to get done. 

The Chair: 

Let me go back to the subject if I 
may. I would hope that no one would 
intimate that our Chief of Fire in any 
way is doing anything to endanger his 
men. He just left those ranks to work 
with the Administration as a Fire 
Chief. On the other hand, there is a 
serious indictment that has come 
relative to the accusations that are in 
the newspaper and in view of that we 
can't just sit by. I was going to ask that 
we have this and we'U talk to Mr. 
O’Malley who is Chairman of that 
committee and have a post agenda on it 
so that we do get a report to see what 
the condition is and at the same time see 
what we cam do to improve it. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. Stone, I realize you're trying 
to be diplomatic and I appreciate that. 
We don't want to get into personalities. 


But there are some times when the 
public's right to know — I must tell you 
that when Fire Chief Lewis was 
appointed I personally went to him and 
said, "If you need anything for the Fire 
Department in any way, shape or form, I 
will fight to the death to give you what 
you need for the men and see that you 
get it because that is important." He 
said to me, "We don't need anything; we 
have more than we even need. The 
Mayor has given us anything we want." 
As Mr. Givens pointed out and it is 
stated in this article, it is public 
information so that the media had very 
little trouble getting the information of 
what the state of the art is on 
equipment. There is no excuse, none, 
that our firepeople were in danger. I 
think there's going to be litigation 
coming out of it. It's a shame that this 
was allowed to happen. I think it was a 
matter of being frugal on the part of the 
Administration and it's an unfortunate 
situation. 

The Chair: 

If my memory serves me 
correctly, when I served as Finance 
Chairman I increased that budget item 
for clothing allowance over and above 
what was adequate. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Right. But Mr. Stone you never 
went to a meeting because it's not your 
job to go to an Association meeting of 
what’s going oh in firefighting today in 
the 1980's. Somebody did and it was 
obviously monies that this Council voted 
for and paid for to send somebody to 
those meetings. It is a disgrace to find 
out that we just thought it was pro forma 
for firefighters to pay for their own 
equipment and their -own uniforms. That 
should stop immediately. They should 
not have to be for their own uniforms 
and equipment.

Mr. Givens: 

Opposed, and I will oppose this 
and all other of these communications 
which this week, Mr. Chairman, add up 
to $3,500.00 some dollars, and if you 
multiply that by every week that we 
meet, we get kind of an idea. 

Mark one more thing to my 
comment. That for every brochure and 
every agenda item and all the minutes 
that have been discussed at that 


particular meeting, the only thing that 
they lack is a little bit of an input 
themselves. 

I am opposed, Mike, for reasons so 
stated, so Td like to repeat myself, or 
not to repeat myself, Til make a no vote 
in all these travel requests, and I'd like a 
statement put in there so I don’t have to 
repeat it each time on the record. 

(MR. GIVENS’ STATEMENT) 

As I echoed last week, we have 
something very hard facing this Council 
and facing this Administration and that 
is a $31 million possible deficit because 
of a tax question before the 
Commonwealth and now the Supreme 
Court of the State of Pennsylvania. I've 
asked all the directors that only where 
absolutely necessary, to send people on 
trips anyplace because that is one area 
that we can cut back in. 

Another area we can cut back in 
is supplies and I think we have to tighten 
our belts up. If the Mayor is putting the 
freeze on the hiring of people, then we 
have to put somewhat of a freeze on the 
purchasing of equipment and the sending 
of people anyplace within the country 
because otherwise, we want to be in a 
more favorable position that what we 
might be in if the Supreme Court 
decision comes down, because it is going 
to be a dramatic one. 

I want to try and save as much 
money as we can and only because of 
that situation. I think people should 
travel and they should be educated and 
everything else, but when the buck is not 
there, when the dollars that are facing us 
in the future sire going to be critical, 
then I think we in this Council must then 
ask ourselves that these not be 
appropriated and that the directors, 
before they send anybody anywhere or 
purchase any equipment, major 
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equipment, that we could forestall until 
this final decree comes down from the 
Supreme Court and that we hold 
everything almost in obeyance and 
hopefully that will come in shortly. For 
that reason, I will vote no on all travel 
requests and all future travel requests 
until something comes up that might 
relieve this situation. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. Chairman, please, I'd like for 
the record to point out there are things 
-that are cost effective. That is being 
penny wise and pound foolish. If we have 
people better informed they can do a 
better job. We are talking about peanuts 
compared to saving the City thousands.

Td 
like to briefly go over one or two of 
those comments and why I have 
objections and why I was the only person 
who voted no on this bUl.

We created the Leasing Authority 
to go out and .sell bonds and buy 
equipment in this particular biU to the 
tune of $6.3 mUlion. I question the bUl's 
integrity in that we were buying 
equipment not for emergency, police, 
fire, emergency medical, but mostly for 
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Parks and Recreation and the 
Department of Public Works dump 
trucks, etc., which I'm sure are needed. 
But I ask in all austerity that this be 
held. In getting into the finance 
mechanism of the Leasing Authority 
itself, I have a little bit of a problem — 
We don't even have enough people here 
to vote. Tm going to wait until the 
people come back in. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I don't think the other two 
members are coming back. 

Mr. Given*: 

I want the Finance Chairman 
here. I want him to hear this. He has 
responsibility primarily as well as the 
President of Council. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I think you've got a valid point. 
Can we get the Finance Chairman to 
come in? 

Mr. Givens: 

Thank you. 

Ben, I'm referring to Bill 1331 
right now and my objections to this 
particular bill. It looks very simple on 
the surface that we go out and borrow 
$6.3 million and buy a series of 
equipment for the City of Pittsburgh, 
hardly any of it going to what I feel are 
life saving departments, that of Police, 
Fire and Emergency Medical. Most of it 
is going into that of Parks and 
Recreation, the Department of Public 
Works, primarily is the major function of 
this thing. The thing that we must look 
forward to is a lawsuit of some $31 
million that we are still liable to in the 
past. 


With this bond issue at $6.3 
million, to pay it back in just six years is 
going to cost the taxpayers $3.5 million 
and that's at a nice settled 9-1/2 
percent. Why don’t we tax the people for 
$6.3 million which we should have 
done? Not go out and have to borrow for 
six years and we're doing this each 
year. We have borrowed in 1981 $9 
million at a much higher rate; 1982 for 
$5 million; we skipped 1983; 1984 we're 
back to $6.3 million. Each year we're 
going to go out and we're going to buy 
equipment for the City of Pittsburgh. 
My point is, I think we should tax the 
people for this equipment because I 
would rather be taxed today than have to 
turn around and pay interest on $3.5 
million for only borrowing $6.3 million in 
a six year time frame. I hope you 
understand that little financial 
mechanism. It's very simple. I think the 
Leasing Authority, we ought to get it and 
just tear the papers up and throw it out 
because it's costing the taxpayers of the 
City of Pittsburgh a minimum, or maybe 
I should use the word maximum, of $3.6 
million in six years to go out to borrow 
$6.3 million for our equipment. 

For that reason and that reason 
alone, in all consciousness I cannot vote 
for this bill or any other bill that comes 
out of the Leasing Authority. It used to 
be that the only time we would float a 
bond issue would be for major pieces of 
equipment like buying four or five 
firetrucks that ran $100,000.00 some 
apiece and we'd go out and buy maybe 
four or five of these at one time. Now 
all of a sudden the Leasing Authority. 
We've got all these authorities created, 
we've got the Water Authority created, 
all these authorities and what does that 
do? It makes our bond rating much 
better within the same thing that Mr. 
Flaherty was trying to do here a little bit 
earlier, to enhance our bond rating. This 
enhances the bond rating on one side; on 
the other side of the coin, though, it is 
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slapping the people to the tune of $3.5 
million just to borrow $3.6 million for 
really just one year. We're looking at 
each year we're doing this. It's asinine 
and I vote no. 

Mr. Wagner: 

I'd like my comments brought 
forward from last Wednesday's meeting 
on BUI No. 1331.

Mr. Givens: 

Wait a minute. We have an 
amendment on the floor and I don't know 
if we have to vote for that and then go 
back to the bill. 

The Chair: 

Yes. 

Mr. Givens: 

I want to talk about the bill itself 
but there's an amendment. 

There's one question, Mr. 
Schmeiser, that I have on this particular 
bUl as it applies to the URA, which I 
though was a fine biU for the Leasing 
Authority. How many other bonding 
issues have come before us with minority 
participation? 

Mr. Schmeiser: 

You mean a general obligation 
bond issue? The Task Force on 
Professional Contracts would include 
underwriters and bond counsel and they 
will address that. 


Mf. Givens: 

So that's the biggest one that we 
have. What about the other authorities? 

Mr. Schmeiser: 

The Parking Authority has not had 
a bond issue for two years. I don't think 
ALCOSAN has a bond counsel. 

Mr Givens: 

If they do, how would it apply? 

Mr. Schmeiser: 

The Housing Authority has not had 
a bond issue. The Parking Authority is 
an independent body and most likely 
they'll adopt these provisions for the task 
force, but I don't think that they are 
obligated. 

Mr. Givens: 

You are saying 15 percent, as Mr. 
Robinson so indicated, that this is 
supposed to be a standard for the City of 
Pittsburgh, right? 

Mr. Schmeiser: 

Right. 

Mr. Givens: 

What percentage of minority 
contracts in total amount are spent by 
the City of Pittsburgh on the minorities? 

Mr. Schmeiser: 

I have no idea. 

Mr. Givens: 

George, do you monitor that on 
total contracts? 
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Mr. Jacoby: 

I can't give you the precise 
numbers, however I can give you a 
ballpark figure that in the purchasing 
sector it would be approximately four 
percent. 

Mr. Givens: 

Ill pass on this but I have to agree 
that this is a unique situation. If it goes 
to Pittsburgh National Bank, what is 
Pittsburgh National Bank's policy on 
hirihg of minorities? 

Mr. Schmeiser: 

I think they have a very liberal 

policy. 

Mr. Givens: 

They have? 

Mr. Schmeiser: 

Pittsburgh National has a very 
good record as far as minority hiring, 
etc. I think that they have been very 
helpful to New World Bank, for instance. 

Mr. Givens: 

What is the track record on hiring 
women and minorities? Is there anyone 
here to address it? 

Mr. Scluneiser: 

Yes, Mike Stabile is here. 

Mr. Givens: 

What I am trying to drive at is 
that there is a concerted effort here and 
even though this amendment might not 
be passed, it is not illegal because of the 
uniqueness of it. Do they have some 
type of plan for both women and 


minorities? 

Mr. Schmeiser: 

Mr. Stabile can answer that. 

Mr. Stabile: 

Our plan of hiring in the past has 
been that we try to recruit lawyers who 
are the most qualified people from the 
law schools and that is where we 
interview possible applicants. That has 
resulted in hiring presently 12 lawyers 
and 1 minority lawyer on staff. In the 
past we have had other minority lawyers, 
who for one reason or another, had left 
the firm. 

Mr. Givens: 

Percentage wise, how many 
attorneys do you have? 

Mr. Stabile: 

We have approximately 110. 

Mr. Givens: 

Have you had an affirmative 
action plan for a number of years? Have 
you made a concerted effort to hire 
minorities? 

Mr. Stabile: 

We are making efforts to develop 
such a policy and to develop an 
affirmative action hiring program. It is 
not something that is easily done but it is 
something that the firm is making an 
effort to develop* 

MR. O'MALLEY COMMENTS 

Mr. Stabile: 

It is difficult to develop. If we're 
interviewing at a law school and we 
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indicate to the people that we want 
certain class managers and certain class 
ranks, we interview the people who fall 
into those categories. The history has 
been that there is no record kept of 
whether there are minorities and 
whether there are no minorities. I don't 
have a way of telling how many 
minorities or women were offered 
positions with the firm or the ones that 
have been rejected, so the history amply 
isn't there because we haven't had a need 
ip the past to determine the 
effectiveness of the policy. 

Mr. Givens: 

I would say that the minorities 
want a little bit of the action returned to 
them and as a public body we are asking 
them to negotiate with us. 

This is a deep concern of mine and 
if we feel, Council body, that we are not 
making a concerted effort to help it 
along, I cannot, in all good conscience, 
vote for that particular company even 
though the bond issue might be good. We 
have to look into that to be sure that 
that's the case. In dealing with other 
bonding agencies that may be fine, but 
this is an effort that must be done with 
the company that does bum ness with the 
government because as a leader it has to 
insure that we have equality amongst all 
of our people and if we don't then all of 
us are not doing our job. 

I want to know briefly what your 
comments are. It seems that if you are 
continuing business with the City that 
you try to make every effort to bring 
them out of the boot straps. 

The Chair: 

All those in favor of the 
amendment? 

Those opposed? 


With a majority of the votes of 
Council not being in the affirmative, the 
amendment was defeated. 

Now, on the bill itself. 

Mr. Givens: 

Discussion on the bill. I have to 
get some clarification on the bill itself. 

I heard the mention it's a 
$6,300,000.00 to buy vehicles within the 
City of Pittsburgh, and you did mention 
53 percent of the prime, and you did say 
it was 6 percent today. However, in this 
bill, I see a schedule where you have to 
pay back a certain amount of money 
starting for zero in 1984 naturally, and 
1985 for 1990. If I add that tip, that 
total, I'm coming up to an enormous 
total. 

Mr. Jacoby: 

There is a ceiling of nine and a 
half percent. Our total interest 
obligation cannot go over; therefore, the 
debt obligation cannot go over, 
therefore, the debt schedule before you, 
you must assume under state law the 
highest. So, it's nine and a half. 

Mr. Givens: 

The prime was 18 percent and 21 
percent months ago, and how it’s down, 
and election is going to be over. What's 
it going to go to? 

Mr. Schmeiser: 

We're protected. 

Mr. Givens: 

I appreciate that, taking that nine 
and a half percent, and hopefully we're 
not in this type of interest rates, but 
here is that possibility and that's a 
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concern of mine, and even the buying of 
certain vehicles in this particular fleet, 
and I know you were telling me that 
some of the operators are in pretty good 
shape, but most of it comes from my own 
department of Public Works and that 
would be Environmental Services to the 
tune of $2.8 million and that’s a lot of — 
a lot of it comes from Parks and 
Recreation, which so indicated about 
half a million. Now, my point is to bring 
it back up again. I know we have a court 
order before us giving Home Rule cities 
to tax higher than what we have. 

I voted for years against the tax 
budget in the City of Pittsburgh because 
I thought it was going to be too high. I 
asked for a reduction because when I go 
to other cities, when I go to the Mayor's 
conferences, when I went to them 
several years ago, everyone was cutting 
back. 

The City of Pittsburgh has been 
growing. The burden of buying vehicles 
is so great out of general revenue which 
is really tax dollars as we appropriated 
each year. I went eight years and a half 
on Council for about $90 million Budget 
up to a $250 million budget. Now, let 
that rink in. When I look at that 
schedule on $6.3 million to borrow, and 
just the pay back in six years, it's going 
to cost the taxpayers $3.6 million. 

Now, I have to ask myself a 
question. The Leasing Authority is 
something 1 think, because of the past 
Administrations and maybe the present 
Administration of earlier years faces was 
not addressing the vehicles fleet of some 
300 vehicles that we had underneath us. 
We had inadequate maintenance for 
those vehicles, and we still do. This is 
why we go out and go to the Leasing 
Authority. That is money that the 
taxpayers of the City of Pittsburgh have 
to pay back with interest; the maximum 
is nine and a half percent. 


Tm going to get hard when it 
comes to borrowing. Somebody better 
start addressing that, and for that 
reason, Tm taking my stand on that bill 
today and vote no or Tm going to as that 
between now and Monday to go back and 
look at this laundry list. One department 
gets some 20 dump trucks and another 
gets another 10 dump trucks. Can't we 
consolidate for everyone and have a 
routine down where we bring every dump 
truck from every department in for that 
little snow here during the winter 
months, unless you really get smacked 
with a hard year, and I know we need 
these vehicles, and Tm asking each 
director to restrain and yet here comes 
$6.3 million with 3. some million of 
intererst to pay back, I don't think the 
people of the City of Pittsburgh ask this 


MICHELLE MADOFF COMMENTS 
Mr. Schmeiser: 

This vehicle is better. Let me 
explain why. The City leases this 
equipment from the Leasing Authority by 
paying rent every month. The Leasing 
Authority takes that money and invests 
it at unlimited arbitrage. So, we're 
maybe paying one to two percent more 
for this money. This is an extremely 
good vehicle for the City. 

MICHELLE MADOFF COMMENTS 

Mr. Givens: 

Some $6.3 million, you're not 
going to buy all of this money to save. 
That's my exact question to you. We 
should come in with half of this now and 
half of it later. You're saying to put it in 
the bank and draw interest on it to help 
with it. 
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Mr. Wagner: 

I request that when the request 
for proposal by the Leasing Authority is 
out for purchase that those requests for 
proposals for jeeps or pick up trucks or 
vans or whatever, go to all companies 
located in the City of Pittsburgh that 
sell those products, in addition to anyone 
else that you may have on your list to 
send out. In the past we have purchased 
vehicles, standard vehicles from 
dealerships located outside of the City. I 
personally feel there are sufficient 
numbers of companies, dealerships 
providing most of this equipment — not 
all- of it, there are some items here, I'm 
sure, that companies are not located in 
the City. But if we need 15 Dodge 
Omnis, I think there is someone in the 
City that can sell them to us and I am 
requesting to both of you that those 
requests for proposal go out to City- 
based dealers, companies that provide 
those products. 

One last question. I notice as part 
of the equipment to be purchased, there 
is a boat for the police department and 
an inflatable boat also for the medical 
services department and I suspect that's 
for river safety partol, is that correct? 

Mr. SchmeiserT 

That's correct. 

Mr. Wagner: 

When will we have those two 
items in operation in the City? 

Mr. Jacoby: 

The inflatable boat is here now. 
The large boat has been ordered and it 
should have been delivered two weeks 
ago, actually, but it is due here now. 


Mf* Wagner: 

So, in other words, as soon as we 
get it, it will be in the water in operation 
available for emergency rescue 
operations? 

Mr. Jacoby: 

Yes. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Thank you. 

Mr. Givens: 

Hold it. We didn't have a negative 
vote, and I would like to make a 
comment on that vote. And I would like 
to end — and another reason for my no 
vote is when I look down this laundry list 
of $6.3 some million worth of vehicles, 
I'm concerned about the public welfare 
and safety of the people, and I see the 
police department not only receiving 
$462,000.00, and I think Environmental 
Services receiving $147,000.00, now I 
know those fleets were upgraded a 
couple* of years ago, but when you 
consider a police vehicle averages some 
50,000 miles on their vehicle per year, 
they just about last a little over a year 
and a half to two years. Why such a low 
rate for them, and why such a high rate 
of another almost $5 million for 
departments where if you know — Public 
Works I have to say, and the 20 dump 
trucks are needed at one crack, and is 
there any way that we can reduce this 
figure to bring it down a little bit from 
the $6.3 and does our Pplice Department 
have everything that they are supposed 
to have. 

Mr. McNamara is in the room 
right now. And I see vehicles that are 
down. I get reports of how many 
vehicles that are down and I question our 
maintenance fleet to keep up with the 
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vehicles that we have in existence 
today. That's always been a problem of 
mine. And because I have, I question, 
because how many times has the Leasing 
Authority come between us —

MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS 
Mr. Grabowski: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, Tm sure that you all feel as I do 
that the period of time that we just 
experienced renovating our Council 
offices was very disruptive. For weeks I 
personally fell behind in my 
correspondences, my telephone calls and 
my constituent aid requests. In addition, 
I fell behind in my reading. 

Now that the remodeling has been 
completed, I have for the most part 
caught up on my work and this weekend I 
even caught up on most of my reading. 
This brings me to the point I'd like to 
make. In scanning through some of the 
old newspapers that I had not had a 
chance to read, I came across an article 
that I found very disturbing. The article 
appeared in the Pittsburgh Press in 
August and it dealt with the attendance 
records of this Council. The column 
suggested that attendance at Council 
sessions was erratic. Li fact, the 
premise of this column was that one of 
our members was heard broadcasting a 
local radio program at the same time a 
session of Council was taking place. I 
don’t believe this poor attention to the 
business of the City of Pittsburgh, which 
we all took an oath to uphold, should be 
sanctioned any further. 

Today I am submitting a proposed 
change to our rules for the purpose of 
formed introduction next Monday. I ask 
the City Clerk to please take these 


drafts and be sure that all members 
receive a copy. You will have a chance 
to review these amendments for several 
weeks before we act on them so I really 
don’t think it’s necessary at this time to 
explain them, but for the sake of 
satisfying the curiosity of the viewers 
watching Channel 17 and the curiosity of 
the news media, the highlight of my 
amendment is to increse the fine 
imposed on members of Council for 
unexcused absences. In fact, Fm asking 
for a fine increase of 10,000 percent. 

Fm sure if we approved these 
measures it will be a great step in 
improving the public perception of this 
body. Never again, I hope, will we have 
to suffer reports that any of our 
members have only a 70 percent 
attendance record for frivolous reasons. 
That is absolutely unacceptable and I 
hope you'll all agree with me and when 
the time comes for a vote on this that 
you can support it. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. President, I believe every 
year, and Mr. Grabowski may not be 
aware of this because he's only been on 
Council a year, but every year the 
reporters do an update of how many 
people have attended a session and 
haven't attended, whatever. And I think 
one year you and I ran neck and neck. 
You and I had a little debate in Council, 
a little fight, and I said I was here more 
than you were and they did a check and 
it turned out it was even-steven. 

I talked to many reporters and 
many times people say things to me like, 
which is a great compliment to you, sir, 
that maybe you're not here as much as 
some other people but you get a lot more 
done during budget time, you're here 
after hours at night and sometimes 
around the clock.

Obviously this is geared to me 
because of the garage bill and I think 
that in fairness I should have a chance to 
rebut. I agree with my colleague that we 
should not be absent unless there is a 
definite reason and I think under the 
rules of the City Charter we're allowed 
X number of days for health reasons and 
X number of days for personal days. The 
day in question referred to about a 
member of Council who was not here but 
was indeed doing a radio show took place 
prior to Council's meeting. I did the 
show, got up at 4:30 in the morning, was 
there at 5:30, did the show until 10:00 
and could have been here at Council 
maybe 10:10. I took that day as a 
personal day, frankly, because I had not 
slept. 

The newspaper article that 
reported my absent days, Mike Perry as 
City Clerk will verify and attest to that 
every time I am going to be absent I call 
him, I tell him I will not be here, and I 
further tell him why I will not be here. 
In 1978 when I came to Council there 
was a log. Anytime anybody used a 
chauffer they said, "I'm using it." I 
wanted to know where they were going, 
whether it was City business, and I have 
always stated why I will not be here and 
gave the place I was going to. 

For the edification of my 
colleague Mr. Grabowski, the time that I 
have not been here, and I will supply 
from my physicians the reasons I was not 
here, they were medical reasons. I was 
in surgery, I was recouperating from 
surgery, and the only time, as reported in 
the media that I was doing a show, was 
prior to Council. This morning at 7:30 I 
was on the phone from "> home where I 
get more done when I li n office with 
three typewriters going, ‘ressing an 

issue with a CETA employee who was not 
rehired and other strangers were hired 
from the City. I dealt with somebody 
about 8:30 who had another problem with 


the City. I have a paid answering service 
24 hours. I have a list of every 
department head and their home 
numbers. At 2:00 in the morning I handle 
sewer backups. 

I voted in this Council and put a 
motion before Council that we stay open 
and that Council be here 40 a week and 
account for 40 a week. Most of us can 
account for 80 hours a week without 
what we do in other meetings and other 
things that we do, and Mr. Woods asked 
me at the time 'to change the bill to not 
say that we work 40 hours but that we 
keep our offices open 40 hours. Is that 
correct, Mr. Woods? Mr. Woods voted no 
for that bill. Mr. DePasquale said at the 
time, "We don't have to prove that we're 
here 40 hours; the public knows that we 
work 40 hours." I work sometimes 100 
hours a week, sometimes 80 and 
sometimes I take off in the month of 
August. 

I think we should have attendance 
not only at our official meetings on 
Mondays and Wednesdays but we should 
not have what our former President of 
Council did, check in at the meeting, 
stay 10 minutes, maybe 20, leave and 
show up at the end of the meeting. 

If you're going to introduce a bill, 
it should be amended so that anyone who 
is not here provide, as I've always been 
prepared to do, a reasonable excuse. I 
have been here since 1978 and I think in 
one month I do as much as — I would 
unfortunately like to say, Mr. Grabowski, 
that the only thing that you've done that 
I know of any substance is to correct 
typographical errors in the Minutes. 

The Chain 

He is permitted to put in rules — 
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Michelle Madoff: 

But 1 was the target and I think 
that in response to being the target the 
only thing he's done of any substance is 
to correct the typo errors in the 
Minutes. It's time he started doing 
something substantive for this Council. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Mr. President, I did not target any 
specific member. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Everybody knew who you meant 
and I never hide from the public. I think 
the public knows I'm one of the hardest 
working members of this Council. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

If the shoe fits, wear it. 

Mr. Givens: 

Prior to my open heart surgery I 
had a 98 percent attendance record here 
and that includes all hearings from the 
beginning to the very mid of that 
hearing, all sessions from the very 
beginning to the very end. 

I think it's a Councilmatic 
amendment and it will have to be 
discussed in private among the 
Councilm embers. 

Michelle Madoff: 

In public, not privately. May I 
suggest that we discuss it in public not in 
private because I don't think there should 
be the kind of accusation made today 
without the person having the right to 
defend themselves. 


Mr. Givens: 

I have to say in comment that 
within the nine years that I've been here 
and the twelve years that you've been 
here there's only one time that we did 
not have a quorum in this Council to 
conduct the business of Council and it 
happened to be be unfortunate and as 
Mike knows I always give the President 
and he a copy when I have reason to be 
out of the City or away from a 
meeting. When you sit on many boards, 
commissions and authorities, sometimes 
we have conflict in our schedules 
between Council and very important 
issues that come before other quasi 
governmental bodies and community 
organizations that we also sit on and 
sometimes in our own reason of judgment 
it's best for us to be other places than to 
be here unless there's a very important 
issue that requires you to be here. 

We're in session 50 weeks out of 
the year and I'd have to look at all other 
legislative bodies throughout this 
country. None of them that I know of 
are in session for 50 weeks. I can look at 
our state General Assembly and I think 
they're only in session about six or seven 
months out of the year. Even Congress 
is only in session about seven or eight 
months out of the year. It's for a good 
purpose. It's to get back to your 
constituents. Even though we live in the 
City of Pittsburgh, our constituents 
cover the 425,000 people in 60 some 
neighborhoods which means we can't be 
sitting down glued to the seat here fo? 52 
weeks of the year. We must be out in 
that field where the work is and where 
the people are demanding us to be. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. Stone, one final comment. In 
the news media, Mr. Grabowski said that 
if I was going to dredge up items such as 
the garage bill to use personalities or the 
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issue of not voting as stated by a 
reporter in the paper that I would use 
that kind of material to push my issue, 
that he was going to go hack to the 
papers and find something to use against 
me. He stated that in the papers and I 
think this is exactly what he's trying to 
do. 


I think in principle, a long time 
before he came to Council, I tried to 
enact a very similar hill that would make 
all of us responsible and accountable for 
where we are when we are not here, 
allowing us the number of days under the 
law that we are allowed to take, which 
most of up haven't even used the personal 
days. I think that this is a real cheap 
shot and beneath the dignity and 
contempt of a colleague. 

Michelle Madoff moved to excuse Mr. 
O'Malley for absence from the meeting. 

Mr. Woods seconded the motion.

Mis. Masloff moved to adopt the 
resolution. 

Mr. Robinson seconded the motion. 

Which motion prevailed. 
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Mrs. Masloff: 

Mr. Robinson just pointed out to 
me that this is a wonderful thing we're 
doing today; he has great respect for 
teachers. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Mr. President, if I might. As a 
parent who has two children in the public 
school system. I'm very proud to know 
that Mrs. Masloff has taken time out to 
honor these three distinguished 
Pittsburghers. They are part of our 
school system; they are part of the 
reason that our school system is good and 
getting better. I am doubly honored to 
be a part of a process to honor teachers 
in this City who far too often are not 
appreciated for the very fine jobs that 
they do to try to educate our young 
people, often times under very difficult 
circumstances. 

These three idividuals I think 
represent the best in our school system; 
they represent the best of our teachers. 
I appreciate personally and as a 
Councilman the tremendous effort 
they're doing on behalf of our young 
people. 

The Chair: 

I recall back a few years when 
there was a mayoralty race and one of 
the candidates, Commissioner Foerster, 
inteijected the matter of the school 
issue. Some said that was a School Board 
issue and not a City issue. As the years 
have passed, it's come to pass that the 
condition of the school is a very 
important thing in our City and more so 
now than ever. 

I join you, Sophie and Mr. 
Robinson, in saying th4t we're proud of 
our school district and we're very proud 
obviously of those teachers who do the 


first bit of dealing with our students and 
we wish you well as you bring our 
children up the ladder of learning. 

Thank you much. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, as all of you are aware, we are 
in the process, that is, City Council is in 
the process of deliberating the possible 
sale or transfer of our cable system. 
There are many issues and each member 
of Council has raised those issue which 
they felt were important. One of the 
issues that has been brought to my 
attention that I think is very important is 
the issue of the minority stockholders in 
the Warner Cable Corporation of 
Pittsburgh. As Council is aware, the 
minority stockholders own 20 percent of 
the stock and the system cannot be sold 
or transferred without their approval. 

This resolution is designed to give 
support to those stockholders, that 20 
percent, who have expressed an interest 
in attempting to receive whatever 
financial enumerations they might get 
from a sale or transfer at the earliest 
possible time. The resolution speaks to 
the whole issue of attempting to give to 
them an opportunity to be removed from 
the sale or transfer by giving to them an 
agreed upon price; that is, an agreed 
upon price that they felt would be 
acceptable. 

Ill read the resolution and if 
there's any further explanation Til be 
more than happy to give that. 

Mr. Robinson presents 

Bill No. 1531 WHEREAS, the City 
of Pittsburgh, Warner Cable Corporation 
of Pittsburgh, Warner-Am ex Corporation 
and Tele-Communications Incorporated 
are in the process of negotiating the sale 
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and transfer of the City of Pittsburgh 
Cable franchise; and 

WHEREAS, the reasons for the 
proposed sale and transfer in part are 
related to the financial obligations of 
Warner Cable Corporation and Warner- 
Amex, and their stated desire to be 
relieved of their obligations in the City 
of Pittsburgh due to an inability to 
perform pursuant to the Cable Franchise 
Agreement; and 

WHEREAS, twenty percent of the 
stock of the Warner Cable Corporation 
of Pittsburgh is owned by seventeen 
Pittsburgh based community 

organizations whose financial obligations 
and projected financial commitments are 
being adversely affected and effected by 
the deliberations on the sale and 
transfer; and 

WHEREAS, it would be in the best 
interests of the City of Pittsburgh to aid 
and support these organizations to 
continue in their servicing the needs of 
the people of Pittsburgh. 

NOW, THEREFORE, 

BE IT RESOLVED, that the 
Council of the City of Pittsburgh on 
behalf of its citizens strongly encourages 
Warner Cable Corporation of Pittsburgh, 
Warner-Am ex and Tele-Communications 
Incorporated to pursue all ethical and 
legal means to compensate the seventeen 
community organizations, owning twenty 
percent of the stock of Warner Cable 
Communication of Pittsburgh, in a 
manner that allows them to be relieved 
of any further obligations and rights in 
the sale and transfer, and to provide to 
them, at a minimum, two million four 
hundred thousand dollars to be 
distributed among all seventeen 
organizations. 


Mr. Robinson moved to adopt the 
resolution. 

Mr. Woods seconded the motion. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

Tm not sure I understand the 
resolution, Councilman Robinson. Is 
what you're saying is that Warner fulfills 
their obligation to the 17 organizations 
before the sale or before the transfer 
takes place? 

Mr. Robinson: 

Yes. The premise of the 
resolution is that the 17 organizations 
have already taken the legal steps to 
accept a pre-determined payment for 
their stock. They have agreed to share 
$2.4 million regattlless of the final sale 
price. And they have indicated that they 
would like to receive their money as soon 
as possible. 

As I understand the proposals that 
we are presently considering, they do not 
involve at this point the issue of minority 
ownership nor do they involve the issue 
of what would be paid to these minority 
stockholders. That has already been pre¬ 
determined. As I understand it, all 17 
organizations have signed documents 
indicating that they will share $2.4 
million. It seems to me that if Warner, 
TCI and Warner-Am ex are indeed 
operating in good faith and indeed feel 
that they have concluded their 
arrangements with these 17 
organizations, it will be helpful to all 
concerned if an arrangement can be 
made to pay to these groups and 
organizations $2.4 million. I think that 
would accomplish a couple things; 1) 
those groups and organizations would no 
longer have to wait until there was a 
possible sale or transfer either to TCI or 
some other organization; 2) it would 
relieve them of any future 
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responsibilities in the cable franchise in 
the City; and 3) it will probably give to 
them what they ultimately expected and 
that is some dollars to operate their 
agencies. 

I have not sensed from any of the 
organizations, and I’ve talked to 
representatives of most of them, any 
interest to continue in the cable business 
or any interest at this point to negotiate 
more money. They have expressed an 
interest to take the $2.4 million and be 
about their business. I think it would be 
helpful if we encouraged Warner, 
Warner-Amex and TCI to try and 
accommodate these 17 organizations. If 
for whatever reasons this transfer does 
not occur and Warner has to continue to 
operate the system, these organizations 
are going to be even more adversely 
affected because they will own 20 
percent of nothing. Warner has basically 
represented that they have 100 percent 
of nothing and they'd like to turn it over 
to someone else that could turn it into 
100 percent of something. These 17 
organizations now have 20 percent of 
nothing, in the future they would have 20 
percent of nothing. But someone is 
willing to offer them $2.4 million and I'm 
saying let us do what we can to help 
them get the $2.4 million since they have 
already agreed to it and have not 
expressed any interest in any further 
involvement in the cable system. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

If I might add, 20 percent of 
nothing is nothing and 20 percent of 
something is $2.4 million from the way I 
understand it. In my conversations with 
Warner Cable and the people involved in 
the negotiation with TCI, the $2.4 
million that is offered to the 17 minority 
organizations are part of the whole 
package. My understanding that the $2.4 
million offered to the minority 
community is going to come out of the 


$100 million offered from TCI to Warner 
for the sale of the cable. Without the 
sale, there's not going to be any transfer 
of funds. 

So, because of this Council's 
concerns and this Council's request and 
the input that this Council is having on 
the sale, many people including myself 
feel that this Council is responsible for 
holding up the transfer of the sale 
because of the request that we have. It 
would seem to me that the transfer 
cannot occur, or at least the transfer of 
the $2.4 million, until the sale and the 
transfer from TCI to Warner of the 
funds. It seems like we're putting the 
cart before the horse here. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Let me just comment very quickly 
if I might. It has been my contention all 
along that the minority organizations, 
the 17 organizations, were deserving of 
more than $2.4 million. I’ve made that 
public. I think they're entitled to at 
least 20 percent of any sale or transfer 
price. If indeed Council, for whatever 
reasons, does not feel that we should 
separate the issue of the 17 
organizations from the sale and transfer, 
then I would feel obligated to go back to 
ray original point and that is we must 
determine the exact value of the sale of 
transfer and that this Council has an 
obligation to push for those 17 
organizations to get more than $2.4 
million, closer to $20 million which I 
believe legally and morally they are 
entitled to. For whatever reasons the 
organizations had decided legally to 
settle for $2.4 million, it seems to me 
that we would do ourselves well, Warner, 
Warner-Am ex and TCI, if we encourage 
them to use the same kind of ingenuity 
and, drive that brought about this new 
deal to also go and find $2.4 million to 
provide to these 17 organizations so they 
no longer have to be burdened trying to 
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operate in the cable business when their 
best service is in the line of providing 
public services. 

Mrs. Masloff: 

It's my understanding that they 
agreed to this sum of money, the 
minority organizations, and that on that 
basis the final agreement is being 
drawn. What more is there to be said? 

Mr. Robinson: 

I think that it's imperative that 
we recognize the fact that these 17 
minority organizations do not have the 
expertise in the cable business that 
Warner-Amex, TCI or Warner Cable 
Corporation have but at this point, their 
main concern is not technology, it's 
getting the money that they feel they 
are entitled to that they signed for so 
they can go on with public services. 
These 17 organizations are probably 
suffering from the same kind of adverse 
economic impact as most community 
based organizations. They have a poor 
cash flow. They simply are requesting 
that everything be done possible to get 
them their money as quick, as possible. 
Unfortunately, I don't have the power 
individually to make this sale of transfer 
happen tomorrow or. the next day and 
based on some of the comments of 
Councilman O'Malley, there's no 
guarantee that's going to come any time 
soon. I'm simply pleading the case for 
these organizations that we try and 
encourage some means of getting them 
their money so that they no longer have 
to be burdened. 

Mis. Masloff: 

How can they give them the 
money if they don't have it? How can 
Warner pay them if they don't have it? 
And TCI will not pay it until they take 
over the company. Isn't that a fact? 


Mr. Robinson: 

I think one of the things that 
perhaps could be explored is that both 
TCI and Warner, while their financial 
situation might not be what they or their 
stockholders want it to be, certainly in 
considering a $100 million deal, $2.4 
million is a drop in the bucket. One of 
our local banks, Mellon Bank, has been 
kind and gracious and business-like 
enough to say they want a part of the 
new arrangements. Without trying to be 
facious, Mellon Bank certainly could help 
make some arrangements for the $2.4 
million, even if it had some 
contingencies. But I think not to explore 
that possiblity gives us an additional snag 
in trying to resolve this whole issue. I'm 
simply trying to find a way that we can 
remove one additional concern and it 
seems to me that $2.4 million is a small 
price to pay for 20 percent of the stock 
of a major cable corporation which in the 
future is probably going to make a lot of 
money in this town. A lot of money 
under TCL So, I think both TCI and 
Warner probably could find $2.4 million. 

Mr. Woods: 

Mr. President, I think we're all 
missing the key word. Bill is saying 
"encourage". That's what we are doing. 
If we pass this resolution, we are 
encouraging them to do it. It's not law 
or anything else and I make a motion to 
approve. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. Robinson, are you suggesting 
by this resolution that if Warner so 
chooses that they today or tomorrow 
after the resolution passed, allocate $2.4 
million to these 17 com immunity 
organizations?

Mr. Robinson: 

Yes and make it available to them 
posthaste. 

Mr. Wagner: 

In doing that, do you think we are 
in any way jeopardizing a fair evaluation 
as to whether or not the sale of this 
system is the proper thing to do prior to 
this Council actually voting on it? 

Mr. Robinson: 

That's a very difficult question 
and one of the reasons that I am taking 
the approach that I am is that there has 
been a tremendous interest on the part 
of these 17 organizations to get their 
money, that which has been offered to 
them. As far as I'm concerned, I'm kind 
of perplexed to understand why Warner 
would conclude an arrangement with ZO 
percent of the ownership of their 
company for a sale and transfer that had 
to be approved by City Council and the 
Mayor. Those organizations, or the 17 
organizations that own 20 percent of the 
stock, now actually believe that there 
are $2.4 million available to them. Right 
now there is not $2.4 million. We have 
not yet gotten a true assessment of the 
value of the Warner system. No 
documents have been signed that relieves 
Warner of any rights or responsibilities. 
No money has actually changed hands. 
But these 17 organizations have signed 
documents saying that they'll take $2.4 
million if this system is transferred. It's 
my believe in my heart that they're 
entitled to $20 million. I serve on one of 
the boards of one of the organizations 
that will receive money. I intentionally 
did not get involved in the deliberations 
because I did not want to in any way 
prejudice any decision that was made, 
but all the organizations after struggling 
with all these issues, these little sub¬ 
issues, came to the conclusion that it 


was in their best interest to sign that 
document and wait for the $2.4 million. 
I would dare say that they think that the 
sale is imminent, that the $2.4 million is 
imminent. They would like to have it 
yesterday because of the adverse 
position that they now find themselves 
in. I'm simply trying to find a way to 
accommodate them and at the same time 
not put ourselves in a bind that we can't 
reject the deal if we don't want it. 

Mr. Wagner: 

I appreciate the fact that you are 
trying to help out those 17 community 
organizations. I think all 

Councilmembers realize that they are 
very much a part of the community and 
help the community our very much. My 
problem is that, and I agree with the 
point you made earlier in that is 20 
percent of the system worth $2.4 
million. If 20 percent ownership of a 
system which is selling for $92 million, I 
interpret that as being 18 million is what 
that ownership is. However, it's an early 
buy-out and that early buy-out they are 
saying, the community organizations, 
we'll accept $2.4 million. 

The problem I have with the 
resolution is that I think it's premature 
that this Council send any type of 
message to TCI, to Warner, or to the 
residents of the City of Pittsburgh, that 
this contract is acceptable to the City. I 
personally have some problems with that 
contract, the way it's written, the way it 
stands right now today. Each £nd every 
Friday we receive changes in the 
proposed contract. I have not yet even 
had sufficient time to evaluate the 
recent changes that came in this past 
Friday and we are continually saying that 
we are being pressed to vote on this 
particular contract. Pressed, why I don't 
know. There doesn't appear to me to be 
any critical deadline facing us. 
However, the problem with this 
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resolution, even though I agree with you 
that 17 community organizations may 
need additional funds to operate, the 
problem with this resolution, if we pass 
this resolution and they do get some of 
their money or all of their money, that is 
going to prejudice this Council in it's 
evaluation on how we should vote on this 
projected sale. I don't think we can let 
anything interfere with us at this present 
time to make a proper, fair, logical 
evaluation as to whether or not this 
contract should go from Warner Cable to 
TCL We could be influenced at a later 
point in time by passing this resolution if 
we do that. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. Robinson, do I understand you 
clearly that your understanding is that a 
deal has been cut already with the 
parties involved, that it will be a $2.4 
million payoff to the 17 communities? I 
heard the same thing several months ago 
so your information is very accurate. As 
a matter of fact, I didn't think it was 
going to be that much. I took a guess at 
the amount and I assumed it to be about 
$2 million and was told it was lesS than 
that so I guess somehow in negotiations 
it's gone up to that. 

I did not know until recently that 
the amount of money that Warner is 
claiming that they have put into the 
system and they're now going belly-up 
and they just want out*. My figure was 
something like $92 million. I understand 
the true figure is now $116 million. My 
position which is irrefutable and is not 
going to budget one iota is that I don't 
care who runs the cable at this point — I 
think people have to have a cable system 
simply because a lot of people have no 
reception — is that we must give 
everybody the right to be connected who 
wishes to be connected. The figure for 
that will be approximately $1 million 
according to PTCI, and I just heard that 


term, it's called Pittsburgh TCI, and my 
feelings are that even if it turns out to 
be $2 million and not $1 million, when 
you're talking about a $116 million loss 
what's $2 million more if it's going to 
allow you to salvage something and get 
out. The thing gets down to salvage 
something and that gets out to what can 
you settle for? Something is only as 
good — You can buy a painting for 
$500,000 but if somebody only wants to 
give you $50,000 that's all it's worth. 

Mr. Wagner has stated repeatedly 
in this Council that he doesn’t believe we 
will be stampeded. He says as a 
Councilmember he is not going to be 
stampeded. Is that correct? He 
mentioned that at the last Council 
meeting and I got in my car and turned 
on one of the talk shows and guess what I 
heard? Mr. Marvin Fein on the air and 
Mr. Fein said, and Til try to be as 
accurate as I can, that PTCI has until 
October 31st to make a decision. Do you 
know what the date is today folks? It's 
the 8th. From now until the 31st of 
October because PTCI is looking at other 
cities. They're looking to see whether 
they're going to buy Cincinatti or 
Cleveland or some other things that he 
mentioned on the air and if they don't 
get Pittsburgh, well, they are looking 
elsewhere and we're just going to lose 
the opportunity to sell this system. Tell 
me we're not being stampeded. It's the 
same game all over again. 

The reason Bill Robinson and 
Michelle Madoff and others on this 
Council, — I don't recall who they were, I 
think Councilman O'Maliey but I'm not 
sure — have been asking for information 
for months, I know Mr. Givens has — 

Mr. Givens: 

You're getting it. 
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Michelle Madoff: 

Yes, we're getting it. You sound 
like you're representing them, baby. 

Mr* Givens: 

Number one, I am not baby to you 


Michelle Madoff: 

I apologize for that. 

Mr. Givens: 

Thank you, and number two, I am 
Chairman of that committee and they've 
been under deliberations for a number of 


Michelle Madoff: 

Yes, but you're very concerned 
that we make a quick decision. 

The Chair: 

Michelle, let's deal with the issue 
and stay off of other — 

Michelle Madoff: 

Other Council members who 
brought up the issue are concerned that 
we will make a quick decision. I share 
Mr. Wagner’s concern that we not be 
stampeded and therefore those of us who 
asked early on, months ago like Mr. 
Robinson and myself, for data didn’t get 
it. Now we have Mr. Fein saying, "We 
don't have the material ourselves and 
both PTCI and Warner don’t have it and 
well give it to you as fast as we can get 
it. 

The Chair: 

Stay with the issue. 


Michelle Madoff: 

This is the issue. I'm on the issue. 
The Chair: 

I don't want to argue the whole 
cable issue. We're only dealing with 
Warner — 

Michelle Madoff: 

I think people understand what I'm 
saying, Mr. Stone. I think my colleagues 
understand very clearly what I'm saying. 

The Chair: 

I would like for you to get to the 
issue of the resolution. 

Michelle Madoff: 

The issue of the resolution is that 
we are going to be stampeded from the 
8th until the 31st, Halloween. And it 
will be Halloween. It will be costumes. 
We're going to have to make a decision 
as to whether this City will have cable or 
they’ll- be shut off. It is not 
inappropriate for Mr. Robinson to stand 
up right now and say whatever the sale 
price is, if they own 20 percent of it, 
they own 20 percent of it. If you own 20 
percent of something and it was sold 
would you want your 20 percent, Mr. 
Stone? That’s the issue. I support you, 
Mr. Robinson. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Thank you. 

Mr. Woods: 

The reason I have no objections to 
this resolution is that I don't believe it's 
in our power, if thebe 17 groups turned 
around today and said listen, to TCI, we 
will sell you 20 percent, our stock which 
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is worth ZO percent of the company, I 
don't think that this Council could stop 
that. That's why I feel there's no harm in 
this resolution that Councilm an Robinson 
is putting forth today. 

Mr. Givens: 

Mr. President, I was somewhat 
along the same line. Looking in and 
knowing that this is a serious matter and 
Bill's resolution is a resolution of intent 
for Council to put their muscle power 
behind these deliberations. However, in 
looldng into this in a legal opinion and 
the jurisdiction, the transfer of 
ownership under 3 percent, unless you 
have more them 3 percent, you're really 
not in a position to argue. So, the stock 
owners do not need Council approval and 
I think that has been brought out here 
today. No one of these 17 groups owe 
more than 2.75 percent of the total 
stock. So, again, that 3 percent figure 
crops back up again. Each one of these 
are free to buy and sell as they see fit 
without Council's involvement. 
However, I appreciate what Bill is trying 
to say. It’s not law that he is putting 
here; it's a resolution of intent that the 
$2.4 million that's in that, contractual 
agreement, that they will come forth 
with that. I think the answer is legally 
the City can't get involved between two 
corporations. That's what it boils down 
to, Bill. But by this resolution I think we 
will stow intent that we want them to 
follow through. But what happens after 
the sale and everyone goes their own 
way, I really don't know other than 
there’s a company that we have to live 
here with, whoever buys Warner Cable. 

I did not like the remarks that 
Michelle made that I'm leading the 
show. I only happen to be the Director 
of the department that's in charge of 
cable. I'm trying to bring that to the 
Council in an orderly fashion. You will 
have that information to you this 


Tuesday and between yourself, Mr. 
President, and other members of 
Council, try to set up some type of 
logical debate where we can all sit down 
after we review this information and 
listen to the Cable Advisory Committee 
and all the major principles that are 
involved in this cable to make sure that 
the citizens out there that are the 
recipients of this information system as 
well as television system is given the 
fairest shake possible, knowing in two 
years that we won't have much to say at 
all about what goes on, it will be a free 
enterprise system; that is, cable will 
regulate itself other than giving us the 5 
percent to monitor their activities as 
must be. 

I'm in support of the resolution 
and I think all Council should be in 
support of the resolution. An agreement 
was made four years ago. Part of that 
agreement, I felt, was going to be the 
downfall of the company. I think that 
among other things brought into the 
downfall of Warner Cable. No system 
could have come in and gave away as 
they did. I have to say this justifiably 
that four years ago I said that this 
company will not survive because they 
had too many, I wouldn't say give-aways 
but just too many things that the profit 
was not there for the cost of the 
corporation and even over and above 
that. I think there's something due these 
17 different minorities from all phases 
and from all walks of life and that for 
the four and a half years that they felt 
something was there that Warner has 
made a commitment and will they honor 
that commitment as something that we 
will see in the future. 

The Chain 

Roll call vote. 
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Michelle Madoff: 

Today is the 8th, tomorrow we are 
meeting with Warner which is the 9th. 
We don't get back to discuss the bill until 
Wednesday, is that correct, Mr. Stone? 

The Chair: 

We're voting now on this 

resolution. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Well discuss the bill on 

Wednesday. That leaves us 

approximately 19 to 20 days to make a 
decision on Warner. We have been 
stampeded again and, therefore, I believe 
that any member of this Council who 
own 20 percent of any contract would be 
entitled to their 20 percent. I wish that 
the people would decide whether 

Councilman Givens or Council worn an 
Masloff were responsible but I would 
have like to have had this resolved 
before Council two months ago. 

Mis. Masloff: 

Since the resolution states, 
"encourages" Warner Cable, I vote aye. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

Tm going to vote aye but I think 
the resolution, in all honesty, offers false 
hope. I think the resolution offers 
nothing. It certainly doesn't offer any 
reality to the issue. The reality to the 
issue is that if TCI cannot meet the 
deadline by October 31st, they might 
cancel the deal with Warner. If TCI 
cancels the deal with Warner, then the 
minorities, the 17 minority organizations 
that Mr. Robinson is so worried about, 
will end up losing the $2.4 million. And 
that's the bottom line. If this Council 
was so worried then what's to insure that 
the minority community gets the $2.4 


million they're entitled to and we should 
encourage to bring the deed between 
Warner and TCI to conclusion as fast as 
possible and certainly before the October 
31st deadline. 

If this deal falls through and the 
minority community loses the $2 million, 
then the blame falls on those 
Councilmembers, in my estimation, the 
blame falls on those Councilmembers 
that held up the deal between these two 
companies. 

Mr. Wagner: 

I vote no and I'd like to explain my 
vote. We are assuming, number one, that 
the sale of this system will take place, 
without properly knowing whether or not 
the conditions of the sale are acceptable 
to the City of Pittsburgh, without every 
having a meeting with the Cable 
Advisory Board, and this issue has been 
in front of us for six months. Six months 
and this Council has still not had a 
meeting with the Cable Advisory Board. 
Without having a meeting with the 
Director of Communi cations, Brother 
Richard, this issue has been in front of us 
for six months and we still have not had 
a meeting of that. Without knowing 
what 20 percent ownership of this system 
actually is. Is it $2.4 million or is it $18 
million? We don't know. 

I think by voting positive for this 
resolution we are encouraging the Bale of 
this system to TCI without having all the 
proper data necessary to evaluate 
whether or not this system should be sold 
to TCI and whether or not the conditions 
of sale of this system are proper. I 
personally do not want to state at this 
point in time that I am going to vote for 
or against the sale - of that system. I 
think by passing this resolution we are 
saying that this system, the proposed 
sale is over, this Council is going to 
approve it. This is a clear indication to 
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me if the vote takes place tomorrow or 
it takes place in three weeks, this system 
has been sold to TCL I vote no. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

Mr. Chairman, I'd like to change 
my vote to a no vote also. I don't want 
to offer any false hope to these 17 
minority groups because if the sale or 
transfer does not go through they're 
going to lose their $2.4 million. 

Mr. Woods: 

I vote aye for the reasons I 
stated. I believe that these 17 groups 
can sell their 20 percent share to 
anybody they want right now without 
Council's approval. If they want to sell 
it to TCI or Joe Blow on the street for 
$1.00 they can sell it, let alone $2.4 
million. I am not assuming anything. Tin 
not assuming that this franchise is sold. 
I am just like all other eight of my 
colleagues. I'm going to read all the 
documents, I’ve been reading them. No 
one has gotten my vote and this 
resolution does not say that it has my 
vote. Please, I do not want anyone 
assuming that Ben Woods, is already 
guaranteed his vote by saying that these 
17 groups can sell their 20 percent share 
for $2.4 million, $5. million of $5.00. 
That's their right to sell it for whatever 
they want to sell it for. That's why I'm 
voting yes for this resolution. 

The Chair: 

The Chair is voting yes for the 
reason that that percentage in a 
corporation which doesn't look very 
fruitful in the future is able between 
majority and minority shareholders. As a 
practical matter however to encourage 
the monies to be paid before the actual 
transfer, the Chair does not see that as 
being practical and I must however be 
honest. If they can get the money in 


front, fine. It's very doubtful; I think it's 
tied in to knowing business people the 
way I do. More than likely nothing will 
happen until and if there is a transfer. 

The Chair: 

Is there any further discussion on 
the motion? 

And on the question, "Shall the 
motion pass finally?"

And a majority of the votes of 
Council being in the affirmative, the bill 
passed finally. 


Mr. Woods: 

Discussion on the motion. I think 
he did state he would try to get the list 
because it was a three year contract and 
he was not the Director of Supplies, now 
General Services, at that time. I would 
hate to recommit this bill. We owe the 
$65,000 to this agency; they paid it out 
of their pocket and if they would not 
have paid it our policy would have lapsed 
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and we would have lost over a quarter of 
a million dollars and the cost is not in 
yet at the waterworks fire we had here 
about two months ago. If this company 
had not put this money out of their own 
pocket in January we would not have had 
that policy. So, they saved the taxpayers 
of the City of Pittsburgh well over a 
quarter of a million dollars. 

Td like to ask my colleagues, Mr. 
Robinson and Mr. O'Malley, to reconsider 
their motion and we could get this 
information. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, I appreciate Mr. Woods’ concern 
and certainly any money that's owed to 
the James L. Smith Insurance Agency 
should be paid to them. I am concerned 
that Mr. Smith or someone in his agency 
felt the necessity to pay $65,023 out of 
their own funds for insurance to cover 
the City. It seems to me that we have 
appropriate mechanisms to do that. 

Two, as far as Director Jacoby 
not being the Director three years ago, I 
can appreciate that but it would seem to 
me that there would be files in his 
department and also documents in the 
City Solicitor's Office which would let us 
know with whom we're doing business. 
The questions that were raised last 
Wednesday I think were substantive 
questions and certainly if Director 
Jacoby was unable to get that 
information he should have at least 
informed Councilman Grabowski. Tm 
presuming that he did not inform 
Councilman Grabowski nor any other 
member of this Council that the 
information was unavailable even though 
he did indicate that he would have that 
information for us today. It is not here 
and I don't believe Director Jacoby is 
here. 


It just seems to me inappropriate 
to move forward at this point without 
some questions being resolved. 

Mr. O’Malley: 

I agree with my colleague, 
Councilman Robinson. There doesn't 
seem to be any urgency on this bill for 
the simple reason Mr. Jacoby had five 
days to get a member of Council some 
information that he requested. If Mr. 
Jacoby didn't feel the urgency that he 
had five days, evidently I don't think 
there's any reason to rush this bill 
through. I think the request to hold it 
for a week is certainly reasonable. 

Mr. Woods: 

This particular agency had a three 
year contract and, as all of my 
colleagues know, the City is poor pay. 
They pay eventually but it takes eight or 
nine months, sometimes a year. Tm sure 
all of my colleagues have gotten calls 
from different vendors asking for their 
money. It's a good thing, knowing that 
he had a three year contract, that this 
individual agency forwarded that money 
to the carrier. They've been out of that 
money and this is the ninth month. For 
us to hold it any longer — This is just the 
legislation and now we know what 
process it goes through from here. It 
might be another month and a half 
before they get their money if we would 
even pass it today. I think that we are 
wrong over the error of Mr. Jacoby not 
forwarding that information to this 
Council to hold this individual’s money 
when it could have been a lot worse. 
Maybe that's what will happen in the 
future; maybe the taxpayers of this City 
will really get hurt because we hold 
legislation such as this. A man like this 
will not put up his money anymore for a 
three year contract and we'd have been 
out over a quarter of a million dollars. 
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I urge all my colleagues, if they 
will not withdraw their motion, I urge 
the rest of my colleagues to vote that 
motion down. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Mr. President, I appreciate again 
Mr. Woods' comments. I think he’s 
missing a couple important factors. It 
should not be necessary for any vendor 
that does business with the City of 
Pittsburgh to take money out of his or 
her pocket to pay our obligations. Again, 
I appreciate Mr. Smith’s diligence in 
doing that and protecting the City but 
Tm wondering why Mr. Smith who had a 
three year contract, signed, sealed and 
delivered, a gentleman who is in the 
insurance business and certainly does 
enough municipal work, that he shouldn't 
have had to do this. He should have been 
able to contact the appropriate people, 
either through his legal counsel or 
through his professional contacts, to 
inform the City that our policies were 
going lapse and that $65,023 was 
necessary. 

For Mr. Smith to have paid this 
money out of his own account without 
authorization of the City, while it may 
appear to be a savings to us and perhaps 
he picked up some slack that we had, I 
think that it's inappropriate for us to 
encourage this kind of activity and 
further it's inappropriate for us not to 
hold our directors responsible, the 
previous directors and the present 
directors, to at least provide us with 
sufficient information before we vote. 
For Mr. Smith's protection, for "our 
protection, for Mr. Jacoby's protection, I 
would like to see the information that 
Mr. Jacoby said that he would make 
available or I'd like to see something 
from Mr. Jacoby indicating that it’s not 
available or why he can't make it 
available to us. This is $65,000 of 
taxpayers' money and while I can 


appreciate the fact that by paying this 
premium Mr. Smith perhaps saved us a 
quarter of a million dollars, Mr. Smith is 
not a fortune teller, he had no idea that 
there would be a fire and I would dare 
say most insurance premiums that are 
paid are paid for fire and accidents that 
never occur. 

I still have some serious questions 
about this whole process and procedure 
and even more questions about why Mr. 
Jacoby did not at least try to inform this 
Council of his inability to produce the 
information that he assured us he could 
produce. 

The Chair: 

Roll call on the motion to 
recommit. 

Mr. Givens: 

My vote is no and the reason being 
is that the City is in such a position to be 
sued nowadays and this particular 
insurance has been depicted by our 
Chairman of Finance indicates the 
seriousness that if this person did not 
come forward, the City would have been 
in jeopardy over a quarter of a million 
dollars. The reputation of this particular 
insurance firm is one that has been well 
known in my nine years here on Council 
and they have higher integrity. Besides 
that, he has a lot of kids to feed out 
there, from what I've been told. 

Based on the seriousness of it, 
Bill, I appreciate your concern and 
everything else but I think the director 
might have been pretty busy in some 
other affairs this past week. Til excuse 
him and I would like to move on with this 
piece of legislation. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I don't think we can transfer the 
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sins of the Administration onto Mr. 
Smith. I have car insurance and one year 
I got my bill when I was away in August 
that said we're going to cancel your car 
insurance because it's a quarterly 
payment. I pay my insurance by the year 
and they pay it for me. I don't think we 
penalize Mr. Smith but I think Mr. 
Robinson is right on target and this is 
another example, one more example, of 
Council being window dressing. When 
they want our opinion they give it to us. 
When we ask for information we don't 
get it. It's just another example of what 
we're going to be called upon to vote in 
19 days on Warner. 

Bill, we've got to start getting 
information. This Council has got to 
start doing something. I realize that by 
holding the bill you're trying to force the 
hand but I think this is a bad time to do 
it. We really have to pass some kind of 
resolution out of this Council. We had a 
motion to pass that somebody from the 
Administration would be at all our 
meetings; they're never here. We've got 
to take other action but not to penalize 
Mr. Smith. I'm going to vote no. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

Yes. I think my colleague, 
Councilman Woods, is mixing apples and 
oranges. If it's taken nine months to pay 
vendors in the City of Pittsburgh then 
that’s where the problem is and I suggest 
we remedy that problem as soon as 
possible. 

I vote yes to sustain the motion to 
hold it because I think a Councilperson is 
certainly entitled to information on a 
piece of legislation that's going to cost 
$65,000. 

Mr. Robinson: 

I'm obviously voting aye and the 
purpose of the motion was not in any way 


to penalize Mr. Smith. It was to hold 
this bill, send it back to Committee, so 
that we would have an opportunity to 
hear from Mr. Jacoby and also perhaps 
get some additional information as to the 
nature of the circumstances surrounding 
Mr. Smith paying $65,000. If indeed 
Council does not want to send the bill 
back to Committee, Til make some 
comments at the appropriate time when 
we actually vote on the bill, but I vote 
aye for recommittal. 

Mr. Wagner: 

I vote aye and I'd like to state 
very quickly that any member of this 
Council deserves information when 
requesting information, not only Mr. 
Robinson but any one of us from any of 
the directors, and at the very least I feel 
Mr. Jacoby could have given Mr. 
Robinson a phone call to verbally give 
him the information that was 
requested. I vote aye. 

Mr, Woods: 

I vote no for the reasons that I 
stated and believe me, Jim, I know the 
difference between apples and oranges. I 
believe that Mr. Jacoby should be the 
one and I believe all Councilmembers, 
not just Councilman Robinson or yourself 
or anybody here, when you ask for 
information you should get it. But at 
this time, and this length of time, I do 
not believe that this individual should be 
punished more by the Administration 
than he already has by this late, late 
payment. That's why I'm voting not to 
recommit. I vote no. 

The Chair: 

The Chair has not heard anyone on 
this Council speak against the payment 
or speak against the vendor. In view/,of 
that, I don't think we should hold it. I do 
at the same time respect Mr. Robinson's 
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opportunity to call Mr. Jacoby in on 
Wednesday for further discussion on it. I 
vote no.

While I am very appreciative of 
the kind of service that he provides the 
people of the City of Pittsburgh, I think 
it's inappropriate to have other people 
pay our bills. As Mr. Smith and other, 
Tm sure, civic-minded vendors won't get 
themselves into the bind that Mr. Smith 
has gotten himself into, I believe that 
legislation should be considered to 
prohibit this kind of activity and prohibit 
it to the extent'that vendors understand 
that where they pay our bills they pay 
them at their own risk and they rim the 
risk of not being paid. The process that 
Mr. Smith utilized unfortunately opens 
itself up to a number of situations where 
he might end up holding the tab for 
$65,000. I certainly wouldn't want to do 
anything to jeopardize Mr. Smith or his 
family, particularly his children, but by 
the same token, I think my primary 
obligation is to protect the people of the 
City of Pittsburgh. Hopefully my 
statements and my interest is viewed in 
light of my interest in protecting the 
people of the City of Pittsburgh and in 
no way is this a reflection upon the 
integrity of Mr. Smith. 

Mr. Wagner: 

I abstain on Bill 1398 because of 
the lack of information that was 
provided on that piece of legislation 
requested by a Councilm ember. 

Mr, Wagner: 

I agree with you, Councilman 
Robinson, there should be legislation to 
prevent this type of thing in the future 
and I will wholeheartedly support it. Tm 
glad now that my two colleagues know 
the difference between apples and 
oranges as I do.

(BEGINNING - MR. WAGNER'S 
REMARKS ON BILL NO. 1403, 
COMPANION BILL TO NO. 1404 - 
WEDNESDAY, 10/3/84) 

Mr. Wagner: 

In reference to fire insurance, our 
losses for workmen's compensation for 
this City is much larger and there's a 
tremendous difference between a loss of 
property and a loss of life. 

Mr. John Moran 
Fire Department: 

A loss of life of a firefighter is — 
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Mr. Wagner: 

— is just as significant as the loss 
of life of a person. 

Mr. Moran: 

Absolutely. You can't put a 
premium on a loss of life. 

Mr. Wagner: 

I guess that brings us to this 
legislation. 

I have a question. Why isn't Chief 
Lewis here today? 

Mr. Moran: 

He is undergoing minor surgery 
today; he expects to be back in the 
office Monday. It's a problem that he 
had that pre-empted this problem that 
came out over the weekend. He has had 
this problem for some time; he's had 
some tumors removed. 

Mr. Wagner: 

This particular legislation of 
$121,000.00, that is purchasing 
specifically what and how many? 

Mr. Moran: 

Overall, we are going to purchase 
200 of the lightweight Cylinders. That's 
the fiberglass com posit cylinders. The 
breakdown of those 200 are as follows: 
61 hour, 4500 PSI lightweight cylinders, 
40 half-hour 4500 PSI cylinders. The 
reason for the 40 is because we bought 
40 masks and we get bottles with them 
so these are refill bottles for those 40 
that we already have. One point should 
be made that all of the high pressure 
4500 series will be in the Downtown area 
to address the problem that you talked 
about before. 


So, that's a total of 100 of the 
4500 series, and there are 100 
lightweight 401, which is the one that we 
use which we have 270 masks, I believe, 
we're buying 100 lightweight cylinders 
for those which are 2210 PSI. They are 
composit pressure masks and that is the 
state of the art. 

Mr. Wagner: 

That is the mask that goes with 
the cylinder? 

Mr. Moran: 

Yes, that's the mask that goes 
with the cylinder. In addition, you're 
also purchasing 23 additional 4500 series 
masks. 

Mr., Wagner: 

With this purchase, are we 
purchasing sufficient numbers to supply 
our entire Fire Department in the event 
we have multiple fires or worse 
situations? 

Mr. Moran: 

Number one, right now we have 
more than adequate cylinders but again 
we're addressing the heavy cylinder. 
We're trying to phase out the heavy 
metal cylinders and going to the 
composit cylinder. But as far as the 
number of cylinders, we have had enough 
cylinders to do the job and also in this 
legislation, if it comes up later on, we 
are addressing the compressor which 
gives us two compressors so that we can 
reach other cylinders very quickly. 

Mr. Wagner: 

But this one hour cylinder is 
specifically for the subway? 
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Mr. Moran: 

No, we're going to have them in 
all the units in what we call the First 
Batallion which is Downtown simply 
because the major number of buildings 
with high occupancy and high levels, the 
highrise buildings are here. We feel 
where we start with that problem is right 
here because we have the subway plus 
the density of highrise buildings. 

Mr. Wagner: 

In other words, the one hour 
cylinder can be used in the highrises, in 
tunnels, in the subway, wherever? 

Mr. Moran: 

Our plan is for the Downtown 
people to carry that. They're going to 
constantly wear the one hour cylinder 
because, as Mr. Givens' alluded to, if 
you're up at 12 or 14 stories you're 
breathing pretty hard and you're going to 
breath that mask down pretty heavy. 

Mr. Wagner: 

How long have one hour cylinders 
been the state of the art? 

Mr. Moran: 

They've been available for about 
two or three yeare. Again, from a 
firefighter's standpoint, we are going to 
be into an educational project because 
we're going to raise the weight of the 
mask back up 7 more pounds which we 
took off their back when we went to 
composit lightweight cylinders and did 
away with the steel cylinders. Now 
we're taking them back up to 34 pounds. 
We took them down to 27 and now we're 
going to take them back up to 34. 
Weight is a very prime consideration 
when you're working. I think everybody 
would have to agree with that, but that's 


the best we can do. That's the best 
that's available. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Why is it taking two years to 
purchase these if they've been the state 
of the art for that long? 

Mr. Moran: 

Quite frankly, I was meeting with 
the Port Authority, they have a safety 
committee and I've been meeting with 
them, quite frankly, I'm of the opinion 
that the Port Authority should have been 
giving us some money because we are 
buying these masks primarily to provide 
proper protection for them. In fact, they 
supplied through three of these type 
masks to suburban communities that the 
PAT rims through, like Dormont and Mt. 
Lebanon. 

Mr. Wagner: 

I think that's where our problem 
is. We're talking about a half hour mask 
versus an hour mask and we all know 
with or without that subway we have 
tunnels in the City, we have highrise 
buildings that if we send firefighters into 
them, there is a good possibility that 
they will need longer than a one half 
hour supply of air. We're talking about 
the Port Authority purchasing these 
cylinders for us and the City for our 
subway. With or without the Port 
Authority we still need the cylinders. 
It's been the state of the art for two 
years, the Fire Department should have 
requested the purchase of these 
cylinders. If they did and we haven't, 
then there's a serious problem in the 
City. 

To purchase, to spend $121,000.00 
is nothing when it comes to safety. You 
can have one firefighter that goes on 
total disability for the rest of his life and 
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it will cost us at least a quarter of a 
million dollars or more. So, I don't think 
we should be looking for other sources of 
revenue, for other ways to purchase 
equipment, or giving our firefighters the 
option to purchase the type qf safety 
equipment that they think is best. We 
should be dictating as a professional fire 
depart moit what should be purchased 
and what must be purchased. 

This Council will back you 100 
percent and we just want that message 
to get out to the Department, to the 
public, because if injuries come down the 
line within the Fire Department, the 
fatalities on the fire due to the lack of 
proper safety equipment, this Council is 
going to be extremely irritated and 
concerned about it. We just want you to 
know that we are prepared to spend the 
types of dollars necessary to protect our 
firefighters. 

Mfi Moran: 

The passage of this legislation and 
the legislation that permits us later on in 
the agenda here to buy these things, 
quite frankly, I think at this point is a 
reasonable purchase. I don't agree that 
we have been derelict in not purchasing 
the one hour cylinders because I don't 
think that you realize, number one, a one 
hour cylinder or a half hour cylinder 
never lasts that long. Depending on the 
individual and the amount of activity and 
everything like that, wtf have clocked our 
people at probably 20 minutes and in 
very heavy stress maybe 10. When we're 
talking about an hour cylinder we're 
probably taking about a half hour under 
very stressful working conditions. Now, 
don’t we add to the stress when we add 7 
pounds to their backs? 

There's some considerations and 
I'm not going to defend, but I think really 
I have a problem with the assertion that 
there was some dereliction there. I think 


everybody is waiting for one service that 
doesn't get any research and 
development is the fire service because 
there's not a market for it. There's not 
enough money in it for them to develop 
lightweight materials and everything like 
that. We weighed it in the other day. It 
was 140 pounds. We put all this 
equipment that we're talking about and 
we got them up to 240. We're going to 
add another 7 pounds on to them and it's 
going to debilitate their air supply much 
quicker than what we're talking about. 

Mr. Wagner: 

We could get into a debate on that 
but the firefighters' are no longer 
carrying 100 pounds, they're now 
dragging it so they can throw another 7 
pounds on their back. 

Mr. Moran; 

I agree with you. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Getting back to the point of a half 
hour versus an hour cylinder, if a half 
hour is only 20 minutes or 15 minutes, 
that certainly indicates to me that yes, 
we need an hour cylinder even if it does 
weight 7 pounds for 15 pounds or 
whatever more. 

Mr. Moran: 

I don't agree with you. 

Mr. Wagner: 

That's okay but the only point I 
want to make is, the National Fire 
Protection Association which 

recommends certain standards — 

Mr. Moran: 

And they don't recommend one 
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hour cylinders. It's not in their standard. 


Mr. Wagner: 


But there's a state of the art and 
we’d like to see the Fire Department 
follow.

Mr. President and members of 
Council, I'd like to read a letter which 
each of you received and the reason I 
want to read this letter at this time 
relates to the legislation that was just 
read by our Assistant City Clerk. 

"October 8, 1984 

Dear Colleagues: 

Thank you for your patience and 
understanding relative to my concerns 
about the composition and operation of 
The Minority Business Enterprise Review 
Committee. 

As you are aware from my recent 
correspondence, I am attempting to 
secure additional information and insight 
into the appointments to the Committee 
as recommended by the Mayor. 

I have asked, in written form, 
Reverend James Simms, Chairperson of 
the Minority Business Enterprise Review 


Committee, to seek the withdrawal of 
the names submitted by the Mayor. 

The name of Ms. Rebecca Lee has 
been withdrawn by her own request. I 
still would like your indulgence to meet 
with the President of Council to discuss 
this matter prior to Council's 
consideration of the nominees. 

I would also like to have Council 
and the Mayor entertain expansion of the 
Committee to thirteen members (13) and 
require some relevant background and 
experience from each as well as a 
sharing of the new appointments between 
the Mayor and Council. 

Your cooperation will be 
appreciated for these reasons and those 
expressed in my original letter. I am 
requesting your cooperation again.

Mr. President, again, to reiterate 
this letter and the correspondence that I 
sent to you and members of Council last 
week, it's apparent that the 
Administration would like us to consider 
those names that they have submitted 
for inclusion on the Minority Business 
Enterprise Review Committee. My 
objections to the process is the same. I 
do not have any objections to the 
individuals who have been named because 
I think they are outstanding public 
servants but I do believe that there are 
some inconsistencies in terms of the 
appointments to this committee and the 
appointments to other committees and 
boards and authorities in the City. 

Rather than continue to attempt 
to get the Administration to seriously 
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consider what might be in the best 
interest of the City, I am now requesting 
my colleagues and the President of this 
Council to take some time out of their 
busy schedules to do several things. One, 
to assist me as Council liaison to give 
the kind of input to that committee that 
it probably wants and needs and to 
remember that it was this Council, this 
Council, that initiated the Minority 
Bumness Enterprise Review Committee. 
It was this Council that insisted one year 
after its authorization that members be 
appointed. It was this Council that led 
the fight for minority business 
development in the City of Pittsburgh. I 
am grateful for all the assistance that 
each member of Council, past and 
present, has leant to that effort. 

Also, I would like members of 
Council to join me at the next meeting 
of the Minority Business Enterprise 
Review Committee so that you might 
find out first hand how that Committee 
operates and who are the parties that are 
involved. 

Third, I would like us to apply the 
same test to the Minority Business 
Enterprise Review Committee that 
Councilman Grabowski applied to the 
Planning Commission when he voted 
against Mr. McClung. And when I say 
voted against Mr. McClung, I'm not 
talking on a personal basis. I'm talking 
about the fact that Councilman 
Grabowski felt that because Mr. 
McClung's attendance was only at the 50 
percent level, perhaps someone else 
would have more time to serve on the 
Planning Commission. I'd like you to Also 
apply that standard to the Minority 
Business Enterprise Review Committee 
and those people who serve there. 

I would like you also to take very 
serious my concern about the internal 
operations of that committee. I am not 
interested in having a protracted public 


debate or discussion about the operation 
of the Committee. I am more than 
willing to let this Council peruse the 
record transcripts, the documents 
surrounding that meeting. But I also ask 
Council to ask yourself what is the 
relevant law and where is the 
documentation that that law is being 
followed and what is the participation of 
those who have been asked to 
participate? What is the participation of 
those that are mandated by law to 
participate? 

I wouldn't ask you to come to 
these meetings if I were not going to go 
myself and I also would like you to 
request that the City Solicitor assign 
someone from his staff to give assistance 
to that committee. The law requires 
that. There is not now anyone from the 
Solicitor's staff assigned to work with 
the Minority Business Enterprise Review 
Committee. 

Rather than go on and perhaps 
embarrass anyone or perhaps discuss 
things that should be discussed other 
places, I again beseech you not to 
consider the nominees when their names 
are presented to you on Wednesday. 

The President of Council has been 
generous enough to afford me an 
opportunity to meet with him on 
Thursday along with some leaders of this 
City's black community to discuss what 
is obviously becoming a very perplexing 
problem, that problem being, how can we 
move forward with our efforts to provide 
opportunities for everyone in this City 
and how can we make this Minority 
Business Enterprise Review Committee 
be one of the elements of a substantive 
program to let everyone know that 
opportunities are available here for 
everyone in the City of Pittsburgh. 

In closing let me say that this 
committee unfortunately is the only one 
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I'm aware of in the City of Pittsburgh 
that does not have staff assistance that 
can be identified in our budget. This is 
the only committee that I'm aware of 
that for whatever reasons has been able 
to function without a quorum. This is 
the only committee that I know of in the 
City of Pittsburgh that has not received 
the full and unqualified support of the 
Mayor. If I did not feel so strongly about 
this I would not at this point raise any 
questions about the Mayor's commitment 
but I think it's time to find out where the 
Mayor stands, not what he says, but 
where he stands on this issue. 

Please join me at the next 
meeting which is this coming Thursday at 
10:00 in Reverend Simms’ conference 
room, right across the hall from here. 
Please join me. Please ask to see the 
records. Please assist me in making this 
committee as substantive and as 
important to the City as any other 
committee we have. Thank you. 

The Chair: 

If we don't have a quorum, how 
can you run a meeting? 

M*w Robinson: 

That I don't know, Mr. Chairman. 

Mr. Wagner; 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, I'd like to share with you a 
letter that has been sent today to the 
Executive Director of the Stadium 
Authority and all Authority members. I'd 
like to read that letter. 

As a result of the problems which 
occurred during a recent Monday night 
football game, appropriate action should 
be taken by the Stadium Authority to 
reduce a similar reoccurence. It is my 
opinion that the safety of the public 


should be the primary concern along with 
the positive image of the Stadium and 
the City of Pittsburgh. 

It has become a known fact that 
many Steeler fans having season tickets 
no longer want to go to Monday night 
games because of the public drunkenness, 
offensive behavior and language. I 
personally witnessed several instances of 
this at the last Monday night game. 

I am recommending that the 
following actions be taken at future 
Monday night football games: 1) the sale 
of alcoholic beverages be discontinued; 
2) the City of Pittsburgh double the 
number of police officers from 12 to 24 
during these games. Three officers 
should be stationed at each of the four 
entrances one hour prior to the start of 
the game. They should be instructed not 
to permit anyone from entering the 
Stadium that is intoxicated or under the 
influence of a foreign substance. 

The extra effort taken by the 
Stadium Authority and the City of 
Pittsburgh will help to ensure public 
safety and improve the negative public 
image associated with Monday night 
football games. 

Copies of this letter have been 
sent to all members of the Stadium 
Authority, the Mayor, members of 
Council, and Superintendent Coll. 

This letter is a suggestion to the 
Stadium Authority and the 
Administration that somq positive action 
be taken to address what I view as a 
serious problem before more people are 
seriously injured at the Stadium, before 
the image of this City is further 
damaged, before we no longer enjoy 
Monday night football games, and before 
the national recognition that goes with 
Monday night football games is no longer 
part of the City of Pittsburgh. 
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Thank you. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. Stone, two other matters. 
The issue of voting, I need some 
clarification from the Parliamentarian, 
the issue of Council barring someone 
from coming to the table at a Monday 
meeting, meaning a department head, if 
one member of Council denies the right 
of a department head to come to the 
table, then according to the rules of 
Council, they cannot speak. Is that also 
true on the Wednesday meeting? I need 
clarification on that. 

The Chair; 

Yes. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Correct me. I want to be sure I 
understand. Neither the Mayor, a 
department head, or any private person 
that any mem* ers of Council feels could 
add substantively to the knowledge of 
Council would be barred from coming to 
Council if one member of Council 
objected to their being here. Is that 
correct? 

The Chair: 

That's the present status of the 

rules. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Linda Johnson, if you would please 
prepare the resolution which I had asked 
to have done, prepare a resolution 
amending the rules of Council to allow 
for an override by a two-third vote of 
the members of Council which would 
then allow the Mayor, department head, 
or any pertinent person who wishes to 
speak to come to Council. Would you 
prepare that and any of my colleagues 


who would like to add their names to 
that bill, please do so. 

On another issue. I have sort of 
vascillated on bringing this matter 
before Council because I understand 
while I was away there was a scandel in 
the papers about the Water Department 
with reference to someone not turning 
monies over, etc., and there's an 
investigation going on. But I am the 
Councilmember assigned to the 
Committee of Water and it turns out 
that more than 300, probably 350, 
sources in the last year have not been 
charged for water. Were my colleagues 
aware of that? It appears that the 
permits not having been turned over to 
the proper agency which does the billings 
for the use of water, therefore had no 
knowledge and therefore could not 
charge the facility for water. 

How this could be allowed to 
happen in an Administration is 
unbelievable. Let me give you 
examples. PPG, $35,000; Kane Hospital, 
the City of Pittsburgh, I don't have the 
exact figure, someone is trying to get it, 
I left.it in someone’s car and they're 
trying to get the figures for me; one of 
the high-rises for senior citizens; I'm not 
positive but I believe also the townhouses 
in Schenley Park. How could anyone not 
know they were using water? These 
people have been there over a year. 
Three hundred fifty sources have not 
been charged for \pater and I learned 
about it inadvertently. 

I’m only head of the Water 
Committee, nobody is going to tell me 
anything. This is exactly why I object to 
the way business is being done in the 
City. The Water Department, the Water 
Authority, Construction and Engineering 
should still be under one roof. The hip 
bone isn’t attached to the thigh bone, 
nobody knows what's going on. 
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A reporter came to me today, I 
had talked to another reporter about this 
issue, I didn't want it to come from the 
media because it's my committee. A 
reporter went to talk to the appropriate 
department today and the person said 
they didn't know what he was talking 
about. They've obviously been told not 
to give out any information. But what I 
just told you is gospel and is fact and I 
will stand behind it at any time.

Howard, Jr. came before this Council at 
a post agenda session to share his 
concerns as a member of our Planning 
Commission and a leader in Pittsburgh's 
black community relative to his concerns 
about development and business 
opportunities for minorities and women 
in our City. Subsequent to that meeting 
Mr. Howard was replaced as Vice- 
Chairman of the Planning Commission. 
He was replaced by Mr. Joseph Mistick; 
that is, Mr. Mistick is now the Vice- 
Chairman of the Planning Commission. 

The circumstances of Mr. 
Howard's demotion and the addressing‘of 
his important concerns by the Planning 
Commission, the Mayor and Council, give 
the appearance that his concerns for 
fairness, justice, and economic 
opportunity were not only simarily 
dismissed but his stature as a public 
servant and NAACP Vice-President were 
ignored. The circumstances and 

propriety of Mr. Howard's demotion 
suggests that leaders in the black 
community will be punished for 
requesting the assistance of government 
in the pursuit of worthy goals. 

A fuller appreciation of the 
circumstances and rationale of Leon W. 
Howard’s demotion is necessary. I 
believe Pittsburgh's black community 
deserves no less.

Michene Madoff: 

I am really very upset because I 
said to this CouncU on numerous 
occasions we have a deadline of October 
31st. My coUeagues, particularly the 
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new members to this Council, one new 
member Til name because I think he's a 
very effective member of Council and 
I'm proud to serve with him, that's Mr. 
Wagner, did not believe that we would be 
confronted with a deadline. This goes 
back to the bills that I've introduced I 
believe four times now, that this Council 
needs a fiscal analyst and for special 
expenditures of vast sums of money or 
vast impact on the community decisions 
we should have a fiscal advisor. 

As you know, Mr. Woods, you and I 
went down to Baltimore; you were very 
impressed with the fiscal analyst there. 
This Council wouldn't even vote to let 
someone who does not want a job with us 
come and tell us the benefits that 
Baltimore has received because their 
Administration doesn’t want their 
Council to have a fiscal analyst or 
advisor either. She has saved by one 
decision something like five or six 
million dollars. Is that right, Mr. 
Woods? Isn't that what you told us? 
While Mr. Woods may say the situations 
are not analogous, that they’re different 
cities, the basic principles of economics 
are the same and I would implore my 
colleagues to support this motion by Mr. 
Robinson not to necessarily go out and 
get a "expert" in cable or "expert" in 
cable rates but at the very very least a 
consultant who is an economist. 

Marv Fein came over to me, he’s 
our City attorney, and said, "If you want 
an economist, did you know that I 
graduated as an economist?" We're 
supposed to be an autonomous body. Why 
don't we just disband and let the Mayor 
cun the City if we're going to listen to 
the people that he hires. Marv is an old 
dear friend of mine but that is not where 
we should be coming from. We should be 
having our own legal counsel for this 
staff which the Home Rule Charter 
provides for and having our own fisal 
analyst and fiscal consultant when we 


have major issues. 

It occurs to me that if we let this 
opportunity go, we are going to be 
railroaded forever. At the very least, 
let's have an economist see if the same 
thing is going to happen four years down 
the pike, is TCI going to go belly up and 
come back and say they can't make it 
with the rates, to just look at the 
financial end of it, the economic impact 
of what they're going to do dollar-wise. I 
will also say to you that when I raised 
this issue before, someone chastised me 
thinking I was Sophie Masloff and said if 
you wanted to have a fiscal person on the 
Advisory Council why didn't you appoint 
one to it or recommend somebody to it? 
Get somebody with some fiscal expertise 
who is retired in the City, one of our 
senior members of the corporations, to 
serve on the Advisory Board of cable. I 
think that is a superb idea. But I still 
think, even when the come to us and say, 
"We can't give you any advice on rate 
structure because we don't have a fiscal 
advisor*, we should hang our heads in 
utter disgrace and shame. 

I urge support if minimally just to 
look at the economic aspects of this. 
You can do that in 48 hours. You can get 
six people who are economists in this 
area from major law firms, major 
accounting firms, to just look at the 
fiscal viability of doing this so we're not 
confronted with this problem down the 
pike.

Mr. Robinson: 

Mr. President, in reference to 
Council Bill 1470, as Council is aware, 
the Planning Commission sent us a 
recommendation which we took action on 


last Wednesday. That recommendation 
was to deny the request by the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania for a 
conditional use relative to the property 
in question on Brighton Road. 
Subsequent to our actions last 
Wednesday, I did receive a letter that I 
would like to have read into the record 
which I think reflects another point of 
view and one that I think that we should 
give some official note to prior to taking 
any action on this bill. It's my 

understanding that each member of 
Council received a copy of this letter 
dated October 11, 1984 from the Office 
of the Attorney General Commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania. With your indulgence, 
I'd like to read this if I might. 

"Dear Councilman Robinson: 

I am writing on behalf of the 
Pennsylvania Bureau of Correction, 
Community Service Division. The 
Bureau has applied for a conditional use 
to use the property located at 1246-48 
Brighton Road as an institutional facility 
for 25 adult males in a pre-release 
program with 24 hour supervision. This 
application is not a proposal by the 
Bureau of Correction to increase the 
number of such facilities in the City of 
Pittsburgh, but represents relocation of 
the facility currently located on the 
Northside at 915 Ridge Avenue. 

At your meeting on October 10, 
1984, the initial vote of Council was to 
affirm the denial of this application by 
the Planning Commission. Before your 
final vote on this matter on October 15, 
1984, I would like to call your attention 
to the Zoning Report prepared in which 
the City Planning Department 
unanimously recommended approval of 
this application to the Planning 
Commission. In doing this, it is my hope 
that you will choose to support the well- 
thought reasoning of the Planning 
Department staff and their 
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recommendation that this application be 
approved. I have attached a copy of that 
Zoning Report and call your attention 
particularly to the reasons set forth on 
page 3 of that Report. 

Also to refresh your recollection, 
this is the second time the Bureau of 
Correction has been before you within 
the past six months in an attempt to find 
a suitable location, working with the 
Planning Department, to relocate the 
facility at 915 Ridge Avenue. The 
quality of the program operated by the 
Bureau of Correction at Ridge Avenue 
has not been questioned in either this 
proceeding or the prior proceeding which 
involved 108-110 Miltonberger Street. 

The apparent basis for denial of 
this application and the prior one seems 
to focus on community concerns rather 
than the credibility of this program 
which has been functioning for the past 
fifteen years on the Northside. As I am 
sure you are aware, any program of this 
nature will generate some public 
opposition. However, it is interesting to 
note in this case that when notices were 
mailed to 27 owners, 18 occupants ahd 36 
registered organizations and were posted 
in the vicinity, only five responses were 
received, two in facor and three opposed 
to the application. I suggested to you 
that this lack of response is in effect a 
positive reponse for this type of facility. 

In closing, I ask-for your vote to 
approve this conditional use application 
at 1246-48 Brighton Road for the reasons 
set forth in the Zoning Report. As that 
Report stated "... With the occupying 
of the building by the Community 
Service Division, another bar would be 
removed from the community and a 
deteriorating building in an historic 
district would be renovated thus further 
enhancing the appearance of the area," 
and "It (the Ridge Avenue facility) has 
existed within the same general area for 


15 years without incident and is seen 
more as a relocation of a good neighbor."

Taking into account Mr. Halloran's 
letter and some conversations that I’ve 
had over the last few days with 
neighborhood residents and 

representatives of a number of 
organizations, the Mexican War Street 
Society and the Central Northside 
Neighborhood Council, it seemed to me 
that the activities that this City is 
attempting to initiate in the Brighton 
Road-Pennsylvania Avenue area of the 
Northside, would dictate that we give 
particular attention to the concerns of 
those citizens that we have been working 
with to try to redevelop that area. While 
I can appreciate the problems that the 
Commonwealth is having in relocating 
the facility on Ridge Avenue, I think that 
our concern for development of 
Pennsylvania-Brighton should take 
precedent and that in this particular 
instance those community groups and 
organizations that have been working 
with us for at lease three or four years in 
putting together a development plan for 
that area should have their concerns 
addressed and I think in this instance we 
should lean towards the community 
concern. The community concern has 
been that at this time the placement of 
this facility on Brighton Road would not 
assist in their efforts to develop the area 
and would be inconsistent with the plans 
that they have been working with for the 
last three years. 

One other situation which I think 
bears on this set of circumstances. 
Recently an Administrative decision was 
made by our Planning Department and

the URA to take monies out of the 
Pennsylvanfa-Brighton Project and use 
them elsewhere. This has caused a great 
deal of concern on the Northside. It's 
created a great deal of dialogue and I 
think it has heightened suspicions that 
perhaps the City is going to renege on its 
commitment to develop that area. I 
think that we would only add to the 
frustration of the people who live in the 
Pennsylvania-Brighton area if we were to 
at this point approve the establishment 
of this pre-release center. 

Having said all of that I would 
hope that members of Council would 
maintain the posture that they took on 
Wednesday and deny the request of the 
Corrections Bureau. 

Mr. Givens: 

I was not here Wednesday when 
this bill was brought forward and did not 
have an opportunity — It's only for a 
conditional use and the fact that they 
home has been in operation for some 12- 
15 years on the Northside and to my 
knowledge — 1 see you shaking you head, 
Ben. Is that true or not ? 

The Chair, Pro tern: 

It's a different location. 

Mr. Givens: 

I know it's a different location. I 
said in their present location they've 
been in existence for about 12 years and 
there hasn't been any difficulty in that 
particular neighborhood that has been 
expressed to this Council that Tin 
knowledgeable of, that this home was not 
conforming to the good discipline, etc. 
Yes, they are moving to a new location 
but seeldng out the site of where they're 
going into they're removing an eld 
tavern, there's an old hotel for vagrants 
almost, it's boon designated an historical 


landmark. The people, not just from the 
Attorney General's office but the worthy 
cause of what they're trying to do — You 
know, these men face imprisonment or 
they face these homes where we can put 
young first time offenders into and give 
them the type of training and keep them 
away from jail. I don't know if any of 
you have any good friends or if you've 
been in jail at all but it's an awsome 
feeling to be in there and the individual 
privacy of one who is put in our penal 
institutions Is not one to even be talked 
about in this public forum that we have 
here right now. 

We must have these type of homes 
within the City of Pittsburgh and we 
must have them located in our 
neighborhood. Every time they're in the 
neighborhood, when the people finally 
find out about them, they're young kids, 
first time offenders, it’s the first time 
they ever made a mistake in their life 
and I think they should have an 
opportunity like anyone else should 
have. The fact that they're going into a 
blighted area and restoring should be a 
compliment to that particular 
community. And the fean that they 
have of having some 27 male adults there 
if there was no concern in their previous 
neighborhood why should there be 
concern in this neighborhood? And the 
fact that the City Planning Department 
unanimously recommended approval of 
this application to the Planning 
Commission and the Planning 
Commission gets a hold of it and they 
turn it down completely — I me An, 
there's something wrong here somplaco. 
Maybe it's the awareness of the public in 
that particular area hut X think there's a 
fright that has come up la this 
neighborhood that to not aa ousting 
neighborhood right now. It's too bad that 
the two, neighborhoods couldn't have 
gotten together and maybe crossed words 
with one another as to see what type of a 
home this is. 
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I’ve visited many of these homes. 
Fm well aware of Tom Hall or an the 
Senior Deputy who has been before this 
Council before and has been pleading and 
asking on his own, it does not have 
anything to do with the Attorney 
General's Office regardless of what 
capacity it was in to help these young 
kids. We have to go back to the basics of 
where they’re going to be put if we don’t 
have a home to place them in and I would 
hope that the people in this Brighton 
area of the 22nd Ward would have 
greater compassion. There was some 40 
people at that Planning Commission 
meeting; most of them were against it 
but there were some people that were 
for it. I think it's incumbent upon this 
City to say if not here, where else then, 
City Council, where else? It was a City 
program. They're mostly City kids that 
are involved in it. It's a mixed ratio of 
racial people that are going to be in 
there and I think we have to open up our 
hearts and our souls someplace along the 
line to help these people. We are the 
final determinors and I think sometimes 
we have to put ourselves above what we 
feel is the welfare of some people in one 
particular area. 

We have many bills that come 
before this Council; Divine Providence 
was another one wh?n they wanted to 
expand over there. The Mexican War 
Streets where some other incidents 
happened. But Council had the fortitude 
at that time to realize that the 
betterment of the public at large and we 
felt Divine Providence should be 
expanded and there was much expression 
given to us and much threat given to this 
Council but yet this Council, in it's 
wisdom, was knowledgeable enough to 
see the gratification of having a major 
hospital over there and how it would 
expand. And it did expand, and they did 
have some parking problems, but I think 
we can work these out. 


If this home goes in there and that 
home violates any state law or local law, 
they can be thrown right out. And I 
think this is where we should concentrate 
our efforts, not on where the home is 
going to be located. If it was adjacent to 
my property Fd probably feel the same 
way but we must look overall at the 
whole City and if I had to sit here 
knowing that it was going to be put next 
door to me Td have to welcome it 
because I think we have to have that 
generosity in our heart to welcome these 
young lads and to give them someplace 
so they don't make that second mistake 
and they do not go back into that 
criminal world and be rotated through. 

It is proven, our criminologists 
and sociologists and our own facts and 
figures that have come before us, that 
when they're sent to a home for a step 
down out of a penal institution or if they 
go directly to a home, if they go directly 
to a home there is many many less 
repeats. They talk about robbery and 
crime and how it's been going up in our 
society, and it has been, these people 
have track records to prove that the 
people that come out of these homes are 
much more adaptable to our society than 
ones that come directly out of a penal 
institution without any help, any social 
help. 

On this I ask for the mercy of the 
people of this neighborhood to think 
about what we have to vote on here 
today and my vote has to be affirmative 
because of that reason and that reason 
only and I ask the people of the Brighton 
Heights, 22nd Ward, to have mercy on 
these people who will be and are and 
have been good neighbors in the 
Northside. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I would like to make a suggestion 
that we move this group home out of an 
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area that is already congested and 
overburdened with community homes, 
group homes, and move it to the North 
Hills where all the freeloaders come in 
for $10.00 a year and the City of 
Pittsburgh has a billion dollar debt. 
That's where we ought to put it. Let’s 
face up to it. 

On the last vote, the people on 
the Mexican War Streets and that area 
were very distressed with me because I 
voted consistently when I said to 
Allegheny General, "Get your cars off 
the street". I had to say that to the 
other hospital and let them have their 
parking lot. We may not always vote 
with them and we don't always vote 
against them. But I think there's a 
responsibility here that the County pick 
up it's responsibility. Let’s not make this 
Council a villi an and let's not make the 
people a villi an. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Members of Council, if you recall 
back three or four months ago we had a 
state facility in the City of Pittsburgh 
called Western Restoration Center in the 
Hill District that assisted the mentally 
and physically impaired. This Council 
pleaded with state government to keep 
that facility open to help out the 
residents'of this City, seeing that it was 
the only facility of its type within the 
City of Pittsburgh. We did not receive 
at that time any support from state 
government, any lobbying from state 
government, on behalf of keeping that 
facility open. Now we're faced with a 
somewhat slightly different situation 
where we have the Attorney General's 
office trying to convince us that we 
should permit to be open an alternative 
location within City boundaries. I don't 
think there's any justification for them 
to say that this facility should be open 
but a. facility that we knew. Western 
Restoration Center, that well served the 


City of Pittsburgh should be closed. I 
personally think in this particular 
situation the community concerns should 
be number one. For that reason I am 
suggesting that in this situation that this 
facility not be located where it's 
suggesting to be located. 

Mr. Givens: 

I'd like to respond to both of you, 
if I might. If you knew Mr. Tom 
Halloran, yes, he does have the Senior 
Deputy Attorney General's title, but you 
don't know the Tom Halloran after he 
goes home from work and what he does 
in his spare time and that is he works 
with these young kids. He sees the side 
of the Attorney General and the 
conviction and yet he has the compassion 
to go out with these children that have 
been convicted and he works with these 
kids on a daily basis. You have to know 
the individual. I wish he would have left 
his title off and just wrote a personal 
letter. I think it possibly might have had 
more impact on this Council because of 
the Deputy Attorney General. 

The other thing that you 
mentioned, Tom was not involved in that 
particular one. Tom is involved not just 
in this facility but every facility of this 
kind and not just only here but 
throughout Allegheny County. 

To respond to Michelle, you have 
to locate the children, and most of them 
are children, first time offenders — 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

May I interrupt you for one 
second? This home, it's a halfway house, 
it's not a group home, it's a halfway 
house, are people coming out of Western 
Penitentiary or it could be someone 
coming out of the prison in 
Philadelphia. But they are not children. 
They have been convicted —

Mr. Givens: 

Let me finish us, Mr. President, 
Pro tem. Let me get back to Michelle. I 
indicated in my opening remarks that 
some of these young lads go directly to 
some of these facilities. I might be 
wrong but if not they spend minimal time 
at an institution before they're put in the 
particular home. In many cases, what I 
said, and apparently you weren't 
listening, what I said was that if you 
come directly from prison your ratio of 
coming back in and I don't know what the 
exadt figures are, probably about 90 
percent, if you go through a social 
mechanism of a home and try to get set 
up and try to get a job and get squared 
away in society, maybe you did your 
crime because you didn't have anything 
out there, because you didn't have a job, 
you didn't possibly have the backup and 
the family life, stable family life that 
would encourage one to go out and whose 
parents would be concerned about their 
children and what happens to them. 
Some of these kids are thrown out in the 
streets very early. But at the same time 
this home is there to provide that type of 
caring facility. Sure you can locate 
them out in Timbuktu, pub them up in 
Erie County. That's not where the jobs 
are going to be; the jobs are going to be 
located right here in the City of 
Pittsburgh. They have to catch a bus to 
go to their interview; how can the go 
from way out there in North Hills 
someplace? Yes, the County should take 
in a little bit of this, I agree; and the 
County has homes out in various 
facilities of McKeesport or our larger 
towns and communities where we have 
someplaces where you can get a job. 
You can't get a job out in a com field is 
what I'm trying to say. You have to 
come Downtown, generally within the 
City of Pittsburgh where people work. 
Where do they work? They work 
Downtown primarily, or work in 
neighborhoods. They're close to the 


transportation, the system, and the 
people. That's what I was trying say and 
that's where Michelle, I feel, is a little 
bit off base. Society and the people who 
are working in these homes are trying to 
train these people. You can train them 
for a skill so when they leave this home 
they can go out into the world, into our 
community, and not have to get back in 
that same cycle that they were in to 
start with by robbing your automobile, 
taking something out of your home or 
doing something. While they're in that 
home there's none of those problems. 
They're under direct supervision and 
care, they’re in that place at curfew 
time and if they don't then they go right 
back to that penal institution that you 
talked about. 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

Td just like to make one 
comment. I know the area very very 
well and I don't believe it's the place to 
have this type of facility. I realize the 
state has a problem but it can't always 
be the City of Pittsburgh's problem. It’s 
about time that they place these 
facilities in other areas. Like you said a 
cornfield, at least they can pick corn. 
We have the highest unemployment rate 
in the nation right here so when you said 
they can get a job here I don't know 
where they're going to get it. If you 
want to retrain people it's a good place 
to train them, out in the cornfields. 

Call the roll. 

Mr. Givens: 

I vote aye and I hope that the 
people of the 22nd Ward, Brighton Road, 
have compassion on my vote, that they 
will not use it as a vendetta against me. 
My compassion is there for the young 
people that are in a situation and it's 
always the other person, it's always the 
other neighborhood, it's always the other 
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community. But when it happens to be 
your child or your niece or your nephew, 
then it's a completely different 
dimension. You will break your back to 
get these people into one of these homes 
as quickly as possible because you know 
that this is where they might get another 
break in society. For that reason I am 
voting aye for this bill. 


I vote no. 

The Chair, Pro tern: 

Is there any further discussion on 
the bill?

Michelle Madoff: 

In response to my colleage who 
believes that I do not understand that 
these youngsters who are about 40 or 50 
years old sometimes may not have the 
ability to get into the City, I have 
compassion. I not only have compassion 
for them but I'm going to get you a 
County transportation map so that you'll 
know that they can locate themselves in 
Monroeville, in Churchhill, in Forest 
Hills, in the North Hills, and I think 
that's a point that I was not off base on 
and I vote no.

I wold like to know where that 
property is located. Although it's a park 
now could it ever become anything 
else?

Why wasn't it done before is my 
question and why are we coming up with 
a forever bill? Is it an area that we can 
live to regret having allowed West Penn 
Water to come on the area at any time? 

Mrs. Masloff: 

It's the comer of the property and 
it's fronting on Crane Avenue. It's just a 
comer of the park property. 

Michelle Madoff: 

It's 9.41 acres, a parcel containing 
ajiproximately 9.41 acres. That's just the 
front. If the City ever wanted to do 
anything else with it, I can't imagine 
what, but maybe make some kind of a 
development such as Baltimore, not 
water but in-land, some community 
activity kind of buildings on that, could 
we not have that access? 

The Chair, Pro tern: 

That's just giving them the right- 
of-way. It's not giving them the 
property. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I understand that but if you read 
the bill it says to bring avy equipment 
at any time, to do whate . .t ihey want at 
any time. If there's a building there they 
can't do it. 


fm just curious as to whether 
there could ever be another use that the 
City might want to put that property to. 

The Chair, Pro tent 

You can't build on top of a 
waterline. You need the waterlines just 
like in our parks right now if there's 
water lines or something going through it 
we have to go in there with tractors or 
bulldozers to dig it up to get into our 
water. Look at our streets. It's a right- 
of-way to use if. It's not giving them the 
property. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I understand right-of-ways. My 
house had a ld-foot right-of-way and I 
understand what a right of way is. To 
get to the right-of-way in my previous 
house, there was no backyard and they 
practically had to bulldoze five feet or 
ten feet on either side of the house. All 
rm trying to find out is, West Penn 
Water has been negotiating with the City 
and stopped the negotiations when we 
went to the Water Authority to buy 
water -from us. I don’t know if this would 
be a feeder line; it probably would be, 
regarless of whether they have their own 
water or ours, but it may not be. It 
might be a feeder line to supply water to 
our people from some other water 
facility for which we're subsidizing. 

I would just like more information 
and I asked for information and I never 
got it. 

The Chair, Pro tern: 

I believe it was given to you just 
from what Tm telling you. We are not 
subsidizing West Penn Water. 

Michelle Madoff: 

We're subsidizing the residents 
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who get the water. 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

Exactly right. The rest of the 
City, other than the southern portion, we 
pay a cheaper rate than what they do 
because they go with West Penn Water. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I understand that, Mr. Woods. 
That's been my committee for six years; 
I've been in hot water for six years. I'm 
not sure that with the negotiations going 
on between West Penn Water that this is 
our feeder line or feeder line from some 
other place even though we subsidize the 
residents.

WHICH MOTION PREVAILED. 

Michelle Madoff: 

My next item. Commissioner 
Foerster was quoted in last Sunday's 
paper of having introduced legislation 
that really affects areas auch as the 
Mexican War Street and other areas that 
are trying to revitalize themselves. This 
Council may remember that about two 
years ago I sent a copy to all my 
colleagues who were on Council and to 
every State Legislator from this area 


asking that we do not reassess people 
who have been living In these areas when 
the areas' taxes go up because the area 
has been improved and only when they 
move out so that we don't push our senior 
citizens out of the community. Tm 
happy to see that Commissioner 
Foerster, who I also sent a copy of the 
bill to at that time, thinks it's a worthy 
idea and I don't have the bill number, I 
have it somewhere in my office, and I 
would respectfully ask that Mike Perry 
arrange for a Sunday Press to be 
delivered on Mdnday to this Council so 
that we can get some articles kept here 
tjrat are imporant such as that one. I'm 
sorry to say I didn't know about it; I 
learned about it from the Press but I 
think it's so important that we support 
that legislation and I don't know the 
number of the bill, 

I would like a vote that we 
support the concept and that we support 
Commissioner Foerster and we can get 
the number of the bill and write a letter 
from this Council. I make that as a 
motion and I would hope I have a second 
to it. 

Mr. Robinson seconded the motion. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

What is the motion? 

Michelle Madoff: 

The motion is that we support 
Commissioner Foerster's bill that would 
keep senior citizens and other people 
who are in areas that are being 
revitalized and the taxes going up 
because the area, like Mexican War 
Streets, and they would be able to stay 
there until they sett their home, he has 
specific time frames, and at that point 
the taxes would change, they would not 
be pushed out. He came up with the bill; 

I just want Council to support his bill. 
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Mr. Grabowski: 

Tm not familiar with the article 
that you're referring to but I know that 
during the general election there's a 
ballot question pertaining to the same 
issue. It has to come about through a 
constitutional change. That question is 
on the ballot; it’s something that the 
General Assembly has to do. 

Michelle Madoff: 

You mean to put it on the ballot? 

Mr. Grabowski: 

It is on the ballot; I know that for 
a fact. Well be voting on it November 
6th. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I didn't know what you’re telling 
me and I thank you for the information, 
but all I'm asking is that this Council 
support the concept. I don't think any of 
us would not support it. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

I have no problem supporting it. 
WHICH MOTION PREVAILED. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Last item. I would like to bring to 
Council's attention, and Tm not going to 
make any comment about it, I'm just 
going to share this information with 
Council. We had a meeting, a rather 
vociferous, argumentative, noisy meeting 
about Mr. Albert’s departure from the 
City and whether he was coming back 
and who would fill his seat. I don't think 
there's anybody on this Council who has 
any ill will towards Mr. A1 D'Alessandro; 
I think in his previous job he did very 
well. But when a new job opens up with 


the magnitude of one that Mr. Eddie 
Albert had, we all know what he did, I 
don't believe that we should be having 
someone trained for the job on the job. I 
have a copy of the training and blueprint 
reading and there's been trainings and 
everything for Mr. D'Alessandro instead 
of putting that job up for bid and letting 
qualified people apply for that job. I 
think that is absolutely unfathomable to 
me that we should not have in the 
Captial Budget Engineering Department 
the most qualified person we can find for 
that job. 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

That memo is in error. Instead of 
saying "training" it should have said 
"reviewing". 

Michelle Madoff: 

Its says training and blueprint 
reading. I can read; that's what it says. 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

And I said that it was in error 
because I called the same Director and 
questioned it. It was reviewing and it 
was a typo. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I will accept the typo but I will 
ask you has there been any other 
reviewing in any other departments for 
Mr. A1 D'Alessandro and is it not true 
that he is being trained on the job to 
keep him in that job? 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

I'm not going to debate this; Til 
make one statement. Mr. A1 

D'Alessandro has been doing a job I 
believe for seven months. He goes out 
on all the construction sites — 
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Michelle Madoff: 

That's not the subject matter 
before us. 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

I am telling you that he goes out 
on the construction sites and he reviews 
all the drawings, all the reports by 
different contractors and that is what 
that job entails. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Would Mr. A1 D'Alessandro be 
willing to have somebody who is an 
expert in blueprint reading, an engineer 
or an architect, sit down with him and 
have him read blueprints for him ? I don't 
think he has the experience. 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

Tm going to cut you off. I don't 
think at this time we should be discussing 
this position. 

Michelle Madoff: 

At some point we have to discuss 
the position. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Mr. Woods and members of 
Council, two quick items. One relates to 
our consideration of appointees to the 
Minority Business Enterprise Review 
Committee. On at least three occasions 
I've asked for Council's cooperation in 
trying to get that Committee 
reorganized in such a fashion that they 
can function and I certainly thank all 
members of Council for their patience in 
this regard. 

I have had occasion to discuss this 
matter with the Mayor and with the 
President of Council, Mr. Stone. I 


believe that by next Wednesday we can 
have this issue resolved to the extent 
that we can bring in at least the group of 
nominees presently before us. 

There are four bills that I 
introduced into Council today that relate 
to the organization and functioning of 
the Minority Business Enterprise Review 
Committee. I did discuss these bills with 
the Mayor earlier today and agreed to 
send them to him for his review. Tm 
hoping that the Mayor will have an 
opportunity to personally review these in 
the next couple of days and that we will 
be able to come to some sort of 
agreement as to how that Committee 
could structured so it will function. 

I think everybody that's worked on 
this issue to date agrees that the 
Committee should be effective, should 
be substantive, and should be credible 
and I believe by next Wednesday we will 
be able to have some of the Mayor's 
appointees come before us for 
consideration. So, Td like to have 
Council's indulgence at least until next 
Wednesday before we consider any of the 
appointees and I certainly will share with 
you any information that comes out of 
any discussions with the Mayor on this 
matter. 

The other issue is perhaps much 
more immediate. It relates to the Grant 
Liberty Development Project. As 
Council knows, we have in the City of 
Pittsburgh, been unable to move this 
project to the point that we can break 
ground. 

Without rehashing the history of 
this project, I did have occasion to talk 
with Mr. Brophy, the Executive Director 
of our URA, with Mr. Tom Greausure 
from Metropolitan Life Insurance 
Company, one of their Vice-Presidents 
who is in charge of this project, Mr. 
Albert Rattner who is the President of 
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Ford City Development and the person 
that is solving the problems for the 
Grant Liberty Development Group. 

November 2nd is the last legal 
deadline that the developers in the City 
can come to agreement on this project. 
In the spirit of cooperation, I introduced 
legislation today that would initiate a 
process to find new developers and new 
private money subject to a November 
30th deadline. There are those in City 
government who believe that the 
November 2nd deadline is more than 
adequate. I believe that we should go 
the extra mile with the Grant Liberty 
Group but no further than November 30. 

The post agenda that I asked to. 
have scheduled for Wednesday I would 
like to have cancelled in view of the 
conversations that I've had with Mr. 
Rattner, Mr. Greausure and Mr. Brophy 
and in light of the fact that I have 
introduced legislation that will be on the 
agenda Wednesday. Mr. Brophy will be 
available in Council on Wednesday to 
comment on the legislation. It suffices 
to say that both Mr. Brophy and I agree 
which some people may find humorous, 
but we agree that we should, that is, the 
City, URA, the Mayor and Council, 
should indicate to the developers that we 
want a spade of dirt to be turned and if 
they won't turn it well find somebody 
else to turn it. This is the twelfth hour 
for this project. 

Mr. Brophy and I both agree that 
we must put into works right now a 
contingency plan. That contingency will 
be on the table this Wednesday; Mr. 
Brophy will be here to discuss it, I will be 
available to discuss it, and I wanted to 
share with Council my concern and 
hopefully all of your concern that we 
move this project. So, the post agenda 
will be cancelled and Mr. Brophy and I 
will be availabe on Wednesday to talk 
about this contingency plan. 


Michelle Madoff: 

On the same subject. Mr. 
Robinson, I have been approached by 
another group who would like to come 
into the area. I have their card with me 
and I would like to talk with them on the 
line and perhaps you would speak with 
them on the other phone in our office. 

You cannot really go out and get a 
contingency backup plan if we're going to 
really extend the date until the 30th 
because you can't ask people to commit 
monies until it's resolved one way or the 
other. 

I'm asking to either resolve it, 
that it is indeed over November 2nd and 
we go out and look and not to extend it 
because I have another source of funding. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Let me just make one comment. 
The developers are in default. We could 
begin to take legal action today. Almost 
one year ago today Councilman Robinson 
asked this Council, the Mayor and URA 
to find new developers and fresh 
money. Council decided to give the 
developers and extension of six months. 
It's a year later and they have yet to turn 
a spade of dirt. But Councilman 
Robinson is still willing to go the extra 
mile. I'll go to November 30th to get 
this project going. I want to see this 
hotel and office complex and I want to 
be a part of a positive solution to this 
problem but there's a point at which we 
must find fresh money and fresh 
developers if these present developers 
can't move. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Is that a motion that we give 
them 30 days, Mr. Robinson? 
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The Chair, Pro tem: 

No, that will be discussed on 
Wednesday.

I wish all of you could have been 
there up at the West Penn Hospital; I 
think you all received invitations or it 
was something of public knowledge. 
They offered to the local community, 
that particular hospital, some 15 to 20 
tests that would cost the average person, 
if they were to go in and give that out of 
their own pocket, some $250.00. It was 
unbelievable but I think it was a great 
partnership and relationship in showing 
the type of leadership that West Penn 
Hospital now has in their further 
commitment to the neighborhood. Even 
when they had to close down a few of 
their wings, one wing or two wings of 
their hospital this summer, through the 
generosity of their own and keeping their 
morale up, they were able to keep all 
their employment even though their 
hospital patient staff went down very 
low. 

They’ve really bent over 
backwards to cooperate with the people 
in that particular area and this is another 
outgrowth of that. There were thousands 
of people that were given free, probably 
many of them for the first time in their 
lives, and many of them were elderly 
that do not have that access, to doctors 
unless they have to pay for it. And you 
know what a doctor's office visit costs 
today. 

I thought it was very wonderful 
for the hospital to do that, and their 
Chief Executive Office and the people of 
their staff, and it did show a great 
harmony between the Bloomfield 
community and the West Penn Hospital 
which employs some 2,500 people, 35 
percent of them right from that adjacent 
area, Bloomfield, Larrenceville and 
Garfield.

I'd like to thank my colleagues and 
Id also like to thank Officer Byrne and 
Wendy for the outstanding job they've 
done. I've had the pleasure of working 
with them for a number of years now and 
as the Councilmember that originally 
brought the Block Watch Program to the 
City of Pittsburgh five years ago, the 
outstanding job that has been done 
couldn’t have been done without their 
cooperation. 

Ms. Gratz: 

Thank you, Council. I want to 
thank all of you for recognizing our 
efforts today. On behalf of the 
Community Crime Prevention Coalition, 
I think we have two very special things in 
addition to just being crime prevention 
week to celebrate this year. This is the 
fifth annual Crime Prevention Week for 
Pittsburgh; once again, Governor 
Thornburg declared October as Crime 
Prevention Month. There's two very 
special things; one is that the State of 
Pennsylvania was declared by the 
National Association of Crime 
Prevention as the number one in the 
national for crime prevention 
activities. Pittsburgh was declared as 
the number one in this particular state. 
We have over one-third of all crime 
prevention activities taking place right 
here in Pittsburgh and Allegheny 
County. I think a lot of that is credited 
to the efforts of Council and the support 
that they've given Block Watch 
activities, the Lock Program, {he Smoke 
Detector Program, centers for victims of 
violent crime and on and on, all the 
different activities that are taking place 
in this are which we've gained your 
support through over the years and hope 
to continue to have your support on those 
particular activities.

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like to make note of this year is that for 
the first time it's a county wide effort.

I want to thank you for what 
you’ve helped us with for the past few 
years. Again, look in your midst and you 
will see the crime prevention efforts 
that have continually been going on by 
things that you've done in Council. 
Councilman O'Malley has been pushing 
Block Watch for years, a fingerprinting 
program has come up recently through 
Council worn an Sophie Masloff, and a 
Council assistant, head to the 30th Ward 
Block Watch, is getting a lot of crime 
prevention work done. We're number one 
in the number one state. Pittsburgh 
again has come forth with a community 
effort that is second to none anywhere in 
the United States. Much of that has 
come from the support of the groups and 
organizations which come to you 
throughout the year. The people that 
you see, we see, and we work with. It 
has become recognized thoughout not 
only Allegheny County but Southwestern 
Pennsylvania. 

Downstairs next week, between 
the hours of 10 and 2, Monday through 
Thursday, you will see officers from 
around Allegheny County giving displays 
of what they have done in the way of 
crime prevention. You're going to see 
the backbone, the grassroots people 
showing what they've done in their 
communities. They're proud of it. We're 
proud of the way we've helped them.

Neighborhood Alliance has been doing 
with a Block Watch Program that they’ve 
been involved with for over a year and a 
Lock Program.

I don't 
think there's any effort that she's worked 
any harder on or for which she deserves 
more credit than her efforts on behalf of 
those who are hungry and starving. The 
hunger problem is read in America and 
it's real in our county. For Joni and 
others who have worked day and night on 
this problem, they certainly have my 
gratitude and I'm sure the gratitude of 
many people who, without their help, 
would indeed be hungre for a long time. 

Ms. Rabinowitz: 

I want to thank Council and 
especially Councilman Bill Robinson for 
the fouth year in a row for recognizing 
World Food Day and helping us to bring 
the cause of world hunger to the 
Pittsburgh people. 

As I'm sure you know, the causes 
of hunger in this country as well as in the 
world are pretty much the same and they 
have to do with poverty and 
powerlessness of lots of people who are 
unable to provide for their own needs. 

City Council has in the last year 
responded very generously to our 
requests for financial help in our work in 
the last year and what we're hoping for 


in the coming year is to be able to 
establish an ongoing relationship with 
Council or with a committee of Council 
that would be able to help us in an 
ongoing way in the Pittsburgh area to 
both analyze, monitor, and begin to 
respond in an ongoing way to the hunger 
problems in the Pittsburgh area because, 
as you know, we don't solve hunger by a 
one-shot feeding and we don't solve 
hunger by throwing money at the 
problem, but we do solve hunger by 
looking at the long-term problems and 
long-term solutions which involve long¬ 
term development, employment, and 
eradicating poverty. 

Again, I hope that over the next 
year we will be able to work together in 
an ongoing way to fight this problem. I 
do want to invite Council and anybody 
else who is interested to attend our 
activities tomorrow which is World Food 
Day and which will be occurring the 
Oakland and the Shadyside area. In the 
morning we will be having a panel 
presentation on issues of world hunger 
which will be at the University of 
Pittsburgh in the Student Union and we 
expect to have a very exciting program. 
We have a number of speakers from 
outside the City who are coming to speak 
about the issue of women in agriculture 
which is the focus of World Food Day for 
this year. Later in the morning there 
will be a national teleconference which 
will be broadcast thoughout the nation 
and it will be at the University of 
Pittsburgh and again this will be public 
officials from both the United Nations 
and also the United States Government 
who will talk about their efforts on 
behalf of fighting world hunger and then 
there will be able to be responses from 
the different cities to the comments by 
the public officials. Again, I think this is 
going to be a very interesting day. 

In the evening beginning at 6:00, 
we will be having a simple meal at the 
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Unitarian Church in Oakland and at 7:00 
we will be having a town meeting format 
with Congressman Bill Coyne where we 
will be discussing the question of hunger 
as a public policy issue.

I’d like my remarks from 
Wednesday to be brought forward and 
congratulate all those parties that have 
been involved in the past in bringing this 
to its fulfillment and congratulate 
Telecommunication Inc. and hopefully 
they will carry on in the good spirit that 
Warner Cable has carried on over the 
last several years by giving a product to 
the people of the City of Pittsburgh they 
purchase and pay for but their 
maintenance and upkeep has been 
exceUent and I hope that TCI would 
follow that course of action. 


Michelle Madoff: 

I would like my comments to be 
brought forward with reference to 
Warner and the sale to PTCL I think it 
would be appropriate at this time to 
thank and commend Brother Richard for 
the tremendous job he's done in really 
arbitrating and • bringing all parties 
together in working out the concerns 
that this CouncU had and we wouldn't 
have voted had the number of people who 
were not going to be connected to the 
system brought down to an acceptable 
level. I would hope that TCI which does 
not have the best reputation in the 
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suburbs for service would live up to what 
Mr. Bent has done with Warner, giving 
over 90 percent continuous service, and I 
will be watching them closely as will 
other members of this Council. I vote 
aye. 

Mr. O’Malley; 

I vote aye and I'd just like to 
welcome TCI to Pittsburgh. 

Mr. Robinson: 

I’d just like to make a couple 
comments, Mr. President, at this time on 
my vote on Wednesday. On Wednesday I 
abstained from voting on 1396 and 
1397. My reasons for abstaining in part 
related to my concern about minority 
ownership. Both on Wednesday and 
today, I believe that issue as far as this 
Council is concerned and as far as this 
proposed transfer and sale is concerned, 
has been resolved. As one who believes 
in majority rule and minority rights, I 
certainly accept the decision at this 
point of my colleagues on minority 
ownership but I will continue to press for 
the involvement of minorities and women 
in the full development of this City. 

Another issue that concerned me at 
that time was that Council Bills 1396 and 
1397 were considered prior to Council 
Bill 1469 which dealt with minority 
ownership. It would have been, I think, 
inappropriate for me to have voted on 
1396 and 1397 without giving my full and 
undivided attention to the issue of 
minority ownership and I have done that 
literally up to the last moment. 

Another reason that I abstained on 
1396 and 1397 was that I was considering 
whether or not the issues raised in 
Council Bill 1468 relative to relieving 
Warner's certain rights and 
responsibilities and indeed requiring 
them to leave 26 percent of the purchase 


price here in the City of Pittsburgh, 
whether or not it was worthy of 
continuing dialogue and continuing 
consideration. I have dialogued with a 
number of people relative to that bill, 
including representatives of TCI. I think 
that certainly my original concern has 
validity; I believe that it would be in the 
best interest of the City to continue to 
pursue the reasoning and rationale of 
that bill. However, that bill was tabled 
upon my request and is not now before us 
for consideration. 

Taking all that into consideration, I 
cim prepared at this point to vote on 1396 
and 1397. In the interest of providing for 
the people of the City of Pittsburgh, 
hopefully, a better cable system than 
we've had under Warner and in 
recognition that for whatever reasons 
Warner Cable Corporation of Pittsburgh 
is unable and unwilling to continue to 
provide service, it seems to me only 
appropriate that we would relieve them 
of those responsibilities. While the 
circumstances are less than ideal and 
obviously not the set of circumstances I 
would like to see, I believe that we must 
move forward with a new system and 
fortunately or unfortunately the only 
taker is TCI. While I do not necessarily 
think this is the less of two evils, it's the 
only deal that we have been offered and 
our present business partner would like 
to go elsewhere. The worse business deal 
is a business deal where your partner 
does not want to do business with you. 
Warner obviously does not want to do 
business with us; they do want to do 
business with TCI. Thank goodness TCI 
wants to do business with us. 

I will vote aye on 1397 and 1397. 

Mr. Wagner; 

Td like to make a comment in 
regard to 1396 and 1397 in particular. 
The negotiations between the City of 
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Pittsburgh, Warner and TCI have been 
long and hard. I know that this 
legislation came in front of us four 
months ago and we could have voted on 
that four months ago. The time lapse in 
between a lot of people were concerned 
about and thought that maybe we should 
have voted prior to now. If it were up to 
me alone I would have preferred the vote 
would be next Monday, October 29th but 
today is October 22nd. The reason for 
stating that, I think within those four 
months the City of Pittsburgh, 
particularly Brother Richard and Marvin 
Fein, have negotiated long and hard with 
TCI and have received as much as we can 
receive with this new contract. I salute 
them for the efforts that they have given 
to make this contract as good as it 
possibly can be and also the Cable 
Advisory Committee headed up by 
Father Lengwin. They've done an 
excellent job and they should be 
recognized; they helped this Council to 
better understand a very very complex 
piece of legislation that we have to vote 
on. I think without the Advisory 
Committee, without Brother Richard, 
without Marvin Fein, this Council, to be 
quite frank, would be in trouble because 
they have helped us to understand that 
piece of legislation and I personally 
thank them for it. I vote aye. 

The Chain 

I'd just like to make a couple 
comments. I've been here during the 
whole negotiations relative to cable in 
the City of Pittsburgh and first and 
foremost I think when we first began we 
were merely looking for better 
reception. We did, however, as a result 
of the Committee, obtain what I think is 
one of the best pieces of municipal 
ordinances that there is across the 
country. By virtue of the requirements 
we were able to sift out those companies 
who were not able to handle it; our Cable 
Committee brought it down to four and 


left it to this Council then to make that 
final decision. Council did at that time 
make what it thought was the best 
decision based on the facts that were 
presented to us at that time. Council 
believed that it brought for the City of 
Pittsburgh the best cable system across 
the United States. Perhaps we were 
accurate because what we expected to 
get on paper was in fact the best system 
across the United States. Warner Cable, 
however, realizing thereafter that they 
could not produce what they had 
promised to produce, soon found 
themselves in some financial problems. 

I think as well we owe a debt of 
gratitude to the Cable Committee who 
kept Warner during the time of their 
period here under the gun as they 
watched that we got the best possible 
service from that particular provider of 
cable television. We are, however, faced 
with the facts that have come before us 
that while we got on paper probably the 
best system in the United States, that 
company and that provider now tells us 
they can't do it. In fact, if they're 
required to continue as is that, they 
would eventually become bankrupt 
relative to this particular corporation. 

We're told as well that PTCI is a 
willing purchaser and is prepared to buy, 
at least if that purchase is before 
October 31, 1984. Thus the reason for 
the vote now. It is true that we've 
discussed this matter now for some four 
or five months involving our City 
Solicitor, Marvin Fein, involving Brother 
Emenecker and involving our Cable 
Advisory Committee. All of them have 
put many hours of time into this 
particular project. What was originally 
the sale's agreement has been massaged 
in many respects to try to upgrade that 
which even PTCI had originally promised. 

We now have an agreement and I 
would be remiss if I didn't say to the

citizens of the City of Pittsburgh, on 
paper at least, you will not be getting 
under PTCI the same thing that we had 
under Warner Cable, but we are faced 
with an alternative. Relative to those 
two, we are now looking at the lesser of 
two evils, but there is a third evil and 
that is that we did not take PTCI at this 
time and if the deadline of October 31, 
1984, they lost their financing or they 
chose to direct their attentions to some 
other city, we could be faced with that 
matter of whether we handle a loan, that 
is, the City of Pittsburgh which we're not 
capable of doing, or eventually have no 
TV at all. I think it behooves all of us to 
be forthright with the citizens of this 
City. They are not getting what we 
originally bargained for but nevertheless 
they still are getting, at this present 
time, the best available TV system that 
is available as of October 22, 1984. I 
vote yes.

Mr. President and members of 
Council, on Council Bill 1469 I'd just like 
to make a couple comments that are 
geared towards encouraging my 
colleagues to reconsider their vote from 
last Wednesday and to also reiterate my 
commitment to continue to furrow the 
ground that we started to furrow about 
four years ago relative to providing 
opportunties to everyone in this City to 
participate in the Renaissance. 

About four years ago this Council, 
by way of legislation, put a value on the 
ownership of minorities in our cable 
system here in the City of Pittsburgh. 
Warner Cable, the successful bidder, also 
put a value on that ownership. They 
indicated that value was 20 percent of 
their system. I said on several occasions 
that 1 think that the actions of Warner, 
of this Council, and of those persons who 
worked very diligently to establish not 
only a precedent in the City but to

provide a unique opportunity ought to be 
furthered and that for us to continue to 
require that there be minority ownership 
is indeed in the best interest of the 
people of the City of Pittsburgh, it's 
certainly in the best interest of the 
minority community which is suffering 
an unemployment rate of roughly 20 
percent and for minority youth it's 40 
percent. 

I think we all can appreciate that 
employment opportunities are generated 
in the main in this country by the private 
sector. Those who own businesses in the 
private sector are responsible in many 
respects for establishing policies and 
procedures that provide opportunities, 
not only are employment opportunities 
provided by the private sector but 
opportunities to participate in the free 
enterprise system. And I think that 
given all the activity that we have 
generated in the City to make 

opportunities available to developers, 
both from our City and elsewhere, and 
all the emphasis we have placed on 
economic development and growth of our 
City, it is only consistent that we 
continue to provide 30 percent of this 
population, minorities, an opportunity, a 
chance to grow with the Renaissance. 

Our cable franchise as it is 

presently structured is the only 

manifestation in this City providing an 
opportunity to minorities and women to 
be a part of the action, to actually have 
an investment in the future of this City, 
the future economic growth. There is 
nothing else that this City has done, that 
this City has initiated in the last seven 
years. There's certainly nothing as 

substantial as this. The potential for the 
cable franchise, if it's turned over to TCI 
and it would appear that it's going to be 
turned over to them, is tremendous. 

Again, we have • a unique 
opportunity to make sure that everybody 


in this City has a chance to grow with 
this system and gain some economic 
benefits. If we are not going to be 
consistent in this instance, I would 
certainly hope that Council would not 
completely move away from the notion 
that we are committed to developing 
opportunities for minorities and women 
and that we do have an obligation to use 
our leverage as public officials to make 
those opportunities happen, not just to 
talk about them but to make those 
opportunities happen. 

Bill 1469 is a chance for us to be 
consistent from where we were four 
years ago; I think it's a chance for us to 
not only provide these opportunities right 
now for minorities and women but to 
indeed address the future economic 
development of our City, and our cable 
system is going to be a part of that. 
Millions and millions of dollars is going 
to be generated out of this cable 
system. Unfortunately, the company 
that's going to operate the system is not 
going to be Pittsburgh based; 
unfortuantely, most of our financial 
institutions are not going to 
participate. I would hate to think that 
we also are going to give up an 
opportunity for minorities to 
legitimately participate. We should give 
them that opportunity and that's what 
1469 is geared towards, providing, an 
opportunity to people who are already a 
part of the economic growth of the 
City. They're already part of the 
economic growth. We did not say to 
Warner that we'll give them rate 
increases; we did not say to Warner that 
we'U work out a more favorable 
situation. We said to Warner, "We'll 
relieve you of all your rights and 
responsibilities." That's an awful type of 
situation to create and not ask for more 
in return, ask for something in return. 
Tm simply saying, let's not give it all up, 
let'B don't give up everything. I urge 
your support for 1469. 
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One closing comment on 1469, if I 
might. On Wednesday, I abstained from 
voting on at least two other bills that 
specifically related to the transfer. I'd 
just like to indicate very briefly that my 
abstention at that time was based on 
three factors. — 

The Chain 

Pardon me for interrupting. If 
you're going to explain that could you do 
it when we come to those bills? 

Mr. Robinson:

Any other comments on Bill 1469? 
Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. President, I think Mr. Robinson 
knows that I share with him the concern 
that the disfranchised, particlarly the 
unemployed youth on the Hill and whose 
parents are also not working now, and 
women who are the last to be hired and 
the first to be let go, have an 
opportunity in the private sector and 
certainly when government is involved. 
But I think in this particular instance, 
and I would like my comments brought 
forward from the other day, anybody has 
the right to buy stock in TCI. There is a 
commitment and I would hope and trust 
that Brother Richard would continue to 
see that the 15 percent minority is met 
and established and continued and not let 
to go down the tubes so we never again 
have the Administration coming to this 
Council thanks to Councilman Robinson 
really being persistent and having the 
Administration come in and say, "Oh, we 
didn't know that we only had less than 
one-half of one percent of minorities 
involved in our contracts. We always 
thought it was 15 percent." 


What Tm essentially saying is that 
if indeed we do give 15 percent of the 
opportunities, not only the gopher jobs 
and not only the secretarial and the 
menial jobs but some of the decision 
making jobs to the commitment of 15 
percent involvement, then I think 
Council has done what it can do. We 
cannot legislate who the private industry 
is going to hire but we can say that it 
must have 15 percent representation and 
I would like to see a commitment from 
PTCI, and they're here today, a letter to 
this Council that would say that we will 
not only live up to the 15 percent 
commitment but we'll also do that at an 
administrative level, not just gopher 
jobs. Could we have that kind of 
commitment? 

The Chain 

Michelle, kindly address the Chair. 

Michelle Madoff: 

By asking them to come to the 
table and speak will I be ruled out of 
order? 

The Chain 

You cire in the Legislative session; 
your comments will be to this legislative 
body. 

Michelle Madoff: 

My comment is very simple. We 
need to urge PTCI to give to this Council 
a memorandum of intent, not verbally 
but in writing, that they will indeed live 
up to the 15 percent minority hiring and 
not just at a level that is very meager 
but in the decision making process. I 
think we should get that because they're 
going to have to come back to us for rate 
structure increases. 
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The Chair: 

Any other comments? 

Hearing none, Td just like to repeat 
that this received a negative 
recommendation on Wednesday but we 
will be voting the bill up or down. If 
you’re for the bill, vote yes; if you're 
opposed to the bill, vote no. Call the 
roll.

My vote is no and I'd like my 
remarks from Wednesday to be brought 
forward to be included in the Municipal 
Record.

Michelle Madoff: 

I respectfully submit that we either 
like the contract or we don't like the 
contract, and this democracy, the 


Constitution provides that someone may 
sell their business to someone else 
whether it is a dress shop or a cable 
company, and if we're going to go along 
with the contract, and we agree with the 
contract, then I don't think we have a 
right to impinge on the person doing the 
selling on anything to say we're going to 
make you responsible. Now, I do know 
that a corporation will sell out to 
another and say that the manager will 
stay on for a while to make sure that 
things go smoothly, and they may have 
some kind of arrangement that Mr. Bent 
will be working for them in one capacity 
or another, so there is an orderly 
transition, and we don't lose over 90 
percent service that we're getting right 
now that we may not get because of the 
TCrs past history, but I don't think 
legally we can put that kind of a rider 
in. I think maybe Marv can address that. 

MR. FEIN COMMENTS 

Michelle Madoff: 

Would you please put that in 
writing that you agree that Michelle 
Madoff gave a better legal opinion than 
you did. After all, I did get the Liberty 
Bell Award in *72, and I'm learning my 
law — 

MR. FEIN COMMENTS 

Michelle Madoff: 

Not permitted. 

Mr. Givens: 

Bill, to respond to your — this 
particular bill, if I might, In reviewing 
the franchise agreements on 4 or 5 years 
ago, one of the things that concerned me 
the most was the give away programs 
that the present franchse had in their 
particular contract, and not only that 
particular company, but other 
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companies, too, and when I look down the 
road, I felt that no company in this world 
can give away 20 percent of their stock 
without people buying into that stock, 
and that's what happened in that 
particular case, and had they gone on 
down the road, Warner — I mean, that is 
the profits of the company, that is the 
make or break of a company, the 20 
percent profits that you make. That's 
where you get your money to reinvest 
back into your company and keep up with 
the state of the art. 

That is one of the reasons I did not 
vote for that particular franchse some 
four years ago. I was the only 
Councilman, and I'm not saying that I'm 
proud of that or anything else, but I 
looked at it from the business view point, 
and I so stated that it would be three to 
four years before this company would 
fail, and I'm just a common person 
working with budgets over the last 20 or 
30 years. But we are to institute the 
same thing that I felt to greatly was 
going to hinder the first operation, and I 
will say secondly if this is approved, that 
it will also hinder the second franchise 
agreement to the point where they will 
not be able to reinvest any of their 
capital gains into their own company, 
which means that the residents to the 
City of Pittsburgh are not going to get 
the type of service. I'm talking about 
the blackouts or the hazzy stuff that 
comes on the screen because they are 
not going to be able to keep up with the 
state f the art, and I'm sure in 15 years, 
there is going to be great changes within 
the cable system, and there will be much 
additions added onto this. Many of the 
institutions sucked into it, the 
educational systems brought into it 
where people can get even degress 
hopefuly over watching cable rather than 
going to a major university and certain 
specific cases. 

How can you take 20 percent of a 


company's stock and give it away. You 
don't do that in any place in any business 
that I know of that's successful in this 
Country, and for that reason and that 
reason only, I would have to say no on 
that particular bill.

he editorialized and Til be much briefer, 
and that is, it is not the atomic bomb. 
Obviously, we are elected officials who 
represent our constitutents and who want 
a cable system of some sort and they’ll 
go to a baseball game and a football 
game and they'll get so carried away 
they'll bum cars in Detroit and do crazy 
things, but you couldn't get that many 
people to go to a hearing on Three Mile 
Island or even a PUC hearing. But if we 
didn't have cable, this Council would 
certainly hear about it. It is the general 
wish of the community that we represent 
as elected officials that they want 
cable. The only thing we can do is to see 
that we get the best we can possibly 
negotiate and the only thing that I have 
left that I need an answer to is, how 
many people are we down to who don't 
have cable and I would address that to 
Brother Richard because I trust him. 

BROTHER EMENECKER COMMENTS 

Michelle Madoff: 

I didn't see mine because I got 
stuck because there was no way off the 


mountain. 

BROTHER EMENECKER COMMENTS 
Michelle Madoff: 

What was the bottom number?

Of how many homes that are 
already connected?

It is not beyond the realm of 
possibility should the economy of this 
community turn around or even if the 
economy is worse and the only thing that 
people have, that more people will wish 
to be connected, wouldn't then the 
number who can't be connected be 
affected? Would that have any really 
direct bearing? What’s your gut feeling 
about that? 

BROTHER EMENECKER COMMENTS 

Michelle Madoff: 

My last question then relates to 
why some of the people have rejected 
allowing the lines to go through their 
property and to stop their neighbors from 
getting it. And since it is something that 
I have to believe because I’ve called you 
on numerous occasions about this 
problem and that is, that there has been 
a callous disregard for public property in 
a number of cases where they have 
ruined trees and they have been slopppy 
in their work and that is why people are 
saying no that they don’t want their 
property damaged. 

Many of the people that you are 
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talking about live in the high-rent 
district and they have put a lot of money 
into their landscaping and they feel that 
there hasn't been the attention exercised 
to protecting their property. I think if 
that is taken into account and we sit 
donw with TCI people and assure these 
people that indeed we'll bend over 
backwards and tfiey could have their own 
supervisor not pay them for the right-of- 
way, but that you would perhaps 
reimburse their gardener or somebody to 
be there at the time that you are putting 
the lines and coming in from the back of 
the houses — Marvin is shaking his head 
no and Tm telling you it's a fact and that 
Brother Richard will agree on because it 
has been a problem — that you might 
even solve one of the problems of the 
people that are saying no, denying other 
people the right. 

MR. FEIN COMMENTS 

Michelle Madoff: 

And Tm telling you that Dr. Mickey 
Golomb who called me has exactly that 
same situation. He has agreed not to 
stop his residence from having. He 
believes that he doesn't want to be an 
obstructionist, but he had some work 
done and did not like what he saw and 
that's why he said no.

Michelle Madoff: 

This is treetops. He's talking about 
tops of trees. This was not 

undergorund. Brother Richard, hasn't 
that been a problem?

Michelle Madoff: 

But it's small enough that it affects 
the 300 people.

Michelle Madoff: 

Brother Richard, what Tm saying is 
it's not a matter of what happened or 
what happens, it's a matter of perception 
and I think that if somebody would sit 
down with these people who have 
witnessed slopy work and they are 
therefore saying, I don't have compulsion 
to say no, that I think we might even 
resolved this problem and it's down so 
low that I will not make that a condition 
of my vote any longer because since I've 
raised the issue and I was so strong on 
that point, you really, you didn't do it 
until you were pushed but after kicking 
and screaming, I think you've done a 
commendable job. It's unfortunate that 
you had to wait for that kind of pressure.

I have the same concern in this 
particular area. If we look at the vast 
source of communication, unless I own 
my onw newspaper, my television 
station, I cannot get my story out. We 
have the talk shows on radio right now 
that are popular, and even television now 
where people can have direct input into 
the communication system, but the 
communication system here that we’re 
talking about and all the channels that 
TCI will be offering, that we have this 
one channel, and if not more than one, 
two, as you have indicated in your plan, 
when it's so to note. It should be 
nonprofitable. I have to agree with 
you. I don't think any company should 
have to pay the burden of something that 
the people want. If the people want it, 
they should pay for it, but in this 
particular case, there has to be some 
mechanism, some channels that are 
opening out there so the public at large 
can come in and tell their little story. 
Many of us sit in this Council and view 
what happens at this table, and when we 


read all of the media, from all angles, I 
feel this way, this is one outlet that the 
people will have to express their ideas, 
whatever those ideas might be, and I ask 
that you then representing TCI that you 
look at this very graciously and that 
some way as indicated by Councilman 
Wagner in inform the people of the City 
of Pittsburgh by a letter, in the first 
billing that TCI makes that a 25 cent 
charge will be made on that channel, and 
maybe tell a little bit about it, and 
therefore, for any new subscriber that 
would be hooking up, that that would be 
given to them, but it not be done in a 
monthly billing. 

When I look back at telephone bills, 
and others, I see little add ons, and I 
wondered whether some of them are 
coming from, and I think that's where a 
lot of people have problems. I submit to 
you that to keep this think 
unm complicated for your particular 
entity, that they will be given a leter 
saying that this is the fact, and see what 
reaction would come from that. That 
would be my submittal to you and to the 
company rather than doing it on a 
monthly basis.

Evertime I get 
a bill, twice a month, I get phone calls 
saying, "You ought to be buying a higher 
level, and I don't want it. I just want it 
for reception. You would save a lot of 
money if you would quit pestering me. It 
cost money to pay those people. 

Now, the other thing, and it’s my 
final question. You have decided to 
accept Christian Associates line; is that 
correct? 

MR. SIE COMMENTS 

Michelle Madoff: 

Why did you accept that and not 
say, the same way that we're going to do 
away with a lot of other things, we will 
do away with that as well. 

MR. SIE COMMENTS 


Miehelle Madoff: 

And it runs out when? 

MR. SIE COMMENTS 
Michelle Madoff: 

We're extending your franchise. 

MR. SIE COMMENTS 
Michelle Madoff: 

The reason I'm concerned is — 
perhaps you can explain to me. How 
does any denomination have access to 
Christian Associates channel? 

MR. SIE COMMENTS 

Michelle Madoff: 

Is there anybody here? Would you 
be willing to give another line for all 
denominations? Tm very concerned for 
many of us who do not share some of the 
beliefs of the Chrisitan Associates who 
use that line to perpetuate the 
propaganda that they believe to be their 
truth which is not necessarily the truth 
or a baptist truth, and if you’re going to 
pick up a contractural agreement, which 
you have the right to reject by paying 
them off, you could have said no, and 
refund the money. It distresses me that 
there are members of the cloth that sit 
on the advisory board and I have the 
utmost respect for Father Lengwin and 
Brother Richard, but notwithstanding 
that, I think all denominations should 
have equal access to a religious station, 
and since that is not a fact, and since 
that station can be used to promote a 
particular line of thinking, would you be 
willing to offer another line for all 
denominations? 

MR. SIE COMMENTS 
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Michelle Madoff: 

Any other religious denominations? 
MR. SIE COMMENTS 

Michelle Madoff: 

Would you care to share that with 

us? 

MR. SIE COMMENTS 

Michelle Madoff: 

Would you be receptive to 
negotiating the same kind of contract 
with them that you have with Christian 
Associates. 

MR. SIE COMMENTS 

Michelle Madoff: 

Why not? 

MR. SIE COMMENTS 

Michelle Madoff: 

That's not acceptable to me 
because you already eliminated a number 
of things that were in the Warner 
Agreement — 

MR. SIE COMMENTS 

Michelle Madoff: 

But you eliminated other things. 

MR. SIE COMMENTS 

Michelle Madoff: 

I would like a commitment from 
you that all denominations would have 
access to at least one other channel. 

MR. SIE COMMENTS 


Miefelle Madoff: 

The same fee that Christian 
Associates gave you; no more, no less. 

MR. SIE COMMENTS 

Michelle Madoff: 

You have now become a religious 
expert as to what is appripriate and what 
is not appropriate? 

MR SIE COMMENTS 

Michelle Madoff: 

Fine. Then why don't you cancel 
the contract with Christian Associates, 
give them their money back, and they 
will be on the same footing as all other 
religions. 

MR. SIE COMMENTS 

Michelle Madoff: 

There were a lot of other 
contractural things that you cancelled. 
They may not be programming, but you 
cancelled them. People had CUBE, you 
cancelled it. Cancel that too, and make 
it equal for every religion. 

MR. SIE COMMENTS 

Michelle Madoff: 

I'm saying unassume it . Cancel it. 
You've cancelled other things. 

THE’CHAIR COMMENTS 

MR. SIE COMMENTS 

Michelle Madoff: 

J)o you want my vote? 

MR. SIE COMMENTS 
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Michelle Madoff: 

There is another issue. Women. Is 
there a women station? I still believe 
this is a mans world and women are 
conming into their own, and they need to 
get the word out that women get 49 
cents on the hour, the safety problems 
with women. Are you saying they can 
use those three access stations, or if a 
womens group wanted to buy, would you 
consider that? 

MR. SIE COMMENTS 

Michelle Madoff: 

Consider it, or have a station? 

MR. SIE COMMENTS 

Michelle Madoff: 

Are they on the lowest level? 

MR. SIE COMMENTS 

Michelle Madoff: 

How much more is it? 

MR. SIE COMMENTS 

Michelle Madoff: 

I can afford that since you're 
cutting my rate anyway. 

MR. SIE COMMENTS 

Michelle Madoff: 

But the Christian Associates have a 
whole network all of their very own, 
right? 

MR. SIE COMMENTS 


Michelle Madoff: 

That's what Tm trying to find out. 
Nobody wants to answer the question. 
Father Lengwin says he will answer it. Is 
that all right with you Mr. Woods. I just 
want equality for everybody. 

FR. LENGWIN COMMENTS 

Michelle Madoff: 

And is the time divided equally? 

FR. LENGWIN COMMENTS 

Michelle Madoff: 

Answer the question, please. 

MR. LENGWIN COMMENTS 

Michelle Madoff: 

Does Christian Associates have a 
majority of that time? Do they have the 
bulk of the time. 

FR. LENGWIN COMMENTS 

Michelle Madoff: 

It’s all divided evenly? 

FR. LENGWIN COMMENTS 

Michelle Madoff: 

Father, Christian Associates has its 
own line, right? Would you say that the 
bulk of the time is with Christian issues? 

FR. LENGWIN COMMENTS 

Michelle Madoff: 

Meaning nonbaptist and so on? 


FR. LENGWIN COMMENTS 
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Michelle Madoff: 

Is it farily equally divided? 

FR. LENGWIN COMMENTS 

Michelle Madoff: 

Yes, I do. I've heard some of the 
stuff on it. A lot of people calling my 
office are very very upset. 

FR. LENGWIN COMMENTS 

Michelle Madoff: 

My concern is any group that 
wishes to have a channel would have the 
same channel that you have at the same 
rate, and he said no. 

MR. SIE COMMENTS 

Michelle Madoff: 

Well, I have a concern that you 
don’t reserve the right to have the 
Christian Associates Channel 

determining what they put on. 

MR. SIE COMMENTS 

Michelle Madoff: 

Who are you to decide what is 
religiously proper for the public? 

MR. SIE COMMENTS 

Michelle Madoff: 

Certainly on major religions, I 
withhold that. Ther are some religions 
that I have some concerns about. 
Anybody can say they are a minister, or 
Tm going to be a female minister, and 
I'm going to start my own church, and it's 
going to be called the church of 
government, but you have a right to say 
is that really viable. I'm really 


concerned about the separation of church 
and state. You know what's going on in 
this country today. You know what's 
going on in the political arena, in the 
Presidential election. I have great 
concerns, and now you'll tell me that you 
will treat other bodys that come to you 
different than you have, and I'm saying it 
should be in the contract that any 
established viable religious group that 
now wishes to have a channel would be 
treated identically.

MR. ROBINSON COMMENTS 

Michelle Madoff: 

Bill with all due respect perhaps 
another altematiave to that would be 
that they're going to be in business, 
we've got to buy a lot of equipment, and 
we’ve got to purchase services, even if 
it's just cleaning services or paper or 
whatever, that we put it — perhaps 
Marvin Fein could ask them on their own 
free will because I think it's 
unconstitutional to ask them to do what 
you said.

(LEGAL OPINION REQUESTED BY MR. 
GIVENS)

City of Pittsburgh 

Dear Mr. President and Members: 

Reference is made to the letter 
dated October 3, 1984 from the City 
Clerk to this office requesting a legal 
opinion on Bill Nos. 1468 and 1469 
relating to the transfer of the cable 


system from Warner Cable Corporation 
of Pittsburgh to Tele-Communications, 
Inc. 

Bill No. 1469 includes a provision 
which preserves the rights of minorities 
and women to participate in ownership of 
a cable franchise in the City. There is 
no legal impediment to the inclusion of 
this provision in a bill approving the 
transfer of the cable system. 

Bill No. 1468 requires Warner 
Cable Corporation of Pittsburgh and 
Warner-Amex Communications, Inc. to 
place twenty-five percent of the 
purchase or transfer price from the sale 
of the system into an escrow account to 
assure that the transferee will operate 
the system satisfactorily. 

This bill has several legal 
impediments. Initially, the bill may be 
unenforceable because it does not relate 
to any specific facet of operation. 
Regulation of cable television is multi¬ 
faceted and different types of remedies 
are necessary for each particular type of 
problem or violation. Our current 
ordinance and agreement specifically 
address each type of problem separately. 

Pursuant to Section 425.16 of the 
Code and Section 12 of the Agreement, 
bonds are provided for to be used to 
correct any construction problems. 
Pursuant to Section 425.25 of the Code 
and Section 18 of the Agreement, 
cancellation of the franchise is provided 
for to remedy certain specified 
violations. Pursuant to Section 18 of the 
Agreement, liquidated damages are 
provided for to prevent the franchisee 
from violating certain other specified 
provisions of the Code and Agreement. 
In addition, the City has available to it 
equitable remedies and summary 
enforcement pursuant to Section 425.27 
of the Code and Section 18 of the 
Agreement to prevent or correct other 
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violations. There is also a Security 
Agreement to insure payment of the 
franchise fee. Bill No. 1468, however, 
groups all violations together and is 
based on a belief that a monetary 
penalty will resolve all problems. Such is 
not the case. In addition, requiring 
Warner to forfeit money will neither 
benefit cable users nor act as an 
incentive to insure that TCI performs its 
contract obligations. Since TCI will be 
operating the system, it is TCI which 
must provide the City with adequate 
assurance and enforcement mechanisms 
to insure that the system will be 
operated properly. 

Further, the bill goes beyond the 
powers reserved to the City in the Code 
and Agreement. Pursuant to Section 
425.23 of the Code and Section 16 of the 
Agreement, the City has the right to 
approve the transfer and require Warner 
to still be secondarily liable even after 
the transfer. The City does not have the 
authority to require Warner to place the 
proceeds from the sale in escrow. We 
have bonds, insurance and a security 
agreement from Warner to insure 
payment of any actual losses which the 
City will incur during the period that 
Warner has operated the system and 
those will be required from TCI prior to 
the approval of the transfer of the 
system. 

The City, in acting under its police 
powers, may only impose reasonable 
conditions which are related to the 
specific problem which must be 
addressed. Since this bill provides for 
the forfeiture of money to the City if 
the system is not operated 
"satisfactory", forfeiture could occur as 
a result of violations for which the City 
does not or will not incur any monetary 
loss or for violations which do not 
directly affect the City, therefore Bill 
No. 1468 is unconstitutionally vague and 
unenforceable.

You're correct, Bill. That bill was 
defeated and these are the bills that 
have been passed.

Fein and others who supplied us with 
information. We are again railroaded, 
stampeded into making a contractual 
agreement. I personally believe it ! s the 
only game in town and the people would 
be without cable and they'd be more 
concerned perhaps to be without cable 
sometimes than without heat, which 
really blows my mind. However, the 
thing that 1 think this Council, the issue 
before Council that should not be 
dropped, when you talk about having an 
expedited date so that as soon as it is 
signed it becomed law is that we should 
never be in this position again. 

In the real world when we all voted 
for Warner, we all thought it was a good 
contract. But where did our information 
come from? Not from a fiscal analyst or 
a fiscal advisor to this Council but from 
the Administration which is in a sense a 
conflict of interest and not a separation 
of powers. 


Mr. Wagner told me that he didn't 
believe that we would be having to meet 
the October 31st date. Mr. Wagner has 
learned that we had to meet the October 
31st date, and this will happen again and 
again and there may be some things that 
this Council, all nine of us in our infinite 
wisdom, did not find that could have 
made this a better contract. But we 
don't know that because none of us are 
experts in cable, none of us are 
economists to the degree that maybe we 
could have brought — I think Mr. 
Robinson does have some background in 
economics — have brought something 
further and better to the negotiations. 

Again, this Council is only window 
dressing for the Administration and I 
think it's time that people who say in 
principle that they agree with the four 
times that I have introduced legislation 
to have our own fiscal analyst or fiscal 
advisor have that so that we don't ever 
again have a bill before us — 

The Chair: 

Where does that have any issue — 

Michelle Madoff: 

We would never have to be 
backdating — Making this bill retroactive 
from the minute it's signed — 

The Chair: 

It's not retroactive. It’s going to go 
to the Mayor. That’s not retroactive in 
my understanding of the word. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. Stone, you know exactly where 
Tm coming from. Don't play coy. What 
I'm saying is very simple. We would not 
be under that date line to make it 
official the time the Mayor signs it 
before, hopefully, October 31st so that 
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the banking could be taken care of with 
PTCI. We would not have been 
stampeded to this date if this Council 
had soem independent expertise, which 
we do not have, that the Legislators have 
in Harrisburg and Washington, the Senate 
has it. Everybody has it but this 
Council. We rely on what the 
Administration tells us. When they want 
our opinion they give it to us and we try 
to do the best with that kind of 
information. I appeal to my colleagues. 
Let's not have it again. 

The Chair: 

Michelle, Mr. Givens is more 
accurate for better reasons than what 
you have given for this reason: We have 
now been told that Warner is going out of 
business and that they're not tending to 
their work. You have a new provider of 
service that's coming in and the fact that 
he's moving it up so that we can get on 
with the business seems to be the most 
logical thing you could possibly ask for at 
this moment. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Tm not going to vote against it; I'm 
going to vote for it. The point I'm 
making is we should never be in this 
position again. You know it better than 
anybody else as the previous Finance 
Chairman but you like it just the way the 
status quo is because then nobody has 
any input to this Council. We vote in an 
uninformed manner with the least 
information we can be given. 

The Chair: 

The Chair is not able to understand 
your logic. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Don't worry about it, Mr. Stone. 
The public understands exactly what I'm 


saying. 

The Chair: 

He wants to have the turnover 
immediately so that we don't have any 
more lack of service. 

Michelle Madoff: 

That's correct and I think every 
member on this Council does. 

The Chair: 

If you don't want it that way then 
that’s a different thing. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Don't twist my words because Tm 
going to vote with him. But it gave me 
an opportunity to zero in on the failings 
of this Council again and again and again 
and again in not having its own 
independent advisors and fiscal people 
and legal counsel and it's because certain 
members of this Council don't want it 
that way. The public understands it very 
clearly. 

Mr. Givens: 

The first time that the cable 
system was presented to Council as a 
body back some four or five — 

The Chair: 

Mr. Givens, Tm going to restrict 
you as well. We're only talking about 
whether it should be effective on the day 
the Mayor signs it.

I'm making comments on Michelle's 
comments, if I might, because I think it 
reflects —

No, I don't want to do that. Your 
motion is that it be effective on the day 
the Mayor signs it. That's the only issue 
before this body. 

Mr. Givens: 

I wish you would have kept that to 
Michelle because she made certain 
innuendos in regards to this Council not 
having expert advice. I feel that our 
Finance Department who I went to and 
talked with Jack Buckley and Bob Rush 
when he was here, God bless him, and 
others who were in that field. I had 
them go over that particular contract 
and they pointed out to me many of the 
faults of it. I took their advice along 
with that of our own Cable Advisory 
Committee. You know, when we deal 
with a $255 million budget and we trust 
our Finance Department, why can't we 
trust our Finance Department when we 
have a transfer of something we don't 
even own, which is the cable system. We 
don't own it, we just regulate it, some 
$95 million. I feel that the same fiscal 
experts that we have in our Finance 
Department with their degrees in 
Business Administration are able to 
siphon through any of the most detailed 
information that is given to us with the 
exception of maybe one or two items. In 
this particular case I thought that they 
go outside their realm of expertise and 
get that information for me and they 
have done so. I commend them for that 
and I shall say that we do have that 
expertise when we need it for any 
Councilperson if they so desire. They 
Can go to whoever they want to; we have 
a code account set up for any 
Councilperson to go out and seek any 
information that they need.

Michelle Madoff: 

Would somebody help me a little 
bit, please? On BiU 1536, the Grant 
Liberty Development Group Association, 
was that the discussion we had the other 
day with Mr. Wagner, Mr. Robinson and 
myself; or is this something else that I'm 
confusing? There's so many projects that 
all sound alike. Mr. Robinson, are you 
aware of this one? 

Mr. Robinson: 

Yes. 

Michelle Madoff: 

This is where the developer, we 
weren't sure and I asked to have Mr. 
Brophy and Mr. Robin meet with some 
people out of Washington and we had a 
great discussion here in this Council. I 
requested, Mr. Perry, that you give me a 
transcript of those minutes today and 
you're going to follow through and 
schedule that post or a hearing through 
the President of Council with all the 
parties involved. Then how are we 
voting to give them — 
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The Chair; 

In the event, Michelle, that they 
are able to acquire the financing to 
proceed, this bill gives them the 
additional needs of easement, etc., so 
that they can carry out the work that 
they need. 

Michelle Madoff: 

That's what I'm confused about. 
How can we vote something for them 
when we don't even know they're doing 
it? Mr. Robinson, will you clarify that 
for me please? 

Mr. Robinson: 

Mr. President, if I might. I think 
that this can be cleared up one, by 
looking at some legislation that we’ll be 
considering a little later during the 
Council session which sets some time 
limits on the developers of the Liberty 
Center Development. A November 2nd 
time limit has been imposed not only by 
their contractual agreements but by this 
Council. It's my understanding that 
those interested parties who might have 
an opportunity to development is project 
if the Grant Liberty Development Group 
can't go forward are going to contact the 
Executive Director of the Urban 
Redevelopment Authority, Mr. Brophy. 
Mr. Brophy and I both agreed that we 
needed a contingency plan, an 
alternative plan, in case the Grant 
Liberty Group cannot make the deadline 
of November 2nd. 

The bill that's before us, 1536, 
relates to an ongoing concern that the 
Grant Liberty Group has had to make 
sure that they have all the proper 
easements, etc., for the potential 
construction of the hotel and office 
complex. I raised the same question that 
you did on Wednesday and Mr. Brophy 
indicated that rather than hold this bill 


that we should process it so that the 
Grant Liberty Group would have every 
opportunity to meet the November 2nd 
deadline. I think that makes imminent 
good sense, to allow them every single 
opportunity that we can up until 12:01, 
November 3, 1984. I think we as a 
Council and the Mayor and the URA has 
done everything they could to make this 
project work. If Grant Liberty needs a 
few more days, let’s give them a few 
more days. I was even willing to give 
them until November 30th; my 
colleagues, in their infinite wisdom, said 
no, save Mr. Wagner, he said yes. 

The Chain 

Let’s not digress too far. This bill 
is only in the event that they're able to 
go forward. This gives them the 
wherewith where they can do it. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. Stone, supposing another 
contractor comes in with a backup 
proposal and their design is entirely 
different and doesn't need these 
easements or right-of-ways or are they 
going to be needed in any event? 

The Chain 

I don't know. We don't have, first, 
a rejection that this one cannot proceed; 
secondly, we don't know the new requests 
for proposals and what that new 
contractor might want. 

Michelle Madoff: 

What I'm c’oncerned about, if we 
give these particular easements and then 
somebody comes in with another plan and 
wants some other easements, we may be 
giving easement over easement. 
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The Chair: 

This is an easement to them in the 
event that they are able to progress. 

Michelle Madoff: 

And it would revert back if they 
don't progress? 

The Chair: 

Yes. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Okay, then I have no problem. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Mr. President and Mrs. Madoff, one 
other comment I think is relevant. I 
think Mrs. Madoff's concern is well 
taken. Tm not sure that it's completely 
clear legally what would happen to these 
easements if they're granted and the 
Grant Liberty Development Group can't 
move forward with the project. They 
would still have the easements. I think 
your point is well taken. 

Michelle Madoff: 

That's why I want an opinion. We 
need our own counsel. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Today at the Public Auditorium 
Authority Board Meeting, a 
representative of Grant Liberty was 
present and the question was asked as he 
was explaining the issue of physically 
connecting the hotel to the Convention 
Center, whether or not any agreement 
had been signed. His answer was an 
imequi vocal no. So, everything is 
conditioned upon a signed agreement 
which must be signed by 12:00 midnight, 
November 2, 1984. What we are doing 


essentially here is showing good faith 
that we want to continue with this 
project but I think it’s going to be rather 
clear when we vote on the bill in my 
committee that November 2nd is the last 
day. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Clarification. Mr. Stone, where on 
this bill does it say that if the present 
developers do not proceed that this is 
conditional?

I’m concerned that somebody else 
coming in may just take these easements 
and variance for granted and ask for 
others on top of this.

The Chair: 

The Chair doesn't have the concern 
you have because it's conditional on the 
overall approval of the whole agreement. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Okay, Til accept that.

Michelle Madoff: 

On Bill 1405 which is the bill for 
the Clean City Committee, I parked my 
car this morning because I expect to be 
out before dark and I don't have to spend 
$9.00 in a parking lot, and found that on 
the way to this esteemed edifice the 
County Office Building outside is a 
pigsty. To call it a pigsty is to be 
gracious. It is a sloppen and very 
frequently the front of this building is. 

I would like to see before we 
allocate dollars of this magnitude over 
and over again, and I think the grand 
total that we're giving to the Clean City 
Committee is a great deal more than this 
$200,000 over the year, that there's 
something put in from the 
Administration. There's an old proverb 
that when a fish stinks it stinks from the 
head; you've heard me say that before. 
Why don't we have the Administration 
providing someone to clean at least our 
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own buildings and set an example for the 
rest of the City. I cannot believe it. I'd 
like some photographs of what’s going on 
out there; it is unbelievable. I would like 
to see some kind of a commitment next 
year at budget time that provides for 
keeping our own house clean before we 
go out and keep everybody else's house 
clean. That's a comment on the bill.

On Bill 1513, I would like to ask my 
esteemed colleague, Mr. Givens, if he 
has studied that bill and can tell me 
whether fiscally his outside sources of 
resource people and fiscal people have 
gone over that bill and is this the right 
way to allocate the dollars? That's the 
swapping around of money on our Capital 
Budget. Did you consult your fiscal 
people? 

Mr. Givens: 

Ask the Chairman of the 
Committee; he's the one — 


Mighelle Madoff: 

P asked you. The reason I'm asking 
you, Mr. Givens, is again it proves my 
point that this Council needs a fiscal 
analyst and a fiscal advisor and to go to 
our friends and resource people that we 
can find who may be very knowledgeable 
but may have an allegiance to the 
Administration and be reticent to share 
information with us. 

Tm not going to vote on that bill 
because I don't know anything about it 
and I don't have the fiscal resource 
people to tell me this is the right way to 
spend our money. Do you? Did you 
discuss it with anybody? Are you going 
to vote without knowing? You just 
proved my point. 

Okay, HI vote aye on Bill 1513 
because the money is going to, I believe, 
Warrington Avenue which is certainly 
long overdue but again it points out the 
need for a fiscal analyst because City 
Council in its Capital Budget has $1.6 
million and maybe we could take the 
Warrington money out of the $1.6 million 
of City Council. But if we don't have a 
fiscal analyst, how do we know where the 
money should really be coming from and 
I think in the future we're just going to 
have to persist and get some help for this 
Council and not rely on Mr. Givens' 
friends.

Mr. Robinson: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, as you may be aware, the City 
has been involved in an effort to try to 


provide housing for the homeless. Bill 
1522 as I understand it addresses a 
portion of that concern. I have a larger 
concern that this $35,000 is obviously not 
enough money to seriously begin to 
address the homeless in our City. While 
I'm sure the Salvation Army is going to 
use this money in a very efficient and 
effective fashion, I think it would be 
helpful to Council to find out from the 
City’s Task Force on the homeless what 
exactly they are doing because they have 
requested from this Council some 
$200,000. They made a request last year 
that we consider them for $200,000; they 
made a request when we were 
considering our Community Development 
Block Grant Allocations and I think that 
task force could give us some very 
important information and hopefully the 
President of Council will make 
arrangements for us to be briefed by that 
Task Force. 

The second thing is that the 
relocation situation in the City of 
Pittsburgh is still unresolved; that is, we 
are still attempting to resolve issues 
around the establishment of a central 
relocation agency and advisory 
committee and also the input of other 
groups and organizations that want to 
deal with this issue. The issue of the 
homeless and those who are being 
relocated is related, directly related, and 
we need to perhaps bring together again 
those people at the URA and those 
people on the Relocation Advisory 
Committee who have been working 
cooperatively so that we might find put 
from them what they're doing relative to 
relocation. We did provide to the URA 
$450,000 for relbcation efforts. That 
money was provided with the 
understanding that there would be a 
Relocation Advisory Committee 
appointed and an identifiable process for 
persons who need to be relocated. Those 
two things have not been done to date. 
There has not been established a 
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Relocation Advisory Committee and the 
identifiable process is not there. So, 
people who are homeless for whatever 
reason who might need services from a 
relocation agency are literally falling 
through the cracks. It would be 
appropriate to have that kind of meeting 
also just as quickly as possible. Thank 
you. 

Mr. Woods; 

On Bill 1522, there wasn't much 
discussion at the Committee Meeting on 
Wednesday because of the Warner 
transfer and so forth; we kind of just 
brushed through this bill. 

This is not in any way to interfere 
with relocation; in fact, this $35,000 will 
be matched by private funds. The 
purpose of this is, the Salvation Army 
right down here on the Boulevard of the 
Allies has a number of apartments 

where, if a family is burned out or 
evicted or some reason like that who 
loses their home immediately, that 
family can stay as a whole and go to the 
Salvation Army for one of these 
apartments where a husband, a wife and 
their children be housed temporarily 
until Relocation cam find them a place to 
live. 

I spoke with the people from 
Relocation and they are having their 
problems but when I explained the bill to 
her she was very enthusiastic about the 
bill. Therefore, I think it is a good bill. 
Winter is coming on and we all know 
what happens with gas and light and so 
forth being shut off or when people try 
to overheat a home and there is a fire 
and they're left stranded. This way they 
don't live in dormitory style living; the 
father and the male children do not go to 
the YMCA and the mother and the 
female children do not go to the 
Salvation Army or some other group. 
They stay as a family until they find 


another place to live. That's why I urge 
my colleagues to please pass this bill. 

Mr. Robinson: 

I think perhaps Mr. Woods is 
mistaken about the definition of 
relocation. Exactly the situation you 
described is a relocation effort. My 
point is that while I don't doubt that the 
Salvation Army is going to relocate 
homeless people, our Central Relocation 
Agency is supposed to do exactly that. 
We're taking $35,000 that might be 
needed by them for another effort 
without having resolved the issues of the 
Relocation Agency. The Relocation 
Agency is supposed to do exactly what 
the Salvation Army will do in terms of 
selecting people and finding the a 
facility. Fortunately, the Salvation 
Army has the facility and certainly we 
need to support that effort but we don't 
need to support that effort to the 
exclusion of a process that this Council 
sanctioned and that was for Central 
Relocation Agency to be established, for 
an advisory committee to be created and 
for an identifiable process. I'm simply 
saying, in passing this bill let's at least 
bring together again the Relocation 
Advisory Committee's people with the 
URA to find out where we are before 
another worthy group comes in and wants 
$35,000 more, that's all. 

Mr. Woods; 

Bill, HI be at any meeting with you 
with the Relocation Agency, the 
Advisory Board; you know I have in the 
past. I got behind you and we started 
pushing together. But this, they don't 
relocate with these apartments; they're 
just providing a service, immediate 
service, and then hopefully the 
Relocation Agency can find them 
permanent quarters. This is just a short 
term facility to help these people out. 
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The Chain 

I'm aware that what Mr. Woods has 
indicated, that they'll provide this 
service on their Boulevard of the Allies 
facility. I am, however, aware that in 
years past, that when granted certain 
conditions, in their efforts to do good 
they extended the limits of what they 
were permitted to do by ordinance. I'm 
almost tempted to put a condition here 
that that's where it is. Til waive at this 
moment amendment of the bill with the 
understanding that a letter from this 
Council that the Salvation Army realizes 
that they, like other agencies in the City 
of Pittsburgh, are given no better rights 
than anyone else to go beyond the bounds 
of their conditional use. I agree with the 
bill and I vote for it but I just want to 
make sure that they're not going to the 
North Side, Bloomfield, East End or the 
South Side, where they have some other 
facilities and enlarge that capacity 
beyond what that conditional use is 
without permission from the City of 
Pittsburgh. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I think Mr. Robinson raises a very 
cogent point. I don't think there's 
anybody in this room that would not want 
to help people who are in a fire or have 
to vacate their houses and families stay 
together anymore than we would not 
want to help people come in because 
their children or a member of their 
family is in the hospital and they can't 
afford to stay at a hotel and we 
supported a bill that Mr. Givens brought 
before this Council. But I find it ironic 
that we support selected bills and 
selected dollars of the taxpayers as we 
go through the year; it's sort of like 
somebody's pet bill. I could give you a 
lot of pet bills that my office is very 
supportive of and we'd like to see monies 
and I think we have even received some 
monies for, battered women, children of 


battered homes. I think this hodgepodge 
of the way we allocate funds is not the 
right way to do it. I think we have to 
look at the monies that come in each 
year from tax dollars and decide where 
the monies are going to go. That leads 
me to my question; where did you find 
the money, Mr. Woods? 

Mr. Woods: 

I believe the project numbers are 
listed but it's prior monies that were not 
used out of CD funds in the last few 
years. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. Woods, would you not agree 
that those monies could have been used 
for unemployed youth, battered children 
and many other meaningful, important 
public services, human rights services in 
this community? 

The point that I'm making is that it 
should not be our little pet charity. I 
think this is a very worthy one and I 
would support it with my own dollars. I'd 
be willing to make my own personal 
financial contribution and I think a lot of 
people would be willing to do that to 
come up with the $35,000. But I just 
wonder how we arrived at this process. 
It's the process that I'm questioning and I 
think in a sense that was what Mr. 
Robinson was doing. Am I correct, Mr. 
Robinson? 

Mr. Robinson: 

You're correct. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Why should we not be looking after 
the $35,000 providing just a place to 
sleep and a hot meal in the churches and 
houses of worship all over the City? 
Maybe we could service a lot more 
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people and maybe the $35,000 could be 
achieved through private contributions or 
a tag day in the street. We’re being 
moved emotionally, we're being moved as 
human beings who care about somebody 
else, but we could take every issue like 
that. How do we set up a procedure that 
is more organized and more structured? 

The Chair: 


The Chain

On 1522, the fact that last year 
when we were in our deliberations on this 
year's budget and those agencies that 

came before this Council that I pleaded, 
along with some other Councilmen, 
anyone that drives on the Downtown 
streets you can see it more and more; 
they call them street people. However, 
it's even boiling over into our 
communities where people have become 
homeless and there's no one to take them 
in. I had forecasted then that we did not 
have enough appropriations in our budget 
at that particular time to take care of 
what I felt the groundswell was going to 
be of this type of situation. Hopefully 
our churches and synagogues can open up 
their doors and get back into helping 
people where government does not have 
the resources. 

I strongly support any money going 
into this particular fund. The help has 
been said to keep a family together. The 
worst thing you can do in a crisis is to 
take a family and pull them apart; that 
causes more crises in the family itself 
and within the children. I think that's 
money well spent.

On Bill 1549, that is the Liberty 
Center Hotel/Office Complex, Mr. 
Robinson, we're going back to November 
2nd. Is that correct? Is that the date? 
They have until November 2nd. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Yes. 
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Michelle Madoff: 

We don’t have to pursue that any 
further. 

Mr. Givens: 

On Bill 1549, and I would like to 
have the attention of my colleagues. 
Sitting on the Urban Redevelopment 
Authority Board for some four years, I’ve 
been along with other Board members 
and executive member of the Urban 
Redevelopment Authority, Paul Brophy, 
have been doing everything within our 
power to expedite, to probe the Liberty 
Center Hotel, Grant Liberty, and some 
of their funding sources. 

One can look at today’s financial 
institutions and try to read them and find 
out when the interest rates are going to 
be dropping but since this particular 
conglamorate has moved forward, the 
interest rates have been extremely 
high. They started out at around 18 or 
19 percent and as we know, they might 
be dragging their heels but they might be 
dragging them for a purpose, and that is 
to get a better interest rate if they 
can. The interest rates again just 
dropped down this week. I caution 
Council that if we use November 2nd as 
a cutoff date which this Council can do, 
that puts it back in our lap. It takes it 
out of the control of the Urban 
Redevelopment Authority and we have to 
start all over again. We're looking at 
three years, ladies and gentlemen, and 
who are we going to get and who did we 
get to first come up on this? I ask that 
this be held in Committee, put back into 
Committee and held until that November 
2nd when it comes up. Then, if Grant 
Liberty or the Liberty Development 
Corporation does not have any forward 
motion in they’re financing mechanisms 
that they're working on today, if they 
can't come up with something very 
positive then I say we have to take a 


hard look at this because I can tell you 
and assure you that the Urban 
Redevelopment Authority is taking a 
hard look at it and has taken hard looks. 

Let me tell you a little bit more 
into the development of this area. Just 
across the street at the Convention 
Center we have a bus depot there that 
one must look at. Across from that we 
have the Pennsylvania Railway Station. 
We have given certain companies leeway 
and'waivers on that particular building to 
do what they’re going to do. If Fm going 
to put almost a $103 million hotel there, 
Fd like to know who my neighors Eire 
going to be and what kind of neighbors 
they're going to be. I think one has been 
waiting for the other. I said if I were to 
put that hotel site in there Fd want to 
know what they're going to do with the 
Pennsylvania terminal and that has not 
been conclusively said. It's been said in 
the newspapers that it might be a real 
swank hotel on some of the levels and 
shopping and retail on the lower levels. 
To think that that is the hub of our 
transportation system in the City of 
Pittsburgh and the east quarter and the 
south quarter will be meeting there at 
the Penn Central Railway. All these are 
in combination and I plead with Council 
and I make a motion to put this bill back 
in Committee until the November date 
comes up. Then at that time, predicated 
upon what the developers will tell us and 
what the URA Executive Director, Paul 
Brophy, will tell us, try to leave the 
Authority handle this rather than trying 
to handle it ourselves. If we make a 
quick, rash decision here today to put 
this November 2nd date then we start 
giving them another 30 more days or 
another 15 more days then we're getting 
into the bailiwick of the people I think 
that should be doing it and that's the 
Urban Redevelopment Authority. That is 
our contracting arm from this Council 
and as a member sitting on that 
particular Board I have left the Board do 
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that. Let the Board make the hard 
decision and if that doesn't come about 
very shortly I agree with Bill that 
something has to be done. But don’t set 
a hard date and I ask this and I put that 
in the form of a motion, Mr. President, 
that we hold this in Committee until 
November 2nd and see what happens. If 
need be we can pull it off the table the 
same date if we want to but I ask that 
we not vote on this today. 

Mr. Wagner seconded the motion. 

Mr. O’Malley: 

Clarification of the motion, please. 
The Chair: 

The motion is to'recommit this bill. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, last Wednesday for those 
Council members who were present there 
was an extensive discussion on Council 
Bill 1549 which specifically deals with 
the issue of the Liberty Center 
Hotel/Office Complex. As Chairman of 
Planning, Housing and Development, like 
Mr. Givens I have followed this project 
from the very beginning until today. It's 
rather obvious that the project has had a 
number of difficulties. Council, the 
Administration and the UR A have been 
very diligent and the developers have 
been very appreciative of everything 
we've attempted to do to allow them to 
build this project. 

I am in support of this project 
being built just as quickly as possible. I 
am in support of anyone building it who 
has the financial capability, the interest, 
and the sanction of the City. 

Specifically in reference to Mr. 
Givens' concern about November 2nd. 


The developers, the Grant Liberty 
Development Group, are already in 
technical default of their contractual 
obligation. Their contract provides for 
30 days for them to correct that default 
situation. They were in default at 12:01 
a.m. October 3, 1984. They have until 
12:00 midnight, November 2, 1984 to 
correct that situation. They have my 
prayers and I offer my assistance that 
they make that date, if for no other 
reason, I would like to see the hotel and 
office complex built. These present 
developers can do it; I'd be more than 
happy to assist them. Tm on the record a 
year ago indicating that I did not think 
this development group had the capacity 
to build a hotel and office complex. I 
still stand by that. I don't think they 
have the capacity to do it. I would like 
to see them do it. 

More than a year ago, this Council 
gave to the same development group and 
the URA a time frame. We gave them 
an extension of six months to conclude 
all their financial arrangements. The 
necessary people came before this 
Council and said that they would have it 
together by December 31, 1983. 

Councilman Robinson wanted them to 
have three months; Councilman 
DePasquale said give them six months 
and this Council said give them six 
months. So, instead of them being 
obligated to conclude all their 
arrangements on September 30, 1983, it 
was December 30, 1983. Mr. Jack Robin 
who is Chairman of the URA Board was 
here and he gave us his commitment on 
behalf of URA; Mr. Albert Ratner was 
here, the President of Ford City 
Development Corporation, on behalf of 
the developers and gave us his 
commitment. And here we are, October 
22, 1984, without the hotel, without any 
signed agreements, only with the desire 
of all parties to see this project 
concluded. I think there's a point at 
which we must say, "enough". This 
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project was the product of a serious and 
substantive competition between 25 
different development groups. A special 
blue ribbon panel was set up by UR A to 
select the developer most qualified to 
build this hotel and office complex. The 
Grant Liberty Development Group won 
that competition. We have given them 
more than enough time with generous 
incentives. The hotel is at least three 
years behind in construction. November 
2nd is the legal date that this 
development group is obligated to and it 
is the only date that URA can look to for 
their authorization to continue with this 
project. It's not a question of taking 
away from URA any authority or any 
authorization to do anything; legally the 
can't go beyond November 2, 1984 with 
this project. It was this Council that 
originally authorized the URA to develop 
the land in question. That land also 
contains the Penn Central Hotel site; I 
believe it's Redevelopment Area No. 
46. It was this Council that authorized 
the application for the UDAG funds 
which are going to leverage this 
project. This Council has always had and 
still has the legal authority and 

obligation for the development of 

Redevelopment Area 46. Council Bill 
1549 simply says to the URA, "If these 
developers that you have contracted 

with, and you have yet to sign an 
agreement with, who have yet to get 
their financing, who have yet to get a 
letter of credit, can't build this hotel and 
office complex, then let's get somebody 
else." I think we're well within our rights 
to do it and I think if we do not do it 
we're going to send a very negative 
signal to other developers who are 

holding property, who are waiting. 

One last comment. There is at 
least one developer in that 
Redevelopment Area 46 who is waiting 
to see if this hotel and office complex is 
going to move. His option is up today on 
the 22nd and he's paying a hefty penalty 


each time he has to try to ask for an 
extension. Why should we continue to 
put pressure on that developer to the 
tune of $180,000 and not by the same 
token put pressure on these developers 
who are not required to pay us? 

Mr. Woods made comment that last 
year we asked this developer to provide 
us with $50,000 every month up until the 
time that they signed their agreement. 
We were informed last Wednesday by the 
URA that that time limit only was for 
six months and that they had met that 
obligation. So now we're giving them 
more time without any penalties. I think 
enough is enough and I encourage 
everybody not to send this bill back to 
Committee but to vote on it now and to 
vote it up. 

Mr. Woods: 

Mr. President, last Wednesday at 
the discussions in the Committee 
Meeting I made a statement to Mr. 
Brophy that I believed that we gave this 
developer two or three extensions. Mr. 
Brophy corrected me. He said that it 
was four. I asked him some very hard 
questions about letter of credit; do they 
have their legal work done? He said he 
couldn't answer them and that he would 
get back to me. I haven't heard from Mr. 
Brophy since then and I called him 
Thursday and Friday and he hasn't 
returned a call yet. 

The Chair: 

It's my understanding he's out of 

town. 

Mr. Woods: 

It doesn't matter. I was supposed 
to have that information. This Council 
was supposed to have that inform atidn, 
whether they had their legal work, 
whether they had a letter of credit. 




Evidently they don't. If they hadn't 
completed this project, or started on it, 
with four extensions, what is 30 days 
going to do for them? They sat here last 
June I believe it was, at a Committee 
Meeting — in fact, it was a post agenda 
— with representatives for the 
developers guaranteeing this Council 
that ground would be broken September 
29th or October 1st. I spoke to Mr. 
Brophy, I believe it was September 21st 
or 22nd of last month. He said, "Ben, 
ground will be broken on the 29th." 
Today is the 22nd of October. I think 
enough is enough and I support my 
colleague and I hope all Council comes 
up, perhaps it will be 9-0 instead of 8-1. 
We have to move on because it will never 
be built. We can break ground by going 
with other developers now the next 
building season if we get another 
developer in here. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, in regard to this bill I think 
Councilman Givens' motion is very 
logical and that's the reason why I 
seconded it. I also expressed my opinion 
last Wednesday at the Committee 
Meeting in regard to the original bill that 
indicated an extension to November 30, 
1984. I indicated at that time some of 
the reasons why I supported that and Td 
like to clarify again some of the points I 
made last week and maybe shed a little 
additional light to this very important 
project. 

This project began far before me 
being here on Council. As has been 
indicated, there has been four 
extensions; it goes back three, four, five 
years. The problems that exist in this 
particular project are far greater than I 
think anyone in this room realizes and 
they are related to an overall 
development plan in the City of 
Pittsburgh in this particular area. I 


personally do not think that that problem 
can be solved unless all the important 
members of this City sit down in the 
same room with this developer and the 
people wishing to finance this project 
and find out what those problems are. 
Not only do we have a problem here with 
Liberty Center but we have a problem 
right across the street with Penn Central 
Station. We keep providing extensions to 
that potential developer. There is an 
overriding development problem in the 
area around the Convention area. What 
needs to be done and has not been done is 
for the Conventioner Bureau, the Visitors 
Bureau, the Chamber of Commerce, the 
Golden Triangle Association, the 
Planning Department, the Urban 
Redevelopment Authority, the Mayor, 
members of Council, anyone and 
everyone interested in development of 
that particular area, to sit down in a 
room with this potential developer, the 
Penn Central potential developer and 
anyone else in that immediate area and 
let's talk about why it's not happening. A 
meeting of that type has never happened 
as far as I know and if it has, it's never 
been brought to my attention; I have 
never read it in the media and I don't 
think any member of this Council has 
ever brought it to my attention. 

There is an overriding problem in 
regard to this project. I suggest that we 
as a body of Council suggest a meeting 
of that type take place with all of those 
people, we all sit down in the same room 
if it's 10, 20, 30 or 40 of us and talk 
about what the problem is that has never 
come to the surface. That's an overall 
coordination of development in that 
particular area. I think a meeting of 
that type warrants a 28 day extension to 
this project and I personally think if the 
project goes, fine; if it doesn't go, you 
know where we're sitting. Right now it 
almost is a flip of a coin as far as I can 
determine. Whether or not this project 
we are going to break ground on, whether 
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or not they are going to meet the 
November 2nd deadline, it's a flip of a 
coin. The project is too darn important 
to this City. And if they don't meet that 
deadline, how far behind will that throw 
us with another developer? It warrants 
28 days but not just 28 days; it warrants 
a meeting, a required meeting of all 
interested parties in the same room, 
especially all members of this Council, 
with that extension. 

That’s what Tm suggesting and 
that's the reason why I seconded Mr. 
Givens' motion. 

Mr. Woods: 

One more comment. There was 
such a meeting, Jack, in June, maybe not 
all the players you were suggesting but 
members of Council, people from 
Metropolitan Life and the 
representatives from the developers and 
the URA. Everyone keeps using Mr. 
Robinson's name because it's his 
committee but he might have brought 
the issue up a year ago. This is Council; 
our credibility is on the line here, all 
nine members of this Council because 
four extensions and it's just a joke 
anymore. We can go to Council, we can 
talk to the right people and we can get 
another extension. That's over with, 
believe me. To all my colleagues, I urge 
you not to send this back to 
Committee. Vote in favor of this bill 
now, today, so we can finally move on 
with u'.her business. If they can’t do it 
by this date, they've had well over three 
years, four extensions, then we can get 
another developer and have it done. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. Woods, I concur with 
everything you said; you're right on 
target. I think the media and the 
editorials are looking at us like we're a 
bunch of baffoons, that indeed we have 


not lived up to our obligation. The buck 
stops here, we have to vote. You're right 
and I think the 2nd is the date. 

I would like my comments of 
October 17th when Mr. Wagner raised 
the issue of credibility and where do we 
go and what’s happening. 

(BEGINNING - MICHELLE MAD OFF’S 
REMARKS ON BILL NO. 1549 - 

WEDNESDAY, 10/17/84) 

Michelle Madoff: 

I don't know how many members of 
this Council happened to see the 
Pittsburgh Magazine for this month. 
There is an article in it called "The 
Dream Merchants". I was so distressed 
when I read the article that at 10:30 at 
night I called Jack Robin at home. I 
said, "Jack, did you really say these 
things?". I have a meeting set up with 
him for lunch as soon as we can both 
clear our calendars. I think it is a week 
from Wednesday. 

What Mr. Wagner has said is 
exactly what is in the article. It in 
essence says that all this city with a 
smile and all this construction going on is 
very deceiving, that there is no 
leadership in this community, that the 
Allegheny Conference, the Chamber, the 
Golden Triangle, the Southwest Regional 
Planning, Jay Aldrich, that nobody has 
taken leadership on a state level to pull 
it altogether. 

I might remind this Council that it 
took 2-1/2 years to do a study which 
should have taken* 6 months for the North 
Shore. While the Buncher Corporation 
agrees that they were not considered in 
that study and should not have been 
considered because at that time putting 
a Baltimore type of development in the 
Strip District was not viable because 
they did not have the busway and they 
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still had rail lines, they didn't own the 
property at the time the study was 
initiated. But a study should not take 2- 
1/2 years; a study should take no more 
than 6 months. 

I understand there is another study 
underway to review the possibility of the 
Strip District being the area of 
development as opposed to the North 
Shore. My understanding is that if we 
were with the Strip District 
Development, which it ties into the 
Convention Center because it is on this 
side of the river and the hotel, we could 
have jobs, jobs, jobs immediately, as 
opposed to 5 years down the road if we 
go with the North Shore Development. 

Furthermore, I stated yesterday 
that I have a developer who I have shared 
the information with Mr. Brophy, and he 
has already sent him the material. Is 
that correct, Mr. Brophy? 

Director Brophy: 

Correct. 

Michelle Madoff: 

And he is out of the Washington 
area, design, developer, the complete 
package. I’ve seen some of the work 
they've done; it is phenomenal. They 
work with unions, and when it is a 
problem of price they bring it in 
innovatively and well. 

You can't ask anyone to come up 
with a plan, Mr. Wagner, or even spend 
the money for an RFP, unless there is 
really an opportunity to compete. If you 
continue past the November 2nd date, 
nobody is going to touch it until after 
November 30th. Is that correct, Mr. 
Woods? You deal with business people 
all the time. Why would they put 
together a package knowing that the 
existing developer may still grab it out 


of the fire. So, we are discouraging any 
other developer, or the ones that I know, 
in any event. 

I would ask Mr. Perry to please get 
hold of a copy of the Pittsburgh 
Magazine, since Mr. Robin has stated 
that he is accurately quoted in the 
article. I think that Mr. Wagner's 
suggestion is dynamite, and it ought to 
be done at a meeting of this Council by 
inviting the Conference, the Golden 
Triangle, the people who appeared in the 
article of August 24th, and I don’t recall 
if it weis the Press or the Post-Gazette — 
I.have that article in my office. People 
like Froggy and other business people are 
saying how their business is completely 
off in the Downtown Eirea. It might be 
appropriate to invite the people from 
Mount Wsmhington who are business 
people, who will tell you, who Eu*e trying 
to sell their properties up there, that 
until that road opens there is nothing 
going to happen in development up there. 

You talk about tourism. If you 
think the first, number one priority 
tourist item is not the overlooks on 
Mount Washington, you're wrong. With 
this Indian Summer weather people are 
getting up there despite the fact that 
they can't get up there. It used to be you 
couldn't walk on the street; it isn't like 
that now. There are a handful of people 
going up there. It is the greatest tourist 
attrraction we have. It is as pretty as 
Rio DeJaneiro. It is phenomenal. We 
are not doing it because, with all due 
respect, where has the leadership been in 
this community. 

I don't know where the leadership is 
going to come from, but there is 
something very thick, very wrong, and I 
think Mr. Ws^ner has had the guts to put 
his finger on the pulse and to say we are 
pretending. It is like politics with smoke 
Emd mirrors. People get elected because 
they have high name identification. 
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What is happening in this community is 
that we are saying — look at all the 
construction going on. Well, let me tell 
you about that construction going on 
with something I just learned. As you 
know, J & L is moving to Cleveland. Do 
you know that J & L is committed to 
paying 10 years of rent for the space 
they vacated? They are now going to put 
it up for maybe $5.00 a square foot. Do 
you know what that's going to do to the 
property that we say is really not there, 
that we are doing better than we thought 
we were going to do? It is all smoke and 
mirrors. 

I support November 2nd. I support 
an immediate meeting, not just with the 
administrations running for office, both 
Mayor and Governor, but with every 
member of this Council, and I am not 
running for office now; and let us invite 
all the interested parties who are 
directly affected. Mike, would you get 
hold of the article, I have it in my office, 
the 24th; all the business people who 
have written to the Mayor and stated 
their concern from the Downtown 
business deteriorating, all the people 
that would have a direct or indirect 
concern with making this City more 
viable, and find out what is the reed 
problem. I think we might also discuss 
something like why we don't have enough 
police; you can't have a convention 
center if you don't protect people.

Michelle Madoff: 

With due respect, Mr. Wagner, 
since you have just been freshly elected 
to Council this past year, you're not 
aware of what some of us have gone 
through and have been exposed to over a 
long period of time, Mr. Stone a great 
deal longer than myself, in my case only 


six years. But I think what you're doing, 
sir, is mixing apples and oranges. 
Pittsburgh Magazine this month has an 
article called The Dream Merchants. I'm 
ashamed to say that I didn't make a 
contribution to WQED this year so I had 
to buy it on the newsstand but I'm going 
to correct that very quickly, but as I 
referred to the article last week and I 
think it's important to put in the record I 
think our office sent a copy of the 
article to every member of Council, I 
had asked Mike to buy a magazine for 
everybody but our office did make copies 
and I think every member of Council got 
it. 

I would like to read something from 
this article which relates to what Mr. 
Woods and Mr. Wagner are talking 
about. This is Mr. Robin quoted. I called 
Mr. Jack Robin at home at 10:30 at night 
because I was absolutely flabbergasted; I 
couldn't believe what I was reading. It 
comes back to what Robin observered. 
"It isn't that someone isn't doing his job; 
everyone is doing what they are supposed 
to be doing, it’s just that no one is 
responsible for overall regional 
development." 

Then there are comments that I 
could go on and on reading about how 
this whole area is in a terrible, terrible 
situation. I've been talking about it for 
four years with our $1 billion debt. I 
referred to the article of August 24th in 
my comments the other day and I would 
like to point out to Councilman Wagner 
that I supported him and I have a copy of 
the transcript of that statement because 
the media pointed out that a number of 
us had left the meeting. I think at that 
point the reporter had left to do his story 
and did not know that we had asked for a 
meeting of all the parties that you are 
asking for today. I am asking for a 
meeting and Mike Perry is setting it up, 
is that correct, Mike? Once the 
President sets the date of the Mayor and 
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Governor's Office with every member of 
Council, with the Golden Triangle, the 
Conference, the Chamber of Commerce, 
Penn Southwest, because this article says 
that everybody is sort of plugged in like 
telephone operators but nobody is in 
charge. It's like an animal without a 
head; every arm is flinging in different 
directions and nothing is happening in 
this community and we're in big 
trouble. I think that’s separate and apart 
from this particular issue of November 
Znd. We've got to vote on that as a 
separate entity and get on with all the 
other things that need to be developed in 
this community. 

I have a copy of a letter from Mr. 
Brophy that he sent to a developer in 
Washington, D.C., at my request, 
pointing out that this project may be 
available for them to bid on but if it is 
not there are other projects for them to 
bid on or to be involved in in this 
community. Maybe we need to include 
at that meeting some developers to see 
what we can do to salvage — 

The Chair: 

Let me get back to whether or not 
we're going to recommit this bill. 

Michelle Madoff: 

fm just pointing out, Mr. Stone, 
that Mr. Woods is on target and Mr. 
Wagner is really in essence talking about 
apples and oranges. His points are well 
taken and I think this kind of article not 
to be discussed in Council is something 
that we should be discussing in a post 
agenda or something. 

The Chair: 

The question the Chair has before 
it is whether or not the bill should be 
recommitted.

Mr. Givens: 

I vote aye on the recommittal and 
for this reason. The Urban 

Redevelopment Authority has been 
invested by this Council and the plan 
that we have for the development of that 
whole area and that area has not 
developed. To give you an idea, for 
example, the Convention Center cost the 
City of Pittsburgh and its taxpayers $25 
million. The Penn Central Station sold 
just recently, several years back, for 
$2.6 million. Where the existing 
Greyhound facility is located there was 
supposed to be some office complexes 
going in there. If you walk down Liberty 
Avenue I say to anybody in this Council 
and if you were a financier from another 
community and walked down there, 
would you want to put there the hotel 
site? Remember, fellow 

Councilmembers, there hasn't been a new 
hotel built in the City of Pittsburgh for 
34 years. You better ask yourself the 
question why. Before that hole was even 
in the ground, we're going across the 
river to the old ballpark, the Stadium, 
and just had a grandiose plan that was 
submitted to us which was very good and 
I'd like to see it developed. 

Here you are, a developer, trying 
to put a hotel site in with all these minus 
factors upon you. If you think you'll just 
leave these people go who have been 
working then I would assume you 
mentioned that one is assessed $180,000 
a year, I can guarantee you if they added 
up all the time, legal fees, and financial 
fees, etc., they're into the millions of 
dollars that they have put into this 
development as of this date and if we on 
this Council, and as the bill indicated, 
they list everyone, the Mayor’s Office, 
the URA, the Planning Commission, you 
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name it, and I think Jack Wagner hit the 
nail on the head when he said why can't 
we get together and sit down with these 
people along with the developers and put 
some restrictions and restraint. We put 
a convention center in there that I had to 
vote for when I first came on Council 
that I wanted to vote no for because 
there's railroad tracks separating it from 
the rest of its development, at which 
time under the previous Administration 
the City had the right to purchase that 
for zero or one dollar consideration. 
They have a wall separating the 
Convention Center from the rest of the 
Lawrenceville strip. That has to be 
developed. This hotel site was to 
complement that. Eventually I hope we 
could get rid of that railroad that comes 
right through Downtown Pittsburgh; it’s a 
disaster if anything rolls off of it 
because of the rickety old bridge that 
should have been torn down a long time 
ago. But that's beside the point. 

I mentioned the cost of some other 
surrounding buildings and when you look 
then at a corporation that's going to 
come in and put over $100 million and 
some and the first time a new hotel is 
going to be built in 34 years, the Hilton 
was the last hotel and we only have the 
William Penn; the other old one was torn 
down and it was a beautiful hotel, on the 
same exact site as this one is going to go 
on. 


all. I want this hotel and convention site 
to come in. If it does come in and even 
if it takes another month or two months, 
you’ll see how quickly another developer 
is going to move in there until the 
actions that I have spoken of, the actions 
that Mr. Wagner has spoken of, will come 
into some type of development in this 
area. We must get commitments from 
other developers down there before I 
think this thing can go forward. I said 
that four years ago and I said it before 
the URA Board. 

I'll say no more because if I do I 
might get into a little bit of trouble but 
God bless these people from the Grant 
Liberty. They have searched high and 
low for their money and it’s pretty hard 
to come by and I think they have a lot of 
minuses working for them and the least 
we could do is give them one plus factor 
and at least change it to November 1, 
that's All Saints' Day and November 2 is 
All Souls Day. 

The Chair: 

Is there any further discussion on 
the motion? 

And on the question, "Shall the 
motion pass finally?"

Mr. President and Members of 
Council, last Wednesday I asked that the 
names that were just read not be 
presented to Council until I had an 
opportunity to attempt to conclude some 
discussions and negotiations with the 
Administration. 

I still respectfully request the 
names that have been read not be 
considered by Council until I eft tempt to 
conclude those negotiations. I would 
hope that the President of Council would 
exercise his prerogative not to have 
those names considered today. 

The Chairr 

I don't know that the President can 
do it, but — 
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Michelle Madoff: 

Is that a motion, Mr. Robinson? Til 
second it. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Well, I made a motion on 
Wednesday, and it was my understanding 
that that motion passed and that these 
names would not be considered today. 

The Chair: 

No, if I recall what happened on 
Wednesday, I thought that the thing 
would come up now and your motion 
would then be entertained. We did not 
resolve anything on Wednesday. The 
question, however, is the matters of the 
appointees. Mr. Robinson, I assume, is 
making a motion and I now have a second 
from Michelle. Is that correct? 

Mr. Robinson: 

Correct. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Second. 

The Chair: 

The motion, as I understand it, is to 
hold these appointments at this time. I 
have a motion and a second. Any 
discussion? 

Michelle Madoff: 

Yes. I think it would be awkward 
for me to vote for people who I have a 
great deal of respect for the three 
people on the Mayor's staff as Directors 
when I've asked them to please remove 
their own names because of the conflicts 
of interests that might be inherent. I 
think Mr. Robinson is asking just for 
some time to meet with the 


Administration to work these problems 
out. I think he's been trying for years 
and he's not had a wedge in which to 
negotiate. If we take this away from 
him what we've done is under-cut him 
completely and he's has nothing with 
which to negotiate. I think we should at 
least give — Mr. Robinson, would you say 
two weeks? 

Mr. Robinson: 

Well, I had anticipated that there 
would be some response from the 
Administration prior to these names 
being moved forward. Inasmuch as all of 
the people who were at least public 
sector people who were being appointed, 
it appeared that none of them were going 
to voluntarily withdraw their names, and 
I have not received any information that 
the Administration would withdraw their 
names. I can only assume that the 
Administration has contacted the 
appropriate people on this Council and 
asked that all these people be supported. 

Michelle Madoff: 

May I respond, Mr. President? It 
would appear to me that if what you say 
is true, and I don't believe anybody's been 
contacted, I know I have not been, I don't 
know that the President of Council has 
been, then it would appear the Mayor is 
planning to proceed and that you don't 
have the Administation willing to support 
your position. Then I think it's in order if 
we put it to a vote with this Council. Do 
we wish to have a body that has some 
kind of vested interest or to vote those 
names down and replace them with other 
very qualified either minorities or 
women or people suitable to serve on 
that committee and names come from 
this body. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Mr. President, perhaps a way to 
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resolve this issue might be for Council to 
give to me at least one more week. I 
think that will give an opportunity to 
both the Administration and perhaps 
myself to find some way to work 
cooperatively on what is obviously a very 
important issue for Council and for the 
Mayor. 

I believe in one week's time some 
arrangement can be made on some 
acceptable names to serve on this 
committee in such a fashion that no one 
has to be compromised, no one’s 
credibility has to be questioned and also, 
we can put in place a committee that 
will do what it was originally intended to 
do and that well have the full support of 
the Administration and this Council. 

I think it is extremely important 
for us to handle this delicate issue in 
such a fashion that we can put the 
committee in place and not create any 
additional questions about those who are 
serving or what their purpose is. I 
recognize that there are many issues 
that the Administration is working on 
from day to day. I recognize that there 
are many political pressures, and X also 
recognize the many personalities 
involved. 

This Council has been very kind and 
gracious to support me in my attempts to 
work with the Administration, and I am 
willing to indicate that next Monday if 
an agreement can be reached, I will 
support it. If an agreement cannot be 
reached, then I think we should go with 
the names that have been submitted. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Are you changing your motion? 

Mr. O’Malley 

In light of Mr. Robinson's 
statement that even if an agreement 


can't be reached that he'd be willing to 
go with the names that were submitted, I 
don't think it's an unreasonable request, 
at least, in my opinion, to give a member 
of Council the opportunity to bridge a 
gap or a misunderstanding between 
members of this Council and the 
Administration. Especially since the 
Minority Business Enterprise Commission 
I think was created, it has been brought 
along this far under Mr. Robinson's 
guidance especially on this Council. I 
know it's a commission that's very close 
and is very important to Mr. Robinson, 
and I think it's also very important to the 
minority and to the women's community 
because it's going to give them an 
opportunity to participate in the 
economic mainstream of the City’s 
economy. I don't think asking for a 
week's extension is at all too much on 
the part of a member of Council. 

Mr. Woods: 

Mr. President, if I may, address Mr. 
Robinson. Bill, if I recall at the 
Committee meeting when you presented 
was what in your Committee Bill 1544, 
1546, and 1547, that was surrounding this 
same issue, if I'm correct. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Right. Correct. 

Mr. Woods: 

So, if we hold these names for a 
week, would we then recommit these 
three bills to be discussed again on 
Wednesday along with your discussions 
that you need to take place in the next 
week? If you could fill me in a little bit, 
because I wasn't here Wednesday as you 
know. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Okay. Two responses to that. One, 





the bills that you make reference to, 
1544, 1546, and 1547 are reflective of 
the continuing process of attempting to 
work with the Administration to 
strengthen the Minority Business 
Enterprise Review Committee and to 
also give a clear understanding to the 
general public and people who have to 
work with that committee exactly how 
it's constituted and what it should do. 

The second response is that I have 
no difficulty with having these bills 
continually discussed on one condition, 
and that is that the Mayor himself come 
to Council on Wednesday and discuss it. 
If the Mayor is willing to come and 
discuss these bills, then I have no 
problem with them going back to 
committee. 

The reason I say that is I think that 
it’s rather obvious to anyone who has 
been following the proceedings of this 
discussion around the Minority Business 
Enterprise Review Committee that there 
is not agreement, at least as far as the 
Mayor and I are concerned. We have 
been attempting with the aid of, as I 
mentioned before, Dave Matter to 
resolve these issues. To date we have 
not resolved them. For the program to 
work, it must have the Mayor's support. 
For it to work, it must have Council's 
support. 

The Mayor has three options in 
reference to these bills if they pass: to 
sign them, not to sign them, to veto 
them. At least two of those options are 
unacceptable to me, and I would prefer 
that if we're going to publicly discuss 
these bills any further and discuss where 
this City is going and where our Minority 
Business and Womens Business Enterprise 
is, that the Mayor avail himself to 
publicly come forward and discuss this 
with Council, so that whatever 
agreement we could reach, we reach it in 
public in Council session and with full 


respect for one another. Perhaps that is 
the only way to do this, and perhaps it 
will satisfy members of Council who 
might not fully appreciate the difficulty 
that both Administration and myself 
have had in trying to agree on how this 
committee should be structured and how 
it should function. 

Mr. Woods: 

I wasn't asking you to recommit, 
Bill; I just wanted to know if this was 
part of the discussions that — 

Mr. Robinson: 

Yes. 

The Chair: 

Any other discussion? If I 
understand the maker of the motion, he's 
saying that next week he would have no 
objections to whatever is done on it. 
He's asking for one week; that's his 
situation. 

Mr. Robinson: 

That's in reference to the names 
that have been read. 

The Chair: 

Yes. 

Mr. Robinson: 

It's just the present names. 

The Chair: 

That's what I'm talking about. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. President, I have one 
question. In reference to the names that 
have been read and suggested, does that 
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mean that these people must come back 
to Council? 

The Chain 

No. 

Mr. Robinson, so I can make a 
clearer status here, these names have 
been on the table for probably over a 
month now, and I think that the 
President can exercise some jurisdiction 
in occasionally shifting with the 
Councilmen, but I think that you can't do 
that perpetually.

Well, one is meaningless without 
the other. If you come back for the vote 
next week and you have not had the 
Mayor discuss the issue, then what is the 
purpose of the vote? 

Hie Chair: 

No, he's talking two different 
issues. 


Miehsiu Madoff: 

Well, I would like to show him that 
they’re not to separate issues. They are 
one and the same issue. 

The Chair: 

Well, as the Chair, let me tell you 
that there's one before us, and that's the 
appointees; and Mr. Robinson has 
indicated that whether he joins or doesn't 
join, next week this Council can act up 
or down on those particular appointees, 
that's all.

In checking with the Law 
Department we found that it is a 
violation of some code — I guess it's 
confidentiality — of the Bar Association, 
for an attorney to list his clients. I 
presume that the reason the Bloomfield- 
Garfield area was interested in this 
conflict of interests disclosure is that 
they feel the disclosure we give every 
year to the state, the Election Board and 
so on, is rather incomplete. 

Further, I must state for the record 
so that there is no confusion that I have 
publicly stated before this Council for 
some time, that as a small side business, 

I was interested in going into some 
consulting. 

I wish to inform this Council that I 
have sent a copy of the proposed 
contract to me to the U.S. Attorney's 
Office, the Election Board, private legal 
counsel, which I did some time ago. I 
spoke to the Mayor's Office about a 
month ago, the City's Legal Department, 
and to the Mayor himself. 

Now, what they're concerned about 
is that Mr. Stone is an attorney who has 
clients who might at some point be doing 
business with the City, that Mr. Givens is 
in the real estate business, who might be 
doing some business with the City. 

Councilman O'Malley at one point 
started a business, when he realized it 
was in conflict, dropped that endeavor. 
Mr. Woods, I understand, does some work 
in sheet metal work, as he's told me, to 
subsidize his income, and that there may 
be some conflicts of interests. 

So I took the liberty of contacting 
the Law Department, and may I read 
what they said. That initially Section 1- 
b of the Home Rule Charter, I presume 


the contract provides that you shall not 
be involved in it, you meaning members 
of Council, in any way will receive 
compensation with contracts with the 
City of Pittsburgh, but goes on to say, 
Section 308 of the Home Rule Charter 
provides — and the reason, I presume, 
they have this written in the Home Rule 
Charter, according to Mr. Pellegrini, is 
that they felt that there was no way 
humanly possible that any member of 
this Council would not in some way be 
involved with someone doing business 
with the City, whether it's a taut, or an 
assessment, or doing some private work. 

So the Home Rule Charter 
provides, under Section 308, members 
shall not (b) have a personal or private 
interest in any legislation proposed or 
pending before Council unless they, one, 
disclose the fact to Council and, two, 
refrain from voting or participating in 
the discussion of the matter. 

On an issue that came before this 
Council that I had been discussing on a 
company I abstained. I know that Mr. 
DePasquale in the years he was here, any 
member of his family or associations 
that did any contracting work with the 
City, he abstained. I think this gets back 
to the heart of the matter. 

HI ask you once more, Mr. Stone, 
please step down until this matter is 
resolved, because all of us are going to 
be watched under microscopes. 
Everybody's going to say if we sneeze or 
talk to anybody that does business with 
the City, that we're all in collusion. 

I think this matter needs to be 
cleared up. The indictment is very 
damning. I'm sure you've seen it 
yourself. You're listed as a partner. I 
would ask* that you please step down.

I spoke on it. I will need not speak 
again on it.

All of the moneys that we've 
spent with the exception of maybe six 
hours or seven hours — four hours of 
administrative and maybe an additional 
ten hours of training have been spent and 
counseling services for police officers. 
We even managed to get several police 
officers who are off for a considerable 
length of time back on the police 
department and they were off because of 
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psychological problems and they were 
attending other psychologists' services 
and we geared them towards our 
psychologist and he was able to treat 
them successfully. It is something that 
we feel is very necessary and is catching 
on with the police department and has 
been accepted by the officers and that 
the proof of that is the number of clients 
that the psychologist is seeing. 

Mr. Givens: 

You said some police officers in 
the department like this particular 
program. What is the position of the 
Fraternal Order of Police on this 
particular issue being that there's nobody 
here to represent them? 

.Superintendent Coll: 

I think the intent of this program 
was to have a minimal amount of money 
to see if it has been accepted by the 
officers and I think the Fraternal Order 
of Police, if they have the officers 
accepting it, we'll have to accept it. I 
think their original concerns were some 
valid concerns and I think the fact that 
we have used the psychologist for the 
year has eased their concerns. 

Mr. Givens: 

Is this a voluntary program on the 
part of the police officers? 

Superintendent Coll: 

We have both voluntarily — the 
majority of it is voluntary. I have 
ordered some officers there who have 
displayed some erratic conduct during 
police hours and one of the persons that 
we have managed to get back on the job 
was a person who displayed some kinds of 
erratic behavior while on the job and he 
has been treated successfully and is back 
on the job. We're talking about a person 


— I can't go into names but for instance, 
the guy gets out of his car and starts 
shooting his gun in the air. Now he's not 
going to go anywhere but I have to say to 
him that he cannot work until he goes 
and gets treatment and the doctor will 
say when he is capable of coming back on 
the force. Those types of people we 
have ordered. We have ordered people 
who have become involved in shootings 
down there for their own safety and the 
safety of the department and the 
citizens. A great majority of these cases 
are voluntary. 

Mr. Givens: 

Do you require any police officer 
that has been in the pursuit of his 
professional duties and the discharge of a 
weapon, go to a psychologist? 

Superintendent Coll: 

We have had officers who have 
seriously injured a person, go to the 
psychologist for his benefit so that we’re 
sure that he is not suffering from any 
traumatic effects. Most officers 
willingly go down there because they do 
suffer a traumatic experience after 
legally and justifiably using their gun — 

Mr. Givens: 

There's no doubt about that. 
Superintendent Coll: 

— and we have not had to order 
those down there. We talk to the 
individual and we suggest that he go 
down there and most of them have 
accepted our suggestion and have made 
appointments. 

Mr. Givens: 

Do you have a chaplain? 
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Superintendent Coll: 

There is a police chaplain but he 
is not as active as the police chaplain 
once was. 

Mr. Givens: 

Do you have a chaplain that's paid 
for the services? 

Superintendent Coll: 

No, we do not. 

Mr. Givens: 

Why not ? If you're going to hire a 
psychologist, why don't you hire a 
chaplain? 

MICHELLE MADOFF COMMENTS 

Superintendent Coll: 

We're talking about a different 
type of treatment. We're talking about a 
person who might have some traumatic 
psychological problem versus a family- 
type problem. Certainly a psychologist 
can handle those types of stresses but 
we're talking about a more deep-rooted 
problem than a chaplain. My 

understanding of a chaplain is that he 
should be consulting on a family matter. 

Mr. Givens: 

Another area of service, right. 
Has anyone lost any pay during this past 
year because of a psychologist advising 
you to keep this person off the job? Was 
he put on compensation or what happens? 

Superintendent Coll: 

That's not how a person would lose 
pay. A person would lose pay because I 
thought that their actions would cause 
concern for the department and they 


should not practice as a police officer 
until I have a clearance from either our 
doctor or some other doctor. Those 
types of people are not obligated to go to 
our psychologist. We just offer that 
service for them and the City would pay 
for it. If they disagree, they have the 
right to go to their own psychologist and 
he can only make recommendations to 
me and very vague recommendations 
because he is not permitted to give me 
any detail and I can either accept or 
reject those recommendations but he is 
not coming to me and saying that this 
person should or should not in a sense, by 
indentifying the person, I have identified 
the person in some cases and I have sent 
him to either our psychologist at our 
expense or told him that he had better 
have his own psychologist and there are 
people that have lost some pay and had 
to use a sick day because of that and 
there will probably be those types of 
people. 

Mr. Givens: 

I don't know, maybe I have 
hangups on psychologists and maybe it's 
rightfully so. It's not an exact science 
and this is the testimony that was 
brought out before us. 

Superintendent Coll: 

I don't think so. I think we're 
talking about — 

Mr. Givens: 

Unless you put them in a clinical 
environment. 

Superintendent Coll: 

We're only talking about actions 
that are apparent to anybody that are 
irrational or erratic actions. If you're 
talking about personality I agree with 
you. 
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Mr. Givens: 

The thing that I disagree with and 
sometimes, the use of a psychologist to 
give you information that you need to 
make a judgment is one thing, but when 
that is the only source of information 
that you can make a judgment on, then I 
think something’s wrong in our society. 

I don't like the idea that our 
police officers are the only ones that 
need psychologists. 

MICHELLE MADOFF COMMENTS 

Mr. Givens: 

That's why I have problems with 
it. I think if we're going to do 
psychological testing, then we should do 
it on everybody in the City. The police 
officers aren't the only ones that come in 
contact with the public. Almost all of 
our people who work for the City in one 
way or another be they in the Treasurer's 
Department or Controller's Office, Parks 
and Recreation and they are coming in 
daily contact with our people and- with 
children. Should all of these people then 
receive some type of psychological 
analysis? This is my concern and if we 
don't zero in on the Police Department 
and the overture that is given that if 
you're a police officer we suspect you of 
being psychologically incompetent of 
performing your tasks. 

Superintendent Coll: 

We hope that this is positive that 
we are offering the service. 

Mr. Givens: 

I have to agree that the Police 
Department and the police officer has 
probably one of the toughest jobs to 
perform of any citizen that works in the 
City of Pittsburgh along with that of the 


risk of our firefighters, but at the same 
time I have to challenge almost the 
exclusive use of a psychologist and to use 
it in such a way that it's going to hurt 
this man's employment. I think by the 
way a person conducts himself on the 
job, the way he conducts himself on the 
job is good enough for you to make an 
evaluation. I think his partners that he's 
with and his supervisors, if they can't 
detect something wrong with this 
individual officer, then they are not 
doing their job as any supervisor in this 
city. If they are in a sensitive position, 
we have to say that a police officer in 
the field is in a very, very sensitive 
position. He should be given daily 
supervision. He has a partner, and to 
offer this free is one thing but for you to 
say that you must go to this psychologist 
is something that I don't agree with. If 
you're going to do it to the policemen 
then you have to do it to every employee 
in the City of Pittsburgh. 

My vote on this is recorded as no 
as previously recorded on this legislation 
before. If we're to use psychologists for 
the Police Department, then I should say 
that we should use psychologists for 
other departments within the City of 
Pittsburgh. They should not be zeroed 
out. I think it's unfair to the employees 
of the Police Department that they be 
singled out and have to go through 
psychological analysis in the 
performance of their job. That's why we 
have supervisors and other people to let 
us know what's going on in the 
department and that should be the 
information. If it’s voluntary, that 
doesn't bother me one bit, but I cannot 
go for this because of what happened in 
the psychological testing of police 
recruits when they just systematically 
cancelled out all veterans and especially 
any veteran that carried arms and 
especially any veteran who carried arras 
and were in combat. Now there's 
something wrong with the psychologist. I 
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can make up a test in any way that I 
want to screen out whoever I want to. In 
that particular case, they were screened 
out and until that's corrected and will be 
corrected because the legislation is still 
pending and I intend to bring it up, not 
only here hut at the state legislative 
body and I think we have a problem 
especially with one psychological testing 
service in the City of Pittsburgh and 
anyone else that thinks that they have 
the almighty answer to people's minijs.

Mr. Robinson: 

Mr. President, if I might for one 
second, if Councilm embers will 
remember on last Wednesday, Council 
Bill 876 was discussed relative to the 
vacation of a portion of property in I 
believe the South Hills area, Mexico 
Way. At that time, there was some 
concern whether or not Saint George's 
Church would be willing to meet those 
obligations that they stated that they 
would meet at our hearing on this 
matter. I had suggested — 

The Chair: 

May I interrupt you for a 
minute? I want to take these formal 
resolutions, these three, and keep a 
practice so that we don't — 

Mr. Robinson: 

I thought this would be under 
Unfinished Business. 

The Chair: 

I’ll come back to that after these 
three motions because I have a few 
things myself. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Okay. 

The Chair: 

Let's deal with the formal 
resolutions now. 


Mr. Robinson: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, I have a resolution I'd like to 
have considered relative to the naming 
of the nuclear submarine on behalf of the 
City of Pittsburgh. 

Mr. Robinson presents 

Bill No. 1706 WHEREAS, on April 
3, 1978, the Council of the City of 
Pittsburgh passed Resolution No. 350 
calling upon Congress to redress the 
imbalance between domestic 

expenditures and the Pentagon by 
supporting the transfer of funds from 
unwarranted military spending to human 
needs programs through the 
Congressional budget process; and 

WHEREAS, on March 30, 1982, 
Council passed Resolution No. 340 urging 
President Reagan and Pittsburgh's 
Federal Legislators to initiate 
negotiations between the United States 
and the Soviet Union and other nuclear 
powers to mutually and immediately 
freeze development of additional nuclear 
weapons and to mutually and eventually 
dismantle all nuclear arsenals for the 
future of mankind; and 

WHEREAS, Mayor Richard S. 
Caliguiri supported a resolution passed 
by the U.S. Conference of Mayors, June 
17, 1981, calling for parity between 

domestic concerns and military concerns; 
and 

WHEREAS, Mayor Caliguiri 
supported a resolution passed by the U.S. 
Conference of Mayors in 1982 calling for 
a verifiable freeze on all further 
deployment of nuclear weapons; and 

WHEREAS, in November, 1982, 
over 42,000 voters in the City of 
Pittsburgh, by a 2 to 1 margin, favored 
an amendment to the Home Rule Charter 
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requiring the Mayor to make an annual 
report on the effects of military 
spending on the local economy with 
particular emphasis on jobs and social 
services; and 

WHEREAS, Mayor Caliguiri 
proclaimed Sunday, August 5, 1984, 

CHAIN OF LIFE DAY in the City of 
Pittsburgh to focus attention on efforts 
to create a public awareness of the 
physical and material havoc caused by 
nuclear weapons; and 

WHEREAS, on April 19, 1984, 
Secretary of the Navy John Lehman 
announced a nuclear attack submarine 
was to be named the USS PITTSBURGH; 
and 

WHEREAS, not one single 
Pittsbuirgh resident, official or 
otherwise, was ever consulted regarding 
this arbitrary decision; and 

WHEREAS, Secretary Lehman 
claims Navy Department spending in 
Western Pennsylvania is creating jobs 
while Pittsburgh unemployment 
continues to rise; and 

WHEREAS, cost estimates to 
build this type submarine will be $706 
million dollars to taxpayers; and 

WHEREAS, this class submarine 
will carry twenty 200 kiloton warheads 
with the combined destructive force 
equal to 307 Hiroshima bombs; and 

WHEREAS, nearly three-fourths 
of all Americans oppose the continuing 
arms race; and 

WHEREAS, over 2,000 people 
have signed a petition opposing this 
weapon of mass destruction being named 
in 'honor' of our city. 

NOW THEREFORE, BE IT 


RESOLVED, that the Council of the City 
of Pittsburgh calls on Secretary Lehman 
and President Reagan to NOT name a 
nuclear attack submarine after our city 
as it is not an 'honor' to the life-loving 
people of Pittsburgh. 

Mr. Robinson moved to adopt the 
resolution. 

Michelle Madoff seconded the motion. 
Michelle Madoff: 

Discussion. Obviously my 

colleagues are reticent to support Mr. 
Robinson. I had the same letter asking 
me to introduce this bill in my office and 
it was a little bit unclear of exactly what 
was happening. I think that you've 
clarified it very succinctly, Mr. 
Robinson, and you're to be commended. 

I think the dichotomy here is 
everybody's saying, Tm afraid to vote 
against it because it might be construed 
as we don't want military spending on 
construction in this area." Either we 
have to have the courage of our 
conviction and be true leaders or we're 
going to be mealy-mouthed little mice 
and say, "Well, we don't care if they 
make nerve gas h§re. As long as we get 
paid we're not going to worry if it 
destroys the world." 

I think your point is well taken 
and I think we should have the courage to 
support not having this nuclear 
submarine named after Pittsburgh. I 
don't want it named after us. 

Mr. Woods: 

Mr. President, so that I don't seem 
mealy-mouthed, I am not for nuclear 
war, I don't think anybody in their right 
mind is for nucler war. But I am very 
proud to have this submarine named 
after the City of Pittsburgh arid that's 
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why I'm not voting for this resolution. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Why would you be proud, may I 

ask? 

The Chair: 

Wait a minute. Go ahead Mr. 
W agner. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, our greatest deterrent to 
nuclear attact in this country is a mobile 
retaliatory system of nuclear arsenal. 
That is a nuclear submarine. A nuclear 
submarine is in the ocean, it's out there, 
no one knows where it is. If there's 
anything that keeps this country from 
being attacked by other nuclear arsenals 
from other countries, it is a nuclear 
submarine. I personally am against the 
MX; I am against many types of nuclear 
arsenals and nuclear war. But I certainly 
do not want this country to be attacked 
and I personally think that a nuclear 
submarine is what is preventing that 
from happening and for that reason I 
support the naming of the nuclear 
submarine the U.S.S. Pittsburgh. 

Mr. Givens: 

Mr. President, I strongly oppose 
this resolution, very strongly. Pittsburgh 
has traditionally been a center for our 
national industrial heartland. It is from 
this industry that much of our military 
and defense weaponry has been built. 

The naming of a nuclear 
submarine in tribute to our City is still a 
significant honor. We must think of the 
morale of the men who must fight and 
we must give them the capability of not 
a second rate team but a first rate 
team. I had first hand experience with 


this after serving some 20 years in the 
U.S. Air Force. I've seen war and its 
tragedy first hand and I as much as 
anyone here hate warfare. I underline 
that. I hate warfare. Yet I recognize a 
strong defense as a price of freedom in 
the modern world. I oppose this 
resolution because it undermines and 
undercuts the very thing that we try to 
recognize in that defense posture of 
having a strong type of defense. The 
fact that our City's name is being placed 
in honor in our Naval fleet I think is an 
honor in itself. Just because a submarine 
is named the U.S.S. Pittsburgh does not 
mean that the citizens of Pittsburgh are 
war mongers or hell bent on nuclear 
destruction. I think it's just the 
opposite. The naming of the vessel is a 
symbolic act recognizing our region's 
historical role in the necessary realities 
of military weapons production. Our 
men and women who come from the City 
of Pittsburgh and have sweated to build 
that strength and have served in the 
armed services of our nation, therefore 
naming a submarine in honor of 
Pittsburgh is as much a tribute to our 
citizens as to the status of the leading 
metropolitan area that we come from. 

I urge my colleagues to vote 
against this resolutioh so as not to deny 
the people of Pittsburgh a rightful 
measure of pride in our City's historical 
role in the defense of America and the 
freedom of a free world. It is because 
our City’s people are loving, it is because 
the people of the City of Pittsburgh are 
life-loving, that Pittsburghers have 
fought to protect the lives of people 
threatened by international conflict. I 
maintain that the U.S. Naval submarine 
bearing the name of Pittsburgh is an 
honor that we cannot deny our citizens. 
Thank you, Mr. President. 

The Chair: 

Take the vote, please. 
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Mr. Givens: 

I vote no for this resolution in 
front of us. I think all of us are very 
thankful that the City of Pittsburgh 
might accept a $100 million contract for 
CMU that is coming out of our Defense 
Department. How earn we receive 
something on one hand and deny a tribute 
to our people on the other hand? That's 
what I'm saying. We are a citadel of our 
defense and that's the defense of a free 
world as well as our own country and 
that of the City of Pittsburgh. I vote no 
on this resolution. 

Michelle Madoff: 

In light of the fact that the 
submarine, I'm given to understand, was 
built in Connecticut, provided jobs in 
Connecticut, was also built in California 
and provided jobs in Califomia, and is 
really just a PR, political move by Mr. 
Reagan to get votes in this community, I 
consistently vote in favor of Mr. 
Robinson's motion that I don't want the 
dubious honor of not even having any of 
the jobs in this area and having us 
labeled with an instrument of death, 
nuclear death, to have the name of 
Pittsburgh on it, and I think many 
Pittsburghers would agree with me. I 
vote in support of Mr. Robinson's bill. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, I think that the President and 
his Administration could have honored 
the City of Pittsburgh in a more 
appropriate fashion by spending a portion 
of that $706 million addressing some of 
our very urgent needs. Mrs. Madoff 
referred to the creation of jobs; 
certainly we could use some of that 
money to feed the hungry and house the 
homeless and to do much much more to 
revitalize our City and particularly our 
neighborhoods. I think certainly the 


resolution is consistent with the actions 
of this Council and our Administration in 
the past and certainly I think it speaks to 
all of our concern that nuclear warfare 
be avoided at all costs. The building of a 
nuclear attack submarine certainly at 
this point and at the cost of $706 million 
I do not believe is working in the best 
interest of peace or nuclear deterrence. 
I vote aye. 

Mr. Wagner: 

One comment. We cannot say as 
a city or as a nation that we enjoy our 
freedom and we want to remain free if 
we do not support a deterrent to 
attack. That is what this represents and 
for that reason I am voting no. 

The Chair: 

Relative to the second whereas, 
March 30, 1982, if my memory serves me 
correctly it was my motion that inserted 
the word "mutually". I believe that there 
is no one who is sane and reasonable who 
is looking for a nuclear war. At the 
same time, I think that we would be a 
little naive if we attempted anything 
along these lines as a unilateral action, 
counting on the hope that Russia will say 
that, "Now we have superior power we'll 
excuse you and we won't do anything 
wrong" I think is being totally naive. 
Until that is done, it is my believe we 
must do as we must and that is to 
prepare as we will. I would, however, as 
I vote against this, join in hoping that our 
President will call the Soviet authorities 
to that table together to see if we can't 
in the sake of saving mankind get down 
to some peaceful resolvement of the 
direction in which we are heading. The 
answer is no.

WHEREAS, from November 10th- 
18th, the Lutheran Service Society of 
Western Pennsylvania, the National 
Association of Meals Programs, private 
Meals on Wheels programs, and several 
community organizations, churches, and 
elected officials are sponsoring the first 
annual THANKSGIVING FAST to benefit 
Meals on Wheels by pledging their time 
and money to help with various aspects 
of the program. 

NOW THEREFORE, BE IT 
RESOLVED, that the Mayor and the 
Members of Pittsburgh City Council 
hereby declare November 11th through 
November 18th "Meals on Wheels Week" 
in the City of Pittsburgh to focus 
attention on the program's valuable 
contribution and humanitarian concern 
for our society's elderly and handicapped, 
and this Council pledges our support for 
their efforts to sustain these charitable 
programs which enrich the dignity and 
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the quality of life in our city. 

Mr. Wagner moved to adopt the 
resolution. 

Mr. Robinson seconded the motion. 

Which motion prevailed. 

Mr. Wagner; 

Members of Council, I'd like to 
present these resolutions to Rachel 
Neverdale and Mattie would like to say a 
few words. 

Mattie Rutledge: 

I don't know how familiar you are 
with the Meals On Wheels program but I 
feel it's the best volunteer program there 
is. We’ve been having a little trouble 
lately and I think now people are 
beginning to realize just how important 
it is. 

There's 38 kitchens in Allegheny 
County affiliated with the Lutheran 
Service Society. Each one is unique. 
Every kitchen runs differently but they 
all do the same work, to deliver to the 
horaebound people. I have been working 
with our kitchen for ten years so I'm 
going to tell you something about my 
kitchen because that's the one I'm 
familiar with. 

We serve 76 people a day and we 
have 65 volunteers a week. It takes 12 
people a day besides our paid cook and 
coordinator to run this program. Maybe 
you don't know what their meals are so 
I'm going to tell you. We serve a meat 
and two vegetables, hot vegetables, and 
then we serve a salad, a dessert, a 
sandwich for the evening, bread and 
butter, half a pint of milk, and a 6 ounce 
can of juice. So, that’s quite a lot. The 
donations that we get from our clients 
are $10 a week. We do not turn anyone 


away; some of them we serve for less or 
even we would serve a meal without 
cost. 

I feel that it is one of the greatest 
organizations that there is and most of 
our people are older clients but we do 
not have an age limit on ours. We take 
anyone that needs to be served. We get 
a lot of calls from our hospitals and then 
maybe they’ll be on two weeks, a month 
or two months, until they can do for 
themselves and then they go off on their 
own. 

We get some federal funding and 
our churches and organizations really 
come through with donations. I would 
suggest that everybody get out and try 
Meals On Wheels one time. Once you get 
involved you'll never quit because when 
you see these dear old people, mostly 
dear old people who don’t see anyone a 
lot of times but us during the day, and 
they're waiting for you with their knife 
and fork and their cup and everything 
ready when you get there. So, I'm 100 
percent for Meals On Wheels and I've 
worked with it in every capacity from 
president of our board down to the 
kitchen cooking, delivering and Til even 
scrub for it if it's necessary. 

The Chair; 

Mattie, if I may just offer this 
comment, I think that all of us will join 
in your comment that it's probably one of 
the best volunteer programs within the 
City, but you also made a comment that 
each kitchen is run differently; let me 
say that each of them, even though 
different, will run it better than the 
State will run it and I hope we stop that 
onslaught of their interference on our 
local program. 

Mattie Rutledge: 

We had one of the radio stations

say that they wished they had us in their 
cafeteria. 

The Chair: 

Representative Trello had that 
committee meeting, if you’ll recall, in 
the Gold Room and I had the opportunity 
to testify for Meals On Wheels. I hope 
that we stopped it now once and for all. 

Rachel Neverdale: 

May I say that in being a Meals On 
Wheels volunteer, speaking for all of our 
volunteers in the City and our county, I 
would like to thank you for this 
recognition and giving us the Meals On 
Wheels Fast Program, Thanksgiving Fast, 
to recognize the Meals On Wheels 
program in our community. On behalf of 
all the Meals On Wheels volunteers, I'd 
like to thank the City and City Council 
for this recognition. 

Michelle Madoff: 

What is the Fast? 

Rachel Neverdale: 

Thanksgiving Fast, there has been 
a national recognition of Meals On 
Wheels so this year, to tie in with the 
national recognition of Meals On Wheels, 
Allegheny County Meals On Wheels 
thought it would be a nice idea to do 
something for our own Meals On Wheels 
Program in our county. What we have 
come up with is a week of recognition 
for the Meals On Wheels program calling 
it a Thanksgiving Fast and that would be 
in each community to recognize their 
Meals On Wheels program, come up with 
something like a soup day or whatever 
they feel would be appropriate for their 
own community and then to say to all 
those in the community to come out and 
recognize your Meals On Wheels program 
with a cup of soup, homemade bread or 


whatever has been provided for that 
day. It is a special day set aside and it 
can be any day between the dates of the 
10th to the 18th. It depends on the 
community how they want to recognize 
that in their own particular community. 
We are calling it a Thanksgiving Fast. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I thought that the idea was that 
you fast and only have the soup and then 
you donate the rest of the money for 
what you're not eating. It would be a 
very good idea. We could all use a little 
dieting. 

Rachel Neverdale: 

Yes, that is the idea. The 
emphasis would be on the dieting and any 
of the money that we would spend — 

Michelle Madoff: 

Where would the money be sent 

to? 

Rachel Neverdale: 

We have a discretionary fund or 
each community has a Meeds On Wheels 
program so that can be directed to the 
Meals On Wheels program in their own 
community. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Will it be listed in the paper so 
that people will know where to send the 
money? Okay. I would like to tell you 
that I would love to have the Pittsburgh 
name attached to the program that 
you're doing because it's dynamite and I 
don't really want it on a submarine. 

Mattie Rutledge: 

We thank you. We find in our own 
community anytime the Meals On Wheels 
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program is mentioned that it's something 
they can identify with because it does 
have credibility in the community. So 
when we hear of the Meads On Wheels 
program we're ready to rally around that 
program. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I might also add that there is not 
a lot of money spent in running the 
program; it all is funneled right through 
to the user. It's one of the rare programs 
where there isn't a 15, Z5, 35 percent 
fund raising effort in order to provide 
the service. You're really to be 
commended. That's really being a good 
Christian in the broad sense of the word. 

The Chair: 

Thank you all. 

Mr. Woods, Mr. Wagner and Mr. Stone

NOW THEREFORE, BE IT 
RESOLVED, that the Mayor and the 
Members of Pittsburgh City Council 
hereby recognize and honor Colonel 
Mitchell Paige, USMC, for extraordinary 
heroism and gallantry in action above 
and beyond the call of duty while serving 
with the Second Battalion, Seventh 
Marines, First Marine Division in combat 
against enemy Japanese forces in the 
Solomon Islands area on October 26, 
1942, and this Council wishes to thank 
Colonel Paige for exemplifying those 
great qualities and virtues upon which 
this country was built. 

Mr. Wagner moved to adopt the 
resolution. 

Mr. Robinson seconded the motion. 

Which motion prevailed. 

The Chair: 

It’s my understanding there is to 
be a presentation to Colonel Paige on 
November 9th. 

If I may, I'd be remiss if I didn't 
mention this comment. Colonel Paige is 
no stranger to me for the reason that he 
originally came from this area and after 
a six months search I found him in 
Culvert, California. He is an American 
of Soviet descent and as part of our 
national fraternal group, the Serb 
National Federation, we had planned a 
museum of all the persons who had 
served in the different armed forces. .He 
Weis one of those selectees and we have 
not completed our project but I’ve had 
the opportunity to know much about him 
and I think that them honoring him this 
Friday is indeed deserving. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, today we passed Council Bill 
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876 which specifically dealt with an issue 
that was before Council last Wednesday 
in reference to an unnamed way behind 
Mexico Street. At that time when we 
discussed this bill, I indicated that those 
concerns the citizens had about whether 
or not Saint George's XJkranian Catholic 
Church will live up to their agreements 
relative to maintaining properties that 
they own could be addressed by a two- 
party agreement; that is, an agreement 
between the Church and City. The 
Church through their pastor, the 
Reverend George Appleyard, has 
submitted to Council an agreement that 
details their commitment to live by the 
agreements, that they indicated they 
would live by. This agreement can be 
signed by the appropriate people in the 
City of Pittsburgh. Mr. Grimm, the 
attorney for the Church, is present today 
and if the City Clerk would be kind 
enough to direct Mr. Grimm to our City 
Solicitor and to the Chairperson of our 
Planning Commission. Those parties in 
the City who should sign this kind of 
agreement hopefully will do so and I 
think that those people who had any 
doubts in their mind about the good faith 
of Saint George's Ukranian Catholic 
Church should have those concerns 
erased today. I think they've acted in a 
very good faith effort and have indicated 
they'll live up to every agreement that 
they indicated they would live up to. 

Mr. Woods: 

I would like to add one thing. 
They've already spent over the weekend 
cleaning up all the area and all the 
property they own. 

The Chair: 

The Chair would like to mention 
officially that relative to the lighting 
performance audit, the Chair has set up 
a Council sub-committee made up of 
Councilman Woods, Councilman Givens, 


Councilman Wagner with Mr. Woods 
serving as the Chairperson. We have 
received two reports and I'm expecting 
this committee to sift through all of it 
and come out with some understanding of 
what is involved and likewise what needs 
to be done. 

In addition to that, I would like to 
announce that the mother of Senator 
James Romanelli passed away yesterday 
and I would like to go from this body a 
letter of sympathy to the family and to 
Senator Romanelli as well. 

I've been asked that the originally 
planned post election rally tonight in the 
Lithuanian hall to be hosted by Senator 
Romanelli has been cancelled. I 
understand everybody was invited but 
that's now off. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. President, the appointment of 
the Committee — You asked for that to 
be appointed; is that correct, Mr. 
Woods? Who’s idea was it to appoint the 
committee to look into the issue of the 
lighting, the dichotomy of information 
from Mr. Flaherty, the Controller's 
Office, and the Administration? 

The Chair: 

Mr. Woods suggested it, I agreed 
with it, and I made the appointment. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I would like to put it to a vote and 
I'll tell you why. We are all elected 
members, duly elected, I don't want to 
sound pompous but I did have 78,000 
votes in one of the elections and I don't 
need somebody to sift through this 
information for me on this Council. I 
would like to hear from both sides; from 
the Administration and from Tom 
Flaherty's Office and decipher the 
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information, not have it strained for me. 

If we had an outside independent 
consultant or a person acting as a fiscal 
analyst we probably wouldn't have been 
in the situation in the first place. My 
understanding is that the Administration 
is saying, "Oh, we've been working on it 
for a year and a half and my 
understanding is that Controller Flaherty 
is saying, "Look, we have the goods on 
them". My own feeling is that both 
parties are just as guilty. I resent 
getting my information from the media 
that there is some difficulty in the City 
in the same way that I resent the Mayor 
briefing Council at an emergency 
meeting at 9:30, right there in his board 
room, to tell us about the North Side 
Project, a two and a half year study, ten 
minutes before he's going to meet with 
the media so he can say, "Well, we told 
Council." That's not the way you work 
with an elected body that has to make 
meaningful decisions, take meaningful 
votes, and not vote in a vacuum. 

With due respect to my 
colleagues, Mr. Robinson has for many 
years said that the way the Senate, the 
House, and other government bodies 
function is as committees and that he 
would like to see a Water Committee 
where three people sit on the 
committee. We'd like to see any 
committee that is addressed by this 
Council with three people sitting on the 
committee and we've been voted down on 
that. Suddenly to have three people sift 
through and give me information, 
nonsense. I want to be there, I want a 
public hearing where both sides are here, 
the Administration and Mr. Flaherty, and 
I want to hear the information like we 
always do. I don't care if it's a public 
hearing or a post agenda but I don't want 
three people to sift my information for 
me. 


The Chair: 

No one is prohibiting eventually a 
public hearing on the issue. The question 
is, where are we now? 

Michelle Madoff: 

Let's hear from both sides and 
we'll know where we are. 

The Chair: 

Well, I made that decision and it 
will stand. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I don't want to be nasty, Mr. 
Stone, but according to the Home Rule 
Charter we can have — I'd like to have a 
committee of three appointed to 
investigate that $6,000.86. I make a 
motion to have a committee to 
investigate that. You're starting 
committees of three and I’d like to have 
a committee of three. I don't want to 
serve on it either. 

The Chair: 

Relative to this committee, it's 
been appointed and unless I hear anything 
else the committee will function. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I'm making a motion that we don't 
sift information for this Council, that we 
hear it directly. I don't see why I have to 
go through — 

Mr. Givens: 

You won't, Michelle. The 
Directors promised us that within 7 to 14 
days we'll have a report up here. 
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Michelle Madoff: 

Then why are we having a 

committee? It looks to the public like a 
whitewash. 

Mr. Givens; 

No, we just had legislation 
introduced today formally that will come 
up in Wednesday's session that will ask 
this petition to be sent down to the 
Director and ask for a response from 
him. Until that response comes back, I 
think the Committee is not going to have 
too much information other than to 

gather information. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I don't want you to get 
information tm entitled to. I want the 
same information. 

Mr. Givens: 

You'll get that same information. 
Michelle Madoff: 

Then what are you having a 

meeting for? Why are you having a 
meeting? Why are you having a 

committee of three? What is this, the 
annointed three? Td like another three 
annointed. 

The Chair: 

Do I have a second? Not hearing 
any second, let's move on. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, a couple of weeks ago we took 
action to speed along the development of 
the Grant Liberty Hotel and Office 
Complex. At that time we passed a 
resolution, Council Resolution 944 which 


indicated that we were giving 
authorization to the URA, to the Mayor, 
and the other appropriate people in the 
City to initiate actions to secure 
financially qualified developers and to 
assure that the appropriate private 
financing was available for that 
project. That resolution was based on 
the presumption that the present 
developers, the Grant Liberty Group, 
would be unable to meet their deadlines 
and even if they did that they might not 
meet them in such a fashion that the 
hotel development would be imminent. 

We originally, or at least I 
originally, in the resolution had 
requested a November 30, 1984 time 
deadline for all the necessary documents 
to be signed for all of the financing to be 
in place. With the advice and 
consultation of Mr. Brophy, our 
Executive Director of the Urban 
Redevelopment Authority, that date was 
changed to November 2nd. November 2, 
1984 has come and gone and we still do 
not have a complete set of documents 
that would assure the construction and 
operation of that hotel-office complex. 

I did receive today, November 5, 
1984 a letter from Mr. Brophy which I 
would like to read into the Record and I 
would like to make a couple comments 
on the letter after its been read. 

"November 5, 1984 

President and Members of City Council 
510 City-County Building 
Pittsburgh, PA 15219 

Dear Sirs and Madams: 

On Friday, November 2, 1984, the 
Grant-Liberty Hotel and Office Project 
took a step forward. 

As you recall, on that date action 
had to be taken by the developers to 
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close on the land owned by the URA in 
order to cure the default under terms of 
the URA's Disposition Contract with the 
developers. 

Such action was taken when the 
developers and the URA closed in 
escrow. The developers deposited with 
Commonwealth Land Title Insurance 
Company, $2,135 million in cash, plus a 
bond securing an additional $2 million 
and a letter of credit securing $941,000 
in accord with the terms of the 
Disposition Contract. And, the URA 
placed the deed with the Title 
Company. The deed will be recorded as 
soon as the final evidence of financing is 
produced. 

This final documentation must be 
produced as soon as possible, but no later 
than November 30, 1984. 

In the unlikely event that the 
documentation is not provided by that 
date, the developers have agreed - via an 
Escrow Agreement - that they will 
relinquish any right they have to develop 
the site, and that $425,000 of the 
deposited $2,135 million will be paid to 
the URA. This payment is in addition to 
a $250,000 good faith deposit already 
pledged to the Authority in the event the 
project does not proceed. 

Independent conversations with 
Metropolitan Life verify the developers' 
statements that final versions of 
documents could be completed almost 
any day. 

I will keep you abreast of this 
situation. I am hopeful that my next 
communication to you will be an 
invitation to groundbreaking ceremonies.

My comments will be brief. I 
believe that the actions that were taken 
by the Urban Redevelopment Authority 
were inconsistent with Council Bill 944 
and with a previous bill that this Council 
passed more than a year ago. Both bills 
made every attempt to provide to the 
developers of this hotel-office complex, 
the Grant Liberty Development Group, 
an opportunity to finalize their 
arrangements and finally bring to 
fruition in this a Convention Center 
hotel. 

It would appear that the 
developers are still unable to finalize 
this arrangement no matter what type of 
time limitations we extend to them and 
that now we are in a position where even 
legislative action by this Council appears 
to have been circumvented. I think there 
are a number of questions that have to 
be raised; one is, what is the real reason 
this Convention Center hotel project 
cannot move? What is the reeil reason 
that we can't build this hotel? What is 
the real reason that these developers, 
this development team, can't seem to 
build this hotel and office complex after 
three years of delay, various extensions 
being given to them, all types of 
assistance being offered by this Council, 
the Administration, the URA, even their 
own internal reorganization on at least 
three occasions? 

I think it's also important to note 
that one of the largest real estate 
development companies in the United 
States is behind this deal, the 
Metropolitan Life Insurance Company. 
Metropolitan has $300 billion worth of 
real estate investments. A $100 million 
project is not a big project for them. 
They have the money. Their financial 
contribution to this - project represents 
two-thirds of all the money that is 
necessary. 

Perhaps the key to finding the 
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solution to why this hotel and office 
complex can't be built can be found in 
New York, in the headquarters of 
Metropolitan Life Insurance Company. 
Evidently the developers have done 
everything they can locally to make this 
project happen. Metropolitan, I believe, 
unfortunately hasn't done everything 
they can do to make it happen. If the 
financial arrangements for this project 
are not in place today, how are they 
going to be in place come November 
30th? 

I think if you read carefully Mr. 
Brophy's letter it's rather obvious that 
he's hedging his bets. Mr. Brophy 

originally did want a November 30, 1984 
time line. That's the original time line 
that I suggested. Councilman Wagner 
said that he thought we ought to go to 
November 30th and he voted 

accordingly. Mr. Brophy said that he 
wanted a November 2, 1984 time line. 
Mr. Brophy evidently has agreed to a 
November 30th time line when he said he 
wanted November 2nd. I can only 

assume that it's out of the hands of Mr. 
Brophy and it's out of the hands of the 
URA board and it's out of the hands of 
the Mayor and it's out of the hands of 
this Council whether or not we're going 
to have a hotel and office complex 
across from the Convention Center. 

Evidently, the problem is with 
Metropolitan. They have the money, 

they have the expertise, but I'm 
wondering if they have the will to work 
with local officials, local developers to 
make our Convention Center hotel come 
into being. The people of the City' of 
Pittsburgh are the ones that are coming 
up short now, our local developers, our 
elected officials. It would appear that 
nothing that we do even legislatively, 
even legally, can get metropolitan and 
these developers to come to the table 
and sign agreements. 


This letter from Mr. Brophy, I 
think, is simply an example of our 
frustration, the City's and the URA's, to 
try to make this project work and this 
issue of putting money in escrow and 
putting titles in escrow is simply dodging 
the issue. The issue is, there is no final 
documentation that the financial 
package is in place to build that 
convention center hotel and office 
complex. 

Resolution 944 asks the URA to 
move expeditiously to find new 
developers. I would hope that the URA 
begins to move expeditiously pursuant to 
944 to find some developers for this 
hotel site and to move on. 

One last comment. Beyond our 
inability to move this hotel office 
project is the question of whether or not 
we can move other projects in the City. 
We have Herr's Island, we have the Civic 
Arena site, we have the Penn Central 
site, we have the Strip District site, we 
have the Stadium site. If anything, we 
need to let Metropolitan and other real 
estate developers know that we are 
serious, that we want to work with them 
but we can't have them hold us hostage. 
How can we convince the developers to 
come and work with us if we do not do 
what we say we're going to do and that is 
to assure the private financing? The 
City of Pittsburgh said they would assure 
the private financing for this deal, then 
let’s assure it. If Metropolitan won't, 
somebody else will. If we're going to 
move on any other kind of development 
in this City, when are we going to get 
this Convetion Center hotel moving so 
that we can reinstill confidence on the 
part of the developers and financiers? 

I’m very dismayed and very 
discouraged by this letter that Mr. 
Brophy sent and Tm very disappointed 
that the Urban Redevelopment Authority 
is being jerked, around by the 
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Metropolitan Life Insurance Company. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, Mr. Robinson's comments are 
well taken. I was very distrubed to see 
that this project was not going through 
as all members had hoped it would go 
through. I have said all along at a couple 
of our Council meetings that there is a 
problem here that is not surfacing -and I 
think that problem continues not to 
surface and it pertains to the lack of 
confidence of the developer in 
Metropolitan Life who does have loads 
and loads of money. They have sought 
out the right financing arm for this 
development. There is a problem that is 
not surfacing in the area of the 
Convention Center and we as a City have 
not addressed that problem. What is the 
problem? Well, I personally think, and I 
know Mr. Grabowski and I had a news 
conference last week pertaining to the 
problem which is the lack of 
concentrated development in and around 
the Convention Center. You walk out of 
the Convention Center door and you go 
east along the river and what do you 
have? You have vacant parking lots. 
You walk out of the Convention Center 
door and go west along Liberty Avenue, 
and we all know what's there. Why would 
a company like Metropolitan Life want 
to invest several hundred millions of 
dollars at that location when they can do 
it in Baltimore at a similar location that 
they are sure is going to have a return on 
their investment? They are not sure in 
Pittsburgh. That is the reason why the 
commitment is not being made in 
Pittsburgh. 

Is it out of our hands? I don't 
think it's out of our hands and we all 
know how critical this hotel is to the 
future of this City to bringing in a new 
industry and that new industry is tourism 
and conventions. I don't think it's out of 


our hands; I think this Council can 
change the direction of this hotel. What 
needs to happen is we have to make a 
commitment towards development in 
that particular area of the City. 

We all know what happened a 
couple months ago. There were 
consultant studies given to us about a 
proposed development in and around the 
Stadium. Councilman Grabowski and 
myself suggested that the Administration 
re-evaluate that study, not to say that 
everything that was suggested around the 
Stadium is not a good idea. There are 
some things there that are good ideas 
that a lot of people think will fly; a 
hotel, some retail shops. But the 
concentrated area needed for 
development in this City is, in our 
opinion, around the Convention Center. 
There are 40 acres of vacant property 
sitting between the Convention Center, 
going northeast along the Allegheny 
River. It’s right now today either sitting 
idle with vacant buildings or mostly used 
for parking. If this City within the next 
— today is the 5th of October — within 
the next three weeks makes a 
commitment towards development in 
that particular area by saying we will go 
in along with wherever owns the land — 
and we need a commitment from them 
also and we should be talking with them, 
if we were to go in and spend the types 
of dollars that we are intending to spend 
in and around the Stadium area at the 
Strip area, I am absolutely certain that 
Metropolitan Life will realize that this 
City wants to enhance that Convention 
Center. That financing arm is not 
certain today, that we as a government 
body are concerned about development in 
that area. 

For that reason I think we should 
change our course of direction. Instead 
of saying that we want to put awscience 
center around the Stadium area, that 
science center should be beside the 
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Convention Center. It’s a natural. 
Science centers do not go with stadiums; 
they go with convention centers. 

We have in the area of that 
Convention Center, if we all think for a 
moment, we have a new east busway that 
comes into Penn Central Station, it stops 
right there; we have a new LRT system 
that's being constructed and will be 
completed next year that will come in 
the Penn Central Station; we have Penn 
Central Station itself, the railroad that 
comes into there, one block from the 
Convention Center; we have a Greyhound 
Bus Terminal; we have a Trailways Bus 
Terminal; we have a highway being 
constructed with a new bridge to hook up 
the East Street Valley and the Crosstown 
Expressway that is going to all come in 
to that particular area. We have the 
nucleus right there. We're putting in a 
new Grant Street, a new Liberty Avenue 
and all our dollars, local, state and 
federal, appear to be going in that area 
except for concentrated development. 
Now we're saying as an administration, 
^Let's go over to the Stadium and 
relocate the roads and build a people 
mover and build a garage, four stories, to 
hold all the cars that are over at the 
Stadium, let's spend $20-25 million just 
to prepare the area for development." 
We don't have to do that in the Strip 
area. The Strip area right now is having 
a lot of infrastructure work being done 
around it. All the means of 

transportation lead to it. We have a 
white elephant of a convention center 
that’s not working. Why are we not 
making a commitment as a city for 
development in .that area? If we do 
make that commitment, and I think this 
Council can change the direction within 
the next three weeks, if we make a 
commitment, if we pass a resolution, if 
we allocate some dollars to that area, I 
am sure that Metropolitan Life will come 
up with the money to build a hotel that 
they are sure will have a return on their 


investment. Not only Metropolitan Life 
but we're going to have other companies 
come in and want to build other hotels. 

Right now, the city of Baltimore, 
downtown Bsiltimore within five blocks 
of inner harbor and the convention 
center, has six hotels under construction, 
being built. You can see them. We're 
trying to get one and we can't get it. 
The reason why is that we have not 
enhanced that Convention Center. Until 
that's done, this is going to fail. I am 
suggesting that we as a Council change 
that direction. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. Wagner knows because I've 
spoken to him before, Mr. Robinson I 
spoke to today, Mr. Grabowski and I 
think I've spoken to Mr. O'Malley who is 
not here at the moment, I don't know if 
I’ve spoken to Mr. Woods or not. I feel 
very strongly that Mr. Wagner is right on 
target. We tried today to speak to our 
Planning Director and I pointed out to 
him that the study they did on the North 
Shore study which encompasses the 
Stadium took 2-1/2 years. We don't have 
2-1/2 years for another study and to 
start jobs at the Stadium which will take 
five years. We’ve got to start jobs 
perhaps in the next three weeks, Mr. 
Wagner. 

To that purpose, I think it would 
be imperative that we invite the people 
who are the architects and the 
developers in that Strip District, and I 
believe that's Buncher Company, to come 
before this Council and tell us what their 
plans are and tell us what they need from 
us. My understanding of what they need 
would be boardwalks and docks for the 
marinas. The same UDAG dollars that 
might go to the Stadium. Obviously we 
have X number of dollars allocated to 
this community and we can't spread it 
out. My feeling would be to go where 
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you get the jobs first and certainly this 
side of the river is not as impacted and 
would be the logical place to proceed. 

On that basis, I would very much 
make it a motion that we invite people 
from the Buncher Corporation to meet 
with us and that gets to my business. I 
have no quarrel with the three members 
of Council who have been appointed — 

Mr. Woods 

Mr. President, can we stay on the 
subject? 

Michelle Madoff: 

I'm on the subject. I would like to 
void the three people concept but have 
all of Council hear from the possible 
developers of the Strip District, the 
primary people who own the land there, 
to come before us and not have a 
committee of three talk to them. In the 
same way, I don't want a committee of 
three on anything; I want to be there. 

I make a motion that we invite 
the people who have the land there, the 
Buncher Corporation, to come and 
address us. I don't think it needs to be a 
motion; it can be a request of a 
Councilmember, can it not, Mr. Perry? 
Isn't that according to the Home Rule 
Charter or the rules of Council? I can 
just ask to have somebody here and meet 
with Council unless one member of 
Council will say no they can't come to 
the table and I believe we're going to 
address that this Wednesday and that 
Bhould be resolved. 

Mr. Woods* 

I don't totally agree with Jack. If 
all the things you mentioned were right 
about the Strip District, the bus 
terminal, the LRT, the railroad station, I 
would think that Metropolitan Life would 


be so happy to build this hotel. They 
have this brand new highway through 
here, all these other accessories, the 
Convention Center; in fact, if I recall, 
they were going to be the ones, right 
after the Convention to build, to help 
build up that Strip District. For some 
reason you're right. There is a problem. 
Whatever it is, I don't know, but I think 
its been given to them long enough. 
They had it for well over a year and they 
haven't done anything with it. I 
personally know developers sitting out 
there with money that will go right 
now. We don't need Metropolitan Life. 
I'd love to have them; they have lots and 
lots of money. But right now with do not 
need them. There are a number of 
people sitting out there right now that 
will come in immediately if Mr. Brophy 
and the URA and the Administration 
through Metropolitan Life or these 
developers out on Friday; we would have 
redevelopers today. The idea is, they 
were the ones, this hotel was supposed to 
start that Strip District movement. So, 
it's just the opposite. We're not hurting 
that hotel; that hotel is hurting that 
Strip District. If I was going to build a 
hotel, I would love to have it with the 
real road, all the things that you've just 
named, the new highway, the Convention 
Center. They'll get all the business they 
want right from that Convention Center. 

Part of the problem is, and I 
understand this, they will not put a block 
of rooms, away for the Convention 
Center if there's going to be conventions 
here, that particular hotel chain. They 
will not give cut rates like every other 
hotel gives when there 'b a convention in 
town. That is the problem. That's why 
they're not being funded. This particular 
chain will not do that type of thing and 
that's why we should go right now with 
another developer. I don't agree with 
this November 30th because we've got 
people sitting right there, right now, 
ready to develop. 
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Michelle Madoff: 

And we voted that way. Are the 
wishes of this Council not respected? 
We voted that November 2nd was the 
last day. Now what's the fuss? How can 
a director go over the vote of this 
Council? 

The Chair: 

There's nothing more to do unless 
this piece of legislation comes. Legally 
they have started — 

Michelle Madoff: 

We voted not to extend past 
November 2nd. 

Mr. Woods: 

I would like to make one more 
comment. I sent a letter to Mr. Brophy 
— we all got a copy of the same letter; I 
was very happy to see the progress he's 
made — but he neglected to put one 
thing in that. Even if it would be 
November 30th that everything would be 
in order, and I asked him in writing, what 
is the date they will break ground. 

Michelle Madoff: 

He said the next message you'll 
hear from him will be a notice. That 
could be two years from now. He's going 
to be in my office at 4:00 if you'd like to 
join us. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, as Chairman of Planning, 
Housing and Development, I'm a little 
concerned that we all might be galloping 
off in different directions and we might 
end up drawing and quartering the wrong 
person, if that's indeed what needs to be 
done. 


It seems to me that the first order 
of business is for us to insist that the 
TJRA respect resolution 944 and that 
they begin to immediately find new 
developers for that Grant Liberty Hotel 
Office complex. If we need some 
instruction or direction from our City 
Solicitor I think we ought to get that so 
that everybody understands that we are 
serious. 

Another thing that we have to 
keep in mind is that there is 
approximately $17 million in federal 
funds that is committed to this project 
pursuant to a UDAG, Urban Development 
Action Grant. This City anticipates 
applying for other Urban Development 
Action Grant monies for other projects. 
I'm sure that the people at HUD who 
passed out this money are going to look 
at our previous record, our ability to 
take the money that they afford to us 
and use it in a wise and efficient 
fashion. Part of the application process 
is that the City of Pittsburgh assures 
HUD that we will use the money in an 
efficient and effective manner; that we 
will assure the private financing. We 
have done neither. Prior to applying for 
any other UDAG grants, I believe that 
the URA and this Council and the Mayor 
ought to resolve this issue around Grant 
Liberty. I would suggest that our 
Planning Department and our URA not 
submit to Council any new applications 
for UDAG grants until this Grant Liberty 
issue is signed, sealed and delivered, that 
every pertinent document is signed, that 
this Council has a chance to look at 
those documents, and we can be assured 
in writing that this project is go or no go. 

Bill 944 set a November 2nd 
deadline. Today is November 5th. As 
far as I'm concerned, we're looking for 
new developers and I would hope that the 
City Clerk would contact the City 
Solicitor's Office and ask them to give us 
some assistance and encouraging the 
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URA and the developers to move on. 

One other comment Td like to 
make and it relates to Councilman 
Wagner's concern for developing in the 
Strip District and developing around the 
Convention Center. We shouldn't forget 
that we have a Civic Arena. Two years 
ago, this Council gave authorization to 
the Urban Redevelopment Authority to 
develop around the Civic Arena in 
conjunction with the DeBartolo 
Corporation. Right now it would be the 
Civic Arena Corporation. There is a 
valuable piece of land which sits right 
behind the Civic Arena and, as you know, 
the Civic Arena is an entertainment 
complex. As far as building a science 
center or any other attraction, why not 
build it right behind the Civic Arena? 
For two reasons; one, the DeBartolo 
Corporation, perhaps for many good 
reasons, have been unable to move on 
development of those properties adjacent 
to the Civic Arena that they have under 
option. 

Also, we seem to be having some 
difficulty of launching a significant 
development in the Hill District, the only 
part of the Golden Triangle that hasn't 
been developed. I think that we have a 
number of areas in this City that possibly 
could handle a science center, some 
sports or entertainment oriented 
activity, and God knows we need another 
hotel, probably right around the Civic 
Arena. Why not a hotel in front of the 
Civic Arena or a hotel behind the Civic 
Arena? 

The reason I raised this is that I 
think we need to look at other areas of 
this City that also are suffering like the 
Convention Center site is suffering, 
suffering from an inability of developers 
to work in conjunction with government 
to put together a feasible plan that will 
work, that will come into being. Most of 
us on this Council have been here long 


enough that we can count on our hand, 
one hand, the number of major projects 
that have been started and completed. 
Almost every major project in this town 
that's been announced in the last five 
years has started out with a bang. Where 
are they? Allegheny International; 
delayed. Herr's Island; delayed. Civic 
Arena; delayed. Stadium; delayed. 
North Shore; delayed. Strip District; 
delayed. I've even gone to another 
hand. We've got to do something to find 
out why we can't make developments go 
in this community before we apply for 
one more dollar of federal money. 

One last comment. We've had ten 
UDAGs in this City, ten Urban 
Development Action Grant projects in 
this City. Unfortunately, the people who 
passed the money out to us are not very 
pleased with the way we've handled their 
money or the way we pushed those 
projects. The Gateway Clipper fiasco is 
a prime example. We're either going to 
have to clean our act up or find another 
act because the people of the City of 
Pittsburgh, I think, are being cheated. 
They're being short-changed. We talk 
about development, we PR it, but it 
never comes into being. Let's move on 
944. Let's make Metropolitan get off the 
dime. Let's get somebody in here who 
can develop that hotel. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, this point is so important that 
Tm glad it's getting the conversation it's 
getting here in Council and the 
concern. There's one key element in 
talking about the hotel and tying it into 
the Convention Center that we have to 
•remember. Conventions come into a 
City, into a convention center, and they 
look not what's across the river, not 
what's two miles away, they look at what 
is within walking distance of the 
Convention Center. We've all been to 
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conventions, and you walk outside that 
Convention Center and generally you 
never go any further than walking 
distance from that convention center and 
that hotel. That is what makes a 
convention center work. The ability of 
an individual going there to walk and 
see. When we think of this hotel and 
what makes an investor want to come 
and build a hotel in this City, we can't 
think of just Pittsburgh. We have to 
think of other cities in this country. We 
are in essence in competition with every 
city in the United States of America that 
has a convention center and this city 
government, the City of Pittsburgh, has 
to expend more money to have a return 
on our investment and our investment is 
the game that we can benefit on from 
bringing outside money into this City. 
You have to spend money to make 
money. That's what we have to do in the 
Convention Center. 

Mr. Woods, with all due respect, 
there is a lot of development; around the 
Convention Center but let's think of 
where the money is coming from. The 
money for the Busway came from PAT, 
federal money. The money for the LRT 
came from PAT, federal money. Penn 
Central Station, private operation. 
Greyhound Bus Terminal, Trail ways Bus 
Terminal, the highway going over it; 
we're not talking about City dollars 
here. This City has not made the 
financial commitment to that area. We 
will not get a return on our investment 
until we do that. Our investment is to 
get outside money; conventioneers 
create a new industry in this City. We 
have the natural resources; this City is 
prettier than nine out of ten cities in this 
country. 

I am hoping that next Monday if 
Councilman Grabowski is here, we'd like 
to. have a presentation. I've gone to 
Baltimore, Councilman Grabowski's been 
in Baltimore, we have slides, and we 


would like to make a presentation and 
show why Baltimore works well with its 
convention center location and why this 
City doesn't. I'm hoping to do that next 
Monday. Thank you. 

Mr. Woods: 

One more comment. I echo Mr. 
Robinson's feelings. I want a report from 
Danny Pellegrini what can we do to 
insure that the bill we passed two weeks 
ago will be adhered to. So far it has not. 

Michelle Madoff: 

It was interesting listening to my 
colleagues because you’re really all 
saying the same thing; you want the City 
of Pittsburgh to prosper and you want 
those who make commitments to the 
City to follow through on what they're 
going to do. Well, Mr. Robinson, it would 
strike me that if we did something in the 
Strip District, the Civic Arena and the 
Hill being between, the Convention 
Center would automatically be 
improved. It would just be a natural 
flow. There's only so many UDAG 
dollars that will come to this area for 
subsidies and I think we need to make a 
commitment because it is very apparent 
that what really is happening is that why 
put a hotel if you have nothing to attract 
people to the area except the hotel and 
the Convention Center. One is not more 
important than the other, the hotel is not 
more important than the Strip District 
developing into a Baltimore Harbor kind 
of concept, nor is the concept of the 
Strip District more important than the 
hotel. They go hand in ( hand. If we can 
get some action moving and my gut tells 
me, and from everything that Tve looked 
at and heard a lot of people seem to feel 
the same way, that if we can get 
something going in the Strip District 
right away the hotel will follow with a 
new developer and they'll be banging on 
our doors to get moving with 
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something. If Metropolitan is no longer 
in the picture, so be it. This Council 
moved that November 2nd was the due 
date; we've extended it four times. 
Either we mean what we say or we're 
just meaningless figureheads here. Do 
we mean it that November 2nd was the 
end? My colleagues, do we still hold to 
that? Is there a confirmation that 
November 2nd is the date? 

Mr. Robinson: 

That's the date. 

Mr. Woods: 

It's law. It's legislation. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Okay. Now, don’t really hold with 
you sending a letter; I would think that 
the President of Council or the head of 
the committee should make a phone call 
and let us know in five minutes. How do 
we stop it? It's enough already. Tm 
meeting with Mr. Brophy at 4:00 in my 
office; you're more than welcome to 
meet with us. 

Mr. Robinson moved to excuse Mr. 
Grabowski for absence from the meeting. 

Mr. Wagner seconded the motion. 

Which motion prevailed. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Discussion. The rule is, I believe, 
and it has always been that any member 
of Council who is not here will tell Mr. 
Perry why they're not here and where 
they're going to be. I have done that. As 
a matter of fact, I don't think Tm going 
to be here on Friday; Tm going to a 
public hearing on solid waste, toxic 
waste, because I think that's going to be 
a big industry in this community. 


The Chair: 

He told the Clerk. 

Michelle Madoff: 

That he went out of town. Tm 
glad to hear that. That was a man who 
zeroed in on Michelle Madoff with a 
$1,000.00 penalty if we didn't say we 
were going and did something else. I 
hope he's not vacationing without telling 
us. Maybe his doctor said he needs a 
rest. 

Mr. Robinson moved to approve the 
Minutes of Monday, October 22, 1984. 

Mr. Wagner seconded the motion. 

Which motion prevailed. 

Mrs. Masloff moved to adjourn this 
meeting and meet again on Tuesday, 
November 13, 1984 at 2:00 p.m.

The Meeting was opened by the 
recitation of the pledge of allegiance to 
the Flag of the United States of 
America.

The Chairs 

Would Mrs. Masloff and Mr. 
Grabowski please escort the Mayor into 
Council Chambers? 

Tm pleased and honored to 
introduce the honorable Richard S. 
Caliguiri, Mayor, City of Pittsburgh. 


Once again I come before you to 
review the City's accomplishments of the 
last year and to present a budget which 
outlines our plans and expectations for 
the future. As in other years, the 1985 
budget reflects changes in the way the 
City will be managed. It also reflects 
our intention to continue to provide, in 
the most efficient manner possible, the 
high levels of service our residents have 
come to expect. 

Last year we presented to you not 
only an operating budget for 1984, but 
also the financial outlook for 1985. We 
are continuing this precedent by looking 
ahead to 1986 in order to plan to keep 
this City on a financially stable course 
beyond the next budget year. 

As we look ahead, we realize that 
even as we make progress in controlling 
our expenses, there are many external 
factors which work against our ability to 
raise revenues to cover operating and 
capital costs. We cannot ignore the fact 
that the economic conditions which have 
so severely impacted some of our 
neighbors are also affecting the lives of 
our own residents, threatening our ability 
to sustain a municipal government which 
can maintain its infrastructrue and 
protect the health and safety of its 
citizens. 

Because we are not isolated from 
the communities around us, we must look 
at regional solutions to our economic 
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problems. For this reason I will address 
today not only the state of the City but 
also the problem of our declining 
regional economy as it affects all 
municipalities in the Ohio, Allegheny, 
and Monongahela valleys. 

But first: the state of our own 

City. 

Last year, in our first two-year 
outlook, I told you that 1985 was going to 
be a difficult year, but that we were 
committed to doing "whatever it took" to 
balance the budget in 1985. Today I am 
pleased to announce that our efforts 
have paid off: the 1985 budget has been 
balanced without a tax increase. 

While this alone is certainly good 
news for all of us, our attempts to hold 
the line on costs have proven even more 
successful than anticipated. I now feel 
confident in projecting that no tax 
increase will be needed in 1986 — so our 
taxpayers will have been spared a City 
tax increase for at least four straight 
years. 

Naturally, this is a surprising and 
risky prediction to make. However, we 
are now seeing the effects of many belt¬ 
tightening efforts and management 
improvements that the City has made 
over the last several years which should 
allow us to attain this goal. 

Revenue Enhancements 

We have been successful in 
increasing revenues through a number of 
initiatives. The impact of Renaissance II 
will begin to be felt in 1985 when 
properties paying an estimated $2.3 
million in property taxes will go on the 
City tax rolls. In addition, our challenge 
of downtown real estate assessments is 
expected to raise $2.0 million annually in 
increased property taxes. 


The PGH-40 program has 
increased earned income tax revenues by 
an estimated $2.0 million annually. By 
holding more Treasurer's sales, the City 
has increased its collection of delinquent 
taxes by approximately $1.0 million per 
year. Interest earnings have increased 
by $300,000-$600,000 annually as a result 
of changing employers' withholding tax 
payments from quarterly to monthly. 
Another $300,000-$600,000 in interest is 
being earned from the use of our lockbox 
system which allows for quicker deposits 
of funds. Finally, the booting program 
instituted this year to crack down on 
parking scofflaws is bringing in over half 
a million dollars in previously 
uncollected parking fines. 

Expenditure Controls 

We have also been successful in 
controlling expenditures, particularly in 
the areas of debt service, personnel, and 
fringe benefits. In 1983 the City was 
able to restructre its debt, resulting in 
reduced debt service of $6.0 million total 
for 1984 and 1985. 

We have been especially careful 
to bring personnel costs under control, 
since they represent the single largest 
cost in the operating budget. Tighter 
control has been placed on hiring, with 
the Budget Office reviewing the 
justification for filling, all vacancies 
prior to authorization. Lower wage 
settlements have been realized which are 
consistent with lower increases in 
inflation. Increased productivity 

resulting from a change to curbside 
collection in 1982 and a consolidation of 
refuse routes in 1983 has reduced the 
need for personnel in the Department of 
Environmental Services. 

The 1982 reorganization of the 
Fire Department resulted in more 
manpower available at the scene of a 
fire. As a result of this improved 
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performance* in 1984 the City was able 
to reduce the maximum number of 
firefighters assigned to doublet-company 
houses, relying on callbacks to fill in for 
those who were absent. Although the 
initial estimates of manpower needs have 
been revised upward, we have still 
reduced the number of positions by 64 as 
a result of this plan, while maintaining 
sufficient manpower to resond quickly 
and effectively to alarms. 

Fringe benefits have been 
especially difficult to control over the 
past five years. However, increases in 
fringe benefit costs are now moderating, 
due in part to Blue Cross's efforts to 
reduce hospital costs and to the City's 
restructuring of employee benefit 
packages by providing higher deductibles 
and other cost-saving measures. We are 
finding that our closer monitoring of 
worker's compensation claims, improved 
medical attention to workers who are 
injured, and the institution of an 
alternate duty work program are 
resulting in a leveling off of costs in this 
area. In October, the City established an 
Executive Safety Committee whose goal 
is to insure the overall safety of City 
employees and residents by reducing job- 
related accidents and illnesses. Safety 
officers will be selected and trained in 
each department to 1 head committees 
that will identify and recommend 
changes in hazardous work practices. We 
expect that this program will also result 
in substantial reductions in the City's 
disability costs. 

Most of these initiatives have 
been in place for severed years. The 
cumulative effect of these increased 
revenues and cost controls now places us 
in an improved financial position. 

Home Rule Enabling Act 

It gives me great pleasure to be 
able to relate to you a healthy financial 


picture, especially since we were faced 
this year with a critical challenge to our 
revenue-generating authority. In late 
September, the State legislature 
clarified the intent of the 1972 Home 
Rule Enabling Act, thereby allowing the 
City of Pittsburgh to continue its taxing 
structure. The legislature is to be 
congratulated for their prompt and 
responsible actions. Clearly we would 
have been unable to provide our residents 
with the present levels of service, and 
our future stability would have been 
uncertain if this action had not been 
taken. We would have been forced to lay 
off employees and to delay capital 
borrowing. 

While I am relieved that such 
extreme action will not be necessary, I 
am nevertheless sobered by the 
incident. It reminds us that we must 
continue to answer to our taxpayers for 
the monies we spend, and we must 
always strive to provide services as 
effectively and efficiently as we can. 

Departmental Reorganizations 

Therefore, we are planning 
important management improvements in 
1985, including two major 
reorganizations. These reorganizations 
reflect our continuing efforts to update 
management structures to match the 
changing needs of our City. In 1982 the 
Departments of Housing and Economic 
Development were merged into the 
Urban Redevelopment Authority, and the 
Department of Finance was created. • In 
1984 we consolidated our capital design 
and construction functions into the 
Department of Engineering and 
Construction, and we placed the 
maintenance of City properties, supplies, 
and equipment under the Department of 
General Services. Finally, in mid-1984, 
we created the Water and Seyrer 
Authority to finance a massive capital 
improvements program to rehabilitate a 
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deteriorated system and to ensure that 
our water and sewer assets will continue 
to be protected for future generations. 
Each of these reorganizations along with 
the two proposed for 1985 will enable us 
to better meet the challenges of the 
1980's. 

a. The Department of Public Safety 

The first reorganization I am 
proposing for 1985 is the creation of a 
new Department of Public Safety. 

As you know, there are presently 
three departments which handle the 
public safety function: Police, Fire, and 
Emergency Medical Services. The 
division of authority among three 
different agencies has hampered an 
integrated approach to protecting our 
residents' lives and property. 

This year, several incidents 
occurred which indicated that we need to 
make improvements in the area of public 
safety. We have learned that fire safety 
equipment is not always up t6 standard, 
nor are all of our emergency vehicles 
equipped with seat belts. The recent 
hazardous material incident in the Strip 
District pointed out that we need to 
develop better policies and procedures 
for disaster response. The fact that it 
took many, many months to apprehend a 
suspect in the South Side arsons suggests 
that better coordination may be needed 
between our Police and Fire 
departments. 

As a result of these occurrences, 
it has become evident to me that the 
police, fire, and emergency medical 
functions should be combined under one 
organization headed by an individual who 
can effectively coordinate the efforts in 
this area. Under this consolidation, 
administrative functions such as 
personnel, budget, purchasing, and 
inventory will be combined in a non- 


uniformed division, allowing more 
uniformed personnel to be available for 
street duty. A combined 

communications system which can 
quickly dispatch the appropriate 
personnel from all three agencies to the 
scene of an emergency will be 
developed. Training will be coordinated 
among the divisions, allowing police and 
fire to augment the more advanced 
medical expertise of EMS staff. 
Creation of a separate research and 
development unit will insure ongoing 
research, planning and evaluation of 
public safety needs and operations. 

I am recommending that this new 
department be placed under the 
leadership of Glenn Cannon, the present 
Director of Emergency Medical 
Services. Under him will be four deputy 
directors who will head the 
Administration, Police, Fire, and EMS 
Branches. I propose to issue this new 
department the following mandates to 
increase coordination and cooperation 
among the operating branches in order to 
improve this City's public safety efforts: 

1. Modernize and consolidate our 
dispatching system in order to 
improve response times and provide 
better information at the scene of 
an emergency. 

2. Increase training and cross-training 
in the three branches in order to 
improve the level of service 
provided by the first responders to 
a call for help. 

3. Re-evaluate all positions so that 

administrative and clerical work is 
performed, as much as possible, by 
non-uniformed employees, 

maximizing the number of 
uniformed personnel who are 
available on the street to respond 
to the needs of our residents. 

4. Organize a hazardous materials 
team composed of all three 
branches which will be ready and 
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available to respond to disaster 
situations anywhere within our 
metropolitan area. 

5. Develop disaster preparedness plans 
that will enable us to evacuate 
residents and to bring under control 
any situation that threatens lives, 
health, or property. 

6. Develop a plan for combatting the 
dramatic increase in auto theft in 
our City. 

7. Establish policies and procedures 
for vehicle pursuit which protect 
the safety of innocent bystanders, 
as well as the officers involved. 

8. Pursue an aggressive employee 
safety program in conjunction with 
the City's new Executive Safety 
Committee. 

9. Establish ongoing planning and 
evaluation of deployment and 
procedures in order to insure an 
effective and efficient operation. 

Glenn Cannon has directed the 
Department of Emergency Medical 
Services since its creation in 1978. He 
has earned a great deal of respect for 
heading an agency that has won national 
attention for its success in providing 
emergency medical care. I am confident 
that as Director of the Department of 
Public Safety, he will continue to do am 
outstanding job. 

b. The Pittsburgh Zoo 

The second reorganization I am 
proposing is the Pittsburgh Zoo. The Zoo 
is presently undergoing a $15 million 
capital improvement program which is 
resulting in am impressive transformation 
of this facility. The innovative 
"landscape immersion" design of the 
Asian forest amd Africam savanna is 
providing visitors with the opportunity 
not only to view animals in their natural 
settings, but to actually become a part 
of the animals' habitats. The new 
exhibits are clearly successful with the 


public — attendance is up nearly 40% 
over 1983, resulting in an increase of 
approximately half a million dollars in 
revenue. 

As the capital program increases 
the Zoo's visibility and popularity, it is 
time to increase our management efforts 
as well. I am recommending that 
Director Howard Hays, after many years 
of capably operating this facility, be 
appointed Executive Director of the 
Zoological Park Commission. As 
Executive Director, he will serve as a 
special advisor to the Commission and to 
the Mayor concerning appropriate 
policies and the future direction of the 
Pittsburgh Zoo. This role will enable 
Director Hays, who has been 
instrumental in developing the "New 
Zoo" design, to devote full-time 
attention to maintaining the momentum 
of the capital development program 
through the construction of the tropical 
house and beyond. 

The Department of Parks and 
Recreation will immediately begin a 
national recruitment for a new Director 
of this facility. In addition, a General 
Curator will be hired to oversee animal 
care and management, and an Assistant 
Horticulturist will be assigned to 
maintain the plant life that has been 
added to the natural habitat exhibits. It 
is my belief that the proposed 
reorganization will not only insure a 
successful capital program, it will also 
improve animal management 

capabilities, grounds maintenance, staff 
training, and educational programming at 
the Zoo as well. 

1985 Capital Program 

The capital budget I am proposing 
for 1985 is $130 million, of which $21.8 
million will be raised from City 
borrowing. 
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In the past seven years the City 
has spent over $360 million in direct 
neighborhood improvements such as 
street resurfacing, street lighting, 
playground rehabilitation, water and 
sewer improvements, public safety, 
housing, and commercial revitalization. 

We are continuing to maintain our 
commitment to the neighborhoods by 
targeting 66% of the 1985 budget in 
direct neighborhood improvements. For 
instance, we will be authorizing $62 
million, or nearly half of the proposed 
budget, to various housing programs. We 
are undertaking traffic improvements in 
Oakland and street reconstruction 
activities in Beechview and East 
Liberty. We will also reconstruct six 
bridges at a cost of $4 million. 
Recreational facilities will be improved 
by the rehabilitation of one pool and the 
re-design of another, and several 
playgrounds will also be rehabilitated. 
Two new Emergency Medical Services 
stations are planned for Bon Air and 
Homewood West while two existing 
stations will be renovated. 

In addition, we will continue the 
Home Security Program as well as the 
residential parking program, which 
currently operates in Lawrenceville and 
Oakland and is planned for other parts of 
the City. We will expand the Greenway 
Program to Beechview and Brookline. 
We will continue to encourage 
commercial revitalization with low- 
interest loans to businesses who locate in 
neighborhoods such as South Side, 
Bloomfield, Garfield, Oakland, 

Homewood and the North Side. 

I am also proposing that $10 
million be spent on various economic 
development programs and projects. In 
addition, we have provided over $7 
million in funding to continue our 
commitment to develop Herr's Island, 
J & L, and the North Shore areas. 


STATE OF THE REGION 

While I am confident that careful 
planning and management will enable 
this City to balance its budget and 
maintain its infrastructure during the 
next two years without tax increases, the 
state of our regional economy presents 
vis with a more formidable challenge. 

The September unemployment 
rate for the Pittsburgh SMSA was 10.9%, 
compared to 7.1% nationally. Last year 
twenty-three of Pittsburgh's fifty largest 
employers reduced their work forces. 
During the five year period from 1979 to 
1983, there were 88,200 manufacturing 
jobs lost in the Pittsburgh area. 

We are proud that Pittsburgh has 
so many attractive features — such as 
reasonably-priced housing, good 
recreational facilities, and a variety of 
cultural programs and institutions — 
which place this City among the most 
"livable" in the country. But the fact 
that our region offers limited economic 
opportunity to its residents and to 
newcomers is an issue we must face. 

The Reagan administration has 
not been willing to aid industrial areas 
like ours with government economic 
policies such as import quotas on steel. 
The national administration believes that 
our region will eventually feel the 
impact of an economic recovery that 
seems to be occurring in other parts of 
the country. 

However, this decline in am 
economy that formerly supported major 
industrial employment in our river valley 
towns is structural in character. As a 
result, it has not responded to national 
trends toward economic recovery and 
growth. Special measures, both public 
amd private, are required to deal with 
this persistent problem which affects the 
economy of the region and the state, 
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along with the viability of local 
governments and the lives of many 
thousands of people throughout 
Southwestern Pennsylvania. 

In the absence of attention to this 
pressing situation by the federal 
government, local government must take 
the lead in establishing public policy 
which strives toward the goal of 
economic recovery for the entire 
region. At present, however, public 
authority is divided among the State, the 
four counties of Allegheny, Beaver, 
Washington, and Westmoreland, as well 
as hundreds of local jurisdictions. 

An agency is needed that has the 
power to coordinate and implement 
projects and programs that adddress the 
issues of land use, public infrastructure, 
demographic trends, job retraining, 
reinvestment, and productivity 
incentives. An agency is needed that can 
mobilize private sector initiatives and 
Federal assistance toward the common 
purpose of development and 
reconstruction of our struggling 
economy. 

Mon-Ohio _ Development _ and 

Reconstruction Commission 

I am proposing that the 
Commonwealth, the four counties, and 
the City enter into a binding agreement 
for the purpose of directing their 
combined energies and resources into a 
development and reconstruction program 
for the communities of this region's 
industrial valleys. 

This agreement would be known as 
the Mon-Ohio Compact and would be 
administered by a Mon-Ohio 
Development and Reconstruction 
Commission. The Commission would be 
made up of members appointed by the 
Governor, as well as the Chairmen of the 
Boards of County Commissioners in .the 


participating counties and the Mayor of 
Pittsburgh. 

Under the Compact the 
Commission would have the right to 
receive and expend public and private 
funds, to incur debt and to issue tax- 
exempt bonds, to hire a staff and 
consultants, to own and develop 
property, to exercise the power of 
eminent domain for public purposes, and 
to enter into cooperative agreements 
with the State, constituent counties and 
municipalities within its jurisdiction. 

The initial cost of setting up this 
Commission is estimated at $1 million. I 
propose that the State appropriate 
$500,000 to this endeavor, and that it be 
matched by $500,000 in local funds. 

Additional funding for the work of 
the Commission would come from 
subsequent State appropriations, 
drawdowns upon State bond funds issued 
for economic development puroses, 
grants in aid from Federal programs, and 
revenue bonds issued by the Commission. 

Although the Commission would 
have no taxing authority, I am 
recommending that it receive am annual 
allocation of local funds from the 
constituent counties through a dedicated 
millage of no more than one mill. This 
would result in approximately $10 million 
per year which would go into a 
"SuperFund" to finance the Commission's 
projects and programs. 

I will soon begin discussions with 
the Governor, State and County 
legislative leaders, and Commission 
Chairmen in Allegheny, Beaver, 
Washington, and Westmoreland Counties 
about the establishment of a Mon-Ohio 
Development and Reconstruction 
Commission. Enabling legislation will be 
drafted in the near future. 
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SALE OF THE U.S. STEEL BUILDING 

As I announced earlier, the U.S. 
Steel Building has been sold this year, 
resulting in $4.4 million in deed transfer 
tax receipts. I believe that these 
unexpected funds should be used to 
address problems which impact the 
safety and well-being of our residents. 
For this reason, I am making the 
following proposal for the use of this 
revenue: 

First, place $2.75 million into a 
Public Safety Trust Fund to develop a 
modern, computer-aided dispatching 
system for the proposed Department of 
Public Safety. 

Second, place $1.4 million into a 
Water Rate Discount Trust Fund and 
implement a program which reduces the 
increase in water rates by 50% to low- 
income senior citizens and other 
individuals who meet the state's Property 
Tax/Rent Rebate Program guidelines. 

Third, set aside $250,000 as 
Pittsburgh's share of the start-up costs 
for the Mon-Ohio Development and 
Reconstruction Commission to 

demonstrate this City's commitment to a 
regional economic development effort. 

I believe that this proposal for 
using the unanticipated revenue 
represents sound public policy as well as 
demonstrating recil human concern for 
our less-advantaged residents. It will 
allow us to make a significant 
improvement in the capability of our 
public safety network to respond quickly 
to emergencies and complaints. It will 
help our senior citizens who are "just 
getting by" on fixed incomes to better 
handle the increase in water rates 
resulting from our need to improve our 
water and sewer systems. It will 
demonstrate this City's strong 
commitment to cooperating with our 


neighbors in finding solutions to our 
common economic problems. 

CONCLUSION 

I look forward to the coming year 
with the knowledge that we have laid a 
solid foundation for significant 
improvements in the way local 
government works. We must now build 
upon this groundwork, continuing to 
reach toward our broader vision of a 
second Renaissance. As Samuel Johnson 
once said, "The future is purchased by 
the present." With your help, we will 
make that investment now.

If I might, on Bill 1635 Td like to 
make an amendment. This concerns the 
discussions that members of Council had 
about the Fire Department last 
Wednesday and doing everything possible 
to insure the safety of our firefighters. 

This bill as it stands supplies what 
they call turn-out firefighter trousers 
which are the heavy, over the trousers, 
rubber insulated pants and also the one- 
half firefighter boots. 

What I'd like to do is amend the 
legislation to include two additional 
pieces of equipment. The reason for that 
is, these turn-out firefighter trousers are 
adequate in the wintertime because they 
retain body heat but they’re not adequate 
in the summertime when your 
firefighters are fighting fires in July and 
August and September when the 
temperature is in the '80s. What this 
does is retain body heat and exposes our 
firefighters to fatigue or heat stroke. 

So, I'd just like to include two 
additional pieces of clothing in this piece 
of legislation and I'd like to have it read, 
"and firefighter resistent trousers" and 


that will be inserted after "turn-out 
firefighters trousers", then the 
amendment, "and firefighter resistent 
trousers"; and also "one-half and three- 
quarter length firefighter boots", and the 
amendment will be "three-quarter length 
firefighter boots".

Jim, I assume you've talked to the 
firefighters, the people who are going to 
be using this equipment. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

Tve talked to Bernie Bums right 
after the Wednesday session and he’s the 
one that made these recommendations 
that I agree with.

On Bill 961, I had this gut feeling 
that perhaps I don't have my six other 
colleagues to go along with me today to 
pass this bill so I would like to make a 
motion to recommit back into 
Committee until next Wednesday so we 
can discuss it a little further. 

Mr. Robinson seconded the motion. 

Mr. O’Malley; 

I'd like to read into the Record 
pertaining to Bill 961 a letter from the 
Solicitor, Mr. Dan Pellegrini concerning 
Bill 961. This is a letter requesting the 
legality of this bill. 

It states, "As you requested, an 
opinion to the legality of Bill No. 961, as 
amended, which prohibits the use of 
combustible pipes and ducts and pipe 
shafts, a rigid non-metalic conduit and 
electrical installation." — 


Mr. President, point of order. I 
think the only thing before us is the 
motion. I think Mr. O'Malley is out of 
order. 

The Chain 

I don't know where he's going yet 
so I can't really tell if he's on target or 
off target. 

Mr. O’Malley: 

The reason for the recommitment, 
I believe, was an opinion from the 
Solicitor. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

We could discuss that at — 
Michelle Madoff: 

I'd like to hear the opinion. I 
haven't seen it. 

Mr. O’Malley; 

I would like to have the letter 
read into the Minutes. 

"No legal impediment appears to 
exist for the prohibition of combustible 
pipes and ducts and shafts as set forth in 
Section 410-4 because it is obviously 
related to prohibiting fires in these 
shafts and ducts. However, Section 
2000.3 dealing with electrical insulation 
standards uses terms prohibits rigid non- 
metalic conduit which would prohibit 
conduit, i.e. fiberglass, which may be 
non-combustible. Because of the 
reasoning behind the terminology used in 
this section is not clear, it is suggested 
that it be amended to also read non¬ 
combustible if the reasons behind the 
enactment were fire safety. 
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Because the elimination of 
Section 2200-1, the bill which prohibits 
use of plastic pipe and plumbing systems, 
the scope of the bill has been drastically 
altered. It is suggested that the bill 
refers back to the Board of Code Review 
for evaluation." 

I agree and I just want to state 
that I think the safety of our residents 
and our firemen are of the utmost 
importance to members of this City 
Council. I agree with the Solicitor that 
it should be referred back for further 
study. 

Mr. Woods: 

I want to make this perfectly 
understood. My motion is to recommit 
to Committee. I do not intend ever to 
send it back to the Board of Code 
Review. My motion, and it was 

seconded, was to send it back to 
Committee only. 

The Chair: 

The Chair recollects that’s what 
you said. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

Could you repeat that, 
Councilman? 

Mr. Woods: 

My motion was to recommit to 
Committee, not to the Board of Code 
Review. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Clarification. I just spoke with 
my colleague and I understand, and I 
don't know where this information is 
printed or carved but it must be 
somewhere and I wonder if the 
Parliamentarian can clarify it, we need 


seven votes. Why do we need seven 
votes? 

Mr. O'Malley: 

It’s illegal, Michelle, the way it’s 
written. 

Mr. Woods: 

It’s not illegal. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Hold on a minute. I want to know 
why we need seven votes. 

The Chair: 

Because it was disapproved by the 
Board of Code Review. The required 
votes at this point is increased to seven, 
or two-thirds. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Just one minute. The Board of 
Code Review are a very vested 
interested body that are there because 
they have expertise in certain matters. 

The Chair: 

Whatever it be, the procedure 
says if they reject it you must have the 
increased voting to override. 

Michelle Madoff: 

For the record, I would hope that 
the plastic pipe would be the first issue 
that this Council would look at and then 
we’d start looking at all the toxic fume 
kind of pillows and facilities that could 
generate the same kind of toxicity. This 
will be the first step in the right 
direction so that people on this Council 
do not say that plastic pipe really is just 
one part of the issue. 
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The reason Tin raising it now, Mr. 
President, is that the proposer of the bill 
might want to, since the Board of Code 
Review is playing hardball, why don't we 
just say we're going to play hardball 
too. We'll not only review plastic pipe 
but we'll review everthing that's of 
toxicity. 

Mr. Givens: 

If I might, Mr. President, I would 
ask the sponsor of this bill to withdraw 
his motion to recommit. We sat here for 
five hours and listened to testimony 
going back and forth; we've been lobbied 
on both sides as has been so indicated 
here. I've made my firm commitment 
based on the information that was given 
to me. Nothing that has been submitted 
here today is new to this Council. 
Nothing. As a result, you have to cut 
bait right now. If we're to put this back 
into Committee we're just going to open 
up the wounds that should be in the 
process of being healed right now. I feel 
this is bad for this Council and it's going 
to be a detriment to the proposal that's 
already been before us that we've made a 
preliminary commitment on and if people 
have not made up their minds which way 
to go I think it's now time for them to 
make that decision to cut bait. That is 
the time that is before us right now. To 
put this back in Committee, there’s no 
new testimony that's going to come out 
of there that already hasn't been told to 
us. I don't want to sit around for another 
five hours and listen to the debate go 
back and forth. I'm ready to vote on this 
issue today and I ask the sponsor of this 
bill to put this bill forward. I think 
everyone on this Council had an 
opportunity to hear — 

Mr. Woods: 

Mr. Chairman, in response to Mr. 
Givens' request, there's no one who wants 
this bill acted on more than I do today. 


But when it is acted on I want it acted on 
in a favorable manner. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

It's illegal. 

Mr. Woods: 

It's legal; that's not an issue. But 
at this point I don't think that we have 
seven votes, Dick, and that's why I'm 
asking. 

May I have a five minute recess? 
Michelle Madoff seconded the motion. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Mr. President, before the recess if 
I might. I wasn’t going to say anything 
but I feel compelled to do so. 

I think it's rather obvious that 
we're overlooking a procedural matter 
and I was hoping that Mr. Woods was 
recommitting the bill because of that 
procedural matter. That procedural 
matter relates to the Board of Code 
Review. This bill, once it was amended, 
should have gone back to the Board of 
Code Review. The bill did not go back to 
the Board of Code Review. 
Unfortunately, Mr. Pellegrini suggested, 
I assume out of deference to Mr. Woods, 
that we send the bill back to Committee, 
send it back to the Board of Code 
Review. 

I think if we have the Solicitor 
check on this for us before we. take any 
final action we’ll see that the bill 
automatically should go back to the 
Board of Code Review once it was 
amended and I think that Mr. Pellegrini 
is giving us, in this instance, some very 
good advice. As Mr. Woods said, he 
wants this to be done properly and 
legally. If it doesn't go back to the 
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Board of Code Review I think all we're 
going to do is get ourselves in a lot of 
trouble. 

The Chair: 

I’m willing to recess but I would 
suggest that the maker of the motion 
back up and punt and wait until 
Wednesday. 

Mr. Woods: 

ril tell you what, I understand 
what Councilman Robinson has stated 
and I had asked Danny over the phone if 
it is mandatory and he said it is not, it is 
just a suggestion.

In regard to Bill Nos. 1647, 1648, 
1649 and 1650, they all pertain to 
repealing legislation from the Capital 
Improvement Program, dollars that were 
originally allocated towards various 
projects. The purpose for repealing is 
for the new Water and Sewage Authority 
to finance these various projects. I have 
no problem in agreeing with that, that 
the new Water and Sewage Authority 
should finance those projects.

I'm not sure if it will be 
used for debt service; I'm not sure of a 
lot of things and for that reason I am 
suggesting that these four bills be 
recommitted.

MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS 
Mr. Robinson: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, just three quick items if I 
might. 


The first deals with the issue of 
the divestment legislation that's 
presently before Council, that's Council 
Bill 1504, 1505, 1506, 1507, 1508 and 
1509. Council had requested that the 
City Solicitor provide us with a legal 
opinion and I'd like the City Clerk, if he 
would be kind enough, to request that the 
Solicitor get us those opinions on those 
bills just as quickly as possible. 

Also, for those who are 
interested, the legislation that was 
passed in the City of Philadelphia is 


available, if you would like to take a look 
at that, and also I think it's very 
important that Council support an 
impact study which would allow us an 
opportunity to get some professional 
assistance to determine what would be 
the financial impact on the City if all six 
of these bills or any one of these bills 
were to be passed. The task force on 
investment policies and business 
practices has been authorized to spend 
$5,000.00 for technical assistance and I 
would hope the Council would continue 
to give us your support as we attempt to 
find someone to conclude the impact 
study. 


The second issue relates to the 
proposed $21 million bond issue. As 
Council is aware, we had requested that 
the Solicitor provide us with an 
evaluation of the URA's performance 
under a previously pass resolution, 
Resolution No. 725 of 1984, which 
authorized the URA to go out on bond 
issue for roughly $25 million to finance 
some housing. I don't believe that that 
evaluation is yet in our hands and I would 
hope that the City Clerk would also be 
able to get hold of the Solicitor and ask 
him if he would be kind enough to 
provide us with that evaluation prior to 
us considering the $21 million bond issue. 

The third item deals with the 
issue of economic development. A lot 
has been said over the last few days 
about economic development in the City 
but I've heard little or nothing about 
development around the Hill District and 
the Civic Arena. This is an area which, 
over the last five or six years, 
unfortunately has been neglected. Given 
the fact that there are limited public 
dollars available and the fact that there 
are many projects competing, it seems to 
me that at some appropriate time we 
should get an assessment as to whether 
or not development is going to occur in 
the Hill and around the Civic Arena and 
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whether or not we shouldn't consider a 
HOD AG or TJDAG to stimulate that 
growth. 

I recognize that there are other 
members of Council that have interests 
in other parts of the City, be it 
Lawrenceville or North Side or South 
Side, but I think it is appropriate for us 
to pay some attention to developing the 
only portion of the Triangle that has yet 
to have any substantive plan or any 
substantive action and that's the Hill 
District. We are applying for HOD AGs 
and UDAGs all the time but we have yet 
to apply for a HOD AG or a UDAG to 
stimulate development in the Hill 
District area. 

As Council is aware, there is an 
option on some land adjacent to the 
Civic Arena which is held by the Edward 
DeBartolo Corporation. While that 
option is not up, it seems to me that we 
should request some opportunity to 
interface with the DeBartolo 
Corporation and the URA to see if 
there's anything that we can do to help 
stimulate growth in the Hill District 
area. 

I hope that as this Council begins 
to consider some of the proposals that 
the Mayor has made, that the Allegheny 
Conference has made, and as others I'm 
sure will make, that we will not forget 
substantive development in the Hill 
District and substantive adjacent to the 
Civic Arena. 

Thank you. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I think many of us and I certainly 
was very surprised at the Mayor's budget 
and very pleased at what came out 
today. We're going into budget hearings 
and I would like to propose that this 
Council. during its deliberations, 


consider that any funds that come in in 
addition to the $14 million surplus, or 
perhaps we might find that we need $16 
million in order to budget next year's 
budget, that those monies be used to 
reduce some of the taxes and the burden 
on the people of this City. 

It has come to my attention and 
to my horror that the real estate agents 
are telling people not to come in to the 
City, not to locate in the City because of 
the four percent wage tax and to move 
out to the suburbs. 

Now, we can say that ultimately 
people are going to come back to the 
City but we have really no incentive 
when we have regressive taxes. In a 
sense, the City it still overt axed and 
every now and again we seem to get a 
windfall from some real estate 
development. I would hope that those 
monies would be considered for 
decreasing our debt which is well over $1 
billion now and for a population just over 
400,000 I think that is very very 
dangerous. 

The other thing I would like to 
propose is that, and it's not a budget 
matter but it's something that concerns 
every one of us, every day we pick up the 
paper in the last few weeks and there 
seems to be a dichotomy between the 
Controller's Office and the 
Administration. This Council should not 
be put in the position of being dupes, 
that we didn’t know what was going on. 
In other words, ignorance of the law is no 
excuse. We should not be put in the 
position by either the Administration 
giving us information just before they go 
to the media, or the position of Mr. 
Flaherty, Controller, going to the media 
before this Council and the 
Administration has a chance to look at 
the information. 

I certainly would not support the 
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proposed resolution but I do not know if 
Mr. Woods submitted today or whether 
he was going to make it orally from the 
floor or he's planning to submit, on 
curtailing any method that anybody 
wants to give information out, but 
instead to be productive. 

What I would like to suggest is 
that we find money in this year's budget 
— I’ve already spoken to the Mayor about 
it — and we get an efficiency expert into 
this City, efficiency expert firms, into 
the City to go over every single 
department. The Mayor Beeros to feel, in 
my discussions with him, that he had to 
spend the time stablizing the City, 
stablizing the taxes, and that now he is 
prepared for one to look at the issues 
that l*ve been very concerned about; that 
is, getting suburbanites to start paying 
some of their fair share through a user 
tax. He's told me that he's going to see 
and look into seeing that the 
suburbanites pay for the Zoo at a higher 
rate than City residents, which is only 
fair since the City residents are paying 
for it three times. We pay for the Zoo 
when we go, we pay in the debt service 
on capital improvement, and we pay 
again in our taxes for the services we 
give to the suburbanites. Suburbanites 
do not object to paying user fees so 
that’s one step in the right direction. 

Having an efficiency expert go 
through each and every department to 
start to find out what many of us already 
know. For example, last night Mr. 
Wagner and I attended a meeting in 
Shadyside along with many of the 
members of the Water Authority to 
discuss — an informational meeting — 
with the League of Women Voters on the 
Water Authority and what's going to 
happen. It was very gratifying to me to 
find out that everything that I’ve been 
asking for for six years, covers for the 
reservoirs, some extra chlorination at 
the other end before it's released to the 


public for consumption, inspectors to 
guard our water so youngsters aren’t 
swimming in it and giving us ecoli in our 
water which is dangerous. All these 
things are going to be addressed and it 
was stated that the reason these things 
were not done was for political 
considerations, that everybody sort of 
pushed this aside, it was not a politically 
positive thing to support if somebody 
brought it up in Council. 

•I think we've got to get out of this 
business of fighting each other and start 
working together for the good of this 
City which has a lot of problems. I don't 
think any of us would say that this City 
is in a situation of having recovered as 
perhaps some other cities have. 

To that end, I would like to see 
that monies are set aside in this year's 
budget to go through what I believe the 
Water Authority is going to do, review 
every department so that for example, 
when you apply to have your water 
connected to your house there would be a 
card that says that you are a resident 
and not a commercial industrial 
development and it gives your block and 
lot number so that you can get your tap- 
in and you can get your meter and you 
can start getting billed for water, which 
was one of the problems in the Water 
Department. 

I think Controller Flaherty is 
going to uncover many things that we as 
City Councilmembers cannot possibly 
know about and, as the Mayor said to 
many of us this morning, he can't know 
everything that's going on in the City. 

The first year I was here, I can go 
back and get my proposal, I suggested to 
this Council that we have efficiency 
experts go through every department in 
the City so that we're not accused of 
loading it down with patronage, no- 
shows, and that we indeed want to be as 
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efficient as possible. That will then 
force the Controller and the 
Administration and this Council to work 
as one and I would hope that that 
recommendation would be very seriously 
considered when we go to budget 
hearings.

I'd like to 
remind Council that this is payment for 
work that was not completed. In two 
instances, apparently the Water 
Department, there was some foul-up in 
the Water Department,.

They 
did not fulfil their obligation and 
consequently this contractor was not 
able to complete his work.

This has come up so many times 
over the years. The problem is that the 
Law Department feels that the person 
would have the right to go to court and 
sue and the cost to the City would be far 


in excess of what we're settling for on 
this extended work that we’ve done. 
There was a "misunderstanding" as to 
what was to be done and who was 
responsible for what and it was during 
the transition period, supposedly, but it 
goes back over a year that the Water and 
Sewer Authority were being defined. I 
was at the Pennsylvania ball two years 
ago and knew who the underwriter was 
and who the bond counsel was going to be 
and it was going to be a water authority 
even though we on Council did not know. 

What I'm saying to you is that I 
agree with you. I'm afraid it will cost us 
more but we have to be more diligent, as 
I just pointed out today, in what we pay 
and we're going to have to ask more 
questions and the only reason I will vote 
for this is because I don't think we have 
any choice.

The 
source of revenue at any sort cuts down 
on the amount of taxes the City of 
Pittsburgh residents pay with $1 billion 
debt, four percent wage tax, etc., etc., 
and some of them are not as fortunate as 
you and myself in having the income to 
deal with it. All Tm looking for is for 
the birds that can be sold, to be sold to 
responsible people and you're saying that 
it's not a priority item and Tm saying 
that any source of revenue that would 
cut down on the taxpayers' burden is a 
priority with me and I think the best 
thing to do — since you don't think it's 
really serious — and repeatedly people at 
the Aviary call me and tell me that there 
is a surplus of birds and they know what 
they're ralking about. They have brought 
in people from the outside who know 
what they are talking about. You ought

On Bill No. 1713, I would ask that 
my colleagues pay close attention. How 
many times have we asked for 
ipformation from department heads and 
how many times don't we get it? How 
many times do we get general kinds of 
information? Mike Perry is not a crystal 
ball gazer; he's not a fortune teller. 
When we get a request for $10,000 and 
we get the bill which says from Code 
Account Utilities to Repairs and we don't 
specify what it is, it sounds fine. It 
sounds like well, you have to repair some 
equipment, why would we object to it? 

As you know, I questioned Mr. 
Daryl Smith on it and received a letter 
and I'd like to share the letter with you. 

"With reference to the $10,000 on 
this particular item, Bill 1713, the 
request for this transfer of funds is 
necessitated because of the number of 
repair expenditures which we have 
recently experienced. Installation of a 
new gas service line at our warehouse 
involved an expenditure of approximately 
$10,000. Repair to a back-hoe loader is 
expected to cost in the range of $5,000." 

Let me tell you‘about the back- 
hoe loader. If you don't remember my 
bringing it up at least 20 times before. 
We have a 17 year old back-hoe. We 
keep repairing it when we could be 
buying a repossessed one from one of the 
companies that has gone out of business 
for about $17,000 which may still be 
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under warranty. 


don't Know which back-hoe that is. 


We are now going to a Water and 
Sewer Authority. One would think that 
the Water and Sewer Authority would be 
using that $5,000 towards the purchase 
of new equipment as opposed to repairing 
a back-hoe which has been repaired and 
repaired and repaired. Or, if we don't 
repair them we go out and rent them. 

If this is a new one, which we 
don't have time to find out for today, the 
new back-hoe which we bought last year 
is defective, I would like to know that. I 
want to know if it's the same old back- 
hoe that was 17 years old when I asked 
about it two years ago that's being 
repaired. 

What Im pointing out is that we 
don't get adequate information. We're 
just window-dressing. They tell us what 
they want us to know. We're like 
mushrooms. We're kept in the dark and 
fed horse manure. I said that before and 
I'll say it again. I'm tire of it. 

I want very specific information, 
Mr. Perry, and I think other members of 
Council have indicated the same. The 
next time someone asks for $10,000 for a 
transfer, what is it for, what is the item, 
and if they say back-hoe, which back- 
hoe? Is it the one bought last year or the 
one bought 17 years ago? I don't care if 
you hold the bill a week. If you do it 
once the next time that information will 
be forthcoming. I know their making you 
job, the department heads, a lot easier 
because you are getting more 
information, particularly on sale of 
properties.

Michelle Madoff: 

I have an amendment, a minor 
amendment. If everyone wiU please turn 
to the second page of the bill, Section 
763.04 — 

The Chair: 

MicheUe, are you reading the one 
we got from the Task Force, that new 
change that was on our desks? 

Michelle Madoff: 

This is the one from Paul Imhoff. 
This is the final bilL They are just two 


minor bookkeeping corrections; actually, 
one is bookkeeping and one is record 
keeping. 

Under 763.04, Mr. Imhoff, Paul 
Imhoff has requested that where it says 
"kept for a period of three years for 
inspection by the licensed officer" and is 
dashed out, be put back in. 

Mr. Robinson seconded the motion. 

Which motion prevailed. 

Michelle Madoff: 

The reason for that is that if 
they're put in a dingy room here they'll 
never be able to find it and well really 
be out of luck. 

There's another one. On 763.04, 
Section G, second line from the bottom 
which is underlined which says, "the 
licensed officer may grant an extension 
for compliance of this provision to any 
parking garage for the minimum period 
required to complete renovations for any 
parking garage which began" and there 
would be a word inserted "planning". 
That word is missing. "Began planning 
renovations prior to July 1." So, the 
word "planning" would be incorporated. 

Those are the only two motions. 
Mrs. Masloff seconded the motion. 

Which motion prevailed. 

Michelle Madoff: 

On the bill itself. I would like to 
read for the record two items that I 
think are terribly, terribly important 
before we vote on this bill. 

The first one I'd like to point out 
is some literature the Mayor's Task 
Force it putting out, and incidentally, 
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before I go any further, no matter how 
the vote goes today I want to thank the 
Press, the Post Gazette, all the 
television stations and radio stations, 
because without your help the public 
would not know what's really going on 
and I thank you very very much and the 
people who have called our office and 
the people who care, thank you. 

Td also like to state that this 
piece of literature is going to be very 
widely circulated. I want to read the 
points for the record. 

INDOOR PARKING GARAGES 

1. Do not park in poorly lit lots. If 
the lot is not safe, drive to 
another. 

2. If possible, arrange for a friend to 
accompany you. It's more fun and 
there is safety in numbers. 

3. Try to find a lot that offers good 
security. Identify safe lots before 
you need to park in a hurry. 
Rushing may compromise your 
safety. 

4. Do not choose a parking lot by 
price. The extra money you pay 
may be added security. 

5. Choose a garage with escort 
service so you may request that 
the escort stay with you until you 
are safely in your car. 

6. Keep your car in good operating 
condition. 

7. Keep your windows up and doors 
locked while entering or leaving a 
parking lot. Enter your car 
quickly and lock up. 

8. Have your keys in your hand 
before you start to your car. If 


you fumble for your keys, you may 
be giving an attacker time to do 
his work. Use your keys as a 
weapon, if necessary. 

9. Park near an elevator, if possible. 

10. If possible, do not carry your LD., 
creidt cards and keys in your 
purse. Carry them on your 
person. 

11. Do not enter elevators or 
stairwells alone, wait until several 
others use them. 

12. Don't leave valuables such as 
wrapped packages or cameras in 
plain sight. Lock them in your 
trunk. 

13. Look under and around your car 
while approaching. 

14. Before getting back into your car, 
check the back seat for someone 
hiding there. 

15. If your vehicle appears to have 
been tampered with or if a 
suspicious person is loitering 
nearby, do not approach your 
car. Go directly to the person in 
charge of the lot and have the 
police called. 

16. If someone approaches your car 
and asks for information, do not 
roll your window down more than 
1/2 inch. It is best to avoid 
talking to strangers at all. 

17. Do not enter garage restrooms. 
These are ideal hiding places for 
an attacker. 

18. Do not leave your purse on the 
seat in clear view. 
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19. Once you enter your auto, leave 

the parking lot immediately. 

20. If you think you are being 

followed, drive to a public place 

or a police station. 

Michelle Madoff: 

With these kinds of 
recommendations being widely 

circulated, I cannot imagine any garage 
owner being stupid enough not to bring 
their garage into compliance because it 
will be far more cost effective. 

Now, rather than make a speech, I 
want to read a letter that arrived in my 
office today. 

"Dear Ms. Madoff: 

This letter in reference to our 
phone conversation on November 8, 
1984. I am personally appalled at the 
lack of security in downtown Pittsburgh 
parking lots. Recently I was brutally 
attacked in Three Rivers Stadium lot. I 
could have been killed. As it was, I was 
repeatedly raped and beaten about the 
face. I have two cracked ribs and one 
hell of a black eye/face on the right 
side. I do thank God that I am still 
alive. This however does not excuse the 
lax attitude of parking lot owners. We 
pay obscene rates to park in town, and 
risk life and limb if we park outside the 
downtown area. No wonder people won't 
shop downtown anymore. It's not worth 
the danger lurking around most dark 
streets. Pittsburgh is not safe at night 
(or day - a second mugging attempt 
occured not one week after I was 
attackedl I am getting superstitious) If 
lots were safe they'd be used at night and 
that would generate more revenue. I 
don't believe in nagging unless I have 
suggestions to help change things. 


1. Raise lot fees 25 cents or more. 
On a per car basis, the extra 
revenue would pay for either 
longer shuttle bus service or a 
security patrol. There should be 
safety as long as stores/businesses 
are open and seek human 
customers. 

2. Hire a private guard to work 3-11 
p.m. Monday through Friday to 
escort people to their cars. 

3. Give the money to Pittsburgh for 
a City policeman to be assigned to 
Three Rivers/North Shore beat. 

4. Arm the public. Promote self 
defense training and assault 
prevention classes. If more 
people were trained to defend 
themselves, criminals would have 
to decide whether the crime is 
worth the risk of their own 
personal injury occuring. 

What really flabbergasted me is 
the individual lack of response from the 
few people who saw me being attacked. 
No one helped. No one called the 
police. For four hours I was totally 
alone, totally helpless, and completely 
convinced my life was at an end. Luckily 
I was wrong. Though this man tried to 
strangle me several times he was either 
too drugged or too nervous to actually 
finish me off. 

I have had enough! It's time to 
stop being a victim and start educating 
people. We don’t have to spend our lives 
at the mercy of a few sick minded 
people. 

God created us in his image. 
Perhaps that is the basis of people's fear 
of death. If God has the power to be 
good and evil that is frightening. I 
prefer to think that God created us as a 
kind of hope chest. We each fill our lives 
with what is valuable to ourselves. Some 
people choose evil things to cherish. 
Others choose good, kind things. Both 
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choices are a response to a human being's 
attraction to immense power - like 
moths go to flames we humans are 
irresistably drawn to power sources. 
Unfortunately, some of us don't realize 
the dangers, pain, even death that an evil 
power source contains. I continue to 
pray for these souls. They are lost 
causes. 

Please, Michelle, don't publicize 
my name. The painful memories are 
nearly unbearable now. Please, please 
don't add to my grief. My family and I 
are suffering enough. I just hope that 
someday I will stop having nightmares 
that wake me in a cold screaming 
sweat." 

I think that says more than 
anything I could say to my colleagues in 
urging you to please vote for the bill. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Mr. President, Fm not sure if 
Council is aware but last week I believe 
the City Clerk mailed out copies of the 
ordinance at the request of Council to 
the various parking garage operators. 
Those operators received the copies of 
the ordinances on Friday and they have 
asked that this bill be delayed until they 
have a chance to review and comment. I 
would hope out of courtesy to these 
operators that we would recommit this 
bill for one week to give them that 
opportunity. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. President, may I respond? 

The Chair: 

Well, he's made his comment but I 
don’t have a motion so well go back to 
the original one. 


Michelle Madoff: 

Well, I want to tell you that I got 
the same phone call in my office just 
before I came into session. It was from 
the most recalcitrant person whose 
father happens to be head of the Parking 
Association who has flimflammed my 
aide into going down to look at an 
outside stairwell that he was going to put 
in to protect people when what he really 
wanted to do was take out a fire wall. 
He told me that he's been working on 
putting in lighting for two years but he 
can't meet the deadline of January 1st. 
He wants us to do something about the 
25 percent parking tax so he can afford 
to pay for it but he's making a large 
profit. 

I end by saying that this Council 
and the Administration frequently passes 
legislation which is good for the overall 
welfare of the community. We don't 
always go into yes and no, after the facts 
and after hearings have been held. There 
have been many hearings; they know 
what the bill entails. They know from 
the media what the Mayor's Task Force 
on Women has decided. I don't believe 
we should be talking to the owners 
anymore because all they're going to try 
to do is tell us how to soften the bill and 
I think we should vote right now. If they 
want to come in with amendments, they 
can go to those members of Council who 
wish to weaken this bill and try to get 
them to hold a hearing. I say no. Vote 
now. 

The Chair: 

Let me correct something. You 
don’t mean the head of the Parking 
Authority. 

Michelle Madoff: 

No, sir. The Association of 
Parking Owners. 
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The Chair: 

Okay. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Mr. President, there's another 
point. Mr. Charlton, the Executive 
Director of the Parking Authority, he's 
out of town and he hasn’t had a chance to 
see this legislation. 

Michelle Madoff: 

May I comment? He is very, very 
cooperative; he's doing everything he 
can. Tve been informed through Mr. 
Schmeiser who is also on that Authority 
that they're moving in full haste to 
support our bill. As a matter of fact, 
they've read the bill and the 
recommendation to put in "planning" 
came from them. 

The Chair: 

In fairness to the Parking 
Authority, I presented it to the Parking 
Authority at the last meeting. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Mr. President, I move to 
recommit this bill. 

The Chair: 

Is there a second? Hearing none, 
we'll proceed with the original motion. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Mr. President, since we're 
proceeding with final passage I feel 
compelled to make a few statements in 
opposition of this legislation. 

The Chair: 

Do you want to do it before you 


vote or at the time you vote? 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Til do it right now. 

Back in August, we amended this 
legislation at my direction and I believe 
what we came up with was fair, 
equitable and reasonable. 

Michelle Madoff: 

And I say, "Shame on you." 

The Chair: 

Michelle, please. Let him speak 
uninterrupted. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

One of the changes that this 
legislation makes is that we're requiring 
the garage operators to conduct 24 hour 
surveillance. To me, that seems sort of 
ridiculous. If you have a 300 car garage, 
between the hours of perhaps 11 or 
midnight to 6 or 7 in the morning, you 
have 15 or 20 cars parked in that 
garage. Why must you insist that these 
security people continually make their 
rounds? I think before when we had it at 
16 hours that was logical, that the need 
for the security be whenever the cars are 
parked there. 

Secondly, another thing with this 
legislation, in Section E, the last 
sentence, it makes optional 
recommendations. I don't think that the 
purpose of any legislative body is to 
make recommendations. When you make 
a law you put teeth into it and you stick 
to your guns. Here it says, "Successful 
completion of CPR and first aid is 
optional." Language like that should not 
be in any legislation. 

I guess the bottom line is cost. 
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Who will ultimately pay for this 
security? It's the people who park in the 
garages. In the letter that Michelle 
read, the woman makes reference to 
obscene rates. Well, whenever you 
impose all these restrictions on these 
operators, naturally the rates have to 
increase. 

I believe what is currently on the 
books is adequate and we should defeat 
this legislation and leave things the way 
they are. 

Michelle Madoff: 

May .1 respond please? Number 
one, on the number of cars and having 
security, the young woman who was 
raped four times, there were five cars 
there. That's all. Had there been a 
guard she may not have been raped. 

Item two. The cost to her is far 
more costly and to society than the few 
pennies it's going to cost to have a higher 
rate. Furthermore, she was parked in a 
cheapie out in the suburbs, so to speak, 
because she didn't want to pay the 
obscene rates. I pay the obscene rates 
because my life baa value. 

Furthermore, I asked the 
gentleman who called me just before we 
went into session, I said, "Do you wish to 
have your fees lower to help you pay for 
these costs of making your garage 
safer?" He claimed that all tbd garage 
parking — You'd know more about it, Mr. 
Stone — is 25 percent, I believe, of the 
gross. I said, "You have the right to get 
together with the garage owners and 
come to Council and ask for some 
relief." I said, "But may I ask you a 
question? Did you make a profit last 
year." His answer was, "I don't know; 
we're part of a syndicate of five cities 
and I think we made a profit." I said, 
"Sir, show me your profit and loss 
statement and if you've lost money then 


this Council will seriously consider 
bringing to the Administration's 
attention a lowering of the rates." 

I think, Mr. Grabowski, that when 
you take the issue of the garages making 
a profit, I suggest, sir, that you go and 
look at whether they're really making a 
profit or losing money. 

Mr. Wagner: 

I don't want to throw a curve into 
voting on this legislation but I think a 
procedural problem exists here. It has 
nothing to do with the way I'm going to 
vote on it because, as a matter of fact, 
Tm going to vote in favor of it. 
However, this is the first time I've 
actually seen this bill, Bill No. 1466, in 
the written form in which amendments 
have been made and deletions have been 
made. I think there was a procedural 
error which took place last Wednesday at 
our Committee Meeting. I don't believe 
that this bill was properly introduced. I 
am not certain what is legal here and 
what isn't legal but if we are proceding 
in violation of a procedure for the 
passage of legislation, couldn't if possibly 
put this bill, if it does pass, in jeopardy? 

The Chair: 

It's my recollection at -the 
Wednesday meeting, in fairness, that 
what we permitted was a substitute bill 
where everything was to be put in one 
document. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Excuse me, Mr. Stone. That was 
the error that was the confusion. What 
we did was take the bill and just amend 
it as opposed to putting in a new bill that 
would have created ah illegal motion. 
What we did was stay with the existing 
bill and just amend the bill. Therefore, 
it was in order to submit it. 
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If you want to take a five minute 
recess to read the amendments I'd be 
happy to do it but I'm terrified of buying 
time before this bill is approved. Mr. 
Wagner, I don't know if you recall, there 
was a hearing, I think before you came to 
Council. It's been two years that I'm 
working on this bill. All the garage 
owners were here. They all had their day 
in court, so to speak. 

I went on vacation and one of my 
colleagues tried to obliterate the bill. 
The enforcement could not take place 
because it was absolutely emasculated. I 
took it out of politics and out of 
personalities and turned it over to the 
Mayor’s Commission on Women and they 
did an outstanding job. You heard from 
them; what more do you want? Do you 
want the garage people to get to us and 
weaken it down or are we prepared to 
have the guts and courage to vote 
today? I plead with you to vote now. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. President, all I'm referring to 
is specifically a letter that we had 
Wednesday. It certainly wasn’t this 
legislation written as it is today. This is 
the first time I've seen it in this form. 
Now, if there's no procedural error, I'm 
prepared to vote on it but all Tm 
suggesting is that possibly there is. 

Michelle Madoff: 

There isn't. 

The Chairs 

The bill is now ready for final 
action. Clerk, call the roll. 

The Chair: 

Is there any further discussion on 
the bill? 


And on the question, "Shall the 
bill pass finally?"

MR. WOODS) 

Which was read. 

Michelle Madoff: 

You Know, this Council is 
frequently accused and I've done it 
myself, I just did a little while ago, of 
accusing people by innuendo of perhaps 
having obligations to vested interests. 
There has been a lot said about this 
Council as a body of having vested 
interests as to whether we should support 
the people who put out pipes or those 
plastic pipes or metal pipes. 

I would like to read a blurb from 
the PG of November 19- I think it really 
summarizes how I feel on this Council 
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and how I vote what I believe to be my 
conscience. 

"What the Pitt professor does not 
doubt is that plastics are extremely 
toxic. On the average he says, 'Plastic 
burns twice as fast as wood, burns twice 
as hot, is six times more toxic and kills 
twice as fast.' Even though he agrees 
that a ban on plastic pipe and conduit 
would eliminate only a small percentage 
of the toxic fumes in a major fire, he 
feels it is better to do something than 
nothing." 

It’s always the same story from 
opponents. . Your bill is not 

comprehensive enough. But I fear you've 
got to start someplace and in my opinion 
the legislation is a good start. I 
congratulate you, Mr. Woods. 

Mr. Woods: 

Thank you, Michelle. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Mr. President, I move to amend 
Bill No. 961 by incorporating the 
amendment that I have distributed to 
members of Council. 

Mr. Woods seconded the motion. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Question. Mr. President and 
members of Council, again we have a 
procedural problem and Td like to refer 
back to Mr. Wagner’s comment. It would 
appear to me that if a bill that is as 
important as this is going to be amended, 
that certainly members of Council should 
have more information as to why the bill 
is going to be amended to be effective 
several months from now. While it may 
appear to be a small matter, I think 
those of us who had an opportunity to 
engage in the dialogue on this subject 


certainly need to have some opportunity 
to examine the rationale for the 
amendment. 

Mr. Woods: 

If I may, Mr. President, and I don't 
want to speak for Steve, but Mr. 
Grabowski spoke to me about it and 
there are a lot of people that perhaps 
figured the construction work adready 
when they figured this price in and Mr. 
Grabowski asked if we would amend this 
bill so that it would take effect June 1, 
1985 to give these people an opportunity 
to complete their work. I see nothing 
wrong with it. I spoke to the City 
Solicitor and asked him if that 
amendment would radically change the 
bill at all so that it would have to go 
back to the Board of Code Review. He 
said it does not; it's just procedure 
naming an effective date of the 
legislation. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, again I go back to the comments 
I raised the last time this bill was before 
us, I believe it was last Monday. I still 
believe this bill should have gone back to 
the Board of Code Review 
automatically. This proposed 

amendment I think strengthens my belief 
that procedurally we're not proceding. 
The procedural matter is one that I think 
has to be clarified; otherwise, we will 
have one set of rules and regulations for 
certain members of Council and another 
set of rules and regulations for another 
member of Council. 

If the bill is worthy then its 
worthy to be judged by those who have a 
legal obligation to judge it. The Board of 
Code Review is there to do that. These 
procedural matters should be cleared up 
before we get to the substantive 
matters. It does us no good to rush this 
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bill through whether we're for it or 
against it and then if it goes to court, as 
this bill is likely to do, to have it stopped 
for procedural matters. 

Again, I request that the maker of 
the motion to amend and the sponsor of 
the bill think carefully about the process 
that is presently being used to try and 
get this bill forward for final vote. 
Based on precedent, we're not following 
the proper procedure in considering Bill 
No. 961. 

The Chair: 

We're on the amendment which is 
to set a date of June 1, 1985. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

If I may, on the amendment. I 
agree with Councilman Robinson. I think 
the bill should be referred back to the 
Code Review Board. I have the same 
feelings. The people that testified in 
front of this City Council refused to 
testify in front of the Code Review 
Board. If their facts are accurate as 
presented to this Council, I see no reason 
why they wouldn't testify in front of the 
Code Review Board instead of in front of 
an uninformed City Council. None of us 
are experts on plastic pipes. The Code 
Review Board was set up just for this 
instance, to review changes in the Code 
and building materials. If there is no 
problem with the legislation as it stands, 
then why are we afraid to send it back? 

I would also like to state that if it 
was referred back to the Code Review 
Board, then members of this Council can 
sit in on those hearings and go over the 
legislation one point at a time and get an 
explanation from people who are well 
informed. 


Michelle Madoff: 

I see no reason for it to go back to 
Committee. I think we can accept the 
motion. I don't think we want to stall on 
the bill because if we're going to take 
the position that this Council is not 
knowledgeable are we knowledgeable on 
bond issues, are we knowledgeable on 
rate structures for Warner Cable? We 
obviously need some expertise resource 
people to us, but I think that sending it 
back to the particular committee that is 
recommended by Mr. O'Malley, with all 
due respect, is putting the chicken right 
ipto the fox's mouth. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Mr. President, I guess I better 
explain the amendment a little further. 
The purpose is two-fold. It is to set an 
effective date. Now, as Councilman 
Woods indicated, there are probably 
some construction plans that are already 
underway that if this legislation took 
effect immediately would probably have 
an adverse effect, particularly on the 
architectural plans. 

Secondly, this would give the 
opponents an opportunity to prove some 
of their statements. Myself right now, 
and I'm sure all of us, we've heard from 
both sides and who's to know what's 
right? Last Friday I had a scientist from 
PPG Industries in my office saying that 
he could take me to a laboratory and 
prove that this legislation is detrimental 
to public safety. Tm willing to go to that 
laboratory and Tm sure a number of 
Councilmembers would like to go also 
and if in fact he can substantiate that 
claim, that gives us an opportunity to 
reverse this action before it takes 
effect. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. President, don't we frequently 
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amend legislation as we come to a 
different view of things? We've seen 
movies, I couldn't even watch them; they 
were absolutely scary. 

The Chair: 

Let's only deal with the 
amendment now. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I don't think that the amendment 
should be the detracting point of the 
bill. I agree with my colleague when he 
says that we should not make people 
already in the process of doing something 
pay a penalty. So, if you make it June 
1st I have no problem with that. But I 
think we ought to get on with voting for 
the bill. 

The Chair: 

All those in favor of the 
amendment? Opposed? 

Mr. Wagner: 

Opposed. 

Mr. O’Malley: 

Opposed. 

The Chair: 

Two opposed. The amendment 
passed. 

WHICH MOTION PREVAILED. 

The Chair: 

On the bill itself? 

Mr. O’Malley: 

I’d just like to read into the record 


The Chair: 

Before you do that can I just ask a 
question? For those who are going to 
make comments, can you make it when 
you vote or do you want to do it before?. 

Mr. O’Malley: 

I'd like to do it now because this is 
not a comment. I'd like to read into the 
record two brief letters. 

The first letter is from the 
American Institute of Architects, 
Pittsburgh Chapter. It's addressed to 
Councilman Stone and it says the subject 
is the use of plastic pipe and conduit in 
major office and apartment buildings. 

"The Pittsburgh Chapter of the 
American Institute of Architects is as 
much concerned over the health hazards 
as they are about affordable housing. 
The use of plastic piping does provide a 
savings but its toxicity is open to debate. 

The National Bureau of Standards 
and the Research Corporation of the 
American Institute of Architects are now 
involved in a multi-million dollar 
research study to determine toxicity of 
all building materials, including plastic 
piping under realistic conditions. It is 
our position that until the results of 
these studies are in and definite toxicity 
standards are promulgated, the use of 
plastic piping should be allowed to 
continue in building constructions in the 
City of Pittsburgh, particularly in view 
of the fact that piping is usually 
concealed in a fire-resistant partition. 

We, therefore, urge you to refrain 
from any action disallowing plastic pipe 
until the above research has been 
published.

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The second letter was just given 
to me by Council worn an Sophie Masloff 
and it's dated November 19, 1984. It is, I 
imagine, from a Mr. Goodlet of the Aqua 
Zoo. 

It says, "Mr. Goodlet of the Aqua 
Zoo alerted my office that the aquariums 
and aqua zoos over the United States all 
use plastic pipes. Metal piping is toxic 
to the fish. Prior to plastic piping, 
coated iron or wood was used. However, 
the survival rate is much higher since the 
use of plastic pipe. This could be quite a 
problem for the zoo in that they use a 
large amount of plastic pipe." 

This just reaffirms ray position 
that this piece of legislation indeed 
needs a lot more research and a lot more 
study. Again, I would urge that this be 
referred back to the Code Review Board 
for further study. 

Mis. Masloff: 

I neglected to add to that note 
that the legislation only applies to 
buildings over three stories high and it 
doesn't apply to aquariums but I passed 
that note around for everybody's 
information. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

The point Tm making was to 
combat the plumber's union statement 
that handling plastic pipe was 
detrimental to their employees. I find it 
difficult to believe that the survival rate 
among fish is much higher if they use 
plastic pipe than if they use metal pipe. 
I think it's just the opposite. I think the 
plumber's union would be much better off 
if they stay with plastic pipe, according 
to this research. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Mr. President, evidently Tm 


standing alone on the procedural issue 
but aside from that I indicated last 
Wednesday that I thought there was 
another good reason to consider 
supporting the bill. I think it's one that 
for whatever reason has not been 
discussed very much; that is, the issue of 
jobs. 

It's rather obvious that many of 
the people who would like to see metal 
piping used also recognize that many of 
the jobs that plumbers and steelworkers 
in this area used to have have since left 
this area. Unfortunately, much of that 
\york is now being done in South Africa. 
For that reason alone, I think we should 
support this bill. If we are not going to 
be open and honest about all the reasons 
that this kind of bill is important, then I 
don't think that we are doing the best 
that we can for the people in the City of 
Pittsburgh. Perhaps there's heen an 
oversight on the part of some who have 
pushed for this bill not to mention this 
issue. 

I think this is a very important 
issue for two reasons. One, Pittsburgh 
residents are directly affected by the use 
of plastic pipes; people losing their 
jobs. Two, this Council is presently 
considering six bills to restrict business 
activity in South Africa by companies 
and individuals that we do business 
with. I think we can send no clearer 
message relative to the whole issue of 
South Africa and the City's position than 
to at least consider the South African 
connection between this plastic pipe bill 
and our divestment legislation. 

I hope that if meinbers of Council 
cannot see their way clear to support me 
on the procedural issue, perhaps 
somewhere in your hearts you can find 
compassion to support me on the issue of 
making sure that the appropriate 
message goes out to people not only in 
South Africa but those who do business

there, that at least in this city we 
recognize that there T s an adverse impact 
by doing business in South Africa for 
people who live and work here. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. Stone, one quick comment. 
Members of Council, if you recall a 
couple of weeks ago we had a zoning 
hearing in regards to the Papercraft 
building in the Shadyside/East Liberty 
section. At that hearing I requested 
from the potential developer information 
pertaining to what the cost would be if 
plastic pipe were installed in that 
reconstructed building or metal pipe, for 
all purposes, plumbing, shaft work and 
electrical. I had a phone call last Friday 
and I was told that surprisingly, and I was 
very surprised, that the cost of using 
metal versus plastic would be cheaper. 

The Chair: 

Clerk, call the roll. 

Mr. Givens: 

Mr. President, I vote aye on this 
bill. As all of you are aware, I’ve just 
laid my one brother, Don Givens, to rest 
today, just two hours ago. Don was a 
very strong union man and president of 
his local prison guard union here in 
Allegheny County. I talked to Don about 
this particular bill as I have some of my 
other family memoers and all of them 
were in accord that the safety that we're 
giving the people of the City of 
Pittsburgh is one that's very necessary in 
this particular bill and in his memory 
today I came in here to cast my vote for 
a positive aye on this and to be sure that 
the people of the City of Pittsburgh are 
going to get this first satety. May it be 
a warning to the plastic industry that the 
have to look inward to the products that 
they are producing and try to produce 
something that's safer. 


It is interesting to note that one 
of my brothers is in the Air Force and 
today, this week in fact, they are 
designing an airplane to crash purposely 
— it's all built out of non-piastic 
materials — to see how this aircraft 
withstands a crash impact and 
afterwards fire, predicated on the 
emergency that happened to the Air 
Canada aircraft where so many people 
died of the toxic fumes ana materials 
that were in that aircraft and not 
actually from the flames or the smoke 
itself. 

That's the reason why I vote the 
way I do. Thank you. 

(BEGINNING - MR. GIVENS' REMARKS 
ON BILL NO. 961 - WEDNESDAY, 
11/7/84) 

Mr. Givens: 

I commend the Plum tier's Union, 
the Electrical Union, Steam fitters and 
all the support that we received from the 
Allegheny Labor Council and the expert 
testimony that was given here. In my 
lifetime I had to live and be surrounded 
by these toxic materials. I have been 
well aware of airplane accidents and 
accidents within the military wnere 
there is toxicity, the fumes and that 
have killed the people long before and 
I’ve seen bodies that weren't even 
touched by a flicker of fire but yet died 
because of the toxic fumes of material 
that we were forced to because of 
military lightweight, get-in and get-out 
type of situations, that if you got hit and 
went down, if you didn't get away from 
that thing by parachuting or upon 
immediate impact, your life was just 
taken from you. Remember what these 
people are trying to tell us. This stuff is 
enclosed behind walls. I don't want to 
see grandfathering coming down. I hate 
grandfathering in legislation. That's 
when we come down and say that we're 
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going to grandfather this. We’re talking 
about the BOCA Code and I heard 
statements made here that we're going 
to grandfather something that the BOCA 
Code — no way. I want a builder to 
come in here and have the freedom of 
building and the code that he's looking at 
and not five or ten years from now to 
come back and say, "Ho fellas, we've just 
found out that all this plastic is really 
adding up and it's really causing the 
deaths that people are saying that it’s 
causing". 

Yes, we cannot address what we 
put in our homes, but in the Building 
Code this Council has the moral 
obligation to start somewhere and I 
commend both Councilman Woods and 
the people who have come before this 
group and testified to give us pre- 
warning of what is going to happen in the 
future — of what is going to happen in 
the future and I commend them on this. 

It was the same type of labor 
people that came and told us what was 
happening on their plant closing and 
asked this Council to do something and 
we sure did. Sure, we were shot down in 
the courts. Sure the County Code and 
the use of plastics was shot down in the 
courts. Yes, this might end up in the 
courts as the final battle. If this Council 
should send anything to those people in 
the County that this has passed and if it's 
passed by a simple majority of five, not 
seven as required by law in the Council, 
we are sending the signal to the county 
elected officials and as other states have 
adopted this and other cities have 
adopted this, they're giving us a warning 
signal; "Hey fellas, you have a potential 
problem out there, address the issues 
right now. Don't wait until we have 
Renaissance m and decide that we have 
a serious problem in our building code". 
That's what it all boils down to and for 
that reason and that reason alone, I think 
they're sending out very good vibes to 


this Councilman as to how I should vote 
because it's in the future and it's in the 
present and let it be a warning to the 
plastic industry that if this city does 
adopt, other cities will follow suit as 
we’re following suit ov other cities and 
other states and I think it's a wave that 
is just beginning to bud. It's just the tip 
of the iceberg and what plastics are 
doing to our society and it horrified me 
when this public Council meeting that we 
had that I went back into my own home 
and re-evaluated my own situation and to 
my suprise again in walking to my 
grandson's room and finding that almost 
every one of his toys were made out of 
plastic. 

Gentlemen, I commend you for 
what you're doing in the building code 
and hopefully that this will have a 
rippling effect throughout the whole 
plastic industry to start looking inward 
to try to come up with some type of 
plastic materials that does not put off a 
toxic fume that can kill you quicker than 
the smoke and the fire that you would be 
involved in and it's nice and clear 
because you can only smell it and I 
mentioned t,hat when Jim O'Malley was 
giving his testimony about having a 
"sniffer test", I wish you could have a 
little bit of smell of that sulfur of those 
toxic fumes that are emitted by the 
plastic materials that we all live in and 
around. I wish that you could have a 
good smell of it because I tell you that if 
you would have that good smell as I have 
had, and it had dropped me to my knees, 
dropped me to my knees. Life 
experience. That's what our firefighters 
are trying to tell us when they come in 
here — it drops them to their knees, it 
kills them and it affects their hearts and 
lungs and if we don't have compassion for 
those firefighters and what's going to 
happen in the future of this city, then 
shame on us. 

(END - MR. GIVENS' REMARKS ON 
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HILL NO. 961 - WEDNESDAY, 11/7/84) 
Michelle Madoff: 

I would like to point out to my 
colleague, Mr. O'Malley, who is so 
concerned about the bill and our 
information and our ability to make 
judgments, that when the bill came 
before this Council on self-service 
stations and the vote was 5-4 and those 
of us who thought the people who had the 
right to pump their own gas, and you 
were one of those, the legislation was 
taken to court by the gas station 
owners. Foolishly, our administration 
appealed the decision of the courts and 
my understanding is that they now have 
the right to do what is fitting and proper 
in a democracy, if you want to pump 
your own gas you can pump your own gas, 
but it was decided in the courts and 
you’ve always been a proponent of letting 
the courts decide what is correct. 

I want to vote my conscience of 
what is correct and I ask the others to do 
the same. If you have any questions on 
the legality, let the courts decide that. I 
vote aye. 

Mr. Woods: 

I vote aye and Td like to thank all 
my colleagues that voted aye, especially 
Mr. Givens for taking the time out to 
come in here today. 


some answer one way or the other as to 
whether it was or was not more costly to 
stay with metal as opposed to plastic. 

Secondly, the other issue was the 
matter of toxicity. I was somewhat 
taken back when one of the experts felt, 
and it led to that because I thought that 
what they were saying was it is in fact a 
given that plastic creates greater 
toxicity but because it’s placed in a 
plenum and covered in that form it's no 
more unsafe'than metal. They, however, 
did not prove that. In fact, he went 
further than I thought he would ever do 
and that's saying that plastic does not 
create any greater toxicity than does 
wood. I can't buy that one and I think 
that carrying out the next problem they 
failed in that one as well and it's been 
brought out that if there is a problem or 
a doubt what should we do. It's my belief 
we ought to stop until we find out and 
stop before there’s any more injuries as a 
result of it. We've had some tragic 
experiences; we ought to be looking at 
them a little bit closer before we find 
out where our problems are after 
someone has passed away. I vote aye. 

The Chair: 

Is there any further discussion on 
the bill?

It's a reappointment. 


MieWle Madoff: 

I vote against it and I want to give 
my reasons. 

Mr. President, this Council is 
acquiring a little bit of stature in the 
community and we’re not being 
considered as much buffoons as we were 
before because of the expertise that has 
come to this Council. Mr. Wagner is an 
engineer; he adds considerably to this 
Council. Mr. Robinson has some 
background in economics and other 
people have some specific backgrounds. 

My background is in environment 
and energy. I am being asked to work for 
consulting people at $1,000 a day. I can't 
do it because of the conflict of time at 
this point in time in my life. That I have 
not been appointed to Alcosan or to any 
other board or commission is a 
disgrace. Why I would not be appointed 
where I could do the most good for the 
community is unbelievable. I have 
nothing against Mr. DePasquale; if 
anything, he helped me get elected. But 
I don't think that Mr. DePasquale could 
offer more expertise than I could and on 
that basis I vote to hold that bill until I 
cam be considered for that job. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

As a board member and member 
of City Council that had the opportunity 
to serve with Mr. DePasquale for the 
past four years at Alcosan, Alcosan is 
considered today one of the outstanding 
sanitation authorities in the country. We 
are now entering our tenth year without 
an increase in rates and that’s unheard of 
for any authority or any municipality and 
a lot of that is because of the direction 
of Mr. DePasquale and his hiring of 
management staff and hiring the best 
people that we can find and giving them 
the reins to do what they feel is best and 
reporting back to the board the options 
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that we have so we can vote on them. 
So, a lot of the success that Alcosan has 
enjoyed over the past decade has come 
under Mr. DePasquale's leadership. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I would quarrel with that. I think 
Mr. Creehan should take credit for that; 
he is the director, it is not Mr. 
DePasquale. As I recall, Mr. DePasquale 
went to Europe on a junket and Mr. 
DePasquale attended the meetings, or 
supposedly attended the meetings, and I 
got a copy of the program which is a 
highly technical meeting and with my 
expertise I would have questioned 
whether I would have understood what 
was going on. He didn't know what was 
going on at all so let's not make it look 
like Alcosan is doing well. I don't think 
he hurt it hut he didn't help it any and he 
certainly got a lot of jobs for his 
friends. That's what it's all about and I 
would suggst that we do not vote on this 
today and that it go back for 
consideration for someone else to be 
appointed, whether it's myself or 
somebody more knowledgeable. 

Mr. Wagner: 

May I ask a question? Are we 
voting on whether — Could you read that 
again? 

Mr. Perry: 

It’s a resolution approving the re¬ 
appointment of Eugene P. DePasquale as 
a member of the Allegheny County 
Sanitary Authority for a five year term 
to expire December 31, 1989. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Is that final vote today? 


The CJ»i« 

Yes. 

Mr. Wagner: 

I wasn't even aware that we'd be 
voting on that today. Nothing in 
disrespect to Mr. DePasquale but I think 
that we’re jumping the gun by throwing a 
name out at a meeting, any name, 
without prior notice of us voting on that. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I move to hold; do I have a 
second? 

Mr. Wagner seconded the motion. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

Roll call vote. 

Michelle Madoff: 

This is so political and so loaded I 
can't believe that you'd do it in front of 
the cameras and do it publicly. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

This is an important vote so I 
think all members of Council should be 
present. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. President, isn't there a 
procedure — People come before this 
Council for commissions prior to us 
having a final vote. Doesn't that same 
procedure pertain to something as 
important as an authority? 

The Chair: 

We've had other appointments 
along these lines and it's Council’s 
decision of what they want. 
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Michelle Madoff: 

I would hope that Council would 
not act politically on this. That's what it 
is, a political vote. Let’s call it exactly 
what it is; it's a disgrace. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Mr. President, if I might 
interject. I believe most of us all sit on 
some authority or board — 

Michelle Madoff: 

I don't. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

I said most of us. Our 
appointments had to be approved by 
Council and it was done by this same 
method. The name was simply brought 
up and voted on at that time and I 
believe this is a similar kind of situation. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. President, why was it not 
brought to my attention as an elected 
official in this City that we would be 
voting on this today? 

The Chair: 

I was just given the paper to 
present, which I am presenting. It's up to 
Council now what they want to do and 
that's the ususal fashion. 

Mr. Wagner: 

When we are presenting on any 
authority, and I mean any authority, this 
Council has been made aware to my 
knowledge of voting prior to the actual 
thirty seconds to a minute prior to the 
vote of what we're voting on. 


The Chair: 

If you want to hold it, that's up to 
Council, just so we understand it. That's 
the way they're all presented and we've 
been holding — 

Mr. O’Malley: 

I think it's been the practice of 
this Council for any new appointments to 
bring them in. I think it was Wednesday I 
notified Mr. Perry that I'd like to have 
Jeep's name put up for reconsideration 
and it was my understanding at that time 
that Mr. Perry, or at least by Thursday 
or Friday, was to send that letter around 
to all Councilmembers so they’d have an 
opportunity at least over the weekend to 
give it some thought. 

Michelle Madoff: 

He did not do that. 

Mr. O’Malley: 

I don’t think that anybody here is 
not familiar with Mr. DePasquale. He 
has served on that board for ten years 
now and he has been the Chairman for 
the past four years. 

Mr. Wagner: 

In all due respect to Alcosan, Mr. 
DePasquale and yourself, Mr. O'Malley, I 
personally think that Alcosan has not 
addressed a very severe problem in this 
City which is the Saw Mill Run Basin. 
We all know how long that problem has 
existed and has existed for 25 years. I 
am from that area so I am probably more 
aware of it than any member of this 
Council. I would like to, prior to voting 
for anyone on that particular authority, I 
would like to know what the future 
commitments of that Authority are to 
address the number one sewage and 
flooding problem in this City. I think 
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that's a very reasonable request. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

I can answer your question or your 
concerns as a board member. The 
monies for the Saw Mill Run 
reconstruction was in the federal budget 
that was vetoed by President Reagan. 
The problems with Saw Mill Run — 

Mr. Grabowald: 

Mr. President, point of order. The 
issue is not Saw Mill Run; the issue is Mr. 
DePasquale. Let's stick to the issue. 

The Chair: 

Mr. Wagner made a point he would 
like it not voted on today for the reason 
that he's like to find out what the 
commitment towards Saw Mill Run is. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

I'm trying to give him that 
explanation now. It is our understanding 
that it is the federal government's 
responsibility. Now, because of the veto 
of the monies for that project, we're 
taking a second look at Saw Mill Rim and 
whether it’s Alcosan's responsibility or 
the joint responsibility of the Sewer and 
Water Authority and Alcosan, since half 
of Saw Mill Run falls within the City of 
Pittsburgh and the drainage area falls 
within Alcosan's jurisdiction. 

Mr. Wagner: 

The entire area of Saw Mill Run 
falls under Alcosan jurisdiction but not 
the City of Pittsburgh. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

Not necessarily. A lot of the run¬ 
off and drainage is outside of Alcosan's 
jurisdiction. 


Mr. Wagner: 

I beg to differ with you, Mr. 
O'Malley, but it's all within Alcosan 
jurisdiction and I don't want to 
overcomment on a particular issue but I 
really think that as one councilmember I 
would like to know the direction of that 
Authority pertaining to that problem 
with all members on that authority, 
including management of the authority, 
prior to voting on such an important 
item. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I think this is a sneaky maneuver; 
I don’t know what their game plan is 
politically. It’s back to the smoke-filled 
rooms, back-room kind of politics. I 
think it's a disgrace and I ask that we 
hold this bill. It is a five year 
appointment. Mr. DePasquale is 
considering running for City Council 
again and this would give him a boost up 
the ladder. Let's face it and let's talk 
about it just the way it is. If he was such 
a great person on Alcosan, what was he 
doing to go to Washington and try to do 
something about Saw Mill Run? 
Nothing. But he’s been putting his family 
and his friends in jobs over there. That's 
patronage; that's the way it's always 
been. I am not voting for somebody who 
doesn't have the expertise. If you don't 
want me because I do have that 
expertise, then let's go find some expert 
in the community to serve on that board 
and let’s not make a blatant public 
political appointment in front of the 
cameras. It’s a disgrace. 

Mr. Wagner: 

I would still like to know the 
procedure — 

Michelle Madoff: 

The motion is to hold and we have

The Chair: 

In view of where you are, why 
don’t you hold it one week and get his 
answer and resolve it at the same time. 

Michelle Madoff: 

It's going to be the same issue 
next week. You'd better find somebody 
else.

Mr. O'Malley: 

Aye and I'd just like to state that 
I've had the pleasure of serving with Mr. 
DePasquale for the past five years. This 
is the tenth year without an increase in 
the rates and we're also restructuring 
now and it looks like we'll be able to go 
another four to five more years without 
an additional rate increase at Alcosan. 
This is unheard of for any authority or 
any municipality. I think Mr. DePasquale 
has done an outstanding job. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Tm going to vote no for the 
following reasons. I had occasion to 
serve with Mr. DePasquale for six years 
on this Council. During that period of 
time he served as President of Council, 
at least for two terms. He spent ten 
years of distinguished service with 
Alcosan, four years as it's president or 
chairperson. It seems to me that a 
person with that kind of distinguished 
public record should not be presented to 
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some of his former colleagues and to 
people of the City of Pittsburgh and 
Allegheny County in the fashion that he 
was presented today. Mr. DePasquale is 
known by everybody on this Council and I 
don't think there's anybody here who 
could not make a fair and honest 
assessment of his ability to serve the 
people of the City of Pittsburgh. If 
there are concerns about his technical 
expertise, there are appropriate forums 
in which to discuss that and I'm sure Mr. 
DePasquale would have no difficulty in 
standing up in terms of anyone else's 
record due to the fact that he has spent 
ten years on Alcosan. 

But I think there is a procedural 
question that's being raised again and 
that is the manner in which we conduct 
our business. I see no good reason why 
we could not hold' this nomination until 
questions that have been raised can be 
answered and I think the Chair made a 
very valid suggestion and that was to 
hold it for another week. With ten years 
of distinguished service, four years as 
Chairman of Alcosan, certainly Mr. 
DePasquale could wait another week and 
Tm sure if he were here he would ask us 
to wait. It is not fair to him to now have 
questions raised about his competency 
and possibly his integrity for the sake of 
one week. 

For those of us who do believe 
that he is a decent and honest public 
servant, I think we should give him an 
opportunity to be seen in the best 
possible light and not rush forward 
simply because of our personal 
relationships with him or our previous 
work experiences. I don't think any 
separate rules should exist for Mr. 
DePasquale any more so than any other 
public official or anyone else that we 
have to consider for public service. 

Those are the reasons why I'm 
voting no. 


Wggner: 

I abstain for the following 
reasons, both of which do not pertain to 
the individual. The first reason being 
that if there is not a procedure, and I 
suspect there is no procedure since we're 
voting, there is no procedure in existence 
for these nine elected officials to be 
notified prior to sitting down at this 
table that they will be voting on an 
appointment of a particular person to an 
authority. Because that's not in 
existence, I want everyone to know that I 
will introduce some type of legislation to 
correct that problem, that there is some 
prior notice prior to voting on anyone for 
any authority. 

Secondly, the item I touched on 
earlier, I personally think this City has 
ignored an extremely severe problem; 
not only this City but this County and 
the municipalities in the County 
pertaining to sewage. We have been 
reading for 25 years, and I have 
documentation in my office going back 
25 years about the Saw Mill Run Basin. 
If you take a ride out Saw Mill Run 
Boulevard and you look at that area, it's 
desolate. The entire area. There's no 
development, there's no commercial, 
there's no retail, there's no residential, 
and it's in a low-lying area. No one 
wants the property. No one wants to 
build there for two reasons; the sewage 
line does not have the capacity to handle 
that basin. The other is the stream. 
This City has made a commitment last 
year to the dredging of this stream and I 
understand right now we are considering 
a long range commitment of continual 
dredging of Saw Mill Run. 

That corrects one of the two 
problems but not the most severe 
problem. The most severe problem is a 
sewage system that does not have the 
capacity to handle the City of Pittsburgh 
and the community south of the City of 
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Pittsburgh. I view that problem as being 
the number one responsibility of not only 
this municipality but all municipalities 
south of Pittsburgh that hook into that 
line and particularly Alcosan. Alcosan is 
the authority that accepts all the sewage 
from «ill of those municipalities. I 
personally think because that issue has 
not been properly addressed locally, it 
has continually failed in the federal 
government, trying to get the monies to 
correct it. It's a $25 million problem 
that's not going away. It's harming us in 
more ways than we can imagine. It's 
extremely harmful in terms of our tax 
base. We could have development all 
along that entire corridor. We will not 
until we have a commitment made to 
address the sewage problem. To my 
knowledge, that commitment has not 
been made by Alcosan and for that 
reason I abstain in my vote. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Tm really appalled at the 
sneakiness of this action. A vote is being 
asked for Mr. DePasquale for five years 
where he may probably end up continuing 
as a president of Alcosan when in reality 
the work that was done that's meaningful 
is by Mr. Creehan who has hired the new 
engineers. Mr. DePasquale is a 
figurehead; he does not have the 
exptertise as an engineer and economist 
and any degrees or background that 
would qualify him to be in a company 
that used to be called Alcostench and 
sometimes still is, if there's any credit 
for what’s happened there in keeping 
Alcosan in the black in all the years that 
they have been a good authority it goes 
to Mr. Creehan. I repeat that, to Mr. 
James Creehan. 


irrefutable that we could take that we 
knew worked and every member of this 
Council was given that test, wouldn't the 
votes for Mr. DePasquale really show, if 
you were asked the question, "Am I 
voting because he appointed me to the 
board, because he has helped me get 
elected or because he's part of the party 
system?" and some members of this 
county are party hacks and Tm sorry, I 
didn't think I’d have to go back to that 
but this is an outrageous, outrageous 
vote. To sneak Mr. DePasquale's name in 
for a five year appointment is — I just 
can't even deal with it. No!

ON MR. FROEHLICH - 11/15/84) 

Mr. Stone: 

If I may, as was indicated here 
many times, Mr. Froehlich is retiring and 
I would be remiss having now served 
some eleven or twelve years with him at 
SPRPC if I didn't make a couple 
comments. 

Those who know of Mr. Froehlich 
will know that many things happen in this 
City, this County and this State, but too 
often overlooked was the fact that as a 
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major part of it is staffed and in the 
capacity serves the Southwest Regional 
Planning. He served witn many of the 
giants in this highway department and 
was a great contributor himself in the 
early stages of it not as much in the 
limelight that he should have been. 
When he came to this region he gave to 
this region probably its finest 
development. With Southwest Regional 
Planning all has not been rosy politically 
nor has it been too often were planners 
able to accomplish what tney planned, as 
has been indicated by skybus which 
unfortunately got swayed through. But 
I've had the opportunity to serve with 
him on Southwest Regional Planning and 
when challenged, he met the challenge. 

He also has been able to keep 
together six counties wnere everyone has 
a diversified interest, even Demg more 
blunt, a selfish interest, wny they should 
have their kind over the other and he's 
been able to keep that within a good 
framework and a woriang relationship, 
whether it's staff, whether it's the 
Commissioners who involve, County 
Commissioners, he has made a nice-blend 
and he has the utmost respect of 
everybody in Southwest Regional 
Planning. He has the utmost respect of 
everyone in this City, the utmost respect 
from everybody in this County, the 
utmost respect from everybody in the 
State relative to this thing, and I've had 
the opportunity to go to various meetings 
in Washington, D.C. during our oriefings, 
federal briefings, and he has t-ne highest 
respect there. 

Our Association, the National 
Association of Regional Councils felt 
that he far excelled everyone else and 
they awarded him wnat is called the 
Waller-Schreiher Award and he holds the 
distinction of being one of those 
individuals particularly chosen from the 
many thousands of executive directors 
who have served and I think for this 


region and this City we all owe a debt of 
gratitude in knowing that Mr. Froehlich 
came this way and Tin sure that the 
fruits of his labors and his work and 
dedication will still be coming in many 
many years to come. 

From all of us, Bill, we wish you 

well. 

The otner tiling that f think he 
deserves a great bit of tribute, I know of 
no man wno nas ever been able to carry 
people unaer him who he can bring into a 
finished product. He was able to carry 
tailings on and that's done with dispatch. 
He has a unique ability to pick the right 
people and it's one of the reasons that I 
made a motion tnat for our future we 
select internally and the Committee then 
selected Mr. Bob Kochinowski who, as 
Bill has indicated, has eighteen years 
into this particular area of work and has 
been devoted to it. We expect nothing 
but the best from Bob and we wish him 
well in the future.

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, Councilman Grabowski and 
myself passed around a resolution and we 
have chosen to hold that one week and 
weTl be formally introducing it next 
Monday. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I have a floor motion. My office 
has been inundated, as I believe 
Council worn an Masloff's has been and 
other members of Council, with 
reference to garbage pickup on Mondays.

Midwlle Madoff: 

I have and I've referred it to the 

Mayor. 

The Chair: 

Let's get a response on it and see 
what he says. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Would you send it out to him 
again? It is a matter of the wish of this 
Council or the Administration as to 
whether he will do it or not. 

The Chair: 

There are advantages and 
disadvantages to Monday. If you have a 
heavy weekend you want it out of there 
by Monday. There is the disadvantage 
which is the holidays fall then. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Why don't we share the 
advantages and disadvantages by doing it 
on a rotating basis and do it fairly and 
justly and not politically? 

The Chair: 

I think we ought to ship it to him 
to see what he tells us. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I don't want us to go Dack to Mr. 
Walker simply because we went to him 
already. If we tell him we want it done, 
he will do it. Does he work for us or do 
we work for him? Were we elected or 
was he elected? 

The Chair: 

Michelle, all I'm asking is that the 
man who does the job give us a response 
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and then we act. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I want to tell him to just do it. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

I agree with Michelle. Being a 
Squirrel Hill resident I agree that it is 
very inconvenient three or four or five 
times a year. I also support her motion

Dear Mayor Caliguiri: 

I have reviewed Council Bill No. 
1600 as well as No. 1605. Both bills 
provide that any change in 
administrative procedure shall be filed 
by the City Council and reviewed and 
approved by City Council and the 
Mayor. These bills attempt to give to 
City Council the power to control your 
administrative actions or the actions of 
an administrative committee. 

Section 201 and 301 of the Charter 
vest the executive, administrative and 
law enforcement powers of the City in 
the Mayor, and the legislative power in 
the Council. Bills 1600 and 1605 purport 
to give to the Council a veto over 
procedures which only you or an 
administrative official are empowered to 
promulgate. A power does not inhere in 
the legislature if it has been entrusted to 
another co-equal branch of government. 
Crowlth. v. Sutler, 474 Pa. 256, 378 A.2d 
780 (1977).. 

As the Delaware Supreme Court 
stated in Opinion of the Justices, a case 
dealing with an attempt by the 
Legislature to transfer an administrative 
division to a legislative agency, 380 A.2d 
209 (1977), 

"The Doctrine of Separation of 
Powers is a rule forbidding one 
branch of government from 
exercising powers exclusively 
assigned to another, and 
forbidding one branch of 
government from allowing its 
powers to be exercised by 
another branch. . . A function 
inherently legislative may not 
be delegated to the executive 


or to the judiciary; and 
similarly, functions executive 
or judicial in nature may not 
be delegated to one of the 
other branches of 

government." 

"Frequently, over the years, 
the U.S. Supreme Court has 
recognized the continuing 
validity of the Doctrine of 
Separation of Powers . In the 
Sinking Fund Cases, 99 U.S. 
700, the Court said, 'One 
branch of the government 
cannot encroach on the domain 
of another without danger. 
The safety of our institutions 
depends in no small degree on 
a strict observance of this 
salutary rule.'" 

Citing Antieau, Modern 

Constitutional Law, Section 11.13, the 
Court noted that a purpose of the 
Doctrine is "to safeguard the 
independence of each branch of 
government and protect it from 
domination and interference by the 
others." 

In holding the attempted legislative 
action unconstitutional and invalid, the 
Court noted, 

"... obviously, the objective

department in an area 
essentially executive in 
nature.'" 

In Cm with, v. Warwick, 185 Pa. 623 
(1878), a case dealing with the issuance 
of certain types of licenses, the 
Pennsylvania Supreme Court said, 

"The power being

The 
resolution was therefore 
beyond the power of councils 
and of no effect." 

Accordingly, it is the opinion of 
this department that both bills are illegal 
to the Pittsburgh Home Rule Charter and 
should be vetoed.

The Chair presents 

Bill No. 1813 WHEREAS, the 
Almighty God, in His infinite wisdom, 
has removed from our midst, by death, 
the Reverend Martin Luther King, Sr. on 
Sunday, November 13, 1984; and 

WHEREAS, the Reverend King, 
affectionately known as "Daddy" King 


and father of slain civil rights leader and 
Nobel Peace Prize winner Martin Luther 
King, Jr., was a patriarch of the civil 
rights movement who taught his famous 
son from childhood the precepts that 
changed a nation; and 

WHEREAS, it was said of Reverend 
King Sr. at his funeral that the civil 
rights movement, the Christian church, 
the city, the state, the nation and the 
world have lost one of the most powerful 
forces on behalf of justice and equality; 
and 

WHEREAS, Reverend King, who 
preached love and forgiveness, was 
deeply loved by many people and will be 
greatly missed. 

NOW, THEREFORE, 

BE IT RESOLVED, that the Mayor 
and the Members of Pittsburgh City 
Council hereby express grief and sorrow 
over the death of Reverend Martin 
Luther King, Sr., whose very life was a 
source of inspiration to peace and love, 
and may this Resolution be spread upon 
the minutes of the Council of the City of 
Pittsburgh as a lasting tribute to his 
memory. 

Mr. O'Malley moved to adopt the 
resolution. 

Mr. Grabowski seconded the motion. 
Which motion prevailed. 

The Chair: 

If the Chair may, I deem it a 
personal honor to have presented this 
resolution for a specific reason. I'm 
going to read an excerpt from the 
Newsweek magazine which I think is very 
apropos. It mentions that Daddy King 
was a share croppers son who plowed 
cotton behind a mule he grew up to be 
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the patriarch of the civil rights 
movement, the father of Nobel Prize 
winner Martin Luther King, Jr., and a 
civil rights hero in his own right. From 
the Ebenezer Babtist pulpit where he 
preached for 44 years, Daddy King 
helped shape the destiny of a nation; and 
then the next one I think is even more 
import amt. 

Personal tragedy always seems to 
stalk King's public triumphs. He lost two 
sons; Martin, to an assasins bullet in 
1968, and his youngest J. D. in a 
drowning accident a year later. In 1974 
Alberta his wife of almost 48 years was 
gunned down by a madman as she played 
the church organ. 

Steely, exhorted his family to be 
thankful for what we have left and he 
said he harbored tb bitterness in his 1981 
autobiography he wrote, nothing that a 
man does takes him lower then when he 
allows himself to fall so low so as to hate 
anyone. What more need be said then 
this man was a man of moral conviction. 

Mr. Wanger: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, this next resolution is being 
presented by both myself and 
Councilman Grabowski, it's a result of an 
alternative development proposal that 
we have looked at in depth, and I think 
the best thing we can do is probably read 
this resolution then go over some visual 
aids that we have to show you explaining 
what we're trying to accomplish here. 

Mr. Wagner and Mr. Grabowski present 

Bill No. 1814 WHEREAS, a recent 
proposal for development around the 
Three Rivers Stadium area has heen 
recommended by the Planning 
Department. This development proposal 
must have considerable up-front capital 
(20-50 million) to get off the ground. 


The up-front public funds must be spent 
for the following: 

* Re-locate the road system (5.2 
million) 

* Construct a four-tier parking 
garage and additional parking 
lots 

(garage-23 million, cost of lots 
- unknown) 

* Install public crosswalks (2.4 
million minimum) 

* Considerable infrastructure 
work including water, sewer 
lines and public space 
improvements (public space - 
7.8 million; water & sewer - 
unknown) 

WHEREAS, developers will not 
invest in the Stadium property under the 
proposal presented without this up-front 
public capital investment. And with this 
public capital investment there is no 
assurance of success with this 
development proposal. A barrier (the 
Allegheny River) will always exist 
between the Downtown and the Stadium 
Area. It has been further proposed to 
install a horizontal elevator to bridge 
this barrier. Private funding (10-15 
million) is a serious problem and the 
success of the entire project is 
dependent on this key element. 

WHEREAS, major inconveniences 
will exist during construction for the 
tenants of the Stadium (Pirates and 
Steelers) and after construction with a 
four-tier parking garage. The proposal 
as suggested may in fact, harm the 
existing tanants at the Stadium rather 
them enhance this sports arena, and may 
jeopardize Key Pittsburgh Companies 
(Clark Candy, Kaufmans, Miller Printing 
Machinery Company and U.S. Steel and 
Supply) located directly adjacent to the 
stadium property. 

WHEREAS, major emphasis toward 
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development in Pittsburgh should be 
geared to enhance the ailing Convention 
Center and the Downtown. A significant 
amount of property (30-50 acres) is 
presently available for development in 
the Strip Area along the Allegheny 
River. The close proximity of both the 
Convention Center and the Downtown, 
within walking distance, is the key 
element to insure an economically 
healthy development. In addition less 
up-front public capital would be 
necessary. 

WHEREAS, it is estimated that 
3,000 jobs would be created within 5-10 
years with the Stadium Proposal. A 
major development in the Strip Area 
would create 3,000 to 5,000 jobs within 2 
to 5 years. The economic survival of the 
Convention Center would be assured and 
the Downtown Business Area would be 
enhanced. The spin-off effect of this 
development includes the need for 
additional downtown hotels and the 
development of a tourism industry in 
Pittsburgh. The Strip Area Proposal has 
the greatest potential for short range 
growth of jobs in Pittsburgh. 

NOW, THEREFORE, 

BE IT RESOLVED, that the 
Members of Pittsburgh City Council 
request re-evaluation of the Three 
Rivers Stadium Proposal, and for this re- 
evaluation to include development more 
consistent with the needs of the long¬ 
term tenants at the Stadium. And a 
committment be made by the 
Administration to initiate a development 
plan similar to Baltimore's Inner Harbor 
adjacent to the Convention Center in the 
Strip Area. 

Mr. Wagners 

Now, prior to making a motion and 
voting on this, Councilman Grabowski 
and I have some visual aids to help show 


you what we're trying to accomplish, and 
I think the best thing we can do is take a 
look at those slides and other visual aids 
that we have. 

(SLIDE PRESENTATION BY MR. 
WAGNER AND MR. GRABOWSKI) 

Mr. Wagner: 

The first slide that Tm going to 
show you is probably the most important 
slide in the group here, and it's 
Baltimore's Inner Harbor. Along the 
downtown area in Baltimore what may 
exist is a facility this whole development 
is in close proximity within walking 
distance of downtown Baltimore. These 
are all the major facilities in downtown 
Baltimore. One additional key element 
here is that it’s two blocks from the 
water, the water is also part of 
downtown Baltimore. Those two key 
elements of this development being part 
of downtown Baltimore, and the close 
proximity of the Convention Center. It 
is the major reason why Baltimore's Inner 
Harbor is one of the number one 
attractions in the United States. 

Let's take at a look at what 
Baltimore's Inner Harbor looks like and 
it's nothing magnificent it's actually a 
very simple development. It has a dock, 
it has boating, and if you notice in this 
slide you can see the downtown area. 

This is another photo of the Inner 
Harbor Ferry. This area is not as pretty 
as the riverfront area in the City of 
Pittsburgh. You can go there any day 
from spring to fall, and you literally see 
thousands of people walking any time 
during the day or the evening. 

They have six hotels under 
construction in downtown Baltimore. 
The purpose of this slide is show you a 
boat that is docked here from Miami it's 
difficult to see. People actually come as 
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far away as Miami down to Baltimore's 
Inner Harbor. 

They have conventions constantly. 
Here is a bus parked adjacent to the 
inner harbor it's from Little Rock 
Arkansas and Houston, Texas. It had 
senior citizens on it the day in which I 
was in Baltimore and took this slide. 

Here is the Maryland Time Center 
which is part the Baltirmore Inner 
Harbor. We are proposing to build our 
Science Center away from the City of 
Pittsbugh. 

Here is another shot of Baltimore 
Inner Harbor and a number of people that 
are there on a daily basis, and as you can 
see in the background this is a new motel 
under construction. We are having 
trouble getting oije hotel off the ground 
in the City of Pittsburgh. Baltimore 
right now has ground broken on six new 
hotels in downtown Baltimore. Why, 
because this development is in a 
downtown area close to the Convention 
Center the downtown area the 
development and the Convention Center 
all help each other. 

Now, let's take a quick look at 
Baltimore Inner Harbor. Let's see what 
is being proposed in the City of 
Pittsburgh in and around the stadium 
area. This slide is very difficult to see 
do to the light, but it's a shot of the City 
of Pittsburgh. 

This is an aerial shot of the City of 
Pittsburgh with the stadium over here 
and the proposal that has been suggested 
to be in this area, and what Councilman 
Grabowski and I are suggesting is a 
development in this area. 

Here is a shot of the stadium 
area. The proposed development area of 
the stadium has some serious serious 
problems. The number one problem as 


indicated before is a natural barrier of 
the Allegheny River separating the 
downtown area and the stadium area. 
There is also limited amounts of property 
available around the stadium. As you 
can see here's the North Printing and 
Machinery Company and this area is 
Kaufmanns. There are problems to 
improve or to increase the amount of 
property available in this area, in 
addition in order for this development to 
work all of this parking that you see 
must be relocated into a four tier 
parking garage right here on the stadium 
property. Can you imagine all of these 
cars in the four tier parking garage 
before or after the Steeler game trying 
to get in or out. 

Here is another view as you can see 
going north if there is a need to ever 
enhance or extend this development 
proposal; what must happen? Kaufmanns 
must move northerly, Machinery must 
move, Clark Candy must move or U.S. 
Steel must move, and behind here is all 
area that has been developed. 

Here's a better visual of where all 
those spots are proposed to be in a four 
tier parking garage. 

Here's a slide looking in the other 
direction with some of the other 
problems of the location with the U.S. 
Steel Company and Supply right in this 
area. Now, remember under the proposal 
that has been suggested this entire road 
system must be relocated. In order to do 
that you'll have construction on these 
two lots. These parking spaces must be 
put over on this side of the stadium. 
There will have to be a pedestrian cross 
walk for additional parking areas. There 
has to be considerable public money's 
spent just to bring a developer in to look 
at the structure. 

Here’s another view and as we 
indicated earlier a key element in this 
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development is a horizontal elevator, 
would have to be constructed to 
downtown Pittsburgh. 

Now, what we would like to look at 
and here's where Councilman Grabowski 
is going to take over is the alternative 
location that we're suggesting. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

This should be a familiar sight to 
most of you; this is of course downtown 
Pittsburgh. Here we have our 
Convention Center. As you recall, 
Councilman Wagner pointed out very 
clearly how essential it was or one of the 
things that made the inner harbor work 
was that their Convention Center was 
adjacent to downtown, as well as their 
Fun Center, their Urban Mall. This is 
the sight that Councilman Wagner and I 
believe that Fun Center should be built. 
Very similar again to Baltimore you have 
the downtown area your Convention 
Center, and this is where the 
development should be. People would 
have easy walking; it is adjacent to our 
Cenvention Center. Not only do we have 
this area but the area continues. It 
would have to be virtually no 
relocation. The area I believe that — 
right now there's approximately 40 acres 
here that can be developed immediately, 
and probably very little public money 
would have to be expended to initiate 
this development. 

Mrs. Masloff: 

Who owns that property now, 
Steve? 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Most of it is owned by the Buncher 
Development Corporation, and it's our 
understanding that they're very anxious 
to develop that spot, but they do need 
some assistance from the City. 


All riglil, again here's a close up of 
the area. You can see the new highway 
going in, the 12-79; that should give you a 
better reference point. Again, nothing 
would have to be relocated here; the 
area is vacant. 

Here's another view. Progressing 
up here's the Sixteenth Street Bridge, 
and on the opposite side of the bridge 
there's still a good bit of vacant area. 

Again, the Sixteenth Street Bridge 
is the area that we're hoping can be 
developed and we feel that once this 
development starts it will just progress. 
Here we have much open space; we hope 
it will keep on going. Right here, this is 
a facility that the City has already 
invested a million or more dollars in 
renovating to try to attract people to the 
Strip area. This development that we're 
talking about should enhance that 
facility as well. 

All right, we're progressing up the 
Allegheny River even further. This is 
the Armstrong Cork Building. We 
understand that there is a developer 
currently interested in making loft 
apartments out of this facility; however, 
he's not going to go in there right now 
unless he gets a commitment that some 
development will start here. He doesn't 
want to be an island isolated from all the 
action. 

There again, a broader view. 
There's the Armstrong Cork Building. 
Now, we're getting into some industrial 
areas here, but none of this area is being 
used to its full capacity. We feel that 
development there would lend to these 
buildings being utilized at a much 
greater capacity. 

All right, there's a larger view. 
Here we have the City garage for point 
of reference. This you'll see is the 
southerly tip of Herr's Island, or the 
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westerly tip I would guess; a potential 
development sight right there. 

Now, we're back to downtown. 
This is yet a broader view, and here 
again we have downtown, the Convention 
Center, and our proposed development 
sight. I should mention that even further 
up the river — we don't have slides going 
that far — but around the Fortieth Street 
Bridge there are hundreds of acres that 
are currently owned by Conrail that are 
laying idle, and if things take off here 
that was a potential development sight 
as well. 

Now, this is back to Baltimore. 
This is their harbor and the harbor 
itself. There's nothing aesthetic about it 
and I think Councilman Wagner indicated 
that our riverfront is more attractive 
than this; there's nothing but some old 
industry around there. What makes it 
attractive was the development that 
happened adjacent to the downtown area. 

All right, again that first slide; 
their downtown, their Convention 
Center, and where they developed. 

Here's our downtown, our 
Convention Center, and where we think 
we should develop, and what happened in 
Baltimore can certainly happen in 
Pittsburgh. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Td just like to add a couple of real 
quick points on this if you stop and look 
at what we have done, what public funds, 
and what access has been made to this 
Convention Center, which we all know is 
a white elephant in the City of 
Pittsburgh. It's not working the way it 
was intended to work. The question is 
why, because we have ignord 
development around the Convention 
Center. What else are we doing around 
the Convention Center, what has been 


done? 

Well, the Port Authority has built 
the East Bus Way that comes right in the 
old Penn Central area, it stops right 
here. There is a new light rail transit 
system under construction coming from 
the South Hills, that will come into this 
point also. 

There is right now a new highway 
being built across the Allegheny River 
right over this area. Very close to this 
area you have the Civic Arena, very 
close to this area you have proposed and 
when I say proposed I mean proposed four 
potential hotels in downtown 
Pittsburgh. One, being Grant Liberty, 
another one being somewhere in the area 
of One Mellon Bank Center, another one 
being the DeBartolo Office potential 
hotel complex, and there's another 
somewhere up in this area, but 
everything is downtown Pittsburgh; and 
what we're proposing to do, the 
Administration is to take a major 
development, and put it over here when 
it should fit right here. When it could be 
supported very easily by the downtown 
and also the Convention Center. 

As 1 indicated earlier, I think a 
development proposal of this type is the 
best way this City can create jobs over 
the short range in the City of Pittsburgh, 
and that is pretty much our resolution, 
and I hope each and everyone of you 
support it, thank you. 

The Chair: 

Thank you both. 

Mr. Wagner moved to adopt the 
resolution. 

Mrs. Muloff seconded the motion. 
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Mr. Givens: 

I think what both of my colleagues 
have done is been a real good job of 
research and everything else, and I 
commend them for their efforts in this 
particular area. However, like any major 
pieinning effort one has to give it great 
concern and great consideration. I have 
not been to Baltimore on the east coast, 
I have to appreciate what's in the 
corridor between New York and going 
down into the Norfolk area where you 
have large groupings of people. If you 
look at the United States from a 
population density you'll see that 
Baltimore has much more population in 
and around it than surrounding areas 
nearby even Philadelphia is not very far, 
Washington D.C., Norfolk, Virginia, all 
along the Virginia coast line very very 
developed area from one end of the east 
coast to the other. 

I hate to compare one city against 
another city I think that sometimes is 
very dangerous philosophy. I have to 
look at how big the Convention Center is 
in Baltimore and I have to say if we're 
building seven, eight, nine hotels in that 
particular area to accomodate the 
convention center it must be unlike that 
of some of the Convention Centers that I 
have been to Atlanta, Chicago, Los 
Angeles, Las Vegas, down in the Texas 
area, Arizona, most of those are sunbelt 
areas, but I would have to appreciate 
probably the Baltimore Convention 
Center as major as the convention 
business people would call it a large 
Convention Center, Pittsburgh is not 
Pittsburgh is medium if not small I think 
in comparisons to Convention Centers 
throughout. 

Now, that's not a dig to the people 
of the City of Pittsburgh. One called it 
the white elephant and possibly is might 
be a white elephant but Convention 
Center business you don't drum up over 


night and it is a concerted effort, and I 
think what both Steve Grabowski and 
Jack Wagner have brought up to develop 
the other side of the railroad tracks, 
although I don't consider the rivers at a 
barrier between the North Side and 
downtown Pittsburgh. We are the City 
of bridges and I don't think people unless 
they get on the rivers appreciate how 
beautiful the City of Pittsburgh is until 
they get on those rivers, but there's no 
barrier here as far as I'm concerned and 
you can get from the North Side to 
downtown Pittsburgh very quickly, we 
have many entities open over there. 

Let’s go back historically just a 
little if we might, this City made a 
pledge to the people who were going to 
be housed in the stadium, that of the 
Pittsburgh Steelers and the Pittsburgh 
Pirates baseball team, and the baseball 
team took on the greatest commitment a 
40 year commitment for some 27 or 28 
years remaining of that commitment. 

We were scared to death here a 
couple of years ago before my two 
colleagues got on Council as to what was 
going to happen to the Pittsburgh Pirates 
Baseball Team. There have been many 
articles put into the newspaper whether 
or not we would lose them, we're in that 
midst again, in fact, the team is up for 
sale, and can it move to other cities, and 
the answer to that is yes, we can lose it. 

If we look at that then we have to 
look at the total amount of money the 
tax income that this City Council is 
going to lose it's in the area of some $50 
million a year if we lose that ballteam. 

So, why did we get exited about the 
stadium and the development of that 
particular area. It was a commitment in 
the City of Pittsburgh going back some 
20, 25 years ago when that stadium was 
built we put certain amenities out there 
one, a roadways they had never hooked 
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up, they are now hooked up. We 
indicated we'd build hotels out there, we 
indicated we'd put a marina out there to 
make that area not just an open parking 
lot it's too valuable of a land right down 
to the downtown area. So, we wanted to 
develop that area we have a commitment 
to develop that particular area, and a 
commitment that ties into the Pittsburgh 
Pirates. One must give that great 
consideration before we vote one way or 
the other way here. 

Some other things that I might 
want to say even before any of vis with 
the exception of possibly Bob Stone, 
before any of us got on this Council, I've 
been here nine years I have my 10th 
Anniversary coming up in another month 
or so, and sometimes that adds wisdom. 
I had an opportunity to vote on the 
Convention Center *after it was all ready 
in the ground and that was sad, because 
its present location is one that is not 
desirable for one reason only, it does not 
have that access to the riverfront 
immediately adjacent to the Convention 
Center. 

Secondly, they have one heck of a 
barrier up there and it's called a railway 
track and a bridge. The City of 
Pittsburgh under previous 

Administration's had, the ability to 
acquire it for nothing just to leave as a 
demolition thing. 

It's also a railway corridor going 
from oast to west to the City of 
Pittsburgh to be used for mass transit, 
transporation in future years we can 
tunnel underneath railway track 
hopefully some way to open up the 
excess on the other side the development 
that both Steve and Jack are talking 
about, and I think that should be done I 
think that approach should be made from 
this Council to try to develop that 
particular strip of land, but I would like 
to see both of them done within the same 


context, I think we can still go with the 
Allegheny and the stadium development 
area over there, and still go along with 
this development as two gentlemen have 
just brought up and you're absolutely 
right; what have we done? 

Well, we've done quite a bit to help 
the Convention Center, we declared 
much of the downtown area blighted, 
which upheld to whole area. First of all 
we started where the U.S. Steel Building 
is and down around the Market Sqare 
area we extended that over to the 
Stanley Theatre in that area a 
redevelopment area of the 
redevelopment plan, that was also 
extended up into the Pennsylvania 
Railway Station. We have Allegheny 
International coming in here to build two 
high tower buildings so we put the 
am entities into the Stanley Theatre so, 
you can only do so much at one time, and 
you have to look at your short-range 
commitments and your long-range 
commitments Development doesn't 
happen over night, and as a result I 
agreed with what you were trying to say 
that we have to develop this area. On 
the other side of the coin I have to look 
at commitments that this Council has 
made, that previous Mayor's have made, 
and that this City cannot back out on. 

If we say don't develop the stadium 
area and devlelop the Lawrenceville 
Strip District first then what happens to 
the people that are in the stadium 
itself? Are they going to stay around 
because they want action, they want at 
least the roadways to be connected 
which have never been done. 

Now, that's a commitment that we 
have and I don't think it's underway, and 
it's right before us and I don't think any 
of that's going to change to connect that 
particular stadium up with the modern 
interstate system that we have out there 
today, and that's going to be done, and 
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that commitment is there. 

Comparisons as I have indicated is 
a little bit dangerous and this is a hard 
rope to make. I think the request that 
you're asking for is to re-evaluate and I 
agree with a re-evaluation. I think with 
the facts that you have brought forward 
using Baltimore as an area as what we 
could do at that convention sight, we 
should not leave any stone unturned until 
we look at those prerogatives that this 
Council can give direction to the 
Administration. 

I don't think we should abandon the 
proposal that has been made within the 
last two months on what's going to 
happen at the stadium. This was an on¬ 
going thing especially since I've been 
here probing it for at least the last six or 
seven years to get some development, so 
we come out with a develop plan. You 
might not like the plan itself I think each 
Councilperson has to vote on the money's 
that this Council will appropriate 
towards that development. 

Let's see if we can get a 
development plan put in and say this is 
what we're going to do, I think what we 
have to do now, Steve and Jack, is to get 
the Administration along with our 
Planning Department along with the 
Urban Redevelopment Authority to say, 
what are we going to do now with the 
Lawrenceville Strip District? 

We know the other end of 
Lawrenceville is developing very nicely 
into a market place that's coming back 
to the old days when I use to drive down 
there in a street car and it would take 
you a half hour to forty-five minutes to 
get from Twenty-Eighth Street down to 
Eleventh Street because of the traffic 
jams that are down there. The 
restaurants are popping up there, the 
businesses are popping up there, it's 
absoultely tremendous. 


It’s abutting an area of 
Lawrenceville that has been decaying 
over the years I think that's going to 
reverse the whole situation down there 
around the 300 blocks of Pittsburgh right 
where Penn Avenue and Butler Street 
come together. I think that whole area 
is going to be upgraded very shortly. The 
land is being specualted very highly, but 
again I have reservations about saying 
let's put one foot forward here and let's 
develop this area first via the other area, 
and I'll stop there. 

Mr. Wagner: 

May I make one quick comment, 
Councilman Givens it's my position and 
Tm sure it's Councilman Grabowski's that 
we think development should proceed 
over around the stadium area. However, 
we don't think what has been proposed is 
realistic. We don't think it's consistent 
with what is there now. 

I certainly don't think that you can 
take all those parking spaces and 
consolidate them in one building and still 
have 55,000 people going to a Steeler 
game, they won't go to the Steeler game, 
they won't park there. 

We need the type of development 
around that stadium that will help the 
Steeler's and hopefully the Pirates if 
they're here in the future, and that type 
of development includes things such as 
retail and hotels. I think a hotel could be 
built there tomorrow with no problem. 
There are developers that want to build a 
hotel. 

The problem that has been 
suggested in looking at that map is that 
we change the road system, that we do a 
whole lot of infrastructure work, and this 
figure is correct anywhere from $20 to 
$50 million of up front public capital to 
prepare that area for development; and I 
don’t think this City can afford spending 
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that kind of money and not be certain 
that the development is consistent with 
the area, and I personally think a Science 
Center fits in much better with a 
Convention Center then a sports arena, 
and I don't think a kiddy park fits in with 
a sports arena. It may have an 
appropriate place somewhere in this 
City, but it's not on that prime property 
that commercial and retail people would 
love to locate in. 

What we're saying is that's what 
that property should be used for a major 
commercial development to draw 
tourism trade it should be adjacent to 
the Convention Center. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Mr. President, I'd like to respond to 
Councilman Givens also, by stating that 
nowhere in this resolution are we saying 
that the stadium development must be 
abandoned. We're merely saying that 
major emphasis should be placed along 
the Convention Center area and to my 
knowledge I don't think the City has 
given much consideration to that area at 
all, and they should be giving an awful 
lot more consideration to that sight. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. President, I'd just like to make 
one more comment, Counciman Givens, I 
know you're familiar with construction 
chairing Public Works just think through 
the stadium proposal for a moment, it 
would take a good year to relocat the 
road system, it would take a good year to 
build a parking facility, it would take 
additional time to build public crossways 
through the road system. They have to 
change the road system over there, we're 
probably talking a good three years just 
to begin to prepare that area for 
developers, a good three with a lot of up 
front capital that's not the case in the 
strip area. 


The strip area development could 
begin tomorrow, it could begin tomorrow 
from Smallman Street to the river. 
There's nothing there we're not harming 
anything, we don't have to relocate 
anything we can develop the riverfront. 

Over at the stadium area they're 
talking about changing the riverfront, 
why? It works, it works today, the road 
system works today, the people are 
finally familiar with it. We're going to 
change it all, that's ridiculous we have 
better ways of spending money in this 
City, and what we're saying is let's spend 
it somewhere else. Let's spend it where 
it will enhance development and where it 
will produce jobs. 

The Chair: 

The Chair does not see this 
resolution as being in contradiction to 
the Three Rivers Stadium sight. I think 
there's some different philosophies and 
different ideas. Nor, does the Chair see 
it where the resolution is saying nothing 
has ever been done in the strip, because 
there have been some things a bunch of 
programs already started. 

I happened to be familiar with the 
Armstrong Cork Development earlier, 
and I attended a meeting there with all 
the ethnic groups in which there .was 
contemplated a condominium high 
quality, plus on the first floor was going 
to be multiple different restaurants of 
different nationalities and ethnic groups 
as well as craft shops it was a 
tremendous concept. 

Unfortunately, they couldn't get it 
off the ground and it didn't materialize, 
but out of that was to be a light rail line 
which was to go down to the Convention 
Center, so there's been a lot of efforts, 
unfortunately, the dreams didn't come to 
fruition, but nevertheless I think that the 
concept of looking is okay. 
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I didn't think it would be necessary 
to be as specific as my brother 
Councilmen have put here, but I think in 
the generalization we're asking for a re- 
evaluation and is said many many times 
when two people agree 100 percent one 
is useless so, let's combine our heads to 
see and re-evaluate whether or not we 
might be able to give it an extra look in 
all sights the Three Rivers Stadium sight, 
as well as the sight we're now talking 
about as well as other areas. 

I just mentioned to Councilman 
O'Malley, during the time of the filming 
if any of you have the opportunity to be 
in Los Angeles you should see the 
Century Plaza sight which was to be 
orginally the concept of the Allegheny 
Center down to the river they never 
completed it it's an opportunity to see 
where it was intended to go, but did not 
complete. 

We're doing a lot, unfortunately, 
we see a lot of frustration from some of 
the developers and we should always be 
looking at our City for ways to improve 
it. 

The Chair; 

All in favor signify by saying aye? 
WHICH MOTION PREVAILED. 

Mr. Givens: 

I'm in agreement with what the 
resolution is saying and Td like to read it 
for the record, that a member of City 
Council requests re-evaluation of Three 
Rivers Stadium proposal, that doesn't 
mean to me that we're going to do away 
with it as you so indicated, and for this 
re-evaluation to include the development 
more consistent with an either long-term 
attendance at the stadium. An attempt 
should made of the Administration to 
initiate a development plan somewhat to 


the Baltimore Inner Harbor adjacent to 
the Convention Center and the Strip 
District Tm for that 100 percent. 

I think we have been moving on 
every side of the track, but the side that 
the Councilpeople have just brought up, 
and I think it's about time now, that we 
look at that very earnestly and come up 
with a good development plan, and again, 
we can't compare ourselves with 
Baltimore, Baltimore has a major 
Convention Center the City of 
Pittsburgh does not have a major 
Convention Center; and how many hotels 
qan we have in this City. Go down right 
now, you know to a local hotel and your 
hotel associations, and remember the 
Convention Center is not only the City 
of Pittsburgh. It is owned it was given to 
us by a gift from the state through our 
good state earned money. It's both the 
state, county, and the city entity with 
especially the county and the city now 
working in it. 

Any development around the 
Convention Center should be in 
conjunction with the State of 
Pennsylvania with Allegheny County and 
with the City of Pittsburgh and all 130 
some municipalities and at least 
Allegheny County and our surrounding 
five county areas. If the Mayor, is 
talking about the Mon River and the Ohio 
as a development area we cannot forget 
about the Allegheny River and the 
development area up there. We have a 
huge track of land that has been 
inundated as that of the J & L sight, 
etc., over in the Mon Valley along the 
Allegheny River, and what's going to 
happen on both sides of the river 
especially on the Pittsburgh side of the 
river from Lawrenceville to downtown 
all the way out to Sixty-seventh Street is 
nothing but a wasted area with very 
little development other than that 
abutting Penn Avenue corridor once you 
leave there it's just an abandoned open

railways. You try to look at those 
railways they got most of there power by 
the use of eminent domain, state 
eminent domain when rail was number 
one king, and we can't even touch much 
of the area abutting the rivers, because 
Conrail or some other railway owns it 
and won't give that up even thought 
theylre not using the right of way at this 
present time and haven't used that right 
of way, that is the biggest problem is to 
get in there and re-route some of the 
railway tracks that we have down there, 
and use them for some other area, divert 
them outside the City of Pittsburgh. 

The other side of the coin is to look 
at using that right of way for mass 
transit, and there's a lot of studies going 
on in that, so there's a lot of things that 
enter into this, and I think this should be 
discussed at more length and with 
greater participation from our county 
people and our State Representatives to 
see what we can do to enhance cost in 
the Convention Center of the City of 
Pittsburgh; and not to say that we can't 
do away wiht that railway track 
completely, Jack and Steve, but then we 
can expand the Convention Center out 
along that river, now, you really have 
something if we can do away with that 
bloody railway track, which under 
previous Administration's they were 
given the right for one dollar to take 
that railway track if they would put 
demolition to it, because it's a very 
shaky bridge and the railway companies 
are going to have to do something about 
it. It's a very dangerous situation too, 
with high toxic materials being driven 
right by and through the downtown 
area. Td like to divert those tracks, I 
think the first step that this Council and 
the Mayor must take is what can we do 
to direct that traffic from downtown and 
to another corridor. I think that's very 
very important. If we can do that we 
can knock down that bloody wall that's 
separating the one part of the strip from 


the downtown part of the strip and then 
you'll really see some development in 
that area. 

Mrs. Masloff: 

Wait a minute, there's one more 
thing that I want to point out Jack and 
Steve, and it may be irrelevant I think 
that the Science Center is committed to 
stay on the North Side because of the 
Buhl Planetarium, because of a long time 
commitment they had to the North 
Side. So, I think you can include the 
Science Center in your plans for the strip 
district. Isn't that your understanding, 
Mr. Stone? That’s mine. 

The Chair: 

It’s growing out of that level, it's a 
question whether — 

Mrs. Masloff: 

Because, they're all ready there 

now. 

The Chair: 

I don't know so I — 

Mrs. Masloff: 

Tm a member of the Board and 
because the Buhl Planetarium is there 
now they want to be in close proximity 
with the Science Center so, they may 
choose to stay somewhere on the North 
Side, but of course that has nothing to do 
the other plan. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Well, I would just like to state that 
I think that's totally in their hands, 
where they want to be. I think what this 
City has to do is simply propose that 
certain areas be developed and move 
forward on it and let them make the 
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decision. 

Mr. President, Td just like to add I 
would recommend that this Council set 
up a committee to follow up on this 
resolution and determine what is being 
done by the Administration, and I think 
we should be part of any work that goes 
on in terms of a major development plan 
of this type, and I for one would like to 
sit on the committee. 

Mr. Givens moved to excuse Michelle 
Madoff, Mr. Robinson, and Mr. Woods for 
absence from the meeting. 

Mr* O'Malley seconded the motion. 

Which motion prevailed. 

Mr* Grabowaki moved to approve the 
Minutes of Monday, November 5, 1984 
and Tuesday, November 13, 1984.

Honorable President and Members: 

I am returning as vetoed Council 
Bill No. 1544 which requires the Minority 
and Womens Enterprise Review 
Committee approval of the development 
plan or proposal, prior to submission to 
City Council, the Office of the Mayor, 
City Planning Commission or the Urban 
Redevelopment Authority. 

The requirement that such plans 
go to the MBE Committee prior to the 
review of other agencies as to their 
advisability is not in the best interests of 
the City. Many development proposals 
are submitted to the City that never 
reach fruition and, to preclude discussion 
until they have an MBE approval, is', in 
effect, to preclude development. The 
City Solicitor also informs me that to 
preclude anyone from requesting a zone 
change or conditional use from the City 
Planning Commission unless their MBE 
Plan is approved by the MBE Committee 
or the attempt of the bill to assert 
jurisdiction over the Urban 


Redevelopment Authority is illegal. 

Once development proposals are 
definite and there is the requisite City 
participation to require the MBE review, 
these proposals will be forwarded to 
insure participation of minorities and 
women in the project. 

Accordingly, Bill No. 1544 is 
herewith returned as vetoed.

The Chair: 

Michelle, I think we should go 
back to the sponsor of the bill, if I may. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Would the sponsor yield a 
moment? Mr. Robinson, would you 
yield? 

Mr. Robinson: 

No. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Okay. I was going to support you. 
Mr. Robinson: 

Tm trying to deal with the Chair's 
procedures — 

Michelle Madoff: 

That's quite alright. No problem. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Do I understand that the Chair is 
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giving me an opportunity to respond on 
the bills as opposed? 

The Chair: 

I'm asking you what your pleasure 
is. 

Mr. Robinson: 

My pleasure is to make a motion 
to override. Now, is that on both bills? 

The Chair: 

That's my next question. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Td like to take them separately, if 
I might. 

The Chair: 

Alright, fine. 

Michelle Madoff: 

That was my suggestion, Mr. 
Robinson. 

Do you need a second? 

Mr. Robinson: 

Please. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I second that for discussion. 

The Chair: 

Which one do you want first? 

Mr. Robinson: 

Bill No. 1544. 


Th# Chair: 

Okay, we'll deal with 1544 first. 
Michelle Madoff: 

Councilman Robinson, do I have 
your permission to proceed? 

Mr. Robinson: 

Fine. 

Michelle Madoff: 

On Bill 1544, I just caucussed with 
my colleague Mr. Robinson and said to 
him, quote, that another Councilmember 
and myself just reviewed the veto and it 
appears to make some sense because how 
would you want to stop development. 
Mr. Robinson will speak for himself but 
he said that the interpretation by the 
Mayor is not what the bill says. That's 
the reason Tm going to ask him if he 
would please clarify the difference 
between what the Mayor is saying the 
bill says and what Mr. Robinson says the 
bill says and that again goes to the point 
of why we need our own legal counsel, 
because we can't rim out right now with 
five votes and go find an attorney. Mr. 
Robinson, would you please do that for 
me? 

Mr. Robinson: 

Yes. Mr. President and members 
of Council, Bill 1544 I think is very 
straightforward. I believe it was two 
Wednesdays ago, when these bills were 
passed in Committee, I explained the 
nature of the bills, how they were 
developed, and what support I believed I 
had secured from the Administration. 

On Bill 1544 specifically, let me 
indicate that the intent of 1544 is spelled 
out very clearly in the body of the bill 
and it only proposed three things. One, 
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to change the name of the Minority 
Business Enterprise Review Committee 
to the Minority and Women's Business 
Enterprise Review Committee so that 
the name of the Committee will be 
consistent with what the Minority 
Business Enterprise Review Committee 
is supposed to do. Two, it asks to have 
certain reports in writing so that we will 
know what needs to be done; it's a 
procedural matter. Also, it requests that 
the proposals for development or plans 
that are presented by the Mayor's Office, 
the Planning Commission or the Urban 
Redevelopment Authority, have included 
in them an MBE plan that is consistent 
with what the Council and the Mayor 
have said they would like to do and that 
is include MBE plans in major 
developments. It would seem to me that 
it would be consistent to have those 
plans included when the projects are put 
together. The last item changes the 
number of persons to serve on the MBE 
Review Committee from nine to 
eleven. I indicated two Wednesdays ago 
that these matters have been discussed 
by the Administration; they have been 
aware of these bills and particularly that 
aspect of changing the membership on 
the MBE Review Committee was 
discussed with the Administration with 
my understanding that they were 
agreeable to change the number of 
members from nine to eleven. 

Now, if I might speak briefly 
about the letter that the Mayor has 
attached indicating he vetoed 1544. In 
the second paragraph, the Mayor 
indicates that the City Solicitor, and I'd 
like to read this portion, "The City 
Solicitor also informs me that to 
preclude anyone from requesting a zone 
change or conditional use from the City 
Planning Commission, unless their MBE 
plan is approved by the MBE Committee 
or the attempt of the bill to assert 
jurisdiction over the Urban 
Redevelopment Authority is illegal." 


First of all, there is no opinion or 
documentation from the Solicitor 
attached to the Mayor's veto and 
traditionally and procedurally when the 
Solicitor's opinion has been utilized as 
justification for a veto, that is 
attached. Last week this Council 
considered two bills that I introduced 
that the Mayor vetoed. Both of those 
bills had attached to them opinions from 
the Solicitor. 

Second of all, Bill 1544 at no point 
indicates that anybody is precluded from 
requesting a zone change, conditional use 
or anything else. There is no reference 
in 1544 to precluding anybody from 
requesting anything. 

Thirdly, the assertion that this bill 
is an attempt to assert jurisdiction over 
the Urban Redevelopment Authority just 
simply doesn’t make any sense because 
the bill does not suggest that there will 
be any assertion of jurisdiction over the 
Urban Redevelopment Authority. It's 
obvious that the City of Pittsburgh has 
some jurisdiction over the Urban 
Redevelopment Authority; they can't sell 
land or acquire land without our 
approval. We have to approve their 
budget. They can't make any requests 
from the federal government or the state 
government for funds without our 
request. So, to suggest that this bill is 
somehow suggesting an illegal activity 
simply doesn't square with the facts. 

I think the bill is straightforward 
and I'm giving the same explanation in 
terms of the content of the bill today 
that I did two Wednesdays ago in terms 
of what it’s content is* This bill is an 
amendment to the Pittsburgh Code, that 
portion which established the Minority 
Business Enterprise Review Committee. 
It's very clear in that bill, the original 
bill, that the Minority Business 
Enterprise Review Committee had the 
power to establish procedures for 
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operation. Bill 1544 is a bill that deals 
with procedures of the Minority Business 
Enterprise Review Committee and 
changing the composition of the 
members. The Mayor's veto letter 
doesn't relate to this bill and if the 
Solicitor feels that there's something 
illegal in the bill or that we're trying to 
preclude somebody from doing 
something, it would seem to me it would 
be appropriate for him to at least send us 
an opinion with the appropriate legal 
citations as he's done in the past. 

Michelle Madofft 

Mr. Robinson, on your actual bill, 
that is 1544, page two, the ordinance, 
not the Mayor's veto but the actual 
ordinance, would you please turn to 
Section 1 which is underlined and go 
down five lines. You have "shall preceed 
submission of the development plan or 
proposal to City Council". I think what 
he's saying is that his concern is that you 
might be discouraging people is they 
have to come in with plans before they 
even know that they would want to be in 
the community for a lot of other reasons, 
the rivers, the ethnic kind of good 
workforce we have here, where we're 
located ... It would suggest, and I hope 
I'm not pre-empting Councilman Wagner, 
that the words "or proposal" be 
removed. "Shall preceed submission of 
the development plan to City Council, 
Office of the Mayor", etc., but take the 
words "or proposal". 

If somebody comes in here and 
says, "We're thinking about doing this and 
well give you a rough draft or 
something", we don't want to stymie 
them or discourage them and I think that 
would take care of what I perceive to be 
the Mayor's concern and I think if you did 
that I could vote for it very easily and I 
have a feeling perhaps some other 
members could. 


Mm. Masloff: 

Are you going to take that whole 

line? 

Michelle Madoff: 

No, just take the words "or 
proposal". I thought the whole line 
should come out but Councilman Wagner 
is a little more astute than I am and he 
thought the key words were "or 
proposal". That's not to discourage 
proposals but Til let Mr. Wagner speak 
for himself. 

Mr. Wagner: 

I would just like to ask my 
colleague, Mr. Robinson, a question 
maybe to bring this to talk about an 
example. How would this apply to, say, 
the Grant Liberty Project and the whole 
development plan and proposed and where 
would developers be according to this 
legislation before and as is proposed 
now? 

Mr. Robinson: 

Under the present legislation in 
the Pittsburgh Code, the Grant Liberty 
Development Group was required to 
submit to the MBE Review Committee a 
preliminary plan, which they did. That 
plan was submitted at the same time 
that the request was made for the 
application for UDAG funds. That plan 
is to be reviewed by the MBE Review 
Committee up until and through the 
period of time that we actually receive 
the grant money, that grant money is 
made available to UR A, and it is then 
made available to the developers. So, 
the Grant Liberty Project is already 
subject to the MBE and Women's Review 
Process. 

Now, under this proposal, when 
the Grant Liberty Project was first 
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submitted to the Planning Commission, 
which had to give initial approval, the 
MBE package would have been attached 
at that time. The way it was submitted, 
there was no MBE package. The MBE 
package was submitted separately after 
the proposal had already come through 
the Planning Commission, through the 
UR A and to City Council. Then a 
separate MBE proposal was put 
together. The MBE proposal plus the 
general proposal were forwarded by the 
URA to the Department of Housing and 
Urban Development. 

Now, one of the original 
amendments that I made about a year 
ago was to make sure that when Council 
considered the development, when we 
had it before us, that we had 
everything. In the case of Grant Liberty, 
when we first considered it, we did not 
have everything because we did not have 
the MBE package. I was informed by the 
MBE Review Committee that their 
interpretation of the law did not require 
them to send the MBE package to us at 
the same time we considered the 
development proposal. It seemed ^o me 
that you couldn't very well develop 
opportunities for minorities and women 
tinless you knew what the total project 
was. 

So, this bill, 1544, is simply am 
attempt to get that information on how 
we’re going to help minorities and women 
as soon as we know what the proposed or 
project is going to be and as soon as it is 
submitted to an official government 
agency. 

Michelle Madoff: 

And you take "or proposal" out? 
Mr. Robinson: 

Well, maybe I don't understand the 
unreadiness about the word "proposal". 


Michelle Madoff: 

I would think that "or proposal" 
might come out because what you're 
doing is somebody who is just thinking 
about it, about coming into the area, we 
don't want to thwart them right out 
front. Let them come in and once they 
do have a plan, at that point it would be 
mandatory to have the Review 
Committee look at all aspects of 
minority and women involvement. 

Mr. Robinson: 

All the proposals and plans that 
are submitted to the Urban 
Redevelopment Authority and the 
Planning Commission are submitted in 
written form. Some are genetically 
called proposals and in fact carry the 
title plan. My purpose in using the words 
plan or proposal was to cover the generic 
as well as specific. There was no intent 
here to refer to verbal proposals or 
something you read in the newspaper or 
someone who comes in here and says, 
"I'm thinking about building a luxury 
hotel." I'm talking about something that 
is actually in writing and is formally 
submitted; either it's a plan or it's a 
proposal, that's all. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Is there any indication that what 
is in existence now is not working if it 
has worked, say, for a development such 
as Grant Liberty? 

Mr. Robinson: 

Yes. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Such as? 
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Mr. Robinson: 

Okay, the procedures that have 
been developed by the Minority Business 
Enterprise Review Committee, to my 
knowledge, and I'm the Council liaison to 
that Committee, to my. knowledge have 
not been made available to this Council, 
they are not on file in the City Clerk's 
Office, and to my knowledge they Me 
not available to the members of the 
Minority Business Enterprise Review 
Committee. I think part of the problem 
is, and I originated the legislation 
initially, is I proceeded on the 
assumption that setting up the procedure 
should be done by the Committee itself, 
that they were best able to do that. It 
appeared early on that the Committee 
either would not or could not set up 
those procedures. On several occasions I 
have raised the question in Council 
Chambers if there are a set of 
procedures for the operation of the 
Minority Business Enterprise Review 
Committee. I have been told they 
exist. I have asked to have a copy of 
those procedures forwarded to the City 
Clerk's Office. To my knowledge to 
date, they don't exist. If those 
procedures exist, they should outline how 
proposals are processed, how they're 
monitored, and how in the case of Grant 
Liberty that process is going to move on 
now that we have a signed document and 
we're going to have a groundbreaking on 
Thursday. I don't think those procedures 
exist and if they do exist they're not in 
writing and it's unfair to developers and 
others not to know what rules the game 
is being played by. 

I hoped that I would be able to 
convince the Committee and the 
Administration that at least we ought to 
put some procedures in place if we were 
to continue to promote the policy that 
we were providing opportunities for 
minorities and women that we ought to 
at least have some procedures so that 


everyone would understand what we can 
and cannot do. Council Bill 1544 is 
simply an attempt to clarify those 
procedures. 

Mr. Woods: 

I don't think we can amend the bill 
after it has been passed and vetoed so 
that is kind of out of the question. 

Secondly, I remember some time 
ago-and maybe some member of Council 
can help me, I asked for an MBE package 
and if I got it I don't remember getting 
it, I haven't seen it. If any member of 
Council — Bill, maybe you could help us 
— has a copy of that, the forms that are 
filled out and so forth, could you share 
that with us? 

Mr. Robinson: 

No, I do not have that material. 

Mr. Woods: 

Do you remember the time I asked 

for it? 

Mr. Robinson: 

Yes, I do. There is some material 
that has been developed and I'm being 
very frank and candid with members of 
Council. Much of that material has been 
developed as I have attempted to discuss 
with the Administration coming up with 
a more comprehensive and substantive 
program so we all are in the same book 
and on the same page. So, there are 
some forms, there are some procedures. 
But if there is a body of procedures and a 
set of forms that can be given to any 
developer or showed to any member of 
this Council, I'm unaware of where that 
is. 

Councilman Wagner raised a good 
point. Let's use the Grant Liberty 
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Project as an example. Where are the 
forms? Where are the procedures? 
Where is the monitor? There is a report 
that is required by law to be sent to us 
once every two months on the Grant 
Liberty Project. The last two times I’ve 
seen that report, and it's supposed to 
cover every aspect of that project, there 
has been no reference to MBE. If the 
MBE Review Committee has been 
reviewing the Grant Liberty Project for 
the last three or four years, I have not 
seen any documentation and if the Grant 
Liberty Project is ready to go on 
Thursday then there should also be an 
MBE package ready to go on Thursday. I 
have not seen that either. The only thing 
I've seen is the original document that 
was submitted over three years ago 
which, to my knowledge, has not been 
changed at all and has not been 
negotiated at all. So, whatever 
originally was submitted I assume is still 
the document. 

Now, one thing that I think 
Council should be aware of, the 
Department of Housing and Urban 
Development has expressed concerns 
about our MBE efforts. They have 
expressed those concerns in writing to 
the UR A, to the Mayor, and to the 
Chairman of the Minority Business 
Enterprise Review Committee. They 
have been concerned that our MBE effort 
is not substantive enough and to show 
you the level of concern on the part of 
the Administration, the Administration 
initiated a process to create a 
memorandum of understanding which 
would require the City of Pittsburgh to 
voluntarily adhere to standards jointly 
established by HUD, the City of 
Pittsburgh and some community groups 
and organizations. This was done with 
full knowledge that we already have laws 
on the books, so the Administration 
themselves must have recognized that 
there were some inadequacies. Mr. 
Pellegrini, as you know, helped to 


develop that memorandum of 
understanding. I don't know its status 
today; I don't know whether the Mayor 
has signed it, I don't know whether HUD 
has signed it. I have raised some official 
objections with the secretary of housing 
and Urban Development relative to the 
fact that we already have rules and 
regulations in the City of Pittsburgh. We 
don’t need a voluntary program, we 
already have a mandatory program. 

The second thing is, last week 
when Council supported the Mayor's veto 
relative to creating some procedures for 
tjie receipt distribution and management 
of HOD AG and UDAG funds, that bill 
was also a recognition of the fact that 
this Administration has been under 
intense pressure from the federal 
government to tighten up its procedures 
as to how it handles federal dollars, not 
just in the MBE area but all the way 
across the board. So, I think there are 
some problems internally which I, as a 
legislator, at least think can legislatively 
be addressed. I would hope that the 
Administration is also trying to 
administratively address that. My 
attempt in 1544 and 1547 is to try to 
legislatively address what are obviously 
some problems. 

The Chair: 

If the .Chair may, just for a 
moment. Regretfully, I didn't know this 
earlier, I think what Michelle is talking 
about, the matter of "preceed submission 
of development plan", does that have to 
come before any legislation on it? 

Mr. Robinson: 

Yes. 

The Chair: 

Before the legislation? 
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Mr. Robinson: 

Yes. This would be at the time 
that the developer would go to the 
Planning Commission or URA with their 
drawings and their plans and submit 
them. They would have to have their 
MBE and WBE package included so that 
we could evaluate the total project at 
one time. 

Michelle Madoff: 

When they’re serious. 

Mr. RobixBon: 

Right, when they're serious. 

The Chair: 

Take the roll on whether to 
override the Mayor's veto. 

Mr. Givens: 

In hearing the arguments on this 
particular veto, and one who is involved 
in one of those authorities, that is, that 
of the Urban Redevelopment Authority, I 
think Bill has a very valid position here 
and the fact that if our Minority and 
Women Enterprise Review Committee 
does not get involved in a conceptional 
phase of any development that we have 
within the City of Pittsburgh, how then 
are they to bring in minorities and 
women into the development of this 
City? 

Any of us who sit on some of 
these boards and are cognizant of the 
fact of development that is underway 
and that much of this development has to 
be kept under cover for the mere reason 
of what the development might be 
around and how it would affect, say, just 
the land value around that particular 
area. We have to be cognizant of that. 
But in order for the minorities to fully 


participate in government, for them to 
fully participate in the development of 
this City, then they must be in effect 
brought in at the conceptional planning 
phase and actually have input into that 
phase. Without that, it's just all hogwash 
and for all these people to review it 
before it comes to this Council for final 
review is acceptable in my thought and 
my thought process along this particular 
line. I don't think it's going to interfere 
with anything and, as Bill so pointed out, 
the MBE can be looking at it while it's in 
the development stages. In fact, if 
anything, they might be able to help the 
development along. We're talking about 
probably 70 percent of the people who 
live in the City of Pittsburgh are going 
to be affected by this. We're talking 
about all the women. We're talking 
about 55 percent of the people in the 
City of Pittsburgh, or even more 
possibly. And we're talking about all 
minorities. And I think for that purpose 
alone, the Administration must look 
inward in saying if it's going to affect 
these people when we finally make that 
development, then why can't they be in 
on the initial development. I think they 
have to be brought into that segment just 
like the Urban Redevelopment Authority 
is now brought into it, just as the City 
Planning is brought into it, just as our 
Finance and our Treasury and everyone 
else lends to the Mayor. Remember, the 
Mayor appointed these people and we 
approved these people. Do we not trust 
these people that we have appointed? I 
say that if we trust them, then let's get 
them involved. And they have to, when 
they know certain developments that are 
happening in the City of Pittsburgh 
cannot then have a conflict of interest 
and go out there and manipulate in such 
a way that they benefit from it. I think 
the people that we approved for that 
board have that type of stattire. For 
that reason alone, I would not go along 
with the Mayor's veto. My vote is yes. 
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Michelle Madoff: 

I want to hold my vote until the 

end. 

Mis. Maaloff: 

I want to ask one question. If 
these people who are the proposed 
business people Me supposed to do all of 
this and submit their plans and proposals 
then decide that they Me not going to 
follow through, aren't they going through 
a lot of unnecessMy work by submitting 
all these documents? If we accept the 
proposed, then they can submit all of 
these, can't they? 

Mr. Robinson: 

Let me just respond by saying two 
things. One, any documents that 1544 is 
requiring to be submitted Me no more 
cumbersome than the documents we 
already require to be submitted and I 
think each member of Council has sat 
through hearings where we've had stacks 
of paper before us this high on 
development proposals. You're not 
requiring the developers to do any more 
than they normally do and that is meet 
written requirements, to put things in 
writing. 

The second thing is, this Council I 
think was perceptive enough about two 
months ago to accept a bill that I 
introduced and the Mayor signed it to 
provide for waivers for developers. What 
that process basically is is that if a 
developer has something approved and 
somewhere along the line the developer 
feels he cannot meet that commitment, 
the MBE Review Committee and the 
Solicitor can give to that developer a 
waiver. Heretofore there were no 
waivers at all. We didn't take that into 
consideration; I didn't take that into 
consideration. So, there Me protections 
for developers and we're not requiring 


them to do anything more than they 
already do. 

Mr. O’Malley: 

I think this Council should be very 
CMeful. This piece of legislation gives 
enormous and enormous influence to the 
MBE. Not only does it give the Minority 
Business Review Committee the right to 
either approve or reject any development 
sent to this Council or sent to URA, but 
it also gives them the right to establish 
their own procedures by which they Me 
going to judge the merits of this 
proposal. I don’t think that this Council 
should give that enormous influence to 
any committee. I think that Council 
should certainly keep that influence 
among ourselves. I vote no. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Mr. President, I'd just like to have 
one other indulgence but I think 
Councilman O'Malley did raise a point 
that needs to be addressed. I think it 
should be perfectly cleM that the only 
entities in the City that approve 
anything, that actually approve in City 
government, the Controller, the Mayor 
and this Council, if a development 
proposal is sent to us with a negative 
recommendation by the Planning 
Commission, by law we can still take 
positive action on it. If the Zoning Board 
denies a zoning request, we still can take 
positive action on it. If the MBE Review 
Committee, in reviewing and approving, 
decide that they don’t like the MBE 
package and it comes to us with them 
saying, "We don't like this MBE package", 
legally this Council and the Mayor still 
have the final say as to whether the 
project goes forward or not. There's no 
attempt here to stop anybody from doing 
anything. The attempt here is to include 
people and to come up with laws that Me 
consistent with our City policy. The 
power is still in Council and the Mayor, 
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not in the MBE Review Committee. I 
vote aye. 

Mr. O’Malley: 

I'd like to respond to that. 

The Chair: 

Wait, wait. I apologize, Mr. 
O'Malley, I should not have let Mr. 
Robinson speak during the vote. I would 
like to stop it here. We are now voting. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

I would still like to have the 
opportunity to respond because 
Councilman Robinson was making 
reference to my statements. Til be 
short. 

I’d just like to state that this 
piece of legislation lets the Minority 
Business Review Committee establish 
their own procedures. If these 
procedures were established by members 
of this Council or another body I might 
be inclined to go along with this 
legislation. But what he's saying is, let 
this group of people establish their own 
procedures by what they're going to 
judge the merits of these projects and 
then it states right in here, once they 
judge the merits of the project, it says, 
"Before they are submitted to Council or 
to the Mayor". I don't see anything in 
this legislation where there is a 
procedure that if they do reject a project 
where there is a vehicle that this Council 
has the right to a hearing to override 
that objection. 

According to this piece of 
legislation, it gives the MBE an enormous 
amount of power and no right for this 
Council to override their veto. It's a 
very dangerous piece of legislation. 


Mf. Woods: 

Mr. Robinson, you left out one 
committee, the Code Review 
Committee. We can override them also. 

I'm voting aye to override. The 
MBE package, I haven't seen one, I asked 
for one a number of months ago. I don’t 
think any colleague of mine has ever 
seen it. I think this will push the MBE 
Committee off the dime, get us a 
package. I don't believe it hinders 
development in any way. I think the 
main thrust of this legislation is adding 
two new members, from nine to eleven. 
I think that's the main thrust of this 
legislation so I vote aye. 

The Chair: 

I'm voting aye. I regret that I 
didn’t catch this earlier; I would have 
made some more changes but I think that 
we can get through with some 
understanding. I'm voting aye. 

Michelle Madoff: 

That's a very interesting 
statement, Mr. Stone, in light of the fact 
that you voted against Council having 
their own solicitor. If we'd had a 
solicitor, Mr. Robinson would have had 
this worded with some explanatory 
sentences in here that said we do not 
wish to preclude or discourage by 
perception persons who may come in to 
this area by saying we're going to put 
burdens on you before we even kpow 
whether you want to have a business in 
this area. 

However, as Mr. Woods has 
pointed out, he's asked for material and 
he's not received it nor has any other 
member of this Council. As Mr. 
Robinson has pointed out, on the Grant 
Liberty Project we have not received any 
of the data that has been requested on 



this particular committee, Minority and 
Women Committee, MBA. I worry 
greatly about perception and that there 
might be discouragement of people 
coming into the area for jobs by saying, 
"Well, if we're going to be hassled up 
front with a lot of material we won't 
want to come in to the area." I think 
we're all having that same kind of 
feeling. I think if we had a legal 
counself for us on an on-going basis, day 
to day, Mr. Woods, this language would 
already have been in here because my 
understanding from what I heard today is 
that you can't amend a piece of 
legislation after the Mayor has vetoed it; 
it's after the fact. If I had my druthers, 
I'd like to see the legislation come back 
reworded in a form that would take in 
the concerns of this Council. 

So, I'm going to ask Mr. Robinson, 
if he will, to please come up with 
another piece of legislation because we 
amend bills all the time; don't we, Mr. 
Robinson? 

Mr. Robinson: 

Yes. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Would you please put an 
amendment to this bill next week that 
clarifies the concern so that perception 
would not be there for anybody coming in 
to this area or discouragement. 


And on the question, "Shall the 
motion pass finally?"

(END - MAYOR'S VETO LETTER) 

Mr. Robinson moved to override the 
Mayor's veto. 

Michelle Madoff seconded the motion. 

Mr. Robinson: 

1 wanted to again reiterate for 
members of Council the purpose of 
Council Bill 1547. There ha3 been some 
discussion relative to procedures. The 
original bill that was introduced and 
passed maybe three years ago gave to 
the MBE Review Committee the power 
to internally set up their own rules and 
regulations. At that time I mentioned 
before I thought that made a lot of sense 
for them to do that, but as Mr. Woods 
has suggested, even when we ask for a 
copy of the procedures we can't get 


them. I don't want to try to embarrass 
anybody today but I don't think those 
procedures and rules and regulations 
exist. For whatever reason there are 
bits and pieces of things but there is no 
comprehensive body of material. So, for 
the last two and a half years I've been 
attempting to legislatively give some 
structure to the Committee and 1547 is 
another attempt to do that. 

Very simply it says that seven 
members attending a public and duly 
called meeting by the Chair shall be 
considered a quorum. I've raised the 
question in this room before that there's 
no evidence that a quorum has been held 
when various pieces of legislation have 
been approved. If we're going to 
increase the number of people on the 
Committee to eleven, then we should 
increase the number of people that make 
up a quorum from five to seven. 

Also, the meetings of the Minority 
Business Enterprise Review Committee 
heretofore have not been made to known 
to the public and have not been public 
meetings. I thought the law should say 
that they are public meetings. 

Also, a meeting should be called 
by the Chair. I don't think we want 
people on the Minority Business 
Enterprise Review Committee calling 
meetings unless they're sitting in the 
Chair. 

The other aspects of 1547 indicate 
that they shall develop procedures to 
require compliance with the rules and 
procedures they set up and that they will 
have clerical staff and administrative 
staff and that the Solicitor shall 
designate a person to assume those two 
positions. 

Now, I mentioned before, two 
weeks ago, that through the assistance of 
Mr. Matter, the Mayor's Executive 
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Secretary, that we were able to get an 
Assistant City Solicitor, Ms. Gretchen 
Donaldson, to fulfill the mandate that's 
already in the law for the Solicitor's 
Office to provide some staff assistance. 
There has not been clerical assistance 
available to the Minority Business 
Enterprise Review Committee. The 
Minority Business Enterprise Review 
Committee does not have staff; it does 
not have the ability to function such as 
the Women's Task Force, and I’ve said on 
several occasions that I think they ought 
to have the same ability as the Women's 
Task Force. 

They Mayor, in his letter, has 
indicated that the Solicitor's Office will 
continue to provide the appropriate legal 
staff and support staff. Why should we 
have to depend upon the good graces of 
the Mayor's Office to make sure that the 
Minority Enterprise Review Committee 
has one, legal assistance to deal with 
legal documents and two, to have 
clerical assistance to take minutes at 
meetings. Mr. Woods asked about their 
procedures, someone asked for a 
transcript of their meetings and wbat it 
is that they are requiring the 
developers. Thev don't exist. 

Unfortunately, this is not the 
place to discuss this but I've tried to 
discuss it in private on numerous 
occasions. If those procedures exist, if 
those transcript records exist, I will 
leave this issue alone. They don't exist 
but we're telling people that we have an 
MBE program. I'm simply saying, let us 
substantively straighten it out as much 
as we can and let that com mi ttee 
function. 

The last thing I want to say is that 
Mr. Givens raised a question of putting 
confidence and trust in this MBE Review 
Committee. Not only should we put 
confidence and trust in them, let's give 
them the ability to function. At least 


give them an opportunity to have legal 
staff, clerical staff, and not have to 
depend upon the Mayor to get on the 
phone and say, "I think today they ought 
to have clerical staff and tomorrow I 
think they ought to have legal staff." 
Give them the ability to get the staff 
that they need so they can attempt to do 
the job that we've asked them to do. 

Bill No. 1547 is simply trying to 
give them an opportunity to be 
independent, credible, and recognizable 
as an agency carrying out City policy. 

Mr. Woods: 

I have one problem. The seven 
members attending the public and duly 
called meeting, if there's eleven 
members, I believe the quorum should be 
one less than seven, it should be six. 
That's my only problem with this at this 
time. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Does this legislation in any way 
indicate that additional staffing needs to 
be provided to the Solicitor's Office to 
meet these demands? 

Mr. Robinson: 

No. 

The Chair: 

It would have to be done in the 
budget. 

Mr. Wagner: 

What are the estimates of 
additional staffing that would be needed 
by the Solicitor to meet this legislation? 

Mr. Robinson: 

It's my understanding from a copy 
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of a memo that I received from Mr. 
Matter which he sent to Mr. Pellegrini 
requesting that Mr. Pellegrini assign 
someone from his staff as the law 
requires to work specifically with the 
MBE Review Committee. Mr. Pellegrini 
assigned Ms. Gretchen Donaldson as part 
of her overall responsibility in his office 
to work with the MBE Review 
Committee. The Committee meets once 
a month to my knowledge; they meet the 
second Thursday of every month. I don't 
know anything about special meetings 
but I got the impression from Mr. Matter 
that one person being assigned by the 
Solicitor to work as needed would be 
sufficient and I have no objections to 
that. 

The Chair: 

Call the question. 

Mr. Givens: 

I vote aye and I think Bill, along 
with the Mayor, are walking down the 
same sidewalk together and if its going 
to be done, fine and dandy. But I think 
that particular resolution formalizes it in 
the eyes of this Council and for that 
reason I vote aye. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

I vote no because of the concern 
that Councilman Woods raised of the 
requirement that seven constitute a 
quorum and also the mere reason that 
the Mayor stated in his letter that staff 
is already being provided and I don't see 
any reason to provide additional staff. I 
vote no. 

Michelle Madoff: 

If staff is being provided, where 
are the reports? Maybe what we really 
need, Bill, is a messenger to go back and 
forth, or a detective or someone you 


monitor. It is apparent that when this 
Council, through the prodding of Mr. 
Robinson on other matters where the 
Administration says they're providing 15 
percent and I believe it was in the 
purchasing for minorities and women and 
it turns out to be less than one half of 
one percent after seven years and they 
come in to us and say, "Oh my goodness, 
we didn't know how bad it was." So, I 
can't really trust that same 
Administration to say that we have a 
staff when the staff has not produced 
anything. So I have to go on the 
assumption that it’s a mirage. I vote to 
override. 

Mm. Masloff: 

I vote no for the same reason. I 
think it ought to be six members and 
when it's amended then I think Til vote 
for it. 

Mr. O’Malley: 

Considering Bill 1544 passed, I 
think that the Minority Business Review 
Committee should certainly have the 
staff to do the job that this Council 
would like to have them do. I vote aye. 

Mr. Woods: 

I vote no for the reasons I stated 
and I believe 1544 addresses my problem 
about the MBE package and they can't do 
anything now unless they do have a 
package. 

Mis. Masloff: 

Td like to change my vote to aye, 

please.

The Chair:

Which was read. 

Mrs. Masloff: 

I want to discuss 1629? that is 
hiring a full-time solicitor. Tm opposed 
to a full-time solicitor because I*m 
wondering where it's going to end. Will 
it lead to office staff, supplies, secretary 
and eventually an assistant? I think that 
we ought to hire a part-time contractor 
who will be approved by three members 
of Council instead of the usual five on a 
part-time basis. I also think that this 
solicitor should be instructed, if and 
when that person is appointed, that he 
will deal only with City business and 
legislation and not deal with the causes 
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of one Councilmember against another. 

I'm not altogether opposed to a 
solicitor but I don't think we ought to 
invest in a full-time solicitor; I think a 
part-time one, to be paid at the rate of 
$75 an hour would be sufficient. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. Stone, on my bill. I think 
today's example of Mr. Robinson's bills 
and your vote and your comments, Mr. 
Stone, really reinforces the need to have 
somebody on Council who sits in at our 
meetings, prods us to do the right thing, 
points out something that we may 
overlook inadvertently, and provides 
separation of powers. I don't think even 
Council worn an Masloff is objecting to 
that. 

There are so many bills. We're in 
budget hearings and we keep the bills 
down to a minimum but generally each 
week there are dozens and dozens and 
dozens of bills and we need somebody 
here all the time to make sure that when 
a bill comes in on a Friday some of us 
are not here, sometimes we're out doing 
something else — the Mayor's vetoes did 
come in on Friday as they usually do for 
Monday — that there is somebody here 
who can get in touch with us, give us 
their opinions on staff, we don’t have to 
go out and look for somebody and we 
don't have to wait like if we have a part- 
time person that's involved with some 
other work with some other client. I 
think it's going to be the best bargain 
this City ever had. 

Mr. Fagan who I believe was a 
member of this Council years ago lives in 
my building and I bumped into him for 
the first time in the elevator yesterday 
and he said, "Congratulations." and I 
said, "What on?" and he said, "Getting 
five votes for a solicitor." I said, "I didn't 
get it yet, we have to vote on Monday." 


and he said, "I tried to get one when I 
was on Council and that's the most 
important thing that this Council needs. 
You've got to be separate, you've got to 
have not even the appearance of conflict 
of interest and to be able to have your 
own legal opinions." 

The problem goes back to when he 
was on Council. I asked him to write a 
letter to the editor of the Press and the 
Post and he said he would. I hope he 
will. But this is not a new problem and I 
think it is a show to the public that we 
are not indeed just window-dressing for 
the Administration, that we act with out 
own resource. We understand that 
person will not represent our own 
personal issues; I think Council worn an 
Masloff's point is very well taken. I 
think what we've done in this resolution, 
in essence, he would not deal with any of 
our problems and would be here for 
business only dealing with Council 
matters. 

As I said to Mr. Grabowski a little 
while ago, 1 realize that as a minority 
member of this Council — and I don't 
mean female, I mean the fact that this 
Council is a 5-4 vote generally and it's 
refreshing to see it going the other way 
for a change — there will be people who 
will take control of that person by virtue 
of the fact that five people can have 
that person eliminated. But I just think 
it is worth it to me to be a minority 
member if that's the way it works out to 
make this a better Council and to have 
the right kind of input so that we act, as 
Mr. Wagner would say, if I may borrow a 
term, in a very professional manner. 

We have the five votes; I hope the 
five votes will hang firm. It will be a 
turning point for this whole City. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

Your intention is a full-time legal 
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advisor? 

Michelle Madoff: 

Yes. I mean we talk about 
$30,000 on the line item in the budget as 
we heard this morning for the Law 
Department which is not funded but they 
can get the money from another 
department. We talk about monies that 
we have appropriated in discretionary 
funds of Council. This will be the most 
cost effective, next to getting a fiscal 
analyst, that we could get for this City. 
It will pay for itself in money saved by 
keeping us on the right track and I don’t 
believe that any person can serve two 
masters; I think Mr. Pellegrini is 
excellent, I think Marv Fein did a very 
tremendous job for us on the garage 
bill. But we also went out and got other 
legal counsel. I believe that it would not 
have taken as long; we worked on that 
bill almost two years. It took so long 
because we didn't have someone around 
to really work with us and we had to 
work with Marv Fein when he wasn't on 
other cases in court. People could have 
been protected earlier and we had to go 
out and find volunteers, resource people, 
to help us. We shouldn't be beggars; the 
budget for Council is over $1 million, the 
staff is half a million dollars. We should 
not be beggars, we should not give the 
perception that this Council is going out 
and spending the taxpayers' dollars just 
because we have a whim. 

This concept goes back to the 
days when Councilman Fagan was on this 
Council. I did not know that until 
yesterday and I think to do less, the five 
of us who are going to hang tough on it, I 
hope you don't bow out at this point 
because it's a turnaround for this 
Council. 

Mr. Woods: 

Mr. President, I speak against this 


piece of legislation and I hope that one 
or all five members change their tune 
and it goes down 0-9. I think it's a waste 
of money in my opinion. I think a 
number of Councilmembers here have 
stated in the past that their is only one 
legal legal opinion that this City can 
render to this City and that's the City 
Solicitor. He’s the only one that can 
defend us in a court of law. We 
discussed here in the last few months 
about appropriating $50,000 for 
professional services; I think any issue 
that may come up, an important issue 
where we do need legal counsel or an 
accounting firm or whatever the issue 
may be, we can do that. But for 
everyday legislation, most of this 
legislation and I believe all of my 
colleagues will agree with this, 99 
percent of it is prepared, it comes from 
the different departments, it is prepared 
by the City Solicitor. If you go through 
the thousands of pieces that we go 
through every year, we as a Council, our 
stuff is very minimal. We'll have a man 
or woman sitting there, a legal counsel 
sitting there I believe most of the time 
doing nothing. We'll have to hire a legal 
secretary. Our secretaries are very 
competent but I believe for an attorney 
they have to be a legal secretary. We 
would then get into office space, maybe 
books, maybe a legal library. This thing 
could run well over $100,000. I don't 
think we should spend that kind of money 
on a whim and I believe it's a whim. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, fd like to again thank those 
members of Council who, over the last 
two years, have joined the rank of those 
of us who have believed all along that 
this Council is deserving and needs its 
own legal advice, its own independent 
legal advice. For very practical reasons 
I think the Solicitor is unable to serve 
many of the demands that Council places 
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upon him and his staff and I think it's 
only fair and good government to make 
sure that we have on a day to day basis 
someone who is working on behalf of the 
Council who can also interface with the 
Solicitor to do what is best for all the 
people of Pittsburgh. 

I think Mr. Woods' comments 
suggest that we might want to seriously 
look at what we are doing. Members of 
this Council probably have introduced 
more pieces of legislation collectively 
than all the Councils that have preceded 
us, if for no other reason this Council 
individually is far more independent, far 
more progressive and far more 
aggressive. Our primary responsibility is 
as legislators, to indeed draft and 
support and pass legislation. We do not 
have on our staff right now anyone who 
is skilled in drafting legislation. Most of 
the legislation that is drafted by 
members of Council which proposes a 
program or an approach different than 
that of the Mayor's find themselves 
unable to get technical assistance from 
the Solicitor's Office. 

Also, those of us who have 
proclivity for developing legislation find 
it very difficult to fit our schedules into 
the Solicitor’s schedule to get the kind of 
staff assistance we need. The Solicitor 
himself has indicated that his staff is not 
assigned to any departments; they're 
assigned according to their area of 
expertise. There's no one in the 
Solicitor's Office who has the expertise 
as a legislation drafter. There's no one 
in the Solicitor's Office that this Council 
hires or fires. Most of us probably don't 
even know who the Assistant City 
Solicitors are. And while there's no 
question about their competency at this 
point, I do think it is critical that we 
recognize that we are becoming more 
independent. Mrs. Madoff's garage bill, 
my bills on minority business 
development, other bills that members of 


Council have produced do require some 
degree of independence because in most 
instances the bills that are presented by 
members of Council are presented as 
bills that are not wholeheartedly 
accepted by the Mayor or his staff. 
Ninety-nine and forty-four one 
hundredths percent of all the legislation 
generated in the City of Pittsburgh is 
generated by the Mayor's Office. Even 
though legally the Mayor's Office cannot 
introduce, physically, any bill into 
Council, they write, draft, promote and 
see to it that it is passed, 99 percent of 
all the legislation in the City of 
Pittsburgh. 

I think this bill, 1629, is a 
recognition of our independence and a 
recognition of us accepting our 
responsibility as partners. The 

Controller's Office has not only a 
solicitor, they're hired a whole law firm 
to give them advice. The Mayor’s Office 
has a solicitor plus they hire law firms 
regularly to give them advice and 
counsel. We are the only partners in 
corporate government that don't have 
their own legal advice, yet our primary 
responsibility is to pass laws. 

Again, I want to thank every 
member of Council who has been 
supportive of 1629 and ask you to 
continue to support this bill and help us 
to become even more professional than 
we are right now. 

Mr. Wagner: 

As everyone knows, I voted in 
support of this legislation last week and 
I'll do it again today but after that vote 
and reading an article in the paper I 
thought it was a fascinating headline 
which was, "Council Breaks From the 
Administration". I really don't think that 
that headline indicated that we do not 
want to work with the Administration; 
we certainly do want to work with the 
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Administration and I know I certainly do 
and I certainly do and I support their 
legislation 98 precent of the time. But 
there is an occasion where I do want my 
own legal advice and I think that's what 
this bill here is suggesting. That’s what 
our City Charter is suggesting. This 
Council has a City Clerk and a staff and 
we know that staff has 20 employees and 
if we think of a legal advisor and we 
start looking at all those positions and 
this in no way indicates that those 
positions are not important but a legal 
advisor may be at the top of the list of 
the importance of anyone that we could 
have employed by this Council. 

It's hard for me to believe that 
this is the year 1984 and this legislative 
body does not have a legal advisor. You 
can look around at the various other 
legislative bodies and they have legal 
advisors. We need a full-time legal 
advisor on this Council; a personally 
don't think a consultant can fill that 
mold. The reason why I don't think a 
consultant can fill that mold is that we 
would be bringing in a different 
consultant on different issues all the 
time. Those consultants would never get 
a good feel for how this legislative body 
functions. We need a person here that 
we can walk outside our office door into 
another office, ask them what they think 
about this idea for legislation, and I just 
want to state that this is long in coming 
and I hope that we still have the five 
votes to support it. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Thank you, Mr. Wagner. I think 
both you and Mr. Robinson, no matter 
how it goes, are really good public 
servants. I think the people are getting 
the message — thank God we're televised 
— about who really cares and who wants 
to make this operation professional. 

I think your point about not 


working with the Mayor and the headline, 

I did not see it, this should not be a 
confrontational kind of issue. 
Government, the Administration and 
Council should not always be in conflict 
and doing confrontation politics and Tm 
going to address that later. 

I really resent, Mr. Woods, your 
implying that that's a whim. 

Mr. Woods: 

You made the statement, 
Michelle, that it wasn't a whim. That 
was your terminology and I just vised it 
after you used it so recall your own 
remark. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I said it was not a whim and you 
said you thought it was a whim. Would 
you rather this Council were wimps? I 
just thought Td give you something to 
think about. 

I would like to think that the 
vetoes which always come on Fridays, 
generally speaking, that a person working 
full-time for us would have been here 
and would have straightened that bill out 
because again I repeat, I'm concerned 
about perception on that bill. I think 
some language, as Mr. Stone pointed out, 
could have be put in and Sophie pointed 
out when she changed her vote could 
have said how about the six instead of 
seven and things could be handled 
differently having somebody here on an 
on-going basis. 

I want to know why we're so 
afraid of getting help. The public isn’t 
stupid. When we have a budget just for 
Council’s staff and Mr. Perry's, the City 
Clerk's staff, they know that our having 
our own legal counsel is going to be 
beneficial. 
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I want to address further the fear 
aspect that you put in and making us look 
like spendthrifts, Mr. Woods. There is a 
law library right in this building so we 
don't have to go out and get another law 
library. It's right upstairs, am I right, 
Mr. Stone? Is it the eleventh floor? 
There is a law library so we just saved 
some money. 

I believe that our staff here, 
especially when my turn comes up again 
and we have the patronage choice Til do 
the same thing I did last time. I don't 
exercise that patronage option and Til 
have Mike pick his own person and if we 
need somebody with some legal 
background then Mike can have them 
tested at Civil Service to make sure they 
pass the merit and Civil Service test. 
But that's an issue for another day. 

I would like to point out in 
closing, some members of this Council 
would say that Mr. A1 D'Alessandro had a 
job for one year. I don't recall what that 
job paid but they found out that we didn't 
need that job. What was is, Mr. 
D'Alessandro? Can you help me? 

The Chair: 

Michelle, stay within the meeting. 
Michelle Madoff: 

What was the job, sir? Mr. 
D'Alessandro had a job for one year. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Research Coordinator. 

Michelle Madoff: 

What did it pay? We had a 
Research Coordinator who drove Jeep 
around. That's what the Research 
Coordinator did; he drove Mr. 
DePasquale around. We found at the end 


of the year that we didn't need a 
Research Coordinator and guess what 
this Council did? We abandoned that 
job. If after a year, Mr. Woods, we don’t 
need that legal person, Til he the first 
one to support you in getting rid of that 
person. But we don't even try to make 
this a better Council and I think it's time 
that we became an effective body and I 
call for the vote. 

Mr. Woods: 

I have another comment. I think 
this legislation also lacks what the wages 
are going to be, whether the individual 
will be a full-time, part-time, whether 
he would be able to work in another firm 
and work here also. 

The Chain 

She has indicated full-time. 

Mr. Woods: 

It's not indicated in the legislation 

is it? 

Michelle Madodff: 

I'll amend it to say that he or she 
will work full-time; cannot work for any 
member of Council personally and cannot 
work for anybody outside if you're 
concerned about it. 

Mr. Woods: 

When I say full-time, I'm talking 
about working for the City of Pittsburgh 
full-time, for this Council; no legal firm 
on the outside. What kind of a salary are 
we going to establish for this individual? 

Michelle Madoff: 

Under $50,000, probably around 
$30,000. 
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Mr. Grabowski: 

Mr. President, right now in 
Council's current budget there is an 
allocation for whatever type of service 
we need, whether it be fiscal or legal, 
and I think we should utilize that 
appropriation for this purpose. Whenever 
we have a question, whenever any 
Councilman wants a specific piece of 
legislation drafted that he would prefer 
not to go to the Law Department, take 
advantage of that appropriation and go 
out and hire someone from the private 
sector to do it. But to put on a full-time 
individual, in my opinion, is just a waste 
of money. It was mentioned before that 
other legislative bodies have full-time 
legal staffs and that's true; Congress and 
the State Legislature each have an entire 
group of attorneys that do nothing but 
prepare legislation. But in Congress you 
have 450 Legislators and in 
Pennsylvania's General Assembly you 
have 253 Legislators and there is a need 
for full-time legal people to draft 
legislation. But here with only nine of 
us, as long as we utilize our own City 
Solicitor, I don't think this is necessary 
and I will be voting no. 

Mr. Givens: 

I've been very concerned about 
this and when it has come up in previous 
resolutions I had voted down on it for the 
mere reasons that some of my colleagues 
have so stated here today. But as I 
stated Wednesday after some ten years 
in this Council and seeing other 
Councilm embers including myself put 
resolutions and ordinances before us for 
this august body to pass only to be 
vetoed by the Mayor and an opinion given 
by our City Solicitor that if we would 
have had information prior to that veto 
it would have helped us in * .rafting up 
legislation that possibly might not have 
had that type of a veto. 


Surprisingly, I have asked our own 
Solicitor to draft legislation asking to 
help me to formulate an ordinance for 
this body to vote upon to have the 
Solicitor elected rather than appointed 
as he is right now. It's the Solicitor that 
must do that. I'm going to introduce it 
and someone will come up with legally 
with some type of a question from our 
Solicitor saying that I can’t do that 
because that's the Mayor's prerogative. 
Tm trying to get communication. I think 
some Council members do not have that 
cordial relationship with out Solicitor 
that we should have and for that reason 
and what I had stated last Wednesday I 
feel very strongly at this particular 
time. Maybe a year from now, maybe a 
change of Administration, I don't know 
what's going to happen. But government 
has to function and we have to be fluid 
enough to take our ideas and put them on 
paper and have them transacted into 
language that's acceptable to the courts 
because as its been indicated about 80 to 
85 percent of all legislation, new 
legislation, that's adopted, ends up 
eventually in the courts. I should think 
for that reason alone, before we draft 
anything, and it's the working draft, 
that's the hard thing to come up with, 
the working paper, and I need that legal 
counsel. I have leaned on my friends and 
public life too often to ask for this type 
of legal advice, in some cases because I 
don't want everyone knowing what I'm 
doing and I think we all feel that way. 
The Mayor sure doesn't tell us nor does 
the Solicitor tell us what is happening. 
When we had the 1985 budget dumped in 
our laps we didn't have much advice as to 
what the Mayor was going to present to 
us in that particular budget and because 
of that we had people today, Firemen, 
walking around the City County Building 
demonstrating because of that, because 
there has become a void in our 
government where there is a breakdown 
in communication and a breakdown in 
leadership. That’s why this Councilman 
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wants his own separate legal advice in 
this Council and the money that's going 
to be appropriated and, by golly, we have 
the room. If this Council spent, and we'll 
have spent some $300,000 to renovate 
this Council quarters, there's plenty of 
room in there to fit one staff person, 
some legal person. And if our people in 
fact are typing up legal documents, some 
23 people who work on the Councilmatic 
staff, surely they can type up some legal 
documents that we might give our 
particular attorney. Besides all that, 
there's 1600 some attorneys out there 
who are looking for a job. 

The Chair: 

Call the question. 

Michelle Madoff: 

You know, it is very interesting to 
me that the Mayor's strongest allies are 
voting opposed to this bill. I think that 
speaks volumes and I would like to 
correct my esteemed colleague, Mr. 
Grabowski. The Controller's Office here 
has its own counsel and in the 
Legislature every committee has its own 
counsel or legal person. There are 
stables and dozens of attorneys available 
to work for the legislators and if you 
disagree we can fight it out later with 
pistols. I just think that there's a 
concerted effort to kill this bill, to try 
and negate the five votes because we 
will become, not window dressing but 
effective members and that will impinge 
somewhat on the powers of the 
Adminstration. We'll be working as equal 
partners instead of window dressing: I 
vote aye. 

Mrs. Masloff: 

I don't think the taxpayers should 
have to pay for more legal counsel or 
more advice than we need. I vote no. 


Mr. Woods: 

I vote no and to be an effective 
member of this Council I think we better 
do what the majority has to do; do your 
homework and when you come into this 
meeting, come in prepared. I still vote 
no. 

The Chair: 

Relative to this particular bill, I 
would like it known we are not voting as 
to whether or not we should have legal 
counsel or not because the Chair sees 
both sides of this issue as wanting legal 
counsel. The only difference is how and 
what form we should have it. It seems to 
me and its already been stated 
somewhere along the line by our Finance 
Chairman that there was to be an 
increased appropriation for the benefit 
of Council. The next question is how it 
should be done. In that light, one 
question was, should it be full time? If 
we're getting a full-time attorney 
relative to municipal law, he must 
obviously have come from City 
government to understand it in its full 
ramifications. 

Relative to a part-time legal 
counsel, it might be very wise because, 
as someone has indicated, perhaps 90 to 
95 percent of the time there is really no 
difference between the Administration 
and this Council and it's in that 5 percent 
that there might be some difference of 
opinion. Its already been indicated that 
we can provide counsel for anyone who 
might want it in that instance. 

To do it on a full-time basis I 
think creates a problem for this reason. 
It's been mentioned many many times 
that the City Solicitor is beholden to the 
Mayor. If Council hires legal counsel, 
who will he be beholden to, nine people, 
five people and which five? If we get 
into this thing what we're going to have 
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is sometimes maybe where legal counsel 
has something they'd like to have and 
pretty soon Council may be beholden to 
the legal counsel. I question the wisdom 
of doing it as a full-time basis and I want 
to end the same way that I began it and 
that is that it’s not a question of whether 
you have legal counsel, it's how you do it. 

The vote has already been passed 
and I don't want to portray myself as 
being a poor loser, but I hope I'm wrong 
in what Tm about to predict. That is 
that under this approach that we are 
going to have a multiplicity of actions 
between City Council and the Mayor, not 
over the matter right but rather of 
might. I vote no.

Michelle Madoff: 

As you may recall, I had this in 
the form of an official bill and I was 
asked to recommit it today in the form 
of a resolution as the will of Council so 
that we can find the money at budget 
time. Mr. Stone has for many years said 
that those who need the help the most 
don't seem to get it and I backed off 
about three years running now and 
allowing CETA to do the work. They do 
a commendable job but they just don't 
have the full force and credibility that 
someone working for this esteemed body 
would have going out and saying, "I work 
for the City of Pittsburgh and we want 
to do what we can to help well-deserving 
groups." Very frequently as a matter of 
fact, organization for example like the 
Pittsburgh Foundation, as they get into 
the last months of the year are really 
looking for groups to give their money to 
and groups don't know who to go to. 
They have cut-off periods and they give 
only seed money so that you can’t get the 
same money if you've already received 
money. I know that as a member of 
GASP. It has to be another project. 

There are many groups that come 
to us, new groups that we'd really like to 
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help that we can't and by having this 
person and a grants person paid for by 
staff I think that that would be a really 
cost effective way of doing it. The 
mechanism could be determined, that 
person could even get a percentage of 
what they collect the first year if we're 
worried about paying monies out of 
pocket or with a top on as to how high 
they could actually go and maybe 
subsidizing from the City to give it a 
chance to get going. 

There are many ways this could 
work and I would urge those of us who 
have been very concerned with grants 
and donations that we've had to turn 
down. Other cities are doing this and 
doing it very successfully and I hope the 
economy is about to turn around and 
Reagan doesn't wipe us all out and that 
we would vote for this.

as a member of the Urban 
Unemployment Task Force.

Michelle Madoff: 

On another issue. I would like to 
point out to my colleagues that a 
meeting was called today at 1:15 in 
Controller Flaherty's Office to review 
the last audit on one of the 
departments. I know that many of us are 
very tied up and busy, it's budget time 
and there are other commitments that 
we made before, so Tm not saying this is 
a criticism of the fact that only a 
representative of Mr. Givens' office and 
myself and my administrative assistant 
were present. But I think it's a good 
think that the Controller is now coming 
to the Administration, he delivered the 
report I believe on Friday and he's going 
to wait a few days for a response before 
he goes to public hearings. The reason I 
even touch on that subject is that as you 
know you could hardly miss what was 
going on here today outside with the 
literally hundreds of police and firemen 
marching around this building picketing 
the building. 

This brings me to a great 
concern. We vote every year on a budget 
of which we have no input. None. I have 



pleaded with the Mayor on two specific 
occasions to please start the budget 
early in the year, meet with Council on 
an informal basis so that we can help 
promulgate what goes into the budget. 
For example, here I am as a member of 
the liaison from the Water Committee 
with the Water Department and when did 
I find out we where going to have a 
Water Authority? When the Mayor read 
last year's budget. I was severely 
chastised for things that I learned that 
day for being intrusive and not being 
polite. I was in somewhat of a state of 
shock. Let me go back for those 
members of Council who were not here 
when we voted on PPG. The issue came 
before us with the concept of a great big 
complex which is indeed now almost a 
completed reality that would bring us 
lots of tax dollars. Who was against it? 
We thought wonderful, it's going to bring 
us lots of tax revenue. None of knew 
there was a problem until we had a 
command performance to appear at Saint 
Mary's Church by the Bishops and by the 
Priests and we were severely chastised. 
We were not guilty but we're always the 
scapegoats. We didn't know. Why didn't 
we know? Because we were never told. 
We didn't know there was a problem 
where businesses were going to be moved 
out of the area and there were problems 
of redoing streets and problems of a 
senior citizens center. 

Now we come to the issue of a 
police and fire department. You know, 
it's a matter of style, and I’ve told this to 
Controller Tom Flaherty. I understand 
his frustration because I have great 
frustrations after six and a half years' of 
sitting here that when you get it to a 
point where you can really start auditing 
department you get so carried away you 
want to go out and show that you’ve 
absolutely been right the time you sat on 
this Council. 

Perhaps this style is a little 


abrasive or has been and maybe the 
Mayor’s style is a little more gentle. 
Can anybody think of anybody who 
doesn't like the Mayor?. He's very 
likeable, personable, jovial, lovable. It's 
very difficult to work up a hate for the 
Mayor. I don't, I like him very much. 
However, what he is doing is no better or 
no different than what Controller 
Flaherty is being accused of doing. What 
did he do? He promulgated a budget 
with a completely new concept of 
safety. Did he come for this Council for 
input? No. Did he go to the firemen for 
input, the policemen for input? No. But 
you know who is going to get burned? 
This Council because every year we have 
a budget that's prepared for us that we 
vote on and we have absolutely no input 
to it. 

My next effort, and I would ask 
since Mike isn't here, Linda, I would like 
a resolution prepared that at budget time 
this year we find funds and a mechanism 
to prepare a budget that comes out of 
this Council so we know what we're 
voting on, so we know what's in it, 
because when it’s presented, it's 
wonderful, no taxes for four years, who’s 
going to say it isn't a good budget? We 
don't even know what we're voting on 
because we didn't help to draft it. We 
had no say on that budget. Hopefully, 
our budget, the Council recommended 
budget — recommended, it doesn't have 
to be what the Mayor does — will be 
completed by the first of July or the end 
of July when we break in session. They 
Mayor would have the month of August 
to coal ate both of them and come up 
with the balance of the two and at that 
point at least you'll know something 
that's in the budget because he'll be 
saying, "No, I don't want to do that, I 
want to do something else" because the 
Adminstration refuses to sit down with 
this austere body that now is going to 
have a legal counsel of its own and find 
out what's in it. So, every year the 
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Mayor has the room packed with all the 
employees, its a grand theater, nobody is 
supposed to speak out of line or question, 
it's not the appropriate time; if you do 
you’ll really get it in the media; I did and 
it was probably deserved of. However, I 
don't think it's a matter of my behavior 
or other members of Council; I think the 
issue is really to the guts of the survival 
of this City and the economic plight that 
we have of a $1 billion debt, that we 
better have our own budget because now 
we're being confronted with additions; 
for pensions; thinking about some of the 
things Mr. Robinson has suggested for 
unemployed programs; maybe we ought 
to be using the money to pay off debt 
service so we can attract industry to the 
area. There are a lot of options. 

We need to know what's in the 
budget, not just when it's presented to us 
and say vote for this and we sit here like 
idiots going over with the departments, 
"How many attorneys do you have? Do 
you have any extra? Are you going to be 
having a big lawsuit this year?" It's like 
saying to the butcher, "Is this a good cut 
of meat?" Is he going to say it's a bad 
cut of meat? 

I think that it's long over due that 
this Council — perhaps we ought to 
advertise or get the word out that if you 
rim for City Council one of you duties is 
scapegoating. I think this Council should 
really take a stand and no longer be a 
scapegoat for the Adminstration and the 
way to do that is to know what's in the 
budget and help to put it in and we ought 
to be promulgating a budget so we know 
what we are voting on. 

Mr. Givens: 

If I can, Mr. President, to add to 
what Michelle is trying to say, as a 
freshman Councilman and as the then 
Chairman of Public Safety, I was invited 
to sit in on the police negotiations as 


their invited guest under previous 
administration. For the first session 
things went along pretty good and I was 
there for information to see how the 
negotiative bargains, you know, see how 
they come to a final conclusion on the 
manpower of that particular 
department. The second time I went in 
there, the Adminstration refused to 
make any dialogue, any discussion, until I 
left the room. Naturally, progress could 
not be made and I was the stumbling 
block; it was a very cumbersome position 
that I was put into at that particualr 
time so I had left. I was just an observer 
asking no questions but just trying to be 
briefed on what the on-going budget 
deliberations were going to be for the 
next year so I could be more educated in 
the process. That's what happened to 
this particular Councilperson and I don’t 
know with the strong Mayor form of 
government that we'll ever be invited 
over but surely this Council, along with 
the standing committees that all of us sit 
on, have to have some type of daily input 
on what happens because the surprise 
package is, as happened this November 
when the Mayor's budget came out, does 
not give us sufficient time to digest 
adequately debate, have public hearings, 
etc., on the major changes that he’s 
made in this particular budget. For that 
reason and that reason alone, I do not 
have the time, I have not heard the 
arguments. We're going to come in here 
tomorrow morning and discuss a major 
change regarding the life and property of 
all of our citizens and we're supposed to, 
in the site of a half hour period, say. on 
our police, fire and emergency medical, 
get all the answers. That is not ehough. 
The public has ntft had a hearing. When 
the Planning Commission goes out in the 
fall of the year where they present the 
six year plan and they talk about the 
operating budget, no place do the City 
Planners tell the people in the varioius 
communities where they have these 
public hearings that there was going to 
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be such a major change in our public 
safety in the City of Pittsburgh. Just 
two weeks ago this Council found out 
very quickly what those major changes 
were going to be and until I hear from 
the public, which I'm hearing on the 
street, until we have a public hearing on 
this particular issue, then I cannot vote 
the way the Mayor so chooses. Had we 
been privy to it, had the communities 
been privy to what he wanted to do and 
it was brought on in a way that everyone 
would have their opportunity to speak 
before us, then we wouldn't be in the 
situation that we will be in tomorrow 
when this room will be filled and 
overflowing. I think that’s a sad way of 
running government. It's government by 
disaster; it's government by reaction. 
It's not government by planning; it's not 
government by leadership. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I would like to point out that the 
Administration, the present Mayor, has 
been in office for nine years. One may 
not like the style of the Controller but 
one has to deal in the realities in the 
world. Whatever is going on in each 
department, I'd asked the Mayor to 
please have independent people come in 
and review each department and that has 
not happened. For the first time we 
have a Controller who is really auditing 
each department. It wouldn't matter 
who was in office; nobody is perfect and 
you're always going to have problems. 
But when you've got complete 
departments with read problems over and 
over again, where was the Mayor for nine 
years? I think the answer to that is 
going to be Council coming up with its 
own budget. 

Mr. Wagner; 

One quick item. I know we have a 
tight schedule over the next couple of 
days but there is a conference tomorrow 


and Wednesday a transit conference at 
the Sheraton Hotel which is being held by 
Port Authority and I believe Southwest 
Regional Planning out of Philadelphia 
and it pertains to a very important/topic 
of which this Council should be 
concerned and involved. That topic, as 
all of us know, is a proposed new tax 
increase. 

The reason why I wanted to 
mention this is that I think it's important 
that if possible we attend it and even if 
we could alter our schedule to attend it 
on Wednesday. Furthermore, I think it's 
important that this Council at some 
point in the future reach a concensus 
opinion on how we feel about what is 
being proposed because it affects our 
425,000 residents. 

The Chair: 

You leave me no alternative; it's 
just a might late because we lost 430 
million by not taking skybus. 

Mr. Woods: 

Mr. President, I move to recess 
this meeting and meet again Wedesday, 
December 5, 1984 after the Standing 
Committee Meeting so that we can 
discuss the sale of the General 
Obligation Bonds and Bill No. 1758.

Td like to offer an amendment 
that the line item that designates the 
12th Ward recreation center be amended 
with the figure $3 million. 

Michelle Madoff seconded the motion. 

Mr. Givens: 

The bond issue has already been —

Wait, Dick. As I understand it, 
it's an exhibit. 

Mr. Woods: 

It's an exhibit is right, Mr. 
Givens. It can be added. 

WHICH MOTION PREVAILED. 

Mr. Robinson: 

One other motion if I might. Td 
like to make a motion that the first 
project to be funded out of the bond 
issue identified in 1722 be the recreation 
center in the 12th Ward, City of 
Pittsburgh. 

Mrs. Masloff seconded the motion. 

The Chain 

The only problem you have with 
that is what I said earlier. It is not likely 
we're going to spend $3 million. The 
first thing we're going to have to do is go 
out for the preliminary plans. I don't 
know exactly what it will be, maybe one 


of these other people can tell me, but I 
would say it's in the neighborhood of 
$100,000 to $200,000. That would be in 
the normal progression. But as I 
indicated to you that you put in a piece 
of legislation I would think yes, but you 
don't want to tie up the $3 million at this 
moment. 

Mr. Robinson: 

The direction of my motion is 
simply to have the 12th Ward recreation 
center be the first project to be funded 
in part or totally from the bond issue 
identified in 1722. 

The Chair: 

I assume you agree with that, 
Sophie? 

Mrs. Masloff: 

Yes, I second that. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Discussion. I concur completely 
with that that it should he a priority. I 
think we just can't say we should do it; 
perhaps experience has shown us it 
doesn't mean very much what we say. I 
think a letter has to go by messenger, 
hand delivered, from the President of 
Council today to the Mayor saying that 
we want a commitment from you that 
this will be a priority. We'll have a 
pretty good idea where we stand. I don't 
think it's sufficient to say, yes, we're 
going to do it in '83, '84, now it will be 
'85; it doesn't mean that it's rhetoric. 
For clarification, there's no correlation 
between the projects and the bond 
except in the vaguest sense and we need 
to do some things for the City and what 
is on the list is not carved in granite, it 
is not a commitment of the 
Administration. 
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There's a $10 million surplus, 
there is another fund, another surplus in 
Capital Improvements, Mr. Robinson. 
The money is there to do the project. 
The only way the project will get done is 
not to brush it aside and say it will be 
something we will definitely do because 
you didn't get it done in '83 or '84 and 
what makes you think you'll get it in 
'85. It has to be a priority with a 
message to the Mayor immediately, in 
the next ten minutes, saying he'll do. it. 

WHICH MOTION PREVAILED. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Mr. President, Td like to make a 
motion. Td like to move that we delete 
the entire exhibit identifying all the 
projects. Right now we have a bond 
issue for $21 million, a schedule that 
indicates projects worth $24 million. As 
Mr. Schmeiser indicated at the 
Committee Meeting, the projects 
actually are not relevant to the bond 
issue and I think this is the proper way to 
go. I supported Councilman Robinson's 
motion that the 12th Ward recreation 
center be the first project funded out of 
the bond issue but now we don't have a 
correlation of what the bond issue is and 
the projects and the schedule. So, I 
move that we delete the entire schedule 
and then we just proceed as Mr. Robinson 
would like. 

The Chair: 

Mr. Grabowski, may I appeal to 
you to reconsider your thought for this 
reason? 

Mr. Grabowski: 

No. 

The Chair: 

Let me finish. It is my belief that 


the exhibit is important enough because 
it manifests that these are the projects 
and like similar projects that your are 
representing that you intent to spend the 
monies for. I hope Mr. Schmeiser didn't 
say that it meant nothing; it does meab 
something. I think what he was trying to 
say was that that specific project was 
not there, if you can't finish that one, as 
long as there's something of similar 
nature and like kind. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Originally that legislation came 
over, I believe, without any projects 
listed. And Councilman Wagner, I 
believe, asked where this money was 
going to go and it was at that point that 
that schedule surfaced. As I said, it's not 
relevant and my motion stands. 

Mr. Robinson seconded the motion. 

Mr. Robinson: 

On the motion. I think the issue 
that Mr. Grabowski has raised is very 
relevant and I say this with all 
seriousness. It's rather obvious that the 
rating agencies and the bidders had to 
look at some exhibits and some 
documentation to substantiate what it 
was we were going to do. It's rather 
obvious the Administration picked those 
projects which they felt in their 
judgment were the best projects to 
present. I'm sure in all honesty they're 
going to do everything they can to do the 
projects that they have suggested to the 
rating agency. Not to do that 
jeopardizes our bond rating and also 
jeopardizes the credibility of the City. 

If we are going to follow the 
procedures and if we're going to ask the 
Administration to work with us, we have 
to again deal seriously with the fact that 
Mr. Schmeiser and Mr. Schillo did not 
make the adjustment we asked them to 
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make. They had several alternatives, 
one of which was to simply say to us that 
in their estimation, the 12th Ward 
recreation center should not be included 
in the bond issue. They have yet to do 
that. 

They also had the option of trying 
to arrange for a meeting between this 
Council and the Administration to try to 
resolve this issue before they actually 
went out and made bids, accepted them, 
and presented the material to us. 

They also had the option to 
change the exhibits, to move the projects 
around with full knowledge that those 
projects do not have to be the exact 
projects that cire funded. 

They had another option which 
they exercised which was not to properly 
inform this Council before or after their 
actions and to suggest to us that we 
could add a project that was going to add 
$3 million to the bond issue and it would 
have no impact. It's rather obvious if we 
try to find a project at this point to 
switch in that exhibit for the 12th Ward 
recreation center, we will have the same 
problem that we're going to have with 
the people in the 12th Ward. Someone 
from Beechview, someone from North 
Side, someone from Spring Hill, someone 
from Carrick, will be here asking us why 
their project was removed. 

It is unfortunate that we have 
been put in this position. It was totally 
unnecessary. As I said earlier, if we 
don't try to correct this situation now we 
will face it again and again and again. If 
there are members of this Council who, 
as a matter of conscience, decide that 
they don't like the procedure, that they 
have been compromised, and vote against 
this bond issue, the results for this City 
will be devastating. I don't think we 
ought to be stampeded at any time into 
making decisions and particularly where 


the law of this City is ignored. And that 
is exactly what Mr. Schmeiser and Mr. 
Schillo did. 

Mr. Grabowski, I think, in good 
conscience has suggested that we drop 
the exhibits. I don't think legally we can 
do that without jeopardizing the bond 
sale which has already occurred. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Excuse me. I just checked; we 
can do that. 

The Chair: 

Wait, Michelle. I'm at a loss. 
You're saying we can't do it yet you want 
to go ahead and vote it? 

Mr. Robinson: 

I thought it was only appropriate 
to speak on a motion that had been 
moved and seconded. I seconded it so I 
could make my comments. It's still up to 
this Council. I'm willing to support 
Councilman Grabowski if he would like 
to move forward. 

The Chair: 

You're saying, if it's important, 
and you believe it is, then vote against it 
and we lose a $21 million bond issue? 

Mr. Robinson: 

I'm saying that what Mr. 
Schmeiser presented to us today is not 
all the information we need to have. In 
fact, some of that information does not 
square with the facts. Unfortunately, we 
are in the twelfth hour. The fact of the 
matter is, people have already put their 
money up, people in good faith have 
already bid on the bond, Mr. Schmeiser 
and Mr. Schillo have shaken the hands of 
people who believe that the full faith and 
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trust of this City is behind the bond 
issue. Tm saying we, as a Council, have 
been put in a position of being 
compromised, not only in the bond 
market but with the citizens of the 12th 
Ward, and I am perplexed as to how to 
remove ourselves from this situation. 
But if it takes the strong action that Mr. 
Grabowski has suggested, Tm willing to 
do that and we will have plenty of work 
for our Solicitor because I guarantee 
within five minutes of our action we're 
going to be sued. 

Mr. Wagner: 

I think all of us are touching on 
some very important issues today and I 
think the major issue here is exactly how 
we determine what projects are going to 
be part of the $21 million that we're 
borrowing. I have attempted to look into 
what that procedure is and I have not 
looked into it in detail which is necessary 
and I think it's important for this Council 
to become more involved in that 
procedure in the future. 

The reason why Tra saying that is, 
I am sure there is some relationship as to 
how we spend our dollars, especiadly the 
dollars that we're borrowing, and what 
impact it has on this City in terms of 
economic development, the point of 
attracting businesses into this City and 
to locate in the City, and also on how 
livable our neighborhoods are. 

I don't know exactly what that 
grading procedure is to determine the far 
ranging impact of how we spend our 
money, whether or not it's more 
beneficial for us to put $3 million in the 
Bloomfield Bridge or $3 million into a 
recreational center. But I think all of us 
are touching on it and I think what needs 
to be done is we need to sit down with 
the Administration and figure out how 
we arrive on where and how the money is 
spent. We realistically have to look at 


what impact the money that is spent has 
on the long-range future of our 
neighborhoods, in parti cular, making 
them more livable, and the economic 
impact on this City. 

I think that's the real issue that 
has been brought out today and I just 
wanted to state that publicly. Somehow 
or another, a grading procedure has to be 
developed. If there is one, Tm not aware 
of it. But there should be one and I hope 
that we can do that in the future. 

The Chair: 

Mr. Givens? 

Mr. Givens: 

I'm still waiting for the Controller 
to give me some information that I need. 

The Chair: 

On which bill? 

Mr. Givens: 

On the bond issue itself. It's a 
technical point that I have as to whether 
or not — like any bond issue, and I've 
never been to New York, I've never 
walked through the particular itself. Is 
there an exhibit that has to be attached 
to that bond issue? Tm sure that when 
any city goes out and borrows money 
that the people that are going to buy 
those bonds from the City of Pittburgh 
want to know what type of things are 
going to be done with that particular 
bond issue. If a city is going to be 
irresponsible as we are within this City 
and our bond rating has gone down over 
the last several years because we 
borrowed too much and, as has been 
brought up over the years, that our 
indebtedness is something that is 
creeping up on us. But even beside the 
indebtedness, what cure you doing with 
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this money? What are the priorities 
within the City? Most of this money in 
this particular bond issue is going into 
the inter-structure of the City, bridges, 
roadways, things of this nature. 
Fourteen million of the twenty-one 
million is going in that direction and Tm 
sure that when you go out to try to 
borrow this money and the interest rates 
that you're going to receive on it is 
predicated upon, I believe, some of the 
projects that you're seeking. 

If I could ask the Controller if he 
•*could enlighten me on what are the 
mechanisms and is there an amendment 
or an attachment or an exhibit when we 
in this City, the City Administrators and 
the Controller goes to generally New 
York to float these particular bonds.

The Chair: 

Hold on, Tom. Does anyone have 
any objections to hearing from the 
Controller?

Mr. O’Malley: 

I do too. 

Mr. Givens: 

It's very interesting that if the 
Controller doesn't sign off on this thing 
there's not going to be a bond issue and if 
you don't want to hear from him then 
that's your prerogative. But if that's the 
case then I'd like to speak to the 
Controller and have him give me some 
words of wisdom so I can then give those 


words of wisdom to this Council. 

Michelle Mndoff: 

While they're speaking may I make 
my statement? 

The Chair: 

Go ahead. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I just spoke to Mr. Schmeiser. Mr. 
Grabowski is absolutely correct; you do 
not need a list in order to go out on the 
bond. It is not a legal requirement. I 
repeat, Mr. Robinson, it is not a legal 
requirement. It is only an indication of 
the kind of projects we're going to do and 
until this date we've only had indication 
on previous bonds of what we're going to 
do and we never do what's on the list. 
This is the way it's been. I repeat, Eazor 
was never on to be purchased which was 
our place to store our City vehicles, a 
central facility, but we went out on a 
bond. They're separate and apart. 
They're only indications that some things 
must be done in the City and I call the 
vote. 

Mr. Givens: 

I received the great words of 
wisdom and counsel from our Honorable 
Controller, Mr. Tom Flaherty. 

When the Controller goes along 
with the City Administrators to 
wherever, New York, to sell these 
particular bonds, in this particular case 
they were bid here in the City of 
Pittsburgh. But the exhibit that goes 
with it is not the exhibit that was given 
to us and the types of projects that were 
so described in that exhibit be it each 
department. What they do have to put in 
the bond issue is articles saying how this 
money is going to be expended. For 
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example, as I just indicated, inter- 
structure, meaning that of bridges, 
roadways, sewers, waterlines, things of 
this nature. Recreational will be part of 
that, sewer lines, etc. That's what the 
people are interested in and they know 
the various cities and they know what 
they possibly might need and as a result 
that's what makes the bond market a 
flexible market because each city is 
looked at overall and the direction that 
the Administration and the Council and 
the Controller of that city is taking in 
order to make that city a most economic 
and viable community. 

Really, the exhibit that was shown 
us doesn't mean anything as we so 
discussed here today. It does not go 
along with the bond issue itself and when 
that money comes in, this Council as 
well as the Administration, can spend it 
whichever way we feel. The only thing 
that I'm discouraged about is that when 
we went from the line item issue, the 
people in the communities knew that 
they had money for their particular 
project and that project should have gone 
forward. When we put it all into that 
salad bowl as I indicated, or that soup 
bowl, whichever ones come to the 
surface are the ones that this Council 
and the Mayor so desire. 

So, get your resolutions in for the 
projects that you feel are worthy. 
Otherwise, the Administration will put 
them in for us.

the good of all people we sort of put our 
differences aside and it is with great 
honor that I present this award to 
Phyllis.

Mr. President, I reluctantly 
disagree with this resolution that women 
in our society have been largely 
underrated. I don't agree with that. 

Secondly, and specifically, where 
it deals with Ms. Phyllis Wetherby 
believes in human rights and legal 
equality for all people, and in the last 
paragraph where it says, "Now, 
Therefore, Be it resolved that the Mayor 
and City Council hereby recognize 
Phyllis Wetherby for her work toward 
human rights and legal equality".

I think perhaps one 
of her most outstanding contributions has 
been that she has been on the cutting 
edget of trying to get more women, more 
minorities, and more Pittsburghers 
involved in the political process by 
asking them to register and then vote for 
those candidates that they think can best 
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serve our City and our County. I think 
her efforts over the years are going to 
pay off as we have more and more of our 
citizens taking an active interest in our 
City and certainly it’s a pleasure for me 
to join in honoring her today for the time 
and effort she has spent trying to make 
this a much better city. Thank you 
Phyllis. 

Ms. Wetherby: 

First I would like to thank the 
Mayor and City Council for their support 
of women's rights and of course for 
honoring me. I do appreciate this. I 
can't take the credit for it; I think my 
mother who supported my independence 
and didn't let me learn that there were 
things that I couldn't do because I was a 
women. I think my father who supported 
me and still does — my mother died in 
1950, my father will be 85 in February — 
but they allowed me and showed me how 
to be independent and how to not be 
ashamed of being a woman but to be 
proud of being a woman. I have since 
learned that X don't like what's done to 
women. I think we are good for many 
things and I believe that what I have 
worked for is a good life for all, 
including the people who are born. 

I believe it is time for the 
Democrats in Allegheny County to 
recognize that women are here and that 
women are a majority and stop fooling 
around with what has been the majority 
support of the Democratic Party. I 
believe it is time that women and 
minority males were as important as one 
church. Thank you. 

The Chair: 

Is there any further discussion on 
the motion?

Mr. Robinson presents 

BUI No. 1886 WHEREAS, the 
problem of hunger in America is multi¬ 
faceted; the root causes include 
unacceptably high unemployment rates 
and major reductions in federal funding 
to job training and child nutrition 
programs; and 

WHEREAS, the quality of life in 
our cities is directly affected by the 
growing number of hungry Americans, 
reminiscent of an earlier generation's 
plight; and 

WHEREAS, those in most need are 
largely located in our cities, local 
governments bear the initial 
responsibility for assistance, especially 
in emergency situations; and 

WHEREAS, the resources of local 
governments are severely strained by the 
growing problem of hunger; and 

WHEREAS, the present 
Administration and the federal 
government bear the major responsibUity 
for the cause through their fiscal 
policies. 
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NOW, THEREFORE, 

BE IT RESOLVED, that the 
Council and the Mayor of the City of 
Pittsburgh, call upon the Federal 
Administration and Congress to enact 
legislation to address the ongoing 
problem of hunger by reversing the 
existing national policy and to provide 
appropriate assistance that would: 

fund food stamps at 100% of the 
thrifty food plan; 

expand the Surplus Foods and 
Commodities Program; 

increase WIC Programs so that 
100% of the mothers, infants, and 
children eligible to receive 
assistance do, in fact, receive it; 

increase funding for elderly and 
disabled nutrition programs, 
especially the Home-Delivered 
Meals Program. 

The Chair: 

Mr. Robinson, may I suggest an 
amendment? Upon the Federal 

Administration. I think you mean that 
but it's not emphasized enough. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Precisely. 

The Chair: 

On the amendment. All those in 
favor? Opposed? The motion carries. 

Mr. Robinson moved to adopt the 
resolution. 

Mr. Woods seconded the motion. 

Which motion prevailed. 


Mf. Robinson: 

Mr. President, if I might. I'd like 
to indicate to members of Council that 
one of the organizations that has been 
working very hard on this problem of 
hunger in our City has been the Hunger 
Action Coalition. Today, in the 4900 
block of Penn Avenue in the 8th Ward of 
our City, they had the grand opening of 
their new offices and this Council and 
this City should feel proud because we 
have been in the forefront of putting the 
Hunger Action Coalition in a position 
that they could serve the hungre and 
needy people of the City. Hopefully in 
the future, if this Council is so disposed, 
and we do establish a community 
services trust fund, I think organizations 
like the Hunger Action Coalition would 
be serving us very well as we fund them 
from that trust fund. But it was a very 
moving ceremony today; the Mayor and I 
had an opportunity to participate and I 
think our tax dollars are being well-spent 
on behalf of the Hunger Action Coalition 
and its battle to reduce hunger in our 
City. Thank you. 

Mr. Givens: 

I have a very disturbing piece of 
news, to me it is anyway, in regards to a 
sale of our fire house, I guess it was Fire 
House No. 9, 5400 Butler Street. It 
apparently went to, not naming names or 
anything, but it was sold for $22,000. I 
assume that that was sold, being it was 
City of Pittsburgh property, was sold 
through our City government for $22,000 
and I assume that might have been a bid 
type process but I want to find out about 
that. 

That individual turned around and 
within the same Bale period turned 
around and sold it to a Mr. Gerald WilBon 
for $36,000. So, the City sold it for 
$22,000 and in the same newspaper 
article it was sold for $36,000. I hav e to 
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ask the question, what is happening? 
That's on Butler Street? it's adjacent to a 
major terminal, it's a prime location, and 
I want to know what the City of 
Pittsburgh is doing. 

Mike, if you could ask for a report 
on this and Til take it up on a post 
agenda this Wednesday. The fact that 
this sale has already been consummated I 
want to know why, the City then, how 
they advertised. Who did the 
advertisement? How many people 
attended that particular bidding 
process? How was it legally advertised 
and why did we only get $22,000 for it 
when that same individual turned right 
around and sold it for $36,000 apparently 
within the same week or the same 
month? Something is wrong someplace. 


The Chair: 

Mr. Givens, this was also brought 
to my attention. I've made a call; I 
didn't get my response to it but I join you 
clearing that up one way or the other. It 
doesn't look good when you're having a 
sale and someone makes money. 

Mr. Givens: 


Absolutely. 
Michelle Madof f: 


As yoti may recall when I got here 
six and a half years ago, I spent six 
months doing some research and put 
together a paper on sale of properties. 
One of the reasons why I'm not as 
annoyed with the Administration is that 
this year they're going to come through 


with some of the recommendations on 
raising rates for suburbanites and the 
Zoo, the Aviary, the Conservatory. Also, 
I have found that the Mayor really 
allowed, and I say allowed, Brother 
Richard and encouraged him, the 
Administration, to put our properties up 


for sale and they rim all the time on 
Channel 17. 

Mr. Givens: 

They do but not all of them are on 

there. 

Michelle Madoff: 

The point I want to make is that 
we've increased the sale of properties 
enormously from a position where the 
Mayor said to me, personally, that it was 
not a high priority with him. We've now 
made the properties available to 
everyone because earlier, remember 
when I tried to embarrass the 
Administration, I went out and bought a 
piece of property, not on Butler Street 
but in Shadyside, in prime location, on 
Bellefield, right across from where the 
Wine and Cheese Cellar is. The bid 
opening price was $2300. I went to 
court; I put up my 10 percent. Pivarotto 
and Woods came in and they didn't have 
anything down. The court ruled that we 
just wanted to get the most money. 
Therefore, they allow them to bid even 
without having to lock up their 10 
percent for a period of time. I don't 
recall exactly, Mr. Stone, but I think I 
bought it for — the next highest bid was 
$5000 under mine; I bought it for $5500 
and I turned it over to the people who 
had located the property six months 
before at exactly what I paid for it. I 
didn't make a dime on it. 

That was just to make a point 
because in 24 hours I had at least 10 
offers to sell it, sight unseen, for $10,000 
or $12,000. The point that I'm making is 
that if everybody has equal access, that's 
all we can ask for. Does everybody have 
the same opportunity? 

The Chair: 

The only question pn this one is, 
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as I indicated it was brought to my 
attention as well — All they're trying to 
do is to find out if that's so; then people 
will be told and it will not seem as 
though something had happened that 
should not have happened. 

Michelle Madoff: 

You're right, Mr. Stone, but I 
think you and I would agree that 
marketing is a very important facet. 
When you have a piece of property on 
Bellefield Street and it's not marketed, 
the only thing you can do is equal 
opportunity. 

The Chair: 

That's why he called for a meeting 
Wednesday. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Alright, but do you remember I’ve 
been asking to have the Appraising 
Department funded and have more 
appraisals because properties today in 
areas, in Brookline, the 20th, some of the 
20th Ward, 19th Ward, there are some 
very tremendous properties. I know 
people who built houses on wooded level 
property where they paid $5000 and 
$6000 for a lot and now we're selling an 
acre for that, two or three acres. You 
could put six houses on it. 

The Chair: 

Don't get tired; I want to do this 
with you on Wednesday. 

Michelle Madoff: 

All I'm saying is we never 
reappraised it. 

Now, on the issue that I wish to 
speak on; you asked me to bring it up 
today. 


I think it's inappropriate, for two 
reasons, that I remain as head of the 
Water Committee. First of all, there is 
no such committee. Nobody talks to me, 

I don't know what’s going on, I have no 
input. This is all going to be handled by 
the Water Authority. In my discussion 
with Mr. Roddey I went through a litany 
of everything I could possibly think of 
that's wrong with the operation of the 
Water Department. He had I understand 
a sidebar meeting — I think Mr. Wagner 
was present, is that correct? — at the 
Authority and he's going to start 
addressing some of these problems and 
some of them are of very significant 
magnitude. 

It seems to me with Mr. Wagner 
serving on the Water Authority that it is 
a natural flow for him to have both of 
those committees, hi light of the fact 
that I might possibly or conceivable be 
doing some work with the Water and 
Sewer Authority, I don't think I should 
even have the appearance as head of the 
Water Committee, which has been a non¬ 
committee, since the Authority has 
begun. I spoke with you and I 
respectfully request that perhaps I would 
have a department created where I would 
work on the Refuse Department and 
pick-ups where people are complaining 
about days when we have vacations and 
some of the concerns we have about 
filling the jobs and the bidding process 
which would not be in conclict. I am the 
one person on the sub-committee of 
energy, which I think is something that I 
would also like to pursue and I’ve 
discussed that with you. 

I would like to tender my 
resignation as head of that Water 
Committee simply because I'm window- 
dressing and because I think there might 
be the appearances of conflict. 
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The Chair: 

As I indicated to you, it would 
have to be a matter of whether or not 
that committee was picked up and the 
other one is, before I can give you some 
other authority, before I take from 
someone, someone would have to 
relinquish something and I'm working on 
that if that’s what your wish is. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I understand that but may I 
relinquish the Water Committee? I've 
spoken to Mr. Wagner who agrees that it 
does belong with him and would be happy 
to take it. 

The Chair: 

If you're tendering your 

resignation, that's it. 

Michelle Madoff: 

But somebody should have that 
committee; I want to be sure I'm not 
walking away without somebody being 
responsible. 

Mr. Wagner, am I accurate? 

Mr. Wagner: 

That's entirely up to the President 
according to the Charter. 

Michelle Madoff: 

But would you be willing to take 
that if it were up to the President? 

Mr. Wagner: 

As I indicated, that's entirely up 
to the President of Council as to whom 
he gives that committee to. I'm sure he 
may have some other considerations. 


Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. Stone, do you not think it 
would be appropriate, we've discussed it, 
since Mr. Wagner is on the Water 
Authority to take that committee? 

The Chair: 

It would appear to me that that’s 
a close consideration. 

Mr. Wagner: 

It's fine with me if that's his 
decision. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Is that your decision, can we 
resolve it? I hate to have it hanging. 

The other issue is what committee 
I would have, if any. I'm not on a board 
or an authority so it gives me lots of 
time to investigate everything. I suggest 
you put me on something and get me off 
you backs. 

The Chair: 

You’ve tendered your resignation, 
he indicated he’s willing to accept it. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Is it alright with the President? 
So now you're looking for a committee 
for me. 

The Chair: 

For that we'll find out what else is 
available but as I indicated to you I will 
now have to have someone relinquish 
something before I can — 

Michelle Madoff: 

I'm giving up nothing because I 
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had nothing. I find a bill every four 
months on my table that somebody else 
promulgated that I know nothing about. 

Mr. O’Malley? 

I'd like to read a letter into the 
Record that I received, one, because it 
was critical of this Council and two, 
because it sort of demands or at least 
requests an apology. The letter is from 
Mr. Roddey who is, as I just found out, 
the Chairman of the Three Rivers Arts 
Festival. It says: 

"Honorable Councilman James O'Malley 
Dear Jim: 

As Chairman of the Three Rivers 
Arts Festival, I am greatly disturbed and 
disappointed that you would publicly 
criticize that institution without first 
expressing your concerns to me. 

Since becoming Executive 
Director of the Festival, John Brice has 
performed a remarkable turn-around of 
the Festival's program. The Festival has 
upgraded its quality of both the visual 
and performing arts, reduced the number 
and clutter of food booths and stabilized 
our financial condition. 

Your remarks indicate a real lack 
of knowledge" — I don't know if that was 
directed at just me or at all members of 
Council because quite a few members 
were critical — "Your remarks indicate a 
real lack knowledge of what has taken 
place at the festival in the last 18 
months and a failure to recognize the 
effort and dedication of a fine young 
man." — That statement leads me to 
believe that Mr. Roddey himself doesn't 
know what he's talking about. — 

"I believe that Pittsburgh City 
Council owes Mr. John Brice a public 
apology. 


Very truly yours, 

James C. Roddey" 

I don't know if any other members 
of Council got this letter but if anybody 
would like to apologize I think Mr. 
Roddey would appreciate that. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I got it. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

Fd like to read the letter that I 
sent back to Mr. Roddey. 

"Dear Mr. Roddey: 

In response to your letter 
addressing Council's remarks to Mr. 
Brice concerning the Three Rivers Arts 
Festival and your request for an apology 
by members of Council, I was unaware 
that you were named Chairman of the 
Festival. It is becoming increasingly 
more difficult to keep track of the 
various boards and authorities that you 
chair or are a member of. You seem to 
be moving faster than a speeding bullet. 
I am sure your epitath will read, *Never 
has one person done so much for so many 
and accomplished so little." 

My remarks to Mr. Brice were 
critical of the bid process used by the 
Arts Festival to obtain concessionaires. 
The process freezes out many of the 
smaller Pittsburgh businesses who can 
not afford the $15,000 up-front fees. 

It has always been a practice of 
Pittsburgh City Council to give the 
people who reside, work, and pay taxes in 
the City of Pittsburgh the first 
opportunity to participate in the various 
programs and functions sponsored in 
whole or in part by taxpayers' dollars. 
Of course, being a relatively newcomer 
to Pittsburgh, I can see how you might 
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not understand this point of view. 

Might I suggest that you narrow 
your concerns to the problems of the 
Port Authority Transit. Your attempts 
to solve the major transit problems of 
Pittsburgh by throwing millions of dollars 
of taxpayers' monies added is both 
unimaginative and unimpressive.

It’s not quite the apology Mr. 
Roddey was looking for but it's my 
response to his letter. 

Michelle Madoff: 

May I address this since I got the 
same letter? Our office received the 
letter and they're very disturbed with me 
for my position. I can understand where 
you take umbrage, Mr. O'Malley, and I do 
think that there seems to be some 
com muni cation between what actually 
was said here and what Mr. Roddey heard 
here. 

I, for one, have great personal 
regard for Mr. Roddey; I’ve known him 
practically since he got here. I had some 
dealings with his partners who are 
exemplary people and I think Mr. Roddey 
really means well. Fortunately, he's in 
the financial position to do some things 
for the community and I think he really 
cares and is trying to do some things. I 
don't think we can question his motives 
because if we're going to question his 
motives I think we could question 
everybody's motives on this esteemed 
body. 

I do think that we owe an apology, 
not to Mr. Roddey but to the young man 
who was here and who was new and who 
was ill that day. As a matter of fact, we 
ended the hearing rather abruptly 
because he had perspiration coming down 


his face and he was obviously running a 
temperature and was weak and asked to 
sit down. None of us were aware that he 
was ill. The points tftat were made that I 
think have been somehow like a broken 
telephone, distorted in the translation, 
was that I have no problem with the 
Three Rivers Festival but I don't believe 
it's an arts festival. That was the only 
point that I made; that the finer artists 
have been somewhat reluctant, not 
somewhat, greatly reluctant, to submit 
their art and that he ought to look into 
that area; if they're going to call it an 
art show that it indeed be an art show. 

Personally, I think it brings a lot 
of money and a lot of activity to the 
community. I certainly wouldn't want to 
have the Arts Festival — excuse me, the 
Three Rivers Festival; I'm doing it again 
because I remember it as an arts 
festival. I used to go down and buy art; 
I'm an art collector, modest though it be 
and I enjoy the little side booths that sell 
art. You know, you but somebody a 
Christmas gift for $30 or $20, some of 
the stained glass things and it's a very 
wonderful event. Last year as you may 
recall, when Mr. Stone was Chairman of 
the Finance Committee, I had written 
into the monies that went to the Three 
Rivers Festival that they would put some 
of their funds to cleaning up the pigsty. 
Now Mr. Roddey is saying that we've 
done a better job of cleaning up so I 
think that's a cooperative kind of effort. 

I wish we were all as fortunate as 
Mr. Roddey so that we could serve, on 
commissions. He's an excellent 
businessman. I think he has the respect 
of a lot of the business community. I 
think it's unfortunate that somehow in 
communications his interpretation of 
what happened was distorted and I would 
offer an apology to the person who 
represented — Mr. Brice, that we did not 
know he was ill and what we were asking 
was consideration of our concerns; it was 
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not an attack on Mr. Brice. Is that 
correct, Mr. O'Malley? We were not 
attacking; we were offering our 
considerations and asking him to take 
them back and present them. 

Since I got the letter I just wanted 
to get both sides of this issue. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

I don't think my remarks were 
that critical. All I was doing was 
offering suggestions that I thought might 
expand and let a lot of Pittsburgh 
businesses participate that cannot now 
participate. I'm not going to apologize 
for that. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Obviously Mr. Roddey didn't hear 
that and my suggestion is that a 
transcript be given to him. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

I suggest Mr. Roddey pay more 
attention before he fires off letters.. 

The Chairs 

As the Chair remembers that 
meeting, there were some constructive 
criticisms made and that should be 
expected. Council should not accept 
everything in total and I don’t find any 
fault with that. But if you will recall, 
some of the criticisms that were made 
were proper criticisms but unfortunately 
based on a time frame in which Mr. Brice 
was not there and that prompted me- to 
remind all that under Mr. Brice things 
had changed. I can understand that 
meeting once a year as they do, any 
blemish on that record prior to the time 
of them instituting a program tends to be 
damaging and their fighting to number 
one, improve it and number two, solicit 
new people into it. If it starts with a 


blemished record regretfully they can't 
get it on the face that they'd like to have 
it done. 

I think in that light, everyone is 
well-meaning; we need not carry it too 
far. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. Stone, I might mention that 
the opening of the restaurant the other 
day at the Carlton, they had John John 
the cartoonist and they're raising money 
for the Three Rivers Festival. It was $75 
to have a caricature done and I did have 
one done. 

Mr. Wagner: 

I received a similar letter and 
that same day, as Mr. Perry knows, I 
responded to it and I suggested he check 
before sending the letter, that Mr. 
Roddey obtain a tape of the meeting to 
clarify the things that were said because 
obviously there is a misunderstanding. 

Mr. Robinson: 

On a subject equally as 
controversial. I want to talk about the 
U.S.S. Pittsburgh. 

As Council is aware, I did offer a 
resolution requesting that the United 
States Navy not name a nuclear attack 
submarine in honor of our City. 
Unfortunately, the Navy did not heed my 
concern and the concern of others in this 
City about their actions and they did so 
name that submarine on Saturday. At 
the same time that submarine was being 
named, there was a rally on the steps of 
City Hall by a number of concerned 
Pittsburghers and people in this area who 
are still concerned about the 
implications of a nuclear attack 
submarine being named on behalf of this 
City and the $700 million pricetag which 
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some believe could have more wisely 
been used to address some human needs 
in this City, jobs, housing, food. 

Council is also considering now 
the setting of a hearing date for those 
people who want to discuss more fully 
with us the implications of the naming of 
the U.S.S. Pittsburgh and I have in my 
office severed hundred names on 
petitions in addition to the names that 
Council has requesting the hearing. 
What I would like at this time is to know 
if the Chair is prepared to set a hearing 
date and whether or not that date could 
be set at the earliest possible time, 
taking into consideration that we are 
still in budget deliberations. But I think 
it would be important if we could get a 
firm hearing date and I'd appreciate your 
cooperation. 

The Chair; 

The City Clerk and I talked about 
trying to set some of these hearings 
down and where we are now is in early 
January for most of the stuff. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Thank you. 

Mr. Givens: 

I'd just like to make one comment 
before I go into a new subject. I thought 
it was very disgusting that they showed 
just about a five second clip on that one 
news channel that I was looking at of 
those people demonstrating on the halls 
of our Council down here. It seems to 
me that the people of the City of 
Pittsburgh, all the ones that I have 
spoken to or have spoken to me, feel 
completely different. I have to ask those 
people that are asking for peace, what 
cost is the price of peace? What cost? 
Keep it in mind. 


On another subject, Mr. President, 
if I might. Mike, a post agenda this 
coming Wednesday. Legislation was 
introduced in the Council of the City of 
Pittsburgh today be it a letter from the 
Mayor of the City of Pittsburgh, the 
Honorable Richard S. Caliguiri, dated 
December 7. I like that date because 
that was Pearl Harbor and I think this is 
another Pearl Harbor that's going to 
happen. In that, he asked for the 
President and members of Council 
ensuing changes of the Pittsburgh Code 
to reflect the creation of the Public 
Safety Department. This ordinance 
should be enacted with the 1985 Budget. 

If I might, fellow 

Councilmembers, from what I can get 
from our Finance Chairman and from 
Mike Perry, our City Clerk, we will be 
having a preliminary vote on the 1985 
Budget possibly this Saturday. This bill 
that was introduced into Council, 
although it says this ordinance should be 
enacted with the 1985 Budget, will not in 
fact be coming up for debate until a 
week from this coming Wednesday. 
However, we're to have a preliminary 
vote on our budget, possibly this 
Saturday. That’s why I'm asking for this 
post agenda because the people who are 
going to be affected by this will not have 
their day in this Council unless we give it 
to them. Let me say what this ordinance 
change is; amending and supplementing 
the Code — 

The Chair: 

Mr. Givens, hold on a second. If 
that bill is coming up the following 
Wednesday, it's obvious we couldn’t close 
the budget until we resolve that issue. 
Tm trying to meet with the Finance 
Chairman now and there has to be a 
series; that would have to come prior to 
the time of any final vote. We will pick 
that matter up so it’s — 
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Mr. Givens: 

Well, you can talk until whenever 
but let me continue on about why I want 
this post agenda and hope that all of the 
Councilpeople will join me there to ask 
intelligent questions on both sides of the 
issue because we're not going to have an 
opportunity to really debate this with the 
type of length that I think it's going to 
require. But let me tell the people out 
there what's going to happen. They 
already know but I mean the legal 
legislation. You’ll get my point as soon 
as I'm finished if you can just hold your 
questions back. 

”■ Am ending and supplementing the 
Pittsburgh Code by creating the 
Department of Public Safety, placing it 
under the charge of a Director and 
setting for the the powers and duties of 
the Director and repealing Chapter 115, 
Department of Police, and Chapter 117, 
the Department of Fire, and Chapter 
143, the Department of Emergency 
Medical Services." 

Now, what does this mean? The 
Pittsburgh Code is hereby amended to 
create a Department of Public Safety as 
follows: The head of the Department — 
and keep this in mind as I go back in and 
share with you what each of these three 
departments and each of these three 
chapters means and we're changing the 
body of power from the Police, Fire and 
Emergency Medical and placing it 
directly in the Director of Public Safety 
— the Department of Public Safety shall 
be under the charge of the Director who 
shall be the head thereof; 116.02 The 
Powers and Duties of that Director, the 
Director of the Department of Public 
Safety shall have the following powers 
and duties — Ladies and gentlemen, this 
person is not an administrator. The 
powers and duties of this office are the 
care, management, administration, 
supervision, director control otherwise, 


of the Fire, Police and Emergency 
Medical, the City's emergency 
communication system, including all 
those branches of services, the 
enforcement of the Building and Fire 
Prevention and Business License Code of 
our Building Inspection and providing for 
the educational programs concerning 
Police, Fire and Emergency Medical 
matters to the general public. 

Now, the powers and duties of a 
superintendent which are going now to 
the Director. The Superintendent of 
Police shall have the following powers 
and duties, which he is not going to have 
now because he is not a Director and he 
will not have these powers; they're being 
transferred over to this new monster 
that the Mayor wants to create. The 
care, management, administration, and 
supervision of all the City's Police force 
and all matters pertaining to Police 
affairs, no longer does the 
Superintendent of Police have any 
responsibility. Preservation of the 
peace, riots, anything that might go 
along with it, perform any other duties 
assigned by the Mayor. The powers and 
duties of the Fire Chief are being taken 
away from the Fire Chief in regards to 
prevention and contain any fires and 
render other emergency aid and rescue 
services as may be necessary for the 
protection of life, property in a manner 
determined solely by him and his agent, 
that is the Fire Chief. Now, the 
determination solely by him for the life 
and the property of the people of the 
City of Pittsburgh is invested now in that 
new head that the Mayor has so asked us 
to enshrine, and force the fire prevention 
laws and perform other duties and 
Emergency Medical provide emergency 
medical care and transportation to 
people living, working and visiting 
Pittsburgh provide rescue service, 
provide an education in general and other 
duties provided the Mayor. 
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So, it's not an administrative 
position. This person, whoever that 
person might be, the Mayor has so 
indicated it would be Glenn Cannon. 
Well, you must look and see the powers 
and duties, the awesome powers and 
duties. This is not like the 

responsibilities of the Public Safety 
Director of the past. That person was 
almost purely administrative in nature; 
he was an attorney. It require an 
attorney. In fact, all Public Safety 
Directors were attorneys. This was tried 
in Chicago back in the mid-50's under 
Mayor Daley, a very strong Mayor, a 
very strong Democratic machine, and 
after three years they threw it out. I 
think Pete Flaherty was right on target 
when he through this thing out of the 
City of Pittsburgh in the early '70's and 
now to reinstitute this particular thing 
we're taking the powers and duties away 
from our three rescue and life support 
elements of the City of Pittsburgh and 
directing them into the head of one 
person. My God, how much that person, 
how much qualifications that person 
must have. What burden has the Mayor 
placed on this individual when in fact 
that Mayor of the City of Pittsburgh, 
who was elected by the people, had this 
burden. The Mayor had this burden 
directly from those Fire Chiefs, from 
those Police Chiefs, and from the EMS 
people. They came directly to the Mayor 
and now they are not. 

So, I want to have this post 
agenda and Chief Clerk, Mike Perry, I 
want to invite the unions, the President 
of the unions and their bodies, 
secretaries, etc., to come and address 
this Council on a post agenda this 
Wednesday after our final bills are 
passed. I would like, if I could, Mr. 
Chairman, I know we don't televise post 
agendas but I think it's of interest to the 
public and the fact that these individuals 
who represent their respective bodies 
have not had an opportunity to come 


before our table and address vis. They 
have addressed the media, they 
addressed us individually, but they have 
not had a forum to address the public 
who we are all elected by and responsible 
to. I'm going to have that regardless 
because that is my privilege to have it; I 
think it's worthy of being televised, if 
you so desire that it should be televised, 
because our meeting Wednesday should 
be a very short one, so as a result, the 
camera people won't be held here any 
longer. I want to hear from the 
Presidents of our various unions as to 
what affect this is going to have. I only 
know the surface affect in many cases 
but I want a line by line description. 
This is very broad in nature but what 
does this mean to the people of the City 
of Pittsburgh? What does it really, 
really mean and what does it mean to 
their safety? I want the people of the 
City of Pittsburgh to hear it loud and 
clear. I hope the media does cover it and 
cover it very broadly and not for this 
Councilman; I want them here for the 
rank and file who are going out there and 
saving our citizens' lives, the lives that 
we, when we take that oath of office, 
are asked to uphold. Hopefully, they'll 
give us some thoughts of concern in an 
area of their wisdom, collective wisdom, 
as to how this is going to affect all of us 
in the City of Pittsburgh, including all of 
us right here in these Council Chambers. 

The Chair: 

Let me try again. May I suggest 
that we not set the exact time .but 
understand that it will be before the vote 
is concerned. I'm fearful that Wednesday 
might be too quick but we ought to have 
it maybe, if we're voting on Saturday, it 
ought to be Thursday or Friday. That's 
the only thing Tm saying to you. 

Mr. Givens: 

And when we vote Saturday, one 
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person can challenge, under formal 
Councilmatic rules, can challenge any 
one of those three heads that I've asked 
to come forward and they can be 
challenged. Tm going to be sure that 
when we're in session anyone can be 
challenged at that table and someone is 
going to challenge them. I'm going to 
give them an opportunity in this 
democracy of ours that we call the 
government of the City of Pittsburgh to 
have their freedom of choice. 

The Chair: 

Mr. Givens, all I can say to you is 
that there has been no intent to do it 
otherwise — 

Mr. Givens: 

Then why was it when we were 
sitting at this other table in the 
Committee session when I asked Beraie 
Burns to come to the table that he was 
denied to come to that table? 

The Chair: 

Dick, I am not fighting with you; I 
am not fighting with you. I'm merely 
trying to set up a logical time. 

Mr. Givens: 

The logical time is going to be 
this Wednesday in a post agenda and I 
hope all of us will be here and I hope all 
of us will have some questions to ask 
these people who only command and 
control about 2,800 employees of the 
City of Pittsburgh, better than 50 
percent of our working force. I think it 
is not an item that we can sweep 
underneath the rug and have one swift 
vote on it without these gentlemen and 
their bodies being represented before the 
public. 


The Chair: 

Have you finished? Alright. I 
want the floor right now. No one has 
objected to your right to request a 
hearing on this subject. In fact, that is 
what I'm trying to give you. The only 
thing that I am suggesting, and Tin 
hopeful you'll listen and understand it, is 
the question of when it should be. If it's 
to keep so that you're protected that no 
one is going to challenge it, all we do is 
move the post around. And that's no big 
deal, it's no problem and it's no denial. 
All I'm trying to do is find a time that 
fits in with it. That’s all I was trying to 
ask you. 

Mr. Givens: 

Then you'd be against your 
parliamentary rules because this is a 
piece of legislation that was introduced 
and it won't come up for discussion until 
Wednesday a week. Are we going to wait 
that long before we have a preliminary 
vote on the budget? 

The Chair: 

Dick, that’s not what I even said. 
Mr. Givens: 

Tm telling you what the rules of 
Council are. 

Michelle Madoff: 

He's giving you what you want, 

Dick. 

The Chair: 

Tm giving you exactly what you 
want but I'm finding difficulty. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. Stone, I just checked with 
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Mike Perry. As you recall, I introduced a 
bill that was of concern to Mr. Givens' 
today that no one member can any longer 
prohibit anybody to come to Council. I 
just want to make a point that you need 
two-thirds vote to override that so I 
don't think he has a problem. 

Secondly, all you have to do is 
change it from a post agenda to a 
hearing and you don't have a problem. 

We have another thing that I also 
want to point out. When we went to the 
budgetary process, it was pointed out by 
the Fiscal Officer that whether we have 
the Mayor's "new proposed plan" or 
whether we stay as we are, the dollars 
are the same, basically the same. 
Therefore, we don't have to be 
stampeded, and I don’t want to be 
stampeded, into voting for anything. If 
the budget is basically the same whether 
we have a safety umbrella or whether we 
have autonomous individual departments, 
the question really remains, when we get 
to vote on it, what this Council decides 
and it won't matter whether the budget 
is approved. The issue of whether the 
Director will be Mr. Cannon is a separate 
and apart issue. I have told the Mayor, 
and perhaps this is news to some people, 
I have personal very high regard for Mr. 
Cannon and the job that he has done for 
the Paramedics and I think he's an 
outstanding administrator in his field. 
However, for the morale of the Fire and 
Police, it may be a very bad 
appointment. As of this moment, I would 
be inclined to vote against his 
appointment and I hope to tell him that 
personally because I have commended 
him publicly but I think we have to look 
at the broader picture. 

Mr. Givens: 

Mr. President, if you can, based 
upon your wish to have a public hearing 
or public discussion within Council prior 


to the Saturday that we're going to take 
a preliminary vote, if you can have it 
Thursday or Friday of this week where 
you can squeeze these people in, Fd be 
very happy to go along with that. But I 
want assurances and I want assurances in 
writing, and I say that because you say 
you mean something and you've always 
been worth your word as far as I'm 
concerned, but Fd like someplace in the 
budget process that you let each 
Councilperson know when this is going to 
be sandwiched in and do that by 
tomorrow morning. Can you do that? 

The Chair: 

That's all Fm trying to say to you. 
Mr. Givens: 

Fine. Mike, I will still have that 
on the post agenda — 

The Chair: 

You've asked for and you're 
entitled to a post agenda and we'll try to 
adjust that around as to when it should 
be. 

Mr. Givens: 

I need it by tomorrow morning as 
to when you’re going to do it. Do I hear 
that loud and clear? By tomorrow 
morning well hear and it will be part of 
our budget deliberations as to where 
these people will be able to come in and 
be heard? And no time limitations on it, 
no time restraints. Thank you. 

The Chair: 

That was never even intended. 
It’s just trying to get a time, that's all. 

Mr. Givens: 

Thank you. 
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Mr. Wagner: 

I second Mr. Givens' motion to 
televise that post agenda. 

Michelle Madoff: 

And I third it. Are we going to 
televise it? 

The Chair: 

I don't see any problem. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Good. 

Next item. I don’t want anybody 
giggling; no fun, I want you to be serious 
about this. I have a genital defect; my 
daughter, my mother and I have it — 
Mitroprolapse. Because of it there's a 
new piece of equipment in the City that I 
was invited to take a look at. It is Dr. 
David Huber, I guess his company, it's 
called Medical Laboratory Network. It's 
a piece of equipment that measures your 
heart capacity and obstructions and so 
on. 

The reason I went to look at it I 
think is very interesting. He wanted to 
show me the equipment; many doctors 
have it but this is the absolute, ultimate 
state of the art. My doctor is Dr. Bill 
Tuttle but this is Dr. David Huber. They 
told me what I had for dinner the night 
before. When I was taking the stress 
test, they told me what food I was 
working with, whether it was protein or 
carbohydrates. It's really phenominal. It 
is used for the sports teams to see if 
somebody says they're tired to see if 
they really are tired, etc. 

The reason I bring it up is that a 
lot has been said today and at other 
times about the issue of workmen's comp 
and on the hiring and firing of police 


people; you know, if they have a 
problem, can they really function. I'm 
delighted to say that I'm in excellent 
health; I can't tell anybody I'm tired 
because the report was A-l. I just 
wanted to share with Council that this 
kind of equipment is available in the City 
for Melanie Smith to consider before we 
say to somebody, "We can't hire you 
because you have some kind of a 
problem; you won't be able to function." 
and we're going to take the liability or 
indeed to protect us on claims. So, I'll 
see that she gets it and I did want to 
share it. 

But I also thought it might be a 
very good idea that once a year all 
members of Council, government, 
department heads, get a check by one or 
two fo the three people who do work for 
the City and have a complete checkup. I 
think it would be in the best interest of 
the public to do that. There's no charge 
for this because we're covered under our 
medical whatever and I believe that that 
fee would be covered. Everyone having a 
test each year would be covered. I was 
also tempted to say that we have a 
shrink come in and test us but I figured 
that may not fly so I thought I'd leave 
that out. 

The Chair: 

I don't want to touch that line. 
Michelle Madoff: 

I just wanted to share the 
information that this equipment is 
available.

Michelle Madoff: 

My concern is that Council should 
have a meaningful record. May I point 



out to my colleagues that the taping of 
Council meetings was by Bill's or my 
recommendation. Mr. Perry has been 
indeed very helpful. We've had episodes 
where tapes have been missing from the 
files of our stenotypists, they have never 
been retyped, they have never been 
typed because we never had them, and 
there's a difference when you read a 
transcript. Sometimes we read our own 
minutes, and you say, my God, this 
doesn't sound like what I was saying, then 
when you actually see it on a visual — 

Too many things have come up, 
the issue of the apartheid, the issue of 
tax legislation and how we represented 
ourselves, how we vote on issues that we 
may want to go back and look at. 

We're not talking about a lot of 
money. We're talking about putting them 
on a video tape as opposed to a cable 
kind of tape, a television tape, which is 
relatively inexpensive. It will not be 
voluminous to keep. 

First of all, there should be rules 
which we would establish subsequently as 
part of Rules of Council as to how they 
would be disbursed or not disbursed. I 
don't think they should be given out 
really to anybody that wants them, but 
may I point out on two occasions, once 
with Controller Flaherty when he was on 
Council and myself, I had to go to court 
to get a copy of a tape that took place. 
That should not happen. The tapes are 
erased almost immediately, and 
something comes up where we may need 
to say hey, I was the one who told you 
this before, don't accuse me on this 
issue. 

I think many of us get sucked into 
things that we really don't know what 
we're doing, and we vote on issues that 
we shouldn’t be voting on. We need to go 
back and look at the records. 


I can't believe that this Council, 
when we're talking about the little bit of 
money, and we're really not talking about 
substantive dollars, would vote against 
keeping a video kind of tape that you 
keep on a VCR as a permanent record. I 
think there's a point where maybe at the 
end of the year we could have a 
committee review what isn't absolutely 
ridiculous to keep, some hearing that 
somebody came in to ask for a zoning 
that took three minutes and nobody was 
in opposition. I don't even know if you'd 
need that kind of thing. That would be a 
decision of brighter minds them mine as 
to whether you'd want that as a record as 
well. 

But I think on a majority of 
meetings sometimes things that we think 
are innocuous turn out to be very 
important. There was a meeting here 
where one of my colleagues was 
disturbed about a letter that was 
circulated. We should have had that tape 
when it was discussed. For whatever we 
may be called on, either in litigation or 
in permanent records, somebody could be 
sitting at home right now making tapes. 
I mean it’s not something that we can 
stop from happening anyway. Why have 
someone do it to us and record us and spy 
on us? Why don't we just keep our 
records? 

Mr. Givens: 

Yes, it was not my intent, I think 
the total price tag that Brother Richard 
explained to us I believe was $1,200 on 
his cost anaylsis to photograph and give 
us the cartridges on each of the public 
hearings. I think he indicated some 100- 
plus sessions along with our public 
hearings. 

I think we're within the 20th 
century right now and the media is that 
of television, and the fact that much 
does go on and to have additional 
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backups — we do have a steno that takes 
down verbatim testimony. We do have a 
record player that sometimes I have to 
use in order to find out where it's at that 
I’m looking for. 

Again, the video would be 
something that would be very up-to-date, 
and I think in our modem day and age of 
people looking at video, the various 
channels that we have, two government 
communications channels, that this 
would be something that we go back 
historically and preserve, and John 
Wayne never threw out any of his 
movies. 

On a very serious note, I think the 
cost involved, the historic significance of 
the tapes as anyone that might want to 
go over and review what this Council 
body has done, as many of us have to do, 
go into the municipal record, and that is 
it; and it's true what Michelle has 
indicated over the years they have lost 
recordings, people have lost notes, and et 
cetera the tapes are erased. This would 
be another record-keeping process to 
back up our existing process that at 
times, because of the quantity that we're 
subjected to right now, the various 
hearings that we're having — I mean it 
just about doubled and tripled since I've 
been a Councilman of nine years. 

So with that in mind, to have a 
video recording would also be, I think, 
helpful to the citizens that do not have 
the time at that particular moment to 
listen to what's happening within our 
government through some way can 
possibly get a replayback of a particular 
public hearing during that year or have it 
played over governmental channels at 
some time later on, any time; and it has 
to be said that there are many 
significant things that happen in our 
local grassroots government, that of the 
Council of the City of Pittsburgh, and it 
should be so recorded, and the costs are 


insignicant. 

It's not to replace people that we 
already have, if that might be a thought 
that some people might have, that this 
would replace what is equivalent to a 
Clerk-Stenographer. That is not the 
case. I think that is an absolute and 
always should be an absolute, but I think 
it's about time now that we do get 
something on video and have it stored for 
present and future posterity. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, I have submitted similar 
legislation in the past, and my purpose 
then and my purpose now is to make sure 
that those public meetings and public 
sessions that we conduct are not only 
open to the public but that the records of 
those sessions are public records. 

We're in a new era now, an 
electronic era that is impacting upon 
government; and just as we televise our 
sessions and we conduct those sessions as 
public sessions, it seems to me 
appropriate that any recordings of those 
sessions should also be public information 
and be not only available to members of 
Council but available to the general 
public. 

I think it's a legal necessity that 
we keep these records. Certainly, the 
cost factor is not the most important 
factor. We're required to record our 
public sessions, and we have made 
provisions for that by hiring appropriate 
staff to do that. 

I think that if we’re going to 
continue to televise our Council sessions, 
our hearings or our post agendas, that all 
those tapes should be considered a part 
of the public record, and we should act 
accordingly. 
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I would hate to think that it would 
take any action within the court system 
to initiate on our part the necessary 
administrative procedures internally to 
make sure that our records are as 
accurate as possible and where 
appropriate we have back-up records. 

So I would urge all members of 
Council to support this bill, not because 
of the political implications negative or 
positive, but because of the legal 
implications and because we have to 
make sure that all the procedures that 
we have in place are procedures that 
support the whole notion that our 
business is. public business and that 
business should be recorded so that the 
public both present and future can 
review it. Thank you. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Just one quick statement. May I 
remind everybody that we're talking 
about a very little bit of money?

WHEREAS, the accomplishments 
and achievements, both professionaly and 
personally, of women in our society have 
largely been underrated; and 

WHEREAS, Mary Winter, 
Chairman of the Board of Mom's House, 
working with People Concerned for the 
Unborn Child, the group which sponsored 
and is supporting Mom's House, led the 
efforts to promote this important service 
to school-age mothers and their children; 
and 

WHEREAS, 96% of young single 
mothers who bear their children choose 
to keep them rather than placing them 
for adoption causing more than two- 
thirds of these young mothers to drop out 
of school, thus jeopardizing the economic 
and social futures of themselves and 
their children; and 

WHEREAS, the needs of these 
young mothers have not been adequately 
addressed, especially in the area of 
preventing school dropouts; and 

WHEREAS, Mom's House, Inc. of 
Pittsburgh is helping to break the Cycle 
of welfare and poverty for young single 
mothers by providing free and loving day 
care services to infants and toddlers of 
these mothers, a comprehensive after- 
school program in life skills and 
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parenting and a unique support system; 
and 

WHEREAS, these efforts have 
brought about an extraordinary response 
from citizens and groups in the form of 
donations, volunteers, food, furnishings 
and related items indicating great 
community interest in helping these 
women. 

NOW, THEREFORE,

I'd just like to indicate that I know 
Mary very personally. I've gone with her 
in the marches to Washington, D.C. for 
that of the unborn child. Last week we 
had another letter that was received 
here and I cannot agree with the 
philosophy of that person but on this 
occasion, Mary, I can wholeheartedly 
agree with your contention, what you're 
doing, not only for the unborn child but 
setting up Mom's House, that this 
Council has had appropriation and 
funding in this last year. Jack Wagner, I 
think more than anyone, brought to our 
attention what was happening in your 
area in the 19th Ward of the City of 
Pittsburgh. 

I'm glad it did get off dead center 


and to indicate as you so marked in your 
resolution, Michelle, that 96 percent of 
all those who come into that house of the 
unwed mothers that want to have their 
children do have them and want to keep 
them. That's the beauty of motherhood, 
I think, and if people were properly 
counseled and if the young people and 
even young adults have somebody to turn 
to and that their family doesn't turn a 
deaf ear on them when they get into 
these catastrophies in their own 
lifetimes, I think this thing will go 
away. I think it’s the conscience of most 
of the people in this country as well as 
the people that are in this Council right 
here, that none of us would want this to 
happen. But there has to be alternative 
solutions. This is one of the alternative 
solutions. 

Thank you very much, Mary, from 
the bottom of my heart. 

Mary Winter: 

First of all, I'd just like to say 
that really the real heroines of Mom's 
House are not here today. Today is the 
day of the Christmas party at Mom's 
House and they're preparing a turkey 
dinner and having Santa Claus and so 
forth. They are the ones who really 
should be receiving this award. 

But I just want to say that Mom's 
House is about second chances. It’s a 
second chance for a young woman to 
complete her education, a second chance 
for her to get her life together, a second 
chance for her to be a responsible parent 
and a responsible citizen. Tm really 
grateful to all of you here, the Mayor, 
and to all the members of City Council 
for your sensitivity to the needs of 
young, single, low-income mothers. They 
really have a tough road to haul and the 
fact that all of you are consistently 
supporting our efforts to help them help 
themselves is really significant and much 
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appreciated. 

So, on behalf of all of the mothers 
and staff and babies at Mom's House, I'd 
like to wish all of you the very happiest, 
healthiest, holiest of holidays to come. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mary, I was hoping that maybe 
you could bring us up on the status of 
Mom's House in finding a permanent 
location. 

Mary Winter: 

We're still in the process of 
looking. At this time we're renting 
property at the United Presbyterian 
Church on Brookline Boulevard. We hope 
that by spring we'll be able to use the 
money that you've allocated to buy a 
permanent residence for Mom's House 
and when the second semester starts in 
January we'll be up to our full capacity 
and we've already started to take names 
for the waiting list. 

What we really want to do is 
eventually put a Mom's House on the 
North Side and a Mom's House in Oakland 
for the young college women. So, we're 
thinking of this as only the first and I 
wouldn't be at all surprised if we're back 
again someday to say how about helping 
out a second or third or fourth Mom's 
House. 

Thank you again for your 
generosity. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I might add that I would hope that 
when somebody like Mary takes on this 
momentous job you can't ask one person 
to address all issues. Really, the issue is 
education. I don't think we want to see 
96 percent kind of figures for young 
women having illegitimate children and I 


think education is really what it's all 
about, birth control, the right to 
choose. My colleagues may disagree but 
you know I'm a feminist and with that in 
mind I would like to respectfully ask 
Linda if she would remind his eminence, 
the Mayor, that this Council requested a 
place in the building to hang the monthly 
awards, the Woman of the Month Awards 
that I have been issuing for the last year 
and Mary is in excellent company. I 
think it would be sort of exciting to 
young women coming through the 
building and other people to see a place 
and to see that women have made 
contributions, to get duplicates of the 
awards made and photos and have them 
hung, perhaps, in the lobby. Would you 
send that to the Mayor and a copy to the 
Mayor's Task Force on Women? Thank 
you. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, Td like to offer Resolution 1072 
for your consideration and could I have 
Mrs. Mary Jane Paige come forward.

Alpha Kappa Alpha has 
worked for the Pittsburgh community 
since 1918 and we are still continuing 
with our scholorships. I have a list here 
but we support NEED, the Urban League, 
we conduct tutorial services throughout 
the City with the various schools, we 
work with the Lemington Home for the 
Aged, with Job Corp, Urban League, the 
N.A.A.C.P., we have workshops for 
single parents and we provide funds and 
take children to various cultural events 
throughout the City. We are involved in 
helping with the African Heritage Room 
at the University of Pittsburgh and on 
numerous other things you will see the 
Alpha Kappa Alpha name. 

Thank you very much. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. Stone, some time ago, a few 
weeks back, you were asked to set up a 
meeting or we were to have a post 
agenda or a hearing, with reference to 
the North Side Project versus the Strip 
District or whether we’re going to do 
both and you were to ask the Mayor to 
meet with Council. I realize there’s been 
a lot going on with the budget and it’s 
been somewhat of a problem. But I 
would very much appreciate getting that 
moving because the job situation in this 
community is at a crisis level. If we get 
something going we’re going to get some 
jobs going and I know you can be a leader 
in this if you really get this thing off 
dead center. I would very much 
appreciate not letting it ride much 
further. 

Would you address that and would 
you let us know as soon as possible 
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because many of us are having problems 
with our schedules? 

May I ask Linda before I continue, 
Linda, was my resolution introduced 
today to change the budget hearings? 

Mrs. Johnson: 

Yes. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I was not here. Was the media 
aw ate of that and is Council aware of 
it? It was just read into the Record; 
perhaps we can get some copies. 

A number of members of Council 
have been discussing the situation that 
occurs every year. Sometimes its a 
crisis, like the Water Authority. One 
year it was the Galbreath situation on 
the Pirates, then it was Warner. There's 
always something happening that's a 
crisis. Then there's the election crisis. 
And we start the budget the day after 
the election. By the time we get to 
voting, nobody really gives a darn. The 
media said it's boring. It's numbers that 
go on and on and on. 

I am recommending and I've 
talked to some of my colleagues who are 
supportive, I’ve talked to our fiscal 
people, that we change our year from a 
calendar year to a fiscal year on the 
budget, running until, as Mike suggested, 
perhaps July 1 as the closing date. This 
is a very good time to do it because as 
Mr. Stone has said, the budget works on a 
two year cycle. It's not anticipated 
according to the Mayor of any increase 
next year so it's the right time to make 
the change. We are not fair to the 
public, we are not giving adequate 
attention to what has to be done, and it 
would make it a lot easier that we don't 
work under the great pressure of the 
holidays to really address the budget in a 


more realistic, more relaxed manner. 

I would urge my Councilmembers 
to think about this. Tm not married to 
the words in the resolution. If any of you 
would care to add your names in support, 
please feel free to do it or even make it 
your own bill; I don't care. But I think 
it's important that we change the day. 

Mr. Givens: 

Can I make this in the form of a 
motion or a letter to the Law 
Department to see if there's anything 
that would prevent us — 

Michelle Madoff: 

Certainly. That's a good idea. We 
should have that when the resolution 
comes out. 

Mr. Givens: 

If there's no reason why we can't, 
I'd have to agree with you. The holiday 
season is always marred in the political 
process of this political government and 
it seems to go right until the very end of 
the year. I think just knowing that it 
takes until the end of the year for us to 
know the total amount of monies that we 
receive in for that particular year that 
logic would so indicate that that would 
be a good time to do it and that would be 
in the fiscal year. If that can possibly be 
done, I think it would lend to a lot 
smoother government. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I think we fteed Mr. Stone's help as 
to when the date would be, whether it 
would be June or July. 

The Chair: 

I'm guessing but I think you need a 
Charter change. 
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Mr. Woods: 

Right. I believe it's in the 
Charter. We'd have to have an 
amendment to the — 

Michelle Madoff: 

I'm sorry; I overlooked. That's my 
fault. What is being recommended is 
that, I believe the bills says that we put 
a motion on the ballot as soon as possible 
as a referendum vote to amend the 
Charter to do it on a fiscal year instead 
of on a calendar year because we would 
then be able to give better attention to 
the public's business. I'm sorry, I forgot 
that. It is in the resolution, is it not, 
Linda? If it isn't, make sure it is, but I 
think it was. 

I have two other items. Recently 
I was involved as a panelist on a solar 
panel with reference to developing solar 
energy as an alternative fuel. Many of 
you may or may not remember that I 
probably got elected to this Council with 
133 votes because I was making the news 
in having had some recognition in the 
environmental days with my efforts on 
behalf of developing the first total 
energy conservation house in Allegheny 
County, the Bernhardt Realty in the 
North Hills. Some 25,000 people went to 
that house and it’s still operating. The 
reason it was done at that time was that 
the gas company had said no more 
natural gas, they were putting in 
propane, assuming we'd have to go to 
electric and go to a heat pump. 

At this solar panel that I was a 
member of and the Governor's Energy 
Commission was present, it was pointed 
out that one of the things that we are 
doing as part of an on-going program, 
which is insulating houses and making 
homes weatherproof for senior citizen 
indigents, that where we don't do this we 
are subsidizing utility rates. There's a 


little blurb in the paper, help with 
heating bills; low income people wanting 
to take part in the state's Home Energy 
Assistance Program should file their 
applications before the end of the year, 
State Minority Leader, Edward M. 
Zaprelli, Democrat, etc. The 

Department of Welfare will stop 
accepting applications at the end of this 
month or in early January. 

What was pointed out which I 
think is very pertinent, why subsidize 
Duquesne Light? Why don't we take the 
same money that we would use as a 
subsidy and make the house energy- 
efficient, the same money, to cut down 
on having to subsidize the energy bill? If 
you don't have a roof that's tight, if you 
have walls that sure leaking with big 
cracks, and windows that are in 
horrendous shape, what we really need is 
that kind of legislation. Also, anyone 
getting subsidies must be willing to have 
an energy audit which is free. If need 
be, if it's a five or ten dollar bill, that 
would be part of the monies that would 
come out of the subsidies. 

So, I would like to see some kind 
of legislation introduced. My feeling is 
that we need to check to see whether it 
would be a state kind of legislation. 
When we get our own legal counsel for 
this esteemed body, 1 would have that 
person look into whether we need to go 
statewide or whether we could supersede 
the state or whether we would fit into 
the program and how we would go about 
getting our part-time lobbyist — who 
should be full-time — working on this 
issue. But it just seems to me that when 
we're asked to donate a dollar to help 
someone pay their utility bill, what we're 
really doing is subsidizing Duquesne 
Light as opposed to putting that dollar 
into insulating someone's home and 
cutting down the energy bills. I don't 
think logic would dictate against that. 
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I have another item. Some time 
ago in this Council, I think on two 
occasions, I have raised the issue of 
tarpaulined vehicles, trucks. I am really 
ticked off; I've had damage to my car 
traveling behind an untarpaulined truck 
that has dropped a piece of metal, 
dropped a boulder, a board, and wrecked 
the underside of my car and there's no 
way I can avoid it if I'm in the center 
lane with cars going on both sides of 
me. I'm very, very concerned about 
this. We just spent all that money 
cleaning up the Parkway, doing some 
work, and it's a pigsty again. You see 
dropdoths, you see boards, you see 
things that have fallen off, newspapers, 
and the taxpayers of this community are 
paying for that cleanup. 

I want to see that bill, state 
ordinance, which says that all trucks 
must be tarpaulined — you certainly see 
it in other cities — enforced in this 
community. I don't know how we go 
about enforcing that but, Linda, would 
you also send a note to Dan Pellegrini 
asking him what we have to do? My 
memory says that we asked the Police 
Department to come before this Council 
and to encourage police officers to give 
citations. It would not be very difficult 
for perhaps the State Police, the Meter 
Maids or Policemen when they're out and 
the see a truck that doesn't have a 
tarpaulin to just jot down that license 
number. And private citizens are to be 
encouraged to do the same and call my 
office because I will follow through on it. 

My last item is the toxic fear 
shuts road on North Side for four hours. 
We're going to really have to address the 
issue of toxic waste being left at 
curbside. Can you imagine if our 
garbage collectors, our refuse 
department, picked up these bags which 
did have low levels of radiation? We 
don't know what the contaminents were 
from disease. We don't know how they 


got where they did on the North Side. 
And I think this is the kind of issue that a 
safety director is going to have to 
address which probably leads to the next 
issue that's going to come before this 
Council. 

My information — 

The Chair: 

Michelle, hold on a minute. You 
said you had three and I'm up to five. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Well, four. You can always have 
one more. 

The Chair: 

It's not that. You say three and I 
hold back — 

Michelle Madoff: 

I'm almost through. 

We are going to obviously be 
hearing from the Police Department on 
Tuesday. I think we could avoid a lot of 
difficulty and a lot of problems if this 
Council would encourage the Mayor to 
withdraw the name of Mr. Glenn 
Cannon. I think Mr. Cannon is . an 
excellent person; I personally 
recommended and told him personally in 
Council what a credible job he's doing. 
But the morale of the Fire and Police 
Departments is such that having a safety 
director and having what is needed for 
this community may be held up because 
of the appointment of a name. And just 
the Mayor saying, "Well, we'll take them 
as two separate issues; we'll take the 
safety issue under one umbrella and then 
we'll deal with the name of the person 
who puts the onus of our rejecting his 
name on us and therefore nothing is 
going to happen. 
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I believe that it is incumbent upon 
this Council to encourage the Mayor to 
withdraw any names and have a search 
committee go out and find someone that 
would be acceptable to the Fire and 
Police Department that would not 
destroy the morale. Thank you. 

Mr. Robinson: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, I have three items that I would 
like to go over. The first relates to the 
untimely and unfortuante death of one of 
our firefighters, Mr. Anthony Lundy. I'm 
sure that his family, along with the City, 
has experienced a very great loss and I 
would just like to have each member of 
Council stand and for us to have a 
moment of silence for Firefighter 
Anthony Lundy and also to say a small 
prayer for his wife and two children. 

The Chair: 

Would you all kindly rise please 
for a moment of silent prayer? 

Mr. Robinson: 

The other item, Mr. President and 
members of Council, relates to the issue 
of South Africa. As Council is aware, we 
are presently considering four pieces of 
legislation that deal very specifically 
with South Africa and raising the 
question of what type of relationship, if 
any, the City of Pittsburgh should have 
with individual firms doing business in 
South Africa. 

As this Council is aware, we are 
also in our City constantly having 
demonstrations conducted concerning the 
sale of South African products in our 
City, demonstrations against those 
sales. The main target of those 
demonstrations has been the gold 
Krugerrand which is one of the main 
coins of the Republic of South Africa 


which is sold in our City, which is 
handled by our major banks and some of 
our department stores. 

On Saturday, unfortunately, some 
of the people who were peacefully 
demonstrating in front of one of our 
Downtown businesses had an altercation 
with our Police Department. All the 
facts have not been presented yet and a 
full review has not been conducted, but I 
would like to thank Mayor Caliguiri and 
Superintendent Coll for their very speedy 
and very expeditious attention to this 
matter. The Mayor has indicated at a 
meeting that I attended on Sunday that 
he would do everything he could to make 
sure that the resources of the City were 
utilized in such a fashion that people who 
want to peacefully and lawfully 
demonstrate in our City will be able to 
do that with the protection of our Police 
Department and that the City will 
conduct an investigation to determine 
what exactly occurred, who was 
involved, and where there are persons to 
be held accountable the Mayor has 
assured myself that there will be 
appropriate punishment or appropriate 
reprimand. 

I think it is important for us to 
support the Mayor in his effort so that 
we can assure everybody in this City and 
everyone who visits this City that our 
Police Department has one purpose and 
that purpose is to maintain the peace in 
our City. I certainly would hope that no 
one would make any accusations, either 
concerning the demonstrators or the 
police, until Superintendent Coll has had 
an opportunity to conduct his internal 
investigation and until the Mayor's 
Office has had an opportunity to review 
all the documents involved. Several 
people, about 35, were arrested and have 
charges placed against them at this 
point. Those charges will be disposed of 
as I understand it at a hearing, 1 p.m., on 
December 26th by our local City 
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Magistrates. 

Also, I think it might be 
appropriate for this Council to have a 
letter sent to the Chairperson of our 
Human Relations Commission asking 
them if they would contact 
Superintendent Coll to offer the 
assistance of their mediation unit so that 
future incidents perhaps can be avoided 
and so that also they can help to keep 
this situation from being drawn out of 
proportion. 

I think that given the kind of 
discussions that we're having about re¬ 
organizing our Police and Fire 
Departments and the whole issue of 
public safety, we need to be very mindful 
that there may be those people who will 
unwittingly exploit that situation and 
certainly we don't want to have any 
aspersions cast upon our Police 
Department which I think is a fine Police 
Department. We want to make sure that 
all procedures that are supposed to be 
followed are being followed and if there 
are individuals who have not engaged in 
proper conduct that the appropriate 
people in City government bring them to 
task and that we reassure our citizens 
that the elected officials in this 
community certainly are going to make 
sure that the laws apply to everyone. 

My third item relates to a budget 
matter. I just want to ask members of 
Council for their support for the tax 
package that I presented which basically 
is an attempt to reduce taxes in the City 
of Pittsburgh. That package is being 
presented on the premise that if we 
reduce particularly our business taxes we 
can stimulate economic growth in the 
City and ultimately increase our 
revenues. These bills will be considered 
by Council in the next few days; I do plan 
to present to each member of Council 
some additional information which will 
show you that while I have indicated that 


my tax package would remove $9 million 
initially from our budget that just about 
all of that money can be replaced either 
by anticipated revenues from increased 
business activity or increased collections 
of present taxes. When I present that 
material I think that a case can be made, 
that we can lower taxes in 1985 in the 
business area and not lose any significant 
revenue. 

I don't want to get into a full¬ 
blown discussion now but I did think it 
was appropriate to raise this issue 
inasmuch as the Administration has 
suggested that the only way to offset 
what I would like to do would be to raise 
real estate taxes or to raise income 
taxes. Tm prepared to show the 
Administration that that's not true, that 
if you follow my tax plan you don't have 
to increase real estate taxes and you 
don't have to increase any income taxes. 

But again I would like 
Councilmembers to take serious the bills 
that I have presented and to take serious 
the notion that we can afford in 1985 to 
reduce taxes after having run $14 million 
surpluses the last four years and there's 
an anticipated surplus in 1985 of roughly 
$14 million. 

Also I would like to have included 
in the Record letters of support 
concerning the reduction of the 
Amusement Tax that I have been 
receiving. These are copies that I have 
forwarded to members of Council. 
Members have received other copies that 
were directed to them but these letters 
were sent directly to me and I have made 
them available to members of Council.

This letter offers my full 
endorsement to your bill to reduce the 
City of Pittsburgh's amusement tax from 
10% to 5 % for non-profit organizations. 
When I arrived in Pittsburgh in July, 
1983, I was shocked to learn that the 
Pittsburgh Opera's efforts to enrich our 
City’s quality of life are severely taxed. 
No other opera company in the country 
still pays this tax. 

My goal as general director is to 
build an opera company of excellence 
and vitality, a company that will 
establish opera as one of the cultural 
trademarks of Pittsburgh, through first- 
class artists and outstanding 
productions. The achievement of this 
goal is possible only with the full support 
of our community, including the 
administration of the City of Pittsburgh. 

Opera is the most expensive of 
the performing arts, as it is a 
combination of music, dance, theater and 
visual art. To build an opera company of 
which Pittsburgh can be proud costs 
more than our box office revenue can 
produce.

On the contrary, the 
City's support for its cultural 
organizations will breed new life, bring 
new revenue to businesses, and revitalize 
downtown. We are proud to be a part of 
Pittsburgh's Renaissance, and through 
our mutual efforts, we will insure 
Pittsburgh's bright future.

I am writing on behalf of the 
Pittsburgh Dance Council in support of 
your proposal to reduce the City of 
Pittsburgh Amusement Tax by one-half. 

Over the past three years, the 
Pittsburgh Dance Council has collected 
for the City nearly $25,000 in revenues 
from our ticket sales. This is really not 
a finder's fee as the City claims, but it is 
a tax on our organization for selling 
tickets. 

We must pay for the costs of 
advertising, promotion, printing and 
personnel, not to mention dance company 
fees and performance costs from the 
revenue generated by ticket sales. It 
seems we are being severely penalized by 
the City for selling tickets to our events 
to be self-supporting. It does not seem 
equitable for the City to share in our 
earned income when the City has done 
little or nothing to support our 
organization financially or to help defray 
the costs described above. 


This year we project an additional 
$9,000 in amusement tax will be 
collected by the Dance Council and paid 
out to the City.

Mr. Givens: 

If I might, Mr. President, Friday a 
situation happened within the Council 
budget session that I think has to be 
corrected and some dialogue transpired. 

Since this new 1985 budget has 
come out, the Mayor has been very 
controversial on the Controller. The 
Controller has sent out reports that have 
been very controversial on the 
Administration. I feel, however, that 
this Council must rise above anything 
that's going on between two other 
branches of government and how those 
particular branches are trying to 
influence this particular branch. 

If I might, Td just like to read a 
legal opinion dated November 21, 1984 
from our Solicitor that brings my point 
to bear about the separation of powers 
between the Executive, the Mayor, the 
Controller, and the Council of the City 
of Pittsburgh. Til just read little 
excerpts from this legal opinion. 

In forbidding one branch of 
government from allowing its powers to 
be exercised by another branch, meaning 
that of the three branches of government 
that I just so indicated, frequently over 
the years the U.S. Supreme Court has 
recognized the continuing validity of a 
doctrine of separation of powers, and 
they mention a case here, one branch of 
government cannot encroach on a domain 
of another without danger. I emphasize 
that point, without danger. The safety 
of our institutions depends in no small 
degree on a strict observance of this 
solitary role. 
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They cite some sections here and 
to get around that Til read that the 
courts noted that the purpose of the 
doctrine is to safeguard the 
independence of each branch of 
government and to protect it from the 
domination and the interference of 
others. 

I think we have an impasse coming 
about us on this Controller's budget that 
scares me just a little bit. That 
separation of powers that I just 
mentioned to you is something that this 
Council ought to be very careful because 
I feel that we are the balancing powers, 
we are the only body that can tax our 
people, we are the only body that can 
pass any ordinances or resolutions. 

Because of that, Friday, the 
Controller was to be on the agenda, I 
asked him specifically because last 
Thursday or whatever day he appeared 
the meeting was cancelled at 4:30, 
actually it went on to 4:45 because our 
stenographer, we only had one, and she 
was working eight hours that day and I 
imagine her hands were quite cramped. 

I had four basic and very serious 
questions to ask the Controller; they 
were never asked. The last speaker at 
that meeting was Jack Wagner. The 
Controller was interrupted during his 
delivery on trying to indicate why he 
wanted those various changes. We went 
down line item by line item, no problem, 
and he tried to open up that particular 
session by an opening remark to clarify 
in my judgment why he was making these 
major changes. He never had an 
opportunity to really bring that about. If 
we read the Saturday newspapers, some 
of that was discussed in the 
newspapers. However, that was not 
discussed before this body and it was not 
recorded by this body. 

So, I feel that meeting, and 


getting back to last Friday, at 11:00 the 
Controller was supposed to be on. 
Looking around the room I did not see 
him, although apparently he did come in 
and departed and I must have missed 
him. Not seeing him there at 11:30, I 
approached the Finance Chair and said 
that I would like to cancel out on my 
proportion because I had a previous 
commitment and I did not see the 
Controller in all honesty. However, right 
before my departure the Controller came 
up ensuing in a discussion between our 
Finance Chair and the Controller which 
ended up in his office. We left that 
office at least with this Councilman's 
understanding that we would continue on 
with that meeting. I asked the Finance 
Chair present here today if that will be 
continued so certain subject matters can 
still be brought up in the continuance 
with this government functioning, this 
Council functioning in its proper 
position, that we received the budget, it 
is our budget right now, it's in our 
ballpark. There is one department that 
has not been completely gone through 
yet and I asked the Finance Chair 
publicly if that meeting will continue. 
Regardless of what has transpired 
before, Councilman Woods, this 
Councilman feels that we should 
continue on if there's questions to be 
asked and there's dialogue that has not 
transpired apparently between the 
Controller's Office and that of the 
Finance Chair of the City of Pittsburgh 
be it all the Councilpeople that attend 
those meetings. 

You have a decision and Til ask 
for your decision on this. When we left 
Friday it was the’intent that we'd have it 
sometime this week. Looking at the 
Saturday's newspaper I can see why you 
wouldn't want to have a continuing 
meeting. However, that is newspapers. I 
think this Council has a responsibility to 
continue on with the Controller until all 
of us have asked our particular questions 
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and received the information we need in 
order to make an intelligent decision on 
how we're to vote this coming Friday on 
the preliminary vote. 

Mr. Woods: 

I respect your opinion and I 
respect you very much as a friend and a 
colleague but the budget hearings are 
closed. They were closed on Friday and 
we will vote on Thursday. 

Mr. Givens: 

Well then I make my appeal to the 
President of Council. I feel that the 
meeting on Friday was terminated 
because of the stenographer having 
worked eight hours that day with the 
intention, with the direct intention that 
it would continue on. On this Friday he 
was to come up again and again he was 
not heard, for whatever reason he was 
not heard, nor did I have an opportunity 
to address him because — 

The Chair: 

Dick, hold on. He’s made a 
decision; if you want to challenge that 
let's make the motion and get on with it. 

Mr. Givens: 

I don’t know if it should be a 
motion. I'm not trying to put anybody on 
the spot here, Mr. President. I think we 
have a format in this Council and Td like 
to follow that format. If the Finance 
Chair feels that its finished, I think you 
are the President of this Council and you 
must decide whether or not with what I 
just indicated here today, the seriousness 
of what I’ve indicated here today, if you 
should, as President of this Council, 
continue on with this public hearing. 
We're talking about possibly 30 minutes 
more of discussion and I think until that 
is heard, this Council has not fulfilled its 


obligation to hear till departments. 

The Chair: 

Right now he ham indicated, since 
that's his department, what he has 
done. Unless there's challenge, it's going 
to stay. You can't ask me to veto him 
without everybody here voting on it. 

Michelle Madoff: 

We have a right by two-thirds 
vote of this Council to change things. I 
think that's what you're saying, isn't that 
right, Mr. Stone? Then I would support 
Mr. Givens and I hope you will second my 
motion that we put it to a vote that we 
reopen the meetings with reference to 
giving the Controller time to have his 
say. I would not want to in any way give 
the impression with the public that we 
stifle anyone or that we get involved in 
political fighting and take sides but let 
everybody have their day before this 
Council and I would make that as a 
motion and if the motion fails then Til 
call for a post agenda tomorrow, which I 
am fully authorized to do, to let the 
Controller have his say and go through 
some of the issues on the budget. I make 
that as a motion. 

Mr. Givens: 

Michelle, I appreciate your motion 
and everything but I feel that this is 
something that should be addressed 
possibly in Council's conference room. I 
do not feel that it should go to a vote. 
This is ongoing business within Council 
and the Council budget hearing is not 
complete and I feel th&t this should be 
carried on until its fulfilled. If an 
individual left out of here on Wednesday 
or Thursday of last week saying that this 
meeting would continue and he's been 
denied due process, then I think we are in 
violation of the Home Rule Charter. 
That's why I addressed you, Mr. 
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President, because I think the ball stops 
in your court. If you want to discuss this 
openly, if you want to put it to a vote, 
that is your prerogative. I'd rather do 
this in closed session because of the 
seriousness of the implications that we’re 
getting into right here and I don't think it 
should go to a vote on the floor. I think 
you have to exercise certain prerogatives 
of your office. 

Mr. Woods: 

Mr. President, if I may. I'm the 
Chairman of that meeting; I made a 
decision. We don't have to do it in closed 
rooms because it's not going to change 
back there either. I've made my decision 
and I've made it in public. The Council 
hearings are over. 

Michelle Madoff: 

.1 made a motion to override the 
decision of the Finance Chairman. I 
would ask that I have a second for the 
purpose of voting to keep an open record 
on this Council that we have not stifled 
anyone, kept anyone because there's a 
dichotomy between the Administration 
and the Controller's Office, that we play 
sides or favorites, that we continue, we 
can limit the time to an hour, to hear 
from the Controller's Office, and I make 
that as a motion. Does someone care to 
second it? 

Mr. Woods: 

I just want to make one remark. 
If we permit this then we have to permit 
it again on the other side and then again 
on the other side. Tm trying to make 
some sense out of this thing and I hope 
everybody understands it because then 
the other people come in and say, "Wait 
a minute, I have to answer that; I have 
something else to say on my budget." 
And that's what we're going to keep 
doing and doing and doing. Believe me; I 


am right. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I need to respond to that. 

Mr. Woods: 

It's not political. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Fm sorry, it is political, Mr. 
Woods. I think that we should not make 
it political; it should be put to a vote of 
this Council. By a two-thirds vote we 
can override you; if it fails, it fails but 
at least I've made an attempt to keep 
this open. 

The media reported that you and 
Mr. Flaherty had — I was not present — 
had some harsh words. It would appear 
to the public that you're deliberately 
gagging him. I don't think that's what 
you want either; I don't think you want 
that impression. I think you're very 
tired, as well you should be. I think 
you're a little cantankerous at this point 
because you're tired but I think that I 
have the right to call for that vote. I 
think that you are doing yourself 
irreparable harm and with reference to 
you comment about, "Well, if you do it 
for the Controller then someone else can 
say let’s open up the meeting", I don't 
think that's even the issue. The items 
were never discussed so it's not someone 
saying we want to open up the same 
subject matter. 

I think we're hurting this Council's 
image; I think we're starting to get a 
better image with the public so let's not 
change it by really putting a black mark 
on the first amendment by not letting 
people speak. 
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The Chair: 

Michelle, if I may for a moment. 
Having served in that capacity, I think 
he's right on one portion of it. If we're 
going to open up the whole thing and 
start from scratch — 

Michelle Madoff: 

We're not; only for the Cotnroller 
and I said for one hour. 

The Chair: 

I listened to you now you'll listen 

to me. 

When you open up the whole thing 
all over again and we're going to start 
dealing with a multitude of things that 
somebody forgot, that’s tough. If you're 
saying that the thing did not end, and 
that seems to he an issue here that I 
can’t answer because I wasn't there at 
that particular moment. Correct me if 
I*ra wrong on this. The only one that 
called him back, he was done, Mr. Givens 
said he had a few more things that he 
would like to talk about. It's my 
understanding, in fairness to the Finance 
Chairman, there were no other 
reservations. It's also my understanding 
on the appointed time for questions by 
Mr. Givens, Mr. Givens said he didn't 
want to ask the questions. Therefore, 
the Finance Chairman takes it that it's 
over. If I'm incorrect, that’s at least as I 
understood it to be and that's without 
taking anybody's side. 

Mr. Givens: 

Maybe Jack Wagner was there or 
whoever was there at that last meeting 
that we had with the Controller and the 
Chairman of Finance indicated that I 
have to terminate this meeting at 4:30 
because the young lady had been working 
all that time. I agreed to that saying 


that I had four major areas of concern 
that I had to ask the Controller in 
public. Til express what those four major 
areas were. 

The Chair: 

Wait, wait; let's not go into that. 
We're not going to hold te hearing here 
now. 

Mr. Givens: 

I think I should express them right 
now so you know the reason — 

The Chair: 

Wait, Dick. 

Mr. Woods: 

Point of order, Mr. Chairman. 
There's a motion on the floor; we can't 
discuss anything else — and I was wrong 
too — until there's a second or the 
motion dies. 

Mr. Givens: 

Let's get something straight. 
We're talking about what the situation 
was the day the Controller came before 
us. That meeting was adjourned, not 
because we were finished with the 
business of the Controller, and Til ask 
the Finance Chairman why he terminated 
that meeting. Ben, why did you 
terminate that meeting the day the 
Controller was here? 

Michelle Madoff: 

Because of the stenotypist. He 
just said so. 

The Chair: 

I don't have a second — 
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Mr. Givens: 

Hold it. I asked him a direct 
question. Why did we terminate? 

Mr. Woods: 

Exactly what you said. 

Mr. Givens: 

Right. And probably the only 
people who were left there, I don’t know, 
there were probably only four or five 
Councilpeople left, I believe, at the end 
of that meeting, sorry to say but that 
was the case and I think Jack Wagner 
was there, I know I was there, even 
though we said 4:30 and Jack's questions 
ensued us to go on to 4:45. So, in all 
fairness to the person, I said I would hold 
mine until the following day. I guess 
that was Friday. That Friday things did 
not work out that way. However, that's 
not to mean that one Councilman, that I 
had the only questions. No. I had 
questions aligned with the Controller's 
department when it came up. My 
intentions, and I have to agree with the 
Finance Chair, that it’s not opened up to 
the whole City. We went through 
department by department by 
department and everyone is finished but 
one, and that's the Controller's Office. 
That meeting was terminated and we 
haven’t had it back again. I just ask for 
that meeting and Michelle, I feel your 
motion is out of order. I think the 
Controller's business is still not finished 
with the City and we should go on with 
that. If the Finance Chair feels that it is 
then I feel he is wrong. I opened my 
whole pretext, my argument on this 
matter is what I -just indicated in that 
legal opinion and I ask this Council — I'm 
not pointing fingers at anybody — Tm 
asking this Council to be fair with all 
segments of government within the City 
of Pittsburgh. It's in our ballpark right 
now. I ask the Finance Chair to 


reconsider, that this is only going to be 
probably a 30 minute dialogue and we 
will have done what we were supposed 
to, and that’s review everyone and not 
deny anyone this opportunity to speak 
before this Council body. I have 
questions and they're very serious 
questions; they're very serious questions 
that have been raised by the Mayor's 
Office. The Mayor did raise those 
considerations. I want to hear from the 
Controller, his response to those 
accusations and to some of the 
suggestions that he has in their prior to 
this Council going in and making a 
preliminary vote this coming Friday 
because what both sides have to say will 
have a great bearing on this Councilman 
as to how I vote. 

The Chair: 

As I indicated here, the Finance 
Chairman was asked whether or not he 
would change it and he indicated no. I 
want to restrict something so we 
understand it; if there's some unfinished 
matter then my personal belief is that 
unfinished matters should be handled. If 
it came to an end, that's your decision. 
But he's made that decision and I have a 
motion with no second — 

Michelle Madoff: 

Wait a minute. You haven't called 
for a second. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, there's an obvious difference of 
opinion here between two individuals, our 
Finance Chairman and the Controller of 
the City of Pittsburgh based on the 
request of one of our colleagues to ask 
the Controller several additional 
questions pertaining to the budget. I 
think if we put it to a vote we're just 
further dividing this whole situation and I 
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don't think it’s necessary to put it to a 
vote. I think we can accomplish the goal 
which needs to be accomplished which is 
for one of our colleagues to further 
question the Controller by simply calling 
a post agenda for Wednesday following 
our Finance Meeting and publicly 
continuing on the issues that Mr. Givens 
would like to discuss. I think it’s the 
easiest way to resolve the matter. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. Stone, since it's my motion — 
The Chair; 

Hold on one second. 

Mr. Woods; 

Along with this, that’s exactly 
what happened. We were running very, 
very late on Friday; the Controller came 
up, he was waiting, I talked to him and I 
said, "Tom, there's no sense in you 
waiting after all this time. Why don't 
you go down the office and when I see 
it's about fifteen minutes to you Til make 
sure you are called and you can come up 
here and we'll go on with business." He 
said, "Fine." Mr. Givens came up to me 
and said, "Listen, Ben, we’re running very 
very late. Cancel the Controller; I can 
do it in a post agenda. There’s just four 
items tha I have and I can handle it in a 
post agenda." I said, "Thanks, Dick.", 
and that's exactly what happened and 
that's how I made my decision and my 
decision stands. 

The Chair: 

Mr. Givens, is that correct? 

Mr. Givens; 

That's correct. Ben said, "Could 
you do this in a post agenda." and I said 
that I see no problems because a post 


agenda — 

The Chair: 

Alright. There being a lack of a 
second, Michelle's motion fails. Mr. 
Givens called it as a post and let's get it 
resolved that way. 

Michelle Madoff: 

May I make a comment? I called 
for a post if we weren't going to put it to 
a vote. May I also call for two things; 
one, if there's no objections, Td like to 
hear from the Controller who is here now 
as to his feelings because I am disturbed 
that we are on camera and people are 
listening to what Mr. Woods has just 
said. He admitted that the reason we 
cancelled the meeting was because the 
stenotypist's fingers were tired and it 
was running late in the day. 

The Chair: 

In fairness, Michelle, it's my 
understanding what he just said is the 
key issue and Mr. Givens admits that. 
Mr. Givens didn't want to continue it 
then and said he’ll pick it up as a post. 
We'll pick it up as a post and that's what 
everybody agreed to. 

Michelle Madoff: 

If we pick it up as a post, can we 
have that post televised? Post agendas 
are not televised. It's a budget post 
agenda; will it be televised? May I put 
that to a vote of two-thirds of this 
Council, that we televise the post agenda 
which is normally not done because it is 
a budget matter? That is my motion; do 
I have a second to televise the post 
agenda? 

The Chair: 

There being no second, the motion 
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fails.

The Chain 

Let me straighten up something 
relative to you, Michelle. It's now my 
understanding that Michelle has 
requested her committee back, the 
Water Committee. Mr. Wagner has 
consented to give that portion back to 
her and officially she's back as 
Chairperson of the Water Committee. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. Stone, all of us are very 
concerned about what has been going on 
with the unemployment in this 
community and it's very distressing to 
pick up the paper today and last night 
and read that industry is sort of 
pessimistic about business confidence 
slides and the headline seems to be worse 
than the story, it seems to suggest that 
maybe because there's been a 
"turnaround" in other areas, the 
reporting of the turnaround is not as 
vociferous ^s it used to be and that 
therefore perhaps it’s giving a misleading 
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kind of feeling. 

The thing that I'm very concerned 
about in this climate of unemployment is 
the situation that has been going on 
between the Mon Valley dissidents and 
what is happening in the communities. I 
don't know whether it's Council's place to 
intervene but somebody is going to have 
to intervene before somebody is hurt. To 
that end, I have a call in to try to get the 
people in the Mon Valley Network and I 
have a call in to Mellon Bank. 

The other day when I referred to 
the development of the North Shore 
and/or the Strip District, I think what we 
have to understand, all of us, is that 
times change. The days of the steel 
industry coming back as they were is 
never going to happen. That isn't to say 
that we should try to keep as many steel 
jobs as we can possibly in this area and 
be supportive of that kind of thing. 
Certainly the first step in the right 
direction again is the quotas that have 
been established on foreign steel. It 
would seem from the people I talked to 
in the steel industry to indicate that 
there will be a greater sale of steel for 
the short term but on the long term its 
the same old story. 

So, what we're going to have to do 
is look for other ways of generating jobs 
in this community and I can't think of a 
better way than the project Mr. 
Grabowski, Mr. Wagner, myself and other 
members of this Council are interested 
in, and that is putting people to work, 
generating jobs through the concept of 
developing the Strip District into a mini 
Baltimore Harbor concept and perhaps at 
the same time doing the North Shore. 
I’ve spoken to Mr. Brophy and he sees no 
reason j?hy both entities cannot go. 

I think if we sit down, or if 
somebody takes the initiative, and sits 
down with the unemployed people of this 


area when they're still getting 
contributions of food to a food bank 
because they’re not going to eat this 
Christmas and New Years, this City is 
really in trouble, this community. We 
can't wait until somewhere down the line 
in the future they work out another study 
for two and a half years and say now we 
ought to start thinking about developing 
the Strip District or developing the 
North Shore. Everything that I’ve looked 
at, and I think that my colleagues would 
substantiate they've done even more 
research than I have, indicates that the 
Strip District for example is ready to go 
immediately. Certainly some 

preliminary overall programs would have 
to be done so you don't go at it in a 
slipshod manner. The land is there, the 
developers are there; it's a matter really 
of some leadership. I could see where 
Mellon Bank could really put their 
credibility on the line to say, "We really 
want to create some jobs in this 

community", and get actively involved 
with the Administration and with this 
Council to help all this become a 
reality. And by all this I mean 

developing the Strip District, developing 
the North Shore. 

I want to remind roy colleagues, 
this was done by a research person from 
my office who did a great deal of 

extensive research. In the Baltimore 
area, Harborplace created 2300 
permanent new jobs in four years. 
There's $400 million worth of new 
construction underway including six 
hotels, office buildings, apartments, 
shops, entertainment centers and parking 
garages and an estimated eight to twenty 
million people visit the area each year. 

Now, I'm not saying that we're 
going to have exactly the same kind of 
duplication of development but it is a 
very viable alternative. The grant that 
we voted on in Council this year to give 
some money to the Civic Light Opera so 
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that they could develop the concept of 
making stage backdrops for all theaters 
at half the price they make it in New 
York and Pitt encouraged them to 
perpetuate and make designs for 
department stores, the backdrops for 
windows. That is in the Strip District; 
that could generate a lot of jobs. 

Obviously we cannot sit here as 
members of this Council and the 
Administration and just let what is 
happening happen. Somebody is going to 
get hurt. If we sit down with all the 
people invovled, perhaps we could turn 
the situation around and start heading 
towards a common goal. I would urge 
that we immediately set up a meeting 
right after the first of the year with all 
the parties concerned and see if we can 
point people in the direction of this 
concept of jobs. I know there are five 
votes on this Council for the Strip 
District because its ready to go almost 
immediately. As I said, Mr. Brophy 
doesn't see why Urban Redevelopment 
money couldn't be available for the 
North Shore as well. That would diffuse 
the problem enormously. 

I would ask that somebody set up 
that meeting, and quickly. I would be 
happy to do it but if the President of 
Council wants to do it I won’t pre-empt 
him.

I was going to suggest you do it 
later but since you want to use it as a 
persuasive power, go ahead. 

Mr. Wagner: 

I haven’t talked publicly about my 
background but I feel compelled to do 
that because that supports my position 
on this vote. I have a B.S. Degree in 
Safety Management from Indianna 
University of Pennsylvania; Tm a 
certified Safety Professional nationally, 
I've worked in the profession 
professionally for eight years; Tm a 
former professional paramedic while I 
was in college for two years of which 
some of the paramedics in this City know 
that and particularly the Director of 
EMS, Glenn Cannon. He worked with me 
at the same ambulance service when I 
was in college. I know the man's 
qualifications are very good 
qualifications; he's a very qualified 
person in the paramedic field. 

The reason why Tm bringing this 
up is, and I mentioned that my degree is 
in Safety Management, and Tm repeating 
that, Safety Management. Safety cannot 
in any way be implemented unless it has 
the support of the management system. 
The management system comes before 
safety. The management system comes 
before anything that you want to 
implement within that system because 
without a management system you 
cannot implement any type of proposed 
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issue or new program. You cannot 
implement a new computer system 
within a department unless you have 
support of the management system. 

I have in front of me the bible for 
safety. It’s called "The Accident 
Prevention Manual". It's written by the 
National Safety Council. I'd like to read 
a couple paragraphs in there pertaining 
to organization. 

"A safety program is not 
something that is imposed on company 
organization. Safety must be built into 
every process or product design and into 
every production operation. It must be 
part of the organization. The prevention 
of accidents and injuries is basically 
achieved through control of the working 
environment and control of people’s 
actions. Only management can 
implement such controls. 

Analysis of safety programs with 
outstanding safety records shows that 
invaribly the programs are built around 
seven basic elements. Those seven basic 
elements are: 1) managment leadership; 
2) assignment of responsibility; 3) 
maintenance of safe working conditions; 
4) establishment of safety training; 5) 
accident record system; 6) medical and 
first aid systems; and 7) acceptance of 
personal responsibility by the 
employees." 

What all these elements indicate 
is that in order to have an effective 
safety program, you must first have an 
effective management program. How 
does that relate to the issue of public 
safety? Back on December 4th this 
Council had in front of it the Mayor, Mr. 
Matter, Mr. Cannon, and Mr. Turner. At 
that time, through various questioning, I 
asked who was part of the development 
team that went into the proposed Public 
Safety Department. Various names were 
indicated but two key names were left 


out. The two key names that were left 
out weis the Chief of Fire, Mr. Lewis, and 
the Superintendent of Police, Mr. Coll. 
The two people that sue not union 
people, I repeat, are not union people, 
and do not necessarily represent these 
people pertaining to union issues, they 
are people that are part of the 
management team within the 
Administration of the City of 
Pittsburgh. What important element do 
they play as part of any proposal in those 
departments? Well, I asked that in the 
various questioning and I just want to 
bring that back up while we’re sitting 
here, the importance of them. I 
mentioned the significant point that day 
and I have the transcript of that 
meeting. Management Development 
course at CMU, one of the principles 
taught at that course is that you should 
consult when making a decision that has 
overriding impact within that 
department. You should consult with 
management people within that 
department if you want whatever you're 
proposing to be accepted by that 
management and by those people. 

At that meeting, if you recall, in 
my last paragraph I indicated to the 
Mayor and Mr. Matter, "I have tried to 
emphasize here at this table some 
important elements that have not been 
brought into the picture. I think they 
would have been brought into the picture 
if Chief Lewis and Superintendent Coll 
would have been part of the 
reorganizational plan. I suggest that you 
sit down with these people and you look 
at what has been proposed, you ask their 
opinions of what has been proposed, you 
ask if they think changes should be 
suggested to that plan, and come back to 
this Council with the opinions of those 
people and a final plan as suggested." 

The reason why I asked that 
pertains to what I just read out of this 
manuel. Unless you have management 
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support of any program, chances are the 
program as suggested is not going to 
work the way it's intended to work. To 
my knowledge, there has been no 
consultation with management. I did not 
ask for the Mayor or Mr. Matter or Mr. 
Turner to sit down with Charlie Burns, 
Pat McNamara, or Mark Schneider. 
What I asked him to do is to sit down 
with the people who report to him 
directly as part of this overall safety 
program. What I wanted to see and what 
I wanted to hear prior to today's vote 
was simply their opinion to come out 
publicly and to support what has been 
suggested. To this date I have not heard 
that. For that reason, I am stating that 
a basic management procedure has been 
violated. If you don't have the support of 
the directors, if you don't have the 
support of the people that report to the 
directors, how in the world can you 
implement a new program? Don't you 
need their input? Shouldn't you have 
their input? Don’t you honor their 
input? I personally think yes, you must 
honor their input. If you want the floor 
swept in every office at the end of the 
day, I would think it's important to 
discuss with the management people 
responsible for getting that done. That 
has not been done in this particular 
situation. It irritates me to a great 
degree to read editorial after editorial in 
the newspapers, over the radio channels, 
that simply reiterate what has gone on in 
terms of sessions with those editorial 
staffs. It almost sounds as if the Mayor 
is talking. 

What's going on here? Do we have 
a management system within this City or 
do we not have a management system in 
this City? Are the people that we have 
qualified, should their opinions be 
honored? I personally think they must be 
honored. You can't implement anything 
unless you have their support. Again, I'm 
not talking about the union president; I'm 
talking about the management people in 


this City. A program of any type, if we 
want it to work, must have their support. 

All of you know that I have 
supported safety since I've been on this 
Council. I've put a resolution in front of 
this Council back in August that I have in 
front of me suggesting, and I'm reading 
the bottom line, "Be it resolved that the 
Council of the City of Pittsburgh hereby 
requests the Mayor to initiate a safety 
policy and a safety committee within 
City government." 

Some actions have been taken on 
that. I know recently a letter has gone 
out to various union leaders by Mr. 
Bernard Schneider suggesting that a 
safety policy be adopted. I personally 
don't like to see a letter go out from 
Bernard Schneider. I want to see a letter 
go out from the Mayor. I want to see a 
letter go out to management people in 
the City; I want them to support a safety 
committee, a safety program, a safety 
policy. 

All of you know also that I 
introduced legislation and I appreciate 
the support of that legislation which 
passed this Council last week pertaining 
to a charge back program for losses in 
the workmen's compensation area. 
Beginning this year, each and every 
department director within .the 
management system will be responsible 
for the financial losses and the accidents 
of each and every person within that 
department. What does that do? That 
again incorporates the safety and the 
management. It makes the management 
of that department responsible on a daily 
basis, on an annual basis, when they 
come in front of this Council that will 
make them responsible as part of that 
budget for the number of work related 
injuries and the cost of those injuries. 
That legislation supports the 
management system within this City. It 
enhances the management system, it

makes them more a part of the safety 
program. They must be on a daily basis 
in order for it to be effective. A safety 
program for employees in this City will 
not be effective unless the management 
beginning at the top, down through the 
directors, down to the supervisors, to the 
foremen, unless they're involved, it won't 
be effective. 

We all like the idea of a Public 
Safety Department. I personally think 
it's a great idea and I support the idea. 
The next question is, how do you 
accomplish it? How do you reach that 
goal? The way you reach that goal is to 
incorporate what I am suggesting here, 
the management people as part of that 
program. That has been violated. That 
should never be violated. You cannot 
accomplish the goal unless they're part 
of it. 

Again, I am suggesting that this 
entire idea of a public safety program go 
back in the hands of the Mayor and in the 
hands of the various directors of the 
departments to reach an agreement. If 
those people came out publicly in support 
of this program, I will support the 
program. I will vote for the program. 
Even if Bemie Burns and Pat McNamara 
are against it, if the directors of those 
departments support it, after all the 
controversy that's gone on, Til support 
it. Until that day occurs, I cannot 
support it and again I am suggesting that 
it go back into their hands. I person all y 
wish that every vote on Public Safety 
would be abstained. It would send a 
message to everyone that this Council is 
not comfortable with what has been 
proposed, that this Council wants to see 
the two parties sit down and work out 
the disagreements. We don't want it 
thrown in our laps until that happens. It 
has been thrown in our laps and I am 
suggesting that we throw it back into 
their laps. Thank you. 


Mr, Givens: 

Mr. President, on a technical 
thing, you might be able to help me out. 
Today we are voting on the funding of 
the 1985 budget. However, there is still 
legislation pending before this Council to 
create a Department of Public Safety, is 
there not? When will that come up for a 
vote? 

The Chair: 

Next week. 

Mr. Givens: 

That will come up next 
Wednesday. That's after the first of the 
year. There's a technical question here. 
If this Council approves this particular 
budget as we submit forward for the 
funding, what happens next Wednesday if 
and when we come up with the 
reorganizations! legislation? 

The Chair: 

We're into a problem where we 
have to fund before December 31st in 
the event that that's the result. 

Mr. Givens: 

But in order to create the 
Department of Public Safety we must 
have an ordinance and that ordinance 
will be acted on next Wednesday, is that 
right? 

Hie Chair: 

That's what I'm told. 

Mr. Givens: 

Okay, that's one thing. Secondly, 
and the fact that this is our Executive 
session and this is where the Municipal 
Record will record the events of the past 
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week. I would like then certain 
documentation to be brought forward to 
the Municipal Record. 

One, I would like the total 
inclusion of the Firefighters Local No. 1 
report to this Council. In there I 
especially want written out in the 
Municipal Record the remarks from 
Bemie Burns to Mayor Caliguiri in 
regards to the formation of the Public 
Safety Department. 

Also, I want carried forward the 
18,000 signatures that were submitted to 
us. 

I want in total the Allegheny 
County Labor Council's letter to be a 
part of the record. I want the mail gram 
that came from the International 
Association of Firefighters to the Mayor 
of the City of Pittsburgh. I want the 
Pennsylvania AFL-CIO letter from 
Robert G. McIntyre to be a part of that 
record. I want the House of 
Representatives of the Commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania with all the eight 
representatives from the City of 
Pittsburgh to be incorporated in the 
Municipal Record. I also want the Spring 
Hill Civic League letter to this Council. 
I want the Overbrook Community 
Council's note, the Sheraden Civic Club, 
Windgap-Chartiers City Civic Club, the 
Esplen Citizens Council, and also the 
Mount Washington Action Coalition. 

Also, the one thing I think that 
Jack Wagner brought out which was 
brought out and our local support 
changed from true public safety and it 
was a comment by John F. Purnell, Vice- 
President of Local No. 1. He indicated, 
"Our history shows that we do not oppose 
change; it has a positive result. We only 
oppose change when it is not in the best 
interest of the public's safety. Every 
firefighter takes an oath when he comes 
on the job. We swear that we will do 


everything in our power to protect the 
life and property of the City of 
Pittsburgh. If we would agree to support 
this plan, what we would be doing would 
be going against this oath because this 
plan isn't to improve the public's safety, 
it is to take the Fire Department back to 
where it was in 1963." 

I also would like the opening 
remarks of Pat McNamara at the public 
hearing to be brought forward for the 
Municipal Record. 

I also want the opening remarks of 
Agnes Brose and Dick Schwartz in the 
public hearing to be brought forward for 
the public record. 

I also want my own remarks to be 
brought forward from the public hearings 
on the 18th and Zlst sessions of the 
Finance Committee last week and of 
course the session that we had today. 

I want this because it is a great 
milestone. When all these unions are 
supporting and telling us something, it 
does become a union position. When we 
see what's happening in our country 
today hnd in the world today and seeing 
what's happening to our unions and what 
they're trying to do to our society, what 
society is trying to do and our leadership 
is trying to do to the union. I feel very 
strongly that these remarks be brought 
forward so history will so note what 
happened on this day, today. 

(MR. GIVENS’ REMARKS - SAFETY 
ADMINISTRATOR - 12/21/84) 

Mr. Givens: 

Thank you. We're looking at a 
new total philosophy of government right 
here if we approve this particular 
position. I have to recall that there is 
18,000 petitions layed in front of us on 
this table, and the citizens of the City of 
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Pittsburgh, via that of the Fire 
Department and this three day 
collections saying that the citizens out 
there did not want this to happen in the 
format that it was going to happen. 

Secondly, to approve this position, 
for the record. Council's loss of the 
approval to approve that of the 
Superintendent of Police, the Chief of 
Fire and Director of the EMS will no 
longer be within the powers of Council. 
Otherwise, the people who elected us to 
this particular office have asked us to 
retain that particular power via the 
18,000 signatures that were given to us. 

I can say that we have lost much 
of our authority by the people with the 
Water Authority and Leasing Authority, 
and the over five that we have within the 
City Government. 

THE CHAIR COMMENTS 

Mr. Givens: 

I'm talking about the magnitude of 
trying to approve this Chief 
Administrator — 

THE CHAIR COMMENTS 

Mr. Givens: 

Jack, can you give me a format or 
sombody give me a format? It's under 
the Department of Public Safety, is it 
not? 

THE CHAIR COMMENTS 
MR. O’MALLEY COMMENTS 
Mr. Givens: 

To change anything in the 
Department of Public Safety or the other 
departments that will be coming before 
us, the EMS and Police is in fact 


changing it to the Department of Public 
Safety. 

MICHELLE MADOFF COMMENTS 
Mr. Givens: 

Excuse me, Michelle, to change 
anything in here is deviating from the 
1984 budget as it stands right now and as 
a result, in fact, when you’re through 
with this, you will have created a 
Department of Public Safety. 

THE CHAIR COMMENTS 

Mr. Givens: 

Excuse me. My point of 
clarification — at the Department of 
Public Safety, we do not have that 
department yet, and I read loud and clear 
that we are talking about budget review 
work sheet of the Department of Public 
Safety. If you're to vote on anything 
here, we are in fact saying that we are 
creating the Department of Public 
Safety. I want to address that under the 
Safety Administrator, under the 
Department of Public Safety. 

The Chair of command of that of 
the Mayor of the City, via the Public 
Safety diagram that was given to us that 
it again changes that chain of command 
and puts it through other areas of 
bureaucratic layers of government 
before it comes to the Mayor. Right now 
the three uniformed services reports 
directly to the Mayor's Office to the 
Mayor directly. The chain of command 
will be broken and as the Mayor's direct 
involvement and the discussing and 
making decisions that happen in these 
three vital areas of uniform" services 
which is in fact the whole base of 
community of our people and our citizens 
in the City of Pittsburgh is something 
that I cannot condone. 
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Thirdly, that the citizens of 
Pittsburgh came before this Council in a 
public hearing and asked for more time 
for this thing to be completely aired. I 
have a diagram of what is going to 
happen. I have not received any detailed 
plans of how this new public safety 
director or new public safety department 
is going to function other than a diagram 
and the Mayor's statement as to bringing 
everything together. I think that is a 
great problem. Until I get such a 
document and until the people and public 
review that document, it should be 
forwarded to us from the Mayor's Office, 
I can't see in order to do that, we are 
then diminishing the citizen's input. I 
don't think any of us really want to do 
this because the citizens groups did come 
before us and with more time, I'm sure, 
there won't be just 18,000 signatures, 
there will probably be about 100,000 
signatures saying, "Please give this time 
to aerate over a year's period. If this 
Council can do that, then fine and 
dandy. To approve any of these positions 
under the title of Public Safety we are in 
fact, ladies and gentlemen, creating a 
Public Safety Department. 

I'm abstaining on all these votes 
because it's under the Public Safety of 
the police branch and I don't believe in 
the Public Safety Department period. 

If I might, to summarize again, 
that now the Department of — it used to 
be the Bureau of — and I don't think we 
can make a department when we can 
only have departments according to the 
Home Rule Charter, and I think it's going 
to be made out of order anyways. And 
department or what they are is so 
important to the City that their heads to 
report directly to the Mayor. Let me 
just show you for example, and take note 
of what I'm trying to say, take note the 
reporters and the newspaper people in 
this office; here is the whole pie. This is 
the pie right here of the whoke 


department. Let me tell you. Of 20 
some departments in this City, 28 
percent of the total budget is put in all 
those departments. Twenty-five percent 
of our budget is put in the Public Safety 
Department. Why does not the Mayor 
have all the departments going into some 
other administrative head so he can be 
released and concentrate in the area that 
I think the people have elected him for 
and that's their public safety and their 
security and health and welfare and their 
well being. What is happening? Why 
does the Mayor want to insulate himself 
and put somebody else in there and put 
administrators out to the side and put 
people in emergency disasters out in the 
side? What is wrong with our Mayor 
today that he has to give this Council 
such a budget and just cut the legs out 
from underneath our citizens? 

Look at this budget, ladies and 
gentlemen, Public Safety, ha ha, very 
nice. You know what public safety was 
in last year's budget, 27.7 percent. Do 
you know what it is in this budget; 25 
percent. Who cares about public safety 
in this room today and who cares about 
public safety in that office across that 
hall from this Council? 

Why do you think 600 firemen 
marched down here, and why don't you 
think that there had been 600 policemen 
down here if in fact they could have done 
so? Do you know why? Not because of a 
couple of positions, that was not the 
case. The case was that they were out 
there fighting for their citizens. Why. do 
you think that they came up with 18,000 
siguatures? Because the policemen out 
there — you can't get 600 men to come 
out for anything around here unless they 
have it in their own minds that what they 
are doing is for the betterment of their 
family. 

Let me tell you one thing in this 
room. We think about ourselves first, 
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last and always, and those firemen were 
thinking about themselves because they 
sleep at night just like we sleep and they 
are thinking about their children and 
about what their primary responsibility 
is. The policemen and the firemen and 
the EMS, they are thinking about what 
they are doing. That's why those people 
were out their demonstrating and let me 
tell you, Council, this is the preliminary 
vote. We got one week and may the good 
Lord come down here and enlighten some 
of you between this Friday and next 
because I think if the media properly 
indicates, as you're hearing out there 
now, the sirens going and the firemen 
responding to it, who is going to give the 
directions of saying when we have a 
major problem in this City? They are 
not going to move until we get — the 
Public Safety Director is going to have 
to tell them what to do. Right now those 
things I hear out there are the Fire 
Department and we have chiefs 
responding to them and they can't wait 
for someone to give them an order 
because the men on the beat and the fire 
companies, the first ones to get on the 
scene, that is our life line. That is the 
life safety, and the Mayor of the City of 
Pittsburgh through this Council a five 
member vote so far is giving up that 
right. God bless you with the public.

(REMARKS FROM PUBLIC HEARING 
DECEMBER 18, 1984) 

Aggie Brose: 

Good morning. I am Aggie 
Brose. I am with a community 
organization, the Bloom field-Garfi eld 
Corporation, and in view of what Charlie 
Lewis has just said I couldn't agree more, 
and I would like to say that we are very 
proud, Charlie comes from Garfield, as 
Dickie Moran and as John Harpur and as 


the Burnses and as the Petrellas, and 
we're very, very proud of our Fire 
Department, and Charlie, Bloomfield- 
Garfield will get you a placque. You 
deserve it. Because, in view of what you 
said, what I'm saying is almost 
repetitious. 

What I am saying first is I feel 
very pleased with myself because I have 
the advantage that some people do not 
have. Because of being an activist I have 
become to know the Mayor very well. I 
have become to know you Council 
Members very well. I know Bernie 
Burns. We were married on. the same 
day. I went to school with hi3 wife. 
Jimmy Turner was my next door neighbor 
and my babysitter. What I'm saying here 
is we're all people of the same level. I 
don't see any other people in this room 
but us family people putting a City 
together to stabilize it and build in it 
with pride and dignity. That's all I'm 
about. Tm not here for financial gain. I 
don't have much, but I have my family 
and Tm a very proud person. 

What I have just witnessed now is 
devastating and overwhelming, and so 
that nobody misses what was said, a man 
has been stripped of all his pride. It is 
the worst thing you can do to a human 
being and I don't appreciate it being done 
to Charlie Lewis, and that's what was 
done. Whether it was done intentionally 
or unintentionally, it was done. 

So the Bloomfield-Garfield 
Corporation, being an organization to 
build a neighborhood, whether it’s in good 
taste or bad taste or we tramp on toes 
we take positions, stands, on anything 
that happens for our neighborhood, and 
we have to take a stand on this and we 
have to take a position. But, before I 
tell you how we came to that conclusion 
of our position Td like to outline how 
we've seen this issue bring us here 
today. We have a Mayor, and I think he 
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is a very good human being. I know that 
he tends to his father who's blind, and he 
has children, and all of a sudden he 
comes out here last week and I visibly 
see him on television committing 
political suicide is what he did. Will any 
of you people in this room campaign for 
him as Mayor this year? 

AUDIENCE COMMENTS 

Ms. Brose: 

Why did he put his neck on the 
blodk, because he did, and it bothered 
me. Here's a very political animal. 
You're politicians; you do a lot of things 
for the voter, for no other reason, not 
because it's good, not because it's bad, 
because you want to retain your political 
position because you gain power and 
control and you like it, it feels good. 
Okay, so here we've got-a Mayor who's a 
very political person, and he's a good 
person, he's separated, he's a family 
person, and all of a sudden he’s got a real 
sharp staff, and in comes the staff and 
they educate him and they say, "Mayor, 
we've identified a serious 'Administration 
problem' in our Public Safety 
Department. We're responsible; you're 
responsible, you're the Mayor, the 
burden's on you, you must address this 
problem." Now, we got staff people here 
that are not organizers, they have no 
technical skills to realize you must bring 
the people along. You must respect the 
people involved. You must educate 
people. You must show them why change 
is needed. 

Who can relate better to this than 
Council? How many times has the 
Administration, the higher-up people, 
come in and dumped something on you 
two miniutes before you have to vote on 
it? Do you know how these firemen and 
these policemen and us community 
people feel that 10 minutes before you're 
voting on a budget you come in with a 


gigantic major change? We've been nine 
years researching the Police 
Department. We have never had one 
complaint about the Fire Department, 
not one. We're only in existence nine 
years, but we have no complaints about 
the Fire Department into our office, but 
we don't have numerous complaints on 
the Police Department, and I'm sorry to 
say that, but I think the policemen know 
where the complaints come from, they 
come from morale. 

Like Charles Lewis said, how can 
you function if you're down in the dumps, 
if you’re depressed? How would any one 
of you like to go down to No. 3 Police 
Station, report to work where the place 
is filled with roaches and mice running 
around in the daytime, or go out to No. 5 
— who wants to work? You might work 
in nice offices. You just rehabbed them 
for $300,000. Our policemen and our 
firemen don't have that. Thank God this 
little staff of the Mayor said, "Hey, back 
up, we're making mistakes. We've got to 
do something better here." Our firemen 
are so damned dedicated that they'll 
fight that fir,e and never question you 
whether you're being accountable to 
them or not, and our policeman does the 
same thing, they run in without — and 
why for nine years in my existing of 
researching the budget has the police and 
the fire budget been the most ones 
stacked with funds never used? Why is 
there always a surplus when this should 
be priority in this City. Public Safety is 
priority to family and to build a City. 
We didn't see that happening in nine 
years. We see this chance now. Change 
is hard. We run around and we say we 
are the City with the smile, but it's not 
our City and we’re not saying that 
because none of us are smiling today, and 
it's Christmas. Like Bob says, we don't 
have nothing to smile about. People's 
being hurt; people's being stripped just 
because of the lack of the way you're 
putting the program together. 
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Like I say, I learned a good 
experience. I watched my mother in 
Kane for five years lay and deteriorate. 
From deterioration you create terrible, 
terrible bed sores. She was polluted with 
them, and they kept putting salve on 
them and bandages on them, and one 
smart doctor said, "Let's get her to St. 
Francis. Let’s clean them out to the 
bone, dig it out, impact it," because you 
know what, you heal from the inside out, 
and we not only need change in this City, 
we better start building some trust, trust 
from the Mayor to the Council, from the 
Council to the people, because without 
trust, nothing. You can vote this in, and 
you're being pressured from all sides, and 
the bottom line, don't tell me not one of 
you aren't going home thinking, oh, my 
God, us four run for election this year, 
are we going to get the vote, because 
you do. You do. You're political. That’s 
why Tm not a politician; that's why I'm a 
community person. I'd probably lose the 
election. Now, what I would like to say 
is - 

MICHELLE MADOFF COMMENTS 
Ms. Brose: 

— that we do have a position, 
stand, on this. We feel that if Council 
listens — don't come to these public 
hearings and tolerate us, please listen — 
listen to our position. We're not the 
experts, but we put a lot of thought into 
it, we've spent a lot of time. We'd like 
now for Rick Swartz, in detail, to 
present our position that we can all work 
together, and never again should you do 
to these firemen and policemen what this 
Administration has done. It was wrong. 
If it wasn't wrong we wouldn't be here 
today. Thank you. 

THE CHAIR COMMENTS 


Mf> Swartz: 

Quickly, what we are going to 
propose is that a Council Task Force on 
Public Safety be created. It's long 
overdue. The purpose of the Task Force 
would be charged by City Council with 
the task of reviewing the proposed 
reorganization of the Public Safety 
Department and presenting to Council a 
series of recommendations relative to 
the implementation of such a 
reorganization by February 13 of next 
year. 

The fundamental mission of the 
Task Force would be to allow for the 
input by community and union 
representatives, as well as the business 
community, that is missing from the 
Mayor's original proposal. It would also 
provide an opportunity for better 
education of the public on the need for 
such a reorganizatin, and parmit 
participation by an expert in the field of 
Public Administration, who is not a 
political partisan on this issue. 

The objestives, number one to 
review the Administration’s proposed 
reorganization hitherto shared in depth 
only with Council and the union and to 
present a series of recommendations to 
City Council on enactment of legislation 
authorizing the Mayor to revamp the 
Public Safety Department. The Task 
Force would report back to Council by 
February 13. Number two, to allow for 
additional public testimony from all 
interested parties on the issue by means 
of a hearing organized by the Task Force 
for mid January; and, number three, to 
help frame the priorities for action by 
the Administration when and if the 
reorganized Public Safety Department 
begins operation. 

The implementation of this 
proposal would follow. Council would 
proceed to amend the Mayor's proposed 
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budget to permit continuation of the 
operations of the Public Safety 
Department in its present form through 
February 28. The only modification to 
the existing arrangement should be the 
creation of an interim or acting 
Director's position at the salary 
suggested by the Administration but for 
60 days only. Council should also amend 
the budget to allow for the hiring of all 
the personnel recommended in the 
Mayor's proposed reorganization as of 
March 1, 1985, in the event the Task 
Force were to fully affirm the Mayor's 
plan. The one exception to this would be 
the retention of the five Deputy Chiefs 
in the Fire Department, in any proposed 
revamping, a recommendation which we 
think has always been accepted by all 
parties to the current dispute. 

Finally, the composition of the 
Task Force, it would be chaired by Jim 
O'Malley, the head of Council's Public 
Safety Committee. The other members 
would be Patrick McNamara, President 
of the FOP, Bernard Bums, President of 
the Firefighters Union, Mark Schneider, 
President of the Paramedics Union, Dave 
Matter and James Turner of the Mayor's 
Office, Thomas Pavlack, a Professor of 
Public Administration at the Univeristy 
of Pittsburgh, with a long background in 
Police Department research and Fire 
Department research, Ronald Suber frm 
the Central North Side Citizens’ Council 
who's been active in public safety 
matters on the North Side, Christine 
Goss Zupzig from the Bras hear 
Association on the South Side, Agnes 
Jean Brose from the Bloomfield-Garfield 
Corporation, Ted Patterson from the 
West End-Elliot Citizens' Council, who 
has also been active in public safety 
matters, Justin Horan, President of the 
Greater Pittsburgh Chamber of 
Commerce, or Executive Director — I 
don't know which — and, finally, the 
Acting Director of the Public Safety 
Department, but in a non-voting 


capacity. 

Finally, the outcome of the Task 
Force's efforts would be to allow for the 
develoment of a concensus on the very 
critical issue of improving the quality of 
public safety services to the City’s 
population. It would make sill of us 
partners in this effort rather than 
adversaries. It would emphasize that it 
is an issue of concern to everyone, not 
just the Mayor, not just the union, and 
not just the City's employees. It is we 
the citizens who will be financing 
whatever is eventually decided upon. 
Let us all work together for once. Thank 
you. 

THE CHAIR COMMENTS 

Mr. McNamara: 

President of Council, Council 
members, I thank you for the opportunity 
to speak to you this morning on this vast 
reorganization that is supposed to take 
place. I have to say to you it's been very 
trying for both Bemie Bums and I, and 
many other people. I have heard doctors 
here today, I see many medics here, and 
fire and police. Let’s get the record 
straight, we want coordination, but 
there's a way to do it, and I watched in 
this City when Martin Luther was shot 
and not one person was killed except by a 
convict who shot one up around there 
threw a molotov cocktail, and it was 
tremendous coordination. 

But, let's start back on November 
13, and what did the Mayor do? He 
produced a budget at City Council, and 
prior to that budget did his Labor 
Representative Bemie Schneider call 
upon the labor leaders, Bemie Bums and 
myself, called me at 12:30 at night. I 
said I'll be there, but I called my 
lawyer. That's how serious I thought it 
was. It had never happed before. As I 
talked with my lawyer on November 13, 
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one half hour before it was represented 
to Council I was on the 4th floor with 
Bernie Schneider, the labor 
representative for the Mayor's Office, 
and he said there’s going to be a vast 
change. I said where; he said in the 
Police and the Fire and Medics. I said 
what type of change, and he said we're 
going to name a Public Safety Director, 
and I said what else. Well, he said, 
what's your reaction to it. I said, have 
you notified the Superintendent of 
Police; he said no. Have you notified the

— Chief of the Fire Department; 
no.

Mr. McNamara: 

I know that union leaders can be 
bought. I’ve been around and there's 
ways you do it, and that is a disgrace the 
way they presented this budget and the 
way they operated. 

And he presented the budget here 
to the members of Council, and I sat to 
the left, and as I was sitting there, right 
before it started, the Superintendent of 
Police walked in, and he wasn't the 
Superintendent. The news media hit 
him. He didn't know anything about 
this. And I saw the Chief of Fire, 
Charlies Lewis, and they didn't know 
about it. And the Mayor went on to try 
to throw that budget on the public for a 
new Safety Director, trying to use the 
arson case on the South Side, the 
hazardous situation over towards 
Garfield. He talked about stolen cars. 
Well, let's not forget he did the eulogy at 
the car thief's funeral, and I have not 
forgot it, but I have an officer killed in 


Narcotics that he didn't go to the 
cemetary. 

He's talked about cross-training 
that's necessary in the Police and the 
Fire and Medics. Well, go check our 
Pittsburgh Police Academy and go check 
the Fire Academy. Can you see the 
Medics play with needles in those two 
academies? I can't. Their trainings are 
in hospitals; our training is out in the 
academy. And the City doesn't control 
the Academy, it's certified by the State 
under a Police Officers Training Act of 
1974. He went on to try to convince the 
people at desk jobs, and I've asked that 
the name be eighty, where I saw Director 
Glenn Cannon's picture and the byline 
above it was ”80 desk jobs removed in 
the Police Department." Beautiful sales 
talk. Please show me the bright 
positions you're talking about. We have a 
few; I cannot find the 80. And, I will tell 
you why certain officers are in them; 
privately, so you don't get embarrassed. 

We talked about hot pursuit, and 
blamed the Superintendent. I left there 
very disturbed that day, but I liked the 
way he put it to the citizens, it's good 
coordination, but that’s what we like to 
hear, but you had to open the budget and 
get inside that budget and see what it 
was about, and that's what I did. 

I don't mind you trying to 
coordinate the services, but don't try to 
flood the budget with a tremendous 
amount of jobs, Audio-Visual 
Coordinator, Special Activities 
Coordinator. There was enough jobs put 
in that budget I question when the Public 
Director would ever work with all the 
Assistants and Directors that's been 
established in that budget. 

I addressed to Council in a letter 
December 3, I asked them was the Home 
Rule Charter followed. It was very clear 
what Article #504 says, he must conduct

a public hearing prior to presenting that 
budget to Council. I read that Charter 
and it says both the Operating and the 
Capital Budget. Ladies and gentlemen, I 
don’t care what they tell you, it was not 
done. There's no one on Council can tell 
me there was a publia hearing, and it 
must be advertised in the newspapers. I 
asked why did the Mayor operate in the 
dark and fear most the exposure to 
light. I wanted to know who were the 
architects of conspiracy that formed this 
plan and how does the Mayor expect 
understanding and cooperation when he 
failed to communicate his plans with his 
own department heads, that in 1984 we 
paid $90,000 salaries to them, soldiers of 
long experience, and now is in the 
process of running to our local 
newspapers and going to the editorial 
staffs and asking them to write favorable 
editorials, and then running to the loal 
T.V. stations trying to do something like 
a commercial spot, and asking them to 
speak for his plan when he failed to 
communicate with his own people here 
within this City. 

There is a real concern also in the 
move he's making, and I address it to you 
as members of Council. Tm getting tired 
of your power being diminished. I'm 
getting very concerned of the 
Authorities being formed and the Leasing 
Authorities and the Water Authorities. 
You're elected by the people and for the 
people. If you let them get away with 
this you have lost your power to confirm 
the Department Head of your Police, 
Fire and Medics under his new system. 
Under the new system the Public 
Administrator, be it the Public Safety 
Head, would be the only one you're 
allowed to confirm, the rest will be up to 
the Mayor or his political people. 

I am concerned why did they 
change the titles if they want us all to 
work together? The titles Director and 
Assistant Director are medical terms. 


Crew Chief is a medical term. It’s been 
the history of this Police Department 
long before 1900 to address them as 
Superintendents and Assistants of your 
Police personnel and the Chiefs and 
Deputy Chiefs of your Fire personnel. 
And you don't think a name means a 
lot? I do. Try to take the Steelers name 
away from them. They advertise, what 
name do you give to a hockey team, and I 
hear people correct you when you say 
Pixburgh instead of Pittsburgh. Names 
are important, and recognition is 
important, and when it went that far you 
know it’s political. 

I have questions of our Civil 
Service laws and our pension laws, and 
yes, they tried to answer them, with the 
type of paper that day, when the Mayor 
addressed Council. I spoke on our 
Training Act bill, and it has not been 
fully answered. The budget hearings 
were conducted answered. The budget 
hearings were conducted here December 
4 for the Department Heads, and, indeed, 
it was a sad day. Prior to that we found 
out who the architects were of this 

conspiracy, and very shocking when I 
heard some of the names. 

As you know, back in '82 they put 

an Administrative Assistant to the 

Superintendent of Police in this 
department, and when it was dope I 
questioned it, because it looked to me 
like antoher political job being put in by 
the Mayor, and the gentleman's name is 
Mr. Lou Dinardo, and he is supposed to 
be the Administrative Aide to the 

Department Head of the Police, and that 
concerned me. He was back here on the 
5th floor working under the Mayor that 
formed this plan, just knowing —

Mr. McNamara: 

Mr. Lou Dinardo. — and forming 
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this plan, and he's supposed to be the 
Administrative Aide to the 
Superintendent and didn't even tell 
him? He's supposed to have been the 
individual who should have been writing 
the things for hot pursuit and deadly 
force. If that isn't a comspiracy then 
they have a long way to come to show 
me otherwise. When I watched the 
Departrant Heads come in here Charlie 
Lewis was not here, and it was not his 
budget, and he didn't come in, and thank 
God we had a Deputy Chief and thank 
God he has Civil Service protection 
because he was able to sit here and 
challenge the Mayor's people and his 
staff, which was terrible, they couldn't 
answer the questions. And Councilman 
Wagner and Councilman Givens did a 
tremendous job, and Michelle, and they 
couldn't tell you the highest crime in this 
area, the narcotics problem. 

And he is supposed to be a Safety 
Director? I question very seriously what 
is taking place. I want to say to you it is 
hard negotiating and arbitrating 
contracts in this City, and it's probably 
the honesty of your union leaders', and 
they too can waken. It's a lot of work 
getting Act DI, the citizens gave it to 
use so we could not strike, and we have 
been moving ever since we got that law 
and trying to do our best for our people 
in the streets, fires and back alleys that 
many of us would not go in or travel 
along. 

As we move forward in '84 the 
Medics are having problems. They don’t 
come under Act m and there was going 
to be a slowdown, and I talked to some of 
their union people and I was concerned 
were they going to make us pick up their 
job, so that is a concern when they're not 
under Act m. But the thing that 
concerns me the most is I watched these 
budget hearings and I've used the Medics 
budget in my arbitrations to prove that 
figures are never factual. They have a 


trust fund, and it comes about from 
billing the people for Blue Cross and Blue 
Shield, and that trust fund brings a lot of 
money into this City. And let's not kid 
no one, when you can work with a blank 
check there's many things you can do. I 
want to say to you I've watched the 
budgets. I heard when the firemen or the 
medics were going to strike the Court 
Order was seeked against them for not 
filing out their medical forms, and Dave 
Matter at that time said it's costing the 
City $10,000 a day, and I smiled when I 
heard it because they tried to put the 
budget the year before it was only 

$900,000. 

I have heard Glenn Cannon talk 
about all his experts and his computers. 
I have an article here dated April 9, 
1984, the Paramedic costs. It was 
written by Albert Nere in the Post 

Gazette, and it gives the outline, 
'Paramedics cost to City on decline." 
The basic life support in 1984 was 

$185.00 and the advanced life support is 
$235.00. The projected revenue, and the 
source is Glen Cannon, was $3.6 million 
in 1984, and he projects 1985 $4.5 

million. I say to you people at Council 
check the budget and see what he 

projected to you, and you will not find it 
nowhere near that figure. 

As you know, we had a news 
conference on December 7. Bemie Burns 
and I held it over at the firehouse where 
he works at. The reason we came about 
this law is we sat listening to the 
Director speaking, Mr. Glenn Cannon, 
and everything sounded like from the 
budget of the Mayor on down 
distinguished delivery for the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, and not 
for the City of Pittsburgh. An he talked 
if there's a disaster in Fox Chapel or 
Swiss vale they'll be able to cover it. And 
the more I listened I could not believe 
that something didn't exist in this State 
already. And we made an investigations, 
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and we heard all the doctors and all the 
sources, and no one come forward with 
the law until we broke a news conference 
on December 7, and that is the 
Emergency Management Act of 
Pennsylvania. When we put it in the 
newspapers, had the news conference, we 
heard remarks; it was a coverup, that 
they knew it existed that's why they're 
forming this plan, they knew it in 
September, and that we had Mr. 
Schneider from the Press write an article 
that Mr. Glenn Cannon informed him a 
year ago of this existence. 

Now the Act I gave to all Council, 
and it specifically spells out where the 
federal money is, but there’s one 
important aspect to that law that all the 
Mayor had to do is name someone, a 
recommendation. It is sent onto the 
State for a Police background check and 
then it’s approved. Why has that step not 
been taken? The claimed they didn't 
know. Well, Til take you back to memory 
lane, and 1*11 take you back to 1978, 
members of Council. In 1978 you passed 
a Resolution. 

MICHELLE MADOFF COMMENTS 

Mr. McNamara: 

In October of 1978, to develop a 
comprehensive emergency preparedness 
plan, and you directed that it consist of 
13 members, to include the Mayor, the 
President of Council, the Superintendent 
of Police, the Fire Chief, the Director of 
Emergency Medical Services, and the 
Director of Public Works and three 
additional members to be appointed by 
the Mayor, and four to be appointed by 
the President of Council, and you passed 
that and sent it on to the Mayor, and it 
was vetoed by the Mayor. And let me 
tell you, prior to vetoing it, the Law 
Department gave an answer. Dear 
Mayor, you requested my comments with 
respect to the above Council BilL 


Section 201 of the Pittsburgh Home Rule 
Charter vests the Executive 
Administration and law enforcement 
powers of the City in the Mayor and 
provides the Mayor shall control and be 
accountable to the Executive Branch of 
City government. It also briefed on 
other parts of the Charter informing you 
when you violate it and what it coulde 
lead to, but it went on to talk about 
Senate Bill No. 1104, the Emergency 
Management Act, and he tells you he’s 
vetoing this Commission that you wanted 
because Senate Bill No. 1104, Printer's 
No. 20, is presently pending in the 
General Assembly. Members of Council, 
it was passed approximately four weeks 
later and you never heard a damn thing, 
and there's the factual evidence right 
there. 

What amazes me is Mr. Glenn 
Cannon says a few months ago. I have 
now come across a book with his name to 
the Mayor dated December, 1982 that 
talks about the plan. Now somebody is 
not telling the truth, and they hid from 
you trying to come in here and put in a 
Public Safety Director when just a little 
work, and start with the State, and this 
whole thing could be coordinated without 
us trying to hear that we're fighting one 
another, and this needs more 
investigation than what both Bernie 
Burns and I have done. 

I ask you what is the problem that 
is always occurring when we reached in 
here to the budgets. What has been the 
biggest protest? It has been the hiring of 
Police, and it has been completely taken 
away from you with this issue. I want to 
remind you that back in March of *83 you 
once again passed a resolution to do a 
study of the Police Department, for 
$50,000, and you passed it, and it was 
getting vetod by the Mayor that it wasn't 
needed or unnecessary, that we have a 
fine Police Department, and I have that 
here through Councilman Robinson. 
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We can go back to the history of 
this Police Department and the Fire 
Department. When I look at 1942 and 
see 1,125 police officers at that time and 
see only apporximately 100 more today 
the real question of what's happening is 
they have not been hiring for the lack of 
manpower. We can look at the Medics, 
and they have been hiring, more so than 
they have on the Police or Fire level, and 
I think that that's a real problem when 
you don't have a blank check and you 
don't have the manpower. 

I want to say to you I raised the 
issue of police equiment, and I exposed 
down in the garage last week the 19 
chassis one-ton trucks that are sitting 
down there. We never had those type of 
vehicles bought for us before, it always 
was a van-type wagon, and the more I 
look at this it was more conspiracy, 
that's becoming more to what I see was 
taking place. It's a complete takeover, 
and that's sad. But to look at those 19 
vehicles and to see them just rotting 
away and try to think it's nothing is a bad 
state, bad mistake on the Caliguiri 
Administration. 

There's many things I could get 
into — that's unnecessary — you've heard 
them all. Why are we against the 
reorganization? It's because of the way 
it was done. He didn't include his 
Department Heads, he didn't talk to his 
union officials, he didn’t talk to his 
community groups, but he dealt with five 
people, and one of them, the 
Administrative Aide to the Department 
of Police, is very serious in my book. If 
the Mayor isn't political, I don't believe 
that. I watched how he promote. I 
watch him take a four-year patrol 
officer and make him Inspector in '83, of 
all your Sergeants, Leutenants, and 
there's nothing I can do about it because 
it is not a Civil Service position. I 
watched him attack and tell the news 
media he can't manage the firemen 


because they’re Civil Service. Well, we 
are not Civil Service on the police side 
from Inspector up, so that is nothing but 
doubletalk. But there is a difference. I 
could watch those Assistant Chiefs come 
in here because they had Civil Service 
protection and tell it the way I'm doing it 
today, because I have Civil Service 
protection as a Lieutenant. I felt bad for 
my Superintendent of Police, who looked 
like he was handcuffed between Glenn 
Cannon on the right and Dave Matter on 
the left. It was not his budget, ladies 
and gentlemen. We have a structure in 
the Police Department, I ask you not to 
change it. It is something identical to 
the firemen. It's four Assistant 
Superintendents and eleven Inspectors. 
There is no scandal among us. We're not 
Philadelphia, and I'm proud. 

I'm concerned with the violation 
of the Home Rule Charter, the attack on 
the Civil Service laws, and I'm very 
concerned with those new jobs in the 
budget, and Pm talking 27,000, 37,000. 

MICHELLE MADOFF COMMENTS 

Mr. McNamara: 

Our department has two lawyers 
walking the streets as Police Officers. I 
think the firemen have one or two and I 
think ther's one here today. They were 
not contacted in this matter. There are 
many things I can say. We want to work 
together. The Mayor caused this fire and 
the firemen are trying to put it out. We 
want to work together. The Mayor 
caused this fire and the firemen are 
trying to put it out. We investigated as 
police officers to bring to you the way it 
was done. Don't give us a band-aid 
treatment; turn it down and form a 
committee and let's get on with the work 
of all of us working together. Thank you 
very much. 
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Mr. Givens: 

Thank you, Mr. President. There's 
been no doubt in this room where this 
Councilman has stood on this particular 
issue, where I have stood on this issue for 
the past nine years that I’ve been a 
Councilman. It was always, regardless of 
what Chair I had in the particular chair 
of Council, my first and always, and the 
oath that all of us take, all the elected 
officials take, and many of your chiefs 
take, and that is to uphold the safety and 
the security of the people of the City of 
Pittsburgh first, last and always. And I 
commend Charlie Lewis for coming 
forward today and giving us his 
comments, because that adds validity as 
the Chief of the Fire Department what 
this is all about. 

When you leave this room today 
you'll go home and you'll pick up your 
local newspapers, you'll listen to your 
radio stations and you watch on 
television what has transpired here 
today. Let me say that one for the first 
stories you'll probably look at in the 
Pittsburgh Press, which is in the Metro 
edition already, is desperate calls for 
firefighters safety, that's the first 
article you'll see, and I think we should 
have a moment of silence for firefighter 
Anthony Lundy. 

THE CHAIR COMMENTS 

Mr. Givens: 

That, ladies and gentlemen, is 
what it's all about. This article so 
indicates that we're going to maybe do 
away with the firemen hanging off the 
back of the fire trucks, and that is 
dangerous, there's no doubt about it, but 
what is the purpose of that individual 
hanging off the end of that fire truck; it 
is when he gets to a scene, and that 
particular scene is depicted by these 
pictures that you just showed the 


Council, it was flaming inferno and 
anyone could see it from miles away as 
they were oming up to that fire, and that 
pumps excitement and adrenalin into 
anybody’s heart and you have to be a 
fireman or policeman or emergency 
medical person in order to understand 
that, because when that bell goes off and 
they say "call for duty," then you put 
yourself above your own life and limb. I 
submit to you that Tony lundy jumped off 
that fire truck knowing what he was 
doing at that time because he had a 
wrench in his hadn and he was doing his 
duty. It was an accident that can happen 
anyplace. Yes, changing equipment 
might be something we could do. 

Today, also, you'll see back in the 
front page safety merger support wanes 
in City Council. That’s what you're going 
to read tonight, when you go home, in 
your paper. Let me say just a couple 
comments from this. Two City Council 
members have hedged on their support of 
Mayor Richard Caliguiri's proposed 
Public Safety merger, despite the 
Mayor's offer of compromies. It says 
that Councilman Jack Wagner suggests 
that Caliguiri withdraw the nomination 
of Glenn Canon until after the decision 
to make the Public Safety Department. 
It indicates that Dave Matter, Caliguiri's 
Executive Secretary said the Mayor has 
no intention of withdrawing Cannon's 
nomination, the nomination should not be 
the issue of the merger, and it indicated 
those Council members Jim O'Malley, 
Steve Grabowski said they will vote in 
favor — now this is before they heard all 
the testimony in here, going back over 
past weeks reporting — and that Bill 
Robinson, Richard Givens say they are 
opposed to the merger, Bob Stone has 
indicated support for the concept of- the 
merger but said some sort of compromise 
was needed; undecided, Wagner, Woods, 
Madoff and Masloff. 

I suggest to all my Council 
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colleagues, some of whom I see have 
already left before the Council can 
really get into the questions and answers 
of what's happening — I call it Pearl 
Harbor Day because we received in 
Council a letter dated December 7, that 
I'm sure some of you are aware of, and 
some of the speakers here today 
addressed that particular issue, and it's 
to Dear President and members of 
Council. Attached please find an 
ordinance amending the Pittsburgh Code 
to reflect the creation of Department of 
Public Safety. This ordinance should be 
enacted in the 1985 budget, and it 
indicates what's going to happen, and Tm 
not gortig to get into the lengthy thing, 
but with this three ordinance it replaces 
the Police Department, Fire Departent 
and Emergency Medical Services and 
creates a Public Safety Director who has 
the direct responsibilities of the Police, 
Fire and Emergency Medical. 

This issue today before us is not 
Glenn Cannon. I think what I heard, and 
if I heard it loud and clear, it was the 
safety of the people of the City of 
Pittsburgh. That's what you people out 
here elected us for, that's what these 
community groups that came before us 
and spoke about was power, and power, 
and where's that power invested? It's 
invested in the Mayor, it's invested in 
this Council, it's invested in those 
community groups, and by and large it's 
invested in you men and women in this 
room, and you will give probably the 
most difficult decision making that 
probably has to be done in any of our 
lifetimes and that is your own life versus 
the life of your fellow man, or woman, 
whichever way you want to do that. 
You. Not I, not this Council, not the 
Mayor, possibly not even Glen Cannon or 
anyone else, but you people in this room 
are the ones that we invest the greatest 
responsibility of the City. Half the 
budget of the City of PittsbrUgh, half the 
personnel of the City of Pittsburgh come 


under these departments that have spoke 
before us today, and that’s very ironic. I 
wonder what is happening to this City, 
what is happening to our Mayor. Why do 
we need a Public Safety Director? And 
as we consider the Mayor's proposed 
orgnaization of the Public Safety 
function in our local govemmenmt, let us 
not forget that we are dealing with the 
first and most important responsibility, 
and that is what I've just indicated, and 
that is to carry out the safety of the 
people. 

I was proud. I had no hesitation 
whatsoever when the Mayor briefed us 30 
minutes prior to coming in for him 
disclosing to the public his proposed 1985 
budget. I told him back in that room and 
I told Bob Stone, who was waiting outside 
of his office to go in to see him, that this 
Public Safety thing will not fly. I even 
proposed that three-headed monster with 
the picture that you show so depicted 
right here of this new safety person. I 
mean, yes, it depicts. What is this 
monster going to be? What is this person 
called the Public Safety Director and 
what his charges are going to be, and I 
could see because of my own past 
experiences. I won't delve into them 
with 21 years as a disaster control 
officer and police and fire and helicopter 
rescue pilot in Vietnam. You tell me. 
And with education in criminology and in 
public relations degrees, some of the 
degrees that were spoken out by these 
gentlemen her, they're speaking from 
expertise, and I am speaking from a 
certain expertise also. I said the plan 
will not work. 

I have seen in government where 
they have centralized and they found out 
it doesn't work, because when your 
companies respond to the scene, when 
car #2 or #3 or #4 responds to the police 
action going out there, you are on the 
scene by yourself. There is nobody out 
there but you, and the policeman can go 
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into that dark alley, and he and he alone 
pulls that weapon and knows when he has 
to aim it and £ire it for the safety of 
others and safety of himself, or to stop a 
wild person that's been on a killing 
spree. And, that's a very dramatic 
scene. How many firemen who have 
been at the scenes of fire and know 
babies have died in fires and people have 
died in fires and thought, gee, if I could 
only have gotten there, you know, 30 
seconds sooner — 30 seconds. That's 
what it means for Tony when he jumped 
off that truck and it went back over. 
Thirty seconds. He didn't know that that 
wasn't one of those houses where a bunch 
of kids were living in. That adrenalin 
goes through you, something that's gone 
through my body for some 21 years, in 
this Council that adrenalin continues to 
pump as you can see by my actions here 
right now, but this is what concerns me 
and scares me. It scares the living 
daylights out of me. 

I have to say this place here is 
packed today with the police and the fire 
and the EMS and our citizens groups, and 
today, because anything that so 
drastically affects the public safety is of 
paramount importance to the people of 
Pittsburgh. It's a vital policy in terms if 
affects the life of each and every citizen 
of the City of Pittsburgh. Everyone 
came prepared with a text. I had a little 
bit of text I felt I should come out with 
too, because sometimes when you get 
emotional you forget some of the major 
points that you'd like to bring out. 

We will be discussing many code 
accounts, transfers, new divisions, many 
details in the coming days. Thursday 
possibly we might have a preliminary 
vote on this particular issue before us. 
Friday, hopefully at the latest on a 
preliminary vote. If any of you know in 
this room when we have a preliminary 
vote genearlly a person will make up 
their mind at that particular time and 


that comitment is pretty devastating and 
lasting thought the final thing. The only 
thing that will change that is a veto from 
the Mayor. If this thing goes in proposed 
as it is then, or if we go back to the 1984 
issue, and the Mayor vetoes the 1984 
Departmental Guideline as we know it 
today, he vetoes that by line item, it 
takes six votes in this Council to 
override that veto. If Council puts it in I 
don't know just what the schematics will 
be this particular one, if we put it in 
1984 and he vetoes it does it takes six 
votes to override his veto is the question 
I'm asking. 

Let's get back to the more serious 
thing, what concerns this Councilman, 
along with everything else. First is the 
Mayor proposed reorganization and this 
Council body is losing power. Now we 
heard Aggie Brose's comments up here 
earlier, speaking on behalf of the 
community groups, taling about power. 
You men from all three services of the 
City are a power block, there's no doubt 
about that, if any politician doesn't sit up 
and listen then there’s something wrong 
with him. Community groups are a 
power block in this particular City of 
ours and they pay attention. This 
Council must pay attention to anyone 
concerned. Under the present system 
City Council confirms the appointments 
of all three leaders of our uniformed 
services, and that was mentioned here by 
Bemie and I think it was mentioned by 
Lt. McNamara. We in this Council, we, 
your elected officials appoint or approve 
to the Mayor's appointment these three 
offices. We are doing away with those 
three particular offices, and Til touch on 
a little bit else that scares me in this 
government of ours called the City of 
Pittsburgh. We're done away — the 
Housing Authority has been created, the 
Leasing Authority has been created, the 
Water Authority was created last year, 
we have the Auditorium Authority just 
took over the Convention Center, we 
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have the Parking Authority, we have the 
Stadium Authority. Ladies and 

gentlemen, and the people, and the press, 
this City government through our Mayors 
have given away everything that this 
Council here is supposed to enact upon, 
and, again, we're here before us where 
we're to give and relinquish again the 
authority invested in us by the Home 
Rule Charter and by you the people who 
elected us to make a decision here by the 
end of this week saying do we want to 
appoint our Fire Chief, our 
Superintendent of Police and our EMS, 
and in my mind I have no doubts as to 
where I stood on that from the very 
beginning. If the people are to elect me 
to office and give me the awesome 
responsibility of protecting their safety 
then I must ask myself that question and 
ask it very quickly. 

The new result is a lessening of 
Council's input into the leadership and 
creation of Police, Fire and EMS 
Service. Second, you hav to go back to a 
quote of old John Bingler who used to be 
the past Public Safety Director in 1971, 
it was very interesting, he said it's so 
important to the City that their heads 
should report, meaning the heads of the 
three branches of service, Police, Fire 
and EMS — back then it was Police and 
Fire — should report directly to the 
Mayor, should be created no other layers 
of bureaucracy between the Mayor and 
those essential uniform employees in the 
City of Pittsburgh. Should we insulate 
the Mayor's Office from vital input of 
our uniform service officers? I ask this 
question here today to everyone in this 
room. Can we insulate the Mayor's 
Office from the vital input of our 
uniform service officers? 

If we do accept this plan so 
quietly and thoughtlessly we lessen the 
Mayor's accountability to you that are in 
there today and to the people of the City 
of Pittsburgh. The accountability is the 


primary duty of securing the public 
safety, and we weaken the chain of 
command from the very low beat patrol 
officer that Lt. McNamara is 
representing through the Fraternal Order 
of Police, to the firefighers that Bernie 
Bums is representing through 
Firefighters Local No. 1, and Mr. 
Schneider of the EMS Services right 
there, all the way up to the Mayor's 
Office, we weaken that chain of 
command. And, third, why the big 
rush? Why all the security? Why in the 
past eight years that I have talked, for 
eight years ladies and gentlemen, I have 
talked to the Mayor of the City of 
Pittsburgh asking him to form a safety 
unit, asking him to form a disaster team 
within the City of Pittsburgh. Not to put 
a superimposed Public Safety, it's on the 
public record. I can pull it out time 
after time after time. I did not vote for 
many of the Mayor's budgets because our 
Police Department, as one citizen so 
indicated out here, they had no problems 
with the Fire Department. Do you know 
why? The Fire Department has 
maintained their level of service 
throughout the last 10, 15 years. The 
Police Department, ladies and 
gentlemen, I submit to you, have gone 
from about 1,650 or 1,700 officers down 
to just a little over 1,000 officers. We 
have reduced our force by over a third, 
yet crime continues to rise. 

Where were the public hearings 
and dialogue on such a vital issue? We 
would not be here today, and probably his 
Councilman raised all kinds of hell within 
our own Council because do you know 
what we had last Monday, this thing was 
going to be downgraded to a Post Agenda 
item when I waved that flag in front of 
my fellow Council members, and I'm glad 
they responded, and they did, and they 
said, Dick, we'll have your public 
hearing, let's have a public hearing. 
That's why we’re here today. But that 
has been since the budget has come out. 
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The hew and the cry for public hearing 
has been there, because people have been 
denied due process, and when anyone's 
denied due process they're going to come 
out and kick the tires and light the fires, 
and that's what's happening here today. 

Why didn't the Mayor seek the 
wisdom and the advice of our Police and 
fire Department and our EMS, and 
respected union leders. And why didn't 
he go out in this 1982 proposed to the 
citizens when it's supposed to say the 
Capital Budget is supposed to be 
deliberated in the fall of the year, this 
fall, and also anything affecting the 
General Operating Budget. All you 
people come under the General 
Operating Budget. There was not one 
mention to any citizens group about this 
whole redevelopment and what is 
happening, and that indicates to me it's 
very demoralizing, and I think we have a 
failure of leadership, not at your level of 
government but up at the most highest 
sanctum of this government, in the 
Mayor and the Mayor's office itself, and 
when the Mayor just sat here just two 
weeks ago and the man at the newspaper 
said, oh, he bravely defended his 
position, yes, he was not here today. The 
Mayor's Office was invited, the Mayor 
was invited, and I get deep concerns, I 
get deep concerns over the fact when 
people here in this room, from one, Jack 
Wagner asked a question, what is Dave 
Matter, what is Dave Matter's job 
description — 

MICHELLE MADOFF COMMENTS 
Mr. Givens: 

And it was given in this Council 
chambers, it was given in this Council 
chambers that he acts like a City 
Manager. Well, you put a chart up on 
that wall and it says the City Manager is 
the guy that runs it all, and I have to ask 
myself when the Mayor's staff indicates 


that Dave Matter acts like a City 
Manager and all departments come to 
him, then I have to ask myself the 
question where in the hell is the Mayor 
of the City of Pittsburgh. That's what I 
have to ask myself the question of. 

MICHELLE MADOFF COMMENTS 

Mr. Givens: 

Don't worry about losing the 
audience. We had our opportunity to 
cross-examine, it was defeated within 
this Council so we have to live with 
that. That's always the case. 

MICHELLE MADOFF COMMENTS 

Mr. Givens: 

I think Til conclude right there by 
saying enough and the fact that Michelle 
has just brought out that we started with 
this hall completely overfilled with 
probably over 400 some people, with 200 
people outside there that this Council did 
not have an opportunity, by the vote of 
this Council, and the vote of this Council 
is coming up again this Friday as to 
what's going to be determined between 
this Public Safety, and I'm saying if it 
goes in two to three years, like I so 
indicated when Warner Cable came in 
here, and I was standing here by myself. 
I said Warner Cable is going to fail, and 
it failed, and if this thing comes into 
order, the Public Safety Department of 
the City of Pittsburgh, it also will fail, 
because centralization, I have found .out 
in my lifetime experience, does not 
work. You have to decentralize and give 
the responsibility* to the people that are 
in the field, the first response team, 
because disaster can be averted if the 
people who respond first to the scene of 
the accident know what they're doing and 
respond, and, oh my God, how intimately 
that was brought out by Chief Harpur in 
a few instances we know nothing about. 
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How many police situations happended 
out there where we didn't have major 
riots because the police knew how to 
handle a small crowd, or a crowd that 
was large, and there might be only two 
officers on the scene at that particular 
time. Just think about it. We give them 
awesome responsibilities. Don't dilute 
this, don't cut the throat and the 
authority of the Superintendent of 
Police, and that's what you're doing here 
because he's no longer the 
Superintendent of Police. I don't care, 
all these little adjectives and 
superlatives that you put in there that 
we'll give him back his Superintendent, 
he is not the Superintendent by the 
ordinance that was submitted by the 
Mayor on May 7. Make that a big 
underline, because when we tranfer that 
position we transfer the power that goes 
with it. He's a three-headed moster, and 
a very few cities in this country have a 
three-headed monster, and I submit to 
this council that we should not have a 
three-headed moster either. Thank you.

Mf» Givens: 

Because of the seriousness of this 
Public Safety reorganization, I believe 
this is a serious question about the 
Mayor's ability to continue to lead the 
City of Pittsburgh. I repeat that; 
because of the seriousness of this 
question, I feel the Mayor’s ability to 
continue to lead the City of Pittsburgh is 
in jeopardy. This issue strikes at the 
heart of our sworn oath to protect the 
lives of the citizens of the City. The 
Mayor has failed in this vital leadership 
role. He has been insensitive to the 
public and to the morale of the 
uniformed officers. I think Jack Wagner 
brought that out very strongly in his 
statement. Therefore, I personally have 
to seriously consider to challenge the 
Mayor in the electorial process this 
upcoming May primary. I cannot sit by 
and watch the ruination of our uniformed 
services. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Are you running for office? Is 
that what you're saying, Dick? 

The Chair; 

Michelle, let him finish. 

Mr. Givens, may I make a 
suggestion- to you? Can we put the 
exhibit which contains all of the things 
you mentioned, in as an exhibit and 
incorporate them by reference? Because 
I think we're going to enlarge the Record 

Mr* Givens: 

Other than these specific 
comments that I made, I want those 
letters which are not very lenghty, 
they're just one page, — 
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The Chair: 

Include that as an exhibit, then he 
can incorporate by reference. 

Mr. Givens: 

The exhibit is one thing. I want 
the exhibit in there too as an attachment 
to the Municipal Record. I want the 
actual statements and those letters that 
I so mentioned to be a part of the 
Municipal Record, not an attachment to 
but a part of the Municipal Record. That 
is not lenghty; at the most it would only 
cover fifteen pages. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Mr. President, I would make a 
request that Councilman Givens' request 
to have all these letters and all this 
testimony placed in the Municipal 
Record be placed in the form of a motion 
and voted upon. 

Mr. Givens: 

No. That is my privilege; I can do 
that anytime I want to. 

The Chair: 

The reason for my concern is that 
because the Record is going to be 
enlarged and I think Mr. Grabowski is 
correct. I think we're going a little bit 
further than we've ever gone in including 
it. 

Mr. Givens: 

I'm asking only that my remarks 
be brought forward and — 

The Chair: 

Wait, Dick. Let me finish what I 
have to say. 


Mf. Givens: 

— that my remarks and a five 
minute presentation be brought 
forward. No one has ever challenged 
that and we bring those remarks forward 
because the only records of a final 
recording that is kept is the Municipal 
Record that one can come in and get a 
copy of. Our Finance Committee 
Meetings are recorded but they are not 
part of the Municipal Record. If we 
want a statement from any public 
hearing, from any Standing Committee, 
we must ask that they be forwarded to 
the Municipal Record. That's all I'm 
doing. We have done this since I’ve been 
on this Council and I don't feel it has to 
go to any vote. That's the privilege of 
any Councilman to put his remarks or 
any other remarks that he wants into the 
Municipal Record. And it's there for 
historical value as well as to recoup what 
people did say about this most serious 
situation that has confronted the people 
of the City of Pittsburgh, its citizens and 
the uniformed services of the City of 
Pittsburgh. As I said, it's the most 
serious thing that has happened in this 
Council probably since its creation. 

The Chair: 

I think the issue is one that needs 
pointed out so that we don't have the 
problem in the future. I think heretofore 
there has never been a request for that 
much information in the Record and that 
was the reason I was suggesting that we 
attach it as an exhibit. Mr. Grabowski 
raises the point of where do you stop on 
that issue. 

In view of the seriousness of this 
issue, I would like to ask Councilman 
Grabowski to leave it at this point and 
we'll see if we can do something to 
straighten it out in the future so we can 
move on. Call the roll. 
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Mr. Grabowski: 

On Bill 1773 I'd like to make a 
brief remark if that's proper at this 

point. At the Committee session that we 
had just prior to this Legislative session 
there was some heated debate and I think 
Councilman Givens had a pretty good 
analogy in referring to his military 
background and comparing it to the 

uniformed departments of the City. I 
know some of my colleagues were a little 
riled at that but in my opinion he is very 
accurate in that there is a chain of 
command that has to be followed. Tm 
sure, knowing Councilman Givens' 

personal background, whenever he had to 
fly a combat mission into enemy lines he 
was a little apprehensive. But 

nevertheless, he followed the order of 
the general or the colonel or whatever 
officer was in charge. I guess he did a 
pretty good job; his presence here must 
attest to that. 

Right now the issue before us is, 
are we going to follow the general’s lead 
and I'm making a comparison to the 
Mayor being a general or perhaps more 
appropriately he is the chief executive 
office of the City. In this case, he is the 
boss of the City and he is charged and in 
fact elected with that responsibility to 
manage the City's business as he sees 
fit. If he feels that the Department of 
Public Safety is the best way to protect 
the City, I think that is his prerogative 
and we should support his position. I 
know it is the desire and intent of the 
creation of this new department to 
improve the public's safety and I cannot 
take exception with this purpose. In 
fact, I am compelled to support it and I 
just wanted to get those remarks on the 
record. 

Mr. Givens: 

Mr. Chairman — 


The Chain 

Wait, wait. We are now voting. 
Mr. Givens, I sorry; we're going to vote 
as we are and that's what we agreed to 
do. Let's go. 

Mr. Givens: 

I appreciate that hut when there's 
personal remarks made I feel that I 
should have an opportunity to state my 
position. 

The Chair: 

Let me handle that. If there's any 
remarks that were intented to be 
personal and if they've offended anyone, 
then I hope that we will correct that in 
the future. Relative to anyone else, 
please refrain from — 

Mr. Givens: 

I don't quite agree with that, Mr. 
President. I feel that when I was in the 
military service and I came out as a 
major rather than lieutenant colonel and 
the reason I did that was that I didn’t 
always agree with the orders of those 
general officers up there because in 
some cases they were not for the 
betterment of the people and the morale 
of the units. I stopped dead in its tracks 
department A1A defense maneuvers that 
were going on as I was a test pilot out in 
Edwards Air Force Base, dead in its 
tracks. The mission was scrubbed many 
months later because of my comments. 

What I'm saying here today, I've 
been the same in the military as I am in 
this Council. I've very vocal and I'm for 
the people, not for myself. 

The Chair: 

Okay, with those remarks we hope 
that satisfies you. 
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Michelle Madoff: 

You know, Tin going to make a lot 
of enemies today which is not unusual for 
me. I don't know what that applause is 
for; that's not the enemies I'm going to 
make. 

The thing that bothers me very 
much about what's happened is that a 
member of Council, namely myself, was 
asked to do certain things. I did them 
and I gave my word. If my word is 
meaningless then I am nothing. I went to 
the Administation, I asked for things that 
were requested of me by the Fire and 
Police and I got them. In exchange, I 
gave my word to the Administration and 
I will not back off of that word. 
However, I will say, and I've said it 
before, that the Administration made a 
very very bad tactical error in it's 
approach to handling this. — And here 
comes the part where I'm going to make 
a lot of enemies. — But in the same 
vein I think there were a lot of tactical 
errors made by the Fire and Police 
officers and their leadership. Til tell you 
what I mean. Particularly in Fire, how 
do you allow safety, the welfare of the 
firefighters, uniforms, to be part of 
negotiations? Why was that not brought 
to this Council? I would be willing to bet 
anything that if that had been brought by 
your leader, by the non-union leader is 
who I'm referring to, Mr. Lewis, to this 
Council and said that the firemen are not 
working in safe uniforms, is there one 
member of this Council who wouldn't 
have voted for safe uniforms? The 
answer is that we would have. Now 
we've got firetrucks that aren't safe that 
are being brought to us by Mr. Lewis. 
Did this Council know? No we didn't 
because, darn it, if we knew you would 
have gotten safe firetrucks. And I'm 
tired of this Council being scapegoats. 
That's a fact and in the future if any 
member of the Fire or Paramedical — 


Chair: 

Michelle, direct your attention up 
this way. 

Michelle Madoff: 

— has a problem, there isn't a 
member of this Council that is not going 
to be responsive to your needs. And if 
this system doesn't work out — Fire 
Chief Harper just told me there is a city 
where they instituted this kind of 
directorship and it didn't work and a year 
later it was removed — if it doesn't 
work, this is not cut in cement, this is 
not in the bible. It can be changed but I 
think we have to give it a chance to work 
for one year. I vote aye. 

Mrs. Masloff: 

Since everyone has a statement I 
have one too. I resent the implication 
that because we are voting for the Public 
Safety Department we don't have the 
interest of the citizens at heart. I resent 
that implication, Mr. Givens. I have the 
interest of the citizens at heart as well 
as everybody else. I have supported the 
firefighters in all the years that I have 
been on this Council. I do have the 
interest of the public and the citizens at 
heart and I am guided by my conscience 
and I vote aye. 

Mr. Wagner: 

I vote no on Bill No. 1773. I'd like 
to further add that I'd like my comments 
brought forward from the budget 
meetings for the Record of December 4, 
1984 and from our most recent meeting. 

(MR. WAGNER'S REMARKS FROM THE 
BUDGET HEARING OF 12/4/84) 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. Matter, Mr. Mayor, Mr. 
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Cannon, I'm glad you’re here. Some of 
the questions that have to be asked can 
only be answered by yourself and Mr. 
Matter. Td like to get back to the 
thinking process that went into this plan 
and ask the people who were the people 
specifically who were the people 
involved in the reorganizational planning. 

Mr. Matter: 

We put together a group of 
internal administration people, the 
Mayor's Office, Budget Office, the 
Personnel Department, Law Department 
and Police Department to develop this 
plan. Jim Turner chaired that group. He 
was assisted by his budget staff, 
specifically Carolyn Morris, on a regular 
basis; Lou Dinardo participated from the 
Police Department; depending on the 
nature of the question that was being 
examined certain people from the Law 
Department, including the Solicitor, 
from our Personnel Department, 
including the Director, Mr. Schugar the 
Assistant Director, were brought in. 

When the decision was made by 
the Mayor that he intended to propose 
the creation of a Department of Public 
Safety in his 1985 budget message, he 
asked Mr. Cannon to serve on that 
Committee because he wanted to 
propose Mr. Cannon's name to City 
Council as the Director of Public Safety. 

Mr. Wagner: 

So, in essence, what you are 
saying is the top level people, Mr. 
Turner, yourself, Mr. Dinardo, Miss 
Smith, Mr. Pellegrini and Mr. Cannon. 

Mr. Matter: 

With some additional staff help, 

yes. 


M f, Wagner: 

Mr. Coll and Mr. Lewis, then, 
were excluded? 

Mr. Matter: 

That is correct. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Even though they oversee 
approximately 95 percent of the 
personnel that will be in this department. 

Mr. Matter: 

That is correct. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Are you aware that the course 
that the City of Pittsburgh is sending our 
supervision, management to, which is a 
Management Development Course at 
CMU, one of the principles taught at 
that course is that you should consult, 
when making a decision that has 
overriding impact over that department, 
you should consult with the management 
people in charge of that department? 

Mr. Matter: 

Typically, I would say that is 
true. I don't believe it is true in this 
case. We have gone through a series of 
reorganizations during the course of the 
calendar year, in Administration, and we 
have found, frankly, that anytime you 
are going to propose change, particularly 
major change such as we proposed here 
today, that there is going to be built in 
institutional, bureaucratic resistance. It 
is only natural you expect that. I think 
the fact this room is filled today is proof 
of that. But, at the same time, we 
became aware of what we believe to be 
serious problems in Police and Fire over 
the course of this summer, and we 
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decided in order to put the plan together 
as we would like, it was important to do 
it at arms length. 

We wanted to have people that 
weren't directly involved on a day-to-day 
basis reviewing it, comparing it with 
what was done in other cities, the 
reorganization structure they have used, 
and to come up with the best plan we 
could. I think it is fair to say that 
everyone who perhaps believed that they 
had a right to be involved, had they been 
involved from the very beginning I don't 
think it would have been possible to even 
propose what the Mayor has proposed 
today. 

It is unfortunate everyone can't be 
involved, but there are at least six weeks 
to two months between the time in which 
the Mayor makes his proposal to City 
Council and the date under which you 
have to adopt a budget for the kind of 
public discussion — 

Mr. Wagner: 

I would disagree with that 
procdure. I think if Mr. Cannon was 
included, Mr. Lewis and Mr. Coll should 
have been included. I will go one step 
further and say that the instructors at 
the Carnegie Mellon University would 
agree with that fact. 

Mr. Matter: 

Mr. Cannon was not included 
because he is Director of EMS; he was 
included because the Mayor picked him 
to be the new Director of Public Safety. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Is everyone here aware, meaning 
the four of you, of the last major change 
that was made in the Police Department 
and when that occurred? 


Mf* Matter: 

I’m not sure how you define 
"major change". I believe our 
redeployment change a couple years ago 
was a major change, elimination of a 
Public Safety Department ten years ago 
was a change. I don't know exactly what 
you mean, Councilman. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Well, what I have in front of me is 
a study done in 1967, March of '67, by 
the International Association of Chiefs 
of Police that was done for the City of 
Pittsburgh due to the need that existed 
at that time to consider the 
reorganization of the Police 
Department. As you can see, this is an 
extremely lengthy report that was put 
together. As a matter of fact, it is 
about 600 pages, and it goes into the 
details of every aspect of Police, 
administration down to the actual person 
out there on the street, and Fd just like 
to read the opening paragraph that was 
directed toward Superintendent Slusser 
at that time — not the opening paragraph 
but one statement in the third 
paragraph. The report itself is a sign of 
some of the best-known principles and 
practices in the Police administration 
and has been designed to meet the needs 
of the Pittsburgh Bureau of Police. 

In putting this report together, 
the International Association of Chiefs, 
six police, a professional staff which 
consisted of 27 members — the reason 
why Fm bringing this up, I think it is 
critical whenever a major change is 
made, and I think*a major change is being 
proposed, that you get the proper advice 
nationally as to what that change should 
be. You have not indicated in the 
reorganization that has been suggested 
that the same type of professionalism is 
involved in this reorganization as was 
involved in 1964 — 1967, excuse me. I 
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think it is critical. I think it is critical 
for the Police Department; I think it is 
critical for the Fire Department; I think 
it is critical for the Paramedics. Back at 
that time, and it is indicated right here, 
under City Government the Bureau was 
torn by a major scandal in 1964, and I 
want to mention that, not to talk about 
the details of it, but I want to ask the 
question as a follow-up, have there been 
any major scandals in the Police 
Department that pre-empted the need 
for a change? 

"Mayor Caliguiri: 

You mean now? 

Mr. Matter: 

You mean since that time? 

Mr. Wagner: 

Yes. 

Mr. Matter: 

Recently? Not that I’m aware 
of. I don't think there have been any 
major scandals — at least I hope there 
are not — and there have been no reasons 
for major scandals, if you are talking 
about scandals in defining of terms in 
corruption, which is I think what you 
mean, I don't believe that's the case. I 
certainly hope that is not the case. 

Mr. Wagner: 

I agree with you 100 percent, 
which leads to some of my further 
points. Could you, any of you, describe 
to me what the crime rate is in this City 
today and in comparison to what it has 
been over the last five years? 

Mr. Matter: 

I don't have those statistics to 


give you a comparison year-by-year for 
five years. We can certainly get them to 
you. We know some of them off the top 
of our heads, but I don't think we could 
give you crime category by crime 
category. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Could you give me a ballpark as to 
whether crime in general has been 
increasing or decreasing, what areas it is 
increasing, what areas decreasing? 

Mr. Matter: 

I am sure Glenn cam fill in some 
pieces. My memory is, the latest 
indicated is crime overall in Pittsburgh 
was up slightly, I think about eight 
percent. That was made up entirely by 
the increase in auto theft. 

Mr. Wagner: 

That is not correct, and I have a 
report to prove that. 

Mr. Matter: 

If you remove that number I think 
the increase would have, obviously, been 
a great deal less than eight or nine 
percent. I am doing this from memory. I 
know there were certain crime 
categories that did show a decline. We 
can get all. that information to you. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Who on the panel that consisted of 
five or six people had the information 
necessary to come to the conclusion that 
a reorganization was needed because 
there was a problem in crime? 

Mr. Matter: 

Well, we had information that 
lead us to believe that a change was 
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necessary, not related to crime 
statistics, though Dinardo certainly had 
all that information and made it 
available to the committee members, but 
rather we needed to enhance their 
capabilities; we had to provide 
management improvements and a new 
division or branch of administration that 
could assist them in improving training, 
communications, dispatch, statistical 
analysis. These things are not solely 
related to increases or decreases in 
crime data. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Would you, Mr. Mayor, Mr. 
Matter, agree that there has been a 
decrease in crime in this City in recent 
years? 

Mayor Caliguiri: 

In certain areas. 

Mr. Matter: 

And in certain years. I think it is 
probably fair to say there has been a 
levelling off. I think there has been 
some decline, and, obviously, we are very 
happy about that. We know the 
immediate reaction when there is a 
decline in crime; conversely any elected 
official can take credit for that. 

Mr. Wagner: 

And we all have taken credit for 

that. 

Mr. Matter: 

I'm not sure that is entirely fair 
because we don't always know why there 
is a decrease in crime. Sometimes it is a 
result of outside factors, sometimes 
because the population is aging. There 
are a lot of things that go into crime 
statistics. 


M?# Wagner: 

I would suggest to you this report 
knows all the reasons and did know the 
reasons in 1967 prior to a major 
reorganization. 

Mr. Matter: 

What I am trying to point out, I 
think we need to build that capacity into 
our Public Safety functions. We do 
achieve good. We know why, and when 
things aren't going too well we know why 
also. 

Mr. Wagner: 

That is specifically what Tm 
getting to. Why the reorganization and 
the information behind it that suggested 
the need? I'd like to ask one other 
question. What are the statistics in the 
Fire Department that would support the 
need, in terras of fires, for the 
reorganization? What have the statistics 
been in the past? I am just asking a 
general question. 

Mr. Cannon: 

I think in Fire, looking at fire 
nationally, Fire Departments are down 
nationally. That is something that is 
occurring across the country. The 
number of fires are down nationally 
across our country. It is not unusual in 
Pittsburgh. 

The changes in the Fire 
Department are management changes 
that will allow some management within 
that organization. Those are the changes 
in Fire. That is not to say that those 
kind of things don't need to be looked at; 
they do. But I think we need to keep a 
handle on those things. 
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Mr. Wagner: 

The reason Tin asking all these 
questions, Tin just trying to support the 
position that I took originally that the 
right people were not involved in the 
organizational plan. I'm sitting here and 
I know the statistics better than you do, 
and I sincerely mean that, and I will go 
one step further and ask a very 
important question. Getting back to the 
Police Department, would you agree that 
the Police Department literlly operates 
with its hands tied behind its back due to 
the fact that a court system and the lack 
of jail space lets criminals back on the 
street within 24 hours? 

Mayor Caliguiri: 

Obviously it is a detriment to 
their fighting crime, and you have a 
situation in Allegheny County; they don't 
have enough room to put the criminals 
in. You find criminals being let out or 
put on a minimal bond so that they can 
walk the streets. Certainly that is a 
hindrance to fighting crime, and it is 
discouraging, too, Jack, to find that 
situation prevail as it does, not only with 
that situation locally but I'm sure some 
of the laws that come down binding 
police officers nationally. So in that 
respect, sure. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Well, we both agree there, and 
that is a very serious morale problem 
within the Police Department. I don't 
know if it is known to the degree which 
it is a serious morale problem. If is 
there. It is with every police officer out 
on the street. 

The other problem, the police 
department hasn't sufficient numbers. 
We all know there are budgetary reasons, 
and I understand those, Mayor, and I 
understand that we can only hire so many 


people in certain professions. I 
understand that completely. I also 
understand that we have a quota system, 
and instead of going at the top of the list 
we have to come down the list 300 or 
400. The point Tm trying to make is that 
with all of these problems that exist and 
the hurdles that the average police 
officer must get over out there on the 
street, we have amazingly reduced crime 
in this City, amazingly, and the point Tm 
trying to make is that there is a 
department and I have to admit in front 
of everyone in this room I have looked 
more into the Police Department than I 
have any department, the EMS or Fire 
Department and specifically because I 
felt that no one else was doing that, but I 
am finding out that we have 
accomplished exceptional things in the 
Police Department and at the same time 
we have excluded them in the 
management decision process in the 
forming of this department. That 
disturbs me. 

I could talk about specifics, which 
I would like to talk about, and Til hit on 
briefly; the auto theft problem. Mr. 
Matter, you made the statement that 
auto thefts went up 77 percent last 
year. I just want to make the statement 
publicly that is not true. They did not go 
up 77 percent last year. I have here 
from Mr. McNamara a report from our 
own Police Department dating back to 
1979 and it gives each and every year, 
and back in '79 there were 6,167 cars 
stolen in *79. In 1983, there were 5,170; 
for 10 months of '84 there are 6,677, so 
based on the projections of this year that 
indicates to me that there is probably 
going to be about a 20, 25 percent 
increase. 

Now, let's talk about something 
else. Let's talk — and, Mr. Turner, 
you're shaking your head, and I have the 
report here right from the 
Administration. 
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Mr. Turner: 

That may be but what we are 
quoting are national statistics. Over a 
period of time, I believe the time period 
involved that you are quoting, I'm not 
familiar with what you were given, but 
there is nothing accurate. I am not — 

Mr. Matter: 

He is not saying these are figures 
from the nation; he is saying these are 
FBI figures prepared for every city 
across the nation, including the City of 
Pittsburgh, which shows the 77 percent 
increase. It is probably a different 
report, but it was one FBI reporting 
period as opposed to the previous FBI 
reporting period. 

Mr. Wagner: 

I want the figures today. I want 
the newspapers to print this, that there 
is not a 77 percent increase and, Mr. 
Mayor, you are getting bad information. 

Mayor Caliguiri: 

I hope that is correct. 

Mr. Wagner: 

It is correct. 

Mayor Caliguiri: 

I know what you're saying is, Jack, 
but nobody is here saying let's hope it's 
77 percent so we can prove a point. I 
hope it is half that, or seven percent. 

Mr. Wagner: 

It is that. There are things being 
done in this police department that are 
not realized, and I am going to stay on 
the auto theft for a few seconds. I have 
here an article from a Wall Street 


Journal that I'll share with anyone in the 
room, and the number of recovered 
stolen vehicles, the national average is 
50 percent. Does anyone know what the 
national average is in the police 
department in the City of Pittsburgh of 
recovery? 

Mayor Caliguiri: 

It is lower than that. 

Mr. Wagner: 

It is 73 percent and it is 
estimated. I am saying, and please let 
me speak, I am saying that it is 50 
percent nationally and it is 73 percent in 
the City of Pittsburgh. 

In addition to the 73 percent, it is 
estimated nationally tha 10 to 15 percent 
of all stolen vehicles are fraud by the 
owner. You put that on top of 73 
percent — Fraud by the owner of the 
vehicle, dumping the car in the 
Monongahela River or burning it, where 
you have to go out and fight the fire. 
You put 10 to 15 percent on top of 73 
percent and we're up at 85 and 90 
percent, not recovery rate but potential 
recovery rate, including the fraud. That 
is not a problem in the City of 
Pittsburgh, and what I'm saying is the 
committee that came together to 
indicate that major changes have to be 
made in the Police Department don't 
really know what the problems in this 
city are, at least in the police end of it. 
That is the area I have looked into. I am 
going to ask another one. What is the 
major crime problem in the City of 
Pittsburgh? 

Mr. Matter: 

Anybody can find what the major 
crime problem is to their own liking. To 
a woman that has been raped it is rape; 
to the family that lost someone because 
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they were murdered, it's murder; to the 
home that has been burglarized, it is 
burglary. I don't know how you give an 
answer to that problem unless you know 
what the problem is. 

Mr. Wagner: 

You haven't touched on any of it. 
I am going to state publicly what the 
major problem in the City of Pittsburgh 
is and it is national, it is narcotics, and 
we as a city have not made the 
commitment; the guys out there working 
in the Narcotics Branch have made the 
commitment. They are putting their 
lives on the line every single day, 
breaking into houses where junkies have 
guns and they are shooting them. We as 
a city have not made the commitment. 
How many narcotic agents do we have in 
the City of Pittsburgh? 

Mr. Matter: 

Mr. Coll? 

Audi mice: 

They didn't consult you before, 
Bob; don't tell them now. 

Mr. Matter: 

We are not going to have all the 
statistics at our fingertips. We are going 
to ask the Police Superintendent. 

Audience: 

You didn't ask him before. 

Mr. Wagner: 

The Police Superintendent was not 
part of the reorganization. 

Mr. Matter: 

I understand that but you are 


asking for statistics. 

Mr. Wagner: 

I am talking about the number one 
problem on the streets, the fear, the 
parents with the children in the schools. 
It is everywhere. Tm talking about who 
on that group of people addressed the 
number one crime problem in this city in 
the reorganizational plan of the Public 
Safety Department? 

Mr. Matter: 

All I can tell you is the committee 
was composed of the poeple already 
identified. Lou Dinardo was a member 
of that committee. He has access to and 
is responsible for a great dead of the 
statistical information that you are now 
quoting that we don't have in front of us, 
and Tm sure either he or Superintendent 
Coll could answer specificadly the 
statistical question you sue raising. Mr. 
Dinardo was a member of that 
committee, was familiar with the 
problems within the department, had at 
his disposal statistical information that 
you are citing, and that was used in the 
reorganization plan that was developed. 

Mayor Caliguiri: 

Jack, part of the reorganization 
plan is to begin to analyze the same 
concerns you have. Obviously we are not 
unaware drugs are the major problem; I 
hear it all the time and we are fighting it 
all the time. One of the reasons for the 
reorganization is to compile statistics 
not at our fingertips, not in our heads. 
Obviously we recognize here in 
Pittsburgh, Allegheny County and the 
suburbs, and everywhere else, and we've 
got to continue to fight it, and we have, 
obviously, a feeling that this 
administrative branch will begin to put 
together statistics, will begin to show us 
where we should put our resources, and 
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the Department of Police will carry out 
those resources with the Detectives we 
have. If we need more there we will 
continue to put more there. Drugs are 
not a low priority in the Department of 
Police in terms of combatting them. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. Mayor, do you know how many 
there are, how many narcotic agents in 
the City? 

Mayor Caliguiri: 

Not off the top of my head. 

Mr. Wagner: 

I will enlighten the group; it is 1Z 
and I have known that for a considerable 
period of time, I just didn't find that 
out. We have one percent of our police 
department devoted toward the number 
one crime problem in the City of 
Pittsburgh. That disturbs me. That 
disturbs me in a reorganizational plan 
that does not emphasize what I consider 
to be the problem that needs to be 
emphasized. If I can have any input with 
this Council, and I hope to, that will be 
at least doubled in this budget. There 
will be at least four more narcotic 
agents in the City of Pittsburgh, with or 
without a Safety Department. 

I am no police expert, but I think I 
know something about public safety, and 
Td like to just further add, pertaining to 
the narcotics situation that many, many 
of the crimes in this City are related to 
narcotics, and we are talking about 
burglary, we're talking about robbery, 
we're talking about vice. That is a 
critical element in the City of 
Pittsburgh, critical element, that must 
be addressed in terms of the crime 
problem. We have to increase the 
numbers. We have a fund available, we 
had last year, of $30,000 towards the 


purchasing of narcotics by our officers 
out there. I know that has been 
proposed, Mayor, the $45,000 in the 
budget. I think that is important. Tm 
glad to see it's been increased. I think it 
should be double what it is, it should be 
$100,000. If we can't go out on that 
street and make a purchase for $25,000 
we can't get the person that is 
controlling the narcotics in this City. 
We can’t make a purchase for a hundred 
bucks or two hundred bucks and address 
the crime problem that exists. And what 
I'm saying, this reorganizational plan 
does not address it. 

Td like to ask a couple other 
questions. Mayor, I know I have asked 
you this privately, and I think it is 
necessary to ask you publicly, do you 
support the concept of the Police 
Director not reporting to yourself? 

Mayor Caliguiri: 

Not reporting directly — 

Mr. Wagner: 

To you. 

Mayor Caliguiri: 

Well, the way the organization 
plan is set up, Jack, is that the 
Superintendent would report to the 
Director. 

Mr. Wagner: 

I think it is critical, and it is 
important for me to state this publicly. 
We know the amount of problems that 
exist on the street in terms of police 
officers attempting to be influenced by 
the criminal element. It goes on on a 
daily basis. That's the reason why I 
wanted to state earlier that it is 
miraculous that in this City we have not 
had problems internally along those lines 
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within our Police Department. That says 
something very positive for 
Superintendent Coll, for his Assistant 
Superintendents, and particularly 
Superintendent Steve Joyce that heads 
up the detective branch. Those people 
have done an excellent job to keep 
corruption out of their area of the Police 
Department. It is so critical I don't know 
how I can stress it enough. So, in other 
words, Mayor, what you are saying is you 
are supporting the fact that the Police 
Chief does not, or Police Superintendent 
does not have to report directly to you. 
And the reason? 

Mayor Caliguiri: 

On an on-going basis, Jack. On a 
day-to-day basis, that is correct. But it 
is not that there will not be any input or 
dialogue between me and the Police 
Superintendent — I'm sure there will be. 
In fact, m insist upon that, that there be 
dialogue between the two of us. Just 
because there is going to be a Director 
of the Department does not mean I, in 
any way, am going to cease having 
discussion with these people, whether 
they be the Fire Chief, Police Chief, or 
what have you. I am sure those 
discussions will continue to go on, but on 
a day-to-day basis that input won’t be 
there, 

I hope this will strengthen their 
position but to say that it is going to 
eliminate any relationship, absolutely 
not. There will continue to be a very 
strong relationship between the Police 
Superintendent and the Mayor and 
Mayor's Office because of the sensitivity 
and the concern in this area of crime and 
police. So, yes, your question, there is 
not going to be — I am answering you, 
Jack, by saying the day-to-day operation 
will be the responsibility of that 
Director, but in terras of having 
relationships, absolutely, the 

relationships will continue with the 


Mayor's Office. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Well, the only point I would like to 
suggest, Mr. Mayor, is that the more you 
insulate yourself from that department 
the greater potential there is for an 
influence from the criminal element, and 
I mean that in all sincerity. And that is 
recommended nationally. If there is ever 
problems in government, the number one 
problem in government is related to that, 
and I think for that reason it is critical, 
it is critical to have that individual 
continue to report directly to yourself. 

It is also critical for the individual 
in charge of the Detective Branch within 
the City of Pittsburgh to continue to be 
close to or report directly to 
Superintendent Coll. I want to make 
that statement, and they are doing an 
exceptional job. I think there is a need 
for the group of people that have sat 
down to suggest this department to look 
at it in more detail with more facts. I 
have tried to emphasize here at this 
table some important elements that have 
not been brought into the picture. I 
think they would have been brought into 
the picture if Chief Lewis and 
Superintendent Coll would have been 
part of the reorganizational plan. I think 
a better plan would have been developed, 
not necessarily the same plan that has 
been suggested and again I suggest that 
you sit down with those people and you 
look at what has been proposed, you ask 
their opinions, what has been proposed, 
you ask if they think changes should be 
suggested to the plan, and you come back 
to this Council with a plan. 

I would like to state further, 
everything I am stating appears to be 
negative. I know that, Mayor, you have 
recently made a commitment to address 
the Workmen's Compensation problem 
that we have in the City, and to state 
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publicly that problem exists, number one, 
in the Police and the Fire Departments. 
I commend you for that effort. I 
commend you that you have gone out and 
hired a safety professional that is 
already on board working within the 
City. I can’t stress enough the 
importance of that to the firefighters in 
this room and the police officers. It is a 
real financial burden on this City, in the 
amount of $14 million a year. I think the 
Mayor made a sincere effort along that 
line to address that problem. He needs 
all of your help. I have no further 
questions. 

Mr. Matter: 

Mr. Chairman, I’d like to beg your 
indulgence and the indulgence of the 
other members of Council. I know we 
have been here all day, but I think it is 
important to correct the record. I 
hesitate doing that. I am directing this 
to you, Councilman Wagner, because I 
value your opinion and our relationship. I 
hope it will continue to be a good one. 
But, I want you to know I resent very 
strongly, as does the Mayor, the 
statistics that you put out today relating 
to auto theft and statistics that you 
questioned that we put out. We were at 
a distinct disadvantage because we did 
not have the facts in front of us, but 
were more or less relying on memory; 
whereas you had a form in front of you. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Let's clear the record. 

Mr. Matter: 

May I finish? Then you may have 
an opportunity. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Let's clear the record then. 


Mr. Matter: 

We stated that auto theft had 
increased in the City of Pittsburgh by 77 
percent. We had time during the break 
to get the FBI statistics for the City of 
Pittsburgh comparing 1984 to 1983. 
These are nine-month totals, that's what 
was compiled on the form. It shows a 
76.6 percent increase in auto theft in the 
City of Pittsburgh from 1983 to 1984. 

In addition to that we have FBI 
statistics for the first six months of 1984 
compared with the first six months of 
1983 for major cities in the country. It 
is interesting to note for the first six 
months of this year, the increase in the 
City of Pittsburgh was 77 percent, and 
that increase was continued through the 
next three-month period for a total of 77 
percent for the nine-month period. 
Other cities, Baltimore increased 24 
percent; San Diego 23 percent; St. Louis 
7 percent; Indiana 3 percent; New York 
minus 3 percent; Tennessee minus 5 
percent; L.A. minus 7 percent; 
Minneapolis minus 8 percent; Denver 
minus 9 percent; Cincinatti minus 12 
percent. If you don't believe there is a 
serious auto theft problem in the City of 
Pittsburgh you're not looking at the 
statistics. You are ignoring the problem, 
Councilman. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Let me respond to that. My 
statistics are more recent than yours; 
mine cure for six months of 1984. 

Mr. Matter: 

I have nine months. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mine are six months. 
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Mr. Matter: 

I gave you the nine months. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mine are for nine months and 
mine come from Superintendent Coil's 
office, which I obtained from Mr. 
McNamara, and I know they are * 

accurate, and it is not 77 percent, and if 
you have a calculator you can run the 
figures off right now and as a matter of 
fact, one of the reporters in the City of 
Pittsburgh indicated that the figure 77 
percent was wrong, and so was my 
figure, which I estimated to be between 
20 and 30 percent. The correct figure is 
55 percent to be exact, for the first ten 
months of that year, in comparison to 
last year. Now, I don't know what that 
says, but what it does say, the way I see 
it, is you were wrong and I was wrong. 

Mr. Matter: 

I don't think it says that at all. 

Mr. Wagner: 

I have my statistics. Let me 
continue and you can state figures from 
other cities, but you know you can do a 
lot with figures. 

Mr. Matter: 

I am just taking the FBI Crime 
Report. 

Mr. Wagner: 

You can do a lot with figures. 
You can talk about minuses, plusses, but 
you have to start with a basic figure, and 
when you start with a basic figure you 
have to compare that to population, and 
you have to compare it to the previous 
year's figure. Minus three means nothing 
if that comparable population of the 


same size, their figure last year was 
double ours, so that doesn't wash with 
me. 

Mr. Matter: 

Would you like some of those 
numbers? 

Mr. Wagner: 

I don't care. I really haven't 
requested them. You can have the floor 
if you want, but let me go beyond. I also 
have a recent article of a Wall Street 
J.oumal that I will share with you, or 
with anyone, and talk about the recovery 
rate of those vehicles, a national survey, 
and this is good information, recovery 
rate is 50 percent; in the City of 
Pittsburgh it is 73 percent. The 

Administration has not mentioned that 
figure, and I think that says a 
tremendous amount as to the type of 
effort devoted by the Police force to 
recover vehicles. 

Now let's get to the real heart of 
the matter. Is it possible to prevent this 
from happening to any great degree? 

Mr. Matter: 

Well, I believe it is. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Well, I believe it isn't, as much as 
you think it is. When you consider the 
amount of manpower necessary to do 
that, and when I say that I am comparing 
it to a very serious problem, such as 
narcotics, that I talked about the entire 
day. Now are we going to put 12 full¬ 
time officers out there to address the 
auto problem or 12 full-time officers out 
there to address the narcotics problem? 
I was trying to stress a very important 
point here; if the emphasis of the City of 
Pittsburgh towards crime prevention is 
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on auto theft we have our heads in the 
sand. 

Mr. Matter: 

I disagree with you. 

Mr. Wagner: 

You can disagree with me, but 
everyone in the City will agree with me 
that narcotics is the problem and that 
has never once been mentioned until I 
mentioned it here at this table. And, the 
point I was trying to bring out was not to 
dispute figures or percentages; the point 
I am trying to bring out is where the 
emphasis or direction should be devoted 
and it is not towards auto theft. We are 
doing a decent job there in that area. 
Maybe it's not 100 percent recovery, it's 
73 percent — maybe it's up this year, 55 
percent — not 77 percent, 55 percent, 
but I think the emphasis should be 
devoted to another area. So, you can 
dispute my figures, I can dispute your 
figures. I think whatever we come up 
with isn’t important. 

The last thing I want to see is a 
directive coming out of this 
Administration to the Police Department 
where 1,000 police officers cure devoting 
their time towards auto theft. I would 
like to see a directive coming out of the 
Administration where 1,000 police 
officers are devoting their time towards 
narcotics. I have not seen that, and I 
will be looking for it. 

Mr. Matter: 

Can I respond to your questions? 

Mr. Wagner: 

Yes. 


Mr. Matter: 

The figures we provided, the 
figures the Mayor cited, that we cited at 
the table this morning, were FBI 
statistics. It shows a 77 percent increase 
for the first nine months of 1984 
compared with the first nine months of 
1983. 

Number two, when you gave the 
information that you thought it was 
between 20 and 25 percent, the reason 
you did that is because you compared 10 
months of '84 against 12 months of '83. 
You calculated that number — if you 
have your calculator you will find out in 
fact that's what it will show. 

Number three, you were trying to 
demonstrate that our numbers were 
wrong, because you said specifically to 
me, "Mr. Matter, you're wrong. Members 
of the news media, the press, I want you 
to write this down, it is not 77 percent, 
it is more like 20 or 25 percent," so you 
made a point of trying to demonstrate 
the numbers we had used were wrong. 
Let me answer. 

Mr. Wagner: 

No. You are not going to answer 
why this Administration never indicated 
that this police force in this city has 
recovered 73 percent of the autos 
stolen. Why in all your news releases 
hasn't that fact been brought out? 

Mr. Matter: 

That is exactly what I was going 
to raise. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Why? I want to know why. Why 
all negative? Why not some positive 
things about this Police Department? 
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Mr. Matter: 

I think it is excellent that we have 
it. 

Mr. Wagner: 

And I stated it today, and if I 
wouldn't have stated it it would have 
never been stated. 

Mr. Matter: 

I think it is excellent we were 
able to recover 70 percent of the 
vehicles that were stolen, but to quote 
you just a few minutes ago, what we 
should be about is prevention. That's 
what you talked about on the river; that's 
what we are talking about here. We 
believe that there are programw that can 
be implemented that other cities have 
implemented that can help prevent auto 
from being stolen. I think a citizen is 
grateful to have his or her vehicle 
returned, but I think they will be more 
grateful if it weren't stolen in the first 
place, and, number two, it certainly 
depends on what condition it is in when it 
is returned. To get a car back, to have it 
entirely stripped, I don't think the citizen 
is too happy about that, but I'm not 
trying to minimize the work of our 
Police Department in recovering stolen 
automobiles. They obviously do it very 
well and above the national average. 

We did not put out false statistics 
this morning. What we put out was, 
indeed, accurate. 

Mr. Wagner: 

According to my statistics, they 
were false statistics. I'm glad to hear 
you say that 73 percent figure was above 
the national average. 


Mr* Matter: 

That is correct. 

Mr. Wagner: 

The important point here that has 
to be made is, unless you say positive 
things to people you will not get positive 
things in return. You cannot be 
constantly negative. 

Mr. Matter: 

That's why we issue 
commendations. 

Mr. Wagner: 

You can't be constantly negative, 
and I have heard nothing positive said 
about the Police Department in this City 
for a long time, and it's about time some 
positive things are said. When we came 
out in this reorganizational plan I heard 
nothing positive, and I am looking for 
things that are positive and I am having 
no problem in finding them. 

Mr. Matter: 

There are many things to be 
positive about. What was asked was 
what were the motivations for the 
creation of the new department. We 
weren't motivated to create the new 
department because of positive things; 
we were motivated because of the 
negative things. Naturally those would 
get the attention. 

The Chair: 

I think both of you have made 
your point quite well. Thank everybody 
for staying.

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. Chairman, members of 
Council. The major issue is no longer 
whether or not a public safety 
department is created. The issue is now 
the morale and the ability of 3,000 
employees to work together to protect 
their own lives and the lives of all 
citizens that live, work, play and worship 
in the City of Pittsburgh. 

With or without a new 
department, if morale is low within the 
Police, Fire and EMS, the goal of these 
departments, which is to save lives and 
to save property, will not be 
accomplished in the manner in which it 
should be accomplished. 

We as a City have created a 
problem within the last month. I 
indicated that problem back on 
December 4th at this table, and it began 
with the violation of a basic management 
procedure. The procedure which was 
violated was that we excluded in the 
formulation of this department the two 
most important people in those 
departments, meaning the directors of 
the Police and Fire Department. The 
directors of the Police and Fire 
Department of management people. 
They are non-union people in the City of 
Pittsburgh. 

If a basic management principle 
would have been followed, and the plan 
that is in front of us today, meaning if 
Mr. Coll and Mr. Lewis would have been 
part of the planning of this new 
department, and they would have come 
out front in support of what was 
proposed, maybe not this plan, but maybe 
something that was altered, if they 
would have come out in front, I am 


certain that they would have had the 
people within those departments behind 
them. We know that basic management 
principle was violated. That's a terrible 
thing. It's a terrible thing within any 
organization, including this 

government. It's even worse because it 
happened in the two departments that 
are the largest departments in the City 
of Pittsburgh. 

Now since that happened, since 
this proposal has been put in front of 
Council, there have been some things 
happening. I mean there have been some 
changes to the original proposed. I know 
Mr. O'Malley has worked hard in terms of 
bargaining with the Administration to 
get some things changed. We listened to 
many of the concerns recently at a 
public hearing from both the Police and 
the Fire. A lot of horrible things have 
been said. A lot of things that all of us 
wish would have never been said. We 
know that morale has been harmed. We 
know that we have come this far. We're 
sitting here at this table. We're still 
disagreeing. We have firefighters in this 
room and police officers in this room. 
We know that there is still a 
disagreement between the 

Administration and the people that work 
within those departments. 

We have come this far. We have 
to go one further step. There will be a 
final vote on the creation of this new 
department a week from today. We have 
all worked very hard to try and get the 
parties to agree. Just prior to this 
meeting, all of us realized we had a 
meeting in Mr. Stone's office with the 
various people from the two 
departments. We talked about several 
things, several areas of compromise, 
several concerns. I personally think that 
all members of Council, those three 
departments and the Administration can 
still reach an agreement between now 
and next Friday. We all see what is 
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happening here today and we all know 
what has been done wrong. I personally 
think that we, both sides, meaning the 
Administration and the Departments, can 
bend a little further. That is my goal. 
That's the reason I have abstained from 
my vote today. I believe that all the 
facts and all the changes that are 
necessary in the creation of a new 
department are not in yet. I think there 
must be continuous intensive meetings 
between this Friday and next Friday to 
make sure that this proposal, whatever it 
ends up to be, is in total agreement with 
the Administration, the two 
departments, and this Council. That is 
the only way we will correct — and this 
is the most important thing I have to say 

— this is the only way we will correct 
the damage that has been done in terms 
of morale. We have not reached that 
point of agreement. And we all see what 
is happening here today. We all have to 
continue to sit down and meet, meaning 
those departments, those unions, those 
directors, with the Administration, prior 
to next Friday. I would love to see Mr. 
Burns and Mr. McNamara and Mr. Coll 
and Mr. Lewis say that they agree along 
with the Mayor. I believe that can be 
accomplished. I believe that can be 
accomplished. With some of the things 
that we talked about today, I believe the 
Administration must bend a little 
further, and I sincerely mean that. That 
must be the goal of anyone and everyone 
involved in this, and I am hoping that 
that can be accomplished within the next 
week. 

(END - MR. WAGNER’S REMARKS - 
PUBLIC SAFETY, PRELIMINARY VOTE 

- 12/21/84) 

Mr. Wagner: 

My final comment on the issue is 
that this item of public safety should 
never have been in front of this 
Council. It should have had the support 


of the management system prior to this 
Council ever having to vote on the issue. 

The Chair: 

This is the first opportunity that 
I've had to explain my vote and Td like to 
explain it if I may. Anyone who can 
count knows that there are five votes 
already relative to the Public Safety 
directorship and department. They will 
know that my vote will not change that 
result. I would like it known however 
that my vote has been a consistent vote, 
a vote consistent with my actions on this 
issue. Out of the limelight of the press 
but yet knowledgeable to the press, 
knowlegeable to Mr. McNamara, 
knowledgeable to Mr. Bums, 
knowledgeable to Mr. Schneider, and 
knowledgeable to the Mayor of the City 
of Pittsburgh, since the first day that the 
Mayor's proposal was presented to City 
Council I have attempted to meet with 
these individuals and try to have them 
communicate with one another in an 
effort to come back with a compromise 
that is acceptable to all of the parties 
and those parties affected. Those 
discussions were during the day, they 
were during the nighttime and on 
weekends. I would like to believe that 
during the course of those negotiations 
that I had the belief that they were being 
treated fairly from Mr. Burns, Mr. 
McNamara, Mr. Schneider and the 
Mayor. Somewhere along the line it was 
mentioned that they had never had a 
meeting and through my efforts we were 
able to have a meeting held last Friday 
for them to discuss the issue. As has 
been said many times in this Council, 
those who are affected should have been 
working it out and more discussion is in 
the best interest of all. 

I think that the reason the 
meeting was held, in fairness to all 
parties, was because heretofore all of 
them were able to get along. All of 
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them worked together in cooperation. 
They had problems previously and they, 
when working together, were able to 
resolve those problems. It is because of 
that reason I believe that I was able to 
have a meeting held by those parties. 

At the very time that they were 
negotiating in the other room last 
Friday, there was an attempt to have 
City Council vote. I do not know how I 
in good conscience can ask the people to 
negotiate and while they're in there 
negotiating trying to find the results and 
a compromise, be voting here. I 
indicated that I would not vote so long as 
they were negotiating. I preferred that 
the vote would have been held on 
Saturday. 

There is no issue now on the votes 
that we have before us relative to the 
budget, relative to the Public Safety 
directorship and I don't think there is any 
question that the Mayor has the right to 
have a Public Safety director if that's 
the way he feels. But there should be a 
coordination of all forces. There is no 
question of that. I think everyone has 
even said it here. The question is how 
and which way it should be done. 

I think the issue that got lost in 
this whole thing and is the reason I 
attempted to do some negotiation is the 
fact that we have 365 days to go in 
which all the affected parties have to 
work with one another. It will be eight 
hours a day for 365 days; if they're 
working one shift and it's three shifts it's 
almost 24 hours for 365 days. It is my 
believe that no one can possibly resolve 
all the issues when everyone’s uptight 
and when everyone is watching one 
another, looking for mistakes. In that 
light, I then began, as I told you, and I 
saw this issue when the budget proposal 
was made, and I then attempted as I 
indicated to begin a process whereby we 
might be able to find some mechanism 


where they might be able to meet to 
discuss the problem. That meeting was 
held, and I consider that a major step 
forward. Regretfully it didn't come 
earlier, regretfully there wasn't more 
time for them to carry out the 
negotiations. I think all of them having 
been in negotiations would understand 
that somewhere along the line you don't 
get it your way all the way and the other 
party doesn't get it their way all the way 
and we try to resolve it. 

So, my vote as a yes or no today 
really would be inconsistent with what 
I've attempted to do and it would not be 
an indicator of having intestinal 
fortitude because I don't think anyone 
will deny me the possession of that 
right. But at the same time, I would like 
to believe that I still have the respect of 
Mr. McNamara, Mr. Bums, Mr. Schneider 
and the Mayor and I think it is important 
because there is another source that 
sometimes is looked over in this situation 
and Tm sure that everybody is concerned 
about it and aware of it but I'd like to 
bring it to prominence more and that is 
the citizens of the City of Pittsburgh. 
They are entitled to the best we have to 
offer and the best we have to offer in 
the future, whether we like it or whether 
we don't, is to attempt to work it out the 
best we can. 

I would be kidding myself if I 
believe there will not be additional 
problems in the next 365 days. As I 
indicated, I'm counting on the fact that I 
still have the respect and trust of those 
affected parties and the reason for 
taking am abstention vote on that issue is 
the hope that I stand ready, willing and 
able, to attempt to see whether or not in 
the future we cam still bring those 
parties closer together. 

That explains ray vote last week 
and my vote today. 
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Mr. O'Malley: 

What is your vote? 

Michelle Madoff: 

Abstention. 

The Chair: 

No. Relative to the Public Safety 
director position I took an abstention 
vote and I explained why. Relative to 
my votes today, having been a Finance 
Chairman, one cannot vote against the 
entire budget because the budget is 
never all of what I want nor all of what 
each of you want. We must have a 
budget passed and in that light I have no 
alternative to pass the budget and vote 
yes. But as I indicated earlier, and I 
cannot undersell that, I think the 
importance is working together in the 
future and so far I've been able to work 
with those individuals and I hope they 
will still accept the offer that I make. 
As I indicated, I stand ready, willing and 
able, to meet with you and bring you 
together as I did that day to be part of 
the negotiations to work with Council in 
an effort to do what we can. I think 
that’s most important in this light. 

Mis. Masloff: 

What's your vote? 

The Chairs 
Aye. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

Is that aye on the budget but an 
abstention on the Public Safety director 
position? 

The Chair: 

No. Relative to the budget Pm 


voting yes. There are things in there 
that I wanted in there and there are 
things in there that you may have wanted 
in there or someone else. I voted yes. 

Mr. O’Malley: 

I want to make a point of order 
here. One, there's a lot of things in that 
budget that all of us want in there. I 
think you owe it to this Council, I think 
you owe it to every man sitting in this 
room and you owe it to the 
Administration to either vote it up or 
vote it down and to give your reason. An 
abstention vote on that is a show of a 
lack of courage and if you do that Pm 
going to ask for your resignation as 
Council President.

Mr. O'Malley, you apparently 
didn't hear my vote. I am voting yes on 
all three bills.

I heard your vote. I don't know 
what your vote is; these 300 men here 
don't know what your vote is. Either 
vote it up or vote it down.

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. Chairman, before we vote 
final vote on the budget, I would like to 
make sure that some issues do not fall 
through the cracks and that they are 
followed through on. One relates to the 
issue that Councilman Robinson just 
raised, and that is the allocation of the 
$4 million, how it would be spent. We 
were supposed to have a meeting with 
the Mayor and I would hope that at some 
point into January — 

The Chair; 

We are attempting to set up that 
meeting in early '85. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Sometime, perhaps early February 
or late January, there's going to be so 
much going on that it may be appropriate 
to do it in February but I trust your 
judgment on that. 

The other issue, sir, is that I have 
a motion before Council that I tabled so 
that it would go to the Law Department 
and to the Administration for their 
input. There seems to be a lot of support 
for it and that is to change from a 
calendar year, from January to January, 


to a fiscal year to be determined by the 
Administration, either the first of July 
or the first of August. The reason for 
that being that with the holidays it is 
just so difficult under that pressure to 
really address alot of the issues that 
become very volatile. I think we could 
do a much better job if we weren't under 
this kind of pressure and there seems to 
be a lot of sentiment for that including 
people in the Administration. So, I would 
like to have that followed through and 
Mike, would you send a letter to Mr. Dam 
Pellegrini; he was to supply us within two 
weeks with some input as to how the 
Administration would look on that and 
tell us where they’re going with it, just 
give us an update. 

On the issue of regressive taxes, I 
would hope that we would start looking 
at lowering some of the taxes, 
particularly amusement, business 

privilege, and mercantile tax, because 
unless we do that, with the billion dollar 
debt burden that we have in this City and 
the subsequent debt service each year, a 
budget well over $200 million now, we're 
really putting our children in jeopardy. 
We need to get money to put 105 police 
back on; this Council has wanted to do 
that. There is some really hard looks at 
that budget that we need to take and I 
would hope this Council would very 
seriously think about a fiscal analyst, not 
jeopardizing anybody in our Budget 
Office but someone who would be 
analyzing the kind of things that we do 
every day — when budgets come up they 
call for money, everything does, 99.9 
percent of it — so that we can 
promulgate our own budget three or four 
months before the Mayor does, give it to 
the Administration and let him reconcile 
the two budgets. I think that would be 
very productive. That is the way it is 
done in other communities, very 
effectively to the point where they save 
millions and millions of dollars by some 
simple little action that happens. For 
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example, three people who served on this 
Council, Mr. Bulls, Councilman O'Malley 
and Michelle Madoff, are responsible for 
the charge for non-City residents for 
paramedic service and billing a third 
party payee. According to Mr. David 
Matter, that generates $10,000 a day 
which will now go into the general fund 
for all three services, not just for 
paramedics. 

That is some kind of thing that I 
just happened to think of that resulted in 
a fiscal benefit. I'm sure people with a 
lot more fiscal training could come up 
with even better things and I would like 
to see those three issues pursued in the 
coming year.

BUDGET MESSAGE OF BEN WOODS 

THE FINANCE CHAIRMAN 

CITY COUNCIL 
CITY OF PITTSBURGH 

It is only by custom that the 
Chairman of Council's Finance 
Committee presents Council's Budget 
Address. This address, like the budget 
we present to the people of the City, has 
been authored by all nine members of 
City Council. I merely have the honor to 
relate what each member of Council has 
individually determined and what Council 
as the representative of the people has 
voted to adopt. 

On behalf of City Council, I must 
begin by expressing our gratitude to our 
Budget Staff, Jack Buckley, Pete Vaughn 
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and A1 D'Alessandro as well as City 
Council's entire staff for their tireless 
assistance. 

We also thank the Directors of the 
various City Departments for their 
willingness to work with City Council on 
behalf of the interests of the people. 

What we present to the people of 
Pittsburgh today determines what 
projects and programs will be funded, 
how much service each Department can 
deliver and what cost the people of the 
City will bear. The decisions this 
Council had to consider were among the 
most difficult any Council has had to 
make. The nine members of Council had 
individual views to express. I am pleased 
to state that these views were heard 
with respect, if not agreement. 
Everyone who testified and deliberated 
did so with the common purpose of 
seeking the best for the City. 

The Mayor has already announced 
that his Budget recommendations require 
no tax increase for 1985 and his belief 
that none will be required to balance the 
1986 Budget. In our review of the 
Budget Revenue Projections, City 
Council concurs that no tax increase is 
required for next year and with prudent 
management and restraint, none may be 
required for the year following. 

We add two additional points, the 
fiscal policies and restraint that the 
Administration credits for our financial 
health were also employed by City 
Council. The steps requested by the 
Administration to keep the Budget in 
balance were supported or even initiated 
by members of Council. Without 
crowding the Mayor, we take our bow in 
the same spotlight. 

Yet one thing must be made 
clear: our current good fortune does not 
diminish Pittsburgh's need for fair tax 


support from all who use our City. The 
Suburban squires who earn their living in 
the City but refuse to pay for its service 
can no longer say that we must learn to 
live within our means. We are living 
within our means, yet Pittsburghers are 
still unfairly burdened with the cost of 
the service and protection enjoyed by the 
others. This must end. 

Until fair taxation is supported in 
Harrisburg, Pittsburgh must continue to 
have the nuisance taxes, such as the 
Amusement Tax and the Parking Tax, 
that at least capture non-City resident 
dollars for the general use of the City. 

The proposed Public Safety 
Department has generated intensive, and 
at times, heated debate. City Council's 
views have been incorporated into the 
original plan and the new Department 
created. 

City Council will not forget this 
issue in the coming months. We expect 
the Firefighters, Police Officers and 
Paramedics whose separate Bureaus 
make up the Department of Public 
Safety to serve with one purpose: to 
protect the lives and property of the 
people within our City. Likewise, 
Council expects each Bureau to be 
treated fairly as we make the separate 
parts into a whole. 

These duel expectations will 
govern Council's review and debate on all 
Legislation generating from the new 
Department. 

While much of our attention was 
devoted to the future of the Public 
Safety Personnel, we have not forgotten 
those whose service has ended. City 
Council has funded a $25.00 increase in 
the monthly pensions of our retired 
workers. 

Each year Council is faced with 
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the problem of adjusting the pensions of 
our former employees. The traditional 
method of granting or denying the raise 
is haphazard and not fair to the 
employed, past or present. 

This year Council will create a 
special committee made up of 
Representatives of Council, the 
Administration, the Pension Funds and 
Unions affected to devise a better 
method of determining when increases 
are justified and setting a procedure for 
establishing those increases. 

It is our intention to develop a 
uniform procedure that is fair to 
taxpayers and pensioneers. 

City Council has not seen a need 
to greatly modify the line items and 
salaried positions recommended by the 
Mayor in his initial Budget Proposal. 

However, in the area of Capital 
Programs, we have a somewhat different 
view than the Mayor. 

Recognizing the need to keep our 
Capital borrowing within prudent levels, 
we also see a clear need to maintain the 
City's basic infrastructure. Because 
federal funds may be reduced in the 
future, and because interest rates are 
generally projected to go down in 1985, 
we expanded the City's Capital Program. 

In the Operating Budget, City 
Council defines the future of Pittsburgh 
for the next few years. In the Capitad 
Program we seek to create the long-term 
future of our City. Beyond the changes 
in a few projects in the coming year, 
Council will examine two major areas of 
the Capital Program. 

We have am undeniably rich and 
successful program to upgrade the 
housing stock of the City. But it is time 
that we examine whether we are meeting 


all the needs with the funds and talent 
available. In a City where 10 percent of 
the people live in subsidized housing, we 
have to look further at the housing needs 
for those at the lowest economic level. 

That there is still substandard 
housing in Pittsburgh is an 
embarrassment we have sought to 
correct. That there are homeless people 
is a moral inch short of a crime. This 
should not happen in America. 

Because the federal and state 
government policies have caused a great 
deed of the current problem in 
homelessness does not mean that local 
government can ignore the problem. 

Shelter for the homeless is funded 
through state and federal funds. This 
year Pittsburgh will receive some 
$400,000 of funds to provide dormitory 
shelter for those who need and wish it. 

A greater problem is faced by the 
family that is evicted or forced onto the 
street by fire or family violence. Often 
these are single parent households 
headed by a woman who has no 
experience in such crisis. These citizens 
require help in finding permanent housing 
and the means to prevent the loss of 
shelter from happening again. 

Council will work with the UR A, 
the Housing Authority and all others to 
develop the temporary housing that such 
families need. 

This is a human need that requires 
our attention in 1985. 

Pittsburgh's Economic 

Development Programs have met with 
great success in certain areas. We 
commend all who helped create jobs 
through the constructions of many great 
office towers. 
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We commend those who won the 
computer software institute in Oakland. 

However, we question whether we 
are doing everything we can to retain 
and rebuild our manufacturing base. 

If we are to offer a future for 
those of us who make their living with 
their hands, we must help invest in the 
small shops and factories that appreciate 
their talents. 

While the URA has two industrial 
parks in development, must both the J & 
L and Herr's Island sites be given over to 
high tech? Can't at least one be given 
over to forging manufactured goods? 

There are two types of people, 
those of us who know how to program a 
computer and those of us who know how 
to make a motor run. 

Council is concerned that the 
second group is not being heard from. 

This winter City Council will hold 
a series of hearings on the future of 
manufacturing and blue collar 
employment in Pittsburgh. Our 
universities, unions, board rooms, and 
union halls hold many of the answers. I 
am not certain that they have been asked 
the questions. 

Perhaps we might learn from 
these hearings and retool our programs 
to insure that manufacturing is a part of 
our economic future. 

Public hearings are a major tool 
of legislative bodies. They build 
concensus, inform the public, and best of 
all, they shape public policy. 

The winter hearings on the future 
of manufacturing in Pittsburgh may help 
our planners and elected officials decide 
how best to harness Pittsburgh's supply 


of power, water, educational institutions 
and most of all, our experienced labor 
into a Renaissance of manufacturing. If 
so, this will be Council's finest 
contribution in 1985. 

In conclusion, there is but one 
more thing to do, and that is to read the 
names of the authors of the 1985 Budget 
for the City of Pittsburgh.

Today, at approximately 300 P.M., while meeting with Councilman 
Woods, I received a message that EM5 personnel were at the offices of 
Volpe-Rogal scrutinizing Fire Department accident records. I, along 
with Paul Schermann and John Purnell, at approximately 3 S 55 P.M., 
entered the offices of Volpe-Rogal and witnessed EMS supervisors 
Rowntree and Full, in uniform, checking our records. They admitted that 
they had been sent there by the Finance Department. 

I strongly believe that this is a serious invasion of privacy and 
that the authorization should have been obtained from the individuals 
whose records were being checked. 

This is just one example of many that highlight the sleazy, 
underhanded policies used by the Caliguiri Administration to denigrate 
our Department. These policies have obviously escalated from ’‘innocent” 
picture taking at fires to serious breaches of individual rights to 
privacy. 

I demand a full scale investigation of these actions. One would 
think that they would have more important tasks to accomplish than wastin 
taxpayer's money. We would have been only too glad to have co-operated 
in any way to objectively evaluate our accident record.

Allegheny County Labor Council, AFL-CIO, upon reading Into your re¬ 
organization of the Fire Department, and after much discussion with the 
Officers of the Pittsburgh Fire Fighters Local #1, would suggest the fol¬ 
lowing for your consideration. 

There seems to be very little protest as to bringing the Fire De¬ 
partment under the Public Safety concept, excepting the desire to not 
lose their Identity. 

Much consideration must be given to the demotion and replacement 
of Fire Fighters by non-union white collar workers. This demoting 
leaves much to be desired. 

Under the new concept, there seems to be a definite threat to the 
stability of the union, as the loss of these positions could erode the 
bargaining unit and open the door for further displacements and elimin¬ 
ation of other positions held by those In this unit. 

Your new concept could conceivably limit the career potential and 
promotional system which the union fought long and hard to establish. 

Since the laws and regulations including civil service law and Act 
III {Binding Arbitration) have been established around the titles of 
"Fire Department" and "Bureau of Fire" and change of title on nomen 
clature could eliminate these very important protections, and certainly 
the Trial Board system could be In jeopardy. 

In good conscience the terms "Fire Department" and "Bureau of Fire" 
should remain untouched. 

We question the change In the 1983 table of organization and it 
should remain in tact. 

A question is being raised as to the five Deputy Chiefs being de¬ 
moted, as this certainly would reflect on their pensions as you know, 
the last three years of earnings dictate the amount of pension payments. 

These kinds of demotions will surely be felt as to the morale of 
those Fire Fighters who have striven so hard to advance to these pos¬ 
itions. 

It is highly inconceivable these men working, studying, and per¬ 
severing to arrive at these positions, now are told it was all in V3in, 
now you are demoted, your wages reduced and the amount of your pen- 
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sion payment much less than you anticipated. ac 

We firmly believe these five Deputy Chief positions should remain as 
they are, and suggest, you further study the demoralizing effect on those 
Fire Fighters who are dedicated and worked diligently to better their way 


With the addition of white collar non-union employees replacing Fire 
Fighters, the contributions to the Pension Fund will be reduced and could 
effect future pension payments. . 

It also seems to us you would create two separate pension funds, 
one for the Fire Fighters and another for white collar employees. 

Much could have been accomplished if these contemplated changes had 
been discussed prior to the arbitration just completed. 

There certainly should be the kind of rapport with the Union heads 
and City Officials to make the change more palatable. 

It appears to us of the Allegheny County Labor Council an area of 
trust and respect for positions should exist, and an all out effort be 
made to have input from all those effected by these changes before fin¬ 
alization of this reorganization took place.

LOCAL SUPPORTED CHANGES TO IMPROVE PUBLIC SAFETY 


Pittsburgh Fire Fighters do not oppose changes that improve public 
safety and they have a long and proud tradition. 

A brief review of the Local's record will prove that when changes 
have been in the interest of the public safety we have supported those 
changes despite the fact that these may have required sacrifices on the 
pert of our members. 

1963 -- We supported the creation of merit-based civil service 
system to replace the existing political patronage system. The result 
was a system which has worked well and without serious criticism or 
hint of scandal for 21 years. 

1965 — We supported the creation of the Fire Prevention Division 
in the then existing Bureau of Fire because of the need for trained 
Code Enforcement Officers. Our members aided in drafting the first 
comprehensive Fire Prevention Code in the history of the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh. The code was enacted into law in 1966. 

1972 — We supported the scrapping of the Public Safety Director's 
position and the reorganization of the Safety Services. The purpose 
was to provide clearer lines of communication and responsibility between 
the safety forces and the Mayor's Office. Experience had shown that the 
concept of all of the Public Safety Services under a single director was 
unworkable. 

1975 -- When City Council enacted Ordinance No. 6 to establish 
assured Fire Department response to Pittsburgh neighborhoods we had to 
sue the City Administration to comply with the law. 

1982 -- We supported the massive reorganization of the entire Fire 
Department. In this change nine existing units and 28 Captains' position 
were eliminated; personnel shifts were made on a city-wide scale; the 
antioueted fire box response pattern was replaced by a simpler, more 
efficient zone response system; and work shifts were reorganized into 
platoons. These massive disruptions were carried out by our members 
despite considerable inconvenience. We supported these change's because 
they resulted in reduced response time and increased manpower at fires, 
greater teamwork and coordination of personnel and increased safety 
for the public as well as our members. 

So our history shows that we do not oppose change when it has a 
positive result. We only oppose change when it is not in the best intere 
of public safety. Every Fire Fighter takes an oath when he comes on 
the job: We swear that we will do everything in our power to protect 
life rnd property in the City of Pittsburgh. If we would agree to 
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support this plan, we would be going against this oath because this 
plan isn't to improve the public safety, it's to take the Fire Depart 
ment back to where it was in 1963.

Fire Fighter Injury Statistics Were Distorted In Article 
Written By Andrew Schneider In The Pittsburgh Press 


In October, 198-1, the Pittsburgh Press 
broke a series of articles by reporter Andrew 
Schneider critical of the Pittsburgh Fire 
Department Safety record and equipment. 
Your Executive Board has analyzed the facts 
anil figures that Schneider used for his 
articles and found they were false and gross¬ 
ly misleading 1 

The Press used two different sets of sta¬ 
tistics in the article, 1983 IAFF Injuries and 
JBS3 NFPA Injury Statistics Schneider se¬ 
lected the most unfavorable parts of either 
article to support his conclusions Alt na¬ 
tional injury statistics, whether based on 
data year 1982 or 1983 were compared 
with Pittsburgh Fire Department 1983 in¬ 
jury statistics 

Every statistic used in the Press was dis¬ 
torted to misrepresent the Pittsburgh Fire 
Department safely record The injury rate 
cited in the Press as the national average 
referred to fire ground injuries only — not 
total injuries Nonetheless, the Press com¬ 
pared national fire ground injuries with 
Pittsburgh Fire Department injuries of all 
kinds, including non-fire ground injuries 
In 1983 there were 378 total injuries in 
Pittsburgh, a rate of approximately 9 5 in¬ 
juries per 100 fires There were 245 'fire 
ground' injuries and the rale of injuries 
was 6.42 per 100 fires' 

The Press used figures based upon injury 
rates in towns with populations of less than 
2,500 where the injur) rate is much lower 
than the comparable rate of injury in larger 
cities Cities in the Northeast region of the 
country were found to have an injury rate 
40% higher than cities of equal size located 
in other parts of the country, but the Press 
complete!) ignored geographic region in 
making the comparison. 

In fact, the fire ground injury rate per 
100 fires in the City of Pittsburgh is lower 
than the rate for cities of compatalde size 
in the Northeast region of the country and 
is approximately equal to the national aver¬ 
age. 


In genera], the larger the city the higher 
the rate of Fire Fighter injuries. Halher 
than being higher than the national average, 
the Pittsburgh injury rate was statistically 
equal to the rate of injuries for Northeastern 
cities with populations of less than 250,000 
people The fire ground safety record of the 
Pittsburgh Fire Department compared with 
similar cities, and even when compared with 
some smaller cities, is good. Compared with 
the national average fire ground injury rate 
for large cities, the Pittsburgh Fire Depart 
ment record is excellent. The Press com 
pletcly distorted the facts in this category 

The next distortion in the Press article 
dealt with inhalation injuries This statistic 
was derived from 1982 injury data supplied 
by the International Association of Fire 
Fighters and compared with 1983 Pitts¬ 
burgh data The Press article stated that the 
national injury rate for inhalation injuries 
was 11% of all types of injuries and that 
the Pittsburgh rate was "50% higher than 
the national average " The fact is that Pitts¬ 
burgh Fire Department injury figures for 
1983 show that there were a total of 11 
inhalation injuries in 1983, representing 
4 5% of the total fire ground injuries, much 
lower than the national average cited by 
the Press Further, in 1983 there were NO 
inhalation injuries lo Pittsburgh Fite Fight¬ 
ers which resulted in lost time. 

The next distortion in the Press story 
dealt with eye injuries. The Press stated 
that the national rate of injuries to eyes 
was 4 4%. This statistic was derived from 
the 1982 IAFF survey cited above and com¬ 
pared with 19S3 Pittsburgh rate which wav 
5.3%, admittedly a slightly higher figure. 
The Press ignored the National Fire Pro¬ 
tection Association data for 1983 which set 
the rale of injuria to eya at 8.1%, or 35% 
higher than the rale suffered by Pittsburgh 
Fire Fighters. 

Next, the Press set the national rate of 
hand injuries at “5.6%," Neither the IAFF 
nor the NFPA surveys confirm this statistic. 


The IAFF survey atablished that hand in¬ 
juria represented an average of 32 5% of 
all specified Fire Fighter injuries, more than 
five tiroa the rate cited by the Press. 

The Press* claim that “50% of Pittsburgh's 
Fire Fighters wear rubber coats lined with 
nylon, cotton or other fabric,” IS ABSO¬ 
LUTELY FALSE! As our members know, 
since 1972 all new appointees lo the Pitts¬ 
burgh Fire Department have been required 
to purchase OSHA approved protective gear 
before graduation from the Fire Academy. 
In addition, a older Fire Fighters have re¬ 
placed gear with new equipment they have 
upgraded their protective clothing to con¬ 
form with modem standards The majority 
of fire eoau <n use fn I lie Pittsburgh Fire 
Department today meet national standards 
The Press story was ABSOLUTELY FALSE 
in this regard and we invite an independent 
investigation bv an) neutral interested party 
to confirm our position on this point. 

Finally, we categoricall) deny that the 
Pittsburgh Fire Department poticy on the 
use of masks is "hit or miss” a claimed by 
the Press Chapter 13 of the Pittsburgh Fire 
Department Training Manual provides a 
detailed policy on air masks and the manner 
of their use No officer can be promoted on 
the Pittsburgh Fire Department without 
hav ing mastered the material on maks, and 
all Pittsburgh Fire Fighters are experienced 
in the use of self-contained breathing ap¬ 
paratus (SCBA) both from training and 
day lo da) use of these maks at firu. 

The basic polirv of the Pittsburgh Fire 
Department regarding the use of masks is 
to train officers and Fire Fighters thoroughly 
m their use and to rely on the discretion 
of trained, experienced and dedicated pro¬ 
fessionals to execute their duties From July 
1, 1980 through July 31, 1984 the Pitts¬ 
burgh Fire Department ha filled 50,000 air 
tanks, ample evidence of the common use 
of Self Contained Breathing Apparatus. We 
stand behind our record of success a evi¬ 
dence of the wisdom of our policy on the 
use of maks. 

In conclusion, we want to set the record 
straight about safety. The article in the 
Pittsburgh Press was unfair, untrue, end 
lacked the fundamental intellectual integrity 
we expect of the press We are not perfect 
and we never claimed we were, but the 
orchestrated slander of dedicated public 
servants who have done the best job they 
were capable of doing, often at the cost of 
their own lives, is unwise and very unfair. 



Dear Members of Council, 


As captain of the Arson Squad, Pittsburgh Fire Department, I 
would like to enlighten you to the facts about the South Side arsons 
in which Mayor Caliguiri stated it took too long for a suspect to be 
arrested and the bad cooperation between the Police Department and 
Fire Department.

In order to clarify roles and to reduce confusion 
at scenes of accident and sudden illness the following 
guidelines will be adhered to: 

1. The Emergency Medical Services Program has the 
sole responsibility for patient care, extrication and rescue 
at the scene of an accident or sudden illness, with the 
exception being the fireground where rescue will be done 
cooperatively with the Fire Department. 

2. The Fire Department has the sole responsibility 
for fire suppression at the scene of an accident or sudden 
Illness and will assist in patient car e, extrication or 
rescue o nly" at the request oi the Emergency Medical Service js 
Officer ill Charge of the scene with the exception” being the 
fireground where rescue will be done cooperatively with the 
Emergency Medical Services Program. 

3. The Police Department has the sole responsibility 
for law enforcement and traffic and crowd control at the 
scene of an accident or sudden illness and will assist in 
patient care, extrication or rescue only at the request of

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Survival Aspects 

The damage to the trolley car would not have been detrimental to 
the evacuation of passengers. The operator apparently was thrown from 
his seat and escaped serious crushing injury that would have resulted 
from the impact with the bus and by the windshield of the bus penetrating 
the trolley car’s windshield. The operator was able to leave the car 
unassisted. 

The bus passengers' injuries were caused by their striking seats 
and stanchions, being thrown into the floor, and probably by striking 
each other. The passengers immediately behind the driver were crushed 
by the deforming metal and thrown into the aisles. The driver was 
thrown from his seat and one of his legs was pinned by the crushed seat. 
There were no seatbelts for passengers. The front door was jammed, but 
PAT personnel who first arrived on the scene forced it open. The side 
door was inoperable, but it was kicked open by passengers and several 
exited through the door. Some passengers escaped through the emergency 
side windows, which opened from the bottom. However, the two right 
front side windows were jammed when the bus lodged against the catenary 
pole, and those two windows had to be removed to facilitate the removal 
of several injured passengers through the windows. All of the passengers 
were removed from the bus by 8:50 a.m. 

The first PAT employees to arrive on the scene immediately began to 
evacuate passengeis and give first aid. The Allegheny County Sheriff's 
Department arrived about 8:10 a.m. The Pittsburgh Police and Fire 
Departments were notified about 8:09 a.m. and arrived shortly there¬ 
after. Thirty-six police and fire department vehicles were sent to the 
accident scene. 

The Pittsburgh hospitals were alerted to receive the Injured and 
they implemented their emergency disaster plans without incident. The 
city's emergency forces apparently have no plan for coordinating opera- 
tions at the scene of a major accident. No one assumed command and 
established a central authority or command post at the accident site, 
although the Fire Chief of the Fourth District did assume some control 
of activities. 

Other Information 


The operator of another trolley car testified that on February 14, 
1978, 4 days after the accident, and before the Palm Garden Loop switch 
was made to operate semi-automatically, he was preparing to stop just 
beyond the switch to discharge an employee. To follow his planned route 
would have required that the switch be lined for the straight track. He 
testified that the switch was properly lined, that his speed was below 5 
raph, and that he was coasting as he passed through the contactor. He 
further testified chat after his trolley pole was clear of the contactor, 
but before the switch disappeared from his view, he saw the switch 
:hange position and become lined for the curve. Since he was in the

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Even though the operation on the PAT BUSWAY Is equivalent to an on- 
the-street operation, it is a dedicated thoroughfare and operators might 
be lulled into a false sense of security that would not prevail on city 
streets. Therefore, safeguards should be taken to guard against human 
error. This becomes especially important through the accident area, 
since there are no detection or speed control appurtenances in service. 

The automobiles that were damaged during the accident undoubtedly 
were parked along the right-of-way with due consideration for clearance 
from the PAT BUSWAY traffic by using the catenary poles as guides 
However, the presence of the catepary poles, though necessary, and the 
parked vehicles so close to the traffic lanes does not give moving 
vehicles ample space for evasive action if it becomes necessary. The 
PAT should consider the elimination of such hazards alongside the busway 
and in similar congested areas. 

The trolley car struck and penetrated the left side of the bus with 
virtually no penetration resistance, and because of the relative motion 
of the two vehicles, the penetration was effectively extended along the 
side. This action caused the greatest amount of energy to be absorbed 
in the immediate area occupied by the driver and the three passengers 
who were killed. The driver was not using his seatbelt, but even so it 
would not have prevented his injuries nor would seatbelts have helped 
the passengers. All of the fatalities received their injuries because 
of the impact crushing of their occuplable space. The deforming metal 
and left front axle/wheel assembly absorbed much of the kinetic energy 
and thus reduced the potential for injury to passengers outside of the 
"crush zone." If the impact had been head-on, or if the left front 
side had been more resistant to crushing, more of the impact energy 
would have been transmitted through the bus body and there may have been 
more injuries. 

The PAT employees who were the first on the scene did a commendable 
job in evacuating the passengers and administering first aid. Rescue 
vehicles had difficulty reaching the area because of congestion. If a 
preparedness plan had existed and one individual had assumed command, he 
could have directed the rescue activity and lessened the confusion. 
Someone should be designated to take command of an emergency situation. 
All municipalities that have an emergency response capability should 
have a preparedness plan to cope with emergencies. In an emergency 
there is not time to organize and still be effective in handling the 
situation. The foresight of the hospitals and the manner in which they 
operated is indicative of the benefits to be derived from preparedness. 



CONCLUSIONS 


Findings 

1. The busdriver was operating his vehicle in a manner consistent with 
acceptable operating practices. 

2. The busdriver took evasive action to avoid colliding with the 
trolley car but it was not effective. 

3. During tests on the track switch for the Palm Garden Loop, it could 
not be made to operate except by a proper operating procedure. 

4. The trolley car operator approached the switch contactor conscious 
of the car ahead and observing the position of the switch. 

5. The trolley car operator must have inadvertently caused the switch 
to line for the curve by some operating action before the car’s 
trolley pole was off of the contactor. 

6. The trolley car’s speed was greater at impact than the operator 
estimated. 

7. The incident on February 14, 1978, was probably caused by the 
operator inadvertently performing some operating action before the 
trolley pole cleared the contactor. 

8. The track switch did not align properly on February 14, 1978, 
because the operator did not at first properly operate through the 
contactor. 

9. Switch protective devices or the implementation of the no-passing 
rule for buses and trolley cars before the accident probably would 
have prevented it. 

10. Lack of a preparedness plan by the emergency forces of the Pittsburgh 
police and Fire Departments and a lock of a central control authority 
caused unnecessary confusion at the accident site. 

11. Even if available, the use of seatbelts by the busdriver or by the 
passengers who were killed would not have prevented their injuries 
because of the vulnerable point at which the impact occurred. 

Probable Cause 

The National Transportation Safety Board determines that the probable 
cause of this accident was the operator's inadvertent and untimely 
operation of an unprotected track switch, which caused the trolley car 
to be routed into the path of the approaching bus. Contributing to the 
accident was the operator's operation of the car at a speed too great to 
permit stopping when he detected the turning movement of the car, and 
the lack of protective devices to control the switch operation. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS 

As a result of its investigation of this accident, the National 
Transportation Safety Board recommended that: 

...the Port Authority of Allegheny County, Pennsylvania: 

"Disable the inherent feature of the trolley car that permits 
the operation of an electric switch movement by depressing the 
power pedal. (Class II, Priority Action) (R-78-49) 

"Provide switch-operating protection to prevent the Palm 
Garden Loop and similar switches from being operable when an 
opposing vehicle is within a danger zone. (Class II, Priority 
Action) (R-78-50)" 

...the Governor of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania: 

"Encourage and assist municipalities that have emergency 
response facilities to develop emergency procedures in a 
disaster plan that includes the designation of a controlling, 
onscene officer. (Class II, Priority Action) (R-78-51)"

Bill No. 1786 of 1978 is a Resolution "Establishing 
An Emergency Preparedness Council and Comprehensive Emergency 
Plan." 


I have already appointed an Emergency Preparedness 
Committee consisting of Mt. Richard Cohen of my Office; 

Glenn Cannon, Director of Emergency Medical Services; Robert 
J. Coll, Superintendent of Police; Thomas Kennelly, Fire 
Chief; and John E. Ruff, Director of Public Works. An Emergency 
Preparedness Plan has been drafted for the Department of 
Emergency Medical Services and the Committee has scheduled a 
meeting on October 25, 1978 to review it and to begin the 
preparation of a comprehensive City-wide plan. 

Senate Bill No. 1104, Printer’s No. 2107 is presently 
pending in the General Assembly. This Bill, known as the 
Emergency Management Services Code, Is expected to come up 
for third consideration in the House when the legislature 
returns. Among other things, the Bill provides for the 
appointment of an Emergency Management Coordinator at the 
local level and for the preparation of a Disaster Emergency 
Management Plan consonant with the state plan which is also 
provided for in the Bill, local legislation, if any should 
be needed, should be deferred pending the enactment of 
Senate Bill 1104 so that the requirements of the statute may 
be known. 


Furthermore, the law Department has informed me 
that Bill No-. 1786 of 1978 constitutes an ultra vires infringement 
of an executive function and an improper delegation of a 
governmental function which is the responsibility of the 
executive under the Charter; that Bill No. 1786 constitutes 
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October 13, 1978 


a possible violation of Sections 208, 204 and 308.c. of the 
Pittsburgh Home Rule Charter; and that the Bill is beyond 
the power of Council legally to enact. However, let me 
••sure you that I welcome any suggestions and recommendations 
from members of Council to the Emergency Preparedness Committee. 
A copy of the Law Department’s opinion to me dated October 
10, 1978 is attached. 


For the foregoing reasons, I hereby veto Council 
Bill No 1786 of 1978 and return the Bill unsigned. 1 
suggest that we await the October 25, 1978 review of the 
Emergency Preparedness Plan and the final action by the 
General Assembly on Senate Bill 1104, Printer’s No. 2107. 
After the enactment of that Bill, we will be in a better 
position to determine what, if any, local legislation may be 
required.

Dear Mayor Caliguiri: 

You have requested my comments with respect to 
the above Council Bill. 

Section 201 of the Pittsburgh Home Rule Charter vests 
the executive, administrative and law enforcement powers of the 
City in the Mayor and provides that the Mayor shall control and 
be accountable for the executive branch of City government. 

The Charter Summary notes, "The present strong mayor form of 
government will be maintained." We believe public safety planning 
Is an executive function. Bill No. 1766 purports to delegate 
the executive function of developing a comprehensive emergency 
preparedness plan to an Emergency Preparedness Council which Is 
not part of the executive branch of government. We believe this 
would constitute an ultra vires infringement by the legislative 
branch upon the legal powers of the executive. See Commonwealth v . 
Warwick , 185 Pa. 623, a case dealing with the issuance of certain 
types of licenses, where the Pennsylvania Supreme Court stated: 

"The power being administrative In its 
nature and lodged in an executive department, 
it cannot be controlled by councils ... 

The resolution was therefore beyond the 
province of councils and of no effect." 

Bill Ho. 1786 presents certain other problems under 
the Pittsburgh Home Rule Charter: 
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Section 102 defines "Unit of Government" as 
"any subdivision of city government Including any department, 
bureau, division, board, commission ..." 

Section 208 of the Charter provides for the establish¬ 
ment of units of government by ordinance and notes that If the 
ordinance Is Introduced by Council, Council shall Immediately 
notify the Mayor who shall within 30 days submit a recommendation 
to Council. Section 208 further provides that Council shall 
take no action on the ordinance until a recommendation Is received 
or the 30-day period expires. Bill No. 1786 is In the form of 
a resolution, and final action was taken on It prior to receiving 
the recommendation of the Mayor. 

Section 214 of the Charter creates still another 
procedural problem: That Section provides for the appointment 
by the Mayor of the members of all boards and commissions subject 
to the approval of Council. Bill 1786 Is not consistent with 
this ^Section. Furthermore, Inclusion of a member of Council 
may conflict with Section 308.c. of the Charter because such 
a preparedness council is not one of the listed exceptions. 

From a practical viewpoint. Bill 1786 doss not appear 
to be necessary. Ve understand that you have already appointed 
an Emergency Preparedness Committee consisting of Mr. Richard Cohen 
of your Office; Glenn Cannon, Director of Emergency Medical Services; 
Robert J. Coll, Superintendent of Police; Thomas Kennelly, Fire 
Chief; and John E. Ruff, Director of Public Works. Director Cannon 
has Informed me that an emergency preparedness plan has been 
drafted for his department and that the Committee will meet on 
October 23, 1978 to review It and to develop a comprehensive 
city-wide plan. 

Another question arises about Bill No. 1786 in the 
light of Senate Bill No. 1104, Printer's No. 2107 which Is 
presently pending In the General Assembly. This Bill, known as 
the Emergency Management Services Code, Is expected to come up 
for third consideration In the House when the Legislature returns. 
Among other things, the Bill provides for the appointment of an 
Emergency Management Coordinator at the local level and for the 
preparation of a disaster emergency management plan consonant with 
the state plan which Is also provided for In the Bill. Local 
legislation, if any, should be deferred pending the enactment 
of Senate Bill 1104 so that the requirements of the statute 
may be known. 

For the foregoing reasons It la the opinion of 
the Law Department that Bill No. 1786 constitutes an ultra vires 
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Sf^SSySdtt?P~ir of City Council legally to enact.

Be it resolved by the Council of the City of Pittsburgh as follows: 

Section 1» Purpose: 

To provide the City of Pittsburgh with a Comprehensive 
Emergency Preparedness Plan and to establish an Emergency Preparedness 
Council. 

SECTION 2. The City of Pittsburgh shall develop a Comprehensive 
Emergency Preparedness Plan to provide for the possibility and/or 
probability of extraordinary fires, snow accumulations, flooding, 
medical emergencies or common natural disasters. 

SECTION 3. The City of Pittsburgh shall establish, within 30 days 
of final passage of this legislation, an Emergency Preparedness 
Council, which shall consist of thirteen (13) members, and shall 
include the Mayor as Chairman, the President of Council, the Super¬ 
intendent of Police, the Fire Chief, the Director of Emergency Medical 
Services, the Director of Public Works; three additional members 
shall be appointed by the Mayor and four additional members by the 
President of Council. 

SECTION 4. The Council shall develop the Comprehensive Emergency 
Preparedness Plan and update it yearly; a copy of the plan and the 
yearly update to be filed with the City Clerk.

Dear Mr.Bums: 

It has come to my attention that the Mayor of the City 
of Pittsburgh has proposed certain changes to the Fire Bureau 
as part of the over-all plan for the Department of Public Safety. 

As I understand it, the Mayor intends to propose to Council that 
there be retained in the Bureau the Fire Chief and five Deputy 
Chiefs. These positions would continue to be filled through 
competitive exam under the Civil Service law. 

The Mayor also has indicated that he intends to appoint 
two assistant directors for the Bureau of Fire, whose ranks would 
be just below the Fire Chief and just ahead of the Deputy Chiefs. 

It is clearly our understanding that the Mayor intends to make 
these appointed positions. This would be contrary to the Civil 
Service laws of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania. 

Section 1 of the Civil Service Act states that "all positions 
in the Bureau of Fire", except the chief officer of the Bureau, 
shall be in the competitive class of the civil service. This requires, 
therefore, that anyone holding anyone a rank below the position of 
Chief must take competitive exams and be covered by the Civil Service 
laws. This also means, of course, that any rank below the Chief cannot 
be an appointed position. 

Under the circumstances, therefore, it is my position that the 
proposed plan for the Public Safety Department, which includes the 
appointment of assistant directors for the Bureau of Fire, which 
positions are below that of Chief, is illegal under the Civil Service 
laws of this Commonwealth.

FIREMEN'S CIVIL SERVICE STATUTE 
1939, June 27, F.L. 1207 as amended 


Section 1 (23491.) 

All positions in bureaus of fire, except as here and after provided, 
and all positions of fire alarm operators and fire alarm box inspectors in 
bureaus of electricity, in cities of second class, shall be in the com¬ 
petitive class of the civil service of such cities. This act shall not apply 
to or include chief officers of bureaus of fire under the director of the 
department, by whatever title his position may be designated, nor to chief 
clerks in bureaus of fire in such cities. 

Section 2 (23492.) 

The civil service comnlssions in cities of the second class shall not 
have the power to change any rule or regulation which shall have been estab¬ 
lished and which is in force and effect on the date of the approval of this 
act, in so far as the same shall apply to the positions provided in this act 
to be in the competitive class; nor shall any such commission have the power 
to waive any such rule or regulation In any specific case or cases. 

Section 3 (23493.) 

Each applicant for original appointment to a position in the compet¬ 
itive class in any bureau of fire in any city of the second class, or to 
the position of fire alarm operator or fire alarm box Inspector in any such 
city, shall undergo a physical examination which shall be conducted by a 
commission composed of doctors of medicine appointed for that purpose by 
the mayor. Said commission shall certify to the Civil Service Commission 
that the applicant is free from bodily or mental defects, deformities or 
diseases that might incapacitate him from the performance of the duties of 
the position he is seeking. No application for such appointment shall be 
received from any person who is under eighteen years of age or over thirty- 
five years of age at the date of his application, except that an applicant 
for the position of fire alarm operator or fire alarm box inspector in any 
such city, may be over thirty-five years of age at the date of his appli¬ 
cation. Nor shall any such application be received from any person who shall 
not have been a bona fide resident of the city for one year next preceding 
the date of his application: Provided, however. That any applicant for rein¬ 
statement as a member of the bureau of fire or as a fire alarm operator or as 
a fire alarm box inspector of any such city in which he makes such appli¬ 
cation, who shall have served previously as an employe in such bureau for a 
period of more than six months and who, at the time of his application for 
reinstatement shall be a resident of such city, shall be eligible for such 
reinstatement even though such applicant shall be over the age of thirty- 
five years. 

Section 3.1 (73493.1) 

(a) Both original appointments and promotions to any position in the 
competitive class in any bureau of fire in any city of the second class shall 
be made only from the top of the competitive list: Provided, however. That 
the appointing officer may pass over the person on the top of the competitive 
list for just cause in writing. Any person so passed over shall, upon writ* 
ten request, be granted a public hearing before the Civil Service Commission.
